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PREFACE. 


JL  T  was  not  our  defign  to  have  diverted  the  at- 
teption  of  our  readers  from  the  important  events 
which  at  prefent  agitate  the  political  world,  by  any 
!a^dref9  in  the  form  of  a  preface  or  advertifement| 
farihei:  tjian  was  neceffary  to  convey  our  thanks  to 
the  public  for  the  very  liberal  encouragement  which 
our  laft  volume  experienced.  ^.But  a  refpeflt  for  that 
public  obliges  us  for  once  to  relinquifli  pur  intentibn, 
as  it  is  of  fome  importance,  not  merely  to  ourfelves. 
but  to  the  caufe  of  truth,  to  expofe  the  flagrant  and 
abfurdfalfehoodsby  which  we  have  been  ignorantly  and 
malicioufly  attacked  by  interefted  and  venal  writers. 

It  would  ill  become  us  to  pronounce  our  own 
panegyric :  but  if  there  is  any  one  foecies  of  merit 
which  we  may  without  arrogance  afliime,  it  is  that 
of  taking  a  liberal  and  temperate  courfe  with  refped 
to  the  politics  of  the  times.  Yet,  we  have  been  un-^ 
accountably  charged  with  a  prediledlion  for  French 
principles.  The  heft  proof  that  we  could  offer 
againft  this  accufation  is,  that  we  have  been  alfo 
charged  by  the  other  party  with  the  oppofite  offence, 
with  that  of  inclining  too  much  to  the  ariftocratic 
fyftem.  In  this  inftance,  however,  we  have  only 
been  fellow-fufferers  with  fome  of  the'moft  ^illuftrious 
charaders  of  thb  nation ;  and  we  mufl  remark,  that 
it  has  been  a  fource  of  ferrous  evil  to  our  country, 
that  every  man,  who  was' not  prepared  to  go  every 
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length  with  the  adherents  of  miniftry,  has  bqen,  by 
profligate  writers  (whofe  fole  employment  and  oc- 
cupation confift  in  difperfing  falfehood)  too  fucQcfs-^ 

fully  reprefented  as  an  **  advocate  for  the  French 
caufe.'*  But  forcly  every  rational. per fon  will  agree, 
that  it  is  poflible  to  difapprove '  moft '  hea^rtlly  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  French,  and  yet  to  wifh  that 
our  country  had  never-  interfered  in  thofe  troubled 
fceaes.  We  tnoft  fmcerely  believe,  and  we  folemnly 

.  profefs  our  opinion,  that  next  to  the  declared  repub-  . 
licans  and  anarqhifts  (and  we  ftill  aflert  that  they  are 
few  in  this  country}  the  bcft  friends  of  the  French 
fyftem  are  thofe  who  have  countenanced  and  abetted 
thofe  rafh  meafures  adopted  in  the  'abl'urd  and  im- 
praiflicable  hope  of  fubjugating  France.  Thofe  who 
really  wiftied  well  to  their  country  and  conftitution, 
thofe  who  deferve  the  name  oi  jriends  to- their  klng^ 
are  thofe  who  wifhed  this  nation  to  avoid  enga;;ing 
in  an  abfurd  continental  conteft  ;  to  maintain  a  "  dig- 
nified neutrality ;"  to  preferve  our  commerce  and 
manufadkures  uninjured  ;  to  leflen  gradually  thepub-» 
lie  debt,  and  confequently  to  kflen  the  burthens 
and  remove  the  real  grievances  of  the  people. 
But  as  aflertion  on  either  fide  is  no  proof,  let  ua 
fairly  afk  our  adverfaries,  for  wiiich  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  French  republicans  have  we  been 
*'  the  advocates  ?*'  Did  our  narrative  of  the  events 
of  the  loth  of  Auguft  J  792,  or  our  fentiments  on 
thofe  tranL(flions  ;  did  our  account  of  the  maflacrea 
of  the  3d  and  3(1  of  September,  of  the  trial  and  death 
of  the  unfortunate  king,  favour  gf  French  princi- 
ples ?  Did  our  character  of  the  Briflbtin  party,  or  of 
Jheir  opponents  Marat  and  Robefpierre,  indicate  a 
partiality  to  either  ?  Did  our  vindicaticMf  of  heredi- 
tary oobility  and  of  religious  eftabliflxments  manifefl; 
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ft  if^cedrledmn  for  democratic  or  levelling  opinions  f 
Did  rQ,nr  coramiferatiop  of  the  French  clergy,  and  our 
repeated  defcaces  of  reUgion,  prove  that  we  had  im- 
bibed the  pernicious  maxims  of  the  new  phiiofophy  ? 
Wc'have  affertcd  that,  to  our  knowledge,  '*  no  circum- 
(Uaoe  of  moment  has  been  omitted  or  mifrepre- 
fetitedr"  '  We  defy  our  enemies  to  inftance  one :  and 
M  they  have  not  attempted  to  prove  their  charge, 
becaufe  evidently  they  cannot  prove  it^  but  have 
confined  themfelvce  to  bold  and  general  aflertions} 
we  jkave  it  to  the  fair  determination  of  the  public, 
whether  they  do  not  ftand  convided  of  wiiftil  and 
d^Wh^rzlt.falfehood  ? 

It  is,  it  feems,  an  unpardonable  offence  in  us  to 
hape.faid,  that  an  affembly  (the  conflituent  aiTem- 
bly  of  France)  who  certainly  profefTed  to  frame  a 
free  conftitution,  profeffed  alfo  to  make  ours  the  model 
of  that  conftitution.  If  a  partiality  for  our  owa 
government  had  led  us  into  an  error,  it  would  be 
only  doing  juftice  to  thofe  who  have  fo  fagacioufly 
animadverted  on  us,  to  fay  that  they  are  not  in  dan- 
ger of  falling  into  any  fimilar  miitake.  Thofe  who 
can  excol  the  former  arbitrary  government  of  France 
cannot  be  in  much  dangeif  of  error  from  a  venera- 
tion for  our  conftitution.  *  But  the  truth  ia,  this  is  an 
inftance  of  that  incorrigible  ignorance  which  our 
adverfariea  every  where  difplay.  Not  only  the  ge-» 
neral  frame  of  the  government,  compofed  of  a  king 
and  a  parliament,  but  the  trial  by  jury,  the  fane- 
tioning  the  ads  of  the  legiflature  by  royal  aflent,  the  . 
regulation  of  the  tribunals,  even  the  forms  of  pro* 
ceeding,  and  the  very  terms  (for  inftance,  that  which 
is  at  prefent  a  kind  of  proyeroial  phrafe,  the  order  of 
tke  day)  w«re  copied  from  the  Britifli  conftitution* 
If  thefe  welUifformed  antics  had  takgn  the  pains  to  eic- 
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imine  and  perufe  the  journals  of  the  tiationil  aflcmbtf 
as  wc  have  done,  they  would  have  found  continual  aU 
lufiohs  to  this  conftitution ;  thev  would  havfe  foiind^ 
that  even  where  they  deviated  frotn  this  tnodel,  they 
wf  re  ftudious  to  aflign  their  reafdm  fdr  iuth  dfeviatioft, 
as  in  the  debate  on  the  two  chambers.  Btft  the?  French 
legiflators  did  not  inftitute  an  upper  Koufe-^heither 
did  the  Corficail  legillators,  though  that  coftftitutionr 
was  fandlioned  and  acctpted  by  our  king.  If,  ift-i 
deed^  the  conftitution  of  1789  wa^  fo  exceedingly 
vicious  aa  thefe  impugners  would  infinuate,  ifrhat 
fhall  we  fay  to  lord  Hood  and  the  prince  die  Cobour^ 
for  attempting  to  re-eftablifh  it? 

We  are  charged  with  giving  to  the  public  (ih  ai 
note)  a  pretended  treaty  of  Pavia,  which  our  ad-* 
verfariesyin'  is  forged*.  We  do  not  ftand  pledged  for 
the  authenticity  of  that  paper.  We  found  it  inferted 
in  the  moft  refpe<Jlable  collcdlions  of  ftate  papers 
wtich  are  publilhed  in  Europe^  It  wa^  our  duty  not 
to  withhold  fo  important  a  document  from  our 
readers*  We  candidly  ftated  where  we  found  it  j  and 
when  the  infcrtion  of  it  was  cenfured,  we  vindi-^ 
cated  ourfelves  by  a  very  plain  and  fimple  qrieftion^ 
a  queftion  only  calculated  to  ferve  the  caufe  of  truths 
and  to, develop  the  myftery.  "  If  this  trieaty  is  really  a 
mifreprefentation  of  the  views  and  fentiments  of  fhe 
combined  pr  wers,  why  do  they  not  juflafy  them- 
felves  by  publijinng  the  real  treaty  f^  And  furely  till 
the  treaty  of  Pilnitz  or  Pavia,  or  that  fyftem  (for 
there  muft  be  fomt  Jj^em  or  compaSi)  on  which  the 
allte^  have   acted;  be  made  public,  every  thinking

mar^ 
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tti&a  Inuft  fufpe<a>  that  either  thfe  paper  m  que^iotl 
contaiDS  the  fubftance  of  this  cornpad:,  or  that 
**  the  compadl  itfelf  is/omethifig  worfe^  There  was. 
indeed  no  neceffity  to  aggravate  the  criminality  of 
the  combined  powers.  The  defign  of  interferirig 
in  a  hoftiie  manner  in  the  domeftic  arrangements  of 
an  independent  nation,  as  avoWed  by  themfelves  itt 
the  Circular  of  Pavia^  was  (we  maintain  it)  a  glati 
ing  violation  of  the  law  of  nations  j  and  the  di£Feri 
ence  between  murdering  a  people  in  order  to 
force  upon  them  a  particular  form  of  government^ 
and  murdering  them  in  order  to  acquire  a  part 
of  their  territory,  is  perhaps  not  fo  material  aS  at 
firft  fight  may  appear*  In  both  cafes  the  bbjedl  is  td 
place  the  nattoti  under  a  government  which  they  ab^^ 
hor :  and  the  difference  is  this,  that  in  the  former 
inftance  their  tyrant  is  to  be  called  the  king  of 
France  j  in  the  latter  he  is  to  be  called  the  king  of 
•i^ruffia,  or  thie  emperor  of  Germady.  On  thtt 
whole,  however,  let  it  be  remembered  that  we  havd 
tio  difavowal  from  authority  of  this  paper  j  we  have 
only  the  ipji  dicuni  of  anonyilidus  writers;  The  trea- 
ty of  Pilaitz  is  generally  fuppofed  to  have  been  a 
partition  treaty  i  and  we  have  no  rcafon,  from  ana- 
logy, for  fuppofmg  the  emprefs  of  Ruflia,  the  em- 
peror of  German yj  and  the  king  of  Pruflia  mttrdUy 
averfc  to  partition  treaties.  If  the  partition  of  Po^ 
land^  and  the  horrid  maflacre  of  its  innocent  inba^ 
bitants^  were  laudable,  would  the  partition  of  France 
have  been  fo  criminal  as  our  adverfaries  (moft  incon- 
liftentlyj  it  is  true)  are  ftudidus  to  reprefent  it  ? 

We  have  faid,  "  that  in  the  month  of  November 
An  affociation  was  idftituted  at  the  Crown  and  Afi-i 
chor  tavern  by  Mn  Keeves,   the  chief  juftice   of 
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Newfoundland,  and  other  getitlemen  tonneflcd  with 
adminiftration,  the  avowed  purpofe  of  which  was  the 
protedlion  of  liberty  and  property  agdoft  the  dming^ 
attempts  of  republicans  and  lefveilcTg/'-*-Is  there  ady' 
thing  difrefpedful  in  this  ?  Or  have  wc  any  wh«tt^ 
treated  this  affociation  with  difrefpefl:  ?  We  have:!!**' 
deed  learned  a  new  leflbn  from  our  tlpp04ients;^viri 
"  that  it  is  a  di [grace  to  be  conneSed  n»itb  admimfira^ 
tion*^^  and  evidently  under  this  idea  they  have^  taken 
infinite  pains  to  reprefent  this  aflbciation  as  not  ^cn^ 
^eSSed  with  adminiftration^  and  would  rather  hare  it 
confidcrcd  as  a  party  oi trade/men  met  at  a  pot^hcaifc 
to  talk  politics.  The  fadt  is  (and  we  mention  it- 
again  not  with  any  difrefpedl)^  the  inftitutdrs  of  this 
aiTociation  were  "  gentlemen  connected  with  adrai- 
niftration/'  and  many  of  them  in  the  a^ual  fitua- 
tion  of  placemen  *  ;  and  we  fhould  violate  truth  as 
flagrantly  as  our  opponents  are  in  the  habit  of  doings 
and  falfify  hiftory,  if  we  otherwife  reprefented  the 

faa. 

We  have  faid,  "  that  as  xhtjirft  part  of  the  Rights 
of  Man  was  written  with  rather  more  modejiy  than 
the  fecond,  it  was  read  and  approved  by  many 
whofc  fentiments  were  by  no  means  favourable  to 
repuWicanifm."  Let  it  be  recolleded  that  this  firll  part 
of  the  Rights  of  Man  was  an  anfwer  to  Mr.  Burke's 
Reflexions  on  the  French  Revolution,  which  it  pro- 
fefl^d  to  corrcd:  chiefly  as  to  matters  offadt ;  and  as  far

Let  it  not  be  forgotten  alfo,  that  this  firft  pamphlet 
vn»  by  no  means  confidered  in  the  fame  dangercmt 
point  cf  view  as  the  fubfequent  writings  of  Mn 
PaiiQe  V  for  it  never  was profecuted  by  gtrOernmenty  it  was 
only  the  fecond  part  that  was  profecuted ;  and  that  pub- 
licatioQ  we  have  exprefsly  ftigmatized  as  ^'  a  virulent 
and  abufive  attack  upon  the  Britifh  government."-— 
If,  however,  after  the  decifive  terms  in  which  we  have 
ceninred  the  writings  of  Mr.  Paine  (fee  our  laft  vol. 
p.  5),thefe  gentlemen  choofe  to  reprefent  us  asP^wr- 
//f  J,  we  fhall  not  be  furprifed,  if,  in  the  fame  fpiriC 
of  candour  and  confiftency,  they  next  choofe  to  re- 
prefent us  as  cannibals. 

It  would  have  been  a  real  kindnefs  to  a  certain 
city  orator,  if  his  too  ofGcious  friends  had  not  beeft 
fo  iludious  to  have  brought  forward  his  name.  Wc 
are  f»ry  for  the  man,  and  would  have  charitably 
configned  him  to  that  infignificancy  and  obfcurity,  in 
which  every  man  who  wiihcs  him  well  muft  be  dc- 
firous  he  (hould  remain.  We  are  vehemently  cen- 
fured  for  hinting  that  the  worthy  and  Jiueni  knight 
was  not  remarkable  for  his  knowledge  of  grammar* 
—Public  fpeakers,  like  authors,  are  certainly  obje&s 
of  criticifm ;  but  there  is  perhaps  a  degree  oifym^ 
fatby  in  this  matter,  of  which  we  were  not  aware. 
Thofe  who  have  themfelves  been  accufed  of  not 
being  the  mod  accurate  grammarians  ^  muft  be  na-

turally 
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turally  a  little  fore  ttrheh  Aich  a  t^pic  unfortunaCfeJf 
happens  to  be  introduced.  If  wt  have  uttcaothwrfly 
faid  that  the  fpeech  of  the  worthy  knight  vtras  remark- 
able for  **  btoad  aflertionj'*  we  only  requeft  that 
pur  opponents  will  inform  us,  which  of  his  aiTettioQS 
were  accurate  aod  /rfArf  ?  i 

We  thank  our  calumniatofs  (for  we  would  give  to 
every  one  his  due)  for  a  compliment  a  little  nnera^ 
eioufly  paid  uft,  "  that  we  have  fame  rel^ioit,,  * — 
We  may  hay©  lefa  bigotry  than  thefe  piou^  gedtle* 
men,  but  We  trufl  it  will  be  found  that  we  faavtf 
much  more  of  true  pradical  religion  thafi  they  can 
pretend  to.  To  deftroy,  however*  the  efFe£l  of  this 
conceilion,  we  are  aecufed  of  uttering  ail  untruthf  iii 
faying  that  a  part  of  Rpbcfpierre's  popularity  was  at- 
tributed to  his  pretences  (hypopritical  they  might  be} 
to  religion.  The  part  which  he  took  with  refpcA  td 
Ui€  decree  for  again  reftoring  the  liberty  of  religious 
woffhip  in JParis  is  well  known.  But  if  what  appears  in 
our  vDlume  be  an  untruth^  it  is  not  oUrs,  but  M.  Con^ 
dorcet's)  fandtioned  by  the  authority  of  Dr.Moore.  Men 
ought  to  be  a  little  acquainted  with  the  foutces  of  in- 
formation before  they  prefume  to  cenfure.  Condorcet^ 
in  enumerating  the  caufes  which  contributed  to  give 
popularity  to  Robefpierre,  fays — ^•*  II  fe  fait  unereputa-s

eilablifh  a  reputation  of  aufterity,  which  points  to 
JanBity ;  he  mounts  on  benches,  arid  talks  of  God 
4hd.  Providence ;  he  calls  himfelf  the  friend  of 
tlie  poor,  &c." — Such  extreme  Ignoratice  of  th^ 
moil  common  fadts  would  be  difgraceful  in   the 
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bigbe^d^g^eey  could^iny  diing  difgraee  fuch  lit!« 
tea  ,         '     .     *  , 

itbasfa^etk  iaid  that  our  general  ihetho4  is  ^^  atiW  . 
plj  and 'fa^vounblj  to  detail   the  fehtiments  and 
fpecdifsof  opefet  of  men^  and  to  relate  thofe  of  th^ 
ofipo^q  fide  itt  few  and  feeble  .words/* — ^Thofe  who 
wiihitOnform  an  eftimate  of  our  veracity^  Compared 
^th  ihai^.oi^r  accufers^  are  oalj  requefted  to  tabfe 
any  of  pur  ▼oliamea9  abd  compare  that  part  of  it  with 
aQy  well  authenticated  report  of  the  proceedings  of 
par&^ent*     We  profefs  to  give  the  fiibftance  of  all 
the  argameAts  employed  ly  thefpeakers  an  either  Jidt 
upon  at^  political  quejiian^  and  ^t  have  endeavoured 
to  do  it  without  bias  or  partiality.     Unfortunately 
for  owr  antagonifls^  this  article  of  charge  is  alfo  defti* 
tutecf  proof;  for  they  have  riot  fpecified  a  iingld 
iuftance  of  fuch  omiffion,  and  we  defy  them  to  do  it# 
No  perfoaa  indeed  ought  to  be  better  judges  of  the 
fubk  in  compQfition  thap  thofe  from  whom  we  ^ote 
this  exprefiion,  for  even  their  malice  is  impotent* 
They  (hould  remember  that  there  are  feebk  fpeakera 
as  wcU  as  fctble  writers  ;  and  if  fome  fpeakers  (aa    , 
well  as  fome  writers)  deal  more  in  words  than  ia 
ideas^  the  faiilt  is  not  with  us ;   thofe  readers  who 
want  the  words  muft  apply  to  the  parliamentary  re* 
gifters,  and  not  to  fuch  a  brief  abflraS  as  our  limits 
coA&ie  us  to.     When  the  venal  advocates  of  any 
l^ttty  cenfure  in  this  manner  publications  condu&ed 
upon  tiberai  principles,  an  erratum  Should  always  be 
added.  We  are  cenfnred,  "  not  becaufe  we  are  par- 
tial/* but  beeaufe  we  "  are  not  partial  to  the  right 
(that  is  to  their)  Jide:'     The  "  very  head  and  front 
tf  oi!r  offending  16  this,"  thBRt  v*b  have  fcorned  to 
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wokte  the  records  of  biftory  by  pronoancing;  A  p^^ 
negyric  \ipon  the  wifdom  and  forefight  of  the  prefeni 
miniifterG.     If,  however^  wc  cannot  difcern  in  theit 
conduffc  thofe  extended  views,  that  enlightened  po-^ 
licy  which  we  would  wifli  to  difcovcr,  we  can  only 
aver  that  our  error  is  not  intentional.     As  we   are 
not  the  dependants  and  parafites  of  any  party,    -w^l 
folamnly  declare,  that  we  have  never  omitted  to  ap« 
plimd  minifters,  whenever  their  condud  would  in 
any  degree  admit  of  approbation ;  and  we  fhall   be 
ready  to  do  it  again,  whenever  they  fhall  ihcw  an 
atteittipn^  diredled  by  judgment,  to  the  real  intcreits 
of  the  country.     We  cannot,  while  we  continue  to 
xefyt&i  truth,  make  fomething  out  of  nothing.     We 
cannot  applaud  the  wifdom  of  meafures,  which  every 
intelligent  perfon  evidently  faw  were  puerile  and  er- 
roneous, and  which  have  proved  fuch  in  their  con£e- 
qtsences.  We  are  avcrfe  to  boafting;  but  the  malignancy 
of  our  opponents  compels  us  to  what  is  in  itfelf  moft 
difagreeable— *and  we  appeal  to  our  readers,  whether 
we  have  not  uniformly  'foreften  and  prediSed  every 
one  of  the  fatal  confequences  which  have  attended 
what  we  cannot  but  call  the  raih  counfels  of  an  ad« 
miniftratfon,  young  in  years,   and  ftill  younger  ia 
counfel,   experience,   and  knowledge.    In   this  the 
fendments  of  every  well-informed  perfon  in  the  na- 
tion .already  coincide  with  ours ;  and  we  will  venture 
tapredidl)  that  (as  in  the  cafe  of  the  American  war) 
the  verdid:  of  pofterity  will  be  unanimous.     Our  op<- 
ponents  muft  therefore  excufe  us  if  we  cannot  con- 
defcend  to  facrifice   our  judgment  as  they  do,  if 
they  can  be  fuppofed  to  have  any.    We  have  a  cha- 
rzSitt  to  lofe  i  and  we  fhall  perfcvere  in  the  fteady 
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line  of  truths  regardlcfs  of  the  efforts  of  any  literafy 
j^«ff*.     Our  condudt  is  open  and  fair,  let  them 
uke  advantage  of  it  if  they  can. 

To  evince,  however,  that  our  impartiality  is  not 
affe^ed  but  real,  we  give  this  intimation  to  our  read* 
crs  and  to  the  public.     Fully  confcious  of  the  falli- 
bility of  human  nature,  and  that  there  is  no  man  who 
is  not  liable  to  miftake,  who  is  not  expofed  to  decep- 
tion from  the  mifinformation  of  party  writers ;  if  in 
the  courfe  of  our  annual  labours  we  fliall  be  found  to 
have  miflated  a  fmgle  fad,  we  (hall  receive  with  gra- 
titude the  corredlions  of  any  correfpondent,  and  will 
not  only  rectify  cheerfully  the  error,  but  print  the 
corre<^ons  (if  defired)  in  the  very  words  of  their  au- 
thors.    This  is  a  conceflion  which  we  think  is  due 
to  the  public ;  and,  while  it  will  evince  our  candour, 
it  will  alfo  (we  are  fatisfied)  add  greatly  to  the  value 
of  our  publication.

.ungeribaod,  and  ipofe  vigoroufly  maintaif»d;  tl^atpac- 
liajDcntary  fpeakers,  without  the  fear  or  dlanger  of  iili- 
prifonment,  aiTumed  a  greater  boidnefs  in  arrai^ia^dxe 
condud  of  governmeat^  and  cba^  ia  &Qrt,  a  new  ipirit 
fppeared,  which,  under  fucceeding  princes,  was  afitcndcd 
with  very  great  and  important  confequenccs^  Sticb  "was 
the  ftace  of  things  when  Jannes  the  firft  afcended  the 
throne.  The  ideas  however  which  he  brought  with  bim 
were  ill  accommodated  to  the  circumftaoce^  of  thfi  time. 
He  came  into  England  full-fraught  with  the  nioft  extra- 
yagant  notions  concerning  the  abiolucc  and  oDcocicroUablc 
power  of  iiings.  Thefe  notions  were  pa^rUy  encouraged 
by  the  high  t;one  of  authority  which  had  been  aiTum- 
ed and  exercifed  by  the  princes  of  the  houfc  of  Tudor, 
^nd  partly  were  the  refult  of  his  own  fpeculattve  ienti* 
inents«  The  opinion  of  divine  hereditary  indefeafiblc 
ngjity  and  that  all  the  privileges  of  the  fubj^^  were  only 
grants  from  the  crown,  he  ftrenuoufly  maintained  -,  and 
■be  could  not  avoid  being  itreogtbene4  in  theie  conceptions

clfU«)S  to  the  highed  prerogacivcs,  the.  niind^.of  meoin 
]^mrope«  and  efpecially  in  England,  had  begun  tp  under-- 
go  a. general)  though  at  iirit  an  infcn&bk,  rcvolutioti* 
Qf  this  rifi&g  fpuit  in  our  countrynien  feveral  inftances 
^^re  difplaycd  by  parliament,  and  particularly .  io  the 
€4tip  pf . Af  t  rancis  Goodwin.  TIhs  gcatlqnoan  W  been 
6  chofen 
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rkifenQftftmb^  for^tiie  (Mvii^  of  fibck«^'^  afifS'^lm  reKUni^ 
as.i]Mit,^i#M^  ®iMfe  ifko  di^nccfy ;  but  t^e  bhftntdfctr, 
p^abifif^»fig  Imt^^h  'OtidMr,  vacated^  Itti  icat^  khdi^tiiRi 
a  vrric  for  a  ncir  tl^ion;  Tlie  ferment  occxiSoned  In 
the  houfe  ot  commons  by  this  tranfaftion,  and  the  vigour 
«ich:vhidh!6hef  mMntamed  their  rights,  are  related  in  «U 
auhiiiftbtfes;  :inll  need  ii6c  here  be  enlat^ged  upon':  biit  it 
isfiABablrtt  o«r|)refenrfubjeS:  to  mention  the  fenttn'Khits 
tharJMticrtletmr^  by  two  or  three  members.  «  Bf  tbit 
xQode^affd  oiiq)  thefr^  ekdion  of  the  countteis  is  takina 
aaray;  and  none  (hall  be  chofen  but  fuch  as  (hall  pleafe 
the  king  iind  council.  Let  us  therefore  with  fortitude^ 
undcrftanding,  and  flncerity,  feek  to  maintain  our  privi- 
ieg^  Thts  cannot  be  conftrued  any  contempt  in  m^ 
borinereiy'a  maintenance  of  our  common  rights,  ^hich 
OUT  anceftors  hav^e  kft  us,  and  which  it  isjuft  and  fit  for

About  the  £ame  time  the  commons,  in  the  cafe  of  flr 
Thomaa^  Shiriey,  eftabli(hed  their  power  of  puntlhing 
both  the  pedbns  u  whofe  fait  any  member  was  arre&rdt 
and  the  officers  who  were  employed  in  arrefting  or  detam**- 
ii^  him.  Nor  was  their  atteAck>n  fojciy  confined' to  thjp

^irit  and  judgment  appeared  in  their  endeaiaours  to  free 
commerce  from  thofe  fbacklcs  which  had  been  impofed 
tipon  it  by  the  tyrannical  exertions  of  the  royal  prer<^^ 
live  While  they  were  thus  attempting  to  grve  liberty 
ID  the  trading  part  of  the  nation,  they  endeavoured  Irke^ 
mSt  to  emaaCfpate  the  landed  property  fr&h-the  burthet 
of  Wardfbtps,  tod  to  rethove  thofc  remaifis  of  the  feudii 
cenures  giuter  which  the  nation  ftill  laboured.  :  Though

But  thde  fevtrral  Syritfrs  on  the  lawof  England,'  and 
aof  ^Hiirt.  that  might  be  fpcdfied,  were  a!  1  of  them 
grdttly  eclipfcd  by  fir  Edward  Coke.  In  the  early  part  of; 
his'14fe  his  diarader'  wds  deeply  fhadcd  by  the  ferocity  with 
whidh  bfrtreased  thb^Rate  prifoners  againft  whom  he  wa« 
called  CO  plead  in  his  official  capacity,     it  was  carried  to 


doui*:*    Then  it  was  that  he  nobly  ftood  up  in  fupporrof 
ihe  c6nftitrttl6n  and  liberties  of  his  country.     In  the  par-' 
liaments  which  met  from  the  year  1 620  to  his  death,  he 
exerted  himfclf  with  great  vigour  in  oppo/ition  to  tyran- 
ny, arid  rn  defence  -of  the  juft  claims  of  the  fubjcdt.    As 
a  legal  writer  he  is  entitled  to  the  higheft  applaul'e.  When 
wc  contider  not  only  the  quantity  but  the  quality  of  hig 
works,  HI  what  manner  they  contribute  to  iiluftra^ev  as 
well  the  origitviis  the  body  and  fubitance  of  our  laws,  to 
ocplain  their  nature,  to  vindicate  their  juftice,  and  to  de- 
mondrate  the  benefit   of  them;  how  they  take  in    the 
whole  cifrcle  of  thrs  exterifivefc?ence,''ih  teferenceboth  fo 
its  gPCHJitd^  and  praftice,  arid  how  methodically  arid  sicca- ; 
rateiy  every'  ^hing  touched  hf  his  pen  is  treated,  we  cahr 
iK>c  avoid  adfnifing  his  wifdom,  his  difigcnce,  and  his 
puliliclpirit.    'His  wifdom  appears  in  his  beinfg  able  to  ' 
cxalninc,  acquire,  and  digeft  fucha  prodigious  fti rid  of* 
knowkdge,  arid  to  ajypiy  it  with  fuch  diftfrrclrnefs,  peffpi-* 
cuityj  and  propriety,  as  he  did^  to  every  poifit  i  and  though 
ipuchof  what  he  has  written  may  through  time  befcome  of 
littkt  afe  te  regard  to  praft'o^,  yet  ihe  utilTtf  bf  it,  in  rc^ 
fpcdk  to  tfce  uriderftanding  of  the  law,'  will  remain  as" 
long  as  it  I'ubfffts  on  its-  prefenc  bafis.     Viewing  thrrigi 
pnly  in   tnis   Irghr,    it  is  impoflible  for  any  'impartfal 
tc^h<r%9  a^ftain  frgji)  paying-  a  very  high  itvei^de  to 
-  .     ^  ..fir 
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fir  Edward  Coke's  memory.  When  we  rcfleft  alfo  on 
his' woriderful  diligence  in  colleAing,  framing,  and  difpo- 
fing  fo  many,  fo  laborious,  and  fuch  different  kinds  of 
writing,  ourfurprifc  muft  increafe.  Our  admiration  will 
ftill  farther  be  excited,  when  we  call  to  mind,  that  from  a 
principle  of  patriotifm,  and  a  finccre  love  to  his  country 
and  its  laws,  he  perfiftcd  in  his  fcrvices  to  the  common- 
wealtb,  though  expoled  to  much  ill  ufagc.  All  this  pains 
he  look  for  pofterity  in  the  midft  of  a  life  occupied  with 
continual  cares,  when  in  the  full  porfcflion  of  the  greatcft 
prafticc  at  the  bar,  when  called  to  the  higheft  offices  of 
his  profeffion,  when  involved  in  the  perplexity  of  public 
employments,  as  well  as  when  out  of  them  and  more  at 
kifure.  To  his  care  we  owe  the  reducing  the  knowledge 
of  our  laws  into  a  fyftem,  and  the  putting  it  into  the 
power  of  others  to  profecute  and  improve  his  plan*  If 
we  compare  the  law  as  he  found  it,  with  the  condition  in 
which  he  left  it,  we  (hall  fee  his  merit  in  its  true  point  of 
light,  and  have  a  juft  notion  of  the  reafons  which  induced 
our  forefathers  to  ftyle  him  the  oracle  of  the  law.  Such 
he  really  was,  and  fuch  he  will  beefteemed,  whatever  may 
be  the  future  fate  of  his  works,  fincc  from  him  were  bor- 
rowed thofe  lights  which  have  enabled  fucceeding  lawyers 
to  traverfe  the  paths  that  have  led  them  to  knowledge  ahd 
credit. 

The  ftudy  of  the  civil  law  was  not  neglefted  in  king 
James  the  firft*s  reign.  Indeed  it  was  particularly  fofter- 
cd  by  the  crown,  as  its  general  principles  are  more  favour- 
able to  the  doftrines  of  arbitrary  power  than  the  old 
common  law  of  England.  The  moft  diftinguifhed 
writer  of  the  time,  in  this  department  of  literature,  was 
Pr.  CowelL  Sir  Edward  Coke  and  thedoftor  were  not 
only  in  dircft  oppofition  to  each  other  in  point  of  fenti- 
inent,  but  there  was  a  great  perfonal  ill-will  between 
them.  As  Cowetl  frequently  praftifed  at  Weftminfter- 
hall,  as  well  as  at  Dodors  Commons,  fir  Edward  took 
;ill  oc€a(ions  to  affront  him ;  and,  making  uie  of  a 
wretched  pun,  called  him  in  derifion,  Dr.  Cow-beeL  But 
however  blame^blc  he  might  be  for  hi$  defpotic  prin* 
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crpies,  he  was  undoubtedly  a  irian  q£  eminence  iii  his 
profcflion.     -  .    •  * 

With  regard  to  the  ifcicnce  of  natural  philofophy,  as  it 
generally  fubfifted  in  this  country,  we  might  fpccify  a 
number  of  pcrfoi^s^  of  whom  higlvthings  are  faid  by. 
Anthony  Wood  and  other  writers  j  but  they  are  little  en* 
titled  to  diftinftion,  efpecially  in  a  work  of  fo  cothpeno^ 
dious  a  nature  as  the  prcfent.  ^Vhaterer  celebrity  they 
inight  hive  in  their  own  day,  their  names  dre  how  feldoni 
remembered,  and  their  produftiohs  almoft  whdlly  forj^t- 
ten.  Nor  is  this  *  an  ad  of  injuftice  to  their  medloriesy 
fincc  ihey  made  none  of  thofe  difcoveries  which  have  con- 
tribmed  to  the  benefit^  or  demarid  the  gratitude,  of  pof^ 
terity.— ^Robert  Fludd  was  perhaps  the  only  learned  En- 
gfifhman  that  ever  ferloufly  embraced  the  Rofycrucian 
philofophy.  In  that  myfterious  and  fanciful  philofophy 
he  was  eminent,  and  wrote  feveral  elaborate  tre^tifes  iti 
its  defence.  His  works  were  better  known  abroad  tharl 
at  home  y  and  that  he  was  not  looked  upon  as  an  infigni«- 
ficant  aMhor,  is  apparent  from  his  having  fuch  literary 
antagpnifts  as  Gaflendus  and  Kepler. 

We  arqiiow  come  to  a  name  that  tranfccnds  all  praife. 
Our  readers  will  immediately  underftand  that  we  meail 
Francis  Bacon,  lord  Verulam;  The  name  of  Bacon  had 
already  been  confccrated  to  immortality,  in  the  perfon  of 
that  famous  friar,  to  Whom  we  have  endeavoured  to  do 
jnftice  in  a  former  part  of  our  work  ;  and  the  fame  nanie^ 
th  the  fubjcft  before  us^  lays  claim  v'ftiU  fuperior  ho- 
nour, at  lead  in  point  of  utility  and  effeft.  Lord  Bacon 
had  the  glory  of  introducing  a  newepocha  in  philofophi^ 
cal  fcience  y  an  cpqcha  produftivc  of  the  moft  important 
confequeoces.  With  afagacityof  the  moft  penetrating 
'  nature,  he  rofc  above  the  fyftematic  fchogl  philofophy 
of  the  times,  and  pointed  out  the  true  road  to  knowledge. 
He  faw  that  it  niuic  be  built  on  the  bafis  of  experinient  $ 
and,  by  building  on  that  bafis,  the  difcoveries  and  im- 
provoneats  whichvhave  fince  been  made  in  theftudyof 
nature  are  without  number.  Nor  has  the  method  of  at- 
17^«  b  taining 
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taining  true  fcicnc e  which  hie  has  laid  down  ever  fallen 
intodifufe,  but  continues  to  be«purfued  with  the  greaxeft 
ardour  and  with  the  happicft  cfFefts  in  every  pare  of  Europe* 
That  the  applaufes  of  luch  a  man  as  lord  Eiacon  fhooldbe 
founded  by  multitudes  of  authors,  will  not  be  deemed  fur- 
prifing.  Omitting  the  encomiums  which  have  been  deliver-^ 
cd  concerning  him  by  our  own  countrymen,  we  (hall  con- 
tent ourfelvcs  with  inferting  the  eftimaccs  of  his  merit  chat 
have  been  formed  by  two  eminent  foreign  writers.  Thdc 
are  Monf.  D'Alcmbert  and  Mr.  Brucker.  "Onconfider- 
ii>g  attentively  (fays  the  former)  the  found,  intelligent^  and 
extenfive  views  of  this  great  man,  the  multiplicity  oftJ»- 
jefts  his  piercing  wit  had  comprehended  within  itsfptorc^ 
the  elevation  at  his  ftyle,  that  every  where  makes  the 
boldcft.  images  tocoalefce  with  the  moft  rigorous  prcci- 
fion,  we  ftiould  be  tempted  to  cftccm  him  the  greateft; 
the  moft  univerfal,  and  the  moft  eloquent  of  philoft)- 
phcrs.  His  works  arc  juftly  valued,  perhaps  more  va- 
lued than  known,  and  therefore  more  deferving'of  wir 
ftudy  than  elogiums.  Bacon,  born  amidftthe  obfcuritjr 
of  the  moft  profound  night,  perceived  that  philofophy 
did  not  yet  exift,  though  many  had  undoubtedly  flattered 
thcmfelves  with  having  excelled  in  it;  for,  the  more  an 
age  is  grofs  and  ignorant,  the  more  ii^believes  itfelf  in- 
formed of  all  that  can  poflibly  be  known.  He  began  by 
taking  a, general  view  of  the  various  objefts  of  all  natural 
Iciences.  He  divided  thofe  fciences  into  different  brandies, 
of  which  he  made  the  moft  exadt  enumeration :  he  ex- 
amined into  what  |vas  already  known  as  to  each  of  ihofc 
objeds,  and  he  drew  up  an  immenfe  catalogue  of  what 
remained  to  be  difcovered.  This  was  the  aim  and  fub- 
jed  of  his  adnJrable  work.  On  the  dignity  and  aug* 
mentation  of  natural  knowledge.  In  his  New  organ  of 
fciences,  he  perfeds  the  views  he  had  pointed  out  in  the 
firft  work  :  he  carries  them  farther,  and  ihcws  the  ncr 
cttHiyxyi  experimental  phyfics,  which  was  not  yet  thought 
of.  An  enemy  to  fyftcms,  he  beholds  philoibpby  as  only 
that  part  of  our  knowledge  which  ought  ton^keus  bet- 
ter or  more  happy.     He  fecnu  to  limit  it  va  the  feicnccof 
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\]l<ful  things,  and  every,  where  recommends  the  ftudy  of 
namre.  Hi3  other  writings  are  formed  on  the  fame  plan- 
Ev:ery  tfatngio  them,  event;hcir  titles,  isexprcfliveof  tfie 
roaa  of  genius,  of  the  xniod  tKat  fees  in  great.  He  there 
coUeds  fftiSts ;  he  there  compares  experiments,  and  indi- 
ctees a  gfeat.nuQober  to  be  tnadcw  He  invites  the. learned 
to.feudy  andperfeft  the.arxs,  which  he  deems  ^s  theisnolt 
illuftrious  and  mofl:  eflential  part  of  human  knowledge.. 
He^Kpofc$>  with  a  noble  fimplicity,  his  conjedures  and. 
thoughts  ondifFerent  objefls^  worthy  of  interefting  men  ;. 
and  be  might. have  faid,  as  the  old  gentleman  of  Terence,, 
that  nothing  afFcfting  humanity  was  foreign  to  him, 
Science  of  nature,  morality,  politics^  ceconomics,  all 
Seemed  to  be  within  the  ftretch  of  that  luminous  and  pro- 
found wit;  and  we  know  not  which  moflrto  admire,  the 
rich&efe  he  diffufes  overall  the  fubjeds  he  treats  of,  or  the 
dignity  with  which  be  fpeaks  of  them.  His  writings  can- 
not be  better  compared  than  to  thofe  of  Hippocrates  on 
tncdidnc;  and  they  would  be  neither  Ids  admired  nor 
kfs  read,  if  the  culture  of  the  mind  was  as  dear  to  man- 
kind as  the  prefervation  of  their  health.  But  there  are 
none  but  the  chiefs  of  k£ts  of  all  kinds  whofe  works  car^ 
have  a  certain  fplendour.  Bacon  was  not  of  the  number, 
and  the  form  of  his  philofophy  was  againft  it.  It  was  too 
good  to  fill  any  one  with  aftonifhmcnt.  The  fcholaftic 
philofophy,  which  had  gained  the  afcendant  in  his  time, 
could  not  be  overthrown -but  by  bold  and  new  opinions  i 
and  there  is  no  probability  that  a  philoiopher,  who  ofily 
intimates  vo  men,  *^  This  is  the  little  you  have  learned, 
**  this  is  what  remains  for  your  inquiry,"  is  calgulared 
for  making  mucH  noife  among  his  contemporaries. ,  Wc 
might  even  prefume  to  hazard  fome  degree  of  reproach  ' 
agaiaft  the  lord  chancellor  Bacon  for  havmg  been  perhaps 
too  timid,  if  we  were  not  fenfible  wich  what  refervQ^ 
wd  as  it  were  with  what  fuperftitjon,  judgment  ought  to 
be  palled  on  fo  fublime  a  genius.  Though  he  confefles 
that  the  fcholaftic  philofophers  had  enervated  the  fcienccs 
by  the  minoiise  of  their  queftions,  and  that  found  inteU 
U&%  ought  to'have  made  a  facrifice  of  the  ftudy  of  gene-- 
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rfti  beings  to  that  of  particular  objefts,  he  fcems,  not- 
\f  ithftafding,  by  the  frequent  ufc  he  Wlakcs  of  frfRiol- 
tfcnns,  aftd  fometimes  alio  by  the  adopting  df  fchc^jiftk: 
principles,  and  by  the  divifiofts  ar^d  fub^diviOons  then 
much  in  vogue,  to  have  thewed  too  ntuch  defertn^^  for 
the  predominant  tafte  of  his  age.  This  great  itiian,  tffef 
breaking  the  (hackles  of  fo  many  irons,  was  ftill  entangled 
by  fornc  chains,  ivhich  he  either  could  ttOt  or  diired'Mt 
to  break  afunder.**      '  .    .      r.. 

Iii  giving  Brucker*s  eftimate  of  lord  Bacon's  f]iWlttlb* 
phfc  principles  and  merit,  we  (hall  make  ufe<)f -the  efc* 
gant  pen  of  Dr.  Enfield,  Brucker's  trinflat^.— «<  Tfi^t 
reformation  in  philofophy,  which  had  bfcn  unfuccefsfuHy 
attempted  by  Bruno,  Cardan,  and  others,  wa€f  h^^iy 
adcompliftied  by  that  illuftrious  Englilh  phildbphiJr  Idrd 
Bacon,  who  did, more  to  dctedt  the  fources  of  fofmet^  €N 
ror&and  prejudices,  and  to  difcover  and  eftabtifti  the  tri>e 
method  of  philofophifing,  thaft  the  whole  body  of  philo- 
fophers  which  many  preceding  ages  had  produced, 

"  Poflefllng  by  nature  a  ftrong  and  penetrarihg  judg- 
ment, arid  having  inured  himfelf  from  his  childhood  to  a 
habit  of  dole  attention  and  deep  thinking.  Bacon  was 
capable  of  taking  an  accurate  and  comprehenfii^e  fur- 
^y  of  the  regions  of  knowledge,  and  of  thoroughly 
Examining  the  foundations  of  thofe  ftruftures  which 
had  hitherto  been  honoured  with  the  title  of  fyfteois  of 
trhilofophy.  His  firft  great  attempt  in  philofophy  was 
nis  incomparable  treatile  Oh  the  advancement  of  learn- 
ing, firfl:  publiflicd  in  Englifh,  and  afterwards  tranflated 
by  himfelf,  with  the  alTiftanCe  of  fome  friends,  into  Latin. 

"  The  great  defign  of  this  work  was,  to  take  an  accu- 
rate furvey  of  the  whole  extent  of  the  intelleilual  world  ; 
tp  review  the  ftat^  of  knowledge,  as  it  then  ftood,  in  its 
ftveral  branches,  in  order  to  difcover  how  far  fcienot  had 
been  fuccefsfully  profecwted,  and  what  improvements 
might  ftill  be  made  for  the  benefit  of  mankind ;  and  to 
point  out  general  methods /or  the  correftion  of  error,  and 
the  advancement  of  knowledge.  The  author,  following 
the  divifion  of  nature  into  the  three  faculties  of  the  foul, 
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nmoory,  im9|^fnbcioh»  and  underftanding,  cla^Hs  all  )<now<* 
Je^c^.  under  three  gencir^l  heads.^  correfponding  to  v'h^(<; 
£up)ulue9|i  hUtoxy^  poetry,  philpf^pphy.  Philpfophy  he  ^on^ 
£4^r5^^  (be  univerfajfcionce,  u^hich  is  the  parent  of  ^1 
iH^^rs^  ^n^  idiVidea  k  into  (hree  branches;  that  which  treats 
of(G^:Qr.  natural  theplogy  •,  that  which  treats  qf  natu«e,/or 
f^i^S^^^fophy.i  aod  that  which  treats  of  man,  or  hur 
man  and  crvil  philofophy.  Natural  philofophy  he  diftri* 
bflWSfiftpfjpcculafUvc  and  operative;  including  under  the 
fortniJtW^i  phyCcs,  which  treat  of  the  general  princi- 
pl?q  of*.natui!^,  of  the  frame  of  the  world,  and  of  dittindt 
bpi^i^s  ^^nd  their  common  or  peculiar  properties  jt^sand 
q)ecaiphyfic«)  which  treat  of  forms  and  final  caufes:  4»nd 
CQfppr^ending  under  the  latter,  mechanic?,  as  deduced 
frpm  general  phyficai  caufes  j  and  magic,  or  the  knowr 
li^dge  <^  peculiar  properties  and  powers  in  nature,  and 
of  thpir  application  to  produce  unufual  efFcds.  Mathe- 
matics he  confiders  as  an  appendage  to  natural  philofophy. 
The  philof<^hy  of  human  nature  he  views  generally  and 
efpcciall/i  generally,  as  it  refpedts  the  whole  man^  liable  to 
miferics,  or  pofleiling  prerogatives,  and  as  regarding  the 
mutual  connedioa  and  influence  of  mind  and  body ;  efpe- 
ciaUy^  as  it  refpe^  human  nature  divided  into  body,  the 
fubjc^  of  medicinal,  cofmetic,  athletic,  and  voluptuary 
arts  ;;  and  foul,  whether  rational  or  fenfible,  with  its  va- 
rious faculties,,  their  ufe  and  objedls  ;  and,  as  it  refpeds 
civil,  life,  comprehending  converfation,  jiegotiation,  and 
government.  Under  the  head  of  The  ufe  and  ob- 
je£ls  of  the  faculties  of.  the  mind,  he  includes  logic, 
connprebendiog  inquiry  or  invention,  examination  or  judg- 
ment, cuilody  or  memory,  and  elocution  oi;  trfldit^on,  in 
all  the  forms  of  fpeech  arid  writing  ;  and  ethics,  treating 
of  the  nature  of  good,  (imple  or  comparatii^e,  and  of 
thecukureof  the  mind,  rcfpeding  its  natural  oj^  acciden- 
tal charafters,  and  its  afieftions  and  diiiepipcrs*.  To  all 
this  the  author  adds  a  difcourfc  concerning  theli>i>its  and 
ule  of  reafon  in  matters  divine.  , 

"  From  this  brief  analyfis  of  this  excellent  work,  tl^ 
reader  may  in  fome  mcafure  perceive,  with  what  compafs 
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of  thought  and  ftrcngth  of  judgment  Bacon' examined 
tbc  whole  circle  of  fcicnces  }  and  if  the  treatife  be  care- 
fully peruftrd,  as  it  ought  to  be  hy  cvtvy  one  who  is  dcfi- 
.  rou^  of  methodifing  and  enlarging  hi$  cpnc^ptions  on  ib^ 
general  pbjefts  of  fciencc,  the  reader  will  npc  fail  tp  ad- 
mire thea^ive  and  penetrating  genius  of  the  author^  who 
could  alone  difcover  fo  many  things,  of  ,which  forcncr 
ages  had  been  ignorant,  and  hold  up  t6  pofterity  a  light, 
by  which  they  have  been  fo  fuccefsfully  guided  into  new 
fiwlds  of  fciencc.  The  numerous  d'Jiderata^  which  he 
has  fuggefted  jn  almofl:  every  branch  of  fcience,  have 
furnifhcd  hints  to  fucceeding  philofopher5,  which  have 
greatly  contributed  towards  the  leading  objed:  of  all  his 
philofophical  labours,  the  advancement  of  learning, 

**  Bacon  was  now  defirous  of  becoming  a  faithful  and 
ufeful  guide  to  others  in  the  purfuit  of  knowledge,  by 
pointing  out  to  them  the  beft  method  of  employing  their 
rcafonable  faculties  on  the  fcveral  objefts  of  philolophy  ; 
and  for  this  purpofe  wrote  his  Novum  Organum^  a  treatife 
which  the  author  himfelf  efteemed  the  moft  valuable  of 
jiis  works.  Rcjeding  the  fyllcgiftic  'method  of  reafoning, 
as  a  mere  inlirumcnt  of  fcholaftic  difputation,  which 
could  not  be  applied  with  any  advantage  to  the  ftudy  of 
nature  ;  he  attempts,  in  this  work,  to  fubHitute  in  its 
flcad  the  method  of  induftion,  in  which  natural  objcfts 
.  are  fubjected  lo  the  tell  of  obfervation  and  experiment,  fn 
'■orcier  to  rurnifh  certain  fadls  as  the  foundation  of  general 
truths.  By  this  expedient  he  hoped  to  remove  ihofe  ob- 
llrudions  to  the  progrefs  of  knowledge,  the  prejudices 
(called  by  our  author  ido!^)  arifing  from  ancient  au- 
'thority,  from  falle  methods  of  realaning,  or  from  the 
natural  imbecility  oi  the  human  mind.  Phyfical  experi- 
ment, the  ORGAN  or  inftrument  which  he  propofed  for 
the  invcft!gati(;n  of  nature,  he  confidered  as  the  only  ef- 
fectual method  of  drawing  men  off  from  thole  uncertain 
jptreulatK>n&,  wliich,  contributing  nothing  towards  dil- 
covcring  the  trxje  nature  cf  things,  only  fcrvc  to  bewilder 
the  ;maL,ination,  and  confound  thejudgmcnt.  For  the 
particular  precepts  which  Bacon  prclcribed  for  this  pur- 
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pofc,  we  muft  refer  the  reader  to  the  work  itfelf,  which 
will  amply  repay  the  labour  of  a  diligent  perafal.  l>he 
great  number  of  hew  terms  which  the  author  introdixrcs, 
and  the  complejc  mode  of  arrangement  which  he  adopts, 
•  call:  indeed  fome  tkgree  of  obfcurity  over  the  work,  and 
have  perhaps  rendered  it  lefs  ufcful  than  it  would  other- 
wife  tevebee  r— but  the  reader  who  has  the  courage  to 
overcame  tht*..  di/ficuhics  will  meet  with  many  excellent 
oblervations,  which 'may  materially  contribute,  even  in 
the  preient  advanced  ftatc  of  natural  knowledge,  to  the 
imfppoveroent  of  fcience.  But  the  principal  value  of  this 
work  is,  that  itreprefents  in  the  moll  lively  colours  the 
nature,  the  ftrength,  and  the  mifchievous  cfFcdh  of  pre- 
judice, and  lays  open  the  various  circumftances  which 
have,  in  all  ages,  hindered  the  free  and  fuccclsful  purfuit 
of  knowledge. 

"  The  way  being  thus  prepared,  Bacon  applied  him- 
felf  chiefly  to  that  branch  of  knowledge  which  beft  foited 
his  inclirtatioii,-  phyfics  •,  and  though  he  did  not  attempt 
to  frame  a  fyftem  of  natural  philolbphy,  he  wrote  feveral 
treatifes,  which  contain  original  oblervations  on  various 
branches  of  natural  fcience,  but  are  xhicfly  valuable  as  a 
pattern  to  pofterity  of  the  manner  in  which  tbefe  refearches 
Ihouid  be  purfued.  His  philofophical  trcatites  are, 
C)f  words ;  of  rarefadion  and  conctenlation  -,  of  fym- 
pathy;  of  life  and  death;  of  the  three  cncmical  princi- 
pWs ;  of  bodies,  heavy  and  light  j  on  fpeculative  and  eu 
Icntial  phyfics ;  defcription  of  the  intellectual  world ; 
plan  of  the  heavens  i  on  the  tides ;  the  philofophy  of 
t'armenides,  Telefius,  and  Dennocritus -,  indications  for 
the  intcrpivtation  of  nature;  of  the  wiidum  oi  the  an- 
ticnts;  a  hiftory  of  nature;  and  a  new  Aiiantis.  Be- 
fides  thefc,  he  wrote  feveral  nwral,  political,  and  hifto- 
ncal  pieces,  fomewhat  obfcure  in  cxprcflion,  but  full  of 
profound  thought  and  juit  reflection,  and  worthy  of  an 
attentive  and  frequent  perulal.  This  latter  clals  of  his 
writings  is  enlivened  >^iLh  examples,  narratives,  apo- 
thegJiiS,  fmiilies,  and  many  other  decorations. 

♦*  The  only  thing  to  be  regretted  m  the  writings  of 
»    .  .  b  4  Bacon 
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'  BttCQi)  is,  that  he  has  increafed  the  difficulties  neceffarily 
atwading  hi§  originaland  profound  uefearchcs,  by  too  freely 
n»king.ufe  of  new  terms»  and  by  loading  his  arrange- 
ment with  cxccflivc  multiplicity  and  minutcnefs  of  div^- 
lions.  But  an  attentive  and  accurate  reader,  already  not  tin- 
;iCQUdinted  with  philofophical  fubjcfts^  will  meet  with  hq 
infuperable  difficulties  in  ftudying  his  works  ^  and,  if  he 

•  be  not  a  wonderful  proficient  in  fcience,  will  reap  iiiucFi 
benefit  as  well  as  pleafure  from  the  perufaL  In  fine,  lord 
^  Bacpn^  by  the  univcrfal  confent  of  the  learned  .world,  is 
tct  b&  ranked  in  the  firft  clafs  of  modern  phibfophers.  He 
unquestionably  belonged  to  that  fuperiqr  order  cft  mien, 
who>  Ijy  enlarging  the  boundaries  of  human  knowledge, 
nave  been  bcnefaftors  tp  mankind  j  and  he  may  not  impro- 
perly be  ftyled,  on  account  of  the  new  track  of  fcience  which 
he  explored,  the  Columbus  of  the  philofophical  world.** 
Nir.  Hqrne  has  in  fome  degree  detrafted  from  the  me- 

^  lit  of  lord  Bacon.  He  acknowledges,  indeed,  that  if 
wc  confider  the  variety  of  talents  difplayed  by  him,  a^ 
a  public  ipeaker,  a  man  of  bufinefs,  a  wit,  a  courtier,  a 
companion,  an  author,  a  philofopher,  he  isjuftly  theob- 
je^  of  great  admiration.  But  he  adds,  that' if  we  confi- 
der him  merely  as  an  author  and  philofopher,  he  was, 
theqgh  very  eftimable,  inferior  to  his  contemporary, 
Galileo,  perhaps  even  to  Kepler.  "  Bacon,*'  fays  the  htt- 
torian,  **  pointed  out  at  a  dittance  the  road  to  true  philbfo- 
phy  :  Galileo  both  pointed  it  out  to  others,  and  made  him- 
iclt  cpnfider^ble  advances  in  it. — The  Englilhman  was 
ignorant  of  geometry ;  the  Florentine  revived  that 
fcience,  excelled  in  ic,  and  was  the  firft  that  applied  it, 
togpthpr  with  experiment,  to  natural*  philofophy:  The 
former  rejeaed,  with  the  moftjpofitive  dildain,  thcfyf- 
tcni  of  Copernicus  :  thelatter  fortified  it  with  new  proofs, 
derived  both  from  reafon  and  the  fenfes.'*  In  anfvvcr  to 
thefc  ftridures,  it  hativjuftly  been  oblbrved,  that  "  Ga- 
jileo  was  undoubtedly  an  illuftrious  man,  arid  Kepler  aq 

.  admirable  aftronomer :  but  though  we  admit  their  fuperio- 
rity  in  aftrpngmy,, mechanics,  and  fome  particular  branches 
of  phyfical  knowledge,  it  docs  by  no  means  follow,  that

Cither  pi  tbcoj  iwrc  greater  philofophcrs  than  Bacon.  The 
praift  of  Bacon  is  founded  not  upon  his  Ikfll  in  this  or 
that  particular  branch  of  knowledge,  but  on  his  great  and 
comprebeniivcunderftanding,  which  took  in  almofl:  the 
whofc.citent  of  univerfel  fcience"  Indeed,  we  think" 
that  it  was  wholI)r  needlefs,  and  very  invidious,  in  Mr, 
Hun^c,  to  make  the  comparifon  he  hath  done  betwccii 
lord  Bacon  and  Galileo.  The  reputation  of  each  erf"  thefc 

freat  mcl>  ftands  upon  its  proper  and  diftinft  bafis.  We 
aye  no  inclination  to  dctraft'  any  thing  from  the  ieaft 
por^on  of  Galileo's  fame  \  but  it  may  not  be  amifi  to  trail* 
icribc  an  obfcrvation  of  Dr.  Tenifon*s.  "  Qaljleo  fer- 
*•  thcr  improved  the  dodrine  of  Copernicus  j  dilcoyercd, 
^*  by  tckfcopes,  new  ftars  in  the  heavens;  wrote  dia- 
**  logues  concerning  the  fyftem  of  the  world,  and  toqch-^ 
*^  ing  local  n^otion  ;  which  latter  is  the  key  that  opencth 
*«  nature.  But  he  defccnded  not  to  the  fevcral  clafles  rf 
**  bodies  in  nature,  and  the  particulars  contained  iii 
**  them,  and  their  refpeftive  motions  and  ufes.  Neither 
^*  did  he  poblifh  any  thing  till  many  years  had  pafled, 
**  fince  Mr,  Bacon  had  formed  and  modelled  in  his 
««  thoughts,  his  larger  idea  of  experimental  knowledge.** 
However,  after  all  the  great  and  juft  encomiums  which 
have  adorned  the  memory  of  lord  Bacon,  it  muft  be 
coofcflcd,  that  it  \^as  fome  difcredit  to  him,  that  he 
could  not  fee  the  reafonablenefs  of  Copernicus's  fyftem. 
Perhaps  he  underftood  Icfs  of  aftronomy,  and  had  lels, 
cxtenfive  views  wherein  it  was  deficient^  than  of  any 
other  part  of  fcience  and  philofophy. 

The  reign  of  James  the  firft  appears  with  advantage  in 
point  of  mathematical  learning,  Thomas  Allen  is"  fpokcn 
highly  of  in  this  refpcft.  He  is  faid  to  have  been  the 
very  foul  and  fun  of  all  the  mathematicians  in  his  time, 
and  was  accounted  another  Roger  Bacon.  It  is  certain 
that  his  fcicntific  attainments  were  held  in  the  utmoft  ef- 
timation  by  his  contemporaries.  Jf^ittlc,  however,  was 
written  by  him,  and  that  little  was  allronomical  •,  nOr  has 
pofterity  derived  any  advantage  fron;i  his  labours.  In  his 
9wn  a^^  his^rcat  (kill  in  the  matl^ematics  gave  occafioo 
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to  the  ignorant  and  vulgar  to  look  upon  him  as  a  m^^* 
cian,  or  conjuror.^ — Henry  Gellibrand  i^  cntitledto  fomc 
diftinftion  on  the  fubjcd  before  us.    His  natural  abilitic^j, 
indeed,  were  not  of  ihc  firft  ordct*,  his   charafter  being 
that  of  a  plain,  plodding,  indulbioiis  and  well-intentioned 
man.     But  though  he  had  little  invention  or  genios,'  his 
proficiency  in  mathematical  knowledge  wasfo  confide^-able 
that  it  procured  for  him  the  attention  and  frichdfbip  of 
Mr.  Henry  Briagq.     Gellibrand's   writings  were  chiefly 
direfted  to  the  improvement  of  navigation,  which  would 
probably  have  been  farrher  advanced  by  him,  hadbe  not 
been  carried  oft  when  under  forty  years  of  age. — Sir  Henry 
Savile,  whci)  is  a  name  of  ftill  fubfifling  celebi  ity  in  the  ge- 
neral literature  of  the  period,  may  here  be  mentioned, 
not  only  as  having  been  a  (kilful  mathematician  himfelf, 
but  an  eminent  promoter  of  mathematical  fcience.     This 
ivas  apparent  in  his 'having  inflitut^d,  and  liberally  en- 
dowed?, two  profeflbrfhips  at  Oxford,  one  in  geometry, 
the  other  in  aftronomy.    We  (hall  hereafter  havcojccafion 
to  record  '  fir  Henry*s  literary  abilities  with  no  fmall  de- 
gree of  honour. 

The  prime  Englifh  luminary  of  mathematical  learning, 
in  king  James  tnc  firft's  reign,  w^as  Henry  Briggs.  To 
the  clolcft  application  in  this  branch  of  knowledge  he 
added  the  powers  of  genius  and  invention.  His- two 
great  works  were  ftis  *'  Arithmetica  Logarithmica,*'  and 
his  "  Trigonometria  Britannica;"  and  they  are  works 
which  to  this  day  are  held  in  high  eftimation.  In  them 
we  meet  with  the  rnoll  important  difcovcries  in  the  ma- 
thematics, and  what,  by  thofe  who  were  unacquainted 
with  Mr.  Briggs's  writings,  have  been  confidered  as  of 
much  later  invention,  fuch  as  the  binomial  theorem ; 
the  differential  method  and  conllruftion  of  tables  by 
difFererTces ;  the  interpolation  by  diitcrcnces;  with  an- 
gular iections,  and  it  veral  other  ingenious  corapofitions, 
which  cannQt  fail  of  tranfmiuing  his  name  with  eminent 
reputation  to  pulterity. 

Scotland  produced  in  this  period  a  name  of  cqoal  ce- 
lebrity.    This  was  John  Napier  (or  Neper;  baron.of  Mar- 
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cheftoo,  near  Edinburgh,  He  was  the  inventor  of  loga- 
riibms :  an  invention  of  the  iitmoft  confequence  and 
utility  in  aftronomLcal  calculations  and  other  parts  of 
maibcnaatical.  fcicnce.  Henry  Briggs  was  fo  ftruck  with 
the  difcovery,  that  be  could  not  reft  till  he  paid  Napier  a 
vifir.  When  ihey  firft  met,  they  beheld  each  other  for 
a  time  in  mutual  admiration,  without  fpeaking  a  w^rd  ; 
•  and  fo^ well  pleafed  was  Briggs  with  the  interview,  that 
he  repeated  his  vifits  to  Scotland  every  fummcr,  fo  long 
as  lord  Napier  lived.  )n  one  refpeft  Mr.  Briggs  had  an 
cnlaigednefs  of  underftanding  fuperior  to  that  of  his 
friend*  Napkr  was  a  believer  in  judicial  aftrology  j 
but  Briggs. regarded  it  as  a  mere  fyttem  of  groundlcfs 
conceits. "  "  He  was/"  fays  William  Lilly,  *'  the  moft 
fatirical  man  agairill  it  that  hath  been  known." 

The  reign  before  us  has  but  fmall  claim  to  honour  on 
account  of  its  improvements  in  aftronomical  knowledge. 
Copcrniciis's  fyftcm,  and  the  eftablilhment  of  it  by  Gali- 
leo, did  not  eafily  or  early  make  their  way  into  this  coun- 
try. Our  profeffors  of  aftronomy  feem  to  have  been 
content  with  purfuing  the  old  track.  Edmund' Guiiter, 
who  excelled  as  a  general  mathematician,  and  who  as 
fuch  was  the  author  of  many  ufeful  inventions  and 
worksi  has  in  this  place  fome  demand  upon  our  notice. 
He  merited  the  title  of  an  inventor  by  the  new  pro- 
jcdlion  of  his  fedor.  He  invented  likewifc  a  final)  port- 
able quadrant,  for  the  more  eafy  finding  the  hour  and 
azimuth,  and  other  ufeful  purpofes  in  aftronomy.  By 
experiments  made  at  Deptford,  he  difcovered  the  variation 
or  changeable  declination  of  the  n^agnetic  needle,  la 
fliort,  he  diftinguiihed  himfelf  in  various  important  re- 
fpcfts  J  and  the  chain  conftantly  ufcd  in  land-furveying, 
and  which  is  univerfally  called  Gunter's  Chain,  will  long 
prefcrvc  his  memory  from  oblivion. 

With  regard  to  natural  hiftory  we  have  nothing  parti- 
cular to  offer,  nor  does  botany  appear  even  to  lUch  ad- 
vantage as  k  did  in  the  laft  reign.  Ic  was  not,  however, 
wholly  neglefi:cd.  John  Parkinfon  was  preparing  his 
great  work,  the  "  Theatrum  Botanicum/'  and  his  other 
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writings;  totnooeof  them  were publifhcd  till  the  neo^c 
Jcign»— The  faine  Y?as  tKe  cafe  with  Thomas  johnfOj^  »«* 
ether  ardent  cultivator  of  botanical  know le^e.    t^.f^ar^ 
kinibn's  works  we  Und  th^.  nan>e  6f  a  feynale  .bot^j^ft*. 
Thi$  waA  Mrs^  Thocna^jin  Tunftal,  a  lady  who  w^s  Hot 
only  diftinguKhed  for  her  mfte  in  cyltivating  ^g^rdei^  that 
was  well  ftored  with  exotics,,  bwt  for  her  acq^iaj^fi^nce 
with  Englifli  botany^  and  her  difcoverics  pf  fevi^taj.^iwri- 
ous  vegetables  fognjd  about  InelebdrODgh  Hill,  iai  Lmi*^ 
caibire,  and  which  were  not  knpwo  bdforc  ^igrQw  in 
EngUiid. 

Medical  fcience  wa3  in  a  ftate  of  progreffive  biUtOdt 
rapid  improvement*    It  was  rcferved  for  the  next  ^ign 
tp  difplay  the  full  luftre  of  Harvey's  career.     The  prin^ 
cjpal  phyficians  of  the  prefent  period  were  Richiird  Bimi* 
fter,   Matthew  Gwinne,  Philemon  Holland,  Tfaeodore 
Goulftofi,  Edward  Jorden^  fir  Theodora  dc  Majrerne^ 
Robert. Fludd,  Thomas  Winfton,  and  Tobias  Venncr. 
Richard  Banii^er  chicBy  excelled  in  the  knowledge  and 
cure  of  the  difcafcs  of  the  eyes.     The  remarks  which  he 
made  in  a  treatife  upon  the  fubjeft  are  the  refult  of  much 
experience,  and  fhew  him  to  havct  been  a  good  operator 
and  a  careful  obfervcr^ — Matthew  Gwinne  was  more  diftin- 
gui(hed  as  a  writer  in  polite  literature,  than  by  his  [^H)duc- 
tioos  as  a  pbyfician.  He  was,  however,  much  valued  in  bis 
day  for  his  knowledge  and  fuccefs  in  medical  pradlice^— « 
Philemon  Holland  is  chiefly  known  to  the  world  a&  a  traaf- 
Uton— Theodore  Goulftpn  difplaycd  his  zcai  for  the  im* 
prQv.ement  of  the  fcience  of  medicine,  by  inftituring  an 
annual  pathological  Icdure  within  the  college  of.  phyfi- 
cians.    "  If  inftitutions  of  this  nature,"  fays  Dr,  Aikin, 
"  have,  by  the  more  improved  and  regular  itatc  of  medi- 
**  cal  education,,  become  lefs  ncccffary,   we  are  not  the 
^'  lefs  obliged  to  thofe  who  founded  them  at  a  time  when 
^*  they  were  more  wanted." — ^Dr.  Goulfton  pwblHhcd, 
likcwiie,  a  Latin  veriion  of  fomc  of  the  works  of  Galen^ 
accompanied  with  critical  annotations.  Like  Gwinne^  he 
was  a  proficient  in  claflical  learning,  as  appeared  from 
hisLtranflation  of  Ariftotlc's  rhetoric  and  poetics. — Ed-r 
•       1  ward 
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ward  Jordeh  was  held  in  great  reputation  for  literature 
and  abilities.     He  hfid  a  natural  propcnfity  to  the  ftu- 
dics  df  ehemiftfy  and  rpineratbgy ;  and  thefe  were  the 
ibaiidation  of  the  fan»  he  acquired  by  his  principal 
worli^     a  -*^  Treatife  on  bathes    and  mineral  waters/* 
ThJs'Js  awotk'^f  eonfiderable  teaming  and  ii^eftuJty,- 
semI  ^MK^tefi  in  ^-  clear  ftyk  and  judicious  methiDd.' 
Tho^lgh  much 'of'  itiscixtraftedfrom  ottier  authors^,  Dr. 
Jordfen  ha^4)of  failed  to  add  mdny  things  whichTare  pecu- 
Uarlyl  h1§  own.— Tteodore  dc  Mayerne,  who  by  birthr 
was  n  foreigner,  but  who  fettled  in  England^  and  way 
knighted  by  king  James,  was  the  moft  falhionabte  cooro* 
phyfieian  of  his  time,  and  appears  to  hare  been  confi- 
deted  as  the  firft  perfon  of  his  profeflion  in  this  kingdom^ 
He  epiftributed  to  the  introdudion  of  important  changes 
in  the  pra&ice  of  medicine.     His  works  will  not  now 
ftffidti^  teft  of  a  very  critical  examination.     Ic  is  juftly 
record^  to  his  honour,  that  he  employed  bis  knowledge 
in  chcmiftry  to  the  advancement  of  the  fine  arts. — Robm 
Fludd,  who  has  been  mentioned  under  the  head  of  Phi^ 
lo£:^>fay,  had  the  addrefs  to  render  his  Roficrucian  doc« 
trine  the  inftroment  of  fuccefs  in  the  way  of  his  pro^fe£^ 
Oofi.     ^<  He  is  faid  to  have  ufed  a  kind  of  fublime  oik 
•*  incelligible  cant  to   his  patients,  which,  by  infpiring 
'*  thciti  with  greater  faith  in  his  (kill,  might  in  fome  cafes 
**  contribute  to  their  cure.*'     Accordingly^  he  was  etni* 
nent  in  his  medical  capacity.— Thomas  Winfton  was 
much  valued  -as  a  gentleman  and  a  fcholar,  and  was  in 
high  efteem  as  a  phyfician.  Meric  Cafaubon  has  defcribed 
him  as  the  great  ornament  of  his  profcffion.     Some  ana- 
tomical ledures,  which  were  read  by  him  at  Greihamcol- 
1^,  were  publiflicd  after  bis  deceafc.— Tobias  Venner 
acquired  gteat  popular  fame  by  a  work  on  the  right  wiay 
to  a  long  life;     It  is  a  plain  pradical   piece.    His  ac- 
count of  the  feverai  articles  treated  of  is  compiled  (thoi^h 
without  any  quoutions)  from  the  current  authors  of  the 
ag^    The  rules  and  admohitbns  are  trite  «,  but  the  ftyle 
and  manner  of  the  treatife  were  well  calculated  to  render 
it  aoceptablr  to  cominon  readers. 

Francis 
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Francis  Anthony,  who  was  .regularly,  graduated  dt 
Cambridgc^  both  as  matter  of  arts  and  dodlor  of  pKyfic^ 
is  entitled  to  notice  as  an  emincilr  empiric*  His  noftrum 
of  potable  gold  made  for  feme  time  anoifc  in  the  :World  ^ 
and  he  publilhed  a  defence  of  it  in-  Latin,  by  no  ^^neari^ 
devoid  of  learnfng  and  art,  akhottgh>  iii;the  prefc.nt .  ifp- 
provjed  ftate  of  chcmiftry  and  medicine,  it  would  T^pe 
thotjgbt  deftitute  of  folidity.  The  work  is  mcchodically 
divided  into  feveral  chapters,  in  which  the  autihpr  ftf^ 
tempts  to  eilablifh  the  pofTibility  of  making  a  potable  golcj^ 
the  great  medicinal  powers  of  the  mineral  kingdom  •,  the 
ftjpcrior  virtues  of  gold  ;  and  the  claim  a  preparation  of 
that  metal  may  have  to  be  entitled  an  univerfal^medicine« 
Dr.  Anthony*s  book  was  attacked  by  feveral  of  the  regu- 
lars of  the  faculty,  and  particularly  by  Dr.  Matthew 
Gwinne.  Bujt,  notwithftanding  the  ftrongeft  oppofition 
€n  the  part  of  the  college  of  phyficians,  Anthony  found 
means  to  engage  the  patronage  of  various  pcrfons  of 
yank,  and  the  gopd  opinion  of  the  people  at  large ;  to 
which.xhe  excellence  of  his  moral  character,  and  his  learn- 
ing and  eafy  addrefs  did  not  a  little  contribute.  He  had 
the  triumph  of  feeing  his  reputation,  pradice,  and  emo- 
luments arrive  at  a  great  height. 

In  the  knowledge  of  furgery  the  two  moft  noted  per- 
fons  were  Peter  Lowe  and  John  Woodail.  Peter  Lowe's 
*'  Difcourfe  on  chirurgery'*  is  a  general  treatile  on  the 
fubjcft,  as  well  operative  as  judicial,  and  was  defigned 
for  the  ufc  of  beginners.  It  is  a  copious,  plain,  and  me- 
thodical work,  full  of  references  to  ancient  and  modern 
authors;  and,,  indeed,  more  founded  on  authority  than 
obfervation. — Far  fuperior  in.  point  of  merit  in  his  pro^ 
feflSon  was  John  Woodail.  His  traft  on  the  fcurvy\ 
whether  for  accuracy  in  defcribing  the  difeafe,  or  jtidi- 
cioufncfs  in  the  method  of  cure,  has  perhaps  fcarcely 
fince  been  excelled.  "*  A  variety  of  judicious  remarks  and 
directions  concerning  medicines,  diet,  and  external  appli- 
cations, occur  'm  the  work,-  which  appear  evidently  to 
be  the  refult  of  experience  and  obfervation,  and  arc  in  a 
great  mcafurc  confirmed  by  modern  pradice.     Another 
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pieceof-  Mr.  Woodalt*s,  *'  A  Trcatifc  on  gangrene  and 
Iphicelus/'  is  entiikd  to  particular  GonGd^ration,  on 
account  of  an  inipoftonr  innovation  which  it  introduced 
with  refpeft  taampmation.  This  was  amputation  in  the 
mortified,  inftead  of  the  found  part  ^  a  proidtice  not  new 
indeed,  but  at  that  tinne  univerially  difofed.  He  ihrevr  , 
out,  itfcewifc,  the  firft  hint  in  favour  of  amputating 
as  tow  as  the  ancle  in  difeafes  of  the  foot.  In  Ihort,  Mr. 
Woddall  has  a  claim  to  the  moft  honourable  diftindion 
in  the  furgical  hiftory  of  the  period. 

A  fdeniific  inftitution  was  eftablilhed  in  the  latter  end 
of  queen  Elizabeth's  reign,  which  ought  to  have  been 
mentioned  in  its  proper  place.  We  mean  the  foundation 
of  Grelham  college  in  the  city,  together  with  a  provi- 
fion  for  feven  proteffors,  in  divinity,  aftronomy,  geome- 
try, mufic,  law,  phyfic,  and  rhetorib.  During  th^  com^ 
parative  infancy  of  fcience  and  learning,  this  inftitution 
was  of  great  importance.  In  a  courfe  of  time,  and 
from  a  wider  diffufion  of  the  means  of  knowledge,  itJiath 
become  of  lefs  confcqucnce.  Among  the  number  of  pro- 
feflbrs  will  be  found  the  names  of  Anthony  Wotton,

TO  dclmcBitC)  th£  habits^  the  fes^ 
timcDti^  tbe.  prejudtcet.of  aa* 
tioas ;  to  citch  with  a  difcrimiin^* 
iag  eye  the  fcatttrcs  of  the  times }  is 
a  tafl^  for  which  perhaps  oa\j  the 
aimaal  hiftorian  is  <|falifi«d,  and  the 
due  execution  of  it  iTould  lender 
hislaboovs  doubly  merito^ousy  and 
of  the  noft  eilential  benefit  to  poff 
tcritj.  The  writer  who  records 
the  traaiaidioQs  of  a  remote  period 
Duft  inevicably  lofe  many  of  thoie 
circumftanccs^  appareatly  miaiitey 
which  Uk  reality  iBflueiiGe  the  coasfis 
of  eveots  'p  the  ihades  of  chara&er 
«Tie  obicured  by  the  diftance  of  the 
view  ;  and  the  imagioation  is  dif«9 
pofed  to  form  for  itielf  a  repifiCea-' 
tation,  perhaps  confident  m  ap* 
peaiaQce»  but  very  diflant  from  the 
truth.  The  difficulty  of  the  un- 
dertaking is  the  great  impediment 
to  iu  execution.  There  are  but  few 
men,  who  can  divcft  thcmfdves  en« 


tirely  of  the  prejudices  of  party  t 
few  who  are  connected  with  the 
bufy  world,  that  are  not  influenced 
by  iome  motive  ai  intereft  or  pO' 
Key  :  and  from  the  reared  ibident 
the  public  will  be  in  ftill  greater 
dan^  of  miireprefentation.  Vh 
feel  oorfelves  the  difficulty  of  our 
fitnatton ;  and  we  are  confcious  that 
our  fentimeacs  may  be  equally  dif'* 
reliihad  by  the  two  great  parties 
which  unhappily  prevail  in  ^liis 
conntry.  We  are  placed  between 
two  oppofing  currentBy  and  the 
predominance  of  either  muft  over* 
whekn  us»  as  well  as  th^  conftitu- 
tioD  of  our  country,  in  obloquy 
and  ruin.

The  carl  of  r»lans*'K*ld  oontemlrd  * 
fofv  ihf  fifcefiliy  of  profccuting  tHc 
war«  He  aflcrted  that  it  was  be* 
gtiaby  the  improvoked  aggrclfion 
of  Franccy  and  coatinued,  not  £noai 
motives  of  ambitieit  and  coaquciVy 
but  to  rf  (lore  tbc  bleflings  of  order 
and  good  pofcmmcnt  to  France—  , 
to  reiift  and  defeat  the  wild  attempt* 
of  chofe  who  have  declared  it  to  be 
thtoir  purpof<t  to  diforganixe  Europe^ 
and  ^'ho  iverc  the  enemies  of  th^- 
whole  hum^ii  race.  If  fuch  were 
tbe»objed»>  it  was  clear  the  amvud- 
menl  militated  agaiuil  ^htn)/  A.

imp<jillble ;  no-'  alliftnce  toxiid  be 
mstde  with  anarchy.  The  gO' 
▼ernmemt  of  Fraixrf  was  coniiaually 
fiaclnatincr^  and  the  leaders  of  the  ' 
prcfent  faction  wtre  not  likely  to  ' 
rcfpcA  any  en^c^cmeuts  formed 
by  tbeilf  predecelTors.  Hi*  lord- 
(bip  entered  into  a  warm  en.

not  that  this  was  the  caiifc  ofkin^s, 
but  of  fociery,  govern ment^  rtli- 
giort,  and  law.

The  earl  of  Stanhope,  in  reply, 
oppofcd  the  war  o^  the  groupd  of 
our  interfering  with  Ae  internal 
goTemmcnt  ot  France,,  with  which' 
we  had  no  right  to  interfere.  He 
condemned  it  as  nnjaft,  ruinous  and 
Unneceffiiry,  and  gare  notice  that 
he  Ihould  ofi  Thurfday  Belt  move 
*'  ao  addreft  to  his  majc&y  to  ac- 
knowledge the  French  republic*'* 

Lord  GTvnville  tfktd,  whether, 
in  order  to  obtain  an  iufecbre  and 
diilionourable  .peace,  it  would  be- 
come uft  to  violate  the  molt  folema 
treatiei;,  and  tq  forfeit  our  charader 
for  boBotir  ^d  integrity  ?-*^His 
lordfhip  was  followed  by  the  mar- 
quis of  LanfdowiT*  who  adverted  to 
his  jformcr  fcntiments  againft  the 
war,  a  war  unqecefiart  in  its  com« 
mencem^t  and  impolitic  in  its  eoii'' 
tinuance<  The  fpeech  from  the 
throne  bad  difcovered  a  fecret,  w^

They  fto{^ed  two  com 
ihipsdeflined  for  France  !  But  how 
came  it  to  pafs,  if  our  miuiiiers  had* 
this  iatelligence  in  Odob€r»  that 
uo  naval  preparations  were  com- 
TTicDced  on  our  part  till  February? 
The  noble  lordt-ftiU  purfuing  his 
authority,  Briflbt,  quotes  that  au- 
thor's rccommendatioa  to  the  £ng- 
h(h  of  a  pamphlet  of  Coadofcet's» 
addrefled  to  our  parliamentary  re- 
formers, who  encourages  uS;,  it  feems, 
io  proceed,  to  difregard  numbera, 
«iuiring  us  (being  well  ioformed 
doubtlcis  of  our  obje^)  that  *  re- 
volutions muft  always  be  the  work 
of  the  minority*  Every  revolution 
h  the  work  of  a  minority.  The 
French  Tcrvol^tipn  was  acoompliAied 
by  the  mipority  1'  N^y?  according 
to  Bdflbt,  it  was  the  work  of  not 
more  than  twenty  men  i  Such  is 
tlic  exertion  that  ^rifes  from  the 
coa^dence  of  thofe  who  look  to 
fpirit  and  energy  alo^e  for  (iiccefs, 
and  not  to  numbers,  f  ?  If  this  be 
true  (continued  Mr*  Sheridan),  it 
certainly  w  a  mod  ominous  thing  for 
the  enemies  of  reform  in  £ogIaDd  | 
for  if  it  holds  true  of  necedityy  that 
the  minority  (101  prevails  in  national 
conte:ftSf  it  muft  be  a  confequence, 
tliat  the  fmaller  the  minority »  the 
more  certain  muft  be  the  fuccefs.  In 
what  a  dreadful  fituation  then  mull 
tlic  noble  lord  be,andall  the  alarmift  s ! 
for  nerery  furdy,  was  the  minority  Co

Mr.  Fox  con« 
tended  that  eyery  flace  had  a  full 
rigfa^  to  regttkte  its  internal  go- 
vernment; and  aflertedy  that  the 
manifefto  of  the  dyke  of  Bninfwic^ 
and  tl^  tceaty  of  Ftlnitz,  had  oc* 
cafioned  all  the  ezcefles'of  the 
French.  Upon  the  fubjedl  of  a6^s 
of  aggrefllon  previous  to  the  war 
this  difference  fubQfled«  France 
was  always  ready  to  negotiate;  the 
Britifli  government  invariably  rfr 
/ufed.  The  former  exprefled  the 
drong^ft  did  ike  to  war,  and  took 
evccy  ilep  to  avoid  it ;  the  latter 
pot  only  (hewed  an  inclination  for 
war,'  but  endeavoured  to  inflame 
and  provoke  homilies.

From  the  recordf 
be  reqvtrcd»  he  meant  to  que&ion 
tiiC  legality  of  the  fentences ;  aoid 
upoB  that  doubty  at  do  appeal 
could  lie  front  thtsqueftion^ble  Gon« 
vidioBy  he  propofod  to  move  &}ra 
rcfpe&ftil  addrefs  to  his  majefty,  in 
faruuT  of  thcfe  unfortunate  men. 
la  dilcufiing^  the  fubjed,  Mr. 
Adam  manitained»  with  great 
ftrength  of  argument  and  legal 
knowiec^,  ift,  That  the  crimes 
f^t  forth  in  the  indidlmenta  agaioil 
Mcflrs.  Muir  and  Pahncr  were 
t.^Ued»  in  the  kw  of  Scotland,  /eaf- . 
'ng-makhag^  which  was  properly  a 
mifdemeanoiir  in  the  nature  of  a 
public  libeU  tending  to  affed  the 
It  ate,  or  difturb  the  government) 
and  that  their  indi6^meBts  charged 
no  other  crime.  2dly,  That  trunf- 
poTtation  could  not»  by  the  law  of 
Scotland,  be  legally  in£i£ied  for 
lenfing^mahinf^^  the  ad  of  Anne 
1703-4  having  appropriated  to 
that  crime  the  puoi/hment  of  fine, 
imprifonment,  and  ^nt/hmeni  only  \ 
and  tbat  tlic  annexing  of  the  pain 
of  death  to  the  return  from  tra^iC- 
portation  was  an  aggravation  not 
warranted  by  law*  And  3dly»

outrageous  libel  upoa  conmon 
fenfe.

The  pri' 
ibi^r  is  obliged  to  deliver  is  the  lift 
of  witneiTes  he  intends  to  call  fot 
his  juHiiicatioBt  ^  certain  oiumbet 
of  hours  previous  to  his  trial,  and 
yet  the  profecutor  is  entitled  to 
prove  art  and  part  froii^  circun^ 
ftances,  though  thofe  circumfiances 
are  notcontaiue^  in^he  indi^mentl 
and  in  that  cafe  he  is  not  permit-* 
ted  to  call  any  new  witnefTes  againft 
fuch  new  charge.

Mr^Grcb Wild  raid,  thjkt  tHth  eve- 
ry  poifible  kttefttton  which  hcoottld 
giv^  to  tht  qaeftioDy  he  eould  not 
lind  one  dedaradron  6f  Ik\«^  which 
ftirly  apipKed  to  the  prcfent  cafe. 
The  bat  of  t?ght«  did  not  mcAch  it ; 
fot  that  hill  only  declated,  •*  that 
the  king  fhould  not  keep  a  ftanding 
atmy  in  thi«  countrf  in  time  of 
ptaee,  wHhout  the  confent  of  par- 
Ikrriem*^  He  thought  no  one,  upon

Mr.  i^itjeaint  Adirtr;  10  a'fpeed 
of  conmlerible  ievrgth  ttiA  ^bilitT 
contended^  tostt'  to  tst  irtnA    th 
kin?  being  empoweredto  maintaiz 
foreign  troopt  witfaotit  the  coiif<?ai 
of  parliament,  he  eouid  at  no  pe- 
riod of  the  Englifh    htfteny   cal 
out  the  nati?e  troops' without  that 
cotifent.    During'  the  bperoiian  ot 
the  feudal  lawa,  the  moiiar\:h8  did 
not  lety  trdopt  mei^  tg  icings^ 
but  a«  the  terrxtorhd  lordi  of  uie 
country.    That  at    common    law 
there  escifted  no  right  in  the  crown 
to  embody  any  ^rmed  force  wHhift 
the  country,  was  clear  iiwm  the  Bnl 
eftablifhment  «f  iMe  militia  in  the 
reign  of  ChArlet  IL     At  that  time 
the  greater  part  of  the  feu^  temirrn 
were  a^oUflied,  Sffd  the  fyftcm  of 
DOtiofla)  defence  fbdnded  upon  them 
of  conrfe-  fell  to  tJie  ground.     In 
their  ftead^  ptfrlinmitot  efti^lhhed  a 
regtilar   national  militia,   becaufe 
they  knew  that  the  king  by  his 
pVerOgatkt  hni  rfo  power  to  pro- 
vide ibi'  internal  defemee.     Prom 
that  time  d  tffttm  had  been  gaining 
giound  of  having  a  regtrt^  body  of 
forces;  in  the  naf ufe  of  a  fttodiAg 
army,  which  had  become  in  fome 
dtgtee  a  neeeif»y  mcafure.     But 
thif  army  mttft  be  antttfaOy  iroted 
by  parliament,  aad  a  mminy  hiii 
yeoriy  nafiitd'  for  its  regoiation.

tioQiof  this  prerogative  proeeeded^ 
from  a>  qujtr^cr  which g^ve  occaiio» 
for  more  than  commoo  /ealoufy^ 
when,  the  4^iidfLiotv  was  beti^een  the 
prerogatives  of  the  crowa^  afkd  tinlr 
law  of  the  landf     i 

Mr»  Andrutiher  defend^  the 
ppwer.  of  tlie  crown  in  the  prefent 
inftance,  from,  the  powers,  witb 
which  it  i^  yeftedfoc.the  piotedioi^ 
of  the  kingdom,  ^d  the  practice  oJF 
Hating  .to  the  hoofs,  in  his  Majefty  V 
fpeecb»  tjiat he  deemed  l^ncf^tlfmnf- 
to  augment  his  favc^.  S«ppoAa0- 
a  >var  broke  q\i^  ii^  the  rece^  oCpaiv*  • 
Itament,  and  the  iwg  inqxaM 
liift  military  eftabllfhoieot  for  the' 
immediate  fafety  o£  t,}^  Ibingdao* 
would  aiw  max^regaid  t^i^as  a  \h^ 
latiou  of  the  faeved  priaeiplea  o£ 
the  cpnditutton  I  In  fvppectof tho 
right  of  his.  majeiliy  to  <m]l  out  the 
fonxa  of  the  kingdom,  in  timo.  of 
war»  be  appealed  to  the  precedents 
of.  Henry  VII  and  VIH,  a^d  the 
reign  ofPhilipaod  ^^lary^  ^nd'citedb 
tht;  preambtk  ^  ax^  a^  .in  the  ^uer 
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of  theft  reignii  to  prove  the  prero- 
gatire  at  prefent  contefted.  He 
cited  other  a£b»to  prove  tht  power 
of  the  crown  to  rtift  trbops  in  time 
«fwar«  He  would- not  aHow,  that 
the  amiment  refpedmg  the  tniHtia 
applied  to  theque!lton»  andequilif 
m  afide  the  applicability  of  the  a^ 
of  fettlenient.  How  could  the 
ftottfe  pafsa  bill  of  indemnity  for  an 
a6b  that  eould  fiot  be  found  confi- 
deredasan  illegal  ad  on  any  of  the 
fiatute  or  law  books  ^  Would  any 
gentleman  aifert^  that  the  king  had 
Mt  at  any  period  raifed  forces  in 
this  kingdom  ?  From  the  year 
1698  to  th(  year  1701,  there  wa» 
a  ftanding  army  kept  up  in  this 
country^  and  the  mutiny  bill  was 

'  fuipended.  From  that  period  to 
the  prefent,  no  bill  of  indemnity, 
under  ctrcnm fiances  like  the  pre- 
fent, had  been  pafled ;  therefore  it 

,  coold  not  be  prefumed  that  this  was 
a  fit  grround  upon  which  to  found  a 
bill  of  indemnity, 

Mr.  Sheridan,  with  his  ufual  abi- 
lity, combated  the  arguments  of 
Mr.  Anilruther.  There  was,  he 
contendod,  only  one  part  of  the 
hon.  gentleman's  fpeech  which 
applied  to  the  queftion,  the  prece- 
dients  in  relation  to  the  condud  of 
bills  of  indemnity.  But  to  look 
into  books  for  the  illegality  of  fuch 
a  claim,  was  a  mere  wa(ie  of  time  ; 
common  fcnfe  was  fufiicient  to  fhew 
that  it  could  not  exift.  It  had 
been  a^ed  by  an  hon.  gentleman 
(Mr.  GretiviUe),  whether,  if  an 
invafioB  was  to  be  threatened  hetv, 
and  our  troops  were  abroad,  we 
(hould  not  impeach  the  minider 
who  (hould,  in  tins  exigence,  ne- 
gled  to  briiTg  from  Oftend  the 
troops  of  our  allies  to  defend  the 
country.  To  this  he  would  an- 
fwer,  "  that  if  the  country  could 
fuffer  the  incapacity  of  a  miniller  to 
bring  it  into  /uch  a  £tuation,  it 


would  not  be  worth  white  to  itr* 
peach  him»  for  the  country  wocdd 
be  paft  the  pofli6ait^  of  being: 
faved/'  If  it  were  the  wifli  of  ibc 
king  to  land  a  foreign  fovce^  any 
oonftru^Hon  which  could  be1>ut  on 
the  bill  of  rights  was  a  pAltry  con- 
Hderation,  Compared  to  the  confc- 
quences  which  muft  refult  fifom  fuch 
a  meafore.  The  militia  w6t  eojoic- 
cd,  that  if  the  domeftic 'force  oi 
the  country  was  necefikry  to  he 
called  out,  the  circumilancc  ftoiild,  , 
as  foon  as  convenient  be  fubmitted 
tothchoofe.  But  if,  in  an  inter- 
val of  anarchy,  56,0^0  ibrei^ 
troops  were  to  land  in  the  king- 
dom, who  would  afiert,  titat  ttic 
refponfibility  of  miniilers  was  a  fuf- 
ficient  apology  for  the  mcafurc ; 
With  refpeA  to  impeaching  or  re- 
proving minifters,  of  all  men,  he 
fhould  like  the  leaft  to  reprove  iIk 
leader  of  an  army  bfforci|pi  troops 
While  the  hoafe  was  dividing  oa 
the  reproof,  they  might  teeet  his 
advanced  guard  in  the  lobby.  The 
queftion,  Mr.  Sheridan  faid,  la}*  in 
nanow  bounds.  Let  it  be  proved, 
that  the  prerogative  contended  ioi 
had  always  exiftcd,  that  it  v.* 
fafe,  and  fubjetft  to  proper  control. 
Every  control  of  the  executive 
po«'cr  was  attended  with  fon.c 
difadvantage  ;  but  the  general  re- 
fult wasoffuch  ineftimable  benefit, 
as  far  to  outweigh  all  the  partial  in- 
conveniences* 

The  attorney  geneilil  agreed  wi tS 
Mr.  Sheridan,  that  if  tfc  minlfter 
was  at  the  head  of  50,000  men,  it 
would  be  difficult  to  make  hin 
rcfponfiblc  ;  but  the  foppofitien 
was  too  extravagant  for  a  com- 
ment, and  the  argument  made  rot 
more  ^ainll  our  ow^'than  again tt 
every  other  fpecies  of  govvrnmrr.t. 
He  afferted  that  goveraors  n\x^ 
aft  as  iodividu^U ;  it  it  wasthnnght 
advi&ble  to  grant  them  any  power, 
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they  iBo9  alto  be  allowcdthe  mead» 
of  maliUsaing  iLeir  authority,  or 
fuch  povcra  cooM  not  exift  to  aaf 
ufefui  parpoTc,  He  concluded,  by 
coatciidiiig  that  no  argument  diawa 
from  the  danger  an  tog  fn>ai  the 
ahufc  of  powerought  to  have  weight 
in  detenDiotng  the  deciiion  of  the 
bcdcrefpc&uig  a  queftion  fo  nice  in 
its  02tttrc,  axkd  which*  for  a  vai  icty  4)f 
rcafooat  had  better  remato  at  it  was. 

The  earl  of  Wycorob  declared, 
that  if  creiy  idc9i  oi  the  con^itu- 
tloa  he  had  been  able  to  coileSt  for 
}im(^f  or  had  receired  from  edu* 
catwoy  were  not  founded  in  preju- 
dice, the  king  had  not  the  prero- 
ptivc  no>v  contended  for.  He 
cnuld  not  wonder  at  the  people 
bring  enraged,  when  they  iaxn 
foreigD  mercenaries  iatroduccd  Into 
iliis  country,  at  a  time  when  our 
owD  troops  were  fending  out  of 
tl^e  kinedoai.  The  introdu&ion 
of  thole  troop3  was  inconfiAent 
with  the  dlabiiflicd  conftitution 
and  mazims  of  economy,  and  re-« 
'g>u,^mat  to  rational  policy.  He 
ihould  vote  for  the  motion,  confi- 
uerinjj  the  power  which  it  was 
ii.c3Qt  to  difallow  as  unfit  to  be 
pciTcflcd  by  the  fov«f reign  of  a  free 
people ;  and  a  bill  of  indemnity, 
lu  this  cafe,  might  eilLblilh  a  ne- 
ccflary  and  ufcfui  precedent,  which 
would  prevent  fulure  mviiiiiers  from 
traDCgrdfing  the  limits  prefcribed 
bj  the  Gon£tution. 

Mr.  Smith  alfo  thought  the  illcga- 
I  ty  of  introducing  foreign  troops 
CQuid  not  bf  qucftioned*  No  condi- 
tiition  could  contain  a  principle, 
wLich  wa^/tio  Jefe,  which  11  ruck 
at  its  visad  part,  and  endangered 
its  exifience.  *  It  had  laft  year  been 
averted  by  minifters,  that  -  they* 
might  build  barracks  in  any^part  of 
the  couBtry,  and  when  built,  par- 
liament, might  take  into  conijdera- 
tioa  the  propriety  of  their  being

erc&ed.  •  If  the  crown  had  the*, 
power  of  garrifoning  thefe  ibr* 
treiTes  with  foreign  troops,  procur- 
ed by  treaty  or  by  pay,  what  caa 
it  have  to  fear,  what  may  it  not  ac« 
Gompliih  i 

Mr.  Fox,  with  that  energy 
which  chara^rites  all  his  exertions 
oqconftitutlonal  que  (lions,  faid,that 
if  the  introduction  of  foreign  troops 
into  this  country  was  leg^u,  to  talk 
of  liberty  was  abfurd  ;  to  fpeak  of 
a  free  conttitutioi^  was  wcaknefs. 
If  the  houfe  did  not  come  to  fojne 
refolution  on  its  illegality,  ail  the 
libels  of  thofe  who  faid  we  Imd  no 
conftitution,  woidd  be  converted 
into  melancholy  truths.  The  ar- 
gument of  refponribility  would  juf- 
tify  any  prerogative,  but  it  was  a 
very  different  thing  to  be  able  to 
tell  a  miniiter  he  was  A^Tong,  and 
arreft  hina  in  the  very  firit  ilep, 
and  to  be  obliged  to  watch  him  ia; 
his  progrefs,  in  order  to  prove 
fomething  wrong,  when  the  proof 
might  come  too  late.  He  thought 
it  would  be  crioiinal  to  fit  lilcnt, 
and  not  at  lead  eflablifh  a  fettled 
precedent  for  polltrity  ;  (irice  it 
was  the  iilcnce  of  parliaments,  on 
fimilar  qurftions,  that  gave  us  the 
fniallcil  caul'e  to  doubt  of  the  ille- 
gality, Butourancellors  never ima« 
gincd  that  there  would  have  been 
any  ambiguity  in  coivllruing  the 
adi  of  fet tlement  :  had  they  en- 
tertained «ie  fmalkil  doubt,  thty 
would  have  guarded  ai^ainl*  the  dc»- 
iufive  and  artful  practice  of  endea- 
vouring to  confound  right  and 
wrong,  truth  and  fallhood,  fo  of^ 
ten  refortcd  to  in  cafts-  of  difTi- 
culty  by  theprefent  fervants  of  tlie 
crowo.  He  did  not  fuppole  mini- 
ftcrs  would  engage  in  a  meafure  de- 
claredly illegal;,  buc  if  their  inten- 
tions were  pure>  what  objedioa 
could  they  make  to  the  propofed 
bill  of  indcnmity?  Mr.  Fox  quoted 
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the  auihonty  df  tiielatolord  Mtn» 
Aeid»  to  flicw  the.  propriety  of  mW

galky,  or  that)  fmii  timidky  atrd 
deference  to  xatn  in  power»>  they 
hodfltrunk  from  the  mqniryi  .  If 
2t  was  a/ked  why  decisions  were 
not  called  for  on  other  points  of 
the  conftftutfon  as  \tffll  as  this  he 
Woold  aoCwey»  that  on  moft  other 
conAitutiooal  points  there  was  no 
ibaterial  difference  of  optmen,  but 
liei%  a  new  and  dangerous  claim  of 
prerogative  had  been  maintained  by 
great  sbilities  and  great  authority. 
The  chamtclkMr  of  the  exchequer 
recalled  tiie  attention  of  the  honfe 
to  the  precedin|B^  debate  on  thia 
{ubje6^9  and  iitrd»  that  the  ad. 
whichthcy  had  then,  on  fuUdifcaif* 
fion  add  matnre  deliberation^  de<*> 
dared  co  be  not  illegal,  thoy  were 
now  cf.Ued  itpon  to  deolaie  iUegaJ^ 
by  paiilng  a  bill  of  .iiukmnity,  in 
which  fuch  a  cenfure  was  cvichintiy 
implied.  It  had  evev  been  the  prao* 
ticeof  parliament^,  iit'difiicttlt  cafes, 
not  to  follow  up  to  i\ti€t  and  preciGr 
definitions,  qucftions  wkich  mtglit 
be  better  lef^  to  practice,  and  t&y 
had  always  avoided  cominjf  to  de- 
cilions  upon  them^'  nnlefs  itt  ca£es 
of  fuch  exigency,. as  rendered  adc** 
ciAon  unavoidaUe.'  Gentlcanen'had 
maintained,  that  do^brisea  were  af^ 
ferted  contrary  to  the  oonfiitotion,- 
and  it  was  iniinuatsd  .that  the  cafe 
of  right,  whether,  in  the  prevdga* 
tove  or  not,  had  neter  been  fairly 
brought  into  difcuffioa.

viotts  oonfcnt  of  parlianent,  and 
oalkd  upon  gentlemen  to  poiat  out 
t«'irim  what  pofitire  kur  was  eon- 
Cravcnod  by  it,  what  pnK2cdentB  it 
violated,  or  what  conriis  of  prac- 
ti«e  it  tmverfed  >  He  d^ied^hat 
mintllerf  would  think  theiitfielves 
lowered,,  or  their  pride  wonnded  by 
a  bill  odf  indemnity  (  on  tfa«  ik>n- 
trary,.  he  (hould  have  oecafion  in-  9 
fiew  days  to  move  for  fuch  a  b31« 
bttC  he  fliould  neivf  think  it  rigbt« 
merely  to  hre  a  l^^aitn  debate^  to 
awnd  odiiun,  or  to  fpare  tronble^ 
to  concede  fo^>  far  as^r^afk  for  or 
agree  to«ar  Bill  of  indemnity  on  a 
matter  not  declared  to  be  illegal. 

Mr.  Grey  contended  that  the

A  mot  ion  fertbiO  of  indenn^tty, 
on  secafion  of  bnding  the  HeRian

for««vd  10  the  heufe  of  lords^  on 
Felwiafy  »r,  by  the  earl  of  A&o- 
matiey  iti  a  ^eech  emineotty  coo-i 
fpiciioitt  for  feund  aigucnent  and 
hi^tantaJ  knirctfledge.  After&roi> 
view  of  tbr  hilt  ks^  rrglits^  of  the 
86^  0f  fotlemeat,  and  tbe  mutiny 
bill,  hi«  b^ihiprenteivd  into  a  con* 
fiderawcm  of  TaMOs  precedent?  in 
pariiamcflt  rriativeto  the  quedion^ 
teiKfiog  to  ftcw  tbr  jealbnfy -with 
which  every  iwidctit  likely  to  af* 
fe6:  the  pdficiplca  of  the  eonftitu- 
tioB  htfd  been  regarded.  His 
InrdAMp  partieuhtiy  noticed  that  of 
1 779,  in  which  year  it^ilers  wi(h« 
f  d  to  fe«d  foreign  troops  to  garri^ 
fon  Gtbrahar  and.  Mtkoxif  and 
laoM  Chan  in  fii^fauid  with  that 
vTCWy  jttftifysinp  the  tpeafore  under 
the '  fubtmugse  that  thefe- places 
were  without'  tbtf  kitgdom :  the 
cvafiMFhowevter  was  fcoated,  and 
«  bift  o£  indemnity  btbnght  in^ 


whtdh  pnfTed  the  bonfe  of  com- 
mons, hut  tras  loft  in  the  lords,  from 
the  obje^^ioo  ihzde  by  the  marqufs 
of  Rockingham  to  tho  preamble, 
t»  whiich  it .  was  ilatcd,  "  where- 
as /ioidu  have  arifcn,  &c*"  the 
mattquis  dc^cbred  no  fuch  doi.'bt 
had  eaiiliylt  for  it  was  clears 
iy  true,  that ':  the  crown  had  no 
right  to  land  fc^reign  troops  without 
the  coaiirat  of  parliament.  His 
Jorddlip  contended  that  the  cafe  of 
the  Heifians  was  Wronger  than 
^any  of  the  precedents  to  which  he 
bad  refcn-cd.  He  trufted  he  had 
poved,  that  by  law  tbe  king  could 
not  introduce  foreign  troops  wiih« 
ont  the  con  Cent  of  parliament ;  and 
by  law,  that  both  houfes  of  parlia- 
ment  had  uniformly  entertained  a 
conilitutiooalf  jealoufy  upon  the 
fnbjea. 

Lord  Spencer  combated  theopr- 
nion  on  this  fiibjaSt,  taken  from  the 
bill  of  rights,  th«t>the  king  has 
not  the  power  to  era{4oy  a  ftaiiding 
army  in  this  country  without  the 
fanfiron  of  parliament,  on  the  plea, 
that  the  prefent  cafe  did  not  amount 
to- this.  The  z6k  of  fettlemeut, 
which  probibitud  foreigners  from 
holding  any  civil  or  military  truit 
in  this  kingdom,  was  equally  ir- 
rekvant,  for  the  Heffian  officers, 
while  htve,  were  not  in  any  office 
of  troft.  When  indeed  troops 
were  tlius  landed,  to  juRify  the  aa, 
it  was  eifential  they  iliould  have  a 
ibrcign  deHination,  that  their  refi- 
dence  fhouU  be  temporary,  and 
tliat'thereflioold  be  a  prompt  com« 
municatioo  to  parliament  of  the 
meafure.  •  AH  thefe  points  were  to 
be  found  in  the  condudl  of  the  pre- 
fent meafure.  **  It  certainly  was 
not  in  the  power  of  tbe  preroga-  ^ 
tive  to  introduce  foreign  troops, 
cither  to  quell  doraeftic  diforder, 
to  Ihare  in  garrtfon  duty,  or  to 
make  a  permanent  refnlence  in  the 
D  2  kingdom. 
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kingt^oniy  without  the  {an6lion  of 
pailtament;^  bwt  their  introfiac« 
tion  on  m  emergQiicy,  and  under 
the  modifitetion»  he  liadftited>  wsn 
clearly  ik>t  againft'lavr,  and  wanted 
no  indemnity.. 

^  Lord  Auckland  wa^forry  to  fee 
a  great  qucftion  agktuted  on  Tery 
(Kght  enHinds.  liecoilld  not'con- 
iit&t'  the  n)earureiiv'que(lfo(>:a»aii 
illcgal^ad,  though  he  wotrldnotga 

fi  far  as  to  fay  H  <m#  udcording  to 
idnu.  There  viperein  eur,conlHta- 
tton -many  cafes  m  which  the  law  is 
filent,  and  it  had  been  the  wtfdom 
of  parliament  toremaia  (ilent  alfo^^ 
unlefs  there  were  fome  unequivocal 
reafons  for  apprehending^  that  the 
crown  was  making  a  pernicious  ufe 
of  the  difcretionary  power  refulting 
firom  the  filence  of  the  law.  His 
lordfhip thought  fuch  B  power  ought 
tb  fubuft  in  the  hands  of  the  king, 
to  be  exercifed  for  the  benefit  of 
hn  people.  He  mentioned  fcveral 
cafe9>  in  which  the  exilleijice  of 
this  power  would  be-  falutary,  and 
obfcrvedy  that  the  pofiible  dangers 
attending  it  were  no  more  than 
might  be  conjured  up  againfi  every 
prerogative  of  the  crown. 

Lord  Romney  fald,  a  regard  to 
his  own  chara^tr  would  not  fuffer 
him  to  give  a  (Hent  vote,  ^ftcr  hav- 
ing heard  tvhac  had  fellen  from  the 
noble  lord  ( Auckland >,  which^  con- 
sidered in  a  conftitutional  point  of 

-  view,  appeared  to  him  to  be  a  doc- 
trine  the  moji  e:ttfaordmary  that- bad 
roet  been  avo^ueJ  and  niMntainsd* 
It  had  falkn  to  his  lot^  he  faid, 
19  years  ago»  to  nfe  in  the  otlier 
hoiiie  of  parliament)  and  move  an 
amendment  to  the  preamble  of  the 
indemnity   bill  then   brought  in,

Lord  Greavilljp  cou/k^ettd  the 
qnoftion  at  turning  ^i^olly  on  an 
abilra£l  propolition,  ax)d  faw  no 
ufe  in  agitating  abftrad  proppHlions 
in  parliament*  He  juiUfied  the 
me<Uure  of  landing  tiie  tfoopa  on 
the  plea  of  exigea^,  but  in  wbar 
had  been  done^  did  not  conceive  the 
fmallcft  illegality  bad  arif<;ni»  .  HU 
lordihip  admitted)  *<  tha4  the  crown 
had  no  power  to  kpf  p  up  a  (land- 
ing army  without  the »  confcnt  of 
parliament/'  •  which  pofFciTed  abim- 
dant  fecurity  againit  it  fron»  a  va- 
riety of  cheeks.  Thefc  a-cre  of 
three  defcripcions,  the  f applying 
of  money  to  pay  the  anny^  the 
enaAing  and  invellmg  the  crown 
with  the  power  to  di£cipUne  the 
army,  and  eoabliug  the  crown 
to  provide  therarmy  wiiKquartcr^:. 
It  certainly  wprild  npt  be  laid 
down  as  a  mayimt  that  where  there 
w^s  prerogative,  tjiere  mud  ex  id 
an  abufe  ofit*  All  precof^tive  was 
incdnfiilent  with  liberty  t  but  it  was 
an  evil  whichyon  tbeffrouadof  the 
general  good,  was  fubfnitted  to  as 
a  Bccf  flary  .evil.  .  His  lordihip  men- 
tioned iaftanoesy  ia  which  the  c\» 
ertion  of  the  prenurative  in  quef- 
tion  might  ht  ne<?caAry  f<«r  thejje- 
neral  good* :  He  xallcd  the  atterv 
tjob  cltheiilordfhips  tp  the  doijhie 
refponiibility

Th^  earl  of'  Lauderdale  obfenr- 
edttbat  it  had  been  eotftended*  that 
it  ivas  the  andoobted  pperogatlve 
of  tbe  crown  to  bring  fbreigir  troops 
iato  the  kio^dom,  bitC  that  it  was 
parliament  alooe  whkh  -cooid  ena- 
ble or  authorize  the  crown  to 
contfnuc  tKein«  In  oppoiition  to 
thi3  do£brine)  it  was  piato  that» 
tccordiog  to  the  letter  of  each  me f- 
hgt  from  the  king  y^latiTe  to  the 
landing  of  feretgn  troop»  down  to 
tlic p^efeat  inftaoce,  thccommuni- 
mtR>n  bad  been  made  in  fuificient 
t^oit  to  enaile  parRttmmt  /o  prevent 
thtr  landing,  ^tbej  thmtghi  U  unfafe 
or  n^ofer.  It-  watf  argued^  that 
Bo  danger  conld  anfe  from  the  mea- 
ftirej  becacfe  the  troops  could  nei-» 
ther  be  paid,  difcipltned,  nor  Cent 
to  qmuters  without  the  con  (cot  of 
parfiament.  Was  it  then  to  be 
jC'wtH  argued,  tliat  the  crown  pof- 
Teiled  tlic  envious  prerogative  of 
hnding,  at  plea&ire^  any  number 
of  armed  banditti  ^  for  as  (ucb  mud 
afl  troops,  not  M>je^  to  difcipiine, 
be  confidered.  The  king  could 
ooi  keep  natfve  troo}>a  without 
the  mutiny  bill  (  but,  Ticcording  to. 
•iis  doehine,  he  migUt  keep  fa-^ 


icigo  troops.  PMrtisrmeot  were  to 
£ec.  the  introdudion  of  foreign 
woQpo  with  perfed  t«ao<}uillity,  be- 
cndc  aftorwacdl  they  mighty  in 
right  of  their  conftitutioual  autbo- 
rity»  difpi|teiL«3.uPc  to  which  they 
were  .to  be  p«t«  His  lordftup^ud 
he  did  not  Vif^hf  jipp^ve  of  ar- 
gut&^.a.poi4»t  witb.|0,ogo  armed 
Ipgiciaa^  . 

Tbe  ittbOaBce  of  lord  Hawkf- 
baty's  fpc0cb  on  this  occpfion  was 
aa  echo  to  ih^t  of  lord  Grcnville* 
He  was  ff^byred  by  earl  Stanhope, 
who  noticed  the  lefs  lofty  terms,  in 
which  the  preient  ^uetlion  was  agi- 
tated in  that  h^ufe  than  is  the 
Dtht3'*  It.  lay,  his  lordihip.  laid, 
with  the  fupportcrs  of  tlie  preroga- 
tive to  fhew  tbe  law  which  ju&ifics 
and  allows  fuch  an  exercife  of  the 
prerogative.  He  (latod  to  tbe  houfe 
the  ditference  bet\('een  ilatute  and 
common  law,  and  eontended,  from 
a  full  copfideration  of  both,  that 
nothing  appeared  in  either  to  juf- 
tify  the  ejccrcife  of  the  prerogative 
id  qtteilion«  HUlprdHiip  mention- 
ed, the  precedent  of  1775,  when  fo- 
reign troops  had  been  landed  to 
garrifon  Fait  Mahoa  and  Gibral- 
tar, and  it  had  been  found  Lndif- 
penfibly  aoceflary  to  come  to  par- 
liament to  obtain  its  fandion,  an<i 
pafa  a  bill  fpr  4|uartering  thefe 
troops ;  which  proved  that,  with  • 
out  the  ian^iion  of  parliament,  they 
could  oot  be  kept  ii|  the  kingdom. 
Precedents,  hi«  lordfhip  (aid,  he 
confidercd  as  nptbiagi  on  that 
ground  it  had  been  contended ,  that 
there  wat  no  ncx:efllty  idr  a  bill  of 
indemnity  iu  the  pref«nt  inllance, 
becauTe  it  was  to  be  fonnd,  by  refer- 
ence to  preced4nt,  ibat illegal  mea« 
furcs  .bad  been,  empkyed  in  many 
kiAanceSk.  without  any  notice  having 
been  token  of  them  by  parliament* 
Upon  .tl lift  ifica  minider^  yiight  a6k 
9s  they  ple^f^^  fiur  be  believed 
'  D  3  there 
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tlicre  was  nolliin|^  fo  bad,  fo  31e» 
g9\f  or  fo  enormous,  but  there 
might  be  found  a  precedent  for  a 
ftmibr  crime  without  its  bring  no- 
ticed by  parliament* 

Lord  Carnarvon  conceived  tile 
bringing  in,  or  maintaining  fo* 
reign  troopji  without  cortfent  of 
parliament  was  illegal  and  ur.ccn- 
ilitutional ;  but  he  faw  nothing  in 
the  present  cafe  which  called  for  a 
bill  of  indemnity, — His  lorUlhip 
was  followed  by  the  earl  of  Guild- 
fbtd,  who  thought  no  argument 
of  expediency  could  juflify  any  de- 
viation from  the  principles  of  the 
conditution.  If  troopj  could  be 
thus  introduced,  James  II.  might 
have  brought  into  this  country  a 
fufncient  number  of  Ftcnch  troops 
to  prevent  Great  Brilain  from  ever 
hating  enjoyed  a  mild  government 
under  the  houfe  of  Brunfwick.  On 
what  ground  a  bill  of  indemnity 
was  reje^kd^  he  was  at  a  lofs  to 
guels.  It  was  pretty  generally  ad- 
mitted, that  the  landing  of  the 
Heflian  troops  w^s  uiicon ilitutional 
and  illegal.  By  what  milder  mode 
eould  the  encroachment  be  fet  to 
rights  than  by  fuch  a  blU  ?  With 
refpe6;  to  what  had  been  faid  of 
the  mcfiaeelrom  the  crown  boing 
fufficient  for  the  executive  govern* 
m^At  to  a^  upon,  be  would  reply 
in  the  words  of  lord  Cpke,  **  that 
the  kiDg^t  mefikgie  was  gracious, 
but  what  is  the  law  pf  the  land  f ' 

The  duke  of  Portland  thought 
knding  the  troopa  was  unconilitu- 
ttooal  and  illegal^  but  expreffed  his 
lurpni^e,  tkat  none  of  tbe  noble 
lords  haid  adverted  to  tlie  treaties  en- 
tered into  wkh  the  landgrave  of 
HeiTe^  which  had  laie  upon  the  ta- 
bks  more  tWo  twelve  montbt ;  and 
in  which  it  was  exprefsly  ftipulated 
what  the  pay  of  tbe  Heffiant  (hould 
be  in  cafe  they  were  brought  into 
this  kii^dmn— that  waa  a  pretty 


long  notice  of  the  poflSbility  of 
fuch  an  event. 

The  marquis  of  Lanfdown  confi- 
dered  the  que  ft  ion  as  one  of  the 
moll  important  that  could  be  poffi- 
bly  argued  in  that  houfe.  He  con- 
ceived the  dificuffiuD  as  no  more 
dangerous  than  any  one  of  their 
lordflu'ps  tonfulting  a  lawyer  con- 
cerning ^he  title  deeds  of  his  cftate, 
when  it  was  not  challenged.  His 
lordfhip  faid  he  paiil  little  attcntioa 
to  precedents  ;  they  were  gen^rallf 
ufcd  to  fcrve  the  purpofe  of  thofe 
who  brought  them  forward  in  ^c- 
bate,  and  were  fo  convenient  to 
the  times  in  which  they  were  pro- 
duced, that  they  often  faw  at  dif- 
ferent conjun£lui:cs  the  fame  pn.*- 
cccJcnts  dihcreutly  applied.  To  dc- 
moii Urate  this,  ms  lord/hip  aoticed 
the  fcvcn  years  war  from  17^6  to 
the  peace  of  Paris,  which  coll  this 
country  78  millions  of  money, 
when  both  houfcs  of  parliaBncnt 
were  unanimous  in  their  feniiments 
and  TOtes  during  the  whole  of  the 
war,  though  after  the  peace  in 
1 763,  they  WiT«  as  unanimous  in 
r^robating  the  fyftera  upoa  which 
It  proceeded.  From  tdl  the  precc  - 
dents,  however,  his  lord  (hip  in- 
ferred (be  illepility  of  the  mcafure 
inqueftion*  His  lordfhip  obferved, 
that  this  pretended  right  had  be^ 
compared  to  different  branches  of 
the  king's  prerogative,  his  power 
of  pardon^  and  vrf^— but  tbofe 
were  powers  given  jsmi  acknow- 
ledged, whereas  the  power  of  in- 
troducing foreign  troops  eith.er  in 
time  of  peace  or  M'ar,  without  the 
coufent  of  parliament,  never  had 
been  given.  An  attempt  bad  been 
made  to  place  the  executive  power 
of  the  crown  and  the  parliament 
as  plaintiff  and  defendattt,  on  which 
miniilers  built  their  grand  argu- 
ment of  refponfibiUty,  In  Ihort 
they  were  to  do  what  they  pleafed, 

and 
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mH  iliieti  hjt  we  €k>  not  wilh  for 
an  9£t  of  lodemnlty  ;  i£we  have 
done  wropg  wc  are^  rcljjonfible. 
His  lordfhrp  argued  Urcnuonfly  in 
favooT  df  biHs  of  indemnay,  afid 
ellert|5d^  that  m  cafe  of  Invafloh 
thcfe  troops  coq14  hqt  ht  ettt^^loycd 
without'tfie  fandion  wf  paHiamcnt. 
lie  made '  fbme  rcniiJtrks  upon  awg- 
me^^ing  t^e  uiiXtra, '  aad  tncntioiN 
cd,  in,  pointed teiiris^  tlic  dimgrr 
of  ^merccnanes,  the  bad  ecorfoiiiy 
of  employing  them,  and  the  tittle 
iiecc^y  for  having  rccourfe'  to 
them,  con&lerlDg  on r  own  internal 
refoarcei. 

The  duke  of  Bedford  noticed 
piauy  coptradiftion^  in  tht  prefent 
dlfculiion.  One  noble  lord  had 
fasd»  minifter^  bad  done  Jiothihg  ini'- 
proper  ;  tbcrefoi^,  why  pafs  a(  ibJU 
of  indemnity  ?  Had  minifler«<done 
what  would  have  fubjeded  them  to 
cenfnre  or  puBifliment,  a  Ixll  of  im- 
-peachinent  wotild  have  been  voted, 
and  the  houfe,  in  that  cafe,  ought 
not  to  pafs  a  bill  of  indemnity* 
A  nobk  duke  had  noticed,  that 
treaties  lay-  upon  th*  table,  ft i- 
pulating  for  the  pay  of  Hcfiians,  if 
"brought  ipto  the  kingdom.  His 
majclly  had  irttdoubtcdly  the  pre- 
rogative of  making  all  treaties ;  hot 
the  nobk  duk<'&  argiinrtefii,  if  it 
meant  any  thrijg,  tvent  to  tlie  enor- 
mous leirgth  of  giving  the  king  an 
abfolt/te  powtt*  to  land  as  many  Hef- 
Cans  as  he  picafes.  '  A  noble' carl 
(the  carl  of  Carnarvon)  had  fup. 
pofed  the  cafe  of  fickncfs  as  an 
apology,  but  this  his  grace  ocnfi- 
dered  as  a  ihallow  pretext ;  a.  hun- 
dred thoufand  might  as  likely  be 
fick.as  ten  thotifand,  nay  an  army 
«fthe former  fiite  was  more  likely; 
and^undeV  that  pretext  mfinite  mif- 
chJefmiglit  arifctp  the  conftitution. 

Thcbfll  wasrejedltdby  a  majo- 
rity of  77agttinif  12,  and  a  protfcft 
was  /igned  by  the  earls  of  Stanhc^ 
and  Radnor.    Thotfgbthe  biUof 


indemnity  was  thus  rejcif^cd#  or  ra-  / 
ther  evadfed,  upon  vwh at  many  wiH 
consider  as  A*i?oioiis  pretcneea,  -  yet 
the  mode  in  wlikh  it  was  diJbuiTed 
in  the  hoitfJb  of  i€>>rd»>  may  be<!onii- 
dered  as  a  real  triumph  .by  the 
ft-iebds  ;df  <he  cbnilitution  $  and 
from  tbe  .debate  of  this  dayr  th^ 
principle  mary  fairly  be'  confi- 
dered  as  cftahli/hed  bcyood  the 
pow^r   of    miuifters    to    (hake;

5uch  a  manly 
avowal  of  000  iii tutional  principle^ 
reAc^s  thehigheft  honouronthe  old 
ariiboereicy  of  the  kii^^lom  ;  a 
few  fuch'  difculTions  would  ef&ce 
e^ery  prejitdicc  which  democrat i- 
cal  fpeculattoA  has  eiccked .  againil 
them  ;  and  when  we  compare  this 
debate  with  the  maaiier  in  whiqh 
the  ftibjeA  was  treated  in  another

the  motioa  Kfuedting  lord  Mai mf- 
bary  paiTcd.  Mr-  Sheridan  added 
to  tlicfe  a  motion  fer  an  account  of 
the  expendkure  of  tlic. funis  of 
fcooL  and  xi,oooI.  granted  lafl 
fefibtw  to  defray  the  cxpenccs  of 
the  India  board  of  control,  which 
was  agreed  to.

flroods.  Another,  thing  not  very 
flattering  to  the  pride  of  £n||^iflii* 
men  was,  that  fix  French  frigates 
had  been  mafters^^f  the  channel  £ar 
a.coniidcrable  time,.  and.had«  aahc 
was  informed,  Ul^en  26  &il  of  vary 
valuable  prizes.  A  fleet  deiUoed 
fqr  the.  We(i  Indies  had  been  de- 
tained by  the  rumour  of  a  French 
fleet  being  out^  and  thia  at  a  time 
wh^n  we  were  aiTured  every  thing 
wasprote^ed*  Thefecircumftances 
he  thought  acoeflary  to  ftate  t<f  the 
houfci^  as  crounds  .forhis  Jealeufy 
and  diftruS  of  the  iafoiBiatioo  re- 
ceived from,  the  mini^FB»  on 
the  opeuing  of  the  feiEon*  Ad*^ 
mitting,^  however,  nil  that  had  * 
been  laid  refpe^Og  the  naval  (cr^  * 
vice  having  been  as  well  (terforoied 
during  this  aa any- preceding  war^ 
was  It  wonderful  that  Great  Bri- 
tain, in  th^  pknitude  of  her  power,

:  wliat  fhe  had  been  00  fuMrmci:  occa* 
Cons  \  Was  it  wonderful,  that  after 
having  deprived  Fraaee  of  a  great 
part  of  her  navy .  we  flH>fild  be  after* 
wards  aUe  tp  prot^  om&tyes  at 
.  '-  fca. 
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Snt^  jind  dp  wha^  vat  done  ;n  the 
year  1 7 78 >  when  wc  contended  witli 
trancey  Spain,  and  Holland  nnited  ? 
He  had,  however^  madefoine  fn- 
«mric8,  and  the  refu^t  was,,  tl^at  he 
^ubtcd  whether  raorc  of  iour  ihips 
wcve  taken  in  i  r7iS,  w.hoo  wc  £pn- 
tended  with  thofe  powers^  than  we 
had  lod  iftice  the  conjvaienccnient 
of  the  prefcnt  war,  Mr.  Fox  read  a 
Aatement,  taken  from  Lloyd's  Lift, 
«f  the  vcflcl^  captured  from  the  ift 
of  February  *793»  ^o  tbc  id  of 
Fcbruajy  J  794 ;  from  which  it  ap- 
peared, that  there  was  a  balance  of 
!94  Aipa  in  favour  of  the  French, 
•againft  tSL,  <the  combined  pomrs. 
The  chancellor  of  the  exchequer 
conhned  himfelf  to  the  confidera- 
tjon,  w^hethcr  any  material  negled 
fcad  been  manifefted,  aiuA  whether 
any  fhips  had  been  takeii  for  want 
i)f  fufficient  convoy.  Wc  could  not 
cover  the  fcas  with  our  fket,  nor 
he  fecurc  againft  the  Inclemency  of 
the feafon*  The obfervations  he  ap^ 
plied  to  the  Baltic  fleet,  but  did  not 
nate  whether  any  bad  Veen  loit«  If 
any  f»f  the  Quebec  fleet  were  taken. 
It  muft  be  aft«r  they  feparated  from 
the  convoy.  •  He  mentioned  feveral 
caufes  which  might  prevent  the 
faUjng  of  a  cbnvov  at  a  particular 
tMR ;  but  thcfe,  he  did  not  coo- 
ceive,  jip'peared  in  the  prefcnt  cafe. 
Tb^  At\9y  rcfpeftiug  the  Mediter- 
^nean  fleet  was  on  accouat  of  the 
iieoefTiCy  of  mfaking,  iu^ulry  into 
the  force  ol^the  enemy.  Notwlth- 
ftandiing  the.  orcumuance  of  fix 
French,  frigates  rcmainir.g  fix  days 
in  po&flion  of  the  channel,  he 
ibought  our  fuccefs  on  the  whole 
exceeded  the  moft  iknguine  expec- 
tations. When  tbe  intfUigence  of 
the  French  being  in  the  cliannel  ar- 
rived, our  fleet' had  returned  tore- 
fit,  and  t^e  Frenc^h,  who  had  abftnT- 
idoned  their  foreign  .  poS<:flion^ 
m^ht  eafdy  concestratc  their  force 


to  any.particifltr  otye^.  ,Wcht^ 
a  fupcrior  force,  to  'the"  French, 
though  they  had  fomijcli'thc  ftart 
of  U8  at  the  beginning  of  the  war. 
We  had  protcded,  and  fafirlj 
brought  home*.,  our  £aft  and  WtA 
India  trade,  and  ^oade  great  exer- 
tions In  J^he.  "Mediterranean,  whert 
wc  had  a  lar^e  fleet ;  yet,  with  all 
thi«,  wchad'iifty  Ihipa^f  the  line. 
•He  jiociced  that  we  had  given  a  dt- 
cifivc  bluMT  to  th^yrencn  marltiirie 
power  at  Toulon*  and  had  blocktJ 
up  the  whole  of  the  Mcditemuican 
tin  this  was  effeiaed-'/Wc  fead 
been  ready  fora(^b'cn,  bpt  tl>e  ene- 
my had  never  met  jus  ;  if  tkcy 
wifhed  not  to  engage  us,  the  fault 
was  not  ours.  After  "having  beci 
long  out  in-bopesof  meeting theaa, 
it  became  neceflary  to  return,  and 
then  t^cj  colied«d  their  force  into 
one  point,  and  had  a  temporary  fu- 
perioiity.  With  rcfpcft  to  obtain- 
ing information  of  the  proceedings 
in  France,  Mr.  Pitt  aflerted  that  il 
was  very  cifficult- 

Adminl  Gardner  gave  an  ac* 
count  of  fcveral  convoys  which  had 
protc6led  rtiips  of  great  v-alue;  and 
mentioned,  that  the  whole  of  the 
victualling  fleet'  fi*om  Irelami, 
except  one  (hipy  had  £a(cly  ar- 
rived. 

^  Mr,  Fox  admitted  that  the  BaJ- 
tic  flc^t  was  feparated  ffom  tbt 
convoy,  which  was ,  the  circiwn- 
fiance  of  \vhich  be  complaioedi  and 
iniiPa'd  that  1 5  fail  were.  a6uaDy 
taken.  Much  Iiad  been  faid  of  our 
great  fuccefs  ;  the  hon.  gentleman 
had  forgotten  that  w«  had  any  d- 
lies— if  ever  there  waa  a  tinac  when 
wc  nught  expe£l  complete  protec- 
tion to  our  Commerce, '  a nd  decided 
fuperioritxi  this  wt%  the  period. 
Tlwt  we  had  a  decided  fupcriority 
In-  onr  navy,  he  not  6nly  agKcd, 
but  afTertcd  that  no  circuitiftancc, 
however  difuivantageous,  could 
^       •    render 
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rrmfcr  the  French  fupcnor  to  ut  at 
(i:a,  Hemaiataincd,  that  Done  of  hit 
obJ<f dioq»  were  fully  afifwered,  nor 
wa^  It  proved  that  anj  thing  be  had 
ftatcd  was  not  true. 

The  chancellor  of  the  exclieqnet 
again  rrplred  and  fa  id/  that  the  iild 
of  our  Qaval  alh'ea  lind  trot  f)een  of 
Tuch  a  nature^.as  tQ  difengngc  any 
part  of  our  own  ciaval  force,  ilol* 
iaod  was  ib  muc(i  engaged,  that  wb 
haJ  her  trade  to  protect.  The  naval 
exertions  made  by  Spain»  though 
Tcry  cofiiiderable,  did  not  allow  us 
to  concentrate  our  force  at  home.  If 
wc  had  not  Tent  a  fleet  fuperior  to 
tlist  of  the  French  into  the  Medi- 
terranean, the  important  advantages 
accruing  from  the  furrendcr  of 
Toulon  would  not  have  been  ob« 
tained. 

Mr.  Sheridan  ftatedlhat  Tonlon 
had  been  taken  not  in  Confequence 
of  the  loyalty  of  the  inhabitnntSy 
but  of  force  and  famine.  A  right 
hon.  gentleman  (Mr.  Dcindas)  had 
contradicted  the  flatement  of  a  no- 
Melurd  (earl  Wycombe)  of  the  de- 
/er4celefs  Hate  in  which  Halifax  had 
Lcea  left,  and  faid^  there  were  4000 
men  tQ  defend  it.  A  letter  from  a 
perfon  in  whom  he  could  confide, 
dated  Halifax »  Dec.  7th9  ftat^d, 
that  the  trade  from  thence  had 
no  prote6lion,  that  it  po/TefTed  no 
means  of  defencci  and  was  in  a  date 
of  the  utmoft  alarm.  A  converfa- 
tion  enfued,  in  which  the  diancef- 
I'jr  of  the  exchequer  aud  admiral 
Gardner  fispportcd  the  adequacy 
of  the  force  at  Halifax.  The'  rcfo- 
lutjon  for  the  8  j,ooo  fcatnen  was 
agreed  to. 

On  the  firil  reading  of  th*  re- 
port of  the:  committee  of  fupply,  tit* 
long  converfatron  took*  place  be- 
twecn  the  fpeakers  in  the  T6rmer- 
debate^  and  with  the  ufual  tfk€tf 
that  of  each  party  appearing  nlore 
decidedly  attached  to  their  refp<c« 


tite  opinions. .  Mir.  fecretary  Dun* 
das  contended  ftrongly  in  :&vour  of 
the  fopcriorrty  of  the  exettiona 
during  the  prefbtrt  war,  <  and  ad- 
ittried  to  tile  fitnarion  of  Halrfax, 
ta  Tn-ove^c  ftreigth  of  which,  l»c 
read  ftveraT  letters.  He  ftatcd,  that 
2|^o6o  miHttil  iioiild  be  brought  to* 
giEtlier  theft  ^  a  few  hours  notice 
— that  g  160  ivere  in  the  fettlement, 
all  animated  with  loyalty  and  a  de« 
tellation  of  French  principles — that 
fomc  of  them  were  men  of  looL 
per  annum  and  upwards.  He  con* 
trafted  this  report '  with  the  letter 
read  by  Mr.  Sheridan,    .        * 

Mr.  Sheridan  vindicated  the  let- 
ter he  had  read  On  a  former  niglit, 
from  the  charge  of  being  anony- 
mous; and^contended,  that  irom 
the  letters  juft  produced,  it  appear*- 
ed  that  there  were  no  forttficati5nt, 
nor  was  the  colony  in  any  adequate 
ftatc  of  defence  previous  to  the 
27th  of  Auguft.  He  noticed^  that 
the  laft  letter  prodnced  by  the  hon'. 
fecretar}'  was  dated  J^ov.  9th ;  hm 
\^s  dated  Dec.  7th,  and  he  wished 
TO  know  whether  ininiAers  had 're- 
ceived no  letters  fmce,  and  if  fo, 
from  what  raufc  that  proceeded. 
The  right  hon.  gentleman  had 
ftated  tikt  9000  ntilitta  were  in 
Nova  Scotia,  that  400Q  of  them 
were  cdlk6led  in  Halifax,  but  had 
allowed  that  they  had  fttll  their 
exertiife  to  learn,  being  freeholdera 
and  merchants.  He  averred,  that 
whatever  might  be  tht  indtVidtnd 
exceptions  to  rhe  contrary^  the  ge- 
neral opinion  was,  that  the  trade 
and  commerce  of  this  country  had 
nt>t  met  with  adequate  prote€lioii 
from  the  admiralty.

oate  ^ge.  '  He  paid'  ievemt  <jfym^ 
plimeats  to  the  duke  of  ¥orki 
t^hoiTf  h^  confukred  aft  in  no  ref^^ 
b)a«)eaye  for  the  TnifcarWage^ 
wUkli  \^a«  foldy  to  be  arltHbtYt^ 
cd  to  «4inilta?8.  The  taking  of 
Ddnktrk  was  o^taiidy  deltrabSe, 
but  the  plan  ^Jiras  lU  eont rived;  He* 
uuddfftood  that'  when  the  dnke 
came  there  in  ei^psdation  of  the 
requifite  fuppli^k  being  funvavdedy' 
many  cflcnttal  r^wlitcs  t^ere  want'' ' 
hig.  Our  ^iMers  at  i>uttkidc  wai 
the  fignal  for  rallying  tlifXHighOttt* 
Franec*  T^he  c6nfeqUence  of  our 
fai4«iro  at  this  piace  was  th^  defeat^ 
of  th^  prfnoe  of  Sajft^  Cobourg  at 
Ma«bel»5e.  •  With  refpea  ti>Toa* 
kMf)  we  had  got'  ii  by  treary,  and 
loft  it  by  forcc'of  anns.  How  did ' 
this  prove  a>  military  advantage  ^' 
We  >»bt?  Tooloti  by  prom  ifcs  to 
the  French  there  ;  vw  k>ft  thttr* 
confidence  by'  betraying  thent.  Mi- 
niftcrs  fent  a  force  there  inffufiScienc ' 
tatkeep  it  ^  %tt  were  biAliri^  io-4u«- 

trulV, 
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trail,  a&d  ttie  only  thing^  dose  wtt 
creattng  a  ftaff»  and  pwrfuki^  aH 
the  expenfive  part  ot  a  miktarj 
cftabliAmcnt.  If  TouIob  was  of 
the  confeqaence  it  had  formerij 
been  ftatcd,  whf  waa  the  expcdU 
tion  ttiider  SirQuurlct  Grej  (ixf- 
itred  to  be  diverted  from  iu  pre- 
fervatioa?  After  the  o^une  of 
veneral  0*Hara,  general  Dundat 
bad  ftatedthe  dodbtfubeftof  h(^- 
iog  Toulon  without  the  pofiefion 
oT  the  heights,  which  yet  they 
were  unMt  to  prderve  for  want  of 
troops.  The  expedition  under  Sir 
Charles  Grey  was  deferred  by  re« 
peated  interruptions  and  delays,  till 
at  length  it  fet  forward  in  fo  dange* 
sous  and  boifterous  a  feafon,  that 
by  the  laft  accounts  it  was  feen 
With  only  one  man  of  war,  a  fri- 
gate, and  three  tranfports*  With 
refpedto  the  expedition  under  the 
carl  of  Moira,  it  had  ended  as  his 
ion.  friend  (Mr.  Sheridan)  had 
&id  on  a  former  night,  in  an  inva- 
lion  of  this  country  by  a  troop  of 
Hefii4ns.  )n  the  Weft  Indies  a  fi- 
miJar  fcene  of  mifcondud  and  mis* 
fortune  met  his  yicWm^  Our  expe* 
dition  againft  St.  Lucia  had  failed. 
The  taking  of  St.  Domingo  was 
the  effe^  of  negociation,  not  of 
military  exertion.  Tobago  was 
taken^  which  was  the  more  defpi- 
c^e,  as  it  had  been  poiTeffed  be- 
fore by  the  Britifli,  and  had  many 
Britilh  inhabitants.  The  expedi- 
tion to  Marttnico  had  completely 
foiled,  and  that  by  an  inadequate 
pbn,  which  on  the  part  of^  mi- 
miiers  had  been  AamefuUy  exe- 
cuted* Whetlkcr  he  looked  at  home 
or  abroad,  he  faw  every  effoii  of 
mioiftij  tending  to  the  dtfhonovr 
and  dturredit  of  the  country.  He 
did  not  however  oppofe  the  fupply 
of  troops  required,  but  could  by 
no  means  approve  of  the  mode  in 
which  they  were  applied  to  the  fer- 


nce  of  the  ewmtry.  The  ma^ 
hid  he  had  hoped  that  the  noncy 
to  be  levied  for  the  .jmrpole  of  war 
would  have  been  ftri^y  ^plied  to 
that  purpofe.  Btit  how  could  be, 
when  addition^  burdens  were  ine- 
viCabk,  approve  of  fo  large  n  fum 
as  xoQ,oooL  expended  for  the  mul- 
tiphcation  of  barracks  witbia  the 
ktasdomt  a  meafare  which  lie  re- 
probated as  dangerous  and  inpol]- 
tic.  By  the  pkn  now  adoptedf 
likewide  15I.  per  man  viras  allowed 
for  raiiing  troops,  of  this  5!.  was 
foppofed  to  be  paid  by  government, 
the  remainder  arofe  from  the  fale 
of  commiifions.  This  added  an  un- 
neceffiiry  number  of  officers,  and 
men  whofe  fervices  deferved  bet- 
ter were  fuperfeded,  unlefa  they 
could  Taife  money  to  purchzfc  that 
to  which  their  fervices  gave  them  a 
claim.  This  was  ceufurafale,  be- 
caufe  it  was  unconftitutional  to 
raife  troops  without  the  exprefs 
confent  of  parliament ;  and  if  eco- 
nomy was  the  obje^y  miniftcrs  had 
better  regard  the  long  lift  of  ufelefs 
places  that  might  be  fold.  The 
bft  point  h^  meant  to  advert  to 
was  the  unprecedented  expence  of 
the  (lafiF,  exceeding  that  of,  any 
other  ftaff  in  the  moft  brilliant  pe- 
riod of  the  Britiih  imnals.  It 
amounted  at  pvefent  to  qy^ocx?!. 
per  annum,  a  fom  exceeding  by 
30,000!.  a  period  wfien  the  war  of 
this  country  was  guided  by  the  late 
lord  Chatham.  From  all  this  he 
infened,  that  minifters  were  lavifh 
and  improvident  of  the  public  mo- 
ney, that  they  were  imrdeqtiate  to 
the  guidance  of  the  public  force, 
and  tnat  all  the  misfortunes  during 
the  laft  campaign  were  to  be  attri* 
buted  to  them  done. 

Mr.  Jenktafon  faid,  that  if  the 
war  was  to  be  confidered  as  fuc- 
cefsful,  it  was  to  be  taken  ^  firt" 
mdfttcU  evidence  of  merit  in  thoie 
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to  wbom  this  iuccds  was  owing  ; 

but  if  otherwife,  ftill  miniftera  wtre 
Dot  to  be  deemed  culpable^  uiUeiii 
fpccific  charges  of  negk^  or  ia* 
capacity  could  be  madic  out  agaiaft 
thcau  We  hadcmpbyed  lOyOQO 
more  mtea  than  at  aay. other  period 
of  the  fame  length ;  this  proved 
that  miDifiers  had  been  attentive  to 
the  public  fprce.  Mr*  Jenkinfoa 
vindicated  the  condu£i  of  the  iicgc 
ofDunkiiJu  The  diviftoa  of  th< 
alli<:d  armies  ivas  neceiTary,  as  at 
the  fame  time  that  Dunkirk  was 
attacked*  there  were  fcveral  othcf 
pbccs  to  be  attexuled  to*  As  to 
the  time  when  the  divifion  of  the 
armies  took  place,  that  mull  ap« 
pear  equally  juilitiahle.  Had  the  at- 
tack beui  delayed  to  a  later  per^od^ 
all  hopes  of  fuccefs  inuil  have  been 
precluded  by.  the  low  and  marihy 
(ituacioQ.of  the  placd^»  which  ren* 
dcred  it  ioaccefiible  when  the  rains 
fct  in.  He  oould  anfwer  for  it^ 
that  no  remon France  from  the 
coannandera  had  ever  occuxredt 
ikiing,  that,  in  a  military  point  of 
view  the  ftege  of  Dunkirk  fhould 
not  have  been  uodertaken,  or  was 
imprat^icable  I  had  this  «beea  the 
cafe,  the  cabinet  never  would  havp 
thought  of  it,  Mu  Jenkinfon 
complimented  the  duke  of  York^ 
who  had  done  ail  that  could  be 
doQc.  Was  fucce&  to  be  always 
expeded  I  Our  fecond  objed  was 
the  capture  of  Qyelhoy  i  we  took 
that,  and  we  failed  to  take  Dun- 
kirk. With  i^ped  to  the  ord- 
nance, he  belieYcd  it  waaexprefsly 
deljred  by  the  commander  not  to 
he  fent  till  the  arrival  of  the  army 
at  Duakirk,  left  it  (houU  fall  into 
the  hands  of  t,h^Qnemy«  In  con- 
f^'iuencc  the  attack  was  unfucoefs- 
^;»lj  but  the  effed  of  the  fifege 
there  waa  hifffaly  favourable  to  the 
general  catt£»  by  drawin|^  away 
lU  troopa  fi^m  the  J(hiQ«  and

MofeUe,  19  order  to  reticle  Dun- 
kirk. The  plan  i^fpeding  Mas- 
tinico  wd  Ouadaloupe  was  certain- 
ly a  good  One ;  ^  that  time  we  had 
reafon  to  apprehend  they  were  lA 
the  power- of  the  ariftodrajbic  party* 
Before  the  arrival  of  the.  troops 
the  democratic  party  had  gained 
the  afcendancy*  We  had  in  fa^ 
been  betrayed,  and  treachery  could 
not  be  forefeten  or  guarded  agaioft* 
Toiilon  waa  certainly  anobje6ito 
us ;  but  depending,  as  there  was 
rvaibn  to  do,  upon  the  aiBftan^  of 
the  royaiiii  party  in  France,  mi- 
nillers  were  judi&able  for  thinking 
that  an  additional  force  might  hw 
better  employed  in  the  Weft  Inr 
di^«  The  reafon  why  the  expedi« 
tion  under  the  earl  of  Moira  did 
not  take  place,  was  owing  to  the 
negligence  of  the  royaliils  in  not 
endeavouring  to  gain  pofTcifion  of  the 
fea*port3,pre  vious  to  which  it  was  im- 
poiTible  to  fend  a  fufficient  force  to 
that  country  to  grive  any  hopes  of 
fuccefs.  Captain  Berkeley  ftated« 
that  if  his  information  was  right 9 
the  ordnance  for  the  fiege  of  Dun* 
kirk  was  required  to  be  at  the  (dace 
ofdeftination  between  the  aiftand 
24th  of  Auguft,  and  it  a£kually  ar- 
rived on  the  24th* 

The  chancellor  of  the  exchequer 
ftated  in  reply  to  Mr.  Huffey,  that 
a  naval  war  would  prove  tneffica* 
ciousf  hecatife  it  would  not  bring 
that  immejtate  preffwe  upon  the 
aumyf  wb'uh  wat  necejfary  to  ac'- 
nitrate  the  proJpeQ  of  peace*  Mere 
naval  exertiom  are  'not  fyfficmt 
againft  a  country  not  poiTeffrng  the 
command  of  the  fea,  nor  formi* 
dable  from  its  maritime  power ;  a 
country  which  is  fatisfied  volunta-* 
rily  to  ai^nihilate  its  own  commerce* 
He  ftated  the  grounds  of  the  war 
to  be  the  encroachments  made  by 
the  French  on  the  adjacent  powers. 
To  prevent  their  attaioiog  fuch  an 
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extent  of  territory  nnd  of  coaft  ad 
they  aimed  at,  was  as  much  an 
objecl'  with  Great  Britain  as  with 
Auilna;  but  could  this  be  effected 
with  a  naval  force  ?  Even  the  fai- 
lure in  the  laft  campaign,  which 
yet  he  would  prove  on  the  wliole 
had  been  fuccefsful  to  this  qputttry, 
afforded  the  ftrongeft  reafon  for  the 
addition  of  our  land  forces.  All 
thefc  failures  arofe  from  the  ivant 
of  a  fufficient  force.  We  haKi  to 
contend  not  only  with  an  army  but 
an  armed  nation.  If,  as  an  l:oa. 
gentleman  had  infmuated,  there 
was  reafon  to  doubt  whether  any 

'  force  could  enfure  fuccefs,  our 
condition  wasdefperate  indeed.  But 
if  this  country  had  not  loft:  its  cou- 
rage and  its  hopes,  thc-y  would 
look  forward  with  confidence  to 
thofc  greater  exertions,  which  we 
liad  it  yet  in  our  power  to  make. 
If,  with  all  the  difficulties  and  dif- 
advantages  under  which  we  la- 
boured at  the  commencement  of  the 
war,  we  achieved  a  certain  degice 
of  fuccefs  in  the  fir(l  campaign, 
might  we  not  entertain  much  bel- 
ter profpc^ls  frot^  the  iffue  of  a 
fecond  ?  An  hon,  gentlcjihin  Ir?d 
aflcrtcd  that  we  were  in  a  worie 
fituation  at  the  end  than  at  the 
commencement  of  the  ca-npaign. 
The  faiSt  was,  that  the  Neth'?fr- 
lands  were  rcftorcJ  to  \X\t  dominiim 
f.f  Auftria.  Holland,  at  that  li:nc 
invaded,  was  now  protfi'tcd  by 
ftrong  armies,  aful  the  combined 
arnjiesin  pofieffion  of  levcral  forti- 
fied towns  belonging  to  the  ene- 
my, \Vc  were  driven,  he  laid,  into 
war  with  a  diminiihed  peace  eila- 
blifhment;  we  had  now  85,000 
feamen  voted,  of  whom  75,000 
were  mullcred  >  the  army  was  aug- 
mented by  30,000  men,  and  we 
had  in  our  pay  a  confidcrable  Hum-_ 
bcr  of  au'xiliary  troops.  All  this 
afforded  the  mofl  flattering  profpect 


of  fuccefs.  The  ficge  of  Dunkir'*: 
was  not  undertaken  againll  tlieav^- 
vicc  of  the  illuftrious  commanci' 
who  condu<^ed  it,  and,  tliough  :::i 
Impoitant  objeft,  was  not  io  mwc'* 
fo  as  to  fuptrfcde  other  opcratior.t. 
He  had  no  objedion  to  meet  even- 
inquiry  rcx^pecting  his  advice  or. 
this  fubj^tt.  No  exertion  rcfpe<ft- 
ing  the  ordnance  had  been  omittci!: 
the  true  caufe  of  the  retreat  wa  , 
tiiat  tlie  covering  army  was  attack- 
ed by  fuch  a  fuperior  force  as 
coiild  not  be  refiftcd.  Rcfpeain/ 
the  condudl  of  the  war  in  otl.t. 
parts,  what  could  miuifters  lij 
more  than  they  had  done  with  t.\ 
force  they  had  at  their  commands 
A  force  had  been  ordered  for  Tef- 
lon which  hr^d  been  thought  fufTi- 
cient,  and  it  would  not  have  htr: 
jiilliiiable  to  forego  the  expcditi*  ■ 
under  fir  Charles  Grey  ;  this  for-'- 
had  been  fince  diminiflied,  but  i\.-  ''^ 
as  it  remained  it  was  thought  aJ*- 
quate  to  the  fervicc  for  wFiich  ::  \r 
fcnt.  The  capture  of  Toulon  hi.! 
been  highly  honourable  to  tl  .s 
country,  and  the  evacuation  con 
dueled  in  fuch  a  manner  as  wz 
highly  creditable  to  the  13ri:i'":t 
nanv:.  Rcfpefting  the  force  in  - 
dor  the  earl  of  Moira,  it  was  i<!:-* 
to  difcufs  xht  mtrits  of  an  expeii- 
tion  winch  had  been  only  proj ecu v!. 
and  WAS  nOw  laid  ^de. 

Sir  James-  Mun*2ly,  iir  reply  xc^ 
captain  Berkeley,  ftatcd,  that  th: 
ordnance  for  theJl'ege  of  Dunkirk 
ought  to  have  aftved  between  tie 
2othahd  22d  Aiighft,  and  did  n.t 
reach  till  the  26th  or  27th.  By  tfr 
difpofitlons  made  after  the  reta-at. 
the  French  were  repulfed  at  Yprts . 
Menin  was  rctakci?,  and  Udt 
Flanders  favcd. . 

Mr.  Fox  obfervcd,  that  were  i! 

pofliblc  to  Ipeak  with  levity  xif  the 

lituatiou    of    Europe,    which    !•• 

CQofidered  »s  bi^lily  difaftious  h^ 

ihould 
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flboald  congratulate  the  houfc  on  a 
vampaign*  with  which  all  parties 
engaq;ed  in  it  were  pleafed.  We 
extolled  the  fuccels  of  our  armies, 
fo  did  the  French  that  of  theirs. 
We  pppliutled  the  evacuation  of 
Toulon:  the  French  celebrated  that 
«vent  by  pubh'c  fpedtacles.  We 
had  however  feen  little  fuccefs  and 
much  defeat.  The  latter  part  of 
the  campaign  had  been  uniformly 
unfucccfsful,  and  the  early  part,  in- 
fteadof  conducing  to  new  fucceffcs, 
h:xd  only  led  to  difalter  and  dif- 
grace  ;  he  therefore  augured  ill  of 
the  future,  as  every  rational  man 
mud  augur.  The  refponfihility  in 
thtTe  cafes,  he  conceived,  lay 
wholly  with  mini  Hers.  He  knew 
not  whether  the'  commander  in 
chief  of  the  allied  troops,  or  the  il- 
luiTrious  prince  who  commanded 
at  Dunkirk,  approved  Or  dit'ap- 
proved  the  expedition  j  hut  "if  it 
ihonld  appear  to  be  undertaken 
again  ft  the  judgment  of  fuch  pro- 
fcfiional  men,  it  would  form  a 
flrong  aggravation, of  tlie  charge 
againil  miniftry.  The  chancel- 
lor of  the  exchequer  had  faid, 
that  the  defence  of  Toulon  was 
not  to  fuperfcdc  the  expedition 
to  the  Weil  Indies.  In  one  point 
of  view  the  defence  of  Toulon 
was  paramount  to  the  capture 
of  all  the  Weft  India  iflands,- 
for  it  wai  to  preferve  the  feith  of 
the  nation,  folcmnly  pledged  to  the 
inhabitants,  who  had  put  them- 
felves  under  our  proteftion.  *•  We 
entered  Toulon  by  treaty*  not  by 
conqucft,  as  'the  ally  of  Louis 
XVII.  in  conjundlion  with  the 
king  of  Spain,  to  whom  the  place 
Was  as  much  furrendcred  as  to  us  ; 
and  on  the  exprefs  condition  of 
rcrtormg  to  the  inhabitants  who 
admitted  us,  what  they  called 
their  conftitution  of  1789;*^  al- 
though he  heard  that  the  part  •  of 
the  trwty  to  which  he  alliidcd-had 


been  broken  by  our  fubfequent  pro- 
clamations.    We  got  poffeflion  of 
the  (hips  and  ftores  in  truft  for  our 
ally  Louis  XVII.  and  after  that,  to   • 
boaft   of  dellroying  them   as  the 
fhips  of  an  enemy,  was  a  perver- 
fion  of  terms.     He  admitted,  that 
whec  they  could  not  be  defended^ 
we  had  d  right  to  deftroy  them,  or, 
what  was  ftill  better,  to  Dring  them 
away,    in    order  to  prevent  their 
falling  into  the  hands  of  thofe  who 
were  the  enemies  of  Louis  XVII. 
But  this  was   to  be  lamented  as  a 
misfortune,  more  efpecially  if  any 
confiderable  part  of  them  did  fall 
into  the  hands  of  his  enemies ;  not 
vaunted  as  an  inftance  of  extraordi- 
ry  fuccefs.     Let  minifters  hold  to 
Louis  XVII.  or  his  reprefentative, 
if  he  had  any ;  let  them  hold  to  the 
French  royalifts  the  language  they 
held  to  the  lioufe,  of  preferring  an 
expedition  to  the  Weft  Indies  to 
the  defence  of  Toulon :  let  them 
fay,    *   We   have  got  poffeflion  of 
a  port  and  a  fleet  in  truft  for  you  ; 
but  we  muft  take  your  Weft  India 
iflands  for  ourfelvcs ;    we   cannot 
attempt   the  one   UMthout  endan- 
gering the  other  ;  and  we  prefer 
taking  what  we  mean  to  keep  at  all 
events,  to  defending  what  we  mull 
reftore  to  you,  when  reinftatedort 
the  throne  of  your  aiiceftors  }'  and 
fee  with  what  cordiaiity  and  grati-^ 
tudc  it  would  be  received.     If  feat- 
ing  Louis  XVII.  on  the  throne  of 
France   was  the  obje6l  to  which 
minifters  looked  as  the  maans  of 
ptaccj  they  ought  to  have  fcnt  the 
whole   force   at   their  difpofal  to  ^ 
T'oulon,  if  neceffary,  in  preference 
to  ctcry  other  expedition,  on  mo- 
tives   of   common    policyj    much 
ihore   on^he   ftrongcft  of  all  ra:o- 
tives,  that  of  good  faith. 

The  next  matter  to  which  Mr. 
Fox  adverted  J  was  the  dreadful 
fate  of  the  unhappy  inhabitants  left 
in  TouloQ  )  tbguiands  of  them  had 
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glutted  tKc  vengeance  of  thofc 
whom  they  had  made  their  imj^a- 
cable  enemies  by  tltc  confidence 
they rcpoifed  in  us.  It* was  infinuatcd 
that  Toulon  had  been  taken  by 
Blockade,  by  famine,  by  {ki\f\A  ex- 
ertions in  oppofition  to  a  fupertor 
Jlect.  ,  He  had  always  undevftood 
tiiat  the  officers  of  that  fleet  were 
willing  to  treat  with  us,  not  on 
account  of  famine,  but  their  ha- 
tred of  the  French  convention. 
That  fleet,  faid  to  be  fupeiior'  to 
ours,  admiral  Truguet  had  long 
reprefenjted  as  in  a  conditrofi  unfit 
'  to  a^  ;  and  admiral  Trogoff,  who 
commanded  it  at  the  time  of  its  fur. 
Tender,  had  tjow  a  command  with 
'tis,  he  fuppofed  in  the  fervice  of 
Louis  XVII.  It  had  been  faid^  that 
liad  Lyons  held  out  Toalon  wbuld 
not  have  been -taken.  Such  were 
"  the  hopes  held  out  in  the  American 

*  war.  In  the  foiith  of  France, 
-when  Toulon  was  in  our  hands, 
'  Lrons  in  open  revolt,  and  all  Mar- 

feiHes  diftrontetjtcd  ;  \n  none  of  the 
adjacent  provinces  dtd  the  people 
"  tife  in  our  favour.  What  profpedl 
had  we  that  they  wOiild  on  any  fu- 
ture occafion?  Mr,  Fox  flated  that 

*  15,000  men  was  a  very  inadequate 
garrifon  for  Toulon,  efpecially 
when  that  number  was  compofed 
of  different  natioasj  and  under  an 
tindetined  command  ;  and  this  was 
So  tmdefined,  that  general  Dundas 
did  tidt  know,  after  the  capture  of 

fcncral  O'Hara,  whether  he  or  the 
paniih  general  \^*as  commander  in 
chief.  If  fuccefs  was,  prima  facie^ 
fomc  proof  of  merit,  want  of  fuc- 
cefs muft,  by  parity  of  reafoning« 
be  a  prefumption  of  dement.  The 
mintiier  ^d  faid  it  was  fit  to  a0ift 
the  royalifts,  yet  negkdedaQ  the 
fumtner  to  aflift  them  1  then  put 
a  force  under  the  earl  of  Moira,  to 
^  form  whidi  he  had  crippled  ano^ 
tlier  expedition,  and  then  found  it 
too  late  to  aM  the  royalUU.    The 


expedition  und<«  the  earl  of  Moin, 
when  coupled  with  the  cvacuatioxi 
of  Toulon ,  t  aught  every  Frtnch mao . 
thatthe  s^ies  were  neither  able  to  aid 
nor  defend*  The  motrrcs  rcfpcftiog 
the  wholecoadud  of  the  troops  under 
the  ^orfof  Moira  vfcre  fit  ebjcds 
for  parliamentary*  ioquiry,^  and  in 
all  couiHries  th&  adminiltratioD  af 
public  affairs  had  been  inmroved  in 
proportion  as  th«  right  -oi  itujuiry 
had  been  exercifed*    Mr.  Fox  then 
ftated,  that,  according  to  the  opi- 
nions advanced  by  miniftersi,  afiill- 
ing  the  royalifis  was  the  mod  im- 
■  portant  operation  they  could  per- 
form.    In  aUufion  to  an  ^{nrcfiian 
ufcd'by  Mr.  Pitt  tliat  the  French 
were  an  armed natimtj'\ic]ak>o\xt^ 
to  prove    that   the    fame    xcafon 
which  makes  an  armed  nation  io- 
vincible  in  defence,  renders   it  in 
attack  quite   the  contrary.     The 
defire   of  conquefV  can  only  ani- 
mate  a  few,  and  they  will  be  op« 
pofed  by  the  fame  principk  of  rc- 
iiftance  ia  their  attempts  to  con- 
quer other  countries,  which  ena- 
bled them  to  defend  their  own. 
He  conceived  the  French  would 
not  fucceed  in  their  at(empta  at 
conqueiV,  and  that  we  might  make 
peace  with  them  with  the  utmott 
feenrity^     Had  we  ibrmetly  iaid 
we  would  make  no  peace  witn  that 
country  without  a  change  of  their 
government,  which  we  uaew  to  be 
hofiile  to  our  own,  we  fhould  have 
been  at  virar  for  niore  than  a  cen- 
tury.    Mr.    Fox    entered   into  a 
(hort  hiftory  of  the  efforts  nada 
by  the  I^rench  court  to  icat  the 
pretender  00  the  Englifh  throne^  to 
ov«rtarn  the  oonftitutimi,  to  efia- 
blilh  an  arbitrary  gOTcmmciit,  to 
fubvert  the  proteftant  and  intro^ 
duce  the  romaa  tatholic  religion. 
Yet  we  never  then  faid  we  would 
make  no  peace  with  a. government 
whofe  priacipies  are  fo  hoftile  to 
gurs.    If  France  weie  an  armed 
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naflKm,  we  might  accelerate  the  ca- 
lamxtks  we  dread*  but  (hould  not 
coaqoer  Frasee.  When  once  a  na- 
tion, Mr.  Foz^  Uid,  inftcad  of  matn- 
taniiag  regnlar  amsiGB  becomes  an 
arjoed  aaticm,  it  um&  be  united*  be- 
caofe  the  only  power  of  reQIiance  to 
a  repfoUated  fyibem  of  jj^overnment 
wai  IB  the  hands  of  thofc  fcrj  men* 
who  tdcin^  up  arms  in  its  defence 
agaiaft  the  attacks  of  foreign  ene- 
miesf  made  it  an  armed  nation. 

Mr.  Pitt  cspUuned*  that  by  to 
anoed  nation  he  meant  only  to  (ay, 
that  firom  the  prefent, horrid  fyftem 
of  compfulfibn  in  Fraace*  they  had 
a  larger  noafs  of  anoed  men  than 
tbcy  cottld  have  by  any  other 
aeus,  and  that  to  this  mafs  they 
owed  their  fuccefs.  He  flrongly 
vindicated  the  neceiSty  of  the  war.  , 
The  leverai  refolutions  were  agreed 
to*  and  ordered  to  be  reported. 

The  pcq>aratory  Heps  having 
been  accomplifbed,  on  the  5th  of 
Fjebraary  the  minifter  proceeded 
to  that  brandi  of  the  financial  ar- 
rangement which  in  the  technical 
language  of  parliament  is  ufually  dif- 
tingui&ed  by  the  homely  name  of 
opcaaigthe  budget*  and  ftated*  ift* 
the  extent  of  the  provifioos  made 
for  the  vigorous  profecutioa  of  the 
war;  adly*  the  articles  of  fupply 
and  wara  and  means;  and  3dlyi, 
tbeparticolars  of  the  loao^  the  re- 
iborces  from  other  meafurcs  of  fi- 
nance, and  the  new  taxes  nece£&ry 
for  defraying  the  additional  ex- 
pence  of  the  intereft  of  the  loan. 
The  Mt  of  theie  beads  had  alrea- 
dy been  detailed.  The  leading  quef- 
tion*  he  faid^  for  every  man  that 
fek  for  all  that  was  dear  to  him.  was* 
whether  our  •  exertions  were  ade- 
quate to  theobjed  in  view*  or  limit- 
ed oal^  by  oar  ability  ?  The  conted 
ia  which  we  were  engaged  was  for 
the  whole  we  pofieiled. .  The  firft 
head  of  public  fervice  was  the  na« 
vj%    For  the  fccoDd  year  of  the 


war  85,000  feamen  had  been  voted* 
but  we  liad  the  fatisfadiioa  of  hav- 
ing  muftered   within    10*000    of 
that  number  at  the  end  of  the  £rft 
'y«ar*  and  the  increafe  of  our  Slip- 
ping had  even  exceeded  in  propoih 
tion«      He  noticed  ,the  exertions 
that  had   been  made  as  unexaiA- 
pled  in  this  country*  and  the  jpro* 
vifion  ma^  on  this  account  as  juIIt 
adequate  to  what  could  be  required* 
With  refped  to  the  army*  the  aug- 
mentation amounted  to  30^000  men 
by  the  vote  pafTedin  the  committee 
of  fupply  ;  the  troops  of  this  coun^ 
try,  including  the  fencibles  and  nu« 
litia*  amounted  to  140,000 men*  and 
the  foreign  troops  to  between '50 
and  40,000.  The  ordnance  had  alio 
received  confideraUe  augmentation; 
the  body  of  artillery  now  amounted 
to  between  ^  and  6000  men.  Thus 
it  appeared  that  not  lels  than  two 
hundred  and  Sfty  thoufand  meii 
were  to  be  employed  in  the  public 
fervice  in  the  profecution  of  the 
v^ar.     Such  was  the  extent  for  the 
prefent  year*  but  a  large  provifioD 
was  neccfiary  for  the  exceeding  of 
the  pall  year.    The  proj^refs  of  the 
navy  outftripped  at  that  time  the  pro- 
vifion  made  for  its  (iipport*  and  the 
number  of  feamen   exceeded   the 
numbers  voted  by  not  leia  than  14 
or  15*000  men.     In  confequence 
a  large  •  nav^  debt  had  been  con- 
tra£ieid*  which  mud  be  provided 
for  in  addition.     Mr.   Pitt  jthen 
ilate4»  that  there  bad  beeu  already- 
voted  for  thefe  fervicftS«<-«

In  the  courfc  of  the  lall   year  the 
r.j\f  debt  badincreafed  3,200,000!. 
Tiih  be  did  Dot  mean  to  leave  ac- 
cuEcuIatiog,  as  In  former  times,  to 
iFit  end  of  the  war,  but  meant  foon 
tobrngfoiward  fome  propoiitions 
•>a  this  fubje<^.     He  iJiould  pro- 
pole  faoding   all  the   navy  bills  to 
iMarch     1793,    about   1,900,000!. 
There  might  alfo  lie  fonie  iocreafe 
or  the  navy  debt  this  year,  but  no-. 
Liiog  eq«43i  to  tliat  of  tlie  preced- 
ing-    The  ex  pence  of  tranfports 
ir.lght    exceed     the    eftimate     by 
500,000!.     The  ufual  fum  of  4!. 
per  man   pei  month  was  ftiort  of 
the  adual  expence  98.  per  month, 
which  made  500,C;.ol.  more.

After  re» 
pniingthe  taxes  on  gloves,  and  on 
births  and  burials,  which  produced 
o^ly  io,6ooi.  the  fum  which  re- 
ciiiiaed  to  be  pn>yided|  amounted 


to  908,000!.  Our  comforts  un- 
der thefe  accumulated  burdens 
arofe  fiom  tlie  neceflity  by  which 
they  were  required,  and  the  view 
which  had  been  exhibited  of  the 
energy  and  rcfources  of  the  coon-^ 
try-  He  triilled,  great  as  our  eXf 
criions  had  been,  we  fhould  be  able 
to  provide  for  them  in  fuch  a  man- 
ner as  to  avoid  any  preffure  which 
might  be  fcvcrely  felt  by  the  pub- 
lic. The  furpius  of  the  taxes  in  ^ 
1791,  ariling  from  the  duty  on» 
Biiti/h  and  foreign  fpirits,  pro-^ 
duced  385,000!.  and  the  new  ar- 
rangement adopted  with  rcfpcA  to 
the  duty  on  fpirits  in  Scotland, 
amounted  to  43,000!.  which  taken 
collectively,  tormed  very  near 
4zS,oool.  of  the  fpm  to  be  pro- 
vided.

With  rcfpc£l  to  the  nature  of 
the  provifion  in  addition  to  the  ef-  ^ 
timates  for  the  expences  of  the 
war,  two  millions  were  provided 
for  extraordinary  expences,  with 
ample  means  for  removing  the 
preffure  of  the  unfunded  debt,  and 
this  without  deranging  the  fyftcm 
E  4  *  for 
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for  ranofiag  tke  preflure  of  the 
M  funded  debt,  tlie  fam  for  wbich, 
befides  accwniilatiog  at  oompoinid 
intereft,  wac  increafed  by  ioo^ooqL 
Pro^ifion .  waft  made  iot  tHe  incereft 
and  liqmdation  of  the  new  debt* 
The  navy  debt  vraa  put  into  an  im- 
proved ftote.  The  ihtte  of  our 
revenue  afibrded  grounds  of  fatia** 
faflion  beyond  our  mod  fanguine 
hopes.  The  produce  of  the  taxes 
was  formed  on  the  eilimate  of  an 
average  of  four  years ;  the  produce 
W  1793  exceeded  that  average  by 
137,0001.  and  the  revenue  had  pro* 
duced  500,oooL  more  than  had 
been  expedted  at  the  moll  fortu- 
nate period.  He  concluded  by 
moving  his  firft  refolution. 
-*  Mr.  Fox  approved  the  terms  of 
the  loan  and  the  refolution  refpefl- 
ing  navy  biUs,  but  condemned 
the  aife^atioD  of  confidering  the 
burden  of  one  million  (lerUng  per 
annum,  10  addition  to  the  burdens 
already  impofed,  as  not  likely  to  be 
ftverely  felt  hj^  the  people.  He 
knew  in  the  difcuflion  of  taxes  it 
yffSLB  generally  admitted,  that  when 
impoied  upon  the  lower  claiTesy 
they  would  in  '  fome  meafure  fall 
vpon  ihofe  'who  employed  them. 
On  the  other  hand,  taxes  impofed 
upon  articles  generally  bought  by 
tiie  rich  might  fall  upon  the  poor. 
It  was  maintained  often  as  a  prin- 
ciple, that  taxes  o^  luxury  are  the 
laireft  mediums  of  impoft.  But  it 
was  JDOt  eafy  to  define  what  was  a 
luxury ;  what  was  once  a  luxury 
might  become  a  necefTary,  ^s  for 
hiilanceteaand  fugar.  Some  of 
the.taxes  about  to  be  impofed  re* 
(iembled  thefe^  and  might  be  fe- 
Terely  Mt.  The  tax  on  bricks 
fell  ptrti«Uy»  immediately,  and  al* 
.  ino&  altogether  on  individuals,  and 
not  on  the  mafs  of  the  people.  Re« 
fpefting  the  tax  on  paper  he  was  not 
Sufficiently  informed  to  deliver  an 
9pinipnr    With  regard  to  that  on 


attoroim,  he  Mt  iome  donfau  as  to 
what  k  might  do,  unlds  it  waa 
meant-  as  «  regufaitiooy  and  -  fome 
doubts  too  might  be  eatertaiiied 
reipafting  the  effedsof  that  re- 
gulation. They  were  already  taxed 
both  for  a  licence  and  part  of  their 
pimdHce,  under  the  idea  that  the 
cuftomer  woukl  pay  it.  This  might 
be  true,  but  perhaps  the  tax  might 
/all  on  thofe  whom  the  hottfe  did 
not  intend  to  burden.  The  argu- 
ments refpeding  the  fhop  tax  ap- 
plied to  the  prefcnt  inftance,  and 
ne  feared  the  propofed  tax  would 
open  a  field  for  impofition.  Tho 
right  hon.  gentleman  had  ftated  his 
hopeSf  that  the  revenue  would  be 
more  productive  in  future  than  it 
had  been.  That  it  had  already 
been  more  produ6tive  thaa  waa 
expeded,  he  rejoiced  to  hear  ;  but 
he  feared  when  vi*e  came  to  the  ba- 
lance, after  the  lofs  we  mufl  fuftaia 
from  the  diminution  of  cuftom  for 
our  manufactures  in  cpofeqnence  <^ 
the  war»  we  (hoQldfind  a  great  de- 
ficiency. Mr.  Fox  ncliced  the  lan- 
guid condition  of  commerce  in 
Lancafhirc  owing  to  the  war,  and. 
in  reply  to  a  part  of  Mr.  Pitt*s 
fpeech,  where  he  had  faid  he  had 
not  mortgaged  the  fiurphis  of  the 
revenue  for  carrying  on.  tha  war, 
contended  that  it  was  in  its  nature 
a  thing  that  never  had  or  could  be 
done.  RefpeCting  pablsc  credit, 
he  thought  we  had  no  rcafoo  to 
exult  oira  comparifon  botween  oar 
fituation  td  that  refpeft  in  tha 
American  war  and  now.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  American  war  m 
1774,  the  3  per  centawercat  84, 
at  the  oondurionof  t.783  they  were 
abott  54*  After  (&nm  jyetrt  con- 
tinuance of  the  American  war  the 
3  per  cents  funk  3  9  per  cent.  In 
this  ^ipr,  during  the  continuance 
of  ao  months,  they  had  funk  3Q 

Eer  cent.     He  thought  it  his  duty, 
e  faidj  to  make  theS:  ofafeitations.

pretty  patently,  to  be  told  fiiua 
the  throne  that  they  wcfc  aot  (e- 
vcvdy  loaded  wkh  taxes.

perfon,  or  cancel  his  indentures, 
irvm  even  r.n  opinion  that  he  was 
not  qualitied  to  a6t  as  an  attorney. 
It  was  conceived  that  the  prefent 
chief  juftiue,  who  had  taken  much 
pains  to  render  the  profcffion  re^ 
fpe^lable,  would  find  his  hands 
much  tied  up  as  to  the  removal  of 
attornies,  if  after  they  had  paid 
the  tax  {\itf  were  liable  to  be  re^ 
nnovedat  the  pleafure  of  the  coarty 
without  having  their  admiffion  fee  ' 
refunded,  and  it  would  be  ex-* 
tremely  injarious  to  the  propertjr 
of  fcveral  young  men. 

The  chancellor  of  the  cxche^  . 
quer,  on  the  contrary,  denied  any 
intention  to  (ligmatife.  tht  profc^ 
fion,  nor  did  he  conceive  the  bill 
to  throw  any  afperfiod  upon  it ;  it 
was  meant  to  operate  as  a  regula- 
tion, in  preventing  indigent  and 
uneducated  perfolis  from  entering 
into  the  profeiTion* 
..  On  reading  the  report  on  the 
bUl  for  impofing  an  additional  du- 
ty  on  paper,  Mr.  BrandHn^  was 
fdlicitous  for  the  re^cammitmeilt 
of  the  bill,  on  the  ground  that  it 
was  oppreifive,  ajid  that  the  dvij 
would  amount  to  much  more  than 
the  fum  at  which  it  was  laid  :  he 
wished  therefore  to  have  the  du- 
ties lowered,  fo  as  to  produce 
ottly  that  fum.  Sir  M.  W.  Rid- 
ley* objcdcd  ftrongly  to  feveral 
parts  of  the  biU,  and  fuggeded  Se- 
veral alterations  in  it.  He  was 
followed  by  Mr.  £urdoo,  who 
Uiough^ 
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tlitjiight  the  h\i\  inc6|ifii!rat  with 
tht  ixAfdom  of  the  miniftcr.  He 
Hated,  that  on  thofe  papenj  com- 
monly ufed  \rf  Ae  nch,*  there  was 
a  duty  of  "only  13  o^  14  per 
cent,  and  on  common  -writing  and 
i»rhited  brown  paper  the  duty 
amounted  to  50  per  cent.  Befides 
lay  ing^  heavy  tax  on  th6  lower  or- 
ders of  the  pieople,  this  wouW  dt- 
ttinifh  the  circulation  of  genend 
itteHigence,  a  thing  that  oiight  to 
be  deemed  iacred. 

The  ftatement  of  Mr.  Brandling 
refpef^ifig  the  amount  of  the  tax 
was  contradiiEied  by  Uie  chancellor 
of  the  exchequer,  who  wifhed 
nuch,  from  the  preflure  of  bttfinefe, 
that  no  farther  delay  (hould  occur 
with  re(pe6t  to  that  in  queftion. 
In  .thk  he  was  followed  by  Mr. 
Rofe^  whoy  though  he  admkteil 
the  hard&rps  occafioned  by  the  bill, 
cottteoded  that  they  were  unavoid* 
able»  mrlefs  known  and  palpable 
firaods  In  the  revenue  were  to  be 
toletatnf. 

xhc  Kcommrtinent  was  uip* 
ported  by  &&•  Sheridan,  who  la- 
nented  the  rapidity  wkh  which 
the  revenue  bills  generally  paflcd 
the  committees.  The  heavy  taxes 
on  coarfe  paper  muft,  he  faid, 
amount  almoil  to  a  prohibitioa  of 

'  all  the  cheap  means  of  circulating 
intelligence*  On  newfpapers  'he 
itopeda  drawback  would  be  albwed 
tm  the  ftamp  equal  to  the  amount  of 
the  additional  duty*  There  was 
^aaotbcr  circumftance  which  he 
muft  mention,  as  he  ihould  feel  it 
iacumhent  upon  him  to  introduce  a 

>  ciaufe  to  prevent  fuch  a  (candalous 
abufe  of  the  leveaue  laws.  There 
was  a  mtU  £or  the  msu^uEiAory  of 
paper  to  a  great  amount  in  tliis 
country,  in  which  the  forgery  of 
French  affignats  was  earned  on. 

.  The  excife  officer  who  attended 
thift  QuDy    doubted  wJtiethcr  be 


ought  to  fuflSw  this  fort  of  proeee 
ittg  to  pafii  $  and,  on  aianng'  tl 
neceflkry  commumcation4  ^c  hi 
received  what  appeared  to  hrm  *■ 
be  fufHcient  authority  fer"  fnpem 
tending  this  fpecies  of  maoufat 
tuce,  as  if  it  had  been  the  rcguh 
and  honeft  maAufaAvrt  of  pap^ 
m  the  vray  '*f  trade.  He  ^id  nc 
*ftate  this  upon  a  loofe^  hesriay  r 
vague  rumour,  he  could  gi^e  th 
name  of  the  miU  if  nece&ry.  H  < 
thought  it  for  the  hoDOttr  of  th 
nation,  and  for  the  ehara^r  of  go 
vemment^  to  dtfavowy'by  ita  mini 
fters,  any.  ftaxe  in  ftibh  a  fcaodai 
ous  proceediag. 

Thi«  ftatement  was«orfoboratet 
by  Mr.  M»  A.  Taylor,  who  ikic 
he  had  feen  a  letter,  meittioningai 
what  mill  this  was  done,  and  alAj 
had  feen  fome  of  the  forged  affifi: 
nats.  The  motioa  for  tke  tcoom- 
mitment  was  negatived. 

In  the  committee  of  iu^ 
(March  5d)thechaaccpor  of  the  ex- 
chequer moved^  that  provifion  be 
made  for  enabling  hta  nu^efty  to 
difchar^e  debts  due  on  all  navy  sd J 
viftualhng  bills,  made  out  to  the 
ift  ef  March  1 793,  amounting  ta 
i,$|O,094|»  t8s.  id.  which  was  car- 
ried.  On  the  5th,  be  explained  the 
nature  of  the  provifion  for  payifig^ 
off  all  navy  and  vi&uaBing  bilh, 
made  out  on  or  before  the  jiil  of 
March  I793«  Thisvras,  that  the 
holders  (hould  be  allowed  the  ;i- 
mount  of  their  demand  in  the  5 
per  cents,  at  the  rate  of  99,  which, 
as  they  were  a  little  above  par, 
would  be  full  iQii,  for  every  hun- 
dred, and  all  navy  or  viftuallin^ 
bills  iffued  after  the  isth  of  Apnl 
1794  were  to  bear  intereft  fivm 
the  time  they  were,  iflued,  and 
made  payable  in  15  months  from 
that  time.  On  the  report  beiog 
brought  up,  Mr.  Pitt  ftated  that 
a  doubt  bad  been  catciUiocd  by 
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tnetkoUcnof  thefe  bflls,  as  to  the 
fituatweofthoTe  ifiucd  betw^n  the 
3itl  of  March  1793  and  the  $th 
of  April  1794*  it  waft  aa  elta- 
OHM  role,  that  aU  Davj  billt 
fiumU  be  ptid  acoordiog  to  their 
(iatcfaadas  all  biUt  iflued  April 
i:j^  mndd  be  i>aid  in  1 9  months

In  addkioM  to   the  funs  which 
^517  to  accrue  ficom  the  new  taxes 
of  mioiftrj,  on  the  atth  of  March 
the  chanceOov  of  the  exchequer 
OMcdy  that  there  be  ^atcd  to  his 
roajcfty  for  the  fcrvicC  of  the  pre- 
icnt  year,  the  fsm  of  70490661. 1 38. 
4i  to  he  nufcd  by  way  of  lottery, 
to  confift  of  50,000  tickets  at  14I. 
16s,  7^  each.    The  fcheme  was 
liroogiy  oppeiGed  by  Mr.  M.  A. 
TajJor,  as  a  mode  of  fupply  perni- 
cious and  de&mdive  in  tlu?  ex- 
ticsK;  and  though  infurafice  might 
la  (one  degree  be  pterented  by  the 
TigilaiKe  of  nagi&rates  and  the 
ciinuttiftneci  of  the  ftaap  office^ 
he  fn(pe&ed  it  could  never  be  abo- 
ii'Hed  while  a- lottery  continued. 
He  ktd  conceived,  from  what  hod 
£ormerij  pafled#  that  the  minifter 
i)3d  abaidoaed  U^  fatal  projed ; 
^c  bad  hoped,  as^  the  ktUry  of  laft 
year  uuibeA  out  ti  bad  fpeculatiun, 
n<aie  wtfttki  be  wild  enough  to  en- 


ter upon  another,  and  wte  coafr- 
dent  much  better  refouroes  might 
be  reforted  to.  Mr.  Taylor  cater- 
ed into  a  detail  of  the  fatal  coofc« 
quencea  £0  generally  refulting  from 
a  lottery,  and  was  of  opinion,  that 
if  an  appeal  was  made  to  the  jttdffca 
preiidmg  at  the  Old  Bailey  tef- 
iions,  it  would  be  found  that  manf 
of  thc^uofortonate  vidims  who  have 
fuficred  at  the  gallows,  weie  firft 
feduced  by  the  uafiuenoe  of  thia 
abominable  evil. 

A  lottery,  was  reprobated  by 
Mr.  Fox  as  a  pernicious  fource  of 
revenue;  he  would  not,  however* 
oppofe  the  prcfent,  when  we  had 
fo  much  occafion  to  increale  the 
revenue.  He  noticed  that  the  nepr 
mode  of  drawing  the  lottery^  had 
not  aafwered  the  ends  for  which  tt 
wasdeiigned,  the  prevention  of  ia« 
furance,  and  thought  fooae  further 
alterations  of  this  nature  ought  to 
be  adopted.  This  obfiervation  was 
confirmed  by  Mr.  M.  A.  Taylor  on 
the  fecond  reading  of  the  refolu* 
tion,  and  the.  pernicious  pra^ice 
of  raifing  money  by  this  mode  was 
reprobated  by  Mr.  W.  Smith,  who 
obCerved,  that  thecon  vcAtion,which 
had  been  fo  much  reviled,  repro- 
bated lotteries,  and  aboUihed  them, 
as  highly  injurious  to  the  morals  of 
the  people.  The  refolutioa  was 
however  carried*

.  French  fubjetts  in  foreign  lund«,  in 
order  that  it  might  be  deh'vered  up 
to  the  (late  and  become  public  pro- 
pcrty-5  and  that  when  the  transfer 
uras  made,  it  fhould  be  paid  for  in 
affignats  eftimated  at  par.  This 
meafure,  Mr.  Pitt  obferved",  united 
two  dillin6l  chara^lers  ;  the  one  a 
robbery  of  the  citizens  of  France, 
by  oWiging  them  to  transfer  what 
19  valuable  for  that  which  they  may 
thii»k  of  no  value,  as  they  were 
con  drained  to  take  at  par  that 
which  at  times  was  worth  only  one- 
feventh  ;  the  other,  that  all  debts 
€>wing  from  individuals  in  countries 
at  war  with  France,  inllead  of  going 
to  the  individuals  for  the  purpofes 
of  commerce,  would  fupply  the 
means   of  carrying  on   the   war. 

^  Our  o«n>  intereft  and  fecurity,  and 
even  regard  to  the  prefervation  of 
our  mercantile  good  faith,  required, 
on  our  part,  that  we  fhould  prevent 
the  transferring  to  the  ftate,  by  this 
mixture  of  fraud  and  force,  the 
payment  of  their  lawful  debts  frorn 
the  perfons  who  are  entitled  to 
their  receipt.  The  chancellor  pro- 
ceeded ftrongly  to  reprobate  this 
proceedtng  of  the  French,  and  ad- 
verted to,  as  an  elucidation  of  the 
matter,  the  general  principles  upon 
the  fubjeft  by  our  laws.  It  was  one 
of  thcfe  principles,  that  the  pay- 
ment of  any  debt   owing    to   an 

.  alien  enemy  maybe  fufpcndcd  dur- 
ing war,  and  the  king,  if  he 
thought  fit,  might  attach  it  as  be- 
longing to  an  alien  enemy.  The 
milder,  pradice  of  modern  times 
had,  however,  in  order  to  continue 
the  benefits  of  mercantile  inter- 
courfe,  which  were  fur  the  advan- 


tage of  individuals,  Without  trtncn- 
ing  on  public  fafetv,  lon^  fufic^co 
the  rigour  of  thif  law  to  relax.  But 
if,  inilcad  of  anlwering    the    firi^ 
ends  of  it,  that   of  pref crying  th^ 
intcrclt  of>  the  individual  wuhci*. 
trenching  on  the   intereft   of  th. 
ftate,  it  inverted  both  thcfc  propo- 
fitions;  he  thought  it  wife,  politic, 
juft  and  h 'J inane,  to  ufe  every  ex- 
ertion to  prevent,  at  leall  with  re- 
fpe6t  to  our  own  country,  the  mea- 
fure of  the  French  from  taking  cr- 
feft,     Hf  wiihed   alfo   to  have  it 
underdood,  that  ibme  means  ihouU 
be  adopted  for  fecuring  the  pro- 
perty of  the  individuals    of  tt.at 
country,  and  quieting  their  minds. 
Thefe  circumftanccb  afforded  am- 
ple judification- for  departing  fron: 
the  ufual  pridice.     He  therefore 
thought  it  his  duty  to  propofe  im- 
mediately to  prohibit  thepaymei.i 
of  any  property  belonging  to  per- 
fons refiding  in  France.     This  oh- 
je<^  was  the  moft  preffing  in  point 
of  time,  but  there  were  others — the 
preventing  the  fubjeds  of  France 
from  fufFcring   from  her  tyranny, 
the   profpeCt  of  the  payment   if 
thofe  debts  which   the   defpoiifrn 
of  her  nilers  would  have  feizcd,  and 
the   utmoft   care    to   conceal   the 
names  of  thofe  whofe  property  we 
protedled,  in  order  to  prevent  the 
facrificeof  their  lives. 

The  motion  on  this  occafion  was 
brought  forward  by  the  folicitor 
general,  and  was  in  fubftance  for 
leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  **  to  pre- 
vent the  application  of  debts  in  the 
hands  of  any  of  the  fubjefts  of  his 
majefty,  to  or  for  the  difpofal  of 
perfons  refident  in  Fi-ance,  uuGtf 
the  power  of  perfons  who  exerciliT 
the  prcfent  government  of  France, 
and  for  prcfcrving  the  produce  of 
fuch  property  to  the  individual 
owners.'*  Upon  the  queftion  for 
the  commitment  of  the  bill,  Mr. 
JckyU, 
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Jckyll,  alter  declaring  that  he  did 
not  mean  to   oppofe  t^e  bill,  ob- 
fcrvfd,  that  from  the  title  it  pro- 
it  fitd  toTjavc  two  obje^s  in  view  : 
the  one,   to   prevent   the    ruling 
powers  in  France  from  feizing  the 
property  of  French  fubjeds  in  this 
country,  for  the  perpofe  of  carry- 
ing on  the  war ;  the  other,  to  fecure 
the  faid  property  to  tl»e  owners. 
He   faw,    however,    no  provifion 
tor  adequately  fecuring  the  latter. 
This  was  an  objcrt  which  he  wifhed 
to  have  attended  to,  though  he  pro- 
feffcd  himfelf  unable  to  point  out  a 
remedy.     He  Hated  the  property 
of  the  French  in  our  funds  at  about 
c  50,000).     He  dreaded  the  danger 
pt  expoling  perfons  to  perfecution 
and  deatli,  if  any  pubh'c  and  authen- 
tic mode  were  adopted  forafcertain- 
ing  and  preferving  their  individual 
properties ;  yet  he  had  an  invincible 
ebjedion  to  the  appointment  of  a 
fccret  comoiifiion  for  this  purpofc. 
Another  point  on  which  he  enter- 
tained doubts,  was  the  property  of 
individuals  being  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  merchants  here,  and  confc- 
cjuently  rendered  fubjeA  to  all  the 
*>cillitudcs  of  trade  and  their  con- 
ftquences.     Whereas,    it   rouft  be 
the  meaning  of  ilic  legiflatuie  to 
give  the  moft  svfp^e  and  indubita- 
ble fccurity  for*  the  fafcty  and  re- 
turn of  the  property.     Th's  fecu- 
ny  he  did  not  think  was  afforded 
by  thebiU. 

The  bill  was  vindicated  by  the 
attorney  general,  who  a(ked  what 
/tcurity  was  p^fftlTed  by  French  - 
men  this  inftar.t,  but  what  depend- 
ed on  the  honour  and  integrity  of 
their  debtors  ?  The  law  afforded 
ikm  none  ;  for  were  a  Frenchman 
to  bring  an  a6iion  for  the  recovery 
t>f  the  muft  juft  debt,  the  defendant 
fnight  plead,  that  the  plaintiff  was 
^^  alien  aiemy,  and  there  would  be  an 
tnd  of  the  action*  After  the  palliii|T 


•  of  the  prefcnt  bill,  however,  he  mud 
pay  the  money  when  fued  for  it  after 
the  w?.r.  The  bill  was  to  be  confi- 
dered  as  a  bill  of  protedion  to  in- 
dividuals, and  of  defence  to  this 
kingdom.  As  a  defentive  meature^ 
it  was  fit  to  prevent  France  from 
deriving*  from ^  England  any  rc- 
fource  for  carrying  on  the  war.  It 
was  therefore  bis  intention  to  fiU^ 
the  blank  left  in  the  iiril  claufe  for 
the  defcription  of  the  penalty  to 
be  infli6led  on  thofe  who  ihould  be 
guilty  of  a  breach  of  it,'  with  the 
words  **  high  ireafoHy^^  and  a 
breach  of  the  fecond  claufe  he 
'  would  confidcr  as  a  •*  premu^ 
tttre.*'  The  bill  was  pafled  after 
the  ufual  formalities. 

The  humane  endeavours  of  Mu 
Wilberforce,  to  effedt  a  favourable 
change  in  the  ftate  of  the  flavc 
trade,  produced  from  him  early  ia 
the  femon  a  motion  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  bill  for  aUolifhing  that 
branch  of  the  trade  which  extended 
to  the  fuppiying  of  foreign  terri- 
tories with  flaves.  He  accompa« 
nicd  his  motion  with  a  declaration 
of  not  having  "abandoned  his  origi- 
nal intention,  of  completely  extin- 
guiftiing  the  whole  of  this  dttefla- 
ble  traffic.  He  obferved,  that  the 
fupporters  of  the  flave  trade  had 
relied  their  caufe  on  the  ground  of 
its  being  necellhry  to  the  well-being 
of  our  Weft  India  poCTcfTions,  which 
ccnld  not  otherwise  be  fuppFted 
with  labourers.  They  \vho  were 
fincere  in  this  objedion  muft 
warmly  defend  theprefent  motion; 
for,  inftcad  of  abridging  that  fup- 
ply,  it  tended  to  incrcafe  it,  and 
to  prevent  our  railing  the  Well 
Indian  pofTcfTions  of  foreigners 
into  a  competition  with  oiir 
own.  It  had  been,  he  faid,  alfo 
declared,  that  if  the  flavc  trade 
hud  no  exlftencc,  and  it  were  for 
•the  ilrft  lime.propofcd  to  cftablifh 
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hf  tliet^  could  not  be  two  opinions 
•n  the  fubjed.  The  trade  agaiaft 
which  he  now  dtreded  his  efforts 
was  at  prefentalmoil  difcontinued ; 
all  therefore  who  were  honeft  in 
the  above  declaration  muft  of 
courfe  concur  with  him  in  prcvent- 
ii^its  revival. 

The  motion  was  oppofed  by  fir 
William  Young,  as  better  fuftcd  to 
*  theory  than  pradkc,  as  inefficient 
for  the  purpole  it  had  in  vit-w,  un- 
equal in  it£elf»  dangerous  in  point 
of  time  and  experiment,  and  vexa- 
tFous  to  the  Weil  India  merchants. 
The  trade  which  it  was  now  in- 
tended to  abolifh  had,  he  faid» 
fcarcely  an  exiftence— rhe  therefore 
thought  the  bill  ufelefs,  and  (hould 
oppolc  it,  as  he  doubted  not  would 
be  the  cafe  with  (everal  other  gen- 
tlemen who  concurred  in  the  vote 
for  the  gradual  abolition,  from  the 
hope  that  it  would  fettle  the  minds 
of  the  people,  and  fet  the  quellipn 
at  reft. 

Mr.  Whitbread  pointedly  ad- 
verted to  the  little  earn  eft  nefs  ma- 
nifefted  in  another  affembly  re- 
fpe^ing  a  queftion  of  fo  much  mag- 
nitude. No  time  could  be  fo  in- 
convenient, no  danger  fo  prefEng, 
as  to  allow  the  continuance  of  fuch 
^rofs  injuftice  as  that  which  at- 
tended the  flave  trade.  >  The  hon* 
baronet,  who  had  been  in  the  Weft 
Indies,  had  been  of  opinion,  that 
the  abolition  of  this  trade  was  prac- 
ticable ;  if  fo,  there  could  be  no 
doubt  of  its  expediency.  Ic  had 
alfo  been  ftated  by  him,  that  the 
trade  was  at  an  end — why  not  then 
take  .the  earlieft  opportunity  of 
wiping  off  this  ftain  upon  the  na- 
tional chara^cr  ?  With  refpe6t  to 
the  bill  juft  moved  for  being  troa- 
blefome  and  vexatious  to  mcr- 
cheats—- what  was  every  trouble 
and  vexation  that  could  attend  it, 
when  put  ia  competition  with  the 


continuance  of  a  praAice  t^at  ri^ 
volted  humanity,  and  difgra^ed  the 
national  chara^r?  What  was  it 
when  compared  with  a  traffic  car' 
ried  on  by  rapine,  bloody  and  the 
murder  of  thoofands  ?  Mr*  Whit- 
bread forcibly  urged  the  entire  abo- 
lition of  the  tradCf  and  declared 
that  his  chief  motive  for  rriing',  wm 
to  call  upon  tlie  hon«  mover  of  the 
queftion  to  renew  his  former  refo- 
iutions,  and  to  bring  them  forward 
immediately. 

Colonel  Cawthome  oppofed  tlie 
mt>tion  in  a  fpeech  of  fome  lengthy 
and  upon  entirely  novel  grounds. 
He  regretted  that  the  aS  of  laft 
year  had  been  frittered  away,  fo  as 
to  be  rendered  nugatory,  uidtruftcd 
this  would  appear  fo  too.  It  was  nu- 
gatory in  the  retrofpeA  to  the  ccffa- 
tion  of  commerce  between  foreign 
colonics,  fmce  the  commencemeot 
of  hoUilities,  and  fince  the  pro- 
clamation of  French  featimentsy 
and  the  confufed  condition  of  the 
French  republic.  Whatever  might 
be  the  pretended  motives  of  rdf- 
gion,  juftice,  and  humanity^  he 
!ufpe£^ed  the  real  motives  of  the 
cnthufiaits  who  propofed  the  abo^ 
lition,  and  believed  that  their  pro- 
ceedings were  rather  to  be  attn- 
butcd  to  their  diiiffe6Hon.  Iliere 
might  poffibly  be  a  coUufion  with 
other  agents,  a  combination  of  con  ^ 
fpiracies ;  and  the  attainment  of  this 
objeft  might  lead  to  greater  out- 
rages, and  finally  eftabTiih  that  fyf- 
tem  which  it  was  only  coacerted 
to  deftroy.  The  thoughts  of  in 
abolition  had  ccr^ainly  proceeded 
from  the  enemies  of  this  countrVf 
and  of  its  conftitution  both  in 
church  and  ftate. 

Mr.  Dent  alfo  lofe  to  oppofe 
the  "^motion  ;  and  thought  tLe 
meafure  fo  contrary  to  the  policy 
which  had  fupported  aud  enricb«d 
this  country,  that  it  muft  originate 
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in  tmk\»&aktk^  Moved  wkh  die  im- 
portaoce  of  thofe  evti»  wKicb  muft 
attend  tke  abolitioil  of  tkc  trad«» 
he  repeated  (mrd  Qpiaioila  v^kh 
bad  beea  puUiAed  when  tke  mefr- 
fure  wa»  previotiily  ia  agitaticm. 
He  waft  iatcmipted  by  Mn  Jeakio- 
fooy  whb  defiled  tke  fpeaker  to 
ftate  the^ipftHKi  heknt  the  Itoufe 
for  tke  infonnatioii  of  the  geade- 
maa.  Mr.  Deat  apologited  for 
tbc  digrelBon.  He  thought  the 
}>reTeiUion  of  the  Have  trade  with 
foreign  ooloniet  woold  rain  maay 
of  oar  meichaots*  Some  failufe% 
he  bdfcvtd,  had  originated  firom 
thcpropolccl  aboUtion,  moae  might 
f(^ow«  He  took  a  view  of  the 
titaatioQ  of  oilr  cok)ate8  and  the 
€OBditi<}n  of  the  aegtpesi  aad  atftf^ 
cipatcd.the  confeqtfeaces  of  ^eir 
cniaRcipation*  Hethea  pfoeeeded 
to  ^te  the  fpecies  of  rcfotaii  which 
be  tkoogkt  Becefiai7  in  ewry  eoa^ 
iiitulion)  but  was  agaia  ftopped  by 
the  fpeaker  fer  irr^ularity,  and 
concluded  by  giving  a  negative  to 
the  motion. 

The  motion  wa>  oppofed  By  al- 
derman Newnbaoi,  as  likely  to  oc«> 
tafion  indiTidaal  mini  aad  the  di*- 
minotioti  of  public  fitpply^  EVery 
argument  that  bad  been  employed 
for  rendering  flaVcry  odious  to  the 
Multitude  might  be  applied  to 
render  matrimony  deteftablc ;  but 
would  any,  becaufe  abufes  exifted 
ia  this  fiate»  maintain  the  neceflity 
of  aboiiChiog  the  nuptial  law  i  The 
hon*  aldernian  defcamed  upon  the 
great  happineft  enjoyeti^by  the  De« 
groet  in  the  Weft  Indies,  and  ob* 
fervedt  that  were  our  fhtves  Ube* 
^ated,  thofe  of  other  nations  would 
fitll  codtinue  to  wear  their  fetters. 
The  markets  of  our  own  iffaikls 
WCTc  femetimes  ovefftocked;  in  this 
eafe,  muft  (heneflproeibe  re-ihipped 
to  their  natire  (norrt  or  were  they 
aa  be  landed^  to  the  I6{s  of  the  tra*

'  der»  to  fidifift  by  rapli^e  &d  tdui% 
der?  Ours  foreign  cdmmcrce  ob* 
Tiated  thefe  exceifes^  aad  as  kmg 
as  the  trade  was  tolerated^  fo  king 
muft  the  xsonlmerce  with  foreign 
colonies  be  alk>wed«  He  was^  i^ 
lowed  by  oolonel  Tarletoo^  who  o^ 
pofed  the  mottoH  on  the  fame 
grottiid)  and  thonght,  that  as  it  was 
to  the  Weft  indies  we  muft  look 
for  a  profpe£t  of  indemniflca|ioa 
for  the  expenees  of  thet  war^  any 
meafui^e  tefoding  to  endanger  their 
fecnritjr  fliould  be  nicely  Mlaneed^ 
(crupulottfly  esiamined^  and  delibo- 
irately  determined  up^nj    • 

Mr.  Dudley  Ryder  noticed  the 
iacottfitteades  which  had  arifen  in 
purfuing  this  fiibjeft.  Thfe  opposi- 
tion to  the  bill  of  laft  year  was  Iai4 
to  originate  fVom  the  opinioa,  that 
the  deftm^tioh  of  a  trade  fo  ^rofit^ 
able,  was  an  innovation  dangei'^^M 
in  execution^  ainl  abfurd  in  policy. 
It  had  now  been  urged  that  thefe 
was  no  trade,  and  therefore  the  hi  A 
Was  fUpei-fiuous  aad  inefficacioas* 
No  fingie  exception  had  been  taken 
to  the  theory  of  the  bill,  it  had  beea 
admitted  to  be  a  fit  and  laudable 
meafure  could  it  be  done  gi^dually ; 
but  upon  this  occafiori  it  was  op- 
pofed, though  tt  was  the  f?rft,  ftep 
that  led  to  a  gradual  abolition.  At 
that  time  the  mejifiires  to  be  adopt>* 
cd  were  only  partial,  at  prefent 
they  were  hkely  to  be  genera!. 
Another  inconfiftcncy  was,  that  we 
^ould  regulate  the  trade  with  great* 
er  effect  in  point  of  humanity,  but 
that  other  countries  would  noti  We 
were  therefore  to  inflift  almod 
every  poflible  evil  upon  the  tinhap* 
py  negroes,  becaufe  forae  olhct 
countries  would  be  incliiied  to  treat  * 
them  with  ftill  more  fevcrity.  He 
entered  into  a  gcrttral  view  of  th< 
advantages  of  tbc  trade  upon  the  mo- 
derate term  J  of  the  motion,  which 
was  a  gradual  method  of  abolition* 
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end  tlfeotb  derived  from  it  in  thx  pne- 
.fent  ftatct  which  h^  becn^fo  incon^ 

Mr,^  Lechmerc  and  Mr.  Eftc 
oppofcd  the  motion,  which  tlvtj 
•thought  extremely  ill>tmied«  The 
4iltterxoQcetved  if  ipeonfiftent  with 
tke  previous  refblbttons  ;  of  .  the 
lioufe  lor  a  gradual  abolition »  as 
it.  went  to  an  immediate. abolition 
of  part  of  the  trade .  He ,  v iodicated 
the  conduct  of  .the  boufe  of  peers 
•receding  the  qiielion  of  an  aboti* 
jtiou  of  thefiave  tr-fide,  and  thought 
.that  houfe  ought  never  to  be  men** 
tioned  without  the  reverence  an4 
Tefpe£l  due  to  their  rank  and  iiina* 
troo,  and  confidered  the  former  re- 
Xokitiotfitf  of  the  houfe  pn  this  fub'* 
jt&  a»  alleviations^  to  quiet  the 
foinda  of  gentlemen  iji4io  .^ad  been 
Jnflaoied  or  milled  by .  ffilfe  philo^ 
fophical  cxpreffions  of  humanity. 

After  noticing  the  different  ioGon« 
iUlencies  which  had  been  inliaaced 
by  former  fpeakcrs>.  the  chancellor 
of  th^'  exchequer  aiked,  whether  it 
was  to  be  fuppofcd  that  the  houfe 
^^aeanty  by  pafling,  the  refolutiona 
for  a  gradual  abolition »  to  do  no^ 
;thing.  more,  a»d  never  adliially  to. 
aboliflir  it  ?  The  cafe,  was  this.  The 
^oiifc  had  rcfolved  tp.abvllfh  the 
trade  totally  in  1 796.  His  hon. 
friend  (the  mover)  liad  indeed  pro* 
pofcd  the  immediate  abolition ;  but 
thii  had  been  negatived  by  the 
lvpu£c,  not  on  the  ground  of  wifliing 
the  perpetuity,  or  even  the  long 
fijKMQtinuaoce  of  it,  as  wai^  (hewn  by 
the  vote  toabohfh  it  in  1796  ;  but 
bccaufe  it  was  tliougiit  that  great 
jnifchief  mud  enfuc  to  our  Weil 
India  plantations  by  a  fudden  abo- 
lition, and  that  though  juilice  re- 
quired  this  meafurei  there  were 
fame  oppoiing  claim^  of  juilice  to 
l^c  confidcred.  On  ihefe  grounds 
the  vote  for  a  gradual  abolition 
had  polled.    He  did  not  then  fee

was  this  a  folitary  iniiabce^  the 
accounts  of  the  Sierra  Leone  com* 
pasy  fully  evinced  t>hoiaiprovemdni 
of  Africa,  arifing  from  the  .de^ 
clenfion  of  the  flayc  trade.  What- 
ever objedtoos  had  h«n  taken  to 
the  prdcnt  iDOtipir,.ion  account  of 
his  bill  of  laft  year,  were,  irrele* 
vant»  Gentlemen  roduld  not  fay^ 
that  the  one  he  now  intended  to 
bring  in,  might  not  be  extremelf 
different*  Willv  rtfpcd  to  the 
nation  being  ill-timed,  he  tliought 
the  contrary  J  nothing  more  waa 
necellary  on  the  prefent  occafion, 
than  preventing  the  -revival  of  A 
trade  already  nearly  deftroycd.. 
This  wa^  a  time  when  it  was  de<* 
Arable  to  impreis  the  public  with, 
refptd  for  the  charader  of  par- 
liamentf  which  could  not  b^donejf 
they  appeared  willifig  to  rfetum  to 
a  fyttem  of  wicktdiiefs  they  had 
determined  to  abandon :  He  ad« 
verted  to  the  terms  ufcd  by  the 
houfe  in  their  late  addrefsto  his 
mmefty,  where  they  declared  their 
resolution  to  render  their  Condud  t 
contrail  to  that  of  their  enemies, 
by  the  pradice  of  religion  and  hu* 
manityi  Though  deeply  iroprefied 
F  a  with 
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vj<(h  tbc  ert6f.Tiirie$  of  tji^  French,^ 
,  K^  conceivec!  th*  fla«^c  trade  t6  be  * 
a  faithful  pnralW  to  them/  He' 
<nmneratcd  fevcral  inftances  of  iK" 
iri/larity,  and 'addecf,  tTjat'as  fof 
th|t  impieties  of  ttc  French,  th^ 
(Jkte  tradl^  was  a  fyj^^rii  of  pr3(5^f- 
cal  atheifm,  and  he  thought  geni 
tftmeri  rtiould  eltlier  avow  the  pnn- 
ci*plc  Of  abartdon  the  praflice.  In' 
aM\vdr  fo  the  queftio'n  oT  Mr. 
whitbread,  he  thought  it  at'prc- 
fhit  bettet,'  merely  ta'^bring  for- 
ward the  bitt  for  preventing  the 
fupplying  6f  foreigner*;  but  ex- 
preflcd  his  rtTolutibn  never  to  defift 
from  his  endeavours  till  a  com- 
plete abolitiorf  flibofd  be  obtained,

'  Serjeant  Watfon  and  Mr.  Barham,

R»  B.  Jenkinfon. 

Mr.  Fox  faid,  the  trade  having 
tGvr  no  exiftencC)  what  became  of  - 
all  the  argument  a  concerning  the 
mighty  capital  embarked  in  it ;  the 
'fan€bon  given  by  parliament  to  its 
continuance  ;  the  violent  attack  on 
private  property  j  the  injury  to 
commerce ;  the  danger  of  innova-  - 
tiontf?  Thefe  arguments,  if  argu- 
ments they  could  be  called,  were 
fled,  and  it  waa  fit -that  parliament 
fhoiiH  take  care  they  fhould  never 
return*  Were  parliament  now  filent 
ton  this  fobje^,  it  would,  at  a  fu- 

•  ture  time,  be  attempted  to  be 
proved-  by/  their  filence,  that  it 
kad  pledged  itfelf  to  fupport  this  - 
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ahpm  inabltt  traffic.     He  confi  dci «  d 
this  biU  aa  a  material  practical  par^ 
of  the  former  refolutionft  of    th  • 
houfe  f   and   in    purfuing   it^     tre 
houfe  evinced  to  the  world  t^e  ^'•-' 
cerity  of  their  profeffions  and    in 
temions.     Hctmllcd  tb-e  honour- 
able gentleman  would  not  abate    •. 
hh  z^al  and  aidoitr  in.  this  ^"-lo-'- 
OU9  ciwafe.     It  might  r^ot  be  ntcef- 
fary  to  do  more  than  pufh  forward 
the  prcfent  bill  this  lelliona  ;   b;:t 
another  ftcp  towards  the  total  alx.*- 
lition  iliould  not  be  delayed  bc>  or  d 
the  mjxt.

The  .'chancellor  of  the  exohcqucr 
obfcrved,  that  the  point  moft  re- 
lied upon  by  the  oppofcrs  of  tl-c 
bill,  was  confidercd  by  them   as  a 
poikil  of  delicacy.     The  wild  mca- 
furc  of  the  French,  in  gjvirg  h- 
berty  to  their  flaves,  was  the  Itronc:- 
efl  poflihie  argument  for  the  prefcnt 
bill.     Since  this  grant  of   Hh<rty 
by  the  ^French^    there    was    ihtr 
grcatdfreaioa  for  apprthcnfion  of 
danger,  which  was  only  to  be  prt- 
vcnUd  by  cfiahlifiiiag  wife  regula- 
tions to.  preletvc. order,  and  ir.a'n- 
taia  our-  Superiority  by  gradual  re- 
form    and    •  b'mited     indul^^coce, 
which  would   laanifeft  our   imen- 
tion&i  at  a  fit  jp:ioiiicat»  totally  u^ 
^boi'^Qi 
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aibo&lh    the  trade.     Withrcfpca 
to  the    mutiny  faid  to   bc'  lik^?ly 
ta  cnfu^    fi-om  a  cieffatton  -of  the 
trade,    be    thonghrt  that  wis   the 
icoli  likely  tc  happen  from  a  edn- 
iimiance>  of^lie    trade  after  ^thc 
Prejich     had     emancipated     their 
Haves  ;   it  was  not  from  thenatives, 
accuflomed  to  the  habits  of  their 
msfteri,  and  intcrefted  irr  their  fa- 
vour, nor  front  (lave?  who  Ind  been 
long    imported,   but    from-   thofe 
lately    brought    to    market,   raw, 
Itubborn,  and  rbfentful  at  the  foi's 
of  their  country,  &c.  that  a  mu- 
tiny was  to  be  cxpffted.     Mr.  P?tt 
adduced  many  fads  fi-om  hiftory, 
in   fupport   of   his  opinion  ;  -apd 
-ailced,  if  to  increafe  the  /laves,  at 
a  time  whefr  it  was  to 'be  Feared 
they  may  revolt,  becanfe  they  re- 
ceive not  the  fame  benefits  as  the 
French,  was  either  politic  or  expe- 
dient.    He  farther  obienrcd,  that 
the   defe(5l  of  population    in   the 
French  idands,  would  be  fuppHed 
by  our  foreign  tiade ;  and'  they  be 
empowered  to   retort  upon  us,  by 
the  very  inftrumcrita  provided  by 
us. 

Col.  Tarleton  faid,  the  foreign 
flavc  trade  was  fo  fa?  from  ended, 
that  40  or  50  vcfTcIs  had  been  fitted 
out  from  Liverpool,  for  that  trade, 
fince  the  h(k  fefHon. 

Mr,  W»  Smith  cenfu red  the 
tardy  method  in  which  this  biifuKfs  - 
had  proceeded.  He  was  followed 
by  Col.  Cawthome,  who,  to  fticw 
the  baleful  effc^s  of  an  abolition 
of  the  trade,  read  a  letter  f»6m  a 
friend,  in  which  it  was  faid,  that 
if  the  efforts  of  the  abolitiociiits 
(ki^ulA  be  perfcvcred  »n,'  the  period 
was  rapidly  approaching,  when 
the  blacks  would  ho  longer  fuifcr 
the  whites  to  live  amongft  them. 
He  concluded  with  the  Words, 
•'  Thefc  arcmy'^rr^ii/^fentiments, 
vihkh  I  wiifh  no:  tQ  b^  kuowa  »'^ 


v^hich  produced  in  ffhe  houfe  almo& 
a  convtrffion  "of  laughter.  •      .   • 

Mr*  Wilber^Do-ce  profefled  his  in- 
tention to  .move,  at  a  future  period^ 
fenthq  names  and  cksu'tngs  of  the 
'  fhips  'meiitt«ncd  by  Colonel  Tarlc<« 
tott,  in  order  to  fee  whether  the 
Coionti  or  himfelf  had  beei^  tai(' 
informed^  On  a  dtv4fiGai,.tiiere  ap-i 
peaned  for  the  amendment  38^ 
againil  it  56.  -  ,.^ 

On  thevmotion  for  a- reeomosut^ 
ment  of  the  bill,  it  was  obje^d 
to  by«  lord  ^befiSeldi     who  con- 
fidered   this   as    a    moft   feofelefi 
attempt  at  the  aboUcion    of  the, 
flave  trade— fenfcUfs,   bccaufe    it 
might  occaiion^mucb  naifchief with-   . 
out  attaining  itsobjc^k    Thepro- 
ftfTed  motive  of  the  biU  was  hu* 
manity  ;  this  end  would,  however, 
beinfinitely  better  aafwered  by  con- 
veying negroe§  in  Britifli  (hipping 
under  proper  reflations,  than  in 
the  promifcuous  ihippiiig  of  Ifju- 
rope..    Not  a  fingle  Have  lefs  would 
in  fad  bc  earned  to  the  ,Wcil  In- 
dies,    i  he  trade  ought  be  tui-ncd 
into  another  channel*  and  deprive 
this    country   of  confiderable  ad- 
vantac^es  rcfpe^^ing  navigation  and 
pn^iit.       His  lordflup  condedi^ed 
iome  tJaufes  of  the  \h\1  as  exti^^va- 
gant   aud  derpqt«c,  aud  likely  to 
revolt  mankind  C'^hut  he  hoped  the  . 
Britith  incrchaiUs  would  find  .the 
'means  of  fulhUing^  their  cantt^<^ 
Willi  the  SpMiiards,  the  DaDCs,and 
the  Dutch,     lit  affcrted,  that. the 
TiKafurewas  hijirhh'.  detnmeatal  to 
the  il^ipping  aud  com^nuirce  of  tlna 
country,  ami  hii^hly  impoliticand 
unjult   towari^s^  the  Welt  Indians, 
In  thefe  feverish  times,  he  wWhcd 
the  hofionrablc  mover  wo«ild4f>Bre 
his  country  and  his  frieinds  fr'ona 
promoting  one  of  the  grcatcii-r<j- 
voiutions,  in    refpeci  .  to    pr«>perty 
and  commeice,    which    could    lie 
conceived, '  He  couciuitd  by  muy- 
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Wr.  'Wtftci'ferrcf?, '  af^ef'  'having 
#xpffef6fl  fomtr'  ftnTprWeatf  m^fog 
wiA  till  oppo(?^on  •  <ff  tW4-  it&g« 
Of  tfie  bin,  fepBed  t»  fomc  per* 
fona!  VW^ioiw  caft  up^h  him  by 
hi«-1ofafhIp ;  he  ju^lflcd  the  rtH)^ 
ttvtiiUpon  'vrfifehfi^  prefiVd  fof* 
ward  this  fubjcft,'  4iid'«i»fclaiiti* 
ed  all  Idek  of  cndangeting '  th^ 
tofnTncrciil  irt^crcft*  yf  ihts  ttti^* 
try,  at  this  or  atiy  other  time.  On 
H  ^Wfion,  there  wa$  a  majority  of 
42  for  the  (Commitment, 

*rhe  third  reading  of  the  bill 
i^ras  again  oppofed  by  lord  Shef- 
field, on  the  ground  that  it  >rw 
attempted  td  be  hurried  through 
the  ht)ifre,  ih  a  ihanner  which  wa« 
(hanteful,  fcandalotis,'  and  furpaf- 
fittg'  all  boimds  of  decency  ;  and 
as'th^  Merchants  concerned  in  the 
foreign  (lave  trade  \\*erc  to  meet 
the  enfuing  day,  they  would  lof* 
the  benefit  of  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Wilberforce  confidcred  the 
epithets'  of  the  noble  ford  as  ap- 
plied  to  the  whole  honfe,  as,  in 
irtaking  the  motion  now  "bcfor* 
them,  he  only  obeyed  the  «idcr  of 
the  houfe.  If  any  of  the  iner- 
cliants  had  ftill  Anther  reeifoiM  t>i» 
iifTer  a<j[ainll  the  Mil,  they  had  fuf- 
ficient  time  for  that  purpofe. 

It  was  contended  by  Mr.  Fox, 
(hat  the  bill  had  been  as  \t^%  in 
faffing  through  its  feveral  ftages^ 
•8  any  other  in  that  or  awy- forme t 
leflion,  in  which  the  queftipn  it  in* 
ttih^d  "was  eqnfiHy  well  ut}der< 
ftaod.'  It  had  pifTed  a  committee 
of  \kit  whole  houfe ;  the  whole  of 
it^was  recommitted  for  the  purpofe 
of  recefving  any  amendments  from

•allDwcd.  He'adverted,  in  pointed

Mr.  FranoTi,  and  Mr*  BawjemoM, 
Adair,  who  obfervted^  that  fhc 
metchattct  might  have  met  fioonert 
and  had  not  chofen  to-  be  beamLby 
counfel,  the  biH  was  scpd  m  &U 
time,  and  poflcd. 

During  the  agitiitioB  of  tfaia  biH 
in  thft  houfe  of  cosnnaaB,-  the 
biihop  of  Kocfacfter^  oa  the  lotb 
of  March,  attcaaptedto  umpduoe 
a  difcttfiton  of  the  graad  queftiou 
of  «n  abolition  of  the  flave  trade, 
in  the  hoafeuf  lords.  He  obffirvTcd, 
that  three  (eifions  had  pafl^  ftoce 
that  b^finefs  had  betn  before  the 
houfe,  and  cenfured  the  pTi>tn6lion 
of  it.  When  the  queliioo  for  hear- 
mg  eounfel  and  examiatr^  wit* 
aeAes  43ame  bufore  xhc  hoafc,  he 
had  voted  for  this  examiBation  at 
the  bar  of  the  houfe,  not  bccaufe 
he  wanted  any  ad^itiooal  eTideocc 
to  guide  bfSHBind,  bot  tbkt  noble 
lords  who  hadi  not  made  up  their 
minds  on  tlie  fubjed,  might  have 
a  more  early  oppoctunity  of  being 
convinced  of  the  ioappkcT  and  io* 
humanity  of  this  traffic.  From  the 
experience  o£  three  (t£fena  be  ^ 
ddced,  that  unie£i  fome  mode  coold 
he  adopted  for  evpeditiR^  the  bit- 
fjnefs,  it  woald  nerer  be  brought 
to  a  eonclufioft.  It  was  certatoly 
aif  objc6t  both  to  thofe  who  wifticd, 
aad  thofc  ^^lo  oppolcd  an  aholi- 

lion. 
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t^piit  to  haxQ  mfymif  if^rwimt 
noB.

plan  propofed  by  the  bifliop  ir^. 
approved  by  loni  GreoviUe,  who 
profelTed  his  jFull  convidion  on  tht 
fu^e£i  in  queiUon,  and  oould  fee 
no  difficulty  or  inattention  to  their 
own  dignity  in  that  boufe  leaving 
tbe  btmnefs  to  a  comniiaee.    u 
that  houfcy  like  the  other*  }houI4 
be  iinaUy.  of  opinion  that  tbe  trade 
wafreoatrary  to  humasiity  and  po- . 
h'cy,  he  doubted  not  but  that  their . 
lordMps  would  deeply  lament  that 
they  had- adopted  io  tardv  a  mode. 

The  motion  was  oppotod  by  lofd 
Maasfii^i  in  a  fpeech  of  fome. 
lengtht  in  wbich  he  placed  the  que&<: 
tion  in  varions  points  of  view.  JLonl 
Thurlow  joined  his  lordihip  in  the 
opinioo  of  the  'impropriety  of  v^ 
fef  ring  fo  imporUnt  a  qudtion  to  a 
eommitlfe.  The  petitioners  agalnfl 
tbe  Abolition  had  the.  gre|it«^^  pp^ 

Ky  at.  (UZce  that  ever  was  em^ 
^  in  any  t^ade,  .  They  were 
couoteaanced  in  it  by  tbe  h^'flar 
ture;  and-  now  called  upon,  their 
loidAiipa  to  decide,  whether  thej  . 
4lad  embari^ed  iu  it  00  fallacious ' 
affohincca^  or  were  entitled  to  the 
proteduib  of  the  legiilature.  The 
evidence  ought  to  .be.  examined  in 
4ho*inoft  fel<;m%  si^aaer.;  and  lie 
believec^ 
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beHeved  the  record*  of  parliament 
tMotded  not  a, fmgle  precedent  of  a 
queftiott  of  iiich  infirtite  importance 
being  referred  to  a  committee.  To 
ckange-  the  t&ode  of  inquiry:^  after 
the  lapfe  of  two  feffioos,  wodd  im- 
ply f  iiher  that  the  boufe  did  not 
coniider  the  queflion  of  itbc  fame 
importance  as  formerly/  or  were 
tired  of  it.  Did  the  motion  mean 
that  in  ord,cr  to  expedite  the  bu(I- 
nefs^  they  were  to  begin  again  ^  if 
4>therwife,  it  would  be  two  diftinCi 
parts,  and  be  did  not  fee  how  they 
could  be  pofiibly  united.  Was  it 
likely  that  thofe  who  could  not  ai» 
tend  on  the  bufincfs  at  the  bar, 
)«iK>uld  do  fo  io  a  committee  ^  Be*> 
•£de&- this, 'his  lordih ip  thought  an 
adoption  of  the  meafure  would  not 
.be  attended  with  any  particular  de- 
gree of  expedition.  Their  Jordihips 
wetc  not  only  to  examine  eyideiice, 
but  to  hear  counfel.  How  would 
they  judge  of  that  which  few  of 
thern^  in  a  coitimittee  abore  ilairs, 
would  ever  hear  ? 

L.ord  Grenviile  feid)  that  as  the 
Gomrraittee  wns  <>pen  to  etery  noble 
lord,  it  was  liable  to  none  of  thefe 
.objedions.  What  fan<Stion  had 
ibeen  given  by  the  legi/lature  to 
this  trade^  if  indeed  it  had  given 
any,  or  whether  the  property  of  the 
petitioners  was  to  be  dcftroyed, 
-would  be  feen  when  their  iordihips 
came  to  decide  on  the  general 
^nedion. 

The  motion  was  fupp#rted  by 
the  bifhop  uf  London*,  as  the  beft 
mode  which  had  yet  been  fuggieft- 
jrd.  The  immenfe  property  at 
-ilake  onght  certainly  to  weigh 
with  their  Iordihips;  but  on  the 
.  othfr  hand,  they  were  to  confider 
1^  iniliions  of  Africans  as  peti- 
tioners at  their  bar,  8o,oooof  whom 
"Were  annually  torn  from  their  coun- 
try and  friends,  to  be  earned  into 
^captivity.     iU^  lordfliip  was. in- 


terru|^«d  by  the  duke  of  C3^ra|g^ 
lor  going  ioti»  the  general  queiUoc* 
The  bifhop,   however^  contended. 
that  bitf  obfervatifkis  wxnre  sot^os'-^ 
iividly    in   point,   bot-  ftri^ly  ii 
orderi   to    (hew    the    n«ceiHty  rf 
avoidtifg  any  further  delay^  ivhich 
was  the  qii^ftion  before  tKc  houfc. 
He  had  >  formed  An  oploioa  upon 
the  general  quedioa,  but  was  opes 
to  coovitiion,  if  better  ioforxnation 
could  be  procured.   .  If  tbelr  fcrd- 
Oiips  fhould  decide ,  that  our  \\\A 
I  ndia  tflands  could  not  be  cnlthace.i 
without  the  importatioa  of  oc^roei 
from  Africa,  he  fhoold  acquiefcc : 
but  (bould  they  think  the  trade  ^i 
repugnant   to  policy  as  to  huma- 
nity and .  religion,  he  (hould  r^oicc. 

Lord  Hay  and  Lord  Abingi/on 
oppofed  .4 lie  nvotion ;  which  wai 
fupported  by  Lord  Guildford,  who 
faid  it  was  too  evident  that  the 
examination  of  evidence  ia  that 
houfe  might  extend  •  to .  the  period 
at  which  another  bfanch  of  the  Ic- 
giflature  had  decided  tlie  trade 
Siould  ccafc.  When  their  fordfliips 
were  convinced  of  the  impolicy  and 
injuftice  of  the  trade,  they  nwght 
be  called  upon  to  allow  fome  thou- 
fands  more  of  the  unhappy  v)c- 
tims  of  it  to  be  carried  away, 
that  the  trade  might  not  ceafe  too 
abruptly*  On  a  di virion,  there  ap- 
peared a  majority  of  2&  againti  the 
motion.  - 

The  bill  of  Mr.  Wilbcrforce,for 
aboliihing  the  foreign  ilavc  tradc^ 
wasi  on  thefecond  reading  (May 2)> 
flrongly  oppofed  in  the  iLonfe  of 
k)rds«  Lord  Abingdon,  inafpeechof 
confide rablc  lengtb,  and  in  his  ufoal 
argumentative  ilrain,  talked  muchof 
French  principles,  of  correfpoadcn- 
exes  held  here  with  iudiriduals  of  the 
national aifembly  of  France,  of  Tho- 
mas Paine»  of  .  infuboadination, 
anarchy,  confuiion,  murder,  havock» 
deiataLsoa»  and  ruln^of  innavatiun* 
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<he    ticvr    jA^ofo^hj," -206.  other 
t'^^pfcs  ^c»U3lly  rdevartt  ta  xht  fttb- 

Lord  '  QreoWHe  profeffed  him- 
felf  a.  friend  to  »iotstl  abolition bf 
the  trade,  biitl  fa?d  he  could- not 
bnng  himfclf  to  prefs  the  iuxife  to 
pafs'the  bill  in  qucftioi,  pendifig 
the  inqwry  inftituted  in' that  hotife 
on  the  j^entral  fubjod  ofthe  flave 
trade— he  therefore  moved  to 
poll  pone  the  fecond  reading  to 
thai  day  three  monthfi.     » 

His  lord/hip  was  followed  by  the 

bifhojj  oF  Kochcitcr.    The  Freii<ih 

part  of  St,  l><miinwo  wa»>  he  faid,  in 

onr  poflr<rffion,  and  probably  other 

iflanrds ;  a  ftew  fitnation  of  affairs  had 

therefore  taken  phce,  and  before 

they  proceeded  wlththcbilL,  he  wlfh- 

ed  toknow  how  matters  wereto  ftand 

refpcaing  the  Weft   Indies.    Tl»e 

bill    at    prcfent  appeared  unneccf- 

fary  afid   nugatory.     His  loidfiiip 

added  fome  further  particular*  re- 

fpi»ciin|T  the  ifland  of  St.  Dbmin- 

j;o,  and  of  the  negroes  landed  on 

that  ifland.     He  profeffed  himfelf 

inwnfcal  to  French'  principles,  and 

denied    what     wcTc    termed    the 

RT;rht8ofMan. 

Th  e  d  uke  of  Claren  ce  t  ejoiced  m 
coinciding  with  the  noble  lord  and 
the  learned  prelate,  for  learned  he 
muft  be  fn  geography,  as  he  had 
-fnformed  the  hoiife  that  the  idavid 
of  St.  Domingo  belonged  to  Us 
and  the  SpanianJs,  and  that  when 
the  negroes  were  landed  in  the  Ert- 
gh'fh  part,  ihey  might  walk  into 
the -Spanish  ttmrltory. 

Lord  Stanhope  charged  the  no- 
ble fecretary  and  learned  prelate 
with  inconfillency  in  o'ppofmg  t!>e 
prcfent  bill,  and  a  a^nrerfation  en- 
filed  cJn  fome  of-  the  cenfures 
thrown  out  bv  his  lordfhip. 

The  earl  of  Lauderdale  noticed 
thofe  noble  lords  as  inconfiHent  in 
havtngcbangcdthpir  opinions^  with- 


otit  Ifevitig  affigtiied  a  fuiEcieiit 
reafon,  for  the  change*  He  de« 
Ckired  himfelf  a  friena  to  a  gradual 
abolition  ^  but  would  not,  he  fa'td. 
cbnfent  td-a  premature  tcrmi^atioQi 
of  a  trade,  long-  warranted  and  en- 
«ourflged  by  repeated  a6b'  of  the 
kgiflature* 

-    On  a  divifion  on  the  motion  of 
lovd  Grenville,  the  bill  was  thrown 
out  by  a  majority  of  45  againft4. 
,  ^  The  employment  of  the  French 
emigrants  jn  the  war  agai nit  their.  , 
own  country,  which  had  frequently 
-been  cenfurcd  by  the  oppolition^ 
prodticed  in  this  feilion  debates  of 
ibme  magnitude,     lu  the  houfe  of 
comn>on8  major  ^laitland,  on  the 
I  ft  of .  February,   defired  to  be  in- 
formed from  Mr.  Dandas.>whethflr 
or  not  there  were  Freack  oScen 
employed    as  aides^^camp  to  t^ 
carl  of  Moira,  and  re^enring  Bri- 
t\(h  pay  ?  A  fatisfadoiy  anf^ver  to 
this  was  evaded   by  Mr.  Dundas, 
who  thought  the  earl  had  a  riglit 
to  employ  ^  fuch  inftruments ,  as  be 
thought  fit  for  executing  the  bufi- 
nefs  ^\ith  which  he  was  entnifted, 
and  noticed  the  indelicacy  of  men- 
tioning the  names  of  the   French 
•  ofHiccr^.     He  declared  further,  that 
he  (liould   decline   anfwering  any 
quell  ions,  that  tended   to   cUfcIoic 
the   meafurea  of  government,  the   . 
futcefs  of  v^hich  might  depend  upon 
fecrefy,  unlefs  he  was  commanded 
to  anfwer  by  the  houfe.     The  ma- 
jor juftifitxi.  himfelf  from  having 
called  for  any  inform ation  wlilch 
migl^t  prove  injurious  "to  the  fcr- 
vice  or  the  interefts^of  the  country. 
The  fa6t  which  the   hon.  gentle- 
man feemed  to  confider  as  a  very  ca- 
nons and  important  cabinet  fecrct, 
might  be  learned  from  the  meaneft 
private  foldicr  ferving  .  under  his 
lordihip.       He    underilood,    from 
*good  authority)  that  French  offi- 
cers were  employed  under  the  earl 
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pay,  which  {it  foch  was  the  faA) 
^•^  t?(»ptTHry  to  law,  and  a  fit  ob.' 
Jed  of  ioquiry  in  that  .haufe^  He 
admittcdTthc  delicacy  of  their  (i- 
ttiation,  and  that  their  fervicea 
mijjht  be  tifcful «  but.  if  tticy  were 
tq  be  eroploypd  in  a, local  way,  the 
delicacy  of  their  fituaiibn  would 
yiot  b«  violated,  nor  their  fcrvicea 
lefts  importaitt.  If  the  motion  he 
was  now  about  to  make  were  not 
afleated  to,  he  fhould  again  bring; 
the  matter  before  the  houfe.  The 
tnajor  concluded  by  moyini  for  the 
produdion  of  the  namee  of  forciga 
jofiiocrs  flfrving  under  the  earl  of 
Moira,  and  receiving  Britifh  pay, 
Tiic  mqxJon  was  fecomled  by  Mf. 
Grey,  who  declared  his  furprife 
pt  the  queftion  not  having  been  aa- 
fwercd,  and  fpoke  of  the  freqpent 
d^jparture  from  the  principles  of 
the  conftitution.  Rk  denied  the 
right  of  the.  earl  to  employ'  foreign 
offieers  in  Britifh  pay  in  this  coun- 
try, without  the  confcnt  of  par- 
liament.  . 

The  motion  o(  the  major  was 
pegatjvcd  ;  and  foon  afterwards  the 
earl  of  Aloira  introduced  in  the 
hoiife  of  lords  a  juftification  of  his 
pondn^.  He  mentioned  the  iii- 
vitation  he  had  received  to  take 
upon  himfclf  the  command,  firft 
of  an  eitpedition,  not  immediately 
to  be  undertaken,  and  thtn  o\  that 
undertaken  to  fuccour  the  royalifle, 
which  was  immediately  to  be  un- 
dertaken. He  was  hononved  with 
his  majcfty's  ^mmands  on  the  t7th 
Npycmber,  bat  owing  to  the  ad- 
yerfi^flate  pf  the  wind  and  weather, 
^hc  fleet  did  n^t  fail  from  l*6rtf . 
moutli  till  the  ift  of  December. 
^Previous  to  this,  his  majelly'a  mi- 
mflers  and  his  lordft^'p  bad  received 
ipforpiation  of  a  meeting  heM  by 
pcrfops  deputed  by  minivers  to 
the  foyalift  army  at  DoU  in  Nor- 


tlindy,  who  \iid  agi%ed  on  m  pht 
of  operation;  but,  owitaj;  to  tht^ttSt* 

ficulty  of  intcrcourfe,  this  iA$ira<« 
tio«  did  aot  reach  miniO^rs  w[  the 
25th  of  November;     By  'thaflt  in- 
formation it  was  feltled  what  fijj* 
nals  were  to  be  made  by    tbe  .En- 
gli/h  fleet  ijfn  their  arri'vat  upon  tht 
coaftf  for  the  purpofe  of  <ifre^x9g 
the  troops  where  they  thoii^t  the 
defccnt  mcft  ptadicablc,  jiii^  a  va* 
riety  of  other  mttters  were  adjuft* 
cd.    On  the  i  ft  oT.  December  thef 
faikdf  aftd  early  t)vc  neat  tnomin^ 
they  made  the  coaft  of  Chcrtouig* 
He  ran  down  the  coaft  for  a  cosH* 
derable  extent,  hopine  to  fiiid  the 
royalids  in  the  force  that  had  l>eea 
reprefcnted  to  him  ;  hnt  not  one 
of  the  concerted  (ignals^    though 
repeatedly   made  bv  the  diffcrcirt 
(hips,    wag    anfwerad    from     the 
ihoct.    Not  knowing  how  to  ac- 
count  for  this  circuraftance,  anA 
m  obedience"  to  his  orders,    his 
Iord(hip    faid,    he    proceeded    to 
Guenifey*  where,  in'  confe^uence 
of  contrary  wLndoi  he  did  not  ar- 
rive tin   the  25th.

H«  lordfhlp  fpokc  ia  very  fceU 
liVg  reVms  of  the  mffemWe  fitua* 
lionoP  the  French  officers  to  quef* 
tTon,  the  fafety  of  whofe  conncc*' 
rioits  fn  France  depots  ded  upom 
their  narmeft  aot  bclrtg  dffcfofcd. 

The  <a  A  of  Laodcrdule  coat  end-

natters  referred  to  by  his  lord/hip 
id.the  other h4}ufe  ofparliamcnt,.  xsk' 
inveftigate  -the  tivat^  the  motivcsv.f 
or  the  principles  <>n  which  th«  e»rl . 
of  Moira  had  appointed  foneignerft. 
eatbe-ftaff^in  hi»army*  H&tboiight  • 
teoiiighly  of  the  ability  a^d  talenta 
ofvthe'noUc  earl,  to  believe. Jigt 
would  take  any.meafure  of  a  flroog 
aod  x|iciUoBab^  nature »  without^ 
having  ftrong*  reafons  for  his.  t:Q«*; 
A16E.  •  Nor  had  he  a  wtilv  to  de- 
preciate the  merit  of  the  ofiiccrs  in, 
^ueilian,  or. to  draw  down  upon 
tbna and: their  relatives  tbofe  fa- 
tal coniequcriCes^.  which  every  maa 
mt^  dread  and  deplore.  .Had  thoit* 
who  fpotkc  upon  the  fubjeft-eife-, 
where  Tec(^ived  the  fame  candid  and 
bbeial  ahrvyer  from  minifttr&  to  %^ 
pbin  qiieftiony.put  to  them  in  9f 
way  pcrfecdy  parliamentary^  as  the 
Boble  earl  had  gi^en^  bhey  would 
have  been  fatisfied,  and  ther matter 
fct •  at  reft . -  His  lordftiip  cen fared 
ihea&dedhatitenr  and.myilertou^ 
filcnccof  mijilliers. on'tltis  occai'ion^ 
^hich  had.  excited ;jcal®*ify:.  aad 
fufpicion.  in  the  *miiids.<[f  oithetfs  v 
and  thong hty  that  \t\  ihe  pri^fcnt 
citkal  fitiiation  of  public  aifiiiwj  it 
became  necelFaty  to  attend  to  what- 
ever bore,  the  appearance-  of  .tref«» 
pafs,  either  on  the  laws  or  conili^ 
tntioob 

Lord  Grcnville  •complimented 
the  earl  of  Moira  on  hia  liberality, 
but  declared  himfclf,  and  his  cna- 
jefty'a  government  in  general,  to 
be  coniidertd  as  fidly  refponiiblc 
for  every  part  of  the  tranSadlioa 
Itatod  by  the  noble  earl.  He  cen-  , 
fured,  aff  an  impropriety,  the  con- 
dud  of  gentlemen  in  the  other 
houfeitt  the  invefti^tionof  thisbu* 
iSne£i.  In  this  his  lord  Hi  ip  was  op- 
pofed  by  the  earl  of  Guildford,  who 
•thought  they  had  aded  with  the 
utm.oA  propriety  ;   and  had  the 


fame  &tr..  and  ^ih^iral  ex|danat»9 
beeu  there -given,,  he  had  abtfoubc 
that  allinquii^y  woiild  have  ocaicd. 

On  the  i7th  of .  February,  lite  . 
Marcfuia  •  of  Lanfduwxic;  in  a 
fpeech  replcAc  with  found  obierva* 
tion  and  daborate  i-eaR>niogy  in- 
troduced a  motbon^  for: peace.  His 
lordiiip.begao  by  .ftatiiig  his  willi 
tliat  it  had  come  Irom  otjicr  hands, 
and  particularly  that  hra  majcily^^s 
mini  Hers  had  derived  frofn  fncii.s. 
moti^^a  all  the  merit,  and  all  the 
gratitude,  wiiich  it  would  have 
fixed  in  the  n»i^d»  of  their  coui* try- 
n>en.  Inhopica  of  this  he  had  ic^ 
ferred  his  motioit  ;  but  fceiag-  tLc 
immenfc  jjrcparaiions  «aaJsing  fox  a 
continuattce  of  the  'war,  the  vo- 
lumes of  engagement g  into  wliich 
we'lifld  entered  with  foreign  pou-. 
ers,  and  the  folcmn  declaratiosis  o£ 
pcrfeverauce,  bethought  it  time  to 
deliberate  for  a^  nionicDt,  to  in- 
quire iato  the  caufe  and  object  of  the 
difpute.  li  ih  lord  (ill  p  prof dfcd  that 
it  was  not  at  ;iU.  his  intention  to^ad- 
drefahimfeJf  to  the  paffions  of  no- 
bk  lords^  but  afked  what  mv&  he 
the  feelings  of  a  burdened  natioxi, 
when  thiy  law  thirteen  millions  of 
money  voted  for  the  continuance 
of  a  war^  witliout  a  lingle  confide-- 
ration  of  the  merits  of- the  cafe, 
and  on  the  mere  pretext  of  a 
Fnru/r  pmnphlet.  The  people,  he 
faid,  were  however  not  likely  to 
thiuK  the  fentimentsof »  fmgle  in- 
dividual, and  th^t  individual  m 
member  of  a  faction  tliat  ■  was 
cruihcd  at  the  time-  of  the  writing', 
a  good  ground  for  perpetuating 
the  horrors  of  ati  undehned  and 
unexplained  war.  The  pt  cfent  fac- 
tion in  France  might  foon  be  over- 
thrown, and  inflammatory  paoi^ 
phl(;ts  by  the  partifans  of  each  fuc- 
ceifive  fadion  might  furni/h  pre- 
texts for  the  continuance  of  waiv 
if  fuch  wretdicd  prctcxu  were  to

Aitter  twa  campsugns,  the  lafi  the 
moft  Ik^iiiissry.  and  Gcpendve  in 
tlK  anoais  of  modern  hi  (lory^be- 
fon:  tDrolTxag  Kiuro^e  ha.  the  (lor* 
I  c>3  of  a  third,  it  might  not  be  un^ 
uijithf  tiiftir  lordfbip  attention  to 
iiiqizire  ixito  tbc  fuccefs  of  the  paik. 
The  quciliaa  was,  whether  the 
lonmnerablc  treaties  we  had  made 
v^erecaknilatfid  to  tarn  the  tide  of: 
rai^fartQfie,  and  fecure  a  ratipnal 
li'^pe  of  fuccef&  in  the  eafuiag  cam- 
■a;^?  lie  thought  v«c  had  no 
raare  prtAabtlity  of  fuccefs .  bow 
thin  before.  The  line  of  war  In 
v^asch  we  were  now  engaged,  had 
been  coadezaned  from,  the  time  of 
the  duke  of  Marlborough  down  tp 
general  Lloyd,  the  Uft  officer  who 
Lid  written  upon  the  fubjetl.  The 
upinioa  of  all  men  of  gccal  mili- 
tarj  talents  in  Europe  had  been, 
that  an  attempt  to  penetrate  France 
through  the  frontier,  which  had 
been  the  feat  of  war,  'is  imprad^i- 
c«blc,  and  this  had  been  veri^d  by 
the  fate  of  tbc  two  laft  campaigns. 
HU  ksrdfhip  took  a  conciTe  and 
able  review  of  the  (h'fEerent  attacks 
ir.adc  in  the  two  liit  campaigns  on 
tlic  frontiers  of  France,  under  ge- 
nerals of  the  mo'ii  diiUnguiQied  abi- 
liiies,  and  all  had  equally  failed  of 
fuccefii.  Yet,  after  this,  melan- 
cfioly  experience,  we  were  hazard- 
ing a  third  campaign.  Eut  it  feema 
a  nev¥  officer  of  middle  rank  (co- 
lon d  Mack)  had  formed  a  new  plan 
iiDoa  which  the  cabinets  of  Europe 
relied  tb^r  hope^,  and  upon  which 
we  were  to  rifquc  the  lives  of  onr 
tcHow  creatures*  His  lord^ip  paid 
every  compliment  to  the  colonel, 
which  coiSd  be  poffibly  his  due, 
lit  did  not  conceive  him  very 
likely  to  accompliih  an  cntcrprize, 
which  had  failed  i a  the  hands  of 
prcdcccfforB  of  aci»:nowIedged  mill- 


was  not  (b.afioniibing  to  find  an  plE« 
cer  fugjgedin^^  a  new  pUn^  as  to  fee 
the cre4<^lous  avidity  with  which  it 
wai  embraced,  and  the  implicit 
confidence  given  to  it.  .We  were 
told  that  Flanders  hfid  been  fuvpd.; 
Flanders  liad  been  lod  byx>ne  hat- 
tie,  and  gained  by  another.  This 
only  proved,  that  the^  fate  of  1  lau^ 
ders  depended  upon  a  fi ngle.  bat tie^ 
and  it.migiit  be  loft  by. the  next. 
The  fecret.  hiilory  of  the.Frcnck 
woald prove,  that  thelofs  of Flanr 
ders  to  them  was  the  refuU  of  the 
aaitnolitles  of  private  fadibn.  TheUp 

Cite  Dun:iouriez  the  afcendant  over 
Fayette,  and-  fubjcded  him  t^ 
the  tnumph  of  Bache,  To  the 
anittvofitic^  of  thcfe  faAions  inay  be 
attributed  their,  failure  by  the  de- 
fc£iion  of  Diimouriez.  The  jcaloii- 
fics  of  la  Fayette  aiid  Dumouriez 
were  tlic  caufe,  gnd  in  proportion 
to  the.  unanimity  nf  the  French 
(an  unanimity  ellablr/Iied  by  the 
pcrfecution  of  their  enemies),  will 
be  the  difficidty  of  making  any  im^ 
preflion  upon  the  republic.  There 
was  a  principle  of  action  and  re- 
adi/on  JQ  human  nature,  that  ntf- 
vcr  failed  to  produce  <rreat  and  un- 
accountable effcds.  Th(i  ^efjlt  of 
the  private  fadions  of  Fiance  had 
at  length  given  to  the  ^ovcrnmeot 
of  Fiance  more  formidable  power 
than  had  ever  been  maintained  by 
^any  (late  ;  and  it  was  of  the  utmoi 
confequencc  to  coniider  the  effcdta 
which  were  likely  to  follow,  Ifrom 
keeping  up  in  France  the  tone  and 
paffion .  they  at  prefent  poflciletL 
France,  by  the  prefiure  of  the  al- 
lies on  lier  frontier,  had  become  a 
fchool  of  military  wonder*  Li  a  few 
years  none  could  prophefy  what  un- 
forefcenentcrprizes  they  might  not 
effecl:.  His  lordfhlp  proved  from 
hiftory  tlie  probability,  that,  if 
other  governments  determined  to 
perfcverc  in  the  defign  to  goad,  t9 
attacky 
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^^rta<*i  twd  td  hntft  'tfie'  FrenA, 
We  fiiould  conftm\»  fo  ai  «cvcf  to 
be  rooted  otit,  a  ttiXtary  public 
in  tfcc  heart  oT  E8ro{>e.  No^lct 
ix>,  faid  the  hiarqai«,  proodl^r  Coh^ 
mv^t  that  6iir  combinatioti  wiQ 
make  us  formidaft>}e|  bccattfe  it  is 
©p^fed  to  2i'  fingle  people  ;"  when 
We  Iharpcn  tatentt  by  IrafcibilTty, 
^en  vrt  inflame  the  natural  ener<- 
grea  of  the  foul,  when  ^c  call 
forth  and  toufe   rrcry  faculty  of 

"  naturet  each  individual  becomes 
fometfiing  more  than  man.  Great 
moments  have  altrays  produced' 
great  men  and  gn!at  actions.  The 
lime  of  conflift  is  the  time  !n  which 
nature  fcenls  to  delight  in  her 
grandeft  produftiona.  The  whole 
bf  the  rinng  generation  in  Fratlcc 
h  educated  in  the  military  art ; 
tiot,  as  here,  with  a  view  to  riling 
in  life,  but  the  eRthufiafm  of  war 
entered  into  the  heart,  only  from 

,the  cnthufiafrn  of  liberty  ;  and  the 
whole  country  is  taught,  that  their 
feic  occupation  and  paflron  ought 
to  be  arms,  becaufe  ^ their  only 
good  and  bleffing  is  liberty* 

Such  being  the  (Utc  of  the  war, 
his  lordfhip  afkcd  whether  it  was 
teafonabk  to  peffeverc  in  it  ?  whe- 
ther, upon  the  princtole  arowed, 
We  ought  to  fucceedf  and  whe- 
ther, by  the  treaties  we  had  made, 
Hre  were  likely  to  do  fo  ?  Above  aU^ 
iprhether .  the  war  was  not  likely  to 
prod  ace  confequcnces  fearful  to 
fengland,  to  Europe,  and  to  the  li- 
berties of  mankind  ^  His  lordfhip 

'  then  entered  into  a  view  of  the 
treaties  wiiich  we  had  made  ;  he 
attempted  to  (hew,  that  the  jea- 
foufy  of  Spain,  exsited  by  bur  views 
upon  the  French  Weft  India  illands, 
which,  if  attained,  muft  throw  her 
at  our  merer— by^  our  naval  inte* 
rel^,  and  tne  contraband  trade 
which  it  had  been  our  objeA  to 
rncouragc,  t^  her  drfcontcnt— by 


the  aflsnr  ofMbotka  diounf — ^  Ai 
untidrinefs  manifefted  at  'X^ftiff^* 
wlien  thty  fa\V  a  Ibb  of  tf^tfrni 
taken  away  by  the£ngl9L  wfeli 
they  thought  belonged  Ul  «P> 
at  rte  statural  guardians  of  '. 
X VI  t.,  was  not  likel)'  to  f 
nation  to  entertain  any  ' 
alliance  with  us  ?  From  i 
cumftanccs,  his  lordfliip  fVOTPd 
that  Portugal  too  Would  fe  fe^i 
in  the  fame  intcreft  witH  8S|l4»f 
with  all  the  numerous  afh^atsp* 
to  b<*  dcilTcd  from  hcfpprti,  in 
cafe  of  future  differences  tictwee.i 
the  courts  of  Madrid  and  LiOn- 
don. 

With  refpeft  td  Iht  kinjf  of 
Pruffia  his  lordfhip  contended*  that 
as  the  head  of  the  Gemanic  al- 
liance, it  mnil  ever  be  his  policy  lo 
refift  the  aggrandizement  of  "the 
houfe  of  Audria.  This  aUtancc 
fetmed  for  the  moment  to  be  fa > 
crificcd  to  the  projeft  ^  ae^nfl 
France  ;  and  the  kin^  of  lRvffi» 
was  now  allied  with  the  hoiiie  ol 
Auftria,  to  accoi^plifh  a  purpof: 
which  muft  ruin  fte  veiT  objeS  c: 
thatleague.  Tofupport  theiodcper- 
dence  of  Prulfia,  his  lordfliip  lal<!. 
he  would  cheerfully  vote  for  alaio^. 
every  fubfidy  ;  for  when  once  liie 
principalities  of  German v  were  en- 
flaved,  there  was  an  ena  to  the  U- 
bertics  and  freedom  of  the  continent. 
But  was  it  to  be  believed  that  thf 
cabinet  of  Vienna  had  changed  it* 
objeft  ?  Ithadbeen  didinguiOied  not 
merely  by  its  fyftcfcatic  Ambitior, 
but  by  intcffant  ability  lii*t&e  pro- 
fecution  of  its  defigns.  His  lord- 
fhip called  the  attention  of  thf 
houfe  to  the  defigns  of  the  conrt  of 
Vienna  upon  Bavana,  m  which 
they  were  very  near  fitcceeding, 
and  In  which  if  they  had  fuc* 
ceeded,  the  chief  of  the  hoa&  oi 
Auflria  would  have'  become  king, 
and  aQ  the  little  Geridaa  ftatet 
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tiiuft  \mtt  fidkn  hh  prey.  Eithef , 
zhwrdortf  PfofBa  cannot  he  lin- 
^rdy  united  to  Auftria  ia  the  prc- 
fent  w^»  ithiA  muft  tfareftten  oar 
confederacji  #r  the  connexion 
muft  threaten  the  Ebertics  of  Eu' 
tope  Aficlt  more  than  ffl&rsHg 
France  to  cofirinue  her  prefcnt 
"boufidaries.  Can  we  Miere  that  (o 
moRftroisa  an  alliance  can  contintiey 
or  that  the  independent  ilatei  of 
Genaanjr  Cati  long  continue  fo 
blind  to  their  permanent  intereftt, 
■s  to  abet  the  court  of  VienAa  in 
the  breicfit  war  ? 

Hts  lordlhip  next  proceeded  to 
tasefttioli  Roffia,  and  confidered  the 
court  of  Pcterfl>nrgh9  next  to  that 
of  Viciina,  as  the  moft  fyftemattc 
tn  Europe^  The  good  fenfe  of  the 
nation  hadt  be  faid,  recently  faved 
\u  from  a  profitlefs  war  t^ith  Ruf- 
iia.  Bj  tne  fauh  of  minifters,  we 
made  peace  leaving  Oczakovr  in 
ber|poireSon  ;  and  we  bad  allowed 
her  tb  gii^  a  value  to  Oczakow, 
which  before  was  merely  negative, 
by  permittkij^  her  to  feize  the  whole 
caftern  diTinon  of  Poland^  con- 
taining three  millions  and  a  half  of 
people,  and  rich  in  corn,  forefts, 
and  pafturesy  which  will  enable  her 
to  make  an  a£h*ve  ufe  of  all  the  ri- 
Tera  eaft  of  the  Danube.  By  thefe 
means  flie  was  fornifhed  with  every 
fuppiy  for  land  and  fea  operations 
i^ainft  Confiaotinople  iti'elf,  and 
this  had  been  done  ivhilc  we  had 
been  iotermeddfing  in  the  internal 
afiaira  of  France!  As  to  her  al- 
lianoct  where  Were  the  expected 
forcea  firom  Ruffia  ?  Had  (he  in  one 
inftaoce  fulfilled  her  promifes  i  It 
was  her  invariabk  policy  to  embroil 
the  foutbern  powers  of  Europe,  in 
order  to  exhauft  them.  ^  His  lord- 
fliqp  noticed  her  interference  in  the 
peace  pf  1782,  and  added,  that 
mftead  of  fending  ttoopi  to  aid  the 
prefent  coafcderacyf  »c  bai  bcaA 


treeing  fiMtitfie^  in  Poland,  that, 
when  (he  had  Icen  ber  nvalt  fufi- 
ciently  exhauSed,  (he  might  fall 
upon  her  long  demoted  victim  the 
Turk.  His  lordfhip  ba»eoted  tha^ 
we  ihould  abet  the  defigns  of  this 
truly  formidabla  pcmrer,  and,  froflEi 
the  beft  information,  ftated  the  re* 
foufc^  of  tlie  Emprefs  as  im* 
men(e. 

The  next  ally  coniidered  by  his 
hsrdfhip  was  HoUand-^HolIand, 
which  had  been  the  cat's-paw  of 
the  catVpaw ;  for  the  fa<Jl  was  un- 
deniable, that  minillers  had  in- 
volved Great  Britain  in  war,  and 
Great  Britain  had  tricked  H^Uand 
into  it,  contrary  to  her  own  judg- 
ment and  inclination.  Had  the 
Dutch*  though  a  maritime  power, 
fent  a  fingle  mip  to  fea  ?  His  lord- 
(hip  compared  their  prefent  back- 
^wardneis  with  their  former  rfo»- 
rious  ftruggles,  andfaid  it  exhibited 
the  difference  between  men  when 
engaged  in  dtfence  of  their  own 
liberties,  and  when  drawn  in  to 
fight  with  others  againft  their 
will. 

The  marquis  next  mentioned  the 
king  of  Sardinia,  and  confiderad 
that  ft  ate  as  loo  much  impoveri(hed 
to  render  us  any  fervice.  It  had 
been  an  opinion  that  the  king 
might  be  a  fcnall  check  upon 
France,  but  he  certainly  never 
could  crofs  the  Var  to  any  good 
purpofe.  ' 

His  lord(hip  then  obferved,  that 
upon  this  heterogeneous  confede- 
racy of  interefts  fo  inimical  to  each 
other  we  relied  (jpr  fuccefs  in  the 
war.  He  afked  whether  it  was  to 
be  expeded  they  would  keep  toge* 
ther?  Was  it  to  be  believed,  that 
an  undefined  ^bjc6^,  in  which  no 
two  of  them  have  ever  agreed,  and 
which  is  ftated  to  be  diametrrcally 
oppoitte  as  foon  as  they  attempt 
to  define  i^  d|all  perform  the  mira- . 
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«ple  of  ftibdumg  at!  old  ^nimofitie$, 
(Vifling  their  jcaloufics,  fmoothing 

.tbcir  mutual  afpcritieSy  and  u- 
folving  I  hem  ia  a  maia  of  peTf«^ 

.  uoicHi  t  Tbt  artful  ambition  of  the 
courU  of   Kuffia  and  Pruflia,   he 

.iaidy  maiiuaiivrd  the  Ica^e  only 

•till  their  riwtls  were  exhauiied.     In 

.  ibe  mean  time  none  of  the  allies 
had  money,  except  that  power 
w^hich  had  giy^»  ao  other  aid  than 
piofnifes,  and  the  whole  burdai 
bad  falleoy  and  mull  faU|  upon  the 
people  of  thefe  kingdoms. 

His  lordfhip  reprobated  the  con- 
da<^  of  miniHry  towards  neutral 
fiationsy  whom  we  had  endeavoured 
to  compel  to  take  up  arnriS.  He 
recapitulated  .  the  corrcfpondence 
between  lord  Hervcy  and  the  court 
of  FicrciKe,  and  that  of  our  other 
wiaiiier»  with  the  courts  of  Swe- 
deUy  JD4Rm4rk,  Switzerland  and 
America*  On  the  izd  of  May 
lord  Hervcy  i'eiit  hia  firft  note,  in- 
timating the  arrival  ^of  a  Spaniih 
and  £nglt(h  fquadron  in  the  Medi- 
ttrrancio.  He  received  £tnm  the 
roiniilcr  of  the  grand  duke  a  re- 

■  fpe^ful  declaratioD,  that  his  royal 
highneis  was  dct^rraiued  to  pre* 
ferve  a  ilricl  neutrality.  To  this 
lord  Hcrvey  n»ade  a  reply  cjtpref- 
fiveof  ailoniibment,  but  declaring 
tba^  he  woald  niakei^nown  tbean- 
fwer  to  the  court  of  8.t.  James's. 
Yfct,  to  pni\c  that  he  had  received 
b>6  inllru^SlIons,  be  forth\wth  dif- 
p%tched  a  circular  letter  to  all  the 

.  other  mini fters  of  the  court  oi  Tuf^ 
capy,  making  known  the  declara- 
tion of  tbe  grand  duke,  in  terms 
|i$ur9),  revolting  and  lua precedent 
cd.  Oft  the  ^0\  of  Odober  he 
prefeiited  a  memortcil,  perempto- 
rily calliixg  upon  his  royal  highii^f^ 
to  difmilti  the  French  minister  in 
t  uel  ve  hours,  or  lord  tiood  would  a^ 
o&iniively  againil  I^^horn.  .This 
was  our  conduct  to- the  brother -of 


the*  emperor  otir  ally — as  ^iflaMt 
from  every  principle  of  policy,  as 
it  was  from  decency  and  the  law  of 

nations.  Miniftcrs  (bouJd  have 
con fidcred, before  they  offered  fuch 
a  premeditated  infidt,  that  the 
■  priode  whom  they  treated  fo  rude- 
ly might  to-morrow  fill  the  throne 
-of  the  empire.  It  is  a  leccivcd 
opinion  of  perfbns  converfant  in 
courts,  that  ferviccs  conferred  upon 
{)rinccs  areufually,  if  not  conftaut- 
iy,  forgotten  ;  but  that  infults  ar.d 
injuries  never  are.  Leghorn,  bli 
lordfbfp  H'iev'TCd,  had  in  the  ytar 
1712  \>ctn  declared  to  bfi  a  perpe- 
tual free  port,  and  he  remarked  tbe 
dan^^er  there  was  in  future  wars  of 
Spain  and  France  availing  them- 
frlves  of  the  precedent  we  had  ftt 
them,  and  holding  the  fame  laa- 
guage  to  Leghorn  and  .Genoa, 
which  we  now  do. 

Our  language  to  Genoa  had,  his 
lordfhip  faid,  been  the  h.nguajrc  of 
the  llrong  to  the  weak.  \VitL 
Sweden  and  Denmark  we  had  flood 
upon  particular  treaties,  bccaufe 
they  fuited  our  views.  The  It  ate 
of  tfiem  with  Denmark  made  it  dc- 
ceffary  to  have  rccourfe  to  otiKr 
arguments.  The  anfwcr  of  that 
court,  with  the  counter-declaia- 
tion  enclofed  in  it,  was  a  fuificicnt 
reproof  of  their  arrogance.  In 
fa<^\,  count  BemftofF's  replv  was 
one  of  the  moft  argumentative  nihl 
the  moft  maftcrfy  diplomatic  pro- 
du6lioni  he  had  ever  read.  His  lord- 
fliip  fpoke  with  yearly  equal  praiie 
of  the  canton  of  Berne- 

Our  condu^  towards  America 
had  Ken  marked  witli  more  than 
common  oatrage,  he  even  feared, 
with  the  blackntfs  of  guilt.  With- 
out any  poffible  fubjtCt  of  conten- 
tion, fuppofing  the  late  treaty  of 
peace  carried  fully  into  exccutiqi', 
we  had  ct>ntrived  to  l^ecome  cm- 
broikd  with  that  couoiry  ;  thougli 

in 
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h  ihii  prefcnt  war  (he  had  pafled 
h)'  many  provocations^  and  though 
Ac  had  at  the  head  of  her  gcwera- 
tncnt  a  perfon  of  fuch  coofammate 
wifdom,  and  fdice  of  clfiura^ter^as 
to  fct  an  example  to  all  the  otljer 
f  owers  of  the  world*  Thi*  great 
man,  inftcad  of  attending  to  the 
clamour  of  the  moment,  «ir  ratfing 
a  faffe  alarm,  in  order  to  have  a 
pretext  for  yielding  to'it^  had  ibc 
firmncfs  to  Tcfift  popular  opini^n^ 
dnd  to  wait  for  the  retuf  n  of  go«»4 
fcnfe  and  found  judgment  in  th<^ 
public,  .  Underfueh  cifcumft«nQe8y 
tvhat  could  tempt  us  to  iffae  tW 
order  of  eouacil,  November  6tb/ 
without  confulting  s  fingle  m^* 
ehant  ?  an  order  which  we  w^rt 
obliged  te  Vepeal  ^iin  weeks  aftei*- 
wards !  The  marquis  intiziAated  thai 
fufpicions  had  anTen,  that'  thia 
country  was  acccflary  to  the  war 
made  upon  the  Americans  by  thfl 
Algerines,  and  even  that  we  were 
concerned  in  promoting  the  Indian 
war.  If  thefe  were  cal'umaJeS)  m^ 
niftry  ought  to  deny  both,  ftbt  <>n» 
ly  for  the  fake  of  their  own  honour^ 
but  for  the  public,  good. 

Whether^  his  lordfllip  iaid,  h* 
looked  to  our  confederacy  on  the 
one  hand)  or  to  t be  neutral  powers 
whom  wc  had  irritated,  befawnro* 
thing  to  hope.  There  w^at  no  Eu*- . 
ropean  power  who  would,  not  ra* 
ther  keep  out  of  the  coBtell,  if  left 
at  liberty  to  do  fo,  or  who  had  not. 
fumefeparate  view  of  intereil  foreni' 
•  J^^S^^g  iu  it  which  mud  Cake  place  at 
the  c^pence  of^he  whole,  AlLthe 
continental  powers,  the  marqiug 
added,  were  *ro  warft  of •  money, 
which  deferved  fome.oDniideratJon» 
as  Great  Britain  was,to  fupply  the 
deficiencv.  SpaiA  had  ifiued  about 
three  millions  and  a  half  of  |>aper 
Bionej^  though  (be  could  icarcely 
circulate  the  papef  fhe  had  Iwfore, 
which  had  fonk  the  «zchaDge  20 


per  cent.  None'  of  otir  confede- 
rates except  Ruffia  had  credit  tn 
iteutral  connttiea.  All  of  them ;  ex- 
cept Pmffia,  which  had  ficf  credit 
whatever,  had  pfopofals  for  ioana 
which  did  not  fi\h  The  ertfdit  of 
Holland  was  worfe  than  atry,  haT«.' 
ihg  kitely  endeavoured  to  raife  a- 
milHon  l^criitip'  on  a  lottery,  whi^h 
wottki  have  yielded  5  per  cent;  to 
the  fublirribcfsif  but  none  were  to  be? 
found,  though  Holland  nfed  to  g«t 
h«r  ftioney  at  a\  per  eent.  On  the 
other  hand,  9A  France  €fvefy  thin^ 
^ras*  converted"  t«  "^ubiic  ufe^  pa- 
per wasufed-fof  imbrnal  perrpofes^ 
sind  gold  and  iilver  for  its  f(ece(Bary 
importattonsu  • 

The  whole  heing  kft  uporf  U9>  hi* 
lordlhip  faid  it  was^-Adt  tne  traih  ol 
an  indemnity  we  ought  to  purfue^ 
butao.concih'ate  the  mindeof  tho 
people  of  France,  and  to*  reftorcf 
peace  to  mankind.  This  was  the 
way  to  make  a  laflmg  peace  be- 
tween the  two  tiations*  So  for  iit 
the  prefent  hidaoce  from  a  peace 
not  being  focure  with-  France,  if 
would  be  more-  fecUie  than  with 
any  cabinet  in  Europe.  His  lord> 
(hip  produced  £rveral  inftances  to 
provcythat  cabinets  were  never  to 
be  depended  upon*  But  who  wer6 
we  to  treat  With  ?-  was  conftant ly 
faid.  «*  T«dt  (faid  his  lordlhip) 
with  the  'French  people,  no  mat- 
ter for  the  name.  If  oar  ititcii^ 
tioair  are  wife  aitd  difimereftedf 
ther<  can  be  liit^  to  fettle,  and  in 
that  would  lie  our  great"  fecurity**^  * 
MtDiilers,  he  faid,  might  make 
difficulties;  they  had  ddne  fo  in

daQy  e^uTioD  of  numan  hlodd. 
.  J&^^  1^  tSc  outlines  of  tWt  ex- 
tnKH4iP«inr  fpccch  ;  aTpeech  which 
iwiJl.  »e^f liarily  attraA  the  atten- 
ticHft.pf  evibry  ndah  who  wifhet  to 
be  acquatatcd  i^th  the  aSual  ftate 
of  European  politics*  as  corttaiih- 
ing  more  i«al  and  curious  infoma* 
Oj      -  ,    tio« 
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tion  on  tbat  fubje6l,  than  any 
written  docuijicnt  which  has  fallen 
under  our  infpeAion.  What  the 
noble  fpeaker  has  propof^d  un- 
der the  form  of  hypothefisand  con^ 
jeAurc,  has  in  general  been  fince' 
confirmed  by  pofitivc  fads ;  and 
the  pidurc  which  he  nas  drawn 
of  the  views, and  intercfts  of  the 
different  courts  is  fo  corred,  that 
it  fecms  almoft  to  have  been  eK- 
traftcd  from  the  minutes  of  Iheir 
refpeftive  cabinets. 

The  motion  was  clamoroufly  but 
feebly  oppofed  by  earl  Fitzwillldm. 
Aftertheaddrefsprefentedtohisma- 
jclly  at  the  commencement  of  the 
femon,  their  lordfhips  could  not,  he* 
faidy  confiftcntly  agree  to  the  mo- 
tion. The  war  was  defenfive,  and 
the  objcd  of  the  French  was  to 
propagate  their  principles  in  every 
country  of  Europe.  In  j unifica- 
tion of  this  opinion,  he  cited  the 
pamphlet  of  BrifTot.  The  objed 
of  the  motion  appeared  highly  ob- 
jcAionable ;  Tt  appeared  to  be  to 
call  upon  hismajelly  to  fpceify  the 
mode  in  which  the  war  was  to  be 
carried  on,  and  to  violate  the  trea- 
ties in  which  he  is  engag<;d  ;  and 
this,  in  order  that  we  might  afiill 
the  French,  who  had  murdered 
thtir  fovcreign,  deluged  whole 
provinces  with  the  innocent  blood 
of  the  people,  who  threatened  to 
Tcplunge  Europe  into  a  date  of 
barbariim.  He  thought  the  trea- 
ties wife,  and  that  by  breaking 
them  we  fhould  ^t  once  forfeit 
^■^ur  faith,  and  abandon  our  own 
jjitereft.  What  the  condudl  of  the 
French  would  have  been,  if  not 
(uccefsfully  refifttd,.  might  be  col- 
ledcdfrom  the  accounts  of  their 
;jtrocities.  Jn  this  country  gieat 
pains  had  been  taken  to  procure 
the  adoption  of  their  principles, 
but  chey  had  been  defeated  by  the 
y  Iff  dunce  of  government,    fhc  iur 
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dances  of  aggrefiion  on  the  part  of 
the  EL-eack  were,  his  lordflxip  faidiy 
numerous.  He  inftanqed  the  decree 
of  November  1792,  which  openly 
ti vowed  the  intention  of  iuterferin^ 
with  every  government  that  did 
not  recognize  their  abfurd  doc- 
trine of  liberty  and  equality  ;  the 
unprovoked  aggrefiion  on  the  Dutch 
territories;  the  invafion  of  Bra- 
bant>  the  reduftion  of  Savoy^  and 
their  interference  with  the  naviga» 
tlon  of  the  Scheldt.  TJicir  en- 
croachmcnts  were  of  the  mod  dan* 
gerous  tendency  ;  they  did  not  go 
to  a  fimple  invalion  of  our  terrlto* 
ry,  but  to  a  total  fubverfion  of  our 
conftitution.  We  had  at  prcfent 
no  hopes  of  pcacc»  without  giving 
up  our  conltitution;  and  viiatwerc 
we  to  cxpedi  if  we  were  to  with- 
draw from  the  prefent  league,. or 
become  pafilve  ?  For  an  aufwcr  to 
this  he  referred  to  the  conduQ:  of 
the  French  when  they  invaded  Sa- 
voy. They  declared  they  attacked 
the  king  of  Sardinia  becauTe  he 
was  weak ;  they  would  therefore 
become  more  iqfolent  as  we  became 
more  humble,  and  our  wilhes  for 
peace  would  rem<>ve  it  further, 
from  us.  Before  we  propofed  terms 
of  peace  with  the  French,  we  mud 
dilband  our  army,  or  quit  the  ter- 
ritories of  the  republic,  and  then 
what  fecurity  had  w^e  that  any  ho- 
nourable terms  would  be.afTcnted 
to  on  their  part  ?  Would  the  no- 
ble lord  recommend  it  to  us  to  dif- 
arm,  aud  leave  the  French  in  full 
fbice  ?  If  he  were  in  the  Htuatioa 
of  a  minitler,  would  he  not  fpnm 
at  (uchadvicc,  as  arifiug  more  from 
a  fpirit  of  oppofuion  than  from 
any  reafon  that  coukl  juilify  the 
meafurc?  From  the  moft  ferioiis 
con fideration,  h is  lordihip  faid,  •  he 
was  decidedly  of  opinioui  th^t  to 
accede  to  the  motion  would  be  to 
adt  a^  an  ^^rccffary .  VQ  tb^  moft  ef- 
'     .  fcntial. 
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fential  mrnAieF  to  the  conftkiition, 
and  to  fanftion  anarchy,  treafon, 
and  febtlKdn. 

The  dakt  of  Grtfton  faW,  that 
if  he  had  not  previoufly,  from 
hiving  communicated  vith  the  no- 
ble mover  of  the  motion;  well- bed 
it  in  his  mimf,  exitmioed  rt  w  cvcrf 
pomt  of '  view,  '  and  df Hbtrately 
conlidered  It,  he  fhoold  not  at  this 
ttag^e  of  the  debate  fay  a  fingle 
word  upon  the  ftjbje^.  His  grace 
noticed  his  long  abfence  from  the 
houfe.  He  did  not,  he  faid,  hope 
that  the  few  who  concurred  with 
him  in  fcntlment  would  be  at  Once 
a  We  to  effeft  any  material  ad  van - 
iz^c ;  but  he  hoped  that,  by  con- 
ftantly  and  unrcmittinjrly  pointing 
out  the  obvious  difad vantages  of 
the  war,  they  might  at  length  ef- 
fcd  their  object,  and  procure  for 
the  country  the  bleffings  of  peace. 
He  recoUcAcd  that  a  minority 
fmafl  in  number,  reviled,  treated 
with  fcom  and  contempt,  flandered 
by  addreiTes  to  his  majefty  from 
different  parts  of  the  kingdom,  did, 
by  perfeverance'  and  firmnefs,  at 
length  cffed  their  ob}e6^,  convert 
their  minority  into  a  majority,  and 
bring  about  a  peace  with  America, 
The  motion  was  not  likely  to  be 
attended  with  any  mdignity  to  the 
crown ;  it  did  not  militate  again  ft 
the  intcrefts  of  oar  fellow  fubje^ts  ; 
it  was  calcufercd  to  promote  the 
real  welfare  of  this  country  ;  and 
he  believed,  if  right  meafures  had 
b^cn  "hken  fome  time  ago  with 
rcfpe6t  to  contisental  affairs,  hun- 
dreds of  thoufands  of  the  lives  of 
our  fellow  creatures  would  have 
been  fpared.  He  conceived  the 
misfortunes  in  which  we  were  at 
prcfcnt  irrvolred  had  their  origili 
in  a  doftrinc  new  t6  htm,  the  doc- 
trine of  implicit  obedience  to  his 
mpjefty's  miniftcrs.  Such  evils 
*ve  the  cobfequences  of  a  fcrics 


of  ill-judged  -and  moft  impolitic 
meafures  j  and  thofe  who  ihouUf 
advife  a  continuance  of  them 
might  on  a  future  day  be  called  to 
anfwer  to  their  injured  country  for 
thofe  ?nisfortunes  in  which  they 
had  involved  her.  There  was  fomc 
radical  defedt  in  the,  conftitution, 
eiihcrin  its  theory  or  pradtipe,  or 
thefe  misfortunes  could  not  hate  . 
happened.  It  was  the  duty  of 
their  lordfhips  to  examine  whence, 
it  fprung,  and  the  means  by  which 
it  might  be  remedied  ;  for  the  pro- 
grefs  of  it,  if  not  prevented  I  threat* 
encd  to  terminate  in  the  final  fy})« 
verlion  of  our  excellent  conftitu- 
tion. 

His  grace  afterwards  adverted  to' 
the  financial  oration  of  Mr.  Pitt 
in  the  year  1792,  in  which  he  Hat* 
ed  the  probable  profpedl  of  our 
enjoying  uninterrupted  peace  for 
the  fpace  of  fifteen  years;  and 
had  calculated  upon  that  our  fi- 
nances, and  built  upon  it  a  plan  for 
the  liquidation  of  our  enormous 
debt.  Yet,  in  the  fpace  of  twelve 
months,  all  thefe  fair  profpedis  bad 
vartifhed,  through  the  temerity  of 
miniftcrs,  who  had  involved  their 
country  in  a  war  undefined  in  its 
principle  and  objed ;  and  which, 
from  every  information  he  could 
obtain,  was  what  political  \vriters 
termed  helium  Interneclou'Uy  a  war  of 
extermination.  At  that  time  the 
m  Iniftcr  could  not  be  ignorant  of  the 
affairs  of  France  ;  yet,  in  Icfs  than 
the  fhort  fpace  of  twetve  months, 
we  were  engaged  in  war,  arid  the 
people  burdened  With  twelve  mil- 
lions additiortal  dcht.  What  in- 
ference could  be  drawn  from  this 
fadl  ?  Either  tliat  the  minider  was 
infincere  at  the  time  he  held  the 
language,  or  that  the  fylleni  on 
our  part,  with  reference  to  the  p6* 
litics^-)f  the  continent,  was  chan- 
ged. Thefiril  was  uncharitable;  the 
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ftcbud  t  ftSr  inference;  He  wtwiM 
tkhe  It  then  i^c  had  chaiigedoiii* 
fj^etHf  *nd  that  we  were  novr  t^  iftfijt 
oti  a  particuhr  form  of  g^errtmcnti 
On  tms  hi  had  no  idea  of  fdcceiiy 
ifor  did  he  tc  jtsftfce  m  Oftir  Hrter-' 
ferencc,  upon  any  pretence,  in 'the 
internal  govern  mctit  6T  ariy  couh- 
try.  •'Had  it  not  f>een  for  bur  alli- 
ance with  Auftria  andPruffia,'oME 
HUNDftSl)  tHoxrs^AND  liyes  mig^t 
have  been,  ("pared. '•  His'^race 
ftrongly  contended  for  the  pohcy  of 
having  alhed  this  country  inth 
France,  rather  than  with  Auftria 
and  Pruffia.  To  prove  that  the 
French  would  not  unite  with  thia 
country,  recourfe  was  had  to  fonac 
Qf  the  invefitives  of  Barrere  ?  was 
it  from  them  we  were  to  judycof 
the  fenfe  of  a  nation  ?  As  an  un- 
anfwerable  argument  for  termioat* 
ing  the  war,  nia  grace  flated,  by 
ca&tilarion*  the  enormous  amount 
to  which  an  annual  accami^txon  of 
debt  would  fwell  in  a  few  year«* 

The  argument  of  the  noble  lord 
who  had  intrbdaced  the  motion^ 
and  the  meaning  of  that  motion, 
Kad  been  mrfconceived.  The  mar- 
quis had  not  meant  to  recommend 
a  violation  of  our  treaties,  nor  the 
aefertion  of  our  allies ;  he  had  iaidf 
if  we  (hewed  a  difpoiition  for  peace» 
the  tWe&  would  be  the  fame  difpo- 
fttion  for  peace  in  a&  the  allied 
powers  $  bec'aufe  we  had  put  our- 
lelves  at  the  head  ctf  the  war,  and 
were  fo  conlidered  by  the  French^ 
Certainly  the  mat^uia  had  not 
meant  to  recommend  om*  diTarm- 
jng  while  the  French  remained 
armed.  VVlien  they  met  us  on  the 
terms  of  a  treaty,  and  had  ap- 
foroached  to  a'  dok,  we  fliould  do 
as  we  did  at  the  end  of  all  wars->^ 
difarm  by  degrees,  juft  aa  the  ene- 
ihy  difarmed.  It  had  been  faid, 
.that  the  French  \vi(hed  to  o¥ertnm

The  eaii  of  Guildfoni  rofe  toi 
reply  to  the  earl  of  Caemarvan* 
Were  It  neceflary  to  make  thole  lOf 
quiriearefpefkia^  the  Freneh  which 
the  Dohle  lord  had  ftated,  he  was 
at  a  loft  to  know  when  the  proper, 
tune  for  negotiation  would  airive. 
Giaating  authat  had  been  iaid  of 
the  perfidy  of  the  convention,  were 
they  |o  turn  their  atteotioa  to  the 
ancient  fyftem  of  France,  they 
would  find  invariably,  that  in  all 
1^  tranfadions  when  a  monarchy 
there  was  as  much  perddy,  and  aa 
httle  dcpendance  to  be  placed  on 
its  treaties,  as  could  be  ilated 
againil  the  convention  of  the  pre* 
fcnt  day.  With  reiped  to  the 
queftion,  hoa^  peace  could  be  mada 
conGAf  ntly  wkh  the  treaties  enter- 
ed into  with  our  allies,  he^wonU 
aflc  ^hat  power  was  vefted  to  the 
execotive  eovamment  to  make  trea* 
ties,  by  which  the  privilegeaof  the 
hoiife  wfretabeenurelydcftroy<;d2 
Peace  was,  he  iaid^  upiverfally 
wtihed  'for  in  France.  Vi^ith  gee* 
gard  to  the  apparent  difficMlty  pi 
making  it,  from  the  langua^^  held 
out  by  this  country,  .the  F/cncH 
had  little  iseafon  to  fliitter  them* 
felves  with  the  expedatian  of.  a 
fpeedy  peace«.  Why  thea  cond(ima 
then^for  purfuinga  line  d|fcondu^ 
which  we  had  ourfelves  piirfucd  { 
It  would  be  wild  and  extravagant 
in  ua  lo  continue  the  war  tiU  they 
ftouU.  hive  eftabliihcd  a  pennan^nt 
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form  of  gevernmcnt ;  and  a  ft  ill 
greater  degree  of  abfurdity,  *'  to 
infill  punifliment  and  entail  cak- 
mity  upon  curfelves,"  for  the  fake 
oi  dragooning  tbem  into  our  opi- 
nion, and  pre{cnblng  to  them  a 
form  of  govei;nnient  congenial  to 
«vr  minds^  but  odious  to  theirs. 
There  wfire  a  variety  of  inttanccs 
<iD  recoi'd,  where  no  faniSlion  had 
been  given  by  Great  Britaiw  to  the 
means  by  which  power  had  beea 
acquired y  and  but  feldom  to  the 
XDanner  in  which  it  had  beea  exeV- 
cifed.  Our  own  minliler  at  the 
courts  of  RuiDa  and  PruiBa  had» 
without  remonftrance,fufrcrcd  thefe 
potentates  to  plunder,  to  felze 
vpon,  and  to  enflavc  Pqland.  ,  We 
bad  negotiated  with  the  empcror& 
cf  MofQCCo,  who  frequently  af- 
cended  the  throne  by  the  murcjer  of 
thejr  ncaiell  relations.  Figliting, 
as  rolnillers  afTerted,  for  all.  that 
was  dear  to  us,  and  our  very  exlft- 
ciwe  as  a  nation,  we  ought  to  fe- 
cure  our  future  fafety.  The  ob- 
jcd^s  of  the  war  being  attained  Uy 
the  retra^^ion  of  the  obnoxious  de- 
cicc  of  the  19th  of  November  1792, 
by  the  French  having  evacuated  the 
teiritoriesofouralllcs,  and  by  having, 
difclaimed  all  inttntion  of  meddling 
in  future  with  the  internal  govern- 
ment of  foreign  nations,  nothing 
could  rtand  intne  way  ofa  negotiation 
fyrpeacc  ;  and  were  wefinccfcluour 
ofrrs,  he  doubted  not  the  iicnch 
u'oiild  be  glad  to  put  an  end  to  a 
war  fo  bloody  artd  expenfive^  and 
fo  ruinous  to  all  the  pai ties  con- 
cerned. His  lordfhip  oppv)rtd  to 
the  declatailous  of  the  French 
thofe  of  this  country,  wriicl),  he- 
f<t»<l,  had  frtqucniiy  of  laic  been 
fo  little  adhered  to,  thai  in  m.-iay 
inllances  we  acled  in  c'iretl  cuntra- 
diciion  both  to  "their  fpirit  Ritd  kt« 
tcr.  '  Thofe  declarations  n.adc  in 
both   countries^  as  vioLnt  a^   the 


mod  rankling  animofity  eould  fci||^- 
geil,  he  fhould  conlider  as  the  d««- 
clarations  of  individuak  rather tham 
the  a^^  of  a  parliament  or  a  f^%>^ 
verxiinent,.and  he  wa3  furprifed  jthat 
they  .  were  treated  aa  o^edions  to 
the  1  dioration  lof  a  peace.  With 
refpedt  to  the  difficulties  (aid  to 
lie  in  the  way,  he  would  aik»  what 
difficulties :  Were  we  afraid  or 
afhatned  to  be  the.  hrft  to  propofc 
what  >vas  for  ourown  |^ood  and  the 
happiuefs  of  Eui'ope  ?  Much  kad 
been  faid  concerning  danger  to  our 
lavvs  and  rellgiop  ;  but  he  faw  not 
the  weight  in  this  argument,  which 
fome  people  allowed  to  it.  At  fo 
momentous  a  crifis  we  ibould  let 
no  prejudice,  or  eaaggfemtiona  oF 
the  proceedings  of  others,  .fo  £ur 
get  the  better  of  our  judgiaent,  as 
'  to  prevent  our  making  every  effort 
for  reiloriiig  the  blei&tgs  of  tran* 
quillity.  Ot^  abufe  of  the  French, 
and  their  abu/e  of  lis,  wcic  pre* 
cifely  the  fanw ;  but  while  wc  w^rc 
fat iri zing  their  rulers,  and  .govern* 
ment,  it  behoved  us  not  t»  eadan* 
ger  our  own,  or  haaard  the  rcligiMi 
we  fo  dearly  prized  by  the  conduct . 
we  werepurfuing,  his  lord/hiptherc^' 
fore  earneilly  exhorted  the  lioufe  to 
endeavour  to  cfteci  a  peace,  to 
abandon,  the  project  of  diclatingn 
government  tOx  France,  and  to  for* 
fake  the  deftru<Slive  fyittm  of  poli- 
tics in  which  they  had  embarked. 

The  duke  of  Leeds  objected  to 
the  lime  in  which  the  motion  had 
been  made,  and  the  groood  on 
which  it  had  relied,  which  appear- 
ed to  him  impracticable.  He  con- 
fidercd  the  war  as  generally- jui1ii:a- . 
ble,  and  therefore  be  law  bo  reafoa 
for  particular  fcrupulofity  in  in* 
quiring  into  the  precife  .obje^ib  of 
it.  lie  reprobated  the  fyitem  of 
the  French,  thoug^hl  wc  could  ooiT 
treat  with  them  on  the  terms  of  a 
complete  difovowal  of  that  fyiiem  ; 
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and  that,  cosfidenng  the  circuro- 
daacc»  ni  «hich  thw  country  iiood, 
U  would  at  prefent  favour  of  a  timid 
poivy  m  recomineDd  peace.  His 
;. grace  a^ted,  that  his  majefty's 
Ei'ioilkn  had  doiie  alt  that  could  be 
iexp«ded  from  them  to  avert  the 
var,  aSkd  vindicated  the  treatment 
ciperwoced  by  Mon£  Chauvdin. 

ine  motion  was  confidefed  bj 
Lrd  Sydaey  as  tending  to  declare 
o'2T  inabiltty  to  cairy  on  the  war, 
:a  cxprcia  ourdiftvliil  «f  our  allies* 
aid  to  charge  onrfelvcs  with  injuf- 
ticc.    It  wiA  (aid  that  the  duke  of 
Marlborough    had    acknowledged 
th^  Fmch  frontier  impregnable; 
but  was  it  fbrgottcn  that  the  duke 
H-as  befiegipg   Boochaine  at   the 
time  he  was  fo  in^mouily  recalled  ? 
Whatever  apology  tniglit  be  made 
f  ^r  the  coadu^  of  the  French,  bc- 
^.Mjfe  it  reiembkd  the  condufl  of 
Louis  XIV,  he  would  as  eagerly 
knd  at  firmly  have  a6ied   again  ft 
v^at  pnaee,  bad  he  adopted  a  fi- 
milar  courfe  of  cruelty  and  injuftice. 
H!s  lordfiiiptook  a  view  of  the  pro- 
(eedinga  of  the  French  refpefting 
t>3Yoy,  Anfltta,  and  Geneva.   No 
nan  doubted  the  bledings  of  peace  ; 
but  ought  we  to  prefer  that  which 
Wis  uoiafe  and   precarious,  when 
wc  had  reaibnable  hopes,  in  con- 
juodion  witK  our  allies,  of  com- 
pelling one  which  promiftd  to  be 
permancac  and  fecure?  With  re- 
fpcd  to  miniftcrs  fttmulating  the 
ladian  war»  fuch  a  matter  ought  to 
liave  been  brought  forward  in  a 
charge  ordircd  accufation,  or  not 
at  al]«     He  could  not  believe  mini- 
ilcrs  fo  devoid  of  policy,  prudence, 
iod  huoMnity, 

Lord  Lauderdale  drew  an  ani- 
mated pidtnre  of  the  fit  nation  in 
which  the  minority  were  at  pre  fen  t 
placed.  They  were  publicly  ca- 
luniniated  as  Jitoobim,  when  their 
objcd  was  only  the  fu|>port  of  tl^e 


liberties  of  the  country.  Thou^ 
the  minority  was  fmaili  he  trufted^ 
however,  that  the  fpirit  by  whidh 
they  were  aduated  would  not 
abate ;  and  he  bad  no  doubt  their 
numbers  would  iucreafe  as  in  the 
American  war,  and  their  efforts  b^  • 
finally  crowned  with  fucc^fs.  Hi* 
lordihip  affcrted,  that  in  the  hiflor/ 
of  mankind  it  would  be  difficult  to 
find  a  people  who  had  beeu  perfie« 
cuted  with  nn  equal  degree  of  an- 
tipathy, animofuy  and  ferocity 
with  the  French.  It  had  been  aflc- 
ed,  what  lofTes  we  had  fuClalned.  He 
would  an  fwcr,  that  there  was  fcaroc- 
ly  an  individual  who  had  not  foT'- 
taincd  fome  injury.  All  whoiiad  > 
property  in  the  funds  had  already 
loll  one  fourth  part  of  it ;  and,  if 
thofe  who  pofn;fled  landed  property 
were  to  make  a  fair  calculation, 
they  would  find  their  lofs  proper* 
tionate.  There  was  btfldea  am 
enormous  increafe  of  taxes.  Our 
trade,  and  every  branch  of  our  com- 
merce, had  fuffcred  excefiively.  And 
what  had  been  gained  on  the  other 
fide  ?  Was  there  a  finjjle  adi<^» 
which  could  elate  the.  mind,  or 
warm  us  with  pride,  on  refle^ing 
on  the  conduft  of  our  country  ? 
*'  Had  minittcrs  purfued  a  digm-  ' 
fied  neutraTtty^  the  wealth  of  Europe, 
tvould  have  been pdnredinto  this  tfland  f 
we  (hould  not  only  have  reaped  a 
noble  harveil,  but  prcferved  our 
honour.'* 

iiis  lordfhip  pointedly  Contended 
again  (I  the  neceftity  of  any  akrm 
from  the  diffufion  of  French  prin- 
ciples.' There  was  no  fimilarity 
between  the  government  of  Eng- 
land and  the  former  guvernment 
of  France.  He  ftrongly  contrafted 
the  wr?:tched  fituation  of  the  fub- 
je6ls  of  France  previous  to  the  revo- 
lution, with  that  of  the  fubje£ls  of 
Great  Britain.  He  ridiculed  the 
ide^  that  we  cpuld  not  treat  with  ^ 
France 
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France  without  nA:jiiing  our  happy

Lord  Carliffc  objcacd  to  tfce 
motion,  becaufehe  thotfgKt  (fie 
prefent  not  a  proper  time  to  treat 
for  peace^  He  cortfidereef  as  imr 
pdrtant  advantaws  tlic  drivw? 
back  the  French  tram  Holhnd  and 
the  Netherlands,  the  exputfioo  of 
them  from  India,  but  abo«e  all  the 
F^rohibition  of  an  intercodrfe  wixh 
France,  which  nothirtg  but  tmr 
CO  uld  h^vefocompietely  effeditfd,  &c. 
His  lordfhrp  wa«  fd^wcd  by 
lord  GrenviHe,  who,  iftef  itvfew- 

,  ing  the,diffcrent  arguments  adduced 
in  fupport  of  the  raotton)  tfa<>iighc 
it  ill'ti^ed,  inexpedient,  aitd  im- 
prafticable.  Whaterer  might  be

'ftill  more  formidable.  8eoimty,  he 
repeated,  was  the  cftd  and  obje^ 
of  the  v>nr,  both  with  us  and  ©ur 
allies.  ParHanr.ent  wxHild  not^'he 
was  pt'tftiadtd,  call  t4poW  winifttrrs 
to  declare  the  degree '<|f  feeufity 
'  they  rtqntred,  or  in  ^hdt  fpedific 
mode  It  was  ta  beobtairfev*:  h  de- 
pended on  a  variety  <!Jf  caftial  cir- 
cumftances  and  fint^tJati*^g  events. 
This  War  was  diflrrent  from:  all 
Others,  and  miift  be  tftimated  by  a 
new  fcales'the  propofition  -was, 
whether  all  the*  exceflVs,  &c.ofthe 
French  fliould-  ttike  place  in  this 
country,  and  difgrace'ns  cq<»ally* 
He  ftrongly  reprobjted  the  pro- 
ceedinrs  in  that  country  refpedting 
rei'gii)n,'  yet  allowed  that  the 
French  liad  lately  paflftyi  a  detrce 
for  its  relloration,  He  denied  the 
impregnability  of  the  frontier  of 
France;  nnd  after  an  extended  view 
of  the  lart  campatirn,  ia  which  he 
afferted  the  fucr^Jfes  myetf  greater 
thdn  bad  c^ver  alter,  ded  //v  fir  ft  cam* 
jbaign  of  arty  tt'/fr,  he  vindicated 
the  condiKtt  of  mi 'fillers  towards 
fome  of  the   neutial  nations,   on 
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'  the  gfcfwfrd  df  the  neccflity  they 
were  under  of  prevent mg  nations, 
Vddcc  the  pretext    of   neutrahiy, 
fvpplying  the  enemy  with  materials 
Jbr  otfryia^  on  the  war.  His  lord- 
Ibip  contrallcd   our  finances  with 
thoTe.  of  Fmnce,  and  was  pleafed 
to  give  the  houfe  the  information, 
that  our  e^mmrrch  was  fioUriJh'wg^ 
§ur  mamufsffurfi  increafing-j  ami  our 
Tfi^jmut  pmfpercus      He  thfn  pro- 
ceeded to  deieribe  the  fluduating 
ffiuatioit  of  thofe  with  whom  we 
were  requeued  to  treat,  and    the 
koftility.   of  their  difpofittons   to* 
Wards  fticb  a  rocafure.     He  flrong- 
ly  denied  our  having  had  any  con- 
cern in  the  Indian  war,  and  men- 
tiooed  his  furprife,  that  the  noble 
lords  who  fupported   the    motion 
had  not  brougut  forward  any  fpc-* 
ciiic  propofal  to  obviate  the  diiTi- 
culties  which  impeded  a  negotiation. 
Liord     Lanfdowne     conceived, 
that  the  noWe    fccretary  of  ftate 
bad  in  many  inllances  mifconceivcd 
and  mifreprefented  his  arguments, 
as  well  as  thofe  of  the  noble  duke 
(of  Grafton),   whofe  example  he 
hoi*evcr  recommended  to  the  no- 
ble fecretary  as  that  of  a  man,  who 
having  enjoyed  the  highell   fitua- 
tioos  of  the  kingdom,  had  not  ufcd 
time  influence  alForded  by  his  fitua- 
tion    to  infuh  or    a^rar.Jizj   hit 
family;    he  had  not   accumulated 
places^  he  had  feized  upon  no  (ine- 
curc,  he  had  neither  accepted  //- 
iUff  grants^  nor  rs^crfiom.  It  was 
therefore  peculiarly   unfair  in   the 
noble  fccretary   to  allude  to    the 
grants  made  to  his  grace's  anccllors, 
efpecially    con(iderin;.r    what    had 
paficd    refpcAing     fome    modern 
grant i.      The  arguments  adduced 
by  the  noble  fccretary  had  been  fo 
precifely  thofe  made  ufe  of  during 
the  American'  war,  that  were  he  to 
have  judged  from  his  ear  only,  he 
tiiottld  have  imagined  they  came 


from  precifcif  the  jfaoie  pcrf5»*/ 
His    lord(hfp    cxpreffed     i»      tli^ 
ftrongell  tcrnas  his  jCurprife  at  tl»e 
flatcrocnt  which  hiil  been  ^wen  of 
the  profperity  of  .this  country,  -^n^ 
faid,  that  '*  io  the  towa  of   Bir- 
mingham only,  4000  perfoDS  had 
been  added  ta  tlie  poor  rates  iinee 
the  cooimencement  of  the  war:**— - 
where    he   lived    in   the  couistnf 
bankruptcies  happened  every  day  f 
the    people  were  fo   loaidod  with 
taxes,  tha;  a  kttie  more  would  pvelW 
them  down.     If  the  noble   fccre- 
tary  dreaded   difcontent  and  clsM 
Bunir  amongft  the  people,  the  re- 
medy was  at  hand.    Let  him  intro<^ 
duce  a  fyllem  of  ftria  piAlic  eco-^ 
nomy,  -abolifh  all  rnwrpms  and^* 
necuret  unjuftly  obtained,  lower  tbe 
taxes,   extend   the  trial    by    jury 
equally  to  both   kingdomfti      H« 
thought  iMioj  that  fince,  much  t« 
the  honour  of  tho  age,   new  pri- 
vileges had  been  granted  to  the  Io- 
nian catholics,  the  faiMc  Hhcralicy 
{hould  be  extended  to  the  dificn- 
ters.   His  lordfliip  Hated,  from  the 
late   regulations    of -property  -in 
France,  that  ti>e  refourccs  of  that 
country  were  immcnfe,  though  he 
hoped  the  nninilters  of  this  would 
never  be  permitted  to  manage  the 
property  of  thp  kingdom  in  the 
fame   way.      With  refpeft  to  our 
difarming  while  France  reoiatned 
in  full  force,  the   ijoble  duke  (of 
Grafton)  had  amply  explained  bis 
meaning.      He   noticed,  that  the 
cry    of    the    miniiler    was     now 
changed  from  indemnity  to  fecoii- 
ty  ;  and  added,  that  maiiy  poimt 
in  whicli  be  had   been   mifrepnc- 
fen  ted,    called    for  aninuidvertioit, 
but  that  he  would  not,  at  fo  late  aa 
hour,    further    detain  the  houfe* 
On    a   divifion    there  •  appeared^ 
for   the   motion    j^  ;    againil    it 
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Noia  Scbtia  *  hiad  been  kft  during 
the  JaA  campaign,  and  which  had 
been  noticed  in  the  commit  tee  of 
fjpply,  was  again  introduced  into 
the  hcni(c  of  cemmons  on  the  2  ill 
of  February  by  Mr.  Sheridan,  who 
prefaced  a  mot  ion  opoh  this  fnb- 
jt^d,  by  ohferv'ing,'that  in  circum- 
Itancca  Uke  the  prefent  there  re- 
mained only  two  fmportanb  diitfes 
to  be  performed  by  thofc  who  wilh- 
ed  to  avert  the  war  and  prevent  its 
continmancr:  thele  were,  to  obtain 
pcacp,  and  to  fee  that  the  fnpplies 
for  carryitrg  on  of  war  were  faith- 
fully apf)fopriatcd.  When,  on  a 
forrocT  occaiion,  he  had  direded 
tbe  attention  of  the  hoofc  to  the 
prefcot  6ibjedk,  his  affertions  bad 
not  only  been  iJenied,  but  it  was 
fldtcd  to  be  dangerous  to  make  in- 
quiries refpc^klng  the  executive  go- 
▼emment.  If  it  were  true  that  no 
inquiry  ought  to  be  entered  into 
daring  a  war»  on  account  of  ^ome 
•<lati^cr  which  might  follow,  then 
the  greater  the  mifconduct  of  mini- 
l\crs,  the  greater  mult  be  the  dan* 
ger  of  tbe  country.  The  mifcon- 
^uti  which  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
houie  'to  prsveht  or  to  pun  lib, 
would  be  a  conclufive  argument 
a^nft  ail  inquiry,  it  was  the  in- 
tcrcft  of  minifters  to  rcndtrr  inquiry 
dil^cuU,  if  not  impracticable.  Mr. 
Sheridao,  in  an  animated  manner, 
.contralied  the  difference  of  the 
opinions  now  held  by  the  mini- 
iXcTp  and  duriog  the  American  war^ 
when  he  was  a  ilrcnuous  advocate 
for  inquiry.  The  principle  of  in- 
quiry was  recognized  in  particular 
iiiiianccs,  in  the  admiralty  for  ex^ 
ample,  a»d  the  inconvenience  of  it 
in  fMuticaiar  inft^mces  was  more 
than  compenfated  by  its-  general 
good  eiFe<!iU.  He  had  in  the  former 
fc  iiion  Iteard  the  right  bon.  fecrita- 
ry  Jament  to  the  houfe,*'that  be 
never  weiU  to  bed  at jiight,  orroie 


in  the  morning,  without  feelirtj^ 
that  he  hid  more  to  do  than  he 
was  able  to  perform— yet,  lie  ftill 
faw  him  grcjaning  under  tbe  farat 
load  of  ()tric;rs  and  employments, 
and  could  not  be  furpnfcd,  if 
fome  part  of  bis  majefty's  domi- 
nions efcapcd  bis  attention.  He 
had  formerly  mentioned  Nova 
Scotia  as  neglect d  ;  he  now,  in 
addition,  fui'pcded  New  Brunfwic 
and  Canada  to  be  equally  fo.  Mr. 
Sheridan  entered  into  a  detail  of 
the  illiberal  manner  in  which  he 
had  been  treated  on  account  of  his 
former  inteUigcnce,  in  a  newfpa- 
per  called  the  True  Briton,  which 
was  under  the  patronage  of  the 
treafury,  and  entertained  the  boufe 
with  tbe  mud  pointed  ridictile  and 
wit  on  this  occation.  Mr.  Sheri- 
dan next  urged  the  greit  importance 
of 'Nova  Scotia  to  this  country  ia 
cafe  of  a  ruptui'c  with  America. 
Halifax  commanded  Canadn,  had 
the  bell  hiibour  for  ihipping  in 
t'lat  quarter,  and  was  an  excellent 
place  for  the  recovery  of  lick  fea- 
mcn  and  invalids.  Whoever  was 
mailer  of  the  r<:a  might  be  mailer 
of  the  Weft  Indies  ;  but  we  could 
not  be  fo  if  we  had  not  H.ilifax 
for  a  place  of  refuge  to  our  fhipe 
during  tlie  hurricane  feafon.  Mr. 
Sheridan  recapitulated  tbe  nature 
of  the  defence  of  Halifax  in  1  754, 
when  it  was  the  great  rendezvous 
of  our  fleets  and  armies.  After 
the  peace  in  17O3,  fix  regiments 
of  foot,  five  fri^^ates,  and  a  fifty 
gun  fhip  were  Rationed  there,  and 
this  force  was  incrca  fed  in  the  Ame- 
rican war.  In  1783  there  were  fix 
regiments,  a  fifty  gun  Ihip,  and  live 
frigates.  He  gave  alfo  a  lift  of  the 
(hips,  &c.  in  1785,  and  argued, 
cither  that  there  waS  a  fcandaLous 
.extravagance  at  that  tim'*,  or  at  pre- 
fcnt  an  unpardonable  necjleCl.  In 
1793,  when  admiral  Gt^rdnertf^eet 
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^m$  Ukin  iy  (urpfiTeiOidjr  onedoop 
tf  war  WM  ftttCioftcd  in  liiat  ouir* 
tef,  «nd  the  faiid  fort^i  conufted 
#•17  of-two  regiffloiti,  tnd  one  coa- 
fmj  of  trtHfeiy  eootihuDg  riwut 
90  eS«£tive  men.  He  Hated  the 
prmpetij  nt  HiKhx  at  betweeii 
tw(»  and  thfee  te'Uionai  and  thvt 

wretched  meni  Tkere,  failed  ifitfM 
9000  men  in  arms,  4000  efiec* 
tm  men,  and  the  nsafs  of  tnifitla- 
nen  dated  m  the  official  accounts 
of  col.  Wcntworth,  were  the  only 
force,  Wkh  refpei^  to  the  nand 
defence,  in  July  admiral  Gardner 
failed  with  a  convoy  from  the  Well 
Indies.  On  the  24th  of  June  the 
French  fleet  failed  for  America 
from  St.  Domingo.  He  wifhcd  to 
know,  whether  the  admiral  thought 
that  all  the  French  (hips  were  to 
<ome  to  Europe  as  well  aB  himft:lf  ? 
If  he  a^ed  on  this  fuppolition,  mi- 
nifters  were  culpable  tor  not  giving 
him  better  inform  at  ton.  The  admiral 
bad  faidy  a  fingle  fbip  wasafufficient 
convoy  for  a  homewatd  bound 
Weft  I^dia  fleet.  Why  did  it  not 
then  occur  to  him  that  a  French 
admiral  might  think  the  fame,  if  it 
had  been  meant  to  fend  it  home»  he 
himfelf  remaining  with  the  reft 
for  other  operations  ?  What  prc- 
irented  the  admiral  from  detaching 
part  of  hfs  (hips  to  Halifax,  ^or  go- 
ing there  himfelf,  where  he  was  ex- 
pe6ted,  and  cattle  purchafed  to  vic- 
inal hit  (hips  i  Why  did  he  conic  away 
With  two  74  Tim  (hips,  when  the 
French  had  onlv  four  frigates,  af^d 
tio  privateers?  Why  did  he  divide  his 
Aiips  to  convoy  the  other  fleet,  and 
apportion  fo  large  a  convoy,  when 
m  fmall  one  was  fufllident  ?  And 
what  prevented  his  going  to  Hali- 
fax, or  detaching  a  part  af  his  (hips 
to  meet  the  Rtnch  there  ?  He 
would  then  have protcAed  the  coaftf 
and  been  tti&f  ^^^  ^^^  operaUoni

Mr*  Sheridan  prqceedcd  lo  giw 
a  lift  of  Sercy'a  Iquadroa^  notictd 
the  captures  and  interruption  of  tfas 
Halifax  traders  on  the  coafti  and 
proved,  firom  the  HatiBix  papeTi» 
the  public  notoriety  of  the  daagcf

All  thcfe  cbargca 
Mr.  "SKeridan  offered  to  prove  by 
the  offieera  and  engineers,  and  by 
tnembet$  of  the  affenQbly  of  Hali- 
fax, an^  t)iailetiged  mlmilers  to 
Ihtfwl^  letters  received  thence,  if 
thnr  contmdiQed  his  ftatement.—

iptmotial  delivered  to  the  fecretary 
of  ft^t*'  *fincc  the  laft  difcuflion.-^ 
He  conelndltd  by  ilioviog  for  copies 
Wtheletteri,  &c.  on  the  ftate  of 
Halifax  }  of  all  ofBcial  accounts  of 
^roteAion  afforded  to  Nova  Scotia ; 
of  the  letters '  from  -general  Ogil- 
vic  5  Af  the  r^ttiVnt  of  the  eflfcflivfc 
force  of  governor  Wcntworth*s 
eomai  of  the  corrcfpondehcc  on 
nifmg  the  shove  corps  j  and  an  ac- 
eoiTot  of  the  dates  of  the  iaih'ng  of 
the  packets  froM  Halifax,  ^nd  tJic 
information  brought  by  them  of 
the  French  force  on 'the  coaft  of 
America.

OP  half-pay,  and  othcfs  who  bad 
been  ia  the  army^  of  whoin  corp» 
for  defence  could  fpeedily  be  fotm* 
ed.  In  order  10  fave  tb«  Weft  I«« 
dies,  whe»  it  was  well  known  there 
did  exiil  an  intention  of  an  inna- 

tm*  troops  ha^  been  fent  not  only 
om  Nova  Scotia,  bu^  from  QiIk- 
raltarand  Ireland.  R«fpe&iag  Nor 
va  Scotia»  the  embodying  of  a  m* 
llth  appeared  to  him  the  beit  mnant 
of  defence.  The  militia  there. were 
not  entirely  ignorant  of  the  'arty 
and  were  incorporated  with  tboiCi 
who  had  been  accuilomed  to  ailual ' 
fervice.  This  plan  was  founded 
on  policy :  as  foon  as  iheie  were  any* 
appreheniiona  of  danger,  the  ico** 
provement  of  the  different  military 
pre paiat ions  in  Halifax  aSbrde4 
the  mod  perfefl  Security  againft. 
the  attack  of  an  enemy,  and  aft 
incredible  number  of  forces  werf 
at  once  coUe^cd.  Mr.  Sttodat 
fpoke  in  tbe  .hl|;hcft  termaof  tfao 
governor;  and,  in  order  to  abridM 
the  prefrnt  difcuflton,  fmd*  a  iiqn^ 
recapitulation  of  fa£U,,  contained 
in  the  govsrncur^s  .^orrd^s^nqfii 
''  H  was 
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WM  f ca<Jy  fot  the  ftifjx^ftfoa  df  the 
gentlemen  eti '  the  oppofite  flde,  if 
they  had  any  particBlarcniriofiiy.*^— 
He  denied  the  weik  fl?a^  4f  Hall- 
fejc^  on  the  aiitfabi'ity'  6f  letters  . 
from  general  Ogllvie,  -aitd  from 
other  tnoft  refpe^able  qtuirttfs. 
Uhdef  thefe  circtftnAftnee^,  •♦he 
troops  had  been  removed  from  Ha- 
lifax, and  the  event  j^ified  the 
ineafure.  A  detail  of  the  vrarU-ke 
preparations  of  MatlfaK,  and  a  ftate- 
ment  of  the  lateft  difpatche?tj  had 
been  f  riumplYantly  called  for  by  Mr. 
Sheridan:  he  could  affuTe  him  he 
•had  produced  no -fetter  whieK  was 
not  poftertor  to  the  departure  of  the 
French  from  thofe  feaa*  From  the 
teftimony  of  an  officer  lately  arriv- 
ed, he  ftated  the  military  prepa- 
rations at  Halifax  as  fo  extenfive, 
that  miniriry  were,  in  their  plan  of 
defence,  more  remarkable  for  a 
laudable  exxrefs  than  a  culpable  de- 
ficfcncy.  Mr:  Dnndas  juflified  him- 
fclf  from  the  charge  of  not  fending 
tranfpOTts  to  carry  the  troops  to 
the  Weft  Indies,  on  the  grolm<^ 
that  we  were  under  the  neceffity  of 
fitting  out  a  fleet  for  tlie  chanifcl, 
and  another  to  the  Mediterranean  ; 
and  on  the  commencement  of  the 
v^'ar  we  had  only  13,000  feamen 
on  our  eftablKhment.  He  had 
therefore  availed  himfelf  of  the 
•^cffels  belonging  to  Nova  Scotia, 
and  trading  to  the  Weft  Indies. 
Governmeirt,  he  faid,  bad  been 
condctfmcd  for  not  fending  fwfii- 
cient  convoys  into  thefe  feas,  but 
not  a  iingle  fhip  of  the  defcription 
alluded  to  had  fallen  into  tlie  handi 
of  the  enemy;  a  convoy  having 
keen  feut  with  each  of  the  embark- 
titions.  Mr.  Dundas  contended, 
that  the  redii^lion  of  the  military 
eftablrfhment  at  Nova  Scotia  had 
been  an  a6l  of  public  cecoDomy, 
atidthnt  from  the  troops,  &c.  left, 
and  the  fpirit  of  the  people,  Hati-

Con- 
iklenng  the  different  tecu.^^  were 
obliged  to  lend  out,  it  «»Dlild,  he 
contended,  have  beenei^trennely  dif- 
ficult to  have  allotted  one  ^t  tJiC 
fame  time  to  the  Acierican  ftadon. 
He  thought  the  prttdu^ion  of  (he 
papers  deGrcd  totally  utvoeosflary, 
fince  no  more  information  conld  be 
obtained  by  them  than. had  alrodt'y 
been  announced i  •  -         . 

The  ftri^lurea  on  the  cooduft  of 
Mr.  Grey  called  Up  .that  gentle-^ 
maa,  who  related  that  ^  par£un  or 
the  name  of  H^rrUbp  Lad  <:alted 
Upon  him,:  and  compld^acd  of  hav- 
ing fuffered  much  oppreflion  from 
the  magiftrates  of  Birmingham, 
againil  whom  he  had  fought  an 
adion  and  beep  non-iuited*  •  This 
man  mentioned  his  ao^uaintance 
with  many  Sheffield  ntHbiKiia^urcrf, 
who  apprehended  they  fliould  be 
ruined  by  the  war,  and  wi(bed  to 
know,  whether  the)'  could  ob"^'' 
any  rcdrefs  from  parliament,  /i  o 
this  Mr.  Grey  replied  in  the  ne^n- 
.    t>v«:, 
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il^i  bat  bought  fome  of  hu  goodly 
and   cOBverfird  with  him.  ob  the 
coadua  of  «h«  p«o{>ic  of  Sheffield. 
Hefatd^  b€  had-at|;i]ed.wil!h'hiin 
agaiall  the  fydctti  of  didv^al  iv- 
pre^btation^   i;(^hieh   tbcf  fdught 
for )  biit  the  autHonty  of  the  duke 
of  Richotond  i)ldi«  tost&uaiJy  op- 
pofed  againft    all  hk  arguratati. 
They  h^  thca  t^ked  ^£  the  wai-, 
and  the  diftrofs  It  oocaliooed  in  the 
mawi^i^uHng  to^prfiB;  .ami-  Mr. 
Har^lTon  bad  mcotiooed  their  in- 
tentioQ  to  prei«nt  a  petitjoav  ftat- 
ing  the  coofeqoL-ncee  they.  felti-*-r- 
Mr*  Grey  bad  faki,  that  if  peti- 
tiooe  ^n^re  generalt  he  believed  they 
vrouldhave  a  good  ef&d;  The  man 
thenafiied^  trhether.  the  petition 
flioukl  he  ]>refeated^a  the  .king,  jor 
to  the  hoafe  of  cofli>nions.?    Mr. 
Oix*y  had  replied^  perhaps  to  both^ 
but  the  beQrchahcfr  woald  be  in  the 
b<^e  of  eomoioiie.    After  Uiat  he 
had  faiakedy  for  this  perfon^  fome 
btank  covers,  and  among  them  one 
dirtied  to  ^  man  of  the  name  of 
Shipley*      Thif  letter  had»  how- 
ever, been  feat  to  another  |>eribn 
ol*  that  nznti  who  traaixnitted  it 
to  one  of  the  membert  for  Notting- 
han^  whence,   iK'ith  ail  care  and 
diligencei  it  ^at  traafmitted  to  the 
fecrcury  of  ftate't  office  ;  and  was 
conceived  in  the  foikywtng  terms  : 
**Clt«en  Shipley,  having  fecn  Mr. 
Grey,  Iflod  he  think»  that  a  pcti- 
h'oa  ought  to  be  prafeated,  and  as 
tnzny  as  poffible«    That  the  peti« 
tioo  ihoiM  not  be  to  the  king,  but 
to  parliametit  |  for^  he  fis^ys,  if  >ve 
jxtkion  theking,  it  will  be  left  at 
the  fecrttiry  of  Ilate*i  office,  and 
no  notice  wiH  betaken  of  it/*  The 
htter  pnxrctAfd  to  Aew  that  1500 
pwpJt  met  at  the  Globe  Uvem,  in 
the  Strand,  arid  had  proved  them- 
felrci  friends  of  the  people.     It 
^w»  figaad  John  Hirrilbn,  a  (ans- 
culottci     Mr.  Grry  declared  he 


fhnink  apt  from  thia  letter  being 
.  made«|MiMiCf  nocfrom  the  pFinci- 
plei  be  had  n>aintain()d  Theyw«rt, 
-indeed,  iitch  as  had  been  hcrld  by 
mea  at  prefeoi  high  in  thpcoiiA- 
denoe  of. their  fovereigo';  men  who 
ritotfr  profecutfd .  VHtk  uafieeli^  ie« 
verity  other ,  mifled  aad  poor  peo- 
ple, for  adopting  their  own  .opi- 
,aiop$.        . 

>  The  laain  qyicftion  in  debate  w^ 
agaio  brought  forward  by  ,pi9for 
Mailiaod,  who  denied  the  nece^ty 
^f  ordering  tht  troops  from  Hali- 
.fax.  .  Neceitity  might  indeed  bi^  a 
.plea  tn  def^oOvp  opetintionsf  but  it 
could  not  be  through  neceiHty  or 
.defence  that  we  fent  troops  to  St. 
Pierrcf  Miquelon,  or  MmJniquci 
lniai6t,  the  ii^iktt  at  the  laO:  pl^cs 
fell  prinpip^y  upon  the.  regiments 
from  Halifax.  He.  blamed  .^d* 
nural  Gardner,  who,  h^  faid^  Ivid 
prote^ed/t  he  homeward  bound  fleet, 
not  out  of  duty^  but  cl\oicey  9^tid 
wbenhe.muli  have  kadwn  that  the 
French  had  .a  confiderable  force  on 
the  coad  of  America.  .  The  con- 
duA  of  governor  Westworth  in- 
curred alfo  his  cenfure*.  it  liad  bqea 
faid  that  gentleman  was*  not  to  re* 
ceive  apy  pay  as  colonel ;  but  as  he 
had  the  appoii\tinent  of  his  own 
officers,  he  pofiliTed  the  moft  va- 
luable part  of  fuoh  an  appointment* 
The  regiment  was,  however,  fo  to- 
tally imdifciplined  as  to  be  unfit 
fur  ferviee.  The  militia  counted 
upon  by  Mr*  Dun  das  was  eq^i^y 
unfit  for  duty.  From  a  full  con- 
Uderation  of  our  force  in  that  qaar- 
ten  be  was  p^rfuadedthat,  had  the 
enemy  landed  thae,  they,  might 
have  deilroyed  the  arfenal,  and  done 
whatever  aaifchief  they  pleafed. 

Admiral  Gardner  entered  into  a 
juftiicacion  of  his  condu^,  but  de- 
clined giving  any  information.  He 
was  foUqwcd  by>Mr.  Sheridan,  who 
doubted  not  that  the  hoo«  fcoretary 
.  H  2  .  had 
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had  received  t!ie  in&rmatioti  he 
fpoke  ofy  but  thought  chat^hkh 
had  reached  him  was  more  authen- 
tic. He  noticed  the  boaft  tvhich 
Jiird  been  thrown  6ut,  that  800  of 
the  inhabitantg  of  Halifai  had  de- 
ftrtd  to  be  <?mp1oyed  in  the  mib*- 
tia,  rather  than  exempted.  This 
he  confidcred  as  difdolfng  the  fail, 
that  in  the  hour  of  da;iger  our  co- 
lonies muft  depend  npon  ihemfclves 
for  proteAion ;  and  if  they  wert 
once  confirmed  in  this  beh'efy  and 
trained  to  the  ufe  of  arms,  their  af- 
feflion  to  tHis  country  muft  pro- 
portionably  dlminini«  and  their  al- 
Jegtance  become  equivocaL  As  to 
the  vigilance  of  government  in  pro- 
viding for  the  defence  of  Halifax, 
that  colony  had  been  deprived  of 
her  ftrength  early  in  the  fnmmer  $ 
yet  no  e^e^ive  mearuree  had  been 
taken  till  September.  If,  therefore, 
the  houfe  would  cofifent  to  the  pro- 
duf^ion  of  the  paperSt  he  would 
follow  up  the  produdiian  by  an  in* 
quiry  ;  and  was  ready  to  confront 
major  Hodgfon  (the  fonroe  of  in- 
formation afluded  to  by  Mr.  Dun- 
nes) with  a  witncf;^  at  the  bar, 
-whpfe  talents  as  an  engineer  flood 
-as  high  as  thofe  of  any  other  gen- 
tleman ill  fhat  line.  He  would  not 
aflert,  that  any  impofition  had  been 
intended,  either  by  the  hon.  fecre- 
tary  or  the  governor ;  but  if  no  im- 
poHtlon  was  intended,  a  great  mif- 
^ke  mud  exitt  fomewhere.  He  had 
been  told,  and  circum (lances  led  him 
•to  credit  the  report,  that  the  dif- 
pafches  of  the  ijo>*ernor  had  beeii 
written  with  adeugn  that  they  might 
feu  into  the  hands  of  the  French ; 
«hd  as  every  vefTel  was  at  that  time 
captured,  it  would  have  been  indlf- 
creet  to  have  run  any  rifquc  of  mak- 
ing the  enemy  acquainted  with  the 
wretched  (late  of  the  place :  but 
fo  true  was  this,  and  fo  great  the 
ahrmj  that  what  had  b^  repre-

fented  as  the  eflfed  of  erccffilve 

loyalty,  Was  the  confequence  of 
anxiety  for  their  owir  fafety^*  tfc 
ridiculed  the  idea  of  Halifax,  beii>^ 
as  weB  defended  without  the  re^i- 
menu  fdht  aw4y.  If  however  thi« 
was  the  cafe,  if  government  had 
done  its  dnty,  where  was  the  oc- 
cafion  for  fiich  exceffive  alarm  a9 
had  elided  f  If  there  was  a  fufficient 
number  of  government  forces,  why 
eaft  out  the  militia?  Thefc  two  (latc- 
ments  of  minifters  contmdided  eack 
other,  and  expofed  the  fallacyof  the?r 
aflertions.  But  a  proof  (tifl  more 
convincing  was,  that  many  perfons 
bad  l*emoved  their  effe6ls ;  and  in 
London,  the  infurancc  upon  pro- 
perty at  Halifiax  vas  la  and  I5 
per  cent,  and  at  length  h  coisld  not 
be  infared  at  all.  He  oondinkd 
by  declaring  his  dtCift  for  the  &U- 
cft  inveftigation  of  this  fohjsA. 

AU  the  different  motiona  of  Mr« 
Sheridan  were  then  carrted,  except 
that  lor  copiM  of  the  letter*  rela- 
tive to  the  protedion  of  the  trade 
of  Halifax,  which  was  obje^ed  to 
by  Mr.  Dundasy  as  the  repetilioiv 
of  a  motion  made  on  a  former  day, 
and  was  witlidrawn.  Afker  tbtsu 
Mr.  Sheridan  moved  for  a  copy  of 
a  memorial  prefented  thai  day,  by 
the  meichants  of  London  trading 
to  Nova  Scutia,  with  refpeft  to  the 
ilate  of  defence  at  Halifax.  The 
inquh'ies  of  the  merchants  proved^ 
he  faid,  their  di(ratisfa£lion  at 
the  manner  in  which  it  had  been 
hitherto  defended.  It  was  clearly 
the  opinion  of  the  merchants,  that 
miniders  had  either  been  regardleia 
of  their  defence,  or  too  ignorant 
to  know  in  what  manner  they  ought 
to  have  been  defended.  The  mo- 
tion was  warmly  oppofed  by  Mr. 
Dundas,  as  dangerous,  (}nce  it  was 
not  known  what  intelirgeoffe  it 
might  contain ;  and  improperly 
tim«d,  as  k  had  oet  yet  been  laid 
before 
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brfbre  the  king,  A  warm  altcrc?!- 
tion  Aifuec!  between  Mr,  Sheridan, 
Mr.  Dundai,  Mr.  Fox,  and-  Mr, 
Ktt;  and  the  motion  was  with- 
drawn. 

A  (hort  tune  before  thejclof©  of 
thefeifions,  Mr.  Sberidaa  again  ati> 
tacked  miniftcrs on  thufubj^Af  and 
ftated,  that  h«  had  r^c^i^od  qcruin 
infortnatiGin  from  a  numerous  body 


ef  the  inhabitants  of  HaUfax,  of 
the  truth  of  what  he  bid  affertcd 
refpeCiiog  tlie  unprotcded  (late  of 
jEIalifax  ;  and  that  his  reprefcnta- 
tioQ  of  it  had  been  yeceived  there 
with  applavfes  and  thanks,  and  thf 
anfwer  made  by  thfi  .iccrctary  of 
ilate  with  furpiife,  aol  unmixed 
with  indignation.

IT  is  a  remarkable  circumftance, 
that  fo  confident  had  minifters 
been  of  the  fubj  ligation  of  the  French, 
that  tn  the  contfe  of  the  lad  felfion 
they  had  decidedly  declared  iheir 
cxpie^lations  of  an  uninterrupted 
inarch  to  Paris.  At  the tim  e  of  which 
we  are  now  treating,  the  face  of 
public  affairs  had  undergone  a  me- 
lafDcholy  change ;  and  from  their  ixy^ 
licitude  for  the  internal  defence  of 
the  kix^ndom,  it  was  evident  that 
they  were  not  without  their  appre- 
henfioils,  that  their  too  fanguine 
preSehons  migjit  be  completely  re- 
verfei  In  oraer  to  provide  for  the 
internal  defence  of  the  kingdom, 
Mr.  Pitt,  on  the  6th  of  March, 
introduced  to  the  houfe  a  motion 
for  an  augmentation  of  the  militia. 
This  meafure,  he  faid,  had  been 
fttccefsfuUy  adopted  during  the  lail 


war  \  but  he  meant  to  propofe  that 
the  militia  fbould  be  mcreafed  by 
volunteers;  whether  as  independent 
companies,  or  by  additions  of  men 
to  corps  already  formed,  he  had 
hot  yet  determined.  Some  bodies 
of  cavalry  ought  alfo  to  be  fornied  y 
and  as  many  who  would  probably  be- 
long to  them  might  objc6t  to  leav- 
ing their  own  county,  the  bcft 
plan  would  be  to  cmbodv  them  on 
the  princij^le  of  nut  being  to  be 
called  upon  except  in  cafes  of  great 
emergency.  However  improbable 
it  was  that  the  enemy  (hould  at- 
tempt an  invafion,  it  was  our  duty 
to  make  that  which  was  improba- 
ble in  the  attempt  difficult  in  the 
execution. 

The  former  part  of  the  mini- 
fter's  plan  was  thought  by  Mr.  M» 
A.  Tayior,  i^neceflSry,  extremely 

H  3  proper. 
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proper,  but  of  the  degree  of  fteccf' 
iity  he  was  not  quite  clear.  Wrth 
refpe£^  however  to  the  embodying' 
cavalry  throughout  the  tottntryy 
and  raifing  Another  milftary  force, 
he  fhould  give  it  his  nc'gatiyc.  He 
did  nut  fee  that  our  prefcnt  fitua- 
tiop  juftffied  this  line  of  condufti 
Ke  had  no  apprehenflon$  of  inva- 
lion,  though  he  confidered  the  war 
fufficiently  preguant  with  calamity. 
It  appeared *to  him  extremely  injuw 
nous  to  agriculture  and  trade,  that 
fo  many  of  the  moft  active  clafa 
Ihould  be  taken  away,  and  unfitted 
for  further  labour. 

Vl\\  Francis  noticed  the  great  in* 
eonfiftency  of  minidcrs.  At  the 
conimencemcnt  of  the  laft  fcffion, 
we  were  told  the  French  would  be 
driven  to  extremity— now,  after 
vaunting  our  fucceffea  on  the  firft 
day  of  the  feffion,  we  were  reprc- 
fented  in  a  ftat^  fo  alarming,  that 
it  was  ncceffary  to  take  extraordi- 
nary meafures  to^uard  us  from  that 
very  enemy,  of  whofe  exertions 
we  fpokc  with  futh  contempt  a 
few  ttionths  back.  Since  how- 
ever \ve  were  in  danger,  let  us  pro- 
vide the  belt  means  for  6ut»  deferice  5 
and  that  we  were  in  danger,  he  in- 
ferred from  the  abfence  of  the  w- 
fual  prefumptiori  on  the  other  fide 
pf  the  houle^  He  affirmed  that 
the  people  in  general  were  in  a  ftate 
of  defpair'with  refpe£i  to  the  fate 
of  the  prefent  war — and  to  that  he 
attributed  the  filence  of  thofe  gen- 
tlemen, who,  at  the  commencc- 
inefit  of  hofttlities,  received  the 
jniniftcr'spropofitions  with  animated 
applaufe.  This  'inference  was  de- 
hied  by  Mr.  Bouverie,  who  (aid 
gentlemen  on  the  other  fidif  of  the 
Boufe  had  rifen  fo  foon  after  the 
minifter's  fpeech^  that  none  on  that 
fide  the  houfc  could  poflibly  fpeak. 
Though  there  was  no  probability  of 
an  invafion,  yet  he  approved  a  ilate 


of  pfeparatioiu  AndMr^  Drake  te,^. 
turned  thitnks  to  the  rmimiUr*  for 
his  pr^cautiona,  Which  were  ^Ifq 
sj^provtd  hj  Mr.  Bunkm  «|iui  other. 
gentleman. 

Mr.  Fdx  obfenred,  tkat  tbe  boi*fe 
was  now  called  upon  to  naikQ  cx^ 
ertions  mow  icxtraordinary  thM| 
daring  th«  moft  ahrming  pwrMid  of 
the  laft  warj  .  With  regard  i»  the 
motrort  itfelf,  he  (houU  make  but 
<me  n^mark  and  tbat  4»aly  ht  tbQ 
purpose  of  intrbduciq^hii  obfcrta* 
tibws  «Mt  the  remark  made  by  Mr« 
Francis,  that  the  c»crtipn«  propofed 
wereof greater  crtcnt  than  iiithcyeat 
1779.  We  then  flood  atone  agaiRft 
the  'united  potrcra.of  Holland^ 
France  and  Spain  in  Europe— ^w« 
had  been  on  the  whok  uniiicct£«- 
ful  in  our  operations,  and  tht  fleet 
of  France  alone  was  very  llulc  itj* 
ferlor  to  our  own,  auflth^n  we  wctn; 
threatened  with  an  invafion,  i^ow 
h  was  triumphantly  andtruly  faid» 
we  had  the  afl&ilance  of  alt  Eu- 
rope agatnii  the  FrcncH*,  It  had 
been  afferted,  and  truly  alio,  that 
our  fleet  was  fupcrtor  t9  that  of  the 
enemy.  It  had  been  heki  oui«  thiit 
we  were  emin^tnly  focc^id  im  -lA^ 
htfi  campaign.  IJid  then  Our  fup*- 
rior  advantages  demaod  fuperior 
exertions  \  Ox  vns  it  ahe  oaMint  of 
foccefc  to  reroder  defence -more  ne- 
cefTary,  or  danger  nK>rc  immineat 
and  alarming  ?  It  wm  aat»  he  faid* 
very  Datteriog  to  the  pride  of  £Qg* 
lafid,  that  with  all  ho'  boafted  fn- 
pcriority  the  Freach  were  fuSered 
to  remain  maftera  of  the  cbai^nel 
for  feveral  days  fioce  the  oommence- 
ment  <rfthe  war.  He  did  notthitik 
deO>ifing  danger  was.any  proof  of 
wifddm,  but  that  the  exertions 
now  made  were  greatly  difprtj|;^or- 
ti<Miate  to  the  coAparati^e  prjeflure 
of  the  occafion.  in  177^  thcfe 
was  fubftantial  gfound  tO:appre« 
hcnd  danger,  and  little  or  not 
ground 
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ground  at  prcfent.  He  (hould 
Lowever  ixuiLc  tta  oppoiUi^A.  to 
^n  asg'mcfitaticiii  of  Uit  militia*  .   •

While  this  nxattcr  cafktmued  10 
agitiitxan^apaper  .watiiFiied  frpm 
the  trca^'aryv  in  the  fbrtn'of  a  f^com- 
tatttdationf  or  rather  r€(|uir^tion, 
which  had  Ibr  its  ohjt&.  tl»e  form- 
ing of  vcJmiteer.coiBpaBieiboch  of 
jn^ntrf  atud ' cavalry;)  to  ali^A  in 
repdtiiig  fnoaEbo ,  fappvefling  i  iou, 
ftc.  ^ch  a  reqaiiltioi}  was  by 
many  th^wrght  entirtly  ncconditu- 
tioa^«  and  ita  illegality,  waa  io- 
crcafed -by  the  propofalv^f  enter- 
ing info  voluntary  {ubrcriptionA  for 
carry  ing  the  dteafure  iotoexei^utioo. 

Oii  the  queiiiokK  iGtJir  en^ofliog 
the  bill  fdT^iidaugiBentaiti<Mi  of  the 
mihtia.  ofi  the  17th  .of  Matchi  ,it 
was  ofarjcded  «aby  Mt.  Balder,  ^aa 
f  ^ade^llate'to^the  pnrpofe  ibr  which 
it  H^  -dd^gncA.  Ir  was  ^  faid  to 
be  at  |>rovifion  againCt.  a  danger 
ivbkh  tbivateiied  iht  conolry.  l{ 


the  danger  was  imminent, our  force 
(hgiild  be  (jqual  to  it  ^  but  the  bill 
did  not  fccm  to  be  of  that  i^ature. 
He  nxentlou^d  that  he  had  feen   a 
papiu>.  dated    Whitehall,    J^arch 
14th,.  1 794*    which   appeared    to 
rocpmmeiid.a  general  fiibfcription,, 
for    the    purpofe    of   carrying  6ii 
mealiu-LS,    of  which  the  Ijill   thei\ 
before  the  houfc  was  a  p.irt.     He 
couficjered  this  mealure  as  irregular 
without   the  previous   coiifent    of 
pailianieut,  and  a  converfation  ecr 
fucd  upon  the  fubjtd.     It  was  re- 
fumed    by   Mr.  Sheridan  on    the 
tiil  March,    He  noticed,  that  let- 
ters had  been  fent  to  the  lords  ]ieu« 
tenants  of  feveral  counties  by  go- 
vernment/ wliich  letters  had  been 
laid  before  the  grand  juries.     He 
wiflied  therefore  to  aik  the  chan- 
cellor of  the  exchequer,  if  the  mca- 
ftu-c  which   had  been  lately  puB- 
liihcd  relative  to  recomnicndiog  the 
raiftng  of  troops  by  voluntary  fub- 
fcriptionSy   upon  plans  to  be  fug- 
gelled  by  the  lordii  lieutenants  of 
different  counties,  came  from  the 
fccrctary  of  lUtc ;  and  if  fo,  whe- 
ther the  right  hon.  gentleman  had 
any  objeftion  to  laying  that  com- 
munication before  the  konfe  ?  This 
was.indeed.a  point  that  did  not  re- 
quire    argument,     fiuce     nothing 
could  be  more  clear,   than  thi*t  a 
profTolition    from     the     executive 
power xo  any  quarter  whatever,  on 
£0  .public  an  objedl  as  the  ralfrng  of 
troops,  ought  and  muft  he  laid  be- 
fore   parliament.     Nothing   could 
be  more  decidedly  unconlHtutlonal, 
than  that  any  meafure  for  railing 
aa  army  ihould  be  carried  on  with- 
out the  immediate   knowledge   of 
the   hojufe  of  commons.     It  this 
communication  was  liot  to  be  laid 
before  the   houfe    as  a  matter  ot 
courfe,  he  (huuld  move   For  it  on 
the  hrl^  open  day. 

It  wa*  replied  by  Mr.  Pitt,  that

was  sol  a  fptcific  plap  for  raifeog 
troop(f«  but  a  meafuxe  by  wbkb 
mifiiftera  might  be  enabled  to  dt« 
geil  a  p}«n  whicb  fliould  be  laid  be*> 
fore  the  boufie  the  firft  opportunicy. 
Eftioiatet  were  actually  prepared* 
and  would  be  ready  in  a  few  daya. 
With  regard  to  the  comfnunicatton 
to  the  lords  lieutcnanti»  he  coold  not 
agree  to  the  produ^lon.  This  re« 
iMiil  again  called  up  Mr*  Sheridan » 
vrho  obferved  do  reafon  had  been 
aifigned  wb^  the  circular  letter 
ihould  not  be  produced,  and  he  con- 
fidered  the  attempt  to  levy  money 
•'v^'ithout  tiic  exprefs  confent  of  par- 
liament ao  (b  improper,  that  he 
ihould  on  the  24th  make  a  mo- 
tion on  thefuhjcft.  Mr.  Pitt  ac- 
counted for  tbe  meafure  by  fiating 
that  innumerable  inftancea  had  oc- 
curredt  in  ^'hich  money  fo  railed 
had  been  applied  to  the  payment  of 
troops,  witich  wee  all  (Itat  was  ie» 
tended  in  the  prefent  inftance« 

In  porfuance  of  the  notice  alrea* 
dy  givro,  Mr.  Siieridan,  00  the  day 
be  bad  aiTigned,  entered  upon  a  di/- 
cuni«'>n  of  the  pow^r  of  nnmifters  to 
levy  money  wiihoat  4he  confent  of 
parliament.  He  underftoodf  fmce 
the  lafl  convctTation  upon  the  Tub* 
jcAt  the  chancellor  of  the  exche- 
quer wa§  wiiliil{^  to  produce  the 
papers  required,  which  in  fa^t.*he 
could- not  withhold*  As  a  ^int 
^'hicharofeout  of  thicqueftion,  be 
fatd»  tlKit  tegardltfs  of  the  imputa- 
tions fo  liberally  bcftowed  upon  all 
who  accufed  miniders  of  a  wifhto 
interfere  improperly  with  the  go- 
vernment, or  endanger  (he  fafety.of 
the  kingdom,  he  trufled  whenever 
an  occaiioa  ftiQuId  arifci  which  be

to  charged  with  a  fliamcful  neglcA 
of  tbe  coaft.  He  n»tift  finth«r 
charge  them>  with  ao  ad  ^rfe&ly 
illegal  and  unecmftitutional«  in  mak? 
ing  an  eppUoadon  for  a  voluntary 
fubfcription  towards  fupportiaff  m 
military  power  in  tbia  count ry»  He 
^ated,  that  perfons  were  at  this  tknc 
deliberat  ing  on  the  beHmeaoisof  FtH? 
ingmen^aadof  paytngtbem  wkhsmt 
a  parliafnentary  faa&ion ;  and  thta 
not  as  a  voluntary  a6k  of  their  ^wn, 
but  on  the  expre^  requifitiafn  of  the 
femetary  of  ftate ;  and  this  had  boc^ 
followed  by  an  advertifemeat  in  4h« 
public  papers,  fo  worded  as  to  «p* 
pear  to  indicate  that  thofe  who 
did  not  join  it  had  views  boliik  tq 
the  coaititution.  He  doubted  not 
he  flioold  be  told  that  it  waa  not 
the  intention  of  miaiAen  to  ptit 
thefe  troops  underpay,  till  the  pAab 
of  raifing  and  the  mode  of  ptyiog 
them  (hould  have  received  the  fane* 
tion  of  pailiament.  But  why  waa 
parliament  pafled  by  in  aay  fta^ 
of  this  important  bufiaefa  ^  Wby 
did  minifters  refort  to  bfds  Iteutcr 
nants  and  grand  juries  inftead  of 
the  boufeof  commons,  where  alone 
they  could  conftitutioQally  and  le- 
gally apply  on  tbe.fubje^?

by  ia^tfidiiala.  Thna  the  houfe  of 
commona  woold  be  rpbbed  of  ittf  an* 
thority ;  and  if  the  executive  go* 
venimest  eoold  raife  fappltes  with« 
out  an  -application  to  fodiament, 
there:  vfsnk  an  end  of  all  the  objed  of 
a  Deprtfentatfon  of  the  people.  Mr. 
Wefter*  ftrongly  argued  the  dan- 
ger of  foch  a  mcafnre  to  the  Uber* 
tieaof  thecoafitry« 

The  meaforea  taken  on  this  oc-* 
cafioQ  were  daihnded  by  the  chan- 
cellor of  the  e^cchequer,  who  ngain 
afTevted,  that  voluntary  contribu^ 
tiont  of  the  fiibjed  for  the  purpofe 
of  affifting  levsiea,  tiu^fe  levies  re* 
ceiving  the  fandion  of  parliament, 
ivereparfe^ legal,  and conibnant 
to  pveoedent  and  pradkicc.  The 
XDcaixtfet  aiready.  taken  were'oti^y 
preliftiiiiarfea  toi  bringing  th«  plan 
before  pai4itiitenr*  He  waV  fitr* 
pri^d.  ^ttttbmen  ftould  complain 
of  want  oiiablrmaxian  4)n  thia  fub- 


jc6k,  Z9i  w\wD  tftw'«illiaia%ilw«a 
propoiiDd^  Ibmtthad  dedat*ad,  Uiat 
.thoagh^they  agnead  to  tliat  a«ig>> 
meatstiobi  yet  thef  fltould  op»

•all<k]ed  to>  Mudy^  independent 
vohnaeer  ocn-pt*  He  further  in* 
fonacd'the  hpii<e^  that  a  Meflbge 
would  ^  be  delivered  the  next  day

Mr.  Fox  oonfefled  that  he  waa 
prefent  when  the  right  hen,  g«ntle* 
man  bad  made  hit  fpeech,  declaratory 
of  the  meafurerto  be  taken,  but  had 
not  at  all  undeHlood  that  atiy  fuch 
fere  intended  as  were  contrary  to 
precedent  and  the  pra^ice  of  the 
houfe.  He  could  not  confider 
what  had  paiTed  ip  1778  aa  a  prece* 
dent ;  thofe  contributions  weiiK 
fpootaneousi  without  a  hint  from 
the  crown  H<  had  been  of  opinion 
that  the  right  hon.  gentleman  had 
only  mcaot  to  take  the  advice  of 
the  counties  Upon  the  meafore«  but 
it  now  appeared  that  there  had  been 
an  official  application  from  the  fe- 
cretary  of  ftate,  Cuftom  vtrarranted 
him  in  confiderihg  a  fecretary  of 
(late  in  thefe  circumilaiices  as  a^t- 
ing  by  authority  from  hia  majeily* 
He  muft  therefore  underftand  that 
the  king  had  fent  hia  mandate  to 
different  parts  of  the  country  to 
aflc,  without  the  confent  of  par* 
liaisent,  who  would,  and  who  would 
not,  contribilite  what  was  neceflary 
for  the  defence  of  the  country  ?

Mr.  Fox  profeflcd  his  readincfs  to 
mcelthisqucftion  iji  Its  fuUellcxU/it, 
and  daunted  not  V  (hould  fucccedy 
gt  lead  in  ^xtt  though  the  fears 
entertained  by  gentlemen  refpeft- 
ing  tbc  fate  ot  the  war  might  make 
ihem  kfs  alert  in  alTertiiig  their 
rights  agaiaii  the  illegal  practices  of 
IQinillerSt 

Mr.  Fjrancis  denied  having,  on  a 
former  occafioo,  beard  any  thing 
like  an  intention  of  apply s'ng  to 
itie  bounty  or  loyalty  oiiivjividuals 
to  levy  money  privately  for  raifing 
PT  payiTigthemilitia,or  for  any  other 
piirpofe*  He  coidd  fee  no  poffible 
pccaGon  for  the  roinlfler  to  refort 
to  fucb  irregular  means,  Tliehoufe 
was  a^  ready  to  grant  as  he  was  to 
aik*  It  was  an  aifrpnt  to  quedion 
its  readinefs  tofupport  gov- rnmcnt 
in  whatever  was  neccffary  and  pro- 
per. Wi^at  ufeful  purpofc  was  it 
then  to  aafwer  ?  It  created  a  pre- 
f^edent  againft  the  boufe  of  com- 
iDonsy  and  that  was  fooKthing. 
The  door  was  open^  the  right  hou. 
gentleman  had  oqly  to  knock  and 
he  admitted-— why  then  would  he  go 
inattlie  wiodow?  It  did  however 
more  ;  it  enabled  the  iDipider  to 
draw  a  line  of  diilioAion,  and  to 
£qw  jealouiies  and  auimodties  ar 
mongil  his  majefty's  fubje^ls. 

The  illegality  of  levy  ing  money  m 
this  mode  upon  the  fubje<%  was  ad- 
mitted by  Mr.  ftrjeant.  Adair ;.but 
tbe  condu6!l  of  minitlerson  thisocca* 
fion  was  juJUfied  by  ita  having  beea 


dircAcd  by.  the  expediency  of  tho 
moment^  and 'n^tvnthatiyTiew  to 
leaking  dangeroii3  entroachments. 
He  though!  the  pt-j^fcnt  an  abftracl 
fubjc^,  upon  which  it  mf^it  be 
moA:  advlfableto  a^oid  drfcofiion- 

Mr.Grey  thouj^ht'orttheCnntra  ry 
there  was  the  utmrtft  oeceffity  for 
the  prcfeut  difcuSTon.  Hc'cen- 
fured  iho  conduft  of  rtiittifteft,  and 
conceived  that  the  only  means  of 
healfng  the. wound  received  by  the 
con (Utu lion,  would  be, 'by  a  re- 
folution  of  tbat  .hotife,  fouiwrrf 
lijxjn  the  order  of  councfl,  exptcfliTc 
of  the  illcgah'ty  and  imprnprietyof 
tiie  meafure.  After  fome  further 
converfation,  the  qucftibu  was  ptit 
and  cann'ed. 

On  th^  following  day  a  meflai^e 
from  his  majeily  was  delivered  rn 
both  houfes  of  parliament,  pur^ 
porting,  that  the  avowed  intcntiotjs 
of  the  enemy  to  invade  this  cooft- 
tiy  made  an  increafe  of  the  land 
forces  ncceflary,  and  tliat,  tnifting 
to  the  Concurrence  of  parliament, 
he  had  given  orders  accordii^ly. 
On  the  meffage  being  taken  into 
confideration  in  the  boufe  of  com- 
mons, Mr.  Dundas  moved  the  ad- 
drefs  containing  the  concurrence  of 
the  boufe  in  repelling  the  attempt 
of  an  invafion^  afluring  hfm  of 
their  7^ak)us  concurrence  in  the 
prefent  jull  and  nectflary  war,  atid 
of  every  exertion  which  became  a 
brave  and  loyal  people. 

Mr.  Honeywood  rejoiced  that 
the  addrefs  would  enable  him,  on 
the  following  day,  to  attend  a 
meeting  of  the  gentlemen  of  the 
county  of  Kent  in  a  con^itufioiial 
manner.  He  mentioned  the  great 
loyalty  of  tba*t  connty,  in  which 
the  iitmoft  pains  had  been  taken  by 
the  raagiftratestodifcover  ftdftrous 
or  treafonable  praftices,  \vho,  un- 
der the  authority  of  the  fecretary  of 
Aa^Cy  had  (topped  aod  opened  prtr 
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I  Tate]ctUrs%  Mr.  Dusdas  jlifliiied 
lis  cooduA  hy  ftating,  that  he  had 
uifonnation  .of  feditwua  pra6iicc9 
io  a  pcribn  jcGding  in  that  county* 
The  pnadace  of  openrng  private 
letters  was  ieverdy  rcpxo&ted  hy 
Mr.  ¥a%f  «i(ho  flated  th«  Ia\i(  which 
cnaded^  that  any  perfoD  opcurng  a 
kuer  without  the  e^rprefs  ord^r  of 
the  fecre^aryof  ilate,  waa  liable  to 
ioSer  puoimmait  as  a  felon  with-* 
out  benefit  of  clergy.  Thi9  power, 
ke  knew,  waa  given,  to  the  fecrcn 
tary  of  date  ;  but  it  was  £b  nice 
anddelicau  in  its  nature^  that  it 
ought  never  to  be  ufed  but  when 
required  by  the  immediate  fafety 
of  the  ftaCe.  To  employ  it  for  the 
parpole  of  difcQver{n|r  the  p<^'ti- 
cal  opinions  of  individuals,  ap- 
peared to  him  fo  atrocious,  that 
the  imputation  was  toq  grofs  to  be 
applied  to  any  man  without  de- 
noaftratlve  proof.  Hethought.it 
however  the  duty  of  the  fccretary 
of  Hate  to  inquire  into  the  prac- 
tice. 

With  refpcft  to  the  addrefs,  that 
he  did  not  mean  to  oppofe,  but  ob- 
jcdcd  to  it  as  too  (Iroagly  worded^ 
ftod  pledging  the  houfe  to  grant  ex- 
traordinaiy  powers  to  the  crown, 
before  the  emergency  that  could 
abne  juftify  fuch  a  grant  was 
clearly  made  out.  He  admitted, 
however,  that  great  preparations 
for  a  defcent  had  been  made  by  the 
coen^t  wd  the  ncceffity  pf  due 
means  of  defepce.  Important  as 
this  objuefl  was»  he  would  not  have 
it  eficoed.by  voluntary  fubfcrip- 
tioos,  which  were  illegal :  but  thcfe 
he  did.notconfider  as^at  all  the  to- 
pic of  debate  on  the  prefent  occa- 
£on,  as.  tl^ere  was  no  reference  to 
then)  either  in  the  meflage  or  ad- 
dref&.  As  the  houfe  had  exprefled 
no  opinion  on  the  legality  or  illc- 
galitj  of  thcfe  fid)fcription3|  he  did 
mot  fee  how   the  prcfcnt   debate 


could  produce  the  fatisfa6bton  khf 
by  an  hoit^entlem^n  (Mr.  Hon^« 
wood).  ITicrewas  an  obje6lioq 
to  the  ^refs  which  he  wiflied  to 
date,  which  was  the  infertion  of 
the  words  "Juftand  ncceflary  war.*^ 
On  this  fubjed  his  fentimentt  re- 
mained  the  fame ;  but  as  the  wordi 
did  nqt  pledge  htm  to  any  fpecific 
condition,  he  IhouTd  confider  then^ 
rather  as  words  of  courfe  than  of 
meanings 

Mr.  Sheridan  faid,  thefe  was  wn-*  ^ 
thing  either  in  the  mefifage  or  ad^ ' 
drefs  that  had  any  reference  to  the 
papers  he  had  called  for,  and  whidi 
then  lay  on  the  table.  He  would 
abdaiii  from  making  his  motion^  if 
he  found  that  mininers  had  aban^ 
doned  the  plan  of  fuhfcription^ 
and  had  taken  tbi^  public,  fair^ 
and  conditutional  modle  of  calling 
for  the  aid  of  the  country  to  th« 
executive  power.  If  not,  he  (hofik^ 
make  it  at  a  future  time. 

Mr.  Pitt  admitted  that  the  fub-. 
je&  of  fubfcriptions  had  no  refer* 
ence  either  to  the  mefTage  or  ad* 
drefs.  But  it  was  not  to  be  fup- 
pofed,  that  thqugh  not  mentioBed 
in  them,  the  meauire  was  abandon^ 
ed  by  miniders,  as  a  ftep  haftilf 
adopted,  and  proper  to  be  retrac- 
ed. He  wiihcd  not  to  introduce 
an  unnecfflary  difcvif&on,  bnt  fek 
himfelf  obliged  to  fay,  that  when 
the  fubfcriptions  came  to  be  ai*- 
gued,  he  thontd  produce  4uck  a 
combination  of  political  authority: 
of  various  defcriptions,  that  he  be^ 
lieved  they  would  not  beoppofed  by 
gentlemen  on  the  oppofite  fide  of 
the  houfe.  He  would,  he  faid,  difr 
tindily  Hate  to  the  houfe  the  mea- 
fures  which  he  conceived  it  the  du- 
ty of  minifters  to  fubmit  to  parlia- 
ment, in  ordcrthat  parliament,  being 
poffelTed  of  their  intentions,  might 
"udge  them  upon  true  grounds, 
*^iicy  wo.uld  recoiled  that,  ac- 
cording

cording  to  Ac.  aotfce  he  had  s^vent 
the  e  St  mates  had  b^ea  prefeiiied 
that  day  rcfpei^ing  the  corpa  ioime- 
diatd)r  to  be  ^exAbodied^  the  ex- 
pcnce  on  which  would  be  re&rred 
to  a  committee  of  fvpply*.  With 
rcfpc^  to  the  other  force*  which 
l^ight  or  might  not  be  called  inta 
fervlce,.  they  could  not  yet  be  cfti*« 
Aiaced ;  but  the  plao  was  fimilar  in- 
all  rcfpe^ts  to  that  adc^ted  in  •  thcr 
lafi  war ;  and  it  was  hts  Hit«ntion 
to  bring  in  a  billy  providii^g,  that 
if  thefe  trpops  are  to  be  in  adkual 
fervicf ,  and  (hall  have  occafion  to 
inarch,  they  (hall  receive  pay»  and 
be  fubjedl  to  military  ditcipline* 
The  mrafure  for  the  augmentation 
of  the  noilitia  had  palfied  the  boufe. 
A  noinber  of  fjcnclble$  were  to  be 
kept  in  towns  and  counties  in  rea- 
dinefs  for  any  emergency.  Thefe 
two  meafures  (hould  be  laid  before 
parliament;  aod>  by coflfcnting  to 
them»  parliament  wouM  only  fol- 
low precfdent*  eilablijbed  on  the 
moft  ccmrt  it utional  grounds  if  any 
fubfcription  enabled  his  majefty  to 
add  to  that  force,  he  had  no  doubt 
the  whole  of  it  would  be  found 
conft!tutii)nal.  He  faid  he  was 
readv  to  argue  the  legality  of  thefe 
mfafures,  and  entered  into  a  la- 
boured defence  of  tbofc  words  in 
the  addreHi  to  which  Mr«  Fox  had 
ebjc^cd,  as  peculiarly  defcripiivc 
of  the  prtfent  war, 

Mr.  Fox  obfervedf  that  the  chan- 
cellor of  the  exchequer  had  argued 
upon  the  words  as  if  they  wt:rc 
introduced  into  the  addrefs  for 
the  purpofc  of  affording  an  oppor- 
tunity of  accufiug  G^entlemen  who 
op -J  »i'td  the  war  of  inconfiRcnc^'*  if 
thr/ voted  for  the  addrefs.  The 
war  having  been  entered  upon,  and 
no  alternative  left  but  to  cxpofc  the 
country  to  the  enemy,  or  to  dc» 
'  fend  it,  he  would  fupport  the  \»^r, 
thai  the  country  might  fufTcr  as 


Uulie  as  pofiible^    Was  it  jtift  and 

honefty  when  th«  country  was  in 
danger,  to.  prevent  the  minority, 
bo^stever .  fitftalU  '  (rtm .  exprcffing 
their  loyaky  and  zeaf,  by  the  in^ 
tfoduction  of  topics  that  mo  ft 
create.*  difference  of'  0|^nion  ?  In 
dcfenoe  of  that  conMenty  which 
the  chAncellnrof  the  exthe^ner  had 
thought  tit  tft  impeach,  he  feh 
himfeif  onder.the  heceifity  of  mov- 
ing -as  an  amendment^  that  the 
words  **  jaft  and  necefftry"  fiiould 
be  omitted  ivi  the  oddreft. 

Afpinted  akercation  took  place 
on  this.occaiion  betweM  Mr.  t>uQ- 
das,  Mr.  Sheridan,  and  Mr.  Grey. 
The  latter,  a^  the  clofc  of  his 
fpeech,  wifhed  the  right  hon,  gen- 
tleman (Mt«  Pkt)  haddefcended 
from  his  high  and  haughty  tone  of 
prerogative,  and  informed  the 
houfe  of  his-  real  optuion  tefpedmg 
the  legidity  of  the  meafares  pur- 
ftied  by  hts  majelty's  miniftert, 
with  refpoA  to  the  Cfrcalftr  letters 
to  the  lords  lieutenants  of  counties, 
that  gentlemen  might  not  go  hdme 
with  any  f&ifconception  on  a  point 
offuch  high  eonilitutiooal  import- 
ance. Mr.  Pitt  replied,  that  t# 
propofe  a  voluntary  fubferiptfon 
tor  the  purpofe  of  levying  a  mili- 
tary force  for  the  defence  of  the 
country,  to  be  fandioned  by  par- 
liament, was  in  his  opinion  (Irtdly 
legal.  Mv4  Francis  noticed,  with 
ability,  the  great  quantity  of  ex* 
traneous  matter  rntreduced  in  the 
Rebate,  and  voted  for  the  amend- 
ment. It  was  however  negatived 
without  a  divi(i6A,  and  the  cddrefs 
was  voted  as  originally  moved* 

On  a  cloie  iafpe6tion  of  thefe 
debates,  it  will  perhaps  appear, 
that  even  the  miftonty  was  dtfsUed 
from  oppofiag  theminillerial  plan  of

die  oonftittitiony  and  againft  the 
authority  of  parliament,  for  which 
a  minxfler  ought  to  be  tmfeachtdy  it 
IB  that  af<  arming  the  people^  and 
odliag  for  money  upon  any  pre* 
tenceeo  fnpport  them,  without  the 
prcriouip  confent  of  parliament  fo* 
Ikited  ah^  obtained. 

Tim  minifterial  proceeding  pro* 
daced  a  fpirit^d  and  conflitution^ 
oppofitioH  tlimughout  the  country*,' 
-^Refohiiions  pointedly  againft  tho 
meafmre  were  carried  in  (bme  coun^ 
tics;  and  that  of  Surry,  on  the 
27th  of  March,  in  particular,  de- 
ferves  refpe<^fal  mention,  as  pecu- 
liarly expreffive  of  the  conftitntion- 
al  doarine  on  this  fubjca.  It  was 
as  follows  3 

Reiblved,  vrith  oriy  one  diflent- 
ing  voiecy  *'  That  it  is  the  opinion 
of  this  meeting,  that  it  i«  their  du- 
ty torefufeany  countenance  to  pri- 
vate fubfcriptione,  at  the  requifi- 
tion  of  miniilers,  for  public  pur- 
pofes}  but  that  we  are  rcady^t  all 
times  to  dand  forward  in  any  confti- 
tutional  manner  iu  fupport  of  our 
kisg  and  country,  againft  all  fo- 
reign and.dom€ftic  enemies,'* 

In  conformity  to  the  notice  he 
had  already  giveff,  Mr,  Sheridan, 
on  the  28th  of  March,  introduced  a 
motiomon  the  above  important  topic. 
It  was  prefaced  by  a  very  able 
fpeech  from  that  gentleman,  va 
which  he  ftated,  that  the  minifter 
had  perfiiled  in  the  meafure  he  had 
adopted  in  fuch  a  way,  as  made  ic 
evident  that  he  rather  adcd  from 
th&view^of  eftablifhing  the  princi- 
ple,/ than  frOm  any  hope  of  imme- 
•diate  advantage  to  the  (late.  He 
wouldy,  be  faidi  Kave  cheerfully  put 
off  the  difcufiloa,  had  any  parlia- 
mentary fan^ion  been  applied  for 
on  this  alarming  meafure.  But  it 
leemed  to  be  the  intention  of  the 
minifter,  to  be  bis  firll  delire  in  the 
oftentation  of  his  power,  to  increafe 
the  prerogative  of  the  crowB>  and^ 
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in  the  choice  tyfmeaiisi  to  g^vc  the 
preference  to  whatever  conuadjded 
fbtne  eftaUKhed  ntige^.  >  violated 
ibime  fandantcntal  prtiicipk)  orde- 
moUfhed  fbme  conflitutioDal  fe»^. 
In  piibof  of  this*  he  inftanced  the 
iiitrodcr^ion  of  foreign  tro9p«  with- 
out parliamentary  cbtifent^  and  Uie 
proceedings  -  on  the  prefect  occa- 
Son^ThequdHonfortfaeprefent  cOi- 
fiferatioir  afthehoofe  waa,  he  (aid* 
ivhetherthe  people  had  a  right  to  of- 
fer and  to  gjve»  and  the  crown  to  re- 
.  ceivc  a  fnpply  Of  fubfcn'ption  for 
puhKc  purpofcs^  without  the  knt>w- 
ledge  aad  confeizt  of  parliament. 
'Mr.  Sheridan  divided  his  fpeech  oh 
'  this occafibn  into  three  propofitiona ; 
the  firft  of  which  was,  that  it  Was 
'againfi  the  reafbn  of  things^  and 
the  princtplea^  of  a  mixed  govern - 
tacot  and  of  a  reprefentativc  fyf- 
^teih,  and  confequently  not  rccon- 
4cilcahie  with  the  fpirit  or  letter  of 
our  coniUtution^  for  the  crown  to 
pofiefs  fudi  a  power  •  T liere  could) 
he  faidy  he  no  iecbrity  for  public 
liberty,  except"  on  the  ground  that 
tht  crown  cannot  take  or  ufe  pro- 
perty to  any  public  parpofe^  with- 
out the  confent  of  parliament  $  and 
It  was  our  boail^  that  the  people 
could  not,  by  any  indiifcreet  bene- 
volence, prefent  their  money  to  the 
crown  by  any  other  meaas^  than 
through  the  channel  of  parlian^ent. 
Were  it  other  wife^  parliament 
would  be  ttfckfs,  andthe  king  have 
the  meana  of  employing  thia  money 
to  purpofea  not  previoufly  explain- 
ed. If  grand  juries  and  county 
meetings  could  not  therefore,  with 
fefety  to  the  conftttution,  grant 
fuch  fams  of  their  own  xnoti(Mi> 
bow  biuch  more  alarming  mufi.  it 

•  be,  if  the  crown  could  at  plea- 
fure  apfieal  to  knots  of  fele6ted  in- 
dividuals, and  procure  fupplies  for 
purpofcs  unexplained  to  the  legal 
rcprelentatives  of  the  people?  A

His  third  propofition  was,  that, 
vcre   it   cooftitational     and  'cnf- 
toT.ary,  h  was  nnwife,  fr.tife,  and 
unfit  fo  be  i^ifdrted  to.    The  refult 
of  the  pTtfent  attempt  wouM  foon 
Vcrten,asihere  never  was  a  moment 
f>  favourable  for  the  experiment. 
T\\t  country  h;\d  every  motive  for 
t^ic  difpbiy  of'  bcnerolence.     The 
expences  of  the  pi*cfcnt  year  wotsid 
It  arleaft:  35,ocx>,ooM.  for  the  pay- 
ment of  our  hereditary  debts,  and 
for  the  maintenance  of  this  moft 
yj'ino'jt  war-^a   war  for  the  falva- 
lion  of  the  Bntilh    conflttution, 
and  the  fafety  of  kirfgs— for  the 
prcfcrvacidn  of  the  cbrtftian   reli- 
gion—for  the  fake  of  privik-ges  and 
tii'linfiions— forthe  re^ittition  and 
c.^^IKhmcat  of  pnblic  order— for 
frcnring  the  fefetyof  this  and  other 
c»)Untrie»— ^  Trar  in  which  all  the 
<r:notions  of  the  foiH  were  to  be 
reufed,  and  in   which,  if  trtt  it 
could  be  expefted  to  drtiw  a  great 
turn  frotn  the  fourci  of  benevo- 
lence, the  ejfcrtion  of  the  people 
wa3  to  dcmonttritc  rhc  extent  of 
tuis    fDcciea    of    refource.      For 
^•^rc  Che'  people  only  t«  advance

Hc^  would,  he  faid>  however,  be  fo' 
bold  ^s  to  f dtietef,  that  it  woddbe 
tii?at^d  with  merited  dHVkin,  and 
be  as  tnrprodtk^'ve  as  n^was  oppref^ 
five,  Uti^o«i«,  and  n^ugnantk  N^ 
thirtg  could  ^  the  lame  chne  bcf 
more  idle  thdn  ttf  caH  it  «olimtary«' 
ConOdeting  th<  endrnooo^  influence 
of  the  erown,  and  the  long  chain 
of  depei^dedce,  iaett  cduid  not  dft 
from  their  own  motion,  or  reiift 
the  torrent  of  this  prevailing  pow^* 
Nor  coald  h  be  an  equsd  mode* 
frnce  fome  fmm  oftentataon,  and 
more  from  the  iatercfted  view  of 
obtaining  advantages,  either  for 
themfelves  or  dependents,  would 
be  induced  to  fobforibe^  not  as  they 
could  afford,  but  aa  the  <)ggregcite 
of  pride  and  a  mercenary  fpirit 
for  a  time,  and  which  could  noC  be 
often  rcforted  to  without  ^laey 
and  defeat.  In  every  view  he  could 
take  of  the  meafore,  he  conHdcrcd 
it  as  a  manifeft  mimicry  of  the 
principles  and  pradficcs  of  the  Ja- 
cobir;S,  a(id  calculated  not  nterciy 
to  delude  the  people  at  prefeat, 
and  to  be  vexations  and  oppref- 
ifve,  but  apparently  adopted  for  so 
othcrpurpofe  than  to  take  advantage 
of  the  decay  of  the  popular  fptrit  to 
'  eflabliih  a  principle  roinons  to  the 
liberties  of  this  coimtry.  He  there- 
fore moved,  "  That  it  was  danger- 
ous and  onconfUtutiooal  for  the 
peopk  of  this  conntry  td  make  any 
loan,  Sic.  to  the  crown,  to  be  ufed 
for  any  pubiic  purpo£e,  without  the 
previous  coufent  of  parliament.*' 
The- motion  was  oppoitd  by  the 
actt^rncy 
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Mtancf  gtaeni^f  u  an  akftrad 
queftton,  not  relevant  to  the  fub- 
jt&,  which  was  the  pretext  of  dif- 
cufiioo*  Upon  dedii£tioQ  from 
all  the  hiflortcal  precedents  of  the 
former  fpeaker,  he  was  decidedly  of 
a  contrary  opinion  \  and  vindicated 
the  proceedings  of  minifterst  aad 
the  legality  of  the  meafure*  upon 
the  ground  of  repeated  prccedentSt 
and  the  fan£^ion  of  the  moft  indif- 
puuhle  authorities.  He  declared, 
that  from  every  view  he  could  take 
of  the  fubjed,  the  fubfcriptions 
were  Iln£Uy  legal,  hut  thought  it 
unwife  to  come  to  any  refoTution 
OR  the  iubjeft.  He  conftdered 
lord  Shelburne's  letter  in  1782,  to 
the  lords  lieutenants,  £cc.  when  Mr. 
Fox  was  m  the  cabinet,  a9  precifc* 
ly  a  cafe  in  point  with  the  prefent, 
and  wi(hed  to  know  why  gentlemen 
on  the  other  fide  had,  on  a  previ- 
ous occafion,  fuffered  feveral  of  the 
nobility  to  raife  companies,  at  their 
^wn  expence  ;  why  the  £a(l  India 
company  had,  in  the  American 
war,  been  allowed  to  fubfcribe  three 
fltips  ?  He  concluded  by  moving  for 
the  previous  queftion, 

Mr.  Fox,  in  a  long  fpeech  of 
great  ability,  defended  himfelf  from 
the  imputation  of  inconfiftcncy 
which  had  been  urged  againd  him 
by  an  hon.  gentleman  (Mr.  Pitt)  in 
a  former  debate.  With  much 
pointed  humour,  he  (lated  the  cu- 
riofity  he  had  felt  to  know  from 
what  part  of  the  houfe  the  charge 
was  to  be  brought  forward ;  and 
adverted  to  feveral  inconfiftencies  in 
the  condu^  of  gentlemea  on  the 
oppoiite  fide  of  the  licufe.  He  de- 
clared that  the  letter  of  lord  Shel- 
burne  contained  no  follcitation,  nor 
even  a  hint  for  fubfcription-^no 
money  had  been  aiked-^none  re- 
ceived ;  and,  bad  fuchauMdea  been 
flarted,  it  would  have  been  indig- 
nantly reprobated*     Every  autho- 


rity adduced  by  the  tm^.  gtotlenan 
had  been,  he  faid,  ably  argued  by 
a  late  noble  lord  (Guildfoid),  but 
he  w%s  dill  unconvinced  of  the  le- 
gality of  voluntary  fubfcriptioiiB  ; 
and  on  this  opinion  had  oppoled 
the  fhips,  &c»  formerly  ofii  red  to 
government.      He   very  ably    ex- 
amined thofe  authorities,  and.  from 
a  review  of  the  whole,  inferred  the 
illegality  of  the  prefent  proceeding*. 
He  confidered  it,  coming  horn  a 
king  to  his  people,  as  a  comaaaady 
not  a  requed,   incompatible  with 
the  dignity  of  a  king,  and  with 
the  fituation  of  a  fubje^.      Mr^ 
Fox  aflerted  the  readincfs  of  the 
members  of  oppofition  to  defend 
their^country  in  any  cafe  of  a^ual 
danger,  but  thought  the  meafurca 
under  confideration    calculated  to 
awaken    thofe    animofitics    which 
were  faid  to  prevail  from  a  danger* 
oiis  democratic  fpirit  predominant  ' 
in  the  country.    It  had  not  only  a 
tendency  to  difcover  what  the  po- 
litical   ft-ntiments    of  men    really 
were  ;  but,  if  a  man  refufed  to  fub- 
fcribe, he  would  be  marked  as  dif- 
affeded  to  the  conftitution.     The 
inutility  of  the  meafnre  was  fuch, 
that  not  more  than  500,000!.  could 
be  raifcd  by  if,  and  for  this  was  it 
worth  while  to  excite  a  fpirit  of 
party  ?     Parliament    had    already 
fliewn  the  utmoil  readinefs  in  vot* 
ing  fupplies  to  the  amount  of  thirty 
or  farty   millions  a   year.      Why 
then  harafs  individuals  with  fuch 
an  application  ? 

The  propofiticn  before  the  houfe 
was  con  fid. -red  by  Mr.  Windham, 
as  one  of  thofe  ^tufjirh  covU  neiibcf 
be  unin*erfaIJy  affirmed^  nor  unhyerfah 
ly  dmied.  The  hon.  gentlemas 
(Mr.  Sheridan)  had  taken  an  ex- 
treme cafe,  and  fuppofcd  that  be- 
caufe  it  would  be  fatal  to  fupply  the 
crown  in  fuch  a  manner  as  would 
place  it  above  the  controul  of  par- 
liament, 
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tament,   all  grants  to  the  crown 
w«ic  equally  bad.     This  ft  rid  and 
timVcrfai  argument,   how'ever  well 
adapted  for  Irgal  (jutftions,  was,  he 
thought,    ill   adapted  for  polittci. 
No  man  in  his  fenfes  could  cxprcfs 
a  fear  that  what  was  doing  at  pie- 
fent  had  any  tendency  to    revive 
thofc  compufrory  benevalences,  and 
forced  loans,    which  bad   fo   lonj^ 
been  reprobated,  dellroyed,  and  al- 
moft  forgotten.    As  to  there  being 
no  mention  of  fiibfcription  in  the 
letter  of  1782  to  the  countits,  fo 
much  the  worfe.     If  there  was  not 
the  v'ord)  tliCic  was  the  thing ;  for 
licw  were  m<^n  to  be  armed  without 
ex  pence  I    It  fo*  clearly  implied  ex- 
pence,  that  in  a  mercantile  tranfiic- 
tion,  where  the  expence  incurred  ' 
was  to  be  repaid,    he  believed  it 
would  have  be^n  held  binding. — 
\Vhcn  a  bill  paffed  for  raifing  fo 
n^.any  troops,  it  was  neccflarily  im- 
plied in  it,  that  a  competent  fimti 
fhoold  be  provided  to  mamtain  them. 
With  rcfpe(£^  to  the  charges  of  poli- 
tical inconfiftency  brought  agalnfl 
him,   Mr.   Windham    profefltd,  if 
he  bad  been  inconfiilent  he  would 
Hot  facrJBce  truth   to  cdnfiftency; 
he  would  always  aft  according  to 
his  lad  confiderdtion  of  things,  and 
ivtf/  nf)t  dc/iruus  fo  be  confiflent  by 
pcrfevering  in  error.     He  had  cer- 
tainly oppofed  fubfcrlptions  in  the 
American  war,  becaufe  he  thought 
the  war  unjuft.     The  arguments  of 
the    iilc^lity,  fuch  as  they  were 
now  ufcd,  were  then  prefTed  upon 
the  public  ;  and  perhaps  he  miglit 
have  taken  them  up,  as   he   was 
right   in  making  every  objtd^ion, 
good  or  bad,  to  a  meafure  he  dllap- 
proved.     He  cenfured  the  condu£l 
of  gentlemen  in  oppofition,  as  ex- 
poCng  the  conftitution  to  danger, 
while  they  affected  to  fupport  it ; 
and  ridiculed  the  favourers  of  their 
party,  as  pcrfons  filled  with  wild 
'794- 


and -frantic  ideas  of  democracy.—- 
He  ended  by  infinuating,  that  the: 
condudl  of  the  oppefition  leaders  in 
the  houfe  was  fimilar  to  that  of 
thofc  who ,  had  fat  in  it  in  1 74 5, 
who  were  fecrct  friends  to  the  pro- 
tender,  who  could  fee  no  danger^ 
becaufe  they  were  interefted  in  his 
fuccefs  ;  exprclTing  his  abhorrence 
of  abfliaft  declarations,  when  there 
was  no  danger  of  ah  abufc  of 
power. 

Mr.  Sheridan  reminded  the  hon. 
gentleman  (Mr.  Windham)  how 
very  lately  he  had  afted  in  apparent 
union  and  psrferi  confuknce  with  the 
men  he  now  fo  ferloufly  impugned. 
If,  however,  he  knew  and  believe Ji 
that  fuchperfons  as  he  reprefented. 
reall^^exifted  amongft  the  members 
of  oppofition,  he  called  upon  him 
to  come  boldly  for^vard,  and  name 
them.  When  the  hon,  gentleman 
fneered  at  the  company  in  which 
oppofition  a£ted,  he  ftiould  have  re- 
flected upon  the  fort  of  company 
into  which  he  had  now  got.  He 
could  not  forget  the  triumph  he 
ufed  to  feel  in  expoftng  the  uncon- 
flitutional  principles  upon  which  the 
chancellor  of  the  exchequer  came 
into  office,  in  uncafing  his  artifices, 
his  fubterfuges,  and  high  preroga- 
tive principles;  in  reprefenting  hint 
as  an  obje(ft  of  diftruftand  jealoufy, 
and  holding  him  up  to  the  contempt 
and  derifion  of  his  country,  by 
ftripping  him  of  his  affum^d  robe 
of  purity,  and  fhewine  that  all  be-* 
neath  was  filthy  dowlas.  In  that 
filthy  dowlas  he  had  fuddenly  dif- 
covercd  fomething  extremely  iplcn- 
did  and  engaging;  for,  "  although 
the  ken,  gentleman  had  changed, 
the  minifter  had  not."  Mr.  Sheri- 
dan proceeded  to  argue,  in  llrong 
terms,  again  ft  the  apoilacy  of  Mr. 
Windham,  and  affertcd,  that  at  the 
period  when  the  latter  had  oppofci 
the  fubfcriptions,  he  had  the  llrong- 
1  •» 
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eft  convldion  of  their  ille«:allty» 
and  that  their  ille|?ality  and  uncoo- 
llitutional  tendency  forired  the 
bafis  of  thoft  arguments  wliich  U 
ttfcd  to  the  mctting  'which  he  atiertded 
at  J^urwiJu  Whatever  had  beco 
his  opinion  or  his  wi(he$  refpcding 
the  war,  he  ought  not  to  go  into  a 
popular  meeting  and  oDiilead  it,  by 
falfelaw  ad  vvelf  as  falfe  logic.  In 
politics,  as  well  as  fcience,  the 
grand  principlea  were,  he  faid,  clear 
and  ablblute — it  wa^only  the  (ubor- 
dinate  parts  that  w4re  left  to  difcrc* 
tfon.  Did  gcutlcmen  fuppoie  that 
a  general  prujclple  was  overturned 
by  a  fct  of  petty  deviations  ?  SucFT 
deviations  ought  the  more  carefully 
to  be  guarded  againft,  as  they  were 
too  apt  to  be  drawn  into  psece- 
dents*  He  allowed  that  an  occa- 
iional  deviation  from  fome  maxims 
might  be  attended  with  no  ferloua 
confequences;  but  that  there  were 
fome  fundamental  principles,  an  in* 
fra6lion  of  wluch  fometimes  de- 
ft royed,  and  always  dcbafed  their 
valne.  Of  this  dcfcription  was 
any  pecuniary  aid  given  to  the 
crown  through  any  other  medium 
than  that  of  parliament;  for,  what- 
ever might  be  its  avowed  purpofe, 
it  w*8  liable  to  be  employed  '\n  cor- 
rupting the  houfe,  and  overlprning 
the  liberties  of  the  people.  Mini- 
flers,  he  faid,  coula  have  no  other 
view  in  excitiRg  this  fublcription 
in  a  clamledine  way,  but  to  aifeit 
this  high  prerogative  in  tbc  crown. 
The  attorney  genera],  not  daring  lo 
itteet  tlie  Queflion  with  a  diredt  ne- 
gativcy  wtiich  he  knew  would  npt 
accord  with  the  fenfe  of  the  coun- 
try in  general^  had  taken  refuge 
in  moving  i^hc  previ<9u9  queftion. 
The  law  autl^orities  whom  he  had 
quoted  as  favourers  of  the  doc* 
trine  in  debute^  did  not  a£lually 
holdlhe  opinions  imputed  to  them* 
Th«  admifiioQ  of  this  new  dodrine,. 
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conncficd  with  the  dodrifies  avow- 
ed upon  the  landing  of  the  Mcfitaii' 
troops,  woukl  render  a  nc*to  h'di  ff 
rights  neceffary.  He  concluded  by 
declaring,  however 9  that  fo  har 
was  he  from  wifhtng  to  impede  any 
pktt  for  the  defence  of  the  country^ 
that,  if  great  expe^tions  were 
formed  from  tbcfe  fubfewptions,  be 
would  agree  to  make  them  legal  for 
the  particular  occalton. On  a  divifioD^. 
there  appeared  a  majority  of  1 70  in 
favour  of  the  pncvious  qncftton. 

On  the  motion  for  am  addrefs  to 
his  majefty,  in  the  houle  of  lords*. 
nearly  fimilar  in  import  to  that  in 
;he  houfe  of  commons,  lord  Lau- 
derdale pointedly  objededto  the  u/«^ 
of  the  words  **  juft  and  neceflary* 
war,*'  which  were  contained  in  the 
addrefs,  and  were  calculated  forno' 
piTrpofc  but  to  deftroy  unanimity- 
He  nrver  had,  nor  ever  could  con- 
ikler  the  prefcnt  war  in  this  lights 
but  ftiould  fuppoit  the  addrefs^  a» 
he  approved  of  the  mcflage,  by 
which  he  found  minifiers  had 
changed  their  opinions ;  and  that 
his  majcdy  dated  the  ground  of 
calling  upon  parliament  for  further 
fupport,  to  be  a  profeffion  of  the- 
Frcnch  to  invade  this  kingdom.—^ 
However  impugned,  the  party  wit li- 
whom  he  a^icd  would,  on  fuch  aa^ 
occafion,  when  conditutionaDy 
called  upon,  Jbe  amongll  the  firft  to^ 
give  his  majcily  their  cordial  fup- 
port. He  had  conceived  the  mef*- 
fiage  would  liavc  been  to  afk  their. 
lord(hips'  approbation  totheplan  o£ 
augmenting  the  land  forces,  in  a- 
manner  equally  new  and  uncon*- 
ftitutional,  and  which  he  fhouid. 
certainly  have  oppofcd ;  but  as< 
it  was  only  ftated  to  be  in  con- 
fequence  of  as  e&pedted*invaitotL 
fiom  the  enemy,  it  was  an  aid 
that,  uudtr  fuch  circumllances,  he 
was  certain  every  man  in  the  coun* 
try  wojuld readily  gnat..   . 

With- 
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Vnik  ftfped  to  the  papers  on 
the  taUc,  for  which  he  had  called 
(lettersto  the  lords  lieucetuittts,  ^c. ) 
his  lordfhip  confidercd  them  as  en- 
tirely unpTceedented  and  ille^h— 
Had  he^oranj  other  of  his  friends, 
laftycari  predifted  fuch  an  emcr- 
gency  as  the  prefcnt,  ihty  would 
have  been  accaled  of  jacobin  prin- 
ciples, and  of  u^ing  abom  matters 
Bcter  likelj  to  exift.  At  that  time, 
after  all  the  alarm  they  had  been 
able  to  crtete,  it  had  been  faid  that 
two  thouiand  men,  fent  over  from 
thisGOuatry^  had  Secured  Holland, 
dciboycd  the  greater  part  of  the 
mifcrcants  who  bad  over-rtfn  Flan- 
dersy  and  would  foon  annihilate  the 
reft.  Now^  when  aQ  thefc  chime- 
rical fears  were  icouted,  even  by 
thofb  who  piiopa^ted  them  lait- 
year,  minitlers,  while  they  boaftcd 
of  faccefe  in  the  moil  lofty  terms, 
called  for  «he  ftronged  fupport 
which  the  country  could  give* 

Lord  Sydney  warmly  vmdicated 
the  propriety  of  the  epithets  ap- 
fdied  to  the  war  ;  and,  in  the  courfe 
of  his  fpeech,  appeared  to  have 
mi{coiiceived  the  arguments  of  the 
preceding  fpeaker,  as  an  oppofition 
to  every  meafure  of  government.-^ 
The  fpeech  of  lord  Lauderdale  was 
aUy  Yindicated  by  the  earl  of  Der- 
by, and  fome  altercation  enfutd^ 
in  which  the  offeniive  words  in  the 
addrefs  wefe  attacked  by  the  lords 
Laiiderdale^  Derby,  and  Guildford  $ 
and  defended  by  lords  Sydney, 
Townfhcnd,  and  Grcnville.  The 
latter  declared  faisreadinefb  to  meet 
the  noble  lord  (Lauderdale)  upon 
the  aflertion  he  had  fo  particularly 
adverted  to,  that  we  were  in  a 
better  Situation  than  in  all  human 
probabtlitT  we  (bould  have  been^ 
had  not  the  war  commenced^  By 
fending  the  troops  to  Holland,  we 
had  refcncd  the  United  Provinces 
from  threatened^  danger*    Divine 


vengeance  had  overtaken  fome  *jf 
the  wretches  who  were  the  authors 
of  the  late  calamities,  and  he 
doubted  not  but  it  would  foon  over- 
take more.  The  motion  for  the 
addrefs  was  carried  with  only  one 
diffentient  voice,  that  of  the  earl 
of  Stanhope. 

The  queiiion  refpcfting  the  le- 
gality of  voluntary  fublcriplions 
for  the  ufe  of  government  was 
aeain  brought  forward  in  the  houfe 
of  lords  on  the  28th  of  March 
by  lord  Lauderdale.  The  prtfent 
attempt  to  extend  the  power  of  the 
crown  was  fuch,  he  faid,  as  called 
for  the  reprobation  of  all  who  va- 
lued the  conflitution  and  liberties 
of  the  country.  To  levy  money 
without  the  confent  of  parliament^ 
was  a  novelty  that  could  not  be 
borne  out  by  precedent.  The  cir- 
cular letters  were  anomalous,  and 
intended  to  keep  up  that  alarm  in 
the  country  which  was  fo  favour- 
able to  the  views  of  adm^Iniftfation. 
Whoever  fpoke  the  language  of 
liberty^  ho  we  vet  acknowledged  as 
friends  to  the  conftitution,  were 
accufed  of  maintaining  French 
principles^  while  the  moft  fiattef- 
mg  approbation  was  poured  upon 
thofe  who  favoured  an  extenfion  of 
prerogative.  He  entreated  th« 
houfe^  howeveri  to  remember  that 
France,  for  her  own  internal  pro«» 
te6lion^  had  raifed  troops^  m  a 
manner  fimilar  to  that  now  recom* 
mended  j  and  what  was  the  confie- 
quence  }  they  were  now  obliged  to 
have  recourie  to  troops  of  the  third  - 
requilition*  By  raiGng  troops,  in 
this  manner,   parliament  was  de- 

Sived  of  an  invaluable  privilege, 
is  tordfhip  ridiculed  the  former 
Ifars  of  the  minifter,  left  any  alter* 
ation  (hould  take  place  in  the  con- 
ftitution, and  his  prefent  attempt, 
which  he  confidercd  as  endangenng 
its  exiftence.    He  4^<!23r<^d  himfelt 
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at  alofs  to  imagine  why  miniftcrs 
had  not  taken  the  opinion  of  the 
JKoufe  before  they  refolved  on  the 
^mcafurc.  Was ,  the  exigency  fo 
^eat,  or  the  parliament  fo  con  ft  i- 
tuted.  that  it  could  not  be  trufted  ? 
If  the  plan  was  even  legalized,  it 
was  crude  and  mdigefled.  The 
various  plans  exhibited  no  one  re- 
gular fyftem  of  defence.  A  fyf- 
tcm  adopted  according  to  the  ca- 
price of  each  individual,  muft 
rifque  the  uniformity  of  the  v^-hole. 
"When  he  and  his  friends  had  pro- 
pofed  a  reformation  in  parliam^-nt, 
fuch  as  originated  with  Mr.  Pitt 
and  the  diike  of  Richmond,  thty 
were  vilified  as  jacobins  and  le- 
Srellers  :  they  could  now  retort  that 
language,  and  fay,  that  the  hetero- 
geijeous  plans  piopofcd  by  mini- 
ftcrs appeared  as  if  they  had  ori- 
ginated with  Danton  and  his  ufTo- 
ciates  ;  for  they  were  novel  in  their 
"  nature,  dangerous  in  tkeir  confe- 
quenots,  and  inadequate  to  any  one 
good  purpofe.  They"  partook  of 
all  that  confufion  which  charac- 
terized the  requifitions  of  France. 
In  the  lad  century,  parliament  had, 
lie  faid,  evincttd  extreme,  jealoufy 
of  any  meafure  like  the  prefcnt. — 
Hi  (lory  could  produce  no  fimilar 
inllance  but  in  the  very  worll  of 
times,  and  precedents  ^vhich  H^cwed 
the  extreme  jealoufy  of  parliament 
were  i:  umerous.  His  lordfliip  ftated 
'the  id  of  Richard  III.  the  lOth 
of  Henry  VII.  and  other j,  to  fliew 
that  attempts  of  this  fort  had  been 
frequently  made  by  the ' crown,  and 
oppofed  by  the  people.  He  ad- 
duced fe\eral  great  law  authorities 
•againft  the  legality  of  the  meafure. 
lie  infifted  that  this  meafure,  and 
others  lately  attempted,  tended  to 
increafc  the  influence  of  the  crown, 
and  to  diminilh  the  privileges  of 
the  parliament  and  people,  an  in- 
iwcBCc   whitph  had  already  irrowu 


to  fuch  extent,  that  it  had  bce« 
agreed  to    by  the  houfc  of  cona- 
raons,    that  the   influcncS   of  the 
crown  **  had    increafed,    was    in- 
creafing,  and  ought  to  be  dimfnJfii- 
ed."     rhe  natural  tendeuc  y  of  war 
went,  his  lordfhip  argued,  to   ex- 
tend this  influence  in  a  very  confi- 
derable    degree,    fro^n    the    great 
patronage  pofitfTcd  by  the  crown. 
Who  could  affure  the  houfe  that  no 
inftru(5lions  had  been  given  to  the 
lords   lieutenants,  ^c,    to    induce 
perfons  to  fubfcribf,  by  the  -hopes 
of  future  favours  ?    The  power  of 
reward  cxifted  in  all  times  of  war. 
In  the  pA:rent  v.'  ir  too  it  had  been 
confpicuoufly  C-^mi,  that   min'fters 
held  an  extraordlnaiy  power  of  pu- 
nifhment  for  all  who  difapproved  of 
their  meafurcs.*   'News-papers,  he 
afltiled,  were  paid  in  an  extraordi- 
nary   manner,    by  government,  to 
vilify  and  traduce  thofe  who  were 
in  oppolition  ;   and  fome  of  them 
had  even   inllnuated    that  men  of 
character  and  canfcquence,  in  this 
country,  were  fn  the  pay  of  France, 
beeaufe  they  had  contended  in  fup- 
port  of  the  conil.tutItf)n.     Rcfpt(i- 
ing  the  precedents  for  this  meafure, 
he  believed  only  four  would  at  prc- 
fent  be  mentioned.      Thefc  were, 
that  of  1746,  when  there  was  an 
a<f:ual  rebellion  in  the  country ;  the 
fubrciiption  fct  On  foot  by.  the  city 
of  I/indon  in   1739;  and  thofe  of 
177S  and  17S2.     In  all  the fe  cafes 
tlie  fubfcriptions  were  fet  on  foot 
voluntarily   by  the    people    ihem- 
ftlvos,  who  folicited  government  to 
rcccpt  th-ir  afTiuance.     His  lord- 
fuip    contrafteJ   the    force   to    be 
cnt'ed  out  by  the  prefei.:  meafure, 
with  the  militia,  which  could  uot  be 
called  out  on  any  emerge ocv,  with- 
out convening  parliament  in  fourteen 
davs  after;  yet   the   prefent  force 
might  Le  called  out  at  the  will  of  3 
fccreUry  of  (late.     He  noticed  the 
ditfercnt 
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different  opinions  vA^ch  Iiad  been 
ftdrtcd  rcfpccting  the  mei^fure,  in 
the  dlifcrcQt  places  wii'/rt-  mt^etin^s 
hiid.been  ht^ld.  His  lord(lH*p,  wjth 
grtat  force,  added  many  other  ar- 
guTxents,  which  we  hav^  had  oc- 
ciliyn  to  notice  In  the  debate  In 
th^i  gther  houCc.  He  confidcrsd 
the  fubrcription  as  a  fired  l^aa, 
and  recapitulated  the  magnUude  of 
the  queflion,  which  involved  two 
mofl  injportant  points:  firit,  the 
levying  of  money  from  the  people  ; 
and  fecoTidly,  the  keeping  of  an  arm- 
ed force  in  the  country  withont 
the  confieut  of  parliament.  He 
concluded  with  moving,  **  That 
it  1%  daagerous  and  unconditu- 
tional  for  the  peopie  of  this  coun- 
try to  grant  to  the  executive  go- 
verntjicut  any  private  aid,  bene- 
volence, &c.  for  public  purpofes, 
without  the  confent  of  parliament," 
Lord  Hawkcibury  allowed,  that 
to  take  money  from  the  fubjcdl,  by 
the  prerogative  of  the  crown  only, 
was  clearly  illegal.  But  he  called 
the  atL<?ntIon  of  the  houCe  to  the 
dlSfereace  between  forced  contribu- 
tions and  voluntary  gifts.  Thjc 
latter  were  perfe6lly  legal ;  and  he 
eomnxended  his  majefty's  ralnillers 
fur  their  condu^.on  the  prcfent  oc- 
cafion,  which  was  legal  and  con  ft  i- 
tiuional>  and  ufeful  in  the  prefent 
fituatioQ  of  the  country*  His 
lordthip  coiifidcred  the  fubjcd 
under  t!hree  heads — the  .legality  of 
the  pra6^ice — whether  It  was  con- 
Itiiutlonal — and  the  precedents,— 
He  ftated  the  various  ftatntes  on 
the  fubjed,  from  Richard  HI.  to 
^Charles  il.  and  deBned  the  iVatute 
of  Richard  III.  to  be  an  adl 
againll  benevolences,  which  had 
been  extorted  from  <tbe  fubjc6^  in 
tijc  civil  wars  hetwcen  the  houfes  of 
York  and  Lancaller.  Thefe  he 
agreed  were  Illegal  ;  but  it  the  fub- 
Ject  gave  money  without  compiil* 


fion^  it  was  not  unconditutional, 
nor  did  it  require  the  approbation 
of  parliament  to  legalize  the  mea** 
furs.  The  queilion  of  levying 
money  had  been  often  g^YUcd ;  but- 
thefe  were  quellloiivS  whidi  did  not 
bear  on  the  lubjedl  of  debate.— 
His  lordfhip,  in  mentioning  the 
precedents,  obfervcd,  ihat  ia  1759 
the  fubfcription  of  the  city  of 
f^ondon  had  been  highly  approved 
by  the  late  lord  Chatham,  and  iis  ' 
legality  never  queftionedtThe  fame 
expedient  wa&  rcfortcd  to  in  177S, 
and  he  averred,  the  letter  of  lord 
Shelburne  in  1782  wai  a  prece- 
dent drreclly  in  point.  It  had  bcca. 
argued,  tliat  if  the  fubfcrlptlons 
were  legal,  parliament  was  ufelcfs  ; 
becaufe,  if  the  executive  power 
coidd,  of  its  own  authority,  raifc 
500I.  it  might  500,0001,  Extreme 
cafes  ufcd  as  argument  were  ab- 
furd.  Was  it  to  be  fuppofed,  when 
the  pow;?r  of  fubfcnhing  was  in 
the  people,  they  wold  ufe  it  to 
their  own  prejudice  ?  The  plans 
had  not  been  fufBciently  matured 
to  lay  before  parliament  fooner;  but 
his  lordfhip  aflerted,  tJiat  minlltera 
had  fhewn  anxiety  to  bring  forward 
the  prefent  bufinefs.  His  lordlhip 
concluded  by  moving  the  previous 
queftign.  ^ 

Tiie  original  motion  was  fup- 
ported  by  the  earl  of  Derby  with 
great  acutenefs.  With  rcfpedl  to 
the  diftlnction  bctv/cen  voluntary 
fubfcrlption  and  compullion,  he  ob» 
fervcd,  that  there  were  other  means 
of  compulnon  than  prifons,  fei:^'rs, 
chains,  5cc.  There  was  the  compul- 
fion  of  apprehenfion  felt  by  timid 
minds  ;  and  he  knew,  as  a  fad,  that 
perfons  had  fubfcribed  who  difap- 
proved  the  meafure,  but  leured  the 
odium  which  might  arife  from  their 
rcfufal.  This  regui/iiiorif  for  fuch  it 
might  be  called,  he  confidered  as 
perfedly  againft  the  ftatutes  that 
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had  Ijecn  quoted.  .His  lordfiiip  was 
followed  by  the  marquis  Townthend, 
who  vindicated  miniflcr$,  and  aver- 
red that  the  people  of  the  county 
of  which  he  was  lord  lieutenant 
(Norfolk)  were  eager  to  offer  their 
affillance,  as  they  were  alarmed  for 
their  king,  country,  coi}(litution, 
reUgion,  and  property,  by  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  democrats  in  Bri- 
tain, who,  in  correfponding  focie- 
ties,  were  endeavouring  to  intro- 
duce the  rnbrroitjes  of  France. — 
'The  ufe  of  employing  men  who 
know  the  political  prejudices  of 
their  neiglibours  was  obvious ;  and 
he  hoped  a  proper  force  would 
be  eftabli/lied,  to  repel  the  machi- 
nations of  dtfigning  men,  whom  he 
reprcfentcd  as  numerous  and  well 
known  ;  acd  he  thought  it  expedi- 
ent to  eirbody  a  corps  from  the 
middle  claills,  who,  in  cafe  of  com- 
motion, n.ij^ht  at  once  fix  upon 
Vhofeinofl  likely  to  promote  it. This 
was  an  advantage  which  could  not 
arife  from  regular  troops.  This 
expedient  vras  condemned  by  the 
earl  of  Derhy,  who  blamed  go- 
vernment for  rot  punifhing,  at  once, 
thofe  who  correfpondcd  with  the 
French,  if  known  to  them ;  and 
reprobated  the  principle  of  arming 
one  defcriptic\u  of  men  againft 
another,  fince  private  animofity 
might  avail  itfelf  of  that  pretext 
to  take  vengeance  on  the  king's 
beftfubjeas. 

The  earl  of  Caernarvon  followed 
the  argument  of  lord  Hawkefhu- 
ry,  in  a  fptech  of  confidcrable 
length.  He  dwelt  upon  the  ne- 
gotiaticns  between  miiiifters  and 
individuals  to  raife  regiments,  &c. 
■  which  had  fi)  frequently  taken  place. 
He  could  not  fee  the  fhadow  of  a 
diifennce  between  this  and  the 
preferit  cafe,  by  which  miniflers 
difcudl'd  the  fubje6l  of  a  levy,  not 
with  individuals,  but  with  the  gen- 


tlemen, of  every  county.  Bdi 
traniaaions  had  the  fame  bafis,  the 
finding  money  voluntarily^  without 
the  iuterpofition  of  parliament.— 
This  meafure,  he  thoughtj  fully 
fandlioned  by  the  letter  of  lord 
Shelburne  in  1782,  in  which, 
though  there  was  no  requiCtion 
for  money,  there  wa§  for  an  armed 
force,  and  that  without  the  conftn? 
of  parliament.  Such  a  propcfit iua 
was  Hill  more  illegal  than  a  fug- 
ged ion  towards  a  contribution,  ^i  1 
the  only  argument  to  prove  a  fub- 
fcription  illegal  is,  that  fuch  fuh- 
fcriptions  might  be  ufcd  to  raife 
troops*  Could  any  man,  faid  his 
lordfhip,  ferioufly  aflcrt,  that  the 
calling  upon  the  great  towns,  a5  in 
1782,  to  "  furni/li  one  or  iwio 
battalions  each,''  and  Itating  what 
part  of  the'  expence  governnnent 
would  fufply,  was  not  as  clearly 
propofiug  to  the  great  towns  to  de- 
fray the  remainder  at  their  own  ex« 
pence  ?  From  every  view  he  could 
take  of  this  letter,  it  was  in  all  re - 
fpeds  analogous  to  the  circular  let- 
ters under  confideration.  , 

^The  condu<5l  of  the  marquis  of 
Lanfdowne  was  ftrcnuoufly  vindicat- 
ed by  the  earl  of  Stanhope-  The 
letter  of  1782  only  requefted  the 
obfervationsof  the  inagiftratca  upon 
the.  praiifticability  of  the  plan  fug- 
gefted.  The  prefent  went  much 
further.  He  charged  the  friends 
of  miniftry  with  admitting  the 
fubftance  of  the  queftion  ;  but  that, 
not  daring  to  meet  it  fairly,  it  was 
got  rid  of  by  the  previous  queftion. 
Me  advifcd  not  arming  the  people 
partially,  but,'  if  ntceflary,  to  out 
arms  into,  the  hands  of  all.  He 
admitted  the  pofition,  that  If  the 
objedi  were  legal,  there  was  no  dif- 
ference, \yhctb^r  men  or  money 
were  fubfcribed,  but  he  thought 
both  illegal* 

The  lord  chancellor  condemned 
-  ^e 
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the  queftlon  as  abftrafl,  and  de- 
clined cnterftig  into  a  difcuflfion  of 
precedents  which  had  already  been 
argu*d  fo  ably.  He  referred,  how- ' 
<vcr,tothccafcofi74;,whentwejvc 
noblemen  had  fpiritcdly  come  for- 
ward, and  propofcd  to  raiTe  each  a 
regiment  at  his  own  expence,  which 
was  accepted.  When  parlianncnt 
aften\'ards  mct,adminillration  were 
attacked  upon  this  fubjed  ;  yet  the 
eftimatc  fair  the  fubfifterice  of  tliefe 
troops  was  Immediately  voted  when 
prefcnted.  On  an  cxamimtion  of 
the  letters  which  had  been  brought 
into  com panfon,hislordfhip  thought 
that  every  advantaj/e  lay  in  the  pre- 
fcnt  intlance.  He  ^  guarded  the 
houfe  a;^aiti ft  ahftradl' theories,  and 
noticed  the  injury  they  had  done  in 
A  neighbouring  country.  He  con- 
ceived a  cenfure  on  the  papers  in 
qncftioatobe  premature,  as  they 
only  contained  the  ftatemeot  of  a 
propofition,  which  was  to  be  agi- 
tated and  confidered  before  it  could 
be  prefentcd  to  parliament.  If  fuck 
prxx:eedings  were  illegal,all  bargains 
fgr  loans  and  lotteries  were  illegal. 
He  cenfured  the  halle  with  which 
this^bufmcfs  had  been  taken  up, 
and  ftrongly  difapproved  the  arm- 
ing of  the  whole  nation. 

Lord  Laudefdale  declared  that 
iic  could  not  difcover,  cither  in  the 
ads  of  the  commons  or  the  pre- 
cedents quoted,  any  authorities  in 
fupport  of  the  circular  letters. 
From  Richard  the  third  to  Charles 
tlic  fecond,  the  pra£iice  of  the  le^ifla- 
turc  had  been  in  direft  oppolition 
to  fuch  meafures.  His  lordfhip 
.quoted  the  aft,  which  in  the 
.coirrfc  of  the  debate  had  been  ex- 
plained in  fupport  pf  tbei!r  dif- 
ferent opinions  by  piembers  on 
both  fides  the  hou(c  ;  from  the  cx- 
prcfs  words  of  which  he  aflerted, 
that  there  was  a  fpecific  proof  that 
iufih,  measures  were  coimdercd  as 


unconftitutional.  In  the  letter  of 
17S2,  no  exprcflion  or  word  di- 
rtft. or  implied  could  be  conftrucd 
to  favour  a  pradlicc  fo  inimical  to 
the  Britifli  conftitution  ;  no  pay 
was  offered,  no  man  was  taken 
from  his  labohr ;  it  was  only  re- 
commended that  they  Ihould  aflem- 
ble  for  an  hour  in  the  evening,  and 
habituate  themfelvcs  to  the  ufe  of 
arms ;  and  it  was  exprefsly  fald, 
that,  if  they  were  called  into  ac- 
tukl  fervicc,  it  fhould  be  under  the 
authority  of  parliament.  On  a  di- 
vlfion  of  the  houfe,  a  majority  of 
76  appear^-d  again  11  the  motion. 

On  the  I  ft  of  April,  the  chan- 
cellor of  the  exchequer,  purfu- 
aut  to  the  notice  he  had  previ- 
oufly  given,  moved  the  houfe  for  a 
committee  on  the  bill  for  the  en- 
couragement of  fuch  men  as  fhall 
voluntarily  enrol  themfclvesfor  the 
general  defence  of  the  kingdom 
*during  the  war. 

Mr.  Francis  reverted  to  the  fub- 
jedtfo  lately  agitated,  and  inquired, 
whether,  if  the  bill  pafTed,  it  was 
underllood  that  fubtcri prions  for 
railing  troops  would  be  held  to  he 
fandioned  by  parliament  ?  He 
contended,  thpt  In  the  con  lid  ora- 
tion of  this  fubjcc^,  geiillrir-n  had 
arpued  on  improper  g,.«^nvi;  they 
had  taken  tr»at  of  prcoedenr  in- 
ftead  of  prluc'}>!e.  Great  as  was 
the  power  of  p^rl'r4mtiic,  it  was 
not  omnipotent,  as  it  jnuir  be 
fubje£l  to  the  rules  of  general  juf- 
tice  ;  but  of  Ih'll  lefs  imp'^rtaiicc 
were  precedents  dra%vn  Irom  th*: 
conthidl  of  particular  perfons  v/hillk 
in  office.  It  was  the  duty  of  ev-^ry 
member  of  that  houfe  to  jud^^o 
not  what  had  been  done,  but  \»i  ::t 
ought  10  be  dov?  for  the  profpe.-I- 
ty  and  happir.efa  v^f  the  nation ;  and, 
from  the  dangers  rcfultin-^  frtvn 
fuch  a  practice,  he  deduced  tu«.t 
it  was  illegal  and  perQicIous. 
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^r«  Fox  agaya  entered  into  a 
I  defence  of  tKc  letter  of  178a,  anfl 
vindicated  the  chara£terof  the  mar- 
quii  of  Rjopkinghani,  who  had- 
Jbined  him  in  that  meafurc,  Hn 
confidcred  it  as  totally  di£fcrei|t 
from  the  prefent  requmtiont  and 
adverted  to  the  attorney  general's 
having  produced  on  a  fpriner  dc- 
palc  fix  or  {even  anfwers  from  the 
fheriffsi  Sec,  and  his  having  urged 
them  as  authority  for  believing 
that  tlic  j'^/MTfl/fenfe  of  the  coun- 
try >vas,  that  a  fubfci  iptlon  was  to 
be  opened  in  confequence  of  it. 
This  general  fenfc  was  taken  from 
fixoripven  lettezs,  fck(?tcd  fjom  a 
mafs  of  dne  hundred  atid  forty ^ 
ivhidi  if  produced  would,  he  be- 
lieved, lead  to  adiffuTentcor.cIurion, 

Mr.  Burke,  obferved,  that 
long  Ipeeches  without  good  ma- 
terials were  dangerous,  and  that 
he  was  dc^rous  to  pront  by  th» 
advicc-r— 

ff  Solid  men  <»f  Bofton,  baniAi  ftrong  pota- 
tions ; 
*<  Solid  m^n  (^C  Lofton,  m^kd  aoloxig  ora- 

tions." 

He  contended  that  Mr,  Fox  had 
bcen',tOf)  much  occupied  with  his 
india  bill,  and  other  official  bufi- 
ncHs  to  attend  to  that  in  debate. 

He  was  folio  wed  by  Mr.  Sheridan, 
tvho  faid  he  conceived  that  the  in- 
junftion  againd  long  orations  was 
*ot  the  only  moral  precept  in  the 
fyftem  of  ethics  aniided  to,  which 
ferved  to  regulate  the  hon,  gentle - 
inan.  He  would  remind  him  of 
another  pafiage  in  the  fame  ap- 
proved author  :

Mr,  Fox,  he  fai4  had  {vofelTtd  tlu(t 
tjic  juftification  oif  thecondudof  the 
marquis  of  Rockingham  was  ose  of 
bis  chicfmotives  for  entering  inco  the 
explanation ;  but  Mr.  Burke  had  de-r 
elared  his  ignorance  of  the  proceed- 
ing, though  then  in  offtqc,  and  left 
the  charadcr  of  the  marquis  to  b»: 
defended  by  others* .  Mr.  Sheridan 
proceeded  ^)nic  time  in  this  ilraiq 
with  his  ufual  wit,  and  a  fpintcd 
altercation  look  plsfce  bctwcei;  him 
and  Mr.  Burke. 

The  chancellor  of  the  exche^ 
quer  cbfervrd  to  the  comfTtiuoe, 
that  the  mod  material  dlfTercKce 
between  this  bill  and  that  of  1782 
was,  tliat  it  cxtciided  to  cafes  of  in- 
ternal riot,  as  well  as  of  imminent 
danger  of  invafion.  He  further  meor 
tioriod  the  following  modifications 
which  he  meant  to  bring  forward, 
rather  as  amendments  than  claufes: 

!•  That  no  one,  inrolling  him- 
felf  in  any  of  tliefe  volunteer  corps, 
fhould  be  compelled  to  fervc  in  any 
other  cafe,  or  ou  any  other  terms 
tliau  thofe  txprcCfed  in  the  condi- 
tions of  the  inrolhnent. 

2.  That  all  pcrfons  fo  innollcd 
fhould  be  exempt  from  any  ballot 
for  the  militia  during  the  time  of 
fuch  inrollment. 

3.  Tliat  the  forgeants,  corpor 
ri'L,  and  drummers  /hould  be  lia- 
ble to  b:;  billeted,  as  they  are  in 
the  mihtia,  though  the  corps  19 
not  called  out. 

4.  That  when  his  majedy  fhall 
require  it,  the  arms,  &c,  ihall  be 
delivered  up, 

5.  That  all  court  martials* 
when  they  are  called  out,  ihall  con- 
fid  only  of  officers  belonging  (o 
volunteer  corps. 

IVlr.  Sheridan  ftrongly  objedcd 
to  the  fafliionable  mode  of  calling  in 
military  power  to  aid  the  civil  ma- 
gidrate,aB  unconditutional.  It  was, 
however,  as  ftroagly  viadicatpd  by 

Mr, 
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Mr.  "Pitt,  wbo  wifhed  it  to  be  ge- 
nerally kn<fWTt  in  the  country,  that 
the  fecmfty'and  proteAIon  of  the 
kingdbm  depended  as  much  on 
the  exiftence  of*  fueh  a  force  in 
large  mttiiih^vtring  towns,  and 
the  int^riorof  the  country,  as  on  the 
fea  coaft. 

On  the  thfrdreadiftg^  of  this  bill, 
it  was  oppoftfd  by  Mr.  Francis,  as. 
miJitating-  againft  the  bill  of  Hp^hts, 
which  iHpulated,  that  no  money 
Ihould  be  levied  by  the  king  with- 
out the  confent  of  parliament. 

Earl  Wycombe  rofe  injulHfi cation 
of  his  noble  relation  (the  'marquis  of 
JLarfdowne)  whofe  condu^  he  con- 
ceived had  been  commented  upon 
by  an  hon.  gentleman  (the  attor- 
ney general)  in  a  very  unfeir  and 
uncandid  manner.  He  cntert'd  into 
a  comparative  llatcment  of  the 
two  meafurc^,  to  fhcw  that  they 
were  in  no  Tefpcfl:  fimilar.  The 
ohje^  of  the  iiril  was  to  arm  the 
people,  that  of  the  latter  to  arm 
the  crown ;  the  former  operating  as 
an  appeal  to  the  fentiments  and  ap- 
probation of  the  people,  the  latter 
precluding  fuch  interference.  In 
the  former  the  officers  were  to  be 
appointed  by  the  lords  lieutenants 
of  counties  ;  in  the  latter  they 
were  to  be  nominated  by  the  crown. 
The  firft  plan  required  officers  to 
pofTefs  property  in  the  part  ©f  the 
country  in  which  they  were  to 
command ;  the  appointed  times  for 
cxerfcifing  were  periods  of  leifure, 
and  the  corps  were  not  to  be  called 
out  but  in  atlual  danger.  This 
contained  no  fuch  regulations,  and 
the  men  might  be  fubje^led  to  all 
the  feverities  of  martial  law,  upon 
what  might  be  conftrued  into  the 
appearance  of  even  a  riot.  Above 
all,  the  firft  went  to  raifmg  no  fup- 
plies  whatcveir,  and  the  latter  was 
calci^ted  to  authorize  the  raiting  of 
f^ipplics  iodepeadent  of  that  houfe^ 


and  in  violation  of  its  prerogatTrc, 
His  lordflrip  was  replied  to  by  the 
attorney  general,  who  profcfled 
himfelf  unable  to  fee  any  ground  of 
difrtrcncc  nn  the  principle  of  the 
two  meafures. 

The  chancellor  of  the  cxciie- 
qiier  profcCed  himfelf  wiHing  to 
wave  tlie  force  which  the  prefcdt 
mealnre  derived  fiom  the  autbori* 
ty  of  that  in  47^2,  and  contended, 
that  it  was  warranted  by  the  lawi 
and  conftitution,  handed  down  by 
prrctdents,  rind  confirmed  by  tlic 
bed  authorities  both  legal  and  poli- 
tical. The  diflindions  of  the  no- 
ble lord  (Wycombe)  went  to  the 
mode  of  executing  the  mcafure,  but 
not  to  the  true  con ftitutional  point. 
As  to  the  end  to  be  obtained,  that  of 
raifmg  an  army,  whatever  could  be 
faid  in  juftification  of  one  meafure 
juftified  the  other.  There  w^as  not, 
he  faid,  in  the  hiftory  of  this  coun- 
try one  war  to  be  found,  in  whick 
the  priiuUge  oi  fubfcribing  to  the  af- 
fiftancc  of  government  had  not 
been  rttjoyed  by  ike  people  of  this 
country.  The  circular  letter  of  the 
carl  of  Shelhurne  was  fo  far  from 
excluding  all  idea  of  fubfcrlptaon, 
that  thecounty  of  Suffex,  which  had 
by  public  fubfcript  ion  previoufly  fup- 
ported  a  large  mih'tary  force,  had 
on  the  receipt  of  that  letter,  conceiv- 
ing it  to  imply  a  defiie  of  fubfcrip- 
tion,  fet  on  foot  contributions,  and 
raifed  three  additional  companies* 
Yet  no  rt-fiftancc:  was  then  made  to 
this  meafure.  Vohmtary  fubfcrip- 
tions  were,  he  contended,  legal.  la 
1746  many  great  men  had  raifed 
regiments  at  their  own  expence, 
and  the  legality  of  the  meafure  wai 
decided  unequivocally  by  lord  Hard- 
wicke.  Who  would  venture  to  fay 
that  great  men  might  fnbfcribe  le- 
gally and  with  fafety  to  theconftitu- 
tion,  and  that  3  or  400  yeomen  fliould 
not  ?  The  only  inftance  ifJVwhich. 
contributions 
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cootrlbutionB  which  had  been  fp* 
Incited  met  with  oppofitlon,  waft 
that  in  1778,  though  in  the  whole 
of  that  war  it  was  pra^iifed  in  va< 
rious  periods  and  at  divers  places. 
The  oppofitioB  given  by  lord  Cam- 
jd^n,  Mv.  Burke,  &c*  on  that  oc* 
cafion  be  attributed  to  their  dtfap- 
probation  of  the  Annerican  war. 
Had  the  oppofiiion  however  then 
Succeeded,  it  would  not  vitiate  the 
prefent  raeafure,  to  which  it  waa 
sot  at  all  analogous.  From  the  fub- 
fequent  acquiefcencc  of  the  houfe 
to  fimilar  meafures,  though  tber« 
appeared  on  the  records  a  motion  of 
Mr.  alderman  Wilkes  to  prevent 
contributiousy  he  inferred  that  par- 
liament did  not  then  behold,  with 
fo  much  terror  as  was  now  ex- 
prcfTed,  the  idea  of  fubfcriptions. 
Gentlemen,  he  faid,  talked  loudly 
of  liberty ;  but  in  the  prefent  in- 
fiance  the  6r{l  liberty  of  the  fub- 
je6t,  the  right  of  difpofing  of  his 
own  property,  w^  attempted  to  be 
torn  from  him,  while  the  general 
good  would  be  piomoted  by  the 
cxercife  of  tliat  right.  Every  man, 
be  (aid,  had  a  right  to  apply  any 
part  of  his  property  for  any  legal 
purpofe,  unlefs  prohibited  by  fta- 
tute,  and  the  bill  of  rights  had  no 
more  application  to  this  fubje^t  than 
any  other  in  the  Aatute^ok.  The 
ilatutes  againft  benevolences  were, 
he  faid,  really  ilatutes  againd  ex- 
actions, and  he  dated  the  moR  be- 
neficial cdcdls  as  refulting  from  tlie 
meafure;  it  would  afford  men  an 
opportunity  of  ihewing  their  opi- 
nions, and  coovince  the  enemy 
that  the  war  was  not  undertaken 
and  profecutcd  by  the  £ngliQi  go- 
verumeatj  but  by  the  Engliih  peo- 
ple. 

This,  Mr.  Fox  contended,  wag 
one  of  the  moil  material  obje^ions 
to  the  mcafure.  If  the  French 
fudged  that  all  were  in  their  fk? 


vour  whp  ref«)fed  to  {vbfcvht^  the 

number  of  their  enemies  in  this 
country  would  indeed  appear  vcy 
fn;aU.  The  mcafure  ,  would  not 
even  mark  the  didindion  which 
miniders  pretended  to  expef5i  frook 
it.  Many  peifons  zcaloufly  at- 
tached to  the  war  might  objedl  to 
i;he  fubfcriptioQ  as  unconfittutionai. 
Thofe  who  thought  tlie  war  im- 
politic woi^  do  fo  too,  yet  botb 
woidd  be  as  ready  to.  oppofe  a  fo- 
reign invafion  as  the  miniSer  him- 
fell.  He  noticed,  that  the  right  o£ 
the  king  to  land  foreign  troopt  bad 
been  contended  for  ;  he  might  get 
money  to  pay  thofe  troops  by  vo- 
luntary fubfcription.  .When  the 
troops  were  landed  and  fo  paid  dur- 
ing any  given  time,  he  mould  he 
fflad  to  know  how  long  the  fub- 
icription  would  be  voluni^ry  ?  Tliat 
fuch  power  could  not  exid  in  a 
free  conilitutiou,  it  wats  eafy  to 
maintain  in  defiance  of  precedents. 

The  numerous  references  to  the 
circular  letter  in  1782.  occafioned 
an  application  from  the  marquis  of 
Lanldowne  for  copies  of  the  an- 
fwcrs  to  that  letter,  which  w^rc  re- 
fufed.  On  the  new  militia  bill 
being  introduced  into  the  houfe  of 
lords,  his  lord(hip  entered  upon  a 
fpirited  defence  of  his  conduA  at 
that  time.  That  plan  had  at  its 
commencement  been  fan&ioned  hj 
the  legal  authority  oCJord  Aihbur- 
ton,  and  his  lordihip  pointed  out  a 
variety  of  indances,  in  which  it  ou- 
ter tally  differed  from  the  one  then 
under  confideration.  There  never^ 
his  lorddiip  averred,  had  been  en- 
tertained an  idea  of  carrying  the 
plan  of  1782  without  application 
to  parliament. 

Whild  the  volimteers  bill  wa| 
ftill  in  agitation^  Mr.  Pitt,  on  the 
7th  of  April,  brought  before  tlic 
houfe  a  motion  *'  to  enable  the 
fubjeds  of  France  to  enlid  in  his 
majedy'^ 
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najcAy's  fervice  otrthe  continent 
oJF   Earope,    and   to    receive  ofii- 
CCT»  in    fuch  regiments,   ag  engi- 
neers,   und^r  certain  reftrIclIoY>s,'* 
and     thought     manr     advantages 
might  be  derived  from  a  force  of 
this  nature.     A  coHv^rfaiton  toofc 
place  in  the  houfc  on  this  occafibn,' 
m  which  (omc  gentremel>  informed 
the  min»fter  that  hand  bills  were  al- 
ready circulating  about  the  couw- 
try,  afid  ftutk  op  again  ft  the  ad  mi* 
ralty,  ofiering  confiderable  bounties 
for  the  enliftingof  emigrants*  This, 
if  unknown  to  the  officers  of  the 
crown,    was  thought    by  colonel 
M'Lcod  a  cnlpable  piece  of  negli- 
gence.    Mr.  Pitt  however  proft ffed 
himfelf  igtiotant  of  the  tfanfa6tion4 
On  the  report  being  read,  the  at- 
torney general  moved  an  amend- 
ment, ohh'ging  thofe  who  enliiled 
onder  thefe  circum (lances  to  take 
the  oath  of  allegiance;  which  wa« 
adopted.     Mr.  Sheridan  propofed 
a  further  amendment,  limiting  the 
operation  of  the  bill  to  one  year. 
He  obferved,  that  under  the  mu- 
tiny bill  his  majcfty  was  not  em- 
powered to  continue  the  fervices  of 
}iis  own  fubjetta  longer.     As  the 
objed  of  the  war  involved  the  de- 
ilrndion  of  the  prefent  governmeut 
in  Fiance,  and  the  eilabliihment  of 
order,    morality,    and    religion  in 
that   country,    we  might    not  be 
able   to   eife^   an   obje^   of  fuch 
magnitude  with  lefa  ths^i  500,000 
men,  and  by  this  bill  the  number 
was  indefinite.     He  would  afk  the 
Loufe,  whether  it  had  ever  pafied  a 
vole  of  credit  te  the  crown  equal  to 
this?  If  gentlemen  were  aflccd  by 
their  conffitucnts  how  the  power  of 
the  purfe  in  this  country  Itood,  they 
muft   confcfa  that  it  was  entirely 
^ven  up  to  the  executive  power. 
Though  the  bill  wasiilent  as  to  the 
half-pay  of  thofe  who  afted  under 
itj  j'ct,  lite  the  American  loyaliftfj 


they  might  have  irrcfJftiMc  claims 
on  our  magnanimity,  gcnerofity  and 
juftice.  Should  we  even  fucceed 
in  eftablifhing  a  government  m 
Finance,  the  conted  might  be 
changed  into  a  fquabble  for  indem- 
nification, and  an  attempt  (as  had 
been  the  cafe  in  Poland)  to  parti* 
tion  France,  in  which  pcifons  ad^-* 
ing  under  this  bilhconld  not  poiGWy 
afnft.  What  then  would  be  their 
iitnatipn  ?  trepanned  into  fightinjj 
againfi  their  country,  or  expoftd 
to  penury^  or  the  penalties  of  defer- 
tion?  Mr.  M.  Robinfon.  Mr.  Ba- 
ker, Mr.  Grey,  Mr.  Jekyll,  and 
fir  W.  Mllner  approved  the  amend- 
ment, which  waft  oppofed  by  the 
earl  of  Inchiquin,  Mr.  Cann%g, 
and  the  folicitor  general,  and  ne- 
gatived by  a  majority  of  97.  Upon 
the  propofition  of  Mr.  Sheridan, 
the  number  of  thefe  troopfj,  whidi 
ihould  at  any  tim^  remain  within  the 
kingdom,  ^a$  conBned  to  9,000. 

On  the  fedond reading  of'tlie bill,  it' 
wasobjededto  by  Mr.  Baker  a»  ex- 
traordinary in  its  nature,  and  as  giv- 
ing additional  powers  to  the  crown» 
fince  the  numbers  of  men  were  un- 
fpecified,  and  they  were  permitted 
to  land  in  this  ifland  forair,excrcire^ 
&c.  It  was  defended  by  Mr.  Pitt 
aB  hrgWy  politic  at  the  prefent 
time,  and  approv^  by  general 
Smith,  Mr.  Jenkiufon,  and  Mr. 
Ryder.  Mr.  Fox  thought,  if  the 
bill  was  now  neceflary,  it  moft  have 
been  fo  at  the  commencement  of 
the  war.  It  was  alfo  condemned  by 
Mr.  I^mbton.  Mr.  Sheridan  dc» 
dared  Lis  intention  to  oppofe  a 
meafure  fo  radically  bad  in  toSo, 
The  circumftance  mentioned  by 
general  Smith,  that  thefe  new  le- 
vies when  they  came  into  the  f^.eld 
could  expe6l  nothing  but  an  ignc- 
minious  death,  was  as  (irong  an  ob- 
je^rion  as  could  be  made.  If  fuch 
were  the  cafe,  he  aflted  whether 
• "  we 
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\Tc  fliould  attempt  to  rclallate? 
and  was  anfvvercd  by  a  "  ycs** 
from  Mr.  Burke.  He  then  wariuly 
attacked  an  cxpreffion  which,  he 
faid,  might  be  the  herald  of  cool 
maffacre  to  many  of  our  trooj>€, 
and  hopcti  this  country  would 
fpurn  an  execrable  fyllcui  of  war- 
fare hitherto  unknown  in  European 
hillory.  He  obicftcd  to  the  pahry 
faving  of  not  allowing  thefe  troopg 
lialf-pay  at  the  concfurion  of  tlie 
war  ;  but,  from  the  example  of  the' 
royalift  corps  in  America,  who,  at 
the  conclufion  of  the  war,  remained 
a  heavy  incumbrance  on  the  grati- 
tude of  this  countr}',  he  contended 
that  the  idea  was  delufive.  He 
thought  the  levying  of  50  or  60,000 
men,  to  whom  the  very  name  of 
liberty  was  exafperating,  and  plac- 
ing tnem  under  the  direAton  of  the 
crown,  was  the  moll  dangerous  mca- 
fure  that  could  be  purfued;  and  ri- 
diculed the  idea  that  they  might,  if 
landed,  be  confined  within  a  little 
diftance  from  the  coaft. 

Mr.  Burke  expreffed  his  forrow 
that  the  word^«  had  occafioned  fo 
much  refentment  in  the  hon.  gentle- 
man. He  entered,  with  his  ufual 
vivacity,  into  an  culogium  on  the 
ancient  government  of  France,  and 
an  inveitive  againft  the  prefcnt ;  af- 
ter which  he  reverted  to  the  fubjc<^ 
in  debate,  and  approved  of  the  mea- 
fnrc.  He  concluded  by  declaring, 
that  if  Frencfi  property  was  not 
rtftored,  property  in  England 
would  not  have  ten  years  exiftence. 
The  meafure  was  oppofed  by  Mr. 
Francis  and  Mr.  Grey,  but  defend- 
ed by  Mr.  Pitt  and  Mr.  ferjeant 
Watfon.  On  a  divifion  there  was 
a  majority  of  185  in  favour  of  the 
motion. 

The  commitment  of  the  bill  was 
oppofed  by  colonel  Tarleton,  as 
fraught  with  various  evils.  He 
thought  it  conne&ed  with  the  re- 


cent alteration  in  tl^c  militia  bill, 
and  allied  to  the  county  fubfciip- 
tions  and  the  landing  of  foreign 
trooj^s  ;  and  all  were  tending  to  ihc 
eftabhjhmeat  of  a  military  govern- 
ment. The  dreadful  fituution  cf 
Europe  was,  lie  contended,  the  rc- 
fult  of  En^lilh  intrigues  and  Eti- 
glifli  money.  He  condemned  the 
preamble  of  the  bill  as  iniRatin^ 
the  faft,  and  wifned,  if  il  wab 
thought  right  to  co-operate  w  it hi.IiC 
fubjtcls  of  France,  that  it  had  nut 
been  deferred  till  they  were  be- 
come invincible.  He  thought  the 
places  of  defl illation  net  accurately 
defined.  He  wi(hed  to  know  if 
Portfmouth  and  Plymouth  fhould 
be  cntrufted  to  an  army  of  foreign- 
ers ;  lamented  the  lot  of  thefe  un- 
happy Frenchmen  ;  and  faid,  that 
if  the  inhuman  principle  of  reta- 
liation mentioned  on  a  former  night 
was  adopted,  the  wars  of  foraier 
years  would  be  harmkfs  mnocent 
paftimc,  to  the  dreadful  carnage 
which  mud  enfue. 

Sir  WiUiam  Young  thought  little 
was  to  be  apprehended  from  the 
dodrine  of  retaliation,  as  troops  fi- 
tuated  precifely  in  the  fame  way- 
had  been  embodied  without  thefe 
dreadful  confequences. 

Mr.  Whiibrcad  complainedj  that 
dangerous  and  important  as  this 
meafure  wurj,  no  rcaft)n  had  been 
given  for  its  adoption.  Facl  and 
argument  oufrlit  to  be  adduced  t« 
flievv  its  nccciTuy  and  expediency. 
He  noticed  in  Ihoiig  terms  the  ha- 
rafling  fit  nation  of  the  objcds  of 
this  bill.  The  alien  bill  empowered 
miniftcrs  to  fend  thofe  who  refufed 
to  cnlill,  into  a  fituation  equally 
dangerous  as  any  they  could  bo 
placed  h  by  enlillin^.  How  could 
they  refill  any  application  of  go- 
vernment to  cnlill  ?  He  entered  at 
length  upon  the  dreadful  iubje£l  of 
retaliation^  and  entreated  the  mi- 
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aKlcr  to  difavow  fuch  a  fyftcm.He 
mentioned  the  great  cxpence  at-  ' 
tending  this  meahue,  and  thought, 
coniidcring  the  fmall  progrefs  we 
h'dil  hitherto  made  in  the'w^r,  and 
th'j  probability  that  we  fliould  be 
csHed  upon  for  a  fupply,  of  money 
h)  fomc  of  the  alh'fs,  that  econo* 
my  tras  of  the  utmoft  importance. 
The  m^afnre  was,  he  thought,  on  the 
rrhole  entirely  iinconftitutional.' 

Lord   Mulgravc   contended  for 
the  neccflityof  retaliation  on  our 
pirt,  if  fuch  a  fyftem.  was  purfued 
by   the    epemy*     Unlefs  we  pto- 
cjLckd  on  equal  terms,  it  would  be 
itrjpoflible   to  carry  on  the  war  to 
any    cfFcft.     A  -  number    of    our 
troops  had,  he  ftated,  been  taken, 
.i?d   on   tlrat  occafion   no  quarter 
Vv-ac  given.     Would  it  then  be  wife 
*u)  be  bullied  by  our-  tnrwiies,  and 
t  i  fnew  them  tve  were  afraid  of  their 
i  ...umanity  or  their  other  qualities? 
Th:  kijig,  he  contended,   had  no 
n:u"e  power  over  thefe  troops  than 
•verany  other  by  the  articles  of  war. 
Major  Maitland  aficed  how  we 
could  exped:  that  men  woidd  exert 
fpirit  and  vigour  in  our  caufe,  who 
h'}  not  exer^akl    any  in  that   of 
tK.ir  fovereign  and  their  own  ?  He 
iioticed  the    diicordancy    of  their 
cr-irlons,  and  the  inconiiftency  of 
\Ni.hholdlng  the  Britlfh  foldiers  and 
officers,  by  th^  mutiny  bill,   from 
all  Jcpcndance  on  the- crown  with 
rcfpefl  to  money,  while  the  pre- 
ftut    bill    left  that    matiei:   unde- 
tncd.    In  contradi(flion  to  the  mu- 
tiny bin  too,  that  before  the  houfe 
left  every  thing  relating  to  the  dif- 
ciplineof  the  new  corps  to  military 
d'fcretion.     RefpeAing  retaliation, 
the  major  remarked,  that  if  that 
fyfl:em  was  purfued  by   us,  thofe 
wlio  were  facrificed  by  the  French 
would  not  be  Frenchmen  in  Britifh 
pay,  but  Brit'ifli  foldiers  and  offi- 
«^rj,  oMr  fcllowjfubjefls ;  and    he 


called  upoo  gentlemen  to  recoiled 
whom  they  already  had  in  their 
hands,  and  whom  the  fortune  of  war 
miglit  put  into  their  power.  If,  by 
employing  Frenchmen  to  fight 
againlt  rrance,  we  brought  on  thi« 
departure  from  the  ordinary  rules 
of  war,  to  us,  and  not  to  the 
French,  mull  be  imputed  all  the 
horrors  thatenfue. 

Mr.  Montague  thought,  that  in 
the  prcfent  ftate  of  France,  when 
all  forgetting  their  former  differ- 
ences were  dlfcontented  with  the 
prefent  rulers,  more  force  might  be 
obtained  by  employing  the  difeon- 
tented  French  than  the  allies.  The 
defpcrate  circum. lances  in  which 
tlicy  were  placed  would. make  them 
more  than  true  to  us.  The  inten- 
tion of  war  was  to  kill ;  and  if  pri- 
foucrs  were  fpaved,  it  was  only  on 
tlie  flip -jofit ion  of  mutual  conve- 
nience, in  various  inilanccs  of  ci- 
vil wars,  this  idea  had  prevailed 
over  tlie  notion  or  right,  and  pri- 
foTicTG  had  been  fpaiedonboth  fides. 
Siich  might  be  the  cafe  at  prefent. 

After  J^.'Ir.  Dent  had  humanely 
remarked,  that  if  the  French  enii- 
'gr:in:s  refufcd  to  eullll  after  alt 
the  benefits  they  had  received,  they 
ought  to  be  fent  out  of  the  coun- 
tiy,  the  houfe  divided,  when  tlierc 
appeared  a  majority  of  103  for 
committuig  the  bill.  An  amend- 
ment was  propofed  by  major  Mait- 
land, that  the  bill  fiiould  be  an  an- 
nual one,  which  was  rcjcc^ed^ 

The  bill  was  oppofed  on  the 
third  reading  by  Mr.  H:irrifon,  on 
the  picas  previoufly  urged.  He 
thought  too,  that  at  the  very  time 
when  we  feared  an  invafion  from 
France,  it  w&s  neither  wife  nor 
prudent  to  employ  an  indefinite; 
number  of  French  emigrants,  who, 
to  make  their  own  peace,  might 
betray  us.  He  difapproved  the 
wir,    he    faid,    and  the   principle 
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of  it ;  and  this  bill,  Z9  tending  to 
Its  prolongation,  and  leading  to  an 
lodcfiiiite  cxpence,  fhould  have  his 
negative.  Mr.  Fox  thought  the 
biff  pregnant  with  calamity.  Fiom 
the  time  tliat  it  had  been  intro- 
duced to  the  houfo,  he  had  waited 
ia  expectation  of  hearin/r  Ibmc 
rcafons  urged  in  ftrourof  the  billj 
but  Utile  as  yet  had  occuiTcd  in  fd- 
▼our  of  its  principle.  Almqft  *I1 
that  had  been  faid  by  one  fet  of  its 
defenders  amounted  only  to  this^ 
X9\\At  the  men  who  enh'fled  under  it 
would  feel,  that  from  fuccefs  they 
might  hope  to  be  rcflored  to  their 
honours,  their  fortune,  and  their 
country  ;  and  defeat  fct  before 
them  either  poverty  or  death. 
Another  fet  of  its  ucfendere,  par- 
ticularly an  hon*  gentlen^an  (Mr. 
Burke),  faid  the  bill  was  an  aufpi« 
cious  beginning  of  a  new  fyftem  ; 
that  all  the  emigrants  hadlod  mud 
be  reftored  to  them  before  all  that 
was  valuable  to*  us  could  be  fecure ; 
•that  Great  Britain,  refptding  its 
property  and  rights,  (liould  feel  an 
identity  of  intcreft  with  the  emi- 
grants of  France  ;  and,  except 
thofe  properties  and  right*  were  re- 
ftored to  them,  our  own  would 
comparatively  be  of  little  value. 
This  pofition  was,  he  faid,  pcr- 
fc£lly  novel,  and  would,  yi  its  na- 
ture and  tendency,  be  dangerous  to 
this  country  and  to  Europe,  if 
adopted  by  govcrnmcnL  and  fane-' 
tionedby  padiareent* 

Mr,  Fox  called  the  attention  of 
the  boufc  to  the  progrcfs  of  the 
war,  which  he  beheved  might  have 
been  avoided  by  negotiation  ;  but 
bad  that  even  failed,  there  could 
then  have  been  no  doubt  of  the  prot- 
priety  of  our  having  rccourfc  to 
arms.  He  noticed  the  alteration 
which  had  arifen  in  the  avowed  ob-* 
jc&  of  the  war  lince  its  firft  com- 
mcncement»    Had  the  obj«dt  been 


then  fated  as  an  attempt  to  futn 
vert  the  government  of  France,,  be 
believed  it  would  not,  either  io  that 
houfe  or  the  country,  have  been 
fupported.  If  a  ncceflity  now  ex* 
ittcd  for  entirely  changing  the  ob- 
je£^,  ht  thought  minifters  fhould 
boldly  come  forward,  and  afow^ 
thci/  former  mtdake^  and  their 
prcfcnt  fyftem  and  obje6^^  karing 
parliament  to  judge  of  the  propriety 
of  fuch  alteration.  The  war  he 
allowed  to  be  juA:  and  neceflaryv  if 
we  could  not  obtain  fecurity  by  ne- 
gotiation ;  but  he  could  not  agree 
that  it  was  nghtHO  continue  it  in 
order  to  impofe  a  govern  icent  on 
France.  Whatever  ntigbt  be  the 
fault's  of  their  government,  it  was 
an  infradion  of  the  Erft  principles 
of  any  indepondent  fiatci  and  of  the 
fovc reign ty  of  nations,  to  interfere 
with- its  formation. 

Thefc  points,  Mr.  Fox  thoughtf 
had  been  gent  i  ally  a  {Tented  to  Ia(l 
year.  But  we  had  now  adopted  % 
new  fyftem,  and  were  to  emplo/^ 
the  French  emigrants  in  fupport 
of  it.  The  bill^  he  faid,  appeared 
to  him  to  pledge  the  faith  «U  this 
country  to  the  emigrauts,  for  the 
fuU  i-eftoration  of  aU  they  had  loft: 
fincc  the  revolution,  and  to  overturn 
the  prefent  government  of  France  by- 
force  of  arms.  He.  fpokc  in  tho 
moft  humane  terms  of  the  forrowa 
and  fufFerings  of  the  emigrants,  but 
was  not  willing  (o  far  to  pledge  the 
faith  of  the  nation,  as  it  muft  cxi< 
pofe  this  country  to  great  and  tre- 
mendous evils.  The  war,  conii-* 
dering  the  prefent  fixation  of 
France,  was  formidable  to  tbifl 
country  and  its  conftitution,  and 
only  two  obj^s  were -to  be  eonG* 
dered  as  deiirable  rtfpe£ting  it :  the 
one,  that  it  fhould  be  as  fhort  a» 
polCblt);  the  other,  that  it  (honld  be 
as  little  fanguinary.  The  prefeot 
bil).  he  coo&dcred  as  mibtatitis 
agalm 
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•ffamff  both  zhtk  9^]e€ts.     It  tbd 
object  of  the   i9var  ftill  <:ontinued 
what  !t  had  been  orig^inftUy  Rated, 
he  ihouid'have  fangtiine  hopes  of  its 
Itnnirwtioii,  and  whatever  fuccefie« 
had  attended  oar  anAs  in  the  laft 
nmpatgti:  might  iniduce  the  Fiench 
to  think  of  peace.     SiJch   events 
bed  If]  all  former  wars  been  ftcps 
towards  peace.     But  this  \v»s  not 
tbe  cafe  fn   xhc   prefent,  becaufe 
its  objed  and  that  of  former  wars 
were  eflentialiy   different.     If  the 
objed  of  the  prefent  bill  wa«  car- 
ried into  effect,  we   muft  deftroy 
the  prefent  government  of  France, 
and  what  would  it  avail  us  to  cap^ 
ture  thdr   pofleffions    or    deftroy 
their  leaders  ?  They  would  ftiiKay^ 
we  arc  not  fighting  for  territory  or 
formen^  we  are  lighting  for  our  own 
eiidence  and  that  of  our  govern- 
ment.   He  argued  with  great  ahi- 
litT  againft  the  probabilfty  that  any 
fucce&s  we  nilght  have  agarnft  tliem 
wonid  ever  produce  a  change  in 
then  fentiments  of  government,  or 
induce  them  xf  fubmit  to  the  yoke 
of  a  foreign   power,   becaufe  we 
had  taken  tScir  Eaft  or  Weft-  Indies. 
When  the  mind  was  irritated  and- 
goaded,  when  it  ^as  bulled  in  view- 
ing daily  objects  of  terror  at  home, 
k  was  not  likehy  t»  be  affeftcd  by  re- 
mote confequenees.    l*hey  were  ei- 
ther difregarded,  or,  if  regarded, 
eompared  with  nearer  evils,  they 
were  looked  upon  as  nothing.     If 
•urcaufe  therefore  was  again  ft  the 

fjvemment,  not  the  poirclFions  of 
raace,  there  conld  be  no  poffible 
advantage  chat  could  contcibute  to 
tbis  end  ihort  of  our  taking  Paris,, 
•r  Tone  ottier  material  part  of 
Fmnoe*  Viewing  therefore  the 
prc&at  bS  a»  a  virtual  engagement 
•0  the  part  of  this  country  to  re- 
ftore  the  ancient  government  of 
France,  and  to  replace  the  emi- 
paQtsm'ihft  ficnariofts  they  had' 


formerly  enjoyed,  peatnt  appeared  to> 
him  an  objed  infinitely  diftant* 
An^ion.  gentleman  (Mr.  Jenkinfony 
had  lolfky  obferved  on  a  former 
night,  •*  that  the  beft  mode  of 
conquering  France  was  to  take  Pa- 
ris, and  the  only  means  by  which" 
this  could  be  effeded,  was  by  tak- 
ing one  town  after  another,"  on  the 
northern  frontier,  as  a  proteftion  tof 
our  troops.  This  was  certainly 
very  juft  reafoning  ;  but  the  mode 
propofed  for  attaining  this  objcdr 
convinced  him  of  the  difficulty  and 
almoftlmpofldbility  of  cfleding  k. 
The  taflc  was  of  an  herculean  kindr 
required  an  herculean  labour,  IcngtK 
of  time,  and  an  uninterrupted  ferie* 
of  fuccefs ;  ijd  to  this  we  fliould 
take  into  confidcration  the  nature 
of  the  caufe,  and  the  dlfpoiition  of 
the  people  with  whom  we  had  to 
contend.  He  warned  the  houfe 
oftlic  danger  rcfulting  from  confl- 
dering  the  French  as  not  formida- 
ble in  the  field  ;  fiieh  a  people,  he 
faid,  fighting  under  fuch  circum- 
ftances,  muft  be  fonnidable  to  the 
mo  ft  powerful  enemy  that  could 
oppofe  them  ;  and  judging  of  the 
future  by  the  paft,  a  complete  con- 
qu«ftofthe  French,  in  war,  Ct)uld  , 
not  reafonably  be  expeded.  If  thi j 
purfuit  was  likely  to  be  fo  hopelcfsr 
was  it  confiftent  with  the  dignity 
and  honour  of  this  country  to  em- 
ploy thefe^  unfortunate  people  ia 
fuch  a  vifionary  fcheme  ?  Mr.  Pox, 
in  the  moft  energetic  terms,  then' 
deplored  the  effed  which  the  conti- 
nuance of  the  war  would  have  on? 
the  difpofitions  and  general  mora- 
lity of  Europe,  and  delivered  an  eu- 
logy on  the  pradice  of  humanity^ 
which  did  honour  to  his  own  fM* 
ings.  All  Europe  had  fuftred  fronv 
the  horrors  of  Fitmce  i  but  with  re- 
gard 16  their  caufe,  the  French  ^p** 
peared  to  have,  in  a  great  meafure, 
been  drivcftto  tbefe  violent  fcenes  of 
bloodfhed 
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bloodihcd  and  horror.  Nations  were 
like  individuals.  Place  an  iudrn- 
^ttatin  a  fitufition  in  which  he  felt 
Itimftlf  abanc'oned  by  the  whole 
worfd,  and  found* no  one  his  friend, 
ftoQc  intercftcd  in  hia  welfare,  bui 
ftll  mankind  become  by  jrencnil  con- 
lent  his  enemies,  he  muft  becfinu-  a 
nifanthrope  or  a  fava^e,  nTilcfs  he 
pofleffed  a  mind  more  heroic  and 
exalted  than  we  had  any  rig^ht  to 
expedl.  All  E'jtTopc  had  attacked 
France,  not  from  any  of  the  ufiial 
motives  for  war,  but  to  deflroy  her 
people,  or  compel  them  to  accept 
a  form  of  government  which  was  to 
he  impofed  on  them  by  force  of 
arms, ,  and  a  form  too  which  they 
the  mod  dctcfted  ajid  abhorred. 
Could  it  then  be  wondered  at  that 

"the  French  were  favage  and  fcro- 
cioHs?  iVlr.  Fox  remarked  the  flat- 
tering pifture  which  had  been 
drawn  of  the  French  under  the 
old  monarchy,  particularly  by  an 
hon.  gentleman  (Mr.  Burke).  He 
had,  he  faid,  himfelf  been  then  in 
that  country,  and  witnefled,  that 
the  (ituaiion  of  their  peal  ants  w^s 
fo  replete  with  mifery,  fo  abjctl, 
and  fo  wretched,  that  they  could 
not  he  objects  of  crtvy  to  the  lub- 
jedls  of  the  moft  abfolute  defpots 
on  earth.  A  pprehending  then  t  hat 
the  objeA  of  the  combined-  pow- 
ers was  to  replace  them  in  that  bon- 
dage, was  it  furprifing  they  fhould 
become  furious  ? 

Mr.  Fox  next  proceeded  to  ftate 

.  the  horrors  which.muft  attend  emi- 
grants if  taken  in  arms  again  (I  their 
country.  He  mentioned,  with  much 
feeling,  the  dreadfjl  rancour  whicli 
always  prevailed  in  civil  wars,  and 
to  the  emitrrants  this  mufl  be  a  ci- 
vil waf.  He  then  noticed  the  dif- 
ference between  modern  and  an- 
cient wars,'  and  contended,  that 
the  milder  prafticcs  which  now 
pttvailed  were  not  merely  the  cfltd 


of  the  benignant  fpirit  of  chrrfiranU 

tVj  but  that  modern  wars  were  wnrs 
g^nenilly  forterntory  or  for  the  lo^'s 
of,territory,  and  ancient  wars,  wars 
of  extermination.  As  the  meafure 
tended  to  retard  the  bfeflin^  of 
peace,  and  to  render  the  war  more 
fav<»p"c  and  ferocious,  k  ihould,  he 
faid,  have  his  decided  ne^tivc. 

Mr.  Dimdas  jnftlfied  toe  \^r  upon 
the  reafons  which  have  been  fo  of- 
ten detailed,  and  accufcd  thofc  pjcii- 
tlemen  of  inconfiftency,   vrho   '.h- 
jecled  to  it  as  not  juft  nor  necelTj'  y, 
becaufe  they  had  pledged  themfel .  ,-s 
in  its  fupport,  and  added  to  this  iKt 
fur.thcr    incoTifiRcncy  of  oppofiu^ 
every  meafure  adopted  by  the   «.::- 
ecntive  government  for  its  raaintc- 
nancc.     With  refpeft  to  the  prv- 
ftnt  meafure,  he  left  it  to  the  \viT- 
dom  and  dl'cemmcnt  of  the  houfe 
to  decide,  whether  it  was  one  whit'i 
tended  to  facilitate  the  objcft  of  tl.cr 
war  or  not,  and  he  would  im-:)r.r- 
tially  af>idt  by  that  decifion.     The 
pre  fen  t  power  of  France  was,  he 
contended,  held  by  the  moH  preca- 
rious of  all  poiTible  tenures  ;  and  lic 
thought  the  great  body  of  the  peo  • 
pic  were  far  from  attached   to  the 
prefent  conftitution  ;  and  in  proof 
of  this  he  mentioned  the  immenf.: 
emigrations  whicl^  had  taken  place, 
the  maflacres,   and  the  infecurity 
of  life  and  property.     Nothing  but 
protcAion    and   fupport     was    he 
thought  wanting    to    induce    tl.e 
French  to  come  forward,  and  raife 
their  whole  force  againft  the  con- 
vention.   The  ufurpation  of  France 
wis  incompatible  with  the  eriftcnce 
of  other  gov'ernmentsi  and  till  wc 
could  overthrow  their  fyftem  of  po- 
litics, wc  muft  not  hope  for  peace 
or  fccurity.     In  this  endeavour  he 
thought  it  right  to    unite  with  us 
perfons  who  had  the  fame  reafnrs 
with  ourfelves,and  who  called  upun 
the  Britifh  nation  to   ^jivc  thtrn 
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2rm%    Whatever  might  be  the  ad- 
vantages we  derived  from  an  iofu- 
iatcd  Stcation^  we  could  not  remain 
fafe  while  fuch  opioiona  were  dif* 
fcmioated  near  ua,  and  propagated 
by  force  of  arms.     The  authority 
of  books  and  the  dilates  of  com- 
mon fenfe  edabllfhed  the  maxim, 
that  the  government  of  one  coun- 
try might  inteHere  with  and  fub- 
vert  another  under  certain  drcum- 
Haoces.    This  was  a  matter  of  fpe- 
culaiive  policy  applicable  to  inter* 
nal  difcords  in  time  of  peace  ;  but 
in  a  ftate  of  warfare  it  would  be 
ridiculous  to  fay«  we   fhonld  not 
do  every  thing  to  diftrefs  and  de* 
^Toy  the  government  with  which 
v.ewcTcat  war.     It  was  the  part 
of  miaiftera  to  coniider  the  eflemy 
39  an  enemy,  and  devife  means  to 
bring  them  either  to  reafon  or  to 
ruin.    The  hon.  ^ehtlemaa   (Mr. 
Fox)  had,    he  fiud,    dwelt   with 
much  plaufibility  upoii  the  calami- 
ty of  retaUat  ion  2  this  he  faid  it  had 
frequently  been  n&x^rj  to  cxer- 
cife,   however    painfu)    the   tafk; 
It  lay  with  the  cniigrants  to  con* 
filler  the  probable   effcfta  of  re- 
tiliation,   and  they    had    weigh- 
ed it  well   and  aikcd   (tr  arms; 
None  could  acctife  |povernment  of 
cumpulCon  in  thi^   loflance;    the 
emigrants  had  themfelves  adopted 
tne  meafure,  an^   none  could  de- 
ny the  wifdom  of  their  choice  5  no 
manof  feeling  or  magnanimity  could 
^'"^t  otherwiTe.     T<^th   refped   to 
inis  meafure  hacinff  a  tendency  to 
Prolong  the  war,  Mr.  Duftdas  al- 
iuwed,  that  the  conqoefts  we  had 
niadc  In  the  Eaft  and  Weft  Indies 
had  Dot  thcjarae  effed  as  conquefta 
in  France  might  hate  had  ;  yet  ftill, 
oy  crippling  in  fomc  degree  the 
rcfourccs  of  the  war,  they  muft 
accdcrae  peace.     We  coujd  not 
nowcvcr,  be  contended,  hop^  for 
peace  and  fccnriiy,  without  a  to- 


tal  change  in  the  {government  of 
France.  Government  had,  be  iaid^ 
been  blamed  the  l:ift  fcflioa  for  not 
affording  early  afilftance  to  the 
mal-contcnts  and  royalills  is  La 
Vendee,  If  it  were  e^^pedient  td 
riique  our  nation dl  fafety  and  ho- 
nour in  the  hands  of  an  uqdifci-^ 
plihed  ftattered  ban  J,  fuch  as  that 
m  La  Vendue,  how  much  more  fc» 
to  take  into  our  pay  a  ftrong 
Concentrated  body  of  men,  dlu 
ciplined,  appointed,  &nd  com- 
manded by  men  eminent  for  mili- 
tary honour  and  talents  !  Such  an 
army  was,  he  faid,  not  only  equal 
to  prodigies  iri  itfelf,  but  muft  ac- 
quire flrengih  and  numbers  as  it 
proceeded.  An  hon.  gentlemaii 
had  mentioned  50o>c6o :  be  fliould 
rejoice  to  find  fo  many  i  and  though 
that  gentleman  had  queftioned 
the  ability  to  find  refources  for  fuck 
a  number  except  from  this  coun'* 
try,  he  conceived  th^  a  much 
fmallef  number  ^-ould  in  a  fhort 
time  render  aid  from  this  country* 
totally  unneceffary,  by  putting  d 
profperots  period  to  the  war,  reco-^ 
vering  their  rights^  and  terminate 
ing  the  calamities  of  Franc^e. 

Mr.  Burke,  with  great  wit,  ri- 
diculed the  praifes  beilowed  by  ant 
hon.  gentleman  on  humanity,  a^ 
uncalled  for  by  any  thing  that  had 
been  faid,  and  uaneceffary,  a3 
every  member  of  that  houfe  uni-« 
formly  aded  according  to  its  dic- 
tates. He  thought  h  might  have 
been  deHvered  with  more  effect  int 
the  clubs  of  jacobint  or  cordeliers. 
He  feeraed,  however,  to  conlider 
it  but  as  a  fmall  proof  of  the  hu- 
rtianity  of  Mr.  Fox,  that  while  he 
commiferated  the  fufFerings  of  the 
emigrants,  he  /hould  wifh  to  with« 
hold  from  them  the  means  of 
extricaiing  themfeWes.  Humani« 
ty  mufi,  he  contended,  be  fup^ 
ported  by  jtiflice^  AU  the  attocitiev 
K  of 
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->f  the  Frtnch  had  bcc»  mtrpduccA 

iy/thc  profcl|ion  of^'hunaanitv. — 
ItJtnanity  was  fqimded  on  Junicei 
an4  juilicc  on  the  ?/r.t  faUanh^-r 
Every  niaii  out  of  civil  fbcicty  had» 
ticfaid,  a  nght  to  avcncc  his  own 
M«-ong8  ;  and  he  thought  it  better 
the  emfgraots  (hould  have  this  op- 
portunity afforded  them  of  being 
*  fcffprtd  to  their  progcrtyr  country,' 
&c.  than  to  pbe  away  hTe  under 
cKerr  prefent  circutnftancci  Mrl 
Burke  indulged  himfelf  in  one  of 
bis  ufiial  invedtives  againft  the 
French,  and  compared  their  late 
condiid  with  that  of  the  other  na- 
tions of  Europe  on  former  occa- 
iions,  very  juftfy  to  the  advaiita^ 
of  the  laxtcr.  Upon  a  review  of 
the  atrocities  of  the  French,  he 
afked  what  room'  was  kft  for  com- 
paiTion-.  The  miibti  of  all  Europe 
againft  fuch  wretches  was  jiift  and 
politic.  All  Europe  had  united 
aealiirt  |lo\ifs  %l,V,  Had  thatdriven 
him  to  murder,  &c«  ?  0«  the  con* 
trary,  he  had  relaxed  the  reins  of 
government.  He  catted  upon  any 
man  tri  diew  him  atvinftance  when 
al!  mankind  had  united  again-d  the 
Sniggles  o^  liberty  5  but  all  Eu- 
jopc  few  that  the  ob^ft  of  the 
French  was  poweiV  t(lu  Burke 
commentad  at  Urge  upon  the  hap- 

fihcfs  enjoyed  bj-  the  fubjeft*  of 
ranee  under  the  old  monarchy. 
This  was  not,  he  f<ud>  a  war  for 
the  Scheldt,  it  was  a  war  for  every 
thing  vahiable  to  ue.'  The  French 
Attempted  to  over-Tun  Europe— 
they  attempfej  to  penetrate  into 
Hpiland,  the  countty  of  eur  ally. 
**' Speaking  politically,  upon  the 
fiityatioA  of  Holland  depended  the 
falvatioff  of  this  country-— ©ur  ho- 
notn*  and  dignity,  as  a  nation,  went 
with  that  falvatiom  ** 

Mr.  Sheridan,  after  afolladmiflion 
and  as  full  a  condemnation  of  the  enor- 
mhiasoftheFrench^oughtitiaight

His  lordfhlp  ai^guc^  upon  the  im- 
policy^ from  the  different  o^inionaT 
which  mijft  operate  itr  the  minds  of

,dififcrent  periods  of' the  French  re'-' 
Tohition,   and    %tho    cbnfeqfiKrntiy . 
could  Uiot  aft'  wltt  coifdlaliiy-     Hirf 
lordfhip  further  afked,  wHtther  wrf 
were  to  make  the  caufe  of  the  cral-  . 
grants  a  commoB  catffe,'  and  contu 
nue  tbt  v^air  ilR  they  (hould  obtaior 
th^  rcliorttion  of  tReir  prpperty  J"^^ 
As   only  5000  of  thcfe  troopi 
^^re  according  to  the  bill  to  be  iir 
this  country  at  the  fame  time,  and  , 
f  hofc"  o  !y  to  be  laftdcd  \i\  cafes  o(  . 
rrcccflity^  lord  Hawfcefbury  arguedk ., 
againft  the  poffibility  of  4iny  daii- 
gef  refulting  from  the  mcafm-e.    If 
landed  too,  they  were  ho£  to  be  per^ 
Aitted  to  proceed  more   than  live' , 
mfles  up  the  conntrv.  As  the. emi- 
grants owed  po  aBcgiance  to  tb^ 
prefftit  FrciichWvern'mentrhe  faw* 
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no  reafon  for  apprehending  the 
horrid  con fcqunices  attending  their 
teing  takc^n  in  arms  agaiuil  their 
<;ountryineu.  The  war,  fo  far  from 
being  prolonged  by  this  meafuve, 
^ufl,  he  faid,  be  expedited  by  it, 
for  it  would  certainly  ce^e  a»  foo^ 
a$  the  prefent  fyflem  of  government 
in  France  was  ,  dcftroycd  ;  at  the 
£amc  tJtnc  his  lordihip  ilated,  that 
the  eilabUihmeut.  of  any  fpecitic 
government  was  a  fubje^  £i}t  future 
confideration, 

.  The  bill  was  oppofed  by  the  carl 
of  Tbanety  who  obfervedy  that  at 
the  agents  of  defpotifm  were  fe* 
lA:dcd  by  it  ta  r^ilore  the  old  mo« 
narcby  of  France,  thefe  men  would 
be  additionally  abhorrent  ia  the 
ey<2S  of  their  couatrymeo,  and  eio 
cite  the  ferocity  fo  much  depre- 
catedk  The  pcrroilBon  to  .  marck 
£ve  miles  into  the  country,  afford- 
ed Hicvsi  a  fajad^ion  to  take  poOfeifion 
uf  oar  iiecti  of  Portfrnouth,  and 
of  all  opr  military  dep6ts  oa  the 
fea-coail. 

His  lordHiip  was  followed  by 
the  earl  of,  Lauderdale,  vrho 
condemned  miniders  for  jtiftifying 
the  bill,  on  the  ground  of  chari- 
ty»  and  noticed  -tbeic  condudl  ii^ 
having  at  length  avowed  their  in- 
tention to  overturn  the  cxiftinggo- 
ycmment  of  France,  without  hav- 
incf  fixed  upon  giving  her  any 
cuier  in  return,  xiis  lordlhip  faid 
tills  was  the  mod  extiaordinary 
mode  of  producing  order  he  had^ 
ever  heard  of.  He  thought  how- 
ever it  would  have  been  better  to 
have  applied  to  the  continent  for 
troops,  as  thefe  mud  excite  animo- 
lity,  und  prolong  the  war,  even  if 
the  French  wcrcdifpofed for  peace. 
Many  of  the  emigrants,  he  oh* 
ferved>  could  not  take  the  oath  pre- 
fcribed,  as  they  had  already  taken 
that  adminidered  by  the  condituent 
aiTembly.     He  urged^  that  the  11- 


tuation  of  thofe  who  rctnaiaed'  ia 
France  was  more  pnoljperoua  tbao 
before  the  revolutKNi,  and  that 
they  mud  r-egard  with  a  jealous  eye 
the  eqaigrantSt  of  whofq  lands  they 
were  in  podeiTion*.  He  thought 
tooy  that  the  de fpotic  opiniona  en- 
tertained by  thefe  .  men  imfitted 
^em  io^agreal  degree  from  cc^lef* 
ciftg.  with  ,the  troops  of  thU  «oun» 
try.  r  . 

As  the  views  of  this  couotry  and 
thpitf  of  the  etnigrants  were  ia  tna* 
ny  refpe^is  iimilar,  lordAuckland 
iiudiiied  the  propriety  'pf  the  mea* 
fure*.  It  would,  he  fatd»  be  tbougrht 
good  policy  to  employ  ipdividuaU 
of  other  oati^nsy  who  would  feive 
for  moderate  pay*  aud  pieferve  our 
ow|n  population  $  aod  hovi^wat  the 
cafe  varied  by  their  beii^  aativc^ 
of  Fmace,  who  were  ak^&dy  dif- 
eiplincd,  and  equally  istereded 
with  ourfelves  in  tjiecavfe  for  which 
they  fight?  Whatever  nught  be 
their  individual  difference  or  fenti- 
ment,.  they  would  all  concur  ia 
demolifhing  the  jafiobii^  tyjranDy. 
He  admitted  that  maoty.fwf  them 
might  be  murdered  by  tlieir  coun- 
trymen in  the  fervice,  but  the  fcr* 
vice  waS' voluntary.  His  Wddu^ 
ingcnioufly  urged,  that  we  were 
not  feeking  to  annihilate  the  exift-* 
ing  government  in,  France,  hecaufe 
there  was  no  fuch  thing  as  a  go- 
vernment there ;  we  were-  only  de- 
droying  a.bandof  robbers*  &c.  and 
did  not  pledge  ourfelvd»  to  edablidi 
the  sncieot  mpnarcliy  of  France. 

The  duke  of  Bedford*  in;a  fpcech 
replete  with  ability^  condemned 
the  meafure.  He  urged  in  piointed 
terms  the  unhappy  5tuation  of  the 
emigrants,  expoi'ed  to  all  the  hor- 
rors of  retaliation  froa  their  coun- 
trymen, and  driven  into  the  mea* 
fure,  which,  if  they  did  not  adopt, 
would  render  them  the  {com*  of  fo-  * 
ciecy.  He  widied  this  eountry  }iad 
pTOTidcd 
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^r«vide61^  ffietn  in  any  other  way 
than  by  the  btll  Miqueftion.     Hts 
grace  odtnpliment^d  iht  lioble  lorda 
<Hawkefi)ury  and   Aut?ldand)  oA 
their  ingenuity, -but  faid  the  dil^ 
CDcc  bet^r^i^  interfering  and  aAili'> 
hibtifig  was  a  -diftlndb't^n  too  i^tce 
iof  hia  ^ierceptioa  to  €>bferv^    To 
contend  that  the  atteiiifpt^  ta  atHM'^ 
Kibte  vaa  not  to  interfere  was,  tic 
faidy  a  fritifnl  quibble.     Froto  what 
be  had  beard  inthathoufe,  he  eon* 
€ei«ed4t<a'fatr  eoadtflion  to<  draw, 
thai  thw  frtnOI  ifknd  was  to  extermi. 
aate24'niifiioa8  of  people,  or  over- 
turn tberr  govenrment ;  for  a  go- 
vrameiit  be«  m«ft   pronouAce   it) 
finee  h  had  been  accepted  aA  fuch 
by  the-  maj^ty  of  the  people,  and 
he  thought  no  mail  or  body' of  men 
had  a  right  to  dirdate  to  a  iiatian 
the  fort  of  govetnraerit  they  thought 
proper.     He  contradi^d  the  idea 
that   the-'  government   of  France 
wculd  change  hy  the  fill}  of  Robe-* 
fpierre;  and  entettained,  he  faidf 
tuo  good  an  Opinion  of  mankind,  to 
iir»agJnC'tha€  one  man  was  fo  fupe- 
rior  to  the  i^,  as  to  be  allowed  to 
didate  to  millions  that  which  they 
did  ftot'approYc,  and  in  which  they 
were  aS  fo  much  conocmed  and  in- 
tcreftcd.  '  From  the  condo^  of  the 
emigniats  who  bad  dcferCed  their 
king  and  coontry  in  the  honr  of 
danger,  he  faw  tio  great  reaibn  to 
tnift  them  at  prcfent.     Hi«  grace 
adverted  to  thcconduA  of  the  en<?- 
mies  of  the  French,  which  he  faid 
gtttdedthem  to  dcfpcration.     He 
^w*  Cony  to  fay  that  he  had  heard 
fpcechci  fully  as  ferocious  and  fan*. 
g>inary  as  any  faid  to  hare  been 
wtrred  in  the  convention. 

The  mat qi«»  of  Lanidowne  naai  n- 
^Macd,  that  the  impolicy  of  the 
iBfafare  was  obvious,  and  its  in* 
iiwnamty  withont  precedent  or 
<»aropW.  Mtnifters,  affetled  to 
^'jlhit  if  any /of  thefe'emigraBt^ 


were  taken  and  executed,  i^x 
fhoilld  retaliate  ;  he  ftrongly  urged 
the  danger  of  fuch  a  dodrine. 
Soch  tt  praftice  had  been  talked  of 
in  the  American  war,  and  tl>e  cf- 
fed  of  that  was  fufficient  td  enable 
us  to  fe*-  the  danger  oF  attempting 
lo  adopt  a  fyftem  fo  barbarous.  If 
there  was  any  fundamental  fecunty 
for  the  liberties  and  conftitution  of 
this  comfitry,  it  was  irt  the  jealoufy 
which  ex i (led  refpcding  J^anding 
armies*  The  marqms  (hewed  the 
pecoliar  reafon  there  was  to  be  jea- 
lous of  one  compofed  of  French* 
men,  of  paplfts*  of  men  fo  different 
in  both  their  religious  and  political 
faith.  He  a&ed  what  king  Wil- 
liam, or  the  parliament  of  that  time, 
ipKOuM  have,lhought  of  the  mtnifter 
who  fug^efted  fuch  an  idea  ?  Then, 
amd  indeed  before  and  after,  every 
means  was  ufed  by  this  country  ta 
curb  the  ambitious  fpirk  of  the  . 
honfe  of  Bourbon ;  now  we  were 
become  Quixottes  id  the  reftora- 
tion  of  a  branch  of  that  family  we 
had  fo  much  dreaded  and  execrated. 
His  lordfhip  thought  many  of  the 
cBaigraiits  averfc  to  the  meafure, 
thdugh  fome  favoured  it  in  tlife' 
hope  that  on  their  return  they 
would  find  followers  among  theiif 
former  dependanta-;  but  he  a(ked,' 
was  it  likely  that  men  who  had  fuf- 
fcrcd  and  been  op  pre  fled  fo  much, 
wt)nld  in  an  infiauc  forget  what 
they  had  been  fighting  for,  and  fly 
with  rapture  to  entreat  for  the  re- 
ftoration  of  the  feudal  fyftem  ?  HI3 
lordfhip  argned  ably  and  much  at 
length  againft  the  tneafure,  but 
feared  all  parties  had  too  much  made 
up  their  minds  to  be  fwayed  by  any 
fa  As  or  arguments.  Time  mult 
prove  whofe  principles  were  beft  cal- 
culated to  benefit  their  country— 
thofe  who  wished  for  peace,  or 
thofe  who  fup ported  the  war,  Fron>

Marct  *ty.  Mr.  Whitbread  jun. 
^'\\6  prefaced  a  qfiotion  upon  the 
fuhjc^  by  a  very  able  fpcccli.  Hd 
vould,  .be  fald,  on  the  prefcnt  oc- 
.cafion  avoid  inquiring  into  ttie 
groi^nds  of  the  prcfcnt  war,  and 
the  topics  which  were  ft)  artfullyTidd 
ouf  to  inflame  the  public  rfrtnd  and 
incite  thcmto'animofity  ajrainft  the 
French  ;  but '  would  barely  remind 
thc^  houfe,  tliat  the  fame  virulent 
jnye^ives  had  op  former  oc'cafions 
hcen^  pellowed  upon  fome  of  the 
fceil  and  greatell  men  who  had  ever 
engaged  in  the  glorious  druggie 
for  liberty,  iFIc  hiftanccd  thepio- 
clalnation  of  Philip  the  fecond 
againd  the  prince  of  Oraiigf,  and 
the  opprobrious  epithets  thrown 
upon  the  Americans  .during  the 
American  war.  When  thefe  epi- 
thets were  "employed  indifcriml- 
rately  againft  the  French,  he  muft 
think  them  gvofsly  calumniated  ; 
and  for  whj^t?  To  prove  what  no  ra- 
tional fet  of  beings  ever  doubted,  the 
fxiftcncc  of  a  God.  Mr.  Wliitbread 
contiidcd,  however,  tiiat  religion 
vas  made  a  cloak  oi  by  thofe  who 
hated  every  thing  like  liberty,  and 
that  fuchliad the  words  chriftian re- 
ligion continually  in  their  mouths, 
though  their  a&ions  violated  its 
1  u ndamei) t al  principles. 

Whatever  had  been  the  ground 
of  war  on  our  part,  it  could  not, 
Mr.  Whitbread  faid,  be  urged  on 
th«  pa^t  of  Auftria  ajid  Pruflla, 
that  the  war  -waa  an  afrcrreflion  on 
the  p^rt  of  France.  The  treaty 
of  Kinitz  was  a  ptoof  of  this;  yet 
we  Jiad  confederated  >yith  the  fi-ara- 
CTs  of  that  treaty,  and  bound  our- 
felves  to  go  w  hat  length  they  pleaf- 
pd.  ITic  motives  of  Auftria  and 
Pruflia  were  inordinate  ambition, 
f  ruelty,  and  rapacity.  He  noticed 
fhe  fanguinary  principles  maintain* 
fd  by  thcfe  German  defpots ;  the 


horrid  manifcfto  of-tlie  duke  pf 
Bnmfvvick,  and  the  iD&mout  div^ 
fion  of '  Poland ;  and  though  we  af- 
fed^  to  fament  the  partition  of  Po- 
land, and  various  ^otficr  ioRanccs  of 
inordinate  ambition  iti  th(^fe  courts, 
we  had  yet  entered  into  ^n  alliance 
with  thdfe  very  powers.  We  bad^ 
heTaid,  another  ally  of  equal  ho* 
nour,  the  emprcfs  of  Ruffift,  whoft 
only  view  was  to  keep  the  fouth  of 
Europe  in  confiifiop.  He  aflced 
whether  any  of  the  combtned  pow- 
ers had  defined  tlielr  objed  in  th€ 
war,  or  whether  they  had  not  utii- 
formly  contracji^cd  each  other  ?  He 
placed  in  a  ftrong  point  of  view 
the  contradi^ory  motives  upon 
which  they  muft  aft.  If  we  woul4 
not  treat  with  France  a«  a  repiiblic» 
when  were  we  likely  to  treat  ?  IfJ 
on  the  contrary,  we  were  willing  to 
treat  with  them  as  a  republic,  pro- 
vided the  prcfent  fyftem  and  rulcrft 
were  defiroycd,  did  we  conceive 
that  Pruliia  and  Auftria,  who  had 
made  ^  common  caufe  of  crufhtng 
the  government  of  France  in  I789> 
would  agree  to  thatlbrm  of  govern- 
ment ?  Yet,  how  could  we  oppofe 
fuch  a  form  ?  For  we  had  already 
declared  our  partiality  for  it,  as  was 
evident  from  the  declaration  at 
Toulon.  A'^ftria  however,  it  was 
evident,  would  not  affent  to  the 
conftitution  of  1789^  as  was  pkin 
from  the  manifeftoes  of  general 
Wurmfer  and  the  prince  of  Saxc 
Cobourg.  The  hon.  gentleman 
dvplarcd  there  was  •*  no  reliance  tq 
be  placed  on  any  of  thefe  royal  deal- 
ers in  human  flefti  ;**  and  it  was  his 
ppinion,  that  if  the  views  of  this ' 
dcteftabl?  combination  had  fuc- 
cecded  in  the  (irft  campaign  againft 
the  French,  the  liberties  of  Europe 
would  have  heen  deftroycd.  With 
fuch  powers  were  we  leagued  in  a 
caufe  which  was  faid  to  be  f»r  jnf. 
tice,  humaqitVi  law^  order,  and 
''the 
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tJie  cbfiftiaa  refigion^  wheceaa  it. 
was  iq  facl  agalnii  them  all«  The 
treaty  with  iLib  Jkipg  ^.  Sardj/iia 
bound  us  not  to  lay /iowD.Qwr.an^ 
before  ,ti^  tcftitution  of  Savoy,  yet 
the  krupMpa  into  SAvpy,  wa^i^^e 
loag  before  we  eag^ged  io  thp  ivar. 
The.  Sardinian  aiobalTadpf  appUed 
(o  ib^  jQeooefc  for  afHiE^uicfion  i^t 
occafioQ,  but  the  Britilh  iJivoy  (U- 
Crfd  fe(k^  CctuKfe  to  jjrefcrvc  a 
iirtd  aeutraiity.  So  far  from  thf: 
^'ar  b«ing  carried  on  for  the  preier- 
yation  of  -civil  fociety»  we  bad 
ia  ic3ny  iaftaoce^  a&cd  in  fuch 
a  way  at  teoded  to  break  the  boada 
of  Cbcicty  afunder.  With  the 
combiQatian  of  fuch  a  number  of 
formidable  {XMren,  each  one  indi- 
vidually wa»  ia  a  worfe  relative  flate 
witb  regar4  to  France  than  at  the 
cmnmcacenaeat  of  the  war.  We 
Verc  called  upon  to  make  a  more 
ejctraordinary  pcovifion  for  our  in* 
tcrnal  i4f(pty;  and  Auilria  and 
Truffia  were  ftill  more  exhaufted. 
What  did  this  prove,  but  that  a 
war  with  an  grmednatiou  no  combi^ 
naiion  upon  earth  could  render  fuc- 
c/tGtful?  Mr.  Whi  thread  argued, 
t))at  had  fuccefs  attended  the  arms 
of  the  combined  powers  againd 
France,  we  fiiould  by  this  timjc  have 
bad  a  quafrrel  with  them.  Fron^ 
their  principles  of  defpotifm  they 
wouldf  after  they  had.  impofed  a 
t^Tanny  on  the  French,  have  bccQ 
difpoied  to  make  an  attack  upon 
our  conftitution*  Had  we  inter* 
fered  properly  in  the  aifairs  of 
F/aooe,  the  lives  of  the  king  and 
queen  might,  he  behevcd^  have 
b/en  fpared,  and  £uropf  hajre  been 
at  peace*.  In  tbe  danger  ariiing 
from  the  combination  in  which  wc 
were  en^ged,  he  wifhed  the  houfe 
to  folicit  his  majefty  to  extricate 
himfelf  as  foon  as  poiuble.  There 
WLxe,  he  (aid,  prt:cc4^nt9  (vr  the 


me^urQ ;  few  of  the,  allied  powen 
,  could  have  .any'  caufe  .to  complain^ 
.and  leaftof  all  the  emprefsof  Ruf« 
.(ja,  V^o  had  not  fulfilled  any  of 
her  engagements.  The  hackneyed 
qucftion,.  with  whom  were  tvc  to 
tre)at«  he  anfwercd  by  faying,  witli 
thofe  who  bad  the  power  to  nego- 
tiate. Heqpncludcdby  movingforatt 
addr<;fs  to  his  majeity,  expreiGve«of 
the  concern  of  that  houfe,  that  he 
fhould  have  entered  into  engage- 
men  tsincompatlble  with  the  declara- 
tions repeatedly  made  relative  to  the 
objefl  of  the  war — lamenting  that 
he  (hould  have  been  advifed  to  make 
a  common  gaufe  with  powers  whofe 
objeds  are  undefined,  but  who^ 
there  is  much  ground  to  fear,  proiie- 
cute  the  war  ror  thepurpofe  of  dic- 
tating in  the  internal  affairs  of  other 
countries — views  which  had  beca 
folemnly  difavowed  by  his  majefly 
and  his  minillers,  and  abhorrent  to 
the  principles  of  a  free  nation*-* 
that  were  it  a  war  of  aggreflion  on 
the  part  of  France,  theaffitlanceof 
the  king  of  PrufHa  was  by  treaty 
previoufly  enfurcd  to  this  country— 
that  it  does  not  appear  the  fuc- 
cours  fllpulated  by  the  defen/ive 
treaty  of  1788  had  been  called  for, 
but  that  a  convention  had  been 
entered  into,  involving  us  ia 
fchemes  foreign  to  our  true  inte- 
reft,  and  impofing  a  reilraint  upon 
his  majedy  in  relieving  his  lub- 
jedls  from  the  prefent  burdenfomc 
and  c^amitous  war— that  the  rcr 
ftoration  of  Savoy  was  not  of  fuf- 
ficient  importance  to  be  made 
the  condition  of  peace — ^that  thefe 
engagements  miAt  prove  fatal  to 
the  Uberties  of  Europe — and  re- 
queuing his  raajcfty  to  extricate 
himfelf  from  tliem,  as  they  pre- 
vented his  concluding  a  feparate 
peace. 

Mr,  Jenkinfon  juftificd  the  con- 
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iaSk  of  tlie  combmed  powov  ^  re* 
j^e^iag  the  tre^ity  of  Filnitz, 
which  had  &o  views  of  m\ikfon 
whatever* .  Its  objeft  \«b9  to  free 
the  late  unfortunate  king^  b$it  when  . 
he  had  accefited  d^e  co&ftiuiUoQ  of 
3  7^9^  and  aotified  his  acc«ptaAce 
of  it,  the  couTt  of  Viefiim  ^ewted 
eveiy  difpafitiontoretreait  froiuthe 

^  ftipulationsr  at  Pihiitz  ;  /Whichy  he 
&]d)  was  evident  from  -m  nuvib^  of 
fiirpzmilaDces  which  he  adduced. 
The  cafe  of  Pruffia  was  precifei|r 
^e  bme^  Before  he  amied  the  . 
propriety  of  the  treaties,  he  would 
isiijtf  that  whenever  a  country  was 
jftvolved  IB  war,  it  vm  neceiFaW 
to  form  as  many  alliances  a9  pom- 
fele.  The  two  principal  arricies 
contained  in  the  treaties,  he  faid, 
were  an  agreement  to  make  out 
dtufe  the  fame  with  that  of  the 

,  court  of  Berlin,  and  not  to  lay 
down  our  arms  till  France  had  re- 
ilored  to  the  allies  all  (he  had  wteft- 
ed  or  might  wrcfr  from  them.  The 
firtl  prefented  the  moft  effioieians 
aseansof  profecutin^  the  contcft, 
and  fecuring  to  us  Kidemnity  ;ind 
iitfety — the  fecond  was,,  from  va- 
rious corr6deratton«,  htrhty  bene6* 
qal  to  thiscouutry^  The  expendi- 
ture 6f  20o,o6ol.  a  year  was  s  wife 
and  politic  meafore  on  our  part  re- 
fpcdmg  Suvoy,  Were  the  Frcwch 
to  offer  to  the'  king  of'  Sardinia 
fiill  more  advantageous  term^s>  it 
would  be  our  intereftto  increafe  the 
ium>  in'  order  that  the  arms  of  the 
FtcDcti  might  have  a  diverfion  on 
^hat  iidc  of  France..  It  had  always 
been  thought  politic  to  preveat . 
France  from  extending,  her  terri« 
lory,  and  it  was-. certainly  doubly 
fo  at  prcfcnt.  As  to  the  par- 
tition of  Pokind,*  he'  did  uat  fee 
|hat  the  juilicc  or  neceilityof  the

dUtoh  not  to  be  envied  by  any  gc- 
iftfalof  the  republic  ^ho  was  noc

tiootf  What  Icflbn  did  this  hold 
ewt  td  Prenehmen  >■  That  it  waa 
better  to  run  «he  hazard"  of  die  ^ 
gliifibtipe  in  France,  than  to  take 
3ie  certainty  of  ihifcry  and  con-  * 
fttnpt  amon^  the  allies.  Had  the 
king  of  Pruffia,  he  afkcd,  promiftd 
M  reAortf  to  France  the  conftftu- 
tioa  of  1799?  or,  tf  he  had,  waa  itt 
in  ftrongcr  teims  than  he  had  ufcd 
in  approving  the  efforts  for  freedona 
amdeby  the  Poles?  Had  theempreft 
of  'Ruffia  made  fiinilar  profeffions  f 
or  were  we  to  look  forher  obfcrvaccc' 
of'them  in  her  exemjjlary  conduft 
towards  thic  Poles?  Was -it  iu  the 
mad  and  foolifli  manifedoes  of  the 
dttke-of  Bnindrick  that  wewere  to 
fkid  the  good  fkith  of  Auftna,,  and' 
the  cJonfbrmity  of  her  Views  with 
ours?  We  talked  of  indemnity,  he 
faid,  yet-  called  upon  Frenchmen  to 
join  us  in  expelling  their  prcfcnt 
rtriers.  We  might  ourfdves  poffi- 
My  procure  an  indtmriity  by  the 
furrenderoffftmcof  the  French  Weft: 
India  iflinds,  but*  what  indemnity 
would  fuffice  for  our  numerous  aU 
Eea  ?  Except  owrfelves  and  HollatTdt 
no  ftate  had  joined  the  conftdc- 
racy  but  thofe  under  the  dominion 
of'  abfolttte  monarchsy  s^nd  Holland 
would  rejoice  in  an  opportunity,  of ' 
getting  out  of  it  wHh  fafcty.  A^ 
the  French  ftitlft'  fee  that  nothing 
ihprt  of  the  partition  of  their  coun- 
try would  fjliisfy  the  contending 
p^werSj  they  had  every  motive  for 
continuing  the  war  ;  fmce,  wer< 
the  refult  ever  fo  wanting  in  fuc- 
cefs,  they  could  lofc  nothing  by 
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lie  conteft.  Pc|?bap8  too,  if  the 
tmprobable  event  of  xhe  oonqueft  of 
France  (liould  hv.  attained,  ,th^ 
whole  kingdom  might  not  be  fuffi- 
dent  to  indemnify  all  the  pow<rsat 
war  ;^  and  we  mull  then  have  to 
fight  for  a  divifion  of  fpoil,  ivlth-» 
oiit  that  dtlufivc  calro^  which  waa 
faid  to  be  all  we  could  obtain .  by  a 
|>eace  with  France.  Mr  Fox  no-, 
ticed  the  mutual  animoQti^s  a^. 
^^loufiee  entertained  by  tfi^  alliea 
|)owers,  in  proof*  that  if  an.  ind^n^ 
lu'l^  wai  obtained,  there  would  be 
no  further  effcfts  than  a  teraporary. 
Mpofe.  He  had,  he  faid,  been  in^ 
formed  that  the  king  of  Prullia  \idd 
^clared  his  inability  to  c^rry  .on 
the  war  without  a  fi^biidy  of 
700,oooL  If  fuch  was  the  fa<^,. 
Ite  crjnfidered  it  as  a  fortunate  cii- 
cumftance,  as  U  opened  a  door  for. 
extricating  ourfelves,  and  accom* 
plifhing  not  a./ep0rate,  but  a  general 
peace.  At  the  contmoaceine^t  of 
tjtt  la(]L  /campaign,  we  had  been 
told  the  enemy  were  reduced  to  one 
dfefpcnite  effort-  For  that  effort  he 
ipoiild  jufe  an  old-fafhioned  word 
Cdllcdfer/everancem  If  by  this  effort 
tney  could  fo  far  recover  themfelvesi 
as  to  inilQ  intimidation,  how  could 
the  next  campaign,  however  bril- 
liant in  itB  commencement,  be  fi- 
joally  cnfured  to  prove  propitious  ?

meaning   of  fhe   prefent  motioiip 
which  was  in  fa£l  a  motion  fojr  ai» 
immediate  peace  at;  any  fate.    To  - 
promote  this,^  much  was  urged  of 
the  miiieries  felt  by  the  counti^*  % 
No  war  could,  he  Cud,  be  profe*  ' 
cuted  without  injury  to  co9imerce  | 
but  'm  fi)ch  <(  w^r  as  the  prefentf 
gentlcmca 
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gratieiRen  ought  not  to  think  anj 
thing *of  iuch'a  trHing^  deprivation 
of  commerce ; '  it  mtfft    be  tmicli 
more  'tndatfgcredi  ff  the  pawtt  of 
France  was  notoppofed.-    He  \^as 
readf^ta  cOBfefsjin  t^ly  to  lA^hat 
had  bcdtt  lirged,  thiit,tcotifidetcd-iii 
»  commercial  vie«r,  ^tht^rdfper^ty 
of  the  country  la(t  year  had  not 
been  ^q^Ltd  td"tt»at  of  Ibrnicv  ycats ; 
bat  thk  pt^fidhe  8rh>fe  'frote the  con- 
noHAtSA^i^;  Wiit*  Wonld  hafc  cx- 
i&ed"  itftiether  we  hoU  entered  into 
it  arMt«^"  But  thi«»eheck  was,  be 
ODOticaded^  ^iMrrely' temporary,  and 
the  tRftion  hid  recovered  frorar  it  \ 
and  ^  wariincfi  -with  which  it  had 
rtcovefed,  afJR^rded  }<vyfnl  hopes  of 
idtJniiafe  fuecefs  ni  the  war.     The 
gretceftpofiibkiuccefs  was,he  faid, 
to  ha  expeded  irt  the  war ;  and  as 
to  die  aflertibn  that,  were  it  ended, 
we  (hotild' afterwards  hsTe  to  fight 
with  the  siHtest  that  might  as  well 
be  hid  ia  any  war  in  which  we  bad 
alliances.     The  fuccefe  of  the  war 
was  a«t,  hefaid,  uniform;  but,  com- 
paring  our  prefent  fitnation   with 
that  at  its  commencement,  it  was 
highly    flattering.      The    Fi'ench, 
MkPittftated,  in  ail   their   mili- 
ta^  proccfedings,  did  etcry  thing 
by  coercion  and  terror,  and  exhi- 
bited   no  Tcfource  but   extortion 
keeping  •  pace    with    prodigality. 
Comparing  their  co(b  and  refources 
with  thofeof  the  allies,  any  one 
maft  be  led  to  think  that  France 
would  much  fooner  fink  und^r  the 
preflure  of  the  war.     He   partici- 
pated, he  faid,  in  the  generd  con* 
cem  for  Poland,  and  denied  that 
it  was  the  intention   df  the  em« 
peror  or  the  allies  to  hnptofe  or  re- 
hire the  antientdefpottfm  in  France. 
As  for  the  argument  of  dividing 
France,  it  made  again  (I  all  wars  in 
whicti  confederates  wcre^ngagcd. 
Nor  did  he  fee  how  it  Tollowed, 
that  be^axrfe  the  confederates  were 


not  attached  to  each  other,  yke^ 
who  had  cementedthe  union,  fl)oul«l 
be  tli^  firft:  to  diffolvfe  it.  He  again* 
vindicated  the  wat,  and  faid,  that 
inflre«id\Sf  its  bei'ng  an  objet^  of  cen-  , 
fofrc,  k  dught  rather  to  be  confi* 
dercd  as  mattefr  6f  congratulation, 
that  Wf  had  been  able  to  unite  ia 
onr  ctmfe  fo  many  powerful  ftatesi 
He  mufV  therefore  i-eprbbate  a  mo*, 
tion  v^^icb  h5aid  a  tendency  to  flake  ' 
and  loofen  it. 

•  Mr-  Whit  bread,  irt  reply,  aflcei 
wh:}t  man  was  fo  weak  ati  to  doubc 
the  refonrces  of  France,  when  they 
contemplated  the  efforts  made  by  ' 
America  ?  The  efforts  of  difctplincd 
armies,  however  numcrdurf,  .^*^ 
impotent  agrainft  cnthufiafts  in  th<j 
caufe  of  liberty.  He  adverted  to 
Mr.  Pitt*8  evading  an  anfwer  to  the 
queftion  refpefting  the  PruSian  fiib* 
fidy.  Were  the  allies  to  divide 
France,*  they  would  probably  find, 
fome  jacobin  principles  in  our  con- 
ftitution,  which  required  their  af- 
fittanceto  exterminate.  Jacdbmifm 
u'as  not,  he  faid,  the  alarm  ^worddi 
the  day,  and  was  jfed  now  as  the 
term  heritlc  was  foi-merly.  He 
thought  nothing  tended  more  to^ 
the  deftriiftion  of  liberty,  than  ap-« 
plying  the  epithet  of  jacotin  ta 
every  man  who  was  a  friend  to  a  mild 
government,  and  an  advocate  for 
reform.  On  a  divifibn  of  the 
honfe,  28  appeared  in  favour  of  the 
motion,  againftit  138. 

On  the  1 8th  of  March  this  fnbje6l 
was  brought  forward  in  the  houfe  of 
lords  by  the  earl  of  Guildford.  He 
conceived,  he  faid,  that  there  w^s  , 
no  prerogative  of  the   crown  ^  to 
which  thdt  houfe  was  more  bound,  , 
to  attend,  than  tha^  refpeding  the  , 
right  to  make  peace  or  war.

Mis  lordlhip  referred  to  fcveral 
procedenta*  to  juftify  tl»e  intei^ 
^rrencc  of  parliament  refpetting 
tfeatles*  He  afterwards  took  a 
▼iew:  of  the  difFcrenttiJeatles  on  the 
table^  dividing  them  into  three 
clafles.;  aa^  fubiidiary,.  thofe  of  a 
aoore  general  and  fcsderal  nature;

So^  ftpnathe  tieatiea  tending  tof

JGence.;  andr  there  waa  no  one  tHpu^ 
latiofn  which  pledged  Greet  nti* 
tain  to  any  of  thevjema^  avowed  or 
fecfc^  which  may  urge  the  other 
coatrafting  pnittea  to  parfue  the 
war  beyond' tbr  pre&n^arion  oF 
their  doariiuonsy  and  maintain-* 
tng  the  general  oraoquifiity  t^  £u* 
rope* 

,LiQrd;Laudefdt&  obfervcd,  that 
neither  of  the  aoble  loida  had  take» 
intaconfideration,  that  the  feverat 
powers  with  whom  we^had  ehtcfed 
into  treaty  were  preriouily  t*ngtig- 
ed  in.thc  war ;  that  it  Wijuii-cd  no> 
▼ery  great  diplomatic  talenta  to 
peiAiado^.  one  ta  aeeeptr  of  a  (hb« 
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96jf  Ad  another  6f  xmi  exertions 
It*  fca  and  land*  without  any  ex- 
pnefs  iHpalattons  an  our  part.  To 
dncadate  tbit  pen  (^  his  ai^ument, 
hk  lottdftip  took  a  review  of  the 
different  natnre  of  the  engagements 
into  wkith  we  had  entetoi  with 
differeat  powerty  and  maintahied; 
that,  they  were  fuch  as  conid  not  be 
carried  rato  cfied^  and  v^re  totally 
icpognant  to  each  other  in  maany 
eiiential  parts.  He  noticed  j;he 
difierencc  between  the  intereft  of 
the  king  of  Pniilia  and  that  of 
thfs  country;  and  condemned  a 
lyftein  of  aUiance  tending  to  dif*. 
trad  onr  oommcrcial  intereft,  and 
Ir&n  the  produce  of  bur  mami- 
&i^rea,  bydiminifliing  the  nrnn^ 
bor  of  marketSf  which  without  fuch 
a  combination  would  be  open  to 
onr  commerce  in  the  ufual  way  of 
trader  To  prove  the  injury  done 
to  commerce  in  the  war,  his  lord- 
ibip  obferredi  that  notwithftanding 
the  injury  to  trade  in  the  American 
"War,  yet  long  as  that  war  had  conti- 
nued; application  had  not  been  made 
to  government  for  that  afiiftancc 
which  in  the  prefent  had  been  founa 
requifit^  in  the  firft  campaign.  He 
fpoke  in  (Iron?  terms  of  the  danger 
oif  treaties  which  bound  us  to  each 
power  in  a  different  manner ;  and 
mentioned,  that  if  all  the  alliea 
were  to  withdraw  from  the  combtr 
nation,  we  muft  continue  the  war 
fingly  for  the  reftoration  bf  Sa- 
voy»  or  forfeit  the  national  faith. 
His  lordfhlp  noticed  the  difcordancy 
between  the  different  objeds  and 
opinions  of  the  confederated  pow- 
ers. But  fnppofitig  one  common 
intereft  agatnft  France  ;  fuppt>fing 
the  allies  to  aft  in  ftrift  conformity, 
and  only  require  indemnity  for 
their  lofTes ;  and  fuppofe,  (liH  fur- 
ther, they  fliould  fwbjngatc  France  : 
the  confequcncc  mull  be,  that  this 
indtmniiication  muii  end  la  t)ic  di« 


vifion  of  France,  which  would  b* 
a  niittbus  event  to  this  country-.  Re^ 
verting,  however,  to  what  would 
mote  probably  be  for  fome  time  the 
objedt  of  difpute,  the  giving  a  go* 
vemment  to  France,  his  lordmip 
noticed  the  difcrepancy  of  fcnti- 
ment  which  muft  arile  on  tlua  fub- 
jeft  between  the  different  poweis* 
He  blamed,  as  difrefpeftfuf  to  the 
commiflioners  at  Toulon,  the  affer- 
tion  of  a  noble  lord  (  Hawkefbnry), 
that  there  was  no  treaty  by  which 
this  country  was  bound  to  the  re- 
eftabliftiment  of  the  conftitution  of 
1789,  and  that  it  was  held  out  for 
the  purpofe  of  raifing  a  body  of 
French  to  aft  againft  the  country.' 
His  lordfhip  ridiculed  the  idea  of 
thcTre  not  being  a  power  in  France 
with  whom  we  could  make  peace. 
He  faw  no  chance  by  which  this 
country  might  be  benefited  in  the 
progrefs  of  the  war,  but  many  by 
which  it  might  be  fcvercly  injured, 
particularly  One  ;  that  many  of  the 
powers  engaged  might  demand  fub- 
fidies,  and  perhaps  fuddcnly  quit  the 
combination  if  it  fuited  their  partial 
intereft,  fo  that  we  might  be  left  to 
ftand  the  preflure  of  the  conteft. 

The  policy  of  alliances,  parti- 
cularly in  the  prefent  inftancc,  was 
ftrono;!y  contended  for  by  the  earl 
of  Mansfield-  He  greatly  pitied 
the  kin jr  of  Poland,  bat  thought 
the  alliance  with  Ruffia  of  fuch  im- 
portance, that  he  (hould  be  hear- 
tily glad  to  hear  of  a  large  fubfidy 
being  granted  to  Ruflia  to  fecurc 
the  alliance.  Hetiiought  the  pre- 
fent  motion  tended  to  a  momentary 
ffcuricy  and  a  delufive  repofe.  He 
thought  there  was  in  France  a  pre- 
valent though  filent  wifti  for  monar- 
chy ;  and  that  H  fupport  was  given 
to  thofe  who  wlfhcd  to  live  under  x 
regular  fonfn  of  government,  a  civil 
contention  would  take  place,  which 
would   tend    more    effeftuallj    to' 
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t^e  reftoDition  of  order  than  any 
foreign  force.  The  d'eftru&ioa  of 
the  prcfcnt  fyfterii  in  France,  and 
the  annihilattoa  of  the  Jac6bin  fac- 
tion, muft  be  accomph(faed  before 
any  drder  could  bo  rtllored,  or  any 
fecurity  for  Europe  obtained; 

The  marquis  of  Laafdowne  cen- 
furcd  the  pi-cfcnt  profufion  of  mi- 
m{\cr%  at  a  time  when  econo- 
my wa5  never  more  heccfTary,  He 
placed  the  treaties  in  two  claffea^ 
political  ttnd  fubfidiary ;  tendem- 
ned  the  latttr  as  pttrfufe  and 
^ameM;  and  faid,  that  nothing 
but  the  torpor  of  the  nation  could ' 
have  enabled  minifters  to  place  thofe 
t^  ho  wcrt  free,  and  had  none  of  the 
iDconvenfencies  to  which  many  of 
the  alliea  were  fubjef^,  upon  a  foot- 
ing mth  them,  nay  to  fubfidi^e  and 
pay  taxes  for  thofe  Whoffc  blood  was 
fold,  and  kt  out  to  hire.  Bethought 
the  iocreafing  taxes  would  however 
rotifcthe  people  from  their  lethargy, 
and  that  the  merchants  of  London 
Would  not  bear  the  condud  of  mi- 
niftcrs  mocK  loneer.  His  lordfhip 
ftatcd,  that  the  king  of  Pruffia  had 
SippKcd  to  the  circles  to  give  a  cer- 
tain fupply  for  the  maintenance  of 
hit  troops,  the  diet  of  Ratiibon 
preferred  defending  themfelvcs,  and 
offered  to  rife  in  u  mafs  :  this  was 
objc6hd  to  by  his  majefly  as  inju- 
rious to  agricolturt,  and  dangerous 
on  accoimt  of  the  peafants,  who, 
when  oDce  armed,  might  poffiWy 
imbibe  new  principles.  Thefe  ap- 
prehe&fions  might  arife  in  the  minds 
of  oar  allies,  whofc  fubjeds  were 
ripe  for  revolt,  but  could  not  be 
brought  to  bear  upon  England^ 
whole  fubjefts  venerated  her  con- 
flitution.  The  miniiler  from  Ber- 
lin, however,  finding  the  circles 
finn,  at  length  informed  them,  that 
lilfi  mailer  was  negotiating  with  one 
0^  the  principal  powers  in  the  war, 
^7  which  he  ihould  be  enabled  to 
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ideate  them,  from  a  great  part  of 
what  he  had,  reqtiired.  What  was 
this  but  (aying,  that  the  men  of 
Suabia  Audi  be  faved>  and  Englifli- 
men  are  to  be  burdened  and  op« 
preiFed  beyond  hearing  i  What 
apology,  could  be  Aiade  for  laviih- 
ing  the  treafurea  of  Engbnd  in 
fubfidisiing  Sardinia  and  Prufiia  t<» 
protcd  their  own  pofieffioiisi  The 
noble  lord  had  faid,  we  were  not 
fighting  for  the  confticntion  of 
.  J  789f  but  had  not  told  ua  for  what 
the  blood  andtreafu^e  of  thia  coun- 
try wtre  to  be  exhaufted.  The 
marquis  faid,  we  iiad  Ibn^ehaw  bc« 
come  a  principal  in  th^  war.  He 
noticed*  that  ^  whimfical  fort  of 
contradi^on  was  obvious  ^in  the 
condud  of  minifters.  By  their 
language,  we  were  to  regard  each 
other  in  thia  country  >vkh  diftnift 
and  jealouly,  for  the  couptry  wai 
Keady  to  burft  into.  infurre6kion»«-^ 
By  their  condu^  it  would  apjpear 
that  we  were  perfe£Uy  iafe,  fince 
they  were  daily  fending  to  other 
countriea  the  whole  wealth  and 
ftitngth  of  the  nation,  not  only 
for  fighting  our>  battles  abroad*  but 
all  our  own  trOopa^  leaving  the  king- 
dom to  defend  itfelf  in  cafe  of  at- 
tack bv  foreign  forces  which  had 
more  than  once  been  talked  of  as  ai 
matter  to  be  e^e^ed.  The  mar- 
quis thought  the  motion  wilely  cal- 
culated to  check  thofeimproper  prac- 
tices, and  that  it  contained  the  moft 
important  truths  in  every  fentence. 

All  the  treaties  except  that  with 
Ruflia,were  approved  by  the  duke 
of  Leeds:  all  our  ftipulations  in 
that  treaty  were,  he  obterved,  com- 
plied with,  while  hers  were  entirely 
unfulfilled.  On  a  divifion  of  th^ 
houfe,  there  appeared  for  the  mo« 
txon  9,  againft  it  96* 

The    melancholy    fituation    of 
M*   de    la  Fayette,    which    hag  * 
long  excited  the  commireratioo  of 
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^erf  ffi^A  to  tinmaftkf  and  free- 
doiDy  was  introdtieed  to  tbe  notice 
of  the  hoofe  of  commons  by  ge- 
nerd  Fttzpatricki  March  17th* — 
The  general  ohferved,'  that  thcdif- 
fkpprdbaticm  itiefirft  by  the  muiilker 
op  a  former  night|  when  it  had 
beeii  mentioned  id  the  houle  that 
the  king  of  fVnilili  ^refbfed  to  Khe- 

-irat^  monf.  di  la  Fayette  pad  three 
bther  ihite  pi^fDners  en  the  ground 
thatr'they  wtve  the  prifoners  of  the 
alUed  )K>werty  waa  '  fufScient  to 
exeitipttheohara^erof  the  Britifti 
i^attoh  (torn  the  odiun  of  having 
'any  ftare  in  lb  exccraMe  a  traaU 
«6kton.  He  thought^  however,  that 

« humdnity,  juftice,  and  policy  re* 
quired  an  tnterference  iiroth  this 
country  in  behalf  of  this  unforto- 
nate  man.  The  general  entered 
into  a  very  able  review  of  the  whole 
conduct  of  monf.  da  la  Fayette,  the 
greater  part  of  which  has  been  de* 
tailed  in  our  irohunes  f6r  1791  and 
syg2»^hh  firm  attachment  to  the 
donftktttion  of  i^^> '  which  had 
keen  approved  brthia  country— 
his  1oyalty»  which  was  proved  by 
the  mo^  figiial  fervicts  to.  the  royal 
family— 9nd  his  refufal  to  join  the 

'  republic^h  partf ,  though  allured 
by  ev^ry  honour  which  could  flatter 
his.  ambition.  On  this  party  ob* 
tanmig  the  afcendescy,  what  was 
his  condufi  i  Herefolved  no  longer 
to  head  the  army>  though  he  would 
not  lead  it  againft  his  country,  but 
polled  them  fo  advantageoii#y  that 
general  Clairfait  vTas  deterred  from 
attacking  it.  When  commiifioners 
came  to  remove  him; from  the  oom- 
tnand  of  the  army,  ftill  faithful 
to  the  conftitutioa  and  monarchy 
be  had  fwom  to  defend,  he  con- 
iigned  them  to  the  dvil  power.  He 
foon  afterwards  pafTed  the  frontier, 
with  a  determination  not  to  join  the 
enemies  of  his  country,  and  this  was 
the  caufe  of  his  dungeon  and  his 


foffering|ii«  Had  he,  the  geneial 
(aid,  deferteii  his  country  as  a  trai- 
tor, and  delivered  the  comskilSo&era 
to  the  enemies  of  his  oaniHCryy  he 
wotud  now  have  been  at  liberty, 
and  his  virtues  cxtoHed*  Had  oe 
carried  away  the  military  eheft,  he 
would  have  reeeived  rewards.  On 
neutral  gioutid  (6he  bUhoprie  of 
Lfege)hewascakenprifoner.H«wtts 
invite<l  by  the  promifes  ^f  officers 
who  were  in  the  fcrvke  of  Auftm, 
who  affured  him  of  a  fale  paffiige« 
With  them  he  was  taken  pHrtfoaer, 
and  ttmnsfevredto  a  fortieCa  bdong- 
ing  to  the  king  of  Pk^fiia*  where  he 
-vms  offered  his  liberty^  onoonditioo 
of  joiningthe  atmy  of  the  Frcndi 
princesfc  This  he  refufed  9  and  then 
the  officers  of  the  king  of  PnAa 
clained  hint  as  a  prifetier  Of  their 
natter,  not  a«  a  prifoner  of  lihnr. 
Whatever  might  be  the  bw  of  no- 
tionsi  the  geaeml  faid  he  thought 
it  esuremely  hard  to  oonfiae  a  man 
m  one  nation  for  a  crime  cottmitled 
againft  ssother  nation.  La  Fayette 
and  three  other  gentlemen  who  had 
been  tnembers  of  the  cooftkuent 
afiembty  were  now  confined  in  Bkhy 
and  tmwhokfonae  dmigeo«s,^tfaoat 
the  liberty  of  breathing  the  fircihair 
more  than  one  hour  m  a  day»  xnd 
debarred  front  all  comminMcatioo 
with  each  othev.  The  general  im* 
manely  urged  the  obligation  vi^ich 
this  country  lay  Under  to  protect 
Monf.  la  Fayette,  according  to  the 
proclamation  of  the  2^  O^ober, 
which  promifed  protedioa  to  all 
who  (hould  throw,  off  anarchy  and 
declare  for  monarchy.  If  wcfc- 
fufed  to  interfeie,  what  depeadaaee 
could  the  royalifts  place  upon  our 
promifes  ?  Be  noticed  the  grofa  im- 
policy fliewn  in  our  conduft  to* 
wsfrds  thofe  who  had  defeited  the 
republic,  and  warned  the  houfe 
again  (k  the  propagation  of  an  opi- 
aion,  that  this  country  waa  not 
iittcerc 
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Uncere  m  the  proGbaetion  of  Q6i(>' 
her  ^th  ;  which  mui!  ioevltably  be 
the  cafe,  i£  we  did  not  inaijs:  ,our 
dif^pprobntigo  of  the  imprifoCifn^ot 
of  M*l4  FayejCte  «nd  hh  cornpa* 
iu<Ki3»  who  were  the  defen<l]et6,9f 
the  cottftitution  of'  1799.  A  fa- 
vourable nKMTtenc  fof  li^afA^iiv^ 
upon  tjht4fubj$d  m  jgbl^crtq^y  Jm 
fonjsd  ;  39  for  inftftac^,  vytlep  (oM- 
eitatjpiit  were  made  t^.h^H  fj^W\9fi 
ma^efty  to  accept  a  hm,  of  %\9t 
SoOftOpoL  from  thi^  eoun W9  .  H^ 
VTgfiir  that^e^cpf^ft  01  fipfif. 
la  Fayette  in  Aoierw  ovglit  to 
be  na  b^  tafucb  ci6  i^t^rpoA- 
tioa, .  «9  vc  (boiild  ha^ve  becA  bappy 
to  luite  (avcdy  by  fucfa  a  iUp^  tbe 
life  of  Inputs  the  fiiUfscith*  whofc 
coadtt&jn  the  Am^ricaa  vf^t  would 
nererliaw  been,  thought  of  as  an 
obftack.-  The  genei^  coirtiDUfd 
to  urge  the  policy  and  buoQanity  of 
tbia  iaterfcrenee^ftod  imrnticiKa  t!:c 
iatestioo  of  thq  prefidenfc^  of  the 
Uoued  Statiea  to  make  aa  applica- 
ttOD  in  favour  of  the  unhap);t7  pnTon- 
er. '  He  cooduded  by  moving  for 
an  »ddr«&  to  hia  makilyf  ftatin^, 
that  die  detentioQ  of  oioaf*  de  Ta 
Fayette  and  hia  three  Aienda  in  pn- 
foug  by  order  of  »hc  king  of  Pruf- 
fia,  waa  isjorioua  to  bis  najefty  and 
the  caufeof  his  allic8»  andbefeech- 
ing  him  to  intercede  for  their  deli- 
Tera&ce.ia  fucb  a  way  as  be  in  bis 
wtidoin  ihall  judge  proper.  . 

This  motion  waa  fecondcd  by  co- 
lonel Tarkton,  wbo  gallantly  ex- 
patiated ti^a  the  DKritt  of  a  gene- 
ral who  bad  once  been  hia  adverfa- 
ry,  and»  to  prore  the  attadiment 
c^  M«  la  Fayette  •to  monarchy, 
read  an  extrad  of  a  letter  from 
him,  written  in  the  camp  at  Mau- 
bcuge.  This  letter,  be  iiated»  had, 
oa  its  arrlmd.  in  Paris,  excited 
agxinil  him  the  rancour  of  the  ja- 
cobinia^on.  It  produced  an  ac- 
cttDttion  ^gaioll  bim  bcfbie  the  af- 


£aMy,f  vM/fA^  on  bis  arcival  pro- 
nounced an  M9animoufi acquittal  and 
.apprc6atijoi>«  |a  his  abfcnce  jacobin 
ecniffarief  con  upted  bis  army*  ai^d 
he  rtitulved  to  4ee  from  a  country 
, whici]^  he  wa»  tlien .  pr^ventpd  from 
fcjfving.  .  •    t    • 

yhc  diancellor  of  the  es^cW- 
.^l^r.denicid.th^  ib^  four  p^rfoQS 
meDtioived  in  tj^e  motion  ever  were 
th^  real  friends  9f  liberty  t  and 
thoi^bt  their  detentloa  no  infrac- 
tion of  the .  law  of  nations.  The 
que{lioQ|  bq  iaid,  was,  wh<tbcr  this 
country  W9f  Implicated  to  interfere 
from  mptives  of  jufticc,  honour* 
and  policy  ?  The  iatcrffn  ncc  re- 
quired would  be  fcUing  ov;rt'clvcs  up 
as  guardians  of  the  conlciL-nces  of 
forek;n  ftates.  This  country  had» 
he  faid,  no  participation  in  the  mat- 
ters iince  monf.  la  Fayette  had 
been  taken  pnlbner  before  we  were 
a  party  in  the  war.  With  relpe^ 
to  the  gentkm^  being,  entitled  to 
the  prote^ion  of  this  coantry  on 
account  of  the  proclamation  at 
Toulon^  tb^t  declaration  was  adr 
dreflcd  only  .to  fiich  as  wci^c  wil- 
ling to  come  as  friends  and  iiip- 
porters  of  the  genuine  caufe  of 
liberty.  This  was  not  the  cafe  with 
M.  la  Fayette  aod  his  friends* 
He  (hould,  he  faid,  oppofe  the  mo- 
tion as  equally  improper  and  anne- 
ceflary, 

Mr.  Fox  thought  it  was  difficult 
to  fay  which  w^s  die  more  extraor- 
dinary, that  this  country  (hould 
befitate  to  interfere,  or  that  the 
court  of  Berlin  Qtould  exercife  fuch 
abominable  tyranny.  On  the  pre- 
text alleged  for  continuing  the  ' 
treatment  received  by  M.  de  la 
Fayette,  that  he  was  the  prifoncr 
of  the  allied  powers*  nut  to  inter- 
fere was  to  be  implicated  in  the 
odium,  and  to  be  handed  down  to 
pofterity  as  acco^nplices  in  the  dia- 
boh'cal  cruelty  of  the  Pruffian  ca- 
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binct.  Mr.  Fox  ftatcd  that  thefc 
unfortunate  priToncrs  were  confined 
in  feparatc  aparttoenta,  foflbred 
only  to  breathe  the  fircfh  air  cmc 
^hotirin  a  day,  confined  in  fubttrra- 
W^oiis  cavcmsj  m  which  the  only 
Kght  came  from  a  cbnirned  and 
dieary  court,  ^herc  the  eicecution 
of  malcfadtors  wai  the  only  fpe^- 
cle.  In  this  drtary  fituAtJbn  they 
had  ftill  one  comfort,  that  of  think- 
ing themfelvcs  confined  under  the 
fame  rdof ;  btil  this  coufolatioti  was 
put  an  end  to  by  the  removal  of 
two  of  them  to  another  prifon;  and 
the  requeft  of  M.  la  Fayette  to  the 
king  of  Prufiia,  th&t  M.  L'atour 
Maubourg  mfght  remain  in  the 
fame  priloh  with  him,  was  denied. 
As  a  proof  that  we  niight  interfere 
in  fuch  a  cafe,  Mr.  Fox  cited  the 
inftance  of  an  application  mSide 
from  this  country  to  the  court  of 
France  ih  the  cafe  of  capt.  A  (gill. 
He  did  not  however  conceive  that 
any  authority  was  rcquifite  on  th«i 
prcfcnt  occafion.  He  hientioned 
that  M.  la  Fayette  was  neither 
treated  as  ti  prifoner  of  war  nor  as  a 
prifoner  of  ftate.  Hie  king  of 
J*aiffia  had  repeatedly  declared  him 
and  his  friends  prifoners  to  the  allied 
J>owers,  and  that  he  could  not  be 
rclcafcd  but  by  their  confent ;  there 
was  no  way"  for  thofc  powers  to 
clear  themfelvcs  from  fuch  an  im- 
putation, but  by  declaring  their 
difavowal  of  the  whole  proceeding. 
Nalional  honour  add  policy  required 
this.  Mt  la  Fayette,  he  contended, 
ftood  txafftly  in  the  fame  predica- 
ment v^ith  thofe  to  whom  protec- 
tion had  been  offered  by  this  coun- 
try. Had  he  ilaid.  in  France  and 
come  forward  on  the  proclamation 
at  Toulon,'  could  we  then  have  re- 
ftifed  him  protefkion?  Mr.  Fox 
mentioned  that  the  treatment  expe- 
rienced by  monf.  la  Fayette  and  hi» 
fifends  had  prevented  many  per* 


fons  in  Traiuct  from  joining  \\i€ 
flandard  of  royalty.  Frenchmen 
mctft  fuppofe^  from  our  conduA, 
cither  that  our  declarations  were  as 
fatithief.^  as 'thofe  of  the  king  of 
Pruffia  iftd  the  prkice  of  SazeCo*" 
bourg,  ^  thdt  our  alfiea  thought 
differently  from  US:;  t2kat  all  the 
fupporters  of  h'mit^^  monarchy 
were  to  be  broicribcd^  and  the  ad^ 
Vocatea  of  unlimited  monarchy 
o  nly  protected.  He  (hewed  the  un- 
popularity of  the  old  goVerdment 
of  Fran<^*^fo  much  fo^  that  after 
Louia  the  feventeenth  waa  pro- 
claimed, the  partiikns  6f  rdjnftlty 
were  with  much  difficulty  previailed 
uponto  lay  afide  tht  hational  cock- 
ade, and  fubftitute  the  white  for 
the  tri-coloUredflag.  Mr.  FiA  Rien« 
tioned,  in  pointed  terms,  the  abomi- 
nabletreachery  by  whkh  La  Fayette 
bad  been  captured.^  Of  his  compa- 
ny, confining  of  fotty  perfona,  all 
but  himfelf  and  threb  others^  who 
had  been  memberi  of  the  confti* 
tuent  affembly,  were  rtlealed.  No 
man  could,  he  faid,  point  out  that 
pari  of  the  law  of  nations,  by  which 
the*  fubjeds  of  one  independent 
nation  could  be  made  prifonerg  of 
date  by  the  foverdgil'  of  another^ 
for  ofFences  committed,  or  (uppofed 
to  be  committed^  in  their  own 
country ;.  it  could  only  be  done  by 
the  law  of  tyrants,  which  condemnt 
all  principles  humad  and  divine. 
Mr.  Fox  ipoke  in  the  highed  term  a 
of  M.  la  Fayette  and  hia  fellow 
prifanersi  and  vindicated  the  gene- 
ral from  the  charge  which  had  been 
urged  againft  him^  that  of  inftigat* 
ing  the  flight  of  the  royal  &nuly, 
and  aftenmds  betraring  them,  firom 
the  teftimoiiy  of  tiie  unfortunate 
queen  on  her  trial. 

Mr.  Durke  ftrongly  oppofed  the 
motion,  on  the  ground  that  no 
precedent  exiiled  of  fuch  an  inter* 
ferencc,  and  that  it  waa  improper,

%tn3jf  and  M^.  Whtthrcad  junior ;

Mr.  Addiqgtoxu  On  adlvUloq  of  the 
bonfe^  the  ayes  i^ere  46*  noet  ijj. 

A  motton  from  lord  Stanhope 
againfl:  ioterfertng  in  the  inti^rnal 
astin  of.Fraacei  was  announced 
by  him  to  the  faoufe  of  {ords  M^ch 
25tb.  The  obfervatioo  made  by  a 
nobk  lord  (Mansfiehl)  on  a  fonder 
m'ghty  **  that  If  it  were  poiHble  to 
engage  any  number  of  Frenchmen 
to  eaecite  an  infurre6UQn  in  France 
p^gaittft  the  convention,  no  ei4}cnce 
ought  to  be  fjpared  by  this  counr 
try^  and.thit  it  was  a  meafiire 
which  ought  to  be  adopted*"  was 
^oniidered  by  his  lordihip  as  ab- 
horrent to  policy,  religion^  and  hu- 
in«ntty<  He  confidered  this  fentir 
ment  as  &>  contrary  to  the  principles 
p£  cifiKzed  w^r,  and  fo  out^i^eous 
tQ  %&  the  feelings  that  o^ght  to  go- 
vein  the  condnd  of  a  people,  tn^t 
tA  order  Iq  vindipatc  the  honour  of 
thcaa^on  it  ought  to  h^  difclaimed 
by-  ft  foleniB  pacUamcntary  a^v 
liis  lordihip  urged  that  fuch  a  fentir 
ment  was  repugnant  to  religiont  and 
to  the  law  of  nations  $  and  in  fup? 
port  of  the  'btter  aflertion  he 
fiooted  a  paf&ge  firoQi  jud^e  Black* 
ftooe»  ana  thought  hia  opinioiis  on 
the  fubje^  conhrmed  by  thofe  of 
lord  ^wkeibury  in  ^  publication 


-  (yi  a  ntfilof^for<:^  He  charged  bis 
'locdihip  however  with  inconMency» 
in  having  faidthat  *^  the.  jnifery 
of  France^*  under  its  farmer  ffo- 
Tejrnment  **  wasfu  complete ».  that 
he  did  not  .think  th^t  pauutry  worth 
preferving  ;"  yet,  when  ihe  had 
thrown  oiT  (his  yoke,  he  detailed 
her  for  th^t  condu^  which  his 
former  .fcntinient  wca(  immediately 
to  pron)ote»  His  lordihip  expa- 
tiated on  the  horrors  of  exciting  ci- 
yil  cotnmptions^  and  tearing  afun- 
der  ^s&xy  bond  b^  which  focicty  x^ 
held  together^  and  on  the  impro- 
priety aqd  prefiimption  of  dilating 
a  goyernmei>t  to  Fraqce»  and  ob- 
truding upox^  them  a  king.  Much 
h&d  been  urged*  his  lordfliip  faldy 
with  refped.  to  religion ;  but  be 
would  read  tq.  t|)e  hjufe  what  reli- 
gion faid  on  the  fubjec^  of  kings. 
His  lordfhip  then  read,  x  Sani^*l, 
^ii.  viii.  1 1|  &4f,  .  He  ^d  the  pre* 
fent  war  was  a  fyliem  of  delufion, 
ai]d  in  co^lirmatioi)  of  this  opinion 
read  a  paflage  frpn^  hi^  majciiy^a 
fpe^hf  whifh  boailed  our  Superi- 
ority ^t  £ea,^an4  the  prqte6)tion,of 
our  |X)mnKrce.  In  oppoHtion  to 
this  he  ilatod,  th^t  fron>  tiie  lit 
Feb.  1793,  to  lit  Feb.  1794^  the 
lotlsof  our  (hips  ¥|f,as  4x0  ;  that  of 
(he  French  iz6.  f  ram  tiie  hitter 
yeriod  to  the  end  of  March^  he

and  the  enemy  29.  Another  m- 
iumct  of  delufion  exi^d*  he  in- 
ferred«  in  another  paflage  in  hisma- 
j^fty's  fpcech,  in  which  the  neceC* 
(ary  fupplies  for  xriz  prefent  ex- 
igency were  fpoken  of  as  to  be 
provided  fqr  in  fuch  a  way  as  to 
avoid  any  preflMre  which  wquld 
be  feverely  felt  by  the  people.  Th<i 
taxes  for  that  year  could  npt,  his 
lordihip  thoughti  anfwer  fuch  a  de- 
fcription.  After  a  variety  of  other 
matter  in  favour  of  a  termination 
^o  the  war^  and  depidU ug  the  pron 
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bable  infDiy  attending  its  continur 
aiuce,  hi8  }ord(htp  brought  forward 
a  refoliition  on  the'  fubje^  onder 
cotifideratian,  which »  if  adopted, 
he  mednt  to  follow  up  .with  a  bill 
to  Tcgnlate  the  coodu^  of  mi^iilry* 
The  earl  of  Mansfield  contended 
flrongly  tn  favour  of  the  word* 
which  itad  given  rtfe  to  the  debate^ 
and  of  the  cxenioof  of  miniftera 
to  reftore  a  juft  and  permanent 
govemtnent  to  France  t  ^ead  xU 
diculed  the  fpeech  of  the  noble 
Ibrd.  He  wa»  fottowed  by  lord 
Gfcnvillcf  who,  in  order  to  prevent 
the  refolation  from  appeering  on 
the  journals  of  the  houfe^  declared 
his  mtention  to  follow  up  the  nc« 

fativingof  the  refolution«  of  which 
e  profefled  he  entertained  no 
doabt,  by  a  motion  for  expunging 
It  from  the  jonrnah*  The  lord 
chancellor  thenlefttbc  wooliacki  and 
entreated  the  hot^fe  to  fpare  him  the 
pidn  of  reading  the  preamble  to 
the  rafolution ;  after  which  hfl  read 
iFrtm  the  wooKfack  tltc  refdotion 
only.  This  mcafitre  waa  thought 
irregular  by  earl  Stanhope*  The 
trfcnutton  was  however  negatived, 
nnd  the  motioy  of  lord  Grenville 
put  and  carried. 

The  proceedings  on  this  occafion 
prodnced,  a  few  days  afterwards,  a 
difcuffibn  on  the  privileges  of  the 
houfe  of  peers,  which  was  mtro- 
duced  by  the  carl  of  Lauderdale. 
His  Idrdihip  argued  at  large  upon 
the  propriety  and  neccffity  of  ad- 
hering flri^ly  to  parliamentary 
forms ;  and  contended  that  the 
fpcaker  in  either  houfe  had  no 
tight  tonlr&r  or  mutilate  anytno* 
tion.  Were  the  contrary  to  be  ad- 
mitted, freedom  of  debate,  and  all 
the  ftioft  cflential  privileges  of  the 
Jioufe,  might  he  faid  by  degrees 
be  Jinflihitated.  He  feverely  cen- 
furcd  ^c  informality  whicn  had 
taken  place  op  a  prece'diag  Cvcningi 


and  cited  fevcral  ioHanccs  from  the 
journals  of  parliament  to  prove  that 
the  fpcaker  had  incurred  the  ceii- 
fnre  of  the  Houfe  by  taking  im- 
prppeir  liberties.  Uislordihip,  with 
much  bum«ur,  ridiculed  the  idea 
held  ovtupon  the  prefent  oocalion, 
that  the  fcnfe^  of  the  houfe  had 
been  taken  by  its  looks;  and  ended 
a  vciy  able  fpeech,. by  moving, 
**  that  any  motion  propofed  by  any 
lord  of  parliamcat,  and  given  to  the 
fpeakert  ought  to  be  put  in  the 
given  words,  and  the  quefluon  of 
content  or  not  content  decided  upon 
in  that  form." 

The  proceedings  on  the  former 
evening  were  ftrenuoufly  vindlcat* 
ed  by  lord  Thurlow  as  pcrfcftly  in 
order,  and  adopted  only  to  avoid  a 
harfher  method  of  getting  rid  of 
the  offenfive  part  of  the  noble  earl's 
motion.  They  were  further  vin- 
dicated by  the  earl  of  Caernarvon, 
who  contended  for  the  difcretionary 
power  of  the  houfe*  A  long  de* 
bate  enfued ;  after  which  the  quef- 
tion  for  an  adjournment,  which  had 
been  moved  by  terd  Thurlow,  ^as 
put  and  carried  " 

On  the  3d  April,  lord  Hawkef- 
bury  called  the  attention  of  the 
houfe  to  the  naval  trade  and  com- 
merce of  this  kingdom,  and  the 
different  laws  and  regulatrons  by 
which  it  was  governed.  From  the 
peculiarly  politic  regulations  in 
this  refpeA,  his  lordfhip  very  ably 
flated,  that  onr  trade  was  not  only 
extended,  but  that  we  alfo  provided 
fuch  a  number  of  failors  in  time 
of  war,  as  could  not  otherwife  be 
collefted.  There  were,  however, 
fomc  dcfefls,  for  which  he  was 
defirous  to  propofe  a  remedy; 
but  this  was  not  to  take  phce  till 
the  conclufjon  of  the  war,  when 
60  or  70,000  men  muft  be  dif- 
chargtd  from  his  majeHy's  navy, 
for  whom  he  xneaot  to  m?ke  a  pro^ 
vifioB. 
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vfEioB.    ^The  chief  clanifc  of  the 
bill  would  be  to  compel  stll  Britifll 
merchant  (hips  not  to  employ  abcyre 
one  fourth  of  foreign  Uaibrtt  for 
the  exiftiiig  laws,  if)  thia  cafe,  had 
been  liable  to  grtat  tnfKngemeatSy 
a  partiailar  cafe  of  whfch  was  ad- 
duced by-  hifif  lordffvip.     Another 
claufc  would  regard  the  eoaftlng 
trade,  which  in  time  of  peace  he 
wiflied  to  be  coififined  to  Bfitifh  ma- 
nneri  only,  who  might  more  ttSilj 
be  obtained  ;  and  foreJgneis  not  fo 
jeafily  be  mmde  acquainted  with  the 
ports  of  this  country.  Another  clafnfe 
•  of  great  importaDce   related;  his 
lordihip  faidy  to  the  out-^otng  fhips 
with  the  freedom  of  Britifh  ports. 
By  this  we  were  enabled  to  know  the 
number  and  meaibrement  of  the /hips 
belonging  to  this  cpuntTy,and  every 
clrcumftance  relating  to  them ;  but 
the  law  at  prefent  was  defeftire  in 
being  liable  to  evafion,  as  in  the  in* 
itanceof  aihip  that  ^s  fold  at  Sa> 
vannah^  and  had  traded  to  diffinrent 
countries,  under  the  pt'ivHege  of  a 
Britifli  veffef,  withoat  thefe  forms  ; 
but  being  at  length  obffrvcd  was 
ftopped  10  the  Weft  Indies ;  and 
the  judges  had  decided,  that  as  it 
was  fold  out'  of  Eoglaad,  it  could 
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not  make  the  proper  entry  in  the 
reglfter.  When  the  matter  \n$ 
brought  before  the  privy  counci!* 
lord  Camden  had  given  it  as  his 
opinion^  that  the  intentioa  of  the 
kws  in  that:  cafe  was«  that  ^crr 
fhip,  haviner  freedom  of  the'  Britim 
ports/  if  fold  abroad*  fhould  te- 
tum  ko  Enghmd  to  be  enregiftered* 
••-^This  hb  meant  to  eftablifh*  to 
prevent  (hipsm>  kioffer  belooginf 
to  this  country  er^oying  ^e  privH 
lege  of  our  firee  poft8«-^Hia  lord* 
fhip  next  gave  an  account  of  the 
a^ual  date  of  the  fhtpping  of 
Great  Britain,  by  which  .  it  ap« 
peared  that  there  were  16,079 
fhips,  meafuring  more  than  one 
million  of  tons,  and  emf^oying 
above  1 1 8,000  fatlors,bebnging  to 
Great  Brttaiit,  of  which  12,000 
fhips  employed  107,000  marbeiis 
belonging  to  England  alone*  Ltver« 
pool  uone  had,  he  faid,  in  theiiaft 
war  fitted  out  privateers,  of  which 
the  tonnage  and  failors  exceed* 
ed  the  fovee  ient  00c  by  queen 
EHeab^th  againft  the  Spanifh  ar- 
mada. He  ftated  the  annual  carw 
foes  which  had  been  fent  out  at 
ifferent  epochs  * ;  and  ended  his 
fpeech  by  moving  for  the  firft 
reading 
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reading,  of  Uif  l>3li  wliicb  pafled 
the  houfc. 

Papery  rc;lative  to  the  hSi  ;^ani- 
paign  having  beenpreytoufly  moved 
for  by  Mr.  Grey  and  major  Mait- 
land,  and  refufed  by  the. chancellor 
of  the  cx^chtqucTf  the  poiajocy  on, 
the  ioth  of  ApriL  entered  upon  a 
review. of  thc.Iaft  campaign..  The 
meafurei,  he  faid,  to  which,  he 
ihould  pxinqip^lly  dire&  the  atten- 
tion of  the  houfc  were  the  affair  of 
!Dun}urky  the  cfipture  and  fobfe- 
quent  proceedings  at  Toulon,  and 
the  jexpedition  vnd^r  the  earl  of 
Moira.  There  was  now»  he  con- 
^cndcd»  more  difficulty  in  proqur* 
ing  the  bleffings  of  peapc  than  at 
Ithe  commencemient  of  the  cam* 
paign  ;  and  tp  form  an  opinion  upon 
this  pointy  we  need  only  look  at 
the  change  wrought  in  the  minds 
of  our  enemies  and  our  allies.  Con- 
trary to  what  had  then  been  th? 
cafe^  the  Fi^ench  were  conftantly 
the  firil  to  attack ;  they  no  longer 
regarded  theallies  as  invincibly  and 
the  alUe^  no  longer  thought  them 
an  enemy  to  hie  defpifed.  The  laft 
campaign  had»  he  faidy  been  fa- 
vourable to  the  French  ;  they  had 
indeed  lod  Belgium^  but  fuppref- 
iing  the  rebellion  of  La  Vendee  was , 
of  much  more  importance  to  them, 
as  all  their  dangers  aroie  from  in- 
ternal di^rbance.  The  nujor 
t;ook  a  view  of  the  fitnation  of  the 
allies^  to  prove  that  their  ftrength 
was  on  the  decline^  and^  from  the 
taking  of  Valenciennes,  no  one 
fuccels  had   attended  Uieir  arms* 


He  entered  into  'ft  tentw  of  tfi« 
condu^oftbe-olHeSk  Tke^frtmre^ 
had  r<9iainjBd  inadlrre^  The  Icing 
of  Pruflif^.  thou^  the  firib  to  enter 
upon  the/  wmF.9  asd  fchat  upoa  the 
plea  of  piMia(nig!ihe:nnpttMlK  af* 
jailaMs  oCthe  rights  of  kiDg»4^  wa« 
the  firft  .toreoodeifroJB  k^  jivheich 
prel^y  unequLVoca%  n^rofied  his 
.feelings  upon  the  fseccifs  of  the 
campaign^  Thpft  .tif  tia  emperor 
might.be  tnfetixd-ivem  hiis  feeing 
the  iie«eflity  of  hift fubje^s  nfing  iq 
a  mafa,  and  that  sot  with  a  «iew  to 
offenfivfi  operations  againft  France, 
but  to  proted  tliemfelves  from  an 
enemy  they  had  before  defpifed. 
What,  he  aiked,  wete  the  feelings 
of  peopk  here  ?  They  taikeil  of  at? 
invaiign,  and  found  it  oeoe&ry 
to  liavc  an  army  of  Frenchmen  in 
Britib  pay.  In  whatever  was 
urged  on  occafion  of  the  prefent 
war,  the  m^or  drsw^  4  ftrqng  pa- 
n&llel  between  that  and  the  af^- 
mentsufedintbe  w>arwith  America. 
While  the  pbin  ivas  ohferved  for 
keeping  the  anny  united*  which 
was  adopted  by  m  allied  powers, 
their  arms  were,  he  faid^  crowned 
with  fuccefs*.  After  the  redi3M5ltoa 
of  Valenciennes,  this  plan,  had 
been  laid  afide,  as  he  conceived, 
principally  from  the  dire^ions 
<>f  the  Britiih  cabiitet,  as  that 
alone  was  to  be  benefited  by'  the 
capture  of  Dunkirk.  The  fok  hope 
of  fucceiis  from  a  detached '  foree 
niuft,  he  (aid,  arife  from  the  promp- 
titude of  execution  sad'the  ability 
to  aA :  but  neither  of  ^efe  attended 
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the  attek.  upon  DoAUrtrr  four 
weekMkpMfromiltetaitlngfofVa^

volt  throughout  the  repoblie}  and 
he  conteodrd  that  government  had 
no  ideii  of  taking  pofTeffion  of  Tou- 
lon whfii  Utrd  Hood  wu  firft  fent 
into  the  Mediterraaeaiw     The  in- 
habitastf.fsf  Toulon,  he  faid>  fti. 
pulat^  ytith  lord  Hood  for  the 
coailitatioo  of  1 781^  whidij  a$  foon 
3s  be  obtained  die  povnor,  he  rc" 
fufed  to   fulfil.    The  declaration 
niade  by  lord  Hood  was  more  in- 
jurioui  tp  the  canie  than  the  re- 
treat (roni.  Dunkirk,  <>r  the  over- 
ihnw^  of    Wuripfec.     'Jlipte  ne- 
Tcr  coold  |»vc   been    any    fea- 
fooable  hopes  t}iat  Toulon  was  te- 
nable by  the  army  we  had  there. 
"  by  were  not  other  troops  fent  to 
prefcrre  th^  conqucft  bFTouJon  ?  or 
wby^  wbcD  it  was  found  nntenable^ 
v»  not  an  evacuation  at  once  de- 
tcraiincd  upon,'  and  the  fleet  fent 
away  to  favc  the  unhappy  inhabi- 
^nts  from  the  fury  of  thofc  whom 
they  had  mortally  offended  ?  With 
fcfped  to  the  expeditjoii  under  th^ 


•carT  of  *Mbita»  the  mlgor  quoted 
the  words  of  the  eatl  in  the  other 
^^onfe^  to  prove  that  this  was  a  pro- 
jcft  to  amufethe  country.  Without 
a  hope  of  fiiccefs  from  it.  He 
took  a  view '  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  campiiign  was  comm^- 
ced^  argued  the  h'ttle  probabi*  ' 
lity  of  fuccels,  and'  ended. by  mov- 
iftg  for  *•  a  conVmittee  of  thehoufe 
to  inquire  into  the  caufrs  wltich  led 
to  the  fatlttre  of  the  army  under  the  * 
duke  of  York  at  Dunkirk  ;  and  to 
inquire  into  the  caufes  which  led  to 
the  e%*acuatbn  of  Toulon  under 
general  Dundas  and  lord  Hood/' 

Mr,  Jenkinfon  ftrongly  vindi- 
cated the  conduct  of  minifters,  and 
fpok«  in  high  terms  of  the  unufual 
exertions  made  by  thetA'  in  the  pre* 
fent  war.  He  took  a  view  of  the 
different  military  tranfaftions  in  the 
campaign^  to  prove  the  credit  thtit 
was  due  to  the  Valour  of  the  Bri^ 
tifli  troops,  and  the  wifdom  cC 
Britifh  counfek.  The  hon.  g«;ntlc- 
man  Juftified  the  meafurc  of  en- 
deavouring to  take  Dunkirk,  as  a 
place  of  great  importance  to  ub» 
and  afcribed  the  failure  of  the  ex- 
pedition folely  to  the  extraordinary 
efforts  of  the  French.  Mr.  Jen- 
kinfon ilated  a  variety  of  fads  'to 
prove  that  there  was  no  ground 
for  an  imputation  of  a  breach  of 
faith  on  the  part  of  the  Bntifh  na- 
tion, with  refpe£tto  the  acceptance 
of  any  particular  conftitution ;  or 
that  tne  people  of  Toulon,  in  men- 
tioning the  conftitution  of  1780, 
^ould  have  in  view  that  accepted  m 
I79I.  He  !?nied  that  th^  pbjfift 
pf  the  prefent  war  was  to  efta- 
blifh  any  particular  government  in 
France  ;  it  was  to  put  a  period  to 
that  defpotifin  which  menaced  Eu- 
rope. Not  a  fingle  perfon  was, 
he  faid,  left  in  Toulon  who  chofip 
to  come  away,  and  the  means  of 
efcape  were  furmlhed  to  all.  With 
rcfpca 
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rcfped  to  tlifi  carl  of  Moira  and  the 
ioiurgCDts  ID  La  Vendee^  it  was  not 
in  the  power  of  this  government  to 
aSiil  them»  till,  by  their  coming 
down  to  the  fea-coaft,  they  afforded 
an  opportunity  of  cffe^ing  a  junc- 
tion with  them.  After  aifcufling 
the  circumftances  of  the  campaign, 
Mr*  Jenkinfon  proceeded  tb  con- 
fider  the  circumuances  upon  which 
it  WIS  founded*  and  laid  it  down  as  a 
principle,  that  no  fecurity  could  be 
obtained  for  this  country  ^without 
the  dedrudion  of  the  jacobin  club» 
A  very  general  fpirit  of  inforrec- 
tion  prevailedi  he  faid»  in  France; 
and  if  the  Jacobin  fyftem  was  de- 
ftroyed  in  Paris,  the  fyftcra  of  anar- 
chy would  be  at  an  end  in  that 
country*  The  beft  means  of  de- 
ftroying  the  fyftem  of  jacobinifm 
was,  he  faid,  to  force  our  way  to 
Faris,  and  he  thought  marching 
there  was  attainable  and  practicable. 
He  was  pleafed  even  to  recommend 
the  route, which  was  through  thcLow 
Countries,  by  which  we  could  gain 
ftrong  holds,  &c.  &c.  &c.  During 
the  prefent  fyftem  in  France,  the 
«ncmy  had  only  one  advantage  of 
us,  the  power  of  bringing  a  fupe- 
Tior  force  to  any  one  place  ;  but,  on 
.the  contrary,  we  excelled  them  not 
only  in  military  difcipline,  but  in 
the  fuperlor  force  of  our  cavalry • 
In  the  latter  part  of  the  latl  cam- 
paign the  combined  powers  were 
lo  utiiated  that  their  cavalry  was  of 
little  advantage  j  but,  from  having 
obtained  fuch  ftrong  holds,  we 
(hould  now  derive  the  fullcft'  benefit 
from  our  cavalry.  From  the  events 
of  the  laft  campaign,''  he  augured 
the  moll  fignal  fuccefs  in  that  to 
come. 

Lord  Molgrave  ftrongly  vindi- 
cated thofc  proceedings  at  Toulon 
cf  which  he  was  a  witnefs* 

He  was  followed  by  fir  James 
M^irray,  who  reprefeotcd  th^  ixu* 
9 


mcnfe  force  of  the  French  as  the 
fole  caufe  of  the  lofs  of  Dunkirk^ 
and  ymdi^ated  the  board  of  ord- 
narice  from  th6  bharge  of  hcg!ed» 
J^othing  waa,  he  faid,  loft  on  this 
occaidoii  bnt  i  few  caimon  and 
fores,  and  the  !»ctreat  Was  orderly, 
and  afforded  to  part  of  Ftaxiders 
relief  from  their  uneafinefs  and  dif- 
may.  The  number  of  cannOfi  loft 
he  ftated  to  b^  38.  The  alacrity 
with  which  tji^  milhary  ftores  had 
been  fent  out  was  attctbed  by  Mr. 
Sargent. 

Mr,  JckyDfaid,  ht  iia  ndt  confi- 
der  the  motion  as  relating  to  any 
particular  perfon,  29  appeared  to 
have  been  thought  by  a  nobk  lord 
and  an  hon.  baronet ;  it  irta  only 
an  inoulry  which  he  mtxft  firankljr 
confcis  would,  he  believeB*  cri- 
minate minifters,  A  long  debate 
took  ^ace  on  thlk  occafion,  in 
which  (fte  motion  was  fupported  by 
col.  Macledd  and  Mr.  Courtenay, 
and  oppofed  by  Mr.  Camiing  and 
fir  Willfam  Young,  and  in  the 
courfe  of  which  mu6h'  cstraneonj 
matter  was  admitted, 

Mr.  Fox  faid,  tKat  the  cracua- 
tion  of  Toulon  was  ackaowlc'dged 
as  a  raisforttme,  whieh  was  of  it- 
felf  a  fufficient  ground  of  inquiry, 
but  had  never  b^en  urged  as  a 
ground  of  cenfure,  Wefs  inqui- 
ry Ihould  prove  there  bad  been 
mifconduft.  It  had  been  f«d  too 
that  the  misfort\ine  thight  have 
been  avoided  if  the  allies  had  for- 
nilhed  the  expefted  aid,  or'  If  the 
fuccours  ordiered  by  minifttrs  had 
arrived.  This  rendered  inquiry 
proper.  Rumoars  had  been  circu* 
fated  as  to  the  nc^%encc  or  mif- 
condua  of  the  allies  wIhIc  We  had 
pofTeflion  of  Toulon,  which  was 
another  reafbn  for  In^iihy.  If  this 
were  the  cafe,  national  oonour  de- 
manded that  we  AiouM  Acw  the 
world  that  we  bad  oot  iitledfrom 
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\T  OU71  faujt.'  It  was  atfpi.  mtfe-, 
al  to  know  wbc^ther  the  emperor, 
a  whoqfi  (o  much  depended  m  the  ' 
ar,  had  failed  in  }i Is  engagements  ?,. 
id  verting  to  whs^t  had  been  (aid  of 
r;e   mode,  plT  coiic^uering  f  ranee,' 
vir.  Fox  thought  a  more  melaiicho- 
•'  profpe^  couTd  not  well  be  prig- 
cflted ;    and  gentlemen,    who  at* 
rcfent  beUeved  that  pans  inu^  be  ' 
akcn  before  we  looked  for  p^ace, 
vou)d  £o.  borne  with  lefs  fanguine 
iopes  of  a  Tpeedy  conchilion  to  the . 
ftTir  tb^^thty  bad  hitherto  enter- 
uired.   ^/ 

From  &c  tardinefe  with  wh(cH 
tk  pre{eQt\3ifcuflk>n  h^d  been  in- 
iroducedji  tfie  chancellor  of  the  ex- 
vhequer  inferred  that  mtnifters  had 
little   to  apprehend  from  the  mo* 
tioiu     The  inoonvcnicncies  of  in- 
quiry during  war  were,    he  faid, 
fo  great,  that  they  ought  never  to 
be  hazarded,  except  ^en  the  fai- 
lures were  of  fuch  magm'tude  as 
to  arMC  incapacity  on  the  part  of 
nlniitcrs,^  or  to  occafton  fuch  dif- 
trull  of  ultimate  fuccefs  as  to  pro- 
duce a    change  of  fyftem.     The 
failures  at   Toulon  and    Dunkirk 
were  fcr  from  amounting  to  this. 
He  dated  the  exertions  which  had

Not  to  diipute  the 
beaded  fucceffes',  he  defirea  gentle* 
men  to  look  at  the  fituation  of  the 
allies ;  the  king  of  Pruifia*8  fecef-

fignation,  general  Wurroter's  retire- 
ment, jJriace  Cobourg  fupetfededt 
t^e  cnjiperor  in  felf-armed  prepai*' 
ration,  and  the  .officers  at  va- 
riance* On  a  divlfion  of  the  houfe

On  the  4th  of  April  Mr.  l>anda» 
brought  forward  his  ftatjcment  of 
the  finances  of  India ;  previous  to 
the  opening  of  whlch>  in  reply -to 
the  queries  of  general  Smith,  ne  at 
fured  the  houfe  that  regulations 
would  foon  be  adopted  .for  rfUetw 
ing  the  olEcers  on  the  Bengal  cfta- 
blilhment.

wouldt  he  faid,  in  future  be  equal 
to  itt.tspeaditure  ;  thote  of  Bom- 
baVf-iroin  the  inaccuracy  of  the 
compaay's  fervants  there,  he  was 
noablc  to  ftate,  but  had  eftiouted 
the  revenue  for  1794,  ioo,oool« 
left  tbpii  he  was  fure  it  would  pro* 
duce»  He  did  not,  be  (aid,  mean 
to  ftate 4he  balance  as  likely  to  be 
penyfeinent ;  but  he  could  fay.  with 
confidence,  that  there  would  be  a 
permanent  balance  of  more  than  two 
millions,  applicable  to  the  purchafe 
of  inveftment  and  the  liquidation  of 
debt.  He  itated  the  profperous  fi- 
tuation  in  which  our  £aft  Indian 
pofleffions  were ;  we  had  annihi- 
lated the  ooly  European  power  on 
the  continent  of  India  that  could 
rival-US,  we  had  humbled  the  only 
native  power  that  conld  diftrefs  us* 
He  aientioncd  the  confidence  of 
the  native  powers  as  a  fource  of  fe- 
curity,  and  the  advantages  arising 
in  India  from  a  permanent  fequrity 
for  tbf  pofleflion  of  land  on  a  certain 
tenure*  The  quantity  of  circulat- 
ing (pecie  had,  he(aid,aifo^beeAiD« 
creafed  in  different  ways.

Mr.  Dundas  augured  very  confi* 
dently  upon  the  iocreafing  profpe- 
rity  of  the  conipany.  He  .  faid  it 
might  be  'aO^ed,  why  then  apply  to 
the  public  for  relief?  Why  borrow 
money  ?  This,  he  faid,  the  company 
did  Dotaik ;  they  only  a(ked  l«avc  tp 
Ancreafe  their  own  capital,  an  indul- 
gence to  which  they  were  fully  en- 
titled.

He  did  not,  he&id,  defire  to 
deprive  gentlemen  of  the  rewards 
due  to  their  prefent  or  former  fer-  • 
vices»  but  thought  thofe  who 'had 
neither  of  theft*  dailtas  oaght^  in 
the  prefent  exigencies  of  this  cbtin-  • 
try,  to  contribute  largely.-  SInecQri* 
placesandpenfions  were, he  thought, . 
fair  objeds  of  refource,  at  a  time 
when  every  refource  which  the 
comitry  cnuld  procure  at>peared  ne- 
ceffary.  He  thought  at  fuch  a  time 
thene  was  a  peculiar  propriety  in  the 
iervants  of  the  crown,  who  enjoyed 
large  emoluments,  gi^ng  an  exam- 
ple of  promptitHdeto  fcrve  the  ftatc.

ries  •!  France*  He  candoded  by 
moving  §bt  a  hifi  ttf  ^pM^rAtte 
on^n  patti  <ff  (^^ks  ^/^  the 
ofe  of  the  public  durbg  the  tooti' 
nuaaoe  of  the  war,aad  alfo  to  appro-^ 
priatcf  pAt  of  the  emotiHiieiilt  or  ef- 
ficient ptiOes,  (bthijt  they  flitflt  not 
amoant  to  moi«  thai  aljlectfic 
Ihm.

Mr.  Rofe  eaQed  the  attention  of 
the  houfe  to  Mr.  Burke's.  bilU 
which,  exprefsly  required  compen^ 
iation  for  thofe  who  were  aergneVed 
by  iU  He  never  had,  he  {saO,  quef* 
tioned  the  difcretionary  power  of 
the  hpufe  %o^  diwB.  the  m«Dagef> 
raent  of  the  fums  voted  to  the 
king  for  the  fnpport  of  his  mi* 
nifters.  He  flated  the  iaving« 
that  had  already  taken  place* 
Under  the  notion  of  an  cconomi* 
obI  reform  in  1782,  and  a  fubfe* 
qtient  inquiry  %j  the  treafury,  278 
offices  had  been  aboliflied  ;  and  the. 
expences  reduced  from  lyiyOQch 
to  %o,oool.  The  fislaries  of  tbe- 
exchequer  office  had  been  reduced 
from.  4C,ooal.  to  17,8001.  The. 
officespf  the  .auditors  of  the  imprefa 
were  brovght  down  from  44,ooo]« 
to  7000L  The  penfion  lift,  fince 
1 7039  ^^9  reduced  above  48/xx)U 
Sinecures  in  the  cuftoms  to  the. 
amonnt  of  130,  and  the  ezpence 
of  which  was  io,6Sol.  had  bcca 
fupprcfled  during  the  fame  period. 
In  the  excife  there  was  a  faving  of 
i2,oooU  Con^ra£^s,  commiOions* 
loans,  and  lotteries,  were  now«  he 
faid,  put  under  fnch  regulations  aa 
prevented  any  poffible  corruption* 

Mr.  Fox  faid  he  differed  from  the 
hon,  mover  refpe&ing  finecwre 
places  for  lives.  If  a  place  waa. 
once  bellowed,  it  (hould  be  held  fa- 
cred.  If  the  gi^r  poflefied  a  legal 
right  to  beftow,  the  property 
fhould  be  held  as  immoveable  Us  any 
other*  He  vindicated  the  pro- 
priety of  the  bill,  on  the  ground 
that  minifters  hs^vihg  gone  out  of 
the  legal  road  in  order  to  fupport 
the  war,  and  juftified  their  doioflr. 
fo  on  the  piilnciple  that  it  ankna^ea 
the  people,  it  was  highly  expedient 
to  call  upon  thofe  for  aid  whofe 
buiinefs  it  peculiarly  was  to  mant- 
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feft  zeaL  Jnftice  <lemati£Led  tiut  ft^? 
Dcj  Aiould  be  levied  m  proportit)!)  to. 
the  means  andlo  theexCraord  insiijr  ad- * 
vantage dtrrl vfed  ftom  ojffice .  A s  to  tie 
boaited  reformatiofi  in'  the  tr^/fury;, 
the  advatitag^s  to  be  hoped  (fditx 
fuch  a  ^reform  were  founded  loti 
principles  not  fo  much  of  ec^rvpn^y 
iB  of  influence.  He  .defire^  tUe* 
houfe  to  compare  however  ,th^  in- 
fluence theh  abd  the  iuflue^ve  now, 
particularly  in  Irelaod  and  t^idia. 
The  8<Hit-ifliing  ttate  of.  the  counr 
try  was  hot^  he  'thought,  much 
fliewn  by  tW  additional  taxes  thj3 
year  to  the  amount  of  900,000!. 
Commerce  i^as  diminished,  manli- 
£adute8  decayed,  the  poor'«  rate 
incrcafe^^  anil  the  land  fallen  in  va- 
lue :  in  this  Htuation  of  affairs  he 
thought  every  tiling  thould  be  done 
to  retnove  the  burden  from  the 
people* 

The  <lhahcclW  6f  the  cxfche* 
k{vxT  ridkotbd  the  idea  contained  iQ 
the  preceding  fpeech^  which,  h.e 
feid,  amounted  to  thiS)  tliat  he 
wonid  balance  the'  impropriety  of 
Voluntary  cohtHbutiobs  in  the  firft 
i^ftance  by  compeUinsr  contribur 
tioDt  in  the  fecodd.  He  cliarged 
the  ^entleinen  on  thcf  other  fide  of 
the  houfir  with  the  inconfidency  of 
reprobating  voluntary  fubfcription^ 
as  31ega]  and  compidfory,  and  then 
propo£ng  this  bill  in  aid  of  that 
tneafarel  If  the  aim  of  the  pre- 
fient  motion  was  a  diitiiniltion  of 
the  iril'uence  of  the  cro wn^  it  m  uil 
£ill  flicvt  of  that  «ifd|  to  eBea 
'whicb|  the  matter  fiiould  be  fylle- 
matic  and  pennanent,  and  ihould 
tiot  proicfs  refofm,  when  it  meant 
only  a  temporary  fupply^  It  held 
out,  he  (aid)  {alfe  prinuiples,  and 
went  to  marit  out  with  an  cxcluAve 
tax  a  body  of  meb  who  merited  a 
tcry  dtfitreiit  diftia^'on.

In  the  coiirie'  i»f  this  debate!;  Mr* 
kufc  ftated,  that  mejlfure?  were  iit 
agitation  for  letting  the  crown  httiii 
at  a  value  greatly  fccrtafcd.  A 
bill  for  this  pyrpofe  was  actord?ng* 
ly  brought  into  the  houfcj  and^ 
pafTcd* 

On  Monday  the  28th  of  April  ' 
Mr.  Dundas  delivered  a  mclTage, 
from  his  majcfl^,  importlrig  that

i)8oo,oQoI.  Out  of  which  the  ftatep 
y  neral  were  to  pay  400,oool« 

The  ci>fu^ng  day  Mr.  Curwen  in- 

M  2  traduced. 
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troduced  a  di/oiflion  oti  tbe'  Pruf- 
fSan  fubfidy.  He  doiied  tlie  ncccf-i 
fity  of  the  war,  i^sul  charged  the 
tninifter  with  having-  endeaTpured 
to  prevent  the  people  from  forming 
Juft  opinions  oa  tb£  fubjed  by  hoM-^ 
ing  out  falfe  alarms*.  He  ^  noticed  * 
.the  fhifting  obje&  of-  |he  war,  the 

.^cno(^9U$  terms. of  thefub^y,  and 
the  probability  that  the'  houfe^ 
wo>ild  be  called  upon  for  a  fi^rther 
vote  of  credit.     Tbefc  w^re  points 

.  of  fuch  trnportance,  that  bethought 
afnple  time  fhould  be  gircn  for  the 
people  to  confider  before  thty 
pledged  themfelves  for  aprofccu- 
riott  of  the  wan  He  therefore 
moved  the  delay  of  a  fortnight*  in 
the  profcciition  of  this  buiinefs. 

Jar,  Whitbread  llrongly  ob- 
jjB^ted  to  the  precipitancy  evinced 
by  mioiilers.  in  carrying  on  this 
ifieafure*  1 1  W9s  jinpoflible  for  him 
and  bit  colleagues  to  withftand  the 
torrent  which  lie  feared  t|)reatened 
the  ruin  pf  the  country,  and  he 
eamcftlT  wished  for  ^  delay  in  the

On  the  following  day  the  boufe 
entered  into  the  qgnlideration  of 
his  majefty '«  meifage.

fiUanc^,^  But  PruiEa,.  it  mctft  be 
allowed,  had  not  the  £amc  re- 
foufccs  for  carrying  a^,  the  war 
as  .tbc  other  poyrcnu  and  parti cu- 
larly  iiot  iniq  tianfcendant  a  de- 
gf^  as^  this  country.  How  much 
loevcr  the  feceflion  of  the  Hng  of 
Pruflia  might  be  difapproved  of,  if 
1ms  efforts  could  be  at  all  effectual 
to  the  purpofe  of  the  wavv  it  is  dill 
de$ri*lc  to  fe9U^e  ihe  ufe  of  them. 
It  vemain{:d  then,  he  faid,  only  to 
be  confj.dered  what  proportion  the 
force  fccured  for  the  fervicc  boK  to 
the  ilipulated  c^pence. 

Mr.Pittrecapitulatedthe  tcrmshe 
had  Hated  on  a  former  niffht,  and  faid 
two  queftions  prefe  nt  ed  toe  mfelyes  on 
this  topic.  Wljether,  engaged  as  we 
were  in  the  war,  it  was  material  to 
us  to  have  th<  co-operation  of  fuch 
k  force,  and  whether  we  could  hare 
ttto  the  fame  extent  from  any  other 
quarter  from  whicH  it  might  have 
been  more  dcfirable  I  The  finft  of 
thefe  he  determined  in  the  affirma- 
tive ;  the  fecond  in  the  negative* 
A  third  coaijderation»  he  faid,  on- 
ly remained,  which  was  refpeding 
the  reafonablenefs  of  the  terms.

The  levy 
money  in  Hanover  to  i  ^  The 
prince  of  Hcfle  a»d .  others  in  o;ir 
pay, received  indeed  for  their  men 
only  81.  eacli,  but  then  we  paid 
them  large  fubfidies.  Wc'  j[hould, 
he  faid,  pay  the  ktng^pf  lEVuflia  a 
much  lefs  fiim,  than  for  British 
troops,  Qr  indeed  for  Hanoverians 
or  Heiiians.  Uc  thought  it  highly 
unreafonable.  if  any  mould  cxpc<St 
to  I'ccurc  Ae^  co-operation  of  fiich 
a  power  as  Pruflia,  without  giving 
fomc  fcope  to  the  militai^  ipirtt  of 
the  troops,  and.tht  thiiit  of  mili- 
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did  not  therefore,  he  Hiii),  aequfre 
the  ezduitve  dlrcdidn  bfthe  tirbaps; 
rut  ihej  WifcVcto'be  emj^oye^i'ttf* 
concert  TR^iHi  Bntlfti  ^rhi»  ind^for"

FroA  the  tenor  of  the  preccdhig 
fpeccfc  •  Wr,  Tot  contt^nded  that 
tne  dttnifler  'had '  reprrfertted  the 
kiWof  Plroffia  akibill-adviTcd,  that 
he  hadtaki^theteeak,  the  wic^ed^ 
the  flianteful,  the  fc&ndaloos  alter- 
native of  abandoning  the  war,  his 
own  honOar,  -and  the  tntemeft  of  his 
own  ftibje&s  f  and  that  this  being 
the  cafe,  Great  Britain  was  to  come 
forward  and  prefs  the  kin^  of  Pruf« 
iia  to  proceed' againft  this  advice^ 
and  that  this  cuantry  will  bear  his 
expences;  He  wiihed  to  aik.whe* 
thcr  the  whole  of  the  ai-gument  was 
cot  applicable  to  all  the  combined 
powers  now  at warwithFrance?They 
had  all  the  fame  difficuhr  with  re« 
gard  to  their  wealth  and  cbmtteice, 
and  rfll  except  iJie  Dutch  the  d^fed 
vmh  refpe^  to  their  conilitutiony  as 
Pruifia.

It 
was  haidly  poifible;  he  faid;  foir' 
the  mind  of  tnart  to  conceive  a 
pretence  niore'  odious,  and  liable  to 
fofpicion  of  t very  kind,  than  this 
conduftof  the  ktnjfof  PniiSa.  It 
contained  fuch  a  mijtftur'eof  peHfidy;' 
fraud  and'tneannefs,  as^wa^  nn'paral^ 
leled'in  all  Modem* p6l It ieal  hirtory. 
Having  involved  us;  he  now  fhift- 
ed  the  bnrd^tf  frbm  himfelf.  Hii 
conduct  was'fo  bad,  that  it  wis* fmi 
poiCble  for  any  man  of  the  l(raft 
prudence  to  -trtitt  that  cobrt'  in 
any  thitig;  yet  this  was  the 
oourt  TO  wh^dh  the  people  of  this 
country  were  then  topay  1 , 5  ^o,oool. 
for  carrying  tfn  a  War  which  its 
kinghad  hiriifetf  commenced.  He 
argued  to  fhewthe  pnbabiHty  that 
further  afliflance  would  probably 
be  required  from  us  from  the  fame 

Jfinirter,  and  that  poffibly  from  the 
uccef*  of  the  prefent  application; 
He  ilfongly  ridieultfld  the  phrafe 
that  ^  was  a  day  of  joy  and  fatis- 
fad  ion  to  England,  and"  comparted 
it  to  the  joy  which  mi^ht  be  ex- 
pefted  from  a  patient  who  was  told 
that  he  would  foon  die  of  a  morti- 
fication if  his  limb  were  not  ampu- 
tated. H^  accufed  the  inin^fter  of  - 
a  quibble  refpedingthe  treaty  wirh 
Pruffia  agatnft  the  hotrfe  of  Auf- 
cria,  of  which  he  had  taken  a 
M3

fidc,  and  Ao  prorecution  bad  been 
inftituted^  nor  any  meartircs  taken 
to  brine  to  Kgbt  theftippofed  trai- 
t^,  tui  the  padiatn^tary  fcffion 
bi  1794  had  been  far  advanced,— 
pn  a  fubjc6l  of  fo  Mtlch  delicacf 
we  wod4  wBb  to  dircft  pvrfehcs 


df  cyerv  prejudice,  ind  t6  tffew  the 
feftg,  it  porable,  in  the  fame' light 
In  wHch  they  will  be  contemplate4 
by'diftant  poftcrity.  That  there 
baye^j^illed  dlHiffefied  perfo^tf  in 
every  focieijr,  fince  the  flfft  inflitui 
tibri  of  crvil  government,  ho  mail 
cOTlverfant  in  biftory  will  deny; 
that  Engl^rid  for  a  century  paft  hat 
contained  a  humber  of  fpeculalive 
repnbKcans  is  almoft  equally  evi- 
dent,  Wbile  we  admit  this,  we 
"^  puiil

who  have  been  ftrenuouY  advocates 
fof  a  |>arliati)entary  rc£i>tn^ '  have 
bei^  notf  lefs  determined. friends  to 
mpn^rchy '  thaa  the  ihofl:  bigoted, 
toijrj'  indeed  the  contrary' fappo* 
iitioii  irotild  involve  in 'the  charge  oT 
repabllcainrm  the  prefeiit  chancellor  . 
of  the  exdhequer^  and  fonAe  of  the  ' 
moft  dilllnguifhed  charafterB  m  ad* 
lOihiflratioii ;  and  fo  far  was  Mr; 
Ktt  hfmfelf'froni  foppofing  '  that 
the  dcftre  of  rcfornjing  parliainent

bill  was  pafled.  ,  Our  readers  will 
remember  that  the  fufpicion.  of 
treafoq  .\va«  afterwards  attempted 
to  be  indiredly  attached  to  cer- 
tain perfons  io  opposition  ;  but 
.  thofe  innnuations  were  completely 
quafhed  by  the  very  manly  and  fpi- 
rit^d,  ir^otion  of  Mr.  -Sheridan  ia 
^195^  Though,  howevcf,  Mr. 
ch^ucellor  P!tt  had  foltmnty  pledged 
his  veracity  to  the  exitlence  of  the 
confpiracy  (and  of  bis  honour  and  . 
Integrity  it  would  be  a  crime  to  ex- 
prcfs or  iniimarc  a  doubt),  yet  he 
docs  not  f^em  to  haye  made  a  full 
iifcovery  of  thi:a£koalconfpiraton 
till  the  month  of  Miy  1  794 ;  and

On  the  (am^  da^  (May  12)  Mr, 
Dunda$  brought  down  to  the  hoofe 
a  n^flage  from  the  king,  import ing,. 
that  (cditious,  practices  hdd  beed 
carried  on  by  certain  focjetiet  in 
Londooy  j'n  conrefpondence  with 
other  focietiesi  |hat  they  h^d  lately, 
been  purfued  with  incrca/jag  a^l- 
Ti'ty  and  boldnefiS,  and  bef  h  «avoMr- 
cdly  dtredcd  to  the  aflembllng  of  a 
pretended  general  convention  of  the 
people,  in  contempt  and  defiance 
of  the  authority  of  parliament,  on 
ilncipleiifubverrjveof  the  fxifting 
Uw  ^u)d  conlUtution,  and  tending 
to  introduce  that  fyftem.  of  anarchy 
prevailing  in  France.  That  hi4 
majefly  had  given  orders  for  fcizin^ 
the  txK>ks  and  papers  of  thcfe  foci- 
eties,.  which^were  €0  be  laid  before 
the  houfe.  That  it  was  recom» 
mended 'to  the  houfe  to  confider 
them,  and  to  purfue  fuch  meafures 
sfl  were  necellary,  in  order  to  pre- 
vent their  pernicious  tendency. 

Thefe  voluminous  papers  were

with  adiare of  vigour  and4Mldrcfa> 
truly:  aftoni^hcog*  It  dei^ed  that' 
a'Ceatml  fpot  v'as  iixed  wpt^  which 
they-  would  .-not  venture  to  -name 
till  ihey  had  afuiraacet  of  tha^e- 
Ihy  of  thofe  to  whom  they  wore  to 
difclofe'it.  This  central  Ipot  was,  < 
they  Caid,  chofen  for  the  purpose  c»f 
facilitating  the  aflembling'  of  the 
delegates  from  the  whole  ifland^  and 
a  requeik  was  fent  to  eachibciety  to 
give  in  an  account  of  their  numbers^ 
that  their  force  might  be  efti mated.

.  Mc»  Fox  obfencdf  that. after 
hanag  Uftexied  with  the  vtmoii  at- 
temi^n  tothereporTy  and,  tnHMtn^ 
czpc&4iiiff  fomethii^g  vrhich  mi^ht 
*  caM  for  &  attention  ipiP  the  hoafe, 
lie  had  never  been  more  Airprtiedy 
than  to  hear  that  the  worthy  frado- 
eri  oJFthe  r^rt  (hottld  recommend 
lb  fvdden,  io  Violent,  fc^  alarming 
a  reiAedy  as  that  now  propofed---a 
propoial  grounded  upon  fit&k  noto* 
riona  for  yeaiiil  He  wataftont(h|ed 
that  the  committee  iboiold  fo  fo* 
UkaSf  call  the  SEttehtioii  of  t^t 
hoofe  to  fa^s  puMiihed  tA  t^try 
tiewfpaper,  and  notorious  to  etery 
oiic-*-4nd,  after  a  lonff  hiftory  of 
the(e  prodeedfngfli;  cair  upon  the 
liouiie  for  its  immcdiste  confidera- 
tion  of  the  probable  effeAs  of  fudi 
etentSy  and  of  the  neceffitj  of  put* 
ting  an  end  by  the  ntoft  violent 
means  to  what  had  fo  long  been 
fuflfered  to  pafs  in  filence*  The  rc- 
l^ortwasnoct  however,  confined  to 
a  detail  of  thcie  jfit/^y  ruUculoutf 
and  coaiai^iUe  fa& ;  it  dated  an 
inference  nrom  them.

a  .paniamcntary  refomi*  The  con* 
iMttttonat  Edinburgh,  which  had 
beefiiioticedy  in  all  its  proceedings 
publtiied  in  the  newfp^pers,  had 
uniformly  ftated  their  deiign  to  be 
not  to  oppofe  the  power  of  govern* 
'alenry  but  to  feek  rcdrefs  of  griev- 
ances. Was  the  minifter  prepared 
to  fay  fuch  conventions  were  fedi- 
tioQs  \  He  did  not  know  that  the 
minifter  was  ever  a  member  of  one. 
biit  for  his  own  part  he  certainly 
was  in  the  year  1780;  and  if  that, 
was  ille^ly  they  carried  on  their 
proceedings  with  great  imprudence;

other  places  ;  they  prefented  the 
refult  of  their  labours  to  the  hpufe^ 
which  refufed  to  recognisse  them 
as  delegates,  btit  allowed  their 
right  to  petition  as  ihdividiials,  and 
received  their  petition.  Such  a 
convention  had  never  till  lately 
been  thought  either  ^itit  the 
lettier  or  fpirit  of  the  conftitution. 
If  it  had  been  iUcgal,  th«  minifter 
and  nkany  others  had  been  fcandal-. 
ouily  negligent.  A  fcandt&lous  ne- 
^lig^nce  muft  have  attended  the  ob« 
taining  •  a  free  conftitntioil  for  Ire- 
land. By  a  convention  the  Iri(b 
catholics  had  obtained  their  late 
privileges;  On  their  firft  applica- 
tion to  parliament^  there  were  on* 
ly  about  twenty-five  in  its  fkvour  : 
but  how  differently  were  they  re- 
ceived the  nextyear>  when  they  ap* 
pointed  a  convention  of  delegates !

Tbeinii 
niOer^s  attack  upon  the'  people  of 
Gccat  fivitainv  by  tclKag  France 
tbatthey  w^e  fo  mmch  dHaiie6ki 
and  fofpe^ed  as  to  tnaka  the  m6fl 
har^  Meafurea  nedefifary,  was^he 
iaid,  unfounded,  unjuCb,  atid  im- 
politic in  the  bi gheft  degree*  Af- 
ter aH  the  great  «xotion»  and  ta-' 
ientf  of  this  committee  of  pubHc 
fafety»  inftigaied  at  thry  were  by 
the  moft  tremendoul  ahtrms  that 
had  ever  frigbteneS  any  country^ 
what  bad  they  to  ibew  to  the 
country  as  a  yindicatioo  of  tbeir 
condu^y  -  and  the  fhiiti  of  theit 
alarms  ?  What  was  to  be  fomid  iif 
this  Emails  report  of  the  Briti/h 
Barrere  ^  Shbrtly  thift  i  a  aamber 
of  copies  of  idle  papers  that  bad 
been  printed,  pubh'ihed^  and  cir« 
oubfted  in  the  courfe  of  ^e  laft 
two  years,  and  before  the  c«xh« 
mencement  of  the '  laft  feiiioas  of 
parliament*  Why  had  they  not 
been  proiecuted  at  the  timcwhetl 
tbey  appeared  ?  Why  did  not  the 
attorney  general  proceed  upon  the 
paper  figned  by  Martin^  which 
contaiood  the  moft  criminal  matter  f 
Mr.  Sheridaa  declared  his  belief^ 
not  only  that  no  trealbnable  pflac- 
ttces  cxiftcd  in  the  country^  and 
that  minifiers  and  their  frieridf  kfu^ 
^^u  to  he  tbt  cafe  f  but  that  it  wai 
necefTary  far  their  wtrtr  to  ketp' 
up9  or  rather  create  fomc  new  caQf(< 
of  panic,  to  gain  a  conlinuatioa  of 
powerorcr^thc  peopk*  He  izrmly 
believed  .that  they  had  a -full  con^ 
vi6kioB,  that  no  pradiicea  exifted  ill 
the  coumry  which  could  ju^fy  the 
propofai  for  putting  the  ItbtTty  and 
property  of  the  people  of  Great 
Brttainut  the  difcretiqp  of  the  exeeu<» 
tivc  government  j  a  power*  which  ne» 
ter  had  been«  nor  ought  to  be,  given 
but  in  times  of  aaualrebeUion,  or  im^' 
minent  and  manifeft  danger,  which 
riione  could  contend  was  at  ptefr  na 
Na  xU 
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the  cafe.  Of  all  the-^reat  nen 
who  compofed  the  committe<»  none 
had  6ome  forwfird  in  dcfipxure  of  the 
fTicafure^  or  to  ft^te  grounds  ibr  itf 
but  the  mlniiler.  The  j^inc^l 
argument  he  had  ufcd  went  ta 
prove  the  illegality  of  conventions* 
There  had  been  many  conventions 
in  thefip  kingdonvs^  bdt  ooa&  had 
been  thought  ill<:;gal.  He  beloBged 
to  one  £uctcty,  he  believed  the  hoft. 
gentleman  had  been  alfo  a  mcmbeft

No 
mancouldbefafeif  they  wtre  inclined 
to  mifrepi^efent  or  dillrefs  hinu  He 
t^ou^ht  it  would  be  better  eo  make, 
the  bill  affcA  every  perfon  that  be^ 
longed  to  any  fociety  for  cairying 
through an^  political  purpofey  than 
to  fxHjje^  every  man  in  Britain  to 
tlie  d efpotic 'power  of  minidera..  He 
forthcr  obferved*  that  no  limited 
time  was  i»xed  for  the  duration  of 
the  fufpenfioB  ;  and  faid  it  was  in)« 
pqfllble^  if  this  bill  paiFed,  to  fatis- 
fy  the  people  that  many  of-  tlu^fe 
who  brought  ojut  thefe  fcditioU« 
publications  were  not  fubornedt  and

It  vm  fuppbrtcd  by  Mr;  Fo*; 
^^rko  ccmtended  that  the  delay  of 
one  week  coidd  not  make  any  matie-< 
rid  diiBer^nee  as  ro 'the  6bj^  fit 
view:*  if  the  obje^  ifra^  p«fitfh- 
Aent/  tl|<tfe  muft  be^  crinMhaiity^ 
and  the  present  h^ff  Were  f^lly  ade- 
quate tothtt.  If  it  ftt$  raetTc!y  to 
prevent  the  eftapis  of  a  few  guitty 
pcrfotM  from  jMKkc  that  demanded 
lb  onprec^ent^d  a  m«a(Ure»  it  was 
Ccandal^Sy  for  a  Hngle  hiotnent,  to 
fumndeir  die  libertkfl  of  the  whole 
Icmgdom  OQ  fiich  ita  act:6unt.  He 
lamevted  that  the  old  eflabii(hed 
tawsy  knows  tof  the  conftitutionf 
tiad  not  l>een  applied  to  the  evil,  if 
any  exilled  ;  and  pontendeil,  that  it 
^^raa' an  infamoutf  libel  on  the  confti- 
tation  to  ia|r  that  it  was  only  able 
to  nnaiiiraia  itfelf  in  a  feafon  of  tran- 
qotllity*  He  wiftedto  know  how 
long  the  fufpetifion  was  to  conti« 
ifac,  or  how  it  could  b^  riecefTaiy  ?

Doofwe  principles  as  to  be  ap-

The  h\\],  on  the  fame  evening, 
rapidly  pafled  thmiigh  hs  fii^ft  and 
fecond  readings,  and  was  voted  in- 
to a  committee,  though  the  houfe 
was  feveral  timx?6  divided.  The  re- 
port was  received  at  three  o'clock 
m^the  morrting  j  but  the  third  read^ 
ing  was  deferred  to  the  following 
day,  when,  asthe  charjcellorofthe 
exchequer  was  not  in  the  Jioufe, 
Mr.  Sheridan  propofed  an  adjourn- 
ment, which  wjfs  fepQnjljed  hj  Mr, 
Francis. 

During  an  interefting  debate  on 
the  ^cafion,  in  which  the  hiotion 
was  oppofed  by  Mr.  Canning,  Mr. 
Rofe,  Mr.  Yorke,  &c.  and  fup- 
portcd  by  Mr.  touitenay,  lord 
Wycombe,  Mr.  Lambtoojlord  W. 
Ruffell,  &c.  Mr,  JckyU  obferved, 
•♦  that  it  was  a  maxim  in  Englifh 
law,  that  every  man  was  to  be 
deemed  innocent  till  he  had  been 
convitfted  by  the  judgment  of  his 
peers.'*  It  was  indeed,  he  f;iid, 
true,  that  fome  perfons  were  in 
<:a{lody  on  a  charge  of  high  trca- 
fon  •;  but  was  it  to  be  fuppofed,  if 
guiky,  that  they  would  efcape  if 
theprefcnt  billwerenot  paflcd'ihto 
a  law?  The  minifterbad  frequently 
declared,  and  even  the  la{\  evening 
but  one,  that  the  majority  of  the 
nation  were  attached  to  the  prefent 
exifting  government.  "  If  fo,  and 
that  it  was  fo  he  was  fully  perfuad- 
fd,  why  take  fu^h  a  violent  mekfurc  } 
Why  raife  an  idarm  for  the  fake  of 
punifhing  a  few,  for  whofe  punifli- 
ihent  thi  exifting  laws  were  fully 
adequate?  Mr.  Jekyll  calldd  upon 
the  houfe  to  rccolleift  that  the  aft 
in  queilion  had  been  obtained  by 
almoft  a  miracle.  It  was,  in  one 
ftage,  carried  in  the  upper  houfe 
by  a  kind  of  fraud;  one  of  the 
tdlers  feeing  a  very  fat  lord  come 
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,  fn,  gfu3  kflowrng  }iim  to  1^  a  man 
of  iveigfjt,  cocmt^d  hfth  for  ten.  Itt 
the  debate  in  that'houfe  upon  th^ 
fofpenfion  in  172  2\  a  v^ry  al>le  op*- 
pojitiop  to"  it  had  betn  made  by 
lord  Harrington,  w*hofe  fp^ech 
Mr.  Jekyll  called  to  have  read  froip 
fhcrej^orts.  ' 

On  the  dtTffion  for  an  adjoiim- 

-  jncnt  being  put,  it  was  negatived 
fyy  a  majority  pf  124.  The  qx^e- 
ilion  for  the  third  reading  of  the 
bill  was  then  moved,  sknd  it  ^as 
again  oppofed  by  Mr.  Grey.  The* 
ineafure  vvould,  he  (aidi  utterly 
(exempt  minifters  from  all  refponli- 
|)ility%  To  allo>r  them  to  aft  as 
^hey  pleafed  fecrctly,  would  bp  the 
Jcaft  of  two  evils  ;  fince,  if  they 
^fted  in  violation  of  the  law,  they 
V^oukl  at  leaft  a^  under  the  terror 
pf  impeach mept.  He  afiffrted,  that 
the  ballot  by  y^bich  the  committee 
yfZ9  cho&n  did  not  deferre  th^ 
pam^  ;  he  differed  in  opinion  frotn

from  the  evidence  reported,  and 
doubted  whether  all  the  evidence 
fvrhich  ought  to  have  been  produced 
^o  the  houff  had  been  produced, 
The  committee  had,  he  thought,

Ano- 
ther had  occurred  in  1777,  in  which 
fo  much  time  yras  allowed  for  a  ful} 
difcnfTion  and  deliberation  on  the 
fubje(\,  at  to  admit  of  a  petitioq 
being  pfefented  againft  it  from  the 
city  pf  Lopdpn,  On  this  occaiion 
ft  yf^s  held  improper  tp  appeal  to 
the  public  for  their  fentiments, 
though  on  foriiner  ones  the  fninifler 
}iad  afiefted  to  appeal  to  the  **  pubr 
}ic  voii»,"  Was  this  right  to  be 
Qbferrpd  v^ft  tji5  fY«Rt  appeared 


likely  to  be  adrasitagtdus  to  bniir 
felf,  and  when  there  appened  umy- 
danger  of  then-  diScting  irom  bim, 
was  it  to  be  rrpvc^ated  aa  indecettt 
and  onconflittttiofial  ?

in  St^  James VHreety.  in  cooccrc 
with  Jehn  Home  Tooke^  andlhoTc 
un/oftanate  gentlemen  who  were 
labouring  nnder  the  feferitiei  of 
convidiofi,  and  ftill  fcveicr  fcfi<^ 
tencc«,  only  fbrperfcveriogto'thiiiiB

cafes  cxtretQae  powers  (hould  cer^< 
tainly  be  given  {'  aud  if  the  cafe 
were  made  out^  be  ihoutd  readily .

That  had  fbf  \t$  bbjdft  thtp 
prevention  of  a  piVjercfs  in  Amcrf- 
ca;thh  plan  Mg  deugtiof!  topr^ctit 
the'affembUii^  of  one  ip  Great  Bri* 
tain.  H<  retorted  tfie  charge 
brought  againii  the  tninider  of 
adopting  only  Aich  precedents  as 
wade  for  hhn,  and  fcouting  othcrB, 
He  would  not,  he  faid,  afgue  as  to 
%hc  proof  of  the  danger  that  ifidtrced 
ininiftersto  fufpendthc  aA.  The 
report  of  the  fecrct  cpmmittce  jtif* 
tined  the  meafure,  and  hip  was 
isriiling  to  take  the  word  of  goyem- 
Aient.

indeed  go  fg  far;  but  he  bad  no  he- 
fitatiofi  LA  declaring  that  a  conyea- 
tion,'  which  had  for  its  avoWtd  ob' 
J€£l  univerfal  Juffrfige  and  annuj^ 
farliamntis  could  onlycxift  by  fub* 
verting  the  moaarchy  and  the  par- 
liament* With  refpeiS  to  the  apofr 
tacy  charged  upon  his  hoa.  friend 
(Mr.  Pitt),  there  was  no  fpectik^- 
lion  made  of  the  principles  on 
which  he  aded.  IfHhe'duke  of 
Richmond  had  held  thefe  opinions^

The  propofitions  alluded  to  weri;

would  attempt  to  bring  forward  ait 
the  prefent  period. 

Mr.  Sheridan  pointedly  noticed 
the  mention  which  had  been  made 
of  nine  precedents^  without  one  of 
them  having  been  etamined*  Ad» 
mitting,  howevert  their  numbeiv 
was  it  wonderful  that,  immediately 
after  the  revolution*  it  might  bt 
found  ncceflary  for  prcfcrving  the 
couditution,  to  reft  in  theer* 
ccutive  government  extraordinary 
powers  ?  But  would  the  hon*  gen« 
tlesian  fay,  that  he  would  rathet 
grapple  with  an  avowed  enemy^ 
^nd  open  rebellion,  than  contend 
againft  the>^rr</  poifon  and  hidden  ^ 
pra£iices  of  tdefe  focieties  ?  Was 
that  the  charaAer  of  the  danger  to 
be  apprehended  \  Did  it  wear  the 
mod  remote  feature  of  fecrecy  or 
confpiracy  f  Mr.  Sheridan  noticed 
the  pubhcity  of  ail  the  proceedings 
of  the  focieties,  their  public  meet- 
ings, their  intentions  announced  ia  , 
the  public  pampers.  If  this  was  a 
eooipiracy,  it  waf  the  moft  opca 
*  gamiloui 
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of.  The  KRMdy,  however^  b* 
thought  Hkely  to  pvodttct  iixnt- 
thing  much  more  like  a  cofif|>irQcy  j 
ior  urtlefft  a])%he  obnoxfOiia  prions 
who^MBpoM  tllefe  focieties  were 
td  be  cooped  iipntt  ptitoAk^  they 
would  fwpfiiei  in  fec?ret,'  the  fame 
ol)je^«,  and  affinme  fhe  eolour,  and 
prol^biy  have  th<  cife^  of  a  relil 
cooQ>{racjr  x  for  the  meafure  t0  b« 
aidopted  hf  %he  houfe  did  not  de- 
cbre  fuch  moet^nge  illegal — it  did 
iK>t  declare  the  opiniom  they  held 
treafboable*— nor  did  it  «ten  (late 
that  a  eonvenlion  for  the  purpofes 
■■tended  would  be  criminal.  Mr. 
Sheridaft  cofifidered  ae^tile,  any 
iateatioD  of  punishing  all  who 
night  favoor  the  idea  of  univer&l 
fumage(  efid  ^bimedy  that  ever 
fincc  the  cotnmencement  of  the 
French  revolution,  minifters  had 
evinced  a  llrohg  jealotify  of  par- 
liamentary reform.  The  procla- 
matioo*  he  iaid>  which  wa»  the 
firft  meafure  they  adopted*  wat 
avowedly  dire^M  rather  a^ainU 
the  "  friends  of  the  peojjle/'  than 
anlnft  any  of  thoie  feditious  fo- 
cieties*  The  refuk  of  that  procla* 
mation  had  been  tumult  and  infur- 
re^ion.  The  next  meafure  was 
i^reading  abroad  fpiea  and  in- 
formers;  but  thefe  had  only  increaf- 
ed  the  general  turbulence.  The 
laid  meafure  was  a  fyftem  of  prafc- 
cution  ;  but  the  refutt  of  thcfe,  ac*

mnfquet.  It  was  invDoffibks  fudi 
an  army  as  v(^s  ftated  t«  the  Kport 
could  havebeeti  formed  withcmt  tb« 
kaowledgc  of  miniftera,  long  ante- 
cedent to  this  period*  The  prefe 
had  been  exercifed  in  an  uncom- 
mon degree  on  thia  occafic^n,  to  le- 
cond  the  ingenioua  management 
and  difpatch  which  had  diftin^ 
guifhed  the  production  of  the  re- 
port.

taching  at  the  lime  the  imf^t,  itfi 
fponfibility  upon  miniAera  to  whiciik 
taey  were  liable  in  every  othe^ .  fi* 
tualbn,  and  equally  anlwcrablc  for 
any  abufe  of  power*  Co^  mof 
gentleman  then  think  fhat  all  the 
liberties  of  the  futjed'»  and  all  tba 
privileges  of  parliament,  would  bo 
annihilated  by  this  bill  I  He  contends 
ed,  that  there  was  nothioff  in  ihe 
prefenc  meafiire  fimibr  to  u^ofe  ia 
'  France^  Under  the  influence  of  th« 
prefenc  ruling  powers  in  thai  cour-^  . 
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tryf  m^MtfJm,  goireHfiiwim  k  w^t^ 
he  fatdy  utHairto  impofe  fuchcom- 
parifoBs  upon  the  hondc  ;   m  the 
prefcBt' inftance  ive  were  only  re« 
mlidg  FilVflch  crimes  by  oppofiiig 
tO"  them  French  <  p* ineiples.     Am 
cstrabodiiiary  loitid  of  argument  had 
tecottfedi  which  w^i^^  thatbeeaufc 
M   the  meafures    which  had  yet 
been  tikan  had  proved  inefieduaU 
they  w«rc  not  to  perfevere  in  en- 
^esavonring  to  overcome  the  eTil  by 
BUMreefficaeioitt  aaeanti    If  fome 
meaCiires  had  not  been  already  taken , 
ha  aflced  whether  we  fhould  now  be 
«  quiet  as  we  are  ?  The  Ia6k  was, 
they  Would  have  been  turned  much 
lifter  to  the  fame  fceaes  of  mifchief 
.wtfeich  ifirere  opened  to  their  view. 
Ai  to  fnthl   and  moderate   reme- 
diet^  waa  it  to  be  fuppofed  that  a 
lacobin  conventk>n  once  eftablinied 
n  th  id  country  was'to  be  Hopped, 
tfr  ,it8    coalequences  avoided^    by 
indulgence  and  conceflion  ?  or  that 
they  were  fit  to  be  oppofed  to  fo 
dating  an  attempt  on  the  exigence 
of  the  conlUtution  ?  The  prefcrva- 
tion    of   the    Britifh    coimitution 
would  be  tmpoiiible,  if  thefe  focie- 
fiet  met  with  indulgence  or  conoef- 
fio»*    Nothing  would  f^tsfy  them 
fliort  of  a  furrender  of  the  confti- 
tmion«.    Toleration   of  fuch    ofii- 
piona  amounted  to  a  toleratioo  of 
the  worft  fpecies  of  anarchy,  fedi- 
«ion»  «ad  treafon.     With  rerpe6^ 
ao*  thequeftion  of  •*  where  are  you 
to-  ftop  r'  it  was<  not  proper  that 
the  limit  of  their  remedies   ihould 
tver   be  declared*   or   that   they 
Aould  pror»aocc  this  the  lad  reme- 
dy to  winch  thej  would  recur.  He 
wouhi  however  fay,  that  perfecu- 
tion  ought  not  in  any  cafe  to  ex- 
tend'beyond  what  the  real  necefiity 
of  the  cafe  required,  and  the  tempo- 
rary remedy  inthe  prefent  bill  might 
be  fuppofed  the  bdd.  in  the  preknt 
cafe.    RefpediDg  the  necefiity  of 


tlie  frfedfure^    the  pniefi  for  tiat 
nebeiity,  a  Ad  the  natoreof  xWtt- 
inedy  applied  to  the  cafe,  Wtcm- 
cerred  the  boofe  waa  perfedlr  it- 
ti^ed>;  abd'hefaw  no  fcafua  «k 
the  right  of  the  people  to  ram  io/r 
legal^  potpofes  in  x   conftitttttor:) 
way,  or  their  right  to  pcritieopar- 
Hameat  for  a  reform  had-  been  in* 
trodueed,'  hnc^  thofrpokiti  bxd  tK- 
Ter  been  difputed.  '  Audi  a  not- 
ing) however,  he  contended,  bore 
BO  refembhnce  toKthe  coDventioQ 
propofed  by  thofe  {bcictin;  and  ia 
fupport'Of  chii  opinion  he  read  ct« 
tra^s  from  tlie  procecdii^  of  tta 
fbcieties.  Mr*  I'^tt  argved  at  much 
length  on  thisfubje^^to  prove  that 
the  convention  waa  intendtdtopoi'- 
fefs  a  power  paramonnt  to  that  of 
parliament;     Whether  mmtihc 
report  contained  any  thing  aev  w» 
little   to  "the  purpt^^.  proridi^  it 
wa&  con(ider<d  to  fid>iUntiatc  the 
grounds  of  the  alann.     The  &tt« 
however,  was  otheawife*   1'iD  the 
feizure  of    the   papets  the  cont- 
fpondcnce  vrithihe  clab  atNonrich 
was    uaiknown  ;  a  very-  importaot 
hdt,  which  brought  to  light  the  ge- 
neral de6gn  of  alfembling  thoTJh 
cobMi  convention.  What  was  kDe«n 
two  years  ago  waa  a  fi«k  of  the 
chain  which  reached  down  to  the 
prefent  time;  The  remedy,  he  fatd, 
only  amounted  to  put  a  kpA  rr- 
ftraiiit  upon  crimkial  adfooi ;  dnd 
the  prefeat  crime  amounted,  in  bis 
opinion,   to  a   confptrecy  of  that 
nature,  which  was  perhaps  a  ^ton^- 
cr  reafon  for  the  nifpeofion  of  ^ 
babras  corpus  ad,  than  the  cafei  of 
invafion  or  rebellion  fo  frequently 
alluded  to.     The  perfons  wbo  com- 
pofed  thefe  focietica  were  of  a  veiT 
difFerent  opinion,  he  fsid,  finaia  t])oie 
who  thought  the  prefent  laofw^ 
ineffcdive  ;  for.  they  had  decbrwi 
the  fufpenfion  of  tbe.  halbm  ifff^ 

bill  the  very  meafure  which  fiw*^ 
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be  ilie  figiMt^  for  them  to  a&mUe 
their  coovtention  ;  attdthcrdbre  k 
became  t{ie  mokieneteirafytt)  pais 
the  bttt  qfifdkl^r,  to  prevent  .their 
taking  meaitires  to  evade  the  ope* 
ntioa. 

Mr.  TfaompfoB   rofe  to  explain 
ti&e  CQrref|]9naeiice  alluded  to  io  the 
report  of  tlic  fecret  committee  be* 
ttveeflthecorrefyondtng  fbciety  and 
the  fociety  frr  conHitntional  infor- 
mation, of  wh^b  he  wara  mem- 
ber,   Tht  latfeer  ibciety  had,  he 
kidt.  rcftifed  td  agree  to  the  woixi 
^.onvcattofi^  as  tending  Ma  give  a 
ialfe  iisprcffionr  of  their  intentions, 
end  on  the  Friday  foilbwtng  they 
itiolvcd  thcf  would  nbt  fend  dele- 
gatttto  any  meeting.     Whv  was 
this  refohztion  not  ntentioned  in  the 
report  ?  and  he  afl«d  Mr.  Pitt,  as 
a  member  of  the  committee,  if  he 
did  &ot  remember  having  feen  the 
rtfolation  in  the  books  of  the  focie- 
tv?       . 

Thffl   laft  not   being    recolh&ed 

by  the  chancdlur  of   the  exchie- 

quer,  Mv,  Grey   fpoke  of  it  as  a 

proof  that  the  whole  report  was  a 

icandaUms  impoHqre ;   and  a  very 

warm  akercation    took   place  bc- 

twtco  this  gentleman,   Mr.   Pitt, 

Mr.  WiD&am^  M^.  Fox,  and  Mr. 

JekyU, .  who,  in  order  to  gain  time 

for  the  aeccilary*  inqiiiry,.  moved 

for  an  adjournment  of  the  houfe, 

which  was  negatived  by  a  large  ma- 

inrity.    On  the  motion  for  paifing 

the  bill  being  put,  the  ayes  were 

M^t; noes   28  ;  after  which,  Mr. 

Sheridan  moved   for  printing  the 

report,  which,' after  fome  convrr- 

fetioo^   was'  agnecd  to^    and   the 

houfe  ieparated  at  three  o'clock  on 

Sunday  morning. 

On  the  1 7th  of  May  a  meiiage 
from  his  majcfty,  fimilar  to  that 
which  had  been  brought  down  to 
ibe  lower  hoafe^  was introdoced  in- 


to the  houfe  tif  lords  by  lord  Gxcn- 
wHe. 

The  duke  of  Oraftoa^  loid 
Lauderdale,  and  earl  Staahope 
were  folicitous  to.  proiiecd  im- 
iriediately  to  a  ,confidcration  of  ^tic 
import  of  themefFage,  which  wa% 
however,  poftpoaed  till  Monday 
19th. 

Lord  GnanviUe  then  moved,  that 
the  report  of  the  fecret  conmiittoe 
of  the  houfe  of  commons  fhould  be 
referred  to  a  fecret  committee  of 
their  lordfhipa;  which  was  op- 
pofed  by  earl  Stanhope,  on- the 
gp'oundsi  that  as  the  contents  of 
the  papers  poduced  wciie  notorious, 
they  might  as  wdl  be  referred  to  an 
open  committee  of  the  whole  houfe; 
for  which  he  ftated  feveral  reafona. 
From  what  he  had  previouily  heard 
refpcfting  thebufinefs,  during  his 
attending  thg  debate  in  the  other 
houfe  of  parliament,  he  confidercd 
the  report  as  "  a  mere  hHrabug/' 
the  mere  fliadow  of  the  papers  it 
referred  to,  varying  materially  from 
the  papers  on  which  it  pretended  to 
be  founded  ;  and  a  particular  and 
material  refolution,  entered  in  the 
book  of  the  fodicty,  •  was  paffed 
over  without  the  fmalleft  notict. 
For  thcfe  reafons  the  report  and 
the  papers  ought  to  be  examined  in 
that  houfe,  that  the  variations  might 
be  traced  and  deicdcd. 

The  motion  for  a  feCpCt  coflnnic- 
tee  was'opppfcd  only  by  earl  Stan* 
hope,  and  a  committee  was  ballotal 
for  and  appointed. 

On  Wednefday  the  2 1 ft,  thefirft. 
part  of  the  report  was  prefetited  to 
the  houfe  by  the  lord  privy  feid^ 
and  on  the  following  day  it  •  was 
taken  into  confider^tion;  The  re- 
port ftated,  that  the  committee  bad 
compared  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee of  the  houfe  of  commons  with 
the    papers    fent    with    it,    and 
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were  fatifiiied  from  it,  that  a  trea- 
fonable  confpiracy  had  been  formed 
tind  a^ed  upon  ia  different  parts  of 
the  kingdom;  for  the  cxprefs  pur- 
pofe  of  fupjrfedlng  the  funftfons  of 
{>IR-Iiai^ent^  fubverting  the  efta- 
blifhed  laws  andcoiiRltution  of  the 
kingdom,  and  iiitroduciiii^  that 
^narchy  arid  corifufion  which  fo  fa- 
tally prevailed  lii  France:  that 
inea£ures  had  Been  taken  for  pro- 
viding arms  of  the  nioft  pernicioiis 
ifortj  for  carrying  on  the  piirpofes 
bf  thecdnfpiracy.  The  committee 
bad,  h^  faid,  diref^cd  a  further  ek- 
kminatioa  into  thefecirciiniilances; 
and  they  fubmitted  v^hether  it  woiild 
be  proper  they  Should  order  the 
'  ^eriifal  of  thefe  books  and  papers 
by  a  committee  of  fecrecy,  or  leave 
it  to  the  zeal  of  their  lord(hips 
to  come  to  aii  ittioiediate  mea- 
sure, to  avert  the  calMnitlea  in 
Which  the  further  progtefs  of  the 
bonfpiracy  might  involve  the  na- 
tion. 

The  earl  of  Lauderdale  objected 
.tp  the  report  ad  irregiilar.  The 
Committee,  he  faid,  (hoiild  have 
reported  fadito  the  houfe,  on  which 
they  might  form  «n  opinion,  and 
V  not  have  ftated  their  own  opinion 
to  the  houfe. 

Ia  this  he  was  oppofed  by  the 
Difiidp  of  Rbchefteh 

The  rfegularity  of  the  report  was 
alCb  contetided  for  by  lord  Gren- 
ville.  liis  lordniip  called  upon  the 
boufe  to  coniider  i^hether  they 
OQ^ht  hot  immediately  to  proceed 
Iwitk  aU  poffible  exjpedition  iil  the 
nirafure  before  them,  which  was  a 
bill  from  the  houfe  of  commons^ 
enabling  his  majefty  to  fecure  and 
detain  iixqh  perfons  as  he  (hall  fuf- 
pe&  to  be  confpiring  againA  his 
I>erfoa  and  goventment.  That  therie 
Was  a  dangerous  confpiracy  formed, 
hid  been  commjinicatfid  by  his.  ma- 


jefly^s  meflage,  from  the  b^ofe  of 
commons,  and  by  a  committee  of 
their  owii.     It  was  alfo  afcertaioe<i 
that  arms  had  been  furnilhed  to  cf- 
fe6i:  thefe  wicked  machinations.    In 
fuch  a  lltuation  the  two  branches  oF 
the   Icgiflature   had   fhewii   prece- 
dents for  itrengthehing  tlie  hands  of 
the  executive  government;  to  de- 
feat thefe   dreadful  purpofes.     In 
pafSrig   the  bill  his  lordihip   faid 
the  houfe  was  only  Allowing  the 
example  of  their  anceilors,    at  a 
time  when  liberty  was  the.beft  an- 
derftood.     iSuch  a  bill  Had   been 
pa{r«d  at  the  time  of  the  revolution* 
on  a  iimple  communication  from  the 
crown^    without    fadts    or    proof 
being  adduced.     The  views  which 
had  I '.en  afcribcd  to  thefe  fdci<;tici 
by  the  committees  had,  bt  faid»  fo 
far  from  being  difcouraged,  beeci 
encouraged  in  many  inilances,  and 
that  at  a  time  wheit  we  were  con- 
tending for  every  thing  dear  to  our— 
felves  and  to   fociety,    aiid  botli 
houfes  of  parliament  had  decided 
upon  the  juilice  and  liecelfity  of  the 
War.     From  the  monient  id  which 
thofe  who  produced  the  revolation 
in   France   had  found    themfelvcs 
ftrong  enough  to  avow  their  real 
principles,  they  began   to  difturb 
this  and  other  countries  under  the 
name   of  reform*     Accordingly  iii 
the  beginning  of  the  year  ijgj^  a 
con;erpohdence  was  eftabliflied   t6 
dilfeminate  principles  utterly  incon-* 
fiftent  with  the  exillencc    of   the 
CQitftitiition  of  this  country^  or,  in 
fhoit,  of  any  where  tbiere  was  ci- 
ther law,   morality,    religion,   or 
order.   His  majefty  had  then  been 
advifed  to  warn  his  fubjeds  of  th^ 
pernicious  tendency  of  luch  princi- 
ples, and  accordingly -a  procljtfsa- 
tion  was  iifued  in  Afay.    Pr^ifd]f 
at   the  time  when  thefe  foctetic» 
came   forward  for  a  poipofe  lo 
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^likfi  It  was  very  material  to  at- 
tend, they  endeavoured  to  cor- 
rupt the  people  by  difleminating 
pamphlets  containing  their  fyftem  ; 
and  on  the  iSth  May  palTed  a  re- 
ibhition  to  diHribute  a  chesp  edi- 
tion of  a  book  called  *^  Rigtfta  of 
Mau/*  Their  principles  were  fo 
woadet  fully  extended^  that  it  ap- 
peared there  were  fimilar  clubs  m 
almoft  every  town  in  Great  Bri- 
tain»  with  whom  they  held  a  corrc- 
fpondence.  This  he  ftated '  as  the 
foundation  of  that  fyilem  which 
had  fince  ripened  into  treafoiiable 
pr^£lices.  It  was  increafed  by  the 
fucceis  of  Dumouriez,  which  dc- 
moaftrnted  die  views  of  the  parties^ 
and  their  avowed  concurrence  with 
the  national  convention  of  Francei 
inanifcfted  by  an  addrefs  formally 
prefented  to  the  convention^  and 
anfwefed  by  the  preGdent  Barrere, 
who  applauded  the  fpiric  of  Britifh 
republicans,  and  hoped  the  time 
was  not  far  didant  when  a  national 
convention  fliould  be  eftabliflied  in 
England.  The  declaration  of  war 
fuTpended  this  intercourfe,  but  ftill 
the  focieties  continued  their  afli- 
duity  in  proportion  as  any  advan- 
tage was  obtained  over  the  allies. 
At  the  time  when  we  were  arming 
in  6ur  own  defence  againit  the  de- 
cided enemies  of  this  countryt  the 
focieties  had  entered  in  their  books 
the  names  of  Barrere,  St,  Andr^, 
and  Roland,  whofe  hoftiltty  to  Eng- 
land was  ftrongly  marked.  His 
lordihip  exprefled  the  aflonifhment 
he  had  felt  upon  reading  the  afler- 
tion  of  Harrere  in  the  convention, 
that  it  was  falfe  the  people  of  Eng- 
land were  adverfe  to  their  proceed- 
ings, and  particularly  the  murder 
•f  the  kiAg ;  yet  this  fpeech  had 
been  applauded  by  the  focieties*  He 
noticed  the  ftudied  accommodation 
to  French  forms  and  French  phrafes, 
which,  thotigh  in  themfelvcs  infig* 
^794- 


aificant,  he  faid^  yet^  when  united 
with  other  circumstances,  proved 
their  views  to  be  the  fame  with, 
thofe  of  France.  All  the  papers 
of  the  focieties  contained  anexpreCi 
approbation  of  the  principles  of  go- 
vernment maintained  in  the  national 
convention,  and  vrere  a  dire£k  at* 
tack  upon  the  conftttution  of  this 
country*  Every  feditious  publi- 
tation  was  eagerly  difleminated 
amongfl  men  who  were  the  moft 
likely  to  be  led  by  their  paffions. 
At  length  they  determined  upon 
calling  a  convention,  which  met  in 
December  $  and  they  then  fent  a  de« 
legation  tb  Edinburgh,  where  they 
met  unde^  the  avowed  title  of  the 
Britifh  convention,^  and  were  pro- 
ceeding toa6t  in  dirtS.  violation  ofthe 
law,  when  the  magi  (l racy  interfered  | 
and  fome  of  them  were  'now  fuf* 
fenng  the  punifhment  due  to  their 
crimes.  This  it  was  hoped  would 
have  had  a  proper  effect  ;  bat  the 
focieties  had  (ince  proceeded  fur- 
ther than  ever,  and  dared  to  ar« 
raign  the  proceedings  of  thecourts. 
His  lordihip  read  extrads  itom  the 
report,  and  maintained,  that  open 
refiftance  to  the  law  had  been  re« 
commended  by  the  focieties,  and 
that  there  was  nothing  like  a  di{^ 
pofition  to  apply  to  parliament 
evinced. It  was  ftaited  indeed thatthey 
looked  for  a  parliamentary  roform 
by  legal  means :  but  this  his  lordihip 
regarded  as  a  ilimfy  and  miferablc 
pretext,  and  contrary  to  the  whole 
tenor  of  their  proceedings,  which 
vrcnt  to  introduce  into  this  coun* 
try  the  anarchy  of  France  ;  and 
he  hefitated  not  to  pronounce  that 
their  defignt  were  criminal  and 
trcafonable*  His  lordihip  ftrongly 
reprobated  the  proceeding  of  the 
focieties  in  the  circular, Tetter  in 
which  they  defired  a  return  of  their 
numbers  if  it  could  be  afcertained^ 
and  of  the  refohitiont  paifed  at  the 
Q  meeting 
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deeting^  at  Chalk  Farm,  which,  he 
eontendedy  were  exhorting  the  peo- 
ple to  rife  in  arm0  againft  parlia- 
ment. The  conclufiou  drawn  by  the 
Committee  was,  he  faid,  the  cou- 
cbiion  he  had  himfelf  draWti  from 
the  circum(iancc9.  In  fome  of  the 
iocieties,,^  propofak  had  been  made 
for  providing  arms  for  the  mem- 
ber»9  which  muil  be  a  complete 
conviSion  to  the  mofi  credulous 
mind  of  their  treafonable  inten- 
tions. When  this  h€t  was  ella* 
bli{hed»  that  they  armed  to  effec- 
tuate by  force,  if  poflibler  what 
they  could  not  otherwife  accompli (h 
(for  he  had  not  a  doubt  of  the  ifliie 
of  fuch  a  trial),  it  would  furely  ap- 
pear a  neceffary  caution  to  (Irtngth- 
en  the  hands  of  the  executive  ^o- 
ipernment»  to  prevent  an  c^il  which 
might  otherwife  produce  a  civil 
war.  The  meafure  had  been  faid 
to  be  ilrong  and  harfh,  but  it  was 
required  by  necefllty*  If  it  (hould 
be  argued  that  there  was  an  incon- 
gruity in  adopting  a  rocafure  which 
would  attack  to  the  whole,  i>ccaufe  a 
part  was  criminal ;  he  would  argue 
that  their  lordfhipe  might  repofe 
with  (afety  in  the  clemency  and  ihe 
exercife  of  any  power  vcfted  in  the 
executive  government.  With  te- 
fpedi  to  the  infignificancy  of  thofe 
who  formed  thele  fucietics,  hiftory 
would  inform  us  that  the  overthrow 
of  all  governments  had  proceeded 
from  obfcure  individuals.  In  proof 
•f  this,  his  lordfhip  noticed  Oliver 
Cromwell ;  and  Hated,  from  the  au- 
thority of  Dumouriez,  that  juft 
previous  totlic  revolution  in  France 
there  were  not  above  looperfous  in 
the  country  who  wiHicd  for  it.  lie 
concluded  by  moving^  '*  that  the 
bill  for  empowering  his  majefly  to 
ibcure  and  detain  fuch  perfons  as  be 
may  fufpedl  to  be  cunrpiringagaf[ill 
his  perfon  and  government  he  now 
read  a&rfil  tinoe  f '  which  bung  done^ 


his  lordftip  moved  (or  the  CcCoui 
readingv 

This  meafure  was  oppofed  by 
earl  Sunhope,  who  faid  he  confi- 
dcred  the  .bill  as  the  eilabliihmenC 
of  the  old  French  fyftfcm  o£  a  Bm/^ 
tile  a>  i  lettres  de  eachtt^  by  which: 
any  man  might  be  impriioned  for' 
an  indefinite  time  at  the  will  of  ml* 
ni(ler8»  withoui:  proof*  without 
reafon,  and  ewn  without  trial,  aad, 
af^er  all,  without  redreia  of  any 
kind  for  fuch  imprifonment.  No 
fituat ion  could,  he  thought,  jttftify 
fuch  a  meafure  to  the  propoled  <x« 
teal,  and  the  report  did  not  by  «ny 
means  ftate  fnfficicnt  ground  for  it. 
His  lordOnp  proceeded  tocoB&der 
the  charge  againit  the  fbctetica*  A 
convention— a  meeting—a  coogrcfa 
— aflembly,or^Te  it  whatever  name 
the^  pkafed,  Uyx  the  name  was  no-« 
thing,  had,  he  laid,  been  agreed 
upon  by  thefe  focietias,  in  which 
the  obj^  of  the  paitics,  and  the 
means  5y  which  it  was  to'  be  at- 
tained, were  to  be  coniidered..  The 
charge  againft  them  waa,  that  they 
avowed  their  intention  Act  to  ap* 
ply  to  parliament  for  a  reform,  but 
to  fupericde  its  power,  and  take 
upon  themfelves  tha  fundiona  af 
legiOatiGm*  There  appeared  to  him 
a  niiferable  deficiency  of  logic  ii» 
fuch  a  conclufion  ;  for  it  was  cer- 
tainly poflible,  though  not  advila-^ 
blc,  for  a  body  of  raea  to  form  » 
refolution  for  obtaining  a  parfia- 
men tary  reform,  and  that  legaHy, 
without  an  application  to  parlia- 
ment* Tliat  the  focieties  had 
meant  to  attain  their  obje^  legally,- 
his  lordfliip  inferred  from  the  fre- 
^aciit  repetition  of  the  words  **  le- 
gal and  conftitui'ional  means**  fo 
often  recurring  in  their  papers  j  and 
he  fpoke  the  more  freelyr  he  (aid, 
upon  this  point,  as  he  never  be- 
Ipnged  to  thefe  focieties,  and  did^ 
not  apprave  of  the  meeting  of  ftich 
aconveotiom 
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a  convtDtion  as  the  focieties  pro- 
pofedr  bccairfc,  hioiweTcr '  legal  it 
Bitght  be,  it  was  not  liicely  to 'be 
^cfiecEbiak  It  had  betn  imfaccefs- 
fiiUy  tried  in  the  yeai^  1780  and 
1761.  T^  prove  that  apian  for  a 
paiimociHai  y  reipnii'  night  be 
iormed  and  evea  oarrkd  irtto  effe^ 
legaHy,  his  brdfhipi  pot  the  c^fe» 
that  all  who  pol&ffed  the  right  of 
«le€tioa  ihould  determine  tiot  to 
▼ote  at  a  future  eledion  for  atiy 
man  who  would  not  pledge  hici- 
Self  to  agrrec  to  a  giren  plan  for  a 
^pariianentary  refornft ;  and  fuppofe 
tkofe  fo  clerked  were  to  prove 
fittthfiJ  to  their  engagements^  The 
jpapczB  were  iaid  to  contain  extrava- 
gam  idaL9  of  reform.  The  ideas 
«f  animal  paiiiatnents  and  univer- 
sal fuffirafe  were  not  peculiar  to 
them:  a  perfon  of  the  name  of  Rieh- 
.  mood'  had  delivered  that  opinion 
both  in  andtmt  of  parliament.  The 
iecretary  of  date  had,  his  lordfhip 
laid,  mentioned  that  the  focieties 
hadezprcfied  difapprob^tion  of  the 
ttarMament  of  Ireland;  The  fame 
intetupenile  exprcflions  had  been 
tiled  refpe6kiiig  the  parliament  of 
£iigbnd»  Let  their  iordOiips  re- 
-^colk^  a  congrefs,  a  meeting,  or  a 
committee,  in  Kent  ii\  the  year  1  ^80, 

•  amonglt  whom  were  the  late  earl 
cf  CarodeDr,  the  earl  of  Jerfey,  the 
carl  of  Radnor,  the  right  hon^ 
iTfaomas  Towaffaend,  ^  brother  to 
liic  right  hon.  fecretary  of  date, 
and  many  other  dilHnguiihed  «ha- 
racers.  They  afterwards  met  in 
London  and  Weft ro in  H:er,  ilatcd  fe- 
deral points  for  reform,  entered 
into  feveral  fpirfted  refoiutions,  and 
*did  not  fpcak  of  parliament  in  ve« 

•  ry  foftand  dchcate  terms.  A  con*. 
grefs*  as  lie  believed  4t  had  been 
^leallcd,  met  eren  in  the  common- 
^couadl  chamber  of  the  city  06  Lon- 
don, to  which  aldermen  Wilkes 
«dfid  Sawbrxdgc  were  fent  9s  dele- 


gates from  the  city.  A  meeting 
had  alfo  been  held  at  the  Thatched- 
Houfe  Tavern,  at  which  fome  lords 
then  in  thehoiifehad  attended,  and 
ieveral  rfefolutions  had  been  entered 
into  J  and'  no  qoeftion  was  ftarted 
refpeAifig  the  le^lity  of  the  mea- 
fune.  His  lordihip  then  noticed  the 
tjuintnple  alliance  #h!ch  had  agreed 
to  call  a  convention  precifcly  as 
thofe  focieties  had  done.  Another 
meeting  upon  the  fubje^l  of  reform 
had  been  held  in  Scotlaod,  by  the 
recommendation  of  the  lord  advo- 
cate, which  was  called  a  conven- 
tion.  He  mentioned  as  advocates  for 
reform  Mr.  Pitt,  fir  George  Sa-  . 
ville,  the  duke  of  Richmond,  the 
latter  of  whom,  in  his  letter  to 
colonel  Sharman,  had  faid,  "that 
he  had  no  hopes  of  a  reform  from 
parliament,  but  that  the  people 
muft  do  every  thing  for  therafclvea.'* 
If  then  any  of  the  members  of  thefe 
focieties  were  t«  be  imprifoned  for 
difrcfpeftful  expreffions  to  parlia^ 
meat,  they  owght  to  fend  with  therai 
citizen  Richmond.  As  a  furthcij 
in  dance  his  lordfhip  quoted  Mr. 
Burke ^s  letter  to  the  inhabitants  of 
Briftol,  and  to  fir  Hercules  Lang- 
rifhe  in  1791,  on  the  ekclufion  of 
the  Irift  catholics  from  the  elcftivc 
franchife.  Before  the  pafling  of  the 
convention  bill  in  Ireland,  the  la^ 
with  rcfpeft  to  public  aflemblies  of 
the  people  was  the  fame  in  that 
country  as  in  England,  To  ahct 
it,  a  bill  was  paifed  to  declare  fuch 
aflemblies  illegal,  which  was,  his 
lordfhip  contended,  a  clear  confef- 
fion  that  that,  which  after  the 
palling  of  the  hill  was  illegal,  was 
itn6lly  Icgil  before  the  palTxng  of 
the  bitl.  He  ridiculed  the  idea  of  a 
ConfpirAcy  being  meditated  and 
carried  on  iti  meetings,  every  aft  ot 
which  was  public.  With  refpcft 
to  the  cheap  edition  oftheRightsof 
Man  which  had  been  circalated,  his 
Oz  lordfhip* 
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lordiBtpffiitedtttatthc  &n^aiA  book 
had  been  profeGoted,  Md  d^eUirt^ 
bv  the  juty  a  libtl  on  the  tonftitu*- 
tjon  of  this  tountry  ;  but  iti  all  th^ 
chtap  edit  ions  Circulated  bf  the  iq- 
cictres,'  the  parts  feledcd  bytheat- 
torney  ^cttenl  for  profeirutipn  wore 
omitted  :  the    Infjreiice    therefore 
Was,  that  the  book  inthot  Hate  was 
a  legal  pxtWcmdon  ;  as  it  wit  vqt 
to  be  prefumed  the  attortiey  ge«e- 
ral  had  pafTcd  any  part  ot  a  public 
libel  by,  without  infer  ting  it  in  his 
indidtnent.     The   addrefa   to  the 
convention  and  jacobins,  which  was 
cnrioufly  ftatcd  to  have  been  aaade 
on  the  eve  of  the  comntenccment 
of  the  war,  was  legale  io  his  opi- 
nion,  aslon^'afrthe  war  wa»  not 
begun.   'The  anfwer  to  it  was  as 
corioufly  ftatedasa crime, &noe  it  was 
not  known  whether  the  anfwcr  was 
approved  or  even  read.     As  to  the 
fldmifiion  of  Barrercand  Roland  as 
honorary  members,  there  was  no- 
thing in  th«  fece  of  it  illegal  ;  for 
their  fpeeches  were  not  in&rted  in 
the  report)  and  their  lordfhlps.  had 
no  evidence    of   their  nnconlkitu- 
tional  tendency.     Nor  was  Roland, 
as  had  been  dated  by  the  fecretary 
of  date*   in    the  convention,   for 
placemen  did  not  fit  in  parHament 
m  France.     The  report,  lus'lord- 
ihip  maintainedv  was  extremely  un* 
'  feh-;  parts  of  the  ^convfpcmdenee  of 
the  foCieties,  the  xaoS^  unliVottrable 
were  f«le6):ed«  and  the. favourable 
tmrtt  Onutted.     The  whc^e  fbould 
liav(  been  exhibited  to  enable  *the 
honfe  to  jodge.  -  On  the  fnbjed  of 
ttnSy  his  lonKhip  quoted  the  au- 
lAlority  of  judge  Blackftone^  and 
'  defired  to  know  what  anni  had 
been  nraced  and  difcovered*    The 
optfrion   of  loird   Hawkednry  oq 
avfliing  the  people  he  dated  had 
been,  that  tbcnc  never  waa  an  in* 
fiaaeo  of  an.anaod  people  uiing 
'  ihcir  power  tothcijown  dfftru&ioa.

Earl  Spencer,  >  lord  (iay &  •  ^ind 
lord  Barriogiboft!  acgued  in  fftmMpir 
of  the  bilK  which.  w«a  bf portfd 
by  lord  Tburlow*  who  .obferv^ 
that  the  general  priaci|l)e  onwhigk 
the  bill  was  founded  was  neccfi^j;  ; 
and  when  once  thai  tx^tf&lf.  waa 
edablidied)  there  was  potbing^^fo 
ftraog  in  the  mea&rr  aa  to  qreftte 
an  o^edion  lo  it^  Obedien^^o 
the  laws  was  a  duty  which  if^ifTy 
legidature  was  bound  ti^enfbi^ ;

Loi^  i^inderdale  ri(^oiil«d  the 
idea  of  any  a^ual  danger  to  be^^- 
prehend^  from  tfaefe  confpiracces, 
With  <^hidv  the'  cotntry  ms  kept 
'  fft  alarai*  but  the  exiftence  «f  winch 
he  ^dniiiied  f  o  ^e  weak  heads  or 
iaridiofuyd^fignabf  niaiftem.  With 
ail- the  attentiof]  he  co«itd  pay  to  the 
repOit,  he  Contended  i«  ftfforded  no 
gknmd  for  the  prefent  mcafuve.  It 
ceiniri^y)  though  the  greatefVf  was 
not,  he  farldy  the  only  innomtion 
UteljT  brought  forward ;  and  no- 
ticed the  <ihei»  bill,  the  craitorous 
correfpondence  bill,  the  introduc* 
tidfi  of  f«)veign  troops,  and  the 
'  rtifingvolmiury  fubicn(itiooswhh- 
out  the  ^onfent  of  "paiftament,  all 
'  which  were  to  be  fi>ftowed  up  by 
the  prefriit  bill ;  and  fofwied  sdtoge- 
thev  a  ehaid  of  retdiifioiiaryiiiea* 
finres^  teadiftg  to'eftabliOi  in  thia 
eooBtty  a  n^iyftem  of  reTolution««

of  rcfoftn  by  the  di^e  of  Rich*

of  the  power  of  thefe  focieties 
doQk/>afcd  oi  the^  tMiaeft  of  the 
peoples  Md  tbek  treaiboaUc  de* 
fignBf  it  was  mere  affertion  un/up* 
pdrlhd  by  proofs  Who  could  fup- 
pofc-tbat  JLovel  and  the  200  mad- 
flm  heooUeded  at  Chalk  Farm 
xiould  piodoce  any  (erious  barm  ? 
or^  n4i0  could  believe,  that  if  he 
was  fa  mad  aaio  attempt  to  coUeA 
perfooa  ibr  the  puipofej9  afcnbed  to 
the-  fociety>  he  would  get  twenty 
to  aiTcDible  f  Hi*  1ord(hip  av^ned 
iiJrongly  againft  the  pi>fribility  of 
the  papers  afibrding  proof  of  trea* 
fon,  on  the  gtound  of  their  pub* 
lietty»  They  had,  he  obferved, 
paid  the  duty  at  the  ftamp^office, 
aod  been  for  a  ^oniGderable  time  a 
fource  of  revenue  to  tlie^  yery  go- 
venuneot  which  they  were  intended 
to  oiwrtUY&anddeftFcy;  fo  tliat  mi- 
ni ilers  had  long  known,  the  whole 
pooeedings  they  now  pretended  to 
think  (d  dangerous,:  and  had  been 
Burfing  the  conCpiracies  tiU  it  fuited 
their  own  purpoCea  to  bnn|r  them 
forward,  and  keep  up  the  fyRem  of 
alarm  and  terror^  when  it  would 
have  been  of  much  more  impor- 
unce  to  oonfidcc  the  real  ftate 
of  the  country,,  rrfpe^^iog  the 
war,  &c.  His  lordfhip  charffed 
ibme  of  the  members  of  ad  nun  i* 
'ilration  with  mean  and  (bameful 
apoilacy^  in  deferting  the  prit^i- 
pWa  held  by  the  focieties.  When* 
ever  the  hmhtm*  cvrfm  ad  had  been 
fnfpended  formerly,  it  was  founded 
on  £ome  overt  a^t,  and  not  upon 
fnch  '  ridiculous  and  •  unteoable 
grounds,  as  the  report  on  t^e  table 
held  out.  It  idight,  his  lordfliip 
faid,  be  recoUe^ed  what  happen- 
ed after  17 15,  in  fir  W,  Wind- 
ham's time,  when  refpe£bble  gen- 
tlemen werebrooght  up  from  Nor- 
folk andconftaed,  which  afforded 
a    fuilicicnt    proof    how  .  power 
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bill  wte  founded  on  a  fpeeific  oom^ 
municationto  parliament  contained 
in  the  king'a  oiefTagc.  in  1745,  a6 
in  17  rj,  there  was  an  open  rt- brcHion 
in  the  country.  •  From  that  time 
till  within  twelve  ycare  there  had 
bee»  8  prcttudtr  and  a  Jacobite  par- 
ty in  extftence*  Otlier  mini  ilers  had 
vcver  thought  of  fufpeoding  the 
hab^a  corpus  a6^  under  inch  cir- 
cumitances  as  the  prefent.  Whence 
be  might  cpnclade>  that  either  tliat 
aft  ought  never  to  have  exifted  till 
within  thefe  twelve  yeare,  or  that  it 
OugUI  TKwtr  to  exiii  again.  Hia 
lordihip  eameftly  recornmended  a 
platt  of  moderation,  Wlien  once 
embarked  on  the  fea  of  innovation, 
there  was  no  faying  where  the  revo- 
lutionary •  ^yfttm  might  end.  If 
mention  was  ever  made  of  the  mif- 
chiefs  and  ixnperfeftion  which  had 
gradually  crept  into  the  conilitu- 
tion^  there  was  an  immediate  cry 
of  the  danger  of  in  novation »  and 
that  by  men  who  were  conliantly 
innovating  upon  the  bed  rights  of 
the  people*  It  was^  he-  faid>  an 
equal  calamity  to  a  country,  whe- 
ther a  ftruggle  was  caufed  by  a 
gjreedy  attempt  to  increafe  power, 
or  by  mad  ones  to  introduce  anar* 
chy  and  confufion.  As  inltanrcs 
pf  this obfcrvation  his  lordftiip  men- 
tioned France  on  the  one  hand,  and 
Poland  on  the  other.  To  prove  that 
low  men  were  not  nlway^  the  inlirii- 
nients  of  treafonuble  confpiiacies, 
he  called  to  the  recollection  of  the 
boufe  the  virtuous  duke  de  la 
Rodiefoucaiilt.  He  noticed  the  pre- 
cedent of  1777,  when  tlic  bill  then  . 
brought  into  parliament  only  affedi- 
^  a  particular  defcription  of  per- 
sons 0  ecified  in  it ;  and  thouj^ht 
that  the  operation  of  the  prefent 
bill  ought  only  to  extend  to  the 
members  of  the  objeft  ion  able  cluba 
and^  iocieties.  But  this,  he  faid, 
would  not  have  anfwered  the  end 


of  oi9nifteftm  ahrfningf  andddtiA^^ 
ing  the  pec^.  His  lordfhip  endea* 
•vour<d  to   vindicate  the  fodetr  of 
the  fn>n<is  of  the  people,  of  which 
he  profeOed  bimfelf  a  member.  The 
fyllcmof  terror  wasj  he  faid^  what 
had  ruined  France,  and  to  that  hifli 
IoAdftji|>afcTibcd  the  Overthrow  of - 
the  Bnilotine*,  of  Hebert's  party^ 
and  of  Danton*s ;  tfoa  maflacre  of'  • 
the  loth  of  Aiig^ft,  and  the  death' 
of   the    unfortunate    king.      Hi* 
lordihip   concluded    by    movmg, 
«*  that    the    hoUfe    do    now   ad-' 
journ/' 

The  bill  was  fnpported  by  kirA 
Abingdon  and  the  earl  of  Manfrb 
field,  who  argued  upon  the  proprie* 
ty  of  "  nipping  the  feeds  of  anar- 
chy in  the  bud, "rather  than  leaving^ 
tkem  to  ripen  and  difperfe*  He » 
denied  that  terror  had  produced  the 
unexampled  atrocities  in  Franfle* 
Our  mcafures  of  precaution  werc^ 
he  faid,  not  to  be  calculated  on  the 
probability  of  ultimate  fuccefa,  but 
on  the  magnitude  of  the  evil  with 
which  we  were  threatened.  Hia^ 
lord  (hip  depided  in  drong  colours 
the  miichicfs  which  woiiki  rcfult 
from  a  convention,  fiich  as  the  fo— 
cieties  propof«d  to  affi^mble,  uftirp  - 
ing  an  authority  paramount  to  that 
of  parliament. 

Wifehrefpeft  to  what  had  been 
faid  of  unneccffary  alarm^  lord 
Caernarvon  Hated,  that  it  would 
have  been  as  competent  in  him  ta 
have  aflFertcd,  that  thofe  who  had 
marked  a  contempt  for  the  danger 
to  which  the  conftitutibn  was  ex- 
pofed,  had,  by  blind  temerity,  un- 
willingly perhaps,  fomented  and 
encouraged  the  evil  deHgns  of  the 
difaffeded,  till  the  xniichief  re- 
quired  the  prefent  remedy.  The 
queftion,  he  faid,  fimplv  was^  whe- 
ther the  temporary  fafpenfion  of 
the  baiffdu  corpus' n€t  could  be  jufti*> 
ficd  upoo  any  emergency,  and  wbe*

ther  the  prdeot  dmgto  aathonfed 
tbenKafare«  Both  oi  thefb  points 
bisferdihip  rdplTcd  in  the  afiiiT&a- 
tivc.  Certainly,  fe^e  raid,if  the  pre- 
fent^eafuncwngonly  to  faoilitaicthe 
pumfhnKiit  of  tbe.  Jeditioitt  oiatter 
in  any  of  the  papel-s,  the  nKafure 
would  not  be  necefiary »  a»  the  com- 
mon law  would  be  fuficient )  but  the 
pmeeedingB  of  the  (ocieties  made 
it  nectrfiary  to  guard  againil  the 
treafonable  effe<ft8  of  tUofe  libela. 
His  lordfkip  admitted,  that  no  con- 
ftitution  was  fife  and  free,  «nk& 
in  its  ordinary  ftatc  of  vigour 
great  l^titode  was  given  to  the  wild 
range  of  fancy  of  reforming  pro- 
je6lors»  becaufe  foroe  good  might 
refult  from  it,  and  the  evils  flowing 
from  the  intemperance  of  individual 
zeal  might,  in  common  circum* 
ftan«es,  be  left  to  the  ufual  pro* 
vifioBS  which  the  law»  circum- 
fcribed  by  the  jealous  fpirit  of  li- 
bcrty^  has  formed :  but  in  difficult 
and  fufpicious  times  the  fecret  ene- 
mies to  the  conftitution  ought  not 
to  be  Offered  to  colled  and  ripen 
their  poifoni  under  the  proteduoa 
of  that  libi^rty  they  meant  to  de- 
ftroy  ;  and  upon  this  principle  all 
former  in  (lances  of  this  meafure  had 
been  founded.  A  fecret  confpiracy 
having  broken  into  open  rebellion 
could  never,  he  laid,  be  a!^  addi- 
tional  reafon  for  employing  a  power 
applicRble  only  to  fecret  enemies. 
Such  an  a6l  as  th^t  in  queilion  was 
only  calculated  to  operate  againil 
concealed  enemies,  of  which  there 
were  neceilarily  fewer  when  one  half 
were  in  open  war,  and  out  of  the 
reach  of  fuch  an  aft.  The  eve  of  a 
rebellion  was  therefore  the  time 
when  fuch  a  power  muft  have  its 
Qoft'  effeddal  operation.  The 
negligence  of  any  government 
in  fufferiog  confpiraeies  to  gain 
ftrehgth  wonld,  be  faid»  produce 
a  cifaftrophe  fimihr  to  thut  in 


France.  A  confpiracy  tdkarlyproved, 
needed  not  to  be  traced  tlirough  all 
its  ramifications  :  its  extitence,  and 
the  danger  to  the  ftate,  were  fuffi- 
eient  to  juftify  the  temporary  fuf- 
penlion  of  that  Security  for  our 
libeity,  which  by  law  was  our 
birth-right.  From  what  had  beea 
deemed  legal  by  fome  of  the  meoi- 
bcrs  of  the  houfe  in  the  condud  of 
tlie  focieties,  his  lordfliip  contended 
that  jjiuch  danger  exiiied  from 
them. 

The  qneftion  of  adjournment 
was  fupportedby  lord  Derby*  If  the 
lefs  the  danger  the  ftronger  muft  b« 
the  precantion,  to  what  an  extreme 
of  abfurdity  might  fuch  an  argu* 
ment  be  carried  1  Every  fence  of  the 
conftitution  might  be  broken  downi 
and  (hould  a  fortunate  period  arrive 
when  no  danger  exiiled,  not  an 
atom  of  it  woidd  be  left.  If  the 
ads  of  the  perfons  now  in  cuftbdy 
only  amounted  to  feditiooy  he  could 
not  fee  the  oeceility  of  new  powers 
to  bring  them  to  juftice,  or  to  pre- 
vent their  doing  future  mifchief. 
He  aflced  whether  it  was  meant  to 
be  faid,  that  all  who  attended  the 
meeting  at  Chalk  Farm  were  im« 
plicated  in  the  purpofes  of  the 
meeting  ?  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
London  a  very  few  perfons  could 
foon  coiled  a  mob  of  thoufands, 
merely  from  motives  of  curiofity. 
That  the  focieties  were  preparing 
todiilribute  arms,  was  ftated  even 
in  the  report  as  a  mere  prefum{Stion, 
He  therefore  deprecated  a  meafure 
which  he  confidered  as  not  called 
for  by  any  adequate  caufe,  and  as 
an  attack  on  the  conftitutiofl. 

The  earl  of  Carlifle  and  marquia 
Townfliend  fopported  the  bill.  The 
former  mentioned  lord  George  Gor-. 
don's  mob,  which,  though  at  firll 
an  ofajed  of  ridicule,  had  aduall^ 
awed  the  legiilature,  and  fubverted 
govcnimeat  for  n  wepk.    The  mar*

'  The  teoood  part  of  •  the«itport 
waa  debated  in*  the  henfe  of  lorda 
00  the  Y3di  of  June.  Ifwaa  in* 
troduoed  by  Jord  ^OrenviUei  'who 
ended  hiaipcech  onthtaoccafion  b]f 
moving  an-  addirefa  tt»  hia  -  mjefty^ 
«^  infomuag  htm  that  ihe  houfe  hikd# 
from  the  coufideration  of  thepapeie 
feot  dow»9  ^«  &  traitoroua  oonipt* 
racy  againft  the  eonftitution  1  and 
ikrongly  fcscpreffing  the  loyalty  of  the 
hoafe;  and  adding  tbatlhey  wib^d 
to  bring  to  exanplary  puaifhment 
the  abettora  of  fuch  plaaai  and  a^ 
tdk^ad^iiuMudlNmfiKi  ia  |Jw  eywir 
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tiTegoverament ;  and  were  readj  to 
|rive  energy  and  vigour  to  thsit  law 
by  wjHch  they  were  protcdcd,*'^c. 

The  addrefs  w»  ftrongly  obje£l- 
ed  to  bv  the  earl  of  Lauderdale,  q^ 
containing  no  ground  of  compbint 
;igaio(l  mint^ersy  who  bad  been  in 
po^effion  of  the  fadis  contained  ia 
the  ncport  for  fcvcral  months.  If  a 
confpiracy  cxifted,  it  ought  to  have 
been  crushed  tn  the  bud.  -His  lord- 
Ihip  Aatedt  however,  that  he  had  * 
feen  nothing  like  fuch  a  proof  of  a 
confpiracy  as  warranted  the  carry* 
ing  up  to  the  throne  an  addrefs 
whioh  pledged  the  houfc  in  a  very 
confiderable  degree.  He  argued  at 
large  againft  the  whole  proceedings 
on  this  occafion,  and  a  debate  ea- 
fuedy  in  which  however  little  new 
matter  was  brought  forward.  The 
|iddrc(s  was  earned  without  a  divi- 
fiou,  and  fent  to  the  commons  for 
their  concurrenoe. 

Previous  to  the  reading  of  the  fe? 
cond report  in  the  houfe  of  commonsi 
Mr.  Pitt  brought  up  feveral  papers 
as  a  fupplemeoty  containing  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Grty  to  the  miniiler,  and 
inclo£ng  feveral  others  figned  by- 
Mr.  Daniel  Stuatt«  The  purport 
of  the  communication  was  to  ihew 
that  there  had  not  been  any  commu- 
nication between  the  fociety  of  the 
friends  of  the  people,  of  which 
Mr.  Grey  wa«  a  member,  and  that 
convention  which  was  held  at  Edin- 
burgh after  the  proceedings  of 
that  convention  bore  the  appearance 
of  violent  intentions. 

Mr.  Grey  thoug;ht  it  extremely 
ftrange  that  this  letter,  in  explana-' 
tion  of  the  others,  did  not  appear 
ou  the  faoc  of  the  report ;  and  was 
joined  in  this,  opinion  by  Mr.  Shc- 
r>dan«  That  part  of  the  fupplement 
which  related  to  the  fociety  in  que- 
iflion  was»  he  faid,  of  a  nature  the 
ynofl  uncundid.  It  contained  three: 
letters,  whichi    if  tliey  had  been 


ever  {b  iligfatly    eumtoed,  WoliU 
have  been  lound  to  be  wrtttcii   by 
Mr.  Stuart  in  his  individual,  not  in 
his  official,  capacity.     There    ap- 
peared^ he  faidf  in  the  report  a  dc- 
iign  to  iniinuate  that  the  fociety  of 
tlie  fnends  of  the  people  bad  been 
conne£ked  with  the  convention    at 
Edinburgh  from  beginning  to  end* 
It  was  aa6air  to  charge  the  iociety 
with  the  contents  of  a  letter  ex« 
preifing  the  fentiments  of  a  private 
gentleman,  though  the  letters  con* 
tained  not  one  fentiment  of  wfasch 
any  man  of  honour  need  to  be  afham** 
cd.     Had   Mr«   Stoart  been  exa- 
mined, every  doubt  and  fofptcion 
would  have  vaniHied*  Hemeationed 
another    letter   of    Mr.    Stuart*t» 
which,  if  found,  would  have  con- 
vinced   the    comtnittee   that  Mr* 
Stuart   a£ted   only  as   aa  todivi- 
dual. 

Mr.  Pitt  defended  the  committee 
as  havin^r  only  aded  confillently 
with  their  duty-  They  had  enter- 
tained fume  doubts  rcfpe£Ung  tbofe 
letters  found  in  the  pocket  of  Skir- 
ving,  obfcrving  that  the  fignature 
was  different  from  that  ufcd  by  Mr. 
Stuart  in  his  official  capacity.  Yet, 
when  they  compared  thefe  letters 
with  his  official  ones,  the  refcm- 
blance  was  fo  llrong  it  was  difficult 
to  fay  where  the  line  of  didia^ioa 
was  to  be  drawn.  1-3 e  admitted 
the  iinding  of  the  letter  alluded  to, 
but  faid  the  committee  bad  not 
chofen  to  infert  it  in  their  report. 

Mr.  Sheridan  and  Mr.  Grey 
warmly  exprcffed  their  dtfapproba- 
tion  at  its  liaving  been  kept  back, 
and  wi(hed  to  know  the  meaning  of 
the  omiffion. 

Ou  the  fame  day  the  chanceHor 
of  the  exchequer  moved,  **  that 
the  houfe  do  agree  with  the  houfe 
of  lords  ia  their  addrefa  to  his  ma< 
jefty."  He  ftrongly  infiftedupoa 
the  coadufionsfoimedinthe  report 
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^  the  exiftcsKie  of  a  oonfpiracy 
agat«il-thc  O.atey  and  of  iu  hamg 
ls>Dg  exifted.  He  sMo  errter^d 
into  a  verf  able  detail  of  the 
proceeding*  of  the  foctetks  from 
nvhieh  their  gtiHt  had  been  in- 
ferred ;  and  refared  any  gentle- 
laan^  wfaooould  iliil  cncertain  any 
doubt  on  the  lubjcCl,  to  tWo  or 
thfee  of  the  laft  pages  'o£  the  re- 
port. 

Mr*.  LvmbtoQ  reprobated  the 
xnodo  of  febsdiog  perrtisd  extrads* 
from  Ictierv  ot  indtvidials^  and 
books  of  focietie8>'  mod  making 
them  cfaBTgetandaoctifattonsagainlt 
partkiifaf  perfoos  :  -  nor  ootiid  he 
think  ^c  Biode  of  printing  oertam 
words andpaflagea  in  italics  and ca« 
pitak  ako^^ether  fair^  as  if  doubt- 
ful of  a  fair  appeal  to  cool  and  un- 
b'aficd  jtidgment  in  tt&decifion,  bnt 
endeavouring  to  influence  the  paf- 
fioQ8f  by  potttiing^oot  partial  views 
on  which  the  fnbjedi  was  to  be  ex- 
amined. He  cited  the  words  of 
Al^eraoQ  Sidney,  **  That  if  quo* 
tatioiis  were  fuffered  to  be  fo  msCn- 
^icd  and  difgutfed  to  anjTwer  party 
pnrpo&,  he  would  prove  from  the 
bible  hfelf,  that  there  was  no  God." 
Thi»niode  of  partial  printing  might 
tend  to  iniuenee  the  minds,  if  not 
of  that  houfe,  perhaps  of  thofe 
eoartt  of  juftice  before  whcmt  the 
prefent  objeds  o£  pcrfecution  were 
about  to  appear.  Partial  extrads, 
unaccompanied  by  any  over^  ad, 
would  not  be  admitted  as  criminat- 
ing evidence  in  any  court  of  juf* 
tice,  and  were  inadequate  to  iiib- 
&antiate  any  charge  of  treafon  ; 
what  therefoce  was  not  admifii- 
ble  evidence  in  a  court  of  juftice 
ought  not,  confillently  with  the 
principles  of  jultioe,  to  be  admitted 
in  thathoufe.  He  could,  he  faidy 
Scarcely  avoid  wifliing  to  fee  an  ac- 
count thus  garbled  of  the  (bcicty 
to  which  Mfv  Fitt  aaA  the  duiceof 


Richmond  had  belonged.  In  thOs 
begin  ning  of  the  report ,  the  circum- 
ftancea  attending*  the  fuppofed  oon^ 
fpiracy  were  ftatcd  to  be  extrava- 
gant. If  this  meant  abfutd  and  ihi-^ 
pofliblev  how  could  theminifterjuf- 
ttfy  the  fofpenfion  of  the  habtar 
€9rpm  a6l  upon  the  fuppofitzon  of 
danger  ?  If  it  was  meant  to  call 
them  wild*  and  extravagant,  whence 
arofe  the  pains  taken  throughout 
the  whole 'of  the  report  to  prove 
them  reguhir  and  fyftemattcal? 
While  the  committee  profeffcd  to 
trace  the  origin  of  thefe  confpita- 
cies,  why  did  they  ftate  fafts  of  i^ 
recent  date  f  or  why  were  they 
forced  in  out  of  their  natural  order 
of  time  and  place  ^  In  the  third 
page  of  the  report  the  phta  for 
providing  arms  was  termed  a  gene- 
ral idea  ;  yet  di redely  afterwards  it ' 
was  ftated,  that  the  matter  was  diC- 
cufled  only  by  a  few,  and  that  only 
when  the  general  meetings  were 
broken  up,  and  a  few  felc6t  mem- 
bers left  behind.  What  were  thefe 
talked-of  srms?  Eighteen  pike- 
heads,  ten  battlc-axca,  and  twenty 
bkdes  unfiniflicd.  This  was  the 
mighty  force  that  was  to  overthrow 
the  conftitution,  to  annihilate  the 
parliament,  and  to  detlroy  his  ma« 
jefty  !  Meetings  were  faid  to  have 
been  held  at  Paifley  for  the  purpofe 
of  pra£tiling  arms,  yet  at  Paif« 
ley  no  arms  had  been  difcovered; 
two  regiments  would  have  de- 
ft royed  this  formidable  confpiracy 
in  its  moil  gigantic  maturity.  Mr.  . 
Lambton  vindicated  the  fociety  of  * 
the  friends  of  the  people,  and  con- 
demned the  fupprefiion  of  fome  of 
the  papers  found  on  Skirving* 
From  the  different  ciroumftancetof 
.the  two  countries,  he  contended 
that  there  was  not  the  leaft  danger 
of  the  prcvalcncy  of  French  prin- 
ciples. He  had,  he  &id,  pledgret^ 
himfdf  to  aixord  with  the  meafures 
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cf  adffliniftration,  if  they  brooffht

In  difcafhog  ^qaeftiona 
lof  war  or  aUfanco^  it  was  faid  to 
he  the  .proxygative  of  the  crown, 
aad'  that  pamam^Bt  araa  aot  to  ia- 
tecicre  wkh  the.exerdlcof  thia  pre- 
Togalive,  but  topunHhtniaiflera  if 
they  abufiEd  iu  Was  it  iiot  ecpialiy 
the  prerogative  aad  tbe  duty  of  the 
xrowatppaaiibal]  attempts  againft 
the  con&itutioa  by  the  regalar 
coaife.of  lawy  and  the  proviace  of 
parliament  to.aaimadvert  on  miai-

and  religiona  liberty,  aad  a  reganl 
to  the  happtnefa  and  rights  of  the 
people  of  tfaof  oouniryt  aadrof  aB 
maokindt  aa  the  fureil  mcaoaof  eC- 
taUiihing  and  feonring  the  goveciK 
meat ;  and  conchided  by  •  moving 
for  kavinff  out  of  the  addre&y  that 
part  which  dedared  the  belief  of 
the  houfe;  in  a  confphacy  againil  tbe 
eenftitutioa. 

The  amendment  wasoppoTedbf 
fir  William  DolbeOy  as  tnrowing 
the  whole  proceedings  mto  ridicaK* 
In  any  addrefs  fent  from  the-coai« 
mona  to  the  houfe  of  lords  be  waa 
certain  they  would  not  have  t^ikeii 
the  liberty  of  propofing  fiKb  an 
omiiSon.  If  the  commons  altered 
theaddtclay  we  flioiildf  he  faid^  hate 
a  paffive  obedient  kiog^  non-vefift- 
ing  lords,  and  a  rampant'  republi- 
can  houfe  of  comndbna*  '  < 

The  attorney  general  notioedy 
that  the  honi  gentleotan  (Mr.  Fo<) 
had  afierted,  that  thcfe  rdteratnd 
diicufiions  were  more  to  make  ^the 
houfe  a&  as  a  witnefs^  and  gitre 
evidence  to  prejudice  thetrialrof 
the.  uafbrtunate  men  then*  under. 
profecutioDf  than  for  the  atuin* 
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mtut  of  any  fubitantial  good.  This 
«ffed,  he  argued,  from  the  benig- 
nity of  the  Engli/li  laws,  could  oot 
be  prodacedk  He  viiKlicated  the 
jproceedings  agatad  Mr.  Muir  in 
bcodandy  and  contended,  that  the 
fufpeofion  of  the  haicas  eorpm  &6by 
which  had  been  infidcd  upon  t%  a 
violation  of  the  conditimon,   ex- 

^tended  only  to  perfona  fufpef^ed  or 
accufed  of  trtafonable  pradicee. 
No  perfbn  could^  he  faid|  put  the 
affcmblies  of  the  prcfcnt  times  in 
competition  with  the  convention 
held  in  16889  without  affixing  a 
^rois  libel  on  the  conflitution.  The 
prefent  convention  had  for  its  ob- 

^  jed  the  annihilation  of  that  confti- 
tution  -whiph  at  that  period  was 
ratified  and  tftablifhcd;  and  he 
called  upon  the  houfe  to  point  out 
one  inftanCc  of  a  fimilarity  of  prin- 
\ciple8  adopted  by  thofe  v\  ho  con- 
duced the  revolution,  and  the  mo- 
dem reformers.  He  confidered 
tlie  focieiy  of  the  friends  of  the 
jpcop'e,  and  that  of  the  liberty  of 
the  prefs,  as  particularly  dangerous, 
from  the  pcrfons  of  rank  and  in- 
fluence that  compofcd  them.  It  was 
hot  eafy  to  find  out  wliat  the  views 
^nd  inteations  of  the  former  were  j 
'the  latter  had  been  more  audacious, 
tind  by  applauding  the  patriotic 
fcntimcnts  of  counlel,  and  the  con- 
dud  of  perfons  after  conviftion, 
attempted  to  "palfy  the  hand  of  the 
public  accufer.  The  part  of  the 
addrefs  attempted  to  be  omitted, 
t^ntained  its  very  fubftance  and  cf- 
fenccv  Se  deprecated  the  mode  in 
Ivhich  the  law  officers  of  the  crown 
were  conitantly  treated  with  regard 
to  criminal  profccutions.  If  they 
forbore  to  profecute,  they  were  ac- 
tufcd  of  negleding  their  duty  ;  if 
they  proftcuted,  focieties  voted 
thanks  to  thofe  who  oppofed  thenii 
and  gave  them  every  fupport.  Pre- 
vention waS)  he  faid^  Wetter  than 


cure.  Had  the  exiftin^  gotcmment 
pvevented  ihe  afiembkng  of  40,-000 
iiii^n  in  the  y«ar  1780,  wadd  it,  sot 
have  contrtbu«ed  to  the  public  tran- 
'quiUity,  and  prevented  inntraier^- 
ble  evils*  The  ameitdmetit^  Mr. 
Fox  was  negntived  wichonta  ^^^ 
(ion,  and  the  addrefs  way  put  and 
carried. 

Whilft  tbe  p^rcoedi&gbDiinefs  was 
in  ngitfltion,  die  mattiuis  of  Hismf- 
downe,  on  the  26th  of  Mfty^  ad* 
drcfl'ed  the^  houfe  of  lords  bo   the 
fubjc6l  of 'America*     It  had  not 
been,    he   faidi    his   intentxon    to 
trouble  die  houfe  again  tbis  feffion, 
and  he  bad  arranged  maeters  for 
going  out  of  town  that  day  ;  but 
he  widied  not  to  let  the  feafbn  flip 
withoutooce  more  calling  their  attcn« 
tion  to  the  ftate  of  a&urs  at  home 
and  abroad.  At  a  former  period  he 
ibted  that  he  had  taken  the  liberty 
of  dire<^ling  the  atteDtioD'>of  the 
houfe  to  the  neutral  nation ft»  and 
had  prediiled  a  variety  of  eircum- 
(lances  relative  to  the  impropriety 
of  the  war,  which,  though  at  that 
time  treated  with  light  and  Htcon- 
fiderate  regard^  had  unfortunately 
proved  to  be    too   fatal»  and  too 
true.    To  the  fame  objcdi  he  was 
again  reduced  to  recur  by  the  im- 
politic and  deluiive  fyfterii  we  had 
adopted.     Previous  to  the  diicuf- 
fion  of  the  particular  fubjci^  of  his 
motion,he  begged  leave  to  makefome 
obfcrvationsconne^ed  withit.  His 
lordOiip  recommended  feveral  inte- 
rior reforms,  and  objcftcd  ftroogly 
to  the  p>xrfent  employments  of  the 
attorney  and  folicitor  general,  who 
could  not  enter  into  a  confoltation 
with  hiis  k>rdfhip^8  agent  on  particu- 
lar  bufinefo,  as  they  were  engaged  in 
taking  the  examinations  of  per(boS 
fufpe^ted  of  treafonable  and  fedi- 
tious  practices.     He  was  aiUntihed 
to  hear,  that  the  great  officers  oF 
ftate  were  employed  in  infpe£^fog 
I  inftrumeutl 
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inftrumcnts   of  cruelty,  calculated 
for    the    purpose   of  affaffiiiation, 
vhcn  their  time  might  be  fo  mtich 
more  refpe^fibiy  employed  by  mi-' 
Diilcrs   to  the    adtantage   of  the 
public.     His  lonin»*p  cenfured  iu 
poioted' cetms  the  iftanagement  of 
affairs  at  hom^.    Abroad)  he  faid, 
crery  thing  had  tended  to  confirm 
Ii5b  former  opinion  of  their  calami- 
tous ftate,  .f»articidarly  in  iFlandei-s. 
His  lordAiip  ^iBcnCioned  the   great 
Hi  of  our  artillery,  and  that  the 
number  of   fick,    finc«  the  Com- 
mencement of  the  campaign,  which 
was  only  fix  weeks,  exceeded  the 
t?hole  amount  during  the  kft  year. 
Was  it  not  univer&lly  known  that 
theloffes  of  our  allies  wcrt  concealed, 
while  our   dif{^y  of  fucccifes  was 
made  with  every  ornament  that  in- 
g:cnuity  could  bellow  ?    He  ftated 
the  Low  Countries  to   be  in  ex- 
treme danger^  the  inhabitants  open- 
ly condemning  the  war,  and  pro- 
cbiming  their  wtihes  for   the  ene- 
my ;— the  Dutch  murmuring  at  our 
CQTiqttcftt  in  the  Weft 'Indies,  and 
•nmpIaiDaiRg  tliat   we  liad  fecretly 
gained  pofTeiSon  of  the  French  At- 
lantic cokmies  to  monopolize  the 
iugar  trade ;'^Italy  and  Spain  repro- 
bating our  perfc«rance.     The  af- 
tomfhingmultitudesin  arms  brought 
forward  by  the  French  might,  he  faid, 
teach  tts  how  utterly  impracticable 
tbc  war  was,  with  any  hope  of  ulti- 
niate  fucccfs.     In  a  war  like  the 
prcfcnt,  attended  with  fnch  a  pro- 
f^pous  walle  of  men   and  money, 
Jt  behoved  miniffers  to  reflect  dcli- 
b^raltly  before   they    pioyokcd  a 
»^w   enemy    to    enter    the    field 
sgainft  U8.     He  had  great  apprc- 
flcnfiona  refpctb'ng  neutral  nations, 
and  be  wifted  a  noble  lord  (Atick- 
Jaod)  ift  declare  whether  he    had 
feocd  an   article  of  a   treaty  in 
^oficial  opacity,  which  had  not 


been  lai'd  before  the  houfe,  and  re-» 
quired  the  grand  duke  not  only  to 
banifli  emigrants,  but  fuch  or  hit 
own  ftibje^s  as  the  Britifh  court 
ftjould  profcribe.  His  lordfhip  fur- 
ther ccnfured  the  condu<fl:  of  >tii- 
nifters  refpeftbg  the  courts  of  Swe- 
den and  Uenniark,  and  the  ifland 
of  Corfica,  and  proceeded  parti«* 
culariy  to  notice  the  conduA  o( 
this  countrr  towaids  America.  He 
firft  complamed  of  our  conduA  rc- 
fpeCUng  that  part  of  the  treaty  o£ 
peace  with  the  United  States  ixa 
^7^3i  which  fixed  the  boundary^ 
and  allotted  them  the  barrier  pofts,» 
of  which  they  had  never  yet  been 
put  in  pofieffion,  and  were  dill 
uneafy  on  that  fcore.  This  negleffc 
had,  he  faid,  irritated  the  Ameri-* 
cans;  and  their  fufpicions  andjea-< 
loufy  were  increafed  by  our  having 
afllfted  the  Portuguefe  to  enter  intc* 
a  truce  with  the  Algerines  and  the 
States  of  Barbary.  •  That  concilia- 
tion was,  he  faid,  effeded  by  thei 
Portuguefe  confenting  to  join  thd 
league  again  ft  the  French,  The 
.  Portugiicfe,  antecedent  to  that 
truce,  had  conftatjtly  o^-^fed  the? 
Algerines,  and  kept  a  fquadron  of 
men  of  war  at  the  mouth  of  thei 
Straits,  principally  to  check  thd 
Algerine  rovers  from  injuring  the 
American  trade.  In  this  point  of 
view  our  condiift  ftood  condemned 
by  tlje  Americans,  who  were  not 
at  all  reconcikable  to  the  truce,  as^ 
it  was  averred  on  their  parts,  that 
the  truce  was  acceded  to  by  the 
Baibarians,  on  the  exprefs  condi- 
tion that  it  (hould  be  concealed  for 
fix  weeks  y  the  consequence  of 
wliich  wa?,  that  the  Algerine  vcf- 
fels  were  let  out  upon  them  at  once, 
greatly  to  their  detriment ;  the  fai- 
lles againft  the  American  veflcls 
proving  fuccefaful,  and  a  greac 
iiumbcr  cf  them  wcrcafuwJly  feized 
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Bear  LiAon  ;  wbich  might  have 
been  avoided*  had  the  negotiation 
been  known*  The  next  caufe  of 
offence  to  America  was,  he  faid, 
the  order  of  council,  June  8y 
1793»  to  ^c*2C  ^  ^ips  (thofe  of 
Sweden  and  Denmark  excepted) 
loaded  with  com,  and  after  ptii  chaf- 
ing the  cargo  for  the  ule  of  his  roa- 
jefty,  and  paying  what  was  reafon* 
ahle  for  freight,  to  difmifs  them. 
This  his  lordfhip  dated  as  not 
(mly  ft^raoge  and  infolent  condu^l 
Cowards  an  independent  nation,  dic- 
tating^ to  them  with  whom  they 
fiiould  trade,  hut  an  inflance  of  un- 
precedented cruelty  in  attempting 
to  ftarve  twenty-fix  millions  of  peo- 
ple for  a  matter  of  opinion.  No 
writer  on  the  laws  of  nations  ftated 
it  as  a  principle,  to  prevent  a  neutral 
power  carrying  corn  into  a  bellige- 
rent nation;  the  reilri£lion  was  only 
on  arms  and  ammunition,  but  not 
on  corn,  which  was  the  ftaple  com- 
modity of  America. — The  next 
point  referred  to  by  the  marquis 
was  the  order  of  council  of  Novem- 
ber 6th,  for  capturing  all  veiTels 
carrying  kny  provifions  or  Itores  to 
the  FVench  colonies.  From  the  6th 
of  November  to  the  28th  of  March 
upwards  of  600  American  veffcls  had 
been  captured  or  detained  in  Britifh 
ports.  This  detention  he  greatly 
reprobated,  becaufe  it  was  conti- 
nued after  the  hope  of  regular  con- 
£fcation  was  abandoned,  the  car- 
goes damaged,  and  at  laft  the 
ownersreceived  no  demurrage.  He 
difapproved  of  the  non-permiflion 
of  American  veflcls  to  fail  from  the 
Britifh  ports  in  the  iflands,  unlefs 
they  ^fave  fecurity  for  the  difcharge 
of  their  cargoes  in  fome  Bnti(h  or 
■eutral  port.  Thefe  infringements 
bad  fo  far  alarmed  the  American 
merchants  here,  that  they  had  applied 
to  g9ver&m«at  to  know  on  what 


they  might  depend,  looking  upon  ft 
as  a  meafure  calculated  to  produce 
a  rupture  between  the  two  coun- 
tries. The  order  was,  however,  ibon 
after  revoked,  wbich  was  a  tacit 
confeilion  from  minifters  of  the  in- 
juilice  and  illegality  of  the  mea- 
fure. The  impr  udence  of  provok- 
ing hod ili ties  with  America  was 
demonftrated  by  his  lordfhip  from 
the  contiguity  of  our  Weft  India 
iflands,  our  retention  of  Canada, 
the  number  of  manufadiurers  em- 
ployed, the  yearly  employment  of 
130,000  tonsofflMppiog,  and  by  the 
danger  our  commerce  to  the  Weft 
]n(iie:>  would  be  expofed  to  in  fail- 
ing along  the  extenfivc  coaft  of 
America.  The  marquis  at  length 
proceeded  to  confider  the  fpeech  of 
lord  Dorcheiler  in  reply  to  fcv^n 
tribes  of  Indians,  on  the  foth  of  Fe- 
bruary J  793,  of  the  feven  villages 
6f  Lower  Canada,  as  deputies  from 
all  the  nations  except  three,  which 
was  drawn  up  in  the  following  words : 
"  Children, 

**  I  have  well  confidered  your 
words,  and  am  now  prepared  to 
reply. 

"  Children, 

**  You  have  informed  me,  that 
you  are  deputed  by  the  feven  vil- 
lages of  Lower  Canada,  and  by  all 
the  nation*  of  the  Upper  Country, 
which  fent  deputies  to  the  general 
council  held  at  the  Miamis,  except 
the  Chavvanoos,  Miamis,  and  Loups. 
•*  Children, 

•*  You  remind  me  of  what 
paffed  at  the  Council  Fire,  held  at 
Qud|ttc,  juft  before  my  laft  de- 
parture for  Enyrland,  when-  I  pro« 
mi  fed  to  reprelcnt  their  fituation 
and  wiflies  to  the  king,  their  father ; 
and  exprefled  my  hope  that  all  the 
grievances  they  complained  of  on  the- 
partof theUnitedStates  would  foonbc 
done  away  by  a  juilaodlafting  peace.

•  I  remember  all  ^ery  WcD :  I  re- 
mnbcr  that  they  pointed  out  to  me

The  noble  fecre'tary  had,  tic  faid, 
thought  proper  to  dlTcofs  the  mo- 
tives of  the  marquis  of  I.anf- 
downe's  fpeech  :  it  would  have  been 
nwre  fatlsfaftory  to  have  difcuffcd 
the  fpeech  more  ably,  than  to  have 
made  any  obfefvatlon  on  the  mo- 
tives- Was  the  fccrctary  prepared 
to  fay,  that  difcuHiods  even  of  fub- 
jefts  upon  which  nd  regular  docu- 
ments were  before  the  houfe,  were 
improper^  As  an  inftance  that 
they  u'cre  not,  his  lordfhip  mention- 
ed the  debates  on  the  RuiBan  arma- 
ment, which  had,  he  faid,  prevent- 
ed a  war,  and  induced  miniScrs  to 
defcertd  from  arrogance  to  humility* 

The  earl  of  Carlifle  conceived  ic 
fo  much  to  the  thutual  advantage  o( 
this  country  and  America  to  conti- 
nue on  amicable  terms,  that  he  en- 
tertained no  doUbt  fuch  would  be 
the  event.  He  thought  the  oaffage 
quoted  from  the  New-Yort  Ga- 
zette a  very  infufRcient  ground  for 
a  parliamentary  proceeding,  and 
was  joined  in  this  opinion  by  the 
eatis  of  Coventry,  Kadnor,  and 
Caernarvon. 

The  earl  of  Mansfield  cfofurcd 
the  introdudiion  of  the  late  prO' 
ccedings  refoeftidg  tfeafoh  able  prac- 
tices, into  tne  prelent  debate,  as  ir- 
relevant. With  refpeft  to  defen- 
fivc  vvarj  the  meaning  of  it  was,  he 
faid,  to  repel  attacksj^  and  to  give 
the  enemy  as  many  thrufts  as  he  laid 
himfelf  open  to#  The  objed  of 
defence  was  clearly  twofold ;  to  de- 
fend with  precaution  and  Ikilt,  and 
to  attack  the  afiaOant  wherever  vul- 
^  Dcrable, 
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^reraUe*  Tbe.mcafurc  of  ftoppiog 
riie  com  he  tiiooght  fuU^  jvftifi-. 
Mtf  and  could  not  conceive  how 
the  Americans  couU  be  ftated  to 
be  fafferers,  having  received  the  full 
value  of  fhcif  ^rgoeft  in  BritiOi 
guineas  liiflead  of  r  rench  ailigiiata. 
rKs  Iftfdihip  argued  f^r  the  ncccflity 
of  inveftiog  foreign  agents  with  dif^ 
credoaary  powers^  and  the  tmpro* 
priet^  of  incautiottflj  dimlging  £e* 
crct  milrUdions^ 

The  marquis  of  ToDttovnat  via- 
dicated  the  motives  wixich  had  in- 
daced  1)im  to  bring  forward  the 
qaetHon  in  debate,  and  whtcK  had 
been  folely  thofe  of  fecuring  a  cor- 
dial  and  permanent  friendihip  be- 
twttti  this  country  and  America. 
Inflead  of  the  pitihii  calumnies  and 
perfonalities  he  had  met  with,  he 
nadyhe  faid*  fxpe^ed  to  have  heard 
language  wbich  fliould  have  conci* 
liated  the  people  of  America*  If 
it  was  wrong  in  minillerswho  made 
the  peace^  to  concede  the  boundary 
io  qiieilion,  and  give  up  the  polls 
in  America,  they  were  qigWy  cul- 
pable^  and  ouehtto  be  impeached  $ 
for  he  had  no  hefitation  to  fay,  chat 
they  might  have  kept  the  poils  if 
thef  woul^f  and  a  ftul  larger  extent 
of  Country  ^an  tkey  had  fccured  to 
Great  Britain*.  But  after  very  mar 
tuTt  coD^^eration,  it  was  deemed 
wife  and  proper  to  concede  to  fuch 
terms  as  (hould  convince  the  Unit* 
cd  &tate«^hat  we  wert  fincere  in 
our  wifhes  to  eftablifh  a  cordial 
and  ftable  reconciliation  with  Ame* 
rica,  and  to  create  one  common  in* 
tereft  between  the  two  aatioDs. 
With  regard  to  the  idea,  that  .if 
one  contrading  party  did  not  fulfil 
her  conditions  oz  a  treaty  of  peace, 
the  other  party  was  exonerated  from 
difcharging  her  agreement  faith- 
fully, the  do6h"ine  was  perfe&ly 
new  to  him  •  His  lord(hip  Uatcd  the 
impolicy  and  expence  attending  (ucb 


condu^,  which  was  ealcnlated  to 
involve  ua  in  (\iture  wars»  and  re- 
quired fortwflcs,  garrifons,  &e«  in- 
tuimerabkr  It  had,  he  obfenred, 
been  ilated,  that  he  ought  to  pro- 
duce hia  civil-law  authoriites  for 
what  he  had  faid  rcfpe^ting  neutral 
nations  and. the.  coodu^  of  admi- 
niftmtion  during  the  war*  He  was 
not  however  to  prove  the  negative  ; 
and  he  was  bound  to  fay,  that  the 
mcaiures  could  not  be  jdliiied  br 
the  books.  Where,  he  aiked, 
could  be  found  an  authority  for 
ilarving  a  whole  action,-  for  treating 
twenty-tiye  millions  of  people  Kkc 
a  beQeged  fortrefs  ?  Where  wai 
there  a  precedent  for  making  tobac- 
co an  article  of  provifion  ?  Where 
a  precedent  for  faying  to  an  ind^ 
pendent  nation,  that  its  legitimate 
commerce  on  the  high  foas  flioold 
be  interrupted,  and  call  k  gracse  to 
flop  them  from  going  to  their  de- 
figned  markets,  and  to  fet  what 
price  was  moil  agneeable  upon  their 
itaple  commodity  f  From  the  cha« 
ra^er  of  lord  Dorchefler,  the 
marquis  inferred  that  he  had  not 
adted  witi)0Qt  authority.  On  a  df« 
viiion  of  I  he  houfe,  there  appeared 
for  the  motion  9,  agaiaft  h  69* 

On  the  fame  day  on  which  the 
motiiki  of  the  marquis  of  Lanfdownc 
was  introduced  into  the  houfe  of 
lords,  Mr*  8heridan  brought  for* 
ward  a  motion  to  a  fimilar  purpofe 
in  the  lower  houfer  Mr*  Dundas, 
however,  pofitivefy  denied  that  any  • 
inftrudiooa  had  beei^  given  to  lord 
Dorcheller  authorising  fuch  a  line . 
of  cond^fti  and  afferted  that,  on 
the  costraryt  minifters  had  ufed 
their  utmolt  endeavours  to  termi* 
nate  all  boililities  bttween  the  Ame- 
rican ftates  and  the  Indians.  The 
paper,  he  faid,  he  bad  nevtr  before 
beard  cf  Sir  Francis  Baring,  Air. 
Wilberforce,  and  Mr*  M.  Roblnfon, 
deprecated  a  war  with  America.  As, 

P  3  however. 
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however,  though  the  paper  bore 
the  appearance  of  authenticity,. and 
was  believed  tp  be  fuch  by  perfom 
converfant  in  American  affairs, 
it  had  been  publicly  difavowed, 
Mr.  Sheridan  begged  leave  to  with- 
draw 'his  motion;  which  was  agreed 
to. 

This  debate  was  fucpeeded  by  a 
motion  from  Mr.  Sheridan,  for 
leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  a  new 
military  ted,  containing  only  ^  de- 
claration of  his  majefty's  right  to 
the  crown,  an  attachment  to  the 
conftitution,  and  apromife  to  reveal 
all  treafons.  This  meafure  was, 
he  faid,  totally  unconnee^ed  with 
party,  and  had  arifen  incidentally 
from  the  circumftance  of  the  emi- 
grant corps  bill.  It  was  not  found- 
ed upon  any  petition  or  claim  of 
that  people,  for  whofe  peculiar  bc- 
ntfit  it  was  intended  ;  for  at  a  time 
like  the  prefcnt,  when  his  majefty 
was  calling  for  aid  from  his  fubjcds 
©f  every  dcfcription,  in  fupport  of 
the  conilitution,  it  might  be  impro- 
per to  petition  for  what  they  felt 
to  be  no  more  tlian  juftice,  a«  it 
might  have  the  appearance  of 'a  de- 
mand; and  it  might  be  a&  improper 
for  government  to  gram  a  voluntary 
ofFcr  of  relief,  which  might  be  con- 
fidered  as  a  bribe.  It  was,  he  faid, 
his  opinion,  that  all  penal  itatutes 
which  made  diftinttions  between 
different  clufleS  of  his  majefty *s  fub- 
eds  fhould  be  done  away,  but  that 
lie  did  not  cxped  to  fee  done  at  pre- 
fent.  Herxfpeded'the  prejudices  as 
well  as  the  rights  of  the  people,  for 
lieconfidered  thcfe  prejudices  as  orir 
ginally  infpircd  and  cheriflied  by 
'government  for  wife  and  btnelicial 
purpofes.  Wti^n  we  were  in  dan- 
ger of  a  popifh  king,  great  pains 
had  been  taken  tt)  prejudice  the 
people  rfgainft  trufling  the  Roman 
V'atliolics ;  but  after  reaping  the  be- 
ivctit  of  fuch  prcjudicesi  it  would 


i; 


be  unjuft  in  govenunent  to  inrult 
them  all  at  oace*  This  wu  not 
however  neceffary ;  the  dangers  ap- 
prehended from  the  Roman  catho- 
lics, and  the  prejudices  againft  them* 
had  vanifhcd  from  every-  rational 
mind.  The  riots  in  1780,  he  con- 
tended, ought  not  to  deter  the  houfc 
from  adopting  any  meafure  in  fa- 
vour of  the  catholica  at  this  time, 
Thofe  troubles  did  aot»  he  (aid,  arife 
merely  from  the  apprehcniion  of  re- 
hef  to  be  granted  to  that  •pec^le, 
but  from  a  general  difapprobation 
of  the  meafures  which  were  adopt- 
ed, and  the  criminal  negligence  of 
thofe  who  ihouid  have  prevented 
them.  Since  that  time,  the  fpirit 
of  toleration  fiad  been  inereaiing. 
If  then  the  danger  and  the  preju- 
dices were  gone,  the  inconvenience 
from  allowing  catholics  to  ferve  in 
the  army  or  navy,  in  the  fame  man- 
ner as  any  other  of  his  majelVy'a 
f»jV>jeds,  remained  alone  to  be  con- 
fide red.  When  we  were  embody- 
ing-an  army  of  French  catliolics,  did 
it  not  appear  prepoderous  to  ex- 
clude an  Engliih  catholic  ?  It  was 
prepoderous  in  another  indance,  to 
prevent  the  employing  of  Roman 
catholics  in  the  army  and  navy,  in 
this  country;  for,  by. an  a^  paded 
.lad  year  in  the  IriQi  parhamcnt* 
catholics  were  permitted  to  ferve  in 
the  army  as  ofEcers,  under  the  rank 
of  the  ftaff.  Suppofing  any  of  thcfe 
officers  to  be  ordered  upon  duty  to 
England,  could  any  thing  be  more 
abfui-d  than  that  they  (hould  he  fub- 
]c6X  to  heavy  penalties  for  bearing 
the  king's  commiffion,  which  they 
did  in  conformity  to  the  laws  of 
their  country  ?  Nothing  but  the 
urgency  and  impoitance  of  other 
bufinefs  could  have  rendered  miui- 
ders  inattentive  to  fuch  an  abfurdi^ 
ty ;  ^nd  this  he  thought  himfeif 
warranted  in  faying,  from  a  review 
of  the  proceedings  in  the  Irifh  par«| 
liamcnt 
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{lament  during  the  difcufiion  of  this 
<{ae0ioii«  To  every  obje^kion-vhiGh 
Kad  htem  wrgtd  on  thatoccafioDy  on 
the  iBCMi^ruity  of  tht  meftfurc,;thie 
utmoil  reafon  had  been  giien  jbrbo- 
licking  thai  a  fimikr  law*  w^d  be 
paiTed  io  England^  and  ibis  by  men 
who  were  in  habits  of  oJScial  com- 
mun&atron  with  hks  majeily's  .mi« 
nilters.     The  .cathoh'c8»  Mr.  &h«*- 
ridaa  obferred,  did  not  Aand  in  the 
fame  fituatioi]  with  the  prote^nt 
diffentera,  who,  i£  they  <iofe   to 
incur  the  penalties,  were  admitted 
to  fenre.     Befidcs,  the  ad  annually 
pafied  in  that  faoafe^  aUowiing  per* 
foas  a  longer  time  to  qualifyi  afford- 
ed them  fome  prote^oq^  while  it 
was  at  the  fame  time  a  proof  of  the 
injuflice  and  incon/iilency  of  thefe 
tcils.    As  an  inftan^e  c^  the  differ- 
ence    made    between    thefc    two 
cbiSi»  of  diflenters,  he  mentioned 
Mr.Wefton^  a  gtntkman  of  mod  re- 
fpe^ble  charader  and  great  in^n* 
ence,  who  had  been  nominated  a 
lieutenant  colonel  in  one  of  the  new 
corps,  which  he  had  contributed 
Urgdy  -to  rai£e»  but  who  had  been 
fuperfeded  in  hi$  commandi  as  mi- 
niftcra  did  not  think  it  proper  to  ^ 
allow  his  comrmiifion  to  be  jGgned. 
He  thought  it  extremely  hard»  that 
the  ^catholics*  who  were  fo  diilin- 
goiihed  &r  their  fidelity,  loyalty, 
and  attachmeat    to    government, 
ihould  be  deprived,  at  a  time  when 
his   majeily   called  for   aid   from 
all  his  fubjc£ls,  of  one  great  means 
of  praviug  their  loyalty  and  -fideli- 
ty.   He  iiated  thac  the  catholics 
had,  alnftoifl  without  exception,  con* 
tributed  voluntarily  to  the  neccfli- 
tics  of  their  country.     Still  further 
to  prove  the  abfurdity  of  the  prefent 
regulation,  Mn   Sheridan  put  the 
caie,  that  if  any  one  of  thofe  com- 
nuinds  ufuidly  filled  by  the  fenior 
officer  became  vacant  on  th^  conti- 
oeot  during  the  warj  if  the  officer 


•next  in  command  chanced  to  be  « 
RoiY»o  catholic,  to  fupceed  to  the 
command  he  mud  prove  himfelf  a 
Frenchman;  for  neither  an  Irifli 
nor  even  an  Englifh  catholic  would 
\k  eligible:  whikl  a  French fnan, 
under  the  emigrant  corps  bill,  miglkt 
fucceed  to  any  comniaud  in  ihs: 
army.  He  very  forcibly  obje6led  to 
all  tcd&  and  difqualifying  jiaws  ;  but 
confining  himfelf,  he  laid,  to  what  he 
thought  likely  to  be  then  granted^ 
he  mentioned  only  military  andnava^ 
teds,  leaving  all  civil  employments 
to  remain  as  they  were.  Nor  was 
he  particular  in  the  mode  of  attain^ 
ing  his  objed  ;  if  it  was  chofen,  ra* 
ther  than  repeal  military  teds  alto- 
gether, to  repeal  them  only  during 
the  war,  which  might  be  done  by 
extending  the  time  allowed  for  qua-r 
lilicatioDs,  or  by  framing  a  new.  oath 
to  be  taken  by  catholics  conform- 
ably to  what  was  contained  in  his 
motion. 

The  loyalty  of  the  catholics  was 
fully  admitted  by  iVlr,  Dundas;  but 
the  motion,  he  obfervcd,  includtd 
diffenters  of  every  dcTcription,  and 
operated  to  repeal  every  religious 
teii.  As  that  w^is  a  fubjcdl  which 
had  often 'been  difcuHld  in  the 
houfe,  it  was  unnccefi'ary  at  this 
time. for. him  to  give  any  opinion 
on  its  merits ;  an4  he  fhould  there- 
fore move  tl>c  previQUs  quejlion^  as 
t^p  mod  proper  when  the  period  for 
difcuiTiDg  the  principal  quedionwaa 
improper. 

The  hardfhip  of  fubje£ling  Irifll 
catholics  to  the  icvt;red  penalties  in 
this  country^  who  had  accepted 
commiillons  in  conformity  to  the. 
laws  of  their  own,  was  argued 
by  Mn  Fox,  who  further  ad- 
verted tp  the  didindions  mad',*  be- 
tween catiiohc  and  proicdant  dif*. 
ftnters.  He  condemned  the  harfii 
treatment  fliewn  to  difienters,  to 
whom  he  faid  we  owed  tnore  than 
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to  any  otJier  defciiption  of  men 
—the  conftttuttom  we  enjoyed,  ttiid 
which  we  fo  lavffhly  praffed.  He 
ftated  the  rcadineft  evinced  by  them 
to  ftand  forth  in  defence  of  Ihehr 
kinj^  and  country;  their  trtdtnefs 
in  1 7 1 5  attd  1 74  f ;  ^nd  afked  what 
had  been  done  after  they  had  tifed 
foch  exertions?  Aq  aft  of  parlia- 
ment had  been  paiTed,  not  to  reward 
them  for  their  fervicesy  but  as  an 
zSt  of  grace  and  pardon  for  a  yio- 
btion  6f  the  eliding  laws*  which 
they  H^  committed  by  taking  up 
arms  in  defence  of  their  king  and 
country.  He  thought  the  legifla- 
ure  bound  in  honour  to  remove  the 
odious  diftin^Lons  wit4i  which  they 
were  branded,  efpeciallythofe  which 
predaded  them  from  ferving  their 
country  in  a  mih'tary  capacity.  '  It 
was,  be  faid,  the  duty  of  every 
government  to  preferve  honour  and 
integrity  towards  all  its  fubjed^s. 
The  line  ought,  therefore,  to  be 
drawn :  either  admit  diflenters  to 
equal  rights  in  time  of  peace,  or 
give  up  their  ferviccs  in  times  of 
fliificultv  and  danger. 

Mr.  W,  Smith  laid,  however  the 
diflenters  might  be  gratified  by  the 
pafling  of  a  bill  which  removed 
tome  portion  of  the  odious  fufpi- 
cion  under  which  they  laboured, 
they  had  not  been  at  all  confulted 
pn  the  prefent  occafion,  nor  dcfired 
to  receive  as  a  boon  what  they 
might' juftly  claim  as  a  right.  He 
farther  affer ted  the  readinefs  of  the 
diflenters  to  defend  the  conRitution 
atid  the  country. 

The  motion  for  the  previous 
gueftion  was  confidered  by  Mr.  M. 
Kobinibn  us  countenancing  the 
principle  of  the  bill  which  he  dif* 
approved.  In  this  light  it  w&s 
alfo  oopBdert^  by  Mr.  Sheridan, 
and  at  only  an  qbjedion  to  the  time 
in  which  it  was  introduced*  With 
refpcd  to  any  danger  refulting  from 


granting  t||d«l|rencei  fo  dH 
and  eatfa^lieff,  hebmed  to  be  -hn 
fonfted  wiu^t  eWls  hid  arifai  60111 
the  indulgence  already  gr&ttced  to 
the  ^thofitttfof  thifcooiitvyy  of  the 
privileges  giwn'  to  ihofe  qf  Ine* 
land  9  What  evil  oonfe^iurea  iwd 
enfued  from  theadmiihon  of  catlto* 
lies  to  X\k€  btr?  He  tiE^ed  tkat 
ininifters  only  wifhed  for  time  to 
confider  the  fubjeft  fully,  and  that 
they  i»w)uld  thetnfelvfes  briwr  ft  fbf- 
Vjrard  in  xht  next  feflions  of  parlia- 
ment. After  fome  further  conver- 
fattea,  in  which  ibe  Btofter  of  th« 
r^h  difapproved  of  the  ongiaal 
motion,  the  prrvhus  qv^m  wa^ 
carried  without  a  divifion* 

On  the  aoth  of  May,  the  duke 
of  Bedford  callfd  fpr  the  atccntioii 
of  the  hoafe  of  lords  on  the  import* 
ant  fubjcft  of  pcacc.^  In  opening 
the  difcuflion,  his  grace  recapitu<< 
lated  the  leading  arcumflances  of 
the  war.  It  was,  ine  iaid»  'bis  de^ 
(ign  to  (hew  the  views  inr  whi^  it 
had  been  entertained  by  govern- 
ment and  the  legiilature;  the  dif- 
ferent afpe&s  it  had  aUumed,  and 
the  otter  impoiTtbilily  of  drawing 
any  fpecific  conclusion  of  thetateo-^ 
tions  of  admin iilra'tion,  or  limiting 
the  calamity  to  any  cbjc^  the 'at- 
tainment of  which  would  (atisfy. 
their  wi(hee.  He  entreated  the 
houfe  to-examine  the  (late  of  afikirs 
abroad  and  at  home,  and  to  inquire 
whether  the  fyftcm  purfued  and  the 
means  takep  for  it^  accomplilhment 
were  likely  to  produce,  any  benefi. 
dal  effeft  to  this  country,  much 
If  fs  the  obje£^  profcflcd.  His  grace 
faid  he  intended  to  offer  fome  relb- 
Ivtiona  for  the  aifent  of  the  houfe» 
which  tnight  \)C  offered  with  pnh; 
priety,  fince  both  the  objedk  and 
tl^e  naturp  of  the  war.  were  changed. 
Hoflilities  were  avowedly  conunenT 
ced  to  prevent  the  navigation  of  the 
Schcldi  and  to  guanmtec.  die  Dutcl^ 
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ftooi'dte  iQfttfiaa-#f  «)m»  Frcndi.  relbiutioas  wat^  be  iBonteade^^  the

The  precife  queftion 
was,  whether  it  was  confiftent  with 
the  wifdom  of  this  country  to  come 
at  this  time  to  a  fpeci&c  declara- 
tion on  the  war,  or  not  ?  In  his 
opinion,  li  was  not  called  for«  France 
had  provoked  ttirtUitics  by  the  de- 
claratioi^  oj  being  ready  to  pro- 
ceed to  war,  for  the  fubverting 
of  every  exifting  government.  Be- 
fore peace  could  be  had,  France 
muft  annd  that  declaration.  With 
refpcdl  to  our  interfering  in  the 
conduft  oP  France,  it  became  a 
great  and  magnanimous  people  tb 
become  the  defenders  of  mankind* 
'King  William  had  on  this  account, 
he  faid,  oppofcd  Louis  XIV.  and 
we  had  a  right  to  interfere  in  the 
Snternal  affairs  of  France  till  they 
Ihould  be  fo  related  as  to  give 
fccurity  to  mankmd.  His  lordfhip 
declared  hhnfelf  a  friend  to  the  re- 
ftoration  of  monarchy  in  France, 
as  an  intelligible  means  of  reftor- 


itig  order ;  though  he  did  aOt  ineaij 
that  he  would  not  be  willing  to  muk^ 
peace  while  (he  retained  a  republ:^ 
ci^n  form*  He  was  hur  from  d\> 
approving  of  republics,  but  at  pre* 
fent  he  thought  France  Only  a  tc> 
public  in  name,a(id  the  people  ilsveg^ 
iq  the  mod  rigid  defpotifm;  The 
French  were^  his  lordfhip  contend- 
tdi  the  iuthors  of  the  w^r.  .Astc 
^hc  late  proceedings  in  ihtt  fufper.- 
fion  of  the  habeas  covpus  vf^, 
they. were  called  for  by  the  exi- 
gencies of  the  times^  and  were  in 
general  wannly  approved* 

That  Fraricc  had  been  gjuilty  of 
a^s  of  aggrcffion,  was  admitted  by 
the  duke  of  Grafton,    who  con- 
tended*  however,  that  it  Would  not 
hava  been  derogatory  to  the  cha- 
raAcf  of  this  country  to  have  afted 
aft  ^  mediator,  in  dead  of  engag/ng 
in  the  war,      Hi«  grace    entered 
into  a  review  of  th^  conduft  of  our 
principal  allieft.    Pruffia  had  been 
defenoed  for  accepting  a  fubiidy  on 
the  ground  of  incapacity  ;  but  he 
believed  it  would  be  found,  that 
the  king  of  PrufiSa  rather  wiftied  to 
fave  money  in  the  grand  combins^ 
tion,  to  profccttte  an  uojuft  war  in 
another  quarter.    To  his  tardincw 
the  fucodDTcs  of  the  French  in  Welt 
Flanders  were    to    be  attributed. 
Should  we  go  into  anothtr  cam- 
paign, there  was  much  reafon  to 
think  the  emperor  would  not  be 
taiabled  to  make  very  vigorous  ex- 
ertioua.    Much  affiftancc  was  not 
to  be  expcacd  from  the  emprcfs  ot 
Ruffia.     Spain  feemed  incapable  ot 
defending  herfelf ;  and  Sardinia  wns 
nearly  ruined!  How  long  did  mim- 
ftfert  fuppofe  the  good  fenfc  of  the 
people  of  this  country  would  luttcr 
them  togo  on  in  the  prefefttmanner. 
It  had  been  a  means  of  V^^^%*1 
end  to  the  American  war*  and  baa 
faved  us  from  a  war  with  K\xm> 
for  fo  partial  wcr^  the  prrfcnt  mwi- 
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ftcrs  to  prefertt  what  they  cfteemeS 
tlic  l9!!!ance  of  power  in    EuTope, 
that  they  would  "have  encountered 
all  the  expcnces  of  a  war,  to  detcr- 
nine   whether  Ruilia  or  the  Porte 
fhould  ^  pofliris     Oczakow.      Four 
years  ago,  ^verntnent  was  a6ling 
the  Drawcanftrin  defence  of  the 
liberties  of  £urope ;  aod  now  was 
fecn  prize-fighting  for  the  rc-cila- 
bliihment  of  dcfpotifm  in  France  ; 
in  purfaance  of  which  plan,  every 
thing  adverfc  to  France  was  un- 
dertaken with  alacrity,'   and  every 
thing  in  her  favour  rcje<5led.     H^s 
grace  particiilaViy  a<iverted  to  th«i 
t)ropofal  made  by  the  French  to  the 
King  of  England,  to    mediate  be- 
tween them  and  Auftriaj  which,  if 
complied  with,^  might  have  pbccd 
Europe  at  this  day  m  a  happy  flate 
of  peace-     His  grac^  urged  at  con - 
fidcrable    length   the   neccfllty  of 
Conchuiing  *  peace   with   France, 
and  rcp-obatcd  the  alarms  artfully 
raiftd,  in  order  to   gWt  ^a  oppor- 
tunity of  carrying  mcafurcs  the  molt 
ttncoaftlturional. 

The  earl  of  Mansfit- M  aflted  what 
purpofc  could  be  anfwered  l)y  ptr- 
liaracnt  adopting  the  refolutions 
*hich  had  been  propofed  ?  He 
confidered  fuch  an  adoption  as  de- 
fogcitory  to  thcdignity  of  tl>e  houfc, 
which  had  fo  often  and  i'o  folemnly 
approved  the  Tnerffurcs  which  were 
now  arraigned*  That  miniftefs  had 
net  forced  France  into  war  he  con- ' 
tended  upon  the  authority  of  the 
Jctter  of  the  abbe  Sieves  to  M. 
Ncskar,  in  wliich  he  fays,  I  J/ja/l 
ever  regret  thai  Fraffce  1ms  provoked 
Vtar^  aiidfei  all  Europe  d^nlnfl  her. 
It  had  been  a  matter  of  contcit  in 
tiic convention  betvireen  the  iacobins 
«'J^  girondifb,  which  had  been  the 
juihoirsofthe  %var.  With  r^V^^^ 
to  the  embargo  on  corn,  Briffot  i.ad 
{iveu  orders  for  fitting  out  a  fleet 
With  all  poflibfe  difpatdi,  and  for  tli^ 


purchafe  of  ^  proviCons  which 
could  be  got,  for  that  purpofe.  Had 
not^minifters  taken  the  utraoft  pains 
to  prevent  thcfc  purchafcs,  they 
would  have  bfen  guilty  of  a  criminal 
derelidtion  of  their  duty.  His  lord- 
fliip  utterly  dcnieU  that  the  king  of 
Prufiia  had  defei  teJthe  confederacy  » 
That  oight  was,  he  faid,  the  fiift 
time  he  had  heard  that,  becaufe  a 
war  was  defer  five,  the  affailant  fhould 
not  be  attacked  in  turn  ;  and  he 
forcibly  argued  the  abfurility  of  fuch 
a  pofition.  He  noticcvi,  as  a  ci;-- 
OLimilarxe  that  had  not  taken  pljcft 
in  forraer  war*,  tl;e  care  of  the 
French,  wl^vb  was  fo  ofiioiDudy 
fifTe^fledrnl^Jth  lioafesofpaijiament; 
Tt!  :!»(:  coiiric  of  his  fpeech,  his  lord- 
fr.ip  advet'A'l  fo  what  had  fallen 
from  the  (!:V:o  of  Grafton  refpcdt- 
iJig  th.:  exiia'iiicd  revenues  of  this 
coil  ally,  and  re^:ctted  that  fuch 
laiT^'i!  jiT^e  and  fuch  reafoning  had 
com.'  from  one  who  had  filled  the 
higheft  c{fic03  of  the  flate. — His 
gfr»cc,  in  explanation,  perfiftcd  that 
the  iinaiiccs  of  this  country  were" 
in  danger,  and  that  the  refocrcts" 
of  Great  Britain  were  procetding 
.:iward8exhaullincntwith  an  alaroa- 
ing  rapidity.  When  he  left  the 
adiniiiillration,  tlie  public  debt  had, 
he  faid,  amounted  to  9ne  hniuhcd 
and  tliirty-two  miliioiis,  and  this 
enomrous  debt  had  been  doubled  \ti 
about  twelve  years  !^  I  lib  grace  laid 
he  had  always  difapproved  of  the 
funding  fyftem. 

The  carl  of  Lauderdale  obferved,  . 
that  when  a  pcrfon  of  his  gracc'f 
rank  thou^Jht  proper  to  corue  for- 
ward with  fuch  rcfolutions  as  had 
then  been  propofcd*  it  njuft  refute 
every  mifrepre*cnt  at  ion  wh  ic  n  u  iTcrt- 
ed  that  all  who  were  not  friends  to 
the  war  were  enemies  to  tl)#  coun- 
try, aiid  dtfimus  of  fubvcrting  the 
conllitution  6f  Great  Britain,  In  a 
time  of  infurrciiUou,  ius  grace  hsid 
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much  to  lofc— -in  the  moment  of 
alarm  alfb  much  to  endcivour  to ' 
preforve.  It  ^ad,  he  faid,  been 
oh|e^ed  to  his  J:;r*':ce's  rcfolutions, 
that  they  contained  nothing  nciv. 
Every  day  produced  fomciicw  ac* 
counts  of  bloodflied,  ex»>enditure', 
and  dcvaftation  :  it  was  there  fort 
the  duly  of  every  man  to  propofe, 
without  intermiflion,  fome  remedy 
for  the  evils  which  increafed  with 
every  revolving  day.  He  faid  he 
fawr  none  of  thofe  difiicalties  in  . 
making  peace  which  fome  were 
afraid  of;  fuch  difficulties  as  there 
were  he  believed  were  created  by 
thofe  who  were  ready, to  repeat  the 
common -place  qucft  ion,  With  whom 
can  you  treat  ?  a  queftion  which 
precluded  a  particular  defcriptton 
of  men  from  being  in-  a  iituation  to 
make  peace  with,  and  of  coiirfe  fet 
tip  an  infurmountable  bar  to  the 
conclufion  of  the  war.  The  idea 
of  re-eftablifliing  the  ancient  mo- 
narchy of  France  he.  conceived 
equally  abfurd  and  impracticable. 
He-  had,  he  faid,  been  in  the 
country ;  and  from  tlic  bell  informa- 
tion he  could  obtain,  he  denied  that 
the  rcdoration  of  monarchy  wa* 
wifhed  by  the  myjority.  Tlie  dif- 
contents  at  home  he  tlioug^ht  ealily 
to  be  accounted  for  from  the  dillrefs 
of  the  country,  and  the  fcvcve  mea- 
furcfl  lately  adopted.  He  took  a 
review  of  the  atmies  abroad,  and 
branded  the  accounts  in  the  Ga- 
7A:tc,  after  every  adion,  as  con- 
ftrniEled  ^'ith  the  utrnoit  duplicity 
and  dehifion,  to  d^^ceive  ihc  people 
with  mitlaktn  notions  of  fuccefs. 
The  names  of  officeiy,  however 
>>  brave  and  active,  if  connc<ftcd  with 
perfons  in  oppofition  to  tl»e  uiini- 
iler,  were  fnpprefled  (as  an  in- 
ftance,i)isIordIhiphientioiicd  colonel 
l*ox) :  he  noticed  the  delay  in  the 
account  of  a  defeat,  and  the  acce- 
Icratioo  in  the  report  of  a  viilui  y  : 


the  exaggerated  return  of  the  kfUt^d 
aiid  wounded  of  the  enemy' when* 
ev«r  uofuccefsful ;  and  fievctal  fimtlar 
artifices,  which  equalty  took  place 
in  the  naval  and  miiitafy  farce. 
His  lord(hip  conikicred  *  at  lar^^c 
the  loan  to  the  enxperory  and  the 
fnbfidy  to  Pruflia^  He  forcibly 
contended  againi^  every  poflibiluy 
of  fucceediiig  againft  France,  and 
faid^  *'if  however  their  whole  (yiicxn 
could  be  overturned,  aod-  vft  were 
to  fircoeed  in  placing  a  monavcb 
opon  the  throne,  we  ought  to  ca1cii« 
late  the  expencc  of  maintaining  him 
in  hie  fit  nation,  contrary  to  tbc 
wifhes  of  tbems^rityof  thcnation«" 
Lord  Hawkefbury  urged  the  im- 
pohcy  of  interfering  with  the  royal 
prerogative,  particulariy  refpc^ag 
peace  and  war^  as  the  enemy  nriight 
infer^  that  the  legiflative  part  of  the 
govci-nment  waa  advcrfe  to  the  ex- 
ecutive \  and  pcaoc  would  be  doubly 
difiicult  to  attain,  •  It  would  tend 
to  create  diflruA  in  our  allies,  who 
would  be  difpirited  to  fee  onebranch 
of  the  government  averfe  to  the 
continuance  of  the  confederacy,  of 
u'hich  tJj'is  ceuttity  was  t/jt  Jtnd* 
Tlie  French,  hie  lordfhip  aflerted, 
had  interfered  with  us ;  ai}d  th«ir 
making  war  upon  us  unprovoked 
iM-doubtcdly  gave  us  new  rights. 
None  who  underftood  the  law  of 
nations  could  queftion  the  propriety 
of  attacking  them  in  ev^ry  way 
that  could  conduce  to  iiur  ultimate 
fucccfs.  The  interfering  fyileia  of 
the  French  government  gave  no 
hopes  of  a  pejynauent  peace  bein^ 
to  be  made  with  them.  The 
fpcedicd  metiiodof  obtaining  peace 
would  be.  by  a  change  in  that  go- 
vernment. He  was,  he  faid,  per- 
fu'ided  chat  a  people  of  twenty-five 
millions  could  not  be  held  by  a  re- 
publican form  of  government.  The 
experiment  had  beeo  tried  Opoii  a 
fmallcr  fcalc  in  Englaody  and  failed. 
Moucy» 
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Money,  he  faid,  was  never  fo  plen- 
tifully in  circulation  as  at  the  pre- 
icnt  time;  The  conqncil  of  the 
French  Weft  Indies  was  a. new  and 
extraordinary  foi#ce  of  ivealth,  and 
would  foon  be  found  an  allQQi/)iIng 
means  of  iacreafing  the  national 
comtnercc>  and  coniJequently  the 
national  revenue-  There  was  .a  be- 
nefit aciaroing  from,  the  war  of  at 
lead  two^thirds  of  ttn  miDions 
yearly,  and  be  hoped  fhbrtly  it 
woTtld  amount  to  the  whole  of  that 
annual-  fnm«  Our  manufa6kurers 
would  alfo  be  employed  in  increaf- 
Ing  number^  and  wealt;h  would  be 
flowing  in  npon  us  in  a  conftant 
and  uniform  proportion. 

The  roarquia  of  Lanfdowne 
thought  there  was  not  the  fmalleft 
Amilarity  between  the  prefent  ftate 
of  France  and  that  of  England 
previous  to  the  relloration.  Pro- 
•  pcrty,  he  dated,  was  greatly  more 
equalifed  in  that  country  than  it 
had  been  in  this,  though  he  denied 
that  no  one  there  was  fu{F<;rcd  to 
poflefs  more  than  tt^o  hundred  a 
year :  on  the  contrary,  he  was 
well  affnred,  that  fevcral  large  for- 
tunes were  ftill  fuffercd  to  appertain 
to  individuals^  untouchcrd  by  the 
executive  government.  With  re- 
fpeft  to  the  allied  armies'  conquer- 
ing France,  it  had  been  proved, 
that  the  veterans  of  Auilria  and 
Pruffia,  condoled  by  the  ableft  ge- 
nerals, were  inadequate  to  the  at- 
tempt of  conquering  men  who  were 
infplred  with  an  cnthufiadic  love 
for  their  country.  Such  had  been 
the  devadation  in  the  Englifh 
troops,  that  boys  of  fixtecn  years 
of  age  were  made  captains  of  ca- 
valry ;  that  to  replace  the  fined 
body  of  cavalry  which  perhaps  the 
^rorld  ever  iaw,  were  fent  out 
horfes  which  had  never  been  ridden, 
and  men  who  never  rode.  His 
h>rd(hjp  faid,  that  the  conduft  uf 


minifters  was  fuch,  that  if  he  had 
any  mdtive  of  perfoital  animodty 
again  (l  them,  it  was  fuch  a^  he 
iliould  wi(h  them  to  adopt. 

That  a  fecure  and  per.nument 
peace  could  be  obtained  ^with  the 
prefent  government  of  France,  was 
ilrongly  denied  by  lord  Greftville, 
Had  wc  entered  into  negotiation 
with  the  perfons  'who  laft  year  ex- 
ercifed  the  powers  of  government 
in  France,  the  execution  of  Briflbt, 
See,  would  (hew  the  futility  of  fuch 
an  attempt;  and  it  was  nunifeft 
the  prefent  government  was  equally 
precarious  a»d  unfubflantiaU  la 
no  former  war,  he  faid>  had  mini- 
fters been  called  upon  to  (late  the 
fpecific  objccl  'of  it ;  there  wa^ 
ho^'ever,  but  oue  that  wasjuftifi- 
able,  which  was  a  fecure  and  ad- 
vantageous peace.  But  how  waa 
this  to  be  effe<Sled  ?  To  attain  this 
objcd,  he  did  not  fee  why  we. were 
not ,  to  interfere  with  the  internal 
concerns  of  France  :  he  would,  he 
faid,  go  farther  ;  that  the  only,  fe- 
curlty  we  could  obtain  was  in  re- 
ftoring  monarchy  to  France  ;  this 
was  not  reftoring  defpotifni,  as  the 
abufes  of  the  monarchy  alone  were 
defpotic.  Independent  of  the  ra- 
dical imperfections  of  the  prefent 
French  government,  the  rulers 
{hewed  fuch  malignity  againd  this 
country,  as  to  make  it  folly  to  rely 
on  their  fincerity,  if  England  had 
not  too  much  at  llake  to  admit  of 
any  compromife.  His  lord(hip  af- 
ferted,  that  the  fucceffcs  of  the 
prefent  campaign  were  unexampled, 
fpoke  in  high  terms  of  colonel  Fox, 
and  repTcfented  our  (ituatioa  as  in 
the  highelt  degree  brilliant.  As  a 
contrad,  he  mentioned  the  defpe- 
rate  refources,  annihilated  com* 
merce,  and  ruined  revenues  of 
France;  the  people  only  prevented 
by  their  fears  of  immediate  punifli- 
ment  and  death  from  uniting  to 
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averthrow  a  tyranny  which  mull 
be  of  (hort  duration. 
'  The  ddkc  of  Bedford,  in  a  fltott 
fececfa,  lanxated  that  nodiing  had 
Been  urfftd  whkrii  (bewf  d  any  pro 
fyc€i  of  a  tcrnffioation  of  the  war* 
The  profpcd  was  indeed  giooniy^,/ 
and  diilant  Indeed,  If  we  wercoAly  td- 
Ibok  for  pcare  in  the  iffne  of  a  tvar 
triuch  was  to  e:iterBiinzte  tweaty*' 
five  miliions  of  peopie.  He  ridicnk d 
the  idea  of  deiiving  iccurity  from 
any  ^arttcalar  fi»rm  of  gOTVvnmenty 
Of  any  particular  fi;t  of  men.  Givie 
a  great  nation  fuch  a  peace  a6  they 
had  a  right  to  expcft,  and  that 
would,  he  faid,  be  t'.^o  bed  iVcarity 
for  its  pttTiiaai)€ncy .  \V  hate  ver  was 
the  valour  of  our  troops',  he  could 
sot  but  diftniil  their  fimd  fnccefs 
againil  a  foe  whofe  numbers  almoft 
exceeded  calculatioQ.  He  could 
perceive  no  fblid  advantage  in  our 
forei^  cotiqueilf,  but  as  they 
might  be  the  means  of  procuring 
a  general  peace.  On  the  motion 
for  adjournmeiit,  tize  coutenis  wen 
1 1 3t  non^conttfuts  1 2* 

On  the  fa«c  day^  Mr.  Fox  in* 
troduced  into  the  houfe  of  commons 
fourteen  refblutions  (imilar  to  thofc 
brought  into  the  houfy  of  lords  by 
the  duke  of  Bedford.  'It  was  not, 
ha  faid,  his  intention  to  endeavour 
to  decide^  whtthcr  iu  the  preftnt 
war  tke  aggre£Gon  i^J  arifcn  on 
tlj€  part  of  France  or  of  the  allies  ; 
But  the  resd  principles  on  which  it 
ftad  bten  undertaken,  had,  he  eon- 
tended,  been  concealed.  His  ma- 
jeiiy'a  fpe^h,  at  the  eoni men  ce- 
ment of  the  lad  fciiiuns,  infixed  on^ 
the  neutrality  he  hriu  obfLrvcd, 
Subfcquent  even  to  the  deliru^lion 
ef  the  monarchy  of  France,  in  1792, 
and  after  thccommiffion  of  the  molt 
liorrible  atrocities,  this  was  ftiU  held 
forth  to  the  people.

grandifement,    which,    if   accom-

the  war^    Great  pains  were  taken* 
td  p^tfoade  the  holif;:'  that  theif  at^ 
tempt  t<jt  open  the  navfgtdon  of  tJic 
Scheldt  was  an  ^ggtnSkm  on  the 
Diilek  \  and  however  ^is  bad  becsiT 
fmce  ridx«ak?d,  he  apfiealed  to  the 
houfe  whether  this  was  not  at  firft 
the  point  prindpaSy  infifted  upon  T 
To  fettle  this,  he  had,  he  faid,  re- 
commended   negotiation,     whichf 
though  refufed  by  the  houfe,  wa* 
adopted  by  nsinilters,  but  in  fuch 
a  way  as  was  certain  to  render  it 
ineffc^ual. — ^Thc   war  then  et>ni* 
menced  ;  hut  even  then  tbe  princ?- 
pV'   of  ititerfering  in   the  interaal* 
government    of    France   was   not" 
avowed ;  on  thecbntrary,  it  was  re* 
peatedly  afferted,  that  the  contimv*  * 
ance   of  the  power  of  France  In 
the  hands  of  thofe  who  then  exer- 
cifed  it,  was  not  a  fundamental  ob*» 
jeAion  to  peace.  This  had  been  the 
mode  of  condu6l   dtiring  the  laii 
feilioii.    Several  declarations  made 
in  his  majefty'^B  name  during  the  re* 
cefs,  eWnctd  the  progrcffive  depar- 
ture of  adminiit ration  from  that  line 
of  a^lon.     if  the .  aggreffion  on* 
Holland,  which  had  been  ftattd  at 
the  real  caufe  of  the  war,  had  not 
taken  place,  the  bcuiiled  eaufe  of 
religion,  n^orality,  aAdthe  caufeof 
civilized  focicty  might  have  beea 
left:  by  Great  Britain  eitlier  to  other' 
defenders,  or  to  take  care  of  theov- 
feWes.     He  defircd   the  houfe  to 
coniidtfr  why  it  was. more  neceflPaiy 
on  principles  of  policy  to  interfere 
in  .  tbe  government  of  France  this 
year  than  at  the  commencement  of 
the  war.     Had  the  ncccfiity  ttrifen-

in  the  &Tk  iodaHces  they  would 
Aotbave  confented  to.    .Mr.  Fox 
noticed  the-  JACoaGftenciea  whidi 
had  takes  plai^  id  nwufterBrefpefi- 
iQg  tk€  condoid  of  the  war.     He 
eatered  int^  a  coafideratioa  of  the 
coBvcBtipna  between  this  coastry 
and  fbrcigQ  powers*  wh^o^i  he  af- 
(ened  ware  aH  to  the  advantage  of 
thelattevi  |o  whom  Great  Britain 
S««aiiUtd  heri4;lf  not  to  lay  down 
her  anna  till  each  nation  had  reco* 
vcredtliofedominioiM  which  might 
have  been  conquered  from  her ;  but 
no  ftipulaaioo  of  this  <na£ure  wa5 
«adeon  their  parts  in  favour  of  thia 
<»«iUiry.    Thus  we  were  bound  to 
continue  a.  waro^  int^ncciftnemi  and 
conCcqucntly  lONf  incalculable  dura- 
tion.   Had  the    king    of  Pru£Ga 
flaud  as  a  rraiba  for  his  fubfidy, 
that  he  had  fuilained  any  Iqffes  or 
defeat  ?  On  the  contraryy  we  were 
^oW  Jhc  lail  campaign  was  fiicccfs- 
hti^yond  the  odoS  Iang[uine  c«- 


pedat'ioi:  The  exhaufted  ilate  of 
mt  finflinccs  oould  not  then  be  a^ 
un&refeen  circuinilMicc,  and  th< 
words*  *•  a«  far  as  circnm'laneC3|* 
will  penroiti""  infcrted  in  the  treaty^ 
were  fraudulent,  and  meant  to  de- 
ceive. Auftria  had  indeed  afliied^ 
with  her  tTXH>p«  t  but  waa  that  aiir 
fbe  was  to  do  I  Was  (he  to  bear  nor 
fliare  in  the  cxpcncc  ?  It  was  wcR 
known  that  Pruilia,  previous  to 
her  atrplicatian  to  thiftcoantry«  had 
applied  to  Aullria,  aod  bten  re- 
fufed  afiiftance-  Tlic  emjwror^ 
with  all  his  vaft  extent  of  rich  do-r 
minions,  had  btcn  obliged  to  apply 
to  this  country,  and  he  underllood 
miniiicrs  had  not  explicitly  ap- 
proved or  di fa pprovcd  this  loan. 
Should  the  Engiifh  think  his  fecu- 
rity  fufpicious,  he  mull  then  apply 
to  government  as  Prulha  had  done. 
Under  inch  views,  Mr.  Fox  fa  id, 
he  conceived  it  his  duty  to  propofc 
fome  rational  means  for  procuring  . 
peace,  which  cocdd  only  be  pro- 
cured hy  treating  with  France,  or 
purfuing  our  conqaefts  in  fuch  a 
mflnner  as  to  forre  our  adverfary  to 
makepeace.  To  the  firft  of  thcfe 
ft  might  be  ohjedted,  that  the  ex*^ 
idence  of  fuch  a  government  as 
France  muft  fubvert  all  other  g(v 
vernmcnts*  But  experience  proved 
it  the  will  of  providence  that  go^ 
vemments  of  every  dcfaiptiom  \ 
m  ightexidatt  he  fame  tiroe»  and  that 
thofe  principles  which  wercdire^Hy 
advcrfe  to  each  other,  might  not 
only  exiil  without  mutual  injury, 
but  in  friendChip  and  alliance.  Let 
us  then  make  a  trial,  propofe  a 
peace  with  France  ;  and  ihould  we 
then  be  deceived,  we  could  then  #e- 
cur  to  war :  it  would  be  much  more 
eafy  to  proceed  from  peace  t© 
war,  than  from  a  ruinous  wair  to  an 
advantageous  peace,  Jf  we  could 
not  be  fafe  without  the  dcftruclion 
of  France,  i^  vvaii  a  ^oft  mclancho* 
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ly  truth,  that*  whatever  had  been 
oor  fpcceis,  the  French  had  never 
fincc  the  revolution  been  fo  power- 
ful as  at  prefent.  France  was  no 
more  aife^ed  hyonr  fucctfTes  than 
cur  di(graces.  This  was  more  pe- 
culiarly melancholy,  when  we  con- 
lidered  the  cxhaufted  lituation  of 
the  allies.  The  advantages  we  had 
gained  might  indeed  be  of  eminent 
ufc  in  making  peace,  but  could  not 
conduce  to  tne  fuccefs  of  that  fyf- 
tem  by  which  France  was  to  be  de- 
ft royed.  They  .were  every  thing 
ibr  negotiation,  nothing  for  deft  ruc- 
tion. None  could  doubt  the  power 
of  the  French  government  to  make 
war  againft  any  nation  it  chofe  to  at- 
tack. If  then  it  poffcfred  the  pow- 
er of  making  war,  it  poffefTcd  the 
power  of  making  peace.  If,  as 
was  dated,  force  was  required  to 
make  the  French  take  the  field,  it 
furely  muft  require  lefs  force  to  in- 
duce them  to  make  peace.  What- 
ever might  be  the  event,  Mr.  Fox  ' 
{aid,  we  could  lofe  nothing  by 
making  the  propofition ;  the  French 
could  no  longer  be  deluded  by  the 
idea  that  they  were  fighting  for 
their  moft  valuable  rights,  and  this 
country  would  be  convinced  of  the 
fmcerity  of  this  government  in  its 
wiflies  for  peace.  The  original 
French  principles  which  were  held 
by  many  to  be  fo  dangerouF,  he 
very  ably  traced  to  tlie  writin^rs  and 
principles  of  this  couniry,  whence 
they  Had  been  JiHiiiVd  to  Ameri- 
ca,  and  thence  to  France*.  After 
having  with  his  ufual  energy  urged 
every  thing  to  induct  t^e  hoiife  to 
adopt  his rcfolutio lis,  Mr.  Foxfaid, 
that  if  they  were  reJcO-'^cd,  he  fhnxild 
contend  that  the  detcmination  to 
dcftroy  the  French  government 
(hould  be  openly  and  folcmnly 
avowed,  and  what  was  pur  objeft 
in  the  war.  If  we  declared  we 
wcrt  contending  for  the  rcltoration 


of  the  old  gov^rmMot,  we-  jn^ht 
then  be  joined  by  its  partifinig— if 
for  the  confHtotioo  of  17919  then 
by  die  approvers  of  that  cosftitu- 
tion.     The  fame  ar^mcot  might 
be  ofod,  if  the  ohjed  were  the  cf- 
tsblifhment  of  a  lationai  republic  ; 
and  the  aflKlalice  given  in   thcfc 
cafes  would  be  that  not  mender  of 
the  hand  btn  the  heart.     Fsom  the 
great  lofles  of  the  '^Frend^  which 
he    computed  ac  200,0cx>,  he   ia- 
ferred  the  vaft  power  of  that  coun- 
try, which  was  able  to  lofe  fo  many 
men^  and  yet   come  forward  with 
fuch  incredible  force  ;  and  from  a 
furvey  of  the  (late  of  the  campaig^n 
on    the  frontier  of  France,  and  of 
the  myriads  of  men  in  armt,  he 
faid,  he  muft  confider  the  conqueft 
of  France  as  more  defperate   than 
ever. 

Mr.  Jenkinfon  denied  that  it  was 
the  avowed  intention  <^  minifters 
to  interfere  in  the  internal  govern- 
ment of  France,  andt  ftated  what 
had  been  fo  often  urged  aa  grounds 
of  the  war.  He  was,  he  faid,  ready 
to  admit,  that  if  fecurity  for  the 
future  and  indemnity  for  the  paft 
were  attainable,  it  ought  to  be 
brought  to  a  fpeedy  conoluiion  1 
but  thefe  he  thought,  under  the 
prefent  circOmrtances,  could  not  be 
obtained,  and  upon  this  point  he 
was  ready  to  meet  the  prefent 
qucrftion.  The  principles  upon 
which  the  ruling  powers  of  France 
aftedand  fupported  the mfclves,  de- 
nied a  wife  ma*i  the  pofiibiltty  of 
entcrtainiDg  fuch  an  idea.  If  we 
recolledted  the  •  ftriking  features 
which  marked  every  change  of 
power  in  France,  we  fliould  find 
that  moderation,  the  , friend  of 
peace,  had  been  ihe  deftrud^ion  of 
the  power  of  the  different  ruling 
parties,  and  tl>e  power  confirmed  in 
the  hands  of  the  prefent  rulers  of 
France  was  owing   to    the   toul 
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wast  of  moderation.    The  dcftruc* 
tidnof  fehe^pvefept  French  fjfteai 
^39  thcns&feftiiiodirpcQrableprdi- 
te^anr. to*  peace.     By  tl.c  deii ruc- 
tion of  chc  jacobiBiqal  {yilcox  peace 
coutd  aioairixe  atuiaed  }  ?nd  huw- 
evet'diiHuyt  tk£C09>p)9tTon  offuch  a 
IcWme  migbftbC)  u  wa&b>  so  cie^as 
uo^fible  OK  ii9pra£iif:al)le.

JenkittCbajrepotfed  diQ.opIaiqns  be 
hadadvanctfd  00  a  farmer  night,  of 
thettivpcMtanteoffeicuriag  91  ilrong 
frontier  5  wbicfa,   if  wc  ihauld  fail 
of  taking  Pariflv  wQuki^at  ^11  events, 
.  fecure   a-  banricr  which  would  af- 
ford pr    tc£tioa  and  faftty  to   our 
aUiieft.      lie  jufiiBed  the  fubljdies  to 
Sardinia  and  Prufilay  and  conceived 
that  thcnr  was  every  reafonfo.  look- 
ing. Ibrwatd  with  confidence  to  fuc- 
cHs  and  vi^ory.  He  thought  it  ab- 
furd  ta  bind  ourfelves  down  to/  a 
fpeclf-c   declaration  of  the  form  of 
^o^emiaent  we  intcaded  to  eilablifh 
in  France.  It  was  impofiible,  he  faid, 
in    the    nature  qf  things  to   bind 
^0wn  men  in  preciCe  term$  as  to 
ebfedaof   purliuk ;    they    might 
change  from  a  variety   of  catifes. 
Interference^  he  argued,  wafe  ftri6l- 
ly  judicable  in  t  ftatc  of  war.    He 
concluded  by  moving  the  previous 
queiUon*    .  ^ 

When  the  queftion  was  about  t6 
be  put,  Mr.  Sheridan  faid,  that 
iWtti  the  fiknce  of  miniiiers,  witli 
them  atleaft  M  mum  was  the  order 
of  the  day."  Fnom  tlicir  filence, 
however,  he  inferred  that  the  fen- 
Irmenti  of  the  gentleman  who  had 
fpokenlaflcorrefponded  with  theirs. 
The  gedtlemani  though  not  a  mi- 
nifler.  always  fpoke  as  if  lie  was 
much  in  the  fecrets  of  mini  (try  ; 
and  nothing  elfe  could  warrant  the 
ftianner  in  which  he  delivered  his 
ientimentSy  unlefs  we  were  to  fup- 
pofe  that  a  deep  infight  into  the  fe- 
ems  of  cabinets  ran  in  his  blood. 
He  aiked  whether  the  deilruflion  of 


Paris  was  foattainableashehadaflert- 
cdj  and  compared  theaccounts  oft  he 
fiicccflVsof  the  pr^'fent  campaipi  be* 
gun  only  a  few  weeks,  with  the  ad- 
vantages wlifcli  had  been  gained  by. 
tlic  French,  anc  the  bulletin  of  the 
emperor  conccruln:^  the  vi6lory  of 
the  2  2d,  fo  much  boalled  of.  We 
had  indetd^  he  faid,  taken  Lan- 
drecy  ;  hut  then  wc  had  be^n  ob- 
liged iiiicc  to  abandon  the  defence 
of  it,  and  to  fhU  back  near  70 miles: 
We  were  70  miles  further  from  Pa- 
ris (to  which  however  we  muft  go) 
than  at  the  commencement  of  the 
campaign.  The  arguments  made 
ufe  jfon  this  occalion  vrcr'c,  he  (aid, 
precifely  thofc  ufed  in  the  Ameri- 
can war,  and  tefpe6^!ng  the  power 
of  Ruflia,  when  the  minifter  had 
called  upon  us  to  arm  on  account 
of  Oczakow ;  yet  fince  that  we  had 
tranquilly  feen  Ruflia  taking  its 
(hare  of  Poland.  This  he  men- 
tioned, he  faid,  to  fhew  how  much 
fmctrity  there  was  in  thefe  gene- 
ral cxprcflions  about  our  very  cxill- 
cnce  bcirg  at  ftake,  and  to  fhew 
they  were  mere  common  phce  ftatc 
tricks  to  cover  the  moft  wicked  de- 
figns.  The  whole  of  our  force,  if 
our  obje6l  was  to  deflroy  the  power 
of  the  jacobins,  was,  ho  fnid,  mif» 
employed  ;  foi  by  this  we  held  out 
to  our  enemies  a  fpirit  of  commer- 
cial advantage,  while  we  pretended 
to  fight  dirinttrclledly  in  the  caufe 
of  order,  molality,  andrch'gion.  In 
fhort,  he  added,  this  was,  what 
the  wars  of  princes  agalnft  the  peo- 
ple always  had  been,  a  war  in  which 
fine  and  fplendid  pretexts  were  made 
ufe  of  to  conceal  intentions  the 
mofi;  mean  and  felhfh.  lit  a/lced 
where  the  Pniflian  troops  were,  for 
which  fo  large  a  fum  had  been  paid 
by  this  country.  They  were  to  have 
joined  the  Britifh  on  tht;  14th  of 
May,  but  as  yet  we  had  received  no 
intehigcnce  of  them.  Withrefpeft 
Q^  to 
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to  the-  cmpcior*s  lo;m,  he  waM 
ftalc  a  finguiar  circumUance.  He 
hfl4  in  his  hand  a  p^puT  which 
contained  a  letter  from  Mr.  Boyd,. 
tfic  banker  who  was  cohcerncd  in 
the  t  ran  fad  ion,  vtquMog  the 
chanccllorof  the  exchequer  to  con- 
firm, in  writing,  pii  aflertion  he. 
had  made  in  a  confultation  with 
Mr.  Boyd  and  the  German  minliler 
refpeding  the  loan.  Here  he 
could  not  but  remark,  that  though 
that  right  hon.  gentienaan,  of  all 
ftien  v^ho  ever  breathed,  or  ever 
fpoke  in  a  public  afTciJibly*  hadtljc 
fincft  choice  of  words,  and  the 
jT.oft  beautiful  arraogemcnt  of  them, 
yet^  in  all  his  dealings  with  com- 
mercial men,  he  was  fo  unfortu- 
nate as  never  to  make  himfelf  un- 
derftood.  That  was  the  cafe  in  the 
prefcnt  inflance.  Mr.  Boyd,  who, 
he  had  no  doubt,  was  a  very  accu- 
tfite  man,  requeued  Mr.  Pitt  to 
ftatc'^  in  writing,  what  he  had. al- 
ready fald  in  the  conference,  that 
•*  the  loan  was  nerfctfcly  legal,  and 
rovertimcnt  viHflied  it  fell  poffiblc 
fucccfs.'*  lliat  was  what  bad  been 
undcrftood  by  Mr.  Boyd  and  the 
German  minlller,  wlicn  the  former 
gentlfMan  applied  to  the  chaRcel- 
lor  of  the  exchequer  for  informa- 
tion, as  he  did  nVt  wifli  to  do  any 
thing  illegal,  or  contrary  to  the 
wifhcs  of  government.  At  the  dif- 
Janceofa  fortnight,  during  which 
time  no  doubt  advice  had  bjfen  fent 
to  the  imperial  court  of  the  mini- 
fler'ehearry  concurrence,  the  chan- 
cellor of  the  exchequer  returned  for 
anfwer,  "  That,  a«  f.ir  as  he  could 
recolIecV,  there  wacno  ilatute  agslnft 
a  loan  to  a  pi>wer  at  amity  with  this 
country,  auJ  that  government  did 
jiotwiAi  toi)bllru£tfnch  a  meafure." 
Th  u  certainty,  tljer.  of  the  perfeft 
legality  of  the  mcafure  turned  out 
to  he  nothing  more  than  a  m«rrc 
Huat^trg  idea  in  hh  rnind,  that  he 


rtcoR^W  fK>thHi^%^tlif«e«Q'«r|r^ 
and,  iniiead  of  wiihing  it  h^my 
fuccefft,  it  vrtt$  only  not  ^(kiag-  to 
obArud  (it.     Migiht  »tt  the  impe- 
rial mini  tier -with  jviAioe  comphiia 
ofdeceptioncn  tbepajt  of  the  mtoi- 
fteri^  ThemuliR^t  perhaps  it  wonid 
be  thought,  migiict  to  have  vriflicd 
to  obtii'u6t  ii,a8  thofe  peiiooi  MrfaQ 
made   the  loart.vrith  him  for  the 
piiU'C  fervicc'  did  underflaod  thwik 
no  other  loan  was  to  be>negottated, 
and  were  in  oonfequeace  of  that  ftep 
much  diilatistied. 

Mr.  Pitt  confidcrcd  the  whole  of 
the  motion  as  calculated  onl^  to 
put  upon  the  journals  an  abftra^  e£ 
the  opinions  entertained  by  the  op* 
pofition.  So  for  was  the  aflertion 
frcm  being  true,  that  at  the  time 
of  augmenting  the  forces,  no  intt^ 
m  at  Ion  had  been  given  of  a  dcBg^n 
of  interfering  in  the  fntem(.4  go- 
vernment  of  Frapcc;  that  it  ap- 
peared in  his  majefly's  inci^ge  al 
the  26th  of  January  1793,  *°^  *^ 
the  addrcjfcs  in  anfwer,  in  which 
it  was  Hated  that  the  general  and 
particular  thirii  of  power,  vhicH 
vyhen  obtained,  was  to  be  employe4 
for  the  moft  pcn)icIou»  ends,  was 
the  danger  againd  which  we  wcrq 
to  guard,  ^Vhen  too  a  motioa  had 
been  brought  forward  at  the  ck>£^ 
of  the  laft  feillbn  of  parliament  6« 
railar  to  the  prefent,  the  hon.  gen- 
tleman had  concurred  in  tlic  ftate- 
.  menc,  that  fuch  a  d»'gree  of  intert 
ferencc  Z9  wasncceffaiy  for  our  own 
fafety,  was  all  that  he  wished  for  tn 
regard  to  the  interior  condition  ef 
the  miferable  country  in  qucttion. 
The  motion  went  to  prevent  all  in- 
ternal interference  in  the  govern- 
ment of  a  country  vrith  VWch  we 
were  at  war— a  length  which  never 
had  been  gone,  and  fuch  an  interfe* 
re  nee  might  be  one  meanft  of  ob- 
taining peace.  Itwasc^ttlrarytoo 
tg  wh»t  he  (Mr.  Eox)  Jt^d  affcnef} 
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a  the  aSmfxf'  HoBand  fome  years 
jgo,  that  we  ifaooki  U&  oUr  ea^a*' 
n.un  for  a  fordi  of  gorernmtnt  in 
that  coQD erf ;  the   wnoQ  conduciYe 
to  Biiiifh  )iiteirfl«  ;  mdthu  prac* 
lice  was  apprisved  by  theauc^ority 
of  ftatefmea».faadtoBed  by  the  tx- 
pfTienee  of  ages,  and  confcmtable 
to  the  common  fenie  of  mankitid. 
Mr.  Pitt  arjpied  that  there  wa«  no 
(^ifcorcancy  in  the  prodamatson  of 
I'.i  majefty  and  the  declaration  of 
Lrd  Hood  at    Toulon »  and  ridi- 
cuUdthe  proff  (lions  of  gentlemen 
on  the  other  fide  of  the  boufe  to 
fupport  the  var«  and  the  oppoiitioti 
given  to  every  meafure  in  fupport 
of  it*     It  was  not*  he  faid^  the  de- 
iign  of  minifters  to  conquer,  but  to 
fave  France,  and  to  reitore  to  it  li- 
berty and  ovdcr  tnilead  of  anarchy 
ar.d  di^fpair.     With  rcfpcft  to  not 
pulling  dovn  one  form  of  govcrp- 
cicnt  till  another  edifice  was  eref^ed 
in  lieu  of  it,  no  (cheme  of  govern- 
rncnt  could  be  (o  pernicious  to  the 
interefta  of  Eiurope  as  the  prefeat 
one  of  France.    Bydeclar'mg  in  la* 
TouTof  any  particularform,we  fliould 
weaken   «be   general  confederacy 
agabfttheprefent,    Waa  there  j  he 
ajkcd,  any    fecurity,   that    if  we 
fljouW  attempt  to  negotiate,  the 
French  woala  iiden  to  our  propo- 
sal upon  any    reafpnable  tcrm» ) 
Could  it  be  fuppofed    that  mpii 
>»ho  wtit  ^worn  enemies  to  this  con* 
ftjtution,  Who  had  declared  that  the . 
l^ng  fliduklbe  d«pofed  be^e  they' 
would  make  peace ;  that  men,  who 
by  tbeir  coailitution  were  declared 
traiioi^  if  they   negotiated    with 
a  fovereign,  would   dgree   tp  any 
^«T»s  cdnlifleaC  with  the  dignity  of 
wi3  couptry?    What  was  the  re- 
gard of  thii  enormou^  facrifice  of 
Jv»T  dignity-?  The  certainty  of  the 
m  olourdlies,  and  the  weaken- 
H  of  our  own  efforts  pending,  the 
P^oiiatioo,    M  CO  tt^  Freooh 


Weft  India  iflands forming  a  pTDpcr 
bafis  for  negotiation,  he  would,  he 
faid,  rather  wifll  them  £or  ever  loft 
to  tiiis  cbontry,  than  that  jacobin 
principles  /hoi^d  remurn  unfabdued. 
Upon  that  every  thing  dear  to  us 
depended.  - 

To  prove  that  the  luajority  of  tfa« 
"people  of  France  were  not  adverfe  to. 
theprefent  government  in  that  coun- 
try, Mr..  Fox  adverted  to  the  expe- 
dition und^r  lord  Moira,  which  had 
failed,  though  publicly  announced^ 
and  for  ftx  months  endeavoured  to 
be  carried  into  execution,  by  afford- 
ing to  the .  mighty  majority  of  tlm 
French  an  opportunity  of  joinings 
Us,  for  the  purpofe  of  overturning^ 
a  form  of  government,  of  whioa 
they  were  faid  to  be  fo  tired.  The 
French  certainly  now  were  not  de- 
/irous  of  deftroying  their  republic: 
had  they  ever  been  fo  ^  When  Dn- 
mouricz  abandoned  the  French  re- 
public, how  many  followed  him?  A 
few  officers  and  domefticsi  Wfaei| 
we  took  ValcricienneS|  how  many 
flocked  to  our  ftandard  in  confe^. 
quence  of  it  ?  Wc  erefted  a  ftand* 
ard  of  royalty  ^  Toulon,  how  ma* 
ny  Frenchmen  came  to  it  ?  We  de- 
clared in  favour  of  royalty,  and  tlie 
French  were  called  upon  to  fliake  off 
theif  faoguinaiy  tyrants,  and  we 
y^ould  proteft  theih:  how  many 
Frenchmen  (locked  to  us  for  that 
prqtedlion  ?  -Whatever  ^he  French 
.might  think  of  their  governriicnt, 
they  would  never  join  the  allies  to 
alter  it ;  they  bad  too  clear  a  fpeci- 
men  of  Ruf^an,  Pruffian^  and  Auf- 
triao  integrity^  to  remain  doubtful 
of  its  nature.  They  faw,  by  the 
partition  of  Poland,  that  when  the 
allies  profeffed  to  prote6i,  their  ob- 
je<^  was  to  plunder.  It  was  faid  tq 
be  extraordinary  tha^  gentbmen 
(hould  both  oppofe  and  fupport  the 
war.  He  was  himfelf,  he  laid,  one- 
•f  thofe  wha  did  fo,  and  would  do 
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■Drtn  hit  power  to  iikTucc  the  pco- 

ile  to  demand  peace ;  but  it  an  ob- 
inau  haughty  roinifter  Ihould 
plunge  U9  into  war,  wc  muft  do  our 
bed  to  get  out  of  it ;  and  u*  kcqi 
«p  o«r  rrfpedabiJity  to  the  rdl  of 
the  world,  iupph'ee  mufl  be  grant- 
ed. As  to  the  general  argument, 
that  the  houfe  had  often  4ivided 
upon  many  points  now  brought 
forward, it  was  an  anfwer  that  might 
cover  the  mod  CDormous  errois, 
and  an  anfwcr  which  he  had  con- 
ticaally  received  in  the  American 
war.  It  wa»,  bowxver,  a  mode  of 
anfwering,  wl^ch  had  coll  this 
country  above  one  hundred  millions 
of  moneys  and  many,  many  thou- 
ikiids  of  men-  The  fame  topics 
were  reforled  to,  and  the  lame  fyf- 
tem  adijptedy  in  this  and  that  war ; 
and  the  conckifion  of  the  prefent 
might  be,  perhaps,  more  calami- 
tous to  this  country  tl^n  the  con- 
dufiou  of  tliat  had  been.  With 
refpc^t  to  any  difgrace  attaching  to 
the  negotiating  v/ith  the  prefent 
Tulers  of  France  ;  liad,  he  aiked, 
the  minifter  forgotten  that  he  him- 
felf  negotiated  with  M.  Chauveh'n, 
the  minifter  of  thcfe jacobins?  and 
that  lord  Auckland  negotiated  with 
Dumouriez,  the  then  agent  of  thcfe 
perfons  ^  As  far  a^  the  war  had 
proceeded,  jacobins  had  increafed 
ID  number  both  in  Germany  and 
Italy.  War  therefore  had  not  hi- 
therto tended  to  their  extermina- 
tion. On  a  divifion  of  the  houfe 
there  appeared  for  the  previous 
^ut:llTon  20S9  agai&d  it  (5.     "^ 

As  we  liave  found  it  the  mod 
convenient  and  perfpicuous  mode  of 
aFrangemeat  to  infert  the  details  of 
th«  war  under  the  affairs  of  France, 
which  enables  us  to  include  in  one 
view  the  oprratious  of  the  whole 
alliance,  we  (hall  not  interrupt  the 
chain  of  pai liamentai^y  proceedings 
m  tbiA  place  with   a  ucital  of  fo* 


reign  events.  It  may,  howcrcr,  be 
nccelTary  llightly  to  iuiimatc,  that 
the  armament  under  (Tr  Chailes 
Grey  .and  fir  John  Jervis  was  cau- 
nently  fuccclsfulin  the  Weft  Indies, 
and  the  iflands  of  iMartinico,  St. 
Lucia,  Guadaloupc,  and  their  de* 
pendencies  were  reduced  early  in 
the  campaign  under  the  poorer  of 
Brita'n.  Thefe,  iiovcver,  were  con- 
fidered  by  the  nation  as  fmall  a- 
chievements  in  compatiion  with  the 
brilliant  victory,  of  carl  Howe  on  tiiC 
id  of  June,  when  the  grand  f^oct 
of  France  was  completeh'  defeated 
TR-ith^the  lofs  of  7  fhips  of  the  line* 
fix  of  which  were  taken,  and  one 
funk  in  the  engagement. 

On  the  20th  of  May  the  una- 
nimous thanks  of  the  'houfe  of 
commons  were  voted  to  fir  Charles 
Grey  and  fir  John  Jervls,  for  their 
gallant  achievements  in  the  Wed 
Indies.  A  fimilar  vote  of  thanks 
to  lord  Howe  paHc-d  in  the  houfe 
of  lords  on  the  nth,  and  in  that 
of  the  commons  on  the  }6th  of 
June. 

On  the  lith  of  that  month 
lord  Grenville  moved  for  the  thanks 
of  the  houfe  to  lord  Hood^  on 
whofc  condud  in  the  Weft  In- 
dies, at  Toulon,  and  in  the  Medi- 
terianean  he  bcftowed  a  very  warm 
eulogiura. 

The  motion  was  oppt)fcd  by  the 
carl  of  Lauderdale.  The  th-inks 
of  the  twohoufes  were,  he  t.bfervcd, 
tiie  only  lionour  that  the  houfes  of 
parliament  could  bcftow,  and  there- 
fore ought  only  to  be  givtn  after 
undeniable  proof  of  great  and  me- 
ritorious fervices.  With  rcfpcd  to 
the  condud  of  the  admiral  at  Tou- 
lon, he  could  not,  he  laid,  perceive 
that  the  fmalleil  credit  accrued  to 
this  country.  The  crrcum dances 
attending  that  tranfadlon  were  un- 
favourable to  the  Brltilh  name,  and 
the  motion  came  with  pecuhar  im? 
propriety 
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propriety  frbih  liis  lordthip,  as  the 
language  of  lord  Hood  at  that  time 
was  a  nat  contradi£ii'oa  to  his  own. 
The  one  declared  his  intention  to 
reflore.thc  government  of  17^9; 
the  other^  the  old  government  of 
France.  Lord  Hood's  fervicea 
were  not  to  be  compared  with  thofc 
of  the  other  commanders  who 
had  received  the  thanks  of  the 
houfe. 

Lord  GtenviTle  dech'ned  entering 
into  the  affair  of  I'oulon,  as  it  had 
been  fpoken  of  by  his  majefly  in 
his  fpcech  from  the  throne,  and 
had  then  been  fully  difciifled.  He 
fpokc  of  the  fervices  of  lord  Hood 
on  that  occafion,  as  of  very  great 
advantage  to  this  country.  With 
rcfpccl  to  the  capitulation,  the 
conditions  of  a  treaty  were  to  be 
niadegoodas  far  as  the  contracting 
parties  had  it  in  their  powerto  make 
them  good ;  further  it  was  not  pof- 
fible  to  go.  H is  lordfhip  mentioned 
Corfica  as  a  fit  place  for  carrying 
French  prifoners  to.  He  was  certain 
that  officers  thought  toojuflly  to  be 
nieanly  jealous  of  other  officers  in- 
dividiifly  receiving  the  thanks  of 
parliament. 

^  Lord  Derby  obiefted  to  the  mo- 
tion, as  not  being  10  much  a  motion 
of  thanks  to  lord  Hood,  as  a  mo- 
tion from  minifters  to  thank  them- 
fflvcs.  He  fpoke  of  the  evacuation 
of  Toulon  as  fo  far  from  merito- 
rious, that  it  had  tamifhed  the  Uif- 
trc  of  our  other  conquefts  in  the  ex- 
treme. X^ulo*^  ^^^f  he  faidi  de- 
livered by  a  treaty*  every  article  of 
which  it  behoved  ns  to  obferve ; 
hut  we  had  violated  both  the  pro- 
niifc  we  had  made  of  reftoring  the 
conftitutioD  of  1789,  and  the  pro- 
mifc  to  guarantee  the  fleet.  In  or- 
^r  to  get  rid  of  the  motion,  his 
lordfhip  moved  the  previous  qirejUon^ 
Which  was    approved    by  the 


duke  of  Bedford,  who  urged  thut 
nothing  was  to  be  inferred  from  the 
filenee  of  the  honfe  refpctting  lord 
Hood  in  the  anfwer  to  his  miyefty's 
fpeech,  flncc  it  was  ?.  rule  to  ^^^ 
as  little  oppofition  as  poflible  to 
the  addrcfs  on  the  firft  day  of  the 
fcflion.  He  reprobated  the  con- 
dn£l  of  lord  Hood  at  To«ilon,  and 
tlie  breach  of  the  conditions  made 
with  the  Toulonefe  in  taking  the 
French  to  Coriica,  as  it  was  not 
ftipulated  with  them  that  they 
fliould  be  taken  there.  Much  more 
might,  he  thought,  have  been  done 
in  the  time  in  Corfica  \  and  with 
refpeA  to  the  taking*  of  Badia,  his 
grace  thought  the  importance  of 
the  conqueft  was  much  exaggerated 
by  the  miniiler,  as,  according  to 
the  Gazette  account,  there  w«-e 
only  feven  men  killed,  and  thir- 
teen woundf  d ;  which  was  a  pretty 
fure  proof  that  but  very  little  force 
had  been  ufed.  The  delay  hia 
grace  attributed  to  difCsnfioQS  a- 
mongft  the  troops. 

Lord  "Ha^kefbury  confidered 
what  had  pafled  at  Toulon  as  ex- 
tremely advantageons  to  this  coun- 
try as  a  maritime  power,  and  re- 
plied to  every  part  of  the  duke  of 
Bedford's  fpcech.  A  very  warm 
alteroation  enfued*  in  which  lord 
Lauderdale  urged  the  greater  pro- 
priety of  voting  a  motion  of  thinks 
to  the  duke  of  York  for  his  con- 
du6t  at  Valenciennes,  and  inti- 
mated his  delire,  if  the  original  mo- 
tion was  carried,  that  colonel  Vil- 
lette  the  commander  of  the  land 
forces  (liould  be  included  in  the 
vote  of  thanks.  The  motion  of 
lord  Gri^nville  was  carried  by  a  con- 
fideiable  majority  1  but  a  proteil 
was,  on  this  occaiion,  entered,  which 
was  ficjned  by  the  duke  of  Bedford, 
and  the  earls  Albemarle,  Lauder- 
dale;  Derbyi  and  Tbanet.

t.  IWcatifc  It  has  not  been  the 
prance  of  this  houfe  to  rote 
thanks  to  officers  commaTiding  h\i 
iiiajefty*«  ferccs  by  fca  or  land,  ex- 
cept on  occafio««  where  they  have 
CBirnently  advanced  the  honoor  and 
promoted  the  iniercfts  of  their 
country,  by  the  mpft  important 
and  acknowled;3^ed  fenrices. 

f .  Becaufe,  by  voting  the  thanks 
lof  this  houfe  except  in  inch  in- 
ftancesy  we  dimiaifh  the  value  of 
the  mo(V  honourable  reward  we 
have  it  in  our  power  to  confer,  and 
leifen  one  of  the  bell  incitements  to 
future  fervice. 

5.  Becanfe  the  redaftion*  of 
Baftifi  does  not  in  itfelf  appear  to  us 
to  be  fuch  a  fervice  H^  calls  upon 
%hh  houfe  for  any  extraordinary 
mark  of  approbation  or  applaufe. 

4.  •  Becauie,  whatever  the  merit 
of  that  fervice  may  be,  the  other 
admtrali  of  the  fleet,  and  the  com- 
manding officers  of  his  majefty*6 
Jand  forces,  muft  have  had  their  fliare 
in  it;  and  to  refufe  thanking  them, 
as  had  been  ufual  on  limilar  occa- 
fions,  appears  to  us  to  juftifv  an 
opinion,  that  the  vote  of  thanks  to 
lord  Hood  originated  from  fome 
motive  of  a  private  and  perfonal 
nature,  whtch  it  is  improper  for 
/this  hoiifc  to  countenance. 

c,  Bccaufe  even  mimftcrs  thcm^ 
fclvca  do  not  fcem,  in  the  fir  ft  in- 
ftance,  to  hftve  confidcrpd  that  fer- 
vice as  entitled  to  fuch  a  mark  of 
approbation  ;  for,  though  accounts  • 
had  been  received  of  the  reduftion 
of  Baftia,  previous  to  thofe  of  the 
viclor)'  obtained  by  the  fleet  undrr 
^he  command  of  earl  Howe,  no  in- 
tention was  announred  of  moving  a 
rote  of  thaojcs  to  lord  Hopd,  ^lil 


this  houfe  had  pa'd  the  jaft  trw 
bnte  of  ;;^titude  and  honour  ftfi- 
that  moft  important  and  fpleadid 
vi6lary. 

On  the  2dth  of  Jane  Mr.  IXindav 
moved  fer  the  thanks  of  the  houfe 
of  commons  to  lord  Hood,  which 
was  oppofed  in  a  very  able  ^ech 
by  Mr.  Sheridan,  priocipally  on  the 
grounds  urged  in  the  other  hooTc. 
After  a  fpirited  debate,  which  was 
fupported  on  the  fide  of  mioifiry 
by  Mr.  Pitt,  Mr.  Addington,  Mr. 
Law,    Mr.   fcrjeant  Watfon,   and 
Mr.  Burke,  and  oppofed  by  Mr. 
Sheridan  and  Mr.  Fox,  the  moixoia 
of 'thanks  wgs    carried  without   9. 
divifion. 

Qp  the  17th  of  June  fir  Watkia 
Lewes  moved  for  leave  to  bring  129 
a  **  bill  for  the  better  regulation  of 
the  city  militia.*'    He  ibited   that 
the  prefent  manner  in  which  the 
militia  of  the  metropolis  was  regu- 
lated, waa  attended  with  many  dif- 
advantages,  and  that  they  were  not 
adequate  to  the  defence  of  the  city. 
He  wifhed  to  have  them  put  upon  the 
fame  footing  with  the  other  militia 
of  the  kingdom.     One  regiment 
was  to  be  conftantly  employed  in 
the  city,  and  the  other  fhould  be 
liable  to  any  removal  which  might 
be  thought  proper.     The  bill  wa« 
oppofed  by  Mr.  ShefidaiK  who  ob- 
ferved,  that  the  city  had  been  well 
prote6ted  under  its  prefent  military 
eftabh'fhment,  and  he  did  not  con- 
ceive there  was  any  deHre  on  their 
part    for    a  change.      Upon   the 
queftion  for  engroffing  it,  Mr.  She- 
ridan  again  objcfted  to  it.      He 
thought  the  claufesnot  fuch  as  were 
Warranted  by  the  preamble  to  th« 
bill,   which   fet  forth,    that   there 
were    fome  defeats  in  the  militia 
eftablifhment ;  and  in  order  to  it- 
medy  fuch  defers  the  bill  entirely 
dedroyed  t)ic  ancient  conftitutionol 
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force  of  tic  city.    Tfccir    prefcnt 
force  was  nine  thoafaad  a^n>  which» 
if  properly  managed,  would  be  an. 
effcftual    protc^jon  for   the  city* 
In  place  ot  thi«  force,  it  was  pro- 
poffd  to  fnibAitiite  two  reghnentt  of 
nraitia,  which  were  to  be  under  the 
coniroul  of  the  king,  and  to  add 
to  the  influence  of  the  crown,  con-  . 
Siting  but  of  fix  hundred  men  ^ach,' 
wl.lch  did  not  appear  to  hinv  to  be 
any  improvement   of   its  military 
Ibfce.     He   thought  the   jneafurc 
fraught  with  mikhief,  and  fo  re- 
pugnant to  the  Ipirit  of  freedom, 
tiiat  bad  efcr  drftinguilhed  the  me- 
tropolis, that  he  could  not  conceiye 
the  inhabitants  had  been  confulted 
upon  the  fubjeA.  If  theyhad  acceded 
to  it,  they  had  acceded  to  a  pufilla- 
nimous  abandonment  of  thek*  mod 
valuable  rights^and  privileges.  They 
were  to  give  up  the  j)ower  they  had 
long  enjoyed  by  chs.  ter  of  defend- 
ing ihcmfelves  by  a  force  fclc<5led 
from  their  ow»  body,  and  fubjed^ 
only  to  their  own  laws.     Had  the 
titiwns  of  L.ondon  thoroughly  un- 
dcrftood  the  extent  of  the  bill,  they 
woiild  not  have  inilruft^d  their  re- 
prcfeniatives  to  fnpport  it.     It  was 
a  link  of  that   chain  of  innovation 
on  ibc  rights  of  the  people,  which 
•liara£lerifcd   the  prefent  |idmini- 
ftratiou^  and   another   attempt  to 
convert    the    government    of   the 
country   Into  an   abfolutc   monar- 
chy, and  to  introduce  a  military 
Jovernment. 

Sir  James  Sanderfon  faid,  that 
»11  poffible  meana  were  ufed  to  Ten- 
^r  the  defence  of  the  city  by 
railing  a  militia  by  the  former  law 
prafticable,  but  without  fucccfs.  It 
»'a8,  he  faid,  the  fenfc  of  the  city, 
»d  bis  own  convi6lion,  that  the 
•ity  was  fafcr  with  the  twelve  hun- 
iicd  difciplined  men,  than  with  th<j 
armed  multitude"  which  had  been 
icfewed  to>  if  they  tould  ever  be 


raifed,  which  he  thought  unlikelyw 
The  old  force  of  the  tity  was,  he 
contended,  of  no  ufe  whatever,  npr 
ever  had  been  fo.  The  bill  Was 
further  fupported  by  Mr.  Dnbdas, 
who  faid,  themeafurc  liad  originat* 
ed  in  thei.  city,  which  had  ileppcd 
forth  in  fupport  of  good  order  ao4 
for  mtemil  defence.  The  citaea* 
had  c'onfidered  it  maturely^  and 
knew  it  to  be  a  proper  meafure^ 
They  underltood  tlicir  inteicHa  to<^ 
well  to  need  a  warning  voice.  They 
knew  the  value  of  the  blellings  they 
enjoyed,  and  had  too  mycb  good 
funk  ever  to  abandon  them  but  with 
their  lives. 

Mr.  Sheridan  pvofeffed  hia  fur- 
pi  ife  at  hearing  the  old  city  ell«^- 
blifhment  fo  diiparaged,  particularly 
by  a  ^eai  military  comrnander  (fir 
James  8aunderfon>  who  bad  on  « 
former  occaiion  rtceived  thanks  for 
his  condu^.  ^hat  gentleman  had 
forgotten  the  fervices  that  the  mi- 
litia had  rendered  to  this  country  Ji> 
the  times  of  Charles  I.  paiticuUrly 
at  the  ^^^t  of  Glouceder.  It  was 
true  he  might  want  the  military  air 
of  hia  friend  who  fat  near  hira 
(Colonel  Cawthorne),  but  he  miglit 
neverthclefa  poflefs  talents  fuflicicnt 
to  improve  the  prefent  force  of  the 
city,  and  not  lend  his  aid  to  deftroy 
it.  The  occafiona  on  which  tin* 
militia  was  to  be  called  out,  were^ 
he  faid,  notorioiiny  vague.  One 
of  them  was  imminent  danger  of 
rcbelllun.  •  Tlie  habeas  corpus  aft 
was  fufp ended,  the  militia  cal!);d 
out,  and  the  parliament  fuddenly  af- 
fembled,  on  account  of  intended  in« 
valVons  and  apprehended  infurrcc- 
tions.  Tlie  city  force  was  now  at 
the  difpofalof  the  ci'y.  If  this  force 
were  fupeifcdcd,  the  new  militia 
would  be  entirely  at  the  difpolal  of 
tlic  crown.  To  give  time  for  the 
better  underftanding  of  the  bill, 
Mr.  Sheridan  moved  for  an  adjourn* 
\  '  meat 
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neat  of  three  dayB^  which  wa3 
negatived  by  a  very  conGderable 
maiorityy  aod  the  bill  aMooordingiy 
pafFed.  » 

On  theioth<^JuRCfthedaypre- 
TIU138  to  the  prorogatioo  of  {>arlia- 
loent,  Mr.  Shsridan  jnovcd  for  aa 
mccount  of  the  money  ifliicd  for  the 
'  king  of  Pruffia,  in  pvirfuance  of  the 
txeaty  (x^tween  H>^  maje  Ay  ^and  the 
king  of  Pnifiia,  together  with  an 
•account  of  the  troops  employed  by 
him  in  concert  with  hi6<  majefly'« 
troops^  in  purfuance  of  that  treaty, 
lie  prefaced  this  motion  by  a  fpee,ch 
of  very  conAderable  kngth,  is 
which  with  great  ability  he  recapir 
^abted  the  conduct  of  mioifters  in 
the  profecution  of  the  prefcnt  war, 
and  iniifted  upon  th6  neccifity  of  in- 
squiring  why  all  their  expectations 
refpe^ing  it  had  been  difappointcd. 
"Whatever  they  had  afkcd  from  the 
nation  bad  been .  granted,  yet  all 
hopes  and  expe^ations  had  ended 
in  difgrace,  defeat,  and  difader ! 
All  this  called  for  an  inquiry  into 
the  caufe.  He  wifhed  to  know 
whether  the  plan  of  marching  to 
Earis  had  been  difappointcd  by  the 
king  of  Pru£Sa  ;  whether  that  mo- 
narch had  received  bis  fubfidy,  and 
what  troops  he  had  furnifhed  in 
confcqu^ce  of  it  ?  He  did  not 
imagine  fhe  miniiler  would  afTert 
that  the  king  of  PruiTia  was  affiAing 
the  alliance  againll  France,  by  maf- 
^cringthc  Poles.  If  he  urged  that 
he  did  not  imagine  the  king  of 
Pruilia  would  have  aded  as  he  had 
done,  it  was  his  bufinefb  fo  to  have 
thought ;  for  he  was  warned  of  it  in 
the  debates  on  granting  tha  fubfi- 
dy, and  ought  to  have  expedied  it 
from  the  chara6ier  of  the  monarch. 
He  was  warned  alfoof  what  might 
be  the  condu6i  of  the  emperor  and 
the  otlier  allies.|  The  miaider  mull 
have  been  awace  of  the  immenfe 
numbers  of  the  f'reuch,  and  he  had 
himfelf  faid  that  they  were  an 
I 


**  armed   nation."      Why,   when 
thefe   adverfe  events  took  place  in 
Flanders,  were  the  troops  fuSered 
to  hover  on  the  coafb  of  Hamp- 
ihire?  The  avowed  objefi  of  the 
war  was,  he  faid,  well  known  to  be 
unattainable  ;  it  became  the  houlc 
therefore  to  call  upon  minifters  to 
flay,    whether   they   perfcvcred   ia 
that/}bje6t.     From  fome  new  poli- 
tical alliances  .which  had  been  forni- 
ed,  he  fufpeded  a  deeper  and  more 
ftubbom  principle  for  prpftcutin^ 
the  war  had  been  adopted,  and  that 
tbefe  new  appointments  hoifted  the 
bloody  flaff,  to  declare  that  war  was 
to»»be  earned  on  till  cither  the  go- 
vernment of  France  was  exterminat- 
ed, or  England  fell  in  the  attempt. 
Explanation  was  flrongly.  urged  as 
further  ncccffary  on   the  fubjeft  of 
our  difference  with  America;  but  as 
nothing  that  adrainiftration  could  do 
could  pofilbly  fetisfy  the  Americans, 
without  the  exprtfs  lecognition  of 
parliament,  he  thought  that  of  it- 
ftlf  a  very  good  rcafon  why  parli- 
ament fliould  not  at  this  time  be 
prorogued.     If  the  miniftcr  was  in- 
clined to  give  the  houfe  -any  infor- 
mation refpeftlug  America,  or  any 
explanation  jef peeling  the  money 
paid    in     part    of     the     Pruflian 
fubfidy,  apd    the  fubfequent   con- 
duA    of   the   king,  of  rruffia;    if 
he  was  willing  tio  give  the  houfe  any 
explanation  as  to  the  obje6l  of  the 
war;  then,  Mr.  Sheridan  faid,   he 
fhould  addrefs  his  roajefty  not  to 
prorogue  parliament  till  an  oppor- 
tunity Ihoiild  be  had  of  receiving 
fuch  information.      The  ^flertion 
that  we  muft  not  make  peace,  be- 
caufe  we  mud  have  fecurity  for  the 
future,  and  the  French  had  not  a 
government  that  we  could  depend 
upon,  of  all  the  infulting  mocke- 
ries that  ever  tired  the  patience  of 
man  was  the  moft  infulting.     The 
engagements  of  the  allies  faithfully 
toco-operate,  and  even  our  own  pro- 
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iiTt  s  of  prote^jon  to  the  roralifts, 
x\\  uad    ^U     been   ftiamrfttliy  vio- 
ul\   yet    wc    talked  of  fec«r(t>-. 
i'l.c  only  power  in   Europe  which 
L-d  b^en  faithful   to  its   proimifes 
C'.i   France.      She  liad  faid  'th«it, 
r.rilt  handed,      ftic    would     %ht 
^Vi   ihe    dcfpots    of  Europe,    arid 
fli  •    kept    Tier    word ;  —  fhe    de- 
^'vtd    fhe    would    drive   ii$  from 
'loilon,   and  (he  kept  her  word; 
—(he  affirmed  Ihc  would  drive  the 
rniffians  to  the  other  fide  of  the 
Rhine,    s^nd    flie    kept   her  word; 
— ftie  aflertcd   fhe  wbnld  beat  the 
I'lkh  out  of  Flanders,  and  (he  kept 
her  word.     Why  then  was  France 
to  be  called  the  only  power  in  Eu- 
rope on  which  no  relfancc   could 
ht  placed  ?  In  all  the  points  in  which 
he  could  view  our  fituation,  he  fald 
In  faw  abundant  rtafon  for  parlia- 
tr^al  entering    into    an    examlna- 
»«'nof  it,  and  cofrtinj^  to  fome  de- 
ttrminarion  for  the   fatis^fadh'on  of 
ilic  public* 

Mr.  Sheiidan  drongly  ridiculed 
l'^Ti\e  projected  arrangements  in 
*ji-  cabinet,  and  eicpreflVd  his 
^'•'^*»'ine  hope,  that  if  this  mad 
crjiade  was  yet  to  be  continued, 
^12  deluded  people  of  this  country 
^\>uld  at  length  turn  their  eyes, 
^^i^T  hearts,  and  their  minds^  to

fne  obeft  of"  the  war  was  again 
avowed  by  Mr.  PIrt  to  b*^  the*  de- 
Krvidlion  uf  the  jacobin  giU'crn- 
ip.^nt  of  France.  It  was  not,  he 
[aj(l,  a  war  of  eictermination,  nor 
1^'  objeA  the  conqueft  of  France, 
out  the*  emancipation  of  that  un- 
happy country }  for  no  argument 
^^Id  lead  him  to  believe,  that  a 
numerous  and  enlightened  people 
w^uld  wiUinoply  fubwit  to  the  m oft 
^^^'iic  and  languinary  defpottlin. 


It  was  impoflxble  to  put  an  end  to 

thifr,  without  deftroying  the  pre* 
fcnt  ^owrnmeot  of  France^  Thk 
object  had  been  avowed  in  his  ma- 
jelly's  declaration  ii^i  the 'courfe  of 
the  IaA  fummer,  in  hi  a  fpcech  at  the 
clofe^f  the  lall  TcllTons,  and  at  the 
beginning  of  the  prefent.  He 
^wc^t  at  much  iength  upon  the 
magnitude  of  oi/r  g^iint,  in  oompari* 
fon  with  thofe  of  the  enemy,  iittd^ 
however,  thedifappointmenta  expe* 
rienced  by  the  allied  parties  bcea 
tenfold  greater  than  they  appeared 
to  be,  even  through  the  raift  of 
exaggerated  mifrcprefentation,  it 
could  not  make  an  atom  of  differ- ' 
ence,  as  to  the  only  method  whick 
prudeiKre  reqaired  for  the  (afcty  of 
this  realm,  and  the  prefcrvation  -of 
order.  With  rcfpeft  to  the  treaty 
with  the  king  of  Pruffiat  »T)d  the 
employment  of  the  troops  promifiad 
by  hini,  Mr,  Pitt  thought  none 
who  wiftied  well  to  tfie  operations 
of  the  combined  armies  and  die 
fuccefs  of  the  caufe,  would  wifli 
that  queftion  anfwered  in  the  midft 
of  a  campaign.  While  negotiatio« 
was  pending  with  America,  he 
thought  it  equally  imj>roper  to  ftatc 
any  circumihince  rcfpeding  it.  A« 
to  the  general  grounds  of  pcrfe- 
vering  in  the  war,  he  did  not  fuf- 
pe<iit  the  fentiments  of  the  boufe  or 
of  the  nation  were  changed.  What 
then  was  to  be  gained  by,  adjoura- 
in^  inftead  of  proroguing  parlia- 
ment ?  As  mini  iters  were  refpon- 
fible  to  parliament  for  the  conduiSk 
of  the  war,  it  did  not  require  the 
fittinjr  of  padiament  to  wsrtch  that 
condu^i  ;  and  their  intciferenoe 
with  the  condu4^  of  the  king  of 
Pruilia  and  the  affairs  of  America 
wbuld  be  highly  injudicious  and 
improper.  Mr.  Pitt  ended  by  an 
eailo^um  on  the  talents  and  virtues 
of  the  new  converts  to  miniitry^ 
and  on  their  devotiou  t4>the  beaeHl 
of  tbia'country. 
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Mr.  Grey  ftid,  that  their  ferccly- 
'€xtfted  any  dificrencc  between  the 
chje£k  as  avowed  by  nnlmfters,  and 
that  charged  ^p;ainL\  thtm  by  the 
eppoiition*  Mr.  Sheridan  had 
flattd  I  hit  exierminahon  >to»  the  oh- 
ydi  of  ministers:  his  oppojKnt  feid,' 
it  was  only  the  dcilra^tiorf  of  the 
p'el  cut  govern  mt'nt  of  I'ranci  ifcat 
was  the  obje^.  H<  was  himfelflo-  - 
tally  at  a  lofs  to  difcovcr  where  the 
cflTenfal  diffcrerxe  between  the  two 
ideas  conveyed  by  tliofe  v/ords  lay. 
Oppofition  had  been  accufcd  of 
Laving  teriued  the  tvar  bilhtm  ufqus 
'md  ihierncc'ionenu  Thofc  words  had 
indeed  been  ufeJ  by  one  who  at  that 
time  dif played  h}s  abilities  in  ex- 
pofing  the  condiK^  of  minldf)',  but 
who  was  now  to  be  war  inifiirter. 
Jt  had  been  faid  that  the  objed  i>f 
the  war  was  not  to  deftroy,  bat  re- 
store. Wa*  that  objcft  to  be  a- 
chievcd  by  ailiiting  the  French 
agalnft  each  otiier  ?  Were  not  two 
difiiftrouft  campaigns  fuflicicnt  to 
convince  us  of  the  futility  of  fuch 
an  attempt  ?  Wc:c  the  people  of 
Toulon  or  the  inhabitants  en  ihe 
northern  frontier  to  be  adduced  as 
in  dances  of  what  m:ght  be  expcd- 
<d  from  ^he  co-opciation  of  the 
loyal  French  with  our  arraies? 
V'here  were  iliufc  inch'nations 
which  were  pretended  to  be  difco- 
teied  in  the  hea>ts  of  tboufands, 
wlicn  an  opportunity  fliould  he  pre- 
fentcd  to  them  ?  If  in  the  courfe  of 
laft  year's  campaign  \ye  were  un- 
able to  n)akc  ai»y  imprefiion,  even 
during  a  rebellion  in  the  couTitry, 
,whal  was  to  be  exptdied  wiien  the 
government  "vvau  becofftc  cnefgetic^ 
tlieir  rcfouvces  it-gnlHr,  and  tFieir 
•miics  iiicrtaftd  ?  He  alked  how 
long  it  w'juld  be  before  we  acknow- 
ledged a  republic,  which  ii?a ner  or 
kter  he  btlicved  we  ftiould  betiblig*- 
ed  to  acknowledge;  and  demon- 
ft rated  the  iimilarity  between  ih6 
laoguagc  and  cuAduU  purfucd  at 


tKis  tinlc- and  Haffng  tfie  KiiituC^M 
war.    In  wi/hing  for  pcace^  he  faid, 
he  meant  no  fuch  thing  as  fuinj;  to, 
any  people  in  the  worlj ;  he  wiihed 
ft  on  no  other  terms  but  fuch  as 
were  confi'ftent  with  the  honour  and. 
digtfity  equally  with  the  fntcrefis  of 
the  nation.     He  therefore  had  no 
hefitatiott"  to  exhort  the  houfc  la 
acknowfedge  the  French  rq)ublic. 
The  explicit  declaration  of  a  conti- 
suatloD  of  hoftilities  from' the  mi- 
ni Her,  wot>ld,  he  hoped^  roufe  the 
nation  to  an  interference  neccffary; 
for  their  fatvation.  Tie  doubted  not 
that  numbtrs,  jvidj^ing  from  the  fa- 
cility with  which  he  Is/d  relinqtiifh- 
ed  former  aTIationjs  had  hv>pe<Lhe 
would  have  done  fo  In  the  prefent 
inrtance,  and  tefting  on  that  hope 
had  hitherto  acqiiicfced.   Mr.  Gicy 
ridiculed  what  be  called  the  Ilalc 
trick  of  ft  ate  fccret.    The  motion 
went  not,  he  fa  Id,   to  invcftigatc 
into  caufes  and  effects,  but  merely 
to  afcertain  a  matter  of  facV,  whe- 
ther the  money  had  been  paid,  and 
whether  the   isoOff^  (lipulated  for 
were  employed.     This  was  to  be 
anfwered  by  the  word  which  had- 
fr.ch  a  charm  tn  it— a  fccret.    The 
whole  was  indeed  afecret— a  fecret, 
why  the  treaty  was  entered  into  at 
all — a  fecret,  why  fuch  an  *6normous 
fum  of  money  was  granted — and  a 
fccret >  where  the  troops  fo  paid  for 
were  to  bs  found.    The  only  thing 
that  was  not  a  fecntt,  was  that  the 
king  of  Prufila  had  received  a  con- 
fider;.ble  part  of  tlie  money.    Statt 
feerccy  was  alfo  urged  to  what  i<^ 
la  ted  to  America^  tlie  motion  with 
regard  to  which  had  only  been  made 
.to  afford  parliament'  au  opportunity 
of  preventing  a  waf. 

In  the  courfe  of  the  aebatc  ma- 
ny pLrfunal  charges  were  made 
by  the  minitttr  agai'ift  the  mem» 
bors  of  the  opJ>olition,  and  by 
thu  oppolhion*  agahiit  tite  mini* 
fltr.    At  tliC  Uulc  of  it  Mrl  iberi- 
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^n  ft^tcd,  that  as  any  account  of 
the  Pniflian  troops,  &c«  was  re- 
fufcd,  he  Oiouki  not  trouUe  tHe 
houfe  with  any  further  mot  ion* 

On  the  7th  Jnly  (Monday)  lord 
Amhcifl  moved  for  an  adjournment 
till  Friday*  As  this  vras  the  day 
00  which  the  prorogation  of  par- 
liament was  expe^ed  to  take  place* 
ihc  carl  of  Lauderdale  objetfted 
to  the  adjournment,  allegirig  that 
fome  proportions  fliould  he  o£k*red 
to  the  confideration  of  the  houfe 
previjQg  to  its  prorogation »  and 
noved  for  an  adjournment  toThurf- 
daj.  This  motion  was  however 
negatived;  and  that  for  Friday  being 
about  to  be  put,  the  duke  of  Nor- 
folk declared  his  intention  of  mov- 
ing on  Friday  for  permiflion  for  the 
houfe  to  continue  fitting  fome  time 
longer,  that  it  might  l^  enabled  fo 
^liberate  on  important  affairs. 
This  he  meant  to  do»  unlefs  he 
ftould  in  the  interina  receive  fuch 
information  from  any  of  his  maje- 
fty's  minifter*  as  (hould  render  the 
motion  unneceflary. 

On  Friday  July  xith,  feveral 
peersi  amongfi  whom  was  the  duke 
of  Norfolk*  being  aifembled  in  the 
houfe,  the  earl  of  Lauderdale  re- 
probated in  fevere  terms  the  abfence 
of  th;  lord  chancellor,  which  he 
reprefented  as  intended  to  prevent 
hU  grace  from  coming  forward  with 
the  motion  he  had  propofed.  His 
lofdfhip  moved  that  the  houfe 
ibould  immediat^y  proceed  td  the 
cledion  of  a  new  fpeaker.  Soon 
afterwards  the  lord  chancellor  arriv* 
<d ;  but  after  the  necefbry  forma* 
litics  on  this  occafion  were  gone 
through,  the  duke  of  Norfolk  ob- 
ferved*  that  as  there  was  not  fufS* 
oicnt  time  for  debating  the  motion 
of  which  he  had  given  notice,  he 
ihould  decline  giving  their  lordtfiips 
any  further  trouble.  His  majeily 
then  came  down  in  fittc  to  the 
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houfe  of  lords,  and  ad  ufiud  ttrmU 
nated  the  fcfiion  by  a  fpeech  to  both 
houCes  of  parliament. 

In  whatever I'^ht  wem^ybe  con* 
fidercd  by  the  partifan9  of  mini- 
ttrji  we  can  Cafely  aflure  them^ 
it  is  with  pnn  that  we  record 
any  drcumftance  whatever  that  re* 
Icds  the  flighteft  difcredit  upoil 
government.  We  fhould  however 
be  culpably  negligent  of  our  duty^ 
if  on  any  occaiicn  we  omitted  to 
fubmit  the  whoU  truth  to  the  confi* 
deration  of  our  readers ;  and  indeed 
fuch  cond|u6i  would  rather  be  inju- 
rious than  friendly  to  govern  fneiit» 
InfaiiibiHty  is  not  the  portion  of 
human  nature  :  if  miniflers  would 
wifli  toadt  wcllfor  thcircountry ,  they 
nluft  be  warned  of  their  mi  (lakes* 
He  18  no  friend  to  the  crovernment 
and  conftitution,  who  m  fullen  ii- 
lence  broods  over  the  misfortunes  of 
his  country,  and  tits  fccretly  rejoic- 
ing over  every  repetition  of  cnt>r# 
till  ruin  comes  like  a  torrent  on 
the  nation,  and  overwhelms  all  that 
is  eftimable  in  civil  fociety !  Under 
this  imprefCon,  at  the  concluHon  of 
our  laft  detail  of  domettic  afikirs^ 
we  noticed  the  truly  impolitic  or- 
der of  council  of  November  6, 
which,  had  it  «ot  been  afterwards 
revoked,  muft  infiillibly  have  in* 
volved  thefe  kingdoms  in  hoftilitiei 
with  the  United  States  of  Ameri- 
ca,  Wc  cannot  be  iurprifed  if 
fuch  an  order,  added  to  the  previ* 
.ous  a^of  aggreflion  in  feizingand 
detaining  the  merchant  fliips  of 
America,  (hould  have  a  natural 
tendency  to  alarm  the  jealoufy  of  a 
free  and  independent  people.  Nhta 
jealoufy  was  increafed  by  another 
meafure  equally  imjuft,  ufelefs,  and 
impolitic ;  and  that  was  the  re*oc- 
cupation  of  certain  forts  within  the 
boundary  line,  which  were  to  have 
been  ceded  by  the  peaceof  1783,  and 
which  moft  unaccountably  had  been 
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repoflHTcd  by  the  llcftitetiaz^  go- 
vrrnor  of  Canada*  The  very  ex- 
traordioaiy.  fpeedh  of  lord  Dor- 
ehefier  to  the  Indkras,  the  authen- 
ticity of  which  wad  moft  umucounf- 
oily  denied  by  Mr,  Dundas  in  the 
houfe  of  commons,  was  well  calca- 
Uted  to  raife  ihefe  fufpidons  into  a 
flame. 

It  18  the  part  of  the  hiflorian 
to  record  even  the  fentiments  of 
different  parties  upon  political 
topics  ;  and  without  fubfcribing 
to  the  opinion,  it. may  not  be  im- 
proper to  remark,  that  from  thefe 
circumftances  it  was  fufpeded  by 
ibmc,  that  minifters,  in  the  height 
of  their  exultation  on  the  viAories 
in  Flanders,  had  adually  entertain- 
ed expedations  of  reducing  not 
only  France  but  America  to  a  ftale 
of  fubJeAion.  This  alone,  thev 
obferve,  will  account  for  counfeu 
which  could  only  irritate,  orders  if- 
fued  only  to  be  revoked*  Weak 
and  incapable  men,  they  add,  are 
ever  infolent  and  arrogant  in  pro- 
fperity,  abjcd  in  adverfe  fortune. 
Unfteady  councils  and  irregular  and 
eccentric  m^afures  are  the  neccffary 
confequences  of  fucli  a  charaAer. 
Their  proceedings  are  not  the  refult 
of  uniform  wifdom,  of  a  fyftem 
founded  upon  full  confideration 
and  ample  knowledge;  they  flow 
from  exijltng  drcumfiances^  ana  their 
conduA  is  a  political  Proteus,  which 
varies  its  appearauce  upon  every 
change*  « 

,  Such  were  the  reafonings  adopt- 
ed on  this  occafion  by  the  oppo- 
nents of  minidry,  while  they  were 
juflified  by  tlieir  friends  on  the  prin- 
ciple of  neccffity.  The  only  hope 
of  fuccefs,  they  obierve,  in  the 
prcfent  conteft,  was  that  of  ftarving 
France  into  difcontent  and  infur- 
rcdion.  To  intercept  their  fup- 
plics  was  the  only  mode  of  effe^ing 
this  purpofe,  and  with  this  viewtho 


order  of  council  was  itfiiM.  Thr^ 
forts  were  Teoccupied,becatife  it  wa» 
poffible  that  this  necelhry  meafore 
might  involve  us  in  hoftiHties  with 
the  American  Hates ;  and  the  fpeech 
of  lorci  Dorchcfter  was  not  intended 
to  excite  the  Itidians  toimmediAte' 
hofttlities,  but  to  fecure  their  alii* 
apce  in  eafe  of  fncb  an  event. 
'  To  this  flateipent  of  the  «rg»> 
mentr  on  both  fides  we  (hall  not 
add  any  eonjc6hiral  eomnMnt  of 
our  own.  Whether  the  revcrfe  of 
fortune  in  Jthe  Netherlands  reprelled 
the  pride  and  prefumption  of  mint- 
fters,  or  whetner  the  arrangement 
was  the  pttre  refuk  of  their  wifdom 
and  their  jnfticc,  we  cannot  bat 
fittcerely  rejoice  in  the  event,  and 
exttk  that  Britain  was  fbrttliliitdy 
refcued  fit>m  the  moft  diiafhtMM 
war,  and  the  mofi  affliding  fitua- 
tion  in  which  flie  could  poffiUy  be 
involved. 

In  the tnonni  of  Apni  Mr*  Jbfio Jtyt 
chief  juftice  of  th«  United  States, 
was  appointed  by  the  prefident,  and 
his  appointment  was  confirmed  by 
cbngrefs,  at  minifter  pleotpotentiBry 
to  adjuft  the  points  iti  dispute  be- 
tween the  republic  and  Great  Bri* 
tain.  His  reception  at  the  court  of 
London,  wc  have  underftood,  was 
at  fir  ft  cool  and  revoking,  and  but 
little  hope  was  entertained  of  an 
amicable  termination.  The  oppo- 
nents of  miniilry  infift,-  that  in  pro- 
portion as  the  allied  armies  on  the 
continent  retreatedt  the  negotiation 
with  the  American  mii&er  ad- 
vanced. 

On  the  jotb  of  July  Mr.  ^y 
prefented  a  memorisi  to  the  fecre- 
tary  of  (late,  fettinpr  forth  the 
caufes  of  complaint  aUeged  agatnft 
Great  Britain  on  the  part  of 
America  with  refpe^  to  captmes. 
He.  it  ftated  that  a  very  confider- 
able  number  of  American  veflela 
had  been  trtegufaorly  captured  i  And 
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tt  ^pfpt>4^  c<yidcxnncd,  by  ccr^ 
tain    pf  his  majeftj^t  officers  and 
judg««;^Dd  thatthefe  jrregulantks 
cxtcmdcd  not  oply.  to  the  kizu^ 
and    coodemxsyiUoo   pi   Amerkaa. 
vcHcU  and  property^  and  tp  umx-. 
foal  perfoiiat  feveritkf^  hftt  ctc^l  to 
the  impreirnKot  of  American  citi^. 
zens  to-  fe^e^  oa  board  of  armed 
vcflcU,  &c.*rTJic  anAfer.  oi   Jw:d 
GrenTiQe  i^  dated  Ajiguft  aftr^^d 
candidly  a4HUt8v  that  ih  /o  extcnfive 
a  naval  war  no  care  covid  prevent 
feaoe    irr^ularitiefi    frooi    taking 
place  I  fyi%^  i^tioiaua  hU  o^jeflyfa 
wifhca  to  reader  complete  aod  im*^ 
parti^  jui(Ucfi  to  all  the  citizena  o£ 
Aiaerft<:a  ;  and  adds,  ,that  the  fullcft 
opportunity  fhoul^  be  eiven  to  all 
to  prefer  tfaear  comptarats,.  and  tQ 
obtain    rodnefa   and   compenfatlon 
where  due.    With  refpedt  to   die 
imprefg,  lord  GrenviUe  afTures  Mr. 
Jay,  that  if  in  any  inftance  Ame* 
rican  faam:^ 'had been  ioQipreiied  in- 
to hia-  inajefty'i  ferYrce>  u  was  con- 
tiary  to  ehe  king^a  defire,  and'muft 
have  ariOai  from. the  difBculty  of 
diicriaiiliaUng  between.  EritiCh  and 
American  leamcn  ;  but  undertakes 
that  every' means  of  redrefs  (hould 
he  fpeedily   emph^^^  at)d.  orders 
iffued  to  prevent  a  repetition  oB 
fuch  inegularitics^ 

From  this  period  the  negotiation 
appears  to  baye  proceeded  in  a  train 
of  amicable  aGConjmodationy  and  a 
treaty  of  amity  and  commerce  has 
fincebten  concluded  between  Great 
Britain  and  America.-^But  this  is 
»  fubje£l,  the  detail  of  which  it  will 
be  neceflary  to  defer  to  our  fucceed- 
iag  volume,    " 

Zmmedifitely  «q  the  rifing  of 
parliament*  fome  changes  in  admi* 
niftrataoQ  took  place,  which^  how- 
ever they  might  fnrprife  fome  per- 
fons  at  a  diftance  from  the  fcene  of 
a^ion,  were  fuUy  expcdted  by  all 
who  weie  at  ail  cooverlsmt  with  the 


ftate  of  parties:  iu.  the  tworboMfet 
of  parliain^nt.     The    ?e«uirlabl|5 
uoS^adinef^  pf  party-men  is  qpc 
of  the  predpminant  features  of. the 
pcefent  reign,   and  perhaps  mqre 
than  any  other  marks  the  furpriling 
ftlcendancy  which  the  §reat  defirc 
of  emolument  has  acquired  in  .the 
prefent  times  over  the   mlnd^   of, 
meBi  in  oppqfition  to  every  other 
njotive  and  rentimcnt;,   .  Wlien  Mr^ 
Pultency  accjcdvd  to  the  party  <?f 
the  court,   iit  tbe  laft  reigui  Ilia 
apoflgcy  was  marked  by  theflroog- 
eft  difapprobatiioo>  aiid  even  by  the 
execration,  of  all  r^nks  of  men.  He 
who  had  been  tl^j  idol  9/  the.pqpu- 
lace,  after  this  fatal  flep  never  ap- 
peared in  pubh'c  without  the  ii^clt 
humiliating  marks  of  the.  populair 
detellatiou.     Th&  public  mind  i« 
now  unfortunatdy  familiarized  tQ 
coalitions  i  and  the  profligate  ai^ont 
of  fir  Robert  Walpole,  "thateveiy 
man  has  bis  price,''    appears  ^  no 
longer  a  fubjed  ,of  difcuiiio;!  aod 
controvcrfy. 

Of  the  much  celebrated  coalitioq 
in  1 782  the  fccret  hiftory  is  but  little 
known,  and  its  origin  is  far  from 
be inggeneraHy  underilood •  We  have 
good  rcfifon  to  beUeve  that  two 
great  commoners,  who  h^vc  /bared 
largely  in  the  odium  of  that  tranf- 
aft:on,  entered  upon  it  only  with 
exti  erne  relu6lance.  It  was  the  in* 
fatiable  third  for  power  and  office, 
predomjr.aut  in  •certain  leaders -of 
the  whig  party,  which  plunged  the 
whole  of  the  connexion  in  inex- 
tricable difgracc.  The  fupport 
which  the  minifter  has  received  fince 
the  beginninj^  of  1 793,  from  a  con- 
fiderable  body  of  tbofe  who  had 
long  appealed  hollile  to  his  mea- 
fures,  was  conildered  by  many  a^ 
a  difinterefte J  fupport,  and  the  con- 
fequence  of  the  alarm  which  ha4 
been  excited  concerning  the  pro- 
grefs  of  democratical  dodrines'.

hereci^ived.  The  .objedls  of  the 
^mi)^fiy  "(i)t  18  *dded)  were  alfo  in- 
40Bnjte;^4ivd  we  are  to.  learn  at  this 
B30ifieitt»  '>vhat  lord  Macartney  was 
to.haye  achieved  had  he  even  prov- 
«d  fu<?cef«fu]." 

In  the  latter  end  pf  Sjcptcmber 
37^9^,  lord  Macaitncy  with  hie  fuite 
took  his  departure ..  from  Spit- 
llead^  in  tlie  Xiioii  xnsm,  of  war  of 
.ftxty-four  guna,  accompanied  by  the 
HiAdo(lan    India;  ihip     and    the 

ifackall  bri^  at  tenders^ .  The  mi* 
jtafy  guard  ponfifted  of  about  fifty- 
men,  and  an  iiumeofe  oivii  eftablifKH 
ment  gavp  addiuPd^' fpkndourto 
the  embaffy- 

After  t<>uching  at  the  Madeira 
iflandp,.  the  ,ftiip8_  anchored  in  Tu- 
Eoq  B^y>  in  Cp^hmChiaa*  on  the 
^6tb  ^f  MaV'  isr9)tf.  whrch  they 
left  early  in  June,  and  on  the  ailt 
of  Jijy  rp»cii<  J  4^ngWgfoc  bay  in 
the  ydlovy  Sc^i  on  the  north-caft- 


crn  coafl. of  China,  whence  the  am- 
bafiidor  and  his  train  were  conver* 
ed  in  junks',  or  barges,  alonffthc 
jrivcrTj^enrCng  ;  the  guards  bejon|r- 
ifig  to  t])c  mandarin  who  condu6i- 
ed  -them  iflarchtng  con Ihratly  alongr 
the  banks  of  ihe  river  to  prtrvent 
their  havipg  any  commyoicattoa 
with  the  inba'bitantsl;  and  at  nighe 
pitching  their  tents  exa£lly  oppo- . 
(itc  to  the  Hation  where  the  junks 
lay  at  anchor.  On  the  i  ith  jjf 
Auf;nfl  they  reached  the  dty  of 
Tyen-fingt  At  this  place  feme 
prefents  of  filk,  worth  in  England 
about  eighteen -pence  a  yard,  were 
didributed  in  a  very  frugal  manner 
to  the  Englifh  vifitors.  They  pro* 
ceedcd"  in  jnnks,  towed  by  men 
wherever  there  was  a  failure  of  wind 
or  tide,  to  the  city  of  Tong-tchew, 
which  is  -about  twelve  miles  from 
Pekin,  where  a  temple  was  prepared 
for  their  temporary  rciidence»  and 
the  ufaal  precautions  were  employ- 
ed  to  prevent'  their  intcrcourfe  with 
the  natives.  From  this  city  lord 
Macartney,  fir  George  Staunton, 
and  Mr.  Plumb  the  interpreter, 
were  conveyed  in  palanquins,  and 
the  wHin  covrrfdcartizad  waggons, 
to  Pekin.-  .As,  no  alteration  had 
been  made  in  the  cnminob  travelling 
drefs  of  the  ambaifador's  attend- 
ants, thetr  apjpearance  on  entering 
Pekin,  **  both  with  refpeft  to  the 
fhabbincfs  of  their  drefs  and  the 
vehicles  which,  conveyed  them, 
bore-  a  greater  refcmblance  to  the 
mmoval  of  paupers  to  their  parifh« 
e%ATK  England,  than  the  expeded 
dignity  of  the  reprefentadve  of  a 
great  and  powerful  monarch*.*^ 

The  embaffy  was  not  3tfirk  per- 
mitted to  remain  in  Pekin,  but 
were  marched  to  a  vacant  palace 
of  the  emperor,  about  four  miles 
diftant  from  the  city,  where  they 
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were  kq)t  tt  priibiierB  under  a 
ftrong  ^uardy^ /without  beiqg  pa-^ 
initted  to  patfs  the  gates  of  the 
}>al«ce.  Ab  thiB  tituation^  ia  the 
midft  of  a  marlh«  waslioWver  p&> 
anarkablj  vns^hoUbme,  ttiey,  ^cre 
removed  in  •  the  iattfir  end  of  Aii- 
^ft,  at  the  eariieA  fohcitatioh  of 
loni  Macartney^  to  a  palate  in  Pe- 
kin,  the  property  of  John  Tuck 
the  ▼fceroy  of  Canton,  wlio  wds  at 
that  time  a  ftate  priCoher  in  the 
fame  place  on '  a  charg-d  6f  em- 
beszlement. 

On  the  zSth  of  i^ugaft  the  Bn- 
tifh  ambaflador  received  notice  -of 
the  emperor^s  commands,  that  the 
cmbafly  ihould  proceed  |o  Jehol, 
the  emperor^s  fammer  refldence  in 
Tartaryj  where  at  length  his  fcrd- 
fhip  yras  to  be  favoured  with  an 
audience.  The  lame  jealoufy  which 
they  had  hicberti^  experienced  from 
the  Cliinefe^«:^ompaniedthem  on 
the  whole  of  their  journey;  and 
even  fon^diTpofitlon  was  indicated 
to  cortail  theot  ejcceedingly  in  the 
article  .of  proviilons.  On  the  7th 
of  Septenner*  after  a  journey  of 
one  hundred  and  £fty  miles  from 
Pekin,  they  arrived  at  Jchol.  On 
tlie  X4th  the  ambaflador  was  favour- 
ed with  a  firil  audience  of  the  em* 
pcror ;  but  this  proved  to  be  a  vllit 
of  mere  form  and  prefentation,  and* 
was  performed  (for  what  reafon  it 
is  difficult  to  fay)  at  the  early  hour , 
of  five  o'clock  in  the  morning.  On 
the  fucceeding  day  the  ambalTador 
Lad  a  fecond  audience,  and  all  the' 
perfons  engaged  in  the  embaiTy 
were  honoured  with  prefents  of 
Ok^  &c. 

The  emperor,  who  is  generally 
confidered  as  a  wife,  provident,  fru- 
gal, and  patriotic  prince,  appears 
to  have  aaed  with  great  propriety 
on  the  occailon.  He  treated  the 
British  ambafiador  with  the  utmoft 
refpedt  ^d  exprefled  the  higheft 


efiecm  for  his  nation*  His  coldnefs^ 
however,  atod  avcrfion  to  a  written 
treaty,  gi^Cf  it  muft  be.  confeifedy 
fome  colour  to  the  afperfion  which 
has  been  call  apoo  miniftcrs,  that 
this  was  altogether  **  a  random  ex- 
pedition," and  the  objeifls  of  it 
totally  a adefined.  On  this  account, 
it  is  laid,  the  emperor  and  his  coun<> 
cil  appeared  to  regard  the  Britifli 

^  efnbauy  in  a  light  almoft  equivalent 
to  that  of  fptes ;  and  hence  the 
Watchful  jealoufy  that  was  obferved 
towards  them  on  every  occafiqn. 
The  emperor  is  faid  even  to  have 
exprefled  his  furprife  at  what  could 
be  the  obje^  of  the  Britiih  court 

"  on  this  occafion  !«-^He  declared  his 
willtngnefs  to  continue  the  trade 
which  was  carried  pn  whh  the 
Engh'fh  nation,  but  could  not  con* 

.  ceive  that  the  pnefent  fyftem  would 
admit  of  any  alteration  for  the  bet« 
ter ;  nor  does  it  appear  that  *thc 
Britiih  ambafiador  was  prepared  to 
fugged  any* 

On  the  2ift  of  September  the 
Britifh  embaify  took  their  departure 
from  Jehol,  to  return  to  Pekin, 
where  they  arrived  on  the  26th. 
I'he  emperor  himfelf  followed  in 
about  two  days ;  and  on  the  3d  of 
Odober  the  ambaflador  had  the 
honour  of  delivering  the  prefents 
which  bad  been  fent  from  England 
for  the  emperor,  and  in  the  couHe 
of  the  week  «ccived  feveral  in 
return  for  their  Britannic  majefties. 
As  the  whole  end  and  pnrpofe  o£L 
the  embaffy  appeared  to  the  empe- 
ror to  be  anfwered  by  the  acceptance 
of  the  prefents^  and  the  return  of 
others,  on  the  7th  of  Oftober  the 
ambafiador  rtcetved  an  order  to 
prepare  for  his  departui^e  from  Pc- 
kin  on  the  Wcdnefday  following. 
It  was  in  vaih  his  lordftiip  remon- 
ftmted,  and  requefied  that  the  pe« 
ridd  might  be  prolonged  for  a  few 
days,  in  order  to  enable  him  to 
R  4  make

real  akufies.  Mn  Sheridan  and 
Mr.  Orcyi  and  fevcral  other  gcntl©- 
W»%  wb<>.«ttaaded  at  the  office 
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in  Bow-ftrtel,  c»pr^e4  thetr  afto- 
siflim^Bt  that  no  warrants  h^d 
been  ifiiied  to  apprehend  the  par« 
tfct  eoocerned  in  the  inhaman  prac* 
iicesy  which  had  in  fad  ratfcd  the 
nob*  though  Mr.  Shendan  had  on 
Che  preceding  evening  fcnt  to  the 
fit^tiog  nagiftratcs  a  lifl  of  their 
Baine«t  as  well  at  of  (ach  of  their 
neighbours  as  were  ready  to  gire 
.evidence  againft  theoL  Tbemagi- 
fir^tes  dccUned  ailing  without  par- 
ti^lar  orders  from  government: 
Mr.  Sheridan  him£clf  figned  a  warr 
not  fee  apprehending  Jaques>  ita- 
ting  the  place  where  he  was  then 
fecreted*  He  however  received 
pievious  inteUigence-  of  the  war- 
cantf  and  had  escaped  before  the 
officer  arrived.  Sudi  condu6l  from 
government  was  littk  'calculated  to 
*  ,  Sippre&  the  new-iermented  paUions 
ot  the  mob*  The  military  con- 
ftantl|^  patrolled  the.  ftreet^  and 
different  mobs  began  to  form  in 
dif&rcnt  places^  and  pe^rhaps  upon 
Afferent  grounds:  pity  it  is  that 
they  fiiould  have  a  ju/l  caufe  to 
inormnr*  This  alarm  continued 
for  about  fix  or  fevcn  dayg,  in  tlie 
courfe  of  which  they  attacked  and 
pillaged  or  damaged  feveral  recruit- 
ing offices,  in  Holborn,  Shoe-lane, 
Bride-lane,  Long-lane,  Smithfield» 
Barbican,  Golden -lane,  Moorfields, 
'White-cbapel,  Clerkcnwell,  and 
Drury-lane.  Some  (hots  were  fired, 
but-generally  no  refiftance  was  ofFer« 
ed  to  the  military  ;  admirable  was 
their  temperate  forbearance  in  the 
nidfl  of  fuch  infult  and  provocation 
as  will  always  happen  from  the 
•dual  aiZembly  of  an  idle,  curioup, 
or  malevolent  i-ab]blc  which  thry 
Ixave  it  in  charge  to  difpcrfe.  It 
is  to  be  wifhed,  tnat  proper  caution 
.  Iiad  been  ufed  to  prevent  provoca* 
tion  being  given  to  the  peopk,  who 
will  ever  aft  more  from  feeling  than 
from  xndon  and  judgment,  St^ps

were  taken  to  look  into.die  mttirc 
of  thefe  abuies ;  though  complaintn 
were  loudly  made  by  fome,  that  no 
efficient  meafures  were  purfoed  ef- 
fe&ually  to  correA  them.  Tiie 
(pirit  of  riot  fubfided  without  aay 
nirther  confeqoences;  atul  the  horfe 
guards  oeafed  to  patrol  the  ftreets. 
T*hus  the  inhabitants  of  LiondoB 
exhibited  an  admirable  example  of 
Heady  moderation  in  ftifling  the  vi* 
vacity  of  their  emotions,  and  re« 
fiiling  the  temptation  or  the  fnares 
laid  for  betraying  them  into  a£ti  of 
violence;** 

In  the.  commencement  of  this 
diapterwehad  occafion  to  notice 
the  apprehenfion  of  (evcral  fcr* 
£Dt>s  charged  with  treafbnable 
.pra^ices  in  promobng  a  jMudia^ 
mentarv  reform ;  but  we  did  not 
think  It  proper  to  interrupt  the 
chain  of  the  parliamentary  proceed- 
ii^sto  intrcKluce  an  account  of  a 
trial  for  a  fimilar  offence  at  a  country 
afiizes.  As  it  Is  ntceflary«  how* 
ever,  to  notice  the  ftate  trials 
whidi  took  place  in  the  other 
parts  of  the  kingdom.  It  will  be 
proper  previoufly  to  mention,  that 
at  the  fpring  aiuzes  at  Lancafter 
Mr.  Thomas  Walker,  a  manufac- 
turer of  Mancheder,  who.  had 
greatly  didinguifhed  himfelf  in  de- 
feating certam  meafures  of  the  mi- 
nider,  which  had  been  fuppofed 
injunous  to  the  manuf<|6lures  of 
Lancafhire,  and  who  had  always 
been  a  ilrcnuous advocate  for  a  par- 
liamentary reform,  was  indiaed 
for  confpiring  with  nine  other  per* 
(bns  to  overturn  the  conflitution 
by  force  of  arms,  and  to  affifl  the 
French  in  cafe  of  an  invafion*  The 
principal  evidence  againft  the  pri* 
loncr  was  a  fpy,  of  the  name  of 
Dunn,  who  was  afterwards  con« 
vided  of  tyilful  and  corrupt  perju- 
ry^ and  who  confeffed  that  he  had 
been  hiircd  fpr  the  puiyolc  by  cer- 
tain 
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tain   peHbos.    HTs   wdeoce  wa* 
however  fb  contradictory  and  ab- 
furd,    that    the    profecutidn    was 
even  abandontd  by  the  counfel  for 
the  crown,    Mr.  Walker  was  ho- 
nourably acquitted  without  being 
put    upon  his   defence,    and    the 
witnefe  committed  to  take  his  trial 
for  perjury,      Th|p  whole  tranfac- 
tion   refleAed  great 'difjmce  upon 
fome  gentlemen  in  Mancnellcr,  who, 
it   appeared,  had  encouraged  this 
man  and  others  to  become  inform* 
erSy  and   to  inftftutc   profecutions 
againjt  fuch  perfons  in  that  place 
8S  were  obnoxious  to  miniftryt     It 
Is  a  melancholy  conHderation,  that 
the  fervour  of  party  had  arifcn  to 
fuch  an  excefs  in  tht^  pan  of  the 
kingdom!  that,  on  the  teftimony  of 
this   infamous    and  peijured  mif* 
creant,  Mr.  PaulofMancheder  was 
imprifoned  for   nine  weeks  on    a 
charge   pf  liigh  treafon,  and  Mn 
Booth    was   condemned*   to     two 
years  imprxfonment  for  fpeaking  fe- 
ditious   words,   althougn   his  evi- 
dence upon  the  trial  at  *the  Man- 
chefter  fcffions  had  been  direftly 
•contradifted  by  that  of  a  fair,  ho- 
ned, and  unimpeachcd  witnefs. 

T^e  perfoBs'  who  in  the  montfh 
of  May  had  been  committed  to 
prlfon,  on  the  chaise  of  a  demo- 
cratic confpiracy  to  overturn  the 
government,  were  kept  in  clofc 
confinement,  without  any  notice  of 
trial,  to  the  month  of  September. 
With  refpeft  to  the  caufes  of  this  de- 
lay, w^have  no  fpecific  information, 
nor  is  it  within  the  compafs  of  our 
narrativeto  inquire  into  them.  With 
iif(pt€t  to  the  motives  which  in- 
duced minrfters  to  open  the  judicial 
campaign  in  North  Britain,  in  pre- 
ference to  the  fwithem  part  of  the 
illand,  we  arc  d^ually  uninformed, 
ftor  !h«Il  we  attempt  to  fupply  bv 
conjecture  what  is  wanting  in  cvi- 
ifucc.    Two  prifdners  lilid  btco 


committed  «€  Edinburgh  on  % 
charge  of  high  treafon,  Robett 
Watt  and  David  Downie  ;  and  hi 
the  month  of  September  a  ipeciirf 
commiflion  was  iflued  with  great 
formality  5  and  Mr.  Anftrnther, 
one  of  the  mini  Iter's  new  converts 
from  the  whig  party,  and  other 
gentlemen  of  the  law,  were  dit 
patched  from  London  to  Scotland 
for  the  purpofe  ef  conduftfng  the 
trials.  On  the  3d  of  Septcfnbef 
Watt  was  tried,  and  cdnviAed  of 
high  treafon.  The  pWncipal  charge 
in  the  mAtdtment  related  to  a  plan 
which,  it  appeared,  the  priloncn 
had  committed  to  paper,  and  con^« 
municated  to  fcveral  perfons,  and 
particularly  to  Downie,  forfeiting 
by  force  upon  the  caWe  of  Edin- 
burgh, iipon  the  excife  office,  and 
the  banks  $  alfo  for  feizing  the 
perlons  of  the  lord  juftice  cleri, 
the  lords  of  judiciary  and  fefflon« 
and  the  provoft  of  Edinburgh  ;  and 
for  procuring  and  giring  orders  for 
arms  to  eflPett  thefc  pnipofes.  The 
principal  evidences  agaif^ft  the  pri-  ' 
loner  were  a  perfon  of  the  name  of 
Taylor,  who  was  afterwards  con- 
viaed  of  felony  at  the  Old  Bafley, 
Alexander  Atchifon,  ArthurM'Ew- 
an,  William  Bon  thorn,  and  John 
Fairley,  members  of  different  fo- 
eieties  in  Scotland  for  the  promo- 
tfon  of  a  parliamentary  reform.  The 
produdton  of  the  pftpcr  in  qncftion 
Was  fully  proved ;  and  indeed  it  ap- 
peared that  Watt  had  made  no  ft- 
cret  of  the  bufinefs,  but  had  pro* 
eeeded  in  it  with  a  degree  of  pub- 
licity which  muft  have  been  fatal 
to  any  feriousplan  bfconfpiracy.lt 
was  further  proved,  that  an  order  had 
been  given  by  Watt  for  the  fabri- 
cation of  five  dozen  of  pikes  ;  but  it 
did  not  appear  that  thefe  meafurea 
had  been  received  with  approbation 
by  any  member  of  thefe  affociations : 
on  the  contfaryi  according  to  thefe

Mewden^y  *'a  confiftencfwith  hft 
former  chara^^trr,  he  ri/kcd  his 
fate  upon  the  moft  impudenC  and 
ificredible  of  all  dtfcovcries*  It 
wasnoihing  tocenMt  what  be  had 
been  conviftcd  of,  vik.  tbst  with 
fortf-fevcn  fpears  and  fii  meit  he 
had  taken  fome  fteps  tcnrards  feiz* 
ing  the  cattle  of  Edinburgh,  the 
jvftkea  and  magiftrateay  and  orver- 
twning  the  goyernment  of  North 
Britain.  Now,  for  the  g^d  of  the 
nalion^  he  difcbfes  what  had  ef- 
cfiped  the  difcoTering  furor  of  our 
inventive  cabinet,  eluded  the  co« 
vetous  zeal  of  each  mercenary  At* 
gui,  and  eveh  ba£icd  the  bufy  pa* 
tHotifm  of  Mr.  Reevet^a  two  thou* 
fandaifociationa.  He  had  brought 
tnatten  to  fuch  maturity,  that 
there  remained  almoft  nothing 
to  do  for  the  execution  of  the 
whole,  but  a  riBt  to  England  by 
jatelligent  and  cotifidential  per  font. 
The  firft  movement  wai  intended 
to  be  made  in  Edinburgh,  London, 
and  Dublin,  while  every  town 
throughout  the  tlirce  kingdoms  was 
11  rcadineis  to  a£l  according  to  the 
pTan,  on  die  very  firH  notice,  which 
was  to  be  given  by  couriers  dif* 
patched  by  exprefsH!" 

^  has  been  infinuated  that  the 
COOTeilioB  was  not  written  by  Watt» 
#nd  that  he  declared  at  the  pbce  of 
execution,  '^  that  he  had  been 
chiped  and  deceived  to  the  laft.'^— 
Thefe  arc  probably  the  forgeries  of 
party^  but  as  thej  have  appeared  in 
prints  we  think  it  proper  to  notice 
them  here ;  but  however  thefe 
fads  may  be,  we  cannot  but  agrea 
^th  the  author,  whom  we  have 
jilft  now  quoted,  that  the  greater 
|«ut  of  ^the  paper  in  queftion  **  is 
a  m^fii  of  falfity  and  deception, 
which  probably  was  his  hUt  effott 
to  efcape  the  gattows.'^  It  would 
indeed  be  a  fevere  cenfure  on  the 
vigilance  fuid  adivity  of  govern- 


ment, if  the  conWfion  of  WiStt  i 
true,  that  not  one  of  tbofe  naai« 
rotis  confpirators^  who,  by  hia  l  _ 
connC,  were  s  *  daJlj  in  a  ftate  pre^ 
paratory  to  infturnedioo  in  Edirr^ 
burgh,  London,  and  Doblia^  aiid. 
in  every  town  in  the  kiagddm, 
could    be    dificoveredv      If    WatC 
moreover  wta  able  tb  commaaicafte 
any  further  particdars,  and  to  ipe* 
ct£y  the  perfona  concerned,  witli 
wlK>ai  alio  he  muft  hive  corrc* 
fponded,  had  the  £id  been  as  be 
ftatesit,  it  would  have  been  a  inoft 
crtmmal  negled  of  -duty  in  mitii* 
fters  not  to  have  made  the  fiilleft 
ufe  of  his  teftimony  for  thctr  difco» 
very  and  convidion.  It  isa  remark- 
able  fad,  that  fo  abhorrent  to  the 
mind  of  every  firitiih  fubfed  is  tbe 
cbarader  of  a  >^,  that  the  fate  of 
this  unhappy  man  appears  to  have 
excited  no  compaffion  in  any  party* 
and  he  diedunrcj^rettedy'as  he  had 
lived  without  rei^d.

Hardy,  John  Home  Tooke,  }•  A.

The  opening  fpeech  of  the  attor* 
ney  general  endured  for  nine  hours» 
and  confifted  chiefly  in  a  recapita- 
lation  of  the  fads  let  forth  in  tha 
reports  of  the  fecret .  committees  ; 
and  fome  of  the  circum  (lances  ad-^ 
duced  by  the  attoracy  general  were 
(it  afterwards  appeared)  fo  ill  f(j|p- 
ported,  that  they  vircre  not  evea 
brought  into  evidence.  It  is  a  re*^ 
markable  truth,  however,  that  aH 
the  fads  which  appeared  in  the  lead:

An  attcasat  waa  made  to  impMi 
cate  Hardy  in  the  crime  of :  Wirtt  | 
but  it  was.  praifed*  that  the  Ibmea 
had  DCfer  cemeiiaoaded  wM  him» 
no|:  knew  of  the  eaifleaocof  (ach  ar 
perfon  before  his  apptefcenfion; 
Mr.  Fraaqia  alfo  prated,  that  wbcnP 
Hardy  leqaefted  him  to  prefent  thcf* 
petition  of  the  oonefponding  fo*- 
ciety,  he  bad  voluntarily  offered 
to  come  forwai^  and  produce  aH 
the  books  and  papers  of  the  ib« 
cietyt  to  evince  that  there  vi(as  nH^ 
thing  feditious  in  their  condud,  and 
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that  rhctt*  objcft  wan  purdy  a  par- 
liamentary reform.  - 

The  reply  was  atidt  by  the  foli- 
eitor  general  Mr.  Mitford*  ^Ijo 
began  with  con  felling  the  difficiihy 
he  felt  in  folio \Wn^  two'  fudi  able 
advocates  as  MefTrs.  Erlkitieand 
Gibbs,  and  endeavouHng  to  con- 
fute them.  He  observed  that  much 
of  \that  bad  been  «rged  tend^  ra- 
ther to  accufe  the  duke  of  Rich-' 
mond,  and  others  of  hij,  majefty'a 
minilVers  (meaning,  we  prefume, 
Mr.  Pitt),  than  to  defend  the  pri- 
foner.

A  letter  from  a  tbcifty  at 
Stockport  to'  the  pnToner,  contain- 
ing thcfc  words-*-**  I  am  direded 
by  the  friends  of  imknryal  ptace^ 
and  the  rights  of  man,'*  was  on 
that  account  confi('ered  as  treafon* 
ftble  by  the  folicito-^  becaufe  none 
but  an  enthiifiaft,  like  iht!  fifth  mo- 
narchy men  in  the  r^'igti  of  Charles 
the  fecond,  con'.d  profefs  himfelf  a 
friend  to  univerfal  peacd.  He  ad- 
mitted that  vtry  abominable  ahafcs 
in  govern mmt  might  belong  to  this 
country.  "  I  Avill  not  diffemble 
(faid  he)  that  th'»re  ftmy  be  fuch,and 
which,  as  hvas/ies  inmy  pwvety  /ihall 
think  it  my  duty  to  bring  forward 
as  foon  as  /can.  In  whatever  fi- 
tuation  a  man  may  ftand  in  a  coun- 
try, he  has  that  iurercii  In  it  which 
is  far  dearer  to  him  than  any  thing 
clfe :  and  a&  may  be  faid  in  a  re- 
ligious view,  we  are  taught,  what 
can  a  man  give  in  exc^iange  for  Jiis 
foul?  fb  in  a  eivil  and  political  view 
It  may  be  faid,  whit  can  a  man  gi'^t 
in  exchange  t<ir  his  liberty  f" 

jMr.  MiifDrd  proceeded  to  cite  a 
fup^iofel  birt  nlmoft  inioolTtble 
Cti'>  from  tome  of  the  caiuiils  of 
antiquity,  viz.  "  If  two  men 
wcit  fiuatin^  upon  a  plaak  ia  the 


&a,  aisd  tlie  j^hok  iiF<yuU[  .(iippoTt 
but  one,  it  has  been  faid  tt|^  the 
ftroager  m&n  would  be  julUfied  ia 
twrnififlr  the. biker  ovfrboard."— 
Here  Mr.  Midbrd  buril  into  tean» 
and  faid  lie  V  was.qmteovtrcoaAe 
by  the  dreadful  altism^tiyc  \^  which 
the '  other  ntan  waa  rcdtHte^i"  He 
afferted^  that  j£  reprdfencatives  were 
toi  be  paid  by  tbiir  c^n^ituadt^ 
(wkicb  was.  a  part  :Qf ,  the.  plan  of 
the  correfpondifig  ib^icty)  **  it 
would  lead;  psrbaps'to.sm  the  mif- 
chiefs  of  aodrchy  aind  coabfioo.'' 
He  ii^probatcd  in  fb^qng  terms  a 
eeofnre  kl  one  of  the  refolutioas  on 
the  condad^  of  judge  Jeffenefi,  aad 
pointed  out  an  exceediugiy  treafoa- 
able  toaft — "  All  that  is  good  in 
cf  ery  conHttuliion  s  and  may  wc 
oever  be  fuperftitiouf  ^nopgh  (o 
rever-ence  in  any  that  whicb  w  good 
for  nothing !" 

:  What  impreiCon  lh<Q  ek>quent 
fptech  of  h\u  Mitfpiid  wight  make 
upon  the  jmy  wje  «xay  .rH>J  conjec- 
ture ;  but^  after  Smwft  delibicratiopi 
they  brought .  in  st  verdi^  of  a^ 
gmity. 

Perhaps  the  public  never  was 
upon  any  occafian  fo.vifibly  iflter- 
efteil  in  the  tnal  of  aa  obfcure  io- 
dividual  as  6n  tins.  Thp  hall  of 
the  Old  Bailey  was  furrounded 
during  the  whcAe  trial  by  a  aumc- 
Tous  mob,  who  every  evening  re- 
gularly drew  Meffrs,  tr&ipc  and 
Gibbs  to  th*eir  ohaoabera  amidft  tlie 
ioudeil  hu:r.s:a8f  and  it  was  with 
difEcalty  they  were  prevented  from 
maltreating  tlijc  couofel  on  the  op- 
pose iide.  Iicll»  however,  oa 
fo  driitxite  a  ftibje A  we  ftould  by 
ourfeivea  open  to  a  ^liargc  of  par- 
tialay»  Wc  fliall  infcrt  the  cooclu- 
fion  of  the  trial,  as  publiihcd  by 
the  (bort-hand.  writer  tp  the  city  of 
London,  from  whofe  notes,  and 
A4r.  Gurney-8,  wc  have,  extraftcd 
the  ycry  ihon  fUtcmcnt  which  we 

have 
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lifttfc  l^dii  aft)k  to  ^e  of  tlm  im^ 
t»rtial  trial* 

"  Mr,  H»dy -•  deportment  thro' 
the  vtMk  of  his  arduoas  trial  was 
diftihguilhed'  by  the  moft  ex-.cd-. 
I^ry  decdnsm^firitiy  cempciate, 
and  tranquil^  be  iheoned  thjOBgh- 
oiit  the  eoi»(ci«u»  re^tnde  of  his 
keart.  Tbefe^vras  no  a^tation^  do 
arrogance)  nodifdainin  hts  man- 
Del* ;  no  apflarent  uacafitiefii  of  re- 
fledioa  jQ&  kit  p^  condud,  and 
Ba  eikiotioo  of  ^larm  for  iC3  confe- 
quencea.  Wfhtp,  the  jury  pro- 
nounced their  verdiftof  iVetf  GttiUy^ 
he'  addrefled  them  in  a  few  words 
ef  grateful  acknowledgment,  for 
the  fttiention  they  had  paid  to  the 
loRg'tfial,  and  .for  the  juft  Terdi^ 
tfaey  had  pronoOhiced ;  but  the 
wocda  ^v^re  drowned  in  the  low, 
bttt  nniverfal  noife  of  joy^  that 
filled  the  court. 

•*  He  was  immediately  fet  at  li- 
berty J  and  having  left  the  csourty 
Mr.  Kirby,  the  keeper  of  Newgate, 
conveyed  him  through,  his  houfe 
privately  :  but  it  w*8  in  vain  for 
him  to  refill  the  impetuofity  of  his 
fellow-citizena  who  furrouaded  the 
place  :  they  drew  him  in  a  coach 
to  bis  houK  in  Piccadilly^  making 
the  lour  of  Pall  Mali  and  St. 
JamesVftreet.. 

**He  bad  been  thus  hurried  along 
by  the  enthufiaftic  zeal  of  the  mul- 
tttodCf  and  it  was  ^  length  with 
difficulty  that  he  was  able  tO'  tell 
them  that  he ^  was  detirouB  of  going 
to  the  houfe  of  his  broth er-in*law, 
m  Lancafter-^rt|  in  the  Strand. 
He  was  drawn  thither ;  an^  having 
got  out  of  the  carriage,  before  he 
entered  the  houfe  he  went  into  the 
church-yard  of  St.  Martin,  and  was 
ihewR  to  the  gra^  of  his  wife> 
from  wko(e  fide  he  had  been,  taken 
when  firfl  feized,  and  who  had 
faRen  under  the  fhock.  The  mul- 
^ttde  Trf|H^<d  thift  fsdiog  with  a 


fympatby  thai^  did  them  trcdit^ 
They  kept  at  a  di^nce»  while  hit 
lotion  pointed  out  to  ^im  the 
grave.  After  this  affe£Ung  fccne^ 
he  went  into  his  bfother'i  houfe» 
and*  in  a  fb^rt  addrefs,  thanked 
his  fcUow-couotrymci;  for  the  kind 
intereil  they  had  Hiewn  in  his  fa* 
vour;  and  be  requcftcd  them,  ai 
they  valued  the  caufe  in  whicti 
they  had  difplayed  their  z^al,  that 
they  would  feparate  In  peace,  as» 
if  mifchievou^  fpirits  ihould  take 
advantage  of  their  joy  to  difturb 
the  public  peace^  it  would  be  art- 
fully mifconftrucd  to  the  injury  of 
the  other  prifoners. 
,  "  The  cry  of  *  Home !  home!* 
was  given,,  and»  in  three  minutes^ 
the  multitude  quietly  difperfed. 

«  Mu  Erfkinc  and  Mr.  Gibbs^ 
whofe  glorious  flruggle  upon  this  oc-t* 
cafion  will  make  them  for  ever  dear 
to  mankindf  were  eager  to  avoid  the 
burft  of  gratitude  that  they  ex-^ 
peeled  from  the  multitude.  The/ 
continued  a  very  coniidcrable  time 
in  the  court  after  the  acquittal ;  but 
the  vigilance  and  patience  of  gra- 
titude were  not  to  be  wearied*  Tney 
were  recognized,,  aod  condu6ked  in 
triumph  to  Serjeant's  Inn,  wherd 
that  incomparable  defender  of  na- 
tional liberty  admonifh&d  them  in  a 
&w  words,  in  his  own  impreflivd 
way,  to  retire  to  their  feparate 
homes,  confident,  from  the  grand 
proof  of  this  day,  that  they  had 
the  beil  fecurity  for  the  maintcr 
nance  of  their  rigbts,  in  the  love 
of  juftice,  which  the  conflitution 
had  indelibly,  implanted  on  the 
Englifh  heart* — The  honcft  jury  of 
Thomas  Hardy  had  (hewn  lo  man- 
kind, that  it  would  not  be  eafy  to 
make  Englidunen  forget  the  priiv- 
ciples  in  which  they  were  bred,  nor 
furrender  the  fecurity  to  wMcb 
they  were  bom. 
"  Mr.firikine  then  retired  from  the 
S  i  window; 
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'  window  I  and  the  populace,  after  a 
few  huxzasy  rtrtired  with  the  ex* 
damation  of  ^*  Erfkine  and  Gibbs 
for  ever!** 

Confidering^the  (late  of  pacties 
IB  this  Jtbgdom  at  the  timet  wc 
muft  remark  thai  the  joy  on  Mr, 
liardy's  acquitt^  was  much  more 
general  than  we  expedted.  Even 
5iofe  who  were  evidently  adverfe  to 
the  rocieties  in  queftion  appeared  to' 
partake  in-  the  triumph.  11) ere  ij 
a  wide  medium  between  the  appro- 
batioj  of  democratical,  or  even 
very  popular  principlesi  and  (hat 
of  conftrudlivc  treafon  ;  and  they 
probably  were  not  infenfible  to  the 
very  judicious  remark  of  Dr.John- 
fon,  on  the  acquittal  of  lord  George 
Qordon,  as  quoted  by  Mr*  Eifkine 
-7-'*  I  hate  lord  George  Gordon, 
but  I  am  glad  he  was  not  conviftcd 
of  this  conllrudlive  treafon ;  for, 
though  I  hate  hlm»  I  love  my 
country  and  myfclf.''  y 

Mr*  Hardy  was  acquitted  on  the 
jth  of  November,  at  four  in  the  af- 
ternoon, for  the  trial  lafted  eight 
days.  After  an  interval  of  eleven 
clays,  John  Kornc  Tooke,  Efq. 
was  put  upon  his  trial. — Thi*  gen- 
tleman's charader  and  abilities 
are  too  well  known  to  require 
any  panegyric  from  us,  nor  would 
it  be  either  decorous  or  proper  to 
enter  on  the  detail  of  charadter 
during  the  life  of  any  man  how- 
ever diftinguiibcd.  Mr.  Tookc 
had  been  for  a  confiderable  period 
the  warm  and  intimate  friend  of 
Mr.  Pitt ;  and  to  that  friendfhip 
many  are  of  opinion,  in  the  zeal 
and  ferv*our  of  attachment,  he  fa- 
crificed  both  candour  and  juflicc  ia 
the  comparifon  which  he  has  drawn 
between  that  minifter  and  his  truly 
illuftrious  rival  Mr.  Fox.  In  the 
ages  of  patronage,  the  portrait 
which  he  has  drawn  of  Mr.  ritt,  in 
theparallcl  to  whichwe  alludci  would 


luvc  fccured  him  the  higheft  ho- 
nours and  emoUiments  in  the  dif- 
pofal  of  a  minifter  ;  and  a  Riche- 
lieu or  a  Medici  would  have  re- 
quited the  compliment  with  a  pen- 
fion  for  Ifftf,  The  dilTnterefted  pa- 
triotifm  of  Mr.  Pitt,  therefore,  has 
been  highly  extolled  by  his  adhe- 
rents, who  could  facrifice  a  friend 
and  fellow-labourer  in  the  caufe  of 
refomx,  when  that  reform  became, 
in  his  opinion,  dangerous  to  the 
date ;  who  could  proiecute  with  the 
utmoft  rigour  the  man  to  whom  he 
was  moft  indebted  for  his  poKtica^ 
reputation ;  and  who  cottld  be  fo  in- 
fentible  to  poRhiimous  fame,  as  to 
difregard  a  panegyric,  which,  but  for 
this  alloy,  muft  have  handed  dowr> 
his  name  to  pofterity  in  a  point  of 
view,  perhaps  beyond  both  his  me- 
rits arid  abilities. — Of  this  pratfe  we 
do  not  wifli  to  defraud  Mr.  Pitt. 

It  is  much  to  be  regrettibd  that 
our  limits  neceflarily  confine  us  to 
a  very  brief  abflradi  of  thefc  trials, 
and  tnat  we  can  neither  give  the 
arguments  of  the  counfel,  nor  even 
the  depofiiions  of  the  witnetles,  in 
that  full  and  copious  matmer  ia 
wliich  we  make  it  a  point  to  report 
tjie  debates  of  parliament.  Mr. 
Tooke's  trial  commedced  on  the 
17th  of  November.  After  fomc 
converfation  relative  to  a  demand 
made  by  Mr.  IVoke  to  quit  the  bar 
and  fit  at  the  table  with  his  counfel, 
the  court  ^nted  hisrequeftas  an  in- 
dulgence «*  on  the  fcore  of  health  >** 
and  on  that  principle  it  was  accepted 
by  Mr,  Tooke,  though  he  begged  to 
be  unde^ftood,  that  be  did  not  change 
his  ground,  but  conceived  h«  had  a 
right  to  this  iitoation,  though  he  was 
wilh'ng  to  accept  it  under  the  name 
of  an  indulgence,  to  fave  time.  Af- 
ter the  ufual  ckaUenges  were  made, 
a  deficiency  of  tkree  perfons  ap- 
peared. Mr.  Tooke  then  addrelTed 
the  court,  and  ioiifted.  that  the 
crown, 
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crown,  by  the  ft^,  33  of  Edwart! 
the  BrAy  bad  do  right  to  any  per- 
emptory challenges  u  hajevei' ;  and 
after  feme  ajtcrcation,  the  attor- 
ney geoeral  was  compellecj  to  aban- 
don his  c;hal]enge8«.  and  three  of  the 
jufpr$  who  iiad  been  fet  afide  upon 
that  principle  were  impane}!ed  and 
fworn,  to  complete  the  jury. 
The  charge  was  opened  by  the 


follcitor  general  Mr,  M itford,  who     naturq,  which^  taken  fairly,  1\ 
informed  the  jury,  that  the^'diftinft     the  fmaileil  degree  of  difpofi 


imagination  of  perfonal  harm  to 
the  king  fornaed  no  part  of  this 
eHarj;e  ;*'  and  he  contended,  that 
**  it  was  not  material  whether  afer* 
fin  fo  charged  taJ^  in  hU  eontem^ 
flatiott^  fdl  the  confequences  of  that 
which  he  U  mhout  to  do  ;  it"  is  fuffi- 
cient,  if  fuch  are  thu  frohahle  and 
ordinary  confequenccs/*  He  con- 
icffcd  that  be  felt  hi?  own  tnfajlicU 
my  for  the  talk  impofed  upon  him. 
He  (aid,  he  did  **  not  know  what 
might  be  tlie  confequence  of  this 
trial ;  whether  that  conftitution,  to 
which  a  great  majority  of  the  people 
of  thiscountry  arc  attached,  was  to  be 
defended  by  the  law  of  the  country, 
or  whether  thofe  that  have  formed 
that  attachment  may  be  compelled 
lo  rally  round  its Jlandard^  and  defend 
it  by  th.tr  o'wn  arms  and  force*,** 
He  proceeded  to  cite  various  pro- 
ceedings of  the  conftitutJonal  and 
correfpQnding  focieties,  to  prove 
that  the  leaders  of  thefe  focieties 
had  formod  a  plan  for  the  ful^verfion 
of  the  conditution ;  and  as,  in  liis 
former  addiefs.  Hardy  the  (hoe- 
maker  was  reprcfentcQ  as  the  ori- 
gin and  main  fpring  of  all  thefe 
proceedings,  fo  in  the  prefent  that 
p:irt  was  transferred  to  the  prifoner 
Air.  Tooke,  whom  he  compared,  in 
tlie  coDclufion  of  his  fpecch,  to 
lord  Lovat  and  judas  Ifcariot. 


Som?  difficulties  having  arHcn  in- 
the  commencement  of  the  trial  con- 
cerning tlie  identifying  the  hand 
writing  of  Mr.  Tooke,  he  offered 
voluntarily  himfelf  to  identify  it, 
wherever  it  appeared,  adding,'**  I 
protelt  I  have  never' done  an  h€t^^ 
I  proteft  1  never  hiive  had  a  fenti- 
ment — I  protcft  I  neter  had  a 
thought  of  any  important  political 

Ihare 
[itioB. 
not  now  to  admit. — I  am  anxiona 
that  my  life  and  charader  (hould 
go  together,  and  I  wi(h  to  admit 
all  that  I  have  faid,  done,  or  writ- 
ten. " 

The  lord  prcfident  ohfcrved,  that 
he  fhould  prefer  that  the  evidence 
(bouldlake  its  courfe.  '^  I  do  not 
think  (laid  his  lordfhip),  that  any 
prifoner  is.  quite  cognizant  to  take 
upon  himfelf  to  admit  evidence  that 
may  be  adduced  againft  htm." 

Mr.  Tooke  replied,  **  If  it  was  a  li- 
bel I  would  not  do  fo ;  but  fn  a  matter 
of  high  treafon,  where  fubtle  ar- 
guments cannot'  take  place,  I 
have  no  fear  in  doing  it;  but, 
if  they  cannot,  I  defire  to  be 
the  firfk  man  that  dies  upon  that 
do6lrine.  I  am  old  enough  to 
wilh  to  be  the  firit  roan,  t^caufe 
I  (hall  be  fiire  to  be  the  laft.~  I 
am  not  at  all  afraid  either  of 
the  conftrudlion  or  of  the  confe- 
quences  '* 

Some  other  altercations  took 
place  in  the  early  flagcs  of  the  trial ; 
but  the  whole  was  Toon  converted 
into  fuch  a  fcene  of  pleafantry  and 
good  humour,  as  perhaps  never  oc- 
curred in  a  trial  for  a  capital  offence. 
It  appeared  on  the  evidence,  that 
the  minifter  h^d  been  more  thaa 
ufually  terrified  by  a  letter  from  Mr, 
Joyce  to  Mr.  Tooke,  which  had

•*  Dear  citizen, 
**  This  morning  citizen  Hardy 
was  taken  away  by  an  order  from 
the  fecretary  of  ftate's  office.  They 
feizcd  cTcry  thing  they  oouid  lay 
hands  on.— Query.— Is  it  poffible 
to  get  ready  by  Thurfday  ?  Yours, 
••J.  Joyce,** 
'  The  query,  it  appeared  from  the 
evidence,  related  entirely  to  an  extra^ 
which  Mr.Tooke  was  to  have  made 
from  the  red  book  of  the  places  and 
onolmnents  derived  from  the  public 
by  Mr.  Pitt  andhisfamily^and  which 
was  to  have  been  publifhed  in  the 
news-papers.  Immediately  on  the 
intercepting  of  this  letter,  it  ap- 
peared a  (Irongbody  of  light  horfie 
was  ordered  to  Wimbledon,  and 
warrants  were  iffued  for  the  appre- 
henfion  of  Mr.  Tooke  and  Mr. 
Joyce.  On  this  and  other  parts  of 
the  charge  the  prifoncr  exercifed 
his  wit  and  raillery  with  fuch  effe^, 
that  the  judges  themfclves  could 
not  help 'joining  in  the  ridicule. 
From  various  other  evidence  it  ap- 
peared that  Mr.  Tooke  was  a  man 
of  fuch  htoderate  ptinciples,  that 
even  fome  of  his  majeily's  minifters 
went  much  farther  than  he  did  on 
^e  fubjc^  of  a  parhamentary  re- 
form ;  that  it  had  even  been  reported 
in  the  focreties  that  he  was  pen- 
iipned  by  miniUry  ;  and  that  in  a 
converfation  with  major  Cartwright 
on  the  topic  of  a  reform,  Mr. 
Tooke  made  ufe  of  the  remarkable 
cxprcfiion— **  You  would  go  to 
Windfor  ;  but  I  fhould  choofe  to 
ftop  at  Hounflow." 

'I'hc  defence  by  Mr.  Erfkin^  was 
mafterly.  The  opening  was  re- 
learkably  forcible  and  impreilive. 
«  W  hen,"  fays  Mr,  EHlcine,  '*  I 
ftood  up  here  on  a  former  occafion, 
I  had,  gentlemen  of  the  jury,  tocon- 
^pdagainil  what  1  tremble  to  look 


back  on— Ihad  to  contend  with  what 
no  otherman  at  anytime  rn£uglan4 
ever  had  to  contend  with-—!  had 
to  contend  firft  of  all  as  the  repre- 
fcntative  of  a  poor,  lowly,  and  ob« 
fcure  mechanic,  known,  of  courfe, 
to    perfons    equally  obfcure   with 
himfclf  only — I  had  to  contend  in 
bis  name  and  pcrfon  again (l  that 
vaft,  powerful,  extenfive,  but,  after 
the  verdiA  which  has  been  given, 
I  will  not  lay  crufhing  influence  of 
the  crown  of  England  ;  I  fay  this 
with  all  that  refpeft  wiiich  belongs  to 
itsauthority,  for,  in tny opinion,  the 
admin iftrat ion   of  government  and 
law  ou?ht  to  be  idcar  to  every  mao. 
—I  had,  gentlemen,  befidcs  that, 
to  ftfuggle,  from  the  nature  of  the 
caufc,  with  that  deep  and  folid  in- 
tercft  which  every  good  fubjc6l  mud 
take  and  ought  to  take  in^tlTe  fccu- 
rity  of  the  life  of  the  chief  magi- 
flrate,  called   upon  by  the  law  to 
execute   the   laws,  and  the  reve- 
rence due  to  the  authority  of  the 
conftitution    and    sovernment.    I 
had  to  ftruggle  wini  what  is  much 
more  difficult  than  all,  with  that 
which  is  the  chara6tcri(lic  of  En- 
glifhmen,  and  which   I  hope  ever 
will  be,  that   general  benevolence 
they  mud  ever  feel  for  every  thing 
that  is  dear  and  interefting  to  the 
fovcretgn  upon  the throne,of  whom, 
furely,  pcrlonally,  we  have  nothing 
to  complain.  This  would  have  been 
enough,  independent  of  other  cir- 
cumilances,  at  any  time ;    but  at 
what  feafon  had  I  to  contend  with 
it  ?  I  had  to  contend  with  it  when 
there  was  a    cloud   of  prejudices 
raifcU  up  againft  every  pcrfon  whofe 
name  is  mentioned  or  thought  of 
in  the    courfe   of   the  caufe,  and 
againft  thofc  foe Ic ties,  for  only  do- 
ing what  their  betters  have  done 
and  approved  of  at  other  times; 
and  who  were,  as  I  fay,  only  ac- 
tuated by  honcft  zeal  to  demand 
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^Int  they   might  thinjc  belonged 
to  them— 1    had   to   contend  a!fo 
Bg^itift     prejudices    fomented     by 
wlckednvls,  which  It  is  out  of  the 
power  of  li  11  man  Ian  village  to  uttsr 
one  id|ca  conccrtilng-i-That  is  not 
aU»  for  prejudices  in  fu.ch  a  catife 
as  this  caa  go  biit  a  little  way— ^I 
had  to  contend  with  tliis  Jn  a  fearfnl 
fe^on,  when  the  face  of  the  earth 
^^'as  drawn .  into  convulfions.  when 
various  revolutions  were  dailvrifing 
«p»  and  when   fome  men,  becaufe 
they  cboCe  to  pretend  alarm,  wifhed 
to  turn  tKe  edge  of  that  U'hich  his 
no  concern    with   the  buGtiefs  of 
others,  to  the  u1?tcr  deltructxon  of 
thafe  who  happened  to  be  engaged 
in  the  buGnefa  long,  long,  and  of- 
ten proceeded  upon,  in  other  feafons. 
**  Gentlemen,  when  one  relleds 
upon   the    ilability  of  the  law  of 
England,  and  when  one  rede&s  upon 
the  faithful  adminiftration    of    it, 
one  might  £ay.  Yet  thii  might  be 
provided  againft,  there  ftill  remains 
•that  which    is  even  paramount  to 
the  law — that  great  tribunal  which 
the  wifdom   of  our  anccftors  raifed 
in  this  country  for  the  fupport  of 
the  people's  right frr— That  tribunal 
whieh  has  made  the  law,  that  tri- 
bunal which  has  given  me  you  to 
iook  at,,  that   tribunal  that  is  fur- 
louuded  with  an  hedge  as  it  were  fee 
about  it;  that  tribunal  which  from 
3gc  to  age  has  been  fighting  for 
the  liberties  of  the  people,    and 
svithout  the  aid  of  which  it  would 
have  been  in  vain  for  me  to  ftand 
Bp  before  you,  or  to  think  of  look- 
ing round  for  af&ftancc.    But,  get»- 
tlcmcn,  in  that  quarter,  U'hich  al- 
J^^ays  has  been  the  fhicld  of  the  fub- 
Jtd,  was  found  a  fvord  drawn  to 
dellrpy  him.     The  houfe  of  com- 
niong  was  the  accuferof  my  client  ; 
thehoufc  ji^  commons  made  up  the 
fcncf  for  the  couofel  of  the  crown. 
i  &m  majdag  no  complaints  of  the . 


.  houfe  of  commons,  but  flatf ng  the 
<a6f;    that    the  *  briefs,    without 
which  my  learned  friends,  at  thof 
agree,  could  aot  have  proceeded  in 
the   caufe,  were   prepared  by  the 
commons  of  Great    Britain^   pre- 
ceded by  proclafroationa   in  <very 
part  of  thek<ngd«Mn,ftampod  bjrtbe . 
htghefl  authority,  in  order«th^the 
pf^ejudices  of  thait  autliority  m^t 
be  as  exicofive  as  the  whole  ifland* 
*'  Gentlemen^  this  is  a  cafe  al- 
together new  ;  for  when  a  man  ia 
impeached  by  the  houfe  of  com- 
inons,  he  is  hot  tried  by  a  jury  of 
his  country*— Why  ?  Becaufe   the 
benevolent  inilitutions  of  our  wife 
forefathers   forbid  it  ;  they  confi- 
dcred,  when  the  commons  were  the 
accufers,  the  jury  were  theaccuieri; 
they   coniidercd   the   comnions.  at 
large  as  accufers  and  jimy.  Here  one 
would  think  the  oommon*  had  no 
fort  of  connediion  withtlie  peopfe 
of  England,  but   that  they   wene 
holding  out  a  fiege  agaiofl  tbofe 
whofe  reprefentatives  they  arc  and 
<ought  to  be.     In  fuck  cafes  the 
lords  in  parliament   have  been  ap- 
pointed as  a  court  of  juAice,  and 
an  £nglifhman,  a  common  man,  is 
iiot  forced  before  the  houfe  of  lords 
.when  acc'jfed  by  the  commons ;  but 
he  goes  there  becaufe  it  is  the  only 
place  where  hecan  (land  for  jaitice. 
Hut,  gentlemen,  the  lords  of  En- 
gland did  not  fiand  in  that  capa- 
city ;  they  too,  were  accufers ;  they^ 
to  whom  alone,  under  fuchan  accu- 
fation*  we  £ould  iiy  for  protcdtioo* 
joined  the  eommjons  in  laying  aH 
this  matter  before  yon,  which  you 
have  heard  ^u  the  courfe  of   the 
caufe.     We  had,  bclides  all  this, 
a  maifs  of  matter  wbkrh  the  human 
underftanding  is  not  able  to  difen* 
tangle,  which  no   human  ilrengxb 
of  body  can  go  through  the  exa- 
mination of,  and  which  was  there, 
fore  produced.     I   go  along  with 
S4  the 
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not  wnTiog  any  j[Hi«ikg«f  iif  mf 
clicBt.  t  oMiceivr  ihe  ad^um^ 
meat  that  tookplaor»  wu  founded 
uppD  that  ncedScy  wUch.  probt* 
bly»  if  It  had  wftfd  MW«f  would 
Bot  have  hten  thus  lately,  to-be  de* 
cided  by  their  lordfl»ip$  ;  but  if  it 
be  fo^  what  (kail  we  fay  of  that  cafe 
in  179^9  after  a  coaijlitutioD  hat 
exifted  for  a  aumber  of  ye^rs,  in 
which  we  were  oUiged  to  catch  at 
any  dievjce*  indulgeii^y  oroonfent* 
aod  at  laft  the  judget  confoked  to 
know  how  th^y  fliouki  deal  with  9 
ciRife  that  had  no  paraUel,  find  was 
nothing  like  what  any  nftan  before 
had  to  encounter  with  ^* 

In  the  Goorfe  of  his  fpeech  Mr. 
Erfkiae  had  occaiion  to  mention 
Mr.  Paine't  work«f  and  rehted  the 
following  faft : 

<*  The  fecond  part  was  pubUAed. 
and  in  every  nnan's  hands :  it  was 
profecutedas  a  lib^U  and  it  was  not 
determined  till  479),  when  it  was 
brought  on  to  trial  Oihaaei  yoa 
will  lay,  wlien  I  relate  what  I  ant 
about  to  do-^that  there  was  a  con- 
{piracy  formed, ,  that  the  author 
ihould  not  be  defended  {  that  was 
.  the  clue  to  Mr.  Home  Tooke's 
condii6k;  ther^  was  a  confpiracy, 
that  Mr*  Paine  was  not  to  have  the 
benefit  of  a  trial ;  he  was  a  pocNr 
man,  and  he  pould  not  defend  otra* 
felf;  he  was  to  have  no  counfdi 
and  I9  who  fpeak  to  yoU|  was 
threatened  with  the  lofs  of  my  of- 
fice,  i(  I  undertook  his  defence  as 
an  advocate,  as  I  do  in  this  place  ; 
I  was  told,  Mr.  Paine  niuit  not  be 
defended  ;  I  did  defend  him,  and  I 
loft  my  office/'

He  could  not  r^nlkB  wt (h  certainty 

woo  irerc  prefent ;  but  he  believed 

Mr.  Tooke  ^was   prefent.      Mr. 

Tooke  afked  Mr.  Pitt,  whedicr  he 

lad  not  tecqnmended  to  eodea^ 

voor  to  obouii  ch;  ienfe  of  the  peo« 

pie  thfoughout  fingbnd,  in  order 

to  be  a  foundaiaon  for  a  future  ap« 

pkcation  to   pariiament^  He  laid 

Ae  had  no  particular  recaUMoM  of 

recommending  fuch  a  nneafiire :  fo 

far  ai  he  could  recnlkSf  it  was  the 

gencrd  fenfe  of  the  nembers  to  re« 

commend  petitions  to  parliament 

i»thcneu  leflion,  with  a  view  to 

fc&inn. 

Mr.  Tooke  hoped  that  his  lord- 
ftip  would  now  allow  him  to  read 
Mr.  Pitt's  letten  This,  however, 
uii  kud/hip  vefufed;  and  it  was 
therefore  returned  to  Mr.  Tooke* 
Mr.  Piit^  upos  his  crofs.exami- 


iiaiioa  by  tht^attomff^gtnend,  fii^,* 
that  theie  waa  ifothfing  pallbd  at 
that  fseeting  refpe(ftiiig  bringifig^ 
lAMSut  n  ooaveiMioi  by  detegaftet 
ffoaa  difFercnc  bodits  of  the  peopkf 
There  mtiP  4u^  fiui  a  thing  atU 
taud  In  tk  fNfintt.  Mr.  TocAe 
adced  him,  wfitit  that  meeting  was» 
but  a  coatenfion  of  ddeffates,  Iroai 
different  graac  towns  and  counties^ 
lent  by  eoflMnkteea  of  thofe  towaa 
and  counties 'of  England  ^He  faid 
he  had  not  fuficient  rec^lUaltm  ho«r 
thttt  aeeting  wascompofied  \  but  he 
<kd  not  coafider  itasa  meetifigtlMlt 
X  was  authorifed  to  tA  for  any  body 
but  themfelves.  Mr»  Tooke  faidy 
he  would  perhaps  ree^U$A,  that  it 
had  been  ^^eOidin  the  houfe.  rfatm* 
monSf  to  the  very  petition  which 
they  pntfented,  that  it  came  from 
perions  in  a  delegated  capacttiy  ? 
He  £iid  he  had  no  recoll9&ion  of  any 
fuch  thing*  He  did  not  recplka 
c}fia€dj  how  that  meeting  was  eom- 
pofed;  and,  therefore,  did  aot 
know  but  that  fome  of  thofe  per> 
foos  might  have  been  deputed  by 
others. 

The  evidence  of  Mr,  Sheridan 
went  almoft  to  the  dire^  contradic* 
tion  of  that  which  had  been  given 
by  Mr.  Pitt.  He  had  met  Mr. 
Tooke  in  1780  at  a  convention  or  ' 
meeting  of  delegates,  from  different 
parts»  who  were  to  confider  the 
beft  means  of  procuring  a  parlia* 
mentary  reform,  and  to  ad  foe 
thofe  who  deputed  them  ;  he  wai 
himfelf  a  delegate  for  Weftminfter. 
The  matter,  he  faid^  was  notorious. 
He  faid  they  certainly  did  mean  to  ^ 
a«ir  the  paifiament,  not  by  any' 
illegal  means,  but  by  a  proper  and 
conftitutional  awe.  Mr.  Sheridan 
prooeeded  t6  enumerate  the  places 
where  thefe  meetings  were  held,  and 
mentioned  in  particular  Guildhall, 
and  the  duke  of  Richmond's  at 
Privy  Gardea.^Here  Mr.  Pitt 
begged 
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•tieggcd  leive  to  rtffr«A his  mdencci 
-•nd  confcfie^  that  he  wa»prefent  at 
ibme  meetings  at  Privy  Garden, 
wh«re  there  were  tklegsftes  from 
different  cottnties. 

The  evidence  -  was '  cosuneoted 
f^n  in -a  moft  able  and  fattsfte- 
Cory  manner  by  Mr«  Gibbs,  who 
tnfifted,  *^  that  the  eridences  for 
the  crown  had,  of  themlelves,  given 
a  moft  complete  vcrdid  of  acquit- 
tal.'* The  re{)ly  of  the  attorney 
general  went  chiefly  to  infer  the 
guilt  of  Mr.  Tooke  from  his  bav- 
in? conferred  with  Hardv,  andcor- 
reaed  fome  of  the  pubbcations  of 
the  corretpondTng  fociety.  The 
icafe,  however,  was  fo  clear,  that 
the  jary  had  not  retired  above  fix 
mintites  before  they  returned  with 
m  verdi  A  of  Nnt  guihy. 

A  hviT&  of  acclamation  filled  the 
«ourt«  and  was  inilantly  followed 
by  a  (hout  from  the  populace  aflem- 
fcled  without.  As  foon  as  filence 
was  reftored  in  4:oun,  \4iich  it 
required  fome  minutes  to  effe^, 
Mr.  Tooke  addveffed  the  court 
and  the  jury,  to  the  following  ef- 
fca  : 

*•  My  lord,  and  gentlemen, 

'•  I  now  beg  leave  to  return  my 
'  fmccre  thanks  to  your  lordfliip,  and 
io  you,  gentlemen  of  the  jury,  for 
your  condu6l  during  this  trial-— 
'give  me  leave  to  fay,  that  the  con- 
^lufion  of  it,  which  has  given  me  fo 
'much  fatisfad^ton,  and  has  given  yon 
fatisfafiion,  will  give  as  much  fatif- 
fa^ion,  and  do  a  great  deal  of  good 
to  our  country.  I  (hall  now  tell 
you,  what  indeed  I  could  have  told 
you  before,  but  what  it  was  not  re- 
gular, and  therefore  not.  fit  that  1 
Ihould  tell  you  before,  which  is  the 
only  reafon  why  I  now  trouble  you 
to  hear  me  at  all,  in  more  words 
than  are  neceffary  to  rrtum  my 
thanks.  I  have  the  pleasure  to  be 
confident  you  will  never  have  the 


trouble  of  f^mg  through  rndk  a 
trial  aeain*  And  oow  I  will  ttll  you, 
in  as  Kw  words  as  I  am  able,  the 
reafon  why  his  lordfhip  entertained 
a  doubt  upon  my  condo^. — It 
arofe  entirely  from  my  owfi  abua* 
dant  caution,  and  the  car^  I  took 
to>  preCerve  the  regulaiity  of  the 
proceedings  of  this  court. 

**  It  aroie  icicideotaHy  alibi,  from 
a   circumftance  which  I  could  not 
poffibly  forefeet  and  which   \  had 
no  means  of  guefliag  at  until  I  beard 
the  attorney  general's  reply.     In 
that  reply  Ike  thought   £i  to  I<iy 
great  (lref»  on  the  alterations  which 
appeared  in  the  papers  in  my  hanJ 
writing.     He  infilled  that  the  word 
king  being  inferted  here^  ftruckout 
there,  government  flruck  out,  and 
country  inferted  in  its  ftead,  &c. 
aiibrded  ftrong  prefumption  that  I 
was  concerned  in  the  original  fram- 
ing of  thefe  papers.     The  truth  is, 
that  I  had  no  hand  in  framing  any 
of  them,  nor  any  conncdlioa  with 
any  of  the  foaeties  fiona   wiiick 
tliey  came.     I  do  not  even  know 
at  this  hour   any  one    individual 
member  of  the  country  fbdcties  ; 
nor   (bould    I   have    known   aoy 
thing  whatever  of  the  London  fo- 
cieties,  but  firom  the  circumHanoe 
of  my  having  been  candidate  for  the 
city  of  Wellminfter.     In  that  cha- 
rafter  I  vifited  them  ;  and,  to  take 
cane  of  a  very  honed,  though  not 
very  able  man,  I  perufed  fuch  pa- 
pers as  he  brought  me,  and,  when 
I  found  that  they  wcix:  intended  for 
publication,    ttruck   out  what  ap- 
peared to  me  to  be  libellouSt  *°*^ 
correAed  what  appeared  to  be  bad 
Englifti — a  trifiiug  favour  which  I 
never  rcfufcd  to  any    perfon  y-'^^ 
applied  to  me.     I  could  fay  this  of 
a  gentleman    who    wTOte  a  book 
againft  me  ;  he  fl>ewed  it  to  mc  jn 
manufcript,  and  I  corredcd  it  as 

I  did  thcic  papers. 

«  I  protclj 
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"f  I  pMtdt  tbat  I  meaftt  it  en- 
kTcly  ibrthc  hihit  dfthekw^  on 
rUich  oor  liv^s  and  fortuncB  muft 
II  depelfid,  and  by  which,  I  hope, 
hey  wiS  be  ajway^  prt)tea?ed»  stt 
nrrine  ha»  been  this  ni^t;     Hating 
laid  this,   i  n<yw  d^dare  in  the  fatte 
of  this   coCFTt',   that^  Ha  nwii  jcver 
came  into  It,  or  wa#  dtfch^rged  ho- 
nourably out  of  it,  who  fto<*i  mbre 
free    from    tbe    charge   etrbrbiTcd 
agatnft  bim,than  Ididof  that  u^hich 
the  attorney  geoeiial  thought  fit  to 
inake  a^alnft  me  in  his  reply*    No- 
thing  of  tbia  was  mentioned  in  the 
folicitor  general's  opening.     It  was 
Tiot  even  alluded  to  till  th^  inoiitiia 
of  the  counfel  who  have  defended 
tne  fo  Hobhr,  and   my  own,  were 
feut,    and  very  properly,   by  the 
rules  of  tbe  eoUrt;     I  was  content 
to  T\(k.  my  life  rather  than  once  at- 
tempt to    violate    the   rftabltfhed 
forms  of  juilice.     Upon  this  frivo- 
lons  charge  have  I  fuffered  profecu- 
tion  for  high  treafon,  in  which  I 
We   b^en  defended  fo  glorionfiy 
by  Mr.   EWkine  and  Mr.  Gibbs  ; 
and  I  hope  the  manner  in  which  I 
have  been  acquitted  will  plead  my 
excufc    for   having    detained   the 
court  after  the^bufinefs  was  over,  I 
hope,  my  lord,  you  will  accept  my 
thanks ;    to  my  counfel  I  tender 
tn7  thanks ;  you,  gentlemen  of  the 
j«rT,     I    hope,     will  accept    my 
tlianks ;  and  ihc  law,  which  I  love 
and  revere,  which  has  been  fo  glo- 
nonfly  afferted,  will  teach  aitomies 
general,  in   future,  how  to   main* 
tain  the  dodrinc  of  treafon  upon 
conftmaion/' 

The  court  was  then  adjourned 
till  Monday  fe'nnight. 

The  multitude  fnn'oundcd  the 
conrt  for  a  confiderable  time  after 
the  rerdid,  in  order  to  pay  their 
rcfpeds,  as  ufual,  to  the  counfel 
for  the  prifoticr. — At  length  Mr. 
Erikine  and  Mr.  Gibbs  came  to 


their  carriage';  the  hoirfe»weie^ia^ 
ftantly  taken  out;  khe  people  col- 
lected about  it  in  coafiderabte  numh 
bera,  and  with  thts^efcort  they  wetic 
drawn  to  Serjeaat's  Inn*  In  the 
fame  way,-  Mr.  Shendan  betqg  ro- 
Cugiiifsed  ia  the  catriage  of  a  geW" 
tlemaa,  the  hoHes  wiere  taken  out^ 
and  be  ivaa  drawn  to  Mr.*  £rlkinc*a 
houfe,  while  theilrcets  blaaedwitk 
the  ilambeaux  which  the  peopb; 
had  prepared.  ^ 

Mr,  Erfkine  addreficd  the  people^ 
from  bis  window,  to  the  following 
effca: 

<•  Gentlemen, 

**  My  voice  is  fo  very  mueh  est- 
handed  by  the  fatigue  of  the  long 
trial,  now  fo  happily  concluded, 
that  I  am  afraid  I  jhall  not  be  heard 
by  you  j— -but  no  voice  could,  at 
any  time,  exprefa  my  fatisfa^ioa 
at  the  event  of  this  day,  gloiioua 
for  the  laws,  nor  my  a^eciioit  for 
your  kindnefs  to  myfelf,  and  my 
learned  and  moft  excellent  friend^ 
Mr.  Gibbs,  who  {lands  here,  and 
who  joins  with  nie  in  tbe  thanks  fo 
juftly  due  to  you^  We  now  hope 
that  you  will  retire  to  your  homest 
rendered  more  fecnre  to  you  from 
what  has  paffcd  $  and  a»  there  are 
perfous  ftill  within  the  walls  of  pri- 
fons,  upon  fimilar  charges,  con- 
ne^ed  with  the  imputation  of  vior 
lence  and  diforder,  your  peaceable 
deportment,  even  in  the  moment 
of  zeal  and  triumph,  will  operate 
as  a  fort  of  evidence  for  the  unfor- 
tunate prifoners,  damping '  credit 
upon  the  tefiimony  by  which  the 
forms  of  a  court  of  juilice  will,  in 
due  feafon,  bring  about  their  deli* 
vcrance." 

When  Mr.  Erikine  had  finiflied, 
the  Ibuded  applaufe  followed  ;  but 
there  ^was  a  genesal  cry  for  Mr. 
Shendan  to  come  forward  befose 
they  feparated* 

Mr.  ISheridaDi  iaaIhortbutper<» 
tincftt 
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finent  addrefs,  enforced  the  fentjl- 
ments  of  Mr.  Erikine*  He  paid  a 
warm  complimeot  to  the  exertions 
pf  the  two  learned  advocates,  Mr* 
£rikine  afid  Mr.  Qibbs*  He  wa« 
not  furprifed  at  thp  enthjufiaftic  grar 
titiide  sFhich  thefe  /exertions  had 
excited  ID  the  minds  of  the  people* 
They  rightly  considered  them,  not 
as  the  ieeM  pk^ui^rs  of  Mr.  ^ardy 
lUid  Mr.  Took^  1>ut  as  the  gene** 
rous  advocates  '  of  ^he  caufc  and 
conftitution  of"  the  people  of  En- 
gland. He  congratulated  them  on  the 
fir  ft  great  conTequence  >(^hich  muft 
refult  from  the  con.du^and  verdidl 
of  the  Juries  m  thefe  trials.  It  muit 
be  clear  te  all  the  nation,  that  that 
moft  (acred  of  all  rights — the  right 
of  juries-*-wai  a  bulwark  too  flroiig 
to  be  aflailed  with  fuccefs,  by  the 
artSy  influence,  or  power  of  any 
government^ 

Hence  muft  ariCe  this  iirfl  Cecu- 
rity  for  all  good  government,  a  fo- 
ber  and  fincere  reverence  for  the 
cxiftin|;  laws.  He  concluded  by 
enforcing  Mr,  Erikine's  exhortation 
to  peaceable  demeanour,  and  re- 
minded them  that  their  prcfent  ex- 
cellent chief  magift)  ate  had  under- 
taken to  preferye  the  peace  and 
prote^  the  courts  of  junicc  in  the 
city  of  London,  without  having  re* 
courfe  to  the  fafhionable,  but  moft 
unconditutionali  pretexts  for  mili- 
tary offiilance.  The  only  return 
they  could  make  in  fuch  times  as 
thefe  for  fuch  a  confidence,  was  to 
flhew  that  they  deferved  it.  It  was, 
therefore,  doubly  incumbent  on 
them  to  make  it  manifeft  to-^he 
world,  thst  at  all  tiroes,  and  even 
in  the  moment  of  eager  and  honed 
exultation,  an  ardent  love  of  free- 
dom was  compatible  with  a  fincere 
refpe6l  for  order  and  the  law, 
without  which  the  triumph  of  h*- 
berty  would  loon  ceafc  to  be  a  vic- 
tory. 


lo  ten  minutes  tbis  thronged 
concourfe  of  people  wcreveotircly 
difperfed. 

The  Jury  on  their  return  from 
the  Old  Bailey,  after  their  verdict 
on  the  trial  of  Mf.  Tooke,  had  a 
lane  formed  for  thena  all  the  way  to 
the  London  cof£ee-houfc.  On  thc'r 
arrival    there,  the  company,  who 
amounted  to  about    five  hundred 
gentlemen,  immediately  arele»  took 
off  their   hatSj    ranged  themfeivcs 
on  !?ach  ddp  as  they  paiTcd  tbroogli, 
(aluting  them  with  the  tnoR  animated 
and  expreifive  tokens  of  applaufc. 
One  of  the  jury,  fpeaking  for  the 
refl,  fatd,  it  added  bi^hly  to   the 
gratification    they    fcjt   in    having 
confcientioufly  difcharged  their  du- 
ty,  to  find  the   verdi^  they  hid 
given  fo  fatisfa^iory  to  the  public 
at  large. 

After  the  acguittal  of  Mr. 
Tooke,  which  took  place  on  the 
a  2d  of  .November,  the  attorney 
general  declined  any  further  profe- 
cution  of  the  remaiqing  niembers  of 
t}>e  conftitutional  fociety ;  and  on 
Monday  December  the  id  a  jury 
being  impanelled  Ar^yLrmtf,  MefTrs. 
Bonney,  Joyce,  Kyd  and  Holcroft 
were  acquitted  and  difcharged. 

The  trial  of  iMr.  Thdwall  com- 
menced on  the  fame  day. 

The  charge    was    opened    with 
great  ability  by  Mr.  ferjeant  Adair; 
but  no  new  evidence  was  ;idducfd 
upon  the  trial,  except  forae  intern  • 
pcrate  expreffions  at    the    various 
meetings  at  Chalk  Farm,  &c.  and 
at   his  le^urc  room,    which  were 
fupported  only  by  the  .tcftimony  of 
the  fpies,  Lynam  and  Taylor,  whofc 
evidence  was   afterwardf  rtodcrcd 
nugatory  by  that  of  two  other  wit- 
nefres.     The  prifoncr  was  defended 
by  Meffrs,  Erikine  and  Oibb»  with 
their  ufual  ability,  and  this  jury  alfo 
brought  in  a  vcrdiil  of  A^<?/^^%* 

At  the   conclulion  of  the  trial 
Mr. 
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Ir-     ThelwaD  addrcffcd  the  court 
n  'l  J  ury.— After  fo  long  a  trial,  he 
ad,,    aided  by  fo  powerfut  a  pro* 
.cutJon  againft  a  poor  and  uncon- 
cc\e<3  individual  as  himfelf,  with- 
.^t    Fortune  and  without  friends j 
^  T  er  rufFtringTeven  months  confine- 
vvtrnt    in  a  phTon,    and  enduring, 
vltH  the  pain  impofed  upon  his  bo- 
tly-y    the  more  excruciating  tortures 
of  tlie  mind"^  and  after  riflcing  not 
dily  his  life  but  his  repi^ation,  he 
could  not  hear  the  -verdidt  which 
m-ns    then  delivered   without  emo- 
tfuns*  too  vaft  for  utterance,  and 
tau  fublime  for  thought.     To  the 
court,  to  the  J^r^t  to  the  people, 
be  Vr'aa  indebted  Jor  candour,  ju^g- 
Rientf  and  patience^  ever  memora- 
ble.    Yet  although  he  might  coa- 
tcQl  himlfelf  with  making  this  ac- 
kiM3wledgmeat,  nor  longer  intrude 
on  the  attention  of  the  court,  he 
conceived  ttiat  he   was   honoured 
with  a  public  tnift>  which  it  was  in- 
cumbent <fn  him  to  difcharge.    He 
ccnfefled,  that  he  had  a^ed  with 
imprudence,    and   had    fometimes 
perhaps,  exceeded  his  intentions— 
but  he  had  never  a6led  with  a  cri- 
minal deiign.    Of  an  irritable  tern- 
per,  ^nd  endowed  with  pa^ns,  it 
was  hardly  polUble  for  him  fopae- 
timcs  to  reprefs   that  indignationi 
which  was  purpofely  provoked  by 
his  accufersto  draw  hint  intoafnare. 
h  was  true,  that  he  had  written 
tliat  letter,  which  was  produced 
again  ft  him,  addreffed  to  a  friend 
in  America — but  he  faid,  that  he 
had  not  only  never  fent  it,  but  that 
he  had  never  read  it  after  it  was 
written,    or  he  fhould   have   con- 
fumed  it  in   the  flames.— He  was 
afiiamed  of  the  bombailic   and  in- 
flated language  which  compofed  it| 
hut,  for  his  Ie3ures,a6  all  who  had  at- 
tended them,  except  thofe  who  came 
10  ^hechara^er  of  fpies,  would  tefti- 
fj),  he  laid,  they  were  calculated  to 


fupport  himfclf,  by  givrng*  reafbna- 
ble  inftru^ion  to  the  people.  Hrf 
could  have  no  perfonal  enmityj 
a^inft  his  fjbvereign,  nor  had  he 
conceived  Ifo  honrible  an  intent  af 
to  depofe  him  from  his  throrte,  or 
deprive  Him  of  his  IHe.  Far  too! 
from  his  thoughts  weirc  ell  trea- 
fons  and  conjorrateies  againft  the 
ft  ate,  aHprojeas  of  fubverfion,  all 
provifion  of  arma.  Happily^  he 
Doped|  the  time  ^as  arriving,  or 
tvoukt  arrive,  when  pikes  and  muf* 
kets  would  no  longer  be  fabricated;^ 
aind  when  each  engine  of  deftruc^ 
tion  would  itfelf  bedeftroyed  ;  when 
man  would  look  on  man  as  bro- 
thers, by  OIK  immortal  parent,  an  j 
an  univerfal  compa^  oi  fellow/hip 
and  peace  prevail*  Though  ac- 
quitted by  the  verdift  of  his  coun- 
try, however,  at  a  feafonable  time 
ftixi  opportunity  be  purpofed,  in 
moderate  and  lawful  terms,  to  jut 
tifyhis  conduft  to  the  world. 

The  chief  baron  Macdonald,  in 
very  handfome  terms,  regretted 
that  Mr.  Thelwall  had  made  the 
latter  declaration,  which  was  to» 
tally  irrelevant,  and  not  withiii 
their  jurifdidlion.  Since  he  was 
acquitted,  and  acquitted  too  by  the 
nobleft  and  moll  public  verdid,  the 
verdift  of  his  country,  he  advifed 
him  to  reverence  thofe  laws  by 
which  he  had  been  juftificd,  to"* 
refpeft  that  people  to  which  he  was 
returned,  and  to  conduft  himfelf 
with  fuch  propriety  as  fhould  no| 
only  be  fatisfad^ory  to  his  owa 
confciehce,  but  cnfure  him  eternal 
honour. 

The  other  profecutions  Were 
abandoned  bv  the  crown  lawyers, 
and  thofe  wno  had  been  indi£led 
were  liberated  from  confinement. 

On    a  candid    review  of  thefc 

trials,  we  fhould  feel  ourfelves  gulltY 

not  only  of  falfchood,  butof  groft 

indecency,   did  wc    not    heartily 

-    fttbfcribe 
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fubicribe  to  the.  radical  jufticc  of 
the  verdidis*  Of.  all  the  .p^raidous 
arts.of  ,tyranitx»  then:  ii  none  fo 
dangerous  as  that  of  eofiflru^ive 
treafon  ;  aud  whatever  grievances 
£agli{lmieii  may  have  to  cozt^plain. 
of  occafionall/  in  the  9diii2niiitra«> 
tion  of  public  affairs^  th^y  cannot 
Solicitatc  themfeUes  too  (bongly  or 
tooireqtiently  on  the  wide  didinc- 
tion  Mrhich  e&iiU  bet\veen  the  ad^i- 
Biftration  of^  juilice  in  this,  and  in 
all  other  countries  of  Europe-  Even 
the  fbrmft  of  Iaw»  which  in  civil 
cafes  are  produ&ive  of  expeiuic, 
and  might  perhaps  be  fimpIiBcd 
\9ith  advantage,  form  in  criminal 
cafes  a  ftrong  barrier  againit  op- 
proflion  and  t nju  (lice.  Woe  to  that 
nation  which  confents  on  any  occa- 
£on  to  difpenfe  with  ihe  forms  of 
law  {  or  allows  any  thing  to  the  ac- 
tion of  prejudice  or  paiuou  injudi- 
cial proceedings.  The  whole  of 
thofe  black  and  guilty  tranfadlions, 
v^ich  have  for  ever  ilained  the- 
caufe  of  liberty  in  France,  may  be 
refolvcd  into  ihis  one  principle,  the 
negleA  of  legal  forms,  the  difre^ 
gard  to  cvidencei  and  the  condem- 
nation or  rather  murder  of  men 
upon  fufpicion,  rumour,  and  pre- 
judice. 

While,  however,  we  congratu- 
late ourfelves  and  our  countr)'  upon 
^the  event  of  thefc  trials,  we  muft 
.add,  that  we  are  far  from  approv- 
ing the  proceedings  of  the  focicties 
in  queftion.  The  idea  cnteitaincd 
by  fome  of  them  of  annual  parlia- 
ments and  univerfal  fuffrage,  ap- 
pears to  us,  in  the  prefcnt  circum- 
llances  of  Britain,  an  extravaganc 
idea.  Reforms,  to  be  falutary, 
mufl  be  gradual,  and  adapted  to 
the  moral  ilaie  of  man  ;  and  this,  if 
ever  it  can  be  pradlicable,  is  cer- 
tainly too  violeiit  a  ftep  to  be  atr 
tempted  at  once.  ,  But  had  their 
•bjed  been  rationali   was  it  the 

X 


time  to  eiidforce  tt  ?  In  a  ticoe  of 
ailarmj  of  prejudice,  of  party  fpirit, 
and  general  ierment,  was  it  a  time 
to  enforce  fchemes  of  reform  and 
innovation  ?— 'fhc  imprudence  of 
the  meafure.  mud  be  obvious  on 
their  own  principles  ;  and  admitting 
the  miniftry  to  be  whac  they  have 
fuppofed  them,  crafty,  unprinci- 
pled, exiftiog  only  on  tlic  alarms 
and  fears  wluch  they  ^an.  excite  in 
the  nation,  yvas  it  not  obvious  that 
advantage  would  be  taken  of  thefc 
proceedings,  to  fupport  and  extend 
thatfyflemof  delufion,  which  they 
had  found  alreadi*  fo  niuch 'adapted 
to  their  purpofes:  Ori,  fuppofingthc 
minidry  not  difhonefl  but'  timidf 
could  any  other  confequenccs  be 
expe£led  than  thofe  which  have  en- 
fued?  It  would  certainly  have  been 
more  prudent  therefore  to  have 
purfued  the  advice  of  Mr.  Horae 
Tooke,  <«  to  lie  upon  their  oars'' 
till  prejudice  (hould  be  diflipatcd, 
till  the  ferment'  of  th^  moment 
(hoijld  have  fubfided,  and  the  minds 
of  men  be  prepared  for  a  difpaffion- 
ate  purfuit  of  ihofe  objedfl  which 
might  appear  cIFential  to  the  public 
intcreft. 

The  affeftation  of  French 
phrafes  in  thefe  meetings  wA  alfo 
greatly  calculated  to  excite  appre- 
nenfions  in  weak  minds.  It  may, 
however,  ferve  to  calm  the  terrors, 
which  falfe  reports  and  the  tcfti- 
mony  of  venal  fpics  had  generated, 
to  learn  from  the  eYidencc  cxhi- 
bitec^  on  thcfe  trials,  that  neither 
the  numbers,  extent,  nor  ttrfources 
of  thcfe  focietien  were  fuch  as  they 
had  been  reprefcnted ;  but  that  their 
power,  their  numbers,  and  thtir 
influence  were  (asecff  have  uniform- 
ly affcrted)  contemptible.  Thcfe 
ctrcumthinces  are  deHneatei  with 
fuch  genuine  humour,  and  yrt  lO 
fuch  true  colours,  by  a  dlftinguilhed 
member  of  the  Britilh  fcnaic,  that 
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«^e  Cannot  refrain  from  anticipatrng 
a  little  the  debate  on  that  fabjedtby 
ihc  infertfon  of  Ms  obl'crvatioos.— 
He  remarked^*  that  **  during  the 
courfe  of  the  trials,  he  had  heard 
the  evidence  of  theiipics  of  govern - 
mcnt;  no  part  of  which  went  to 
fan6lion  the  alarm  whidi  had  been 
fo  induflrioufly  propagated.    It  fol- 
lowed, therefore,  cither  that  mini- 
fters  were  dtcehned  by  their  fpies 
and  had  thereby  (hewn  themfehres 
unfit  for  the  fituations'  which  they 
held  ;    or  that  ihey  had  tL6\td  upon 
an  alarm,  which  they  did  not  feel,  to 
anfwer   the  infamous  purpofes  of 
their  own  arobitiony  aud  to  delude 
the  people  to  continue  a  wicked  and 
ruinous  war.     At  the  time  every 
body  admitted  that  the  meafures 
of  minillry  were  extraordinary  ;  but 
fomething  they  faid  muil  come  out* 
Papers,  nototioufly  in  the  pay   of 


minfftersy  treti  took  upon  them 
to  mention  the  particulars  of  the 
plot,  and  to  name  the  per£in» 
concenied.  In  the  firft  of  the 
trials,  one  pike  was  produced;  that 
was  afterwards  withdrawn^  froin«b» 
folute  ihame,  A  formidable  inftru- 
ment  was  talked  of  to  be  employed 
againft  the  cavalry;  it  appeared, 
upon  evidence  to  be  no  other  than 
a'tc-totvuB  in  a  window  at  Sheffield. 
Thefe  deiperate  corffpiratore,  it 
appeared,  had  formed  their  en- 
campment in  a  back  garret ;  thehr 
arfenal  was  provided  with  nine  raf^ 
ty  mu(kets;  and  this  formidable 
preparation,  which  was  to  overturn 
the  conftitution,  was  fupported 
by  an  exchequer  containing  nine 
pounds  and  one  bad  fliilling,  aU  to 
be  direded  again  ft  the  whole  armed 
force  and  edablifhed  government 
of  Great  Britain.*',,

OUR  laft  account  of  the  afiairl 
of  Pobnd  concluded  %rith 
the  mcfbhcholy  overthrow  of  the 
batridtSy  and  the  fobverfioa  bj  a 
foreign  force  of  the  cxcenent  con* 
Khution  which  they  had  framed* 
We  had  hoped  that  our  prefent 
volume  would  prefent  a  more  chcer- 
lul  profpeft  in  this  quarter  of  £u<« 
tope ;  we  had  indulged  the  pleafing 
dream  that  tlkcir  (econd  noble  effort 
would  be  more  profperous  than  the 
IbrmeT ;  and  that  brute  and  lavage 
force  for  once  might  be  compelledto 
yield  to  the  glorious  caufe  of  liberty 
and  virtue. — But*  alas!  our  fanguine 
expe^ttons  proved  but  a  dreamland 
we  awake  only  to  thedifgufting<k>Q« ' 
templation  of  the  gloomy  triumph 
of  fraud,  violence  and  murder. 
Painful  as  is  the  tafk,  we  have  now 
to  enter  on  the  detail  of  the  black- 
eft  fcene  of  perfidy  and  wickedneb 
which  the  annals  of  Europe  have 
to  record :  a  detail  difgufting  iu 
its  progrefs ;  cruel  and  iangumary 
in  its  cataftrophe  beyond  all  former 
precedent* 

On  the  6th  of  January  1 793,  the 
king  of  Pruflia  publifhed  a  aecla« 
ration  refpeding  the  march  of  his 
troops  into  Poland.  In  this*  with 
unblu(hing  effrontery,  and  in  di- 
T€&,  contradidion  to  the  letters  he 
had  himfelf  writtleni  both  officially 
and  privately »  to  the  unfortunate 
Staniflausy  congratulating  him  on 
the  change,  of  government  in  Po- 
land in  May  17919  tie  affertedthat 
this  change  had  been  efieded  with- 
out the  knowledge  of  the  neigh- 
bouring ftiendly  powers.  The 
revolution  hady  his  majefty  added» 
beqi  beheld  with  much  difpkafure 


l>y  a    great  part   of  the.  nattoo^ 
mlu)  had  tnploitdt   ^A    happily 
received,  the  gracioua  aiiilanrr  of 
her    im^rial  majefty    of    Rtifia, 
whofe  troops   were    co-operattng 
with  the  confederated  Hobiiity  fer 
the  fuppreffion  of  inoovatiosi,  and 
the  renoration   of   vittue   to  the 
cooftittttion.     He  patheticany  la^ 
mented  the  difappomtoienl  of  his 
hopes,  that  the  tieubles  in  Pohuid 
w;ould  have  terminated  without  his 
interference,  panicttlariy  aa  )w  yr^M 
fo  deeply  engaged  in  aikyther  quar- 
ter; but  that  the  obftiaatere&flance 
of  the  fw'difant  patriots,  and  the 
Jacobinical  proceedings,  efpecially 
in  Great  Poland^  pat  him   under 
the  neceility   of  taking    effcdive 
meafures  on  acoouni  ot    his  own 
fafety*    He  had  therefore,  he  ad- 
ded, conoerted  oieafuref  with  th* 
couru  of  Vienna  and  Peterftoigh, 
and,  to  anticipate  defigns  fo  fatalto 
his  interefts,  had  refcdved  to  fend  s 
fufficieat  body  of  troops  under  the 
command  of   M.  de   Mollendorf, 
general  of  infantry,  into  the  tenri* 
tones  of  the  republic,  and  particu- 
larly into  Great  Poland^ 

Whatever  fadlioas  or  tumults 
might  have  exifted  in  Pofam^  P^^' 
vious  to  the  Ruffian  invafion,  we 
muft  remark  that  they  have  re<> 
mained  ondifcoTered  to  any  eye  ex- 
cept that  of  the  penetratiag  mo«  ^ 
narch  of  Pruffnu  It  has  always 
appeared,  tothe  reft  of  £ur<me,  that 
the  new  ooafiitution  of  rolaod 
was  received  with  acdanation  by 
the  unanioioQS  voice  of  the  nation, 
and  produced  real  fatiafa^on 
amongft  every  rank  of  the  people, 
except  pcrfaupa  m  few  of  tfac  v^ 
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litv  who  were  either  btfcly  devoted 
to  the  interelb  erf  the  court  of 
■Ruffia,  or  ^aSc  ambition  was  dif- 
appossted  hy  being  predodcd  From 
the  duMer  of  ftfcccedtti^  to  the 
throne.  The  PrulBan  tn>op8  how- 
ever nftranced  to  Thorn,  and  one 
of  its  detac)iin«iirs  appeared'  under 
the  walk  of  that  city;  The  inhabi- 
tabta,  faithful  to  their  durr,  btv- 
ing  refufcd-mtlviice  to  the  troops, 
experienced  air  open  attack.  Can- 
sons  wene  pUnted  againft  the  waHs, 
the  gates  were  broken  open,  the 
municipal  gaard  were  diflod^d 
from  their  potts ;  a  defencelefs  city 
exhibited  the  fpe^lade  of  a  pbce 
taken  by  nfianlt(  and  on  the  24th 
of  January  the  Pniffian  regiments 
entered  it,  while  the  air  rek)unded 
with  their  triumphant  acclamations. 
There  were  no  foldiers  of  the  repub- 
lic in  the  city  to  make  refidance,  it 
depended  for  fecisrity  npon  public 
faith,  and  that  faith  was  violated. 
Difiercat  FolUk  detachments  dif- 
perfed  tbnonghont  Great  Poland 
were  attacked  at  the  fame  time, 
and  driven  from  their  polls  by  fiN 
perior  force. 

Dantzic  Mo  in  a  very  (hort  time 
became  compktely  fubje^led  to  the 
Pniffi^tty  and  a  garrifon  of  1,700 
men  was  qvartered  upon  the  in- 
habitants;  This  city  had  already 
fuffercd  very  confiderably  from  the 
oppreffive  oond«£t  of  its  neigh- 
hourS)  and  the  coofequent  decay 
of  its  trade  4  it  was  further  injured 
by  the  lofa  of  feveral  of  its  princi- 
pal inhabitants,  who^  preferring 
emigration  to  living  under  a  mili- 
^ry  government,  retired  to  Ham- 
burgh and  other  places.  In  the 
mean  time  the  cosfederated  Poles 
publiihed  on  the  3d  of  February  a 
proteil  againft  the' violent  entrance 
of  the  Pmffiah  troops,  in  which 
they  dated,  that  confiding  in  fo- 
lemn  engagemoat^aqd  the  £iilb  of 
«7^ 


treaties,  they  could  never  have 
imagined  thdt  they  had  occafioa  to 
apprehend  a  furpnfe  or  open  vio- 
lence, whcr^  every  aflurancc  hadbfcen 
given  them  that  they  were  to  find 
only  tViendihip  and  aiiilance,  and 
declared  they  would  enter  intd  no 
views  wlu'ch  might  tend  to  difmem« 
her  any  part  uf  the  Polifh  domains  1 
btfl  on  the  contrary  were  reridy  to 
facrifice  the  lall  drop  of  thei^ blood 
in  defence  of  their  liberties  and  in- 
dependence. They  concluded  by 
hoping  that  even  the  two  imperial 
courts  and  all  other  powers  would ^ 
not  behold  with  indiffercni^e  a  ma- 
nifeft  violation  of  the  rights  of  na- 
tions^ and  the  open  invallon  of  the 
domains  of  a  neighbouring  and 
friendly  date. 

This  confederation,  which  fat 
at  Orodno,  difpatched  a  note,  dated 
the  6th  of  February,  to  count  dc 
Sievcrs  the  Ruffian  ambaflador  at 
that  place,  requeiling  him  to  in- 
forni  the  emprefs  his  miftrefs,  that 
the  report  of  a  new  partition  of  Po-* 
land  had  difFufL-d  a  general  alarm 
throughout  the  nation  ;  that  a  ' 
people  fo  long  the  fport  of  misfor- 
tune is  eafily  alarmed  ;  that  the  rc- 
colle6lion  of  pad  miferies  excites 
its  dread  of  future  evils  ;  that  the 
confederation  wait  with  confidence 
for  new  aflurnnces  from  her  majclly 
oi frientijh'ip  and  good  will,  to  quiet 
the  alarms  of  the  people,  whofe  ap- 
prchenfions  were  confidcrably  aug* 
mented  by  the  obftacles  which  i\f«( 
Ingelftrohm  the  Ruffian  general 
had  oppofed  to  the  motions  of  the 
troops  of  the  republic,  and  hi§ 
prohibiting  them  from  the  ufe  of 
artillery.  They  concluded  by  de- 
claring, that  the  confederation  had 
folcmnly  fworn  to  maintain  the  uni« 
ty  and  indivifibility  of  th£  repub<* 
lie. 

The  troops  of  Pruffia  had  no 
fodner  entered  Dantzic,  than  the 
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inhibitMti  were  iofuked  by  i»  mi- 
lu&fto  iroai  the  Jking  of  Pniffia, 
dauod  Fefamiry  the  t4tk»  in  which, 
he  infomied  then*  .that  the  &me 
moUvea  wiueh  iftduced  hi'm  to  £eod. 
tfoAfHiiiit^  Great  Fdaad  hsd  pot 
hia  under  ihc  occeffity  of  makiag 
fure  o£  Dantsic  aad  iU  depen«, 
dsndet:  be  changed  the  city*  in 
additiDii  to  its  ctmiumed  fina« 
fllioihle^  di^fittonft,  with  the 
fui!ther  atiocity  of  having  beoome 
the  ibat  oi  9m  andacaoua  fed»  and 
vrith  having  witbftood  hifl  efforts  to 
feive  one  ^  at  leaders,  whom  be 
conid  not  wrcd  ftiom  the  hands  of 
hit  jsrotedors  but  by  dint  of 
rcmonftr^nees  1  Tbie  recent  evanw 
pje,  other  abu&e  of  a  liberty  iUim- 
dcrftoody  the*  clofc  conne£^ion  kept 
up  belt  ween  the  rebelo  of  France 
and  Pdlaod,  and  a  party  which  by 
the  boldneb  of  its  principlea  pre-. 
doiiHnated  over  the  plutaliey  of 
well-difpofed  citizens,  together 
with  the  fupplies  aSoiaded  by  the 
inhabitants  of  Dantzk  to  thecom- 
npon  enemy,  ought,  to  have  drawn 
the  kibig'*  notice:  to  the  city,  and 
iodacod  hinrto  Jceep  it  within  pro» 
per  bounds,  and  to  take  care  of  the 
(iii£ety>aod  trani^ilUty  of  the  neigh- 
bouring provincca  of  PruAia*  He 
bad  therefbrr ,  he  added*  after  hav- 
ing agreed  with  other  powers  in- 
tereiled  in  this  aSair,  chatted  bis 
lieutenant  general  M.  de  Rauniez 
to  taloe  pofltifion  of  Danti&ie  and 
its  depend eactes  with  a  fufficient 
body  of  troopsi  with  a  view. of 
prefervlBg  gaoJ  arder  and  public 
tranqntiHty!  The  inhabitants  were 
eiJiorted  by  obedience  to  gain  the. 
*  good  will  of  this  benevolent  ato- 
ll arch,  and  the  oiagiftrates  were  ee< 
flueited  to  fecond  \n%  fahitary  vtewS» 
On  the  2d  of  April  the  bui^go- 
mafters  and  conncil  of  the  city  .of 
Dflift^ic  nflem^led  ac  the  iowa- 
hpvfcy  and^'flS,  the  b»d  xt^MtH  of 


the  king  df  Pnifln»  trdnU  eveiy 
bHfghcr^^nd  inhabitant  to  keep 
hlmfdf  fmet^t  to  foiif|w  his  wfual 
occsu^tion,  and  to  reuiain  peacea- 
bly in  his  honfe  in^en.  the  VniBiaa 
troops  ^oidd  enter  theci^. 

The  further  partition  ^  dtts  nn- 
foctonate  country  waa  now  rapidly 
approaching.  It  w»  preceded  by 
maiufeftocs  fraa^the  royal  n>bbcn> 
juftifyingt  or  attem^ng  to  juili%, 
this  di^mdefs  diyiiion  of  thcarfJuik* 
der  by  ihrewd  political  preteoces^ 
llic  dcchratioo  of  the  emperor  of 
Germanyt^^vhic^h  gently  prepared 
the  ways  was  d^ted  from  Viensa 
Fcofiiafy  lhei4th|aad  vasowched 
in  terms  of  great  foibcannce,  bat 
contained  aa  abUdittte  injin^ioq  to 
the  Poles  Tcfidens  wilhia  his  owa 
dominioas,  placidly  to  veg^  the 
impeadiag  dtfosenkbervept  of  their 
country.  In  March  the  inaniieAo 
of  her  inapcrial  majefty  appealed 
relative  to  the  partiuoQ*  Keligjoa 
was  as  ttfnal  adled  ia .  to  &uidiea 
this  atsoctotts  aS  of  rjiyHie  and  in- 
ju^c^  andthee^spmis  homasely 
lamentrd  the  fuffcrings  of  the  pen- 
pi^  of  Poland,  aiqbdngft  whom  it 
had  been,  for  thirty  yearst  her  in- 
cefiiuit  endeavour  to  m^jnlain./r^a- 
qmW^.\  and  her  grief  wnsinereaied 
by  conAdering  thcva  as  d^cended 
from  the  iaote  rsca»  nnd  yroi^f^ 
the  holy  chriftian  religion,  which 
would  be  vidUted  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  fuch  dneadfttl  do^iri^cs  as 
were  propagated  hj  fome  unworthy 
roh:s,  who  adopted  the  detdhbU 
anddeilru^ive  pbins  of  thersbeisof 
Francis  As  an  indemnihfiation  there- 
fore for  her  loffics,  to  provide  for 
the  fvxture  fafety  of  her.ettptne  sod 
the  Poli<h  domimonsi  and  to  pre- 
vent all  fututv  cfaasges  of  gpvera- 
ment^  (he  gradoi|fly  made  known 
her  inteiVtioA  to  take  ibr  ever  un- 
iier  th^  Cceptre  of  Ruffia  tfapfe 
Inaa  of  Jandt  with  their  iahabi- 
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brits^'  ^"^cfi  8e  bctwet^  Drvj  on 
tli«  left  bofik  of  the  t'wtr  Dwina» 
to  Ni*roch  and  Dubrovi,  and  fol* 
lowing  t^e'b^r^r  ef  tltf^wont^fhip 
of  ViJfw,  f o  St6!peffly  to  'NtfvjZi  a»»d 
then  to  Piofflii-tltenetr  ppfling  Kn- 
ulfli  brtW^  VifictfTO  arid  Novo- 
grcble^  near  thc'^rit?eV  of  G&D^ 
tia;  thenec^  #re  rifer.Drtleftei*, 
an<5  terirtftiillrtg  Ih  tft^  old  h6r6^ 
fif  Ruffli-atsd  'Pitotid'  at  Icgcrtlc* 
Intliispartition'thc  fn^ereafeirfthe 
bappineft  of  the  inhibkam*  Was  a- 
vowed  to  he  ihe/oie  ^3  of  he***  im« 
penal  njsfitfftT.  What  a  reKgiotos  rc- 
Ijapd  to  tmtlt  did  ^hc  deckratfoxi

The  dedettttion'  of  the  Proflwn 
r&ooartb,  Vhich.wA  dat<rd  March 
the  ijtbj .  -icboed  many  of  the 
fcntiments  eoAfa/Tved^ivthe  Ruffian 
raaaifcftOj'^iVd  avdWed^  that  in  or* 
tier  to  piiefiertc  the  repulilie  of  Po- 
jand  ffofli' the  dreadful  eflPed^sof  itft 
iDteroal  divttions,  and  tortfeucit 
from  a(!ter  t«tfr»  nO'  lAeansreroatned 
but  to  iiicdrporttte  htrr  frontier  pro- 
vinces. Jiito*  the  ftates  of  Pniffia, 
which  thetcfoce  had  i-cteritriDcd  to 
take  intticdittte  pofHiiion  of  the 
cities  of  Darttzic  and  Thorn,  and 
the  woiwodftips  of  Pofen,  Gnefen, 
^a}{&,  ani  Siradia,  the  city  and 
nionaft«rf^  of  Czcntochowa,  the 
pro?incc  (rf*  Wielun,  the  woiwod- 
inip  of-LcntJchftz,  ^he  province 
ofCujavia,  and  of  Dobrzyn,  the 
woiwodfbipeof  Rawa  and  Pbtzk, 
^c.  The  people  were  further  ex- 
toTtcd  to  behave  like  loyal  and 
<*edient  fuhjcas  to  Pruffia,  and  to 
renounce  all  connexion  with  the 
crown  of  Poland.  On  the  9th  of 
April  the  cownt  de  Sievers  figneda 
^hcr  declaration  on  the  part  of 
^offia,  in  which  the  merciful  Ca- 
tharine, after  dcUiling  her  re- 
PJ*ted  cftsrts  for  the  prefervatron 
«  order  and  tranquillity  in'Poland, 


ilat<*9  the  in^ikud^  vrith  which 
her  iirterference  had  bten  reCrivi!^ 
by  t\wk  whotA  &i^'tfz$  (klifonsiCil  • 
re-e^ablifb  alrd  feciire  in  theiv  fia-^^ 
ti vc  eountVy*  The  iiive6)fiv(«  ffgasttit  < 
jac6hinifm!  which  have  heibfr'eobii^ 
tbn^ugb  all  the  fauihim-  Utoa 
narchiev  of  Europe,  iwire.  b©^ 
ftowed  fwith  proftrfit  hb^aKSy  t^on 
the-^nfoitunote  oppofers  df  dtipd^ 
tifinin  Poinnd  ^  and'her  impet^al  - 
majefty  fiirtbef. declared,  tWat  In^ 
conjofidion  with  the  kii«g  lof  Pnir^ 
fiQf  and  with  the  aifent  of  the  em* 
peror  6f  the  Romatia,  (ke  and- they 
had  found  no  other  remedy,  for 
preventing  this  fatal  G&maf^on 
reaching  their  own  fronttert^  than' 
confining  the  reptibltc  of  Poland 
within  iKirrbw  bounds,  whichy  in  the 
fame  ntodeft  fpirit  witW  the  whole 
of  thiG  maniieilo,  the  eiy^efs  af* 
ierts  to  be  a  meadure  the  moft  con<* 
ducive  to  the  real  profpcrity  of  Po« 
land. 

In  retnrt)  t«  the  dedaratioss  of  • 
the  emprefs,  the  gencial  confedei* 
ration  difpatdfied  a  note  to  M.  de 
Sievers,  in  whi«h  they  teilificd  the 
utmoil  furprffe  at  his  avowal  of 
ufurping  the  provinceaof  the  pepitb* 
lie,  aM  exculpated  themfelves  from, 
any  fharc  in  the  difmembcrment  of 
their  country,  which  however  they 
regarded  as  inevitable*  The  mi* 
nifters  of  Berlin  and  Pcterlburgh 
delivered-  notes  to  the  Polifh  dict» 
demanding  the  appoititment  of  a 
deputation  to  fan(iiu/ii  the  intended 
divifion  of  the  country,  which 
produced  violent  altercations,  ie 
was  agreed,  in  the  lit  ting  of  tl  e 
26th  of  June,  by  a  great  majority » 
to  claim  the  mediation  of  the  fo- 
reign courts  with  ihofe  of  Berlla 
and  Peterftnrgh,  to  induce  them  tO' 
witliuraw  their  troops,  and  to  give 
up  the  provinces  of  the  republic.  It 
was  afterwards  moved,  that  t  he  de* 
putation  demanded  Should  be  em* 
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powered  to  treat  only  with  the 
^ourt  of  Ruflia ;  and  this  motion 
was  fupportcd  by  the  king>  and 
6iti7i0d  by  a  jnajot-tty  of  T07  voices 
^gainft  14.  On  the  2  8tli  the  quef- 
|ipn  refpeftmg  the  apipofutmentof 
a  ddifgaltoo  ta  treat  'with.  the  cotnrt^ 
©f^Fe^er&prg  and  Bwlhi'  was  a^alrt 
agitated^  and  .oppofed  by  ahn&d 
the  whole  cliambcr,  afi  iai:oaliilent 
vith  the  reibKittoa' formerly 'addpt^ 
cd  by  the  diet  $  fand  an  injun6);ioii 
was  vot«d  to  tl>&  chsDcdlors  of 
Courland  and  Lithuaniay-.to  drtxw 
up  anfwers  to.  the  notes  delivered 
fro|n  thofc  courts  conformable  •  to 
this  .  refohitiom  The  inftrudiont 
prepared  for  the  minifters  at  foreign 
courts,  and  for  the  condnd  of  the 
delegation,. to  (rcat  onty  with  the 
court  of  Petcrfburg,  being  read,  it 
was  propefed  as  an  adfditional  ar^ 
ticle»  to^all  M.  Dvicat:\\c  ekarge  ties 
mfairts  from  the  coart  of  Vienna  to 
the  negotiationsi  as  the  emperor 
had  guaranteed,  the  treaty  of  1775. 
Tq  give  time  for  the-  examination 
of  this  amendmeaty  the  diet  «<(- 
}ouraed  .to  July  the  lil,  when  the 
debates  on  the  delegation  were  re- 
newed; and  in  order  to  get  rid  of 
this  embarraiSng.  difcuHion,  it  was 
further  adjouroed  to  the  J  5th, 

On  that  day  a  ftcond  conference 
took  place  betvrten  the  deputies 
and  the  Ruffian  ambaflador,  to 
whom  the  former  delivered  a  me- 
morial remonilratjtig  againft  the 
violence  wliich  had  been  committed 
agalnii  the  deputies  of  the  nation, 
many  of  whom  had  been  forcibly 
arreUed  at  their  houfes,  and  de« 
manding  their  enlargement.  It  fur- 
ther remonilrated  with  theambaiia^ 
6or  on  account  of  his  haying  inter* 
cepted  the  proyifions  deftined  for  the 
ufeof  the  king;  and  ^f  having  fequel-* 
trated  the  eftatcs  of  M.Tyfske\^iecz, 
marfhal  of  the  grand  duchy  of  Lithu- 
ania^  aud  ioiifed  upon  hit  counter*- 


mandfng  thefe  orders,  and  aA  of  a 
fimilar  impon.  This  memorial  the 
deputies  requeftcd  him  to  tranfmit 
to  the^^mprefij,  which  hie  hanghtilv 
fbfufed,  atid  in  liis  torn  addfcflcd 
the  diet  In  arnote  accompanied  by 
menaces,  infixing  oh  the  hill  ratifi- 
tfJtioflt  of  the  treaty  of  ^alhance  and 
cothtrt^rcc  b^tWeew  lluflia  and  the 
wtpobMc.  '  OVi  readtiiig  this  note 
thse  di^ft  pforo^ed  the  fnting  to 
the  sbtlfir  bttt  refttfed  acceditig-  t» 
the-tvifhcfr  of  jhe  Ruflknambfiffador 
rrl^jedtifig  fhe-^  treaty  of  alliance. 
In  corvfeqiicnce  of  their  refttfal,  the 
count  de  8i*^rs,  o^  the  following 
day,  fent  a  iiot€  ciqiitvaleAt  to  a 
declaration  of  war,  threatening  to 
lay  the  dlates,  &c.  of  the  members 
of  the  diet  under  a  militarj-' execu- 
tion ;  and  that  (houM  the  king  ad- 
here to  the  oppcfing  *  party,  he 
would  treat  his  domains  JVi  the  fame 
ma nner .  During  fevera I  fucccfii re 
dJiys  the  diet  was  aflaited  with  of- 
ficial notes  from  the  Rufiian  and 
PruAian  miniders,  filled  with  me- 
naces, and  prtrffing  the  fignaturc  of 
the  treaty.  At  length  M.  dc  Sic- 
vers  prefented  his  ultimatum,  x^hich 
concluded  wsth  the  foHbwfng  ex- 
traordniary  expreffions,  **  That  he 
thought  it  of  abfdlutc  neccffify  for 
preveiitinj;  tumult  to  ordtr  itmo  ieif- 
ititions  of^rfrfatilcri,  tifith  f$ur pieces 
of  ranrtrjHf  tofurround  the  caJHe^  and 
declaring  his  expectation  that  the 
fitting  would  Hiot  terminate  until 
the  demanded  figr^acure  of  the 
treaty  was  decided.'^  Conformably 
to  this  threat,  tiic  Ruflian  foldicrs 
fo  ciofely  furfoundcd  the  cafllc, 
that  no  perfon  was  fuffercd  to  leave 
it.  Major  general  "l^untenlield, 
with  lomc  ot  Us  officers,  poflcd 
themfelves  in  the  fenate,  under  pre- 
tence of  guarding  his  majefty 's  per- 
fon again  il  confpirators.  The  king 
however  fent  a  declaradofi  to  the 
Ruffian  "^aoibafirador,    rcfufiog    to 
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epttt  the  ftlfion  m  the  pref^nce  of 
the  RuOiaa  officers ;  U)«on  which 
thejr  were  all  cpnoinanded  to  retire 
except  the  generals  who  declared 
pablicly  that  no  ine^ober  ihoold 
be  permitted  to  quit  the  feoate  be- 
fore the  conreflt,.to  the  treaty  was 
given.  The  debates  werej  long'  and 
violent;  and  it  .was  not  tUl  three 
o'clock  itk  the-  morHingV  and  after- 
three  fuccefiive  ^Iwfioiis,  that  the 
diet  came  to  a  reiphitioa  on  tlie 
!d  of  September,  in  whicli  they  de* 
clarcd  to  all  Europe,  to  which  they* 
had  fo  fi%^i4ently  appealed  in  vaitip 
that  in  defiance  of  ^t  faith  of  trea^ 
i'ui  moll  facredly  ohferved  on  their 
part,  as  well  as  of  that  of  the  treaty 
entered  into  with  hia  Prnflian  ma* 
jedy,  and  at  hU  avfn  defire^  in  the 
year  1790  (by  which  the  inde* 
pcodence  of  Poland  was  guaranteed 
in  the  oiod  folemn  roaiintr)»  being 
deprived  of  frce-wiHy  and  at  that 
moment  furrounded  by  an  armed 
force,  and  threatened  with  a  further 
invafion  of  the  Pruffian  troops,  they 
were  con\peUcd  to  authorifc  a  de- 
putation to  Ogn  the  treaty  planned 
aod  amended  under  the  dilation 
of  the  Ruilian  ainbaflador.  it  was 
further  declared  in  this  extorted 
treaty,  in  the  name  of  the  king, 
that  he  would  not  give  his  ratifica- 
tion and  con  fent  in  hifr  own  name 
and  that  of  the  diet,  but  upon  con- 
dition that  the  commercial  and 
every  fpeclal  article  fliould  be  mu- 
tually agreed  to,  ahd  definitively 
%ned  by  both  the  high  contracting 
Forties,  under  the  mediation  and  - 
g  larantee  pf  the  court  of  Rufiia. 

The  violences  cxercifcd  on  this 
occafion  were-  exceeded  by  tliofe 
V'hich  took  plapc  during  the  fub- 
^utnt  negotiation  with  Pruflia, 
^hich  waa  opened  by  the  Ruflian 
ambafiador  on  the  23d  of  Septem- 
ber. Previous  to  th^^  fitting,  and 
«8rly  in  the  jnoming,  he  jirrcfted 


four  of  the  refrafl»ry  repreTentt* 
tives  of  the  diet,  and  difpatched 
them  immediately  to  the  placet 
they  reprefettt*d;  He  next  Oation* 
ed  two  battalions  of  grenadiers 
armed,  with  three  pieces;  in  all  tlie 
avenues  to  the  cadle,  which  wat 
completely  furrounded  with  oi  mili- 
tary force ;  aod  after  thefe  inaufpt- 
cious  preliminaries  the  fitting  of  the 
diet  commenced*  In  vain  was  it 
pleaded  by  the  member^  that  a 
decree  exiited,  which  commanded 
that  all  deliberation  fhould  ceafe 
whenever  any  violent  a^  fhould 
be  employed  againft  a  member  of 
the  legiflative  body  ;  and  previont 
to  the  ambaA'ador's  notes  being  al- 
lowed to  be  read,  two  deputations 
were  fent  to  him  to  demand  the  , 
liberty  of  the  arrefted  members.  - 
This  was  peremptorily  refufed* 
The  houfe  conceiv/ng  it fclf  entirely 
in  a  paflivc  llate^  from  being  fu^- 
jeCled  to  foreign  arms,  and  deprived 
of  free  ddiberation,  continued  for 
fome  hours  without  proceeding  to 
bufinefs  ;  and  in  this  degrading  and 
melancholy  fituatlon  they  were  in-* 
fulted  by  the  prefence  of  the  Ruf- 
fian general,  who  proudly  paraded 
the  fenate  in  the  prefence  of  offend- 
ed majefly,  and  alternately  ufed 
menaces  and  perfirafions  to  induct 
the  members  of  the  diet  uncon- 
ditionally to  fubfcribe  to  the  man- 
dates of  the  king  of  Pruffia. 

After  ^\^  hours  fpent  in  this  hu-  ' 
miUating  fccne,  it  was  agreed,  upon 
the  motion  of  count  Ankwicz,  to 
make  a  folcmn  protcit  againfl  the 
violent  proceedings  of  the  Rufiian 
ambaifador  on  the  2d  of  Septem- 
ber ;  and  that  to  prove  the  total 
diffent  of  the  diet,  infVead  of  ex- 
prefTmg  their  fentiments  by  the  cuf- 
tomary  mode  of  votings  or  by  ac^ 
clamatiouy  they  fhould  preferve  a 
mournful  filence  when  the  fubjedi 
in  queftion  fhould  be  propofed.    Jn

countria\  which,  while  they  repro- 
bated   the    violations   which    one 
country  had  committed  agaioft  li- 
berty,   could    fee    npt    only  with 
apathy  but  even  with  approbation 
the    outrages    committed    aj^ainil 
Poland, 

Deprcfled  and   defpairing,    the 
Po^ilh  i^ation,  fuppoCag  its  politi- 
-  cal  exf(kace  to  depend  on  a  perpe* 
.Jtual  alliance  with  a  powerful  neigh- 
boiu-^  put  itfelf  under  the-protec- 
tion  of  Ruilia^  which,  in  the  treaty 
of  jaJiiancp   with   Poland,  iiad  ex- 
prei^ly  l^ipubted  that  no  change  or 
infciugemeat  ftiould  take  place  ia 
.    thc.ft^rm  of  government  to  be  efta- 
..x.bliflvqd,  without  the  confent  of  the 
^ .  c-miprefs  or  her  fjucceiBbrs  j  fo  that 
,    Kuilla*  without  engaging  for  the 
,  |)^npetuity.pf  the  new  form »  became 
<;ojr.pletely  raiftrefs  of  whatever  go- 
vernment fhould.be  eftabliflicd  in 
J^oJand.    The  ^Gi  of  tlie  couftitu- 
tion  contained. the /tf<?^  conventa^ 
and  tW  fundameotai  laws.     Ano- 
ther ad  puffed  towards  the   clofe 
pf  the  fcflion»  which  confolidated 
tlie  laft  difmemberment  of  the  re- 
puWic,  ty-cft^^^l'^^og  three  com- 
•    riiifiioners.  for  the  demarcation  of 
the.  hmits   agreeably  to  the  treaty 


of  ceition,  'The  tT-eaty  of  com- 
met-ce  between  the  king  of  PrufTia 
and  thla  unlwppy  col^ntry  met 
with  cpnfiderable  difficulties,  prin- 
(^ipatly^on  accoi^nt  of  the.bomrocice 
of  Dantzic.;  which  bteioff  the  Only 
fea-ppft  i>f  the  forrtiei^  ktngdoih  of 
Poland,  puis  the'whole  commerce  of 
,the  country  in  the  jioWer  df  who- 
ever is  mailer  of  th^t  dfty.  It  was

.  Poland,  thus  reduced  td  one-third 
of  her  primitive  force  and  (jxtcni, 
naturally  loft  a  proportionate  part 
of  her  revenues.  In  the  fcffioh  of 
the  a^d  of  Novcniber,  a  plan  was 
adopted  of  raifing  two  loat^?  under 
the  guarantee  of  the  cmprefs  of 
RuiEa:  one  of  27,000,000  of  Vo^ 
lifh  florins,  to  difchargc  the  private 
debts  of  the  king  5  the  otlier  of 
10,000,000,  for  the  ufe  of  the  re- 
public. The  finances  of  the  re- 
public were  limited  in  future  to 
J  ^,000,600  of  florins  a-year,  ten 
of  which  were  to  be  contributed 
by  the  wretche<J  remainder  of  tlic 
Polifli  provinccai  and  ^\x  by  the 
remnant  of  thofe  of  Lflhuania. 
This  fom  was  to  defray  the  maintc- 
nai^ce  of  the  army,  tlie  expences 
of  the  civil  lift,  and  the  fupport  of 
the  king. 

The  termination  of  the  celebrated 
diet  of  Grodno  was  marked  hj 
turbulence  and  precipitation.  The 
plan  of  the  new  conftitution,thcugli 
oppofed  in  different  parts  by  fever al 
of  the  nuncios  experienced  very 
little  alteration,  sind  its  acceptation 
was  formally  announced*  The  two 
laft  feflions  were  peculiarly  tu- 
multuous, and  every  effort  vrms  ex- 
erted, hut  in,  vain,  by  thr  parM 
Iwftile  to  the  coOrt-of  Ruftla.

land tucir  ancient  honours.  He  wai 
follo^td  br  moft  of  the  nuncios,^ 
^ho{>rc(rcia  round  the  throiv  to  kift 
the  hand  of  hVmajefty.  The  king, 
alarnved  at  a  decree  which  he  feared 
might  incenfe  the  emprcfs,  blamed 
the  difofder  of  this  deliberation, 
and  the  confiifcd  return  of  thanks 
which  were  offered  to  him.  The 
mihtary  order  was  however  re-efta- 
bli(hed>  and  the  <^et  feparated  on 
the  24l!i  of  November.^ 

The  arbitrary  Catharine,  offend- 
ed at  the  rc-eftabliihment  of  an 
order  which  the^ict  of  Warfaw  in 
1 79 1  had  inftituted  folcly  to  reward 
thole  who  fought  againft  her  arms 
and  interefty  difpatched  a  courier 
to  count  dc  Sicvew^  after  which  it 
was  reported  that  this  miniftef  was 
about  to  quit  Warfaw  without  tak- 
ing kave.  The  permanent  councij, 
much  akrmed,  immediately  affem- 
blcd,  fupprcfled  the  offcnfive  Order, 
and  dlfpaiqhed  a  deputation  to  the 
gentle  Cat hanne,  to  announce  the 
reparation  of  the  fault  committed 
ty  tic  late  diet. 

As  if  the  ada  of  the  diets  of 
J78R  and  1791  had  not  been  com- 
pletely annihilated  by  the  new  con- 
ftjtution,  pn  the  7th  of  February 
1794,  tlic  baron  d'lngeidrohm,  who 
had  fuccccdcd  the  count  de  Sievers 
as  ambajlhdor  at  Warfaw,  demand- 
ed a  public  annulling  of  thofe  a^s, 
together  with  the  form  of  the 
conftitution  then  e(labliihed|  and 
•the  lurr^nder  of  every  paper^  whe- 
ther ia  public  records  or  private

capital  affam^d  a  mflitar)"  zfyc^.  In 
this  fituation  fifteen  thoufaod  Kuf- 
faan  troops  were  fent  into  Pbland ; 
the  ambalTador  was  inftruAed  to  de* 
liver  to  the  permanent  conaeil  aA 
official  document  reprefcnting  the 
danger  which  threatened  the  king, 
and  rcquefting  the  commilfionen  of 
war  to  difpatcfa  an  artny  to  oppofe 
Madalinfki ;  and  the  permanent 
council  was  defircd  to  take  into 
cuftody  every  fufpefted  perfoB. 
Both  thefe  rcquifitions  were  how- 
ever refufcd  ;  and  it  was  pointedly 
replied  to  the  latter,  th^  according 
to  tke  laws  of  the  republic,  no 
Poh/h  nobleman  cotild  be  antfted 
without  being  legally  conviaed. 

The  imperious  conduft  of  the 
S.a(fian8,  during  their  ftruggle  for 
power,  continued  to  harais  the  op- 
preffed  Poles,  and  to  drive  them  to 
deiperation.  The  peafants  were 
compelled  to  lodge  and  board  the 
Ruffian  foldiers,  andtranfport  them 
from  place  to  place,  without reoeiv- 
ingthe  leafl  remuneration,  or  any 
other  reward  than  bmtality  and  ia- 
folence.

Were  quartered,  to  the  amount  of 
oue  hundrcdk  in  a  body i  in  ftjvcral  of 
the  palaces.  The  moll  vigorous 
mcafures  were  adopted  by  the  per- 
manent couocil  ;  a  decree  pafied, 
declaring  the  infurgeots  rebels,  and 
fubjeding  them  to  the  mgll  arbi- 
irzTy  punishments ;  and  the  police 
was  charged,  to  fcizc  every  perfon 
J^fptOid  of  .being  inimical  to  the 
exilting  government,  with  the  pro- 
inife  of  military  afliilance.  The  un- 
popularity ni  his  Polifh  majefty 
<iaily  incrcafcd,  and  a  guard  of 
Kufians  was  apfpointed  for  his  pre

A  PrufTian 
army  urider  gen<Ml  de  £lfner  waa 
difpatehed  to  the  attacl^of  Cracow^ 
which  on  the  i  $th  of  June  fuiren* 
dered    at    difcrelion  i    Kofciuikd 
being  compelled  to  retreat,  from  his 
apprehenfions  of  being  placed  be« 
tween  two  hoiliie  armies*   if   he 
made  any  motion  for  its  relief.     It 
is  reported  that«  previous  to   this 
events  this  geoerar  had  ofitrcd  to 
deliver  Cracow  into  the  handi  of 
tbe  Auftrians,  on  condition  of  its 
being  garnfoned  fddy  by  them  till 
th^endof  the  war;  and  that  this 
leqailition  was  acoeded  to  by  the 
court  of  Vienna,  and  five  thouf|ind 
men  were  to  have  entered  t!ie  city 
on  the  l6th,  if  the  Pruifians  had 
not  received  ndtice  of  ^c  negota-i 
tion   and    anticipated    the    event. 
After    the  fnrreoder  of  Cracowi 
Elfner  joined  his  Pmiiian  majeily, 
who  on  the  z  5th  arrived  at  Killce, 
and  efffe^ed  a  jun^ion  with   the 
ftnflian  forces.     He  now  dive6b:d 
hit  courfp  (owards  Warfaw,  and  cn« 


camped  wicfatn  a  ifbaBdflhjMn  of 
thatcity*  Thetnhabitanti,  irritated 
at  the  approach  of  their  eoemiea 
fn  every  diredb'on,  reiblved  apoa 
the  tmiaedtate  puAifhment  «f  thofe 
delinquents  who  had  been  convifted 
of  kreafon  agaioft  the  repuhltC)  but 
wbo£e  fentenee  had  not  been  pto* 
nounoed;  and,  in  defiance  of' every 
cxettida  which  eoaki  be  arade  to 
the  contrary,  facrificed  fevtral 
lives  to  their  implacaUit  furyi 
amoQgft  whom  were  fbme  wrfont 
of  the  moft  diilinguilbed  fiim3ies» 
They  were  however  at  length  calm- 
ed; and  refpited  the  other  priCsaens 
whofe  number  amomted  to  one 
hundred  and  fixty-nine. 

To  conciliate  as  onich  at  poSble 
tile  maids  of  the  KufBans,  aiiberal 
proclamation  wasifliied^  permtttinr 
to  the  memben  of  the  Greek  ohurch 
the  full  and  free  e^ercife  of  their 
rdi^on.  The  Greek  deigy  were 
invited  to  unite  their  erorts  ia 
inftrufUng  the  people  in  the  ge- 
nuine principles  of  liberty,  and  al- 
lured by  the  aifurances  of  their 
perfons  and  property  remain  ing'un* 
violated/^  Another  procbmation 
was  ifTued^  dating,  that  aa  the  Polifh 
infurre£liott  took  place  upon  prin* 
eipfes  effentiaily  different  Aom 
tlK>fe  prevatliog  in"  France,  it  ihonld 
be  dififerently  conduSxd  ;  that  all 
ihould  be  regarded  as  enemies  to 
their  country  who  formed  dubs  or 
particukr  focieties-;  that  tbe  au- 
thorities (honk)  be  refpeded,  and 
the  king  fhould  be  treaied  with 
the  deference  and  I'cgard  which  was 
due  to  his  ra^u  The  execation 
of  thofe  unfortttnate  peribns  whofe 
devotion  to  Ru(&i  had  brought 
them  to  a  prenaature  end,  waa 
juftified  by  an  accmmt  found  in 
the  chancery,  of  the  Ruffian  lega- 
tion, by  which  it  appeared  that  in 
secoznpenfe  for  their  fervices  to  the 
emprdJB  (in  adlprobd>xlity,  particu- 
larly

hfly  tkofc  at  the  -dii^.in  Grodno) 
tliey  receive^  very'  confie^erahlc 
annual  peofions  from  the  Raflian 
court.    : 

About  the  eaA  of  June  a  mani- 
ftAb  WW  iffucd  by  the  emperor  on 
the  oceafion  of  his  troops  entenn;r 
Fdand,  On  the  1 2th  of  July  the  head 
quarters  ci  the  king  and  prince  of 
Pniflla  were  only  three  or  four  leagues 
from  Warfaw^  whence  they  iffucd  a 
placard,  ftating  that  the  enemy  had 
fled  before  them  in  their  progrefs. 
In  the  mean  time,  however,  Kof- 
chiiko  (^o  had  eluded  the  Pruffian 
troops)  by  a  brave  attack  had  de- 
£:ated  the  forces  which  oppofed  him, 
and  had  thrown  himfelf  into  War- 
few,  On  the  3  ift  of  June  the  Pruf- 
fiane  began  to  attack  the  city  by  a 
heavy  cannonade,  and  feveral  hun- 
dred bombs  wtre  tnthe  courfe  of  the 
day  thrown  into  Warfaw  ;  a  dread- 
ful fire  was  kepf  up  on  the  befiegers 
by  night  and  by-day,  and  an  fncredi. 
ble  number  of  lives  were  loll-  The 
king  and  the  princ^  royal  are  both 
faid  to  have  been  in  imminent  dan- 
ger^^rt:  tbis  time.  Four  entrenched 
and  connedled  camps,  imder  the 
cotnmand  of  Kofctuiko,  Dambrow- 
iki,  Zajaczcck,  and  Moknorowfki 
were  placed  before  Warfaw,     The 

feneraliflimo  was*  ftationed  at  Mo- 
atow,  with  the  brave  Madaliniki ; 
before  Wm,  at  Ccemiaco,  Dam- 
brdwflci  vns  oppofed  to  the  Ruf- 
fiats,  who  were  near  VfUanow ; 
Za|ac2eck  oppofed  the  Pruffians  at 
Wola  ;  and  Mokrono\vfi<i,  with 
priftiie  Jofcph  Poniatowiki,  was  op- 
pofed to  tlie  Pruffians  at  Guicel 
The  troops  of  the  republic  at  Lie- 
bai},  and  at  Kcrzniniec  in  Volhinia, 
obt^kined  about  this  period  fome 
confidcrable  advantages  over  the 
KuiJian  troops. 

On  the  2d  of  Anguft  his  Pruf*. 
fian*  majcfty,  whofe  hopes  of  firccefs 
bad  probably  been  a  little  damped| 


^tretnpted  to  o{)en   a  negotratros 
with  the  Iting  of  Poland  for   t33C 
ilirrendcr'  of  the  capital^  which    wss 
rejefted*      About    the   middle    of 
this   month  accounLs   were    tnanf^ 
milted  to  the  Pruflkn  camp  of  in* 
farre^ions  having  arifeii  in  Soutbt 
PrufTia    (formerly  Great    Polaod^ 
of  which  his  Prullian   ma'efty  bad 
taken  poffeflion  the  preceding  jcar. 
The    roles    had     imprifoned    the 
Pruftian    foldiers  ftationed    there, 
plundered  the  military  chell,  and 
thrown   down  tho   Pruffian  eagles, 
which  they  impioufly  trampled  un- 
der their  feet,  or  hung  up  on  ojb- 
bets  ere£^ed  for  that  purpofe.  Tiic 
infurgents   fpread  themfelTcs  over 
the   country,  and    compelled    the 
magi  it  rates  and  inhabitants  to  take 
the  oath  of  fidelity  to  the  republic, 
and  to  the  conftitution  of  1 79 1.  Oa 
the  2  2d  general  Maravvlky  marched 
into  South  Pruflia  with  10,000  men. 
The  provinces  of  Pofnania,  GnefePt 
and  KafHch  took  up  aro^s  in  his 
favour,    and  fuccefs   attended  the 
Poliih  arms  in  almoft  every  diftant 
quaner.     Near  Warfaw,  however^ 
the  Pruffians    had  carried   feveral 
Polifh  redoubts  ;  but  fo  little  were 
the  inhabitants  of  the  city  affeded 
by  thefe  circumflances,  that  they 
lived  much  at  their  cafe,  and  an- 
fwered  the  fummons  of  the  kinj  of 
Pruflia  to  furrender,  by  faying,That 
they  neither  would  nor  ought  to 
receive  any  propofitions  of  this  qa* 
ture,  while  they  had  a  refpeftable 
am^y   to   defend   them,    an   army 
which  they  invited  him   to    beat 
and  difperie  tfhe  ^vrre  alU,      Meat 
fc4d  in  the  city  at  the  price  of  nine 
Poli(l»  pieces  per  pound,   which  U 
equivalent  to  fourpence-halfpcnny 
Englifh, 

On  the  night  of  the  5th  of  Sep- 

tember  the  JPruffian   and    Ruffian 

forces  abandoned  the  fiege  of  Wir- 

(aw,  after  a  fruit^efs  attack  of  two 
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tnonths,  much  wcakcnpd  ty  tfec  dif- 
t^afes  and  dcfertions  which  prevailed 
in  their  camps,   and  difabled  from 
the  waot  dfpravi lions  iDd"ammuni- 
f:on.     ^Thc  king  of  Pruflia  left  hi» 
•ick  and  wounded  3t  the  mercy  of 
the  enemy,  and  retreated  in  three 
O'llin^  columns   towards  ]\h  own 
dominions.      The  Rufiian  corps,  to 
the   number  cf .  io,oco,  retreated- 
to    Lulblin,     where      it    was     exr 
pefted  they    would    be  jo'ned  by 
cneral    Ferfen;    with    a   body   of 
zo,ooo  men    commanded  by    the. 
tanguinary  general  Suwarrow,  who 
had  been  'infemoufly  diftinguifhed 
by  his  cruelties  committed  on   the 
Turks   during  the  late   war,  and 
particularly  by  the  (hocking  maf- 
I'acre  of  IfmaeL     Had  the  Pruflian 
monarch    received    the    reinforce- 
ments which  had  been  proniifed  by 
♦he  emprefs,  his  retreat  mufl  have 
Veen  unrkcceflary.     But  the  artful 
Catharine  attains  her  end  equally 
well  by  the  deftruaion  of  Pruflia  or 
of  Polandj  and  while  he  was  waiting 
his  forces  in  the  fruttlefs  fiege  of 
Warfaw,  the  gtrncrals  of  the  emprefs 
are  faid  to  liavc.  received  orders  to 
amufe  him  by  fitirmifhes   on   the 
frontiers, '  or  in   LithuanTa;    and, 
previous   to  railing  the   liege     of 
the  caoital,  a  very  polite  mcflage 
was  delivered  to  his  majefty  from 
prince    Rcpnin,    ilating    thqt    the 
«Gftancc  of  the  Poles  in  Lithuania 
was  fo  obftinate^  that  it  was  not  in 
his  p|Ower  to  co-operate  in  the  re- 
du^ionof  thecity. 

The  moll  fatisfai^ory  intelligence 
^'a«  received  at  Warfaw,  eaily  in 
September,  of  the  fucccfs  of  the 
mfutgents  in  Lithuania.  But  about 
the  fame  time  the  Ruffian  grandafmy 
confining  of  20,000  arrived  in  Po- 
land, and  on  the  1 8th  a  feverc 
engagement  took  place  near  Brziffc, 
w  which  the  Poles  loll  very  cou- 
adcrablc  numbers,  aad  were  com- 


pelled to  retreat  acrofs  the  Bflig; 
This  bad  fuccefs  on  the  part  of  the 
PoUs  was  however^  in  fom'e  degree 
counteracted  by  a  fucccfsful  battk 
againft  part  of  the  Pndfian  amiy. 
at  Kamiona,   and  the  continual  ip*- 
creafe  of  the  infurgents  iurSpUith 
Pruffia,     Eomberg   was  tak|?o  bjC 
the   gallant   Madak'niki ;   and-not' 
only.jDanuic,  Thorn,  §rc,  appeared 
on  thepoint  of  being  reftored  totbe- 
republic,    but  there  ^as  reafon  to- 
apprel^cnd   that    the   Poles    voiiid 
penetrate  as  far  as  Stettin.    Kof- 
ciuflco  ,  next    turned  .  his  views    to 
Lithuania;  but  on  his  roptc,  bear* 
ing  of  the  defeat  a{  Brzefc>    9»d  . 
that  geiK'ral  Suwarrow  was  march- 
ing to  attack  Warfaw,    he  deter-  • 
mined  to  march  with  jo,ooo  rtcn 
and  give  battle  to  the  enemy  before 
be  {hould  approach  the  capital.    In  • 
the  mean  time  he  was  inforoi^d  of 
the  iiitt' ndcd  jun^ion  between  Fer-  * 
f*:  n  and  Suwarrow,  to  prevent  which  • 
he  advanced  with  6000  men  tp  in- 
tercept the  former. 

On  the  icih  of  OdolKr  a  dread- 
ful engagemeot  took  place  between 
the  Ruffians  under  general  Ferfen 
and  the  troops  under  Kofduiko* 
The  RunUns  advanced  twiee  to 
the  attack,  but  were  repulfed  by  the 
Poles,  who  hoivever,  unfortunately, 
not  contented  with  the  advantage* 
they  had  gained,  abandoned  tjheir 
favourable  pofition  on  the  heighii^ 
and  prcffed  on  to  the  attack  in  their 
turn.  This  movement  threw  the 
troops  into  fome  confulipn;aBdthcj, 
Ruflians  forming  themfelves  anewy 
the  rout  foon  bccan(ie  general.  The 
battle,  which  began  at  fevea  in  the 
morning,  did  not  end  till  noon. 
KofciuiKo  flew  from  rank  to  rank, 
and  was  continually  in  the  hotteft 
part  of  the  engagement,  in  the  • 
courfe  of  which  he  had  three  horfcs 
killed  under  him  At  length  he  . 
{nU  i  9xid  a  CoiFacki  who  did  not ' 
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know  hini  in  the  pcafant's  dreCt 
Which  he  conftantly  wore,  woupded 
hiio  frpm  behind  with  a  liinc^.  He 
fecQveredi  and  advanced  a  few  deps, 
but  was  again  knocked  down  by 
another  Cpflack^  who  was  prepar- 
ing to  give  him  a  mortal  hiayr, 
when  hi6  arm  was  flopped  by  a 
RuiHaii  ofEccr,  v/ho  i$  laid  to  have 
beep  general  Chrnoza^oWf  to  ivhofe 
wi£e  Kofclu(ko  had  a  fliort  time 
before  politely  given  leave  of  de- 
parture from  Warfaw  to  join  her 
hu(band«  The  ^unfortunate  Kofcl* 
vfko  implored  the  ofiicer»  if  he 
wifhcd  to  render  him  a  fervice,  to 
allow  the  foldier  to  put  an  end  to 
bis  exigence  ;  ttut  the  latter  chofe 
rather  t^  make  him  a  prifouer. 
The  Polifh  infantry  defended  them- 
{d^cs  uith  bravery  proportioned 
to  that  of  their  general,  and  fought 
with  a  degree  of  valour  almofl  ap- 
proaching to  fuiy. 

This  important  defeat  has  been 
attril^uted  to  the  mifcondu^  or 
treachery  of  prince  Poninflvi,  wlio 
was  pofled  with  4x300  men  to  de- 
fend the  pafiage  of  the  ViHula,  but 
fuffercd  the  Ruffians  to  crofs  the 
rivert  without  any  attempt  to  mo- 
led them  ;  and  at  the  time  when 
the  gcneraliifimo  was  uucxpedkedly 
attacked  in  a  quarter  where  he 
thought  himfclf  fecure,  he  with- 
held his  dfliftance.  llie  hb  of 
the  Poles  was  computed  at  30CO 
men  killed,  wounded,  and  captured. 
The  Ruffian  army  was  fo  much 
exhaufted  at  the  fame  time,  that, 
inHead  of  pui  faing  its  original  defti- 
natiou  to  Warfaw,  it  retiicd  to 
Lublid. 

The  difadcrs  of  the  Pollfh  army 
excited  univerfalforrowat  Warfaw; 
notwithftanding  which  the  fupreme 
councU  publifhed  a  fpiritcd  mani-- 
ffcHo,  exhorting  the  people  to  re- 
member their  motto  •*  l^ibcrty  or 
Peath/'  tp  prefcrvfi  their  fpiiit  of 


linttoy  and  to  scdpubk  tb^  cfi»t;i 
in  which  the  coancU  proniicd  tu 
conc^i.   A  letter  was  nt  the  bat 
time  difpatdied  tp  the  uofoftwuie 
geperal  fiom.  the  council,  pa;ic^ 
him  thaX  trtbut^e  of  praifie  vhicii 
his  patriotifra  a<)4  ^valour  lb  jufil? 
merited.     Soon  afterwards  a  tnui- 
petQr  arrivjcd.with  a  letter  frm  the 
genfraliiCmo^  which  fpokc  «>  higb 
terms  4jf  the  treatment  he  itceiwd 
from  general  Fe^rfea»  and  tke  care 
that  was  taken  Qf  his  wovnds*    A 
very  infoktit  letter  waa  about  the 
fame  time  fent  to  the  king  of  Po- 
land from  fi^eneral  f^crfep,  lemiod- 
ing'  him  of  the   late   defirat— dc- 
maadioff  the  liberty  of  all  the  Rof- 
iian  priloncrs,  not  aa  a  fiivoorbot  a 
right,  and  expreliing  his  hopcathat 
he  Aouki  foon  ba:«e  an  (^>portvmty 
of  paying  his'perfoiNil  re/pcSs  ta 
the  kiBg,  and  requeftittg  bioi  ia  the 
mean  time  to  accept  hit  mftk^f^ 
homage-    His  nu^eftr  replied  with 
calmnefs  and  dignity Abftt  hovercr 
painful  the  events  which  bad  re- 
cently taken  plaee  might  be^  tbcy 
could  not   (hake  the   firmoeis  of 
men  who  had  folemidy  fworn  eilher 
to  die  or  to  cgnquer  fiir  Ithertyi 
and  refufed  to  Xurrender  the  {vilbn- 
ers  on  any  other  terms  than  an  ex- 
change.   The  Ruifians  ondcrgeaf' 
ral   Ferfen   foon  sfterwards  fna- 
moned  Warfaw  lo  furrender ;  aod 
on  being  refufed>  after  the  janAKie 
of  the  different  corps  under  Ferfnit 
Dernfeld,  Denifow  and  SwmnoWf 
they  proceeded  on  the  4tbofN<l»t»* 
ber  to  attack  the  fuburb  of  Pirnoe' 
I n  the  mean  time  the  jjfcncrallftfids- 
linfki  and  Dambrowiici  tbrcwtb«»' 
felves  into  WarJiiw,  andprcpaiadfcr 
refilUnce.  The  fuburb  of  Prag«c,fc- 
panted  from  Warfaw  by  the  Viflula« 
was  defended  by  n(M>re  thao  a  hufl- 
diTc^  pieces  of  cannon  difpofed  apoa 
thirtv-three  baUerics.     Little  io' 
timidated  boaiever  by  &  brinidshk 
afoicc> 
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a  Force,  llie 'f«reei(MM  Sci«iN>nynir 
coftHnanded  Ms  foldfiers  to  mourtt  to 
ih^ifkvk'M  the  faiiHf -AfaiAer  thry 
had  ddiie  at  Ifinttel,  \iv^ere  (Ke  Riiffi^ 
tiDsenteitd%>«KfilbiBg'o^^^  the  dtad 
and  wotinded*  bodies  of  thciV  CAni^' 
rades  »  wd!  «sof th^iV«neml«9.

Afiera^retfecoadi^  ofeigiit  hom-s, 
the  refinance   on  the  part  of  the

^uhibitiul  oruehy  wa6  fcied^cd  fur 
this   ferTice>   continued    for    two 
i^onri  fonger  ;  and  die  pillage  talt- 
C(|  till  noon  on  the  fallowing  day. 
I'ive   thou£and  Poles'  wei*   com-

imprifoned  or  difperfed.     The  citi- 
zens were  compelled  to  lay  dou'ft 
their  arms,  and  their  honfes  wert 
phmdered   by  the    mtrciicfe  R«(^ 
fikns,   who,  after' the   battle  had 
ceafed  tieariy  ten  hom^,  abcrut  nine 
o'clock  at   night    fet  fire  feo  tho 
town,  and  again  be^^an  to  mafTacre 
th^  inrhffbkants  ;  m'ne  thoufand  per^ 
foM,  unarmed  men,  defcucclcfs  wo- 
nten,  and  harmlefs  infants^  perilhed 
either    in   the  fiamee    or  by  the  . 
fword,  and  nearty  thewbdle  of  the 
fuhntb  was  redulced  to  alhes.     In 
the  whole  of  this  fiegc  it  ia  com- 
puted that  not  lefs  than  30,000  olF 
the  Poles  were  inhunyinly  put  to 
death.    In  this  cxijjence  count  Po- 
tockt,  the  chief  of  the  infxirre<f\Ion, 
propofed  to  treat  with  the  Ruffians, 
and  repaired  to  their  head  quarter^ 
with  proj^ofitions  of  peace,  in  the 
name  of  the  republic.     He  was  re* 
ccived  with   extreme    haughtineft 
by  the   infamous   Suwarrow,  who 
obfer^d,  that  the  emprefs  was  not 
at  war  with  the  republic  ;  that  his 
on!y  objeft  in  coming  to  Warfaw 
was  to  reduce  the  refractory  {ubjc£^$ 
of  Poland  to  obedience;  ,and  he 
intimated,  that  he  fliould  not  treat 
with  any  infurgent^  but  only  with 
fuch   as,  invefted   with  legitimate 
authority,    (hould  come    to  fpeak 
in  the  name,  and  on  the  part  of, 
his  Polifh  majcity.     Dep.nies  were 
then  difpatchcd   from  the    map:?f- 
tracy   of  Warfaw  to   the    Rullian' 
commander,  'who  returned,    after 
having  been  conftrained  to  furren- 
der  the  city  at  difcretion,  under  the 
fintrle  conartion  offecuring  to  the 
inhabitants  their  live*  and  property^ 
The'  general    infolently    obfcrved, 
that    there    "Was    another    artidc 
which  without    doubt    they    had^ 
forgotten    to    afk,  but   which 'he 
would  accede  to  them,  which  was 
•par :i 071  for  fhepafi. 

in  confcqiience  of  this  arrange-    " 
mentp 
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mcnt*  the  finpgf  which  had  been 
kept  up  in  the  fubnrh  of  Prague 
ceafed,  and  all  the  inhabitants  of 
Warfaw  were  requefted  to  furren- 
dcr  their    arms.      Tliis    was    re- 
fufcd  by  the  foldierj  in  the  city, 
and  their  chief  Wawrxecki,  with 
many  others  of  the  fupreme  conii- 
til,    rcfafed   to  take    part  in  the 
capitulation*      This  impeded    the 
clpie  of  the  negotiation  ;,  but  the 
military,  who  refaftd  to  lay  down 
their  arms,  were  aIlov\«ed  to  leave  . 
Warfaw,  not   however   without   a 
declaration    from    SuwarJ*ow   that 
they  might  be  fureof  not  efcaping, 
and  that,  when  taken,  no  quarter 
would  be  granted.     On  the  morn- 
ing of  the  7th  the  fupreme  council 
with  the  generalifdmo  Wawrzecki 
remitted  into  the  hands  of  the  kinq 
the  authority  they  had  eKercifed. , 
On  the   9th    the   Ruffian  .general 
made  his  triumphaJ  entry  into  War- 
law,  in  which  the  Iheetswere  lined 
with  his  troops,  and  the  inhabitants, 
Ihut  up.  in  their  huufes,   obfervcd 
a  melaachoiy   fitence.     The  chief 
magiftrate  delivered  him  the  keys 
at  the    bridge  of  Prague  ;   after 
which  he  received  the  compliments 
of  the  king,  and  on  the  loth  went 
with  much  pomp  to  the  caftle,  to 
pay  hi  J  reipcfls    to   his    majefly. 
To  complete  the  whole  of  this  ex- 
ecrable  fcene,  ollentatious  and  fo* 
lemn  blafphemy  was  called  in  ;  and  ' 
the  III  of  December  was  fct  apart 
for  a  day  of  folemn  thankfgiying, 
and  7^   Deum   was  fung,  for    the 
triumph     of    powerful    opptclTion 
over  pcrfecut^d  virtue,  to  the  God 
^f  all    mercies,   whtrfe   altars  had  . 
been  flaiued  by  the  blood  of  the 
innocent  and  htlplefsj  and^'whofe 
praifes  were  chanted  by  the  voices 
of  murderers  amidli  the  fhrieks  and 
groans  of  the  viAims." 

The  Polifh  patriots,  to  the  num- 
ber of  30,000,  who  rcfufcd  to  ac- 


cede to  the  capitulatiooi  tooIe^lKrir 
route  to  Sandomfr,  under  tbe  com* 
mand  of  Wawrzecki,     By  the  ef- 
forts of  the  Ruiilans  and  Prufitana 
they  were  foon  forced  to  di(band« 
and  loll  their  ammumtion  and  arms. 
A  corps  of  6000  men  under  Wawr- 
zecki, and  accompanied  by  Mada- 
lin/ki,  Dambrowfki,  &c»  took  the 
route  to  Galiicia*     A  very  powcr- 
f{>l  military  force  was  ilatioacd  in 
Warfaw  and  the  fubar4>,  and  catinon 
was   pointed  at  tbe  city  in  evcpy 
direction,  tt>  keep  it  ii^fiibfe^ion. 
In  the  mean  time  Kofciulko  was 
under  furgical  care,  at  ^2o/.cylack, 
where    the    utntoft  attention   wa^ 
paid  to  his  recovery^  particularly 
by  madam  Chrnoxazow*     He  was 
afterwards  fent  to  PeteHburg,  un- 
der a  very  powerful  .military  cC- 
cort ;  and  is  faid  to  be  coofined  in 
a  dunorcon,  near  the  RuiHan  capital. 
On  the  20th  of  December  a  cou- 
rier arrived  from  the  emprefa,  de- 
manding the  aiTcAatioD  of.coimt 
Ignatius  Potocki  and  feveral  of  the 
other  patnots,  whonx  flie  ordered 
to  be    fcnt   to  PcterAurg.      The 
fame  meHenger  brought  a  command 
from  the  emprefa  to  the  uobappy 
monarcji  of  Poland    to   repair  to 
Grodno,  who,  in  obedience  to  the 
fummons,  fet  off  from  his  capital  011 
the  7th  of  January  1795. 

The  melancholy  recital  of  the 
unprecedented  misfortunes  of  this 
gallant  and  virtuous  nation  canuot 
fail  to  fuggeft  fome  reffexiont^  not 
only  to  the  chriilian,  but  to  the 
politician  alfo.  Abhorring  as  we 
do  from  our  hearts  the  atrocities 
of  the  dciedablc  Robefpierre  and 
his  party  in  France,  wQ  cannot 
forget  that  the  whole  fum  of  cruel- 
ty, oppre{lion,  perHdy,  andinjulHce 
which  has  been  exercifed  in  that 
country,  is  not  to  be  compared 
with  thofe  which  were  pra£iiiiiad  in 
Poland  by  the  very;  pcifons  who 
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^*^rc  decfaiuning  agsmd  the  cruel* 

t  ics  of  the  French ;  we  cannot  for- 

y^K:t  tliat»  while  the  former  had  t 

Ipeciousexcufe  ((al(e  ais  we  believe  it 

iQ  feme  ioftances)  arifing  from  the 

neceflity   of  defending    the   indc- 

pendetKe  of  their  country  againft 

frireiga  hoftiluy  and  dom^ic  trea- 

i\yn,  the  monarcha  of  Ruffia  and 

Pn^a  were  without  the  fhadow  of 

a  plea  for  ibeir  atrocities  $  vrt  can* 

not  forget  too^  that  ttore  iiinobent 

peifons  were  maffacred  in  one  daj- 

by  the  barbarous    Rnflians;   than 

have  been  iacrificed    fiuriag    the 

i^hok   of   the   French  revolution 

by  the  infiunoQs  rcrojutionarj  tri* 

bunak.    God  forbid  that  we  ftiould 

ever    countenance    the    det  eft  able 

maxim,  that  one  wicked  action  jufti^ 

lies  another!  But  we  milft  4)bfcrve, 

that  fuch  proceedings   were    not 

well* calcined    to   recondle   ^the 

French  to  the  reiHoration  o£mo* 

sarchy;  and  we  cannot  blame  them^ 

if  theCb  tranfadions  excited  ah  ab* 

horrencc    (as  they  certainly   did) 

of  falling  into  the  hands  of  ProfKat 

Auftria,  ind  Rufiia,  and  if  in  the 

fate  of  the   unhappy  Poles  they 

feemed  to  anticipate  fheir  own. 

AsEngliihmen  and  as  chriiliany, 

we  will  not  diffemble  that  we  fin- 

ctrdy   regret    that    any  political 

connexion  ihould  exift  betvleen  this 

country  .and    favages    who    have 

difj^ced  the  name  of  chriftian. 

We  do  not  countenance  the  charges 

which  <he  demo^ratical  party' have 

from   thefe  occurrences  infinuated 

againft  the  Bntifh  miniftry.    They 

have  ailegedy    that  it  is    evident 

that  a  grand  combination  was  earljr 

formed  throughout  Europe  againft 

the  very  hameofliberty»  to  which 

oar  prefent  miniibT'  have  afforded 

bttt  too  ready  a  countenance  ;  that 

Poland*  France^  and  even  Alneiica 

were  to  have  been  fwalbwed  up  in 

the  vaft  gulph  of  defpotifmi  and 


the  principle  of  freedom  eradiesttetf 
from  tbc  face  of  the  earth;  that 
the  wealth  of  Britain,  wrung  front 
the  hard  hands  of  the  hl^ourerj 
ha^  been  laviflied  toi  fupply  the 
defpotst  of  the  eoutihent,  and  %(S 
enable  them  to  enOave  and  riiafFacrtf 
the  innocent  and  brave  inhibitanttf 
of  Poland;  We  db  not  wi(h  t6 
countenance  thefe  infinuations ; 
we  rathet  conceive  that  our  un- 
fufpe6ling  thiniftry,  whoft  talcnta 
certainly  do  not  appear  equal  to 
the  difficulty  of  the  times,  have 
been  Unfortunately  tniide  the  dupes 
of  the  continental  powers*  We 
hoWcver  cannot  but  regret,  that  bf 
unfortunately  engaging  in  a  war* 
which  could  produce  no  profit  xif 
adrantage  to  us,  we  have  loft  (per^ 
haps  for'e^er)  that  pitch  of  emi- 
nence which  rendered  us  the  arbi-i 
ters  of  the  world,  and  wltich  might 
have  enabled  us  to  arrcft  by  a  iingle 
word  the  progrefs  of  injuflice;  and 
to  preferve  the  balance  of  Europe* 
We  have  never  difguifed  our 
political  fehtiments.  They  are  pre* 
fcifcly  thbfc  of  the  old  whig  party^ 
which  fcated  the  houfe  of  Bninf* 
wick  on  the  throne  of  thefe  king*  , 
dome,  and  under  which  this  coun- 
try was  happily  governed  for  more 
than  half  a  century.  Confiftently 
virith  thefe  fentiments,  we  do  not 
rcgiird  with  levity  the  balance  of 
Europe  ;  and  we  fufpeft  the  time 
will  arrive,  when  this  nation  wiU 
have  to  regret  the  ceilion  of  Poland 
to  the  rapacious  empire  of  Ruffia^ 
and  when  we  (hall  new  with  welU 
grounded  fear  the  afto6i(h]ng  and 
rapid  progrefs  by  fea  and  land  of 
that  dangerous  power.  But  cer« 
tainly,  whatever  chimeras  may 
be  indulged  on  the  fubjed  of 
the  balance  of  Europe,  if  tne  pof- 
feillon  of  a  mud  fort  on  the 
border^  of  the  Black  Sea  was  a 
ferious  obje6i  of  apprehenfion,  the 
U  feizuifl 
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feizure  of  the  whok  kingcbia  of 
Folandy  the  g^gary  of  £uropCt  the 
eonporium  of  naw  {(ores,  caixnot 
V^  a  no 4 iter  of  light  cpufiderattoo. 
Such  k  the  prefent  anhappj  and 
difirafkd  ftate  of  (he  ,£uropeap 
world,  that  a  cheerfid  and  pkafing 
profpcft  fc^rccly  prdeaJ^s  itfclf  so 
any  quarter ;  aod  fr6m  the  perfidy 
of  courts  we  have  ncxx  to.  turn  to 
the  no  l<ra  diftrcf&ng  fcent  which  it 
prelcDCcd  by  the  intrigues  of  dema- 
gogues, and  the  turbulence  and  fpUy 
of  the  pedple. 

That  the  Uttle  fspublic  of  Ge* 
Deva  fliould  continue  unmoved  a- 
luidft  the  agitations  which  have 
pearly  (hook  to  their  foundations 
the  turroundiog  countries,  would 
be  a  phenomenon  little  to  be  ex* 
pe&ed  in  the  political  world.  Par- 
ticularly connected  as  it  is  with 
France,  it  is  not  furprifing  that  it 
Should  partake  in  the  vidffitudes  of 
that  government ;  and  the  extftenoc 
of  two  contending  patties  within 
kfelflf  always  ready  to  feize  the 
opportunity  of  ftrengthentng  the 
axiftocratic  or  democratic  parts  of 
the  conftttution,  as  occafion  mi^ht 
oiTer,  was  a  circumftance  which 
was  certain  to  involve  this  ,little 
fiate  more  or  lefs  in  the  revolutions 
of  its  more  powerful  neighbours* 
In  17S2,  the  popular  party  in  this 
country  was  completely  fubdued  by 
the  count  de  Vergennea,  who,  de- 
termined te  crulh  democracy  at 
Geneva,  firft  reforted  to  intrigues ; 
hut  as  thofe  were  ineffeAual,  he 
difpatched  into  the  town  a  body  of 
the  veteran  troops  who  had  ierved 
in  America,  and  who,  in  dired  op- 
poiition  to  the  caulie  which  they 
had  been  fupporting  there,  drove 
out  the  popular  party,  and  efta- 
bliihed  a  government  entirely  an- 
iELocraticaL  Such  however  was  the 
averOoii  with  which  this  nveafure 
was.  regarded  ^by  the  majority  of 


the  GcncvcA,  Aai  tc  raqtrired  the 
conftant  («p^rt  of  a  feretgn  fofcc. 
In  1769.  fcatioicntaof  Mocny  per* 
vading  Eraace,  ao  a^tcnficm.  of  the 
popular,  privileges  (ttaofuded  sit  G<* 
neva;  and  theptiaciples«f  frvodon 
were  ttMl  morei  widisly  dtib&d  in 
1791,    wli^o  «  tohsab^  popular 
govcnuneot  was  .eftaUUmed*    For 
all  GoannoB  purpofes  the  excoatitfc 
power  m^i  lodged  w  two^fi«MKxib: 
the  little  council,  which  confiftid  of 
sB  clewed  menibessi  who  Md  tber 
fituationa  for  Ufei  uA  the  great 
council,  which  was  eoluMifed  of 
250   members   deded    fer  firvea 
years*  and  who  weni  out  m  rota- 
tion.   The  adminiftratiofl  o£  jnftice 
wasentruftedto  dbe  littk  ooulieflf 
under  the  diredioD  of  low  pfcfi- 
dcots  or  fyndici  oonuatty  clewed 
fnom  iu  body,  whence  an-  4>P^ 
lay  to  the  great  council;  builhe 
fupreme  authority  was  vefted  va  the 
general  aiembly   of   the  aatioBf 
which,  was  compofed<  of  ftieh  as,    ^ 
either  by  deficent  or  porchale«  were 
entitled  to  the  appelhlioa  of  citi* 
zens.   The  defcendants  of  Ibnetgn* 
^rs.  who  were  not  entitled  4o  the 
municipal  privile^^  wcrt  termed 
natives^  in  diftinftioo  from  the  title 
of  citiBeas ;  but  by  a  Uiw-paflfed  in 
1791  they  alfo  were  admitted  to 
the  rights  of  citizeiia   upoo   the 
payment  of  about  fix  guh}eas»«and 
by  this  meafure  a  very  prMalest 
caufe  of  difeonteat   aoKmgfp  the 
inhabitants  of  Geneva  was  deftruy- 
cd.    This  fovereign  hoif  polTelied 
the  legiflativc  power  of  the  ftate, 
and  elcfked  the  magifliates  and  of- 
6cers  of  ftate,  and  the  members  of 
the  two  coqacils.    It  made  peace 
or  war,  impofed  tmx^,  and  nkified 
treaties  with  foreign  powers.     Its 
authority  was  however  checked  by 
the    faluUry  reftnAion  of  being 
coi^venedf   only  by  the«  coaocik, 
which  appi^iattid  thff  buGncb  on 
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which  t}}e  aflcmlify  i^tts  to  dellbe- 
ratet  and  it  liad  no  power  biit  of 
iimp}f  dflfenting  to  of  djflrritifrg

Thi?frctich  ll»d  (fcarc€>]f ',  under 
the  Bnflbtiii  pa^,  refolved  to  at- 
tadk.  the  king  of  Sardinia  in  1 792, 
belbre  the  Geneteftf  tvere  alarmed 
br  t)ie  intcUigence   that  general 
l^iiMicelqttiou  Dad   received  (ecret 
oideir«  of  i  nadure'very  h6(h'Ie  to 
their  luiv*  c<>nft:itutiom     They  ap- 
plied "for  ttfnniediate  afiSdaUce  -  Vrom 
the  Swift  GatttoHs,  and  obtairred  a 
raiffbtceiMMt'of  f6obmen.   Mon- 
tefifiiibo,'  th«  day  fncceeding  that 
•a  vrfiich  he  entered  Savoy,    ad- 
taooeil  t6  Gtnen.    Deputies  were 
dtijfMit^hed  to  the  general  to  inquire 
into  the  rMfona  lor  this  condud, 
who  *'^re  anfwered^  thkt  the  Gt-* 
ttvtk  Inid  infuhed  the  French  re- 
pohlk  by  eallifij^  in  the  afliftance  of 
the  SWiM  to  rep^l  an  attack  which 
wat  ne?er  hotended ;  and  that  the 
iRigXtnXt%  vftte,  though  perhaps 
nnkfiowbgiy,  the  abettors  of  the 
eiiefttie«  of  France,  and  had  per- 
mijtt^  fome  of  the  emigrants  to 
^aSthnmgh,  and  others  to  fettle 
in  ineir  cotintry.     The  Genevefe 
juftUietf  the  ftept  they  had  taken,  on 
the  gfbuod  of  a  letter  from  the 
French  miiiCftjer,  prcTious  to  their 
application  to  the  Swtfs  Cantons, 
inrarming  them  of  the  rcfolutions 
taken  againft  them,  and   on   the 
grouttd    of  repeated    precedents; 
and  itmiMcd  the  genend  that  they 
were  the  only  foreign  ft  ate  which 
bad  acknowledged  the  French  rc- 
pubEc^  tad  aNb  that  they  had  fur- 


ther affift^  the  French  by  proyi- ; 
fions  and  slrpis*  Th^fc  arguments 
wcte  fupported  ^d-  enforced  bVf 
gencrat  Monte fquiou  tp  the^rench . 
mfnIfEry;  and  scfier  Several  negotig* 
tions^,  on  the  2  id  t)f  OAbbe/  aa 
amicable  ac^uflmeiit  took  place, 
the  French  army  confenting  to  re- 
tire to  the  diftance  pf  ten  leogucs^ 
and  the  Genevefe  difmlfling  tjie 
•troopk  oF  their  alh'ea.  This  com- 
paft  however  the  convention  refufed 
to  ratify,  and  BrilTot  ftronglj  en- 
forced the  neceffity  of  effedlipg  a 
revolution  in  Geneva ;  in  which  he 
was  affifted  by  a  clamour  ralfed 
againft  the  title  of  citizen,  by  which 
aU  were  dlftinguilhdd  who  fat  in  the 
general  aflenably,  and  which  was 
Uierefure  bi-gnded  as  being  arifto- 
cratical  and  hereditary. 

Thie  milder  language  afterwarda 
ufed  by  the  convention  of  France, 
and  the*  certain  inrfotmaiion,  which 
they  had  learned  from  other  fources, 
that  the  French' had  no  intention  of 
taking  the  city  by  force,  greatly 
conciliated  the  popular  party  la- 
Geneva.  ^  In  imitation  of  the- 
French  they  afTumcd  the  i;ed  cap,- 
chs^nted  the  fongs  of  liberty,  imd 
adopted  the  language  and  manners 
of  the  convention.  .  The  magi-* 
Urates  publiHied  a  propofal  for  ad*, 
mitting  all  the  inhabitants  of  the 
republic,  whether  aliefts  or  natives,- 
into  the  general  affcmbly*  It  was 
however  ncdjlTary  that  that  aflem- 
bly  itfclf  fhould  fandlion  this  mea- 
furc  before  it  could  be  enforced  ; 
but  in  the  mean  time  the  natives 
refolved  not  to  accept  that  as  a  fa- 
vour, to  which  they  conceived 
themfelves  entitled  as  a  right.  Qa 
the  4th  of  December  1792  there- 
fore they  appeared  in  arms,  and 
infifted  that,''  in  order  to  fccu^^ 
their  privileges,  every  departm.ot 
of  the  Itare  (hould  be  filled  bv  in- 
dividuals of  their  own  party.

tutiou.     This  addrefa,   whtefa  has 
been  afcribeJ  to  Soulavic,  waa  cal- 
culated to  foixe  the  Gencvcfc  into 
the  arms  of  France.     In  the  mean 
time  the  deftrufUon  of  the  French 
trrant  and  his  adherents  a^rded 
tnc  Genevefe  mintfter  in  France  an 
npportuntty  of  defeating  the  de* 
figns  of  the  rcfidcrtt.     He  waa  re- 
cced with  marks^  of  difpleafure ; 
hh  couduS  at  Geneva  wasdtfavow* 
ed  by  the  fucceiibra  of  the  tyrant ; 
and  the  convention  gave  a  full  and 
•  folemn  acknowledgment  of  the  in- 
depemdence  of  Geneva,  and  dfewtd 
its  minifter  the  fame  honours  as  had 
beta  granted  to^the  miniAer  of  the 
United  States  of  America.  «^  In  the 
official  correfpondence  of  the  Ge- 
nevcfe  tninifter,"  fays  a  comem^- 
,rary  writer,  **  he  took  care  to  in- 
form his  confticnents  that  the  Aic- 
ceffors  of  Robefpierre  had  adopted 
a  line  of  conduct  exaAly  the  reverfc 
to  his;  tlmiiht  ffmopiei  ^ mkkh 


they  meant  to  a9  were  thpfe  ofjujltce^ 
humankj^  anti  rkOifiraHim  ;  and  that 
their  iHtentioH  ^dr  tdjhrw  themfihet 
ntt  more  the  fhes  of  txrijloeracy  thiin 
efanartfytMdlnpAortBnatioti.**  The 
trrboital  proeecded  to  ar^i^n  the 
tfiObntaiai^erS,  four  of  whom  were 
feittenoed  to  death*  on  a  char^  of 
a  plot  to  delfvcr  the  city  of  Geneva 
rtto  the  liands  of  the  Frdneh.  The 
ftiitt'of  the  mountaineer  faAJon 
was  vety  ^n  afterwards  complet* 
ed.  Sonie  titkt  after  this  the  tri- 
bunal prdteeded  to  the  trials  6f  343 
perfonff,  who  were  accufcd  of  nbt 
defending  thef  rights  of  the  people, 
or  of  hating  defended  them  with 
too  little  zeal.  There  were  how-, 
ever  no  cxccutidns  in  confequence 
of  this  meafure.  Six  were  fcntctited 
to  death  for  non*appearance,  artd 
eighteen  banifhed  tor  life ;  fex^ral 
were  condemned  to  fhort  imprifon- 
ments  in  their  own  houfes.  Or  to  a 
temporary  fufpcnfion  of  their  poli- 
tical rights,  and  feventecn  were  re- 
primanded and  difchargtd. 

On  the  7di  of  September  the 
French  convenrion  entered  into  an 
engagemcnt,in  which  they  folemnly 
avowed  rhetr  intention  of  taking  no 
fiep  which  could  in  the  fmalleft  d(e- 
gree  affeft  the  indepetidence  of  Cc- 
tieva.  Th^  government,  thus  deli- 
vered from  the  fear  of  its  eiterrial 
enemies,  proceeded  to  thofe  mea- 
fures  which  it  conceived  beft  foited 
to  its  fafety*.  As  a  meafure  of  ab- 
fohitc  neceffity,  they  levied  a  very 
heaivy  affeffment  upon  all  property ; 
but,  in  order  to  quiet  any  clamours 
which  might  ariffc  upon  this  afc- 
tount,  inttitdtcd  an'  extraordinaVy 
commiffion'to  fnoutre  into  and  pu« 
nifli  all'  applications  of  ^ny  part 
of  the  pubKc  property  to  the 
ufe  of  individuals.

They  fired  on  the  marfhal^ 
arrefted^  hioi,  and  detained  him 
fomt  time  as  a  prifoner*  The  houfe 
and  papers  of  the  infpe&or  of  the 
revenue  were  burned,  and  both 
thefe  officers  were  obliged  to  fly  to 
Philaddpbiaf  ^ 

The  American  government,  on 
tiiiA*  emergency^  condud^ed  them- 
ielves  with  that  wifdom  which  has 
always  charadlerifed  their  councils. 
Jn  moil  cafes  of  infurredion,  a 
fingle  defeat  is  fatal  to  an  eftabliih- 
fd  government;  and  force,  ihould 
never  be  employed  till  it  is  certain 
to  be  efFedual.  The  &A  ftep 
therefore  was  to  diifpatch  commil- 
4ionen  to  confer  with  the  leaders  of 
ihe  oppodtion  in  the  difaffetited 
counties ;.  but  the  conference  was 
unfortunately .  without  cfied.     A 


copuiMttee:  of  fixt:yt  ^,pe4w, »» 
c^ofen  to  confer  with  the,  conuaiT- 
iipners  |  bot.  a  fmall  number  only 
vo|e4  in  favour  .of  {he,  conciliator 
propofiti^ffa* «  The  others  tdreaUQ- 
ed  thai;,  iCtl^e  tax  was  ngtjnepealcd, 
thf  peppte.  o£  the  wiefter^  coantin 
wpi^d  place, themfelves. under  the 
protedu^a  pJF  Great  fidtaia ;  and 
this  threat  unlbrtunately  gaveu^ouo- 
tena^nce  to  the  fufpicxon  that  tbey 
we^  ioiliga^ed  by  that  court.  The 
condud  of  thcpopidacc  was  ftill 
more  outragepus*  They  {^rmuod- 
ed  the.houSe.vuhere  thecommiffioo- 
ers  refided^  broke  the  windows,  aod 
treated  with  the  grofieA  infolt  the 
meiTengera  5>f  peace,  who  were 
compelled  to  depart  without,  eifed- 
ing  any  thing ;  and  in  a  Ihort  tliQe 
after,  not  lefs  than  five  thouTaod 
infurgepts  appeared  in  arms  at 
Pittfburgh  to  oppofe  the  govero- 
ment.         i 

Nothing  therefore  rcnaainedbut 
to  repeal  the  tax,  or  reduce  the  re* 
fradory  counties  by  force.  As 
the  former  was  jiot  judged  prudent^ 
or  indeed  fafe,  and  as  a  triiimg 
foroe  would  have  been  inefie^u^i 
if  not  mifchievotts  to  '«ie  caufe,  a 
general  levy  was  made  from  the  re- 
gular forces  ;  and  the  militia  of  all 
tbe  adjacent  ftate^  was  embodied, 
and  the  different  detachments,  a« 
mounting  in  all  to  fifteen  thou&nd 
men,  were  ordered  to  rendczTOUS 
at  Carlifle,  the  princiwl  towa  of 
Cumberland  county.   Thither  ihf 

governor  (formerly  general)  Mlf- 
in,  marched  in  the  middle  of  Sep- 
temberi  at  the  head  of  Ik  thoufand 
volunteers ;  and  in  the  mean  time  a 
proclacnation  was  iffued  by  general 
WafhJngton,  exhorung  to  p«cc 
and  fubordination.  In  the  begin- 
ning of  Oftober  the  pcefidcot,  JO 
penon,  joined  the  arm j  avCarlifljt 
of  which  governor  Lee  of  yirg'P« 
w^  appointed  commander  in  chieN 
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•od  TOvemorMJffiai  fccoiuj  ih  com-'  ' 
roana.  From  CarlMc  'the  army 
procf€<Jod  to    ftjrrt  Bedford.      In' 

their  roi^ethey^xpcficnccd  na^p-'" 
pofition,  and  feveral  of  the  leadings ' 
infurgcnts  vetrc  appreh€d4ed.    On ' 
the  approach  of  the  main  army,  k^' 
fT.otintmg^  to,  7000  tntn,  i»^6  ek-' 
pefted  honiij  to  be  joined  b^  a  re-' 
inforcetnent  of  60C0  fVom  Ciimber- 
laiid*  the  iiifurgcnts  ftiddenJy  di£* 
baadcd/  and  their  leaders   difap- 
peared.     On  the  ijth  of  Oftobcr, 
a  Te^eOrabk  meeting  of  the  princi- 
pal olanters  and  mhcibitants  of  the 
weftctri  counties  was  held  atPittf* 
burgh,  \^diere  they  catered  Into  a 
folcmn  rcfoliitfon  to  fubmit  to  the 
h\vi  of  the  repablic,  and  to  pro- 
cote  ordtr  and  good  govermnent 
by  cvciif   meanj   in   their  power. 
Thoagjh  every  appearance  now  ma- 
nlfdlcd  the   return  of  peace  and 
^ood  order,    general  Wafliington 
jadgedit  prudent  tollation  a  fmall 
force  for  a  certain  period  in  the 
<Jif2ffcded  counties.     Thefe  mpa- 
furcs  had  t}\c  dcfired  effect ;  the 
mfurgents,   who  were  taken,  we 
We  underJlood,  were  all  pardon- 
ed ;  and  thus,  by  a  happy  mixture 
of  firmneii  with  moderation,  an  in- 
furreftion  which,  under  a  raih  and 
intemperate  admiiuftiation,  might 
Hare  had  the  moft  fatal  eiFefis,  was 
quelled  without  bloodfticd^  and  al- 
moft  without  -violence  or  lofs. 

Whife  the  American  republic  was 
GjftraAed  in  fome  roeafure  by  thefe 
domeftic  diflen^ons^  a  part  of  tlie 
weftern  territory  was  r^taged  by  a 
defperaie  incurfion  of  the  Indians. 
To  repel  this  unprovoked  attack, 
majorgeneiyl  Wayne  waadifpatch- 
ed  vfiik  a  moderate  fdrce  early  in 
t^c  fummer ;  and  about  the  middle 
^^  Auguft  he  penetrated  to  the 
Miami  rfver,  where  the  British  had 
wely  re-occupied  a  fort  within  the

tack  he  thought  it  righd  to^  taike 
a  lad  overture  for  peace,  which 
was  however  reje^iedw  The  ground 
which  was  occupied  by  the  fndionf' 
and  their  allies  was  extremely'  td* 
vantageous,  and  it  was  alfo  unfa^ 
vourable  to  the  ^advance  of  the 
American  cavalry.  '  Notwkhftand^ 
ing  thefe  cirtumftanoes,  general 
Wayne,  oh  the  20th  of  Auguft^ 
determined  on  the  attack.  On  ap- 
proaching th^  poft,  the  advanced 
guard  was  thrown  into  fome  dfforw 
dcr  by  a  moft  fevere  fire  from  th* 
enen)y,  who  were  fecpeted  in  th<S 
woods  and  high  grafs.  General  > 
Wayne  immediately  gave  orders  to 
the  fecondlxne  to  advanceand  fop- 
port  the  firftj  and  dlre^Ud  the  firft 
line  to  charge  with  trailed  armi 
and  roufe  the  Indians  from^hrir 
coverts  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet^ 
and  when  up  to  deliver  a  dof<(  and

The  cation  was  dill  agitated  by 
fa^iiony  and  affailed  by  treachery  ; 
and  the  party  which  was  for  the 
tnoment  predominant)  had  exer- 
.died  a  tyranny  more  defpotic  in 
fame  indances  than  the  word  of 
tbeir  former  monarchs,  and  had 
fatiated  their  vengeance  with  a  cru- 
elty only  to'  be  paralleled  by  the 
fanguinary  proforiptioos  of  the  Ro- 
man tfiumviratew 

The  utility  of  hidory  depends 
;  upon  the  accuracy  with  which 
-  caufes  and  motives  are  tnvedigatcd, 
and  the  fprings  of  adion  kid  open 
to  the  inipedion  of  the  reader.  By 
thefe  means  poAerlty  is  guarded 
againd  error ;  and»  as  all  human 
knowledge  is  experience^  the  fpe^ 
culativc  politician  is  furnished  with 
materialtt  for  the  edablifhment  of 
iydems,  and  the  improvement  of 
.the  fcience  of  goverilment.  It  has 
jtherefove  been  oui*  great  aim,  iiot 
merely  to  dttail  faSs,  but  to  di- 
-ftinguifh  their  caufesj  a.pd,  as  for  aa 
our  information  has  extended,  to 
explain  the  principks  upon  whicK 
thefe  anvassiiig  events  have  depend- 
ed. In  our  preceding  volume  -we 
endeavt>ured  to  expoie  the  errors 
into  which  the  condituent  affembly 
jbad  fallen,  and  which,  appeared  to 
be  the  real  foarces  of  the  fucceed- 
gig,  calamities,. 


Fr^m-^e  firft  ismneAtsrof  th^

well  adapted  to  the  date  of  Fraoace, 
^and^oiud  have  b^en  ^timatdy  pro* 
dttdive  of  happinefs  and  profperity. 
We  alfo.gave  it  as  our  opinion,  that 
whatever  might  be  the  de^ns^of 
the.  court,  tKere  vm  fufficient  ener- 
gy in  the  nation,  and  in  the  condi- 
tution,  to  eountera6fc  thefe  defj^os, 
however  prejudicial  tbty  might  be. 
If  the  court  was  tsrcacheioua,  the 
leaders*of  the  oppoiltfon  flioul4  bare 
waited  for  more  decidve  proi^a  of 
its  treafod.  The  evidence  ihould 
be  drong  jndeed  wbich  juHifies  vio- 
lence and  bloodihed,  if  they  can  be 
judificd  at  alk 

From  the  few  errors  coaunitted 
by  the  condituent  ademUy,  parti- 
cularly their' removal  to  Paris,  and 
the  unfortunate  decree  wtikh  pro* 
hibited  the  re-icle^ion  of  the  an^ca- 
bers  of  that  body*  the  repobltcan 
party  was  enabled  to  overthrow  the 
monajrehical  coaHitution*  From 
the  &tal  catadr^idie  of  the  loth  ^ 
Auguit  proceeded  the  dill  deeper 
horrors  of  the  ad  of  Septeipber, 
the  facridce  of  the  king,  and  a  long 
catalogue  of  crimes*  The  mafla* 
crcs  of  September  were,  we  are  dill 
perfuaded,  the  ede6b  of  a  fadden 
laoyemeat  of  indignation  and  re- 
venge in  thofe  who  had  ftiffeved  m 
their  conaexioqa  and  their  friendf 
in  the  preceding  tumult  ;^  the  folkie 
impulfc'led  the  ia^guinarr  multi- 
tade  to  demand'tbe  life  of  the  del 
graded 
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mjnl^iiibxiaf^h ;  andPtlie  jisftjr  of 
Kobcfpicrre,  by Hatt^ntig  the  paf- 
iioiis  of  the  popofetee  in  thefe  in- 
flanct^  gained  to  ifitthedJattf  «£. 
cetidaney  orer  tfichr  more  modehlle 
opponeAts.'  'NdthiMgiVfo  diflle^k 
to  ftop'iwtlie  ctirrefit  df  popiiUr  iti- 
fknky.  The  Gft^dei  Whrtt)artly' 
frtnh  pmateambkitHi,  ftrtd  JaVtIy 
perittpsfrein  pubtie  moftiTCVy  had 
proMoted  the'  depofitiott  <k  tlic' 
fcmg,  wiilted  to  hftve  itifttd  there'; 
bvtt  the'  Jwptilaee,'  who  h^  been 
their  ittftruments  Jn  that  tretnfii^'oiiy 
and  iiiih6  hAd  «iterWHrds  foand 
IcsNlers  more  fmted  to  their  mindfiy 
were  difpiofed  to  ^nmt  a  more  ex- 
tetifive  nng&  to  their  paflionB.  It 
is  no  eafj  talk  to  reduce  a  multi- 
tndei  who  have  been  accuftomed  to 
niiey  to'  habhs  of  fubordination. 
llie  Gmnde  had  given  arme  to 
the  people,  and  thcSe  arms  were 
ihortly  after  tnrned  againft  thein- 
felvea.  Robefpierre  aiud  Danton  tn 
the-  mean  time,  who  had  com- 
menced by  being  the  (laves  of  the 
populace,  and  who  gained  their 
al'cendancy  by  a  conipltauce  with 
aH  that  their  paiRons  demanded, 
were^  thus  enabled  in  retui*n  to  make 
the  people  flaves  to  them,  and  to 
eonvert  their  movements  to  the  de- 
AmAion  of  theif  adverfanes. 

R6befpierre  and  hi»  party  a£- 
famed  %he  fupreme  dlre^ion  of  the 
pubKc  affimriln  dangerous  and  di^ 
ficolt  times.  It  ^s  after  the  de- 
fe^OQ  of  Dumouries,  after*  the 
armies  of  the  repablic  had  been 
defeated  in  every  quarter,  and 
while  the  hoftile  forces  had  broken 
the  battier,  and  penetrated  into 
the  cbtintry }  it  vas  in  the  mo^ 
ment  that  a  &td  rebeAion  over- 
fj^Y^ad  the  moft-'flodrifliing  pro- 
^mee«  of  FVanee,  that  thefe  daring 
^dvtntulets  afliimed  the  vems  of 
government*  Greater  ability  was 
pcrh^  us^»  difplayod  than  in  the 


cdurft  6f  thetr  admSniftnftion,  *  The 
imm«nfe  refoniiceo  of  France  arale 
inliantaffieoufly  called  into  )a6tioiK ; 
generals  were  ai^inted  of  the  moft 
confummote  talents  ;  the  vigilance 
arid  adivity  of  Cmmwell  were  for- 
paflTed  by  Robefpierre,  and  his  in^ 
defatiga^k  oott^gues  Barrereaod 
Dsmtoit.  At  hom^,  rebettion  was 
crufhed,  fe^on  extinguished  ;  and 

•abroad,  their  enemies  were  evevy 
where  <kfeated,  and  the  natioa 
freed  fW>m  the  haraflmg  apprchen- 
fions  of  foreign  vengeance  and  ^ 
reign  domination^ 

The  power  which  the  jacobins 
had  acquired  by  craft,  was  retain- 
ed by  the  confidence  which  was  »• 
fpired  by  their  abilit/es  and  their 
fuccefs.  The  people  regarded  them 
as  their  faviours,  and  on  them  ne<* 

•  pofed  every  hope  of  protection.  It 
18  to  be  lamented,  that  this  confi- 
dence was  grofdy  abufed.  Free 
from  the  imputation  of  corrupciort« 
the  hands  of  Robefpierre  and  his 
affociates  were  ftained  vtrith  cruelty 
and  blood.  The  tribunals  wera  op* 
prelTed  with  the  multitude  of  pro* 
Icriptions  and  accufations,  and  the 
fcaffoldawere  crowded  with  vi^Slims. 
Some  facnficee  might  be  demanded 
by  the  imperious  ncceffrty  of  the 
times;  but'  many  were  doubtlefsi 
the  vi^ims  of  a  fanguinary  revenge, 
or  a  diabolical  jealonfy  :  and  if  un- 
debafed  by  the  meaner  paflion  of 
avance;  cruelty,  the  vice  of  ty rams, 
was  undoubtedly  too  charadertftic 
of  this  party. 

In  the  concluding  part  of  oor 
lafl  volume,  we  mentioned  the  'de- 
feat and  dffperAon  of  the  infurgenU 
in  the  department  of  La  Vendue. 
By  the  report  of  Car rieie  prefenied 
to  the  convention  the  22 d  of 'Febru>- 
ary,  on  his  return  from  his  miiGon 
into  the  rebellious  departments,  it 
appears  that'*  there  had  been  iixteeo 
diftnAs  in  full  revolt,  and  the  Jnba^ 
bitanta 
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Utant9  oF  the  whole  coiintrf  be- 
twceu  the  Loire  and  the  fea,  from 
Pttinboruf  to  Saumur,  a  fpacc  of 
more  than  forty  fquare  miles,  id 
•rnis,  .  . 

*♦  Tlie  rebels  were  divided  into 
ievcral  coliimrs,  WhcflCTcr  they 
vanned  reinforcements  they  found- 
ed the  alarm-bdl  and  fet  the  milh  a- 
going,  whofe  fails  ferved  for  iig- 
Bais,  and  immediately  a  large  force  . 
tras  colle^cd* 

**  In  the  month  of  Auguil  tfie 
rebels  had  150,000  men  in  arms  ; 
bnt  the  vi^orics  of  Mortagne  and 
ChoUetwete  fo  fatal  to  them,  that 
the  reporter  had  paflfed  over  four- 
teen leagues  ef  country  entirely  co- 
hered with  Aeif  dead  bodies. 

"  After  thefe  defeats  they  paffed 
ihe  Loire,  to  the  number  of  50,000, 
iron)en  and  children  ii^duded.  On 
the  left  fide  of  the  Loire,  Charettc 
^ill  remained  with  an  a^ive  army 
in  the  heart  of  La  Vendee.  The 
generals  Dutruy  and  Hoye  were 
charged,  to  purfue  him  without 
intermiilien,  and  they  obtained 
over  him  fifteen  fucccffive  vifto- 
rie?." 

Yet  the  rebels  were  ft  111  far  from 
bciiTg  totally  fubdued.  The  forefts, 
mountains,  anci  all  thofe  natural  ' 
^fcceflcs  with  whi<{h  thpt  rospantic 
country  abounds,  fiill  afforded  them 
afy  lums^  Th e  part  y  wh  ich  efcaped 
to  the  iflc  of  Noirraoutiei*  did  not 
bowever  make  that  defpemte  fland 
which  their  critical  fituation  ap- 
peared to  require.  Thouffh  the 
town  was  remarkably  well  calcu- 
lated for  defence,  yet  they  furren- 
dered  at  difcretion  gn  the  3d  of  Ja- 
soary,  even  before  t}><?  republican 
troops  had  arrived  with  in  reach  of 
their  batteries.  Jn  the  rcdudion 
of  the  ifland  500  of  the  royalifts 
were  killed,  and  1 200  were  taken 
prifoners;  50  piece*  of  cannon, 
iodo  ftand  of  arms,  and  3o,ocolb. 


6{  powder  alfo  feD  ioto  the  hamii 
of  the  repuhlicana. 

The  moft  dreadful  execution? 
fncceeded  tjiefe  dcfeau  of  the  royals 
ilks.  At  Nant2,  on  the  15th  of 
February,  ^co  of  them  v:cre  (hut. 
From  the  numbers  that  fell,  we  may 
well  conclude  that  the  trials  were 
of  the  moil  fummary  Isiind^  and 
there  is  reafbn  to  fear  that  many 
perfons  entirely  innocent  of  the  in- 
furredlion  f offered:  fvenche^iU 
lotinc  was  confidered  as  an  ic^tru- 
ment  of  too  /lovf  aon  operation ;  and 
numbers  were  (hot  with  grape  Hiot 
difcharged  from.  artiUcry,  or  were 
confided  wi.thin  barges,  which  were 
fcuttled  ^d  funk  |  i\  has  been  faid 
that  upwards  of  400Q  were  drown- 
ed in  one  pit.  .      '  . 

The  royalifts  ha4g  thuSi  appa- 
rently for  the  prcfent  fubdued, 
the  republic  was  enabled  to  enter 
upon  the  tnoH  vifirorous  prcpara* 
tions  for  the  eniuxng  campaign. 
General  Jourdaio  was  removed  from 
the  command  of  the  northern  armyf 
and  fucceeded  by  general  Pichegni^ 
whofe  uncommon  military  talents 
proved  him  deferviiff  of  this  con- 
lidcnce.  As  general  Jo^rdain  was 
permitted  to  retire  without  dif- 
gmcc,  and  indeed,  in  the  cjcprtb 
words  of  the  decree,  with  honour  to^ 
himfelf  and  with  the  gratitude  ot 
his  country,  his  retirement  was  but 
ihoft,  and  he  was  afterwms  ap- 
pointed to  conu^and  the  army  of 
the  Rhine. 

,  In  the  latter  end  of  January,  the 
French  eftablifhed  fcveial  redoubts 
in  the  environs  of  Maroilles,  and 
the  fire  from  thcfe  works  coniider- 
ably  annoyed  tlie  advanced  poils 
of  the  allies.  They  were  howo'cr 
not  long  permitted  to  retain  their 
poft  ;  for  they  had  fcarcely  com- 
pleted their  works  before  a  divii»onr 
of  the  combined  army  croifed  the 
Sambre«    attacked  the   rcdot^ts 
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killed  a  coil/iderable  number,  and 
took  500  prifoncrs.  The  republi- 
cans were  equalty  unfucccfsful  in  an 
attempt  made  on  the  20th  of  the 
fame  mouth  upon  the  pod  of  Ael- 
Kcke.  The  l^rench  proceeded 
t'om  \Vaterloo  with  900  infantry 
aiid  100  CATalry,  and  by  their  im- 
petuous onfct  at  firft  compeBed  the 

♦  nemy  to  retire  ;  but  the  Auftrian 
%'Utpoils  aScmbling  without  Igfs  of 
time,  they  attacked  the  rcpubh'cans 

a  flank, -and  compelled  them  in 
ihcir  turn  to  retreat.  The  lofs  of 
trie  French  on  this  occalion  was  21 
r:trn  in  killed  and  wounded,  that  of 
the  Aallriaas  inconfiderable. 

Thefc  ildrmiihcs  were  only  the 
p'cludei  to  that  fcenc  of  devalla- 
lion  which  was  (hortly  to  open  on 
■he  continent,  and  for  which  both 
parties  were  engaged  in  the  moft 
vigorous  preparations.     The  pro-' 
jcdof  the  Freudi,  it  is  faid,  was  to 
penetrate   with   a    ftronjr   column 
through  the  country  of  Namur  and 
the  diftriA  of  Liege  ;  and  to  attack 
with  a   ftlU  ftronger  column  the 
AuftTian  cantoftments  in   the  vici- 
nity of  Tournay,  and  to  blockade 
Condi,  Le  Quefuoy,  and  Valen- 
ciennes. T^his  plan  was  betrayed  to 
the  allies  by  an  oflicer  who  deferted. 
In  the  mean  time  the  preparaiions 
of  the" combined  powers  were  not 
Iciis  vigorous.     In  the   moiith  of 
February  the  duke  of  York  aud  the 
celebrated  Auftrian  adventurer  co- 
lonel Mack   proceeded   frcn.*.    the 
continent  to  London,  for  the  puv- 
pofe  of  holding  a  conference  with 
the  Britifh  minillcrs  relative  to  the 
opcratiooa  of  the  campaigru  .   The 
cnipcriJr,  it  is  faid,  on  this  occafion 

•  propofed  to  fend  a  reinfcrqcment 
of  3 1,000  men,  and  it  was  recom- 
mended that  the  Pniffian  force 
fiiould  be  augmented  to  80,000. 

It  was  h&wever  an  evident  truth 
that  there  ciifted  among  the  allies 
'794- 


a  fund  of  treachery  and  dillruft,^ 
which  muft  weaken  all  their  exer- 
tions, and  in  the  end  conduct  ouly 
to   difcorafiture    and    riiin.     The . 
ftrange  circumftanceof  having  aban- 
doned the  lines  of  Weiffembourg,  . 
and  the  railing  of  the  ilege  of  Lan-  ^ 
dau,  without  ri/king  a  bat  tie,  appear 
to  have  completely  difheartened  the 
duke  of  Brunfwick  ;  and  in  evident 
difguft  he  refigncd  the  command. 
General  Wurmfer,  in  confequence 
of  thefe  omiiTions,  was  difplaced  by 
the  court  of  Viecna  j  buyftill  fuf- 
picions  were  entertained  concerning 
the   cordial   co-operation    of  that 
CQurt.     The  duke  of  Brunfwick's 
letter  to  the  king,  entreating  his 
recall,  is  a  fingular  document,  and 
evinces  at  once  his  judgment  and 
hi^  loyalty.     It  is   dated  January      0 
the  6th  ;  and  the  duke  dates  as  the 
principal  reafon  for  deli  ring  his  re- 
call,  "the  unhappy  experience,  that 
want  of  connexion,  diftruft,  cgo- 
tifm,'  and  a  fpirit  of  cabal  had  dif- 
coDccitedthe  mcafures  adopted  dur- 
ing the  twolaft  campaigns,  and  ftill 
dilconcerted   the  mcatiares  of  the 
combined  armies.  Opprefled(tc  con- 
tinues) by  the  misfortune  of  beingin,- 
vclvedby  the  error  of  others,  ir»  the . 
unfortunate  fituation  in  which  I  find 
myfelf,  I  feel  very  fenfibly  that  the 
world  judges  of  military  charadlers. 
by  their  fucccffcs,  without  examin- 
ing caufes.     Railing  the  fiege  or 
the  blockade  of  iandau,  will  make 
an  epoch  in  the  hiftory  of  this  un- 
fortunate war ;    and   I   have    the 
misfortune  of  being  implicated  in. 
it.  The  reproach  will  fall  upon  me, 
and  the  innocent  will  be  confounJed 
with  the  guilty.'*     He  proceeds  to. 
urge  that  the  objedls  6t  o  le  cam- 
paign were  loft,  and  that  there  ap- 
peared no  hope  that  a  third  would 
offer  a  move  lavourable  ifTue.     The 
fame    reafons,    he  afferts,    ft  111  di**

ctdanziftg  biftioprics  and  chapters, 
and  of  appropriating  10  hifHfelf 
certain  cfcic3  of  the  empire,  ift  or- 
der to  indemnify  himfelf  for  the 
immenfc  expences-  whith  he  had 
been  put  to  for  near  two  years,  to 
carry  on  the  war  againft  the  French, 
knd  to  defend  againft  them  the  Ger» 
manic  empire  and  his  illuftrious  al- 
lies—That  his  majefty,  being  con- 
fident th^t  his  defigns  were  pure, 
would  have  paflcfl  in  filence  over 
fuch  rumours,  and  wduld  hare  con- 
tented himfelf  with  the  conTiAion  ^ 
that  they  would  find  "no  belief  on 
the  part  of  the  well-difpofcd  ftatcs 
of  the  empire  \  but  that  to  give  the 
ffloft  abundant  of  fatisfadion,  and  to 
confound  the.  matevulent,  who  in« 
tented  fimSar  ftorics  ^urpolelyy 
X  1  ani» 
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andy  perhaps,  with  s^nief  go  tp  ex- 
cite diltrufl,  baron  Hochltettcr  Had 
.orders,  ^ormfJly  to  d^tp^re,  tliat 
while  his  majcily  raado  war  up<?^ 
the  French,,  he  had  never  any  v^ws 
but  the  defence  of  the  Germanic 
empirei  and  the  maintenance  of'tbe 
conililutionT-That  it  never  was  IiIs 
majeily's  dcjign  to  make  conc^ucfts 
for  himfelf ;  and  that  if  coaquffit 
v;crf  made  from  Franccr  ilx  mfirt 
nvould  bav6  its  Iharc — ^That  he  n«- 
ver  conceived  the  moft  remote  Idea 
of  indemmfying  himfclf  at  the  cx- 
pcncc  of  the  empire;  whofe  conlli- 
tutjun  had  always  been  facred  to 
himy  Hnd  for  whofe  maintenance  he 
had  already  made  fo  maiiy  (aari* 
flics — That  ha  n>tnlllci>  baron 
Hochllctter,  was  empowered  final- 
ly to  declare,  that  his  majefly 
would  never  de>uate  from  thole  in- 
tentions ID  future,  and  ^hat  he 
would  be  always  ready  to  fceuve 
and  guarantee  to  the  Germanic 
empire  its  territory  and  conftitu- 
tion,  and  to  tlie  ftatcs  in  particular, 
both  fpiritual  and  temporal,,  their 
rights  and  pofftflions— m  a  word, 
the  inviolable  maintenance  of  the 
whole  Germanic  body— provided 
that  the  empire,  and,  above  all, 
thofe  fix  circles  wliich  were  moil 
cxpofjpd  to  danger,  would  co-ope- 
rate as  much  as  the  conflijlution  and 
patriotifm  required  of  them. 

Specious  however  as  thefe  pro- 
(ciTions  might  appear  in  the  eyes 
of  thofe  who  were  defirous  of  being 
deceived,  fome  circumftances  foon 
occurred,  which  to  thinking  men 
left  little  doubt  ,of  the  infincerity 
of  this  monardi.  The  plan  pf 
aiming  the  people  in  a  mafs  was 
openly  oppiifed  by  his  envoy  at  the 
diet,  ^nd  the  king  even  tlircatcned 
to  withdraw  his  troops  fhould  it  b,e 
attempted.  The  reafons  which  hp 
has  urged  atjainft  this  meafure  arc 
unaufwcrabltr,  it  is  true  i  Lut  as  the

In  the 
month  of  February  a  negotiatioa 
was  carried  on  at  Frankfort,,  be* 
tween  the  king  of  Pruffia  and  cer« 
tain  coQimiffion'^rs  from  the  French 
republic.  The  profeiTed  objcci  of 
the  negotiation,  was,  aaexchsmge  pf 
prifoners,  bufe  there  waa  too  oiuch 
rcafon  to  fufpe£i  that  the  confer** 
ence  l;ad  a  much  inyoce  cxte^&ye 
aim,  and  fubfequent  events  have. 
julHBed  the  fufpicion.  ^The  com* 
auiHoncrsiof  France  ei^tcrcd  Fraqk^ 
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"fcrt  A  eottfi<lcniblc  ^fcndoitr,  in 
oat  df  the  ftati»*carriagC5  of  the  late 
Wrtg/  decorated^ t^ittt  the  cap  of 
lihcfty  *aihl  other  tepttWicari  em- 
Uem«j  ThiiV  coirfetrnce  ^ith  M.

a  Shdbiir^,  hare  been  uninformed 
of  the  real  objeft  of  thcfc  negotia- 
twos,  and  have  voted  an  immenfc 
fiibfidy to- this  prince,  while  it  is  cvi- 
dent  tt>  common  fenfe,  that  the 
foondatTotit  of  that  trt'atr,  whicfi 
ha*  appeared  in  1795  between  the 
French  repubh'c  and  the  king  of 
Praffia,  were  kid  at  the  cbnfcrenccs 
at  Frankfort  in  1794  ? 

From  tltfs  period  therefore  a  pfood 
undeHlanding  was  probabiy  ella- 
bKfhed  between  France  and  Pruffia ; 
but  there  was  yet  another  o!^r«^(ft  to 
beachiered.by  this  crafrv  cabinet, 
and  that'  \ra«?  -4  reimburtcment  nf 
expcnccic:  In'  the  month  of  J  anliary 
the  King  had 'attempted,  t]irbn;.{h 
therleAtorofMcnTz,  to  cKu<^t  a  fum 
for  «*the  prpvifiomng  of  his  arniy  ;" 
and  he  iiad  endeavoured  iti  vain  to 
alarm  the  frtc,  frontier  drcks  into  a 
compliance  with  bfis  dctnaiKi.^.  1  he 
Oernian  powrtrs  were  too  ^i/e  to 
become  the  dwpet  of  hit?  artifices, 
and  he  now  applied  focccfsfully  to 
a  <5tiarter  where  he  cxpefted  kf*  op- 
pofitifin.  ^Whether  the  conelufion 
befrir  and  trixe,  wc  pretend  not  to 
•decide;  but 'it  is  i*'efr  known," that 
hit  PruiHan  majcfty  doea  not  coMi- 
da  the  Britifh  minifter  as  a  ftatef- 


main.*  He  jnftly  concHvtd'  thtre- 
fbre  that  he  had  diily  to  threaten 
Kim  with  a  fecelfion  from*  the  alli- 
ance, ind  Avhat'evcr  he  miV^t  de- 
mand %mi!d  be  mofl:  re^dihr  (Com- 
plied with.  Field  'marfl\ai'  Mol- 
fcndiirf  fuccctded  the  diike  of 
BnmTwick  in  the  comm^rid'  of  tlie 
PruISanarmy.  The  fitft  ftep  there- 
fore of  the  king  wa^,  to*  acquditft 
the  j)rince  of  Coboiirg  that  he  ha'i 
ondered'  "that  officer  as  well  aft  ge- 
neral Kalkrenrh  to  withdraw  ^ith 
their  armies  from  the  environs  df 
Ment7,  and  to  march  io  Cologri<f. 
.This  declaration  was  foHowed  On 
•  the  1 3th -of  March  by  &  ptoclamil- 
tion,  addreffed  to  the  Gctirtan  entr 
pire,  announcing  his  PrufGan  ma- 
jcfty's  feceflion  from  the  gran'd 
confederacy.  '  The  proclamation  - 
ilated,  that  the  prefent  •*  war' was 
not  a  war  with  a  civilized  nation, 
and  VI th  difciplined  armies,  but  a 
contcrf  with  a  delirious  ^ftd  ntfver- 
fliminifhing  fwarm  of  men  —with  a 
highly  populous  nation,  providt'd 
with  every  refource  for  war — a  fet 
of  men,  who  did  not  fight  merely 
for  viAory,  but  who  fought,  by 
fire,  fword, .  nd  the  poifon  of  theh- 
perniciouR  do(5Mnj:s,  to  fubvert  the 
uho!e  focial  edifice  of  Germany.** 
His  m?5efty  proceeds  to  llafe  the 
incredible  efforts  he  had  made  to 
oppofc  •'  this  almoft  uncoftqucfabhr 
ent- my."  —That  he  had  jnade  every 
pofTible  fa  orifice  to  the  'Commoii 
canfe  which  the  natural  ilfdngth  of 
JPrullia  would  ptrniil,  and  had  not 
helitattd  to  e\por<f.  even  'Miisfih- 
crcd  perfoli.'*  Fof  this  obje<*t 
alone,  he  continues,  fo  iriuch  Pruf- 
fian  Wood  had  hcen  fpilt  — for  this 
fo  much  treafurti  draimd  from  ht« 
dominions  :  and  He  concludes  this 
part  of  his  repKTentatlon  by  dc- 
cjarfng,  that  he  h  able  "  uo  lunger 
to  take  an  a(^ive  jiart  frOm  his  own

Not 
only  the  religious  principles  of  the 
cordeliers  at  this  tune  were  in  thf 
extreme  of  depravity,  but  their 
civil  tenets  were  Scarcely  lefs  ex- 
ceptionable* ITo  conciliate  the  po- 
pukce,  they  adopted  the  wildeft 
theories,  preachtd  equality  in  the 
utmoft  extent,  and  recommended 
publicly  an  agrarian  law.  With 
thefe  tenets  ihcir  drefs  and  appear^ 
ance  corrcfpoudcd*  Tlicy  emu- 
lated the  fuialid  externals  of  thofe 
who  were  nonoured  with  the  ap- 
pellation of  faru  culotteu  Lonff 
trowfcrs,  working  jackets,  black 
wigs,  red  caps,  and  pantaloons 
formed  tlie  fa(hionable  wardrobe  of 
thefe  enrages. 

Hcbert  was  the  author  of  a  jour* 
nal,  which  was  entitled  Pere  du 
Chefne.  In  this  journal  he  com- 
menced his  attack  upon  the  convene* 
tion  and  the  jacobins,  by  inveighing 
againd  Fabie  d'Eglantme,  Cumille 
]DefmouIins  and  other  deputies,  as 
BrifTotiacs.  In  the  beginning  of 
March,  the  table  of  the  rights  of 
man  in  the  hall  of  the  cordeliers 
waa  covered  with  a  black  crape  \ 
and  Hebert  from  the  tribune  of  the 
(ocicty  aflertedi  **  that  tyranny  ex«

**  That  thofc  fame  confpirators, 
with  their  accomplices  Momoro, 
Ducroquet,  Laboureau,  Ancard 
and  Bqurg^ois,  propofed  to  cover 
the  rights  of  man  with  a  funeral 
.crape, 

"  That  the  above  parties  went 
i»  a]I.  th^  pvi^iic  plac<:)^  to  calum- 


,y.!f  ^.WtJ^hcy  calumniated  in  a 


jin|^r  Qie  members  of  the 
cojpmit^g^s  o^[  public  and  general 
liifctyji  ,and  demanded  the  renewal 
-^f  tha.  natlgjial  reprefentatioif. 
,,  ".-Ti^t  the  fyllcm  of  reducing 
F^ls  by  fainine  was  purfued  by  au 
^q  confpiratorS  at  one  and  the. 
isiBiQ  time  i^.  that  the  public  fuac« 
tionaricsy  in  different  communes^ 
gave  orders,  in  confcqucnce  of  this 
plot,  that  no  provifions  fhoT^ld  bc 
Brought  to  Pans,  in  order  to  bring 
on  the  crifis  which  was  to  reftorc 
dcfpotifm  and  tyranny. 

"  That  it  was  the  dcfjgn  of  Ron- 
fm  to  employ  the  revolutiouar)'  ar- 
my in  the  execution  of  this  dread- 
ful plot :  that  Ronfin  wifhcd  that 
the  revolutionary  army  con  fitted  of 
lOOjOOoinflead  of  6000  men;  which 
manifciled  his  defire  of  being  a 
Crpmw^U,  were  it  only  for  twenty- 
four  hours. 

"  That  this  fiftltious  femme 
n^ade  every  day  a  greater  pix)grcfs« 

"  That  the  coufplrators  inflamed 
the  people,|by  making  them  believe 
that  this  famine  was  occafioned  by 
their  rcprefeutativcs,  whom  they 
ijitendcd  to  mafiacre. 

<<  That  Vincent  declared  that 
he  would  drcfs  out  mannikins  like 
reprcfentatlvcs  of  the  people,  and 
place  tliem  in  the  Thuillerics,  to 
call  the  people  around  him,  and  to 
tell  them,  *  Behold  the  fine  reprc- 
fcntatives  you  have ;  they  preach 
plainncfs,  and  this  is  the  way  they 
drcfs  V  That  this  fyflcra  of  vilify- 
ing the  national  rcprefentation, 
formed  by  Vincent  and  his  accom- 
plices, correfponded  exa<ftly  with  . 
the  plans  of  the  lea^ied  defpots. 

"  That  other  confpirators,  name- 
ly, Delncux,  Pereyra,  Proly,  and 
Defcombca,    even    publlfhed    the 
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namesof  tliofercprcfcDtativcs  whcro- 
ihey  wifhcd  to  murder;  a:nd  that 
tlitfv  circulated  by  their  agents  In- 
cendiary bills  throughout  Pat»6  and 
the  adjacent  communes,  exhorting 
the  people  to  rebel  agamft  the 
national  rcprefentation  and  the  con- 
lUtuted  authoiftiei. 

'*  Tlntt  pamphlets  and  bfUs  were 
diftribiited  in  all  the  pubHc  Aarkets 
and  places,  Ih'rring  up  the  people 
to  open  the  prifons,  that  the  con- 
fpiratovs  and  theii*  accomplices 
might  more  fpcedfly  exterminate 
the  reprcfentatives. 

"  That  falfe  patroles  were  to 
malFacre  the  citizens  on  duty  in  the 
houfes  of  arrcft  ;  that  the  confpi- 
rators  meant  to  feizc  the  mmt  and 
riie  national  treafury  ;  but  that  the 
convention,  at  the  mofrient  \frhen 
the  confpiracy  wad  to  break  out, 
^tiblifhed  a  decree  againft  the  par- 
ties concerned."  &c. 

The  principal-  evidences  were 
LouiV  Lcgcndre,  deputy  to  the 
national  con/ention,  and  Louis 
Pierre  Dufoumi,  architeft ;  but 
their  tcftimony  irent  no  further 
than  to  prove  fome  ra(h  and  intem- 
perate cxprcffions  Ttrhich  had  been 
ufed  by  the  prifoners;  and  the 
charges  we  muft  fay  were  very  ill 
fupported  by  the  evidence.  La- 
Evoureau  was  the  only  man  who  was 
acquitted ;  though  to  convif^  any 
man  upon  fuch  evidence,  whatever 
might  be  his  dements,  was  only  a 
formal  murder.  The  wretched  ma- 
niac, Anacharfis  Clootz,  was  of 
courfe  among  the  condemned,  and 
was  tlie  only  man  who  attempted 
to  fpcak  ;  and  ht:  appealed,  but  in 
vain,  to  the  human  race^  whofe  ora* 
for  and  ambafitidor  he  had  declar- 
ed himiVlf.  Clootz  however  met 
death,  we^are  informed,  with  more 
firmncfs  than  might  have  been  ex- 
pelled from  his  general  character 


and  hia  ttheiftidal  principles.  Hc» 
bcrt  and  his  coUeagueis  pafied  their 
time,  when  together,  like  the  fallen 
fpints  ita  Milton,  in  mutual  accufe- 
ttou,  till  Clootz  with  a  loud  voice 
recited  to  them  thofe  weD  know  a 
lines : 

*'  Je  revxAi  c«tc  ntnt,  <^iie  tfc  ta^twiftwc, 
Cdie  k  o6tc^*ini  ^ucuion  in'ft«oit%i1iu««S 
£t  que,  Vkflc  pour  mm  d'oa  ptreil  wifi* 

£n'  mort  dt  ^ualiti  je  lui  tins  ce  IsQ|p£c." 

This  citation  had  the  effeft  he 
wiflied :  they  became  reconciled  to 
each  other  ;  and  *  Clootz,  whoie 
only  apprehenfion  was  left  any  of 
them  Aiould  die  in  religious  belief, 
preached  athcifm  to  them  till  their 
laft  figh. 

'  As  the  charafters  of  Hebert  and 
the  principal  confpirators,  as  they 
were  called,  commanded  bo  rc- 
fpeft ;  fo  their  fate  excited  no  com- 
paffion  ;  they  were  executed  amitiil 
the  applaufes  of  the  furrounding 
multitude,  and  at  tne  falling  of  the 
guillotine  the  air  was  rent  with 
moots  of  Five  la  RepuhVique  ! 

The  fuccef}*  and  popularity  of 
Robefplerre  on  this  prolcciition  en- 
couraged him  immediately  to  bring 
forward  a  new  group  of  traitors  5 
and,  to  the  aftoni/hment  of  every 
man,  Fabrc  d'Eglantine  and.othfrs 
of  the  deputies,  /or  the  re>TKng  ol 
whom  Htbert  had  been  condemned, 
were  among  thejprincipal  culprits. 
With  Fabre  d^Eglantine,  Chabot 
the  famous  ex-capuchin  firiar,  a 
man  notonoufly  venal  and  corrupti 
was  arreiled  with  his  two  brothers- 
in-law,  the  bankers  of  the  name  of 
Frey,  Julien  of  Touloufc,  Jazirc 
and  Dtlaunay  of  Angers.  The 
fubftance  of  the  accufation  prefer- 
red againft  them  by  Amar,  th«  re- 
porter of  the  committees  of' puhhc 
and  general  fafety,  related  cbicflT

to  fome  ftock-jobbJng  tranfct^ions ; 
and  ft  feenicd  to.be  dearlj  proved 
againit  .tlieoi,  that  they  maoe  ufe  of 
the  iituatiODs  which  they  held  un- 
der the  repubHc  for  thi  piirpofe  of 
amalliag  large  fortunes  ;  and  thai 
in  fome  inftances  they  had  accept- 
ed of  bribes. .  Thefe  proceedings 
R«be%>ien:e  atteiopted  to  coailrue 
intnf  a  -■  e9Ui]ter.4]evoliitionary  pro- 
j<d,  and  a  defign'  to  degrade/  the 
con^Rtton  by  exhibiting  fuch  lii- 
fampus^condod  iii  the  perfons  of 
Its  deputies  :  and  Amar'  aiTerted 
that  tliey  mainiained  a  venal  corrc- 
fpondencc  with  the  combined  pow- 
ers ;  wli jch  might  be  true,  but  of 
which  ^  there  was  to  competent 
evidence.  Other  parts  of  the  charge 
were  ridic^ousi  and  only  calculated 
to  a&  on  the  mean  and  fenfelefs 
prejudices  of  the  populace.  The 
bankers  f*rcy  were  defcribed  as  un- 
worthy- republicans,,  becaufe  the^ 
^ad  been  ennobled  br  Maria  Thc- 
refa,  and  had.  a  brother  in  the  im- 
perial ifttny  i  and  becaufe  they  were 
able  to^  give  to.Chabot  200,000 
livres  as  a  marriage  portion  with 
their  filler.  It  was  further  aflcrted 
that  they  h^d  attempte<£  to  fend  i 
letter  witt  50  louis  ip  gold  to  the 
fon  of  Louis  Capet  in  the  Temple, 
to  enable  that  unfortunate  infant 
to  effeft  his  efcape«  A  charge  ut- 
» tcrly  incredible  and  abfurd. 

The  unfortunate  Danton  foot 
part  in  the  convention  againft  the 
accufed  deputies,  and  in  a  few  days 
after  pleaded  fironglyv.  for  confi-. 
dence  in  the  committees  of  public 
and  general  fafety  5  nnconfcioug 
(fo  fliort-tighted  are  the  faculties 
of  man)  that  he  was  foon  to  be 
implicated  in  the  fate  of  the  perfoas 
whom  he  centired,  and  to  aocom- 
pany  them  to  the  fcaffold. 

A  fecret  rivaHhip  and  deep-rooted* 
^nmitf  had  long  fubfifted  between 
Danton  and  Rebe^itite«-at  kaft 


it  was  llrongly  cheriihed  by  the  lat- 
ter— though  the  addreis  and  dp* 
quence  of  Danton,  it  is  Ixflieved) 
had  fayed  hiofi  from  the  decree  of 
accufation  which  Louvethad  moved 
againft  him,  relative  to  the  maffii* 
cres  of  September  1792.  Danxi^ii 
indeed  was  the  only  pcrfou  whom 
Robefpierro  could  regard  in  the 
light  of  a  formidable  rival,  and  it 
became  neceflary  ^o  the  proje£tjof 
t be  latter  that  he  fbo  uld  be  reijnoved- 
Of  the  progrefs  of  the  quarrel  be* 
tween  them  we  are  deftitute  of  inr 
formation  :  but,  a  very  {hort  time 
before  the  arrcil  of  t)aQton,  an  in- 
terview was  brought  about  betweca 
them  by  the  influence  of  a  common 
friend,  in  the  hope  of  efiedling  a 
reconciliation.  Danton^  after  a 
lone  con verfatioQ,  finding  it  im- 
poiSble  to  make  an  imprellion  on 
his  implacable  rival,  who  heard 
him  with  a  look  of  infult  and  ma- 
lignity, is  faid  to  have  burft  into 
tears,  and  to  have  left  the  rooni 
with  the  prophetic  exclamation^ 
"  I  fee  that  my  fate  is  decided,  but 
my  death  will  be  your  ruin,'!  . 
.  Danton,  Lacroix,  PhilippeauXv 
and  Camille  peiinoulins  were  ar* 
relied  on  the  31a  of  March.  .The 
real  crime  of  the  laft  was  a  fatlrical 
parallel  between  the  revolutionary 
govcrnmept  of  France  and  the  ca- 
pricious tyranny  of  the  Roman 
emperors,  which  he  publiihed  in 
a  periodical  paper,  of  which  he  was 
the  edi;;.or,  termed  the  «*  Old  Cor- 
delier." .  Philippeaux,  it-  is  faid, 
had  mortally  .offeudLd  by  ^xpofing. 
the  horrors  and  cruelties  which  he 
had  witncfled  in  La  Vendee,  whi- 
ther He  had  been  fent''  on  million. 
Legendre^who  was  in  habits  of  in- 
timacy with  Danton  aud  L:icroix, 
made  a  bold  fpe^ch  in  their  tuvour, 
and  moved  that  they  fhould  be 
heard  at  the  bar.  He  afferted 
ftrongly  his  own  integrity,  dad  ad- 
Z  t  4€d 
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ded  that  "  he  believed  Danton  as 
pure  as  himfelf."  A  perfon  who 
was  prefent  at  this  fcene  in  the 
convention  obfcrvcd,  .that  the  ha- 
bitual firmnefsof  Robefpierre  never 
appeared  more  fhaken  than  on  this 
occafron.  He  rcpUcd  to  Legendre 
.^ith  more  than  ufual  paiTioa  and 
Tivaoity ;  he  ran  into  a  long  decla- 
mation on  the  vices,  corruption,  and 
venality  of  Lacroix  ;  andconcluded 
by  faying  that  he  had  been  himfelf 
the  friend  of  Danton,  fp he  had  been 
of  Briffot,  Petion,  &c.  but  he  ceafcd 
tobe  tjieir  friend  when  they  fliewed 
themfclves  enemies  to  the  republic. 
The  motion  he  contended  was  in- 
admiinble,  as  it  had  been  denied  to 
CJiabot, '  Fabrc  d'Eghntinc,  and 
Bazire.  Herault  Sechclles,  Simon, 
Chaumette  the  procurcur  of  the 
commune  of  Parij»,  and  Gobct  the 
ex/bi(hop,  who  had  difgraced  him- 
felf and  his  profcffion  by  the  pub- 
h'c  renunciation  of  his  funftions, 
had  been  arreiicd  a  few  days  be- 
fore, all  as  accomplices  with  Fabre 
d'Eglaiuinc,  Sec.  General  Wefler- 
mann,  who  was  alfo  chai'ged  as  an 
accomplice,  had  been  fome  time 
under  arreft. 

Though  Danton  was  ambitious, 
he  is  fiiid  alfo  to  have  had  a  tin£lure 
of  avarice  in  his  compoljtion,  and 
not  to  have  been  perfectly  free  from 
all  fufpicton  of  public  peculation. 
It  was  expcAed  therefore,  that  the 
aft  of  accufetion  would  turn  upon 
the  fame  points  with  that  of  Cha- 
bot  and  Fabre  d'Eglantiiie ;  but 
it  did  hot :  it  conlifled.'  principally 
"^  of  vague  declajnations.  involving 
them  in  the  crimes  of  Dumouriez, 
Philip  of  Orleans,  and  Fabre  d*Eg- 
lantine,  whpfe  accomplices  they 
were  declared  to'havc  been ;  and  ac- 
Cufuig  tlieni,.  but  without  any  fpc-

cific  chirgc,  \yith  being  engaged  m 
a  new  plot  For  effcfting  a*tbmitcr-  ; ' 
revdlution,  for  rc-cftablifliifig  ttkh  !' 
narch y,  for  dellr6yiri]jp  the  hatioha!  ' 
reprcientation  and  th« '  repulJican  ^ 
government.  It  isiTp[>arkafaIfe*that  i 
8t^  Jull,  10  the  report  prefeotcil  on 
this  occafion,m8tk€sthcprofeffidii  <.»f 
atheifm  *  ?  principal  chargelkgkinft 
Fabre  d'Eglaotine.  "  HeTofitt^per- 
ceived  (faid  xht  reporter)" X«>  what 
the  deftruAion  of  reKgibui  Wor^p 
would  lead  ;  and  becoming  ai*<Jord' 
ingly  a  loud  dedaimcr  agamft  tl>e 
eternal  bafis  of  morality,  he  attack- 
ed providence,  dented  t%e  ittirtwr- 
tality  of  the  foul,  wfeich  comforted 
Socrates  when  he  fwallowed  the 
juice  of  hemlock ;  and  wifhed,  in  con- 
cert with  his  folbwer^  tt»  baoifli 
from  nature  the  fuprcme  being.  At 
the  head  of  this  fyftem  waa  Chau- 
mettc,  the  flatterer  of  the  people, 
feut  the  friend  of  kings ;  who,  when 
he  remitted  30,000  livres  to  his  fa- 
ther, requeftcd  of  him  neithte  topur- 
chafe  national  domains,  northccoQ- 
fifcated  property  of  the  emignwu. 
Let  not  the  people  (eontimied-  St. 
Tiift)  lofe  fight  of  the  dmnity! 
Thofe  \m\o  made  religion  a  pretext 
for  the  reftoration  of  royalty,  have 
endeavoured  to  diffeminate among  us 
the  horrible  doftrinc  of  atbeifm." 

On  the  morning  of  the  id  of 
April,  Danton,  Fabre d'Egiawinc, 
Lacroix,  Chabot,  Philippeauic,  Ca- 
mifle  Defmoulins,  Delaunay  d' An- 
gers, Herault  Sechclles,  the  abbe 
d'  Efpagnac,  Gufman ,  the  two  Freys, 
Diendrichen,  Lulfier,  with  the  ce- 
lebrated general  Wellermann,  were 
brought  before  the  revolutionarv 
tribunal.  They  ^U  evinteed  niucfi 
firmncfs,  except  Fabre  d'Eglantitie, 
who  was  greatly  w^ale<l  Danton 
in   particular  appeared   from  the 
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very  firft  to  lucre  been,  reconciled 
to  his  6tc.     When  the  ufual  qucf- 
tioas  wejre  put  tQ  bim  re^e^mg 
iu4k  name  and  reiideRc^,  he  replied, 
**  My.  rciidgice  will  foon  be  »  non- 
entity 5'.  but  my  name  will  live  for 
cyex  in  tljc  Pantheon  of  hiilory/* 
Herwljt  Secbelle^  on  being  que- 
^'qned  jrclative  to  his  name  and  hU 
^Uon   before,  the  revolution^  an- 
fwerod^— that  he  had  formerly  pof- 
(cSkd  a  feat  in  the  hall  in.  which  he 
ftood^aadw^s  deteitcd  by  the  other 
xaenkbers  of  the  parliament  as  being 
the  decided  friend  of  liberty.  Cha- 
bot  had  previoufly  taken  poifon  ; 
but  an  emetic  having  been  admi- 
niflercd*  his  health  was  reftored  be- 
fore the  triaL     HcrauljL  Sechelles 
and  Qamille  De(hioiilins  entertain- 
^  the  .fpc£^tor8   by   completely 
turning  the  a6t  of  accufation  into 
ridicule;    and    Danton   pcq>lexcd 
aad  moDUfied  the  judges  by   the 
fallies  of  his  wit,  ana  the  kecnnefs 
of  his  itttcdtivc.    His  contempt  for 
this  mo^k  tribunal  was  indeed  fnch, 
that  he  amufed  himlclf  with  throw- 
ing  little  balls  ill  the  faces  of  the 
jadgcfc      The.  priiojierii  profefTed, 
"  That  Botliiog  would  have  been 
naore    gloriouii  than    to    confpire 
agaiiilia.  government  whicli.  itfelf 
confpires."    They  demanded  to  be 
confrouted  with,  Rubefpicrre   and 
l}arrere  ;  but  thefe  deputies,  under 
pretence  that  a  plot  was  formed  to 
'        atfailioatf  them  at  the  tribunal,  re- 
fufed  to  attend,  and  the  prifoners 
confequently  refufcd  to  anfwer  any 
further  interrogaXorits,  as  they  in- 
fused that  the  proceedings  were  un- 
fair.    The   committee  of  public 
lifety  were  probably  not  difplcaled 
with  this  declaration,  as  it  afforded 
them  a  pretext  for  (hortcning  pro- 
ceedings which  only  incrcafcd  their 
embarraflment.    The  public  accu- 
Ter  difpatched  -a  iettcr  to  the  con-. 


vention,  informing  them  that  the 
prifoners  were  in  a  Hate  of  revolt 
againll  the  tribunal ;  and,  on  the 
motion  of  St,  Juil,  "a  decree  was 
paffed,  "  that  whoever  infohs  the 
national  julb'ce  fliall  not  be  heard, 
but  tried  (or  more  properly  con- 
demned) immeJiately."  This  de- 
cree was  read  to  the  deputies  upon 
trial  on  the  fth;  but  they  ItiR 
perfilled  in  their  refufal  to  anfwer 
interrogatories,  unlefs  Robefpierre, 
St.  Juil,  and  Barrere,  could  be 
compelled  to  attend.  The  jury 
therefore,  without  further  hefita- 
tion,  found  Danton,  Camillc  D,ef-. 
mouHns,  J-acroix,  Philippeaux,  He- 
rault  Seehclles,  and  Weftermann, 
guilty  of  a  confpiracy  againft  the 
republic ;  and  Cliabot,  Fabre  d'E- 
glantine,  Julien  de  Thouloufe,Def- 
pagnac,  the  two  Frey s,  Gufman,  and 
I) iendrichen,  guilty  of  corrupt  prac- 
tices.   Lulller  only  was  acquitted. 

At  two  o'clock  on  the  fame  day 
fentencc  was  pafled  upon  the  pri- 
foners;  and  at  five  in  the  afternOcm, 
they  were  conveyed  m  three  carts 
from  the  ConciLrgerio  to  tlu:  Plac«.* 
dela  Revolution,  where  tlie  Hate  pi  i- 
foners  were  nfually  executed.  Tliey 
all  behaved  with  <rreat  fumiiefs,  ex- 
cept Lncroix;  and  Danton,  who 
was  executed  laft,  when  he  was 
tied  to. the  plank,  caft  up  his  eyes^ 
to  the  fatal  axe,  and  his  counte- 
nance and  figure  alTumcd  an  air  of 
magnanimity  witli  which  the  fpec- 
tators  were  deeply  penetrated, 

Danton  was  a  man  .of  great  ta- 
lents. He  had  been  educated  to 
the  profelfion  of  the  law,  and  from 
Hie  firft  of  the  French  revolution 
had  takea  an  adlive  part,  at  full 
as  one  of  the  Orleans  party,  and 
afterwards  on  a  more  extended 
fcale.  To  his  counfeU  on  the  1  oth  > 
of  Augufl  1792,  the  republican 
party    were  entirely  indebted  for 
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their  fuccefs,  and  on  that  party 
proving  triumphant,  He  was  made 
OTnilber  oJ  ]ii&»ce,  which  oiffice  he 
ihortly  after  refigncd.  •  He  was  at 
firft  confidered  as  being  intimately 
conncfted  vyith  the  Briflbtines,  but 
foon  attached  himfeif  to  the  moun- 
tain  party,  -  which  he  greatly 
ftrengthened,  by  his  eloquence  and 
abilities.  |iis  perfon  was  large, 
inclining  to  corpulency,  and  his 
figure  wag  rather  prepoO'cfling.  As 
he  paffcd  to.  the  fcaffoW,  his  head 
was  bare,  apd  the  fpcfiators  were 
.ftruck  with  the  refemblancc  it  bore 
t9»  the  medals  of  Socrates.  He 
poffefTed  much  wit  and  pleafantry, 
which  he  dilplayed  occafionally 
even  after  every  hope  of  protra^^ed 
cxiftencc  wajB  gone.  His  difpofi- 
tion  h  faid  to  have  been  naturally 
£rmk  and  focial;  but  his  ambition 
involved  him  either  as  a  principal 
OP  aoceffary  m  the  commifHon  of 
great  crimes,  a  confiderable  part  of 
wliich  has  been  faithfully  recorded 
iR  thofc  melancholy  pages  which 
VK  have  devoted  to  the  affairs  of 
France.  In  private  life,  and  un- 
^pontanQJnated  by  that  great  cor- 
TMptcr  of  the  human  heart,  power, 
he  would  probably  have  b^en  a 
much  better  man.  Inthcdpngeon 
of  the  Gonciergerte,  he  too  late  re- 
setted the  bteflincs  of  a  retired 
life.  "  In  revolutions,'*  faid  he, 
**  the  power  always  remains  in  thf? 
hands  of  vjEains.  It  is  better  to 
be  a  poor  fimerman  than  to  govern 
men.  Thofe  fools  1  they  will  cry 
*  Long  live  the  republic  !'  on  fee- 
ing me  pafs  to  the  fcaffold.  This 
day  laft  year  I  caufed  the  revolu- 
tionary tdbunztl  to  be  ifvftituted* 
I  alk  pijrdon  of  God  and  of  mcn^ 
^t  wa^  not  'that  it  fhould  become 
the  fcourge  of  humanity;  it  was  to 
prevent  the  renewal  of  the  mailacret 
pfScptemben"    ■ 


It  is  a  fiagular  circninftaikce;  that 
in  the  '&ort  fpace  of  two  yeais  al- 
raoft«  every  individual  of  the  princi- 
pal adors  iQ  the  revolution  of  the 
loth  of  AugrttA  was  brbugiit  to  a 
violent  end.  Danton  and  Wcfter- 
trlann,the  one  wh6  dinsftcd  and  the 
other  who  executed  the'  counfcls 
of  the  iiifurgents,  f)cn(hed  on '  the 
fame  day  and  on  the  fame  tcaffald. 

The  principle  dnce  adtnitted  of 
punifliihg  upon  fufpfcion,  and* not 
upon  evi<dencc,  no  boondarieis  can 
be  prefcribed  to '  tyranny  and  op- 
preffi6n.     Among  the  number  o£ 
phfoners  confined  in  the   former 
palace,  but  now  the  prifon,  of  the 
Luxembourg,  were  the  deputy  Si- 
mon and  general  Arthur  DiHott, 
who  had  formerly  commanded  that 
divifion  of  the  army  which  in  the 
campaign  of  1792  had  fo  gralhmtly 
repulfcd  the  Piuflir  ns  near  the  fo- 
rcil  of  Argonne.    i/illon  had  been 
in  habits  of  intimacy  with  Camille 
Defmoulins,  by  whofc  inflacnce  and 
friendly  offices  he  had  hoped  to 
obtain  liis  difcfcargc  firom  pnfon. 
He  was  naturally  mterefted  in  the 
fate  of  his  friend;  aqd  having  heard 
that  the  fpe<5larors,  and  populace 
had  applauded  the  demand  of  the 
deputies  at  the  revolutionary  tri- 
bunal  concernjlig  the  appearance 
of  Robe(pierrt'  axid  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  as  evidences^ 
he  appears  to  hate  flattered  him- 
felf  with  the  hope  ^h^t  the  people 
would  rife  in  their  favour.'  -Thcfc 
hope^  he  communicated  t6  afeBow^ 
prlfoner  of  the  name  of  La  Flottc, 
who  had  formerly  been  miniftl?r  ol 
the  republic  at  Florence:  he  add- 
ed *^  that  he  was  lor  a  republic^ 
but  a  free  republic/'     It  appeared 
that  he  had  alfo  written  a  letter  to 
madame  Defmoulins,  inclofing  an 
order  for  1000 '  crowns,  which  his 
accufenafferted  was  to  hire  a  mob 
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to    furrouiMl,t])C.r^yQ]uti9narj  tri- 

liunal.      This  letter  was  gi^cn   to 
oue  o£  the  door-keepers,  but  never 
Ciixnc^Xq  the  Lands  of  madaa^e  JDcf- 
fnaullns*     iSpmc  tonferences  were 
iJiu  UrI4  between  Sim  op  and  1)11- 
lon  in.. the  prefcace  of  I^a  Flotte, 
in    .w.lii^h    the    parties    expreflej! 
ilrQB^jr  tb«:ir  hopes  in  favour  of 
tIi^4^puUes  who  were  then  on  trlaL 
T*h€  Jubitance  ofthefe  co<ifcrences, 
X-a  ^Qtt^,  in  the  hope  of  faving 
his   IiJe  and  obtaining  his  hberty, 
communicated  to  Uie  committee  of 
jniblic  wjdfare,  &ci;  and  on   this 
iadidin^  pha^ge  all  the  narties,  in- 
cludii^g  «Ycn  n>adame  Defmpulins 
and  the   unfbrtpnatc   door-keeper 
(whqfe  only  cnme  was  omitting  to 
inform  the  committee  of  Dillon's 
letter)^  withThouret,  apother  pri- 
foxicry   who   wa3    impticated,   "we 
know  not  how^  in  the  plot^  were 
fcnt  before  the  revolutionary  tri- 
bunal*  ^d  were   condemned  fin4 
,cxecuted« 

With  madame  Defmoulins  and 
Dillon,  Chaumettf  and  Gobct  fiif- 
fcred  ;  as  alfo  general  BeylTer,  ac* 
cufedofcounter-revolutionaryprac- 
tice»,  particularly  in  La  Vendee, 
where  he  had  commanded,  and 
the  wife  of  Hebert.  The  fpec- 
.tators  fympathifed  greatly  in  the 
fate  of  the  beautiful  and  innocent 
poadame  Defmoulins.  General  Dil- 
lon was  not  equally  refpefted.  His 
conduft  had  been  al^^'ays  fufpicious 
as  a  friend  to  liberty;,  and  whoever 
perufes  the  blunt  and  honell  naira- 
tive  of  our  countryman  general 
Money  will  fee  that  Dillon  was  not 


the  hero  of  the  pafs  of  Biefrae,  as 
he  pret landed  ;  but  was  adually 
abfent  during  the  aAion,  and  while 
it  was  fa  gailiiiuly  defended  by  ge* 
neral  Money.  In  that  narrajn^ 
ftrong  appearances  may  alfo  be  per- 
ceived of  a  deii{;n  in  Dillon  to  bc- 
tr;^y  that  famous  pafs  tb  the  Piuf- 
ilans.  Chaumettc  had  been  aft 
a£live  inftrument  of  the  mountain 
party  in  all  their  tranfa£Uons ;  but 
the  only  crime  that  was  proved 
againft  the  unfortunate  Gobct  was 
that  of  alheifm,  in  which  at  the 
age  of  67  this  weak  old  man  was 
the  dupe  of  Chaumcttc  and  Ana- 
charfis  Clootz,  the  famous  apoilles 
of  incredulity. 

While  thefe  affairs  were  in  agi- 
tation, the  convention  on  the  (Sth 
of  April  decreed,  on  the  motion  df 
Couthon,  **  That  every  deputy 
fhould  be  obliged,  upon  pain  ojL 
death,  to  give  an  account  or  his  re- 
venue before  and  fincc  the  revolu- 
tion," This  decree  was  intended 
to  obviate  a  repetition  of  that  pe^ 
culation,  of  which  fome  of  the  de-* 
puties  whp  had  hecn  ^ohdcmftcd 
were  fufpefted. 

A  decree  pf  a  ftill  more  exteii- 
five  opera tioi)  was  paffed  on  the 
1 6th  of  April,  on  the  motion  alfo 
of  Couth  on;  by  which  all  alliens 
belonging  to  the  countries  at  war 
with  the  republic,  and  all  ex-nobles, 
were  ordered  to  depart  from  P^ris, 
and  from  all  fortrefics  and  maritime 
towns ;  and  feveral  other  meafuf cs 
of  feverity  were  adopted  to  prevent 
counter-revolutionary  confpiracies*, 
A  decree  was  foon  after  patted, 
,  obUging

Every  cttillen  i«  obliged  to  give  infonnation  to  the  public  authorities 
wirhia .  bis  diftri^t,  or  co  the  committee  of  public  fafety,  of  every  theft  whi<^b 
ihall  come  within  his  knowledge,  of  incivic  fpeechcs  held,  and  a£ts  of  oppreliioQ 
commtttrd  ngatnit  himfelf  or  others. 

XXL  The  reprefentatives  of  the  people  may  employ  the  conftituted  authori- 
ties in  the  execution  of  what  may  bencccffary  for  the  public  weal,  but  can  never 
dele^ito  their  own  powers  to  others.  \ 

XXil^  N<o  authority  has  the  power  of  ordering  requiiitions,  except  the  com- 
miffioa  of  provinous,  and  the  reprefentatives  mi  the  people  witii  the  armies,  under 
thxi  tpecial  autliority  of  the  committee  of  public  fafety. 

XXllL  Any  perfon  convidled  of  fpeaking  agaiaft  the  revolntion,  at  the  fame 
tifne  leading  an  idle  life,  being  neither  ot  the  age  of  60,  nor  afRi<5led  with  infirmi- 
ties, flnll  be  condemned  to  the  punifliment  of  tram'portation  to  Guiana^  after 
having  been  dried  before  the  popular  commiiTuias.. 

XXIV.  The  committee  of  public  fafety  ihall  encourage  by  indemnifications 
and  rewards,.  manufoiStDneSy  Che  exploration  of  mines,  and  the  draining  of 
Trarlhcs  ;  (hall  protect  indiiftry,  promote  confidence  between  traders,  Ihall  ad- 
vance proper  fums  to  pitfriotic  merchant*;,  who  engage  to  procure  proviAoml; 
(hall  guarantee  commodities  unported  into  Paris;  fliail  watch  over  the  fafety  of 
the  cU-cttiation  of  commodities  in  the  interior  of  the  republic,  and  ihall  puniih  ^ 
every  attempt  made  againll  property, 

XX.V.  Two  comroiHions  fliall  he  appointed ;  each  compofed  of  three  meiH' 
btri  of  the  convention:  one  to  be  charged  to  colled^,  in  a  complete  manner,  all 
the  laws  which  have  been  made  until  this  day,  in  order  to  form  a  corre<5t  na- 
tional code  of  laws,  at  the  fame  time  fuppreifing  fuch  laws  as  Audi  have  become 
confufed.  The  other  commiifiun  (hall  form  a  civil  code  of  the  exiting  civil 
Jaws  and  inditutions  for  the  prefervation  of  the  morals  of  the  citizens,  and  of  th<? 
fpirit  of  liberty.  A  report  on  thofe  fubje^ls  (hall  be  made  by  the  faid  commit- 
fuins,  within  a  month'stime  a&er  their  eftablifhment. . 

XXVI.  The  prefent  decree  fhaU  be  proclaimed  to-morrow  in* Paris;  an^the 
inferuda  m  the  buUecia  Ihall  sive  it  the  due  publication  in  the  drpartmcnt^. 
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fuid  beea  made  la  tlui  pabce  of  tbe 
Thnflleiies  by  order  «f  cfae  kte  kjbgy 
ike    depofitorf  of    tJbofe   papcn 
whidi'were  afterwards  GDipk>|red 
jW  tlie  vfeQiw^titioa  of  what  we  «iu4 
ftiSI  cortifiiiir  as'ja  moA  «njuft  €oa« 
demnatioay  and  -not  fiipportcd  b)^ 
tht  evidoice.

On  that 
day  **  MuiTet  informed  the  con- 
■^cntio!^     that    Francois    Gamain, 
lock**fmitb  of  the  cabinets  and  la- 
boratory of  the  ci-devant  kiug»  an4 
three  years  fince  member  of  the 
commi^nc  of  Verlaillcs>  had  declar- 
ed, that  in  the  beginning  of  May 
^1793   he  received  orders  to  comis 
to  Pan8»  and  was  direc'^ed  by  the 
king  to  coaftruA  a  Secret  clofet  iq 
one  of  the  walls  of  his  apartment 
with  a  door  of  iron,  which  was  not 
fini/hed  till  the  2 2d  of  the  months 
when  the  king  himfelf  broifght  to 
him  a  large  bottle  of  wine,  which 
he  defired  him  to  drink,  as  he  was 
very  warm.     Some  hours  after,  he 
was  feized  with  violent  paijis*  which 
did  not  eeafe  till  he  had  taken  an 
emetic*     After  this  he  was  iii  for 
fourteen  months,  and  even  now  is 
unable   to  attend  to  hi^  bufincfs. 
By  information  from  ttgis  dtizen, 
were  the  valuable  papers  procured 
that  were  found  in  the  palace.   He 
expedis  from  you  a  peniion.    After 
26  years  of  fervice,  and  the  facri- 
iices  whidi  he  ha^  tnade^  he  go>uG- 
ders  himfelf  the  more  entitled  to  it, 
as  he  is  unable  to  earn  his  fubfiiU 
encc, — ^Thc  convention  decreed:

A  fa^  fo  oppofite  ^9  ;be  cha* 
rader  of  jthe  latfi  unfortuaa^f  .Jui^ 
ought  not  to  be  too  eaiUy  ^edit- 
ed s  and  vanous  reafons  m^y.be  af- 
figaed  which  zmift  lead  ua  to  doubt 
pf  kA  authenticity.  The  whole 
might  be  a  fabrication  of  fome  of 
the  agents  of  Robefpicrre,  a  dc- 
lu(ion  calculated  to  cherifh  the  ha^ 
(red  of  the  populace  to  royalty  and 
^riftocracy  \  it  might  be  an  arti£ce 
of  the  man  himfelf  for  the  puipofe 
pf  obtaining  a  pen(ion  j  or  the  ill. 
nefs  might  have  been  ac^dental,  or 
pc9a{ioaed  even  by  the  drinking'  of 
an  innocent  beverage  when  o^nX' 
heated  and  fatigued.  We  muft 
|-cmark,  that  if  the  prefent  leaders 
of  the  convention  are  fincere  in 
their  profcflion  of  moderation^  if 
they  are  endued  with  the  iQighteil 
portion  of  magnanimity^  tlwy  iivill 
confider  it  as  incumbent  upon  ^em 
to  afcertain  the  truth  of  this  charge ; 
or,  if  a  forgery,  they,  will  boldly 
order  it  to  be  publicly  contradi^- 
ed,  and  exonerate  the  mcnxory  of 
an  unfortunate  man  froi(i  fq  atro-. 
cious  a  calumny.' 

One  of  the  moil  flagrant  viola- 
tions of  juftice,  however,  which 
was  committed  by  the  convenfion 
at  this  period^  was  an  <x  pofifaSo 
law,  which  was  paiTcd  relative  ta 
the  ^i^eiioftt  £» me rs- general  (to 
ufe  the  language  of  the  decree). 
That  they^  had  been  guilty  of  the 
groffeft  exactions  and  impofitions 
under  the  former  gpvermnebt  was

caimot  be  according  to.  the  divine 

will,  or  the  ortor  of  nature.    Not-* 

withftanding   aB   thefe  coflfidera*

To  enter  on  a.  parkicolar  detail 
of  the  mnkitudcrs  who'  at  this  pe^ 
riod  were  kcnfked  by  the  uc« 
relenting  reVoititionary  tribunal, 
would  be  to  incumber  our  narratire 
with  a  long  catalogne  of  names, 
only  -  rendered  intereftlng  by  the 
melancholy  (and  frequently  donht- 
lefs  uotfefiEnced)  £&te'  of  thofe  who 
bore  them.  Qne  ^uitrums  victim. 
it  is  however  neceffiiry  to  notice, 
one  not  lefs  eminent  for  her  purity 
and  Tirtuca  than  for  her  rank  and 
famSy.  On  tbe  loth  of  May 
Fouquier  TinviUe,  the  public  ac- 
cnfer,  lihade  a  formal  demand  to 
the  commune  of  Paris,  that  the 
fiftcr  of  Louis  XVI.  (hould  be  im- 
mediately ddrvcitd  up  to  the  revo- 
lutionary trihonal.  On  the  Unne 
day  the   unfortunate^  princefe  viras

to  the  affairs  of  Franee^  are  wholly 
erroneous.  She  aetther  impngaed 
the  exiting  authorities  nor  aAumed 
her  former  titles.  When  qneilioBcd 
as  to  what  the  iudges  temcdtlU 
coafpiraey  of  July  i789»flwriflQply 
anfwered,  that  (be  had  no  know*^ 
ledgte.of  any  fuch  confpirany^  nod 
the  events  which  then, .  took  placer 
flie  was  far  from  cither  ffore£eeing 
or  feconding.  She  adaliltcd  that 
(he  accompanied  her  brother  in  the 
flight  to  Varenoes)  hut  when  ques- 
tioned with  refpe^  to  the  '*  orgies 
of  the  body-guard,"  (he  declansd^ 
that  (he  was  totally  uninformed  of 
their  having  happened^  and  had  not 
concern  in  them«  With  equal  firab- 
hefs  and  dignity  (he  repelled  iomm 
ridiculous  charges  relative  to  her 
condud  on  the  loth  of  Augwft 
179a  ;  and  with  refpe^l  to  the 
diaonotids,  which  it  was  ^eged  (he 
fentto  the  count  d'Artois^;  (be  do- 
olsjred^  that^  (he  oaly  placed  thena 
in  the  hands  of  M.  do  ChoifeuU  ^ 
a  trnfty  perfoo,  aadkaew  not  what 
was  become  of  them;  She, utterly 
denied  having  naintaiiled  any  cor* 
refpondence  with  the  enigraiits» 
even    her    brothers  |<    and    whett

liiat  bicfh.*'  Tht3  reply  watf*  <:on<* 
iinied  iiftoa  confeifion  that  ihe  had 
encouraged  the  child  in  thefe  falW 
etcruft  hopes,  and  without  farther 
iaterrogatery  ihe  was  condemned. 

The  nnfoftitttate  prineefs  was 
Aobly  fnpported  tn  the  Isfft  fcene 
bf  the  confolations  of  religion.  She 
betrayed  foihe  emotion  at  the  firft 
ilght>of  the  guillotine;  but  (he  prew 
fnitly  refumed  a  look  of  7»ou8  ro- 
iiffnatfon,  and  wasexecoted the  laft 
of  26peffon8  who  were  carried  to 
the  f<alfi»ld  on  the  fame  day. 

From  thefe  events,  fo  outrageous 
to  every  feeiing  of  virtue  and  hu- 
manity, we  find  fome  relief  in  turn- 
ing to  a  diiferfent  fcene.  There  is 
Ibmething  amiabie  and  confolatory 
ia  ewry  thing  that  appertains  to 
the  wodhip  of  our  creator.  Though 
we  may  not  even  approve  of  the 
mode  in  which  that  worfhip  is  per- 
formed, yet  the  pnneiple  muft  be 
refped^ed';  and  it  muft  be  peeuliarly 
fatisfa^ory  to  ohferve  it  obtain 
even  in  France^  where  a  large  body 
of  that  claTsyM'hich  unworthily  was 
denominated-  men  of  letters,  had 
appeared  as  the  open  adverfanes 
of  relf^on,  and  the  clergy  them- 
£eives  had  become  the  fervile  inftra- 
ments  of  infidelity,  or  rather  of 
a  bafe  and  fenfclefs  idolatry. 

In  tour  preceding  volume  we 
itotioiated  our'opiniovt,  that  the 
decree  for  re-eftablifhing  religious 
woHhip  was  a  conceffion  to  the 
feelings  of  the  people.  Robefpierre, 
who  feldom  failed  to  mark  evtry 


cfrcttmilancc  that    coidd  inerctfr 
hisrinftisenoe  with  liir^opidaec^  did 
notfuffer  this  to  efcapc  him  -,  sad 
in  de^otior  the  dccadary  Miosis 
to  the  woHUp  df  the  Abnightjr,  he 
adoptxd  the  nioft  ccrtainrnM^  om 
only  of  gvatifyhig  the  peop&e  then- 
fejves,  but  of  repelUag  the^hor^ 
ofatheifmin  which  the  ibrtnerdif* 
gvaoe&l  pnioecdings-  hid  ioMvei 
tile  French  nation.     Ob  the  7th  of 
May  he  made  hk  TeportQppn  tfaii 
fubje£k  in  the  coawntuxu     A£ecr 
having  obfemcdf  ^thatthe  vHo- 
ries  olthc  rqidbiic  iters  celebrated 
Uiroogliout  c^Kry^  quarter  of  thp 
voiverfe ;  thbt  there  was  an  eatire 
revolution   in  the  phyfieal  older, 
which  could  not   fcal  %o  effcd  s 
fimilar  revolution    is   the  orders 
moral  and  political  (  thati.one  htlf 
of  the  globe  had  already  iidt  this 
change;  whidi  the  other  baiCwoold 
foon  feel  f  and  that  the  Fnmch  na- 
tion had  anticipated  the  reft  of  the 
world  by  two  thonfaod  yan^  iitfo- 
much  that  it  mi^ht  be  coofidercd 
as  coniifling'  of  a  new  fpeeits  of 
men  ;''  the  oratm:  pfocceded  to  en- 
large on  the  pradm  of  republican 
moraHty,  and  a  democratica]  go* 
vemment*    He  then  attempted  to 
juftifythemcafareswhurh  had  efts- 
blifhed  the  prefeat  regimen,  and 
thofe  by  which  it  was  accompaoied. 
Eleven  articles  were  decreed^  the  Ijrll 
of  which  was  3  The  French  nation 
acknowledges  the  exiftcoce  of  a 
fnpreme  being,  and  the  iromortality 
of  the  foul.     2.  It  ackoowkdges 
that  the  worfhip  worthy  of  the  fu- 
preme  being  confiflfi  in  the  ptafticc 
of  the  duties  of  man.     3.  .It  ranks

The  taibsr  and  genius  of  Diridf 
the  odeJbrated  pamtcr*  were  em- 
pUyed  tagixrceffsd  and  (f^dcMOr 
to  the  fpe^kide^andi  though  we 
coofidcr  e«Qry  -iimSar  exhibition  as 
puerile^  and  of  aU  things  kail  adapt- 
ed to>  rdigioii,  yet  it  la  depi6ied  in 
io  animated  a  flyle,  by  a  writer 
cmineift  for  her  powers  of  defcrip- 
tion'^ythat  we  fhodd  be  wanting 
in  our  duty  co  the  paUic,  if  we  did 
not  infiert  her  Ihrdj  and  enteriain- 
ing  aecount  of  the  •performance  of 
this  carious  ceremony  in  the  me- 
tropolis. 

**^Theciti»PW  of  Paris  had  been 
intitedv  3ind  the  iovitation  amounted 
to  a  comtnandt.  to  decorate  their 
houi«t  in^  honour  of  the  feiUval. 
Accotidiiigly  Paris  on  that  morn- 
ing, lighted  up  by  brtlHant  fun- 
Ihine,  pKieated'tke  moft  gay  and 
chamiiiig  f^ie^bicle  imaginable. 
Woods  had  beca  ttbbed  of  their 
(hade,  «xi  gardens  to  the  extent 
of  fottie  leagues  rifled  of  their 
fv/ects>  io/Ofder  to  adorn  the  city. 
The  walls  of  every  hou£e  were  co- 
vered with  luxuriant  wreaths  of 
oak  and  laurel,  bkoded  with  flow- 
ers ;^  cwic  crowns  were  interwoven 
>Rith  national  ribbands;  threo-co- 
loured  flags  waved  over  every  por- 
tal ;  and  the  whole  was  arranged 
^ith  that  light  and   ^ry   grace 


which  belongs  toPftnfiaq  fimot* 
The  women  wove  ^rlands  of  frdb? 
blown  rofes  in  their  hatr,  and  Md 
bmnches  of  palm  or  laurel  ia  «their 
hands:  .  the  men  *  placed  oakeo 
botghs  in«  their  ittts»  and  childrcii 
ftrewed  the  wly  with  violots  and 
myrtle.  The  roprefcntitiTet  of  the 
people    bad  large   threcfcokrarod 

n'  inses  in  their  hats,  national 
rfs  t}ux>wn  acrofs  their  fhoidders^ 
and  aof^ays  of  blended  wheat- 
ears^  fruitsi  and  flotwers.tn  their  ^ 
hands,  as  fymbols  of  their  miffion^ 
"  From  this  profbfion  of  gay  ^ob- 
je^s,  which  in  happier  monvents 
would  have^excited  delightful  left- 
fations»  the  drooping  foul  no4r 
turned  diflaibefal.  The  fcent  cf 
carnage  ieemed  mingled  with  tbefb 
kviih  fweets ;  the  gmwing  feftsoiis 
appeared  tinged  with  blood*)  nod 
in  the  back  ground  of  ^ir  fvftivc 
fcenery  the  guillotine  anofie  befare 
the  diilurbed  imaginatioiu  *  i 
thought  of  that  .pafiage  in  Mr. 
Burke's  book^  <  In  the  grcwes  t>f 
their  academy,  at  the  end  of  eveiy 
vifta  I  fee  the  galbws  1'  Ah  li- 
berty 1  bcft  &iend  of  mankind,  why 
liave  fangutnary  monilers  profaned 
thy  name,  and  fulfilled  this  gloomy 
prediiSlion  1-^ 

'  ^  A  great  amphithealie  was  raH*- 
jt^  in  the  gacden  of  tbe  Thuillerics 
immediately  before  the  palace,  notv 
the  feat  of  the  convention.  Upon 
a  tribune  in  the  centre  of  the  then* 
•tre,  Robefyierreas  preftdest  of  the 
convention  appeared ;  and  having 
for  a  few  houn  difencumbened  the 
iquate  of  the  revolution  of  the  guil- 
lotine,' he  invoked  the  pai>ent  of 
univerfal  nature,  talked  •  of >  the 
charms  of  virtue,  and  breathed  the 
hope  of  iiMnoftality.  WhcB  he 
had  finiihed  he  defcesded  from  the 
trtbune,  imd  walked^  witb^'gwat 
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Mcmnky  to wtrds  a  ^;rotefijue  kind 
of  iRonufnent  that  was  taifrd  npon 
the  bafon  io  the  front  of  the  palace, 
which  had  been  covered  over  for 
that  purpofe. '  On  this  montiment 
ti^s  placed  a  mt(hapen  and  hideous 
jfigtire,  with  afs's  cars, .  which  for 
fotne  houiiB'  fcrved  a«  an  enigma  to  a 
gftKinl^  crowd,  who  knew  not  how 
to  account  for  this  fingul^r  appear- 
ance ;  till  Robefpierre  having  fet 
fire  to  this  image  of  deformity, 
which  was  dcclai-ed  to  be  the  fym- 
bol  of  etheifm,  its  cUmbroud  dra- 
pery fuddenly  vanjfhed,  and  a  fair 
and  majeilic  form  was  difeovcred, 
Mblemalical  of  wifdom  and  philb- 
ibphy. 

.  •*  Atheifm  being  thus  happily  de- 
ilfoytdt  the  convention,  attended 
by  a  numerous  proceffion  of  people, 
afid  pt«ceded  by  tnnmphal  cars  aiid 
banners,  marched  t&  the  Champ  de 
MarBj  where  with  much  toil  and 
toft  a  rocky  ^moimtain  had  been 
rearedf  upon  whofe  lofty  fummit 
the  tyrafit  «id  hie  attendants  climb- 
cdf  and  from  whence  he  once  more 
harangued  the  people ;  and  the  fef- 
tival  ciof^d  with  hymns  and  choral 
foogs  in  honour  of  the  fupreme 
being/' 

It  Is  remarked  by  the  fame 
writer,  that  **  Robefpierrc  on  this 
day)  mtosicated  with  his  power, 
loit  fight  of  his  iifnal^  prudence, 
^od  difplayed  all  the  fittlenefs  of 
hir  vanity^  He  caufed  a  line  of 
feparat  io  a  to  be  made  between  hint- 
f elf  and  the  other  deputies  of  the 
conveatfon,  and  marched  at  {pxt\c 
difUnce  before  themi  like  a  captain 
at  the  head  of  his  baad.  He  had 
the  folly  to  drfplay  hjs  importance 
by  keeping  the  convention  aod  the 
affemblcd  multitude  waiting,  and 
the  ceremony  fufpended  for  two 
liours,  while  he  was  fought  for  in 
vain.  During  the  proceffion  his 
creatures  attempted  to  raife  the  cry 


of  *Vtve' Robefpierrc  !*  but  it  wa^ 
famtly  re-echoed  by  die  fpeftators, 
many  of  whom  foBowcd  htm  with 
curies,  not  loud  but  deep,*  which 
the  poor  heart  would  fain  -denf, 
and  dare  not.** 

During  the  interval  which  pafTccf 
between  the  prcfcnting  of  there- 
port,  and  the  celcbratiott  of  the  fd"- 
tival,   Ibmc  events    took  place  to 
which   it  is   fte<^efiary  •  to   adtcit. 
On   the  morning  of  the'^Jjth  of 
May,  an  attempt  was  made  to  afiaf- 
^inate  Collot  d'Herbois,  a  member 
of  the  committee  of  public  faftty,  as 
he  wlis  walking  in  the  ftrect.    The 
afiaffin's  name  was   Amcf^  wko, 
after  having  dffcharged  a  pifbl  at 
CoUot  d'ricrbois,  immediately  re- 
turned to  his  lodgings,  which  he  for- 
tified in  the  bcft  manner  he  was  able. 
CoHot   requefted    a    friend,   with 
^hom  he  was  w^king'(Gcofiroi)  to 
call  a  municipal  officer,  while  he  por- 
fiicd  Amerat  to  his  lodgir^s.  Ame- 
ral,  having  loaded  feveral  prftcds, 
threatened  inftant  death  to  whoever 
(hould  attempt  to  enter  his  apart- 
ments.    Coliot,   hoivcver,    endea- 
voured to  break  open  the  door; 
out  his  eompam'on,  Geoffroi,  pre- 
vented himj  and  exclaimed,    **r 
"^  command  you,  in  tHc  name  of  the 
people,  to  remain  here.     I  -still  p"* 
this  monftcr  unitr  the  axe  of  the 
law, 'Of  -perifti  in  the  attemjrt.— 
To  extermina:fe   fueh  men,  is  to 
praaifcjuftice  and  virtue."   Geof- 
froi immediately  brokt  open  the 
door,   ruflied   upon    Ameral,  diC- 
armed  and  fecm^  him— -not  how- 
ever before  he  was  hifnfclf  wounded 
by  the  dffthargc  of  the  affaflin's 
piece. 

Upon  iifftitnting  an  inqoiry  into 
the  (rtuation  and^profeffion  of  Ame- 
ral, it  was  foniwi  that  he  had  for- 
merly b^cB  in* the  fSerwc  of  Bertia ;' 
that'on  the  roth  of  Aoguftt  i79^» 
be  \^as   at  the  ThuiUcrics;  aofl 
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that  duxinff  xbit  duke  of  Brunf- 
wick's  invaiioD  of  the  Fresch  ^cr- 
riiories  be  had  been  diuxxii&d  from, 
the  battalion  la  which  he  had 
fcrved. 

Upon  bis  trial  before  the  reTo-» 
lutionaiy  tribunal.  Amend  con- 
iei^cd  tUskt  he  had  formed  a  plan  to 
afu(fii>a.tc  Robefpierre  and  CoUot 
d'Hcrbois,  He  faid,that  b^om^ 
ing.we;iry  of  exiftence  he  had  dc- 
ternained  to  die,  and  at  hift^death  to 
render  His  country  fome  fcnrice.-. 
He  gloried  m  the  attempt ,  and  only- 
regretted  that-  it  bad  been  unfuc* 
ceif&l.  .  He  however  averred  that 
no  pe9^fo#  whaterei^  was  conneded 
vith  bim  in  the  confpiracy»  and 
faid  be  had  even  procured  armsy 
&c.  hj  the  fale  of  hSs  efTeds. 

On  tbe  fame  day  at  nine  in  the 
evening,  a  young  female  about  20 
years  of  age4inocked  at  the  door 
of  Duplai,  where  Robefpierre  re« 
iided,  and  dcfired  to  (peak  to  him  — 
Duplai  informing  her  that  he  was 
not  at  home,  file  made  ufe  of  thefe 
words ;  *'  tt  is  very  ailonifhing 
thatt  as  be  is  a  public  fiindionar}", 
he  is  not  home.  Pofleiilng  fuch  a 
fit  nation  aa  he  doea^  he  ought  to  be 
always  ready  to  fee  thofe  who  iiave. 
bufineis  with  him.'' 

Themanner  in  which  (he  uttei^ed 
thefe  %vords,  bavipgr  infu(ed  fome 
ftifpicion  into  tbe  mmd  of  Duplai, 
he  (lopped  and  carried  her  before 
the  committee  of  general  fafety. 
On  the  way  thither  (he  exclaimed, 
^  that  during  the  old  government 
the  king  was  accefBble  at  all  times, 
and  that  (he  would  fpill  every  drop 
of  blood  in  her  body,  to  reftore  the 
ancient  governmeot»  and  to  have  a 
king  again  upon  the  throne.'^ 

Being  introduced  to  the  com- 
mittee of  general  (afety,  (he  faid 
that  her  name  wa»  Aimce  Gecile 
l^egnaultj  that  ide  was  twenty 
yeftrsoldi  and  was  the  daughter  of 


a  ftationer,  who  lived  in  the  ftreet 
called  La  Lanteraei  in  tbe  fedio% 
of  La  Cit^ 

Upon  her  trial  before  tbe  revo* 
httionary  tribunal  it  appeared,  that 
when  (he  was  firfl  appreheiuledi^ 
being  queHioned  as  to  her  b^imefa 
with  liuhefpierre^  (he  replied,  that, 
^f  (he  only  wanted4x>  fee  what  kind 
of  a  being  a  tyrant  wa»,''  and  in 
tbig  affirmation  (he  perdfted.  The 
report  of  Barrere  fays,  that  two. 
knives  were  found  upon  her ;  they 
were  probably  fm^l  pocket  knives* 
if  any,  as  a  writer  whom  we  have 
juft  quoted  alFcrts  that  no  offenfive 
weapon  of  any  kind  was  found  upoa. 
her.  It  appears  very  evident  to 
us,  that  this  unfortunate  young  wo- 
man was  deranged  in  her  intelle^ks^ 
but  notwithflandittg  this,  not  only 
(he  but  her  whole  family  (againH:, 
whom  not  a  (hadow  of  a '  proof 
ezifted)  were  delivered  over  to  the 
guillotine.  With  Cecille  Regnault. 
and  Ameral  per((hed  69  other  per* 
fons  brought  frohi^&rcnt  part» 
of  the  republic. 

Robefpierre,  whom  the  fuppofed 
confpiracy  had  now  raifed  to  the 
height  of  his  popularity,  on  tbiii 
occafion  mounted  the  tribune,  and 
pronounced  a  Ung  harangue,  which 
reminded  ua  of  fome  of  the  hypo- 
critical declamations  of  (?romweU« 
He  returned  thanks  to  God,  that 
he  and  his  partr  had  ferved  their 
country  fo  well  as  to«be  deemed 
worthy  of  tbe  poniard  of  tyrants* 
It  was  a  fpe^tacle, ,  he  iaid,  i^rthy 
of  heaven  and  earth,  to  behold  the  . 
ireprefentatives  of  the  Fireoch  peo* 
pie,  (lationed  on-  tbe  almoil  inex- 
haufliUe  volcano  of  confpiracie% 
placing  with  one  hand  at  the  feet  of 
the  Great  Eternal  tbe  hoipage  of  a 
mighty  peonle^  and  with  tbe  other 
launching  the  thunderbolt  agwft  * 
the  tyrants  combined  againtt  . 
then^  ^  .  '  1  . 
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Birm-c  on  iht  50th  of  Msy 
isade  a  ftiU  mote  ifl^diouB  ufie  of 
tbffie  events ;  sad  by  a£cribiag  ereiy 
Mroooms  ad  wvfaich  had  been  at- 
.  tempted  by  tbc  eiiMnieft  of  the  eon* 
ventioB  to  the  madiinationt  of  the 
£ritifii  Hikiktry»  he  flodeaveiiured  to 
excite  the  homor  of  the  French 
people  agasftft  the  whole  nation. 
Tlie  foUowiBg  is  the  addrcfs  to  the 
ai^mcs  of  the  rqnibhc,  which  was 
moved  by  Barrere  on  this  occaiion : 

*'  England  is  capable  of  every

Happily  for  both  nation s,  the 
Freach  foldiery  had  more  juft  con- 
ceptions of  the  duties  of  man  tl>«ui 
their  reprefei^atives.  Whatever 
might  be  the  errors  of  the  Briihh 
miniflry,  they  rightly  concluded, 
that  the  unfortunate  men  employed 
again il  them  \^*ere  only  the  hivnblc, 
and  often  involuntary,  inftrumcnti 
of  whatever  was  criminai  in  tiic 
war.  The  Danguinary  propofil  of 
Barrere  was  never,  as  far  as  \\c 
have  been  able  to  inform  ourfelvc.^, 
complied  with  in  a  fmgle  inflancc : 
on  tlic  contrary,  on  many  occafions, 
the  French  officers  and  foldiers  be- 
haved with  -fingular  humanity  and 
liberah'ty  to  their  Britifh  opponents. 
A,  decree  was  afterwards  palTcd, 
that  if  the  garrifons  left  by  the  al- 
lies in  Valenciennes,  Conde,  and 
Quefnoy,  did  not  furrender  within 
24  hours  after  being  fummoncd, 
they  fiiould  not  be  fpared ;  but 
this  decree  was  alfo  never  put  in 
execution. 

At  this  moment  Robcfpierre  had 
reached  the  fummit  of  his  popub* 
rity  r  and  from  this  moment  the 
bafelefs  fabric  of  his  ufurped  au- 
thority began  to  totter.  What 
has  been  obferved  by  naturalifts  of 
the  increafed  ferocity  of  thofe  &ni- 
ma]8>  which  have  once  tailed  hii- 
man  blood,  may  be  applied  to  the 
cliief  of  favages,  man,  when  he 
has  once  difcarded  humanity,  and 
become  intoxicated  with  power. 
The  priibns  of  Paris  at  this  period 
were  crowded  with  vi^ims  from  all 
parts  of  the  country,  in  coiift- 
quence  of  the- decree,  which  ordered 
all  of  a  certain  clafs  of  ftate  p.  i- 
9  fouirs 
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fonert  to  be  tried  only  .by  the  revo- 
lutionary tribunal  of  Parii.     At 
unc  period  the  prifoners  amounted 
to  betivech  fcvcn  and  eight  thou* 
fand.     Of    the    number  of    thefe 
who  were  tried  and  cxccuted^^  we 
have  no   ptecife   return  |   and'  to 
enter  into  a  reclital   of  particular 
fa<^9|  would  be  a  mod  iikfome  and 
melancholy  ta/k ;  bcfid«ft  that  the 
accounts    publifhed    in  the   daily 
prints  are   not  accurate,   and  we 
n:ive  ovirfelvea  deteded  in  them  id 
many  errors,  that  we   are  difeou« 
raged  from  sLttempting  the  detaiL 
Yet  in  peruiiog  this  black,  and  dif- 
mal  catalDg;ite,  the  eye  of  humanity 
and  the  admirer  of  rirtuc  will  be 
arreilcd  by  th^  &te  of  the  venerak 
ble  and  intrepid  defender  of  the  un- 
fortunate LouisyLamotgnonMakef* 
herbes ;  and  he  whf»  has  read  the 
interedtng  memoirs  of  the  eccentric, 
batperfecuted  Trenck,  will  lament, 
that  one  whole  life  had  been  em- 
bittered by  the  '  ingenious  cruelty 
ofddpotifiu,  iboald  at  length  iie 
deprived  of  exigence  by  a  new  kind 
of  tyranny,,  and  that  in  a  country 
wbither  he  Jiad  fled  in  the  hope  of 
enjoying  the  moft  perfeA  freedom^ 
Some  %\'ere  evidently  put  to  death 
for  their  wealth,  and  others  fcU  the 
vidinas  of  private  reientment.     A 
iorrcrpdndence  with  their  rehuions 
who  lad  emigrated  brought  many 
to  the  fc^old;    but  where  this 
plea  was  wanting,  an  imputed  ooa« 
(piracy  in  the  pnfons  always  tcrved 
as  a  pretext  for  the  ruin  of  thofc 
who  were  obnoxious.     The  jvidgt* 
and  jurors  were  hai'dened  beyondex* 
^,^ple.  TheviifcountefsdeNoailles, 
lifler  to  madame  la  Fayette,  main* 
Gained  in  her  defence,  that  /he  was 
tiot  io  the  prifon  vtbien  the  eonfoi- 
^  of  which  flie    was  accufed 
took  pUcc :— "  No  matter   (ex- 
clahnedone  of  thefe  legalaifaffius), 
70U  would  hwn  bcea  cQii«cmed 


had  you  been  th«e/*  Sfie  was 
coodemiied  to  death.  It  is  reitiailt- 
able,  that  among  the  numbers  who 
were  facrificed  by  this  cxccri^ 
iribunfd,  oaVy  oMe  native  or  ftihje^k 
of  Britaia  fuffertd  death,  ind  that 
was  colonel  hk*wton.  Thotigti  a  na^ 
tive  of  this  country,  he  had  fpent 
his  whole  Kfe  sn  foreign  fervice, 
and  had  latterly  obtained  rank  in 
the  army  of  the  republic.  He  was 
attached  to  the  BriiFotine  party, 
and  may  be<faid  to  ha^e  fallen  the 
vidim  of  his  honelb « warmth,  ki 
ra/hly  and  openly  ftigmatizing  the 
oppofite  ■''a^ion  as  a  banH  of  ty* 
rants  and  aflaiHnt. 

Even  the  condition  of  the  priA 
foners  during  their  confinement 
was  now  rendered  more  intolerable. 
Their  imprifonmetit  hecante  mortf 
ftrid,  on  the  pftten<5e  of  coiifpira-> 
cies  ;  and  they  were  no  longer  per* 
mitted  to  receive  their  provifiontf 
from  thehr  families,  or  from  the  ta- 
vems^  but  were  compelled  to  eat 
out  of  one  difh  at  a  common  table. 
They  were  reftri^ted  to  one  fcant^ 
meal  in  the  twenty-four  hours,  and 
the  expeooe  of  each'  prifoner  was 
not  to  exceed  fifty  foiis  a  day. 

It  is  feldl^m  that  men  in  pubKc 
flations  can  difcem  upon  what 
foundations  their  power  refts ;  ami* 
this  was  notorionHy  tht  cafe  with 
tefpeft  to  Robf'fpien'ei  The  alarm 
which  the  adtance  of  the  allied  ar^ 
mies  had  created  in  the  breafts  of 
the  citizens,  and  the  confidence 
which  they  repofed  in  the  greiit  ta* 
lents  of  the  revolutionary  com- 
mittees, had  induced  them  patiently 
to  fttffer  cvfls  which  they  (^nnfidereJ 
as  lefs  grievous  than  to  be  fubjedcd 
to  the  vengeanc^e  of  foreign  merce* 
naries}  and  while  the  independence 
of  their  country  was  threatened, 
they  regarded  with  apathy  the  ca- 
lamity ol  individuals.

This  was  ooly  fecondary  ho\^ 
eiKr  in  its  movements  to  the  Cfrasi 
party  io  the  cob  vent  ioli,  and  bat 
for  the  courage  of   Boaldon  de 
l'Oi&,  and  others^  oti  the  10th  of* 
June,  would  probably •oever-^wn^" 
been  formed.

Ititfendent  from  this  fpeech  that 
Ilohlft%>ierre  sdready  felt  his  popii« 
iarifyon  ^e  dfldi&e.  The  reports 
toiwhidirhe  alladed  as  cakimaies, 
wore  in  fabftance,  that  he  had 
formed  a  tift  t>f  thirty  members  of 
tlic  eoQYcatioiv  whom  he  meant  to 
proSedbo;  that  he  sateirded  to  pro* 
cfaumhiiSiidf  didator;  and  that  the 
whole  aoithorky  of  the  nation  was 
to  be  hefted  for  the  ftiture  in  a 
ttittrnvixBte,  confifttag  of  himfelf, 
Coufchoik,  and  St.  Jull.  His  fuc* 
ctia- howrcTcr  had  been  pretioufly 
io^gieat  in  defeating  his  adverfarfes^ 
that  he  Mir,  k  appears,  flattered 
hinfelf  ^iith  a  proiped  of  Ticftory ; . 
audit  tan  learcelybe  doubted  tliat 
he  &cretly  meditated  the  facrifioe 
of  all  who  had  latterly  oppofed 
him.  lathe  jacobin  dub,  on  the 
nth  of  Jaly»  -Robefpierre  the 
ynangardenouneedDuboisCranc^ ; 
and  five  days  after,  the  eider  Ro- 
Wpi^rre  afierted  in  the  fame  fo- 
cicty,  that  a  counter  revolutionary 
comnttttee  a6hiaUy  exifted  in  the 
rcpiibfic. 

The:partira  ia  tlie  oonfentton,

the  convention  to*  bea^aire  of  contpi-: 
mcies,  and  tp  plr.  >c  a  Xronftdemse  fa 
the  ejciiling  government*  **  In  the 
mtdil  of  viclories  (faid  he>  which 
fucceed  each  other,  we'oaghttotic 
on  our  guard  againft  the  edi  geniot 
of  our  enemies,  who  are  -forming 
a  party  even  in  our  boknii,  withr  aa 
much  addrefs  and  a^vity '  sn  wc 
employ  ener^  and  ^aroe  in  beat* 
ing  their  armies  without.  ,'  ^ 

**  It  is  from  the  dregs  of  their 
prifons  that  the  £ngi>fli  are  ferk- 
ing  out  for  agents,  and  it  is  fvom 
the  hdp  of  the  auxfliaries  whom 
they  have  in  Paris  th^it  they  hope 
to  prepare  plots,  con&«raoies>  pub- 
lic trouUeB,  and  affamnaeions.  in 
the  night  of  the  lad  aad  23d,  forty 
individaahi  went  to  the '  prifon  of 
the  B'teetre^  and  ordered  ^e  doors 
to  be  opened,  in  the  name  of  the 
committee  of  public  fiifety.  Three 
of  thefe  mifcreants  only  were  ar« 
refted,  the  reft  efoaped  $  but  good 
patriots  arc  on  tlie  watch  for  them| 
and  the  Tevolatioiiary  goveramettt 
is  in  purfuit  of  thenu  Other  plots . 
have  been  formed  againil  the  arfe» 
nal,  the  authors  of  which  are -not 
uakno  wn%  Once  more  let  me  con* . 
jure  the  contention  not  to  (lumber 
on  itsvi&ories,  bat  to  fbrike  terror 
amongft  theconfptrators^  who  feem 
to  multiply  in  proportidn  as  00 r 
armies  are  vi^oriuus; 

*^  The  truth  is,  thatthis  gwvcm* 
ment  i*  odsouato  all  monarclii6i,. 
on  accouht  of  .its-  aittgy.  •  It 
ftrikes  confpiratom  with  awe,  and 
unfolds  their  iatrigues*  •■  Our  «r« 
mies  are  permaaently  viftorioiiSf 
they  drive  our  enemies  lik^  flocka. 
of  (heep;  they  Lttmble  kings  as 
•  A  a^3  ve?' 
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weak  ufurpers;  they  nnmafk  the 
jtuoHlers  of  foreigD  gOYcnuncDts, 
aiid  ihew  them  in  tlueir  true  light 
of  priWle^cd  knaves." 

On  the  i5th,  Barrcrc  prcfcntcd 
a  fccond  report  to  the  fame  cnccl ; 
in  tfhicb^  after  {lating  that  11- 
bertv  would  annihilate  the  authors 
of  tne  new  pk>tt  he  entered  into  a 
reply  to  thofe  milled  citlzena^  w)io 
cxprefied  a  deiire  that  a  fecpnd  3 1  ft 
of  May  ihould  take  place.  .In  this 
reply  be  drewacomparifon  between 
the  prelent  profperous  fiiuation  of 
France^  and  the  difaftrou«  (late  in 
inrhich  the  different  fa£iioo8  had  in- 
volved the  country.   * 

In  the  mean  time,  the  hopes  of 
Ri^befpierre  appear  to  have  reded 
principally  on  the  jacobin  focict^, 
aod  he  Battered  hiniielf  with  the 
expc6lation  of  being  once  more  en* 
abled  to  overawe  the  convention. 
III9  brother  and  his  other  confi- 
dential agents  repeatedly  reproach- 
ed the  foci(;ty  with  torpor  and  in- 
a&ivity  j  and  at  length  they  fuc- 
cecded  io  far,  that  an  addiefs  was 
prefented  by  the  jacobins  on  the 
25th,  denouncing  a  foreign  fa£liQn 
who  attacked  the  cpjovention  ^nd 
the  com  mitt  ec8.  Dubois  C  ranee 
'  embraced  the  opportunity  to  jalti- 
fy  himfelf  from  the  reproaches 
which  had  been  cail  upon  him  in 
the  fociety  on .  the  i  ith  ;  but  the 
convention  were  fo  little  afftdted 
with  both  the  addreb  and  the  apo- 
logy of  Dubois,  that  they  referred 
the  whole  matter  to  fht  comipittce 
of  public  fafety* 

On  the  fucceeding  day  Robef- 
piene  afcended  the  tribune,  and 
00  his  owu  authority  pronpunced  a 
Vehement  bavapgue  on  the  ilate  of 
the  republic ;  and  replied  to  thofe 
yf\iO  reproached  him  with  aiming 
at  the  didatqtr^- 

•*  I«  i%  true  (laid  he)  that  fuch 
iJarma  have  been  infufed  into  the 


minds  of  tbe  national  rcprefenti- 
tives,  that  fevcral  of  them  are  afraif! 
to  deep  at  their  own  houTcs  I  Is  it 
true  that  I  am  accufed  of  wiihing 
to  march  to  the  diclatorfhip  over 
the  blood-fiained  luios  of  the  na- 
tional rcprcfentaiion  ? 

*•  This  word  d*aatar/hip  reviles 
the  revolutionary  government^  it 
deftroy s  the  rcpubhc,  and  renders 
the  national  juftice  odiotis,  by  de- 
pifUog  it  as  an  ufeful  in  ft  rumen  t  to 
one  man  who  direfis  its  operations 
at  pkafure.  What  a  terrible  ofc 
have  our  enemies  made  of  a  word 
which '  at  Rome  was  applied  only 
to  a  public  fun6lion  !  May  I  be 
permitted  to  return  to  the  duke  of 
York  the  patent  of  this  dignity, 
whicK  his  friends  have  made  out 
for  me  ?  The  cowards !  They  call 
me  a  tyrant.  If  indeed  I  were  one, 
they  would  crouch  at  my  feet— If 
I  were  one,  dp  you  think  that  ty- 
rants would  pcrfecute  me  v,nth  fuca 
yirulcnce  ?  No-^they  would  be  pro- 
digal of  their  afliftancc  to  nte.  Ty- 
rants arrive  at  the  deftined  gcol 
by  the  aid  of  fcoundrcls:  have 
thofe  then  who  combat  tyrants  the 
fame  objtft  in  view  ?  Truth  *un- 
doubtedly  is  defpotic ;  but  falfe- 
hood  can  no  more  imitate  this  dcf- 
potifm,  than  Salmoneus  could 
imitate  the  .thpi^der. — ^Would  yoi; 
kqow  the  fource  of  thofe  atrocious 
accufations  brought  againft  «»<?•; 
Here  is  the  fource  in  the  papers  of 
a  confpirator,  to  whom  the  fcaf- 
fold  has  at  length  done  jufticc. 
*  If  this  cunninff  demagogue,*  he 
fays,  fpeaking  of  me,  *  had  never 
exifted,  the  nation  would  be  free, 
the  mind  would  have  been  unfet- 
tered, and  we  fhould  not  hive  fcen 
thofe  aCfaiUnations  known  byjhc 
appellation  of  the  fentences  of  tJi^ 
revolutionary  tribunal.' 

«  Would  you  knovf  the  afltbort 
pf  thefc  calumniej?   In'the  &* 
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rank  m^TC  tbc  <lukc  of  ^ork,  Mr. 
Pitt,  and  his  agents. — Who  come 
aftei*wards  ? — 1  cannot  here  prevail 
upon  myfclf  to  remove  the  veil 
which  conceaU  fuch  iniquity ;  bi:t 
amo*g  thcjn  are  contained  tbofe 
men  who  oppofed  the  decree  by 
which  athcifm  was  deftroycd. 

"  For  four  decades  I  have  been 
furcefl  to  renounce  thofe  funAions 
whi«;h  ypu  confided  to  me ;  but  I 
have  ucver  ccafed  to  watch  over  the 
public  weal.  1  have  feen  that  the 
Englifh,  fo  abufed  in  our  fjpceches, 
have  not  l>een  treated  with  rigour 
on  the  fr€>n tiers,  and  that  the  de- 
cree againft.  them  ha«  in  no  one 
injiance  been  carued  into  cxccUr 
tion. 

"  I  am  aftoniftied  at  that  aca- 
demical levity  with  which  our  vic- 
tories are  fometimes  fpoken  of,  as 
iT  they  were  gained  without  any 
lofs  to  oi\r  biave  defenders — I  warn 
you  that  attempts  are  made  to 
amufe  you  by  planting  in  Belgium 
tht  ilerile  tree  of  liberty,  inilead 
of  gathering  in  the  harvcft  of  vic- 
tory. . 

**  Witliout  doubt  your  com- 
mittees contain  the  firm  fupportcrs 
of  liberty  ;  but  the  majority  is  pa- 
ralyfed.  Conoealment  and  diffi- 
mulation  arc  praiSlifed,  and  confpi- 
racy  rear:?  her  head.  The  artillery 
has  been  fent  from  Paris.  At- 
tempts are  made  to  obtain  poffej- 
fion  of  every  thing ;  and  confpiracy, 
I  repeat,  rears  her  head. 

•*  1  have  thus  difclofed  to  you 
truths  which,  though  difagreea- 
We  to  particular  perfons,  are  nc-^ 
cclTary  to  be  known  ;  and  in  fo  do- 
ing I  have  been  influenced  by  no 
other  dtfire  than  that  of  ferving 
jny  country." 

As  it  was  the  ufual  cuflom  to 
n^ove  in  the.  "convention  for  the 
printing  of  fuch  addrelTes  as  thofe 
^  RoScfpierrc  ;  Bourdon  ofOifc, 


the  intrepid  opponent  of  the  ufurp- 
er,  to  anticipnte  an jr  frmilar  motion, ' 
moved,   that  *<  the  fpcech   fliould    ' 
be  referred  to  the  committees  pre- 
vioufly  to  its  being  printed,  left  on 
its  pubhcation  any  errors  might  be 
found  in  it."     Oo    the  contrary, 
Coifthon  contended  for  the  prmt-   * 
ing'of  the  fpetch.without  any  fucli   * 
reference.      He  exprcffed  himielT 
in  vcr}'  'ftronjt  terms — "  A*  fyftftrti 
of  calumny  /he  faid)  had  long  ex*. 
iaed."-— «*  There  are  fome  perfidi-' 
ous  beings  in  the  convention  (he  ^ 
added) ;  difl'rnft  intriguers, and /"rom-  ' 
this  day  let  a  line  o*f  demarcation  - 
be  drawn," — Not  intimidated  "by 
tlu's    fpeech  of  Couthon,   Vadier 
and  Cambon  complained  that  Ro- 
befpierrc  had  mifreprtfented  certain  - 
reports  which  they  had  made  ;  and 
the  ufurper  for  the  firft  time  con- 
defcended  to  apoloprlzc.     The  diT*  * 
cuflion  then  becamr'clamorous,  and 
Freron  exclaimed — "  The  moment ' 
tliat  gave  birth  to  liberty  gave  alfo 
birth  to    freedom  of  opinion.     I 
move  that  the  aflembly  make  a  re- 
port on  the  decree  which  gives  to" 
tlie  committees  the  right  o?  arrcft- 
ing  the  mertibew  of  the  convention 
— Who  is  the  man  that  poHefles 
the  privilege  of  fpeech  when  he  M' 
apprehcnfivc  of  being  arrefted  V*     ' 

The  propofjtion  of  Freron  was* 
greatly  applauded ;  arid  Panis,  ano- 
^  thcr  member,  declared,  **|that*  if 
'  it  was  not  adopted,  there  could  be 
i»o  liberty.**  Notwithftainding  this 
oppolition,  however,  the  fpeech  of 
Robefpierre  was  ordered  to  be 
printed ;  but  this  was*  the  laft  of 
his  triumphs,  and  it  was  (hort. 

The  ufurper  muft  '^ow  have! 
clearly  perceived  his  credit  loflf 
with  the  conventfon ;  and  apparent- 
ly un wiping  to  truft  his  colleagues 
in  the  commhtceiB,  he  feems  to  haviJ 
waited  firmly  fortheftorm  v^itHoiit 
dating  to  attejnpt  the  violent  me^ 
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{^Kf  which  nighf,  ba^^  been. ex- : 
'  pe^e4^^^  him«  .x)f  znc&.'mg^  the- 
deputies  in  ^  oppofition.  He  ^r- . 
ha^s  (iaj['ilLU  ioxoe  reliance  qq  aiii 
cipquencei^  and  tKat  (if  his  aflbciatcs 
Coiithop  and  St.'jiill.  TiaclatUr 
aTppnded  the  tribune  jon  the  Jt^th^  . 
'f*  X  am  (faidhc)  of  no.fa^ion — 
J'ha^e  all  factions.  Your  commit- 
tees'of  puLIIc  and  general  {afety 
li^ye  or^er^d  me  to  prefcnt  a  report 
<p  yob  op  the  apparent  corruption 
of  the  public  opuilon— But  I  will 
/peak  only  to  ypu,.  ajid  1  will  fpeak 
only  in  rty  own  name.*' 

JTbe.  indignant  clamour  of  the 
ftuembly  compelled  the  Qra^>r  ab- 
raptly  to  conclude,  and  with  fome 
difficulty  Tallien  obtained  a  hcar- 
in£r  He  ijpoke  to  order.  "  The 
lalf  fpeaker  (laid  he)  commenced 
with  ttUin^r  you,  that  he  is  of  no 
party  :  I  Jikcwife  cfpoufe  only  the 
iide  of  truth.  Yefterday  a  mem- 
fcer  of  the  government  (l^obcf- 
pierre j  prcTcnted  to  you' a  report 
upon  his  own  authority.  To-day, 
anpther  member  comes  to  fpeak  to 
yoti  in  his  o\vn  name.  No  good 
citizen  can  refrain  from  latncnting", 
-^'ith  tears,  the  ahje<^  and  calami- 
I  lis  (late  to  which  the  republic  is  re- 
duced, when  individuals  pretendthus 
to  didate  to  you  in  tKeir  own  name> 
^nd  upon  their  own  authority.'* 

jBIUaud  Varcnnes  fpoke  on  the 
fame  fide,  and  faid,  «*  Yefterday 
the  fociety  of  the  jacobjna  was 
filled  wiih  ajpoftates.  Every  per- 
fon  was  admitted  who  came.  An 
}ntentk)n  v^as  there  intim^ted^  of 
murdering  fcvcral  mtmbcrs  of  the 
convention.  (Thp  hall  refounded 
with  murxnurs.)  Yefterday  I 
heard  men  uttering  the  moil  abo- 
jninible  calumnies  againft  thofe 
i*hp  had  never  deviated  ffom  the 
revolution.  I  fee  one  of  tbofc 
.  wrc'tches  now  fittii^.on  the  moun-

Wc* 
muft  nothefitate  either  to  fall  oa  , 
him  with  our  bodies,  or  to  fu^ 
tyrants  to  triumph*  It  wak  hk' 
wilh  to  mutilate  the  convention^  '

Robefpierre  here  darted  toward^ 
the  tribune,  while  a  number  of 
voices  exclaimed,  •*  Down  with  the 
tyrant,  down  with  the  tyrant!**  ' 

Tallien  then  rofe.    -^'Ijuftmnt^ 
obferved  (faid  he^  that  we  nwifi^  ' 
draw  the  veil,      t  now  fee  with 
pleafure  that  it  is  fo ;  that  thef:o»-  ' 
Ipirators  are  unmafked,  and  .that  ', 
they    will   foon   be   annihilated***  ' 

fLoud  applaufes.)  **  Every  thing  * 
peaks  that  the  enemy  of  the  9^- 
tional  reprefehtation  is  about   t^ 
fall.     In  the  hbnfe  of  that  guilty 
man,    who  now    flands   humbled 
with  tlie  confcioufnefs  of  deteAed  , 
guilt,  and  overwhelmed  with  tjiat 
difapprobatioA  which  his  infamous 
deC^ns  againil  liberty  have  fo  juftly 
merited,  were  formed  thofe  liiU  of 
profcriptioa    which   have    ilained 
with  fo  much  blood  the  altars  of  . 
rifmff  liberty.     He  copied  the  ex- 
ample of  the  deteftable  Sylla.   Hit  . 
pro fcriptibns  were  intended  only  to.   . 
prepare    the    way    for    his    pwn 
power,  and  the  ellablifhment  of  4 
perpetual    dicUtorlhip  :     happily^ 
however, 'his  defigns  have  beend(f-    , 
covered  before  he  had  time  to  ejie- 
cute  them,  or  to  add  to  that  lln:am  . 
of  blood  ^'hich  has  already  deluged 
France.     Mis  long  fuccefs  in  viK 
iany  made  hix»  at  tail  lay  kCiic  hia 
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Mfuikl  caution.  He  Kad  advanced 
vn\h,  fijcK  rapidity  in  the  career  of 
hwkft'funbkion,  th^  he  already 
conceived  hiuifetf  anriye'd  at  the 
aecompliftuBeot  of  his  wiAies,  and 
that 9  Uke  Q^isLTf  tli«  naiipe  of  kiAg 
was  only  wanting  to  him  for  the 
fall  accompli  Q)  me  at  of  his  power. 
W«8  it  to  Ittbjc^  cftirfelvef  to  fo  4e-r 
irrading-and  fo  ahjedt  a  tyrannyt 
that  we  brought  to  the  fcalfoldthe 
kft  ^  the  CapetSy  and  laviftied  fo 
invc^  blood  of  th^  French  piti- 
seat  i  Was  it  to  acknowledge  fo 
petty  a  defpot,  that  we  declared 
eten^  war  againil  king^^  and 
iWore  to  eftabliih  liberty  at  the 
price  of  life  ?  No ;  the  fpirit  of 
freedom  has  not  funk  fo  low  ;  the 
fe*fc  of  that  duty  which  virtuoua 
men  *we  to  their  couatry  19  not  yet 
extingvtfhed*  I  invoke  the  (hade 
of-  the  wtnous  Srutue — {.fi^'ipg 
tit  eyes  upon  the  bttJT] — Like  him,  1 
Bave  a  poniard  to  rid  my  country 
gf  the  tyrant,  if  the  convention  do 
D©t  deliver  hiai  to  the  fwordof  juf- 
tice.  The  republic  is  to  be  efta* 
bHftied  not  only  by  the  vidoriea  of 
^ur  armies,  but  by  the  vigilance. of 
eur  councils,  and  the  juibce  of  our 
])isnifbments.  After  the  enumera- 
tion of  fafts  which, you  have  heard 
from  the  laft  fpeaker,  is  it  neccffary 
for  me  to  remind  you  of  the  pro- 
eeediu|^s  of  that  fitting  of  the  ja- 
cobins, where  Dumas,  prelidenj  of 
tie  revolutionary  tribunal,  the  crea- 
ture and  confederate  of  Robef- 
pierre,  had  tlie  audacity  to  infult 
the  rep^efentativcs  of  the  people  I 
Need  I  recal  to  you  that  exprcifion, 
addreikd  to  the  joumaliils,  in  one 
of  the  lad  iittii>gfl  oi  the  jacobins  I 
*  i  prohibit  you  from  infesting 
my  dlfcourfes  in  yimr  papers,  tiU 
you  have  piieviouily  communicated 
them  to  me.'  ^crc .  already  we 
fnuJ  ihc  ti^nt  tof.  the  didatjur— the 


people,  (hall  know  nothlag  cxc^ 
through  my  organ,  and  in  the 
manner  in  which  I .  ftiall  be  pic  J.-  i 
to  communicate  it  to  tliem.

?*  That  Rpbcfplcrrc,  and  bis 
creatures,  be  immediately  ^r- 
refted." 

The  decree  was  palTed  with  ap- 
plaufes  from  every  quarter;  an^ 
on  the  propofition  of  BillaodVa* 
rennes,  fpm^  others,  among  whom 
wcix;,  Dumas  the  late  pjefident  or 
the  revolutionary  tribunaliDufrciJBf| 
Boulangcr,  La  Valette,  and  the 
aides-de-camp  of  Henriot  were  in- 
cluded in  it,  Tlic  convention  now 
called  upon  Banrere  to  fpcak  ia  i^ 
name  of  the  committee  of  pobhc 
faf<;ty.  He  proceeded  to  make  Ins 
report,  and  towards  the  concluiion 
of  it  -prefented  the  following  ^^' 
cree,  which  was  adopted :

"  The  prefcnt'dcciT^  ftialllie  in- 
Ilantiy  fent  to  the  mayor  of  Paris." 
The    orator  then  refumed  his 
fpecch  a^arently  in  his  own  per- 
fon,  and  tt6  Idrf^ei*  ns  the  organ   of 
the  committees.     "  Since  the  roth 
of  JuriC,"  feid  he,  "  I  have  never 
dared  to  behold  that  cunning  man, 
who  has  had  the  art  to  wear  fb 
many  different  mafks;  and  who, 
when  he  had  not  been  able  to  fave 
his  creatures,  has  made  no  feruplc 
to  turn  againft  thepi,  and  fend  them 
to  the  gtifllotihe.     No  one  ia  igno- 
rant of  t\e  manner  in  which-  he  de- 
Fended  Camille  Defmoulins,   Ba- 
zire,  Chabot,  and  others,   whom 
he  afterwards  betrayed.     On   the 
Joth  of  Jmie,'  the  tyrant  (for  this  ib 
the  name  I  mwft  giVe  him  )  mored  a 
refolution  for  WftabKfhing  a  revolu- 
tionary tribunal.     He    framed    it 
hiinftlf,  and  Couthon  propofed  it, 
without  having  eten  read  it ;  and 
yet  he  is  the  man  who  complains  of 
patriots  being  opprefled— he  who 
I'nprifoDed  the  revohitiona/y  com- 
mittee, compofed*  of  the  moil  pure 
patriot*  in  Paris  ;--he' who,  in  order 
^0  arreft  all    who'  thwarted    his 
^cwg,  inftjtuted  a  general  police. 

**  Th6  committee  of  government 
which  condufts  .the  operations  oT 
the  armies,  has  (kne  ii»  duty*    He 


has  caltifnmat6d  it^  *  in  \ordef  to 
fow  divitk>n  among  its  members^ 
and  prevent  any  ^ody  of  patrkt^ 
from  hating  fitch  tnfluene<i  ad'cooH 
oppofe  hfs  tyranny;  He  hafe  dndeqH-  * 
voiired-  to  opprefs  me  ^ar^calirly, 
becauTe  Imadd  a  report  which waa 
jiot 'agreoabHf  to  hk  views."  < 

Robefpierrc   ftill   attempted    t» 
tnatiitain  his  ^ouod ;  but  the  rtfent- 
ment  of  theaffembly  would  notiiil«- 
fei"  him  to  be  heard.    Coothon  and 
Le  Bas,  with  a  fidelity  worthy  of  a  ^ 
better  caufe,  attempted  tojuftiff 
their  colleague,  and  demanded  that 
they  might  |yartake  in  his  misibr-  • 
tunes,  as  they  had  iharisd   in  hia 
profperity;  they  were  therefoie  in- 
cluded in  the  decree  of  arrcft.   Col- 
lot  d'Hcr{)bi8  then    moved,  thst 
Su  Juft  (hould  be  ordered  tolay 
on  the  table  the  fpeech  he  intended  * 
to   pronounce.      This  propofition  ' 
was  alfo  adopted,  and  St.  Juft  htn*-  ^ 
felf  was  included  in  the  decree  of 
arreft. 

When  the  decree  of  arreft  hail ' 
paired  the  convention,  the  prefidcnt 
ordered  one  of  the  ufhers  of  the 
hall  to  take  into  cuftody  the  chief 
of  the  triumvirs,  the  elder  Robet'' 
pierre.  But  fuch  was  the  awe  which 
the  prefencc  of  this  man  was  accuf- 
tonaed  to  infpire,  that  the  officer 
hefitatcd  to  perform  his  duty,  hH 
Robef pierre  himfelf  made  a  fign  of 
obedience,  and  followed  the  ufher 
out  of  the  hali.  »The  prifotiers 
were  conduced  by  a  few  peace  of- 
ficers to  the  prifon  of  the  Luxem-. 
bourg:  but  the  adminiftrator  of  the 
police  on  duty  there,  who  was  one 
of  their  creatures,  vefufed  to  receive- 
them ;  and  they  were  then  conduc- 
ed, rather  in  triumph  than  as-  pri- 
foners,  to  the  Hotel  de  Ville, 

In  the  mean  time  Henriot  h?d 
alfo  been  arreted,  but  had  found 
means  to  efcape.  With  the  alacrity 
of  dcfperation  he  rallied  his  adhe- 
rent*.

loft  ;  taking  advantage  of  the  ringv- 
ing  >of  the 'alarm  bells,  they  ran 
thf^migh  the  fbceta,  and  excite^  the 
citizens  to  their  aid  by  the  cry  of 
yi%ff  iff  £omiemiion  ! 

The  reprtfeiitati^^s  of  the  people 
affembied  in  the  hall  of  the  con- 
veiHioA  were  not  inafUve.  Their 
fefiioB  Iwd  been  declared  perna^ 
ncnt ;  jind  no  fooner  trcre  they  ap- 
prized that  Jlobeipienre  and  hu 
confederates  had  efcaped,  and  wen 
in  u  iUtc  of  itifurredion,  than  tkey 
proceeded  to  declare  them  traitors 
andiouliaws,  and  a  dcpuGeition  of 
their  members  was  appointed  to 
lead  the  psofijc  againii  the  teirolt-

Robefpierre  -was  gtiill<v  • 
tined  the  laft  but  one;    He  ftood  » 
two  mimites  on  the  fcaffbld,  while '^ 
the  executioner  removed' the'cloih  ^ 
which  covered  his  face;  'but  he  dkd- 
not  utter  a  word.

eencraUy  decent  and  even  neat  In  • 
his  drefs.    He  and  his  brocher  Ufefe 
orphans,  and  •  natives    of '  Arras*  '

mibforiunes  attra^ed  the  attention  *

In  the  confti- 
tocnt  afEembly.he  waa- always  re- 
garded as  a  famr  friend  tte  monar* 
cby  t  a»d  even  in  ]\i\j  i  ^92  he  pub- 
liihed  *^  Reprefentatiye  government 
and  the  fotm^  of ,  monarchy,  the 
only    coniUcutional    Arrang^ncnts 
proper  for  an  empire. fo  extensive 
and  ancient  aa  France.'^     He  at- 
tached bimielf  at  this  period  to  the 
party  of  Orleans ;  and  he  was  fuf •

He  was  not   tanked  in   the  firft 
(   ciafs  of  orators  in  the  national  af- 
fembiy.

Hiaa^iUtsea- were  probably  over- 
lated  b  J  hia  ixamediatte  connc^ons, 
ind  they  are  midottbtedly  depreciat- 
ed tob  mticb  Bot  oaly  by  the  emi- 
Snnts,  but  by  the  prcieot  leaders 
of  the-  popwar  party  in  France. 
Ceitaia  it  is,  that  if  he  had  not 
luaofcif  great  talenUi  he  poffcfled 
tkenvlM  valuable  quality  ofdif-' 
ccnnnenti  :aad  kaew  how  to  make 
the  bdt  ok  of  the  talents  of  others. 
He  held  the  political  abilities   of 
Ur.  Pitt  in  the  moft  profound  con<- 
tempt,  and  is  known  to  have  ex' 
pveiTcd  his  opimon«  *<  that  i£  it  had 
Qot  faoni  for  the  oppofition  party 
fo  freqaently  ezpoling   his  errors, 
sod  aibrding  hiiii  an  opportunity 
ofconrr^ingthcBR,  he  ^Mr.  Pitt) 
wonid  pre£aitly  undo  nimfelf  by 
purfning  hb  oiirn  miftaken  views.'' 
ii^Abcfpierrc  was  probably  more  of  a 
^eimaii  than  an  orator :  a  feeble 
voice  and  unprorMfing  exterior  were 
iQipadinients  which  he  could  never 
^omuMint;  nor  could  we  everdiico-^ 
^"^in  his  orations  any  traits  of  fan* 
f^^  fuldimity^  or  pathos. 

Robe^ierte  haa'been  compared 
tooorEagliA  Cromwell.  -^Pohapa 
^crc  !was  more  refemblance  in  the 
ulterior xaft  of  tfaeirminds,  thaa  in 


the  oircnm^nceo  wltids  bontribtf' 
ted  to  thdir  elevation.  Both  indeed 
were  .the  creatures  of  accidcat. 
Crontwellncgotiaitedwith  the  king" 
even  during  his  fatal  captivtt)'  |  and 
Ro*jef;3ieTre'wa9  a  royaiift  till  the 
loth  of  Aagnft.  The  profpedbof 
fovereign  authority  was  pradi«fiy* 
un&ldod  to  each  by  a^feries  of  &• 
voumble  circumilancesf  of  which 
eath  had'  the  art  and  the  courage 
to  take  advantagre.  Both  were 
deftitate  of  fympathy  and*  afPediion, 
Robefpierrc  was  more  faneruinar/ 
than  Crom^^'ell,  pfobab)y  becaufe- 
he  had  a-nore  difficult  part^to  ploy, 
and  more  c^fmpetitors  to  cootend^ 
with.  Both  afi'cded  fimplicity  in 
thaV  manners  and  appeanlnce;  both 
were  adepts  in  cunning  and  intrigue* 
Botli-  affumed  the  mafk  of  hypo-- 
crify.  Cromwell  adapted  his  un- 
meaning harangues  to  the  jargon  of 
the  cnthufiafts  of  hie  dAy:  Robef- 
pierre  generally  feafoned  hhs  ora** 
tions  with  the  words  God  and  vir- 
tue Their  hypocrify  wa^  the  faaiey' 
but  in  each  it  was  adapted  to  the 
fcene  on  which  thry  were  to  a^* 

While  the  parallel  might  perhaps 
be  traced  in  fome  other  points  than 
thofe  to  which  we  have  adverted^ 
there  are  fome  very  ]mpo(rtant  cir- 
oumibances  io  which. they  entirely 
differed.  The  pO^er  oS  Cromwell 
refted  upon  a  much'  more  folid 
foundation  than  that  of  Robef- 
picrre.  It  was  founded  upon  great 
military  reputation^  and  lupported 
by  a  ;well  organised  miUtaf7  foice, 
without  which  no  ufurper  can  long 
maintain  his  authority..  Robefpierre 
relied  folely  on  tbe  flu£iuatii^  po^ 
puhhce,  and  on  the  credit  and  in* 
fluence  of  the  jacobin  club.  Crom* 
welly  though  deftitute  of  hvmaaity, 
'  waalcfs  wantonhr  cruel  thaa  Ro« 
befpierre  ;  and  did  not  difguft  tho 
people  by  frequent  and  bloody  exe« 
cutioiu.    «  Cromwell   roado 
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hwt,  ud  ftefM  in  mary  refpcA* 
to  hafve  confulted  the  happmcfft 
and  wtUare  of-  the  community  at 
large;  all  the  dcercts  Of  tlobcfntrrrc 
appear  to  have  only  had  two  ob- 
jtifte  Bidflatit  and  ccnfifxrati^a; 
CramweH  wu  hh  own  miniAer ; 
Robefeieiie  made  iife  of  the  geuiue 
«f '  othm»  and  the  public  atid 
fcveign  aftain  were  generally  con- 
dikSlei  by  the  great  abilities  of 
PantODy  fiarreie,  Sieyes,  and  Le 
CIm.  Crpmwcli  was  therefore, 
apparently,  the  abler  ftatefmaii  ; 
though  we  think  the  talents  of 
jtobdrpierre  were  not  to  be  de- 
filed* 

The  ufurpation  of  Robefpierre 
idUb  differed  from  that  of  Cromwell|- 
net  only  in  its  duration,  but  in  the 
consequences  of  its  overthrow.  As 
Cromwell's  was  a  military  ufurpa- 
tion, h  was  more  permanent ;  and 
the  military,  inilru^^ed  in  habits  of 
obedience  and  difcipHne,  were  ilill 
at  the  difpofal  of  an  individual ; 
and  the  reft  oration  of  monarchy  was* 
the  confequence.  The  ufurpation 
of  Robefpierre  exifted  only  oa  the 
alarms  of  the  people  ;  fome  plots 

.  which  were  not  imaginary  gave  oc- 
dilion  to  the  fabrication  of  many 
others  ;  and  by   thefc  devices  the 

'  tyrant  had  the  art  of  continually 
working  on  the  paiflons  of  the 
ttiultttnde,  who  conceived  that  the 
political  independence  of  the  na- 
tion depended  on  his  vi^ance  and 
«6^Wky«  As  foon  as  tlie  delufioa 
wat  difiipated,  and  the  people 
found  themfehres  in  a  ftate  of  fecu- 

2r,  the  whde  fabric,  which  reded 
y  on  tnaginarv  alarms  and  ter-> 
vors,  dropped  of  itfelf ;  and,  as  the 
-government  of  Robefpierre  refem- 
Ued  in  ks  arlftrary  nature  the  go- 
iPerHmeBt  o/  their  former  moiiarchs, 
tlic  attachiheat  of  the  people  to  a 
Mpoblic  was  only  the  more  firmly 
»9cled« 


Other  cofw^itiMCCt   ftfll 
important   to   rraocet  if  psIEbk, 
than  the  overthrow  of  aa^  jmH^vt 
tyranny,  have  refused  feofn  the  HmjI  . 
of  kobcfpierre.     With  huD  tbc  in- 
fluerce  of  the  jacobin  dabt  tiiat 
fource  of  fa£bion  and  iatr^^Kr  that 
monfler  In  a  iiate,  an  empirCrvdUun 
an  empire,  was  coBi|^tily  cpfccd. 
But  this  was. not  all*— faam   the 
fatal  loth  of  At^ujil  to  the  txHUD{^ 
of  the  28th  of  jfidy,  tkc  bctUft*  or- 
ders of  fociety,  thofe  claflca  which 
generally  include  the  great  jmia  of 
ability  and  Tirtne,  xroDC  oiUttBclf 
dcprtffcd.     They  were  iilcuccd  by 
the  £enfele{k  claEDOor  againft  maAo* 
cracy,  and  new  phrafes  were  in- 
vented to  indicate  that  the-  whole 
powers  of  government  wcre.ve&ed 
in  the  loweil  of  the  p<^lacc  The 
tyranny    of    Robefpierre   has   re- 
moved theabfurd  and  indifciimiaate 
prejudice  againft  aiiilocracyi  that 
is,    again  ft  property  and  IhitioD; 
and   the  men  of  property  peiceiv^ 
ing  tlie  neccffity  of  emerging  hroaa 
their   inadtivity^  have   once  man 
taken  an  adJve  fhare  in  the  puUic 
affairs.     A  flill  better  cfiedl  may 
be  fuppofcd,  and  indeed  appears  to 
;  cfult  from  tliis  event.  The  Prencb 
republicans,  from  the  moment   of 
the  overthrow  of  the  mbnaiciucal 
conflitution,  indulged  in  the  mofl 
vifionary  fpeculations,  and  the  moil 
jnconfiflent  theories  of  government. 
Even  the  Gironde  party  (though 
it  included  fome  men  both  of  abili* 
ty  and  integrity)  is   not  txempt 
from  this  cenfure ;  and  the  conlU- 
tution  attributed  i>.  Condoretet  wa» 
ntteriy  impradicable.  The  French 
nation  has  now  proved  the  dai^er 
of  extending  theory  too  far  in  a 
public  inftitutioB ;  they  have  fecn 
that  on    the    fpeculatioas  ^^lich 
were  promulgated  by  weU-<meanin^ 
men  was  engrafted  a  ihockiog.fyl- 
tern  of  pra&cal  tyrannyj^and  that 
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t^ofc  wtio  Dramzfe  too  much  will 
^rolMbly  ffdfil  nothing.  They  will 
tharfbre,  it  Is  reafonabk  to  fup- 
pofty  cttffc  to  carry  theh*  expeda- 
tions  of  pcrfe^ion  too  fkr,  and  be 
contftit  with  fuch  a  practical  fyf- 
trm  as' win  anfwer  tolerably  the 
great'ttKh  of  ffovcmmcnt,  the  fto^^ 
te6Hon  of  indivuliials  firom  internal 
tjpprtffion,  and  the  defence  of  the 
comrnonity  from  foreign  invalion* 
They  have  alfo  difcarded  formally' 
the  romantic  (and  indeed  dnjuH) 
projift  of  reforming  other  Itatea 
and  governments.  Their  language 
is  sow—"  Let  ua  content  ourfelvcs 
withfecttringthe  liberties  of  France, 
^nd  let  us  leave  to  time  and  to  in- 
tcfieft  the  tafk  of  eradicating  def- 
j)d6fai."  The  modeiiition  which 
Has  cbant^lerized  the  late  procecd- 
W  of  the  convention  is  m  many 
iniranccs  commendable.  If  any 
thing  is  deferring  of  cenfure,  it  is 
pwhaps  that  they  have  been  too 
mdifcriminate^  in  punifhing  the  ad- 
herents of  the  tyrant.  "Many  might 
be  forced  into  his  fervicc  through 
the  fyi(em  of  terror  which  he  efe- 
bKflicd,  and  fome  might  even  be 
the  dupes  of  his  hypocrify. 

The  municipal  officers  and  others, 
^ho  had  excited  the  inlutrcftion  in 
favour  of  Robefpierre,  were  tried 
OB  the  30th,  and  between  fixty  and 
fevcnty  of  them  fuffered  death. 
The  vacancies  created  in  the  com- 
mittee of  public  fafety  bytht  fall 
of  Robefpierre  were  immediately 
2^dByI*Efchaiferiaux  the  elder, 
TaDien, 'Thuriot,  Breard>  Laloi, 
and  TricBard ;  and  the  following 
old  meirtbers  wert  continued  in  of- 
fice, viz.  Carrtot,  Barrere,  CoUot 
^Herbois,  Billaud  Varertnes,  Prieuf 
andLindet.  The  convention  at  the 
f»m^  time'  decreed  that  one-fourth 
of  ^  Committee  IhouM  go  out*by 
''Station  monthly.  Congratulations 
^«re  received  within  th^rourfe  of

On  the  ift  of  Au« 
gud  Barrere  prefented  a- new  form 
of  government  td  exiil  till  a  coofti- 
tution  (hould  be  regularly  form* 
ed,  digefted,  and  voted;  4Uid  ou 
the  5  th  his  propofition  was  mould- 
ed into  the  form  of  a  decrePi  which 
was  as  follows :

On  the  1 5th  of  the  fame  month, 
Mr.  James  Monit>,ambaflador  from 
the  United  States  of  Amenca,  wat 
introduced  to  the  convention  ;  and 
on  the  8th  of  September,  Reybaz, 
anibaifador  from  the  republic  of 
Geneva,  waa  received  ;  and  the 
flag^  of  both  republics  were  or- 
dered to  be  hung  up  with  the  na- 
tional colours  in  the  hall  of  the  con- 
vention. On  the  a6th,  Freron 
delivered  a  long  difcourfe  on  the 
liberty  oC  the  prefs,  and  concluded 
br  fome  forcible  ol)fervations  on 
the  tn^wft  feverity  of  penal  laws  in 
moft  civih'zcd  communitiet. 

**  The  revolutionary  tribunal 
(faidht)  and  the  general  police  re- 
quire alfo  your  attention.  The 
police  of  ignorant  and  barbarous 
nations  is  imprifonment,  and  their 
jnilice,  death.  Among  nations 
enlightened  0\i  the  focial  art,  in  go- 
vernments acquainted  with  human 
tiatnre,  a  fkilful  and  well  diftri* 
buted  vigilance  renders  numerous 
imprifonments  unneccfFary ;  and 
penalties  well  apportioned  to  de- 
grees of  guilt,  render  the  puniih- 
inent  of  dMvth  more  terrible  from 
being  rare.  What  contempt  has 
been  aiFe6^ed  axieng  us  for  thefe 
maxims !  Into  what  horrors  has 
this  contempj  led  us !  Let  experi- 
ence, which  has  coil  ns  fo  dear, 
bring  us  buck  to  thofe  eternal  priii- 
ctpli'3  which  the  genius  of  Moiitef- 
quieu  and  Becearia  drew  from  the 
hiftory  of  ages.  Let  us  think  with 
them,  that  the  terror  of  punifh- 
TTit  nt  is  loft  in  its'  frequency,  and 
that  to  make  death  be  feared,*  we 


nmft  fddom  inSSft  it.  tt  ts  not 
the  axe  which  is  always  fidUngybut 
the  axe  whidi  it  aKrayf  ready  to 
&n,  on  which  the  inBginatioaaQd 
the  eye  dare  sot  hx*  ,  Maltipltcd 
puniihineDta,  by  rcsdenng  crimi- 
nals  more  defpmte,  may  deftroy, 
in  tho  miiidt  of  a  whole  people, 
tkofc  tender  and  foblimt  aiedjonip 
that  CKquiike  feelii^  of  hnmanttf , 
whidi  are  the  principle,  the  end, 
and  the  pcrfedion  of  all  the  tocid 
rntues.  i  more  that  Vou  order 
your  committee  of  legiflatson  to 
prefent  a  plan  of  a^ive  police  and 
vigilance^  which  may  keep  inccf- 
fantly  under  the  eyes  of  the  magif- 
trate  all  thofe  whofe  manner  of 
living  or  converfing  nsay  excite' fuf-* 
pidon.  It  is  the  weaknefs»  the  ^(^ 
order,  and  the  (loth  of  government, 
that  fill  the  pnfons.  A  govern* 
ment  of  order,  v^ance,  and 
energy,  makea  &ciety  hfclf  the 
guardian  of  fociety,  without 
fcreening  from  pumihmeBt  thofe 
who  are  the  juft  obje^  of  it. 
Good  patroles  prevent  bloody  bat- 
tles. Patroles  may  be  a  mealtire  of 
pc^'ce  as  weQ  as  of  miUtary  vigi- 
lance ;  and  perhaps,  if  propeHy  or- 
ganized, the  bed  fitted  for  a  revo^ 
Intionary  government/* 

A  debate  of  fome  length  eo- 
fued.  The  fpeeeh  of  Freron  was 
ordered  to  be  printed,  but  no  deci* 
five  refolution  was  pnfled.. 

The  union  which  at  firil  appear- 
ed among  the  opponents  of  Robt^ 
pierre  was  not  of  lon^  duiotibn. 
Thememberaofthe  committees  bad 
evidently  joined  the  oppofitioa  in 
the  convention,  not  till  they  ptf- 
cdved  that  ft  was  likdy  to  prove 
fucce&fiii  $  and  the  latter  fooa  IBS- 
nifefted  a  degree  >  of  jealoufy  left 
they  ihould  partakie  of  the  honoui> 
au'l  acquire  a  flare  of  that  power 
and  popularity  which  had  been 
achieved  by  the  counge  of  others 
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Oi^tfae  9^tHof  Augudv  Leoowtre 
rf  VerfiUilesy  in  concert  with  Tal-  ■ 
lien/  Dttbob  Crance^  and  foine 
inhen^  prQcbced  an  aecii£ation 
agaiaibiicwa  ncmbcR  of  the  com- 
mitCEeg  of  public  and  geneial 
fafetf  ^  viz.  Baifvre^  Bi'llaud  Va- 
mmes,  Collot  d'Heiisoisi  Vaditrr^ 
Anar,  and  JDiavid.  After  a  dc* 
bate  erf*  fome  length,  a  great  m^ 
jority  decreed*  thaft  the  acqufation 
mw  anibunded.  On  the  fncceed* 
ing  day  the  fubjc6i  was  revived  i 
bat'thefefen  members  were  (trenu» 
ou/ly  def<^ed  by  Bourdon  of  Oife 
and  other«|  v^d  the  accufation  was 
decveed  to  be  falfc  and  defama* 
tory. 

Whether  in  confeqaence  of  the 
pait  which  was  taken  by  Tallien  on 
this  ocoftfioa«  or  Whether  from 
ibme  otbffr  motive,  it  ia  not  eafy  to 
afcertain,'  bgt  on  the  loth  of 
September  an  attempt  was  made 
to  afiaffinate  TaUien.  As  he  re- 
turned fraw  the  convention  to  his 
own  houfe  9t  •  quarter  after  twelve 
at  flight)  he  was  accoiUd  by  a  man 
in  a  furrtd  great  coat,  and  a  round 
hat.— >*  Come,  villain  (^surliimed 
the  afTafin)  I  have  ftaid  for  thee  a 
long  tame !"  He  then  ftruck  him 
in  the  brealt  with  his  fiit,  and  .dif- 
chargted  a  piftol  at  him:  The  ball 
penetrated  his  flioulder ;  but  the 
woand  proved  only  flight,  and 
Tallien  was  enabled  in  a  few  days 
after  to  refume  his  funfiions.  The 
aflalfin  efcaped  in  the  tumult. 

The  giiilt  of  this  attempt  was 
charged  upon  the  jacobin  club. 
After  it  had  been  (but  up  by  Legcn- 
dre,  it  had  been  opened  again  by  the 
influence  of  Bilkud  Var^anes  and 
others  of  that  party  $  and  feveral 
extremely^  inikimmatory  fpeeches 
aitd  addielTes  had  been  uttered. 
Thek  ciroumflances,  added  to  the 
afiault  oh  Tallien^  afforded  a  good 
leafoo  fgr  entirely  abolifhing  the 


jacfibia  club  ;.*wUchfa]^tai7  mea« 
fure  was  fhortly  after  cfFcdjed. 

EfdiafferiauiC)  on  thq  7th.  of 
SeptemJbev,  in  the  uame  of  the 
committee  charged  with  the  revi« 
fal  of  the  Uwa  againijb  emigrants^ 
fttb^itted  their  report  to  the  con- 
vention. Upon  this  it  wa^  de- 
creed, that  '*  all  perfqos  of  ^e 
following  deicripUous  are  emi» 
grants.  ^  Firft,  all  Frenchmen  who 
cjuitted  the  territory  of  the  r<epnb« 
lie  dnce  the  iti  of  Juty  (7^9f 
and  did  not  return  into  it  by 
the  9th  of  May,  179a  ;  or  having 
abfented  themfelves  from  the  place 
of  their  rcfideoce  on  the  9th  of  May 
1792,  or  fince  that  days  and  cannot 
prove  that  they  have  refided  .luun* 
temiptedly  within  the  territory ,  of 
the  republic  lince   that  period. 

<*  Every  nerfon,  who  having 
enjoyed  the  rights  of  a  French  a- 
tizen,  although  bom  in  9  foreign , 
country,  or  havkig  two  houfes,  one 
in  France,  and  the  other  in  any 
foreign  territory,  who  ihall  not. in 
a  iinular  w»y  eftablifh  the  proofs 
of  his  refidence  fmce  the  9th  of 
May  1792.  Every  pcrfon  ihall 
alfo  be  deemed  an  emigrant^.who 
may  .be  convicted  of  ^uiuiog, 
during  the  ,  invaii<|n  of  foreign 
powers,  the  Mrt  of  the  territory 
of  the  republic  not  invaded,  and 
of  having  retired  into  that  occupied 
by  the  enemy.  LaiUy,  a  refi- 
dence itf  the  territory  united  to  the 
republic,  prior  to  the  proclamation 
of  the  re- union,  eannot  be  urged 
as  an  estcufe." 

In  the  fame  iltiins,  Fayau  pro- 
pofed,  that  fuch  citizens  as  were, 
not  owners  of  lands,  and  fuch  af 
w£re  poflefled  of  but  fmall  por- 
tions,  might  be  enabled  to  obtain 
certain  allotments,  for  which  they 
fhould  account  at  the  end  of 
tiventy  years  j  "  becaule»"  faid  the 
orator,  **  when  the  national  ,do* 
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mains  dxt  all  put  up  to  public  lale, 
ihcy  fiicvitaDly  Income  the  yro/ 
pcrty  of  tlie  ponied  'part  of  the 
cotamitfiity.**  *  Barrerc  JTupportcd 
the* good  mtcntioQ  of  Payau,  tfnid 
pr&pored^hat.the  conaiuittw  6f 
pablic  fuccour  fTiould  point  out  a. ' 
new  clilfa'  of  citfecni  worthy  of 
ihaitng'thc  ravours  of  tKc  rcpublie, 
,  viz.  tnarrtc^  men  dcftitute  of  for- 
ttiJic,  trom  twenty-fifvc  to  fffty 
ycara  6f  age,  It  was  alfo  hfs  opi- 
ntorfi  that  workfhops  fhould' pe 
opened  ftr  jhc  reception  of  poor 
arttfans  out  of  employment.  He 
4€J>WcatM  thp  idea  of  beholding 
comftiflfarle^  and  contrafiors  ercft- 
ing  Cojoflal  fortunes  out  of  the 
ijfion^  Nyhich  they  had  plundered ' 
from  the  public,  and  wiihed  that 
the  committee  of  domains  would 
prefcnt  the  plan  of  a  decree,  en- 
aAing,  that  the  property  of  the' 
emfgjrants  l|)Ould  be  fold  in  fmall 
pdrriong,,  fo  that  it  could  rtot  be 
'  monopolized  by' monied  meri|  but 
might*  be  /bared  anion^  the  real 
frienda  to  the  community— men  of 
fmall  fortunes, 

0n  the  19th  of  September, 
f6me  rnfescfiires  were  adopted  to  pre-' 
vent  too  great  an  influx  of  Aran-' 
girs  to'Paril ;  ^nd  ori  the  following 
day,  artery  ample  import  on  the 
ftatc  of  franco  was  prefented  in 
the  name  of  the  eommittccs  of 
poblic  'and  general  Safety  .rand  of 
legiflat^on,  by  Robert  Lmaet.

The  principal  occa/k^n  of 
it  was  the  dtftrt:  of  refciiing  a  per* 
fon  of  the  name  of  Regnier,  who 
had  been  connnitt^dtd  prifon  there, 
which  they  tffeaed.

On  th#  12th  of  November, 
Laiornelot  gave  an  account  of-  the 
reaions  which  induced  theoomttk- 
tee  of  general  fafety  to  rcfelvc 
upcm  the  fufpenfioa  of  the'  jacobm 
chib.  **  Faffion  (he  faid)  had  no 
fhare  in  this  reiblution,  h  w«a  Se-^ 
taied  b«y  the  intereft  of  the  ODun- 
try  alone.  While  they  adtaMr. 
ledged  the  good  which  tint  fo« 
cictyhad  done,  they  ihut  up  theiv 
ball,  only  from  refped  to  thofe 
pitnciples  which  cm^t  not  to  be 
infringed.  They  wtre  at  the  lame 
time  of  opinion,  tha«  popular  fede^p 
ties  mi^ht  be  permitted  udder  pro- 
per reSridiont^  becaufe  they  avo 
inherent tn  a  republican  govenmteat  | 
-but  they  could  not  coniider  tiie  ja- 
cobin dub  as  a  foctcty  truly  and 
purely  popular.  The  jacoWne  were 
proi»eded  and  fuppoitod  while  they 
Vied  in  virtae,  aiii  not  in  power, 
with  legitimate  authority.

After  the  convention  had,  in  this 
manner;^  atoned  in  fome  degree  for 
the  cruelties  committed  by  Robes- 
pierre's party  and  inftruments,  they 
iflaed  a  proclamation  to  the  infur- 
gertt  royalifls  themfelves,  which  we 
cannot  but  allow  to  be  both  pol^ 
tic  and  humane,  and  containing  of» 
fere  too  liberal  to  be  ijcfufed  with- 
out degrading  the  nam<  of  royaiifta 
to  that  of  bandittL  That  procla^ 
mation  held  out  a  free<  pardon  to 
all  who  ihould  depofit  their  arma 
in  the  refpedive  communes,  within 
one  month  after  the  day  of  its 
date ;  proper  commiiEoners,  were 
fent  to  the  rebellious  departments 
to  fee  the  decree  >nade  upon  the 
occaiion  properly  executed  j  and  it 
has  fmce  appeared,  that  it  has.. been 
attended  with  falutary  effefls.  It  . 
is  with  iatiafa6^ion  we  add  to  thefe 
meafures  of  juftice  and  moderation,

The  Fucnch  in  the  mean  time  were 
advancing  upon  Ghent  In  great 
forcei  and  but  h'ttje  expei^tttion  was 
entertained  of  general  •  Clairfait 
Ibemg  able  to  make  any  efFedual 
lielimtfice  in  t^h,  quarter.  By  the 
fetnforcemcpt  remaining  at  Ortcnd, 
the  ptece  might  perhape  have  been 
defended  for  fomc  time ;  and  while 
the  Britifh  remained  mailers  of- the 
fea,  the  greater  part  of  the  traopg 
might  have  been  able  to  reimbarfc, 
(houM  they  be  clofely  prefled.  On 
the  contrary,  to  relieve  the  allies, 
and  to  fupport  the  diike  of  York  in 
particular,  appeared  to  the  Britifh 
commander  an  oh)t€t  of  more  tir- 
gent  importance  than  the  precari- 
ous poimBon  of  a  fmgle  town ;  ar>d 
■what evef  movement  was  to  be  made 
required  difpatch,  left  the  advance 
of  the  French  armies  might  com- 
pletely cut  off  the  communication. 
A  council  of  war  was  therefort 
called  by  the  earl  of  Moin^^  and  it 
was  detertraned  immediately  to  eva- 
cuate Oftend.  This  difficult  and 
laborions  tafk  was  committed  to 
cdlonel  Vyfe.  On  the  morning  of 
the  ift  of  July,  he  began  to  em- 
bark the  troops  oh  board  the  (hip*, 
pin^,  which  lay  at  finglc  anchor  itt 
the  harbour,  and  the  baggage  and 
iK>res  \fere  on  board  before  night. 
The  French  entered  the  town  as 
the  laft-  detachment  embarked.

from  the  convenience  of  the  j»- 
the  aoquifition  to  tbf  French  rr- 
puMic  was  important^ 

Whije  colonel  Vyfe  wat  et^rv^* 
in  condu^i\g  the  evacuatkm  n 
Oft  end,  lord  Motra  widi  bis  mi.j 
army  repaired  to  Malle,  about  fc*- 
miles  from  Bruges,  oh  die  g^e.^: 
caufeway  to  Ghent,  and  ftkonW 
after  cfFcded  a  jun^on  with  gcr^r- 
ral  Clairfait.  On  the  5d  of  Jaly 
the  duke  of  York  retreated  hzm 
Renaix  to  Gramom/aad  the  £ck 
were  fent  ti'  Antwerp,  On  the 
f^me  day  the  French  entered  Tow- 
nay,  the  handful  of  Atiftnans  and 
Heffians  who  had  been  left  there  hj 
the  duke  of  York  havmg  hatVly 
evacuated  the  place.  The  inhabit- 
ants of  this  town  had  been  more 
attached  to  the  Englifh  tliaa  iIt '5 
of  any  other  in  the  Netherfa!!iis 
yet  they  received  the  French  rirh 
every  mark  of^cftivity  and  rejui.'- 
ing,  and'  litjtior  Vfas  brought  to 
regale  them  at  the  gates  by  nhich 
they  entered.  The  repubH^  armv 
entered  Ghent  on  the- fame  <^n^; 
whicL 
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i^  hich  rendered  the  £tuation  of  the 
FLnglifli  prccariousy  ai  the  French 
were  now  nearer  Antweip  by 
twenty  miles  thaa  the  duke  of 
York.  Oudeaarde  \va«  evacuated 
at  the  fune  time;  and  at  thft  place 
the  French  found  24  pieces  of  ar^ 
lillery,  befidet  the  magazines  and 
nmnaunition.  ,  At  Tourney  they 
fjund  2Q  guns  fpiked,  Jo,ooomuf- 
quet  ball^f  a  large  quantity  of  gun* 
powder,  aoo  ratioQ^  of  forage  and 
barUyyandfeveralmagazuict^  Near 
that  city  they  alfo  took  i^  barges 
ladeu  wiih,  ammunition. 

About  this  period  a  ftatement  of 
the  lofs  in  killed  fuftained  by  the 
combined  powers  from  the  capture 
of  Landxecy  {30th  May)  was  pre- 
fcnted  to  the  national  convention  ; 
and  as  no  other  return  has  fallen 
within  our  knowkdfire,  we  embrace 
the  opportunity  of  inferting  it, 
without  pledging  ourfelves  for  the 
forrcclnefs  of  the  report,  ^hich  is 
given  in  the  words  in  which  it  was 
made.

flatcd  the  lofs  of  the  allies  to  bet 
between  8  and  10,000.  The  k«< 
prefeiitativcs  of  the  people  have  in- 
formed  us  that  the  reports  of  de<» 
ferters  liuce  the  battle  of  the  8tli. 
Meflidor  eiUmate  the  lofs  of  the 
enemy  at  15,000.  On  this  part  of 
the  frontier  the  number  of  defertera 
from  the  imperial  ftandard  is  600.  ^ 
To  this  we  may  add  the  garrifon 
of  Charkroi,  which  amounted  to. 
3000  ilaves^  and  which  furrendered 
at  difcretion.

**  Befides  t^efe,  6000  were  taken^ 
and  67  pieces  of  cannon,  in  t^e 
battle  foiight  before  the  capture  of 
Ypres.  To  this  number  mull  bcr 
added  the  amount  of  the  garrifon 
of  Ypres,  which  is  7,000  men." 

The  beginning  of  July  was  fatal  . 
to  the  allies  in  every  point.  Op  the 
2d,  the  prince  of  Coboorg  wa» 
affain  defeated  near  Mons,  and  that 
place  immediately  fubmitted  to  the 
republicans,  who  entered  at  on^ 
gate  while  the  Auftriana  retreated, 
through  another.  The  prince^  of . 
Cobourg  next  attempted  to  make 
a  Hand  near  the  fared  of  Soigncs, 
where  he  intrenched  himfelf  flrong* 
ly.  The  French  attacked  the  Auf- 
trian  batteries  with  the  bayonet, 
and  carried  them  all.  The  prince 
of  Cobourg  isfaid  to  have  loft  7,coa 
men  in  this  fatal  conjBidl^  Widi  the 
miferable  remains  of  his  army  the 
prince   ordered  9  retreat  in  the

Dutch  by  repeated  proclamations 
to  make  a  levy  of  one  man  in  tea 
throughout  the  United  Provinces. 
A  confidcrjible  proportion  of  the 
people,  it  appeared,  were  difaf- 
ledcd  to  his  government,  and  the 
tell  were  funk  in  an  incdrrigibk 
torpidity. 

The  French  generals  toft  no 
time  in  advancing  from  'BrqlFela 
to  Louvain.  General  Kleber  pro- 
cecdcd  on  the  15th  of  July  with 
one  divifion  towards  that  city ; 
iR-hile  to  favoiir  thi&  movement  the 
divifions  under  generals  Lefevre, 
Dubois,  Championet,  and  Morlet, 
advanced  in  front  of  the  Dylc.  At 
the  iron  mountain  the  unfortunate 
Clairf^it  again  attempted  an  incf- 
feftual  reliitance,  but  was  cqm- 
fletely  defeated  by  general  Kleber, 
trith  the  lof9,  in  killed,  wounded, 
and  prifoners,  of  6000  men  ;  whild 
the  .generals  Lefevre  and  Dubois 
fcized  on  the  pofition  of  the  abbey 
of  Florival.  General  KleU^r's  ad- 
vanced guard  next  made  an  at- 
tack upon  Louvain,  which  they 
carried  after  an  obiiinate  refinance* 
General  Lefevre  at  the  fame  time 
droVe  the  Aultrians  as  far  as  Tirle- 
mont,  killed  an  iramenfe  number, 
and  made  many  prifoners. 

It  was  at  firft  the  intentioti  of 
the  commanders  of  the  combined 
armies  to .  defend  Namur,  and  to 
form  a  line  of  defence  from  that 
dty  to  Antwerp ;  but  thef-d  fuc- 
ceifes  of  the  republicans,  and  their 
rapid  movements,  totally  difcon- 
ccrted  this  plan.  Namur  wat 
abandoned  by  general  Beaulicu  on 
the  night  of  the  i  f^th,  leaving  be- 
hind him  only  two  hundred  men, 
who  furrendcred  both  the  city  and 
citadel  on  the  firft  fummons.  A 
large  quantity  of  artillery  was 
found  at  Namur.  On  the  20th, 
the  keys  «f  the  .city  were  pro* 
o 


fimted  at  thie  bar  ^  dke  tistioaal 
conveittton4 

The  i^iportant  mft  of  Ae  Lier, 
where  general  Waliaodeii  was  poft- 
ed,  was  forced  nearly  about  tke 
Jame  titne  $  mid  en  the  tfd  the 
French  Cent  a  trumpeter  lo  Ant- 
werp to  mform  the  itriMHiamtSf 
that  tkey  intended  to  liikthem  on 
the  fucceedlnff  *momiiig',  which 
they  did  at  deven  D^ckickt  aad 
took  quiet  poffeffios  of  that  city. 
The  allies  had  previotifly  fct  fire  to 
the  immenfe  ixtagasines  of  fcinge 
there  9  and  deftroyed  in  dffimnt 
kinds  of  Aores  to  the  amotntt  of 
half  a  miUion^eHmg^  The  French 
commilTioner  however  flatoed  in  hit 
.  difpatch,  that  he  fbnod  homenie 
magazines,  efpeciaily  of  hay,  un- 
dellroyed,  and  thirty  pieces  of  can- 
non. 

The  retreat  of  the  Auftrians 
from  Louvain  left  open  the  terri- 
tory of  Liege  to  genera)  Jonrdain^, 
who,  with  the  axmies  of  the  Sam- 
bre  and  the  Meufe,  loft  no  titne  io 
improving- his  fuccefs^  and  endea- 
vouring to  prefs  the  enemy  more 
ciofely  towards  Maeftricht.  His 
advanced  guard  marched  torwmds 
the  river  Jaar.on  the  27th.  The 
allied  army  before  Liege  reiifted 
the  cannonade  for  fome  time,  but 
the  republican  charge  .(fays  gctie- 
ral  Ernouf)  fqon  put  them  to 
flight."  The  French  were  moj^ 
cordially  received  at  Liege,  while 
the  enemy  retirated  to  the  heights 
oT  the  Chartreux,  where  they  were 
entrenched,  and  in  a  petty  fphrit  of 
revenge  direded  their  fire  agamfl 
the  city.".  In  this  poft,  however,  it 
appears  thevmaintamed  their  |pround 
fur  foi6fie  tunc  after  the  cloture  of 
the  city. 

About  the  fame  period  fort  l«il- 
lo  was  evacuated  b^  the  allies;, 
and  on  \he  29th  the  French  gcnfr 
ral  Mgrean  took  polFeffios  of  the 
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!OMi  of  <:MMii^  vHieM  he  fai»d 

ft^venty  pie<^3  of  cannon^  a  third  of 
then  braib,  wkh  a  qmotky  of 
tenfeB,  ftorea^  a«d  waggoiie. 

The  garrifoa  of  Stoys  was  fum* 
moned  «arty  in  the  motnth  of  July 
by  genend  AfaBaia»  but  the  com- 
mamkr  Vander  Dugn  returned  an 
anfwcr  icaoarkabie  at  once  tor  iu 
brrvky  and  fpirit— "  Tlie  honour 
(tiy^  he)  of  defending  a  place  like 
i>ltt7%  that  of  commanding  a  brave 
garxifon,  and  the  ooQfid«»ce  they 
repofe  in  me,  are  my  aafwcr.'- 
Thh  biave  and  able  commander  re- 
fifted  the  torrent  till  the  25th  of 
Aisguft,  when  honoumble  terms 
were  giaittcd.  The  garrifon  weic 
masde  {m&mers  of  war ;  but  march* 
ed  out  with  the  honours,  of  war  **  iu 
te(iiaaany  (  fays  the  French  general ) 
of  the  fine  defence  they  have  made/^ 

The  armies  of  the  Rhine  and  t  he 
Mofelle  were  not  inatf^ive  during 
theCe  luccefies  of  their  brtthren. 
On  the  i2th  of  July  general  Mi- 
chaod  attacked  the  Pruiians  near 
F.durkhoffen  ;  and,  to  favour  their 
operations  in  that  quarter,  advanced 
ai  the  fame  time  upon  the  Auftn- 
ans  before  Spires.  The  conteil 
%vas  long  and  bloody,  and  both  par- 
ties claimed  the  victory.  The 
French  general  of  divifioh  La^oif- 
fierc,  by  venturing  too  far,  was 
taken  prifoner.  On  the  following 
day  the  French  renewed  the  attack 
on  tlie  Pruffians  with  redoubled  vi- 
gour.  The  battle  laflcd  from  eaHy 
in  the  morning  till  m'ne  at  night — 
general  de  Saix  made  himfelf  mafter 
of  Frcfchboch  and  Freimerftieim. 
At  the  fame  time  a  fecond  divifion 
under  generals  Sifca  and-  Def- 
granges  combined  its  movements 
to  the  left  of  the  mountain,  with 
"thofe  of  the  other  column.  They 
attacked  fcven  times,  and  at  length 
carried  by  afiault,  auiidll  a  terrible

8.     The  Pruffian  general  Ffau 
was  killed  in  the  adion,  and  two 
others  wounded.     The  remainder 
of  the  corps  under  the  hereditary 
piinceof  Hohenlohe retreated  at ele* 
veu  o'clock  at  night  to  Edickhoffien* 
On  the  I4tli,  the  French  made 
an   attack  upon  Tripftadt;   they 
drove  in  the  out-pofts,  but  the  en&* 
my  was  ftrongly  entrenched  upon 
deep  and  (helving  mountains.  Here 
therefor?  the  contcft  was  (harp  and 
bloody.    The  French  took  fix  field 
pieces  and  two  howitzers  :  they  loft 
on  their  part  300  men  ;  and  general 
Moreau  faysthat  **thelofs  of  the  ene- 
my, many  of  whom  were  cut  to  pieces 
in  their  flight, was  verygreat  indeed.'  * 
On  the  afternoon  of  the  I5th;^ 
the  French  repeated  their  attack 
on  the  whole  chain  of  polls  from 
Newftadt  to  the  Rhine,  along  the 
Rcbach.     From  two   o'clock   till 
eight,  tlie  caunona^ding  continued 
without  intermiifion.     The  Fiench 
were  at  length  victorious,  and  in 
the  night  all  the  German  troops  rc- 
treatedwith  the  utmoftjprecipitation. 
The  imperial  army  paffed  the  Rhine, 
and  the  Prufiians  under  prince  Ho- 
henlohe retired  towards .  Gunterf. 
blum  by  way  of  Durcheim.— Ano- 
ther corps  of  Prufllans  took    the 
toad  of  Winweiller  towards  Mentz. 
The  French  are  computed  to  have 
loft  nearly  4000  men  in  thefe  ac- 
tions.      Keiferflautern  was   aban- 
doned to  the  republicans  in  confe- 
quencc  of  thefe  fucceffes. 

The  army  of  ttie  Mofelle  pro- 
ceeded on  the  5th  of  Auguft  in 
three  columns,  with  a  promife  to 
meet  at  Treves  at  the  fame  hour  on 
the  fame  day.

Conformably  co  the  famous  decree 
of  the  conventkfiy  he  declared  the 
negroes  free*,  and  eqiupped  witb 
clothing  and  wuh  arms  a  f^rofig 
body  of  thcife,  and  fuch  of  the  rou-* 
lattoes  as  ;^pe^red  well  affeded  to^ 
the  Fvench  oaufe.

Kched  brigadier  Symes^ith  three 
takcns  of  grenadiers  and  h'ghc 
infantry,  and  a  battalion  of  feam«n» 
to  attack  the  towii  of  Foint-a-Petre 
before  day -light,  and  to  take  it  by 
furprife.  ®y  accident  or  defiga 
the  Biilifh  troops  were  mifled  by 
the  guides,  and  entered  the  town 
in  a  part  when:  they  were  nioll  ex- 
pofcd  to  the  fire  of  the  French,  and 
where  it  was  impoffiWe  to  fcalc  the 
walk  of  the  fort.  After  fufiering 
greatly  from  Toitnd  aid  grape  ftiot, 
as  well  as  by  a  continued  fii'e  from 
the  houfcs,  a  retreat  became  una- 
voidable, which  W9j>  made  with  coYi- 
fiderabie  lofs.  General  Symeji  was 
woiinded;  colonel  Gomm,  and  capt. 
Rubertfon  of  the  navy,  were  both 
killed,  wfth  fcveral  other  officers, 
and  nearly  600  men  were  killed, 
"wounded,  and  miffing  in  this  imfoi^ 
twnate  attempt  *.  The  Britifti  gc- 
•ncral  after  this  took  cieafures  4or 
the  defence  of  BafTeterre,  awd  re- 
'Ctftbarfted  the  remainder  of  the 
troops  during  the  enfuing  night. 
Thus  the  French  u^ere  left  in  full 
poffcflion  of  the  whole  ifland  except 
BafTeterre,  which  made  a  lorrtr  and 
gallant  refiftancc,  the  detail  of 
•which  we  nuilt  defer  to  our  fuc- 
c ceding  volume. 

Thus  ended  a  campaign  fhe  moft 
extraordinary,  in  oar  opinion,  that 
has  occurred  in  Europe  ftnce  tlic 
age  of  Cliarleinagnc.     In  the  num-

We  forbear  to  make  any  comment 
on  theie  events.     The  ooocUions 
are^vioua;  and  though  natxtrally 
fk>wing  from  the  fa&s,  wc  Ihouid 
be  iKeufed  of  party  views  if  we 
were  to  introduce  diem  i&ere.     lu 
fo  chmplicated  a  detail  we  have  ftu* 
dtedpeBipicuity;  and  weiiavcgivea 
the    moft    authentic     inibn^tion 
which  we  couH  coHeA  from  every 
channel.     While  wc  have  grtatly 
exceeded  our  ufual  limits,  however, 
we   are  ftili  appreheniive  that  we 
have  not  been  able  to  do  Jaftice  to 
fo  important  a  period  of  htftory; 
our  only  confolation  is  in  the  hope, 
that  our  readers   will  in   candour 
confidcr  the  n)agmtude  of  the  ta/k 
compared   with  the   early  appear- 
ance of  the  volume.     We  certainly 
cannot  charge  ourfelves  with  indo- 
Jence  or  inattention ;  on  the  con- 
trary we  truly  can  fay,  that  nothing 
on  our  part  has  been  left  undone  to 
render  pur  narrative  as  full,  aa  pcr- 
fe<^,  and  as  authentic  as  paffible. 
Wc  flatter  ourfelves  that  nothing  iif 
moment  has  been  omitted ;  and  wc 
can    aiiert,   that   nothing  has  (at 
leaft  wilfully)  been  mifrepvefented. 
Before  we  conclude  this  chapter, 
we  mnft  yet  trefpafs  on  the  patience 
of  o«r  readers  to  notice  one  or  two 
circumflances,  which  oould  not  with 
propriety    have    been    introduced 
iefore. 

It  is  frequently  found,  that  too 
much  ardour  in  any  purfuk  defeat! 
its  owjt  purpofe.   Thus  the  viulence

tiicr  agreed,  (hould  be  comnvuni- 
catcd  to  the  belligerent  powcrK, 
together  with  the  affiirancea  of  a 
defire  to  preferve  perfect  harmony 
with  them  ;  adding,  however,  that 
(houkl  the  innocent  navigation  of 
Sweden  and  Denmark  be  moletted, 
thofe  countries  would  iirft  nfe  every 
conciliatory  method  to  obtain  fa-' 
tisfaction  and  indemnity ;  but  if 
unfuccefeful,  they  (hould  after  the 
expiration  of  four  months  p/oceed 
to  reprifals. 

This  treaty  was  immediately  fol- 
lowed by  an  cdi<5t  ifliicd  by  the  king 
ot  Denmark,  commTinding  that  no 
▼clTcl  belonging  to  Danifli  fubjedts 
fhould  he  allowed  to  clear  out  for 
a  foreign  port  without  fuch  pafies 
as  had  been  ilipulatcd  between  Den- 
mark and  the  belligerent  powers, 
and  tlii^t  the  mafter  of  any  velfel 
carrying  fuch  goods  as  (if  confign- 
cd  to  the  harbouis  of  the  bell.'- 
gcrent  powers]  would  be  con- 
iiaband,  (hoiilu  be  bound  to  make 
a  fpecial  declaration  of  the  quan-

An  indemnity  was  alfo  dannvd? 
from  Great  Britain  for  the  captufed 
Daniih  and  Swedifti  ^tfteis  ;  and  it- 
was  required,  that  in  Ritune  a  ilop'. 
(hould  be  put  to  the  capturing  q€ 
Dani(h  (hips  which  were  not  laden 
with  fuch  goods  as  were  deemed^ 
contvihand  by  the  feVeral  treaties. 
With  thcfc  requifitions  the  Britiih 
minillry  were  obliged  to  comply/ 
The  fum  which  wnn  paid  on  this  ac- 
account  was  immenie;  a  very  conli- 
derable  part  of  the  coi*n  was  fuffeicd 
to  rotinthe  kiog'swarehoufes,  aswef 
have  been  credibly  iuformed  ;  while 
the  French,  deprived  of  th(s  fup- 
ply,  were  driven  to  other  markets, 
where  they  completely  anticipated 
the  Briti(h.  To  this  caufe  many 
attribute  in  part  the  dearth  and 
Scarcity  which  has  fince  a/Bi6led 
Great  Britain.  The  attempt  to 
ftarve  the  Frenr'\  into  fubmi(fion, 
they  allege,  was  as  inhuman  and 
diabolical  as  it  was  weak  and  pue- 
rile ;  it  was  as  contrary  to  found 
policy  as  to'humanity,  and  in  the 
end  has  only  fallen  upon  thofe  who 
conceived  the  bafe  and  ab(\ird  pro- 

While  we  are  upon  the  fubje6l 
of  Sweden,  it  may  not  be  improper 
(lightly  to  notice  a  circumftancc 
^  which  is  at  prefent  involved  in  much 
myllei7  and  darknefs.  In  the  con* 
clufion  of  the.  year  1793,  a  con- 
f piracy  was  difcoveretl,  at  the  head 
of  which  was  baron  Armfeldt,  and 
fomc  others  of  the  nobility.  Tlie 
particulars,  as  communicated  by 
the  chief  of  the  confpiracy  to  his 
aflbciates,  are  faid  to  be  as  follow  :

lint  whatever  may  be  the  ad-

In  the  various  departments  of  the 
army  and  navy,  the  cxjience  of 
which  Irills  chiefly  on  the  landed  m- 
tcreft,  ft  fs  a  truth,  that  cannot  be 
controverted,  that  the  poor's  rates 
ih  vai  ious  parts  of  the  kingdom  are 
increafed  beyond  cxpedlatioti,  while 
the  voluntary  contributions  have 
been  liberal  beyond  precedent. 
Thefe  fupplies,  however,  it  is  ob- 
vious, muft  have  a  limit — We  can- 
not—we dare  not  anticipate  confe- 
qucnces  :  we  can  only  fay  that  it  It 
tsmg  for  men  of  property,  and  for 
thofe  who  venerate  the  conftitutioa 
as  we  do,  to  refteB,  It  ift  not  ia 
the  machinations  of  a  few  difcon- 
tented  individuals — it  is  not  inflam- 
matory publications  that  can  fub- 
vert  that  conftitution,  while  well- 
adminiftcred.  It  is  public  dittrefa 
alone  that  can  exafperate  the  public 
mind.  There  is  a  point  when  the 
affairs  of  nations  are  not  to  be  re- 
trieved ;  that  point  wc  truft  we 
have  not  yet  reached,  but  of  it« 
diftancc  we  dare  not  predift.  We 
can  only  fay,  that  it  is  undoubtedly 
aftrng  on  the,  fure  fide  to  flop  in 
time— to  think  in  time;  and  if 
men  will  only  dtfpajjionateh  th'in%^ 
wc  can  eafily  forelee  in  what  plan 
of  proceeding  the  nation  will  be 
unanimous.  This  is  the  criiis 
when  moderate  meafures  may  fuc- 
ceed,  and  the  time  is  even  favour- 
able for  their  adoption.  Men  muft 
however  agree  to  difcard  little  per- 
fonal  iuterefts,  for  the  fahe  of  that 
great  interell  which  is  to  prefervc 
every  other.  Patriotifm  becomes, 
at  fuch  a  crifis,  the  immediate  dic- 
tate of  felf-love*;  and  to  favc  our 
country  u  to  fave  ourfelves,  our 
property,  our  conftitution,  our  li-  . 
berties,  ourpofterity.

JANUARY. 

I.  T  AST  week  arrived  from 
I  \i  Sierra  Leone,  the  Felicity, 
captain  Wenhannr,  with  a  cargo  of 
wax,  camwood,  &c.  The  difpatches 
by  this  fliip  contain  very  flattering 
accounts  of  the  health  of  this  co- 
lony, and  of  its  progrefs  in  com- 
jncrcial  purfuits ;  but  we  are  forry 
to  add,  that  they  bring  alfo  an  ac- 
count of  the  death  of  prince  Naim- 
bonna,  who  died  on  the  evening  6f 
his  arrival  at  Sierra  Leone,  of  a  pu- 
trid fever,  <!ontra6ted  by  him  on 
Ihipbcwrd,  in  the  courfe  of  his  paf- 
fagc  from  this  country.  This  ami- 
able young  man  had  been  for  fome 
fhort  time  in  England  under  the 
proteftion  of  the  Sierra  Leone  com- 
pany. He  poflefled  a  very  excellent 
tinderftandmg,  ^  dilpofition  earneft 
4n  the  purfuit  of  knowledge,  and 
goat  facility  in  receiving  mftruc- 
tfon.  His  mental  acquirements, 
during  his  ftay  in  this  country, 
jvere  the  fubjeft  of  much  admira- 
tion, and  his  eafy  addrefs  and  fua- 
vity  of  manners  endeared  him  to  all 
thofe  to  whom  he  was  introduced. 
He  had  imbibed,  and  he  profelTed 
to  the  laft  moment  of  his  exigence, 
the  ftrongeft  attachment  to  the 
principles  of  the  Protcftant  faith ; 
and  by  his  will  (made  in  the  begin- 
ning of  his  illnefs),  he  earneiliy  re- 
quelled  his  relations  to  fet  their 


iaces  againfl  the  Have  trade,  and  tp 
befriend  the  Sierra  Leone  companjf 
to  the  utmoft  of  their  power. 

iQ.  On  Monday  ca,me  on,  before 
the  high  court  of  jufticiary,  at 
Edinburgh,  the  trial  of  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Skirving,  accufed  of  having 
circulated  a  certain  feditious  paper, 
dated  "  Dundee  Berean  Meetmg- 
houfe,  July,  1793>'*  (the  fame  far 
which  Mr,  Palmer  tvas/enUnced  to  be 
iron/ported.  See  Fol  XI K  p.  37;, 
and  accufed  alfo  of  other  feditious 
praftices,  particularly  with  having 
a£ted  as  fecretary  to  a  number  of 
people  who  had  ailembled  at  £din- . 
burgh,  under  the  denomination  of 
"  The  Britifh  Conv^^tion  of  dele- 
gates of  the  People,  aiibciated  to 
obtain  Univerfal  Suffrage  alid  An« 
nual  Parliaments ;"  the  members  o( 
which  affociation  did,  in  06tobeT« 
November,  and  December  lail,  19, 
inrjitation  of  the  French  Conven* 
tion,  call  each  other  by  the.  name  of 
citizens,  divide  themfelves  into  fee* 
tions,  appoint  committees  oi  vari- 
ous kinds,  fuch  as,  of  organization^ 
of  inftru^ion,  of  finance,  and  of 
fecrecy;  denominate  their  meet- 
ings, fittinjgs;  grant  honours  of  fit- 
tings; and  infcribe  their  minutes 
with  "  The  firft  Year  of  the  Britifh 
Convention.** — Mr.  Skirving,  after 
a  long  trial,  which  iafied  till  one 
o'clock  on  Tuefday  morning,  was 
found  g^i%;  sind  lentenced  to  be 
(A  a)  tranf- 
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tranfported  for  fourteen  years.  Af- 
ter the  fentence  had  been  pro- 
nounced, he  declared,  in  a  mort 
addrefs  to  the  court^  that  the  fen- 
tence did  not  at  all  appal  him  ;  that 
he  had  long  ago  learned  to  throve 
afide  all  fear  of  man;  that  this 
fentence  would  be  re  judged,  and 
that  that  was  all  his  comfort  and  all 
his  hope. 

1 1 .  On  Wednefday,  the  king  in 
council  figned  an  order  for  the 
tranfprtrtation  of  Meflrs.  Muir  and 
Palmer  to  New  South  Wales,  for 
the  term  fentenced  by  the  court  of 
jufticiary.  See F'ol,  XlF.p^  3 1  and^j, 

Edinburghyjan,  \\,  Oh  Thurl- 
day  morning,  about  ten  o'clock,  a 
vail  crowd  aflembled  in  front  of  the 
Black  Bull  Inn,  where  IMaurice 
Margarot  lodged.  He'fliortly  after 
came  out,  attended  by  three  friends. 
When  he  got  the  length  of  the  R^- 
gifter  Office,  the  mob  forced  all  the 
four  into  a  chaif?,  which  they  had 
provfded,  and  from  which  they  had 
prcvioufly  taken  the  horfes.  This 
done,  they  immediately  drew  the 
carriage  to  the  Parliament  Clofe, 
where  "Mr.  Margarot  and  his  friends 
«hghtcd;  and  walking  into  the  Par- 
liament Houfe,  he  aflifted  himfelf 
at  the  bar. 

When  the  colirt  met,  the  folici- 
tor-gcncral  informed  their  lord fliips, 
that  he  had  th^tt  morning  received  a 
note  from  the  lord  advocate,  inti- 
mating, that  being  muchindifpotcd, 
It  would  be  impoffibie  for  him  to 
littend  the  trial.  The  folic^tor-gc- 
neral  then  moved,  that  their  lord- 
Ihips  would  poftpone  it  til!  Monday 
next.  The  court  agreed  to  this  ad- 
journment ;  and  Mr.  Margarot,  af- 
ter finding  ncv,^  bail,  was  diffnifTcd 
from  the  bar. 

Mr.  Margarot,  pn  his  way  home, 
wag  a^ain  forced  into  a  carriage  by 
the  nfiob,  along  with  five  of  his 
friends,  and  the  horfes  oeing  taken 


from  the  coach,  the  mob  drevr'him 
to  his  lodgings  at  the  Black  BulL 

Earlv  this  morning,  three  farmers 
from  Eafl-Lothian,  who  were  par-* 
ticularly  a^ive  on  Thnrfday  in  ex- 
citing the  mob  to  draw  the  carriage 
in  which  Mr,  Margarot  came  xp  the 
Parliament- houfe,  were  brought 
to  town  by  George  Willi arafon, 
ineflenger,  and  are  now  under  exa- 
mination. To  prevent  fuch  inde- 
cent rioting  in  the  ftrcets  in  fiiture, 
there  has  this  day  been  iiTu^d  the 
following 

Proclamation  by  the  right  honour* 
able  Thohias  Elder,  lord  provoft 
of  the  city  of  Edinburgh;  and 
John  Pringle,  efq.  fheriff-deputc 
of  the  county  of  Edinburgh. 

<*  Whereas,  uponoccafion  of  the 
trial  of  Willian  SKirving  for  fediti- 
ous  practices,  printed  hand-bills  had 
been  prcvioufly  difperfed  and  poft- 
ed  up  in  feyeral  confpicuqus  places 
in  the  city  and' county,  inviting 
people  t0  aflemble  for  t^e  purpofe 
of  accompanying  him  to  his  trial ; 
and  that  in  confequence  thereof, 
numbers  of  cvil-difpofed  perfon$ 
had  convened,  whereby  tumults  and 
<iirturbances  had  been  excited  to 
the  breach  of  the  public  peace ; 

"  And  that  on  the  9th  current, 
when  the  high  court  of  jufliciary 
had  met,  in  order  to  proceed  on  the 
trial  of  a  perfon  indifted  before 
them,  for  limilar  pradices,  9  num- 
ber of  idle  and  diforderly  perfons 
collci^ed  together  in  the  flreets  of 
this  metropolis,  and  not  only  ac- 
companied the  faid  perfon,  ip  a  to- 
niultiious  and  riotous  manner,  to 
the  judiciary  court -place  \  but  took 
out  the  horfes  from  a  carriage  in 
'^'hich  he  was  proceeding  to  faid 
court,  and  dragged  fhe  fame  along 
the  llrects : 

**Thefe  arc  therefore  prohibit^ 
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log  and  djfchargingall  fuch  tumul- 
tuous meetings  and  riotous,  proceed- 
ings in  iiiture^  as  being  fubvcrfive 
ofgood  order,  the  peace  and  quiet 
of  the  city,  and  that  rcfpe<i  which 
is  due  ta  the  fupreme  criminal 
court:  cortifying  ail  fuch  as  may 
be  found  contravening  this  procla- 
mation, that  they  will  be  taken  into 
cuilody,  and  proceeded  againfl  in 
terras  of  law,  as  riotous  and  difor- 
derty  perfons  diflurbing  the  public 
peace. 

Given  at  Edinburgh,  this  loth 
of  January  1 794,  and  of  his 
majefiy's  reign  the  34th 
year.

Edinhurgh,,  Jan.  14.  Yefterday 
Cajcae  on  the  trial  of  Maurice  Mar- 
garet, for  Seditious  practices,  at  a 
Uuj  meeting  called  the  Britiili  Con- 
vention, when  he  was  found  guilty, 
and  fentence  of  tranfportation  for 
fourteen  years  was  pafled  upon  him. 
Alexander  Callenaer,  indidted  for 
a  fimilar  offence,  having  failed  to 
appear,  was  outlawed. 

1 7.  Yefterday,  at  the  Old  Bailey, 
James  Lyon  was  indi6led  for  felo- 
nioufly  publifhing  and  uttering  fe- 
veral  tprged  fcrip  receipts  for 
i6,oool.  uock,  3  per  cent,  an- 
nuities, with  intent  to  defraud 
Francis  Barroneau,  efq.  and  the  go- 
vernors and  company  of  the  bank 
of  England.  In  this  indictment 
there  were  twelve  counts,  to  all  of 
which  he  pleaded  guilty.  The  lord 
chief  baron  admoniihed  the  prifonep 
in  a  very  pathetic  manner  to  alter 
his  plea,  it  being  repugnant  to  the 
wiih  of  all  criminal  courts  in  this 
country,  as  well  as  diametrically 
oppofite  to  the  intent  of  the  law,  to 
convift  a  fubjcA  upon  his  own  con- 
felHon.    His  lordfliip  alfo  apprifed 


him  of  bis  fate,  in  cafe  he  did  not 
recant,  and  begged  him  not  to  de- 
ceive himfelf  in  apprehending,  tliat 
by  fuch  a  plea  there  was  a  greater 
probability  of  mercy  being  ihewn 
to  him  :  That  ^y  pleading  guilty, 
he  probably  was  the  cauie  of  his 
own  death,  as  there  niight  be  fome 
circumfbmces  in  the  cotirfe  of  the 
evidence  to  be  brought  in  fupporC 
of  the  indictment,  that  would,  in 
point  of  law4  prove  favourable  to 
nim.  On  the  indi£tn>ent  beinjg  read 
a  fecond  time,  and  being  aiked  whe- 
ther he  was  guilty  of  the  felonies 
therein  mentioned,  he  anfwered  as' 
before;  when  Mr.  Gaitow,  cdunfcl 
for  the  profecution,  addreifed  him 
to  the  fame  purport  as  the  lord  chief 
baron,  but  with  as  little  effect :  in 
confequence  of  which,  judge  Grofe 
aiked  the  prifoner  what  were  his 
reafons,  for  pleading  guilty,  after  he 
had  been  advifed  to  the  contrary  \ 
to  which  he  anfwered^  the  poig- 
nancy of  his  own  feelings,  on  re- 
fleAing  that  his  fitter  was  the  prin- 
cipal evidence  againft.  him.  Im- 
mediately on  which,  his  counfel, 
Meffrs.  Wood  and  Knowles,  direA- 
ed  him  to  demur  to  the  indidnient, 
as  by  fo  doing  the  determination 
of  the  cafe  would  devolve  to  the 
judges,  which  he  complied  with. 
The  prifoner's  lifter  had  been  em- 
ployed by  him,  to  appear  in  the 
drefs  of  a  man,  in  order  to  fell  the 
fa  id  receipts  j  but  the  forgery  being 
difcovered,  before  the  tranfaAion 
could  be  completed,  (he  was  ap- 
prehended, and,  to  fave  her  own 
life,  confented  to  become  evidence. 

20.  This  day  the  demurrer  of 
James  Lyon  to  the  indidlment 
charging  him  with  forgery,  came 
on  to  be  argued  at  the  Old  Bailey ; 
but  the  decifion  of  it  was  poft- 
poned  to  a  future  day. 

21.  A  melancholy  accident  hap- 
pened in  a  coalpit,  liear  Newcaftie, 

(A  3)  by 
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by  holing  an  oM  wafle,  charged 
with  inflammable  air,  whicli  in- 
ilantly  took  fire  from  one  of  the 
workmcn*s  cantfles;  Ah  explofion 
chfued,  by  which  were  killed  45 
men  and  boys,  and  16  horfes. 

Bath^  Jan,  23.  At  our  quarts 
ftfiions  came  on  the  trial  ofGyrgc 
Wilkinfon,  a  journeyman  printer, 
for  feditiou^  exprdffions.  The  iu- 
didment  allfc^cd,  that  the  prifoner 
frequently  wiflicd  «  fuccefs  to  the 
French,  and  down  with  the  alKes  ;*• 
that  *•  The  king  and  his  mfniftcrs 
ifrere  villains,"  &c.  The.  words  be- 
ing  proved,  the  counfel  for  the 
ptTfoner  relied  his  defence  upon 
the  words  being  the  vague  and  idle 
expreilions  of  2  thoughtlefs  young 
ihan,  that  carried  with  them  no  dc- 
llgn  of  a  pernicious  import.  The 
jury  found  him  gtriky,  and  the 
^ourt  pronouncied  a  '  fentenee  of 
four  months  im^rifonment,  to  pay 
a  fine  of  aosr.  and  find  fecurity  for 
one  year,  himfelf  in  50I.  and  two 
iui'eties  in  itL  each, 

28.  The  following  are  fome  cir* 
cnmftances  attending  a  latemarriM;e 
between  a  branch  of  the  royal  fa- 
mily and  the  t!aughtci^  of  th6  earl 
of  Dunmore. 

About  eighteen'  months  ago*,  lady 
Dunmore,  whofe  hufband  is  go- 
Ternor  of  the  Bahama  Iflands,  went 
with  her  two  daughters  to  Italy, 
where  they  r^fided  till  very  lately. 
His  royal  highnefs  prince  Auguf- 
tus,  being  at  Rome,  met  with  thofe 
ladies,  and  very  naturally  courted 
their  agreeable  fociety ;  the  confe- 
quence  of  which  was  a  muttral  at- 
tachitient  between  his  royal  high- 
nefs and  lady  Augufta  Murrajr,  and 
they  were  there  married. 

Lady  Augufta  became  pregnant, 
and  returned  to^England.  His  royal 
highnefs  did  the  fame  ;  and,  at  the 
inftance  of  the  lady  and  herfrIendS| 
a  fecoud  marriage  took  place. 


The  parties  were  regularly  t&dl 
in  the  cliurch  of  St.  Gcorgc'ff  Han- 
over-fqiiare,  in  November  kft^ , 
and,  on  the  ^tb  of  EbceoMw, 
were  again  nniCed^  according  to 
the  ceremonies  of  the  churcB  of 
England)  under  the  nagies  of  Aiigiif« .

Yefterday  came 
on,  in  the  court  of  King^s  Bench| 
the  trial  of  Archibald  Hamilton 
Rowan,  efq.  on  an  i'nfontiation 
€x  0ffcio^  fcff  pnhAiihmgj  on  the 
1 6th  of  December,  179a,  a  falfc^ 
fcandalous,  malicious,  and  feditious 
libel,  purporting  to  be  an  addreis 
from  the  United  Ifiibmen  of  Dub- 
lin to  the  volunteers  of  Ireland^ 
iigned  by  Mr.  Rowan,  jfe  feci3itaiy» 
againft  .  his  majefty's  govcrnment» 
&c.  A  perfon,  who,  in  June  laft, 
received  an  enligncy  in  the  40th 
regiment  without  purchafe,  was 
called  to  prove  the  publication.

I.  The  total  amount  of  the 
French  emigrants  brought  off  by 
the  Britifli  from  Toulon,  appears 
now,  fit>m  the  mufter  returned  to 
government,  to  amount  to  14,877 
men,  women,  and  children. 

4.  Yefierday  evening,  a  dreadful 
accident  happened  at  the  Little  *" 
Theatre  in  the  Hay-market.  Their 
tnajefties  had  commanded  the  play, 
and  there  was  a  great  crowd  afiem- 
bled  before  the  pit-door.  ^  poor 
woman  having  been  thrown  down, 
the  f)eople  kept  puihing  forward, 
others  were  thrown  over  her,  and 
all  were  trampled  upon  by  the 
crowd,  who  pailed  over  their  bo- 
dies into  the  houfe.  The  pit  lies 
lower  than  the  threfiihoJd  of  the 
dooi^  leading  into  it :  thofe  there- 
fore who  go  in  mufl  go  down  a 
flep.  Heft  it  was  that  tne  mifchief 
happened  i  for  the  people  who  were 
the  unfortunate  fufferers,  either  not 
knowing  any  thing  of  this  ilep,  or 
being  horned  on  by  the  prefiure  of 


the  crowd  behind,  fell  down,  while 
thofe  who  followed  imm^liat^ly 
were,  by  the  fiune  irrefiftible  im- 
pulfe,  hurried  ovier  them*  The 
fccne  that  enfued  may  be  eaiier 
conceived  thaii  defcribed ;  the , 
(creams  of  the  dying  and  the 
maimed  were  truly  ihocking ;  whiie 
thofe  who  were  literally  trampling 
thcup  fellow-creatures  to  death,  had 
it  not  in  their  power  to  avoid  the. 
mifchief  they  were  doing.  One* 
could  fcarcely  have  believed  that 
fo  many  could  have  been  killed  in 
fo  fmall  a  fpace.  Seven  bodies^, 
completely  lifelefs,  were  carried 
into  Mr.  Wynch's  the  druggift, 
next  door  to  the  dieatre,  fomc  td 
the  (hops  of  other  medical  gentle- 
men,  and  the  remainder  to  St. 
Martin's  watch-houfe,  to  be  own- 
ed. Medical  aid  was  called  in,  and 
every  thing  done  to  reftore  anima- 
tion, if  it  were  only  fufprnded; 
but  we  are  forry  that  fuccefs  at- 
tended the  procefs  in  one  cafe  only, 
which  was  that  of  Mr.  Brandram, 
Tooley-ibreet,  whofe  fifter-in-law, 
nephew,  and  niece,  were  killed. 

The  following  is  the  melancholy 
lift  of  thofe  who  periihed  :

'7.Yeftcrday  morning,  the  arri- 
val of  the  Swallow  packet  at  Tor- 
bay,  with  marquis  Comwallis,  part 
of  his  fnitc,  colonel  Rofs,  private 
fecretary,  and  captain  Apfley,  aid- 
du-camp,  on  board,  was  announced 
at  th«  India  Houfe. 

The  Swallow  left  Madras  the 
ibth  of  October,  and  was  convoy- 
ed by  admiral  Cornwaliis  to  the 
fouthward  of  the  equator,  arrived 
at  St.  Helena  the  15th  of  December, 
and  failed  thence  the  igthv 

When  the  Swallow  left  India, 
all  the  prefidencie^  ^nd  poflcffions 
of  the  company  were  in  an  unex- 
ampled ftate  of  profperiiy. 

Tippoo  Sultan  had  made  all  his 
payments,  and,  what  is  ftill  better, 
given  the  nioft  decided  opinion 
againft  the  condu£b  of  the  French, 
pledging  himfelf  to  liaVe  no  con?

ing  'been  made   in  the  coan  of 
Kmg^s- bench,  to  fet  afide  the  ver- 
diA  in  the  cafe  of  the  king  againft 
Mr.  Rowan,  the  chief  juilice  deli- 
vered his  fentiments  on  the  three 
grounds   on    which    the    motion 
refted,  as  (hited  in  Mr.  Rowan's 
affidavit.     The  two  firft  were  ob- 
je<aions  to  Mr.  GiflFard,  the  ibe- 
riff,  and  Mr.  Perrin,  one  of  the 
jurors,  which,  after  fomc  obferva- 
tions,  were  both  over-ruled.  With 
refpeft  to  the  third  ground  of  the 
motion,  the  incredibility  of  the  evi- 
dence, heobferved,  that  it  would  be 
produftive  of  the  rooft  formidable 
confequences,  if  evidence  were  fuf- 
fered to  be  adduced  after  a  trial, 
to  invalidate  evidence  'wluch  had 
been  given  upon  the  trial-     If  that 
were  admitted,  a  convidion  could 
never  take  place,  while  a  man  could 
be  foi3nd  to  fwear,  that  he  believed 
another  was  not  to  be  credited  on 
his  oath.     It  woidd  induce  perjury, 
and  that  kind  Sf  perjury  which 
would  elude  punilhment.    It  would 
transfer  the  office  of  the  jurors  to 
the  judge,  and  totally  fubvert  the 
trial  by  jury.     He  cited  a  cafe,  to 
prove  that,  even  in  cafes  where  in- 
competent witncfles  had  been  ex- 
amined,   that    incompetence    was 
not  judged  a  fufficient  ground  for 
fetting  afide   the  verdi^,   though 
the  incompetence  was  a  pbint  en- 
tirely   within   the   power    of  the 
court,  whereas  the  province  (rf  de- 
termining on  the  incredibility  of 
the  evidence  was  peculiar  to  the 
jury.     . 

The  defendant's  council,  he  ob* 
ferved,  had  furprifed  the  jprofccu- 
tors  with  a  new  ground  of  obje^- 
ion  to  the  vcrdiS,  not  mentioned 
in  the  notice,  viz.  the  illegality  of 
the  charge  given  by  the  court  to 
the  jury. 

His  lordfliip  faid,  he  would  re- 
peat that  part  of  the  charge  alluded 
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to,  which  wfts  in  ftibflance  thif<- 
**  that  thecOBDCti  for  the  profecu* 
tion  which  ftated  the  non-produc- 
tion of  evidence  on  the  part  of 
the  d^endant  as  ftrongly  tending 
to  proire  liis  gailt,  had  ilruck  him 
very  fbrcibiy  ;  that  he  had  advert, 
ed  thtan  to  the  nature  of  the  fa^ 
charged,  which  was  of  a  very  pub- 
lic nature,  and  of  courfe  afforded  • 
means  of  refutation ;  that  if  the 
jury  believed  an  event  gf  fuch  pub- 
licity, that  between  one  and  two 
hundred  perfons  were  concerned 
in  it^  had  happened,  it  was  in  his 
mind  a  volume  of  evidence  again  ft 
the  defendant,  that  he  had  pro- 
duced no  witneis  to  rebut  the  fadks 
charged  on  hiiA." 

This,  his  lord  (hip  infilled,  did 
not  amount. to  an  aifertion  that 
the  iilence  of  the  defendant  ihould 
be  taken  to  fupply  the  deficiency 
of  hw  evidence. 

Council  had  faid,  that  the  affida- 
vits now  before  the  court  ought 
to  be  takexi  as  true.  Even  if  they, 
were,  his  lordfhip  obferved,  they 
did  not  contradi^  any  one  fpecific 
fad  proved  on  the  trial.  He  here 
recapitulated  the  evidence,  and  ob- 
lervcd  it  was  on  the  fulnefs  of 
this  tedimony  of  Mr.  Rowan's 
guilt,  he  had  charged  the  jury,  and 
not  on  the  principle  that  his  iilence 
fliould  be  taken  as  proof  of  the 
fact.  If,  however,  the  charge  to 
the  jury  were  really  liable  to  ob- 
jeftion,  the  obje^Sion  now  came  too 
late,  as  it  had  not  been  mentioned 
in  the  notice  fervcd  on  the  profecu- 
tors.  His  lordfhjp concluded  by  de- 
claring his  opinion,  that  the  ver- 
did  ought  not  to  be  fet  afide.  Mr. 
juftice  Boyd  •and  Mr.  juftice 
Downes  concurred  in  the  faii»e  opi- 
nion, the  latter  obferving,  in  par- 
ticular, that  even  in  cafes  of  felony, 
where  no  evidence  appears  for  the 
profecution,  perhaps,  biK  that  of 


a  common  infermer,  the  non-pro* 
dud  ion  of  exculpatory  evidence  bf 
the  culprit  is  confidered  as  adding 
weight  to  thdteflimony  againfthim^ 
other  wife  perhaps  little  defervuig 
of  credit. 

Mr.  juftice  Boyd  then  pronoun* 
^ed  the  fentence,  which  was  im- 
prifonment  for  two  years,  a  fine  of 
500I.  and  fccurity  for  good  beha- 
viour for  feven  years— Mr.  Rowan 
in  aoool.  and  two  others  in  loooU 
each. 

Falmouth^  Feh,  8.  The  Ante- 
lope packet  failed  from  Port  Royal, 
Nov.  27.  On  the  ill  of  .Decem- 
ber, on  the  coaft'of  Cuba,  not  far 
from  Cumberland  harbour,  (he  fbQ 
ia  with  two  fchooners,  of  fome 
force ;  upon  which  the  mailer  bore 
up  for  Jamaica.  The  Atalante,  one 
of  the  privateers,  outfailed  her 
confort,  left  her,  continued  the 
chafe  all  day,  and  till  about  four 
P.  M.  when  the  wind  failing,  fhe 
rowed  up  with  the  packet,  and 
having  exchanged  feveral  (hots, 
iheered  off  again.  During  the 
night  ftie  frequently  bore  down, 
and  ihot  was  fired  on  both  fides. 
At  five  on  Monday  morning,  it 
being  calm,  flie  rowed  up  and 
grappled  the  Antelope  on  the  (lar- 
board (ide,  pouring  in  a  broadfide, 
and  made  an  attempt  to  board, 
which  was  rcpulfea  with  great 
flanghter. 

By  this  broadfide,  unfortunately, 
Mr.  Curtis,  the  raafter,  who  com- 
manded, fell,  as  did  the  iliip's 
lleward,  and  a  French  gentleman, 
aid-de  camp  to  monfieur  Loppi- 
not,  a  pafienger ;  and  the  firft  mate 
was  fliot  through  the  bod).  The 
command  then  devolved  on  the 
boatfvvain,  (for  the  fecoiid  mate 
had  died  of  the  fever  after  their 
failing  from  Port  Royal)  who,  with 
the  few  brave  men  left,  aflifted  by 
the  paffengers,    rcpuU'ed  repeited 
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attempts  to  boards  during  a  con- 
lidevable  time  the  vefTels  were 
aioDgrfide.  The  lioatfwaiii,  at  lafl, 
obferving  that  they  had  cut  their 
grappUogs,  and  were  attempting  to , 
.  flieer  off»  ran  aloft  himfeif,  and 
laftied  the  privateer's  fquare-fail  yard 
t<^  the  Antelope's  fore  (hroudsi  and 
immediately  pouring  in  a  few  v oi- 
lier of  fmall  arms,  which  did  great 
execution,  the  furvivors  of  the 
fchoooer's  cxew  called  for  quarter, 
which  was  immediately  granted 
them,  notwithfhnding  they  had 
the  bloody  flag  hoiiled  diiring  the 
whole  of  the  a6iion»  The  prize 
was  taken  polTefliofi  of,  and  carried 
into  Annotta  Bay  sdbout  eleven 
next  morning* 

The  Antelope  failed  from  Port 
Royal  with  27  hands,  but  had  loft 
four  before  the  a6lion  by  the  fever, 
amd  had  then  two  unfil  for  duty ;  fo 
that  reckoning  four  dead,  two  ill, 
and  the  do^or,  who  muft  necef- 
.  farily  go  to  his  quarters  in  the 
cockpit,  they  entered  the  engage- 
ment with  only  20  men,  befiJe  the 
pailengers. 
The  following  is  a  lift  of  the  killed

vateer:

L^y^talante  was  fitted  out  at 
Charleflon,  and  iiad  been  out  a 
BiOiithy  during  which  period  (lie 
bad  captured  a  Bermudean  brig. 
.  The  behaviour  of  Mr.  Nodin, 
fprmerly  a  midfhipman,  is  faid  by 
xponfieur  Loppinot  to  furpafs  de- 
scription. He  flood  by  the  helm 
afid  worked  the  ihip,  armed  with  a 
mufket  and  pike,  which  he  alter- 
AateLy  tnade  ufe  of.  When  he  pcr- 
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ceived  the  men  climbing  the  quar* 
ters,  he  quitted  the  helm,  and  with 
the  pike  difpatched  alt  that  came 
within  his  reach,  returning  at  pro- 
per intervals  to  right  the  rcSd, 
With  this  inftrument,  and  the 
muiket,  he  killed  feveral  men,  and 
continued  his  aftonifbing  ezertioos 
for  more  than  an  hour  and  a  quar- 
ter. 

When  the  enemy  called  for 
quarter,  more  than  twenty  men  lay 
dead  on  the  decks,  and  feverd 
more  had  fallen  into  the  water: 
on  boarding  her,  thcv  found  a  very 
large  quantity  of  ladies'  and  gentle- 
men's weanng-apparel,  piliagcd, 
no  doubt,  from  fome  veflels  they 
had  previoufly  fallen  in  with. 

A  reprefentation  having  been 
made  to  the  lieutenant-governor 
of  Jamaica,  and  to  the  fioufe  of 
Affembly,  of  the  gallant  condud  of 
the  ofHcers  and  crew  belonfi;iDg  to 
the  Antelope  packet,  the  lum  of 
500  guineas  was  immediately  voted 
to  be  diflributed  as  under,  viz. 

200  to  the  widow  and  family  of  Mr. 

Curtis,  the  late  mafier. 
100  to  the  mate. 
lOo  to  the  boatfwain* 
1 00  to  the  crew. 

10.  Yeftcrday  came  on,  in  the 
court  of  King's  Bench,  the  cafe  of 
Mr.  Purefoy.  It  was  flatcd  that  a 
bill  of  indictment  was  found  againft 
the  prifoner  by  the  grand  jury  for 
the  county  of  Kent,  for  the  wilful 
murder  of  Henry  Koper;  and  that 
he  not  having  appeared  and  plead- 
ed to  that  indi£lment,  the  procffs 
of  outlawry  had  liTu^d  againft  him, 
and  in  confcquence  he  flood  at- 
tainted of  felony  and  muidcr.  He 
was  therefore  afked,  what  caufe  he 
could  fhew  why  execution  ihou Id 
not  be  awarded  againfl  bim  ac- 
cording to  law  .>  Mr.  f^rtfoy 
prayed  that  a  writ  of  error  rrn^ht 

be  alio\vc|J,.on  the  ground  ibat  »^, 
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the  tmic  fbt  proccfs  of  otitlawry 
was  awarded  againlt  him,  and  long 
before  and  after,  he  tras  ia  parts 
beyond  the  feas,  to  ^at,  at  Tour- 
nay  in  FlaYider*,  and  that  confe- 
qucntly  he  could  not  furrendcr 
himfelf :  and  thctrfore  he  prayed 
that  the  outlawry  might  be  re- 
vcrfed.  Mr.  attorney-general  ad- 
hiitted  tfie  tnitli  of  tliat  h&.  Mr. 
juftice  Aihhurfl  therefore  ordered 
the  outlawry  to  be  reverfed,  and 
Mr.  Purefoy  to  be  reftofcd  to  every 
thing  he  had  loft  by  the  judgment. 
Mr.  attorney-general  then  obtained 
a  writ  of  procedendo  to  carry  the 
inditflment  back  to  the  allizes,  in 
order  that  the  piifoner  Alight  be 
tried.  The  lord  chief  jufticc  then 
ordered  Mr.  Purefoy  to  be  re- 
manded. 

II.  Tetter  day  mnrning  early  Mr. 
Muir,  under  fentencc  of  tranlport- 
alion,  was  conveyed  from  New- 
gate to  the  place  appointed  for  his 
embarkation  tor  New  South  Wales. 
Mr.  Palmer  was  fent  off  fomc  days 
ago.  ^    ' 

13.  Informatibii  was  on  Monday 
received  at  the  Sierra-Leone  houfe, 
of  the  progrefs  of  the  colony  at 
Sierra  Leone  to  the  20th  of  De- 
cember laft.  TTie  natives  con- 
tinued perfectly  friendly ;  the 
neighbouring  chiefs  fhewcd  every 
defirc  of  being  conne«^ed  with  the 
company ;  fome  had  fent  their  chil- 
dren to  be  ed\lcated  at  Sierra  Le^ 
one,  and  naany  others  propofed  to 
fend  them  in'  the  enfuing  dry  fea- 
fon.  The  rainy  feafon  had  pafTed 
over  ivithout  any  confiderable 
mortality;  and  the  Nova  Scotia 
colonifts  had  maintained  their 
^Ith,  and  appeared  to  have  be- 
come well  inured  to  the  climate. 

The  trade  was  mnch  more  brifk; 
^"C  cnhivafion  was  advancing  both 
w  the  colony  and  part?  adjacent ; 
^  there  app*art  to  lave  been  no 


difficulty  in  procuring  the  native 
labourers. 

The  rice,  cotton,  and  other  ar* 
tides  in  the  company's  plantation^ 
thrive  exceedingly,  the  fugtr-cajifc 
excepted,  which  had  been  ^^rt  bj 
the  white  an(s.  The  fchools  cif 
the  company  contained  between 
300  and  400  children,  chiefly  No- 
va Scotians,  who  appear  to  hav^ 
made  full  as  much  improvement  as 
is  common  in  European  fchools 
under  iimilar  circumftances.  The 
colony  had  gradually  improved  In 
order,  and  appeared  to  be  advan* 
cing  in  every  xefpe6l. 

An  unfortunate  fire,  hon-eTef^ 
had  happened  on  board  the  com- 
pany's ilorefhip  York,  by  which, 
ihe  was  entirely  confumed,  to- 
gether  with  ail  fuch  articles  as 
happened  to  be  then  on  board,  of 
which  the  value,  if  eftimated  at 
prime  coft,  might  be  6000I.  or 
90D0I. ;  feveral  thoufand  pounds 
thereof  being  African  produce, 
which  was  on  the  point  of  being 
fent  to  England.  1  he  whole  lofs, 
including  5ie  vahie  of  the  (liip  and 
the»ettimated  profits  and  charges  t^ 
be  added  to  the  prime  coft  of  the 
goods,  is  computed  by  the  gover- 
nor and  council,  on  a  rough  cal- 
culation, to  amount  to  betwceii 
14,000!.  aiid  15,000!. 

19.  There  never  was  a  meafure 
fo  completely  efFc^hial,  as  that  im- 
mediately proved,  which -was  kft 
j^eai-  adopted  by  parliamentj  for 
granting  aid  to  private  cremt  by 
the  means  of  exchequer  bills. 

Though  it  was  laid,  that  £vt 
millions  would  be  a  fum  too  pnaU 
to  be  of  fervice,  and  that  nothing 
could  ftop  the  tide  of  bankruptcy  5 
yet  of  the  5,000,0001.  of  ex- 
chequer bills  that  Tl^'ere  allowed^ 
there  were  applied  for,  before  ihd 
5th  of  Auguft>  to  no  greater  a- 
hicnint  than  5,724,-824l.  of  whkk 
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were  granted  only  2,139,200!.  The 
two  firft  payments  of  this  loan 
liave  been  pundually  nude :  a  h& 
which  proves,  that  temporary  relief 
only  was  wanted,  and  to  no  great 
amouvt.  The  alacrity  of  parlia- 
ment to  fupport  the  credit  of  the 
country,  was  itfelf  relief.  The 
month  of  May,  1753,  was  the 
epoch  of  the  greateft  number  of 
bankruptcies  ;  they  \  greatly  de- 
creafed  in  June;  they  decreafed 
Hill  more  in  July ;  they  continued 
to  decreafe  in  Auguft;  and  in 
September  they  fell  to  be  nearly  on 
a  par  with  the  numbers  in  Septem- 
ber 1792. 

The  merchants  in  the  capital 
received  fomething  lefs  than  one 
million  ;  at  Manchefter,  about 
a  50,000!.  at  Liverpool  130,000!. 
and  at  Briftol  only  40,000!.  It 
appeared  that  moft  of  the  b>ank- 
ruptcies  arofe  from  illegal  fpecu- 
lations,  and  an  avaricious  cxteiifion 
of  capital. 

^  21.  At  the  feffions-houfe  in  the 
Old  Bailey,  on  WednclBay,  Mr. 
juftict  Buller  delivered  the  opi-. 
nion  of  tlie  judges  upon  the  re- 
fcrved  cafe  of  Jeremiah  Reading, 
who  had  been  tried  and  convieled 
St  a  former  feflions,  of  forging  tl/e 
acceptance  to  a  bill  of  exchange, 
purporting  to  be  drawn  at  Briflol, 
and  directed  to  John  King,  of 
Berkeley -fqu are.  It  appeared  up- 
on the  .trial,  that  no  Inch  perfon 
was  to  be  found  as  John  King. 
The  indidlment  ftated  the  bill  to , 
be  direAed  to  John  King  by  the 
name  and  defcription  of  John 
Ring.  The  judges  were  of  opinion, 
that  this  defcription  was  errone- 
ous, and  repugnant  to  the  prcci- 
lion  the  law  required  in  the  form 
of  indiftmcnts,  and  that  therefore 
the  judgment  ought  to  be  arrefted. 
The  cafe,  however,  being  of  great 
public  importance,  the  judges  were 


of  opinion  that  the  prifbner  ojight 
not  to  be  difc barged,  as  the  profe- 
cutor  was  at  liberty  to  prefer  a 
new  indi(5lment  againfi  him.  The 
prifoner  was  of  courfc  detuned  in 
cuftodj^.    See  Fd.  XIF'.  page  ii^). 

24.  This  day  accounts  were  re- 
ceived in  town  by  the  Minerva, 
from  Bengal,  for  Oftend  ;  that  the 
Princefs  Royal  Bail  Indiaman,  out- 
ward-bound, on  the  a  7th  oi  Sep- 
tember laft,  near  the  Sunda  Iflandf, 
fell  in  with  three' French  firigates, 
and  engaged  them  for  upward  of 
one  hour,  when  fhe  was  obliged  to 
ftrike  to  their  fupcrior  force. 

25.  Yeflerday  came  on,  at  the 
feffions-koufc  in  the  Old   Baile), 
the  trjal  of  Mr.  Eaton,  bookfeller, 
in  Newgate-ftreet,  for  a  libel,  con- 
tained   in    a    paniphlet,     entitled 
*  Hogs  Wafli,  or  Folitics  for  iht 
People.'    The  libel  charged  was  a 
ftory  told  at  a  debating  lociety,  of 
a  man  who  kept  a  game  cock.  The 
indi(5lment  charged,  that  under  this 
fable  of  a  Game  Cock,  the  prefent 
King  was  intended;  and   that  it 
was  publil]\ed  with  a  view  to  ex- 
cite difaffcdion  to  the  king  and  the 
regal  government  of  tliis  countr)*, 
and  to  ftir  up  fedition.     The  in- 
dictment   was     opened     by    Mr. 
fielding  for  the  crown.    Mr.,  Gur- 
ney  appeared  as  counfel   for  the 
defendant.     .The  jury  found  the 
defendant,   not  guilty.'     See  FoL 
XIF.  pnge  (20)  and  (26), 

28.  This  day  came  on  to  be 
tried  in  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  an  aflion  for  damages,  of 
confiderable  importance  to  authon 
and  reviewers.  The  plaintiff,  Mr. 
Swinton,  publlfbed,  in  17921 
'  Travels  into  Norwav,  Denmark, 
and  iluflia,  in  17B8,  1789,  1790, 
and  1 791.*  This  work  was  re- 
viewed in.  Jiily  1792,  in  the  Criti- 
cal R  eview.  'The  plaintiff  atleg'jd, 
that  in  this  review  of  the  book,  it 
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was  inCnuated  that  he  was  one  of 
thofc  vriters  of  travels,  *\vho  are 
fcarcely  ever  out  of  their  clofets ;' 
the  work,  ia  other  refpefts,  was' 
roughly  handled;  and  he,  con- 
ceiving that  he  had  been  injured 
both  in  his  cliarafter,  and  in  the 
fale  of  the  book,  brought  the  pre- 
fcnt  adtioQ  againft  melTrs.  Robin- 
fon,  bookfellers,  the  publifliers  of 
the  Critical  Review. 

The  lord  chief  juftice  explained 
to  the  jury,  that  this  was  a  cafe 
very  different  from  common  libel 
cafes.     It  was  a  cafe  of  criticifm, 
which,  if  not  left  hlr  and  open,  the 
greateft  injury  would  accrue  to  li- 
terature.    The  plaintiff  had  made 
out  no  cafe  of  lofs  or  damage  what- 
evei; ;  and  as  to  its  being  infinuated 
that  he  had  compofed  this  work  in 
his  clofet,  the  public  might  per- 
haps be   as   deUrous  to  read  the 
book,  as   if  he  had  a^ially  tra- 
velled: they  might  be  defirous  to 
know  how  well  a  man  can  write 
fiftion.      His*  lordfhip    inftanced 
two  books,   with  which   he  pre- 
fumed    the    jury    were    well  ac- 
quainted—Gulliver's Travels  and 
Robinfon  Crufoe.     He   did    not 
conceive    that    the    plaintiff   had 
proved  any  lofs  from  the  review, 
vhich,  however,  the  jury   might 
read  and  confider ;.  and   if  they 
were  convinced  that  he  had  been 
injured,  they  would  no  doubt  af-^ 
ford  a  compenfation. 

The  jury,  without  going  out  of 
court,  gave  a  verdi^  for  the  defen- 
dants. 

MARCH. 

t.  Yefterday  was  tried,  in  the 
court  of  King's  Bench,  an  ai^ion 
for  criminal  converfation,  brought 
^Y  Bernard  Howard,  efq.  prefump- 
tivc  heir  to  the  duke  of  Norfolk, 
apinll  Mr.  Bingham,  fon  of  the 


earl  of  Lucan,  for  feducing  his 
wife,  lady  Elizabeth  Howard, 
daughter  of  tlie  earl  of  Faucon- 
berg. 

The  counfel  for  the  defeudaDt 
admitted,  that  Mr.  Bingham  had 
lived  in  intimacy  with  lady  Eliza- 
beth, fSnce  the  time  of  the  fepara- 
tion,  which  took  place  the  3-4.th  of 
July,  1793. 

The  counfel  for  the  plamtifF 
produced  feveral  witnefles  to  ihew 
the  great  attention  of  Mr.  Bingham 
to  lady  Elizabeth,  previoufly  to  the 
feparation,  by  which  he  was  de- 
prived of  the  affcjflions  of  his  wife, 
and  which  was  the  caufe  of  her  fe- 
parating  from  him.  The  proper 
refped  paid  by  Mr.  Howard  to  his 
lady,  was  alfo  fully  proved. 

Mr.  Erfkine,  for  the  defendant 
ftated,  that  Mr.  Howard  married 
lady  Elizabeth  on  the  a4th  of  April^ 
1789.  He  had  iflue  by  her  the 
12th  of  Auguft  1791 ;  and  he  was 
happy  that  it  was  univerfally  al* 
lowed,  that  this  iffue  was  the  child 
of  Mr.  How<.rd,  prefumptive  heir 
of  the  duke  of  Norfolk.  The 
parties  had  feparated  the  24th  of 
July  1793,  and  no  evidence  pro- 
duced, made  aeainft  his  client,  but 
cohabitation  fince  the  feparation. 
He  obferved,  that  this  unfortunate 
woman  was  dragged  a  vi^Vim  to  the 
marriage-bed,  without  having  the 
leaft  love  for  Mr.  Howard.  He 
lamented  the  little  attention  paid 
to  matches  among  the  nobility. 
He  wi(l)ed  they  were  concluded 
by  the  dilates  of  love,  and  not  by 
the  regard  of  fortune  and  con- 
nexions. It  was  too  often  the  cafe, 
that  the  object  of  matrimony  a- 
mong  them  was,  to  blend  the  efcut- 
cheon  of  one  noble  houfe  with 
that  of  another,  and  exalt  the 
unfortunate  couple  to  imaginary 
confequence  by  the  facrifice  of  pri- 
vate happincfs.    He  would  prove, 
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tint  the  privilege  of  a  huiband  w^s 
denied.  Mr.  Howard  for  months, 
which  fuUv  (hewed  her .  rooted 
averfion  to  him.  He  faid,  that  da- 
mages could  not  be  the  object  of 
Che  plaintiff;  to  ground  a  divorce, 
was  what  caufed  him  to  look  for  a 
Terdi^.  He  would  (how,  he  faid, 
the  noble  condu£^  of  his  cHent  in 
cndeavourinff  to  fubdue  his  paf-. 
^ons,  by  withdrawing;  from  ^  the 
obje&  of  his  love  and  adoration ; 
to  whom  he  ]>aid  unremitting  at- 
tention previoufly  to  her  marrriage 
with  Mr.  Howard;  and  he  con- 
cluded with  remarking,  as  to  the 
<damage(,  that  it  would  not  be  ere- 
iHtable  for  the  jury  to  give  what  it 
would  be  difgraceful  to  the  piain- 
titFto  receive. 

The  witneiTes  were  then  called 
in  behalf  of  the  defendant :  Mrs. 
BiAop  depoCed,  that  (lie  was  at- 
tendant on  lady  .  Elizabeth  ;  \\nis 
with  her,  in  her  own  chajnber,  the 
morning  fiie  went  to  be  married  to 
Mr.  Howard  j  that  that  morniuK 
ihe  cried  very  mucii,.and  appeared 
extremely  unhappy.  The  mar- 
riage was  celebraied  in  lord  Fau- 
conberg's  drawing-room.  After 
the  fervice,  they  left  town:  the 
witnefs  had  left  town  before  them, 
to  prepare  things  for  receiving 
them.  On  their  arrival,  they 
went  into  the  room  where  the  wit- 
pefswas:  tvhen  Mr*.  Howard  left 
the  room,  lady  Elizabeth  cried 
much:  (he  attended  lady  Elizabe^ 
to  bed  that  night ;  (be  again  wept, 
appeared  ^rtreffed^  and  trembled 
extremely.  Lady  £li2abeth  was 
young,  beautiful,  and-  about  the 
fame  age  with  Mr.  Howard.  When 
^e  was  quitting  the  room,  lady 
jBJa^ahetli  defired  the  witnefs  to 
call  her  early  the  next  morning. 
The  witnefs  called  her  at  nine 
p'clock.  On  Mr.  Howard's  quit- 
ting (J^  r9Qiu,  lady  Elizabetb.thrcw 


herfdf  round  the  wk nefi's  neck, 
cried    l^itt^^ly,  but  faid   nothiog. 
The  witnefs  put   her  to  bed  the 
fecond  night,  but   lady  ^izabeth 
continued    iu   the  fame   fituatioo 
above  a  fortnight.    They  remained 
in  the  country  three  weeks.    Lady 
Elizabeth  theu  returned  to  be  pre- 
{^ated  at  St.  James's:  when  they 
came  to  town,  (he  returned  home 
very  late,  fometimes  at  three  or 
four  o'clock.     Mr.  Howard  con- 
ftantly  retired  to  bed  before  lady 
Elizabeth  :  when  they  came  home, 
(he  often  cried,  threw  berfelf  ina 
chair,  often  went  to  ilccp  in  it,  and 
with  difficulty  was  prevailed  on  to 
go  to  bed.    On  the  wixnels's  a/k- 
ing her  once  to  go  to  bed,  (he  (aid 
il)e  would  as  foou  go  to  Newgate. 
She  recolleaed  lady  Elizabeth's  re- 
turning from  walking  in  KenfiDg- 
ton  gardens :  when  fl^e  came  honie, 
(he  appeared  extremely  unhappy. 
On  afking  what  ailed  her  lady(hip, 
ilie  replied,"* that  (lie  had  ken  Biag- 
ham,  but  that  he  turned  up  his  nak 
and  frowned  at  her.'     The  witnefs 
fpoke  once  to  lady  Elizabeth  about 
her  wedding  clothes,  but  lady  Eli- 
zabeth an(wered,  *  Indeed,  ^olly^ 
when  I  had  them  m  de,  I  did  not 
mean  to  marry  Mr.  Howard.'  The 
witnefs  remembered  lady  Eliasabcth 
leaving  her  huiband's  bed,  and  go- 
ing to  deep  with  her  fifter,  who 
was  in  the  (ame  houfe.    She  never 
heai*d  that  the  leaft  animofity  fub- 
fificd  between  Mr.  Howard  and 
lady  Elizabeth,  or  that  they  had 
any  words.     On  her  crofs-exami- 
nation,  die  faid,  (he  did  not  know 
Mr.  Bingham,  nor  e^^er  heard  «ny 
difcourfe  in  the  £amily  abopt  Mr. 
Bingham  5  nor  ever  heard  tivit  Mr. 
Howard  had  propofed  marriage  to 
lady  Elizabeth  at  the  duchefs  of 
Pevon(hire*s    ball     The   witnefs 
concealed  every  thing  which  pa^^^ 
bptween  lady .  Elizal^th  and  hor. 
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Tkt  mectuig.at  Kemfinglon  Mms  in 
the  firil  yemr  of  her  Jadyihip's  mar- 
riage, 

Mr.  Greville  depeied^  that  he 
wa$  firaaly  perfuaded  that  the  love 
and  a^tacbmftnt  of  lady  Eii^aheth 
and  Mr.  Bii^ham  were  reciprooaL 
He  weli  revncmb^jced  the  tnarriage: 
xht  eged  it  produced  on  Mr.  Bin^- 
Lam  was  die  impairiog  pf  his 
health,  Mr.  Bingham,  in  order  to 
foraet  lady  Elizabeth,  went  to  Badi 
aod  Cheltenham  before  the  mar- 
rkgCi  <U)d  did  not  return  to  JLon- 
don  for  many  months. 

MaiiL  Singleton,  efq.  depofed, 
that  Mr.  tloward  frequently  com- 
plained of  his  wife's  want  of  afFec- 
tioo,  and  had  told  him,  in  particu- 
lar, that,  for  two  months  together, 
file  had  ceiufed  him  the  privilege 
ofahuflxuid. 

Lord  Kenyoo  interrupted  this 
evideace.  This,  faid  his  lordihip, 
is  a  very  melancholy  cafe.  The 
phuntiff  hfts  been  unfortunate  in 
not  having  the  aifedions  of  the 
Vomswi  he  cfpoufed,  hut  his  treat- 
nuentof  her  has  been  nowife  im- 
proper. He  wifiied  the  counfel 
would  (as  a  verdidt  muft  be  fov  the 
Rlaintilf)  leave  the  afcertaining  of 
the  damages  to  him  and  the  jury. 

Ur«  Er&ine  £iid,  he  wished  to 
Heaven  hia  bring  an  umpire  could 
l»ve  prevented  this  buiioefs  from 
coming  bto  a  court  of  juflice,  but 
that  bis  clieot  had  feveral  witne^ 
to  produce,  which  would  fully  ex- 
culpate him  in  the  eyes  of  the  jury, 
tord  George  Conway  faid,  he 
knew  Mr.  Bingham  before  Mr. 
Howard  paid  his  addrcffi»to  lady 
Elizabeth.  His  impreffions  were, 
tliat  lady  Eiiaabeth  and  Mr.  Bing- 
ham were  much  attached ;  and  he 
Knew,  that  immediately  fubfequent 
^0  the  marriage^  Mr.  Bingham  a« 
v<Hded  lady  Eriaab€>U  as  much  as

produce.  I  have  fbme  of  the  moft 
noble  cbara&ors  in  the  couotry  1 1 
muft.alfo  be  obliged  to  introduoe 
lome  of  the  near  relations,  whofe 
feelings  J  wiib  not  to  wound.  I 
will  r^  on  thofe  I  have  produced, 
and  will  leave  the  afcertidniBg  or 
the  damagea  to  your  lordibip  and 
the  jury. 

L^rd  Kemj^*  Gentlemen  of  tfae 
jury,  you  are  now  to  eive  yonr 
decifion  on  this  melancholy  caiii.. 
Since  ^the  time  I  have  had  the  ho* 
'  nour  of  prefiding  over  this  t:ourt, 
I  have  endeavoured  to  make  the 
laws  of  the  land  fubfervient  to  tbe 
laws  of  morality  ;  and,  alfo,  to  en- 
force the  facred  precepts  of  reli- 
gion. I  have  often  had  the  hap- 
pinefs  of  finding  juries  going  witfai 
me,  by  giving  heavy  damages, 
puniihing  the  libertine  who  vio* 
lates  the  law  of  God,  of  fbcial 
duty,  and  religion.  Sometimes, 
plaintiffii  have  procured  fmall  da« 
mages,  and  at  other  times  large; 
but,  gentlonen,  faid  he,.emphati« 
cally,  this  is  a  moSt  unfortunate 
cafe.  You  do  not  here  obferve  the 
plaintiff  making  ufe  of  the  defos- 
dant's  friendftiip,  and  introducing 
him  into  the  ane6^ioii  of  bb  wife ; 
or,  what  is  equally  criminal,  being 
privv  to  their  illicit  amoUr;  but, 
alas  I  it  has  i^peared  that  the  plain* 
tiff  never  had  the  affe^to  of  thia 
woman  :  her  love  was  engaged,  and 
thou^  the  otiged  abfented  him* 
felf  for  «  time,  yet  when  they  meiL 
the  unextinguiihed  flame  lighted 
aeain.  The  defendant,  it  is  true^ 
tiled  his  endeavours,  forfome  time, 
to  bridle  his  afedion :  he  retired 
into  the  country^  Thehttbaiid  haa 
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not,  I  fear,  been  deprived  of  his 
wife's  focicty;  for  he  appears 
n«ver  to  have  ^(Teifed  it.  1  think, 
gendemen,  the  damages  can  *nei- 
ther  be  greats  nor  at  the  fame  time 
Dominal.  This  young  man  Teemed 
to  withdraw  himfelf  from  the  fnare 
into  which  his  pai&ons  had  led 
bun. 

The  jury,  without  retiring, 
Sound  a  verdi6^  of  loool.  damages. 

4.  Ycfterday,  an  officer  arrived  at 
lord  Grenville's  office,  with  letters 
from  Francis  Grofe,  efq.  lieutenant- 
governor  of  New  South  Wales, 
and  from  captain  King,  lieutenant- 
gpvernQr  of  NorfoW  I(]and,  which 
mention  that  the  colonies  were  in 
a  flouriftiing  fituation,  through  the 
indudry  of  the  convicts,  &c. 

7.  A  decree  of  divorce  was  Jaft 
week  given  from  the  commiflary 
(orecdefiaftical)  court  in  Scotland, 
at  the  inftance  of  the  duchefs  of 
Hamilton,  againfl  the  duke  of  Ha- 
milton, for  orim.  emu  by  which  the 
marriage  is  diifolved,  and  either  of 
the  parties  may  marry  again,  with 
certain  re<^ri6tions  as  to  the  after 
marriage  of  the  duke,  laid  down 
in  the  laws  of  Scotland,  following 
the  Roman  law  in  this  refpe^, 
which  is  different  from  the  laws  of 
England.  We  underfland  that 
thefe  reftriftions  prohibit  theper- 
fon  who  is  divorced  from  marrying 
the  perfon  with  whom  he  or  fhe  had, 
by  the  judgment  of  the  CommiiTa- 
ries,  been  round  to  have  cohabited. 

10.  The  fubftance  of  the  libel 
given  in  the  ecclefiaflical  court, 
between  his  majefty  and  lady  Au- 
gufta  Murray,  fets  forth  the  ad  of 
parliament  of  12  Geo.  III.  for  the 
better  regulating  the  future  mar- 
riages of  the  royal  family.  It  goes 
on  to  flate  the  birth  of  prince 
.Auguftus.  Frederick,  at  the  quecn*s 
houfe,  on  the  27th  of  January, 
1.773,  and  his  baptifm  on  the  27th 
of  February,  by  tne  then  archbiihop 


of  Canterbury;  to  prove  which,  a 
copy  18  exhibited  of  the  entry  of  the 
baptifm  taken  from  theregifter  book 
of  bsiptifms  for  the  royal  family, 
kept  by  the  biihop  of  London: 
That  prince  Auguftus  Frederick  is 
a  defcendant  of  the  body  of  king 
George  II.  and  therefore  with- 
in the  meaning  and  intent  of  the 
a^.  of  parliament ;  and,  in  coofc. 
quence  of  the  reftri^ions  therein 
contained,  and  of  his  being  under 
the  25th  yeUr  of  his  age,  he  was 
incapable  of  contra<Eting  marriage 
without  the  king's  content,  figni- 
fied  under  the  great  fcal,  and  de- 
clared in  council. 

The  libel  alleges,  that  his  ma- 
jefty hath  not  at  any  time,  lignified 
under  the  great  feal,  or  in  couocil, 
his  confent  that  pnnce  Augu/his 
Frc'^-rick   Ihould   contra^  matri- 
mony.    It  then  proceeds  to  cbATgCf 
that  in  1 793,  his  highnefs  being  on 
his  travels,  in  Italy,  on  account  of 
his  health,  met  with  lady  Augulb 
Murray  and  her  mother  at  Rome, 
and  they  became  acquainted,  and 
were  frequently  in  company  toge- 
ther  ;  at  which  time  lady  Augafhi 
was  of  the  age  of  3 1  years,  and  the 
prince  a  mmor  under  21 :  That 
foon  after  their  acquaintance,  lady 
Auguila,  notwithftanding  the  a^ 
of   Parliament,   prevailed  on  the 
prince  to  confent  to  be  married  to 
her,  and  a  (hew  of  marriage  be- 
tween them  adually  took  place  at 
lady  Dunmore's  houfe  in  Rome, 
on   the  4th  of  April,  1793.     It 
ilates,  that  fome  dme  in  1 7939  liis 
highnefs  arrived  in  Engkuui,  and 
lady  Augufta  came  to  England  in 
November  laft,  and  went  to  live

.  They  caoie  down,  for  fivme  nrvt^ 
ia  a  loofe  order,  feeminslj  anap- 
piifed  that  chey  had  the  Brit^ 
deet  ia  view.  After  hauFu^  to  the 
wind  .when  they  came  nearer,  they 
,  were  ibme  hours  before  thej  could 
completely  form  in  a  regular  order 
of  battle  upon  the  Aarboard  tack; 
the  Britifli  fleet  condnuhug  as  be- 
fore in  .the  order  of  failing. 

The  time  rcotrired  for  the  enemy 
to  perfe^  this  aifpofitfoh,  kald  faci- 
litated  the  nearer  apprt>ach  of  has 
m^efty's  fleet  to  thcnii  and  for  the 
feparately  appointed  and  detached 
part  of  it,  commaiKled  by  irar  ad* 
nvral  Pailey,  to  be  placed  more  ad- 
vantageo^y  for  making  an  impref^ 
fion  on  th^r  rear.

The  ivfo  opponent  fleets  conti* 
MJfi  -on  the.  ibarboard  tack,  ia  a 
parAllel  direrii<M>,  the  ertcmy  ftUl  to 
windward  the  ren^alnder  of  the 
nights.  The  Bxitlfii  fleet  appear- 
ing in  the  morning  of  the  a9th, 
when  in  order  of  t^ttle^  to  be  far 
enough  adv^ced  for  the  ibips  in 
the  van  to  make  fonae  farther  im- 
prcjOioos  on  the  enemy's  rear»  was 
tacked  ia  fucceiSon  with  that  in* 
tenL 

The  enemy  wore  hereupon  from- 
van  t9  rear,  and  continued  edging 
down  ia  line  a-bead  to  engage  the 
van  of  the  Britifh  ileet;  when  ar- 
rived at  fuch  diftance  as  to.be  juft 
able  to  reach  our  nioft  adranccd 
Ihip,  their  headmoft  il)ips»  as  they 
came  fucccffivcly  iuto  the  wake  of 
their  refpNe^ve  fecoiKb  a  head, 
opened  with  that  diftant  fire  upon 
tKc  hcadmofl  iliips  of  the  Britifli 
van.

in  a(ftion,  between  tlxe  fifth  and 
fixth  Ihip);  in'  the  rear  of  the  ene- 
my's'line.  She  was  put  about  a-' 
gaiui  on  the'  larboard  tack  forth- 
with, after. the  enemy,  in  prepara- 
tion for  renewing  the  a6lion  wath' 
the  advantage  of  that  weathermoft 
fituation. 

The  reft  of  the  Britifii  ilect  behte 
at  this  time  pafling  to  leeward,.  anS 
without  the  ilerurtioft  fliips^moftl^ 
of  the  French  Ihie,  the  enemy  wore 
again  to  the  eail ward  in  fuccefllion' 
for  fuccouring  the  difabled  ihips'  ot 
their  rear;  which  intention,  by 
reafon  of  the  then  difunked  ftate  oj 
the  fleet,  and  havine  no  more 
than  the  two  crippled  fliips,  ll^ 
Bellerophon  and  Leviathan,  at  that 
time  near  me,  I  was  unable  to  ob- 

The  enemy  having  fiicceeded  in 
that  operation,  wore  round  again^ 
after  fome  diftant  cannonading  of 
the  neareft  Britifti  (hips,  occaliona4r 
ly  returned^  and  Hood  away  in  or^ 
der  of  battle  on  the  larboard  taek^ 
followed  by  the  Britlih  fleet  in  the 
fame  onier  ^but  with  the  weather  ' 
gage  retained)  as  fbon  as  the  fiiip^ 
coming  forward  to  clofe  whh  tnto 
Queen  Charlotte  were  fuitably  ar* 
ranged. 

The  fleets  remained  feparate4 
fome  few  miles,  in  view  at  times  oa 
the  intermiflion  of  %  thick  fog^ 
which  lafted  moil  part  of  the  two 
next  days* 

The  commander  of  a  fleet,  their

On  Saturday 
nH]«'&iftg  they  di^molifbed  the  whole 
inOde  of  the  houfe,  and  broke  the 
wiodows  of  -  two  other  hcufes. 
They  were  increailng,  but  were 
kept  under  by  the  horfe  and  foot 
guards. 

They  were  exceedingly  riotous 
again  on  Monday  night  at  Charing*'  ' 
crofs,. which  oc'cafioned  the  picquet 
guard  to  be  called.  The  gunfmith, 
the  corCier  of  Angel  court,  firing 
once  jw  twice  on  the  infurgents^ 
they  broke  bis  windows  before  the 
military  arrived,  awJ-  afterward 
pelted  and  noaltreated  the  foldiers, 
wh#  forebore  extremities,  and  di- 
^erfed  them  with  little  mifchief. 

2a.  On  an  examination  of  wit- 
ncBSw^  before  the  magiftrates,   at 
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the  police.office,  in  Q^ieen  S({iiaref  * 
Wewminiiler,  refpc£ting  the  un- 
fbrtuiiftte  young''  man   kiUed  in 
Johnfon*s*  court,  as  ftated  above, 
it  appeared,  that  the  young  man 
was  violently  in  fane,  and  although 
it  appeared,  at  the  fame  time,  that  he 
had  met  with  harfh  and  improper  - 
nfi^e,   nothing  ftnther  came  ont^  - 
which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  ni9<* 
giftrates,  could  criminate  the  'mif-  ' 
trefs  of  the  houfe,  or  the  recniit- 
ing  feijeant,  who  had,  on  this  ac«  ' 
count,   been  brought   before  the 
magifhvtes*     They   were,   ther^« 
fore,  dlfc  barged.

Several  fliot  were  fired  from  the 
houfe  in  Holborn,  one  of  which 
went  through  a  (liop  dn  the  oppo- 
fite  fide  of  the  ftreet,  and  ano- 
ther wounded  a  milkman  in  th^ 
leg. 

The  lord -mayor  attended  with- 
out any  cfFed,  The  military  were 
fent  for,  and  the  Riot  A6t  read; 
but  as  the  mob  found  thcmfelves 
interrupted  in  one  place,  they  went 
to  another. 

About  100  of  the  city  voluti- 
teers  turned  out  and  patroled  the 
ftreets.  In  the  houfe  attacked  in 
Barbican,  they  took  feveral  of  the 
rioters  into  cuflody.

The  gentlemen 
of  the  aflbciation  paraded  aM  night, 
as  a  corps  of  obfervation ;  and  a 
greart  number  6f  guards  were  kept 
at  the  maniion-houfe,  to  march  at 
the  ftiorteft  notice.  By  thefe prudent 
precautions,  and  the  firm  yet  tem- 
'  perate  behaviour  of  the  raagiftrafes 
and  Hiilitary,  thefe  difhirbances  were 
happily,  qiieiled  without  bioodihed.

Mr.  GronoSv  happening  to 
call  one  Sunday  evening-,  on  his 
way  to  his  meeting,  at  the  public- 
houfc  where  this  party  were,  to  en- 
quire  for  fome  friends,  a  Ihiffing 
was  fofCNl  into  his  hand,  and  he 
was  detained  upward  of  three  hours, 
iftfulted,  tfiA  only  fet  at  liberty, 
at  laft,  by  paying  rl.  8s.  6d.  for 
fmart  money,  liquor,  &c.

24.  •  On  Saturday  ttiomllig,  •  at 
Danburt  camo^  Efl^ir^  the  wMe 
line  bemg  drawn  out,  ^rhoilour 
of  the  duke  of  Yorfc'a  lyfa^ih^Ay^ 
on  thtfen  dt  /o^  bdng  %t»ir  ^he 
adjutant  of  the  Leicedemiire  xfiilhia 
fell  fuddenly  from  his  hbrfe'ia 
front  of  his  regiment.

a'penali.  ftatute;.that  the  plea  of 
health  was  for  their  co0iideration| 
and  if  the^  thoi^ht  proper  to  find 
for  the  ptamtiff,  they  xnuit  enquire 
into  the  number  of  months  proved. 
The  jury  found  for  the  plamtifF— 
penalty  l'OoL,^  The  defendant's 
couofel  tendered.abill  of  exception^ 
immediately. 

.  Portfiiumtk,  4*fi-  30.  .yefterday, 
the  Impetueux  Freni^h  74  gua 
ihip  caughl  fire.  The  flaoies 
fpread  with  fuch  rapidity  a3  feemed 
at  hrft  to  threaten  the  dedru^iou 
of  the  whole  dockyard;  aild  the 
Impetueux  being  moored  near  the 
powder  magazinie,  alarmed  the  inha<* 
oitants  fo  much,  that.gjreat  num« 
bers  of  them  fle4  in  everr  dire^lioa 
from  the  town.  The  *  reach  pri* 
foners  in  Porchefter  caftle,  amount* 
in^  to  near  jooo,  on  the  moment 
01  the  flames  burfling  out,  gav^  % 
loud  fliout  of  Vive  la  republique  f 
and  were  all  night  finging  ^  ira, 
the  Marfeillois  hyron,'&c.  They 
expeded  every  moment  to  be  re* 
leafed.  They  were,  however,  dif- 
appointed ;  as  the  mpft  proper  cau^ 
tion  was  obferved  on  the  occafion, 
and  no  Granger  whatever  was  ^d-* 
mitted  into  the  dockyard.  A 
Spaniard  and  fot)r  other  perfons 
were  apprehended  on  fufpicion  of 
beioe  concerned  in  fetting  the  ihip 
on  nre;  but  it  no.\y  appears  tp 
have  happened  through  negligence*

Borlafe  Warren,  K.  B,  captain 
of  liis  majeliy's  fhip  Flora,  to 
Mr.  Stephens,  datrd  Fahnouth^ 
Aug.  29,  1794. 

I  beg  you  will  Inform  their  lord-* 
.ihips  that  I  put  to  fea,  with  his 
majeffy's  fquadron  under  my  com* 
maji^d,  on  the  7th  ii^il.  and  on  the 
14th  in  the  evening  fiood  to  the 
(D  a)  Aorth- 
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northward,  to  obtain  information 
of  a  Frinch  fquadron  of  frigates 
that  were  fuppofed  to  be  cruifing 
to  the  weftward  and  northward  of 
Scilly ;  but  not  having  feen  t!5em, 
I  ftretched  over  toward  the  Pen- 
imtrks;  and  on  the  23d,  at  four 
A.  M.  I  difcovcred  one  of  the  ene- 
my's .frigates,  made  the  iignal  for" 
A  generd  chafe,  and  continued  the 
piirfuit  until  four  P^  M.  when  his 
majefty's  fliip  Diamond,  in  com- 
pany with  the  Artois,  Santa  Mar- 
rarita  and  Diana,  engaged  and  ran 
her  afliore  near  the  Pcnmark 
rocks,  where  they  left  her  on  her 
beam-ends,  difabled  and  irrecover- 
ably loft.  I  underftand,  from  the 
report  from  the  feveral  officers, 
that   fhe  tiras  the  Fclicitc,  of  40 

guns,  upon  a  cruife,  and  had  left 
reft  (ix^days. 

Having  feen  two  corvettes  to 
windward  of  Point  de  Ras,  I 
gate  chafe,  in  company  with  his 
majefty's  ftiip  Arethufa,  when 
the  enemy  itood  into  the  Bay 
d'Hodicrne,  and  anchored  off  the 
Gamelle  Rocks  :  perceiving  my  in- 
tention of  clofing  with  them,  they 
got  under  weigh,  and  ran  aground 
under  cover  of  three  batteries.' 
The^wo  ftiips  continued  cngafying 
till  a  quarter  after  fix  P.  M.  when 
the  corvette's  mafts  went  by  the 
board,  and  the  crews  got  on  {hore. 
I  immediately  ordered  our  boats 
manned  and  armed,  with  direftions 
fo  put  themfclves  under  fir  Edward 
Pelle w's  orders,  and  to  fet  the  ene- 
my's ftiips  on  fire,  or  otherwife  Ac- 
ftroy  them  ;  which  fervice  was 
fully  performed,  h»  having  reprc- 
fcnted  to  me  that  there  were  from 
20  to  30  killed  and  wounded  in 
the  Alert,  and  a  greater  number  in 
the  Efpion  ;  and  that  it  was  impof- 


fible  to  remove  the  wotm^d  fo  ^ 
two  frigates,  as  many  of  them 
muft  have  fuffercd  in  fix  doing: 
for  the  fake  of  htimanity  I  Jtidged 
it  proper  to  let  theni  reitnrin,  w 
the  enemy's  veffefe  werfc  bilge*  and 
fcuttled,  the  rocks  appearing 
through  their  bottoms ;  and  it  be- 
ing impoffible  to  get  them  <>ff,  it 
would  have  occafioned  much  de^ 
lay ;  being  then  only  idne  league* 
from  Breftt  I  therefore  brought 
away  52  prifoncrs,  and  ftobd  to 
fea. 

I  have  great  pleafure  in  faying, 
that  the  deftru^tlon  of  the  Trench 
vefltrls  was  obtained  with  very 
trifling  lofs,  as  will  be  feeii  In  the 
margin  *,  and  that  every  effort 
was  made  by  the  officers  and  men 
in  the  different  fliips,  in  the  execu- 
tion of  their  duty,  which  was  per- 
formed with  the  utmoft"  alacritv, 
and  will,  I  truft,  meet  with  their 
h)rdfhips'  approbation. 

I    beg  leave  to  add,  that  the 
fquadron  on  the  27th  inft.  recap- 
tured the  Queen,  of  London,  from 
Jamaica ;   alfo  the  Mary,  a  brig 
from  New  Orleans,  bound  to  Lon- 
don, laden  with  furs,  indigo,  &c. 
A  lift  of  French  ftiips  of  war  de- 
ftroyed  by  the  fquadron  under 
the  command  of  fir  John  Borlafc» 
Warren,  K.  -B.  on  the  t^d  of 
Augulf,  1794.

On  Wed- 
nefday  came  on  before  the  court 
of  oyer  and  terminer  in  this  city, 
the  trial  of  Mr.  Robert  Watt  for 
i*igh  treafon.  The  particulars  of 
the  charge  were,  that  he  belonged  to 
certain  committees  of  the  Fneuds  of 
the  Peop,e  in  Scotland,  caHed  the 
Committee  of  union,  ^^^^  tiie  com- 
mittee of  ways  and  means,  whofe 
profefTed  aim  was',  in  conjunction 
with  certain  focictics  in  England, 


to  form^  at  v'  certain  time  and  pbce  ' 
not  fpccified,  a  convention' olper^^ 
Tons,  whofe  avowed  sum  M^as  to 
ufurp  the  powers  of  governnjenfe 
to  compel  the  king  and  parliament 
by  force  to  make  laws  altering  the 
mode  and  duration  of  parliament, 
and  thereby  to  fubvert  the.  confH- 
tution ;  with  having,  to  cffefi  t^iis 
purpofe,  caufed  certain  pikcsi  and 
battle-axes  to  be  fabricated  ;  with 
having  formed  a  deiign  xo  feizc  the 
caftle,  the  bank,  the  judges,  &c. 
and  with  having  attempted  to  fe^ 
duce  the  foldiery  from  their  alle- 
giance, by  cauling  a  number  of 
printed  handbills,  addrefled  to  a 
regiment  of  fencible§,  to  be  diftri- 
buted  at  Dalkeith.  After  evidence 
had  been  adduced  in  fupportof  the 
faifts,  Mr.  William  Erfkme,  coun- 
fel  for  the  prifoner,  faid,  that  he 
would  reft  his  defence  on  the  corre^ 
fpondence  carried  on  between  the 
right  hon.  Henry  Dundas,  the  lord 
advocate,  and  the  prifoner,  by 
which  it  would  appear,  that  he  had 
attended  the  meetings  of  the  Friends 
oi  the  People  with  no  other  view 
than  to  give  information  of  their 
proceedings.  A  letter  from  the 
prifoner  to  Mr.  fecretary  Dunda^ 
was  read,  which  ftatcd,  that,  as  h<^ 
did  not  approve  of  the  dangerous 
principles  which  then  prevaifed  in 
Scotland,  and  was  a  friend  to  the 
conftitution,  he  thoucht  it  his  duty 
to  communicate  to  lam,  as  a  good 
fubje£^,  what  information  he  could 
procure  of  the  proceedings  of  thofe 
who  ftyled  themfeives  Friends  of 
the  People.  From  an  acquaint- 
ance with  feveral  of  the  leading 
men  among  them,  he  flattered  him- 
felf  he  had  this  in  his  power;  and 
he  then  went  on  to  mention  fomc 
of  the  names  of  thofe  leading  men 
in  Perth,  Pundee,  and  £dii»burgh. 
It  concluded  with  enjoining  fecrecv. 
(D3)  To 
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To  thifc  letter  an  inWcf^  was  re-  ' 
turned,  which  was  alfo  rcaci.  It' 
acknowledged  the  receipt  of  W?«fs 
letter^  and,  after  exprcffihg  a  hop* 
that  things  were  not  fp  bad  a.^  he 
bad  rcprdented,  defired  him  to  go  ' 
on,  and  he  might  depend. upon  his 
communications  bein^  kept  per- 
feAly  fecret.  Another  letter  from* 
Mr.  Dundas  to  Mr.  M'Ritchie,  the 
prifofier's  ajrnt,  was  next  read,  in 
anfwer  to  one  from  Mr.  M*Rit- 
chie,  rcquefting  of  Mr.  Dundas 
what  letters  he  had  of  the  pri- 
foner's.  The  anfwer  was,  that  all 
the  letters  he  had  received  from 
Mr.  Watt  liad  been  delivered  to 
the  lord  advocate. 

The  lord  advocate  then  gave  an 
account  of  this  bufintfs :  He  had 
converfcd  with  the  pri  oner,  fede- 
ral times,  at  his  own  lodgings;  and 
,he  had  at  one  time  given  oim  fome 
information  which  he  thougiit  of 
importance.  This  was  refpe£^ing 
the  difaffedicn  of  fome  dragoons 
of  Perth,  which,  upon  inquiry, 
tamed  out  to  be  ill-founded.     In 
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an   offer  had   been 


made  to  him  to  difclofe  fome  impor- 
tant fecrets,  provided  he  would  give 
the  pri  foil  er  one  tboufand  pounds. 
This  he  abfolutely  refnfed.  How- 
ever, fome  tiihe  affer,  the  prifoner 
liaving  informed  him  tl.nt  he  was 
much  prefTed  for.  money  to  dif- 
chargc  a  bill  of  lol.  his  lordlhip, 
who  was  then  in  London,  rot 
wifliing  he  ftjould  be  diftrelfed  for 
fuch  a  fmall  fum,  fcnt  an- order 
for  the  payment  of  it.  All  this 
happened  previously  to  the  mert- 
iBg  of  the  Convention;  fince  whi(rh 
time,  at  leafl  fine;e  October  laft, 
he  did  not  recoUedl  feeing  or  hav- 
ing any  connexion  with  Mr.  Watt. 
Mr.  Hamilton,' coimfel  for  the 
prifoner,  dwelt  long  on*  the  corre- 
fpondence  between  Mr.  Dundas 
and  Mr.  W^att^    He  faid,  the  pri- 


foitei'hidnotdtffcrteithc  ft¥viteiB 
which  he  bad  engagfcd  ;  btikl«!r.ot 
had  an  opportunity  oFt?*erd>fngit 
till  the  very-'  lime  fie  iwas  appre^ 
hendfd.  -  He  -^^s  a  fpy  for  go* 
vernm^ntj  and  it  wars  w^H  ktt^nm, 
that  a  fpy  <rai  oWtged  to  aHume, 
not  ohlv  Vhe  appearatice'-of  thncfe 
whdfe  {eci^ets  he  meant  M  Mtvtbl, 
buteveh  to  take  pan  in  tf^etr  pro- 
ceedings, In  order  to  prevent  ^tlif- 
coirery.  A  fpy  in  an  army,  hei'aid, 
was  obliged,  not  only  lo  iShnr^^hk' 
uniform  of  the  eftcmy,^bift  even  to 
appear  In  arms;  and  it  would  "be 
exceedingly  hard  iDd\ec«l,'  rf  Nikcn 
in  a  conflict,  tii?.t  he  Ihould  be 
pnaiihed  for  difcharging  has  d^fi\ 

After  the  lord  preflderit  had 
fummed  up  the  cvtdentee,  the 
jury  retired,  at  half  paft  five  in  the 
morning,  and,  in  about  five  minutes, 
returned  with  a  vctdid-^Ouikv:

24*  Yefterday,  difpatches  were 
received  at  the  Sierra  Leone  houfe 
from  that  fetrlement,  dated  the  t  $th 
of  June,  the  zd  of  July,  and  the 
5th  of  Augufl,  by  the  company's 
"fh'ip^  the  Ocean  and  the  Amy, 
which  have  both  arrived  at  Ply- 
mouth with  African  produce.  It 
appeacs  that  the  colony  were  ad- 
vancing, and  the  affairs  of  the  com- 
pafiy*  improving  in  every  refpe^, 
when  a  temporary  interruption  wa& 
given  to  the  peace  and  order  of  the . 
fettlement  by  the  turbulence  of 
feveral  diiaflfeded  Nova  Scotia 
feeders,  who  endeavoured  to  refcue 
iSme  tefra^lqry  perfons  of  their 
OMTQ  hody,  that  had  been  arreted 
for  a  breach  of  the.  peace.  Both 
the  mdividu2ds  whofe  refcue  was 
demaadedf  and  the  ringleaders  in 


the  jTucceeding  tumult^  hav«  been 
either  takeji  up  and  Tent  to  Eng- 
land, or  obiigeo  to  q^uit  the  colony* 
.  Thejrains  l»d  been  very  feverc  for 
fome  months,  and  were  beginning 
to  abate;. no  deaths,  however,  hsd 
happened  among  the  whiops  for 
many,  months,  nor  was  any  one 
'  amone^them  dflngeroufly  ill^  tnough 
feveriu  were  indifpoTed. 

Air  expedition  of  about  4C0 
miles  circuit  had  been  made  to  the 
interior  country  by  two  of  the 
company's  fervants,  one  of  whom^ 
accompanied  by  another  company  ^s. 
fervant,  encouraged  by  the  (uccefa 
of  this  adtenture,  was  prepariug  t6 
fet  out  on  a  journey  to  Tombu&u^ 
in  the  hope  of  being  able  to  pene- 
trate through  the  continent  of  Africa. 

Xhe  laft  difpatches  are  dated 
about  three  weeks  fubfequent  to 
the  tumult  which  has  been  menti- 
oned, when  the  peace  of  the  colo- 
ny feemed  to  have  been  fully  re- 
ftored.  /All  the  company's  Ihipj 
which  were  expected  to  have 
reached  Sierra  Leone  had  arrived.

the  laft  fliip : 

The  fond  prefages  we  lately  in* 
dulged  ofthe  great  and  manifold  ad^  . 
vantages  that  we  were  to  derive  from 
theembafly  of  lord  Macartney,  to 
the  court  of  Pekin,  have  been  niuch 
diminiilied  by  the  arrival  here,  with** 
in  thefe  few  days,  of  captr^nTMac- 
kintofhyof  the  Hindoilan,  andfomc 
of  the  other  gentlemen  who  ac- 
companied his  lordihip  to  the  im- 
perial ^efence.  It  appears  from 
the  report  of  thefe  gentlemen,  that 
the  wary  {jolicy  of  the  Chinefe  go- 
vern meut  is  not  to  be  eluded  by  tba 
moft  fkilful  efforts  of  diplomatic 
ability  or  addrefs..  Never,  perhaps,^; 
was  there  a  chara£ber  better  quali-

tally  of  iiich  delka<^  and  import- 
tnce,  «  thav  df  which  I  am  now 
'  speaking,  than iol^ Macartney*,  but,

iir^ftnefs,  he  found  it  utterly  im- 
{Riffible  to  cany  either  of  the  two 
Mints  he  was  ib  de^ous  to  effe€t» 
Nay,  indeed,  fo  diriy  in  the  train  ' 
df  negociatibn  was  hifi  lordihip  con- 
^nc«l,  that  the  idea  of  orbtaining 
^rmiffloti  for  the  refidenee  of  an 
..Eaglithmanat  the  capital  of  China, 
^  ambai&dor,  confui,  or  in  any 
Hther  charafier,  was  not  ro  be  ac- 
^omplifhedy  that  he  abandoned  all 
lidpe  of  tu  fuccefs  after  the  iecond 
Ar  third  intenriew ;  and^  in  anfwer 
fo  the  application  for  an  exclufive 
^tfefnenr  for  the  Englifli  within 
the  Chinefe  dominions ;  e^en^on  a 
temponury  j;rant,  and  folclyforthe 
jmrpofes  of  tra4e,  the  imperial  ne- 
gative was  moft  decidedly  peremp- 
tory. According  to  a  fundamental 
principle  in  Chinefe  politics,  inno- 
vation >  of  whatever  kind,  is  held 
as  inevitably  pregnant  with  mif- 
chicf  and  ruin.  And  hence,  while 
the  doctrines  of  reform  and  regene- 
ration arc/o  fjliliionablc  in  the  Eu- 
ropean world,  the  Chinefe  govern- 
ment would  confider  its  political 
cxiftcnce  at  an  end,  were  they  to 
allow  any  ancroachment,  not  only 
on  their  laws,  but  on  eiVabliihed 
prejudices,  which  with  ^  them  are 
held  equally  venerable,  and  poflTcfs 
the  iauohe  force  as  pofitive  ordi- 
nances.^ On  this  principle  alone  it 
is,  that  the  emperor  declined  to  ad- 
mit a  foreign  refidcnt  at  the  court 
of  Pekini  or  to  expand  the  prin» 
pplcs  on  which  our  commercial 
intcrcourfe  with  this  country  is  at 
prefent,  and  api^ears  likely  to  con- 
tinue*

The    Aew    viceroy,    lord    Ma- 
cartney, and  their  rcfpeftive  fuites, 
are  cxpe^bed  to  arrive  here  about 
the  aoth  InAant*  A  numerous  body 
of  nviBdarlnes,  and  the  principal 
Chinedfe  merchants'  fet  off  hence  on 
the  iitK  inft.  to  meet  the  viceroy. 
To-mnarrow,  the  chief  fupercargo,  - 
Mr.   Brown,  attended  by  a  fuice, 
will  proceed  to  meet  tlie  ambaflTa- 
dor,  tor  whofe  reception  we  are  now, 
preparing*.  His  lordfliip's  flay  here 
wiU  be  but  fhort,  probably  not  ex- 
ceeding fifteen  or  twenty  days. 

I'he  prcfcnts  that  have  been  given 
by  the  emperor  are  immenfe,  both 
ia   point    of  quantity  and  value.

I  cannotattempt 
to  enumerate  the  variety  of  thefe 
prefents,  but  two  of  them  are'  fo 
fingular,  as  to  claim  particular  no- 
tice.

wrhing.     It  is  lodged  in  a  black 
wood  oajrvcd  box»  of  no  great  value 
but  as  an**  antique,  to  which  cha- 
raftcr  it  has  a  jufl  ok.im,  having 
been  two  thoufand  years  in  the  po^ 
fdlion  of  the    imperial  family  of 
Cliiiia  J  the  other  profent  ta  which 
\  alUide,  is  a  mafs  of  coflly  agate, 
ofiinequaUcd  fize  and  beauty.     It 
has  ali[i*ay$  be^n  the  pf-a<5tlce  with 


the  emperor  to  h<M  tl^Hgate  in  kis 
band,  and- to  fix  his  eyes  upon^  it 
whenever  he  fpoke  to  a  mandarme 
or  any  of  his  miaifters,  as  to  lobk 
upon  a  fubje^  is  confidered  as  not 
^hly  derogatory  to  the  imperial  dig-* . 
nitys,  but  to  confer  too  much  conie* ' 
quenceonthe  individual  ad4refle4.

Mr.  ^^^ood  opened  the  pleadings. 
He  dated,  that  this ^as  an  indift- 
ment    preferred    againd     Thomas 
Hardy,  the  prifoner  at  the  Jiar,  fnr 
malipoufly  andtraitorouOy  confpir- 
ing,  with  John  Home  Toojte,  ^t. 
to  ftir,  move,  and  excise  jnfittrrec- 
tion,  rebellion,  and  war  again/? our 
fovereign  lord  the  king,  within  this 
kingdom,  and  to  fabvert  arid  alter 
the  le'gifiature,   rule,  and  govern- 
ment, now  duly  and  happily  eft*!- 
blifhed  in   this  kingdom;   and  ra 
dei>ofc  oijr  faid  lord  the  king  from 
the  royal   liate,    title,    power,  and 
government  of  this  kin^^iom;  auJ 
to  bring  and  put  our  (aid  lord  the 
king  to  death.     I\lr.  Wood  ihted 
nine  overt  a6ls  of  this  fpcciesof  h*gh 
treafon.    When  he  liad  finiihed,  ijr 
John  Scott,  the  attorney-general,  ia 
a  fpe^h  of  nine  houi-s,  went  into  a 
very  minute  detail  of  the  fiib/c(^  of 
thcfe  pre"  :imons  for  high  treafon. 
The  counfel  for  tlie  profecution 
then   proceeded  to   produce  their 
evidence,  which  con  filled  of  papers 
thcit  had  been..found  in  the  cu&o^Y 
of  different  perfoiis,  and  fcized,  un- 
der the  war^dux  pf  the  privv  couof "; 
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PfevkSufly  tdth*  eotih's  brcdrftig 
up,  about  iz  o^C)ock^  a  cony^tfif 
xjoti  eiji^td^  rcfpecling'ttieg^rte- 
fljea  of  the  jury,  ^fiio  Wiflted  to  be 
difoharged  bn  their  h^noiir;  to 
which  Mr-  Erfkinc,  on  bchaflf  of  the 
prlfon^r,  consented  ;  but  the  «ourt 
were  of  opinion,  that  the  law  wotjW 
nor  pctririt  tfe^  jury  to  fcparlte  after 
having  been  once  impanneited. 
The  jury  wei-e  therefore  conligned 
to  the  care  of  the  (heriffs,  by  whom 
preparattoni  for  their  accommoda- 
tion in  the  felHonshoule  had  been 
ptevioofly  made;  and,  the  next 
day,. the  jtsry  having  complained, 
that  their  accommodations  were  un- 
comfortable,  and  incapable  of  af- 
fording theirt  the  neceffary  ref^,  they 
were  provided,  that  evening,  and* 
ail  the  fubfequent  evenings  of  the 
trial,  with  beds  at  the  Hrnnmums^ia 
Covent  •garden. 

The  a9th,  30th,  and  31ft  of 
Of^ober,  were  enif^oyed  in  the  pro- 
diK^ioft'^  evidence  f©r  the  crown, 
both  documentary  and  oral;  which 
btter  took  up  great-  part  of  the 
morning  of  Nov.  1.  Thh  being 
fitiifhcd,  Mr.  Krfkine,  in  behalf  of 
the  prToner,  addrclTed  the  jfiry  for 
the  fpace  of  fix  hours.  The  re^ 
maiuder  of  the  day  was  occup-ed  in' 
the  examination  of  the  witneiles  fof 
the  prifoner  ;  many  of  whom  gave 
him  an  excellent  chara<fter,  dating, 
moreover,  that  he  was  a  quiet  in - 
oflFenfive  man ;  and  that  his  objeft, 
fn  conncftiHg  himfdf  with  thefe 
focietieu^  was  merely  to  procure  a 
parliamentary  reform,  by  all  peace- 
able and  la^wful  means,  and  on  no 
account  whatever  by  a  fubverfion 
of  the  conftitution.  The  court  ad- 
journed, at  half  pad  12  on  Sunday 
morning,  till  the  Monday  foilow- 
Jng,  when  the  couilfel  for  the  pri- ' 
Werner  proceeded  with  their  ev  idence : 
after  which  Mr.  Gibbs  iikewife  ad- 
<itei(cd  th&  court  m  hi*  f«vourl  He 


wai  fdllotired  by  the  folicitor-gene- 
ral  in  reply.  The  next  day  (Nov.  4) ' 
the  folicitor-gcneral  concluded  bis 
reply,  and  the  lord  prefident  com- 
menced the  fumming  up  of  the  evU 
dence.  Yefterday,  nis  lord(hi{)  re- 
fum^d  the  fumming  up,  which  he 
finiflied  about  12  o'clock.  The 
jury  then  Retired,  and  after  Imving 
been  abfcnt  two  hours  and  a  hal^ 
returned,  and  delivered  their  ver- 
dift — Not  guilty.

rofecutrix  fwore  to  the 


prifoncr*s  having. taken  a  lodging 
m  her  houfe,  which  Ihe  phindered 
the  firft  opportunity.  The  prifoner' 
faid,  that  ihe  had  a  twin  fifter,  fo 
like  her,  that  their  parents  could  not 
diftinguffli  them  afundcr.  This  wai 
confirmed  by  Mr.  Kirby,  who  faid, 
the  filler  was  in  cuftody  for  a 
fimilar  oflfence ;  he  had  ieen  her, 
and  they  were  fo  alike,  ic  was  im- 
poffible  to  perceive  any  difference. 
Under  this  Angular  dilemma  the 
jury  acquitted  the  prifoner.  She 
was  a  fecond  time  indifled  for  a  fi- 
mifar  offence.  The  profecj»trix,  in 
this  cafe,  was  pofitive  as  to  her 
identity.  This  arofe  from  her hav* 
in:T  feen  the  fifter,  who,  iri  order 
ro  deceive  her,  changed  clothes 
with  her ;  but  ftill  ftie  pointed  her 
out.  She  alfo  diftinguiihed  their 
voices,  and  a  degree  of  haftinefs  in 
the  fifter  beyond*  the  prifoner.  — 
Guilty. 

On  Thurf  lay,  John  Taylor  was 
convicted  of  bigamy.  Among  the 
other  witneffes  called,  was  the  pri- 
fo ner*s  fecond  wife,  Maria  Sophia 
Richardfon,  who  depofed,  that  (lie 
was  married  to  the  prifoner  the  30th 
of  May  1791,  at  St.  Bride's  Lon- 
don ;  that  me  knew  of  his  marriage 
to  a  former  wife,  and  that  Ihe  was 
fiill  living;  that  Ihe  was  forced  to 
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thti  pMfieiution^  muth  agcmft  ker 
iac^nsition  (  ttae  flit  ii<iw  imd  in 
'ihe  greatefl  lunity  with  the  pri- 
ibner's  fonner  wife;  and  that  this 
profecotion  wa^  itiftitiittd  ta^m* 
peacb  hia  credibifthy  aa  a  witnefs, 
aa  he  waa  fobpoenacd  oa  the  (late 
trials.  John  Willis  depofed,  that 
h9  iaw  the  defendant  noanried  to 
Maria  6ephia  Ricbardfony  on  the 
joth  of  May  1 79  r.  He  heard  thit . 
a  piior  marriage  exiftcd,  asd  told 
mft  Richardfon  of  it;  Ihe  fsady 
*  Mr.  Taylor  bad  a  right  to  marry 
m  much  as  any  fingie  qua,  and  he 
had  convinced  her  of  it,*— Guilty. 
Tfao  conrt,  in  confideratlon  of  cer- 
tain favourable  ctrcumftances,  ftn- 
fenced  him  to  be  imi^rifoned  a  fort- 
night only,  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  is. 

The  prifoner  in  the  abore  cafe 
izi  been  an  evidence  againft  Watt 
mtd  Downie,  and  was  to  be  pro- 
Aiccd  in  the  ftate  trials  here.  The 
^}c6k  of  the  prefent  profecution 
appeared  to  be,  tp  get  nd  of  his 
teuimony  by  a  convi&ion. 

Yeflerday,  two  prtfoners  were 
convicted  of  mifdemeanors,  vi^. 
Richard  Barrow,  and  Robert  Wat- 
fo]i,a  phyfician,  for  having  in  their 
pofieiTion  divers  feditious  pointed 
libels,  with  intent  to  publifti  the 
fame,  and  thereby  to  excite  fedi- 
tion  and  rebellion  in  this  kfngdom  : 
they  received  fentence  to  be  im- 
prifoned  in  Newgate  two  years,  and 
at  the  end  of  that  time  to  find  fure- 
ties  for  their  good  beliavdour  for 
thi*ee  years  more,  themfelvcs  in 
tool;  each,  and  their  fureties  in 
j;oi*  each. 

Ycfterday,  Mary  Brown,  an  in- 
famous procurefs,  of  King's  Place, 
Hood  in  the  pillory  in  Pallmali,  for 
keeping  a  diforderly  houfe  in  that 
piace^  for  which  ihe  was  laudably 
profecuted  by  the  churchwardens 
Mndt  overfeers  of  the  pariOi  of  St. 
James*    She  nKt  her  puniHrnient 


wiih:ali  the  imjDiHlrni  «ffiintnce  of 
an  incorrigible  otfiesidcr>  Her  drcfs 
was  locfei  and  extremely  indecent ; 
and  Aie  had  ta^Ken  care  to  naiiieVp 
her  face  prevtouily  to  Ibetcfaing 
ferth  her  neck,  to^e  iitftruBient  of 
punifhnifntt  the  executioiiir,  how- 
over,  foos  j-enioved  ef«ry  obftacie 
which  could  hide  her  fromtbe in- 
dtgnant  fpedaton^  who  feverely 
pelted  her. 

Dublin^  Nov,  19,  This.day  was 
tried  the  isfotAiatioa  ngainil  Mr. 
M^Cr^ry  and  others, .  propriclere 
and  printers  of  the  Northern  Star, 
for  the  publication  of  a  feditious 
libel,  on  the  19th  of  Decetober  1792. 
.  This  libel  wasthe  fanie  with  tbat/br 
which  Mr.  Rowan  was  convided, 
and  of  publi(hing  which  Dr.  "Drui- 
nan  was  acquitted^ 

Mr.  O'Connor,  di(hributor  of 
(lamps  in  Belfaft,  proved,  that  the 
defendants  had,  on  the  12th  of  Fe- 
bruary 1792,  Avorn  an  affidavit 
(according  to  law)  that  tliey  were 
proprie^rs  of  the  Northern  Scar. 
Another  witnefe  proved  the  pubii* 
cation^  of  the  paper  in  queftion,  at 
the  houfe  of  one  of  the  defendants, 
John  R^bb. 

The  defendants'  counfel  infixed, 
that  though  the  affidavit  dated  that 
their  clients  were  proprietors  of  the 
paper  on  the  12th  of  February,  yet 
there  was  no  proof  that  any  of 
them,  fave  Rabb,  was  fo  on  the  igtli 
of  December.  This  objc<aion  bad 
been  offered  f u  ccefsfuUy  on  a  former 
trial  of  the  fame  dcfendaiKs;  hwi 
the  court  now  declared  that,  having 
confultcd  the  twelve  judges,  ^1 
had  been  convinced  that  this  evi« 
dence  was  fuOicicnt  to  go  to  the 
jury.  The  objection  was  thtttiore 
overruled,  and  the  libel  reid. 

The  defendants*  cQunfel  tkn 
crofs-examlned  the  witnefles  for 
the  crown,  to  prove,  thai  the  ^"^^ 
produ£tioii  had  appeared  in  ©fber 
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newipapers^  irh«&  proprietors  bul 
dot  been  pci^eeutcd. : 

When  the  pkadiugs  of  the  couo« 
fel  Ml  boih'fiileft'wterefinlih^^  tlie 
jury  i^tiredy  ^tA  after  two  hours 
deMbenclion,  ivturned  a  iner-

th^y  urtitiniorxncd  by  the  court 
is  was  not  correiEt,  and\ could  oot 
l»e  fvtorded. 

"  A  yiorw.— ^*  My  l«rd,  we  will 
tfirahie  our  v«rdt^  agreeably  to  the 
wifli  of  the  court,  fo  far  as  we  can 
4^otifii)eatly  with  our  confciences. 
*rbe  fa6t  appears  to  us,  that  the 
pslpef  cbari^ed  as  a  libel  was  pub- 
liUhed  in  the  Northern  Star,  of  the 
•X9th  December,  1792;  but  .we 
iiave  had  no  evidence,  nor  is  there 
anyconvi^ion  on  our  minds,  that  > 

th  defendants  are  Guihy  of  any  of 
a  eril  intentions  charged  in  the 
infoirnia^ioa.'' 

The  court  faid  they  had  no  wifli 
that  the  verdi6i  ihouldgo  ^igainfl 
tiie  defendants,  if  the  jury  were 
cotivJnced  of  their  innocence,  and 
flofiivd  that  it  fhould  be  general 
either  one  way  or  the  other. 

The  jury  retired*  sgain,  and  re- 
turned a-rerdift — Not  Guilty. 

On  the  vcrdid  being  given,  a 
loud'  borft  of  applaufe  refoundfd 
from  all  parts  of  the  hail.

ftlr.  Percivai  having  opened  the 

pro- 
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procedKBgii^  the  foficitor-generat 
fiated  the  cafe^  in  the  fame  manner 
as  had  been  done  by  the  attorney- 
«neral>  on  the  trial  of  Mr.  Hardy. 
The  evidence  for  the  crown  was 
then  produced,  the  examination 
of  which  took  up  till  the  third  day 
of  the  trial,  Nov.  19. — On  that  day 
Mn  Erikine  addrefled  the  jury  in 
favour  of  the  prifoner.  The  fourth 
day,  the  witnefles  for  the  prifon- 
er were  called.  Thefe  chiefly  con- 
fined of  gentlemen  who  had  been 
engaged  ifl  former  attempts  to  pro- 
cure a  parliamentary  reform,  and 
fome  of  whom  had  actually  attend^ 
ed  as  delegates  from  certain  dif- 
tnds.  Troy  were,  as  fucceffively 
examined,  major  Cartwright,  Mr. 
Fox,  Mr.  Frtfncis,  the  duke  of 
Richmond,  Mr.  Pitt,  Mr.  Sheridan, 
earl  Stanhope,  the  rev.  C  Wyvill, 
col.  Macnamara,  counfellor  Field* 
ing,  lord  Frederic  Campbell,  lord 
Derby,  Mr.  Beaufoy,  Mr.  Sim- 
mons^ coil  Money,  Mr.  Maxwell, 
capt.  Harwood,  counfellor  Rous, 
and  the  bifhop  of  Gloucefler.  The 
principaf  part  of  this  evidence 
tended  to  prov§  that  Mr.  Tookc  was 
a  zealous  friend  to  the  monarchical 
and  arilldcratical,  as  well  as  to  the 
democratical  part  of  our  conilitu- 
tion ;  that  he  was  a  frTend  to  a  par- 
liamentary reform  on  the  moderate 
plan  of  Mr.  Pitt;  namely,  by  a  gra- 
dual extin6l:ion  of  the  rotten  bo- 
roughs as  they  could  be  pnrchafed, 
and  adding  to  the  county  members; 
and  that  he  vi»as  an  enemy  to  the

The  prifonen  arraigned,  the 
attorney-general  faid,  that  when  he 
had,  on  the  laft  trials,  the  honour 
to  (land  there  in  the  difcharee  of 
his  pfficial  duty,  he  addrcfled  the 
jury,  in  order  to  fiate  the  grounds 
of  the  profecution,  and  the  juries, 
on  thole  trials,  had  found  a  verdi6^ 
of  Not  Guilty.  It  then  became 
lus  duty  to  conikler  what  was  pro- 
per to  be  done  in  refped  tb  the 
public  and  the  prifoners  at  the  bar. 
The  rcfult  was,  that  as  the  evi- 
dence  adduced  on  thofe  trials,  and 
that  which  applied  to  the  prifoners, 
^ere  the  fame,  and  as,  after  the 
bed  confideration,  the  perfons  had 
been  acquitted,  he  would  fubmit 
to  the  jury  and  court,  whether  the 
prifoners  ihould  not  be  acquitted, 
>nd  for  that  purpofe  would  not 
trouble  them  oy  goiag  into  evi- 
dence. The  lord  preiident  then 
•ddreffed  the  jury  thus :  *  Gentle-

tired. Mr.  Holcroft  rema'med,  ia 
order  to  addrefs  the  jury ;  but  the 
court  informed  hioi,  that,  having 
been  acquitted,  there  was  no  room 
for  further  obfervation.  Mr.  HoU 
croft  iliU  perfifted  in  attempting 
to  fpeak^  and  was  infcvmed  by  the 
court,  that,  ahbough  he  had  no 
right  to  be  heard  now,  he  ihould^ 
neverthelefs,  be  indulged,  if  he 
made  noimproper.ufeofthatindul-  * 
gence.  Mr.  Holcroft  then  pro* 
ceeded,  but  was  foon  interrupted 
by  the  court,  and,  at  kft,  with 
fome  difficulty,  prevailed  upon  to 
retire.

After  Mr.  Percival  had  opened' 
the  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the 
crown,  Mr.  ^ijeant  Adair  rofe  tx>

adduced,  in  the  fame  manner  as 
the  attorney-eeneral  had  done  on 
the  trials  of  Mr.  Hardy  and  Mr. 
Tooke.  When  the  fcijcant  had 
finiihed  his  addrefs  (which  occu- 
pied itAir  hours  and.  x  half)  the 
examination  of  the  evidence  for 
the  crown  was  proceeded  .on  till 
half  pail  nine,  when  the  court  ad- 
(£)  .  journed* 
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JDurned.  The  whole  of  tht^tuood 
day  was  employ^  in  the  examixia- 
tioHiof  evidence.

When  he  had  liniihed^  the  lord 
prelident  proceeded  to  fum  up  the 
evidence,  which  he  refumect  and 
ended  the  next  day^  the  laft  and 
fifth  of  the  trial ;  and  then  the  jury 
retired  at  five  minutes  paft  twelve 
o'clock  to  deliberate  upon  their 
verdid.  At  ten  minutes  before 
two,  they  returned  and  pronounced 
a  verdict  of— .Not  Guilty. 

This  day  the  court,  under 
the  fpecial  commiffiou,  again  met 
at. the  Old  Bailey,  when  the  fol- 
lowing gentlemen  were  fworn  as 
a  jury,  on  the  trials  of  John  Richter 
and  John  Baxter,  charged  with 
high  treafon.   .

Wearc  engaged  in  a'centeft,  on 
the  iflbe  of  wnich  depend  the  main- 
tenance of  our  conftitution,  laws, 
and  religion,  and  the  fecuntyof  ail 
civil  fociety. 

•  You  ittuft  have  obfenred  with 
latisfJEi^lion  the  advantages  which 
have  been  obtained  by.  the  arms  of 
the  allied  powers,  and  the  change 
which  has  taken  place  in  the  general 
fituation  of  Europe  iince  the  com- 
mencement of  the  waf . 

The  United  Provinces  have  been 
proteded  frominvaiion.  The  Auf- 
trian  Netherlands  have  been  reco- 
vered and  maintained,  and  places 
of  confidcrablc  importance  have 
been  acquired  on  the  frontier  of 
France. 

The  recapture  of  Mentz,  and 
the  fubfcquent  fucceifes  of  the 
allied  armies  on  the  Rhine,  have, 
notwithftanding  the  advantages  re- 
cently obtained  by  the  enemy  in 
that  quarter,  proved  highly  bene- 
ficial to  t^e  common  caufe. 


PowerAil  efforts  have  jbec n  xsoAt 
by  my  allies  in  the  fouth  of  Europe; 
tXift  ,lemporar3[  poi&Moii  of,  tho 
'town  and  port'  of  Toulot^  has 
i^reatly  diftrefled  ti^^operatioiis  «f 
my  enemies ;  and*  ia  the  dream- 
ftances  attending  the  evacuation  of 
that  place^  an  important  and  deci- 
sive blow  has  been  given  to  their 
naval  power  by  the  CDQdu6b,.i^iIi« 
ties,  and  fpirit  of  my  commander^ 
officers,  and  forces,  both  by  fea  and 
land.  f    . 

The  French  hare  been  drivttt 
from  their  pofleffions  and  fiihery  at 
Newfoundland ;  and  important  and 
valuable  acquifitions  nave  been 
made  both  in  the  £aft  and  Weft 
Indies. 

At  fea  our  fuperiority  has  been 
undifputed;  and  our  commerce  fta 
effedually  protefted,  tliat  the  loflei 
fuftained  have  been  inconfiderabic 
in  proportion  to  its  extent,  and  to 
the  captures  made  on  the  contrad** 
ed,  trade  of  the  enemy. 

The  circumflances  by  which  the 
further  progrefs  of  the  allies  haa 
been  hitherto  inipedcd,  not  only 
prove  the  neceffity  of  vigour  and 
perfeverance  on  ouii^part,  but  at  the 
fame  time  confirm  tne  expectation 
of  ultimata  fuccefs. 

Our  enemies  have  derived  the 
)neans  of  temporary  exertion  from 
a  fyftem  wJiich  has  enabled  tbeni 
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to  difpofe  arbitrarily  of  the  lives 
and  property  of  a  numerous  peo- 
ple,' and  which  openly  violates 
ever)' refl ram t  of  jiiitice,  humanity^ 
and  religion.  But  thefe  effbrte, 
produ(Elivc  as  they  neceflarify  havq' 
been  of  internal  difcontent  and 
confufion  in  France,  have  alfo 
tended  rapidly  to  exhaull  the  na- 
tural and  real  ftrength  of  that 
countn*. 

Although  I  cannot  but  regret 
the  neceflar}'  continuance  of  the 
war,  I  fliould  ill  confult  the  eflen- 
tkl  interefts  of  my  people,  if  I 
were  defirmiR*  of  peace*  on  any 
■grounds  but  fuch  as  may  provide 
for  their  permanent  fafety,  and  for 
the  independence  and  fecurity  of 
Europe. 

The  attainment  of  thcfe  ends  h 
ftill  obftruded  by  the  prevalence  of 
m  fyftem  in  France,  equally  incom- 
patible with  the  happinefs  of  that 
country,  and  with  the  tranquillity 
of  aH  other  nations. 

Under  this  impreffion,  I  thought 
proper  to  make  a  declaration  of 
the  "views,  and  principles  by 
wiixch  I  am  guided :  - 1  hare  or- 
dered a  copy  of  this  declaration  to 
be  laid  before  rou,  together  with 
copies  of  feveral  conventions  and 
treaties  with  tlifferent  powers,  by 
which  you  will  perceive  how  large 
a  part  of  Europe  is  united  in  a 
caufe  of  fuch  g;cneral  concern. 

I  rclieft  with  unfpeakable  fatis- 
faction  on  the  Itcady  loyalty  and 
fir;n  attachment  to  the  fftablifli- 
rd  conftitution  and  goveninient, 
which,  notwithl^ai.ding  the  conti- 
nued efforts  employed  tt)  millead 
and  to  Udijce,  have  been  fo  oene- 
raJly  pre\'alent  among  all  ranks  of 
my  people.  Thefe  font  1  men ts  ha\-c 
been  e«iinenily'mai»ite:led  in  the 
leM  and  alacrity  of  the  mil-tia  to 
provide  for  our  internal  defence, 
sud  iu   the  dilungujhcd  bravery 


and  fprrit  difplayed  on  crcry  ocn- 
fion  by  my  forcTes  both  by  fca  ani 
land :  they  have  mamtaioed  lbs 
lufrre  of  the  Britifh  name,  and  bate 
ftiewn  themfelves  worthy  of  th- 
blemngs  which  it  is  the  objeft  of 
all  *our  exertions  to  prefervc. 

Gentlemen  of  tlic  houfe  of  com- 
mons, 

I  have  ordered-  the  fiecefl&nr 
eflimates  and  accounts  to  be  kM 
before  you  ;  and  I  am  perfuaded 
you  will  be  ready  to  make  fudt 
provifipn  as  the  exigencies  of  the 
time  may  require.  I  feel  too  fen  fibh- 
the  repeated  proofs  whiBb  I  bare 
received  of  the  affection  of  my  fob- 
jefts  not  to  lament  the  neceffity  of 
any  additional  burthens. 
-  It  is  however  a  great  confoii^on 
to  me  to  obfervc  the  fkvomble 
flate  of  the  revenue,  and  the  com- 
plete fuccefs  of  the  meafure  which 
was  lafl  year  adopted  for  removing 
the  embarraiinent«  affe£ling  com- 
mercial credit. 

Greit  a»  mnil  be  the  Extent  of 
our  eicertion^  I  tnift  yoa  i^rill  be 
enabled  to  provide  for  tbcm  in  fuch 
a  manner  tfs  to  avoid  any  preflure 
which  could  be  fevcrely  frft  by  my 
people. 

My  lords  and  gentlemeOi 

In  all  your  deliberations  yon 
will  undoubtedly  bear  in  mind  the 
true  grounds  and  origin  of  the  war. 
An  attack  was  made  on  us  and  on 
our  allies,  founded  on  principles 
which  lend  to  dcftroy  all  property, 
to  fubvert  the  laws  and  religion  of 
every  civilized  nation,  and  to  in- 
troduce univerfally  that  wild  and 
deibruftive  fyrtcm  of  rapine,  anar- 
chy, and  impiety,  the  eifeAs  of 
which,  as  they  liave  already  been 
oiauifelted  ia  France,  fumiih  a 
dreadful^ 
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dreadful,  but  u&ful  IcflTon  to  th'c 
prefent  age  ajjid  to  poflLtrity.    . 

It  only  remains  for  us  to  perfe- 
vere  in  our  united  exertions  -  their 
difconti nuance  or  relaxation  could* 
hardly  procure  even  a  fliort  inter- 
val of  delu/ive  repofe,  ^nd  could 
never  terminate  in  fecurity  ot 
j.eace,  ■ 

Imprefled  with  the  neceflity  of 
defending  all  that  is  mo  ft  dear  to 
u$,  zuA  relying,  as  we  may  with 
confidence,  ou  the  valour  and  re- 
fovjrces  of  the  nation,  on  the  con- 
tinued efforts  of  fo  large  a  part  of 
Euifopc,  and  abof  e  all  on  the  in- 
conteflable  jufticc  of  our  caufe,  let 
us  render  our  coiulu(St  a  coutrajfb  to 
that  of  our  enemies,  and  by  culti- 
vating and  pradiiing  die  principles 
of  humanity  aod  the  duties  of  re* 
ligion,  endeavour  to  merit  the  con« 
tlnuancc  of  the  divine  favour  and 
prot^ion,  which  have  beon  fo 
eminently  experienced  by  thefe 
kingdoms.

I  ft,  Becaufe  «*  It  Is  contrary  to 
jaw,  for  the  crown  to  keep  an  army 
in  this  kingdom,  either  in  time  of 
.  peace,  or  in  time  of  war,  without 
the  previous  confent  pf  parlia- 
Jncat."  And  it  is  eflential,  that 
this  important  conflitutioual  prin- 
ciple (which  was  unequivocally 
admitted  in  the  debate)  fliould  be 
for  ever  maintained  inviolate  in 
tU«  country.     And  the  friends  of 


public  liberty  ought  ever  to  bear 
in  memory,  the  admirable  vote  of 
the  boufe  of  commons,  on  the 
fifth  day  of  May,  1641,  when  it 
was  refolved, ,  '*  That  this  houfe  , 
doth  di^clare,  that  whofoever  ilia.l 
give  council  or  aijilance,  or  join 
in, any  manner,  to  bring  any  foreign 
force  into  the  kingdom,  unlefs  it 
be  by  command  oi  his  xu^)^^Yy 
with  the  confent  of  both  houfes  in' 
parliament,  (liall  be  adjudged  and 
reputed  a  public  enemy  to  the 
king  and  kmgdom." . 

2dly,  Becaufe  the  annual  mutiny 
bill  is  a  proof,  that  the  crown  can- 
not perpetuate  or  aifume  a  preroga- 
tive, which  parliament  annually 
beflows  \  nor  exercife  at  its.  owji 
difcrerion  that  power,  which  the 
legislature  fpeciaily  limits. 

3dly,  Becaufe  it  is  a  mofl  dan- 
gerous doctrine,  that  the  crowa 
has  a  right  (by  virtue  of  an  "  *«- 
defined  prerogative,**)  to  do  any 
a6t  which  is  not  .warranted,  eith^ 
by  common,  or  by  flatut?  law, 
under  the  frivolous  pretence  of  it* 
appearing  to  mmifters  to  be  .ufeful. 
And  the  fupinenefs  of  parliament, 
in  thcrdgn  of  king  James  the  fe- 
cond,  when  fo  xrnxvj  a6ls,  notori- 
oufly  illegal,  were  coqimitted  by 
the  crown,  and  yet  pafled  umiotitell 
by  the  two  houfes,  dearly  prove;*, 
that,  from  the  want  of  vigilance  In 
certain  parliaments,  precedents 
may  be  eflabliflitd,  fubverlive  of 
the  £r{l  principles  of  natioiial 
freedom. 

4thly,  Becaufe  the  maintaining 
of  a  foreign  army  on  the  eflablifh- 
ment,  or  within  the  territory  of 
this  kingdom,  is  in  open  defiance 
pf  the  very  ad  of  parliament,  which 
fettles  tlie  crpvvn  on  the  prefent 
royal  family  (namely  the^iath  and 
13th  of  William  HI.  chap,  the  2d.) 
which  cXprcfily  enads,  '*  That  no 
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perfon  bom  out  of  the  Ungd^mt^ 
of  England,  SootUod^  or  Ireland,  or 
the  dominioos  thereunto  bekmf^ii^ 
(although  he  be  natunUized,  or 
made  a  denizen,  except  fuch  as. 
are  born  of  £ngUih  parents)  fliaU 
be  capable  to  enjoy  any  ofice  or 
place  of  truft,  either  civil  or  mili- 
tary." And  the  aa  of  the  agth 
Geoige  II.  chap,  the  (th.  Is  a 
proo^  that  the  l^iilature  deemed 
a  fpecial  w8t  of  ^rliam^nt  ncceflaiy, 
to  enable  the  king  to  employ  even 
a  limited  number  of  fubaltem 
ibieign  officers  in  America,  only 
under  certain  reftridions  and  qua* 
lifications. 

jthly,  fiecaufe  *<  foreign  mcr* 
eenaries  have  always  been  nnofeful, 
er  dangerous  to  thofe  who  employ 
them*  Their  condud,at  firft,  has 
|enerally  been  peaceable  and  en- 
fnaring ;  at  laft^  feditients  and  de- 
ftmf^ive.  And  thofe  ftates,  that 
have  carried  the  points  which  they 
intended,  by  their  affiftance,  have 
ufuallyt  in  theeVent,  been  enflaved 
by  them." 

And  6thly,  Becaufe  r  prero^- 
five  in  the  executive  power,  to  in- 
troduce any  number,  without 
limit,  6f  armed  foreign  hirelings 
into  any  country,  without  the  pre- 
vious and  cxprcfs  coafent  of  the 
legiflative,  is  totally  incompatible 
with  any  form  of  a  free  confHtu- 
tion*  For,  not  only  that  govern- 
'mentis  tyrannical,  which  is achially 
tyrannically  adminiftered ;  but  that 
government  alfo  is  tyrannical 
(however  adminiftered),  where 
there  is  no  fuflicient  fecurity  aeainft 
its  being  tyrannically  adminiuered 
in  htur!;.  And  I  folemnly  proteft 
againft  a  meafure,  which  tends  to 
endanger  the  rights  and  liberties  of 
my  fellow  citizens,  of  whom  I  con* 
fider  my&lf  only  as  a  truftee.

I  ft,  Becaufe  no  evidence  has 
been  laid  before  us,  that  this  king- 
dom is  at  prefci#  in  thofe  circum- 
ftances  of  imminent  danger  and 
imperious  neceffity  which  alone, 
in  our  opinion,  would  juftify  even 
the  temporary .  furrender  of  that 
facred  fundamental  law  which  is 
the  fole  guardian  oi  the  perfonal 
liberty  and  fecurity  of  our  ftllow- 
fubjeas.  None  of  thofe  circum- 
ftanccs,  either  of  foreign  invafion 
or  of  domeftic  infurreSion,  or  of 
formidable  confpiracy,  ftow  exift, 
which  Induced  our  anceilors  to 
commit  their  liberties  to  the  peril- 
ous guardianfhip  of  a  defpotical 
authority.  Inftead  of  fuch  an 
unequivocal  public  danger,  which 
filcnces  all  dellbertuions  and  over- 
rules all  laws,  we  are  now  re- 
quired to  veft  an  arbitrary  power 
in  hfe  majfefty's  minifters,  upon  the 
authority  of  a  detail  of  the  offences 
of  individuals  or  focieties,  whafe 
ftrength  and  numbers  are  not 
proved,  to  our  apprehenfion,  to  be 
fuch  as  would  juliify  fuch  a  mea- 
fure  as  the  prefenr,  efpecjally  as 
the  ordipary  operation  of  the'  law 
is  fulfiyenf  to  check  the  fpitit 
which  IS  ftrppbfcd  to  prevail.  One 
•f  the  worft  eJffc^s  of  the  condudt 


of  titiefe  fecieties  Is  eheif  hairtaj 
operated  as  the  inftmment  for  ibr- 
mtr  aitifidai  panics,  and  ds  a  pre* 
text  frtr  former  meafures,  in  crnr 
opinion  the  moft  hazardous  anl 
pernicious*  They  contiotied  tht 
fame  conduft  without  injury  ex* 
perienced  by  the  public,  without 
acceffion  of  ibengto,  without  the 
proof  of  any  change  in  their  fyf* 
terns  or  defigns.

In  a  ooment  which  fo  ilrongfy 
calls  for  enrergy  and  vigckir,  it  b 
pectiliariy  gratifying  to  mt  to  re- 
£t6k  on  the  uniform  (kill  and  bra- 
very of  my  fleets  and  armies ;  the 
undaunted  fpirit  and  unwearied  ex- 
,  ertion  of  my  oificer3  and  troops  in 
crery  Htuation;  and  the  general 
public  fpirit  of  ray  people,  which 
htye  never  at  any  period  beca  more 
coafpicuou^. 

I  have  obfenred,  with  the  higheft 
fatisfe^^ion,  the  rapid  and  valuable 
acquifitions  made  in  the  Eaft  and 
Weft  Indies  j  the  fuccefsful  ope- 
rations which  have  been  carried  on 
in  the  Mediterranean;  and  the  bril- 
liant and  dccifive  viftory  obtained 
by  my  fleet,  under  the  command 
of  earl  Howe,  an  event  which  muft 
ever  be  remenAeced  as  one  of  the 
moft  glorious  in  the  naval  hiftory 
of  this  country. 

Gentleman  of  the  houie  of

I  return  you  my  warmeft  thanks 
for  the  chcarfulnefs  and  liberality 
with  which  you  have  granted  the 
large  fupplies  which  were  neceiJa- 
ry  for  the  fcrvice  of  the  year,  and 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  caufe 
equally  important  to  the  feciirity 
and  happincfa  of  every  clafs  of  my 
fubjeAs.

In  the  aft  of  acceptance,  his 
majedy,  and  his  plenipotentiary  in 
his  name,  iliall  fwear  *  to  nsaintain 
the  liberty  of  the  Corfican  nation^ 
according  to  the  conflitution  and 
the  laws  ;*  and  the  fame  oath  (hall 
be  adminillered  to  his  fuccefTors, 
upon  every  fucceilion  to  the 
throne. 

m.  The  members  of  the  aflcm- 
bly  (liall  immediatelv  take  the  fol- 
lowing oath,  which  wall  be  admi- 
niftcrcd  by  his  excellency  fir  Gil- 
bert Elliot;  I  -fwear  (for  myfelf,^ 
and  in  the  name  of  the  Corfican 
nation,  which  I  reprefent,)  that  I 
acknowledge  for  my  fovereign  and 
king,  his  Majcfty  George  the  Third, 
the  king  of  Great  Britain ;  to  yield 
him  faithful  obedience,  according 
to  the  conflitution  and  laws  of  Cor- 
fica, and  to  defend  the  faid  coniU- 
tution  and  laws. 

IV.  "»^. very  Corfican  fhall,  in  his 
refpcftive  community,  take  a  fimi- 
iar  oatii  «f  allegiance. 

Done,^and  unauimoufly  decreed, 
and  after  thr«e  readings,  on  three

This  remarkable  truth,  which  it 
is  impofiible  to  overlbck,  cannot 
be  mentioned  without  a  firong  emo- 
tion of  fenfibility  and  joy.  Our  two 
nations  have,  for  a  long  peried, 
b?en  diilingutfhed  by  a  reciprocal 
and  remarkable  efteem.  Without 
anticipating  the  happy  end  to  which 
this  inftin^ive  partklity,  this  fym- 
pathetic  attradron,  may  fomc  day 
lead  us,  we  have  given  to  each  othor 
inftanees  of  confidence  on  cv^ 
occafion  ;  yet  no  relations  fcive  hi- 
therto fubfifted  between  us,  except 
thofe  of  reciprocal  and  voluntary 
good  offices.  Our  ann^s  have  beeo 
prepared  by  Provident^  for  the  iate 
which  awaited  us  ;  and  the  divine 
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goddnefs^  intrading  our  union,  has 
ordained  that  it  fl&ould  beanttcipBt- 
cd  atid  bfroti^ht  about  '(i^  I  may  ^o 
cxprefs  myfeif)  by  a  fimilarity  of 
charades-,  and  by  a  conformity  of 
views  and  principle,  and,  above  all, 
b)r  a  pleaiiag  exchange  of  friendly 
feiviccs. 

This  facred  compaft,  which  I  re- 
celved  from  your  hands,  is  not  a 
cold  and  iaterefted  agreement  be- 
tween two  patties  who  meet  by  ac- 
cidenty  and  form  a  contrail  found- 
ed on  the  impulfe  of  the  moment, 
or  on  a  felfiui  and  temporary  po- 
licy,—*No,  the  event  of  this  happy 
day  is  only  tlie  completion  of  wiihes 
we  had  previoufly  formed ;  to-day 
our  hands  are  joined,  but  onr  hearts 
have  long  been  united,   and  our 
motto  fhould   be,  Afttici  e  nm  di 


However  feducing  this  profpeft 
of  our  happinefs  may  appear,  I  truft 
(«nd  it  is  Important  for  us  to  know 
It,  as  we  afTuredly  do)  that  it  does 
not  depend  on  fcntiment  alone; 
but  tliat  it  re(h  on  the  folid  bafis  of 
the  true  interefts  and  pernrtinent 
felicity  of  the  two  nations. 

I  will  not  mention  to  you  the  in- 
terefts of  Great  Britain  upon  this 
Occafion  ;  not  that  they  are  of  little 
confequence;  but  bcin^of  a  nature 
purely  political,  the  fubje£t  would 
be  too  cold,  too  dry,  for  this  im- 
portant day.     Beiidcs,  it  is  not  ne- 
ceflary  on  this  occafion  to  appre- 
ciate them  in  detail.  I  ihall  confine 
myfclf  to  this  remark,  that  every 
poffible   advantage,    which   Great 
Britain  could  have  in  view  fi'om 
her  union  with  Corfica,  is  eflen- 
tially  attached  to    your    political 
and  abfolute  independence  of  every 
European  power,- and  that  thefe  ad- 
Vantages  arc  not  only  compatible 
^ith  your  intetefts,  but  cannot  for 
the  moft  part-cxifli  and  ftill  lefs.

•  On  your  part,  what  is  neceffiu^ 
to  render  you  a  ha|}py  people  ^  I 
will  tell  you  in  two  w<Mrds««4.iberty 
at  home,  and  fecurity  abroad. 
;  Your  liberty  wiU  not  be  expofed 
to  any  encroachments  from  a  mo*^ 
iiarch,  who,  by  his  own  experieace 
and  the  example  of  his  anceftors  for 
feveral  generations,  ispcrfuaded  that 
the  liberty  and  the  profperity  of  hi* 
people  is  the  only  foundation  of 
the  power,  the  glory,  and  the  fplen- 
dour  of  "the  throne;  a  king  who 
has  ever  governed  according  to  the 
laws,  and  whofe  fceptre  is  at  once 
ilrengthened  by  the  pirivilcajes,  and 
embellifhed  by  the  happinefs  of  hk 
fubjcAs.  Here  I  might  expatiate  on 
the  auguft  virtues  of  that  monarch 
whom  yon  have^  chofen  for  your 
own ;  but  they  are  known  to  all  his 
fubje^s :  you  will  therefore  become 
acquainted  with  them  by  a  happr 
and  certain  experience;  and  thia 
teftimony  will  be  far  more  faithful 
than  my  weak  voice. 

It  would  not,  however,  be  right 
that  your  liberty  flipuld  depend 
folely  on  the  perfonal  vnrtues  of 
the  monarch*  You  have  therefore 
been  careful  to  enfure  it  by  the  wife 
conflitution  and  fundamental  laws 
of  our  union,  which,  in  my  opinion, 
conftitute  fo  eifential  a  part  of 
the  aft  you  prefent  to  me  this  day, 
that  I  could  not  (without  violating 
the  confidence  repofed  in  me  by  my 
fovereign)  agree  to  a  fyllem  which 
might  have  degenerated  into  ty- 
ranny; a  condition  equally  unfa^ 
vourable  to  the  happinefs  of  him 
who  exercifcs  it,  and  of  thofe  Who 
endure  it. 

If  his  majefty,  therefore,  accepts 
the  crown  which  you  have  agreed 
to  otFer  him,  it  is  becaufe  he  is  de- 
termined to  protect,  and  nevep  to 
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tnOavc  tfaofe  from  who  }id  vet^i^ti 
k;   and^  above  all^  bec&u&  it  h 
'  gt ven^ :  and  not  feiaed  upb a  hy  Vk>^ 
lence* .  •. 

jForaBi3ternaI.iiectinty,  you  wanM 
BotfaMtrbut  die  <ibi|fianic  aad  ^d<-

Frofliiy^day,  therefore,  youard 
quiet  and  §veti  To  prefertte  thefe 
Ueffings,  you  have  only  to  prefers  e 
your  andeot  virtues^  courage,  and 
the  fac/ed  love  of  your  country. 
Thefe  arc  the  native  virtues  of  yoar 
foil ;  they  will.be  enriched  by  thofe- 
which  accQffipany  our  union,  and 
which  you  will  derive  ironi  our  in- , 
duflryt  ^rom  our  long  (experience^ 
(that  true  fource  of  politicsil  wif-: 
dora)  and  from  our  love  of  liber^y^. 
at  once  entb^uiiaAic  a^d  enlighten*^- 
cd.  I  fpeak  of  tj»at  liberty  whicli. 
lias  for  its  iObjeA  to  maintain,  your 
civil  rights^  and  the  happinr&  of- 
the  people;  not  to  ferve  ambition* 
and  vice :  that  liberty,  which  is  in- 
ieparable  from  religion,  ord^^,  re* 
Xped  for  the  laws,  and  a  facred  re- 
gard for  property,  the  firft  prln*. 
ciples  of  every  human  fociety ;  that 
liberty  which  abhors  every  kind  of 
defpotifm,  and  efpeciall^  that  moil 
terrible  of  all  deCpotifm,  which 
arifes  from  the  unreflrained  vio- 
lence of  human  paiHons.  Such  are 
the  virtues  which  belong  both  to 
you  and  to  us ;  on  their  happy  mix* 
ture  and  influence  on  each  other, 
depends  the  profperity  of  Corlica. 
Immediate  liberty,  and  a  progref- 
iive  and  increafing  profperity—- 
fuch  is  the  text,  to  which  I  hope

The  period  being  arrived  in 
whi^h  his.Prufiian  majeity  isiorced 
to  dif continue  taking  that  active  part 
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in  the  piefeot  war,  wbich  hhherto 
lias  been  tbt  cfft£t  c»f  his  gcncrofitj 
and  pure  patriodfoi,  oo  account 
and  in  coofidcration  of  what  is 
^wing  by  his  majefiy  to  the  prefer- 
▼atjon  of  hu  own  ftttcs  and  to  the 
Wei£are  of  his  fubje^s,  his  majeiry 
thinks  it  paniciilarijr  his  doty  to  lay 
before  their  highnelTes  the  Co- 
States.of  the  German  empire,  the 
real  caufes  and  true  motives  by 
which  he  was  induced  to  take  fuch 
m  rcfohition.    . 

At  the  time  when  the  French 
sation,  in  the  unfortunate  deluiion 
of  imaginary  liberty,  had  not  only 
diiTolved  every  tie  of  civic  order 
among  themfelves,  butalfomediut- 
cd  the  fubverfion  of  the  repofe  and 
welfare  of  other  nations,  by  the  in- 
trodu^'tion  of 'their  anarchic  hor- 
rprs,  and,  in  fa^  had  already  falleti 
in  a  hoilile  manner  on  fuch  terri- 
tories of  his  imperial  majefly,  and 
of  tLe  German  empire,  ^as  were 
neanift  to  them,  his  majeily  thought 
proper  to  unite  his  jUll  arms  with 
thole  of  his  imperial  majeily,  and 
afterwards  with  thofe  of  the  whole 
Gernun  empire,  and  thofe  of  his 
other  allies,  in  order  to  fet  bounds 
to  the  dcilrui^ive  enterprizei*  of  a 
delirious  nation,  and  to  reftore 
peace  and  happinefs  to  thofe  as 
gulltlefs  as  highly  endangered  ftates. 
This  objc<^  was  ever  the  guide  of 
the  arms  of  his  majefty  down  to  this 
pre  fen  t  moment,  and  more  impref- 
(ive  on  his  mind,  in  proportion  as 
the  madnefs  of  the  French  aug- 
mented, and  : he  danger  of  all  Ger- 
many became  more  imminent.  The 
efforts  of  his  majefty  to  let  a  boun- 
dar\'  again  11  this  mighty  torrent  of 
ill -fortune  on  the  German  territo- 
ries, were,  it  is  tnie,  at  firft  but 
proportioned  to  the  danger,  but 
fooji  exceeded  the  utniolt  of  his  . 
ab>lity.-^Thc  war  was  not  a  war 
\%ith  a  civilized  nation,  and  well* 


difriplned  araiei,  faat&warvkh 
a  cieiirkMs  and  acrvr  diaraniQi'»n 
fwarm  of  men,  with  a  hig^  po- 
pulous natioa,  pcovidcd  wkk  evirf 
refource  for  war  to  iiack  them — a 
£et  of  men  who  ^d  not  £^t  merely 
forvi^orj,  bat  who  kMi§^  bvfire^ 
{wo^  and  the  poiion  ot  their  per* 
nicious  dodrines,  to  Lubrat  the 
whole  ibcial  jdiBce  of  Grwiiniy, 

To  oppote  this  ahaoft  •acaOi- 
querabie  eoemy^  the  kin^  on  hai 
part,  brought  inia  the  fieid  TOyCXio 
nsen,  and  thofe  his  choice^  troaps  t 
with  theie  has  his  maje&y  coabat* 
ed,  even  until  this  third  campaai^ 
under  every  imaginable  owacle, 
iar  from  the  Fn&m  dominioas, 
amidil  already  exhaiiilcd  lands,  ex« 
cefs  of  dearneis  of  the  aeceffiirie^ 
of  life,  and  almoft  infapportable 
expcnce. 

fieOdes  thefe  unparalkled  cffiartsy 
his  majeily  has  made  to  the  coin- 
men'caufe  every  paffible  facrifice 
which  the  national  flrength  of  Frul« 
fia  would  permit ;  nor  has  he  be£« 
tated  to  ekpofeeven  his  facred  p^r- 
foo,  aiid  the  princes  of  his  family, 
to  every  danger  by  which  tha  ie- 
pofe  and  fafety  of  Germany  could 
be  protend  from  the  enemy.  For 
this  obje^ 'alone  has  (o  much  Pruf- 
fian  blood  been  fpilt — for  this,  fuch 
immenfe  treafures  drained  from  his 
dominions.  Such  a  war  mull  ne- 
ceflarily  have  more  exhauiled  his 
refources  than  thofe  of  fuch  powers 
whofe  dominions  lay  more  contigu* 
oiis  to  the  fcene  of  hoftility ;  and 
thus  his  nuijedy  fell  into  an  abib- 
lute  impofhbility  of  taking  .any 
longer  that  adive  part,  from  his  ovf^ 
means,  without  utterly  ruining  his 
d^n  dominions,  and  enfi^ly  ex- 
haufling  the  property  of  his  fubje6t$» 

His  majefty,  however,  ftill  re- 
mained deeply  imprefled  with  a 
patriotic  lK>pe  of  being  able  dill  to 
lend  help  and  protc^ion^  and  that 
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U'lth  fncreafed  force,  to  the  Ger- 
man empire ;  and  to  be  enabled  to 
do  th!^,  he  entered  Into  a  negoch- 
tion  irith  the  confederate  powers, 
propofing  certain  arrangements  to 
them,  the  principal  points  of  which 
were,  bcfides  the  payment  of  a  fub- 
fidy  to  him',  a  ftipiilation  that  the 
fubfiilence  of  the  grcateft  part  of 
the  Pruffian  army.fhould  be  pro- 
vided for  by  the  empire  in  general ; 
and  that,  until  a  final  plan  iliould 
b€  concluded  to  this  effeft,  the  flx- 
airterloT  circles  of  the  empire,  who 
lay  mod   expofed  to  danger,  and 
who  reaped  immediate  benefit  from 
the  defence,  fhoiild  be  chfirged  pro- 
vifionally  with  the  fitrnJfhing  of  the 
fame;  and  it  was  alfo  declared  to 
the  diet  of  the  empire,  and  the  cir- 
cles abovementioned,  that,  in  cafe 
thefe  frank  and  free  propofals  were 
not  acceded  to  by  the  emperor,  his 
majeft-y  woiild    be    compelled   to 
withdraw  the  greatefl  part  of  his 
troopg,  and  to"  leave  the'  empire  to 
its  fate. 

Several  ftates  have  made  decla- 
rations fuitable  to  the  prefRng  crr- 
cumftances,  in  which  they  and  the 
whole  empire  were  placed  ;  in  par- 
ticular his  cleftoral  hiehnefs  of 
Mentz,  full  of  exalted  and  patriotic 
fentiments  towards  the  empire,  ' 
complied  with  every  requifition  re-, 
brve  to  the  fubfiftence  of  the  Prnf- 
fian  troops  whrch  depended  lipon 
liim,  and  fnmmoned  an  immediate  - 
conj^efs  of  the  fix  circles. 

His  majefty  entert  iined  a  juft  ex- 
peftation,  that  fimilar  good  cOnfe- 
quences  wonld  every  where  have 
fto^'cd  from  his  patriotic  intentions,  * 
3nd  his  hard-earred  merits  in  his 
former  defence  of  the  whole  em- 
pi!^.  Every  retrofpe(^  feemed  to 
confirm  thefe  hopes :  on  one  fide, 
^^«  pail  afforded  the  admonifliing 
pii5^iire  of  the  dreadful  torrent  of  an

all-fubverting  enemy;  on  the  other, 
the  hoble  and  heroic  ftatid  of  the 
Pruffian  army,   and  the  xmmenfe 
facrifices  of  the  blood  of  hfs  war- 
riors, and  the  treafures  of  his  do- 
minions, made  by  the  maignanimity 
of  his  Pruffian  majefly.— Even  then 
that  army  was  tlanding  on  the  banks 
of  the  Rhine,  the  bulwark  of  the 
whole  empire,  to  which  the  enemy 
did  not  dare  to  penetrate ;  but  the 
fubfiftence  of  that  army,  under- 
taken by  the  whole  empire,  was  the 
fole  conditiort  under  which  it  no 
longer  could  be  effective,  and  which 
the'  natural  impolfibility  of  Pruffia 
alone  bearing  the  burden,  did  ab- 
fohitely  oblige  Pruffia  to  infift  upon. 
Was  it  accede'.i  to,  fo  as  that  the  fu- 
ture con  Id  afi^ord  the  confolatory  pro- 
fpe<fl  of  his  majcfly  afting  with  that 
known  alacrity,   that  well-proved 
fidelity,  in  the  defence  of  trie  em- 
pire, and  the  proteflion  of  its  con- 
llitution,  to  the  utmoftofhis  power? 
But  every  impartial  obferver  might 
have  eafily  anticipated  the  conic- 
quenees  of  a  refufal  of  the  required 
fubfillence,  and  the  return  of  the 
Pruffian  troops  into  his   nujeflT's 
own  ftates.    -Then  might  the  over- 
powerful  and  impetuous  enemy  ra- 
vage, uncontrouled,  throughout  the 
•  empire,  and  with  plundenng  and 
murderous   hand^,   unbridled   and 
unlimited,  bear  down  the  Gt?rmans, 
their  huibandry,  all  law,  order,  and 
property ;  fubve'rt,   with  anarchic 
abominations,  the  conflitutions  of 
more  regular  ftates,  annihilate  prin- 
ces and  nobles,  deftroy  the  temples 
of  religion,  and  dri  >^e  from  the  hearts 
of  the  Germans  their  natural  love  of 
virtue  and  order,  by  the  aids  of  the 
fcdu(ftive  allurements  of  licertiouf- 
neP,  and  the  precepts  of  an  unfec?l- 
ing  immorality. 

AH   thefe  and   finiilar  obferva- 

tions,  fimple  and  obvious  as  they 
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vcrc,  did  nevcrthcTefs  tiot  fuc- 
cccd  In,  bringing  the  arrangement 
for  the  fubfittcnce  of  the  army  to  a 
juft  conclulion.  This  propofd  was, 
beiides  this,  fuflficiently  connefted 
with  another  arrangement,  which 
his  majedy  had  dengn^d  to  offer 
the  confederate  powers,  which  it 
did  not  feem  good  to  his  imperial 
majeily  to  comply  with,  and  which 
other  hates  did  alfo  not  approve. 

Moreover,  the  propofal  gave  rife 
to  an  exception,  which,  after  fo 
many  and  meritorious  a&ions,  fuch 
unparalleled  facrifices,  which  his 
majefly  had  already  made,  he,  in 
truth,  ha,d  no  reafon  to  expcft,  and 
on  wlijch  his  majeily,  not  without 
much  forrow,  finds  it  his  duty  to 
make  fo'me  remarks. 

The  fummoning  of  the  ^x  cir- 
cles, by  the  elcdor  of  Mentz,  has 
bcenreprcfcnted  as  irregular,  though 
in  fad  it  is  llriftly  conftitutional. 
Meafures  were  there  propofed  pre- 
cifely  contradictory  to  the  negocia- 
tions  for  the  fubuQence;  and  the 
univerfal  arming  of  the  peafancs 
was  refoived  on,  though  it  is  plain, 
that  fuch  a  meafure  is  as  inefficient 
as  dangerous,  and  completely  ad- 
vcrfe  to  the  obje^  propofed — inef- 
ficient againft  an  enemy  whopreflfes 
forward  in  a  mafs  with  an  infanity 
of  fiiry,  approved  tadics,  and  a  nu- 
merous artillery !— dangerous,  be- 
caufe,  when  the  peafant  is  aritied^ 
and  brought  away  from  his  ordinary 
mode  of  fife,  the  enemy  may  cafily 
become  his  moil  dangerotis  frducer ; 
«— knd  finally  adyerle  to  the  objeft 
pi-opofed,  bccaufe  fuch  an  aniia- 
merit  is  wholly  incompatible  with 
the  operations  and  fubfiftcncc  of 
difciplined  arxnies. — Thefe  reafons, 
which  flowed  from  themoft  fincere 
convldion  of  his  majefty,  have 
been  reprefented  in  the  moft  odious 
colours;  and  the  mafl  fialfc  and 


fcandalous  mM^ws  faarve  btctt  at- 
tributed fo  him,  j^r  bis  difleot  to 
.this  meafure;  — and^'  ill  SHfin*  to 
prevent  the  ttrftuigtmivi^tfac  Aib- 
fiffence,  inrojjeds  of  ^jCBtlidiBg  im 
domimoi^  of  fec«iariiingt.ecclefi. 
ftiHcai  territories^  andoloppnei&ng 
the  empire,  have  beeftnuboiiFedtD 
have  been  in  confempUtiawbyiiiia ; 
and  of  which  his  majefty'r^knovn 
patriotifm,  and  acknowkdged  vk- 
tues.  Will  form  tim  bed  contiadic- 
tion. 

Alter  what  is  ptA,  tfctf  hoptei 
the  fpbfiftence  being  acceded  to  be- 
ing now  vaniihed,  bi»  mfljefty  doe^ 
now  renounce  the  fame,  and  alio 
every  refoluCton  of  the  empift,  and 
of  the  circles  rclao vc  tiieref<i :  -  hi^ 
majefty  has  therefore  taken  the  rt- 
folution  no  ionget  to  pMnt  bis 
protedion  to  the  German  cmpirt ; 
but  to  order  his  army  (exxreptirg 
twenty  thoufand  aoxilinries  accord- 
ing to  different  treaties)  iftftantiy  to 
return  to  his  own  dominions. 

At  the  fame  time  that  his  im^efh 
finds  himfelf  comoelled  to  wilh- 
drtiw  a  portion  of  nis  troops  from 
the  defence  of  thofe  ilatts,  for 
which  they  have  already  combated 
with  fo  much  glory,  he  expreifes 
the  moft  earneft  wifties^  that  thofe 
confequences  he  has  above  aihided 
to  may  not  take  place,  but  that  the 
exertions  of  his  imperial  majefh', 
and  of  the  empire,  may  evcntualiv 
infure  to  both  a  full  indemakyi  and 
a  general  and  honourable  peace. 
To  his  majefty  remains  the  juft 
confolation,  and  pernmneut  glory 
of  having,  on  his  part,  made  ^ch 
facrifices  to  the  ddfence  and  fafety 
of  the  emperor  in  the  ]Mrefeut  awful 
crifis,  as  certainly  few  ftades  in  Eu- 
rope, or  meinbers  of  tlic  Ger- 
manic body,  could,  without  much 
hefitation,  have  refoii^ed  ^pon.

On  my  fiicceffi6n  to  the  de'- 
partment  of  ftate,  I  found  a  large 
volume  df  complaints,  which  thfe 
notification  had  collected,  again  ft 
fererities  on  our  trade,  various  \ti 
their  kind  and  degree.  Havhig^ 
reafon  to  predime,  as  the  facft  ha^ 
proved,  that  every  day  would  eit- 
'creafe  the  catalogue,  I  have  waited 
to  digeft  the  mafs,  until  time  ibould 
have  been  allowed  for  exhibititrg 
the  diverfified  forms,  in  which  oiir 
commerce  has  hourly  fuiFered. 
"LVery  information  is  at  length  ob- 
tained, which  may  be  expcdicd. 

When  we  examine  the  docu- 
ments which  have  been  tranfmitted 
from  different  parts  of  the  union, 
we  find  the  Britifh,  the  French,  the 
Spaniards,  and  the  Dutch,  charged 
'with  attacks  upon  our  commerce.

to  produce  them,  the  United  States 
"confide  in  hb  majefty's  juftice  and 
inafpnax&imity,  to  caufc  fuch  com- 
pcnfationto  be  made  to  theffe  inno- 
cent fufferers,  as  mav  be  confiftent 
with  «rq«ity ; '  and  the  *  underfigned 
^tlattert  h'inifelf,  that  fuch  principles 
pwcf  without  difficulty  be  adopted, 


fummary  and  little  expenfive  may 
be  devifed,  ascircumilandesaod  the 
peculiar  hardlMp  of  thefe  cafes  may- 
appear  to  permit  and  require. 
,  And  as  (at  leaft  in  f^ine  iff  ttiefo 
cafes)  it  may  be  expedieat  and  nc- 
ceffary,  as  well  as  juft,  that  the  fen- 
fences  of  the  co«rrt9  of  vice-^iaini- 
rahy  Aiould  be  revifed  and  oorraft- 
ed  by,  the  courts  of  appeal  here  t 
the  underfigned  hopes  it  wiH  appear 
reafonable  to  4iis  raajefty,  to  order 
that  the  captured  in  quektoo  (who 
have  not  already  fo-done)  be  tfarrc 
admitted  to  enter  both  their  appeals 
and  their  claims. 

The  underfigned  alfo  iiods  it  to 
be  his  duty  to  reprefenl,  that  the 
irregularities  before  mentionedy  ex- 
tended, not  only  to  the  capture  and 
condemnation  of  American  wffeb 
and  property  and  to  unufual  per? 
ibnal   feverities,  but  even  to   the 
imprcfiment  of  American  citizeus, 
to  ferve  on  board  of  armed  veflelt* 
He  forbears  to  dwell  on  the  injuries 
•d<^ne  to  thefe  unfortunate  iadivi- 
duals,  or  on  the  emotions  which 
they  muft  nadirally  excite,'  either 
in  the  breaiisof  the  nation  to  whom 
they  belong,  or  of  the  juft  and  hu- 
mane of  every  country.     His  reli- 
ance on  the  juftice  and  benevolence 
of  his  majefty,  leads  him  to  indulge 
a  plfafing  cxpedation,  tiiat  orders 
wHl^  be  given,  that  Americans,  fo 
circiimftanced,  be  immediately  li- 
berated,, and  that  perfons  honour- 
ed with  his  majefty 's  commiifion, 
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do   in  future  abftain  from  iimilar 
violences^ 

It  is.  with^diKlial  fatisfa&ion.that. 
the  underiigned  reflcias  On  the  im»^ 
^effiens  wnkh  fuch.  equicable  aod 
conciBarbry  meaAircs  wouiii  oiake 
on  the  raiodsof  tbe  United  States, 
and  bow  iiataralhr  tibey  would  in-. 
fpire*and  cheriih-'tbefe  fentiments 
and  diipofition&  which*  never  fail 
to  jn^ferve,  as  well  as  to  produce, 
reipc^j-efteerp,  and  friendfliip.

Tlie  ,  vnderiigfied  fecrctaiy  oi 
fiate  has  iiad  the  honour  to  lay  be- 
fore the  kmg  theminiflerial  note 
which  he  has  received  jftom  Mr. 
Jav,  envoy-extraordimffy  and  mi-« 
niftcr-pfcuftpotentiary  from  the 
UxxkecL  States  of  America,  rcfpe<St. 
ing  the  alleged  irregularity  of  the 
capture  and  condemnation  of  fev-e- 
ral  Amerkan  reflcls,  and  alfo  re- 
fjpeding  the  circumftances  oi  per- 
lonal  fcverity  by  which  thofe  pro- 
ceedings are  ftated  to  have  been  ac 
companied,  in  foroe  particular  in- 
fiances. ' 

The  imdedtgned  is  authoriaSed  to 
afltire  Mr.  Jay,  that  it  is  his  majefly  *s 
wifh,  that  the  moft  complete  and 
impartial  juftice  fliouid  be  done  to 
all  the  citizens  of  Amferica,  who 
may  in  faft  have  been  injured  by 
any  of  the  proceedings  above  men- 
tioned. All  experience  fliows,  that 
a  n%val  war,  extending  over  the 
four  qtiartcrs  of  the  globe,  muft 
unavoidably  be  produdliv'e  of  fomc 
inconveniences:  to^he  commerce 
of  neutral  nadons;  and  that  no 
pare  can  prevent  fgme irregularities 
in  the  courfc  of  thofe  proceedings, 
which  are  unirerfiJIy  fecogoiicd  as 


refulting  from  the  juft  rights  inci* 
dent  toali  bolU^erent  powers*  .  But 
the  kiaf  jwiU  always; be  delirouff 
thattfa^  ioconyenie^cesaod  irrey; 
guiarities  i(hottldbe  as  miich  limited, 
as  thetiatmie  of  the  cafe/wiU^ad^ 
ivit,  and  that  the  f iiUcft  opportumqr 
fliould  be.  given  to  .all  to  ^preft^r 
their, complaints,  afid  to  obtain,  re-^ 
drefs  and  compenfation  where  they 
are.duc*'  • 

In  Mr.  Jay's  note,  aienittDa  •» 
made  of  fcveral  cafe»^whcre  the  • 
parties  have  hitherto  osiitted-to 
prefJer  their  claims,  and  of  olhera^ 
where  no  appeals  have  been  made 
from  the  Sentences  of  coademmk* 
tion  pronounced,  in  ihe  hrft  ^ 
ilance. 

As  to  the  cafes  of  th^e  .foft  de* 
fcription,  lord  Grenville  apprehends 
that  the  regular .  courfe  of  law  is 
flill  open  to  the  claiaiapts;  «Ad 
that  by  preferring  appeals  to  ahe 
commiiiioners  of  prize  caufeshexv* 
againft  thefentenceofthccourt']^*  . 
low,  the  whole  rrierits  of  thofe  car- 
ies may  be  brought  forward,  apd 
the  moft  complete  juftice  obtained* 

In  the  cafespf  the  fecond  defcpip- 
tion,  the  proceeding  might  be  diffi- 
cult, from  the  lapfe  of  the  time  ufu- 
ally  allotted  for  preferring  appeals. 
But  his  majefty  being  anxious  that 
notemporaryor  local  circuniilances^ 
fuch  as  thole  to  which  Mr.  Jay  re- 
fers in  his  note,  ihouid  impede  'the 
courfe  of  fubftantial  juffice,  has 
been  pieaied  to  refer  it  to  tbtf  pro- 
per officers  to  coniidei;o£.a  ipode 
of  enlarging  the  time  for  reeeiring 
,the  appeals,  in  thofe  cafes,  in-order 
to  admit  the  claimants  to  bring 
their  complaints  before  the^xegular 
court  appointed  for  that  pnrpofe. 

The  nnder&gncd  has  no  doubt 
that  in  this  *maiiner  a  very  oonfidet- 
able  part  of  the  injuries  ^lif^ed  to 
have  been  fuffered  bythc.Ameai- 
cans,  may,  if  the  .complamts  alH* 
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w«Il  founded,  be  redrefled  in  the 
tifvial<:ourfi^  of  judicial  proceeding, 
lit  a  ver>-  faaaU  expenfe  to  the  par- 
tkra,  and  without  any  other  interpo* 
^tion  of  his  niajeiiy'^  governmeot 
thfta  h  above  Aated»  Until  the  reiuk 
jnd  tffoEt  of  tbefa  p«(oceedia|rs 
ifiiftll  be  known,  no  definitive  judg- 
ment can  be  formed  refpedinjg;  the 
oatnre  aad  extent  of  chofe  csi&  (If 
any  ftiCh  Stall  uhimateiy  be  found 
to  ttxift)  where  it  ihall  not  have 
ibeon  pra^cAble  to  obtain  fubflantial 
tedrefs  in  this  mode.  -  But  he  do^s 
not  befittite  to  fay  before  hand,  that, 
if  oaifes  fliail  then  be  found  to  exift, 
.to  foch  an  extent  as  properly  to' 
call  for  Che  iaterpofition  of  govern- 
tneat,  where,  without  the  fault  of 
the  parties  complaining,  they  fliall 
he  unable,  from  whatever  circum- 
fiances  to  procure  fuch  redrefs  in 
the  ordinary  courfe  of  law,  as  the 
jufttce  of  their  cafes  may  entitle 
them  to  cxpcd,  hU  majefty  will  be 
-anxious  that  juftice  fhould  at  all 
events  be  done,  and  will  readily  enter 
into  the  difcuflion  of  the  meafures 
to  be  adopted,  and  the  principles  to 
be  eAabliflied  for  that  purpole. 

With  refped  to  all  a^tsof  per- 
fon^l  feverity  and  violence,  as  the 
king  muft  entirely  difapprove  every 
fuch  tranfa^kipn,  fo  his  majefty's 
courts  ace  always  open  for  the  pu- 
niihraent  of  the  -offences  of  this 
nature  j  and  for  giving  redrefs  to 
the  fuiau'ers  in  every  cafe  where 
the  h&  be  eflablifhed'by  fatisfado- 
ry  proof;  nor  does  it  appear  that  any 
cafe  of  that  nature  can  exift,  where 
there  would  be  the  fmalleft  diilicuU 
tv  of  obtaining,  in  that  mode,  fub- 
flantial  and  exemplary  judice. 

On  the  fabje^t  of  the  imprefs, 
lord  Grenville  has  only  to  aflure 
Mr,  Jay,  that  if,  in  any  inftance^ 
Am^ricanfeamen  have  been  imprefi- 
ed  into  the  king^s  lervice,  k  has  been 
^mrjuy  (othe  king's  de&re;  though

der that  the  fads  might  be  enquired 
into,  and  afccrtained.j.aiid  td; the 
intent  that  the  pcrfons  t(i  quef|ion 
might  be  releafed,  if  the  jfa6b  ap- 
peared to  be  fatisfiaftbriiy  alte- 
liflied, 

With  refpc<a  to  the  defire  cyc- 
prefTed  by  Mr.  Jay,  that  ni^  orders 
might  be  given  with  a  view  to  pre- 
vent, as  far  as  it  is.  poffible,  the^v- 
ing  any  juft  ground  of  con^plaint 
on  this  head,  lord  GrenviUe  has  no 
reafon  to  doubt  that  his  majefty 's 
intentions  refpeding  tins  point  arc 
already  fufficiently  undemood  by 
his  majcfty's  officers,  employed  on 
that  ftrvice ;  but  he  has,  ncverthe- 
lefs,  obtained  his  majefty 's  permif- 
-  fton  to  aflure  Mf.  lay,  that,  inflnic- 
tjons  to  the  effeft  defired,  will  be 
renewed  in  cbnfequence  of  his  ap- 
plication* 

The  underfigned  avails  himfelf 
with  pleafure  of  this  opportunity 
to  renew  td  Mr.  Jay  his  affu-

Even  the  remembrance  of 
common    dangers    U'lll    augment 
their  harmony  and   cement   their* 
union.     America  has  had  her  days 
of  oppreflion,  of  difficulty,  and  of 
war  5  but  her  fons  were  virtuo\is 
and  brave,  and  the  tempeft  that  fo-

Whereas,  ^rom  a  hope  that  the 
combinations  againft  the  conflitu- 
,  tipn  and  laws  or  the  United  States, 
in  certain  oi  the  weltern  counties 
of  Pennfylvauia,  would   yield   to 
time  and  reflection,  I  thought   it 
fufficient,    in    the    firfl   jn&nce, 
rether  to  take  meafures  for  caUing 
forth  the  militia  than  immediately 
to  embody  them  ;  but  the  moment 
is  now  come,  when  the  overtures 
of  forgivenefs,  with  no  other  con- 
dition than  a  fubmiilion  to   law, 
have  been  only  partially  accept- 
ed— when  every  form  ot  concilia- 
tion not  inconfiflent  with  tlie  be- 
ing oi  gdvcrnment  has  been  adopt- 
ed without  effed  3— w/ien  the  well 
difpofed  in  thofe  counties,  arc  un- 
able by  their  influence  and  exam- 
ple to  reclaim  the  wicked  from 
their  fury,  and.  are  compelled  to 
aflbciate    in    their  own    defence; 
when  the  proffered  lenity  has  been 
perverfely    mifinterpreted   into  an

cognizance  of  th6  law  all  offenders 
in  the  premifes.

.moment,  tliat  nothing  bnt  abrdute 
neceflity,  and  its  being  the  laft  re- 
fourcc  againft  greater  evils,  can 
juftify  any  nation  in  having  re- 
courfe  to  it.  It  has  forfome  time 
fM  been  lield  up  to  the  apprehen. 
iion  of  this  kingdom,  but  in  no  pe- 
/iod  could  it  have  prefcnted  itfelf 
with  a  face  of  m9re  terror,  a*  the 
condition  of  the  kingdom  never 
was  more  op^vofed  to  it. — A  com.- 
rnercc  of  the  hig  eft  profpcrity,  but 
depending  on  the  moft  nice  and 
delicate  circuiittlances,  niuft  ,bc 
wholly  difarrangv^  t>}'  the  opera- 
tions of  war.  .'l^'he  excellence  of 
our  n)anufa<5tures  is  nearly  balanced 
by  the  high  price  at  which  they 
pais  to  a  foreign  market.  War 
Vili  fo  advance  tlie'  price,  from  the 
increafed  charge  of  infiirance  and 
the  enhanced  rate  of  fieight,  that 
th^  foreign  market  will  refufe  to 
receive  them  altogether,  or  receive 
them  in  a  very  fmail  proportion  to 
the  prefent  demand  :  the  manufac- 
tures of  the  kiir^dom,  therefore,  on 
which  fo  much  depends,  will  ra^ 
pidly  decline',  and  fuch  a  fcene  of 
diftrefs  may,* with  hafty  (Irides,  be 
diff'ufed  through  the  kingdom,  as 
has  never  before  been  experienced 
in  this  land.  This  evil  is  not  a 
matter  of  mere  conjedlure  ;  from 
the  \  .•  y  apprcheufions  of  war,  the 
^vil  has  already  commenced;  the 
manufiaiftures  of  this  town,  to  a 
great  amount,  ready  toi  have  been 
Ihip[)ed  by  order,  arc  fufpended 
h  om  the  increafed  rate  of  infuraiicc 
and  freight.  The  manuf;:<Slures  of 
Vorkfhire  and  Mauchciler  have 
felt  the  fliock — the  dead  (lock  of 
the  merchant  is  accumulff»ing  -  the' 
price  of  the  niaterial,  and  of  the 


nianufa^ur«,  i$  iinking  — aand  m  ^« 
neial  ftagnation  inav  ^  flmrtlj  ap- 
prehended. From  i^e  condmuuice 
of  |>eace  at  home,  and  the  diforder- 
ed  (hite  of  the  reil  of  fiorope,  Eng- 
larid  iias  derived  p^caliar  aihran- 

.tages,  and  been  wonderfully  en* 
abled  to  bear  up  under  the  prc&re 
of  great  internal  burtheiw;  bur 
thefe  advantages  will  ail  tentiinare, 
and  thefe  burthens  will  :«]!  pre.' 
with  their  full   weight   upon   u^ 

•  from  that  moment  that  we  aban- 
don peace  for  war.  It  •srell  defers  c- 
contideration  alfo,  th&t  it  will  be  a 
war  of  a  Angular  charader;  if 
England  joins  in.it,  ahnoft  all  Eu- 
rope will  be  in  hoilility  with  Fraocc , 
and  there  will  not  be  left  one  neu- 
tral naval  power  through,  whoiu 
tht  manufactures  of  Enpand  can 
be  conveyed  to  a  foreign  marke*. 
In  other  lefs  alarmine  wars,  this 
has  been  a  principal  refource  of  oxa 

>  foreign  commerce,  and  therefore 
merchants  well  know  how  fotal  a 
deficiency  of  neutral  (hipping,  in  ^ 
(late  of  war,  muft  be  to  our  foreign 
trade :  It  mull  eitber^to  a  jsreait  degree, 
be  abandoned,  or  it  mult  be  haaard- 
ed  on  the  feas,  as  the  rich  and 
tempting  plunder  of  a  fwarm  of 
privateers.  Either  will  operate  to 
the  diminution  of  our  foreign  trade, 
and  this  will  be  attended  with  the 
decay  of  our  manufaflures,  with 
tlie  t)irning  adrift  the  ufeful  artizan, 
and  committing  him  to  idkaeft,  to 
poverty,  and  a  paridi  maiateoance ! 
With  decreafed  abilities  the  parifh 
rates  will  increafe  in  a  degree  to 
which  no  one  can  a£gf\  »  itmit. 
in  other  periods  England  has  been 
enabled  to  encounter  great  domtnds, 
becaufe  (lie  had  great  reiburces: 
in  j}er  prefent  (late,  (be  is  (Irtioed 
to  her  utmod  abilities;  and  if  the 
delicate  balance  on  which  Hxt  hangs 
be  once  diihirbedv  a  uniTCr&tdif- 
order  and  di(lrcfs  ina)ry  and  moft 
" '  •  '   •  pro- 
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pnlbi^ty  ^ni .  enfue.  As  there 
ouj^V  ^^^  to  be  reafcms  of  the 
iatft  atceifity  for  which  a  Wife  na- 
tion ibould  face  fuch  a  train  of 
evlb«  which  will  come  home  to  thd 
-feeling  of  every  individual,  it  is. 
another  argument  agaiaft  the  pre- 
fcnt  w«r,  that  no  fuch  reafons  can 
be  adduced.  Be  the.  internal  cha- 
tuf^eraoxi  condu<a  of  France  what 
it  may,,  it  is  ovr  wifdom  to  leave 
her  to  herfelfy  to  her  own  crimes, 
car  to  her  own  virtues^  and,  with  a 
difpaf&oned  mind,  to  determine 
^hat  is  Wife  and  good  for  ourfelves. 
Peace  is  that  very  good,  and  peace, 
weJiope,  may  even  now  be  obrain* 
ed  without  one  facrifice  of  dignity. 

'  A  conciliated  mind  on  the  part  of 
England,  is^  all  that  13  requilite  to 
dHperfe  the  gloomy  horrors  of  war, 

.  and  to  prcferve  to  our  country  thofe 
bleffin^s  of  peace,  which  are  always 
of  high  Value,  but  in  our  prefent 
fituation  are  abfolutcly  ineflimable: 
ifis,  therefore,  the  duty  of  every 
dUpaffiooate  and  humane  lover  of 
hh  country  to  operate  to  fo  blefled 
an  end ;  it  is  that  great  and  good 
work,  for  which  he  may  afluredly 
reckon  on  the  approbation  of  the 
God  of  peace.  With  this,  view,  it 
is  propofed  to  offer

We,  the  inerchant-manufaClur- 
ers,  traders,  and  other  inhabitants 
of  the  town  of  Nottinjiham  auU  its 
neighbourhood,  approach  your  ho- 
nourable houfe,  as  the  giiardian  of 
the  public  peace  and  welta  e,  and 
pray  that  by  the  interpofiiion  of

To  a  ferics  of  wars,  many  of 
^'hich  with  national  dignity  might 
have  been  avoided,  we  owe  the  im- 
jnenfe  load  of  debt,  which  bears 
with  the  moil  oppreffive  weight  on 
every  individual,  and  which  nothing 
but  the  lingular  profpcrity  of  our 
foreign  commejrce  could  enable 
theie  kingdoms  to  fuflain.  One 
J>nn cipal  fource  of  this  profperity 
is  peace.  We  pray,  therefore,  that 
your  honourable  houfe  will  not 
j'utf'er  this  fource  to  be  deftroycd,. 
nor  your  country  to  participate  in 
the  iiiifery,-  by  participating  in  the 
folly  q/  other  nations.  To  add  to 
a  debt,  which  we  fear  is  irredcem- 
flblcf  and^  to  an  amount  which  no* 
one  can  calcuLgite,  ought  to  be  jufti- 
fud^by  the  laft  neceflity ;  noihiiig 
but  the  very  iJeingand  prefervation 
ol  our  country  could  reconcile  it 
fs>  die  national  will.  Every  thing 
in  our  pre  lent  circumftanccs  is  ad- 
vltI'c  to  war;  the  dearnefs  of  pro- 
vilions  and  ,of  all  the  nccelTaries 
and  comfoyts  of  l^fe,  ^very  day  ad- 
vancing, and-  hardly  firpported  by 
the  utraoft  exertions  of  induftry 
and  ingenuity ;  the  alarming  pj  o- 
^ifs  of  the  poor  rates;  a  wide 
ran^e  of  taxation,  which  embrHce.s 
every  form  of  property,  and  cramps 
^v^iy  movement  of,  the  fubj<:<ftj

together  with  that  delicate  balwc^ 
between  the  excellence  and  the 
price  of  our  maDiB£id«re%  -OA 
which  our  forei^  commcfce  de- 
pends, all  with  one  ominous  voice 
repel  the  thought  of  «ar.«-Wav 
will  increafe  evejrj  one  of  tkefe  in* 
temal  burthens,  and.  co-operating 
with  them,  diminiih  or  ruin  that 
trade  on  which  aU  depends,  the  en« 
joyments  as  well  as  the  refources 
of  our  common  country. 

We  pray  it,'  therefore,  of  your 
honourable  honfe,  that  in  jour 
goodnefs  you  will  attend  to  the 
fupplications  of  your  country,  and 
in  your  wifdom  avert  an  evil,  which 
has  but  barely  commenced,  and 
which  a  pacific  difpofition  in  youi 
honourable  houie  cannot  fail  to  dif- 
pel.

praftice  of  nations.  Banllhrnent 
imports  only  an  exclufion  from  t 
communit}'  4  -p*-tranfportatidn  im^ 
plies  that  exdufio^  .ej^ecuted  in  a 
compulfory  and  commoiily  ignomir 
litous  manner^  aiway^  asjgravated 
hy  confinement  to  ^n  /appointed' 
fpot,  and  often  by  tfy:  obligation  of 
laborious  fervitudc.  Very  (ingular 
would  be  the  langn32;e  of  that  code 
in  which  they  were  convertible 
terms,  arid  which,  by  the  word  dc^ 
noting  the  one  pwnilhment,  {houl4 
convey  an  authority  to  inflict  the 
<^ther.  In  exterior,  the  common  cir^ 
cum/lance  of  exile  gives  them  fome 
refembiance;  but  in  fpirit  and  ef- 
fcft  they  differ  as  widely  as  refpe£t ' 
and  miidnefs  dkFer  from  rigour 
and  ignominy.  Puniftiments  fo  di- 
(Hnft  have  not  been  confounded  in 
the  laws  of  any  civilized  nation. 
They  were  diflihguifhed  in  thofe  of 
Rome  *,  which  ai'e  of  fo  high  au- 
thority in  Scotland.  Thet  are  fo 
tliftin^l  with  us,  that  banifliment, 
properly  fo  called,  can  only  be  iii- 
ii(5led  by  the  authority  of  parlia- 
ment f.  AncLthey  are  not  only 
known  familiarly  to  be  feparate  pu^ 
nifhments  in  the  practice  of  Scot- 
land ;  but  cafes  exift  pofterior  to 
the  aft  of  1703,  in  which  men  , 
were  ba:\ifhed  that  country  with 
certification,  that  if- they  returned 
from  their  banifliment  they  Jhould 
be  tranfported.  So  great  is  the 
difference  between  thefe  tvVo  pu- 
nidiments  in  the  eye  of  the  Scotch 
law,  that  tranfportation  i^  thusfup- 
pofed'a^  far  to  furpafs  banifliment, 
as  death  itfelf  furpaflls*  tranfporta- 
tion. 
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The  particular  circumilanco  of 
the  aa  of  1703  will  ftill  kfs  juftify 
the  extended  meaning  of  the  word 
•*  BajVifhment/'than  general  reafon- 
ingon  the  nature  of  the  punifhment. 
The  form  of  words  ofed  in  it  is 
uken  from  an  ad  of  1609,  and  thdie 
t-jvoftatutes  being  **  in  pari  muteriay* 
are  to  be  underilood  in  the  (ame 
manner.  But  the  word  **  Baniih^ 
ment"  could  not  have  imported 
tranfportation  in  ^609,  more  than 
fixty  years  before  the  poiaxr  of 
tranfporting  was  even  exercifcd  by 
the  privy  gouncil  in  Scotland*. 
Neither,  therefore^  muft  it  be  con*- 
ilnied  to  comprehend  tranfporta- 
tion in  the  ad  of  1 703,  which  was 
icfeif  two  years  prior  to  the  firft 
recouicd  infiancc  of  tranfportadoQ 
indifted  by  the  court  of  jufticiarj'. 
It  mLi:  be  funhcr  ob1>rved  that 
the  act  of  1703  was  a  law  of  miti- 
gation, and  is  therefore  l'>  be  largely 
jnterpreted  in  favour  of  thofc  who 
were  the  objeds  of  its  benignity. 

Th«re  fctn.s  to  us,  therefore,  no 
colour  for  iisfl  ding  tranrportation 
in  virtue  of  this  lUtute,  unlefs  a 
new  principle  be  admitted  in  the 
contlrudion  of  dubious  criminal 
hu-s,  that  a  generic  term  for  a  pu- 
ni(ha.cnt  will  neceilirily  denote

From  fome 
empiiries  thair  hav^  been  made  at 
Paris  by  a  gemten^n  df  this  fociety 
fince'  Mr.  Smithes  deaths '  I  have 
rekfon  to  believe,  that  no  evidenc^r 
of  tisecorrefpondenceexiAs  among 
the  papers  of  M.  Tnrgot,  and  that 
the  :v^ho^  ftory  has  tsrken  its  rffe 
fmm  a  report  foggefted  by  tiic 
knowledge  of  their  n>rmer  Intima- 
cy. -  This  circnmddrice  I  think  ft 
of  importance  m  mention,  beeaufe 
a  good<l^al  of  c^riofityhds  been 
eacitod  by  the  paflkge  in  ^eHion^

pofed  letters, 

♦*Mr.  Smithwasa^fo  i^ellknoim

*«  At  length  (in  the  beginning  of 
the  year  1776)  Mr.  Smith  account- 
ed to  the  world  fof  his  bng  retreat, 
by  the  puUicatien  of  his  «*  Inquiry 
into  the  Nature  and  Caufes  of 
the  Wealth  of  Nations."  A  letter 
of  congratulation  on  this  event, 
from  Mr.  Hume,  is  now  before  me. 
It  isdttcd  I  ft  April  J  776,  (about 
ilx  mci&tba  before  Mr.  Hume's 
death) ;  and  difcovers  an  amia- 
ble folicitttde  about  his  friend's  lite- 
;  rary  fame.  **  Enge  I  Belle  I  dear 
Mn  Smith :  I  am  much  pleafed 
vUii  jourpcrfonnancci  VkAthic  per* 


u&l  of  It  has  taken  me  from  a  fiate 
of  great  anxiety.  It  was  a  work  of 
fo  much  expedation,  by  yourfelf, 
by  your  friends,  and  by  die  public, 
that  r  trembled  for  its  appearance  ; 
but  am  now  much  relieved.  Not 
but  that  the  reading  of  it  nece^arily 
requires  fo  much  attention,  and  the 
puUic  is  difpofed  to  give  fo  little, 
that  I  fliall  ftill  doubt  for  fotoe 
time  of  its  being  at  firft  very  popu- 
lar. But  it  baa  depth  and  foliaity 
and  acutenefs,  and  is  fo  much  iUul- 
trated  by  curious  fafts,  that  it  muft 
at  laft  take  the  public  atteiftion.  It 
is  probably  much  improved  by 
your  laft  abode  in  London.  If  joa 
were  here  at  my  fire-fide,  I  fliould 
difpute  fome  of  your  principles. 
. .  •  But  thefe,  and  a  hundred  other 
points,  are  fit  only  to  be  difcufled 
m  converiatton*  1  hojK  it  inll  be 
foon ;  for  I  am  in  a  very  bad  fiate 
of  health,  and  cannot  adford  a  lonr 
delay.'* 

**About  two  years  afler  the  pubKca- 
tionof  «theWealth  ofNations,''Mr. 
Smith  was  appointed  one  of  the  cotn- 
miffioners  of  his  majefiy^f  cuftoms 
in  Scotland ;  a  preferonent  which, 
in  his  eftimation,  derived  an  addi- 
tional value  from  its  bein|;  befiowcd 
on  hint  at  the  requeftof  the  duke 
of  Buccleugh.  Tlie  greater  part  of 
thefe  two  years  he  palled  at  London, 
in  a  fociety  too  extenfive  and  varied 
to  afford  him  any  opportunity  of 
indulging  his  tafte  forftudy.  His 
time,  however,  was  not  loft  to  him- 
felf  ^  for  much  of  it  was  fpent  with' 
fome  of  the  firft  names  in  £ng- 
lifti  literature.  Of  thefe  nouun- 
vourable  fpecinien  is  preferved  by 
Dr.  Barnard,  in  his  well  known 
*^  Velfe^  addrefled  to  fir  Jofliua 
Reynolds  and  his  finends/* 

If  Ikavethongbtt,  aodcio*texpi«&'en^ 
OlbboD  fluU  teach  me  how  to  drift  *ca\ 
]B  wardi  ftM  and  lolt  t 
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Jones  teach  me  modefty  and  Greek, 
Smith  how  to  think,  Bu-kc  how  to  {peak, 
And  Bsauclcrc  to  convcrfe. 
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tion,  he  was  always  happy  to  fp- 
ceive  his    friends,    were  ibe;  only 
expenccs  that  couU.  be  confidered 
"  In  confequence  of  Mr.  Smitb.*s    as  his  own. 

«  The  change  in  Iiis  habits  which 
his  removal  to  Edinbgurgh  produc- 
ed, was  not  equally  favourable  to 
his  literary  purfuits.  The  duties 
of  his  office,  though  they  required 
but  little  exertion  of  thou^rbt,  were 
yet  fufficient  to  wait c  his  fpiritg 
and  to  diflipate  his  attention;  s  id 
now  that  his  career  is  clofed,  it  is 
impollible  to  retleft  on  the  time  ^ 
they  confumed,  without  lament- 
ing that  it  had  not  been  employed 
in  labours  more  prolital?le  to  the 
world*  ;;ad  more  equal  to  his  mind. 

"  During  the  firfl  yevirs.  of  his 
refidence  in  this  city,  his  Uudies 
ffeined  to  be  entirely  fufpcnied; 
and   his   palfion  for  letters   llrved 


appointiVient  to  the  board  of  cuf- 
toms,  he  removeJ,  in  1778,  to 
Edinburgh,  where  he  fpeni  the  lall 
twelve  years  of  his  lile;  enjoying 
an  affluence  winch  was  more  than 
eqrial  to  all  his  wants ;  and,  what 
was  to  him  of  ftill  greater  vahie, 
the  profpeift  of  pafliug  the  remain- 
der of  ills  diys  aniGug  the  compa- 
nions of  his  youth. 

**  His  mother,  who,  though  now 
in  extreme  old  a<4e,  i?:!!  po(/  .i'.-:  a 
con fidei-able  derive  v'i  hcdi".,  and 
re tai ncd a  1 1  her  {dc u It i cs  u n im pai red, 
accompanitd  him  to  toun;  and  his 
couCiti  mifs  Ja  le  Dougla .,  (\v',o 
hnd  formerly  hcf  n  a  member  of  Ms 
family  at  Giafgow,  aiui  for  whom 


lie  had  always  felt  the  aOt^^ion  of    only  to  amufc  his   leifure,  aiid  to 


a  brother),  w!iile  (lie  divi'led 
with  him  thofe  tender  atl.cntions 
which  her  aunt's  intirniities  requir- 
ed, relieved  him  of  a  rnurire 
for  which  he  was  pecidiuily  ill, 
qualified,  by  her  frien'lly  i\;pcr- 
intendence  of  his  domeilic  occono- 
my. 

**  The  acceflion  to  his  income 
\'^hich  his  ncvv  oflicc  broui^ht  h"m 
enabled  him  tn  i^ratity,  to  a  much 
greater  extent  than  hi.^'  former  cir- 
cumftances  admitted  of,  the  natural 
generofity  of  his  dirp-jfition  ;  rnd 
tlie  flate  of  his  fund .  at  the  tii.ie  of 
his  death,  comp.u-ed  with  his  very 
moderate  eftablilhmcnt,  confirmed, 
beyond  a  doubt,  winil  his  intimate 
acquaintances  had  often  fufpt-^teJ, 
that  a  large  proportion  of  Iiis  an- 
nt^al  favings  was  allotted  to  ofnces 
of  fecret  charity.  A  hDal',  but  ex- 
cellent library,  'which  he  Lad  gra- 
dually formed  witii  grciit  JLiiiii;nient 
hi  the  feIe(^'on;  and  a  fmiplj, 
though  hbfpiLabie  table,  where, 
without  the  iormallty  of  aa  invi*a- 


animate  hi>  converfation.  Tlic  iri- 
fitaitlfts  of  .-igc,  of  which  he  very 
early  began  to  fsel  the  approaches, 
reuiindcd  hi.n  at  bft,  when  it  was 
too  Kite,  of  what  he  yet  owed  to  the 
puL)iic,  and  to  his  own  Lime.  The 
principal  materials  of  the  works. 
whicii  he  had  amounted,  hr.d  been 
long  ago  'Colect^d;  and  little  pro* 
babiy  v/us  wanting,  but  a  few  years 
of  health  and  retirement,  to  bellow 
on  them  that  fyllematical  arrange* 
ment  in  which  he  doli  j;hted  ;  and 
the  o'n'.ir:ents  of  that  ilowing,  and 
a|.  :;:.rentiy  artlefs  ftyle,  which  he 
hadfladio'jfly  cultivaUJ,butwhich, 
alter  all  his  expei'.ence  in  compofi- 
tion,  he  aiijuitcd,  v.ith  extreme 
difh.-ulty,  to  his  own  tadc. 

"  Tlie  death  of  his  mother  ia 
1704,  which  was  followed  by  that 
of  Mifs  Douglas  in  178S,  contri- 
buted, it  is  probable,  to  fru (Irate 
tiiefu  projects.  They  had  been  the 
obief.h  of  his  atfecfclon  for  more 
than  lixty  years ;  and  in  their  focic- 
ty  he  had  cnjoved,  from  his  intan- 
B  cy, 
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Cy,  all  that  he  ever  knew  of  the 
•endearments  of  a  family.  H^  was 
now  alone,  aftd  helplefs ;  and, 
tlulugh  he  bore  his  lofs  with 
equanimity,,  and  regained  appa- 
fently.hi^  former  cheerfulnefs,  yet 
his  health  and  flrength  gradually 
declined  till'the  period  of  his  death, 
which  happened  iii  July  1790, 
about  two  years  after  that  of  bis 
coufin,  and  fix  after  that  of  his 
mother.  His  laft  illnefs,  which  a- 
rofe  from  a  chronic  obftru^tion  in 
his  bowels,  was  lingering  and  pain- 
ful ;  but  had  every  confolation  to 
footh  it  which  he  could  derive  from 
the  tendered  fympathy  of  his  friends, 
and  from  the  complete  reiignation 
of  his  own  mind. 

•'  A  few  days  before  his  death, 
finding  his  end  approach  rapidly, 
he  gave  orders  to  deflroy  all  his  ma- 
nulcripts,  excepting  fome  detached 
•flays,  which  he  entrufted  to  the 
^are  of  his  executors  ;  and'  they 
were  accordingly  committed  to  the 
flames.  What  were  the  particular 
contents  of  thefe  papers,  is  not 
known  even  to  his  moft  intimate 
friends  ;  but  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  they  confided,  in  part,  of  the 
lectures  on  rhetoric,  which  he  read 
at  Edinburgh  in  the  year  1 748,  and 
of  the  le^ures  on  natural  religion 
iand  on  jurifprudence,  which  form- 
ed part  of  his  courfc  at  Glafgow. 
That  this  irreparable  injury  to  letters 
proceeded,  in  fome  degree,  from 
an  exceflive  folicitude  in  the  au- 
thor about  his  poilhumous  reputa- 
tibn,  may  perhaps  be  true;  but 
with  refpeft  to  fome  of  his  manu- 
fcripts,  may  we  not  fuppofe,  that 
he  was  influenced  by  higher  mo- 
tives ?  It  is  but  feldom  that  a  phi- 
lofopher,  who  has  been  occupied 
from  his  you^h  with  moral  ot  with 
political  enquiries,  fuceeeds  com- 
pletely to  his  wiih  in  flating  to 
othersi  the  grounds  upon  which  his 


own  opinions  are  founded;  mnd 
hence  it  is,  that  the  known  princi- 
ples of  an  individual,  who  has  mp* 
proved  to  the  public  his  <  mdottr, 
his  liberality,  and  Ida  judgment,  are 
entitled  to  a  weight  and  an  autbority , 
independent  of  the  evidence  which 
he  is  able,  upon  any  particnlar  oc- 
caiion,  to  produce  m  thetr  iup- 
port.  A  fecret  confeioufnefs  of 
this  circumfiance,  and  an  apnre* 
henfion,  that  by  not  doing  jvniee 
to  an  important  argument,  thepio- 
grefs  of  truth  may  be  rather  retwd- 
ed  than  advanced,  have  (xobaJbly 
induced  many  authors  to  with-haid 
from  the  world  the  unfiniihed  Te- 
fulfs  of  their  moft  valuable  labours; 
and  to  content  themfelves  with  giv- 
ing the  general  fan^on  of  twir 
fuffrages  to  truths  which  they  re- 
garded as  peculiarly  intereffing  to 
the  human  race. 

^  The  additions  to  the  Theory 
of  Moral  Sentiments,  moft  of 
which  were  compofed  under  fcverc 
difeare,'had  fortunately  been  lent 
to  the  prefs  in  the  beginning  of  the 
preceding  winter ;  and  the  auti»or 
lived  to  lee  the  publication  of  the 
work.  The  moral  and  ferioias  ftratn 
that  prevails  through  thefe  additions, 
when  corme£led  with  the  circum- 
ftance  of  his  declining  health,  adds 
a  peculiar  charm  to  his  pathetic  elo« 
quence ;  and  communicates  a  new 
intereft,  if  poffible,  to  thofe  fob- 
lime  truths,  which,  in  the  acade- 
mical retirement  of  his  youth,  a- 
wakened  the  firft  ardours  of  his  ge- 
nius, and  on  which  the  laft  e8V]^ 
of  his  mind  repofed. 

'^  In  a  letter  addrefled,  in  the 
year  1787,  to  the  principal  of  the 
Univerfity  of  Glafgow,  in  qonfe- 
quence  of  his  being  elected  teSbor 
of  that  learned  body,a  pleafiag  mc- 
morial  remains  of  the  £itis£^oa 
with  which  he  always  recoUe^- 
ed    that    period    of   hii  iiicw^y 
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career^  iv^lch  had  been  more  pe- 
culiarly conCecrited  to  thefe  impor- 
tant (ladies.  •*  No  preferment  (fay$ 
be)  could  have  given  me  fo  much 
real  fattsfa^ion.  No  man  can  owe 
greater  obligations  to  a  fociety  than 
I    do    to   tlie  UniVerfity  of  Gl:if- 
^o\v.      They  educated  me;   they 
lent  me  to  Oxford.  Soott  after  my 
return  to  Scotland,  they  cleftjd  me 
one  of  their  ow,n  members;  and  af- 
terwards preferred  me  to  another  of- 
fice^ to  which  the  abilities  and  vir- 
tues of  the  never  to  be  forgotten 
Br.  Hutcheion  had  given  a  iuperior 
degree  of  illuftration.     The  period 
of  thirteen  years  which  I  fpent  as 
a  member  of  that  fociety,  I  remem- 
ber as  by  far  the  mo(^  ufeful,  and 
therefore,  uA  by  far  the  happieft  and 
moil  honourable  period  of  my  life ; 
and  noWy   after  three  and. twenty 
years  abfence,   to  t>c  remembered 
in  fo  very  agreeable  a  manner  by 
my   old     friends    and   prote6tors, 
gives  me  a  heart-felt  joy  which  I 
cannot  eafily  exprefs  to  you.? 

**  The   ihort  narrative  which  I 
have  now  finiflied,  however  barren 
of  incident,  may,  convey  a  general 
idea  of  the  genius  and  chara^er  of 
this  illuftrious  man.    Of  the  intel- 
le6kual  gifts    and   attainments   by 
which  he  was  fo  .eminently  didin- 
gui(hed;-*of  the    originalitv  and 
comprehenfivenefs  of  his  views; 
the  extent;  the  variety  and  the  cor- 
tcflnefs  of  his  information ;  the  in- 
cxhauftible  fertility  of  his  inven- 
tion ;  and  the  ornaments  which  his 
rich  and  beautiful  imagination  had 
borrowed  from  claifical  culture;-- 
he  has  left  behind  him  lading  monu- 
ments-   To  his  private  worth  the 
iiloft    certain    of  .  all    teilimonies 
may  be  found  in  that  confidence, 
rcfpeft  and  attachment,  which  fol- 
lowed him  through  all  the  various 
relations  of  life-     The  fercnity  and 
jricty  be  enjoyed,  under  the  pref* 


fare  of  his  growing  infirmities,  and 
the  warm  intercft  he  felt  to  the  laft, 
in  every  thing  conne^cd  with  the  ' ' 
welfare  of  his  friends,  will  be  long 
remembered  by  a  fmall  circle^  with 
whom,  as  long  as  his  ftrcngth  per* 
mitted,  he  regularly  fpent  an  evert- 
ing in  the  week  ;  and  to  whom  the 
recolIeAion  of  his  worth  flill  forms 
a  pleaiing,  though  melancholy  bond 
of  union. 

*'  The  more  delicate  and  charac- 
terifllcal    feati^res   of    his    mind, 
it  is  perhaps  impoflible  to  trace. 
That  there  were-many  peculiarities, 
both  in  his  manners,  and  in  his  in- 
tellectual habits,   was  manifeft  to 
the  moft  fuperficial  obferver;  but, 
although  to  thofe  who  knew  him, 
thefe  peculiarities  detra6led  nothing . 
from  the  refpeCl  which  his  abilities 
commanded^  and,  although  to  his 
intimate  friends,  they  added  an  m* 
expreifible  charm  to  his  converfa* 
tion,  while  they  difplayed,  in  the 
moft  intereiling  light,   the  artlefs 
limplicity  of  his  heart ;  yet  it  would 
require  a  very  (kilful  pencil  to  pre- 
fcnt  them  to  the  public  eye.     He 
was  certainly  not  fitted- for  the  ge- 
neral commerce  of  the  world,  or 
fqr  the  bufinefs  of  aftive  life.  The 
cbmprehenfive  fpeculations    with 
which  he  had  been  occupied  from 
his  youth,  and  the  variety  of  mate- 
rials which  his  own  invention  con« 
tinually  iupplied  to  his  thoughts, 
rendered  him  habitually  inattentive 
to  £amiliar  objects,     and  to  com- 
mon occurrences;  and  he  frequently 
exhibited    inftances    of     abfence^ 
which  have  fcarcely  been  furpafTed 
by  the  fancy  of  Bruycre.      Even  in 
company,  he  was  apt  to  be  engf  off- 
ed  with  his  fludies;  and  appeared, 
at  times,  by  the  motion  of  his  lips,  as 
well  as  bv  his  looks  an^gefhires,  to 
be  in  th  ^fervour  of  composition.  I 
have  oftjn,  however,  been  ilruck, 
at  thediftance  of  years,  with  hiiac- 
S  %  curate 
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cnrttc  memory  of  die  mod  trifling 
particulars ;  and  am  inclined  to  be- 
lieve, from  this  and  fome  other  cir- 
cumftances,  that  hepofleneJ  a  pow- 
er, not  perhaps  uncommon  among 
abfent  men,  of  recolIc(5ling,  in 
confequence  of  fubfequent efforts  of 
refle(5lion,  many  occurrences  which, 
at  the  time  when  they  happened, 
did  not  feem  to  have  fen  fib  ly  at- 
tracfbed  his  notice. 

"  To  the  defect  now  mentioned, 
it  was  probably  owing,  in  part, 
that  he  dkl  not  fall  in  cafily  \f  ith 
the  common  dialogue  of  converfa- 
tFon,  and  that  he  was  fomewhatapt 
to  convey  his  own  iJe-a^  in  the  form 
of  alc6lure.  AVhen  he  did  fo,  how- 
ever, it  never  proceeded  from  a 
^vifli  to  ingrofs  the  difcourfe,  pr  to 
gratify  his  vanity.  His  own  nicli- 
naiion  difpofed  him  fo  flroiig!y  to 
enjoy  in  filence  the  gaiety  of  thofe 
around  him,  that  his  friends  \\;cre 
often  led  to  concert  little  fl- hemes, 
in  order  to  briii^  him  on  the  fut 
jc^fls  mod  liLely  to  interefl  him. 
>Nor  do  -1  thiiik  1  (hall  be  accufed 
of  goin^  too  far,  when  1  fay,  that 
he  was  fc;ircely  t^^^cr  krtown  to 
ftart  a  new  topic  hin-.fclf,  or  to  ap- 
[H^iT  11  n  pre  pa  re  J  upm  thofe  topics 
:\dt  we:';  introduced  by  others. 
Indeed,  his  converfaiion  was  never 
more  a.m]rin;-r  than  wlicn  he  gave  a 
fopfe  to  I'is  genius,  upon  the  very 
few  hnMiciif"  of  knowlcdgeof which 
he  only  poflelTed  the  outlines. 

"  The  opinions  he  formed  of 
nxn,  upon  a'  flight  acquaintance, 
\vcre  fret] nently  erroneous  ;  but  the 
tendency  of  liis  nature  inclined  him 
much  more  to  blind  partiality,  than 
to  ill-founded  prejudice.  Thfi  en- 
large^.!  \icv\'s  of  human  aftaiFs, 
on  which  his  mind  habitually 
jdwelt,  ]ctt  him  neither  tin\^  nor  in- 
clination to  ftudy,  in  detail,  the 
i!nintcTeH:ino;  prcvjiiaritics  of  ordi- 
nary cliara(^tcrs ;  ^nd  accordingly, 


though  intimately  acquainted  with 
the  capacities  of  the  intellc(^,  and 
the  workings  of  the  heart,  and  ac- 
cuftomed,  in  his  theories,  to  mark, 
with  the  mod  delicate  hand,  the  ni- 
ceft  fhades,  both  of  genius  and  of 
the  paffions ;  yet,  in  judging  of  in- 
dividuals, it  fometimes  nappcncd, 
that  his  eftimatcs  were,  in  a  furprif- 
Ing  degree,  wide  of  the  truth. 

"  The  opinions,  too,  which,  in 
the  thoughtleflhefs  and  confidence 
of  his  focial  hours,  he  was.accuf- 
tomed  to  hazard  on  books,  and  oi> 
queftions  of  fpcculation,  were  not 
uniformly  fuch  as  might  have  bectv 
expecfled  from  the  fuperiorify  of  his 
underllanding,  and  the  fingular 
confiltency  of  his  philofophical 
principles.  They  were  liable  to  be 
influenced  by  accidental  circum- 
ftances  and  by  the  humour  of  the 
moment ;  and  when  retailed  by 
thofe  who  only  faw  him  occafional- 
ly,  fuggefted  falfe  and  contradictor, 
ry  ideas  of  his  real  fentinients.  On 
thefe,  however,  as  oh  mod  other 
occafions,  there  was  always  much 
truth,  as  well  as  ingenuity,  in  his 
remarks  :  and  if  the  different  opini- 
on^  which,  at  different  times,  he 
pronounced  upon  the  fame  fnb- 
jecfl,  had  been  all  combined  to- 
gether, fo  as  to  modify  and  limit 
each  other,  they  would  probably 
have  afforded  materials  .for  a  deci- 
fion,  equally  comprehenfive*  and 
jufl.  But,  in  thefociety*  of  his  friends, 
he  had  no  difpofition  to  form  thofe 
qualified  conckifions^  that  ve  ad- 
mire in  his  writings;  and  he  gene- 
ral Iv  contented  hlmfelf  with  a  bold 
and  mafierly  /ketch  of  the  objed, 
from  the  fir  ft  point  of  view  fn 
which  his  temper,  or  his  fancy, prf- 
fented  it.  Something  of  the  lime 
fcind  might  be  remarked,  when  beat- 
tempted,  in  the  flow  of  his  fpints, 
to  delineate  thofe  chara£^ers  which, 
from  long  intimacy,  he  might  lia^re 
d  been 
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feecn  fuppofed  to  underftand  tho- 
roughly. The  picture  was  al- 
ways lively  ind  cxprciiivc ;  and 
commonly  bore  a  ftrong  and  amuf- 
ing  rcfembUace  to  the  original, 
when  viewed  undtr  one  particu- 
lar afpedt ;  but  felrioi.!,  perhaps, 
conveyed  a  jutt  ami  compiete  con- 
ception of  it  in  all  its  diroen lions 
ana  proportioiis.  In  a  word,  it 
was  the  tault  of  his  unpremeditated 
judgments,  lo  be  too  fyitematical, 
and  too  much  in  extremes. 

"But,  in  whatever  way  thefe 
trifling  peculiarities  in  his  manners 
may  be  explained,  there  can  be  no 
doubt,  that  they  we^e  intimateiy 
connected  with  the  genuine  artkff- 
nef^  of  hi£  mind.  In  this  amiable  qua- 
lity, he  often  recalled  to  his  friends, 
the  accounts  tliat  are  given  of  good 
La  Fontaine ;  a  quality  which  in 
him  derived  a  peculiar  grace  from 
the  iinguJarity  of  its  combination 
with  thofe  powers  of  rcafon  and  of 
eloq\tence  which,  ^in  his  political 


and  moral  writings,  have  long  en-^ 
gained  the  admiration  of  Europe. 

*•  In  his  externa)  form  and  ap- 
pearance, there  was  nothing  un-- 
common.  When  perfectly  at  eafe, 
and  when  warmed  with  converfa- 
tion,  his  gelhires  were  animated, 
and  not  ungraceful ;  and,  in  the 
fociety  of  thofe  he  loved,  his  fea- 
tures were  often  brifjhj^ned  with  a 
fmile  of  inexpreifible  benignity.  In 
the  company  of  ftrangers,  his  ten- 
dency to  abfence,  and  perhaps 
fiill  mote  bis  confcioufnefs  of  this 
tendency,  rendered  his  manner 
fomewhat  embarrafled  ;— an  efFeft 
which  was  probably  not  a  little 
heightined  by  thofe  fpeculativ^j 
ideas  of  propriety,  which  his  rechtfe 
habits  tended  at  once  to  perfe<5l  in 
his  conception,  and  to  diminifli  his 
power  of  realising.  He  never  fat 
for  his  pi^fhn-e  5  but  the  medallion 
of  Taflie  conveys  an  exat\  idea  of 
his  profile,  znd  of  the  general  ex*, 
prelfion  of  his  countenance." 


Account  of  the  Personal  Appearance,  Mode  of  Living,  Charac- 
ter, and  Peculiarities  of  LiNN/Eus  :  Supplementary*  tothe  Par.-

**  'TpHE  flature  of  Linnaeus  was  a 
X  little  bejow  the  common  fizp, 
though  neither  Infty  nor  lean,  yet 
the  ftrufturc  of  his  frame  was  llrong 
and  folid.  He  rather  (looped  a  lit- 
tle when  walking,  and  had  con- 
'trafted  this  habit  from  the  frequent 
examination  of  plants,  and  from 
his  conftant  fearch  after  vegetable 
T)r  other  natural  productions.  From 
his  infancy  his  veins  had  much 
fuelled  with  blood.  His  head  was 
large,  fomewhat  elevated  back- 
wards, and  a  traverfe  line  feparated 
the  fore  part  from  the  hind.    His 


eyes  were  brown  and  fiery,  his  fight 
M  as  very  fliarp,and  his  ear  extremer 
ly  quick  in  catching  every  found, 
except  mufic.  It  is  rafh^r  fingular, 
that  the  man,  who  was  ^U  alive  tp 
joy  and  fttial  harmony,  ihoukl  have 
felt  an  anti[>:ithy,  as  it  were,  for 
that  art  which  beft  exprefTes  thofe 
afFe^ftions,  and  has  moflly  been  the 
delight  of  great  men,  Even  tne 
grave  and  ferious  Boerhaavc  found 
his  chief  comtort  and  recreation  in 
mulic.  Anothtr  circumftanceto  be 
noticed  as  a  peculiarity  in  Linnaeus 
was,  that  his  memory,  fo  excellent 
B  3  and 
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and  uricominonly  vigorous  in  his 
youth  and  in  the  flower  of  his  age, 
—  that  memory  which  encompaf^d 
whatever  was  remarkable  in  nature, 
became  at  lad  as  weak  as  it  for- 
meriy  had  beeh  ftrong,  and  began 
already  to  {all  off  very  confiderably 
after  he  had  completed  his  fiftieth 
year.  To  the  too  violent  exertion 
and  overbrjrdening  of  his  memory, 
its  early  decay  ought,  therefore,  to 
be  attributed.  ' 

"  His  memory,  like  all  his  talents 
and  endowments,  was,  in  point  of 
icience,  folely  devoted  to  natural 
hiftory.  He  loved  the  Bglks  Let- 
tres^  and  eve|i  when  old  age  had 
chilled  the  brilliancy  of  his  iroagin* 
ation,  would  frequently  read  Oirid 
and  Virgil,  and  rebearfe,  with  eafe 
and  pleafure,  feveral  pafTages  from 
the  works  of  thofe  poets.  He  was 
not  fond  of  what  i^  properly  called 
the  philology  of  words.  While  at 
college,  he  had  already  but  too 
much  evinced  his  averfion  to  the 
learning  of  languages.  In  the  fo- 
reign countries  which  he  had  viiited, 
in  England,  Holland  and  France, 
the  Latin  language  became  moftly 
his  aid  in  his  intercourfe,  which 
was  aimoft  entirely  confined  to  the 
learned.  In  this  language,  with  the 
alBihmce  of  the  Greek,  of  which 
be  had  a  competent  knowledge  for 
his  profeffion,  he  expreUed  himfclf 
in  dcfcribing  ob lefts  of  natural  hif- 
tory, wifh  eafe,  fluency,  maderly 
concifenefs,  perfpicuity,  and  pre- 
eifion.^  Simplicity,  the  prcdomi- 
nant  feature  of  his  whole  charafter, 
was  alfo  remarkable  in  the  language 
of  his  fcience,  which  derived  from 
him  fo  many  reforms  and  perfec- 
tions. The  diftion  of  a  technical 
man  could  not  furely  be  that  of  a  Ci- 
cero. The  objcft  or  which  he  com- 
plained, appeared  more  important 
to  him  than  the  ycfture  which  he 


threw  ab6ut  k.  Hti  defcripCioiis 
and  hb  letters  pleaie,  tbiMigib  one 
ought  not  to  fearch  £or  elegance  -of 
latinity  in  them.  Owing  tothequicfc- 
nefs  with  Trhich  he  wrote,  he  wo\M 
fometim<.'s  commit  errors  ev«n 
againftthc  grammaticai accuracy  erf 
the  vernacular  tongue  of  the  llo* 
mans,  and  fome  of  his  letters  will 
furnifli  ample  proof  of  the  truth 
of  this  aflertlon.  The  greats 
neft  of  Linnaeus  becomes  an  in- 
ducement even  to  mention  tke 
moil  trifling  particulars.  He  fre* 
quently  ufed  to  fay  lus  friends  :-— 
«^  I  would  rather  have  three  flaps 
from  Prifcian  than  one  from  nature* 
"^MaU  tres  alapasa  Pri/ckan^  fUMtm 
unam  a  naiura.**  When  he  was 
chofen  member  of  the  French  Royal 
Academy  of  Sciences  at  Paris  m 
1763,  he  compofed  his  letter  of 
thanks  to  that  learned  body  inSwcd«. 
ifh,  and  had  it  tranOatfd  inta  La~ 
tin  by  his  friend  the  late  Swcdiih 
librarian  Froiidin.  In  other  ne- 
fpe^ls,  it  cannot  be  denied^  that  a 
more  exrenfive  knowledge  of  lan- 
guages, efpeciall]^  of  the  modem 
ones,  would  have  proved  hig^y 
ufefiil  to  Linnaeus.  The  complaints 
of  his  not  having  profited  with  t>«- 
tility  by  the  works  of  foreigners^ 
would  then  have  been  leis  nume- 
rous, if  not  entirely  removed.  He 
was  tolerably  well  verfed  in  the 
German,  but  fpoke  it  ytry  rareiy. 
•*  I  had  however  the  pleafure,*' 
fays  the  celebrated  botanift  £hr- 
hard  at  Hanover,  of  his  once 
converfing  with  me  in  German 
for  a  whole  afternoon  in  the  (pring 

of  I773-" 

<*  His  a^ivity  was  as  great,  as  bis 
third  for  truth,  and  for  the  more 
profound  and  more  extenfive  knoww 
ledge  of  hisfcience,  was  unquench*- 
able.  The  ilriaefl  order,  the  moft  * 
pun^al  regularity  difiinguiihed  all 
......     hp. 
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ftrain  his  liberality  and  benaficeiice. 
The  excellent  coUedion«  of  Uteraiy 
and  nattiral  treafures  whick^  he  USi 
behind  himy  prove  what  confider- 
able  expence  he  was  at,  as  a  litera* 
tus  ai>dafriendofniitupe«Wewill  il^ 
luftrate  this  aiTertion  by  the  ^Upw-ii 
ing  comparatively  fpeakuigdinunu*  ^ 
tive  inftance:  In  1764  he  wrote 
thus  to  the  celebrated  Auftrmnna- 
turalift  J.  A.  ScopoU,  who  was  at 
that  time  a  phyucian  at  Iftria  in 
Carinthia^  and  became  afterwards 
profeflbr  of  chemiihy  and  botany 
^t  Payia,  wherp  he  terminated  his 
meritorious  life  May  3,  x  788 1  *^  Af* 
ter  inany  vain  endeavours,  I  have 
at  laft  received  your  deicription  of 
the  Carfnthian  infe6ls  from  HoU 
land.  The  pollage  alone  (lands  mc 
in  about  three  ducats,  but  I  do  not 
grudge  the  expence.  That  work 
has  afforded  me  more  pleafure  than 
an  hundred  ducats  would  h^ve  done. 
I  am  afionifhed  a^  your  boundless 
Jnduftry  in  po)leAing,  claffii^g,  and 
defcribing  your  work^  None  but  him 
who  had  a  fhare  in  fuch  labour  cafi^ 
form  himfelf  an  adequate  idea  of  it*' 

*•  To  the  poor  and  even  to 
the  rich,  foreign  iludent^^  who  re* 
iided  at  Upfal  entirely  on  his  ac- 
count, he  left  the  whole  of  the 
perquifites,  which  they  muft  other* 
wife  hiive  paid  him  for  his  l^Aures. 
To  the  former  he  remitted  thatmo*- 
ney  from  pure  motives  of  benefit 
cence,and  from  the  latter  he  would 
not  receive  it,  that  he  might  con^> 
vince  them  how  nobly  proud  he 
was  of  his  fclence.  Befides  the  tef* . 
timony  which  profeiTof  Fabriciua 
gives  in  this  particular  with  Regard 
to  Zoega  and^httmfelf,  we  will  com* 
municate  here  the  following  farther, 
illuftrations  of  the  generofity  of 
Linnaeus.     ^ 

««  When  Dr.  Giefeke  took  has 

le^ve  of  cnir  luminary  in  autumn  of 

1 77 1,  heprefented  to  him  aSwed* 

£^  iih 


his  aAaoae.    In  fuikimer  he  ufually 
flept  five  hours,  from  ten  at  night 
till  three  o'clock  in  the  morning;  in 
winter  his  reft  lafted  nine  hours, 
namely,  from  nine  in  the  evening 
till  fix  in  the  morning*     He  pro- 
portioned the  length andduration  of 
his  ilcep  to  the  feafon  of  the  year  ;and 
the  time  for  fludy  and  occupation 
he  aiways  limited  by  ih^  natural 
flow. of  his  fpirit>s.     Whenever  he 
felt  himfeif  fatigued,  he  laid  by  his 
work*;  at  night  he  ufed  to  be  very 
fond  of  good  company,  difpleyed 
mueh  mirth  and  joUity ,  joked,  and 
woujkl  often  fet  whole  circles  in  a 
roar  in  which  he  moft  heartily  joined 
thefiu    Owing  to  hi9.  fan|uine  tem- 
per he    became    very   fufceptible 
to  tmnfitioos  from  joy  to  fadnefs, 
and  from  thefe  to  an^er.    His  heart 
was  downright  probity  itfelf,  and 
from  his    lips    ilreanled    candor, 
truth  and  virtue.    Faithful  and  af* 
feftionatej  to  his  friends,  he  never 
even  retaliated  upon  his  enc;mies 
their  malipe  and  ^nmity ;  he  \y^as 
was  not  apt  to  forget  an  offence  ea«> 
illy,  and  ufcd  to  ^y ;  "I  will  not 
.  ^  fuifer  my£elf  to  be  deceived  a  fecond 
time."     All  the  concerns  of  houfe- 
keeping  and  domeftic  o^conomy  he 
entrained  to  the  care  of  his  fpoufe, 
who  ruled  the  ikmily.     He  was  a 
true  and  tender  hufband,    and  his 
fondnefs  «^  a  fiither  was  i>ot  lef^  rev 
markable  than  hi?  other  good  qua- 
lifications. 

*^  His  manfion  was  nef  t  and  fill- 
ed with  handfome  furniture :  he  ne» 
ver  dlDiked  feafling  his  friends; 
hut  the  poverty  which  had  once  op- 
prcflecf  him  in  his  youth,  would  not 
permit  him  to  be  lavifh  of  expence. 
in  ail  that  related  to  his  fcience,  to 
natural  curioiities,  books,  corre- 
fpondence ;  or  if  he  &w  a  perfon 
that  really  needed  relief,  lor  infVance, 
a  widowed  mother  with  infant^ 
orphans,   nothing  fould  then  re* 
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ifli  bank  tiote  as  an  acknowledg- 
ment for  the  pains  he  had  taken  to  in- 
ilnj£l  him,  but  he  abfolutely  declin- 
ed acceptance.  After  reiterated  in» 
treaties  he  afked  Giefcke  :  "Pray, 
tell  me  candidly,  are  you  rich,  and 
can  you  afford  it— can  you  well 
/bare  this  money  on  your  return  to 
Germany?— If  you  can,  give  ihte 
bank  note  to  my  wife.  But  iliould 
you  be  poor,  fo  help  me  God,  I 
would  not  take  a  finglc  farthing 
from  you.*'    [ 

"  To  the  praife  of  Linnaeus  I  nwift 
farther  own,'*  fays  Mr.  Ehrhart, 
the  celebrated  botanill  at  Hanover, 
— '*  that  not  withstanding  hjs  parii- 
jnony,  he  neither  did  nor  would  ac- 
cept a  finglc  penny  as  an  honorary 
for  the  lectures  which  he  gave  me.** 
— "  You  are  a  Swifs,'*  faid  he  once 
to  me,  "  and  the  only  Swifs  that  vi- 
iits  me.  I  fliall  take  no  money  of 
you,  but  feel  a  pleafure,  in  telling 
you  all  I  knoW  gratis." 

"  Notwithftinding  thofe  liberal 
fentimeiits,  •  gold,  the  nobleft  of 
metals,  did  not  a  little  recreate  his 
fight,  andinfpirc  him  with  fondnefs. 
**  And  why,"  fays  Dean  Bsck, 
*'  fhould  gold  not  have  been  amalf- 
td  by  him,  who  hoarded  up  all  that 
was  precious  or  beautiful  in  the  lap 
of  nature  ?*' 

♦*  In  .the  common  focial  inter- 
courfe  he  was  fond  of  converfation, 
kind  and  condefcending  towards 
his  inferiors,— and  at  the  fame  time, 
a  prepofTeffed  and  enthuilaftic  friend 
of  reputation  and  honouK  His 
coat  of  arms  bore  for  its  motto  t!ie 
>ivords,  with  whicli  Anchifes  fpirits 
up'-^neas,  and  I'allas  invokes  Her- 
cules :  "  Fnmam  extendere  factis*** 
^"  To  fpread  fame  by  deeds". 
The  truth  of  this  motto  he  fully 
realized.  Honour  was  in  him  like  in 
other  eminent  men,  the  fource  of 
his  greatnefs.  The  liberal  will  in 
Other  xcfpcds  hardly  deem  it  ncpcfr 


fary  to  glofs  over  by  apologies  liu;t 
mantfeifation  of  felf-love,  which  is 
generally  infeparablc  from  true  ho- 
nour. 

"  Linnaeus  is  ceafured,"  fays 
Dean  B^eck,  «'  for  having  afpired 
at  univcrfal  dominion  in  botany, 
and  for  having  been  angry  with 
thofe  who  ftrove  like  him  to  acquire 
eminence  in  that  fcience.  Jealoufy 
is  aimoft  con (lantly  found  to  ope- 
rate upon  great  men.  And  the  re- 
public of  fcience  has  neither  Pom- 
peys  nor  Ca^fars.  Exclufive  domi- 
nation in  the  regions  of  literary  e- 
minence  belongs  to  him  alone  who 
has  truth  on  his  fide ;  nature 
confirms  the  truth,  while  time  ort 
the  other  hand,  deftroys  prefump- 
tion  and  caprices.  And  who  had 
more  virtue  and  more  merit  on  his 
fide  than  Linna?us  r  who  ^ould  with 
greater  right  raife  himfelf  the  mo- 
narch of  natural  fcience  f  H^ncc 
how  generally  and  voluntarily  have 
his  laws  been  adi)pte(j,"  We  will 
readily  allow  that  Linnsens  wifhed 
to  acquire  honour  by  his  lalxvurs  : 
but  he  did  not  neole<%as  his  pupils 
can  prove,  to  pay  proper  homage 
to  the  difcoveries  of  other  men. 
He  mentioned  with  gi*atitude  all 
thofe,  who  fhowed  of  fent  him  the 
leaft  curiofities  of  nature.  He 
thought  it  washis  prerogative,  to  fee 
and  defcribe  thofe  plants,  which 
his  difciples  procured  by  refoOrces 
of  their  own.  He  acknowledged 
their  confidence  as  a  ftrong  mark 
of  politenefs ;  but  when  they  lof^ 
fight  of  this  coiffidence,  he  could 
not  forbear  expre/Iing  his  difplea* 
fure.  lu  ojjier  refpc(^ts  he  did  not 
like  to  fpeak  publicly  of  things 
which  he  had  not  feen  himfelf. 

*•  The  arms  of  Linnaeus  were  per- 
haps the  moft  expreilivc  of  any 
learned  mati  of  the  age ;  at  the  top 
above  the  helmet  was  the  plant 
which  hem  his  joame,  and  whoft 
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he  recorded  the  principal  occiirrenT 
ces  of  his  life.  Befides  this,  he  had 
begun  to  write  1  little  work  i.n  1733-  ^ 
which  he  called  Nemeiis  Divina  ; 
and  in  which  he  recorded,  a^  it  wer(i 
for  Kis  own  warning,  the  piinilb- 
nientS  inflided  by  providence,  an4 
thofe  cataftroplies  and  advcrfities 
which  befel  others,  and  which  from 
long  experience,  he  had  either  fore* 
feen  or  had  a  prefentiment  of-  Oveir 
the  door  of  the  halJ.  in  which  h^ 
gave  his  lectures,  was  the  following 
infcription  ";  "  Jnnocui  vivite  I 
Numeh  adefl  !'*— "  Z/w  ^*;7//ty}/ 
GaJ  olfi^fvesyou  /"t— He  could  nevef 
think  on  the  wonderful  paths  04 
which  the  Almighty  had  guided  him 
without  bei.ig  moved,  arid  without 
thanking  his  Providence  for  all  the 
proofs  of  his  grace  and  mercy.  He 
concluded  the  tra(5t  which  contain^ 
the  occurrences  of  liislife  with  thefe 
words  :  "  The  Lord  was  with  thee^ 
where  ever  thou  didftgo,  SccMc,**. 
**'  One  of  his  celebrated  pupil^ 
the  late  chevalier  Murray  ot  Qoet- 
lingcn,  w^hen  publicly  announcing 
the  death  of  iiis  great  teacher  ia 
17785  addcdlhe  following  illuftra- 
tion  of  his  chr.ra<51:er.  -*'  Every  c^^n- 
did  and  impr.rtial  mind  cannot  but 
acknowledge  how  much  natural 
hiilory  Hands  indebted  to  Linnaeui 
for  his  writings,  for  his  le<fkurcs, 
lor  his  corrcfpondence,  for  his  moll 
ac^fcive  zeal,  and  for  fending  the 
ah  left  pupils  to  all  quartei's  of  the 
globe  ;  and  with  regard  to  medicine, 
for  fixing  the  folid  bafis  of  a  fu(;- 
cefsful  pradice  andafccrtaining  the 
remedies.  By  the  order,  truth, 
precifion  and  perfection,  and  the 
immediate  application  of  theory  to 
pradictd  11  k-,  which  he  introduced 
in  his  lavourko  (cience,  he  not  only 
weaned  iiis  countrymen  from  £^ 
wMiimfical  and  pretended  iludy  of 
antiquiticb,  but  kijidled  in  all  Eu- 
rope and  in  other  enlightened  parts 

of 


leares  hung  down 'on  both  fides;  in. 
the  centre  of  the  divifions  was  an 
egg,-— an  aHufion  to  the  principle 
of  Harvey  :  **  Omne  am?nal  ex  ovo\**  , 
and  to  the  bafis  of  his  fexual  fyftem  ; 
^'' Omkis  pla?ita  e  femine  ]'*'^  2X.  Xht 
top  was  a  crown,  and  on  each  fide 
another,  (ignifying  the  three  reignS 
of  nature,  and  borrowed  from  the 
medal  which  count  Teifin  had  or- 
dered to  be  ftruck.  in  honour  of 
him  ;  from  below  appeared  the  pr- 
der  of  the  Polar  Star,  encompafTed 
bv  his   motto :     Famain    extendere 

"  The  hand  which  Linnaeus 
v.Toie,  w^as-upon  the  whole  of  a  di- 
minutive fize,  but  remarkably  plain, 
and  veil  formed  for  a  literatus.  In 
the  earlier  part  of  his  life  it  muft 
even  have  been  remarked  as  a  fine 
hand. 

"  One  of  the  moll  diflinguiflieS 
attributes  of  the  mind  of  Linnaeus 
were  his  religious  fentiments,  and 
his  profound  adoration  of  the  Di- 
vinity. He  refembled  in  this  re- 
fpect,  Newton,  Haller,  Locke,  Luler 
and  others,  whofe  refpcd:  of  reli- 
gion  rendered  thtir  knowledge  flill 
more  eftimable.  The  deeper  he 
penetrated  into  the  fecrets  of  na- 
ture, the  more  he  admired  the  wif- 
dom  of  her  creator.  He  praifed  tliis 
wifdom  in  his  works,  recom. mend- 
ed it  by  his  fpeeches,  and  honoured  it 
in  his  a(5lions.  Whenever  he  found 
nn  opportunity  of  e.xpatiatiiig  on 
the  greatnefs*,  the  providence,  and 
omnipotence  of  God,  whick  irt-^ 
quently  fUppenedin  his  lectures  and 
botanical  excurfions,  his  heart  glow- 
ed with  acele-ftial  lire,  ^nd  his  mouth 
ponred  forth  torrents  of  admirable 
eloquence.  Thii  made  him  one  of 
t'e  bell  inculcators  of  morality  ;  he 
infrilled  by  fo  doing  a  lirnilar  fpirit 
of  religion  into  the  breaft  of  his  pu- 
p»io.  He  kept,  as  we  already  ob- 
;Cive^,  a  diary  like  Haller,  in  which 
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cyfthcwo*icl,anenAafiafticloTe  of 
patural  hiftpryi  which  even  capti- 
vated monarchsw  As  looff  as  the 
world  ihall  exifi,  there  will  be  op- 
portonities  of  oiaking  alters^tions, 
additions,  and  commentaries  in 
certain  learned  produ^oi^s;  but 
what  is  all  this,  if  compared  to  the 
mcrks  of  an  original  creator?  His 
mind  was  too  elevated,  and  too  nor 
bk  to  have  ever  iixffered  hiin  toabufe 
fnrvex  even  thofe  who  had  cowardly 
and  morofdy  attacked  him.  Not  a 
IhoB  of  fach  a  tendency  obfcures 
his  fi^ndid  literary  career.  The 
Sweclifli  court  exprefled  the  efleem 
which  it  felt  for  him,  not  only  by 
pomoting  and  fiacilitating  the  pro- 
grefs  of  his  fcience,  but  alfo  by 
conferring  upon  him  perfonal  re- 
i^ds ;  he  graced  the  prefence  of 
Ins  king ;  in  the  temf^le  which  is 
confecrated  to  nature  at  Drottning- 
holm^  a  medallion  reprefenting  him 
Is  fufpended  amidft  the  moft  illuf- 
trious  Swedes,  and  a  fuperb  mau- 
folciun  has  been  ere£bd  to  him  af- 
ter his  death.— 'Many  of  his  coun- 
try men^  heedlefs  of  the  dangers 
which  abound  on  the  flormy  fe^s 
and  in  wildemeflesy  the  repairs  of 
ferocious  beafis,  expofed  them- 
felvcs,  merely  to  gratify  tlieir  vene- 
rable profefTor  by  natural  collec- 
tions. One  of  them  fent  him  a  fer- 
▼ice  of  porcelain  from  China,  pur- 
pofely  manuf^ured  for  him  and 
bearing  a  reprefentation  of  theLin^ 
mea  Borealis  on  the  outiide.  Others 
attempted  by  their  pencil,  or  chi- 
fel,  to  render  imperifhable  their 
name  by  publifhing  his  portrait. 
As  long  as  Linnaeus  preferved  the 
faculty  of  thinking,  he  conftantly 
had  in  his  mind  his  darKng  motto  : 
Fttmam  txundae  faHis.^Xi  raifed 
him  from  the  humWcft  obfcurity 
to  the  fummit  of  permanent  fame.'* 
**  Tender  to  his  friends,"  fays 
Condorcet  in  his  panegyric,  deli* 


vered  before  the  Royal  Academy 
of  fciences  at  Pans,  *<  amiable  and 
blithfome  in  familiar  convcrfe^  no* 
ble  with  the  great,  plain  and  good* 
natured  to  his  inferiors,  linnaens 
never  purchafed  by  bafenefs  the 
privilege  of  making  others  feel  the 
humiliating  weight  of  pride;  and 
was  the  leis  jealous  of  affe^ng  a 
precarious  prerogative  than  he  v^a» 
confident  of  his  real  greatneis.  Rich 
by  the  munificence  iA  his  court, 
he  never  deviated  from  that  firopii- 
city  of  life,  from  which  no  man 
can  dray  without  being  punifhcd  by 
ridicule  and  lonelinefs."— A  ihort 
time  after  he  had  fuffered  an  apor 
pletic  ihroke,  he  compofed  a  brief 
account  of  his  life,  and  fent  it  to 
this  Academy  to  funvilh  materials 
for  bis  panegyric.  In  this  produc- 
tion he  fpeaks  with  as  nuich  candor 
of  his  labours  and  difcovcries  as  he 
does  of  his  faults.—**  He  owns  that 
he  might  perhaps  be  too  eaiily 
moved  or  irritated;  that  he  is  but 
flow  in  adopting  opinions,  and  per- 
feveres  perhaps  with  too  much  ob- 
flinacy  in  tho^e  \vhich  he  had  once 
received^  ^^X  he  was  net  pofTefied 
of  moderation  iuflicient  to  rcfifi  the 
ceiifure  and  th^  cpntradi<Etioos  of 
his  rivals.— Such  ^vowals  only 
prove^  that  Linnasu3  was  paflion- 
ately  fond  of  feme,  and  that  thb 
pailion  like  all  others  is  (ubjeA  to 
frailties  and  excefies.  But  hov 
fmall  is  the  number  of  men  who 
have  that  courajge  w}iich  he  had  tp 
own  their  frailties.'' 

"  *rhua  the  care  which  he  took 
of  his  Eulogium,  and  which  in  an- 
other man  might  perhaps  have  been 
the  mere  impmfe  of  vanity,  was  id 
him  but  a  frefli  proof  of  his  Iqveaf 
truth.  After  having  combated  er- 
rors all  his  life  time,  he  would  not 
palliate  thofe  which  admiration  or 
envy  might  have  urged  foe  or  againii 
him.".      ...,., 
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^  The  extraordinary  kconifoi  in 
tlie  works  of  Liaiueus,  and  }>er- 
haps  tbe  too  frvquent  ufe  of  iyiiem- 
atic  defcriptioiiy  render. the  perufal 
of  them  diificuic;  they  require 
more  being  ftudied  than  read ;  but 
afford  afterwards  a  rich  compenfa- 
tion  in  the  pit^cifion  of  his  ideas,' 
and  in  the  advantage  of  prefenting, 
all  at  once,  a  nrnitsplicity  of  refults^ 
Linnaeus  tras  well  aware  that  naked 
truth  poifefled  the  moft  captivating 
charms,  and  that  thofe  ornaments 
u-hich  are  ufed  to  fet  her  off,  ferve 
only  to  msL(k  her.  He  was  more 
eager  to^ form  naturaliils  and  to  in- 
flru£k  ihidents  than  to  entertaiA 
amateurs.  The  powers  of  eloquence 
which  allure  the  latter  and  pleafe 
the  idle  fancy,  were  a  gift  which  he 
never  defired  to  make  his  own.  His 
countrymen,  at  the  fame  time,  found 
in  the  works  which  he  wrote  in  his 
mother-tongue,  an  elegant  andplea- 
fant  dif^on,  and  that  kind  of  elo* 
quence,  which,  among  all  others, 
is  the  moft  enraptining,  and  per- 
haps the  only  one  peculiarly  adapt- 
ed to  phiioiophical  works,  I  mean, 
that  eloquence  which  comprifes 
many  thoughts  in  a  few  words,  and 
exprefles  new  and  important  truths, 
in  a  noble  and  artler:>  language. 

"  In  all  the  works  of  Linnseus, 
there  reigns  a  profound  adoration 
of  Providence,  a  lively  admiration 
of  the  greatnefs  and  wifdom  of  his 
ways,  and  a  tender  gratitude  for  his 
benefits..  He  .bejieved  in  Provi- 
dcnce,  becaufe  his  daily  obferva- 
tions  upon  nature  furnifhed  him 
with  frefli  proofs  of  her  fublime 
immenfity,  and  he  cjaily  faw  inftan- 
ce«  of  it  before  his  eyes. 

*^  All  authentic  particulars, 
which  can  contribute  to  a  flri^ter 
knowledge  of  the  life;  character 
and  peculiarities  of  a  man,  who  has 
radered  himielf  as  eminentand  as 
^"^rtal  9s  LiaoaeuS),  cannot  £^U 


to  prove  agreeable  and«iatere(ting« 
We  fhall  therefore  fubjoin  hem 
thofe  anecdotes  which  pro£efibr  Fa^ 
bricius  of  Kiel,  on?  of  his  moib  ce« 
lebrated  pupils,  has  collected  »* 
fpedting  him. 

*^  For  two  whole  yeirs,**  rdatey 
Fabricius,  namdy  from  1762  till 
1 764,  «*  li^ve  I  been  fo  foitiinalje 
as  to  enjoy  his  ;nilrudiop,  has  guid- 
ance and  hisconiidentialfrienmliip. 
Not  a  day  elapfed,  on  whi^hldid 
not  fee  him,  on  which  I  was  not 
either  prefent  at  his  lectures,  or, 
as  it  frequently  happened,  Ipent  fe« 
veral  hours  with  him  in  familiar 
converfation.  In  fummer  we  fol- 
lowed him  into  the  country.  We 
were  three,  Kuhn,  Zoega,  and  I, 
all  foreigners.  In  winter  we  lived 
diredlly  &cing  his  houfe,  and  he; 
came  to  us  almoll  every  day,  in  his 
fliort  red  robe  de  cha'mbre,  with  a 
green  fur-cap  on  his  head  and  a  pipe 
in  his  liand.  He  came  for  faahFan 
hour,  b.ut  flopped  a  whole  one,  and 
many  times  two.  Hi?  conver(a- 
tion  on  thefeoccalion^  wasextreme* 
ly  fprightly  and  pieafant*  It  either 
confifled  in  anecdotes  relative  to 
the  lejrned  in  his  profeilion,  with 
whom  he  got  acquainted  in  foreign 
countries,  or  in  clearing  up  our 
doubts,  or  giving  us  other  kinds  of 
inftru<^on.  He  ufed  to  laugh  then 
mofl  heartily,  and  difpla)red  a  fe* 
renity  and  an  opennefs  of  counte-  . 
nance,  which  proved  how  much 
his  foul  was  fufceptible  of  amity 
and  good  fellowfhip. 

**  Our  life  was  much  happier 
when  we  refided  in  the  country. 
Our  habitation  was  about  half  a 
quarter  of  a  league  diftant  from  his 
houfe  at  Hammarby— in  a  farm 
where  we  kept  our  own  furniture 
and  other  requiiites  for  houfekeep* 
ing.  He  rofc  very  early  in  fum- 
mer, moflly  about  four  o'clock. 
At  &x  be  came  to  us  becaufe  his 
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Tkwfe  wis  then  biiildiitg,    break- 

•  h£ied  with  us,  and  gave  le6^ures 
upon  the  natural  orders  of  plants 
(^rdines  naturales  f^lante^rum)  ^  as  long 
fts  h^  pleafed,  and  generally  -  till 
about  ten  o'clock.  We  then  wan- 
idered  about  till  twelve  upoi>  the  ad- 
jacent rocks,  the  productions  of 
which  afforded  us  plei|ty  of  enter- 
tainment. In  the  :jfternoon  w^  re- 
paired  to  his   garden,  and  in   the 

'  evening  we  moftly  played  nt  the 
l^wediih  game  of  trifliett,  in  compa- 
'p,y  with  his  fpoufe, 

*•  On  Sundays  the  whole  family 
nfually  came  to  fpend  the  day  with 
us.  We  fent  for  a  peafant  who 
pkyed  on  an  inftrument  refembling 

•  fi  violin,  at  the  foynd  of  which  we 
'  danced  in   the  barn  of  our  farm- 

•  houfe.  Our  balls  were  ceriainiy 
not  very  fplendid,  the  company 
Init  fmall,  the  mu(ic  fuperlatively 
ruftic,  and  no  change  in  the  dances, 

'  which  were  conftantly  either  mi- 

'  HBets  or  Polilh;  but  regardlefs  of 

thefe  wants  we  pafled  our  time  very 

•  merrily.  While  we  wtre  dancing, 
the  old  man,  who  fmoaked  his  pipe 
with  Zoega,  who  was  deformed  by 
nature,  and  emaciated,  became  a 
JjpeAator  of  our  amufement,  and 
lometimes,  though  very  rarely, 
danced  a  Polifh  dance,  in  which  he 
excelled  ever}^  one  of  us  young  men. 
He  was  extremely  delighted  when- 
ever he  fa\v  us  in  high  glee,  nay,  if 
we  even  became  very  noify  ;  had  he 
not  always  found  us  fo,  he  would 
have  manifeftcd  his  apprehenfions 
iell  we  fhould   not  be  fu fhciently 

•  entertained.-^Thofe  days,  thofe 
hours  (liall  never  be  erafed  from 
my  memory,  and  every  remem- 
fjrance  of  them  is  gratelul   to   my 

'  heart  !• 

**  What  made  him  fo  exceffively 
kind  towards  us  was,  becaufe  we 
were  foreigners,  and  befides  fome 
Ruffians  who  did  not  beftow  great 


pain's  upon  their  fhidics,  we  fill-* 
were  thofe  who  alone  adhered  n 
him,  who  alone  heard  ami  attended 
hiro,  and  remained  at  Upfai  cnrir?- 
ly  on  his  account.  He  found  tha: 
we  loved  his  fcience,  and  that  we 
proved  this  love  by  a  mod  zeaioi:* 
application  to  its  different  purfui::. 
He  felt,  therefore,  great  pleafare  ia 
conviiicing  his  own  countrjmcn. 
that  his  fcience  woukl  bceftceiicd 
abrOAd,  cvei?  when  it  fliould  begin 
to  decline  in  Sweden.  He  was  alfo 
fond  of  converfation  on  all  fubjcds 
relative  to  natural  hiftory,  for  whicti 
he  had  but  too  little  opportunity  at 
Upfal.  ^That  fcience  almofi  en- 
tirely engroffed  his  fpecch,  and 
every  thought  of  his  mind  ;  and  be- 
ing the  only  naturalill  then  at  thit 
univcrfity,  fuch  a  privation  nuu 
have  occafioned  to  him  a  great  ika! 
of  irk  fome  nef-^. 

"  Wijen  i  got  acquainted  wirh 
iirCha.lfa  l.innxus,  who  was  then 
in  his  f!tty-hxth  year,  iiicreali:;^ 
age  had  alr.»adv  iiirrowcd  his  front 
with  wrinkles.  His  counicnance 
was  open,  almofl  conilantly  fercnr, 
and  bore  grer-t  refcmbiance  to  h;i 
portrait  in  the  Species  tlardarMm. 
But  his  eyes, — of  all  theei'es  i  ever 
faw, — were  the  moll  bec^uuful.  Tnf^y 
certainly  were  but  little,  but  dart^  J 
a  refulgent  fplendorand  a  penctri- 
tiojvot  a(pect  which  1  never  ob- 
ferved  bcl  re  in  any  other  man.  It 
fometimes  appeared  to  nae,  as  \\ 
his  looks  would  penetrate  thrd^'^,.! 
the  very  innermoft  recciTes  of  tiie 
heart. 

*•  His  mind  was  remarkably  no- 
ble and  elevated,  though  1  well 
know  that  fome  perfons  accufcd 
him  of  feveral  faults ;  the  acurencls 
and  energy  of  his  mental  faculties 
even  (Iioik:  through  his  eves.  But 
his  greatefl  excellence  contilied  ia 
the  ivftematical  ordct,  by  which 
his  thoiights  fucce«de^  each  other. 

Wii3t- 
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A-Vhateverhe  faid  or  did  was  faithful 
To  order,  to  truth,  and  to  regularity. 
JExi  his  youth  his  memory  was  un- 
commonly vigorous,  but  it  began 
To  fink  early  into  decay.  Even 
^^'hen  I  was  with  him,  he  could  not 
fometimes  remember  the  names  of 
His  deareft  friends  and  relatives.  I 
fHli  recoHe<^  to  have  feen  him  once 
^very  much  embarrafled,  when,  af- 
ter wrltino;  a  letter  to^Moraeus,.  his 
iather-in-law  at  Fahlun,  he  aim  oft 
lound  it  impoflible  to  recolledl  his 
name. 

'*  His  palllons  were  ftrong  and 
violent.  His  heart  was  open  to 
every"  impreffion  of  joy:  and  he 
loved  Jocularity,  conviviality,  and 
c^ood  living.  He  was  an  excellent 
<:<5rapanion,  pleafant  in  converfa- 
tion,  full  of  ftrong  hits  o^  feucy, 
and  feafonable and emcrtaining  fto- 
ries  ;  but  at  tik  fame  time,  fudden- 
ly  roufed  to  anger  and  boifterous ; 
the  fudden  effervefcence  of  this 
fiery  p^.ffion  fubfided  however,  al- 
rr»oft  at  the  very  moment  of  its 
Hrthf  and  he  immediately  became 
all  plain  good  nature  again.  His 
friendfliip  \vr,s  fure  and  invariable. 
Science  was  generally  its  bafis;  £nd 
every  one  who  knew  him  muft  own 
what  concern  he  ahvays  manifefted 
for  hfs  pupils,  and  with  how  much 
2eal  they  returned  his  friendftiip, 
aiid  frequently  became  his  defend- 
ers. He  was  fo  fortunate  as  to 
find  among  his  favourites  none  that 
were  ungrateful;  even  Rolander 
deferred  more  to  be  pitied  than 
blamed. 

"  The  ambition  of  Linnapus 
knew  no  bounds;  and  his  motto, 
Famam  ex f e?ie/rre  fa^is^  w3iS  the  real 
mirror  of  hw  foul.  Biit  this  ambi- 
tion never  extended  beyond  the  re- 
gions of  his  fcience,  and  it  "never 
degenerated  into  fiir-y  .ind  ^flfeniive 
pride.  He  certai  .W  did  not  care 
ftuch  for  the  opinion  of  his  co- 


temporaries,  and  only  heeded  that 
which  proceeded  from  thofe,  what 
were  men  of  genuine  literary  me-» 
rit.  His  way  of  living  was  mo- 
derate and  parfimonions,  his  dreis 
plain,  and  oftentimes  even  fliabby^ 
The  high  rank  to  1  which'  his  king 
had  raiifed  hhn,  pl^afcd  him  only 
as  far  as  he  confidered  it  as  a  proof 
of  bis  fcientifk  greatnefs. 

*'  In  the  purfuits  of  his  ftndics>* 
he  could  but  ill  brook  contradic- 
tion and  oppofition.  He  correftcd 
his  works  agreeable  to  the  juft  re- 
marks of  his  friends,  whofe  hint» 
he  received  with  gratitude ;— but 
the  attacks  of  hts  opponents  hede- 
fpifed,  and  inftead  of  anfwering^ 
he  configned  them  to  that  obfcurity 
and  oblivion,  in  which  they  have 
long  ago  l)een  buried.  Notwith- 
ftanding  this,  he  could  not  ealiiy 
forgive  aggi'effions,  and  ftrained  e- 
very  nerve  to  erafe  them  from  the 
annals  of  literature.  He  was  libe- 
ral in  difpenfing  praife,  becaufe  he 
was  fond  of  being  flattered;  and 
this,  indeed,  may*  be  confidered  as 
his  greateft  foible.  At  the  fame 
time,  his  ambition  was  founded  up- 
on the  confcioufnefs  of  his  own 
greatnefs,  and  upon  the  merits 
which  he  acquired  in  a  fcience, 
over  which  he  had  for  fo  many 
years  wiekled  the  fccptre  of  fove- 
rei*s;nty.  Tournefort,  as  he  often 
told  me,  was  his -pattern  in  his 
youth;  he  did  all  he  could  to  equal 
him,  and  found  at  laft,  that  he  had 
left  Tournefort  at  a'  great  diftance 
beneath  him. 

*^  Linnseus  has  been  particularly 
changed  with  avarice.  It  cannot  be 
denied,  that  his  way  of  living,  con- 
fidering  hrsgood  circumftances,  was 
very  moderate,  and  that  he  furely 
did  not  defpife  gold.  But  if  I  weigh 
in  my  mind  thofe  extremes  of  po- 
verty, which  fo  long  and  fo  heavily 
OTcrwhelmcd  him,  I  can  cafily  ac- 
count 
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C4Him  for  this  par{lifM»ny.  But  I 
C9uld  aot  fay^  that  his  frugality 
t9cr  degenerated  into  fordid  ava* ' 
rice.  1  can  even  prove  quite  the 
contrary  by  my  own  experience. 
After  having  given  us  le6tures  all 
the  fummer  rou^d^  we  were  not 
only  obliged  to  urge  him  to  receive 
the  fee  due  for  thefe  le6tures,  but 
r»en  to  leave  the  money  (lily  upon 
loa  chefty  as  he  had  (ignified  his  re- 
iblutioo  not  to  take  it^  in  a  final 
and  peremptory  manner. 

♦*  He  was  not  quite  happy  and 
oomfortablein  his  own  family.  His 
wife  was  tally  robuft,  domineering, 
le^ib,  and  deftitute  of  every  ad- 
vantage of  a  good  education.  She 
fitquendy  robbed  us  of  the  joys 
which  gilded  our  focial  moments. 
Unable  to  hold  any  converfation 
m  decent  company,  (he  confe- 
ttuently  was  never  much  fond  of  it 
herfelf.       . 

**  Under  thofe  difadvantages^the 
education  of  the  children  of  Lin- 
naeus could  not  but  be  of  an  infe* 
rior  description.  The  young  la- 
doies^  his  daughters,  are  all  good- 
tempered,  but  rough  children  of 
nature,  and  deprived  of  thofe  ex- 
ternal accompliihments  which  they 
night  have  derived  from  a  better 
education.  The  younger  Linnaeus, 
who  fucceeded  his  father  in  his  pro- 
feilbrlhip  at  Upfal,  is  certainly  not 
endowed  with  the  fame  vivacitv ; 
4ut  the  great  knowledge  which  he 
acquired  by  a  coni^nt  practice  of 
botany,  and  by  the  many  and  ex- 
cellent obfcrvations  of  his  parent, 
which  he  found  in  his  manufcripts, 
nauft  have  rendered  him  a  very  ufe- 
ful  man  there.  The  eldeft  daughter, 
who  married  captain  Von  Bergen- 
cranz,  returned  afterwards  to  her 
parents,  and  lived  conihmtly  in 
their  houfe. 

"  The  merits  of  Linnaeus  in  the 
fciences   are    uncommonly   great. 


He  Dot  only  enriched  tb^m  con^  - 
derably  himfelf,  but  formed  aifo  a 
great  number  of  pupils  of  the  great- 
eft  fcieotifi^  eminence^     He  found 
means,  paitly  by  the  diariniiiff  me- 
thod  of    delivering    his  le^nirre, 
partly  by  hisexcurfions  and  friend- 
ly denieanour,  to  infpire  them  with 
a  love  of   natural  niftory,  wbtcfa 
they  always  preferved  afterwards, 
and  which  induced  them  to  imder- 
take  long  and  important  travei:^  and 
voyages,  and  to  enrioh  their  ^uence 
at  home  by  valuable  tra<^  and  ob- 
fervations.     fiut    few  were  thole 
teachers,  who  had  the  ^od  fortune 
to  form  fo  great  a  num^ber  of  diici- 
pies,  who  all  contributed,  in  fome 
meafure,  to  extend  the  liinits  of 
their  fcience ;  and  there  is  bo  coun- 
try but   Sweden,  which  ev.cr  f«nt 
out  fo  many  travellers  to  .make  dif- 
caveries  in  natural  hiftiotfy.-^Lin- 
na&us  was  alfo  ovy  teacher,  and  I 
acknowledge  with  emotion,   bow 
greatly  indebttdl  tfmto  him  for  his 
ie&nsaiid  his  friendihip. 

'«  Beiides  the  labouf-  whkh  he 
bellowed  upon  medicine,  efpecially 
upon  the  itMLteria  medica  and  pa- 
thology, nature  was  his  principal 
occupation,  and  proclaimed  him 
alf^  as  the  firfV  daning  of  his  time. 
Great  was  he  in  dxfceming  and  ar- 
ranging the  immenfiCy  «-  beinga 
which  cover  the  globe-?  and  per- 
haps greater  ftill  in  the'  extraordi- 
nary number  of  obfervatioiifi,  and 
iu  the  hypothefes  which  are  fnuiid-> 
ed  upon  them,  and  gradually  be- 
came theoretical  truths.  The  hy- 
pothefes  of  Linnaeus  indicate  moft 
particularly  the  brilliancy  of  his 
imagination,  and  at  the  fame  time, 
the  ftrength  of  his  judgment:  Some 
of  them  appear  extrenv^y  bold  and 
vonturefome  at  firfi  ;  but  upon 
dofer  infpe^ion,  we  find  the  ob* 
fervations  in  nature  on  which  they 
are  founded,  ^nd  m^  acknowledge 
t  them 
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however,  an  incontrorcrtible  hStf 
that  he  firft  introduced  f/fteauicic 
regularity  in  the  mineral  reign.  He 
formed  the  clailes,  and  cfetermined 
the  genera  and  fpecies  by  regular 
diflin(^ive  marks,  which  he  derived 
from  the  external  appearance.  Thus 
mineralogy  became  a  regular  fci- 
ence,  after  it  had  formerly  been  btit 
a  chaos  created  by  the  miners,  who 
ufed  to  difcrimlnate  the  minerab 
partly  by  practice  and  partly  by 
fire.  Linnaeus  having  once  left 
the  mines,  havuig  no  laboratory,' 
and  being  over-burdened  by  a  mul- 
tiplictty  of  other  occupadons,  dif* 
continued  to  exert  himfelf  fo  much 
in  mineralogy.  His  fyftem  is  how- 
ever excellent,  his  hypothefis  the 
fruit  of  the  ripeft  reileaioa,  his  de« 
fcriptions  of  the  fpecies  are  excel* 
lent,  and  his  obfer  vat  ions  truly  im- 
portant. In  fpite  of  all  attacks, 
his  name  will  likewife  be  handed 
down  in  this  fcience  to  the  kteft 
poderity. 

"  The  vegetable  reign  poflcfled 
the  greatefi  charms  forLmnseus; 
he  beftowed  upon  it  the  beA  ihare 
of  his  time  and  abilities^  Whea 
he  firft  appeared  in  the  field  o£  fci- 
ence in  1732,  Toumefort*s  fyflem 
of  botany,  derived  from  the  umc- 
ture  of  the  inward  cover  of  the 
flower,  was  every  where  popular 
and  univerfaliy  accepted.  But  diir- 
incr  the  htter  part  of  its  moil  flov. 
ridiing  epoch,  a  kind  of  barbarifm 
was  perceived  in  that  fyftem^  A 
great  number  of  new  plants  having 
been  difcovered,  it  fo  happened 
that  the  characters  of  the  inward 
cover  of  the  flower  proved  infuffi- 
cient  to  diilinguifh  one  from  an- 
other with  plain nefs  and  regularity. 
Botanifls  began,  therefore,  to  have 
recourfe  to  the  outward  appear- 
ance, and  to  copper-plates,  not 
without  prejudice  to  the  certainty 
of  the  real  fydem-

them  afterwards,  if  not  as  true,  at 
lead  as  probable  and  as  deferving 
of  a  more  minute  enquiry. 

**  Among  his  manufcripts  there 
muil  certainly  have  been  found  ma- 
ny important  remarks;  I  ihould 
have  been  very  defirous  of  feeing 
thofc  wliich  relate  to  the  general  ar- 
rangement  of  nature.  He  muft 
have  colle^d  the  moil  intereiling. 
obiervatioDS  on  this  head.  He  con- 
templated nature  with  the  greateil 
accuracy,  and  with  fo  much  know- 
ledge and  judicious  ikill,  as  to  have 
penetrated  into  her  mod  fecret  my  f- 
teries.  But  he  dared  not,  as.  he 
himfelf  liTured  me,  publifh  thofe 
obfer  vations  during  his  life,  becaufe 
he  was  afraid  of  the  exceflive  vio- 
lence of  the  Swediih  divines,  who, 
frequently  too  faithful  and  too  bi- 
gotted  to  their  own  arguments,  do 
Aot  confider,  that  nature  as  well  as 
revelation,  proclaim,  in  unifon  of 
principle,  the  haa^  of  that  Great 
l^ailer,  who  formed  both.  Lin- 
nseus  had  the  example  of  his  fitopil 
Jorikal  befc^re  his  eyes,  who,  imme- 
diately after  his  return  from  Goet- 
titxgen,  faw  himfelf  involved  in  fo 
many  theological  difputes,  as  would, 
perhaps,  have  been  carried  too  far, 
had  he  not  left  the  field  of  litiga. 
tion,  by  fetting  out  on  his  voyage 
to  Arabia. 

'^  Linnseus  knew  how  to  fecure 
to  himfelf,  even  in  his  earlier  days, 
that  dominion  over  the  three  reigns 
of  nature,  which  he  preferred  till 
death. 

"  In  mineralogy,  his  very  coun- 
trymen entered  the  liils  of  conten- 
tion againil  him.  He  certainly  was 
often  attacked  and  cenfured  with 
iftjuilioe;  and  the  little  inaccura- 
cies, which  will  never  fail  to  eriil 
in  works  of  that  importance)  ought 
to  have  been  palliated  and  over- 
looked, on  account  of  the  other 
Sreat  aierils  of  their  author.    It  is, 
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**  LinnsBUs  foon  perceived  the 
error  and  its  real  foundation,  in  the 
want  of  fufficient  and  folid  charac- 
ters, which  the  inward  cover  of  the 
flower  could  never  have  procured. 
He  fought,  therefore,  a  taftr  bafis 
for  his  fyflem,  and  took  at  firft  the 
Outward  cover  of  the  flower  to  ei- 
fe6l  his  purpofe.  But  he  found  it 
equally  infufficient*  He  ultimately 
examined  the  fex  of  the  plants, 
which  had  in  fomemeafure  been  al- 
ready known  before  bira,  though 
never  ufedas  a  fyftem,  Uponthefe 
enquiries  he  built  his  fexiial  fyfteni, 
which  foon  met  with  univerfal  ap- 
probation, and  fprcad  itfelf  through- 
out Europe.  That  he  might  render 
it  the  more  firm  and  imperifhable, 
he  introduced  the  natural  cjiarac- 
ters  of  the  genera,  which  he  took 
from  nil  the  parts  of  frudlification, 
and  from  which  he  obtained  a  great 
number  of  diftindlive  marks,  which 
will  never  fail  accurately  to  point 
out  the  genera.  He  demonftrared  ^ 
the  true  principles  of  a  botanical 
fyflem,  introduced  a  folid,  certain, 
and  defijjitlve  technology,  and  de- 
itionftrated  the  various  errors  of  his 
predeceflbrs,  which  had  made  their 
fyftems  totter,  and  rendered  uncer- 
tain the  definition  of  the  plants. 
This  laid  the  foundation  of  his  au- 
thority in  the  fcience  of  botany, 
which  he  extended  ftiJl  farther  in  a 
jjiofl  extraordinary  manner,  by  the 
excellent,  concile,  and  plain  Dif- 
ferentiae Specific  rt,  by  the  trivial 
names,  and  a  Iblid  and  precifefyn- 
onymy.  After  the  entire  arrange- 
ment and  completion  of  his  fyilem, 
when  the  denomination  and  defini- 
tion of  plants  could  no  longer  em« 
tarrafs  its  progrefs,  he  began  to 
give  a  great  nuntber  of  the  defcrip- 
tions  of  the  new  fpecies,  which  are 
allreai  mailer-pieces,  and  the  know-, 
ledge  of  which  he  partly  owed  to 
his  travels,  partly  to  hh  pupils;,  and 


from  which  the  many  editiom  vA 
the  important  emendations  cf  . : 
fyflem  have  originated.  He  *i%, 
at  the  fame  time,  extremely  uutit-ri 
in  not  mentioning  any  pknt  ii  i 
fpecies  or  as  a  genus,  of  which  h; 
either  did  not  well  know  \ht  ::i- 
ra(5fers,  or  did  not  find  the.T  U 
ficiently  clear  to  his  undciilanaing 
He  a6led  thus,  merely  that  he  itj^' 
not  prejudice  the  folidiy  of  l:\ 
fyflem. 

"  The  number  of  his  new  n.i 
important  obfervations  in  boiiny  is 
very  great.     They  are  for  ihz  r  -.: 
part  to  be  found  in  the  colievc:  >  • 
of  his  academical  difTcnatiooj.  H:^ 
alfo  took  uncommon  pains  to ;  .u 
his  Ordincs  Naturak^,  or  the  r.: i 
ral  aflinity  which   fubfifts  an    . 
tjie  plants;  but  notwithfiaudr.,  if 
great  extent  of  his  exertions, :  y; 
produ^ioas   only    remair.fd  ir^- 
mcnts,    and  many  plants  fnll  k:t 
left,  to  which  he  could  uot  la^f  i 
phccin  their natyral order.  I* .  - 
ed  sjUli^^  fsme  time  to  get  bcttr^ : - 
quainted  with  the  dilliD^iv'emi:^' 
of  his  natural  claffes  and  uitr^^i 
obfervations  upon  them.    Hri.- 
joined  them  finally,  though  \i-^ 
too  much  laconifm,  to  die  lali ." 
tion    of     his    Genera  Planar;., 
which  was. the  refult  of  fomf  ^  c* 
tures  he  gave  us  in  fummcr,  m    - 
country,  upon  the  natural  orc:"*. 

"  Thefeare  hisraerii5inbo.irAi 
to  which  he  gave  a  quite  ncv  «;- 
pearance,  and  enriclid  uiih  n*.  ^ 
valuable  remarks."—"  If  we  r  -■ ; 
conjedure  of  the  value  of  the  ^  ■; 
naean  method,*'  fays  the  cek l^f^*  -^ 
Mfil  in  his  Vegetable  Svto,  "''^ 
will  live,  even  when  a  natural '^* 
thod  fhall  be  found,  as  long  i>  ^-'-'^ 
is  fcience." 

"  Linnaeus  manifefted  ihe  i-i-* 
l^urit  of  fyflematical  order  w  ti.' 
animal  reign.  He  found  it  a  r^ 
chaos,  in  wlxich  the  inliiiitc  ^"'' 
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r  of  animals  were  confounded 
chout  charaAcrillic  diftinftion 
d  ivithout  order.  There  had 
ndly  been  any  regular  and  fixed 
iflTes  introduced,  at  leaft  not 
long  the  fmaller  kinds  of  animals. 
Lt  he  made  it  a  regular  fcience. 
e  limited  the  various  claflTes  by 
ain  diftin^tivc  marks,  introduced 
c  folid  genera,  determined  the 
ecies,  and  took  pains  to  leflenthe 
cat  number  of  variations.  I  muft 
ecly  own,  that  Linnaeus  himfelf 
as  very  fenfible,  that  his  fyftem 
t  the  animal  reign  was  not  built 
pon  fo  fafe  a  foundation  as  his  ho- 
my, and  that  his  generical  charac- 
rrs  were  far  more  tottering  and 
nore  undefined.  It  is,  however, 
he  only  fyftem  which  comprifes 
he  whole  animal  reign,  which  is 
ertainly  a  great  prerogative,  if  we 
July  confider  the  circumftanc^s  ia 
which  Linnaeus  found  that  fcience. 
It  remained  almoft  entirely  uncuU 
iWited,  coniifted  only  of  a  few 
defcriptions  which  were  extremely 
licficient,  and  of  a  fmall  number  of 
copper-plates,  fo  badly  executed,  as 


hardly  to  be  difccrnible.  In  ich- 
thyology, he  alone  profited  by  the 
labours  of  his  ill-fated  friend  Artedi. 

"  Linnaeus  was  likewife  the  dril 
who  feoarated  the  worms  from  the 
infe^^s* defined  both  clafles  by  real 
characters,  and  introduced  genera, 
forts,  and  orders — a  foundation 
upon  which  almoft  all  his  fuccef* 
fors  built  after  him.  He  alfo  aug- 
mented all  the  different  parts  of  the 
animal  reign  by  a  very  confidera- 
ble  number  of  new  difcovered  fpe» 
cies,  by  exa6t  and  more  accurate 
defcriptions,  and  by  a  great  quan- 
tity of  the  moft  important  difcove- 
ries,  which  chiefly  relate  to  animal 
oeconomy. 

*<  Linnaeus  was  ther^re  a  great 
man  in  all  the  branches  of  natural 
hiftory.  His  name  will  confequent- 
ly  remain  immortal  in  them  all. 
Pofterity  will  admire  the  penetrating 
fpirit,the  precifion  and  the  energy, 
which  ihine  forth  in  the  works  of 
that  original  genius,  who  rendered 
his  fcience  the  moft  regular,  and 
was  the  boaft  of  his  country  and 
the  pride  of  his  age." 
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**  TF  1  look  back  upon  the  fate 

X  of  natnralifts,'*  fays  Linniens, 

**  muft  I  call  madncfs   or  reafon 

that  defire  which  allures  us  to  feek 

and  examine  plants  ?    The  irrefift- 

ible  attractions  of  nature  can  alone 

induce  us  to  face  fo  many  dangers 

and  troubles.    No  fcience  ever  had 

fo  many  martyrs  as  natural  hift.ory. 

Pliny,  the  prince  of  nature  among 

the  Romans,  plunged  into  the  fiery 

abyfs  of  Mount  i£tna,  Simon  Pauli 

Jrom  his  love  of  plants  broke  his 

H ;  Clufius,  an  enthufiaft  equally 

:  ^"fortunate,  was  thrown  into  irons, 

;  and  robbed  of  all  his  trcafures  iu

pirates;  the  Dutch  conful  Rumt 
died  blind  in  the  ifland  of  Amboyna, 
where  he  preferred  his  toils  to  all 
the  wealth  of  the  univcrfe  j*  Lippi 
was  murdered  in  the  wilds  of  Ethi- 
opia; Steller  fell  a  viftim  to  his 
exertions  in  Siberia ;  Gmelin  was 
thrown  intoadungeonbytheTartars; 
Lowitz  impaled;  Scheuchzer  left  all 
the  conveniericies  of  life  to  gather 
grafTeSjexpofed  toathoufand  dangers, 
on  the  Alps ;  Tournefort  exchanged 
the  luxuriesof  Paris  to  range  through., 
the  wilds  of  Turkey ;  a  Banks,  a 
Forfier,  and  other  cotemporaries  are 
C  equal 
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^ual  to,  nay  they  excel  Toume* 
fort  in  point  of  enthuliafm;  becaufe 
they  exchanged  fmiling  fortune  at 
home  with  the  threatening  dangers  of 
foreign  climes^  in  barbarous  and  un- 
known regions ;  Rudbeck  ml  his 

,  coIlc£bions  in  the  fire  of  Upfal,  and 

^  died  of  a  broken  heart;  Plumier 
fuffered  (hipwrcck^ ;  Bannifter  was 
hurled  headlong  down  a  rock  in 
Virginia;  Barelli^  Micheli,  Do- 
Bati,  Vaillant  and  others,  without 
Bumber,  fell  a  facrificc  to  their  fci- 
entific  exertions  in  natural  hif- 
tory."  . 

"  The  pupils  of  Linnaeus  aug- 
mented the  number  of  vi(^ims  of 

^  fcience.  We  fhall  begin  with  thofc 
nrhofe  ill-ftfed  career  deferves  mod 
to  be  lamented. 

.  **  Sweden  ilands  indebted  to  count 
Teffin  for  the  prefervation  of  the 
gre^t  profeilbr  at  Upfal;  likewife 
tor  the  numerous  peregrinations  of 
his  pupils.  The  ipatriotic  difpoii- 
tion  ot  many  of  his  fellow -citizens 
imitated  afterwards  his  example.  He 
requefted  of  the  Swediili  Bail  India 
company  at  Gothenburgh,  to  let 
every  year  a  young  natural] ft  make 
s  voyage  to  India  in  their  fnips,  free 
from  expeuce ;  a  reqiieil  made  by 
fo  great  a  man,  was  inllantly  com- 
plied with.  Magnus  Lagerftroem, 
a  great  lover  o(  natural  hillory>  was 
theu  direAor  of  that  company,  and 
the  academy  of  Stockholm  after- 
wards received  him  as  one  of  its 
npenibers.  He  gratified  every  wifli 
of  LinnsDus ;  took  the  young  tra- 
vellers under  bis  fpecial  prote&ion, 
and  charged  the  captains  of  the 
ihips  to  ferve  them  whenever  they 
found  an  opportunity.  Lager ftroem 
even   brought  it  fo  far,  that  they 

could  purchaic  natural  curioiities 

in  China  at  the  company's  own  ex- 

pence. 
.  «  The  firft  of  the  pupils  of  Lin- 

na^MSf  who  proiited  by  this  oppor-* 


^  tunity  to  Tifit  a  remote  part  of  the 
*  world,  was  C.  Temftroem,  a  yoiing 
man  who  feemed  to  be  bo/n  to  coU 
le6k  natural  curiofities.  In  .1745 
he  embarked  at  Gothenburgh  for 
China ;  but  fell  a  victim  to  the  cli- 
mate, even  before  he^rould  reach 
the  place  of  his  deftination.  He 
died  at  Poulicandor^i  towards  the 
clofe  of  1 745. 

*<  Soon  after  Linnapus  became  the 
inftrument  of  a  fecond  voyage.  He 
reprefented  in  his  ledures,  in  the 
moil  eloquent  and  perfuafive  man- 
ner, the  extraordinary  merits  and 
great  celebrity  which  a  youn^  ftu  - 
dent  might    obtain  by  travelling 
through  Paleiline,  and  by  enquiring 
into  and  defcribing  the  natural  hil. 
tory  of  that  country,  which  was  tiil 
then  unknown,  and  had  become  of 
the  greateft  importance  to  interpret 
the  bible,  and  to  underfland  eaftern 
philology.     This  certainly  was  zn 
Herculean  and    dangerous  enter- 
prize.      Nevcrthclefs  there  was  a 
young  man  whofe  courageous  zeal 
was  bent  upon  this  expedition. 

"  His  name  was  Frederick  Hallel. 
quiA^,  then  a  ihident,  and  after- 
wards do6lor  of  phyiic.  The  lively 
reprefentationsof  Linnaeus,  and  tke 
obvious  importance  of  the  voyage 
itfelf  foon  rendered  it  ah  objcd  of 
patriotic  concern.  There  being  no 
fund  arifing  from  the  liberality  of  1 
the  crown,  private  coUeftions  were  I 
made,  which  poured  in  very  co-  | 
pioufly,  efpecially  from,  the 'pro- 
vince of  £a(l  Gothland,  the  native 
country  of  the  young  traveller. 
All  the  faculties  of  the  univerlity 
of  Upial  alfo  granted  him  a  Hi- 
peiid, 

*«  Thus  protected,  he  commenced 
his  journey  in  the  furamer  of  1749. 
By  the  interference  of  I-aeerftroem, 
he  had  a  free  paflkge  to  dmtma  in 
one  of  the  bwediili  £aft  Indiamen. 
He  arrived  there  at  the  conclufion 
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of  the  ycflf,  and  was  received  in 
the  tnoft  friendly  manner  by  Mr. 
A»  Rydel,  the  Swedifti  conful. 
In  t^ie  begin  niog  of  1 7  jo  he  fet  out 
fi>r  Egypt^  and  remained  nine 
months  at  Cairo  the  capital..  Hence 
he  fent  to  Linnaeus  and  to  the 
learned  focieties  of  his  country, 
fome  fpecimens  of  his  refearches. 
They  were  publiflied  in  the  public 
l^apera,  and  met  with  the  g^eateft 
approbation,  and  upon  the  propo- 
fitioA  of  Dean  Bseck  and  Dr.  War- 
gentin^  {Secretary  of  the  royal  aca- 
demy of  fciencesy  a  collection  of 
upwards  of  io,coo  dollars  in  cop- 
per-money was  for  made  the  conti- 
nuance of  the  travels  of  young  Haf- 
fclquift.  Counfellors  Lagerftroem 
andNordencrantz,  were  the  moft  ac- 
tivein  raifing  fubfcriptions  at  Stock- 
holm and  Gothenburghi  In  the 
fpringof  1751*  he  repaired  to  his 
dedination,  and  paffed  through 
Jaffa  to  Jerufalcm,  Jericho,  &c. 
He  returned  afterwanVs  through 
Khodus  and  Scio  to  Smyrna.  Thus 
he  faliilled  all  the  expe^ations  of 
his  country,  but  he  was  not  to  reap 
the:reward  of  his  toils.  The  burning 
heat  of  the  fandy  defcrts  of  Arabia 
had  zfk&ed  his  lungs ;  he  reached 
Smyrna  in  a  ftatc  of  illnefs,  in 
which  he  languifhed  for  fome  time, 
and  died  February  9,  1752,  in  the 
30ih  year  of  his  age. 

"The  fruits  of  his  travels  were, 
however,  prcfcrved  through  the  li- 
berality ot  a  great  princefs.  He 
had  been  obliged  to  contra^  debts. 
The  Turks,,  therefore,  feized  upon 
alt  his  colle<^ions  and  threatened  to 
expofe  them  to  public  fale.  Th« 
Swediih  conful  prevented  it.  He 
fern  with  the  intelligence  of  the 
tinhappy  exit  of  his  countryman, 
an  account  of  the  diftrefTes  under 
which  he  died ;— and  at  the  repre- 
Jentation  of  Dean  Back,  queen 
LouLfa  Ulrica  granted  the  fum  uf 


14,000  dollars  in  copper-fpecic,  Co 
redeem  all  'his  colledions.  They 
arrived  afterwards  in  good  prefer* 
vation  at  Stockholm,  confiiting  0{ 
a  gji^at  quantify  of  antiques,  Ara* 
bian  manufcripts,  flieils,  birds,  fer« 
pents^  infe^ls,  &:c»  and  were  kept 
m  th^  cabinets  at  Uhichfdale  and 
Drottningholm.  The  fpecimens  of 
the  natural  curiofities  of  thefe  mu- 
feums  being  double  or  treble  01 
number,  Linnseus  obtained  fomc 
of  them,  and  publiflied  the  voyage 
of  his  ill-fated  friend,  ahd  ho* 
noured  his  memory  with  a  plant 
which  he  called  from  his  name 
Haflelquiflia. 

**  The  plan  which  Linnaeus  had 
firft  projected,  and  which  Haflel* 
quid  on  account  of  his  illnefs  wa$ 
not  able  to  execute  alone,  was  iboa 
afterward .  revived  by  a  German. 
ProfefTor  Michselis  of  Goetiingen, 
one  of  the  greateft  adepts  in  tbt 
eaflern  languages,  who  from  the 
great  refpea  which  count  Hoep* 
ken  entertained  for  him,  wfta  ere* 
ated  a  knight  of  the  polar  i!ar  in 
the  year  1775,  demonftrated  the 
ncceffity  of  obtaining  a  more  ex- 
tenfive  knowledge  or  that  country, 
which  had  been  the  theatre  of  moft 
of  the  events  related  in  the  Holy 
Scripture;  and  he  brought  it  fo 
far,  through  the  interference  of  the 
Danifli  miniilers  counts  Bernftorf 
and  Moltke  at  Copenhagen,  that 
an  expedition  was  made  into  Ara- 
bia, which  will  always  be  recorded 
in  the  hiftory  of  Frederick  V.  king 
of  Denmark,  as  a  ftriking  and  ho- 
nourable teftimony  of  ki?  liberality 
and  zeal  in  the  promotion  of  the 
fciences.  Five  perfons  were  chofen 
for  this  purpofe,  viz.  counfellor 
Kieb^ihr,  profelTor  Forfkal,  profef- 
for  Von  Haven,  profeflfor  Cramer, 
M.  D.  and  Baurnfeind,  the  painter. 
The  former  had  been  propofed  by 
counfellor  Kxibuet,  and  the  two 
C  %  latter 
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latter  by  Mich^Hs.  Forfkal  was  a 
native  c^  Sweden,  a  pupil  of  Lin- 
naeus, and  well  verfed  in  the  eaft- 
em  languages,  which  he  had  ftu- 
died  under  Michaslis  at  Goettingen. 
He  was  foon  after  appointed  pro- 
feflbr  at  Copenhagen,  and  heard  the 
ie^lnres  of  Linnaeus  upon  natural 
hiftory  at  Upfal.  The  voyage  was 
commenced  in  1761;  Arabia  Fe- 
lix proved  as  unfortunate  to  thefc 
naturaiiils  as  it  had  once  proved  to 
Haflelquift.  Forfkal  fent  a  lettei^ 
with  lome  difpatches  to  count 
Bernftorf,  on  the  9th  of  June,  1 763, 
in  which  he  gave  him  a  precife  ac- 
count of  the  Arabian  balfam  of 
Mecca.  Thcfe  were  the  laft  dif- 
patches'which  he  ever  fent  to  Den- 
mark. One  month  after,  on  the 
I  ith  of  July  1763,  he  departed  this 
life,  in  the  31ft  year  of  his  hopefiil 
age.  The  fate  of  his  companions 
was  equally  fatal.  Death  matched 
them  all  away  in  Arabia,  except 
M.  Nicbuhr,  who  afterwards  pub- 
lifhed  an  account  of  th;s  memora- 
ble vovage.  The  obfervatio^s  of 
Porikal  were  not  loft.  His  furviv- 
ing  friend  publiftied  them  at  Co- 
penhagen, and  the  interefting  con- 
tents of  his  laft  letter  were  com- 
municated to  Linna?us,  who  called 
a  plant  after  his  name — Forfkahlca 
tenaciilima. 

**  Thus  three  of  his  young  pupils 
found  an  early  grave  in  Aiia.  The 
afhes  of  a  fourth  were  deftined  for 
another  pa;"t  of  the  world.  How- 
ever flattering  the  choice  of  Forikal 
to  a<El  as  a  naturalift  in  the  Danifti 
voyage  to  Arabia  muft  have  been, 
yet  the  fele6lion  of  another  pupil 
of  Linnaeus  proved  equally  ho- 
nourable to  our  luminary.  Appli- 
cation was  made  to  him  from  the 
weft  of  Europe,  from  Madrid,  for 
an  able  botanift.  He  chofe  for  this 
purpofe  a  young  Swede  of  the 
name  of  Peter  Locfling,  who  went 


to  Spain  in  17$!,  where  lie  ac- 
quired great  merit  in  his  profeffion 
6f  botanift  to  the  king,  and  in  a<i- 
vancing  natural  knofMrledge. .,  The 
Spanifti  ffovernment  wifiied  to  pro- 
fit ftill  huther  by  his  talents.  In 
1755  he  was  fenl  to  South  Ameri- 
ca, to  tnavel  throngh  the  dilfier^t 
Spanifti  fettlements  and  pofleffions 
and  to  explore  their  natural  pro- 
duce; but  fcarce  had  be  been  a 
twelve -month  in  that  fouthem  re- 
gion ere  he  fell  a  vi<ftim  to  its  cli- 
mate. He  died  February  z  ith,  1756, 
in  the  flower  of  youth,  aged  twen- 
ty-feven  years,  and  crowned  with 
merit.  Linnsus  was  fingularly  af- 
fe(^ed  at  the  lofs  of  him.  Amoi^ 
all  his  travelling  difciples  he  was 
one  of  the  moft  zealous  and  moft 
learned  botahifts,  and  none  had  a 
finer  opportunity  to  enrich  his  fci- 
ence.  He  left  to  his  great  teacher 
at  Upfal  the  melancholy  plcafore 
of  .publifhing  his  voyage,  aild  de- 
dicating to  his  memory  a  plant 
which  he  denominatedLocflingia. 

<*  Linnaeus  did  not  iive  to  hear  of 
the  tragical  exit  of  another  of  his 
pupils,  who,  like  Loefling,  revered 
him  as  his  promoter.  This  was 
J.  P.  Falk.  He  was  bom  in  Weft 
Gothland  in  1730,  and  cametoUp- 
fal  in  1 75 1,  to  ftudy  natural  hiftor}*. 
His  diligence  and  poverty  were 
equally  gieat.  He  was  as  much 
diftreAbd  as  Linnaeus  oncodiad  been. 
The  latter  did  for  Faik  what  Cel- 
fius  and  Rudbeck  had  formcriy 
done  for  himfelf.  He  took  him  tato 
hh  houfe  and  made  him  tutor  to 
his  fofi,  afterwards' profeflbr  Lin- 
naeus. In  the  year  1759  he  i^a^^ 
a  totir  to  Gothla'nd.  The  good  for- 
tune of  FoHkal  induced  him  two 
^ears  after  to  go  to  Copenhi^n, 
m  hopes  of  being  chofen  a  member 
of  the  fociety  of  the  Arabian  tra- 
vellers. His  hopes  were,  however, 
fniftratedi  and  he  returned  to  Up«t- 
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fal^  were  he  pubiiibed  in  the  jear 
7  76a  his  Flanta  Aifiroenierii.    In 
the  following  year  the  horizon  of 
his  fate  become  fomewbat  more  fe- 
rene.     Through  the  recommenda- 
tion erf  Linnseus  he  was  called  to 
Peterfeurgh,  to  be  infpe^or  of  the 
cabinet  of  natural  curiofities  be- 
longing  to  Mr.  Krufe^  firil  phyfi- 
cian  to  the  emprei^  of  Ruffia,  and 
coimfellor  of  Hate,      He  fuffercd 
fhipwreck  at  Narva,  and  loft  the 
beft  part  of  his  effe^s.    In  1765 
he  was  made  profelTor  of  the  medi- 
cal college  and  infpe£tor  of  the  bo- 
tanical  earden.      His  unbounded 
paffioQ  for  fiudy  had  a  very  finifter 
iniiuence  upon  his  health.     He  be- 
came fubjed  to  obAru^ions  in  the 
abdomen,  and  confequently  to  ex- 
treme fits  of  melancholy «  He  iliot 
bimfelf  on  his  laft  travels  through 
the  Ruffian  eqipire,  at  Cafan   m 
Tartary^  in  the  night  of  the  20th  . 
of  March  1 774.    Thus  defpair  ter- 
minated the  life  of  a  man  Vho  had 
been  too  great  a  (lave  to  icience 
ever  to  enjoy  happinefs  and  foclal 
hilarity; 

'^  To  the  above  ill-fated  perfons 
may  be  added  the  celebrated  J.  J. 
Bjocrnftahl.  He  certainly  made  the 
BfUes  Lit/res  his  chief  iludy,  yej 
at  the  fame  time  he  had  frequented 
the  Linnaean  le<^lures  upon  natural 
biflpry.  Afteir  twelve  yeari  pere- 
grination he  ended  his,  career  on 
the  lath  of  July  1 779,  in  the  forty- 
ninth  yean  of  his  age,  at  Saionichi 
in  Macedonia.  The  patriot!  fm  of 
his  countrymen  honoured  his  me- 
mory by  medals,  and  his  tomb  with 
a  marble  monument. 

*•  Thefe  were  the  fix  pupilsf^f  Lin- 
-  naeus,  the  fix  ambalTadors  of  Flora, 
who  were  flopped  in  their  miffion 
by  premature  death.  We  Qiall  now 
fpcak  of  thofe  whofe  dcflinics  proved 
more  aufpicious. 
'<  fiefides  Lotflingi  two  other  pu- 


pils of  Linnaeus  made  a  voyage  to 
America,.      The  principal  among 
thefe  was  Peter  Kalm.    A  patriotic 
thought  of  Linnaeus  occafioned  his 
voyage.     Ht  well  knew  that  a  fpe- 
cies  of  mulberry  tree  (morus  rubra) 
grew  wild  in  North  America,  and 
rofe  to  a  fine  height  in  the  open  dif- 
tri6b  of  Canada.     The  fituation 
and  climate, of   that  country  arc 
much  analagous  to  that  of  Sweden. 
The  importation  of  raw  filk  in  this 
latter  kingdom    was    reckoned  at 
twenty-thoufand  Swedifli  pounds, 
wJiich  confequently   drew  out  of 
the  national  coffer  the  fum  fl  $0,000 
dollars  per  annum.    Linnaeus  pro- 
pofed    to    the    royal* academy  of 
Stockholm  a  voyage  to  Canada,  to 
learn,  among  other  things,  whether 
or  not  the  American  mulberry  trees 
and  the  filk  worms  which  feed  on 
them  could  betranfplanted  into  S  we« 
den   with  advantage.      Patriotifm 
foon  executed  this  propofai.    The 
royal  academy  of  fciences,  the  uni- 
vertities  of  Upfal  and  Abo,  the  ma- 
gifirates  of  Stockholm, and  tl^e  com- 
mercial college  of  the  rates  contri- 
buteolf  liberally  to  defray  the   cx- 
pences.      Linnxus   chofe    Kalm,  "^ 
who  was  then  a  (ludent,  and  had 
already  made  himfelf  known  by  his 
obfervations  on   domeflic   natural 
hifiory,  to  undertake  this  voyage. 
He  fet  out  in  O^ober  1747,  and 
pafTcd  from  England  to  North  A-s 
mcrica,  where  he  remained  three 
years.  In  17C1  he  returned  in  good 
health   to  -Ins  country,  where  he 
publifhed  an  account  of  his  voy- 
age, and  took  upon  him  the  func* 
tions  of  profeflbr  of  natural  hiftory 
at  the  univcrfity  of  Abo,  in  Fin- 
land, which  charge  Linnseus  had 
previoufly  obained  for  hiir,    and 
where  he  terminated   his   literary 
career  in  the  year  1 790.    The  mul^ 
berry-tree  of  Canada'  was  by  him 
introduced  i^to  ^weden^  a^d  culti* 
C3  vateJ 
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««ted  in  feveni  gardens ;  the  Swed- 
/    ifii  government  fet  a  prize  upon 

its  caltiTadon  in  17^7^  nut  the  filk

*  Some  time  after  Kalm'sretnnif 

Dr.  Rolander,  one  of  his  colleagues^ 

who  had  alfo  been  tutor  to  L.in« 

nanis  junior,  made  a  voyage  to 

Surinam  and  to  the  ifland  of  St.

^  Thus  the  fpirit  of  Liwuef»4i^ 
fiiied  itielf  from  the  North  tiuon^ 
all  the  2rttss  of  the  earth,  thus  liss 
name  was  fprcad  by  his  dHcipks 
over  moft  parts  of  the  worU,  evea 
in  the  Southern  Inctiea*  Some  of 
his  pufxls  were  among  the  firH  wbo 
entered  and  explored  the  new  dif« 
covered  countnes.  One  of  tbeai 
wasSparnftaon— andbeforehifli  Dr. 
Solander,  who,  after  Linnieus  tn* 
veiled  through  the  Alps  of  Lap* 
land,  and  accompanied,  withfir  Jo* 
feph  Banks,  the  great  and  iomnor* 
tal  captain  Cook  in  his  voyage  of 
difcovery.  He  remained  at  l,on« 
don,  where  be  held  an  office  in  thi^ 
Britiih  Mufeum  till  hisdcrath,  which 
happened  in  the  year  1 782. 

♦*  In  all  thofe  parts  of  the  world, 
whence  the  Mutes  arc  not  entirely 
banifhed,    Linnaeus    became    the 
modern  teacher  of  natural  hiftory. 
His  fvftem  was  equally  as  n  ell  re- 
ceived at  Batavia  and  Calcutta,  as 
at  New  York    and    Philadelphia. 
The  friends  of  nature,  of  all  nations 
and  all  religions,  did  homage  to  his 
iyftem.     His  name  and  his  doc- 
trine became  even  known  among 
the  Mahometans.    Bjoemflahl  un* 
expededly  experienced  the  truth  pf 
this  a^ertion.     While  he  was  at 
Tharapia    in    Turkey  he    faw  a 
Greek  in  a  field,  who  was  walking 
about  with  a  book  in  his  hands, 
H^  accoftcd  him,  and  found  with 
aftoni{bment  that  the  book  which 
he  heii^was  no  other  than  the  Lin^ 
naean  Syflcm  of  Nature,  the  edi* 
tion    printed  at    Halle   in   176*, 
The- Greek,  whofe  parrte  was  X>et 
metrios,  informed  him,  that  he  had 
formerly  been  £rft  phyfician  to  thd 
Pacha  of  Eg^pt  J  thai  five  Europe- 
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an  I^arfl^d  nien  had  been  prefented 
to  him,  among  whom  there  was  a 
bofatiift,  with  whom  he  had  made 
fevend  botanical  excurHons  in  the 
environs  of  Cairo,  where  they  re- 
mained fix  months ;  that  this  fame 
botanic  had  infpired  him  with  the 
love  of  {>lants,  made  knbwn  to  him- 
th«  great  man  in  Europe,  (meaning 
Linnams)  and  had  fhown  him  the 
way  to^coUe^  and  preferve  plants. 
—The   botanift  whom  Demetrioa 
alluded  to  was  the  ill-fated  Forftal. 
•*  Not  only  the  remoteft  quarters 
of  the  globe,  but  alfo  many  of  the 
European  ftates  became  the  objea* 
of  the  travels  of  the  difciples  of 
Linnaeus.  In  1752  Martin  Kochler 
made   a    tour  through  Italy;    in 
1760  Alllrocmcr  vifited  the  fame 
country,    France   and   Spain;    in 
J75S,  Anthony  Rolandfon  Martin 
explored    Spitzbcrgen ;  Uno  Van 
Troil,   now  archbifliop  of  Upfal, 
made  a  tour  to, Iceland  in   1772; 
Rothmatm  to  France,  Africa,  &c. 
Fabricius  to  Norway,  England,  and 
France;   Gie/ke  to   Great   Britain 
and  France;  Ehrhart  through  the 
territories  of  Brunfwick,  Hanover, 
^c;     Ferber    through    Italy    and 
Hungary ;     befides     many    whofe 
names  would  form  too  long  a  lift 
to  admit  of  being  infcrted  here, 

"  The  natural  hiftory  of  Sweden, 
however  much  Linna?us  himfelf 
had  already  done  for  its  progrcfs, 
was  remarkably  more  advanced  and 
enriched  by  the  travels  and  obfer- 
vations  of  his  pupils.  Dr.  Solandcr 
travelled  through  Pithea  Lapland; 
Montin  in  1759  to  Lulea  Lapland ; 
Falk  and  Dr.  fier^ius  in  1752  to 
Gothland;  Kalm  to  Weft  Gothland, 
ice.  &c. 

**  Among  his  foreign  pupils  there 
were  fevetal  Germans  whofe  merits 
Jie  had  moft  reafon  to  boaft.  A- 
niong  them  we  reckon  the  follow- 
'^^b  ^cording  to  th^  chr<^ological 


order  in  which  thev  ftudied  at  Up* 
fal4 

**2.  Counfellor  Schreber  atErlan- 
gen,  frequented  the  le£tures  of 
Linnaeus  about  the  years  1759  and. 
1760;  and  befides  Nicholas  Law- 
rence Burmann,  the  prefent  pro- 
felTor  of  botany  and  phyfic  at  Am- 
Aerdam,  was  the  only  foreigner  who 
ever  lived  in  the  houfe  of  Linnaus. 
1  he  latter  gave  him  this  chara^er  ; 
*'  He. was  as  penetrating  as  any  of 
the  pupils  I  ever  had  under  me/* 

"2.  Profeffbr  Fabriciusat  Kiel,  ftu- 
died  at  Upfal  1 762  till  1 764,  with 
the  late  Danifh  counfellor  of  ftatt  v. 
Zoega,  who  died  in  the  year  1 7881. 
Linnaeus  faid  of  them :  *'  If  Fabricius 
comes  to  me  with  an  infedt,  or 
,  2^ga  with  a  mofs,  I  pull  off  my 
hat,  and  fay—- Be  you  my  teach<- 
crsl" 

«  3.  ProfeflbrP.  D.  Giefeke  at 
Hamburgh,  frequented  theLinnsean 
ledtures  .in  1771,  having  taken  his 
degree  of  doftor  at  Goettingen  in 
1 768.  "  How  much  I  loved  and 
efteemed  Gieike,"  laid  Linnaeus  af> 
terwards  to  another  of  his  German 
pupils,  "  he  himfelf  cj^nnot  but 
have  known.  I  made  him  aci- 
quainted  with  the  higher  curioii- 
ties  of  nature,  and  took  no  fmali 
pains  in  giving  him  le^ures  on 
the  natural  orders  of  plants. 

"  4.  F.  Ehrhart,  botanift  at  Her. 
renhaufen,  near  Hanover,  was  one 
of  the  moft  confidential  and  moft 
perfevering  pupils  of  Linnajus,  at 
whofe  le£hu^s  he  aflifted  between 
three  and  four  years,  viz.  from  the 
20th  of  April  1773,  to  t!\p  ?8th  of 
April  1776,  and  the  only  native  of 
Switzerland  who  perhaps  ever  ftu- 
died at  Upfal.  For  feveral  years 
back  that  republic  has  been  fa- 
mous for  being  the  native  country 
of  botanifts  and  naturalifts.  Lin- 
naeus had  acquired  fome  of  his 
knowledge  fjom  their  produ^ions. 
C4       *        How 
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How  great  therefore  mil  ft  have 
been  his  joy  to  fee  the  penetration 
of  his  genius  and  the  fame  of  his 
fcicnce  tranfmittcd  to  pofterity  by 
a  native  of  that  country. 

"  Among  the  Swedilh  pupils  of 
Linnxus  who  fettled  in  Germany, 
vas  the  celebrated  mineralogift,  J. 
J-  Ferbcr,  profefTor  at  Mitau,  and 
afterwards  counfellor  of  the  mines 
of  the  king  of  Pruffia.  He  was 
bora  at  Carlfcrona,  Auguft  a9th, 
1743,  and  died  at  Bern,  in  1791.— 
Farther,  the  aulic  counfellor  and 
chevalier  Murray  at  Goettingen, 
wHo  was  born  at  Stockholm  June 
a 7,  1740,  and  died  May  ao,  1791. 
**  To  the  eminent  <3erman  difci- 
plcs  of  Linnaeus,  may  be  added 
M.  Meyer  at  Stettin,  and  do<5tors 
Leppentin  and  J.  Grunov  of- Ham- 
burgh.    The  latter  died  in  1 783. 

**  Thefepupils  cfteemedand  rever- 
ed their  mifter,  who,  in  return,  tefti- 
fied  gratitude  to  their  love  and 
friend  (hip  to  their  jnerits.  He  con- 
ferred upon  them  the  greateft  ho- 
nour he  could  confer,  by  perpetu- 
ating their  names  in  the  vegetable 
reign.  He  thus  glorified,  for  in- 
ilanctf,  his  German  pupils  and 
friends,  hy  the  Schrebera,  Giefekia, 
Ehrharta,  Murraya,  Jacquinia,  Sco- 
polia,Ludwigia,Gleditfchia,  Mun- 
chaufia,  Moehrin|ria,  Trewia,  &c, 
&c.— His  Swedilh  difciples  and 
friends,  by  the  Torcnia,  Oibeckia, 
Solandra,     Kalmia,.   Alftroemcria,  - 

.  liagerftrcemia,  Browallia,  Celfia, 
Rudbcckia,  Moraea,  Boeckia,  &c. 
—His  friends  and  the  meritorious 
botanifts  of   Switzcriand,    by   the 

.  Hailerta,  Gefntria,  Scheuchzeria. 
.*-His  friends  in  Great  Britain,  by 
the  Sloanea,  Sherardia,  Dillenia, 
Collinfonia,  Miileria,  Lawfonia, 
Jihretia,  Ellifia,  Hopea,  Hillia, 
Sibthorpia,  &c.^His  Spanifti  pu- 

'  pils  and  friends,    by   the  Qucria,

•  **  Thus  the  nujeftic  prerogative 
whioh  Linnaeus  was  poffeilcd  of,  to 
confer  titles  in  the  vegetable  reign, 
became  an  excellent  means  k»r  htm 
to  honour  merit  and  to  dcmonftrate 
his  friendfiiip*  But  the  ufe  he  made 
of  this  prerogative,  did  not  efcapc 
the  eye  of  critical  cenfure ;  and 
Haller  morofeiy  complains  of  it  in 
the  following  expreiiions : 
.  *«  VV'e  find  it  very  natural  to  af- 
(ign  to  the  genera  of  plants  the 
names  of  celebrated  men,  and  fo  fu- 
they  ought  not  to  be  altered.  But, 
a^  thefe  naiifes  are  the  reward  of 
labours  generally  unrewarded  by  the 
world,  and  an  encouragen>eat  to 
devote  onefclf  to  fuch  labours ;  and 
as  no  prince  or  miniiler  is  particu- 
larly honoured  by  having  his  name 
ailigned  to  fome  herb  or  plant,  we 
would  referve  all  thofe  garlands  for 
thofe  alone  who  are  real  and  expe- 
rienced botanifts.  Nor  would  we 
ever  aifign  fuch  a  denomination  to 
the  mere  hopes  conceived  of  men 
who  have  not  paffed  the  ord^l  of 
merit;  nay,  we  would  by  no  means 
advance  with  a  title,  thofe  whom 
experience  may  afterwards  prove  to 
be  unworthy  of  fuch  diftindtion. 
Above  all,  perfonal  fervices,  recep- 
tions into  learned  focieties,prefeots, 
and  cafualties  of  this  kind,  ought 
by  no  means  to  be  acknowledged 
with  an  honour  which  confers  im- 
mortality, and  is  congenial  alone  to 
merit!*' 
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Sketches  of  the  Character  of  Tippoo  Sultak. 

[From  LiEOTENAiVT  Moor's  Narrative  of  the  Operations  of  Cap*  -

«*  'T^HAT  Tippoo  is  a  great  man, 
*  JL     ^^Yj  ^e  think,  be  aflerted 
without  mudi  hazard  of  refutation: 
that  he  is  a  good  one,  has  never  been 
faid ;  and  he  who  has  the  boldnefs 
to  declare  fo,  muft  prepare  himfelf 
to  oppofe  the  opuiions  of  all  who 
have  ever  heard  the  name  of  Tip- 
poo mentioned.     Of  late  years,  in- 
deedy  our  language  has  been  ran- 
lacked  for  terms  in  which  well  dif- 
pofed  perfons  were  defirous  to  ex- 
prcfs  their  deteftation  of  his  name 
and  chara^^r ;  vocabularies  of  vile 
epithets  have  been  cxhaufted,  and 
doubtiefs  many  have  lamented  that 
the  £ngliih  language  is  not  copious 
enough  to  fiirnilli  terms  of  obloquy 
fufficicntly  expreflive  of  the  igno- 
miny,  wherewith   they  in  jullice 
deem  his  memory  defer ves  to  be 
branded.     It  is  not,   therefore,  at 
all  a  matter  of  furprize,  that  the 
generality  of  people,    particularly 
in  parts  fo    remote    as    England, 
ihould  have  the  moft  unfavourable 
ideas  of   this  prince's  chara^er  ; 
and,  as  juft  noticed,  it  would  be  an 
inftancc  of  great  temerity,  in  any 
one  attempting  to  defend  it. 

•'Scnfible  of  this,  it  is  not  to  be 
Aippofed  that  what  may  be  here 
laid,  is  withthe  view  6f  entirely  ex- 
onerating Tippoo  of  the  innumer- 
able cruelties  of  which  he  (lands 
accufcd;  or  to  offer  any  thiiig  deci- 
iively  in  extenuation  of  his  condu6t, 
in  having  fo  often,  and  fo  un,pro- 
vokedly,  difturbed  the  tranquillity 
of  our  pofleiTions  in  the  eaft. 

**  Thofe,  however,  who  do  not 
choofe  to  be  carried  away  by  the 
torrent  of  pubh'c  opinion,  but,  in 
preference  to  thinking  6y  proxy, 


ventureto think  for  themfclves, can 
find  the  iai^e  excufe  for  the  reftlefs- 
nefs  of  Tippoo,  as  for  that  of  any 
other  ambitious  fovereign  ;  and  on 
the  fubjed  of  his  cruelties,  venture 
to  exprefs  a  doubt  whether  thty 
may  not  poflibly  have  been  exag-  ^ 
jgerated.  Tippoo  is  not,  in  HSt^ 
much  more  juftihable  in  extending 
his  territories,  than  the  Mahrattas, 
the  French,  oi  any  other  nation ;  but 
the  defire  o^etaining  felf-conquer- 
ed  countries,  as  well  as  the  acqui- 
fitions  of  anceliors,  is  fo  'ftrong, 
that  we  ought  not  to  wonder  if  a 
man  of  fpicit  and  power,  in  pre- 
ference to  relin  qui  filing  any  part  of 
his  inheritance  or  conquefls,  mould, 
to  prevent  their  difmemberment^ 
tenacioully  endeavour  to  defend 
them,  or  even  to  incroach  on  his 
neighbours ;  whofe  right  of  poflef- 
fion  in  the  neighbourhood  wasefta- 
blifticd  by  the  very  means  that  he 
adopts  to  iubvert  it. 

*«  It  is  not  our  bufinefs  to  inquire 
into  the  radical  eflabliQiment  of 
fovereignties  or  governments  ;  if  the 
hifloric  page  of  remote  ages  were 
impartially  indited,  and  its  records 
collated  with  the  more  recent  ac* 
counts  of  later  times,  we  fliould, 
perhaps,  find  the  majority  of  go- 
vernments proceeding  from  the 
fame  origin ;  and  that  origin  to  be 
ufurpation. 

'«  On  the  fcore  of  cruelty  :~A 
flowery  narrator  may,  by  an  appeal 
to  the  palfions,  impofe  an  a6t  of 
ordinary  and  neceilary  juitice,  on 
his  unfufpeding  readers,  as  an  in* 
.fiance  of  the  moft  arbitrary  defpo* 
tifm  and  unfeeling  cruelty.  We 
read  with  horror  and  indignation  of  '

a  fbbjedt  at  the  nod  of  an  imperi- 
ons  tyrant,  being  dragged  from  his 
hnuHj  and  trodden  to  pieces  at  the 
loot  of  an  elephant ;  and  without 
coquiring  into  the  degree  of  crimi- 
nality that  might  hare  called  for  the 
interference  of  authority  in  fo  fan- 
guinary  a  proceeding,  kefitate  not 
to  proQCunce  the  punifhment  fe. 
vere  and  oppreffive  ;  and  involun- 
tarily filler  oiirfelves  to  be  a^uated 
tolely  by  emotions  of  pity  for  the 
ibbje^  of  fiich  a  bloody  tyrant, 
aoid  detefbtion  of  tlie  tyrant  him* 
felf.  ItihouldberecoHeaed,  that 
in  got emments,  like  that  of  My* 
lore,  vnlinfitedly  monarchical,  the 
■Boadatc  of  the  fovcAign  is  the 
hw;  the  exeicution  of  that  law, 
thenfore,  in  all  thofe  interefled, 
aece^ily  excites  refledions  invidi- 
ous to  the  immediate  caufe  of  their 
diflrefi:  in  governments  more  in- 
tricate,  and  more  refined,  punifli- 
■lent  afFiimes  the  name  of  juftice, 
and  Is  foftened  by  being  inflifted 
according  to  law,  in  that  cafe  made 
and  provided ;  and  which  law,  ev^n 
the  lubjeA  who  ftrfTersfor  a  breach 
of  it,  izd  indirectly  a  concern  in 
forming,  and  cannot,  therefore,  in 
leafbn,  produce  efFerts,  by  any 
means  fo  prejudicial  to  the  fove- 
fcign  in  the  aiFeftions  of  his  peo- 
ple.— We  may  hence  with  appa- 
rent certainty  infer,  that  a  monarch 
who  wields  not  the  iron  fceptre  of 
^indi(flive  juftice,  but  has  the  power 
of  difpeafing  on  an  extenfive  fcale 
the  pleaffng  portion  of  mercy,  fa- 
vour, and  honour,  will  confequent- 
}y  be  more  exalted  in  the  love  of  his 
iubjefts,  than  him  who  being  him- 
felf  Ible  awful  judge,,  ^s  frequently 
neceffitatcd  to  appear  arra  ed  in  fa- 
tal frowns,  and  lurrounded  by  the 
inftrtirrents  of  death. 

"'  This,  inference,  on  a  gen<?ral 
view,  hai  fecmingly  in  its  ifavour 


everything  that  reafon  can  urge; 
in  fome  cafes,  however,  h&s  ap- 
pear to  oppofe  it;  before  which 
theoretical  inference,  however  ra- 
tional, hides  its  diminiihed  head^ 
and  arguments  lofe  their  weight, 
how  powerfully  foever  reafon  may 
urge  them  to  convicHon. 

"Thefummary  modeofpumfh- 
ment  fbmetimes  pra<£^ifcd  in  the 
caft,  has,  to  us,  an  appearance 
much  more  irreconcileahle  than  the 
form  of  procefs  cftablilhed  in  Eu- 
rope ;  but  divefted  of  national  and 
local  prejudice,  it  is*  of  vtry  little 
confequeuce,  whether  a  deHnqaent 
fuffers  on  a  gallon's,  guillotine,  or 
by  an  elephant  or  fibre ;  or  whe- 
ther his  body  be  gibbeted,  aiato- 
mized,  given  to  the  worms  of  the 
earth,  or  configned  to  the  birds  of 
the  air ;  th?  proceft  and  invcftiga- 
tion,  however,  for  afcertainine  tnc 
delinquency,  it  mufi  be  admitted, 
differ  widefy. 

•'  Throughoutthe  fultan's  territo- 
ries, the  odipm  of  every  execution 
IS,  by  fbrangers  and  obfervers, 
thrown  upon  him;  and  indeed  with 
fome  degree  of  reafon,  becaufe,  as 
he  delegates  the  power  of  lifie  and 
death  to  his  reprefentatives  in  the 
diftant  parts  of  his  territories,  he 
ought  to  be  anfwcrable  for  all  abufes 
of  that  power  committed  by  them. 
This  do(flrine,  although  plaufible 
in  argument,  will  yet  t>ear  a  <:on- 
trovcrfy,  for  many  enormities  may 
be  committed  "by  viceroys  in  fitua- 
tions  remote  from  the  feat  of  fove-^ 
reignty,  which,  ihould  they  come 
to  the  monarch's  ears,  he  has  it  not 
in  his  power  toxemedy.  This  ar- 
gument, therefore,  if  generally  ad- 
mitted, will  be  oppofcd  by  pani- 
cular  fa<5ts,  and  fails  are  flronger 
than  arguments.  But  this  topic  re- 
quires not  to  be  handled  here. 

H  Puring  our  fliorl  fojournment 
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\n  Englaiid,  we  hare  often  been 
diverted  with  the  id.eas  of  very  re- 
fpc&ablc  people,  on  the"  fubjeck  of 
Tippoo*s public  charaftef, and  even 
of  his  domeftic  arrangements:  fome 
ju-e   Brmly  of  opinion,  that  from 
the  qualms  of  hiuB  af&i^ed  confci- 
ence,  he  cannot  repofe  without  a 
fcrvant  and  candle  in  his  chamber ; 
and  as  guilt  creates  fufpicion  in  the 
fuilied  foul.  It  is  aiferted  that  a  difb 
is  never  brought  to  bistable,  without 
being  prcvioufly  acquitted  of  appre- 
hended evil,  by  the  cook  tailing  it 
in  his  prefence.     Other  opinions^ 
equally    correft   and  entertaining, 
are  indulged  by  the  good  people  of 
England  ;  which  it  is  vain  to  op- 
pole,  for  the  party  "  was  told  {o 
by  a  gentlcnian  who  had  been  in 
India ;"  perhaps  a  voyage  or  two ; 
but  thcTe,  however  refpedable  in 
their  profeffion,  are  furely  not  the 
pcrfons  toreceiveinformationfrom,- 
on  the  fubje^  of  th^  political  cha- 
rafters  of  the  caft ;  no  more  (nor 
indeed  nouch  lefs)  than  fome  gen- 
tlemen who  may  have  refidedafew 
years  in  India;  for  we  can  ealily 
admit  the  poliibility  of  a  perfon 
fpending  many  year^  of  his  life  in 
the  cities  of  Calcutta,  Madras,  or 
Bombay,  without  knowing  much 
more  of    t))e  politics,  prejudices, 
&c.  of  interior  Ihtes  or  countries, 
than  if  he  had  never  ftirred  out  of 
l^ndon,  Dublin,  or  Edinburgh. 

**  The  idea  of  Tippoo  being  fo 
execrable  a  creature,  is  not  connned 
to  inftances  of  the  nature  here  giv- 
tn:  we  Ihall  in  this  place  quote 
the  opinion  of  the  bell  authority  in 
England,  and  we  beg  it  may  be  un- 
derftood,  that  nothing  is  more  re- 
mote from  our  intemioij,  than  fay- 
ing any  thing  difrefpeftful  of  that 
authority ;  for  in  almoil  every  other 
inftance,  we  have  on  it  the  moft 
hnplicit  reliance. 
^  Major  Rennel,  in  his  IVIemoir, 


fpeaking  of  Tippoo,  fays,  «<  Hb 
general  character  \»  that  of  a  man  ^ 
of  high  ambition,  with  great  abili* 
ties  for  war  and  finance ;  cruel  to 
an  extreme  degree,  and  obilinately 
attached  to  his  own  fchemes.    He 
is  unqueftionably  the  moll  powerful 
of  all  the  native  princes  of  Hin«  - 
doodan;  but  the  utter  deteilatioQ 
in  which  he  is  held  by  his  own  Oib-  • 
jefts,.  renders   it   improbable  that  • 
his  reign  will  be  long/' 

**  ImpreflTed  with  the  fame  fenti'^ 
ments,  that  Tippoo  was,  in  his  own 
country,  utterly  detefled,  many 
highly  refpedVable  perfons,  at  the  i 
commencement  of  the  late  war, 
doubted  not  but  the  defeftion  of. 
his  whole  army  would  be  the  imme* 
diate  confequence  of  the  approach 
of  the  confederate  forces  r  but,  in 
the  very  reverfe,  l}^ve  been  fecn  of 
his  army,  fiich  inftances  of  attach-* 
ment  and  fidelity,  as  excite  our  ad* 
miration,  and  perhaps  can  fcarcely 
be  equalled.  Without  attempting 
to  draw  a  comparifon  that  might 
have  an  invidious  fippearance,  let, 
it  be  afked  what  troops,  under  fuch 
highly  difadvantageous  circumilan- 
ces,'  would  have  ihewn  an  attach* 
ment  fuperior  to  thofe  of  Tippoo? 

"  Without,  in  the  courfe  of  two 
years  fevere  fervice,  it  may  be  faid, 
fcarcely  one  event  from  which  they 
could  draw  a  ray  of  hope,  or  glim- 
mering of  encouragement,  we  have 
feen  their  fidelity  unfliaken^  and 
tlMr  courage  unbroken : — it  is  no 
ref]e£lion  upon  Britilh  troops  to  fay 
that  fuch  condwSl  would  not  hare 
difcredited  them ;  even  with  all  the 
advantages  of  fighting  for  a  govern^ 
ment  fo  jullly  enviable,  and  for  4 
fovercign  they  whh  fo  much  reafoii 
adore.  When  we  fee  troops,  after 
being  continually  beaten  for  two 
years,  fight  as  well  at  the  end  as  at 
the  beginning  of  the  war,  we  muft 
furely  allow  it  to  proceed  fron;

•  an  idea  of  two  fituations  more  op- 
pofed  to  each  other,  than  thofc  of 
one  army  ftiilhed  with  a  feries  of 

'  continued  vidories,  and  another 
dcpreflcd  with  the  mortifying  re- 

'  flcftion  of  invaried  difcomfiture: 
— the  one  rulhcs  on  with  the  cheer- 
ing confidence  of  certain  conqueft; 
the  other  proceeds  with  a  relu6^ant 
diffidence,  refuUing  from  a  retro-  ' 
fpeftion  of  experienced  defeats. 
Still  under  thefe  circumftances  did 
Tippoo's  troops  oppofe  the  Britifli, 
witli  a  perfeverance  that  might,  had 
not  their  ideas  led  them  to  fuppofe 
it  was  in  a  good  caufe,  have  been 
termed  obftinacy  ;  and  the  man  who 
views  events' with  philofophic  libe- 
rality, will  not  withhold  from  them 
the  tribute  of  applaufe.  Abilraft- 
cd  from  the  confined  prejudices  of 
contraded  minds,  he  will  not  feel 
his  own  merit  diminiflied  by  allow- 
ing others  their  fhare.  A  foldier, 
by  admitting  the  enemy  their,  por- 
tion of  credit,  will  in  this  inftance 
be  afforded  a  caufe  for  exultation, 
for  the  fuperior  prowefs  of  the  Bri- 
tifli arms  is  confefled  ;  and  a  Briton 
too  may  exult  in  the  idea,  that  how- 
ever remote  the  clime  in  which  the 
Britiih  flag  flies  triumphant,  the  na- 
tion, throu^^h  its  army,  is  compe- 
tent to  its  defence. 

^  Aa^pinion  has  been  maintained 
that  militates  materially  aeainft 
Tippoo's  charafter  of  an  able  ftatef- 
man ;  and  if  admitted  without  in- 
quiry, will  reduce  his  credit  for  po- 
litical faeacity  to  a  very  low  ebb. 
This  opinio  A  regartjs  his  having 
provQked  the  Englifli,  with  all  In- 
Gia  to  fupport  them,  to  a  declara- 
tion of  war  at  a  time  when  they 


were  fo  well  prepared ;  and,  firom 
profound  tranquillity  hi  Europe^ 
enabled  to  direft  their  whole  force 
with  accumulated  energy  at  him  a- 
lone.  The  fimation  o/  iiis  Euro- 
pean ally,  too,  was  moft  unfavour- 
able to  his  interefts. 

**  From  every  circumflance  that 
has  come  to  light,  we  have  reafon  to 
conclude  that  Tippoo  expe<fted 
from  France  very  powerful  fuc- 
cours  to  fupport  him  in  his  latetrn- 
terprize  :  the  diftra6^ed  ftate  of  that 
kingdom,  precluding  the  poliibility 
of  umding  any,  may  therefore  be 
deemed  the  dawn  of  Ti|»poo's  in- 
aufpicious  fortune;  for  had  6vc 
thou  fend  French  been  added  to  his 
army,  it  would  have  rendered  the 
operations  in  the  field  more  preca- 
rious, and  the  iliips  attending  the 
expedition  might  materially  have 
affe^ed  our  means  of  forwarding 
fupplies  to  different  parts  by  lea, 
which,  throughout  this  war,  we 
did  uninterruptedly.  Deprived  by 
chance  of  his  European  ally,  for- 
tune frowned  alfo  upon  his  endea- 
vours of  attaching  any  of  the  na- 
tive powers  of  the  Peninfula  to  his 
intereft;  and  from  the  great  abiCtics 
of  the  Britifh  ambafTadors  at  the 
principal  courts,  the  war  com- 
menced with  a  general  confederacy 
in  our  favour :  an  inftance  unparal  • 
leledin  the  annals  of  our  hiftory  in 
the  eaft.  Had  not  our  negociations 
at  the  court  of  Podna  fuccecded,  in 
gaining  to  our  party  the  powerful 
nation  of  the  iVIahrattas,  the  war 
would  have  been  carried  on  under 
circumftances  comparatively  unfa- 
vourable: or  had  not  the  flu^uating 
councils  of  Hydrabad,  by  addrcfs, 
been  fixed  in  our  intereftjVcfhonld 
have  found  the  effects  of  the  Ni- 
zam's alliance  with  Tippoo,  more 
feverethan  will  at  firft  be-imagined 
probable,  when  their  inaftivity  as 
our  frieiidi  isonly  fcen;  whichwill 
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admit  the  Nizamites  po  ereater 
fhare  of  credit  in  the  operations  of 
the  war,  than  having  been  of  ne- 
gative aiTiftance  :  it  is  an  indulgence 
to  allow  them  even  that,  for  Some- 
times they  were,  doubtlefs,  felt  as 
an  incumb-rance. 

**  Tippoo  being  thus  conftrained 
to  fight  his  own  battles  unaided, 
was  expe<ftcd  to  fiall  an  eafy  con- 
queft  to  fo  powerful  a  confederacy  ; 
but,  under  every  unpropitious  event 
that  could  poffibly  befal  him,  in  a 
continued  leries  of  ill-fated  opera- 
tions during  a  two  years  war,  he 
found  means  to  fupport  himfelf  in 
a  manner  that  allonifhed  even  thofe, 
who  from  political  fituatioRs  and 
minute  enquiries,  had  opportuilities 
of  knowing  the  probable  flate  of 
his  army, and  trealiiry— the  life  and 
foul  of  Afiatic  governments. 

**  Never  was  more  head  in  plan- 
ning, or  heart  in  executing  oper- 
ations difplayed,  than  by  our  gene- 
rals and  armies  in  this  war ;  flill  had 
not  fortune  forwarded  their  endea- 
vours, they  would  not  in  fo  emi- 
nent a  degree,  have  been  crowned 
with  fuch  glorious  fucceiTes.  The 
public,  from  the  official  accounts, 
are  already ^in  pofieiBon  of  the  e- 
vents  to  which  we  allude,  and  we 
ihall  only  notice  two  or  three  in  a 
general  manner  :  indeed  we  have  it 
not  in  our  power,  nor  is  it  our 
plan,  to  be  particular. 

**  In  the  nrft  campaign  of  2  790, 
our  army  was  Unavoid&ly  fo  (itu- 
ated,  that  Tippoo's  whole  force 
was  brought  againft  a  little  more 
than  one  third  of  ours;  and  had 
not  that  third  performed  what  we 
really  muft  call  by  the  trite  ferm  of 
wonders,  the  war  might  probably 
have  ended  (but  in  a  manner  very 
different  to  its  fubfequent  termina- 
tion) with  that  campaign  and  year. 
Tippoo  made  his  attack  with  almoft 
a  certainty  of  fuccels,  but  the  in* 


vincible  fteadinefs  of  our  troops^ 
baffling  his  attempt,  allonifhed  not 
only  his,  but  our  army.  Had  thi^ 
promifing  attack  fucceeded,  a  (imt- 
Jar  might  have  been  immediately 
expefted  on  the  main  body,  at  that 
time  confiderably  reduced  by  a  de- 
tachment againft  Dindigul,  confid- 
ing of  nearly  one  of  the  remaining 
two  thirds  of  the  army.  Colonel 
Floyd *s  mafterly  defence  againft 
Tippoo's  attack,  howevef,  faved 
our  army  on  this  ocgafion.  The 
fall  of  Dindigul  about  this  time 
was  a  very  fortunate  occurrence : 
—the  parly  befieging  it,  having 
expended  their  ammunition,  deter- 
mined to  florm  a  breach  avowedly 
impra^icable ;  and  though  they 
were  repulfcd,  the  garrifon  unac- 
countably furrendered  the  next  day; 
putting  into  our  pollefiidn  an  im- 
portant poft,  at  an  important  time^ 
when  we  had  no  i^afon  to  expetft 
fuch  a  furrender,  nor  means  to  en- 
force it.  The  next  event  that  oc- 
curs to  us,  where  fortune  fmiled 
propitioufly  on  our  exertions,,  wa^ 
at  the  florm  of  Bangalore :  had  hot 
a  moil  unforefeen  and  unexpe«fbed 
accident  feconded  the  bravery  of 
our  troops,  terms  of  peace  would 
never  have  been  di6lated  to  Tippoo 
imder  the  wails  of  Seringapatam. 

"  By  the  concurrence  of  allthefe 
fucceffes,  the  Britifh  anny  were  led 
to  the  enemy's  capital,  and  in  a  de- 
fperate  a6^ion,  gained  a  brilliant  and 
complete  vidiory;  which,  howe- 
ver, was  not  fufficient  to  enable  the 
army  to  keep  the  field,  or  to  pre- 
ferve  the  flores  in  the  artillery  and 
other  department?,  and  they  were 
accordingly  deflroyed,  as  detailed 
in  the  public  accounts, and  noticed 
in  page  73  of  this  work. 

«*  In  this  flate  the.army  bciit  it« 
melancholy  courfe  back  toward 
Bangalore,  cheered  only  by  the 
hope  of  commencing  i^  third  cam* 
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paiga  w!tb  a  brighter  profp^^  for 
that  DOW  before  their  eyes  was  fear- 
city  and  diflrefi  in  their  mod  gloo- 
my  form, 

^  Scarcely  had  one  day  *s  retrograde 
march  been  meafured,  when  oo  an 
^larm  of  the  enemy's  approach,  the 
itdvance,  turning  out  to  receive 
them,  received. — inftead  of  ene- 
mieSy  armies  of  frienda,  well  fup- 
pUed  with  food,  and  every  thing 
wanted ;  which  armies,  by  cycry 
fuppoiitioai  were,  at  that  time,  at 
the  diftancc  of  a  hundred  miles. 
:  *^  Other  infbnces  might  be  ad- 
duced, as  links  of  that  chain  of 
fortuitous  events,  thai  fo  eminently 
cooneded  all  our  operations  in  the 
late  war;  but  thefe  (hall  fuffice  to 
fliew  that  Tippoo,  although  pur- 
fued  bv  fuch  m varied  milchance, 
from-  tne  preparatory  negociations 
\o  the  laft  period  of  adion,  was 
not  yet  in  (o  defperate  a  cafe,  but 
one  lucky  occurrence  might  have 
retrieved  hio).  Hence  it  ^ay  be. 
difcovered,  that  Tippoo's  rafiiuefs 
in  provoking  hoftilities,  was  not  fo 
£reat  as  would  at  firll  appear ;  for 
had  any  one  of  thefe  events  taken 
a  contrary  turn,  it  might  have  giv- 
en a  contrary  turn  to  the  termi-' 
?iation  of  the  war. 

"  As  it  is,  however,  let  not  a  re- 
trofpe&ion  to  probable  depreifion, 
pie  vent  our  enjoying  our  prefcnt 
exultation.  Let  us  rejoice  (and  we 
jdo  mod  heartily)  at  the  glorious 
fucceiTes  of  our  arms;  by  which 
our  honourable  mailers  are  raifed 
to  fuch  ft  pitch  of  profperity,  and 
their  int^reils  eftabliihed  on  a  bafis 
liot  to  be.  fhaken. — May  their  pro- 
sperity increafe ! 

"  We  will  now  cpnfider  Tippoo, 
not  as  a  general  or  a  ftatefinan,  but 
.«£}  the  guardian  to  his  people. — 
When  a  perfon  travelling  through 
a  ftrange  country  finds  it  well  'cul- 
Jivaledi  .populous  with  induftriouf 


inhabitants,  cities  newly  fouadcd^ 
comtnerce  extending,  towns  in- 
creafing,  and  every  tbipg  flonrilh* 
ing  fo  as  to  indicate  happineis^  be 
will  Datnrally  concluv-le  it  to  be  on* 
der  a  form  of  government  coi^^* 
nial  to  the  minds  of  the  people.— 
This  isa  pi^ure  of  Ttppoo's  coan- 
try,  and  our  conduiioa  refpe^of 
its  government. 

^^  It  has  fallen  to  our  lot  to  tarry 
fome  time  in  Tippoo's  dominions* 
and  to  travel  through  them  as  much 
as,  if  not  more  than,  any  officer 
in  the  field  during  the  war,  and  we 
have  reafon  to  fuppofe  bis  fobje^ 
to  be  as  happy  as  thofe  of  any 
other  iovereign ;  for  we  do  not  re- 
colle£^  to  have  heard  any  com^ 
plainte  ormurmuringsan^ng  them, 
although,  had  caules  exifted,  oo 
time  could  have  been  more  favour- 
able for  their  utterance,  becauie 
the  enemies  of  Tippoo  were  ia 
power,  and  would  have  been  graci* 
fied  by  any  afperdon  of  his  clwrac» 
ten  The  inhabitants  of  the  con- 
quered countries  fubmitted  with 
apparent  reilgnation  to  thedire^oa 
of  their  couijuerors,  but  by  no 
means  as  if  relieved  from  aa  op- 
preilive  yoke  in  their  focmcr  go- 
vernment: on  the  contrary,  oo 
fooner  did  an  opportunity  offer, 
than  they  fcouted  their  newmaf- 
ters,  and  gjladly  returned  to  their 
loyalty  agam. 

"  Major  Dirom,in  his  Narrative, 
has  a  paiTage  to  our  purpofc.-^ 
"  Whether,"  fays  the  major,'*  from 
the  operation  of  the  fyftero  efta- 
blifhed  by  Hyder,  from  the  princi« 

Eles  whidti  Tippoo  lias  adopted  for 
is  own  condu^,  Or  from  his  do- 
minions having  fuffered  little  by  in* 
vafion  for  many  years,  or  from  the 
cffe6t  of  tliefe  feveral  caufes  unit* 
ed,  his  county  was  found  every 
where  full  of  inhabitants,  and  ap- 
parently cultivated  to  the  utmofi 
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\tent  of  ix^bich  the  foil  was  capable ; 
*  hile  the  difcipUnc  and  fidelity  of 
li*^  troops  in  the  field,  until  their 
111  overthrow,  were  tcftimonies 
•qnally  ftrong  of  the  excellent  re- 
>uIations  which  exifted  in  his  ar- 
my. His  government,  though 
tlri<5^  nnd  arbitrary,  was  the  defpot- 
iCm  of  a  politic  and  able  fovcreign, 
who  nouriflics,  not  opprefles,  the 
fubje<5ts  who  are  to  be  the  meahs 
of  his  future  aggrandizement ;  and 
bis  cruelties  were,  in  general,  in- 
fli6ted  only  on  thofc  whom  ht  con- 
lidered  as  his  enemies.'* 

**  Tippob  yet  remains  to  \>c  no- 
ticed \rndcr  another  charafter:  in 
bis  political  capacity  we  have  per- 
haps detained  him  too  long;  but  as 
a  mcflTengerfrom  God,  we  have  lef^ 
to  do  with,  and  lefs  to  fay  of  him. 
Tippoo^  not  content  with  therepu- 
tr.tion  he  muft  have  acquired  as  a  ge- 
neral anda  fhitefman,and  not  find*- 
in;^  in  military  or  political  views, 
ohje^s  fufficiently  exalted  to  bound 
his   ambition,    has,   it  is  faid,  af- 
luroed  the  fpccious  charaftcr  of  a 
prophet. 


'<  This,  although  apfiarendy  fa- 
perior  to  worldly  concerns,  is  oer- 
naps  onlyafecondary  confideration, 
and  meant  to  be  totally  fubferri* 
ent  to  fublunary  projefts.  His  fiib- 
je^s,  he  may  poifibly  think,  'will 
with  more  reverence  liilen  to  his 
mandates  when  fandioned  bv  the 
aiithority^of  religion;  and  hn  ar- 
mies will  with  more  awe,  contem- 
plate the  power  and  dignity  of  their 
fovereign  and  general,  when  the 
abilities  they  admire  are  annexed  to 
the  fpirituai  fan^tity  of  bis  charac- 
ter. 

"  Could  not  fome  probable  rea- 
fons  be  affigned  for  Tippoo's  af^ 
fe<ftingthis  fingulardiftinftion,  we 
might  be  induced  to  look  upon  it  as 
a  childiih  propenfity  :  the  greateft 
men,  however,  we  fometimes  fee 
emulating  the  trifling  acquirements 
of  inferior  purfuits.  We  have  an 
ini^ance  of  it  in  the  greatest  prince 
and  gerreral  in  the  annals  of  Europe  ; 
who,  not  content  with  fiich  glori- 
ous ^me,  had  the  poor  ambidon  to 
be  thought  a  piper  and  a  rhymer/* 


Anecdotes  of  ScHMiTZ,  a  German  AaTisT. 

[Vrom  the  Firfl  Volume  of  The  Rhine,  or  a  Journey  from  UxiECHr.

"O  OME^ears  ago,  while  profe/Tor 
1^  Krahe  was  fuperintendant  of 
(i\t  gallery  ofpaintings,  he  received 
a  vifit  from  a  young  baker  of  the 
town;  who,  after  a  ver)'  fhort  in* 
trodu^lon,  took  i  book  out  of  his 
pocket,  which  he  prcfented  to  Mr, 
trahe,  expreffinc;  a  defire .  that  he 
would  purchafc  it.  The  fuperin- 
tcadanc  founds  upon  examination, 
that  it  was  a  prayer  book,  oina- 
niented,  ia  the  ancient  flyle  of  re- 
ligious foppery,  with  a  nuiriber  of 
coloured  figures  and  enguvings.  It 


was  the  one  which  the  elcftor  Cle-, 
meat  Augutlus,  of  Cologne,  had 
ordered  to  be  publiilied,  and  w^ 
become  very  fcarce  and  valuable. 
The  profeiTor^  enquired  whence  he 
had  it ;  and  the  young  man  anfwer- 
ed,  with  a  modeft  blufii,  that  it 
was  a  copy  from  one  he  had  bor- 
rowed. "By  whom?"— "By  myfelf,'' 
rejoins  the  youth.  Upon  a  clofe  ex- 
amination, Mr.  Krahe  could  fcarcc- 
ly  diftinguifh  the  copy  from  the  ori- 
glnaLHc  could  not  conceal  his  fur^ 
prife,and  afked,  why  he  did  not  prac* 
^  'tife 
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tife  engravingi  rathtfthan  continue 
a  baker  ? 

*'  The  youth  anfwered, .  that  it 
waai  the  wi(h  of  his  fonl ;  but  his 
father,  having  a  numerous  family^ 
could  not  afford  the  cxpence  of 
fuftable  inftrudions.  "  I  defign  to 
travcV  ^^^^  he;  "but,  as  my  fa* 
ther cannot  furnifh  t4iemeans,'andas 
I  knew  that  you  was  fond  of  draw- 
ings, I  was  emboldened  •  to  make 
this  application  to  you^  in  hopes 
tliat  you  vvould  purchafe  the  copy, 
to  furniQi  immediate  help,  and  I 
muft  truft  to  my  induftryand  good 
fortune,  for  future  advancement." 

**  Call  here  to  morrow,  without 
fail,**  fays  Mr.  Krahe,  with  an  em- 
phafis  that  irvauifefted  pleafure  and 
aftonifliment. 

*'  Early  the  next  mornini;,  the 
profefTor  called  upon  an  intimate 
friend  at  Kcyferf worth,  a  tew  miles 
diftant  from  Duffddorff  ;  of  which 
place  the  young  man  was  a  native. 

"  This  friend,  with  the  power,  had 
the  difpofition  to  do  good.  Krahe 
told  him  the  (lory,  (hewed  him  the 
workmanfliip,  and  begged  him  to 
lend  the  young  artift  two  hundred 
crowns.  ''  He  will,  doubtlefs,*'  adds 
he,  "  become,  in  a  few  year?,  a  dif- 
tinguiflied  engraver,  and  be. able 
to  reimburfe  you.  I  will  be  fecu- 
rity  for  the  payment." 

"  I  take  no  fecurity,"  anfwered 
his  friend;  and  he  advanced  three 
hundred  crowns. 

**  Krahe  returned  to  the  aflop'ifli-" 
ed  and  tranfported  baker  witli  the 
money.  He  quitted  the  oven, 
learned  geometry  and  peripc(5tive,' 
applied  to  drawing  according  to  the 
r»?les  of  the  art,  and  acqaired  a 
competent  knowledge  of  hiflory. 

"  After  affiduons  application,  for 
the  fpace  of  two  years,  the  young 
man  had  made  fuch  rapid  progref^ 
thnt  Mr.  Krahe  advifed  him  tp  q\iit 
Duffcldorff,  where  no  further  ini- 
•   9 


provemcnt  was  to  be  cxpefial,  i  -^- 
vifit  Paris,  promifing  hira  a  icrrr 
of  introduction  to  Mr.  MHie*  a 
celebrated  engraver  in  chatjnerrr>- 
pob's. 

"  Schmiti  (for  this  was  r-- 
young  man*s  name)  put  hkaJvc- 
into  execution  ;  and,  in  or^er  '^ 
economize  his  little  ftorr,  he  tri- 
velled  on  foot  from  DulTeldort: " "» 
Paris.  But,  unfortunately,  lie  fr- 
ill immediately  upon  his  arrii~^J  ; 
and,  although  he  applied  to  a  rr>-- 
rtallery,  where  he  was  hofpitai  v 
received,  '  and  carefully  attende-,* 
yet  incidental  expetices,  duriag  an 
illnefs  of  fome  continuance^  La  J 
entirely  exhaufted  Kis  little  florc. 
l7pon  his  recovery,  that  ddic^':: 
kind  of  pride,  which  fo  freaucntlv 
accompanies'  true  genius,  rorbs-'r 
his  making  application  to  ^ir. 
Willes,  while  he  muft  appear  aa  :ji 
indigent  beggar, 

**  One  day,  as  h«  was  walkin:^ 
penfively  in  the  ftreets,  lus  mi-^.^x 
occupied  with  his  unfortunate  i:t^- 
ation,  he  was  met  by  two  foldier^ 
of  the  Swifs  guards  ;  one  of  whnn 
accofled  him  with  the  enquiry, 
"  Young  man,  are  you  noc  a  Ger- 
man r'*-"Yes*'— '^Frorn  whence="- 
"  From  Kcyferfwerth,  near  DulTr!- 
dorff."— "  Vou  are  my  countrymsri. 
—What  do  you  do  here?"  Schmitz  re* 
latestohimtheparticularsofhishif'-'^- 
ry;  adding,  that  a  long  illnefs  hid  ci- 
haulted  a  large  portion  of  bis  time, 
and"  air  his  money  ;  and  that  h- 
could  not  fupport  the  idea  of  being 
troublefomc  to  any  one.  The  foi- 
diers  advifed  him  to  enlift,  afliiriij 
him  that  the  fervice  was  nor  (tvcTC^ 
and  that  he  would  have  leifure  ta 
follow  the  bent  of  his  gcniis. 
Schmitz  accej'ted  the  propofition, 
was  introduced  to  the  captain  of  tl*e 
regiment,  was  enlillcd  for  fniir 
years,  and  (librtlv  after,  was  inrro- 
duced  to  Mr.  Willes,  by  the  caj>- 
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i«  hhfitM*  As  much  time  wa$ 
odulged  to  bim.  at  the  *  nature  of 
he  fervice  couid  poffibl^  admit,  to 
mrftie  hii  fiirounte  objeA,  under 
he  dire^ion  of  Mr.  Willes.  He 
ontinued  in  this  fituation  the  four 
ears,  when  he  received  his  dif- 
nli&on. 

"  Finding  that  he  was  in  the  line 
>f  improvement,  he  continued  at 
^aris  two  years  bnger.  applying 
nmfelf,  with  the  utmoft  dlKgencei , 
0  the  art  of  engraving :  it  tfat  ea- 
)intion  of  which  tenn,  he  returned 
lome,  with  the  beft  attiflatfons 
oncerning  his  talents,  induftryi 
rid  moral  condu^^. 

/«  Vtofetbr  Krahe  received  him 
vith  open  arms,  was  charmed  with 
he  progrefs  he  had  made,  and  en- 
;agedhim  to  work.lnthe  cabinet. 
:Ie  continued  to  work  under  the 
mpedien  of  the  wofeflbr,  a^ut 
wo  years,  conduaing  himfetf  in 
uch  a  manner,  as  to  gain  upon  the 
ifeflions  of  his  patron. 

**  It  was  about  this  period,  that 
he  profcflbr  invited  our  artift  to 
in  entertainment,  where  feveral  of 
lis  friends  were  to  be  prefent.  He 
i)et  his  friends,  and  was*  entering 
nto  the  joys  of  convivial  inter- 
ourfe,  when  he  was  informed  that 
he  entertainment  was  in  honour 
)f  a  ftrangcr.  But  alas !  this  ilran- 
;er  was  the  defined  hufband  of  the 
}rofefror's  eldeft  daughter  ;--4>etu- 
iful,  in  his  eyes,  as  an  angel ;  and 
vift,  in  his  judgment,  a|  thp  god- 
Icfs  of  wifdom.  He  mwip  a#  pre* 
ipitate  a  retreat  as  deceno*"w9u}d

«  •^  ERMANY  has  always  been 
Vjr  renowned  fori  earned  and  ela- 
borate writers  i  n  the  different  branch- 
es oftheabftriifcrfciences.Sincefheir 
emancipation  from  the  Latin  Jao- 
^uage,  ^nd  fhe  free  enjoyment 
of  Steir  native  tongue,  the  Ger- 
mans have  greatly  diftiiiguiih^ 
tbemfelve?  In  every  department  of 
the  BgfUs  kttra.  They  have  many 
excellent  poets,  and  they  are  n^w 
rtttempting^  with  great  fuccefs,  both  ' 
romance  and  the  (?rama.  It  is  not 
a  little  flatteries  to  England,  that 
your  literature  is  much  preferred . 
rniong  them  to  that  of  the  French. . 
I:ideed  I  have  frequently  remarked 
a  ftriking  rere;-;ib lance  between  the 
genius  of  the  two  natious,  through 
the  whole  range  of  genius  from  me- 


taphyfics  to  fong  making,  and  this 
uaturaljiy  induces  them  to  prefer 
models  moft  correfporident  with 
their  own  tafle  and  tajent?. .  Jn 
many  iiift^nces,  it  is  not  djtficult 
to  trace  in  their  writings  the  Eng- 
lifh  authors  which  the  Germans 
have  confulted  J  and  iji  fcme  y<^u 
may  deteft  rather  more  than  imita- 
tion. Confiding  in  the  ignorance 
of  the  gener  .i:ty  of  their  readers  in 
the  Engjifh  hiii^'uage,theyfometiQies 
borrow  more  hteraily  ai^Q  more  co- 
pioudy  than  they  would  have  ven- 
tured, were  our  language  more  fa- 
miliar aroon^  the  inhabhants.  One 
of  their  moft  cele'brated  poets,  Wie- 
land,  in  his  Oberon,  has  engrafted 
the  January  and  May  of  Pope,  into 
one  of  his' cantos,  without  any  de- 
D  2  lign 
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tnmfladoii*  In  my.conrfe  ;aloiig 
tlie  Rhine,  vhich  I  ihaU  de&ribe 
to.  you  .  hkaufter^  I  happened  ito 
takeupa  y^wtg  lady 's^piayer  book,, 
which  I  waa  happy  to  find  bec*tni* 
vcliing  conuNUiion ;  and  I  difco* 
vered  that  the  firft  'prayer  wai  a 
profrJUranftation  of  Pope'>  Univer- 
lal  Payer ;.  and.  thr.  fecond  was 
chiefly compofed.  from  pafiages.  tak- 
en out  olY0ung'$:N)gbtThoughts» 
but  without  acknowledgment.  The 
compilation  had  a  yet  greater  fin^- 
larity, ,  it  wa»  made  by  one  King 
(Koenxg)  a  player  upon  the  theatre 
at  Mcntz,  whofelifc^it  isfaid^cprre- , 
fponds  with  his  profei&Qns  of  piety.

He  wnr 
torn  in  114^  and  had  (hidied  with 
honour  at  the'Univcriity  at  Paris. 
RctnmiDg  to  En^and  in  iz^a^he 
wsn  put  in  poflemon  of  ferenl  be* 
nefices^  one  of  which  (that  of  Btt* 
chin)  he  fays  he  obtained  by  con- 
^<fing  the  old  incumbent  ot  keep- 
inv  a  concubine.  He  was  a  fa* 
▼ourTte  of  church  and  of  court; 
was  a  joint  preacher  of  a  cnifade 
with  the  archbiihop  of  Canterbu* 
ry,  and  was  (as  he  aifirms)  inferred 
hy  Richard  Co^ur  de  Lion  in  his 
tfommifton  for  the  gaardianfhtp  of 
England. 

*  «*  GemW  was  a  moft  en>ertaining 
wnter.  but  very  cr^duicus  and  mo^ 
intolei\»l')ly  coiiccircd.  He  expati- 
ates Oil  the  exqBilite  delt^  which ' 
hegaveatOxford.in  publicly  reading 
bis  books  three  d«y.s  fucdeffiveiy; 
Hrft  to  the  poor,  Iccondly  to  the 
doclof^  aiid  mrft  of  literature,  and 
an  the  third  day  to  the  fcholars^ 
fold*»er5,  &c.  *  A  moft  glorious 
iWcracle  ('"ays  the  honeit  Ge- 
i4ui)  *  wh'ch  revived  the  ancient, 
dr.vs  of  the  poets.*  He  alfo  fpemks 
m  ^is  Latn  fennons,  which  atfecl- 
ed  and  excited  to  take  the  crofs 
(tor  the  recovery  of  Jerufalem)  the 


honeft  Wel^hmcRt  ^^  kncv  aoK 
a  word  of  Latio^  sbe  ^^fiTy  in 
which  he  had  preached.  He4wels 
with  tianfpors  oa  hia  ewa  priocelv 
linea^  wbic^  he  avcn,  nsaue 
Hebgy  II.  jeaioiiK  of  him  and  fiopc 
his  preferment.  He  west  wi:a 
prince  John  to  Irelaa4;  awi  rr- 
i«i£9d<as  1^  iiay$>  two  fya,  tc«i 
he  might  have  time  to  cooipole  1 
hii^ory  of  the  country.

«<  AdefcriptiQnof  the  quartefin 
theTurklfh  palaces  impropriated  to 
the  women,  has  been  given  io  the 
firft  chapter  of  the  preceding  book. 
It  may  be  added  here,  that,  dofe  lo 
the  outer  door,  there  is  an  aperture 
in  the  wall  about  two  feet  from  the 
ground,  two  feet  and  a  half  in 
height,  and  nearly  xwo  feet  in 
breadth  f 
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Iteadch;  to  vUchis  fitted  a  nar- 
row wi^dtM  fimdie^  ajxi  tb/b  nuddle 
fpace  Qted  ttp  by  a  hollow  wooden 
cylinder^placed  vertically  onpivots, 
fo  as  to  be  eafily  turned  round. 
This  wheel,  being  divided  by  one 
or  more  horizontal  partltiohsy  and 
open  on  one  fide  from  top  to  bot*> 
torn,  ferves  to  deliver  di^es  from 
the  kitchen^  of  tp  receive  fmall 
parcels,  without  openidg  the  oti^er 
door,  or  the  peribfts  on  either  fide 
being  feen.  The  partitions  are 
moveablci  ^and  may  J(>^  take|i  ^t 
occafionally,  for  the  reception  of 
larger  parcels.  Females  who  have 
bulne&  at  the  Harem^  fuiiimon  the 
attendants  within,  by  rapping  eent- 
ly  on  the  wtiieel,  but,  if  not  ainwer- 
ed  tczdily,  thejf  exercife  the  knock^* 
er  of  the  outer  door  with  great  vio- 
lence.' It  ttjay  be  remarked,,  that 
the  dooripf  the  great  Harems,  (rom 
mbrniii^^  to'  Itun  fet,  are  feldom 
locke)}{  on  account  of  the  conilant 
fucceflipa  of  people  coming  and 
:.:  but  the  cafe  is  different  in 


inftmr  ^aretns,  and  in  ordinary 
houfes!^'  where  there  is  no  feparate 
<)ttarter  for  the  Xvomen :  the  mailer 
of  the  hoiife,  wheii  he  goes  abroad, 
not  oi^ly  ihuts  the  ftreet  door,  but 
carries  the  key  afong;  with  liim. 

**  To  the  'Harems  of  the  great 
belongs  an  officer  named  Harem 
Kehiafy  who  fuperititends  all  af- 
fairs, without  doors,  relating  to  the 
Harem,  and  commonly  has  one  or 
two  hoys  under  him,  who  have  ac- 
cefs  to  the  apartments,  and  are  em- 
ployed bynhe  ladies  in  carrying 
meuages,  or  in  other  petty  fervices. 
Thefe  boys  generally  are  black 
flaves,  but  not  eunuchs.  Their 
matter,  fometimes,  is  an  eunuch, 
bu<,  except  in  the  fervice  of'ba- 
ihaws,  the  office  is  more  commonly 
beftowed  on  a  triifty  white  flave,  or 
on  a  fervam  of  advanced  age.- 

*>  None  of  the  ordinary  menial 


male  fervantS'  ever  approach  the 
door  t>f  the  Baiem,  ocilefs  the  Ha* 
rem  Kehiafy,  or  one  of  his  attend* 
atlts,  is  prefent;  and  all  females 
who  have  bufinefs  with  the  ladie«| 
as  well  as  phyficiansand  other  medi- 
cal attendants,  mud  apply  to  htm 
for  admittance.  £ven  the  grandee 
himfelfi  when  there  are  female 
vHitants  in  his^Hafenh  does  not'. 
prefiune  to  enter, ->tilJ  hr.has  been 
announced,  in  order  to  give  ihoie 
time  to  prepare  for  his  reception* 
Mfjhot  according  to  ooftoim  ongta 
npt  tojappear  before  him  unveil^; 
arid  on  certain  occafions,  as  when

It  is  a  fign 
that  the  vifitant  intends  pnly  a  flmt 
(la^,  when  infiead  of  reiigntng  the 
veil,  ihe  only  uncovera  Her  head, 
permitting  the  veil  to  hang  care- 
iefslydqwn  on  the  ihoulders.Thts ge- 
nerally prqduces  a  friendly  cottteft 
between  the  parties ;  one'  infifting 
upon  talcing  the  veil  away,  the 
other  refuiing  to  furrender  it.

yoiiBg  ladies  k2i$  the  bands  of  their 
ienior  relations.  They  entertain 
with  coffee  and  tobacco,  but  the 
iherbet  and  perfume  are  only  pro- 
duced on  particular  occafions. 

f^  The  great,  men  are  attended  in 
the  Hareip,  by  the  female  flaireo,  in 
the  fame  manner  as^  in  the  outer 
apartmentSi  by  the  pages.  They 
remain  (landing  in  the  humble  at- 
titude of  attendance,  their  hands 
crowed  ^before  them  on  their  cine- 
iure»  and  their  eyes  fixed  on  the 
ground.  The  other  ladies,,  as  well 
as  the  daughters  of  the  fsniily,  oc- 
caiionally  bring  the  pipe  and  coffee, 
but  do  not  remain  ftandiug ;  they 
either  anc  defired  to  fit  down,  or 
they  retire*  This  however  is  to  be 
tmderffood  of  the  grandees  j  for  in 
ordinary  life,  both  wiiresand  daugh- 
ters  minifter  fervUely  to  the  men  : 
the  two  fexes  never  fitting  at  table 
together. 

*  ««  It  is  feldom  that  all  the  ladies 
of  a  Harem  are,  by  the  great  man, 
feeu  aflembled,  unlefs  they  happen, 
in  the  fummer,  to  be  furprized  fit- 
ting in  tlie  Divan,  where  they  meet 
to  enjoy  the  cool  air«  At  his  ap- 
proach, they  all  rife  up,  but,  if  de- 
fired,  Tefume  their  places,  (fooK  of 
the  (laves  excepted)  and  return  to 
their  work.  However  loquacious 
they  may  have  been  befie>iie  he  en-

^Though  the  pidence  of  the 
great  man  may  impofe  filcoce  on 
the  ^wunger  ladies^  he  always  finds 
fosnc  of  the  elderly  matroas,  ready 
enough  to  entRlaiii  hini.  ftouk}  he 
he  difpdfed  for  conversion.     In 
this  manner  he  lesms  the  doflocAic 
news  of  the  town,  whiofa,  thoi^h 
rarely  a  topnc  of  dikoirfe  amoo^ 
the  men,  being  in  great  reqncft  at 
-the  public  hatha,  is  circulated  by  the 
female  pedlers^  and  the  Bidaweea 
women   attaclwd  to   the   Harem. 
The  former,  who  are  ohle%  JewiA 
or  Chrifftan  Women  of  ascertain 
age,  fupply  the  hdjes  with  gaoies, 
ranfiin,  embroidery,  and   trioketi, 
and  moreover  have  the  art  of  col- 
leding  and  embeliiihing  all  khids 
of  private  hilbry ;  the  latter  are  oot 
lefs  ulkative,  nor  more  fecrtc^  but 
.poiTefs  alfo  a  licenfed  privilege  of 
fpeaking  freely  to  the  men,  which 
they  pertedly  know  how  to  excr- 
cife.    Their  licence  is  derived  horn 
being  often  retained  as  nurfes,  by 
which  they  gain  a  permaAeot  efta- 
blifliment  in  the  family  ;  the  fader 
fifter    remnning  attached  to  the 
Harem,  and  in  time  foccecding  her 
mother.      The  grandees,  in  tkefc 
indolent  hours  converfe  alfo  on 
their  domeftic  afeirs,  and   amufc 
themfelves    with    their    children. 
When  they  wi0i  to  be  more  retired, 
they  withdraw   to  another  apart- 
ment^ into  whkh  no  pcrfon,  except 
the  lardy  to  whom  k  bdongs,  pre- 
famessco  enter  tmcalled* 

^  The  TurkSi  in  prefeace  of 
their 
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thdr  trofneiiy  -appear  to  t0ed  a. 
more  iurughty,  rei'erved  air,  than 
ufual,  aad  in  their  manner  of  fpeak<- 
ing  to  thexli)  are  lefs  courteous,  and 
more  abrupt,  than  they  are  to  one 
another,  or  even  to  men  who  are 
HHtch  their  inferiors.     As  this  was 
frequently  obferved  iu  perfons  re- 
markable  for   an  afifabie  deport* 
ment  to  men,  it  mav  be  con£dered 
rather  as  their  ufual  manner,  than 
afcribed  to  the  accidental  preiience 
of   an   £iir(^an;  and   is  further 
confiroied  by   the  ordinary  be  ha* 
vioor  4>f    the  boys^  who. talk   to 
tlie  women  in  an  imperious  man* 
ner,  which  th^  could  only  have 
learned  fnom  example.     The  cnen 
perhaps  judge  it  politic  to  aifume 
this  demeanour,  in  dfituatton  where 
dominion  may  be  fuppofed  to  be 
maintamed.  with  more  di&culty, 
than*  among  their  male  dependants ; 
and  therefore  yenture  only  in  hours 
of  retirement,  to  avow  that  gentle- 
-nefs,  which,  as  if  derogatory  fron^ 
their    dignity,    tliey    think    pru- 
dent, in  their  general  condmft,  to 
conceal,  from  perfons  who£e  obe« 
dience  they  believe  am  alone  "be 
fecured^  by  an  air  of  ikjcm  authori- 
ty,   .  , 

"  The  ladles^  efpecially  thofe  of 
rank,  a(ipe>ar  refer ved  in  regard  to. 
their  huibands,  while  they  fliow  an 
engaging,  alfe^ionate  fondnef^  for 
their  brothers,  though  it  is  often  re- 
turned with  little  more  than  frigid 
complaifance :  as  if  their  tender  en* 
dearments  were .  a  tribute  due  to 
male  fuperiority.  There  are  times 
howcvcrwhen  natural  alfeftion  gets 
the  beitcir  of  this  cold  indifference 
of  the  yo«ng  men.  The  light  of  a 
filler  in  diftref?,  or  languiihing  in 
a  fit  of  fcvere  ilhiefs*  often  pro- 
duces-emotion, of  "which,  judging 
horn  geuei'al  appearances,  they, 
would  feem  •  to  be^  uafufceptible. 
The  a^daJtioa  -.cf  upathy  is  a  re<  ^ 


morkabk  trait  m  the  ufaaia^er  of 
the  Turks.  They  are  ied  by  i^ 
leader  misfortuaes^  to  afluino  «a 
appeahiBQe  of  tranquillity^  laom 
than  they  poiTefs  in  iMlky;  «ftd^ 
OB  Dther  ocoafions,  they  ftfif  e:  to 
hide  that  feniibiUty  which -ptbor* 
nations  think  it  honorable  to  h^ 
dulge.  Their  exterior  manacrs  mm 
aniverfaliy  nnarked  by  this  affecta- 
tion ;  their  real  feelings,  inflneoOoil 
by  the  common  fprings  of  humouEh^ 
ity,  are-more  rem^Kc  from  the  eye 
of  obierration. 

^'  Perfons  of  diftin^ioii,  who  sat 
in  office,  leave  the  Harcoi  early  iot 
the  n)osaing^.and,  two  hours  a£ter 
nooa  excepted,  pais  moil  of  their 
time  in  the  outer  apartments^  But 
otliers,  who  have  little  buiinefs,  and 
tlie  luxurious  young  men  of -aU  dvf 
nomination^,  loi^age  many  houi«  ia 
their  Harem.  SomeaUowance,  ift 
this  refped,  is  made  to  youth,  for 
Come  weeks  9k^r  marriage ;  butaa 
edeminate  charader,  .which  is  by 
no  means  refpedtable  acnong^  the 
men,  is  far  from  bemg  acceptable  to* 
tlie  women.  The  prefenise  of  thr 
men,  at  unufual  hours  in  the  de^r 
time,  lays  the  whole  Haremunder»e- 
Araint,  and  however  fome  particu* 
lar  favorite  may  be  gratified  by  the 
particular  attention,  of  her  lord,  the 
rtH  of  the  women  are  apt  to  lament 
the  liberty  they  are  deprived  of,  by 
'his  remaining  too  much  at  home. 

*'  The  grandees,  if  (lightly  indif* 
po^d,  coBtiuue  to  fee  company  in 
the  outer  apartmeats;  but  whea^ 
the  diforder  becomes  ferioes,  they 
retreat  intp  the  Harem,  to  be  'nurf* 
'  ed  by  their  women  Tand  in  this  fi* 
tuation,  befides  their  medical  at-* 
tendants,  and  very  near  relations, 
no  perfon  whatever  can  have  ao*. 
cefs^  except  on  very  urgent  bufi* 
neis«.  They  make  clioice  of  the^ 
fomalea  they  wiili  to  have  more  im- 
xfiediatfiy  aboat  their  peribn^  an<t.

*'  Amid  domfftic  occ^ations^ 
ferious  or  amufing,  the  ladies  iind 
themfeives  fully  employed,  aad 
fHdoih  complain  of  time  hanging 
heavy:  But  various  occaiions  cal| 
them  abroad.  They  vifit  near  re- 
lations fevcral  times  in  the  year,  as 
alfo  when  io  child-'bed,  or  in  fick- 
oefs ;  they  aiiift  at  nuptial  and  fu- 
neral ceremonies^  and,  ateftabiift* 
ed  hobrs,  go  to  confult  tlicir  phyfi* 
cian  at  htt  IxHife,  when  the  eafe 
does  not  require  bis  attendance  at 
the  Harem.  Thus,*  women  above 
a  certain  rank,  are,  in  prop^tion 
td  the  exteht  of  tiieir  connexions, 
more  or  kfs  engaged,  while  thofo 
of  the  lower  ciafi  are  often  obliged 
to  'go  out  to  market,  and  conftant- 
lyto  thfe  bagnio  :  the  laft  indeed 
br^gs  aH  the  women  abroad  ;  for 
even  thofe  who  have  baths  at  home, 
are  in  t?afes  of  ceremonial  invita- 
tion, obliged  to-repair  to  the  public 
bath. 

"  Mondays  and  Thurfdays  are 
the  women's  licenfed  days  for  vi- 
fiting  the  tombs,  and,  with  their 
ehiidren  and  flaves,  for  taking  the 
air  in  the  fieWs  or  gardens.

^U&  mn  pri^ccded  by  a  band  of 
$n^0|;  women,  the  kdi^s  theow 
felves' walking  behind  with  a  flow 
and  ftatriy  ftep;  but  the  lower  peo- 
ple are  i^  formal,  they  advance  in 
groups,  unging  as  they  walk  along, 
and  with  the  tympanum  and  the 
tilareet  make  the  air  refound  on  afi 
hands*  Ladies  of  diftin^Uon,  on 
theCb  occafions,  drefs  in  ^e  plain- 
ttk  manner,  and  wear  the  orqioary 
ftriped  veil,  inftead  of  the  white 
Furragi;  but  mofi  of  the  others 
drefs  in  their  gayeft  apparel,  and, 
when  at  a  little  diftance  n'om  town, 
being  more  carelefs  of  their  veil, 
they  ^ive  accidental  opportunity 
of  Mcmg  more  of  their  £iceS|  than 
at  any  other  time. 

^  As  men,  on'the^e  puUic  days, 
are  not  excluded  from  the  gardens^ 
numbers  are  of  courfe  found  ftroU- 
ing  in  the  walks,  which  obliges  the 
women  to  be  more  on  their  guard, 
and  to  remaiii  muffled  up.  But 
there  are  Mt^  parties,  on  other 
days,  exempt  firom  that  difagreeabk 
re&raint,  and  in  all  refpeSa  more 
elegant.  Thefe  are  compofed  of 
the  ladies  belonging  to  two  or  three 
Haremfe,  who  hire  the  garden  for 
the  day.  The  Divans  in  the  fum- 
mer  houfes  of  the  gardens  are  fiir* 
niihed  from  the  city ;  cooks  are  fent 
to  prepare  the  entertainment;  the 
Harem-Kehiaii,withfome  pses^at- 
tend  at  the  gate  to  prevent  Uie  in- 
truiioas  of  Grangers,  and,  the  gar- 
deners being  obliged  to  keep  out 
of  the  way,  the  ladies  are  at  liberty 
to  walk  aboiit  more  negligetitly 
veiled.  The  company  fet  out  firom 
town  by  dawn  of  day,  and  return 
at  funiet.    A  numerous  train  of

**  On  diefe  occafiooa,  the  ladies 
ufually  walk  to  the  fuden,  wdefs 
when 'it  haMens  to  be  too  difiam, 
in  which  cafe  the  principal  ladies 
go  in  a  covered  litter»  carried  by 
(wo  mules ;  while  fuch  of  d^ir  le- 
tinue'  as  do  not  choofe  to  walk^ 
ride  on  ^iTes,  or  mules. 

H  The  litter  is  called  a  Tahtru* 
an,,  and  is  (^aie|imes  ufcd  bj  oU 
or  infirm  men.  It  is  the  mtoti 
htkmt^ll^  yehlflp  fiir  ^  bdies^ 
but,  in  lonf  jouniin  k  i*  carried 
by  two  camels  inikmi  ff  fnukS| 
efeecialiy  on  the  pilgnfaage  to 
Mecca.  There  are  always  a  ccr- 
tain  number  of  Tahtruans  ii|  the 
fuiteofaBaSiaw. 

<*  There  is  another  vehick  fior 
women  and  children  of  ordinary 
rank,  two  of  wiuch  ara  fufpended 
on  the  oppofite  iides  of  a  camel,  i;^ 
as  to  be  always  in  equilibnum. 
They  are  wooden  cradles  half  co- 
vered with  thin  hoops  of  wood, 
over  which  an  awning  is  qjccafion- 
ally  fpread.  They  are  furniihcd 
with  a  mattrefs  and  euftiioiia,  upoa 
which  a  perfon  can  fit  ealily  enough 
in  the  eaftem  fiifliioa,  l|Ut  cannot 
ilretch  out  at  fuU  kngth.  Th^ 
arc  called  Muhafli.

«*  ¥t0m  what  has  been  fai<fy  it 
would  appear  tltat  the  TurkHh  la- 
dies ere.  not  -in  fa^ft  fo  rigoroufly 
confined  as  is^  generally  imagined:' 
it  may  b#  added,  that  Aabit,'  and 
the  W^a  of  decofiM^  annexed  to 
their  reftraint9^  render'  them  l^fs 
irkfoine.  Ti^irigndtaifce  of  the 
female  pi^vKegb^  enjoyed  ^n'many 
parts  of  Enrdp^,  prc^lddeS"  any 
mortifying  eorhparlfon,  attd,  wfie^' 
teld'  ef  SioCt  privilege jf,  they  do 
not  d^ipettrWcry -deflrons  of  a  li- 
berty which,  in  many  Inftanccs, 
tliey  "regafd  lis  intfonfiltent  with 
their  notion'of  female  honour  and 
delicacy.  When  it  was  faid,  in  the 
former  edition,  **that  the  Turks  of 
Aleppo  being  very  jealous^  keep 
their  wives  as  mnch  at  hom^  as  they 
^n,  fo  that  it  is  but  feldom  they 
are  aHowed  to  vifit  each  other,"  \t 
was  to  be  underftood  comparative- 
ly with  the  liberty  enjoyed  by  the 
European  ladle?.  But  the  cvflom 
of  keeping^,  the  women  tlofe  (hut 
upi  isfof  high  Jtniiqiiity  in  the  eaft, 
and  was  by  the  Tiirks  iratlier  ad-' 
opted,  ■  than  introduced  inro  Sy-r 
ria.  **   "  '*• 

»•  The  barbarous  natiocfs,  (fays 
'  ^794- 


f  lufM^h^i  ahdf  amOngft;^tyem  'the 
?ert?aiis '  efpecially,  are  '  n aturjifny 
jeateljsrc^ownifhv  and  ntorbfe',  td- 
n'lfrd  -^elr  women ;  fo  tijat  t\(yt 
only  their  wives,  but  alfo  their  fe- 
male flavcs  and  concubines,  art 
kept*  with  fuch  ftridnefs,  ^nd  fo 
coiiftantly  tonftned'at  home,  thit 
•  they  are  never  feen  by  any  but  thdr 
own  family;  and  when  they  take  a 
journey  thiey  are  put  into  a  carriage 
fiiut  clofe  on  all  ficles.  *  In  fuch  a 
travelling  carriage  they  put  The- 
miftocles,  and  told  thofe  whom 
they  met  or  dtfcmiffed  with  up^^ii 
the  road,  that  they  were  carrying 
a  young  Grecian  fady  mit  of  I'onPa 
to  a  nobleman  at  court.'" 

**This  circumftance  is  dated  iji 
the  firft  year  ©f  Artaxerxes,  that  Is 
about  462  years  before  the  birth  of 
our  Saviour.'  It'  may  fiirther  bfe 
remarked  that  it  wis  a  capital  of- 
fence in  Perfia  to  crdfs  the  war 
when  a  carriage  containing  women 
was  pafling.  But' the  Greeks  them- 
fclves.  Had  their  wards  for  the  re- 
ception of  the  women,  which  {een} 
to  have  been  much  the  fame  with 
the  women's  quarter  in  the  Syrtan 
feraglios]  The  women  .  lived  im* 
mured  therp  under  great  reftraint ; 
they  were  fometimes  attended  bv 
eunuchs ;  and  never  went  abroad 
without  a  veil,  or  without  fonic  old, 
female  attendants.  The  Roman 
maners  in  this  rctpeSt  were  very 
different;  but  it  is  not  probable 
that  their  conquefts  in  Syria  pro* 
duced  much  change  in. the  o^cono-, 
my  of  the  Greek  Harem. 

"  Women  of  cpnclition  in  Syria, 
always'  walk  abroad  attende4^l?y  a 
numerous  fuite  j  no  modefl'  wo- 
m^n  is  ever  feen  in  the  ftrect  with-, 
out  a  fervant  or  companion,  u'lr 
lefs  perhaps  elderly  women  of  an 
infcrrpr  clafs.  Or  the  attendants 
op  the  great,  one  is  generally  a  Bi- 
doWeeh  woman  belonging  to  the 
£  Harenii 
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Harem*  who  is  eafily  diftinguiihed, 
notwithftanding  her  veil.  Indeed 
the^veil  worn  in  ordinary  by  the  la> 
dies  themfelveSy  is  not  fuficient  to 
hide  them  from  their  acquaintance* 
and  when  they  wear  the  black  crape 
over  the  face*  which  conces^ls  them 
more  effe^ually,  the  flaves  in  their 
train,  who  are  often  employed  to 
carry  me/iages,  or  to  go  to  the  ba- 
zars>  being  known  to  the  (hop- 
keepers,  difcovcr  the  Harem  to 
which  they  belong. 

"  Thefe  circumftances*  together 
with  the  want  of  proper  places  of 
rendezvous*  may  be  confidered  as 
material  obfiacles  to  criminal  in- 
trigue ;  which  various  circum- 
Aances  render  fo  liable  to  detedlion. 
Befides*  as  intrigues  are  rarely  heard 
of*  it  may  reafonably  be  concluded 
they  do  not  often  happen.  I  hardly 
remember  a  public  inflance  of 
adultery*  at  Aleppo*  in  the  courfe 
of  twenty  vears  ;  and*  in  the  private 
walks  of  tcandal*  thofe  I  heard  of 
were  among  the  lower  clafs*  and 
did  not  in  number  e:;cceed  a  dozen. 
As  to  the  illicit  admif&on  of  i!ran* 
cers  into  the  great  Harems,  confider- 
mg  the  number  that  muft  be  truft- 
ed  with  the  fecrer,  it  would  appear 
to  be  impoflible.  Nor  does  Alep- 
po* in  this  refpe<fl,  probably  dilfer 
much  from  other  Turkifh 'cities : 
though  there  may  perhaps,  ia  the 
capital,  be  third  places  more  com- 
modious for  ailignation,  thaifare  to 
be  found  in  the  provinces.  In  re- 
.pe(5t  to  the  Franks,  the  umlertak- 
ing  is  attended  iior  only  wcitli  fuch 
rilk  to  the  Jnc'ividiml,  but  may,  in 
its  confLqutiices,  fo  ferioully  in- 
volve the  whole  fet  [lenient,  that  it 
is  tither  never  attempted,  or  is 
concealed  with  a  fecrecy  unex- 
ampled in  other  matters.  I  have 
realon  to  believe  that  European 
travellers  have  fon)etimes  had  a 
Greek  courtezaii  linpofed  on  them 


for  a  fuhana,  and,  after  hang 
heartily  frightened*  htve  been  in- 
duced to  payfmartly*  in  order  to 
prefcrve  a  fecret*  which,  idfe  day 
after*  was  known  to  half  the  iiftcr- 
hood  in  town. 

*«  ,But  it  would  be  rather  harfh 
to  afcribe  the  chaflity  of  the  wo- 
men folety  to  thefe  exterior  re- 
flraints.  Innate  modefty*  chcriflied 
irom  its  firil  dawnings  with  mater- 
nal care,  and*  in  riper  years,  (beitcrcd 
from  the  contagion  of  infidious  gal- 
lantry* ought  in  candour  to  be  al- 
lowed fome  (hare  in  the  protection 
of  the  fex  from  irregularities*  to 
which  the  climate*  as  well  as  the  na- 
tural conftitution  may  be  reckoned 
favourable :  and  (kill  in  the  arts  of 
fedu^ion,  or  a  chara^er  iiDt  illicit 
amours*  being  neither  deemed  re- 
quifite  nqr  venial*  in  the  compo(i- 
tion  of  a  Turkifh  fine  gentleman, 
tuition,  finding  fewer  obfbcles  to 
encounter,  may  perhaps  on  that 
account  be  lefs  liable*  than  in  {aire 
other  countries,  to  fail  of  fuccefs. 

"  The  wives  and  concubines,  cf 
relations  who  live  familiarly  toge- 
ther* are  reftrained  by  the  ties  of 
confanguinity*  from  a  criminal  b- 
tcrcourie*  which  would  be  deemed 
fcandalous,  if  not  inceihious  ;  and 
clandefUne  intrigues  between  the 
boys  and  maid  &rvants,  to  what- 
ever caufe  it  may  be  owing,  are  in 
fa£t  lefs  frequent  than  mieht  be  ex- 
pected. It  is  indeed  hardly  poffibie 
that  an  amour  (hould  remain  long 
concealed  in  ttie  Hare^;  and  the 
mothers  ufuslly  take  care  to  haft- 
en  the  marriage  of  their  fons,  be- 
fore the  palfions  become  too  fierce 
for  the  control  of  parental  authori- 
ty- 

"  I  have  been  told  by  Turkifh  la- 
dies, that  a  principal  view  in  their 
prelerence  of  flaves^to  free  women, 
aj>  menial  fervants*  was  to  prevent 
doiiicllic  intrigues^    When  a  free 
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girl  IS  feduced,  her  parents  make 
tife  of  the  accident  to  lay  the  fa- 
ivily  under  contribution,  by  threat- 
ening a  public  profecution,  which 
is  not  only  productive  of  expenfe, 
but,  what  to  tlie  women  is  more 
vexatious,  expofes  the  honour  of  the 
Harem.  The  girls' fometimes  flyly 
give  encouragement,  not  only  from 
thjC  hope  of  lome  pecuniary  i  ndemni- 
ficati3n,  but  alfo  perhaps,  of  obtain- 
ing a  hu(band.  This  laft  is  no  un- 
common modeof  compounding  the 
matter,  it  not  being  difficult  to  find 
fome  one  willing,  for  money,  to 
take  the  girl,  but  who  is  at  the 
fame  time  careful  to  retain,  as  an 
additional  dowry,''  the  power  of 
haraflitig  the  family,  as  often  as  he 
becor«es  neceflitous.  Families  are 
fometimes  plagued  with  thefe  vex- 
ations, at  the  dillance  of  feveral 
years,  and  that  even  where  the  com- 
plaint is  groiindlefs.  I  have  had 
occafion  accidentally  to  hear  fuch 
caufes  tried  a<  the  Mahkamy,  but 
believe  they  are  not  common  ;  for 
the  miftrefs  of  the  Harem  gene- 
rally choofcs  to  prevent  public 
fcandal  by  fiibmitting  to  private 
extortion.  The  flaves  on  the 
contrary,  having  no  kindred  to 
fupport  them,  cnn  derive  lew  fi- 
rm lar  advantages  from  criminal  in- 
trigue. 

"  The  youth  of  difliiK^ion,  with- 
o\it  the  prdcinCts  of  the  Harem, 
have  little  or  no  opportunity  of  in- 
dulging in  illicit  pleafures,  for  they 
are  not  only  never  permitted  to  go 
abroad  unattended,  but  there  are 
JIG  private  places  of  refort  where 
the  Sexes  can  meet.  The  common 
prollitutes  (who  are  chitfly  attach- 
ci  to  the  fokliery)  are  of  the  loweft 
order,  and  lodge  in  fuch  obfcuie 
places  of  the  town,  t  .at  no  perfon 
of  chara<5ter  can  have  any  decent 
'pretence  to  approach  them.  Thefe 
proftituces  are  licenfed  by  the  Ba- 


(liaw's  Tufinkgi  Bafliee,  whom  they 
pay  for  his  protedlion.  Some  are 
natives  of  Aleppo,  but  many  come 
from  other  places.  They  parade  in 
the  ftreets,  and  the  outikirts  of  the 
town,  drefled  in  a  flaunting  man* 
ner,  their  veil  flying  loofely  from 
the  face,  their  cheeks  painted, 
bunches  of  flowers  ftuck  gaudily 
on  the  temples,  and  their  bofom  ex- 
pofed ;  their  gait  is  mafculine,  and 
full^of  afFeflation,  and  they  are  in 
the  higheft  degree  iiopudent  and 
profligate.  There  are  perhaps  a 
few  courtezans  of  a  fomewhat 
higher  clafs,  who  entertain  vifitors 
in  more  fuitable. lodgings;  but  the 
rifk  which  people  of  property 
run,  when  dete<fled,  of  being  forced 
to  fubmit  to  arbitrary  extortion,  or 
to  be  expofed  to  public  ridicule, 
confines  this  mode  of  gallantry  to 
the  inferior  clafs  of  Ofmanli,  and 
the  Janizaries. 

"  The  ladies  of  the  Harem  arc 
cither  free  born  natives  of  Turkey," 
or  flaves  originally  chriftian,  who 
have  been  brought  from  Georgia  : 
the  number  of  the  latter  at  Aleppo 
is  comparatively  fmall, 

"  The  Turkifli  girls  of  condi- 
tioH  are  carefully  educated ;  and 
thofe  of  every  denomination  are 
taught  filence,  and  a  modefl  re- 
ferved  demeanour,  in  the  prefence 
of  men.  From  infancy,  they  are 
feldom  carried  abroad  without  a 
gauze  handkerchief  thrown  over 
the  head,  and  from  the  age  of  (ix 
or  feven,  they  wear  the  veil.  When 
about  feven  years  old,  they  are  fent 
to  fchool  to  learn  to  few  and  embroi-w 
der  ;  but  their  work  in  embroidery 
is  greatly  inferior  to  that  of  the 
Conftantinople  latlies.  The  fian<J- 
kercliiefs  of  the  men  are  embroi- 
dered with  (ilk  of  various  colours, 
as  well  as  with  gold  and  hlver  ; 
and  are  common  prefcnts  made  by 
the  women,  in  the  fame  manner  as 
E  a  worked 
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worked  watch  cafes,  purfcs,  and 
tobacco  bags.  Some  of  the  girls, 
as  remarl^ed  before,  are  taught  to 
read  and  wri'e  the  Arabic  ;  but  all 
are  inftru£ted  in  their  prayers, 
their  duty  to  parents,  and  in  the 
exterior  forms  of  behaviour.  Per- 
fons  of  condition  feldom  fend 
iheir  children  to  the  public  fchool, 
after  the  ninth  year,  either  engag- 
ing profeHed  teachers  to  come  mto 
the  riarem,  or,  making  an  inter- 
change, become  tutoreffes  to  each 
other's  children.  By  this  laft  mode 
the  petulance,  fo  often  tl>e  confe- 
quence  of  indulgence  at  home,  is 
in  feme  meafure  corre^ed  ;  for  the 
voluntary  tutorefs  maintains  ftrift 
authority,  keeps  the  young  pupil 
under  her  eye,  makes  her  fit  in 
the  apartment  where  fl'.e  herfelf 
and  her  (laves  are  at  work,  and, 
when  (lie  goes  from  home,  (he 
leaves  the  girl  under  the  care  of 
fome  one  who  is  to  make  a  report 
of- her  condu<^i  A  laudable  dif- 
cretion  in  converfation  is  preferved 
in  the  prefence  of  tliefe  girls,  and 
an  indireft  leiTon  is  occafionally 
giveh  by  reprimanding  the  (laves  in 
their  hearing.  Indeed  the  wholq,  of 
their  education  appears  not  to  con- 
lift  fo  much  in  a  formal  courfe  of 
precepts^  as  in  artfully  fupplylng 
the  pupil  with  examples  in  do- 
meftic  life,  from  which  (lie  may 
draw  rules  for  her  own  con- 
du(5l :  and  which  being  as  it  were 
the  refult  of  her  own  refleftion, 
acquire  perhaps  more  Ufting  influ- 
ence* 

"  The  edrly  fcparatlon  of  the 
boys  and  girls,  (for  they  are  fent 
to  different  reading  fchools,)  foon 
leads  each  fcx  to  the  purfuit  of  its 
f^.eculiar  '  amufements,  preparing 
them  gradually  for  the  disjoined 
ilate  of  their  future  lives.  The 
boys  grow  impatient  of  confine- 
ment in  the  Harem,  and  love  to 


pafs  their  time  among  the  page! 
and  the  horfes;  they  a(rume  a  gravc^ 
fedate*  air,  and  imitate  the  inanners 
of  thofe  whom  they  obfervc  to  be 
refpefted  among  the  men.  The 
girl  forms  different  idAs  of  her 
own  dignity,  grows  attentive  tp 
the  punctilios  of  her  fex,  is  proud- 
ly fond  of  her  veil,  and  ftnvcs  to 
imitate  the  gait,  the  tone  of  voice^ 
and  the  peculiar  phrafes  of  thofe 
ladies  whom  (he  has  heard  chiefly 
copmended. 

«*  The  boyS  (according  to  M. 
D*Arvieux)  are  not  permitted  to 
enter  the  apartments  or  the  women, 
after  their  (eventh  year :  fuch 
is  the  jealoufy  of  the  men."  Others 
have  faid  the  fame  :  but  if  the  cir- 
cumftance  was  true  at  the  time  he 
wrote,  it  is  not  at  prefent  the  cafe 
at  Aleppo.  The  boys  have  free  ac- 
cefs  to  the  Harem  till  fixteen  or 
feventeen.  They  are  not  indeed 
carried  to  the  bagnio  with  the  wo- 
men later  than  fix  years  pld. 

**  The  women  in  their  peribns 
are  rather  engaging  than  handfome. 
It  was  remarked  before,  that  they 
were  pretty  in  infancy,  but  changed 
for  the  worfe  as  they  grew  up :  yet 
they  retain  for  ever  the  fine  pierc- 
ing eye,  and  many  to  the  laft  pof- 
fcis  their  exquifite  features,  though 
not  their  complexion.  They  do 
not  wear  ftays,  and  are  at  little 
pains  to  preferve  their  ftiape.  In 
general  they  are  low  in  ftatune,  and 
luch  as  are  tall,  for  the  moft  part 
ftoop.  The  women  of  condition 
affeft  a  ftately  gait,  but  walk  inele^ 
gantly,  and  the  carriage  of  their 
body  is  devoid  of  that  eafe,  and 
air,  to  which  an  European  eye  has 
been  accuftomed.  The  drefs  ia 
which  they  Pppear  abroad,  is  not 
calculated  to  fet  off  the  perfon  j  the 
veil  (hows  their  (hapc  to  difadvan- 
tage,  the  legs  are  awkwardly  con- 
cealed by  the  boots,  and  even  with<- 
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o^t  them,  their  movement  is  not 
(o  elegantly  ^afy  as  that  of  their 
arms:  which  mjay   be  the.reafon 
that  they  .appear  .tp   moft  advaU'  ^ 
tage  when,  fitting  on  the  Divan. 

'*  The  tranijent  manner  i^  which 

the  T'urkifli  women  can  only  be 

fccn  by  a  ijkranger,  renders  it  dit- 

ficult,  if  not  impo/Sble,  fo  fpeak 

decidedly  of  their  beauty,  ^n  coni- 

p^rifon  with  that  of  thp  women  of 

other  countries,  who  are  feen  with 

jmpre  familiarity.     Their  drefs  and 

veil  which  are  lo  difadvantageousto 

th^^ir  fliape,  may  perhaps  (the  latter 

particularly)   be  of   advantage  to 

their  looks.    I  have  had  occasion 

to  fee  great  numbers,  and  thought 

them  in  general  handfomer  than  the 

Oiridian  and  JewiOi  ladies ;  but  I 

was  fomitimes  inclined  to  doubtwhe- 

ther  that  opinion  might  not  in  fome 

degree  be  afcribed  to  feeing  them 

partially,  or  when  revealed  in  fuch 

a  manner,  as  to  give  relief  to  their 

beauty :    it  is   certain    that  many 

\;^hofe  faces  I  had  at  Hrfl  thought 

cxquifitely  fine,  from  under  a  loofe 

veil,  loft  conflderably  when  more 

expo  fed.  \ 

**  When  the  feqfial^  flaves  are 
purchafcd  very  young,  which  fel« 
dom  happens,  they  are  brought  up 
much  in  the  fame  manner  with  the 
daughters  of  the  fi^milyj  but  if 
they  have  reached  the  age  of  fif- 
teen^ or  more,  being  then  confi- 
dejed  as  too  far  advanced  for  regu- 
lar fchopliiig,  they  owe  their  future 
improvement  to  accidental  oppor- 
tunitiesj  and  for  that  reafon  are  fel- 
dom  fo  accompliflied  as  the  Tgrk- 
ifli  girls  of  condipon.  T^is,  how- 
ever, is  only  to  be  underftood  of 
fuch  as  are  brought  for  fale  to 
Aleppo;  for  many  of  thofe  who 
are  carried  young  to  Conftantinor 
pie,  are  carefully  kept  by  the  mer- 
chant, till  they  have  acquired  fuch 
impr oi-eaiems,  as  fcrve  to  enhance 


their  price.  They  are  inftru£ted 
in  mufic,  dancing,  drefs,  and  all 
the  arts  of  allurement ;  and  they 
generally  poffefs  the  advantage  of 
perfpnal  charms.  Thefe  high  bred 
ladies  very  feldom  appear  at  Alep- 
po s  the  extravagance  of  their  price 
IS  one  objedlion,  and  they  are  con-  * 
fidered  alfo  as  capable,  by  their  ex- 
ampje,  of  co;-rupting  the  lefs  re6ned 
manners  of  the  Syrian  Harem.  I 
knew  an  inft^n(;e  of  a  bafliaw,  who  * 
procured  two  of  tkofe  ladies,  at  a 
very  confiderabj^  expence,  from 
Conftantinople ;  but  he  difmiffed 
th^m  in  Icfs  than  three  months;  de- 
claring they  had  in  that  time  turned 
the  heads  of  iialf  the  women  in  the 
Harem,  and,  beddes  ruining  him  ia 
fine  cjlothes,  be  believed  they  would, 
in  two  months  more,  have  trans- 
formed his  daughters  into  dancing 
girls. 

«*  The  Haves  of  a  certaiu  age  are 
either  purchafed  merely  as  menial  . 
domeQics,  or  aa  future  partners  of. 
the  bed.     Of  thp  former,  there  arc 
many  who  turn  out  moft  excellent 
and  faithful  fervants;  they  have  no 
kindred  nor  connedtions  to  allure 
them  abroad,  and  they  become  (in- 
cerely  attached  to  the  family,  into 
which     accident    has    introduced 
them..     Though  the  menial  (laves 
arc  in  the  power  of  their  mafter,- 
they  are  proteAed  in  a  great  mea- 
fure  from  violation,  by  eftablillied 
cuftom,  as  well  as  by  other  con(i-. 
deration^.     3hould  they  happen  to 
prove  pregnant,  tliey  do  not  ceafe 
to  be  ilavesy  but  their  mafter  has 
no  longer  tl)e  right  of  felling  them, 
and  the  offspring  enjoy  nearly  Che 
fame  rights  of  inheiitance  with  le- 
gitimate children.     )f  the  (lave  be 
the  property  of  one  of  the  ladies  of 
4he  Harem,'  whether  purchafed,  or. 
received  as  a  preient,  her  perfon  is 
regarded,   in    depency,   as  almoft 
equally    facred    with    that    of    a 
E  5  daughter 
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daughter  of  the  family*  and  an  in- 
jury done  her,  would  be  deemed  a 
high  affront  to  her  niiftrefs. 

*'  Theflavestieftinedforthebcd, 
tre  recommended  more  by  their 
beauty  and  perfonal  attra^ionjs, 
than  their  domeftic  qualifications ; 
and  their  future  fortune  depends  on 
various  accidents.  When  brought 
into  the  Harcm.of  a  young  volup- 
tuary, the  new  favorite,  after  tri- 
umphing in  a  pleafing  dream  of 
envied  pre-eminence,  foon  finds 
herfelf  reduced  to  the  fame  ftate 
with  the  negled^ed  femalee  fhe  had- 
fu(>planted  ;  and,  if  ihe  brings  no 
child,  mufl  fometimes  fubmit  to 
the  humiliating  employment  of  at- 
tendance on  happier  rivals  i  or  try 
her  fortune,  at  the  option  of  her 
mafler,.  in  fome  other  family. 
When  the  young  flave  falls. at  firft 
to  the  lot  of  a  bacheter,  er  of  a  man 
of  fuitable  age,  who,  having  never 
had  children,  obtains  his  wife's  con- 
fent  to  take  a  concubine,  fhe  at 
once  is  well  received,  and  not  un- 
frequcntly  forms  a  happy  eftablifli^ 
jnent  for  life.  But  it  too  often  is 
the  fate  of  thofe  orphan  beauties, 
ta  fall  the  helplefs  viAims  of 
wealthy  age,  caprice,  and  impo- 
tency  !  They  arc  doomed  to  bloom 
Ufifeen,  and  to  wafte  their  prime  in 
taftelcfs  luxury.  The  death  of  their 
Iftrd  ri^eafes  them  at  length  from 
bondage;  but  their  fliarc  of  his 
fortune  being  inadequate  to  the  fup- 
port  of  their  accuilomed  ftate,  they  - 
find  thcmfelves  reduced  to  the  ne- 
ceflity  of  paffing  the  remainder  of 
their  days  in  parfimouious  folitude ; 
or,  if  they  feek  a  conneiE^ion  by 
njarriagt:  in  fome  inferior  rank,  they 
become  entangled  in  duties,  for 
which  their  fonner  idle  way  of  life 
has  but  ill  qualified  them, 

•*  The  girls  belonging  to  the  wo- 
men, who  arc  jnirchafcd  young, 
are  brought  up  with  care,  «nd  are 


fometimes  honorably  eftabitflied  in 
the  Harem;  or,  with  confent  of 
their  miflrcfs,  perhaps  are  married 
to  fome  doaiemc  without  doors: 
th^y  receive  their  freedom,  and 
continue  ufeful  adherents  to  the  fa- 
mily. But  a  large  proportion  of 
theie  flaves  remain  for  ever  fingle ; 
they  follow  the  fortunes  of  ihcir 
miflrefs,  and  though  generally  e- 
mancipated  at  her  death,  they  re- 
tain a  grateful  attachment  to  her 
children. 

"  When  a  perfon  dies,  his  Haves 
(fuch  as  have  borne  children  ex- 
cepted) become  the  property  of  his 
heirs :  there  are,  however,  certain 
degrees  of  confanguinity,  which 
exclude  thera  from  the  bed  of  the 
fucceilbr.  The  grandees  fometimes 
bcfhjw  flaves,  who  have  had  no 
child,  on  their  favourite  depend- 
ants, as  a  mark  of  regard ;  but  it 
is  ufually  with  content  pf  the 
woman,  who,  together  with  her 
freedom,  receives  a  marriage  por^ 
tion.  On  the  other  hand,  they  are 
fometimes  prefented  with  a  virgin 
flave,  by  the  rich  merchants,  or 
others  who  have  occafion  to  culti- 
vate court  intercfl ;  and  when  fuch 
ladies  luckily  become  favorites, 
they  often  give  proof  of  their  gra* 
titude,  in  the  ferv ices  rendered  to 
the  family  of  their  fvrfi  patron. 

"  The  great  vn^n  alfo  make  pre* 
fents  of  flaves  to  each  other,  but 
the  cuflom  is  lels  common,  and 
confidcred  as  more  dangerous.  It 
has  been  made  fubfervient  to  infa- 
mous policy,  by  carrying  murder 
into  the  mod  facred  recedes  of  do- 
meftit  fccurity;  and  the  lovclieft 
forms  of  female  beauty  have  fome* 
times,  though  perhaps  often  unjuf!- 
ly,  been  fufpe^ted  of  being  mado 
the  cmcl  inftruments  of  the  black*, 
eil  treachery. 

*«  A  bafhaw  whom  I  had  occa- 
fion tokaow  at  Aleppo,  in  th^ 
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year  176^,  and  who,  within  a  few 
months  after,  diedbailiaw  of  Cairo, 
\vas  fltongjy  fu(pc^ed  of  having 
been  poifoned  by  a  beautifiil  ,iiave, 
of  whom  he  was  extremely  fond) 
and  who  had  been  prefented  to  him, 
after  he  left  Conftantinople,  by  the 
grand  vizxr.     I  had  an  opportunity  . 
afterwards  of  converiing  with  fe- 
veral  of  his  domeflicw  officers,  and, 
from   circumftances,  was  inclined 
to  believe,  (what  they  did  not)  that 
his    death,    though    fudden,    was 
merely  accidental.     He  had  con- 
fultcd  me,  before  going  to  Cairo, 
on  account  of  vertigoes  to  which 
he  had   been  fubje<S   for  fe veral 
years.     He  was  a  young  man  of  a 
plethoric  habit,  a  ihort  neck,  in- 
temperate  in    his    pieafures,  and, 
having  loft  his  mother  in  an  apo- 
plexy, was   flrongly    apprehenfive 
of  dying  of  that  diilemper.     A  fit 
unfortunately  feized  him  wl^  no 
other  perfon  but  the  iLive  was  pre- 
fent. 

^^  Among  people  of  rank,  as 
well  as  the  rich  merchants,  there 
are  many  who  marry  a  (lave  in  pre- 
ference to  a  free  woman  ;  chooiing 
to' forego  the  pecuniary,  and  indeed 
all  advantages  of  alliance,  rather 
than  fubmit  to  the  conditions  on 
which  fuch  females  are  obtained. 
A  woman  of  birth,  confcious  of* 
family  confequence,  is  apt  to  be 
haughty  and  petulant^  and  her  re- 
lations  fometimes  make  it  one  of 
the  marriage  articles,  that  the  huf- 
band  fhall  not  take  another  to  his 
bed.  At  any  rate,  the  apprehenfion 
of  femily  refentment  lays  him  un- 
<icr  arcfbraint,  not  experienced  with 
a  partner,  whofe  intereft  it  is  anxi- 
o\ifly  to  endeavour  to  conciliate  the 
afFe6^ions  of  tlie  man  on  whom  is 
her  fole  dependence,  and  who  pof- 
fcfles  the  power  of  arbitrarily  de- 
fcrting  hen  This  fpirit  of  liberty, 
or  rather  of  licentioufnefs,  is  faid 


to  be  more  general  at  prefent  than 
formerly,  while  the  gratification  of 
it  is  become  more  difficult,  from 
the  decreafe  in  the  number  of 
Georgian  ilaves  brought  into  th^ 
provinces.  At  the  fame  time  it 
jnay  be  remarked,  that  the  reftric- 
tion  to  one  woman,  beiiig  only 
matter  of  private  contract,  not  a 
religious  precept,  the  article  is  of- 
ten infringed,  and,  in  confi^quence, 
is  productive  of  much  domeflic  un- 
eafinefs* 

♦*  It  may  be  fufpe^ed,  where 
courtihip  can  have  no  place  till  af- 
ter poiTeffion,  or  at  lead  till  after 
the  objeA  is  within  the  power  of 
the  lover,  that  there  can  be  little 
room  for  delicacy  of  fentiment ; 
and  that,  while  tlie  man,  led  only  by 
the  coarfer  paffion,  neglects  the 
arts  of  refined  addrefs,  the  woman 
will  regard  with  carelefs  indiffer- 
ence, the  infidelities  which  cuflotn 
has  fan^ified,  and  which  (he  can 
neither  prevent  nor  refent.  Tho 
fufpicion  may  perhaps,  in  general, 
be  juft,  with  rdpe£t  to  the  theory 
of  love  in  Turkey.  The  men  pre- 
tend to  defpife  gaHantry  as  frivo- 
lous, nor  is  the  imagination  of  ei- 
ther (tx  perverted  by  the  fi<ftions 
of  romance.  Neverthelefs,  in  the 
courfe  of  a  more  intimate  acquaint- 
ancewith  individuals,  I  wasjufli- 
fied  in  the  belief,  that  nature  her- 
felf  dictates  a  namelefs  refinement 
of  paffion,  which  often  renders 
them  reillefs  or  difcontented,  and 
ihows  that  fomething  more  is  vvant- 
ing  to  the  perfeftion  of  luxury, 
than  the  mere  power  over  paffive 
beauty.  , 

"  On  the  other  hand,  though  de- 
fertion  on  the  man's  part  does  not 
refleft  muchdiflionour  on  the  wo- 
man, yet  a  certain  fen fibility  makes 
her  often  feel  feverely  the  unpro- 
voked injury  ;  and  flic  laments,  in 
fecret,  a  neglect,  which  though 
E  4  fafliioa 
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fafliion  may  vindicate,  it  cannot 
fupprcfs  the  feelings  of  the  human 
heart.  The  unufual  attention  be- 
llowed on  drcfs,  «nd  thd' improved 
potifh  in  manners,  obfervable  foon 
»  aft«r  marriage,  In  many  of  the 
Turkifti  youth,  is  a  tacit  indicatioh 
of  a  greater  refpeft  to  the  fe^,  than 
t-he  profeiTed  principle  of'  the  men 
vould  feem  to  idmSt  t  while  the 
faded  cheeic  of  'forl'aken  bcailty, 
with  a  long  train  of  chronic  aiU 
ments,  conCeqnent  to  indulged  me- 
lancholy, are  proofs,  too  frequently 
met  with,  of  that  female  fenlibility, 
which  (lowly  confumes  the  fpirits, 
and  expofes  th6  bloom  of  youth  to 
the  canker  of  hidden  grief. 

«*  The  inftahces  now  alluded 
to,  though  not  uncommon,  are 
to'  be  'confidered  as  exceptions 
to  the  regular  influence  ot  cuf- 
tom,  whica  rcnde'  -j^he  fex  pa- 
titntly  rtfigned  !o  tJic  inconftancy 
of  their  huAands;  or  fubjec^s 
them  only  to  tranfient  fits  of  rc- 
fentment.  The  flaves  who  have 
intruded  on  others,  have  little  pre- 
tence to  murmur  at  the  man's  di- 
vkled  affedion,  and  appear  con- 
tented in  (baring  it  \n  common 
with  the  red.  The  wives  find  it 
their  intercft  to  be  filent*  ind  when 
pot  -deprived  of  their  legal  claim 
en  the  hufband,  truft  rather  to  dc- 
quiefcence  than  Tcmonftrance.  It 
Is  fortunate  for  both  \*hen  they 
happen  to  have  children  to  engage 
the  mother's  attention  ;  (he  to  them 
transfers  ber  love  and  anxious  ten- 
dernefs,  and,  for  their  fakes,  con- 
tinues oflicioufly  to  cultivate  the 
good  will  of  the  father,  though  with- 
out hope  of  his  returning;  paflion. 


*<  For  fome-time  after  marriage^ 
the  young  man  of  hmiiy  is  con- 
fined folely  to  his  wife ;  it  is  not 
till  further  advanced  in  life,  or  till 
he  conies  into  pofle(fioD  of  the  fa- 
thel^'s  eftatCy  that  he  avails  himfelf 
of  the  right  of  polygamy.     A  pre- 
vailing notion    that  pleafure   can 
only  he  fopiid  In  variety^  natOraUy 
prevents  bis  be(l6wing  much  pains 
on    the    cultivation  of  a   pal&oa 
which  is  likely  to  attach  him  to  a 
(in^e  objeift.     It,  however,  fome- 
timfes  happens,,  that  he  is  enungkd 
unawares ;  and  it  is  far  from  un- 
common, in  the  great  Harems,  to 
find  the  man's  afFe£Hbns  engrofied 
by  one  lady,  while  the  vifits  he  is 
under  an  obligation  of  paying  to 
the  others,  fervc  only  to  convince 
him  of  the  di(ference  between  mere 
defire  and  fond  affe^ion.     I  have 
been  told,  by  the  men  them(clvc$^ 
inftanois  of  what  they  called   ex- 
travagant paffion,  M^^ich  they  bad 
experienced   at  d liferent  times   of 
life,  and  which  they  ingenuoufly 
cdnfe(red,   had    rendered  them    fo 
foolidilv  fubmiiTive  to  the  woman, 
that  they  wefe  heartily  afhamcd  of 
th6ir  weaknefs.     It  is  curious  aifo 
to  obferve,  in  a  fituation  where  pe- 
cuniary or  other  motives  can  have 
no    influence,   how   little    beauty 
feems  to  be  regarded,  in  determin- 
ing the  man's  choice.     It  is  often 
remarked    that    ladies  who    have 
pretehfions    but    to   few  perfoual 
charms,  are  preferred  to  the  moft 
graceful  and  engaging  forms ;  and 
the  examples  are  numerous  of  lad- 
ing-  connexions,  formed  with  the 
plaineft  women  in  the  Harem."

w   A   Lthough  we  do  not  pretend  to 
jf^  give  any  particular  account 
ot  ihe  cuffoms'or  prejudices  of  any 
of  the  people  of  the  peninfula,  we 
have,  when  any  appeared  very  fin- 
guUr,  taken  notice  of  it :  and,  on 
this  {>rinciple,  fliall  give  fome  ac.- 
count  of  a  curious  prafticc  in  re- 
fute among  the    Mahrattas,    and 
othtr  tribes   of  Hindoos  ;  we  fliali 
call  it  fwinging.     It  is  a  ceremony 
to  which  one  of  any  age,  or  either 
fex,  m^  make  appeal,  being  gene- 
wily  referred  to    in   expiation  of 
an  offence,  or  in  confequence  of 
fomc  vow  made,  let  us  fuppofe,  in. 
the  event  of    any    acquifition  in 
which  the  appellant  19  interefted. 
There  arc  particular  villages  for  this 
ceremony  to  be  performed  in  :  Je- 
^oory    is  d.  favourite  town,  and  a 
correfpondent   in  that  quarter  in-' 
forms    us, '  that  in    the  month  of 
March  there  was  a  gresft  deal  of  it 
thereabout.    Another  fwinging  viU 
J2ge  is  near  Poonah,  which  was,  we 
think,  pointed  out  to  us  by  Mr. 
UhthofF,  from  whom  mofl  of  the 
{>articulars  Here  given  from  recol- 
lection," were  received. 

" "  A  rnovcable  platform  is  made, 
on  which  a  pole,  twenty  or  more 
feet  high,  is-  ere6led,  with  a  beam 
projefdng'  horizontally  fjrom  the 
top,  not'unlike  a  gibbet,  fuppofing 
the  upper  member  moveable  :  from 
tlie  extremity  of  the  horizontal  limb, 
?  rope  depends,'  reaved  through  a 
pulley,  with  a  blunt  hook  at  the 
end  ;  on  this  fhc  appellant  is  hook- 
ed through  the  jfiefliy  part  of  his 
hsck,  hdifted  up  to  the  beam,  and 
^n  it  turncd'rouiid  as  many  times 


as  his  confidence  in  his^  own  fefq^ 
lution  had  pre-determined.  Pre- 
vious to  being  hooked,  ihe  fwihger 
declares  the  cauff  of  his  appeal, 
and,  we  believe,  the  number  of 
revolutions  he  conceives  it  necefla-  . 
ry  for  the  beam  to  make,  while  he 
is  in  this  flrange  fufpenfion. 

**  It  is  not  unufual  for  a  perfon 
to  fwing  from  a  vow  if  he  mar^-les 
a  certain  girl  within  a  certain  time  : 
this  idea,  however,  generally  com* 
prehends  the  poiTeuion  of  fuch  a 
fum  of  money  as  will  enable  them 
to  marry  with  convenience.  A  pcr- 
fon  may  fwing  by  proxy.  We  were 
told  of  a  venerable  dame  that  came 
in  confequence  of  her  daughter's 
vow,  who  had,  it  fecms^  vowed  to 
fwing,  if  the  (child,  of  which  (he 
was  pregnant,  was  a  boy.  The  dam- 
fel  had  beep  delivered  but  a  (hort 
time  before  the  arrival  of  fwinging 
day,  which,  we  believe,  is  annual, 
and  could  not  be  tucked  up  with- 
out prejudice ;  and  to  prevent  the 
bad  etfeds  of  non-performance,  the 
old  lady  went  through  the  ceremo- 
ny for  the  young  gentlewoman  in 
the  ftraw  with  great  refolution  and 
fatisfai^ion.  The  prefent  head  man 
of  the  village  near  Toona,  before  he 
arrived  at  th^t  dignity,  vowed  to 
fwing  every  year,  if  he  was  fortu- 
nate enough  to  get  the  pod :  after- 
wards, however,  he  modified  his 
vow,  and  fwings  only  when  there 
are  no  other  advocates ;  which  is 
feldom  the  cafe,  as  the  ceremony 
feems  to  be  in  high  eilimation. 
When  the  appellant  is  very  zealous, 
we  have  heard  that  the  whole  ma- 
chine has,  by  his  deHre,  been  mov« 
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ed  to  a  confidcrablc  diftance  wfiilc 
he  hung  on  it,  to  the  great  envy 
and  admiration  of  the  gaping  jmil- 
titude;  others  who,  have  not  fo 
much  rcfolution,  or  do  not  con- 
ceive fo  great  an  effort  requifite, 
are  boifted  up  and  lowered  down 
again  diredly.  One  inftance  we 
heard  of,  where,  from  the  hook 
not  having  fufficient  hold,  or  the 
ilclh  and  fkin  not  being  fiifficiently 
ftrong  to  fii|)port  the  weight,  tlic 
party  fell,  and  was  killed.  From 
this  inaufpicious  circumflance,  it 
was  concluded,  he  had  fwung  from 
a  bad  vow,  or  had  not  previoufly 
declared  the  true  one.  We  nev^r 
faw  the  ceremony,  but  have  con- 
verfed  with  fwingers,  who  fay  it  is 
no  pain,  if  the  caufe  of  fwinging  is 
a  cood  one ;  but  if  of  bad  tendency, 
it  15  very  excruciating.  A  fervant 
of  Mr.  UhthofPs  had  fwung,  and 
we  examined  his  back,  which  wc 
found  incifed  a  little  lower  than  the 
middle,  over  the  right  vetebrae. 
From  the  appearance  of  the  cica- 
trix, the  wound  appeared  to  have 
originally  been  nearly  two  inches 
long.  His  vow,  he  faid,  was  a  good 
one,  and  he  felt  no  pain. 

"  The  hook  is  beyond  doubt  put 
through  the  flefh  ;  there  can  be  no 
deception,  as  it  has  frequfentiy  been 
particularly  remarked.  The  flefli 
IS,  wc  have  imdcrftood,  benumbed, 
by  being  firft  beaten  or  bruifed, 
and  is  then  perforated  with  a  fharp 
inftrument,  to  make  aii  entrance 
for  the  blunt  hook.  The  wound  is 
nibbed  with  fome  preparation,  and 
foon  heals.  Many  tribes  of  Hin- 
doos praAife  fwinging,  and  a 
n'umbcr  of  them  fwing  annually  at 
Calcutta. 

«  If  any  records  of  thcfe  circum- 
i^ancesare  kept  in  the  fwinging  vil- 
lages, with  the  caufes  of  fwinginff, 
they  would,  doubtIefs,makc  a  cun- 
ous  figtire  in  a  European  drcfc  ;  for 


we  have  heard  of  a  number  of  caufci 
afjigned  for  the  ceremony,  that 
would  furnifh  abnoil  as  diverting 
an  effay  as  the  well-known  ftory  of 
the  lover's  leap,  if  worked  op  bjr 
fo  humourous  a  hand. 

<^  Moil  authors  on  the  fubjed  of 
eaftern  maniie;^,  have  had  occafion 
to  mention  the  great  auftenties  of 
Hindoo  devotees ;  aufterities,  com- 
pared to  which,  the  complicated 
fuffcrings  of  monafljc  dlcipline  ia 
Europe  dwindle  into  infigmiicance. 
Very  few  inibinces,  and  none  of 
,  any  note,  have  iallen  under  our  ob* 
fervation.  In  Punderpoor  there 
were,  it  is  likely,  many  of  tbefc 
mi  fled  bigots,  but  we  did  not  re- 
collet  to  feek  for  them.  In  Poona 
there  is  a  man,  who,  for  fevcral 
years  paft,  has  flood  upon  his  head 
a  certain  number  of  hours  every 
day  :  we  faw  him  once  in  this  re- 
verfed  (late.  Five  or  ^x  years  back, 
a  man  in  Bombay  hung  himfelf  up 
by  the  feet,  and  vowed  to  continue 
in  that  Situation,  until,  we  believe 
tWo  thoufand  rupees  were  coUet^ed 
for  hkn.  He  hung  four  or  five  days 
and  nights,  and  had  made  conjder- 
able  progrefs  in  his  colle^ion,  when 
the  deputy  of  police  interfered,  and 
cut  him  down  ;  and  he,  it  was  faid, 
immediately  diftributed  among  the 
poor  all  the  money  that  had  been 
given  him.  We  did  not  fee  this 
man.  Another  man,  in  Bombay, 
about  ten  years  iince,  had  obtained 
great  veneration  for  a  vow  he  made 
of  fitting  in  the  fame  poilure  for 
twenty -Four  years :  he  had,  when 
we  faw  him,  fat  twelve,  and  was 
fixed  in  fo  flrange  a  manner,  that 
we  are  afiraid  we  iball  not  be  able 
to  explain  it  clearly.  His  legs  wcfe 
turned  behind  his  neck,  where  they 
formed  a  kind  of  pillow,  or  fup- 
port  for  his  Ihoulclers;  his  back 
Done  was  bent  in  a  half  circle,  and 
he  fat  upon  the  middle  of  it ;  his 
'  9  ipofiexiors, 
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(leriors,  if  ttim  properly  fo  call- 
being  brought  before  him 
der  his  chin  ;  and  in  this  finew- 
pofition  were  his  Umbs.aiid  bo- 
immoveably  fixed.  His  legs  and 
ghsj  from  io  long  a'fufpcnfion  of 
*ir  fiin^ionSf  were  withered  and 
ivelled.  He  rode  ii\  a  neat  pala,n- 
en,  which  we  flopped  to  examiue 
n,carried  by  eight  bearers^ofwhom 
:  made  fome  enquiries.  He  did  not 
ndtfcend  at  all  to  noticeit.  His 
ui page  was  fup ported  by  the  ready 
:  lance  of  the  credulous  Hindoos, 
.0  deem  thcnrifelves  happy  in  con- 
buting  to  the  conveniences  of  fo 
linent  a  charader.  He  appeared 
be  about  forty  years  old,  of  low 
tare  orieiiially,  and  ill  favoured 
his  perfon.  If  now  living,  his 
ne  is  almofl  out ;  but  he  had  now 
good  continue  his  plan^  for  he 
n  never  be  fit  for  any  thing  elfe, 
e  came  to  Bombay,  we  believe, 
im  Poona,  and  made  but  a  fhort 
ly,  as  he  was  charitably  difpofed 
favour  as  many  parts  as  poifible 
ith  his  prefencc. 

"  Bigotted  praftices  of  this  kii^d 
e  more  oblervable  among  Hin- 
>os  than  any  other  people  in  In- 
a.  The  Mabrattas,  confidering 
eir  numbers,  are  perhaps  as  free 
om  theni  as  any  people  ;  and  it 
ould  be  unjufl  to  fix  the  imputa- 
on  of  fuperilition  or  bigotry  upon 
icm,  from  obferving  two  or  three 
rcumflances  of  that  tendency.  In 
ngland,  even,  may  a  ftranger  ob- 
H'e  feveral  trifling  prejudices  of 
^at  natvire,  yet  nothing  can  be 
5ore  incorre<5V,  than  faying  the 
nglifli  are  a  fuperftitious  people. 
**  Among  the  Mahrattas  and 
'^r.-nins,  we  could  not  but  notice 
>me  prevailing  opinions  fo  ftmngly 
-gt^d,  tha(,  5though  we  are  un^ 


willing  to  fay  they  are  a  fuperfti- 
tious people,  we  hardly  know  how 
to  withhold  the  appellation.  The 
day  on  which  colonel  Frederick 
firft  met  the  Bhow  publicly,  an 
untoward  accident  happened, which, 
by  the  Bramins  and  Mahrattas,  was 
conftrued  into  a  moil  inaufpicious 
omen,  and  they  found  no  difficulty 
in  believing  it  a  pointed  poitent  of 
the  inefficacy  of  his  reinforcement 
in.  reducing  the  fort  of  Darwar. 
The  circumflance  was  this :  the 
colonel  intended  going  on  horfe- 
back,  and  had  a  favourite  animal 
caparifoned'for  tliepurpof?:  it  wag 
a  beautiful  gentle  Arabian  ;  yet  no 
fooner  was  the  colonel  in  his  faddle, 
than  the  beaft  reared,  and  put  him' 
off.  Thrice  he  renewed  the  at- 
tempt, and  was  as  often  equally 
unfuccefsful.  Now  there  was  no- 
thing in  this  that  may  not  be 
accounted  for  in  the  moft  fatisfac- 
tory  manner :  the  horfe  was  tender- 
mouthed,  and  had  ever  been  accuf- 
tomed  to  a  light  gentle  bh  ;  that 
ufed  this  day,  for  the  firft  time, 
was  a  heavy  fevere  curb,  which,' 
with  the/malleft  check,  galled  and 
made  him  rear  :  yet  tliis  was  look-^^ 
ed  upon  as  a  fatal  prognoftic ;  and 
when  the  unhappy  event  of  the 
colonel's  death  was  announce^  re- 
collected as  prophetic,  and  tlie  me- 
lancholy intelligence  received  with-* 
out  furprife. 

"  Sneezing  but  once,  is,  by  the 
Bramins,  reckoned  ominous;  audi 
when  a  great  man  yawns,  the  pro- 
mifed  fleep  is  fuppofed  fvveetly  for-., 
warded,  by  all  the  company  fnap* 
ping  their  fingers,  which  they  do 
with  great  vehemence,  and  make  4 
fingular  noife,  that  might  embaT-* 
rafs  a  ftranger."*

•*  TNfhisplaccwcwillfpeakof  the 
J[  Mahrattas  as  horfemen  and  far- 
tiers— They  afluredly  deferve  the 
beft  cattle,  from  ^the  i:are  they  be- 
llow on  them :  a  Mahratta,  when 
difmounted,  is  continually  fli^m- 
pooing  his  horfe :  this  is  performed 
DV  nibbing  him  violently  with  the 
elbows  and  wrifls,  and  bending  the 
animal's  joints  quickly  backward 
and  forward  with  a  confideral)Ie 
exertion  of  ftrength;  bv  the'fe 
means  a  horfe  •will  keep  Ms  fle(h 
with  half  the  quantity  of  proyillon 
that  he  will  require  when  they  arc 
negle£led.  Very  few  horfcs  belong* 
ing  ^o  inferior  people  in  the 
Mahratta  camp  had  more  than  a 
feer  and  a  half  per  day, and  if  forage 
was  plentiful,  a  feer,  or  lefs,  per- 
haps, would  be  his  allowance  ;  the 
nfual  quantity  given  to  our  horfes 
was  four  or  Bve  feers  a  day,  and 
they  never  looked  better  than  the 
Mahrattas'  ;  it  muft,  hovwver,  be 
bbferved,  that  without  good  look- 
ing after,  it  is  a  common  pra^llce 
with  the  fies,  or  g-^oonis  of  Eu- 
ropean gentleman,  to  embezzle  a 
part,  and  not  unfrequently  a  con- 
fide; able  part,  of  the  horfe's  grain  ; 
and  not  being  equally  interefted 
with  the  Mahrattas,  are  not  at 
eq^ual  pains  to  fliampoo"  their  rnaf- 
ters*  horfes. 

"  As  horfemen,  the  Mahrattas 
are  to  a  European  eye  very  ungrace- 
ful ;  they  ride  with  their  knees  ^s 
high  as  the  horfe's  back,  and  hold 
on  by  the  heels,  nor  is  it  awkward, 
or  at  all  unhorfcmanlike  to  hold  by 
the  mane,  or  peak  of  the  faddle,  or 
whatever  they  ride  on.  \\''ith  thefe 
advantages  it  will  be  fuppofed  they 
fcldom  fall ;  fometihies,  however, 


as  we  have  feen,  this  acddent  does 
happen  ;  but  it  is  reckoned  a  fad 
diigrace,  as  they  pride  iherafelves 
greatly  on  thtjr  horfemanlhip. 

"  Some,  but  comparatively  not 
manv,  ufe  peaked  faddl^  i  that  i» 
to  fay,  faddlcs  with  a  peak  nBnr 
in  a  crane-neck  form  in  froat, 
which  the  Mahrattas  fecm  to  have 
adopted  from  the  Moghuls  :  moll 
horfes  Jed  in  ftate,  of  which  every 
conliderable  perfon  has  fcvcra!, 
have  thefe  faddles,  but  in  general  a 
fubftitute  is  ufed,  called  by  iis  a 
charge  hammer  (although  we  ap- 
prehend the  word  (hoiiM  be  fpelled 
charrjamma)  compofed  of  a  piece 
offtuffmadeof  hair,  as  our  h?i5 
are  of  felt,  put  next  the  borfe, 
which  effeftually  prevents  chafing ; 
it  is  bound  by  a  girth,  on  which, 
with  (hort  leathers,  the  fHmips  are 
fufpended;  over  this  the  rider's 
cloaths,  bedding,  &c.  are  bound 
by  anoriier  gii'th,  and  over  all  a  co- 
vering is  laid,  alfo  called  a  charge 
hammer,  chiefly  ornamental,  agree- 
able to  the  fancy. 

**  No  man,  if  his  beaft  is  not 
worth  five  rupees,  rides  without  a 
crupper  and  a  martin  gal.  Men  of 
property  have  their  cruppers  adorn- 
ed with  filver  knobs  as  big  as  hen's 
eg^s,  filk  taffels  or  embroidery; 
'the  cruppers  admit  of  two  rows  of 
thefe  ornaments,  being  faftened, 
not  as  ours  are,  in  the  centre  ofihc 
faddle  behind,  but  on  each  fide. 
Common  people  carry,  faftened  iq 
the  crupper,  V.e  tobra,  a  leathern 
vefTel,  into  wh'ch  the  horfe  thmils 
his  mouth  to  eat  his  grain  :  they 
carry  alfo  the  head  and  heel  ropes 
called  from  their  firuatfon  agaree- 
pcetchafee,  for  the  country  cuftoni 
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of  picketing  horfcs  is  different  from 
ours :  a  rope  is  carried  from  the. 
head  Half  on  each  fide  to  a  peg, 
and  the  hinder  fetlocks  have  a 
thong  found  them,  from  which 
ropes  are  carried  twenty,  and  fome- 
times  thirty  feet,  and  there  faflened 
to  a  peg,  which  pulls  the  horfe 
back,  and  keeps  him,  when  (land- 
ing, od  the  flretch ;  but  does  not,  as 
It  would  appear,  and  is  generally  fup- 
pofed,  keep  him  from  mngdown.  A 
Mahratta,  although  h^  fells  his  horfe, 
never  parts  with  the  heel  ropes  ;  it 
is  deemed  unlucky.  In  the  field 
the  horfes  are  keptalways  cloathed, 
with  their  eyes  covered,  to  prevent 
horfes  and  mares  feeing  eacn  other, 
or  any  thing  to  make  them  reillefs ; 
the  cloathing,  they  fay,  preferves 
the  gloflv  appearance  of  the  coat. 
The  bridles  have  but  one  bit,  like 
our  fnafHe,  but  fometimes,  if  a 
horfe's  mouth  is  callous,  fo  jagged, 
and  pointed  that  it  cuts  him  fevere- 
Jy:  the  rein  is  fixed  on  a  fwivel 
ring,  that  proje6is  a  little  down- 
wards, but  has  not  the  power  of 
our  curb  ;  one  fingle  narrow  ftrap 
£iflens  the  bridle  on,  over  which  a 
headilall,  unconnected  with  the 
bridle,  is  worn  :  this  is  ufually  or- 
namented with  lace  or  embroidery, 
and  has  the  martingal  fixed  to  it, 
and  a  thong,  about  a  yard  in  length, 
depends  from  tlie  rein  to  touch  tlie 
horfe  with,  as  neither  whip  nor 
fwitch  is  ever  ufed. 

**  The  ornaments  mod  common 
among  the  Mahratta  gentlemen,  are 
a  necklace  over  the  horfe's  cheft, 
fometimrs  made  of  filver  plates  of 
different  kinds,  or  of  coins :  Tip- 
poo's  rupees  and  double  rupees, 
made  into  an  ornament  of  this  de- 
fcription,  cut  a  very  ihining  ap- 
pearance :  —The  mane  plaited  in 
fmall  braids,  with  coloured  filks, 
and  filver  knobs  depending«»a  top 
knot  between  the  horfe's  cars,  and 


fome  have  tails,  perhaps  five  or  fix 
on  each  fide ;  thefe  tails  are  very 
bulhy,  and,  y^ hen  clean,  milk  white» 
and  are,  we  have  been  told,  given 
to  diftinguifh  fome  military  exploit. 
They  are  faid  to  be  the  uil  of  4 
wild  cow  in  the  northern  parts  oif 
Hindoofian,  and  are,  among  other 
ufes,  found  fervlceable  to  keqp 
flies  off  the  table  during  meals  :  they 
are  then  fet  in  a  filver  handle,  and 
called  chowrie.  All  perfons  of  di- 
ilindion  have  people  conftaniiy 
whiikin^  them  about. to  keep  the 
flies  off,  particularly  the  MulKl* 
nians,  who  abominate  flies. 

<<  All  people  naturally  attached 
to  their  own  cuftoms,  view  '  with 
furprife  the  difference  in  thofe  of 
Grangers.  The  MahratUs  ftarcd  to 
•fee  us  riding  with  fpurs  and  without 
martingals ;  but  without  cruppers ! 
—it  had  to  them  an  appearance  as 
prepofferous,  as  in  England  it  would 
be  for  a  gentleman  to  walk  bare, 
footed.  Some  others  of  our  cuftoms 
greatly  excited  their  attention. They 
nave  no  idea  how  a  man  can  pre* 
fer  walking  to  riding.  A  Mahratta 
on  a  marching  day,  gets  on  his 
horfe  at  his  tent  door,  and  does  not 
difmount  until  he  reaches  the  fpot 
of  eucampment :  to  fee  us  frequent* 
ly  walk  ten  or  twelve  miles,  with 
our  horfes  led,  was  to  them  an  un* 
accountable  piece  of  obflinacy. 
Another  cuftom,  peculiar  we  be- 
lieve to  Europeans,  of  walking 
backward  and  forward  in  a  tent,  or^ 
for  want  of  one,  in  the  open  air, 
they  marked  with  particular  ad  mi* 
ration  :  a  perfon  who  after  walkingt 
when  he  could  have  rode,  ten  or 
twelve  miles,  continued  perambu* 
lating  to  and  fro  in  his  tent,  under 
a  tree,  or  in  the  fun  for  an  hour  or 
two,  thev  concluded  muft  be  in- 
fane.  This  idea  prevailed  fome  time^ 
but  when  on  acquaintance  they  had 
reafon  to  fuppole  t^e  perfon  com* 

pos. 
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pos,  and  found  it  fo  general  a 
pra(5bicc,thcy  kne!«^  not  what  to  think; 
until  at  length  it  was  difcovercd  to 
be  oar  method  of  praying,  which 
difcovcry  was  confirmed  by  their 
never  obferving  iiny  other  a6k8  of 
devotion;  A  foldier  in  the  field 
muft  be  content  with  being  devout 
in  private  ;  and  as  no  opportunities 
offered  for  our  friends  to  fee  oqr 
pious  praftices,  it  was  as  well  to 
let  them  indulge  the  idea,  for  as  to 
telling  them  it  was  for  cxercifc, 
their  language  does  not  fiimifti 
diem  with  fuch  a  word,  nor  their 
underflanding  fuch  an  jdea* 

**  As  farriers,  the  Mahrattas  are 
very  deficient,  having  but  little 
knowledge,  either  of  the  difeafes 
incident  to  horfes,  or  of  the  me- 
thod of  cure.  Their  common  me- 
dicine, on  all  occaiions,  is  maflbia, 
nvhich  is  a  compofition  chiefly  of 
fpices,    mixed  up  with  flour  and 

fbee.  That  called  ba-tees,  from 
eing  compounded  of  two  and  thir- 
ty ingredients  (ba-tees  in  the  Mah- 
ratta  tongue  is  thirty-two)  is  moft 
♦ftcemed  :  pepper  and  ginger  are  the 
chief  ingredients,  with  a  fmall  quan- 
tity  of  caflia,  cardamoms,  faflTron, 
&c.  and  is  given  on  all  occafions, 
whether  the  animal  be  cofli\'e  or 
loofe.  Alaflbia  is  alfo  given  to 
horfes  to  make  them  fleek  and  fpi- 
rited,  for  which  purpofe  it  is  ufual 
to  mix  a  fpoonful  or  two  of  whole 
pepper,  and  a  little  fait  with  their 
grain.  Favourites  are  fometimes 
indulged  with  iheep's  head  broth, 
rice  and  milk,  and  other  dainties. 

**  The  Mahrattas  have  alfo  purg- 
ing balls,  <«ompofed  principally  of 
jalep,  and  are  not  ignorant  of  the 
cfFcfts  of  nitre,  -which  they  give  in 
the  gripes  and  other  disorders. 
They  have  not  the  art  of  rovveliing, 
nor  of  burning  or  cutting, for  the 
fempers :  the  latter  .they  reduci:  by 
rubbing  the  gujns   violently  with 


fait,  but  the  horfe  is  fubjeft  to  a  re- 
turn  oftheexcrefcence.  The  lam- 
pers  is  a  diforder  very  common  in 
India.  Cropping  and  nicking  are 
unknown  in  India,  nor  can  the 
natives  believe  we  praftife  them, 
and  were  a  horfe's  ears  as  long  as 
an  afs's  they  would  not  think  of 
cutting  them  down :  nor  thev  never 
dip  the  tail,  but  delight  in  feeing  it 
long  and  full,  and,  if  white,  it  is 
frequently  dyed  red. 

"  The  bigotry  with  which  all 
fe6h  of  Hindoos  adhere  to  their 
own  cuftoms  is  well  known  ;  ftill, 
when  thefe  cuftoms  are  ftri  kingly 
injudicious,  and  totally  abftraded 
from  religious  prejudices,  pdiTevcr- 
ance  degenerates  into  ot^nacy,  and 
fimplicity  into  ignorance.  So  it  is 
with  the  Mahrattas,  in  abiding  by 
their  prefent  pnwftice  of  cutting  the 
hoof  and  (hoeing  horfes  :  they  cut 
away  the  hinder  part  of  the  hoof,  in 
fuch  a  manner  that  the  paftern  s!- 
moA^  touches  the  ground*  and  the 
frog  is  fuffered  to  grow  fo  that  the 
hoof  is  nearly  a  circle,  in  which 
form  the  (hoes  are  made,  the  hinder 
parrs  almoft  touching ;  and  fo  thin, 
that  a  perfon  of  ordinar\'  (Irength 
can  eafily  twift  them.  Inliead  of 
making  the  back  part  of  the  (hoc 
the  thickefl,  they  hammer  it  q\".]*c 
thin,  making  the  forepart  tbickeil. 
and  the  (lioe,  gradually  becoming 
thinner,  ends  in  an  edge. 

"  The  farriers  travel  about  camp, 
and,  wherever  they  are  wanted,  ilo 
the  bufinefs  on  the  fpot;  as  they 
carry  a  dozen  ready  made  Cioc^ 
with  nails,  and  all  their, implemeiit> 
in  a  bag.  The  anvil  weighs  five  or 
fix  pounds,  and  is  driven  ir.to 
the  ground,  a  hammer  or  two,  a 
pair  of  pincers,  and  a  clnmfy  knitc 
to  pare  the  hoof  are  all  their  too'^. 
They  nft  no  rafp,  but  pare  the 
hoof  to  fit  the  (hoc.  Duririg  the 
job,   the    horfekc3cper>  or   grcx^m. 

holds 
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holds  the  faorfe's  foot  up  with  a 
thoo^y  that  the  operator  brings  in 
his  bag:  The  nails  are  clumfy, 
with  round  heads,  and  are  not 
let  i  nto  a  groove  in  the  (hoe :  its  thin- 
nefs  would  not  admit  of  it.  With 
difficulty  two  or  three  were  prevail- 
ed \ipon  to  learn  our  method  of 
making  and  fixing  Aloes,  and  were 
employed  by  almoll  our  whole  line, 
but  will,  dotibtlefsy  when  we  left 
then),  have  taken  again  to  their 
former  manner. 

**  It  i$  but  juftice,  however,  to 
give   them  credit  for  their  ikill  in 
that  part  of  farriery  that  relates  to 
cutting*  in  which  we  thii^k  Euro- 
peans might  take  a  lefTon.     The 
part  18  BOt  -extrafted  whole,  but  a 
ligature  is  tied  tight  round  theXcro- 
tum>  fo  as  to  prevent  any  nourish- 
ment being  received*  and  in  a  few 
days  the  part  to  be  removed  is  dif- 
lolved,  the  fcrotum  punctured,  and 
its  contents  let  out  in  a  kind  of  pus. 
Emollients  sre  put  into  the  fcrotum, 
and  in  a  ihort  time  the  horfe  is  well. 
This  method  is  certainly,  upon  the 
whole,  more  expeditious,  lefs  pain- 
ful, and  faid  to  be  fafer  than  cut. 
ting  ;  indeed  the  operator  will  in. 
fure  the  horfe  for  a  trifle.  The  ani- 
mal   is     commonly     purged    and 
brought  to  a  proper  temperament 
before  the  operation,*     It   is  not, 
however,    common,     among    the 
Mahratras,  to  make  geldings;  ne- 
ver, indeed,  but  when,  from  vice, 
a  horfe  is  unmanageable.    Bullocks 
are  made  in  the  fame  manner,  and 
in  another  very  cruel  one. 

•'  With  the  Mahrattas  long  fet- 
lock joints  are  efteemed,  altiiough 
they  are  not  ignorant  of  its  being  a 
fign  of  weaknefs  :  they  fay  it  makes 
tive  animal  eafier  in  his  paces,  which 
r^^ay  be  true,  as  it  would  appear  a 
horfe's  fetlocks  a6t  like  fprings  to  a 
carriage. 
**  Piebald    horfes    arc    deemed 


ftrong,  fecond  *  only  to  black, 
'  of  which  colour  very  few  are  to  be 
feen.  White  is  a  bad  colour,  un- 
lefs  with  a  black  mane  and  tail, 
and  then  it  is  paflable.  The  method, 
in  Europe,  of  eroding  the  breed, 
the  Mahrattas  do  uot  praflife,  but 
endeavour  to  preferve  the  breed  by 
coupling  animals  of  the  fame  na« 
tion,  which  they  have  not  yet  learn- 
ed, caufes  them  to  degenerate.  An 
Arab  and  a  Toorkee  (a  heav^y  fpe- 
cies}  would  make  a  good  breed,  but 
they  put  Arab  to  Arab,  and  con- 
ceive by  not  mixing  the  blood,  that 
the  foal  will  have  all  tlie  virtues  of 
its  parents. 

«  Mr.  Orme  has  fome  eameft  in- 
quiries refpcding  the  manner  in 
which  the  Mahrattas  procure  and 
feed  their  horfes;  they  certainly 
breed  a  great  many,  and  procure 
others  from  Arabia,  Perfia,  Canda- 
har,  and  the  northern  parts  of  Hin- 
dooilan.  We  know  of  no  place  io 
the  Mahrattacountry  peculiarly  ad- 
apted for  feeding  horfes,  but  con- 
jcfture  the  different  chiefs  feed  their 
own  cattle,  in  their  own  territories: 
in  few  parts  of  which,  we  appre- 
hend, will  be  found  a  wantof  paf- 
turage. 

«  Mr.  Orme  fpeaks  ^f  a  \^ctid, 
of  which  he  fays,  **  a  few  ar«;  feen 
draggling  in  every  part  of  tiiefe 
countries,  but  fo  diminutive  and 
naught,  that  no  one  owns  them, 
and  they  may  betaken  up  for.  the 
fee  of  a  fcwptnceto  theZeminday.'* 
A  fpecies,  called  tattoo,  are  here 
alluded  to,  and  although  noL  quite 
fo  defpicable,  as  Mr.  Orme  men- 
tions, are  certainly,  as  horfes,a  mofi: 
contemptible  breed  :  they  are,  how- 
ever, ferviccable  and  hardy,  and 
frequently  ufed,  inftead  of  bul- 
locks, for  carrying  bag<Tage.  Their 
value  is  from  five  to  iifteen  rupees. 
Horfc>  bred  in  this  country,  of  the 
ordinary  fize,  fell  from  two  to  fix 
hundred 
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hundred  rupees;  northern  horfes 
up  to  a  thoufand  rupees,  which  is 
reckpned  a  high  price.  Mr.  Fryer 
does  not,  as  Mr.  OrmefuppofeSy  in 
the  note  jufl  quoted,  m^  rice, 
when  he  fpeaks  of  corn  for  horfes : 


that  gnun  is  never  given  to  horfdk 
as  their  ordinary  food.  Gram  and 
coolty  are  the  grain  on  which  horfes 
are  red  throughout  the  Mahratta 
countiy." 


Account  of  thePxassBs  of  BomiTat. 
[From  the  fame  Work.} 


**  rr^HE  Parfees,  mentioned  in  this 
X  note,  are  the  principal  na- 
tive! nab!  tants  af  the  liland  of  Bom- 
bay, in  refgard  to  wealth  and  num- 
bers :  not  only  the  moil  valuable 
cftatfes,  but  a  vexy  confiderable 
part  of  the  (hi{)ping  of  the  port  be- 
long to  them,  and  rio  merchants 
tranfport  their  goods  in  finer  (hips 
than  the  Bombay  merchants,  not  ex> 
Cepting  even  the  honourable  Eaft 
India  coni'pany.  The  reader  will 
have  ah  iaea  of  the  commercial 
opulence  of  this  little  Ifland,  when 
he  learns,  that  befides  the  great 
nurhber  of  fliips  from  Europe  and 
America  that  yearly  clear  from  the 
cudom-lioufe,  there  are,  in  carpen- 
ter's fneafiireinent,  belonging  to  the 
port  and  idand,  27,500 tons  of  fliip- 
ping,  Conftantly  employed  trading/ 
to  every  J)art  of  Afia,  navigated  by 
Englifli  officers.  Befides  this,  there 
are  country  (liips,  veflels,  and 
boats,  to  an  immenfe  amount  in 
tonnage,  goine  to  and  fro  between 
Bombay  and  the  Red  Sea,  Pcrfian 
Gulf,  &c.  &c. 

"  In  one  article  of  merchandize, 
and  to  one  port,  there  was  in  the 
ycat  1 78&-9,  cleared  from  the  Bom- 
bay cuftom.  wllat  at  that  port  fold 
for  an  almoft  Incredible  fum.  We 
allude  to  cotton,  of  which  there 
were  in  that  year  exported  from 
Bombay  to  Canton  55,000  candy  : 
the  freight  only  of  which  to  Can< 


ton,  at  ninety  rupfccsi  the  niedlrifi 
of  the  feafon,  amounts,  if  the  ru- 
pee is  eftimated  at  2$.  6d.  to  6Sb, 
750I.  ftcrling;  or  if  taken  at  the 
lowed  value  in  exchange,  to  half  a 
million ! 

**  The  fined  fliips  in  India  art 
built  by  the  Parfees  of  Bombay^ 
folcly  by  themfelvcs,  without  the 
lead'ailiilance  from  Europeans  from 
the  time  the  keel  is  iaicf,  until  the 
fhip  is  launched.  Some  of  thefe 
(hips  are  of  a  thoufand  tons  burthen: 
but  from  the  heavincfsof  the  wood, 
and  the,  difficulty  of  making  the 
iron  work  fufficiently  ftrongto con- 
fine it,  fome  (kilful  naval  architcf^s 
are  of  opinion,  that  building  fuch 
laree  fhips  will  not  be  found  to 
anlwer  fo  well  as  fmaller.  Ships  of 
Bvc  hundred  tons,  built  in  Bombay, 
will  laft  many  years  longer,  perhaps 
double  the  time,  than  a  fliip,  from 
any  yard  in  England.  This  is  ovidng 
to  the  fuperiority  of  the  timber ; 
for  notwithftanding  the  celebrity  of 
Enzlifli  oak,  the  Indian  teek  far  ex- 
ceeds it  in  durability." 

**  To  return  to  the  Parfees,— 
We  have  obfervcd  them  as  the  fa- 
vourites of  fortune ;  let  us  add,  they 
a>e  defervedly  fo,  for  we  find  thera 
doing  very  extenfive  a6h  of  charity 
and  benevolence.  In  the  Bombay 
Herald  of  the  4th  O Aobef,  1 790, 
we  read  the  following  paragraph. 
**  We  arc  happy  in  the  opportuni- 
7  "      ty 
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far  of  pointing  out  the  liberality  of 
Soorabjee  Muncherjee,  vvhofe  con- 
dud  does  honour  to  humanity : 
during  the  prefent  fcarcity  of  pro- 
viiionsy  he  daily  feeds  upwards  of 
two  thonfand  people,  of  different 
fcafts,  at  his  own  ex  pence."  Other 
public  inftances  might  be  given. 

"  Some  of  them  alfo  have  poor 
Europeans  on  their  penfion  lift,  to 
whom  arc  given  a  weekly  allow- 
ance, and  food  and  c loathing.    To 
^hcir  private  charity  and  benevo- 
lence, they  add  all  the  public  ihow 
and  expence  neceHary  to  give  dig- 
nity to  their  riches.     Some  of  them 
have  two  or  three  countrV  houfes, 
furnifhed  in  all  the  extravagance  of 
^uropeafi  tafte;  with  elegant  and 
extendv^  gardens,  where  European 
gentlemen  urc  frequently  invited, 
and  where  they  are  always  welcome 
to  entertain  their  own  private  par- 
ties, aiid  retire  to  enjoy  the  rural 
pleafures  of  the  country,  free  from 
the  noife  and  buftle  of  a  bufy,  dirty 
town.     We  have  fcen  Parfce  mer- 
chants give  balls,  fuppers,  and  en- 
tertainments to  the  whole  fettle- 
tnent ;    and  fome  of  them  ride  in 
Engliih  chariots,  fuch  as  a  noble- 
man in  England  need  not  be  afliam- 
ed  to. own,  drawn  by  beautiful  ani- 
mals that  every  nobleman  cannot 
equal   in  bis  uud.     The   Parfees 
have  been  often  known  to  bthave 
to   Englifli  gentlemen,    refpe6iing 
pecuniary  concerns,  in  a  manner 
highly  liberal ;  and  although  inllan- 
ccs  might  be  given  to  the  contrary, 
tnd  infianccs  might  alfo  be  given, 
where  individuals,  elated   by  their 
riches,  have  forgotten  the  refpe6t 
due  to  Englifli  gentlemen,  ilill  thej^ 
are  but  inUances,  and  are  not  more 
reprobated  by  any  than  thcmfelves. 

**  A  Patfee  beggar  was  never 
known;  and  then*  women,  who 
are  as  fair  as  Europeans,  are  pro- 
verbially chaftc;  fo  that  a  harlot

is  as  rare  as  a  beggir*  Upon  th« 
whole,  they  are. a  very  band fom« 
race  of  peoplp. 

**  An  enquiry  into  the  hiftory 
and  cuftoms  of  the  Parfees  would^ 
we  tltink,  be  curious.  Their  hiftor/ 
commences  at  the  period  of  the 
troubles  caufed  by  the  Saracen  con-* 
querors  of  Perfia  i  when,  perfecut*  . 
ed  for  their  religious  opinions,  4 
few  Perfianstook  refuge  in  the  Ifld 
of  Ormus,  whence,  fome  time  af* 
ter,  they^  failed  for  India,  andland* 
ed  in  Gudjraat,  where-  they  found 
^  afylum,  on  condition  that  thejr 
iliould  reveal  the  myfterics  of  their 
creed,  fliouid  renounce  their  owo 
language  and  drefs,  that  their  wo-* 
men  fhould  go  abroad  unveiled,  and 
their  nuptials  be  celebrated  in  the 
evening.  Thefe  reftri(5lions  were 
all  complied  with,  and  the  Parfees* 
drefs  is  nearly  the  fame  with  the 
Hindoos,  and  they  ufe  the  nagri 
chaiafter.  So  far  is  their  own  Ian* 
guage  forgotten,  that  perhaps  there 
are  not  ten  Parfees,  we  know  not 
of  one,  on  the  I  Hand  of  Bombay 
that  can  fpcak  it. 

*'  Ta vernier,  in  his  Perfian  Tra*  - 
vels,  page  163,  gives  a  long  ac- 
count of  the  Guars,  by  whom  he 
evidently  means  this  people ;  but  he 
is  fo  untartunate  astperr  notoriouf* 
ly  in  a  number  of  particulars. 

**  They  never  intermarry,  nor 
have  they  anv  public  places  of 
prayer ;  like  their  progenitors,  the 
puritans  of  the  eaft,  they  do  not 
thhik  temples,  as  places  of  worfliip^ 
at  all  nccefiary,  merely  as  fuch; 
they  pray  in  the  open  air,  and  make 
their  proftrations  to  the  fun,  as  the 
grandeft  emblem  in  nature  of  the 
Deity,  whofe  temple  is  the  univerfe^ 
and  the  all-pervading  element  of 
fire  his  only  fy mbol. 

Moft  of  their  original  aiftomt 

are,    howfever,    fomewhat  altered. 

No  onoy  perhaps,  is  fo  iingularly 

F  curious 
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curious  PA  their  method  of  fepul- 
turc,  with  which,  in  a  brief  de- 
fcription^  we  ihall  conclude '  this 
note. 

"  The  defunft^  after  lying  a 
proper  time  in  his  ow»  houfe,  for 
the  purpofes  of  mourning,  is  car-- 
ried{  followed  by  his  relations  and 
friends,  the  females  chaunting  a  re- 
quiem^  and  depoiited  in  a  tomb 
of  the  following  conilru^ioil.  It 
is  a  circular  building,  open  at  top, 
about  fifty-five  feet  diameter,  and 
twenty-five  in  height,  filjed  to  with- 
in five  feet  of  the  top,  excepting  a 
well  of  fifteen  feet  diameter  in  the 
centre.  The  part  fo  filled  is  ter- 
raced, with  a  flight  declivity  to- 
ward the  well.Twocircular  grooves, 
tlirce  inches  deep,  are  taifed  round 
the  well,  the  firft  at  the  diftance  of 
four,  the  fecond  at  ten  feet  from  the 
well.  Grooves  of  the  like  depth  or 
height,  and  four  feet  diftant  from 
each  other  at  the  outer  part  of  the 
outer  circle,  are  canied  ftraight 
from  the  wall  to  the  well,  commu- 
nicating with  the  circular  ones,  for 
the  purpofe  of  c^rying  off  th^  wa- 
ter, &c.  The  tomb,  by  this  means, 
is  divided  into  three  circles  of  par- 
titions :  the  outer,  about  leven  feet 
by  four ;  the  middle,  fix  by  three  ; 
the  inner,  four  by  two  i  the  outer  • 
for  the  men,  the  middlf  for  the  wo- 
men, the  inner  for  the  children  ;  in 
which  the  bodies  arc  refpe(5tively 
placed,  wrapped  loofely  in  a  piece 
of  cloth,  and  left  to  be  devoured  by 
the  vultures;  which  is  very  ftioti' 
done,  as  numbers  of  thofe  animals 
are  always  teen  hovering  and  watch- 
ing about  thefe  charnel  houfes,  in 
expedlatiorl,  of  their  prey.  The 
friends  of  the  deceafed,  or  the  per- 
fons  who  have  charge  of  the  tomb, 
conne  at  the  proper  time,  and  throw 
the  bones  into  their  receptaclci  the 


well  in  the  centre ;  for  wMch  pnf- 
pofe^  iron  rakes  and  tongs  are  de- 
pofited  in  the  tomb.  The  entrance 
is  clofed  by  an  iron  door,  four  feet 
Iquare^  on  the  eaftern  fide,  as  h^h 
up  as  the  terrace,  to  which  a  road 
is  nufed.  Upda  the  wall,  above 
the  door,  an  aaditional  wall  is  raifed^ 
to  prevent  people  firom  looking  into 
the  tomb,  which  the  Farfees  are 
particularly  careful  to  prevent.  A 
Ferfian  infcription  is  on  a  flone  in« 
fertecj  over  the  door,  which  we 
once  copied,  but  have  forgotten  its 
tenor.  From  the  bottom  of  the  wall 
fubterrancan  pafiages  lead  to  receive 
the  bonej,  &c.  aixl  to  prevent  the 
well  from  filling. 

"  Men  of  great  property  fome- 
times  do  not  chufe  to  oe  depofited 
in  thefe  indifcriminate  receptacles, 
and  caufe  a  fmall  one  to  he  builc 
for  their  own  families.  Soorab/ee, 
a  rich  merchant  formerly  of  Bom- 
bay, is  laid  in  a  private  one  in  the 
garden  to  his  houfe  on  Malabar 
Hill ;  and  we  underihmd  his  tomb 
is  grated  over ;  if  fo  it  is  the  only 
one  on  the  ifiand  fo  covered.  The 
public  tombs  are,  we  think,  five  in 
number,  but  not  now  all  in  ufe,  fi" 
tuated  about  three  miles  north- 
wefterly  from  Bombay  fort:  the 
large  ll,  for  they  are  of  different 
fizes,  is  that  here  defcribed.  We 
have  feen  accounts  of  this  cuflom 
of  the  Pariees,  and  defcriptions  of 
their  tombs,  but  never  any  cor- 
rea. 

•*  L^d  by  idle  curiofity,  when 
very  young,  we  went  into  cvtry 
tomb  on  the  iiland,  the  private  one 
in  Soorabjee's  garden  excepted :  not 
ftrtly  into  the  tombs  but  into  the 
wells.  We  were  not  then  a^^are  of 
the  impropriety,  or  ihould  not  (o 
indecently  have  obtruded  on  the 
ikcred  repofitories  of  xhk  dead."

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[From  thfc  HistoRV  of  the  MtssioN  of  thfe  tlNit^b.BREtHkE*!  atnong 
the  INDIANS,  ice.  by  George  Henry  Loskiel,  tranflat^d  from  the 
GzJiUAn  by  CaatsTiAN  Ignatius  La  Trobe.] 


<*  rpHOUCfH  the  tnalans  are 
I  uncultivated,  yet  perliaps 
Jio  heatKeti  i(»ation,  in  its  moral 
conduft,  exhibits  a  greater  fliow  of 
Joodnefs  and  virtue*  This  pre- 
eminence will  appear  updn  thd 
flighie/l  comparlfon  between  thcnl 
and  other  heathen,  and  the  follow- 
ing fliort  remarks  made  by  our  miA 
jlonaries,  aftei*  many  years  experi- 
ence and  an  intimate  ac()uaintance 
with  them,  will  Gonfirm  it* 

**  In  cothmon  life  and  conver- 
fation  the  Indians  obfervc  great  de* 
tericy.  They  ufually  treat  one 
another  and  itraneers  with  kindneft 
and  civility,  and  without  empty 
tompliments.  Their  whole  beha- 
viour appears  folid  and  prudent. 
in  matters  of  confequence  they 
feem  to  fpeak  and  a<i  with  the  moll 
cool  and  lerious  deliberation,  avoid- 
ing all  appeai'ance  of  precipitancy. 
But  upon  clofer  examination,  their 
caution  appears  to  rife  chiefly  from 
fiifpicion,  and  their  coolnefs  is  af- 
feded.  They  are  perfedt  mafters 
bf  the  art  of  dilTembling.  If  an  In- 
dian fias  loft  hi^  whole  property  by 
fire  or  any  other  calnmiiy,  he  fpeaks 
bf  it  as  he  would  o(  the  mo  ft  tri- 
vial occurrence  i  yet  his  pride  can- 
•taor  always  conceal  his  ibrrow. 
.  '.**  Iq  the  converfe  of  both  fexes, 
.  the  grcateft  decency  and  propriety 
;is  obferved.  At  leaft^nothihg  hl- 
iivious.  or  indecent  is  openly  al- 
lowed, fo  that  in  this  refpedlitcan- 
fiot  be  denied,  but  that  they  excel 
Inoft  naiioii's.  But  injeciet,  they 
Ve  ncverthelcfs  guilty  of  foniica- 


cation^  arid  cVeil  of  iihtiitural 
crimes* 

"  Th^y  are  fdcfable  and  friend- 
ly, alid  a  mtitual  intercOurfe  fub- 
fifts  between  the  familit-s.  Quar- 
rels, farcaftical  and  ofFenfive  beha-* 
viour^  are  carefully  avoided.  They 
hever  put  any  one  publicly  to  the 
blufti,  nOr  ^proach  even  a  noted 
murderer.  Their  common  con- 
verfati on  turns  upon  Kunting,  filli- 
ing,  and  affairs  Of.ftate.  jJo  one 
interrupts  his  neighbour  in  fpeak^ 
ing,  and  th^y  liften  Very  attentively 
to  news,  whether  true  or  falfe^ 
This  is  one  reafon  why  they  are  fo 
fond  of  receiving  ftrangers :  but 
ho  inquiry  is  made  about  news,  till 
they  have  fmoaked  one  pipe  of  to- 
bacco. They  never  curfe  and 
fwear  in  their  ccnverfation,  not 
have  they  any  fuch  expreffions  for 
it  in  their  language,  as  are  common 
in  other  nations. 

"  By  t"heir  behaviour  it  appear§ 
as  if  the  grcateft  confidence  fvibfift- 
ed  among  them*  They  frequcnjtly 
leave  their  implements  and  game  in 
the  open  nitj  for  many  days;  not 
altogether  hecaufe  they  place  much 
dcpen^n.nce  Upcn  the  honefty  and 
faltlifulncfs  of  their  neighbours,  fot 
fteal.iiig  is  not  an  uncommon  pjac-* 
tice  among  them,  but  becaufe  they 
highly  refeat  the  haft  idea  of  fufpi- 
cion.  They  rlicrefore  pretend  to^ 
guard  the  came  merely  from  the  at* 
tack  of  wiM  beaUs. , 

*'  Difference  of   rank,  with  all 

its  confequenc'es,  is  not  to  be  found 

among  the  Indians, "   They  are  all 
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cqualfy  noble  and  free.  The  only 
difference  confifts  in  wealth,  age, 
de>[terity,  courage,  and  office.  W/io- 
cver  furnifhes  much  wampom  for 
the  cl>iefs,  is  confidered  as  a  perfon 
of  (jilTality  and  riches.  Age  is  every 
>Vhere  much  refpefVed,  for,  accord- 
ing to  their  ideas,  long  life  and  wif- 
^om  are  always  conne6ted  together. 
Young  Indians  endeavour  by  pre- 
fents  to  gain  inflruftion  from  the 
aged,  "and  to  learn  from  them  how 
to  attain  to  old  age.  However,  the 
Indian  youth  W  much  degenerated 
in  this  refpeft.  A  clever  hunter,  a 
valiant  warrior,  and  an  intelligent 
chief,  are  alfo  much  honoured ;  %'id ' 
no  Indian,  with  all  his  notions  of 
liberty,  ever  refules  to  follow  and 
obeyhis  captain  or  his  chief. 

*'  Prefents  are  very  acceptable 
to  an  Indian,  but  he  is  not  willing 
to  acknoiv ledge  himfelf  under  any 
obligations  to  the  donor,  and  even 
takes  it  amifs,  if  they  iire  difcon- 
tinued.  Some  old  men  and  women 
pretend  to  the  art  of  procuring  pre- 
fenrs  of  cloaths  and  provifions,  by 
a  certain  charm,  or  magic  fpell, 
called  befon.  At  leaft  3icy  find 
the  fuperflition  of  believing  in  the 
Jefficacy  of  the  befons  a  profitable 
one. 

"  The  hofpitality  of  the  Indians 
is  well  known.  It  extends  even  to 
ftrangcrs,  who  take  refuge  amongft 
them.  They  count  it  a  moft  facred 
duty,  from  which  no  one  is  ex- 
empted. Whoever  refufes  relief  to 
any  one,  commits  a  grievous  of- 
fence, and  not  only  makes  himfelf 
dctefted  and  abhorred  by  all,  but 
liable  to  revenge  from  the  offended 
ptrfon. 

•*  in  their  condu<^  towards  their 
enemies  they  are  cruel  and  inexora- 
ble*, and  when  enraged,  bene  upon 
nothing  butinurder  and  bloodlhed. 
They  are  however  remarkable  for 
concealing  fheir  palTions,  and  wait- 


ing for  a  coaveuient  of^rtuni^ 
of  gratifying  them.  But  th^  their 
fury  knows  no  bounds  If  they 
cannot  fatrsfy  their  refentment,  they 
even  call  upon  their  firieads  aa4 
pofterity  to  do  it.  The  longefl 
fpace  of  time  cannot  cool  their 
wrath,  nor  -the  moft  difbuit  place 
of  refuge  afford  fecurity  to  their 
enemy. 

^  «  Fornication,  adultery,  ftealthf 
lying,  and  cheating,  they  confider 
as  heinous  and  fcandalous  offences^ 
and  punitli  them  in  various  way?^ 

"  An  adulterer  muflexped,  chat 
the  party  offended  will  requite  him, 
either  in  the  fame  manner,  or  put 
him  to  death.  An  gdulterefs  is  in 
general  merely  put  away ;  but  fome« 
times  deftroyed. 

"  A  thief  muft  reftore  whatever 
he  has  iloleh ;  but  if  he  is  too  poor, 
or  cannot  be  brought  to  judicc,  his 
relations  muil  pay  for  Him.  In  cafe 
of  violent  robberies,  the  forcereis 
are  confulted,  and  thefe  pretend  to 
(end  the  offender  out  of  the  world 
by  an  inexplicable  process. 

^*  Since  the  Indians  have  taken 
fo  much  to  drinking  rum,  murders 
are  more  frequent.  An  Indian  feail 
is  feldom  concluded  without  blood- 
flied.  Though  they  lay*  all  the 
blaitie  to  the  rum,  yet  murder  com- 
mitted in  drunkennefs  is  fevfircly 
punifhed.  For  the  murder  of  a 
man  one  hundred  yards  of  wam- 
pom, and  for  that  o^  a  woman,  two 
hundred  yards  muft  be  paid  by  the 
murderer.  If  he  is  top  poor,  which 
is  commonly  the  cafe,  and  his  hiends 
can  or  will  not  aflift  him,  he  muft 
fly  from  the  refentment  of  the  rc» 
lations.  But  if  any  one  has  mur- 
dered his  owif  relation,  he  efcapes 
without  much  difficulty;  for  the 
family,  who  alone  have  a  right  to 
take  revenge,  do  not  cbooie,  by  too 
fevere  a  punifliment  in  filled  oa 
the  murderer,  to  deprive  their  race 
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(•f  two  members  at  once,  and  thus 
tb  weaken  their  influence.  They 
rather  endeavour  to  bring  about  a 
reconciliation^  and  even  often  juf- 
rify  the  deed. 

**  The  Indian  women  are  more 

fiven  to  ftealing,  lying,  quarrelling, 
ackbiting,   and  flaudering,    than 
the  men. 

**  The  Indians  are  very  capable 
cf  learning  every  kind  of  work. 
Sonie,  who  have  long  refided  a- 
aibitg  the  white  peopie,  have  learnt 
to  work  in  iron,  and  make  hatch- 
ets, .  axes,  and  other  tools^  without 
fuiy  regular  inftrudion.  Yet  few 
will  fubmit  to  hard  labour,  neither 
their  education  nor  their  waoti.  in- 
iJining  them  to  induftr\'  and  appli*- 
pition.  The  Indians  in  general, 
but  efpecially  the  men,  love  eafe  ; 
and  even  hunting,  thoitgh  their 
phief  employ,  is  attended  to,  with 
perfeverance,  but  for  a  fe.v  months 
of  the  year ;  the  relt  srre  chiefly 
fpent  in  idlenefs.  The  women  are 
more  employed ;  foi-  .the  whole 
burthen  of  houfe-keeping  lies  upon 
them,  and  nothing  but  hunger  and 
want  cgn  roiife  the  men  from  their 
drowfin^fs,  and  giv^  them  aftivi^ 

"  T^e  honour  and  welfare  of  the 
nation  is  confidered  by  the  Indians 
^s  a  moft  important  concern.  For 
though  they  are  joined  together 
neither  by  torce  nor  compact,  yet 
they  confider  thpmfelvesasone  na- 
tion, of  which  they  have  an  exalted 
idea,  and  profcfs  grt*at  attachment 
to  their  particular  tribe.  Independ- 
ence appears  to  them  to  be  the  grand 
prerogative  of  Indians,  confidered 
titherf:olle<^Hvely  or  as  individuals. 
They  frankly  own  "the  fuperiority 
ol  the  Europeans  in  feveral  arts, 
but  defpife  tnem,  as  -fubmitting  to 
laborious  employ.. ^ents.  The  ad- 
vantages they  poflTefs  in  himting, 
f  filing,   and 'even  in  ^heir  moral 


condu6^,  appear  to  them  fuperior 
to  any  European  refinements.  This 
public  fpiritof  the  Indians  produces 
the  mou  noble  exertions  in  favour 
of  their  own  people.  V-^^iey  dread 
no  danger;  fufFer  any  hardfhips, 
and  meet  torments  and  death  itlelf 
with  compofure,  in  the  defence  of 
their  country.  Even  in  their  laft 
moments  they  preferve  the  greateft 
appearance  of  infenfibility,  in  ho- 
nour of  their  nation,  boaft  of  their 
intrepidity,  and  with  favage  pride 
defy  the  greateft  fufl^erings  and  tor- 
tures which  their  enemies  can  in-. 
fliifVupon  them. 

*'  Sacrifices,  made  with  a  view  to 
pacify  God  and  the  fubprdinatc 
deities,  are  alfo  among  the  religious 
ceremonies  of  the  Indians.  Thefe 
facrifices  are  of  very  antient  date, 
and  confidered  in  fo  facred  a  lieh^ 
that  unlefs  ti.ey  are  performed  in 
proper  time  and  in  a  manner  accep- 
table to  the  deity,  they  fuppofe  ill- 
nfcfs,  misfortunes,  and  death  itfelf, 
would  certainly  befal  them .  an4 
their  families.  But  they  have  nei- 
ther priefts  regularly  appointed, nor 
temples.  At  general  and  folema 
facrifices,  the  oldeft  men  perform 
the  offices  of  priefts,  but  in  private 
^parties,  each  man  bringing  a  facri- 
fice  is  prieft  himfelf.  Inftead  of  4 
temple,  a  large  dwelling  houfi^  is 
fitted  up  for  the  purpofe. 

"  Our  millionaries  have  not  found 
rank  polytheifm,  or  grr  fs  idolatry^ 
to  exift  among  the  Indians.  They 
have,  however,  fometh'ing  which 
may  be  called  an  idol.  This  is  the 
mauitto,  reprefenting  in  wood  the 
head  of  a  man  in  miniature,  which 
they  always  carry  about  them,  ei- 
ther oh  a  ftring  round  their  neck  05 
in  a  bag,  They  hang  it  alfo  about 
their  children,  to  preferve  then\- 
from  illncfs  and  eu.fure  to  t'hcn^ 
fucceft*.  When  they  perform  a  fo- 
lemn  facrifice,  a  manitto,  oif  a  head 
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a^  large  as  life,  is  put  upon  a  pole  in 
the  middle  of  the  boutc.  ' 

♦*  But  tbcy  underftand  by  the 
wpid  manitto,  every  beiiigi  to  which 
an  ofTering  is  niade^  efpecially  all 
good  fpirits.  They  alfo  look  upon 
the  elements,  almoft  all  anirnals, , 
and  e\'en  fome  plants,  as  fpirits, 
one  exceeding  the  other  in  dignity 
and  power. 

«*  They  facrifice  to  an  hare,  be- 
C?u&,  according  to  report,  the  firft 
anceftor  of  tl.e  Indian  tribes  had 
that  name*  To  Indian  corn  they 
facrifice  bear's  fleih,  but  to  deer  and 
bears,  Indian  corn  ;  to  the  fidies, 
fmall  pieces  of  bread  in  the  fliape 
of  fifties :  but  they  pofiiively  deny, 
that  they  pay  any  adoration  to  thefe 
fuhordinate  good  fpirits,  and  affirm, 
that  they  only  worfliip  the  true 
God,  through  them  :  for  God,  fay 
they,  does  not  require  men  to  pay 
offerings  or  adoration  immediately 
to  him.  He  has  therefore  made 
known  his  will  in  dreams,  notify- 
ing to  them,  what  beings  they  have 
to  confider  as  manittos,  and  what 
offerings  to  make  to  them* 

"  The  manittos  are  alio  confi- 
dered  as  tutelar  fpirits.  Every  In^ 
dian  has  one  or  more,  which  he 
conceives  to  be  peculiarly  given  to 
affift  him  and  make  him  profper. 
One  has  in  a  dream  received  the  fun 
as  bis  tutelar  fpirit;  another  the 
moon ;  a  third,  an  owl ;  a  fourth, 
abuffaloe;  and  fo  forth.  An  In- 
dian is  difpirJted,  and  considers 
himfelf  as  forfaken  by  God,  tili  he 

5 as  received  a  tutelar  fpirit  in  a 
ream  ;  but  thofe  who  have  been 
ttus  favoured,  are  full  of  courjigc, 
and  proud  of  their  f  owerful  ally. 

"  Among  the  fcails  and  fscrifices 
of  the  Indians,  five  are  rhe  moll 
remarkable,  and  each  has  its  pecii- 
riar  ^ercn.opics.  I  v  ?ll  defcribe 
t.'iem  as  hcjld  among  the  Dela- 
waies. 


«*  The/irfl  facrificial  feaftishcM 
by  a  whole  family  or  their  friends 
once  in  two  years*  commonly  in 
autumn,  feldom  in  winter.  Bcfide 
the  members  of  .the  family,  they 
foraetimcs  invite  their  neighbours 
from  the  adjacent  towns ;  and,  as 
their  connexions  arc  brge,  each 
Indian  has  an  opportunity  of  at- 
tending more  than  one  family  feafl 
in  a  year.  The  head  of  the  family 
mufl  provide  ievery  thing.  He  cal- 
culates the  requifite  number  of  deer 
and  bears,  and  fends  the  young 
people  into  the  woods  to  procure 
them.  When  they  have  Completed 
their  numbers,  they  carry  the  booty 
home,  in  folemn  proceflion,  depo- 
fiting  it  in  the  houfe  of  facrifice. 
The  women  are  meanwhile  engag- 
ed in  preparing  fire- wood  forroaft- 
ing  or  boiling,  and  long  dry  reed 
grafs  for  feats.  As  foon  as  the 
guefls  are  all  affembled  and  feated, 
the  boiled,  meat  is  fervedup  in  large 
kettles,  with  bread  made  of  Indian 
corn,  and  diftributed  by  the  fcr- 
vants.  The  rule  is,  that  whatever 
is  thus  brought  as  a  facrifice,  rauft 
be  eaten  altogether  and  notluDg  left. 
A  fmall  quantity  of  melted  fat  only 
is  poured  by  the  oldefl  men  into  the 
fire,  and  in  this  the  main  part  of  the 
offering  confiils.  The  bones  arc 
burnt,  left  the  dogs  fhould  get  any 
of  them.  After  dinner  the  mea 
and  women  dance  with  much  de- 
cency. One  finger  only  performs 
during  the  dance,  walking  up  and 
down,  rattling  a  fmall  tortoifelhell 
filled  with  pebbles.  The  burthta 
of  his  fong  confifls  of  dreams,  and 
a  recital  of  all  the  names  of  the 
manittos,  and  thofc  things  which 
are  mofl  ufefnJ  to  the  Indians. 
When  the  firfi  finger  is  wcarj*,  be 
fits  down,  and  is  relieved-  by  an- 
other. Thus  this  feafling  is  fcme- 
t lines  continued  tor  three  or  four 
nigiits  together,  tegiauing  in  tUe

**  The  fecond  feaft  differs  from 
tlie  former  only  in  this,  that  the 
men  dance  almoU  naked,  their 
bodies  being  daubed  all  over  with 
IV  bite  clay. 

*<  At  the  third  feaft,  ten  or  more 
tanned  dcer-(kins  are  given  to  as 
many  old' men  or  women,  who 
wrap  themfelves  in  them,  and  ftand 
before  the  houfe,  with  their  faces 
turned  to  the  eaft,  praying  God 
with  a  loud  voice  to  reward  their 
bene  favors. 

**•  The  fourth  facrifice  is  made  to 
a  certain  voracious  fpirit,  who,  ac- 
cording to  their  opinion,  is  never 
iatisfied.  The  guefts  are  there- 
fore obliged  to  eat  all  the  bear's  flefli, 
and  drink  the  melted  fat,  without 
leaving  any  thing,  which  is  fre- 
quently followed  by  indigeflions 
and  vomiting. 

♦*  The^fifth  feflival  is  celebrated 
in  honour  of  fire,  which  they  con- 
ii  Jcr  as  the  firft  parent  of  all  In- 
dian nations.  Twelve  manittos  at- 
tend him  as  fubordinate  deities, 
being  partly  animals  and  partly  ve- 
getables*     The  chief  ceremony  in 


celebrating  this  feftival  is,  that  a 
large  oven  is  built  in  the  mid  ft  of 
the  houfe  of  facrifice,  confi(ling  of 
twelve  poles,  each  of  a  different 
fpecies  of  wood.  Thefe  they  run 
into  the  ground,  tie  them  together 
at  the  top,  and  cover  them  entirely 
with  blankets,  joined  clofe  toge- 
ther, fo  that  the  whole  appears  likt 
a  baker's  oven,  high  enough  nearly 
to  admit  a  man  itanding  upright. 
After  dinner  the  oven  is  heated 
with  tw'elve  Tiarge  flones  made  red 
•hot.  Then  twelve  men  creep  into 
it,  and  remain  there  as  long  as  they 
can  bear  the  heat*  Meanwhile  an 
old  man  throws  twelve  pipes  full  of 
tobacco  upon  the  hot  ftones,  which 
occafions  a  fmoke  almoft  powerful 
enough  to  fuffocate  the  perlbns  thus 
confined,  fo  that,  upon  their  being 
taken  out,  they  generally  fall  down 
in  a  fwoon..  During  this  feaft  a 
whole  deer-fkin,  with  the  head  and 
antlers  remaining,  is  raifed  upon  a 
pole,  to  which  they  feem  to  fing" 
and  pray.  But  they  deny  that  they 
pay  any  adoration  to  the  buck,  de- 
claring that  God  alone  is  woriliip- 
ped  tmrough  this  medium." 


Customs  and  Diversions  of  the  English  in  the  Anglo-Normatt 

Period. 

[From  the  Firft  Volume  of  Andrews's  History  of  Great  Britain.] 


*<  OOHE  cufloms  introduced,  by 
X  the  Normans  to.  England 
were  in  general  praife-worthy  and 
j;entlcman-like,-when  compared  to 
thofeof  the  Anglo-Saxons.  Knight- 
hood, which  necelTarity  tompre- 
iiended  a  brave  and  liberal  heart,  a 
firm  demeanor  and  a  graceful  per- 
formance of  manlike  exen  ifes,fiou- 
rillieii  under  their  protCi-Tion.  The 
knight,  after  having  fcrved  a  kind 
of  appreniiceftiip  during  -feven  or* 


eight  years  as  an  efquire,  bound 
himfelf  bv  a  folemn  oath  to  he 
loyal  to  nis  king»  to  protect  the 
virtuous  part  of  the  fair  fex,  and 
to  refcue  widows  and  orphans 
from  opprelHon,  at  the  ha'/:\rd  of 
his  life.  The  tilts  and  toiirnairjcnts 
(which  were  pompons  ftftivals 
where  the  (kill  and  ability  of  the 
knight  were  fevercly  tried)  afforded 
perpetual  incentives  to  excellence 
in  military  fcience  ;  and  the  pi6tu- 
F4  refque 
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rcfque  duty  annexed  to,  chivalry,  of 
chufing  a  fupreme  lady,  in  defence 
of  whofe  teanty  and  virtue  her 
knighl  was  always  ready  to  com- 
bati  hid  its  own  abfurdity  under  a 
reil  of  elegance.  [St.  Palate  fur 
|a  Chevalerib.] 

*♦  Befides  the  tournament,  a  di- 
yerfion  allotted  only  to  perfons  of 
rank,  the  fsivourite  fports  of  the 
principal  Normans  were  hunting 
and  hawking  ;  thefe  the  kii}gS|  pr?- 
Jfttes  and  nobjemcn,  purfued  with 
an  incredible  eJ^gernefs,  and  witf\- 
put  the  fmalleft  regard  to  the  la- 
pouY-8  of  the  hufbandman.  *By  thefe 
purfuits*  (fays  John  of  S^i(bury) 
♦  they  loft  their  humanity,  and  be- 
come monfters  like  the  favage  ani- 
jnals  they  chafe;  Ihepherds  and 
their  flocks  are  driven  from  their 
paftures,  that  wild  beafts  may  range 
to  tljem  at  large ;  (hould  one  of 
thefe  potent  fportfmen  approach 
your  dwelling,  haften  to  bring  out 
«vcry  refrefhment  which  you  have 
in  your  houfe  or  which  you  can 
beg  or  borrow  of  your  neighbours, 
kft  you  fliould  find  the  fatal  cojife- 
quence  of  your  neglect ;  and  per- 
haps be  ^cufed  of  treafon. 
'  "  The  gam^  of  chefs,  and  ftill 
pior^  the  various  chances  of  tKe 
dice,  conftituted  domeftic  amufe- 
pcnts  for  the  great.  That  they 
carried  thefe  to  exccfs  we  may 
judge  from  many  circumftances. 
Even  the  horrors  of  civil  war  could 
jotdamptheir  fpirit  of  gaming;  for 
M.Paris  Complains  of  the  barons, 
fiflbciated  to  rtfift  the  tyranny  of 
John,  for  fpending  their  time  in 
luxury  *  and  playing  with  dice, 
when  their  appearance  was  wanted 
in  the  field. '  Exceifive  gaming  at 
.fea'was  reftrained  by  the  fecond 
of  thofc  /laws  which  the  united 
jiings  of  England  and  France  drew 
lip  in  1190  for  the  government  of 
the  force  fitted  out  againil  the  Sa* 


raccns.    There  it  is  ena^ed  thtt 

knights  and  clerks  flikli  be  re- 
ftrained  to  the  lofs  of  twenty  ftiiU 
lings  (nearly  what  fifteen  pounds 
would  l;>e  in  the  i8th  century)  in  a 
day  ;  but  that  foldiers  or  &ilors,  if 
detected  in  playing  for  money, 
fiiall  be  fined  at  vvil ,  or  whipped  or 
ducked.  *  [BitQMPToic.  Beuedic. 
Abbas.] 

*'  Theatrical  entertainnicnts  wer^ 
not  wholly  unknown.  The  mira- 
cles of  Taints  and-  the  fufiienngs  of 
martyrs  were  the  fubje6Vs  of  dra- 
matic reprefentations  in  London  at 
Fit2  Stephens  writes ;  and  we  find 
by  M.  Paris  that  Geoffrey,  an  abbot 
of  St.  Albans,  was  the  author  of  a 
play  of  Su  Katharine;  and  that  he 
borrowed  from  the  facriilan,  th^ 
holy  ytftments  of  the  abbey  t<^ 
adorn  the  aftors. 

<*  The  more  grofs'amufcmcntt 
of  the  Norman  nobility  in  the  pan- 
tomime ftylc  have  been  mentioned 
in  a  former  note  from  John  of 
Salifl>ury,  who,  though  a  fcvcre^ 
was  a  tolerably  caiklid  critic  on  th^' 
times  he  Kved  in. 

"  The  common  people  were  not 
without  their  divcrfions.  Bull- 
baiting,  cock-fighting  and  horfe- 
racing  were  known  to  the  men 
of  London :  the  fix>rts  on  the 
Thames,  the  flcaiting,  and  the  va- 
rious exercifes  and  entertainments 
of  the  twelfth  century  are  accu- 
rately and  even  elegantly  painted 
by  Fitz  .Stephens  \i\  his  defcriptioq 
of  London. 

<♦  The  Nor/nans  were  fobcr  an^ 
rather  delicate  at  their  meals  when 
they  firft  invaded  England.  It  was 
not  long  ho\**ever  before  they 
equalled  their  predeccfibr'^  'n  feaft- 
ing  and  even  added  coftly  epicu- 
riim  to  brutal  gluttony. — Yet  twq 
meals  each  day  fupplied  the  plac^ 
of  the  Anglo-Saxons'  four,  and  Ko^ 
bert  de  Mellent,  prime  minifler  911^ 
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mans  was,  in  the  eleventh  century, 
fimpte  if  not  elegant  The  great 
wore  a  long  and  plofe  gown,  which 
reached  down  to  their  heels  and 
had  its  bottom  frequently  embroi- 
^er<:d  with  gold.  Qver  this  hung 
in  equally  long  cloak  which  was 
senerally  buckled  over  the  brea& 
When  riding  or  walking  abroad,  4 
hood  always  hung  behiind  the 
cloak.  The  clofe  gown,  was  put 
over  the  head  like  a  ihirt,  and  nft* 
ened  roupcl  the  waift  by  a  girdle^ 
which  was  often  embroidered  and 
fet  with  precious  flones.«  [Stilut'^ 
^oip  Ant.  Paintings.] 

*'  Th^  wore  breeches  and 
ftockings  *made  of  fine  cloth  and 
fometin|C#  very  coftiy.  The  ab- 
furd  long-tosd  ilioes  came  in  with 
William  Rufus,  The  queen  and 
the  women  of  fafhion  wore  loofe 
gowns  trailing  on  the  ground  and 
gitt  round  the  waift.  The  mar- 
ried women  had  an  additional  robe 
over  the  gown,  hatizing  down  be- 
fore not  unlike  a  ficerdotal  gar- 
ment. To  the  girdle  a  large  purfe 
or  pouch  ,was  furpended.  Tht 
men  wore  their  hair  long,  except 
fbmetimes  when  luddealy  wrought 
on  by  fanaticifm. 

"  In  the  approaching  centuries 
we  lliali  find  Orange  variation^ 
from  this  fimpUcity  of  habit.  Tha 
crufades  indeed  feem  to  have  intro- 
duced to  Northern  Europe,  among 
other  "vices  luxury  and  effeminacy 
in  drefs  to  a  degree  which  a  mo- 
dern mail  of  faihion  would  bluih 
to. imitate. 

"  The  umbrella  was  in  ufc  as 

earjy  as  the  rtign  of  king  $tephen.'*>

««  The  dinner  was  held  at  nine 
in  the  morning,  the  fupper  at  five 
in  the  aiternooh.  Beiides  the 
comiBon  meats,  many  diAies  were 
ufed,  with  the  compo4ltiou  of  which  ' 
we  are  nqt  now  acquainted.  As 
to  liquors  they  had  feveral  kinds 
compounded  pi  boitey,  of  fpices, 
and  of  mulberry  ji^tce;  fuch  as 
hypocras,  pigment,  claret,  and  mo-, 
rat,  beiides  wine,  cyder,  perry  and 
ale* 

*^  Various  kinds  of  bread  were  in 
yfe.  The  'panis  piperatus'  was  a  fort 
of  gingerbread.  Waflel  cakes  and 
iimnel  cakes,  as  they  were  n^  of 
the  royal  allowance  of  the  Knig'of 
Scots  when  in  England,  were  pro- 
bably made  of  the  fined  meaL

**  There  was  great  ipconfiftency 
|n  the.  general  and  national  cha- 
rafter  pf  the  Anglo-Normans. 
They  were  at  the  fame  lime  acute- 
ly Kirrcerning  and  grofsly  credu- 
lous; honourably  brave  and  atro- 
ciouHy  cruel ;  refpedtful  to  the  fair 
fex  even  to  adoration,  yet  brutally 
licentious  in  their  coududt  to  indi- 
viduals; efiPeminate  in  tlieir  dre^s 
and  manners,  yet  patient  of  almoll 
intolerable  fatigues. 

^^  During  more  than  an  hundred 
years,  the  Normans  in-  England 
fliaved  their  faces.  W.  de  Percy 
fwho  accompanied  duke  Robert 
|n  1096  to  Paleftine)  was  ftyled, 
bo  account  of  (ingularity  as  to  this

»  'TpflE  peafantsm  this  part  of 
X  the  world  retaia  much  of 
vliat  you  would  term  the  ancient 
fimplicxty  of  manners.  They  afford, 
in  many  refpe&s,  a  fpecimen  of 
what  we  may  fuppofe  to  have  been 
the  charadcr  of  the  EngHfh,  about 
two  hundred  and  fifty  years  agoi 
It  is  a  refpe^table  mark  of  learnings 
to  be  able  to  read  and  write.  How- 
cvcr^  the  rifing  generation  will  pof- 
fefs  an  advantage  over  their  parents 
in  tWs  rcfpe£^,  as  fchools  are  now 
eftabliHied  in  almoll  eveiy  village. 
When  I  refided  at  Zuy  leftein,  moft 
of  their  bills  upon  me  were  drawn 
out  by  the  fchool-mafter,  and  ac- 
quitted by  the  iign  of  the  crofs  ; 
which  ^  fuppofe  lutd  originally  the 
iblemnity  of  an  oath,  that  the  de- 
mand was  duly  paid.  In  confe- 
quence  of  not  being  able  to  minute 
down  every  article,  their  memories 
become  extremely  accurate  and  te- 
nacious. They  continue,  to  this 
day,  to  create  arid  change  names 
aJ  libitum*  One  cbuntryroaii  is 
diflingoifhed  by  the  appellation  of 
Jan  Boer,  John  (thd)  Farmer,  whofe 
lather  was  Dirk  (the)  Miller.  A 
farmer  contiguous  to  my  manfion 
was  born  at  Bois  le  Due.;  in  Dutch, 
Hertogs  Bofch ;  Anglice,  Duke's 
Wood.  He  planted  hirafelf,  upon 
his  firft  emigration,  on  the  north 
fide  of  a  rangt  of  hillSjne^r  to  Leer- 
fum,  and  was  there  known  by  the 
name  of  Van  den  Bofch,  from  the 
wood.  Upon  his  coming  over  thefe 
hills,  and  taking  a  farm  near  to  my 
rcfidence,  he  was  known  by  the 
name  of  Friz  Overburg,  Frederick 
Over-hill.  My  ref|>ertAble  perfon- 
agc  was  only  known  among  the 
common  people  by   IVIynhecr  op 


Zuylefiein ;  and  had  I  tranfplaoted 
myfelf  to  any  foot  in  their  neigh- 
bourhood, my  family  would  have 
been  termed  the  Van  Zuylcflein 
family. 

**  It  is  common  for  thofe  who 
refide  in  cities,   amidll   profligate 
manners,  to  extol  the  (implicity  and 
purity  of  rural  chara^ers.  But  they 
do  not  fufliciently  dillips;ui(h  be- 
tween  manners  and  morals,  or  be- 
tween open,  extravagance  and  £e- 
cret   de{x;avity.     When   I  reiided 
among  thefe  peafants,  I  was  not 
only  leveral  removes  from  cither 
the  polilhor  the  immoralities  whkh 
characterize  cities,  but,  as  already 
hinted,  I  felt  myfelf  thrown  more 
than  a  couple  of  centuries  back- 
wards in  the  world.    I  have  been 
at  fome  pains  to  acquaint  myfelf 
with  the  originals,  from  whom  fuch 
pleafing  copies  are  taken,  and  am 
convinced  that  thefe  pretended  co- 
pies ,are,  in  general,  ftrong  exag- 
gerations.   I  have  often  found  ex- 
ternal   iimplicity  conneded  with 
much  flynefs  of  difpofition.    To 
cheat  and  out-wit  a  pcrfon  who  is 
in  a  more  elevated  flatSon,  rf  they 
be  not  his  immediate  dependents, 
is  the  profeOed  trial  of  (kill,  and 
the  perpetual  boafl  of  almoil  every 
farmer.     They  are  externally  fub- 
miifive  to    fuperiors ;    in   general, 
civil  to  ftrangers;  and,  if  not  in  a 
ftate  of  enmity,  very  cordial,  gene- 
rous,    fympathiiing,    among    one 
another.     Their  enmity  is  impla- 
cable.    It   is  enkindled  and  burns 
with  ardx)o'r  on  each  fide,  accord- 
ing to  family  connexions  ;  no  re- 
{\^cci  being  had  to  the  cauf^*,  or  tlie 
ill  (lice  of  the  quarrel.     They  feem 
to  think  that  the  injunftion- to  for- 
give 
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give  an  injury,  is  one  of  the  fe- 
vercft;  and  it  would  be  impoffible 
to    make    them    comprehend  the 
dignity  of  feeking  reconciliation* 
They  are  pretty  regular  In  their  at- 
tendance upon  public  worfhip  on 
the   Sxinday,  and  as  regularly  re- 
turn home  intoxicated  on  the  mar- 
ket-dav.     Tlie-  crime  of  adiiltery  is 
fcarcefy  known   among  theni  ;  of 
foruicatioo,  not  very  frequent ;  and 
the  triumphs  of  feau(^ion,  never. 
Their  conduct  towards  each  other, 
though  coarie,   is  fincere.     They 
arc  ftrangers  to  that  duplicity  which 
the  polite  world  is  obliged  to  prac- 
tife,  merejy  to  avoid  givmg  offence, 
or  to  conciliate  cfteem.     But  then, 
if  they  be  fincere,  they  are  often 
very  coarfe. 

*•  f>om  the  above  fk^ch,  you 
willthink  with  me,  good  fir,  that 
painters  and  moralifts  either  make 
a  feleftion  of  the  mod  pleafing  ob- 
jedls  with  defign  and  in  order  to 
embellifli  a  picture;  or,   by  con- 


templating rural  fcenes  at  a  diftance^ 
they  do  not  ^ifcover  that  roughnefs 
which  would  deform  theirlandfcape. 
The  charfider  of  the  peafant,  his 
habitation,'  his  employments,  are 
all  foftened,  flattered,  and  embel* 
lifhed  by  their  pencil.  They  are 
all  made  »to  exhibit  ideas  of  rural 
felicity  in  defcription,  which  will 
not  ftand  the  teft  of  clofe  infpeflioa. 
Their  very  hog-fties  and  dung-hills^ 
although^  the  terms  themfelves  are 
almofi  too  indelicate  to  be  commit* 
ted  io  paper,  are  fuppofed  to  be 
without  filth,  and  to  emit  no  oifen- 
five  odour:  Their  habitations  arc 
fuppofed  to  be  proof  againft  the 
rudeft  bl^fis,  and  moft  penetrating 
cold ; — their  labours  are  fuppofed 
to  be  without  anxiety  or  ^Itigue: 
difcafe  is  thought  never  to  enter  their 
happy  dwellings,  and  the  poffeflbr 
is  contemplated  without  vice'  or 
guile ;  a  complete  model  of  inno* 
cence,  fimplicity,  and  hofpitalityl**'

**  A  S  foon  as  we  entered  the 
XJL  village  where  we  were  to 
remain,  the  joyful  tidings  were  an- 
nounced by  a  crack  or  the  whip, 
and  an  exclamation  *'  Dafs  ift  das 
Dorff  !'•— This  is  the  village.— But 
we  were  ftill  to  experience  rock- 
ings  and  joltings,  i^^  a  rough  and 
ftony  road,  through  rain  and  wind, 
for  the  fpace  of  a  tedious  half  hour, 
before  our  driver  could  exclaim, 
•«  Da  ift  das  Wirthfhaus  '."—There 
is  the  inn  ! 

"  Although  we  were  fo  defirous 
of  fhclter  from  the  ilorm,  yet  our 
countenances  were  by  no  means 
t>ri:>htened  up  when  we  beheld  the 
mean  appearance  of  our  inn.    We 


enquired  if  it  were  the'  beft  in 
the  village,  and  were  anfwered,  **  It 
is  the  only  one,  where  you  can  re- 
ceive any  accommodations."  Our 
ideas  had  given  it  a  much  better 
form;  and  thefe  were,  in  fome 
meafure,  authorized  by  the  fpeci* 
men  we  had  had  of  a  poft-houfe  be- 
tween Xanton  aijd  Duffeldorff. 

*♦  Our  hoft,  nis  fair  fpoufe,  and 
bare-footed  maiden,  feemed  equally 
llraneers  to  the  whoxefome  duties, 
of  ablution ;  nor  did  a  Deep  into  the 
fombre  and  dirty  kitcnen  give  us 
any  great  appetite  for  our  future 
fupper. 

"  After  we  had  fettled. accounts 

with  the  driver,— -who  was  the  re- 

prefeat- 
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pfirfcntative  of  the  ftable-kccper  of 
buffeldorfF,  while  he  fuppomd 
plaims  and  privileges  of  his  own?  (in 
which  double  capacity  he  employ- 
ed all  the  intrigues  of  a  minilier  of 
fiate,  to  deceive ;  and  we,  all  rhe 
finnnefs  of  found  policy,  to  main- 
ts^n  our  known  and  acknowledged 
lights),  we  were  conduced  to  our 
li|nrtment,  or  fiube,  oppofite  to 
^  kitchen.  Its  clean  and  neafapr 
pearanc^,  notwithlranding  its  fim- 
plicity,  was  fomewbat  encouraging. 
its  whitened  walls^  adorned  with 
linaB  pi£Vures  of  faints, — an  image 
cf  the  Virgin,  ^t  was  placed  up- 
on  a  large  family  cheft,  as  the  pro- 
tc^efs  of  fome  old  china,  ranged 
in  the  front, — a  crucifix^  under  an 
antique- framed  mirror,  manifefted 
t^ie  owner's  difpofitionsboth  for  de- 
Toti'm  and  ornament,  while  they 
gave  us  hopes  that  matters  would 
iM>t  go  very  bad  in  fuch  good  com- 
pany. 

**  Our  repaft  was  iimple,  but  in  a^ 
bttodaoce;  and  it  was  ferved  up  with 
attention  and  civility :  a  clean  table- 
cloth,  napkins,  and  plates,  with 
bumiihed  knives,  fliarpened  the  ap-' 
petite,  which  had  loft  its  edge  from 
a  perfpec^.ive  of  the  kitchen.  Our 
bcd-cliamber  (the  arriva-  of  other 
fjompany  had  deprived  us  of  fepa- 
rate  rooms)  partook  of  the  fame 
neatnefs  and  fimplicity ;  and  we 
awoke  in  the  morning,  much  more 
refrefhed,  and  better  Satisfied,  than 
the  firft  appearances  had  promifed, 
the  preceding  evening. 

•*  No  horfe,— or,  to  elevate  the 
fimile  as  much  as  poffible,  when  I 
compare  myfelftoa  beaft  of  har- 
den,—no  mettlefomc  courier,  could 
tcel  more  indignant  terror  on  his 
foff-.ts,  upon  being  forced  into  t"he 
ftop  of  a  rude-handed  farrier,  than 
yras  felt  by  your  humble  fervant, 
upoivhis  being  urged  by  necelfity 
into  this  Wirthihaus  ^  and  fo^  a  ii- 


miJar  reafon,— >iironi  theapprehen* 
fions  of  rough  treatment  within.  I 
recoile^ed  £ofe  miferable  inns  in 
Weftphalia, 

If  inns  the}'  could  be  called  thai  ions  17 ere 
sot — 

into  which  my  waggon-fliakm 
bones  entered  in  hopes  of  reft  and 
refrefbment,  but  returned  wiihoct 
cither. 

Thefe  are  termed  Scheueren,  or 
barnSj\vhererationaIs and  irrationals 
men,  women,  and  children,  with  gU 
their  live  ftock,  dwell  under  one  rocf^ 
and  in  the  fame  apahment,  Thr  'a- 
mily  occwpy  the  extreme  part  of  ihc 
building,   at  the   greateft    diftancc 
from    tiie   door,  which    is  moftly 
at  the  gable-end  ;  horCrs,  milch  cow?^ 
and  oxen,  are  ranf;ed  on  the  right 
and    left,    towards    the    enTance; 
hogs  and  poultry  take  pofle^ion  of 
the  middle  fpace.     In  confequencc 
of  tills  difpofition,  the  hearth,   or 
fire-place  Is  very  remote  from  the 
door;  and   the  fmoke,     which  is 
moftly  of  oak-wood,    finding   no 
chimney,  or  immediate  vent,  col- 
lefting  in  ample  ringlets  in  the  up- 
per regions,  is  ditful'ed  in  copious 
ftreams   over  the  whole  building, 
and  its  fuperabundancc   eficapcs  ar 
the  barn-door.     At  once  to  form  a 
beneficial  ftreatn,   and  to  facilitate 
its  pafTage,  a  large  rffieaing-boan^ 
is    placed    perpendicularly    above 
,the  fire  placr,  at  fuch  a  due  height, 
that   it   prevents   the  fmoke  from 
colle£ling  among  the    beams  and 
rafters,  by  diffnfing  each  colnmn, 
as  it  rifes,  over  the  middle  region?. 
By  condefcending  to  compare  mv- 
felf  to  a  quadruped,  furely  I  have 
purchafed  a  right  to  compare  this 
machine  ^o  the  founding-bonrd  of 
a   pulpit,   which   it    refemblcs    in 
fliape  and  fize,  and  alfo  in  its  man- 
ner of  reverberating. 

*'  Some  of  thefe  Scheueren,  or 

barns,  have  a  fecondarv  apartment, 

ft  '  caUc^ 
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4Cftlfed  a  ftube,  or  i^overoom,  which 
is  wanned  by  a  ftore,  or  futuace, 
plaood  contiguous  to  ^  wall,  and  * 
generally  heated  from  without,  by 
an  opeuing  in  the  partition  wall ; 
fo  that  the,  ur  in  the  apartmeot  has 
no  accefs  to  the  fuel,  but  receives 
a  clofc,  fultry,  and  unwholefome 
heat,    £ront    the  accumulation  of 
ignited   particles,    which  have  no 
proper  vent,     Thefc  machines  are 
Called  ovens ;  a  generic  term  that 
we  have  appropriated  to  a  particu- 
lar ipecies  of  furnace,  to  which  th« 
moft  common    ones  in  Germany 
bear    a  clofe  refemblancc.      The 
ovens  of  the  rich  and  great  are  very 
elegant,    confiding    of    caft-iron, 
highly  ornamented  with  figures  in 
relief,  or  cafed  witi\  valuable  Saxoi^ 
china.  In  large  and  fpagious  apart- 
ments, thefe  ovens  may  be  ufeful 
and  neceflary  ;    but,  in  thefe  fmall 
ihibes,  they  yield  an  imp\ne  and 
fuffocating  heat.     They  appear  to 
me  the  .chief  caufts  of  thofc  pul- 
monary complaints  that  are  fo  fre- 
quent in  Geripany,  as  well  as  in 
England,  where  you  ftudy  fo  much 
the  luxui*y  of  warm  apartments ; 
wJiile  they  are  fcarcely  known  in 
Holland,  where  the  rooms  are  much 
more  lofty,  fires  are   lefs   violent, 
and  the  inhabitants  warmer  clad  ; 
£o  that  they   are  happily  exempt 
from  the  ill.  ctlc&s  attending  the 
iudd^  change  of  atmofphere. 
"  The  filtlij  which  mu  ft  accuTiulate 
in  great  abundance  in  fo  large  a  fa- 
mily,  is  formed  into,  a  dimg-luU 
planted    immediately     before    the 
door.    All  the  villages,    therefore, 
AS    they    abound     with    farmers,' 
aboimd  with  thefe  mountains ;  the 
infufion  of  which,  in  a  rainy  fea- 
ibn,  fl(nvs,  in  copious  ftreams^  a- 
iong  the  ftreets,    and   necefiitate* 
thoUr  iuhabitants  that  are  above  ab- 
je^  poverty  to  ufe  boots*  .  May 


we  not  trace  the  modern  fafiiion,  in 
yonr  men  of  fafiiion,  of  wearing 
morning  boots  in  clean  fireets,  itp 
to  this  iburce  ?  As  thus, — Engliih 
officers,  in  their  frequent  Germam 
campaigns,  were  under  a  ntcettitf 
of  imitating  the  German  officers, 
and  perpetually  encafing  their  iegt 
/e  defendendo^  until  they  acquirod 
the  habit;  and,  upon  their  return  , 
to  their  native  foil,  they  gave  the 
ton  to  thofe  gentry  who  are  fo  fond 
oi  following  the  example  of  the 
military,  in  every  thing  but  in  ex-, 
poiing  their  lives  for  the  good  of 
theircountry.I  propofetkis,  mcnXj 
as  a  conjecture  tn  paJfant.-^Whxt 
I  am  about  to  advance,  is  muck 
more  important,  and  is  founded  on 
a  minute  attention  to  caufe  and  ef- 
fe^,  for  which  I  claim  a  double  por- 
tion of  honour* 

Fells  qui  potuit  rcmm  cognofi:erc  caufat* 
,  **  Although  it  is  my  phyficaland^ 
roctaphyfical  creed,  that  every  dif- 
covery,  and  every  fpeculation,  ha9 
beenor  willbcufeful,yet  Iwillmain** 
tain,  that  the  above  axiom  is,  in  \t» 
felf,  as  applicable  to  inveftigating 
the  fnperior  flavour  of  a  Weftpha- 
Ita  (lam,  as  the  creation  of  worlds  ; 
nay,  in  my  own  opinion,  I  have 
made  the  better  choice,  if  utility 
be  the  prime  obje^Jt  of  Our  ftndy»* 
Befides,  it  will  certainly  be  much' 
more  in  our  power  tp  b^  fmokera* 
df  the  one,  than  builders  of  the. 
other  ;  for,  did  we  know  the  prin- 
ciples of  world-making  ever  fo  well^ 
it  would  be  extremely  difficult  for 
us  to  gather  together  a  fufficient 
quantity  of  materials,  or  to  find  a» 
fiflgle  fpct  of  terra  ftrma,  on  which 
to  commence  our  operations ; 
whereas,  fmoking  of  hams  is  a  pro*' 
ccfs  equal  to  the  capacity  of  eveiy 
one  who  is  capable  of  eating  them^ 
and  who  will,  have  reafon.to  Ift**^ 
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ment  his  ignorance,  as  often  as  h!s 
bcft  endeavours  are  not  rewarded 
With  the  requifite  flavour. 
'  **Thc  fupcrior  exeellcnce  of  a 
Weiiphalia  ham  to  every  othef,— 
that  Epicurean  gout  which  gives 
them  « decided  preference,— is,  in 
(  a  great  mcafure,  to  be  afcribcd  to 
the  conflru6lion  of  thefe  Scheueren, 
and  to  their  being  without  chim- 
neys. The  hams  are  fufpended  in  the 
thickeft'  part  of  this  ftream,  or  cur- 
^rent  of  fmoke,  a  few  yards  from 
the  board  by  which  it  has  been  re- 
pelled:— ^Thus  they  are  conftantly 
expofed  to  a  fufi^ufion  of  an  a^rid 
anti-putrefcent  principle  ;  for,  it  is 
well  known,  that  the  imoke  of  oak- 
wood  is  more  penetrating  and  anti- 
putrcfcent  than  that  of  any  other 
'fuel ;  and  this  principle  is  conflant- 
ly  operating,  without  being  ap- 
plied in  that  degree  of  heat  which 
produces  rancidity,  as  is  the  cafe 
withallyour  chimney-fmoked  hams. 

This  I  take  be  the  immediate, 
9r  the  proximate  caufe  of  more  ex- 
cellent fumigation.  But  I  imagine 
aJfo,  that  there  arc  pre-dilpofing 
caufes,  refpeding  the  lubjed 
imoked,  which  operate  more  fre- 
quently in  this  country,  than  in 
any  other  ham-creating- region. 

*^  The  fwine  are  permitted  to 
Wander  at  large,  and  to  frequent 
woods  that  abound  with  acorns ; 
and  they  fatten,-  while  they  are  en- 
joying all  the  benefits  of  air  and 
motion,  which  render  their  flefli 
'  firm,  healthy,  and  nutritive;  nor 
is  the  covering  of  fat  fo  exceffive 
and  oleaginous  as  when  the  animals 
are  fupported  upon  very  fcanty 
fare,  the  greater  part  of  their  lives, 
and  gorged  with  a  fuperahundandf, 
the  fmall  remainder*  This  caufe 
operates  dur'ctitc  vita  :  another  takes 
plape  poji  obiium.  The  hams  are 
mjtit  expofed  to  this  fuffufion  of 


fmoke,  until,  by  being  pfaceij  5ri  % 
wamlandmoift  fituation,  tbcr  hav« 

'acquired  that  degree  of  fofinefa 
which  precedes  piitrcfedion.  Then 
they  are  duly  faltcd,  and  expofed  to 
the  current.  Put  thefc* rules  inia 
pra6lice,  my  good  fixi — and  I  hope^ 
fome  time  or  other,  to  enjoy  the 
benefit  csi  my  le<5lure. 

"  In  every  one  of  chefc  Weft* 
phalia  barns,  you  may  fee  an  in- 
credible quantity  of  bacon,  haiBs« 
breafts  and  hind-quarters  oif  duck3 
and  geefe,  expofed  lo  the  bene- 
ficial current,  partly  for  domeflic 
confumption,  and  partly  for  fale. 

"  I  was  furprifcd,  in  almoin 
every  village  through  which  1  pafT* 
ed,  at  the  number  and  fi2e  at  the 
flocks  of  geefe  and  ducks,  as  well 
as  the  quantity  of  other  potiltry,that 
crouded  the  ftreefs,  fo  as  frequent- 
ly to  obftruft  the  wheels  of  my  car- 
riage* Such  an  enviable  abund- 
ance of  proviiions,  and  the  coofe- 
quent  abundance  of  down,  and 
other  feathers,  is  the  natural  refult 
of  a  number  of  fmalj  farms,  whicir 
fupport  large  families,  and  render 
not  merely  the  neceffaries,  but  the 
delicacies  of  life,  plentiful  and 
cheap.  There  is  fcarcely  an  Infant 
in  a  cottage,  notwithftanding  their 
apparent  poverty,  that  does  not 
flcep,  in  the  winter  feafon,  between 
two  feather  beds ;  nor  is  there  the 
lead  danger  that  any  individual  be- 
ing (hould  ftarvc  with  hunger.  It 
is  true,  "  evil  communication  cor-^ 
rupts  good  manners  s"  the  owntr5^ 

'  of  thefe  Schcuereii  are  nearly  a9 
dirty  as  their  chief  (lock  fn  trader 
Their  ftyie  of  cookery  is  alfo  dif-^ 
gufiing,  and  their  bread  is  wretch^ 
cd. 

"  The  abundance    of    feathers* 

.  proceeds,  in  part,  from  the  uni-

•»  TT  TOIV>S  that  are  prccifcly 
VV  equivalent,  arc  rarely,  if  at 
aS,  to  be  met  with  in  any  language. 
Thofe  properly  called  A^nonymous 
exhibit  one  leading  circumftance 
in  which  they  all  agree,  and  one 
or  more  acceflbry  circumftances, 
in  which  they  differ.  When  the 
point  of  their  general  coincidence, 
tnd  the  grounds  of  their  particular 
diverfities,  are  clearly  afcertained, 
It  is  then  in  the  power  of  the  writer 
to  ufe  them  witli  propriety.  By 
the  aififtance  of  the  grammarian, 
lie  knows  which  to  adopt  and  which 
to  rejeft,  and  can  reconcile  embel- 
lifbment  with  accuracy  and  pre- 
cifion. 

"The  excellence  of  any  lan- 
ruage  may  in  a  great  meafure  be 
judged  of,  by  the  number  of  fyno- 
nymous  terms  that  belong  to  jt. 
A  multiplicity  of  them,  under  (kil- 
fiil  management,  creates  no  hurtful 
redundancy.  On  the  contrary,  it 
enables  every  author  of  tafte  to  ex- 
hibit his  thoughts  with  energy  and 
luilre.  For  the  moft  delicate  vari- 
ety of  fbadts  in  tlioi-ght^  he  is  fur- 
niflicd  with  a  correfponding  variety 
in  cxprcffion;  and  the  language  in 


which  he  conveys  his  idea,  be- 
comes a  complete  picture  of  the 
idea  itfelf. 

**  The  author  of  this  eflay  j$  ab»D- 
danfly  fcnfible,  that  though  tht 
Latin  tongue  prefents  many  clai&s 
of  fynonymous  terms,  yet  to  carch 
the  circum (lance  on  which  \kas 
differences  reil,  is  no  eafy  matter, 
and  may  often  leave  room  for  di- 
v^rfity  of  opinion.  After  a  c«rcful 
examination  of  the  claffical  writers, 
he  fufpe^  if  will  be  found,  that  in 
the  glow  of  compoiition,  the  ftri^di- 
ftindHons  between  fuch  words  have 
not  been  always  attended  to,  and  that 
the  pureft  writers  haveoccaiionaHy 
deviated  from  the  (landard  which 
their  general  practice  had  efta- 
blidted.  Still,  however,  he  appiv« 
hends,  that  there  is  room  for  a  cri- 
tical and  fcientific  difcuffion  of 
the  Latin  fynonymous  tenns*  As 
this  is  a  fubje6l  to  which,  ia  the 
line  of  hh  profeflion,  he  was  led  to 
give  particular  attention,  and  as  he 
confiders  it  to  be  of  no  fmail  im^ 
portance  to  thofe  who  wifli  to  dif- 
criminate  the  flighteft  violation  of 
purity  in  the  Roman  language^  he 
has  made  a  veiy  large  coUe^ion 
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•f  its  fynonymous  words,  with*  re- 
marks upon  them.  The  following 
ijpecinien  of  the  inftances  he  has 
colle^ed,  he  fubmits^  with  much 
diffidence,  t6  tins  learned  fociety. 

**  Rcgarey  fetere^  fofiulare^  fof- 
cereyflaritare,  agree  in  denoting  the 
expreffion  of  a  deiire  to  obtain 
fomethineBot  pofleiSNl,  b«t  differ 
in  refped  to.  the  urgency  with 
which  this  defire  is  announced. 
They  are  all  diftinguiihed  from  the 
verbft  Citper€^  and  •ptare^  which, 
though  ^ot  equivalent^  fuppofe, 
like  them,  the  exigence  of  de^re, 
but  no^the  expreffion  of  it,  with  a 
view  to  its  being  fulfilled. 

**  The  power  of  the  verb  rogare 
extends  no  farther  than  to  the  fimple 
'intimation  of  defire.  By  means  of 
it,  a  want  is  fbggefted  to  theperfon 
addrefiM,  of  which  he  was  before 
ignorant,  and  both  he  and  his  peti- 
tioner are  fuppofed  confcious,*  that 
compliance  with  the  requeft  muft 
be  voluntary  ^nd  theefiPea  of  gc^od- 
will.  •«  Mofeibim  verbum  ell,  et 
onerofum,  et  demiflb  vultu  dicen- 
dum,  fw^tf.*'— «*  Malo  emerc  quam 
Tfgmre,** 

"  He  who  propofed  a  law  in  the 
Roman  conditia,  and  was  then  faid 
rogare  legem^  prefented  his  requeft 
rcipedfuUy,  and  left  it  to  the  af- 
fembly  to  judge  as  to  the  expedi- 
ency of  granting  it. 

"  Pet€r€  differs  from  regare^  in 
fappofing  a  certain  difficulty  in 
coming  at  the  objed  defired,  and  a 
greater  degree  of  keennefs  upon  the 
part  of  the  pctidoner.  ♦•  Ad  te 
confupmus,  a  te  opem  petimus.'* 
"  Cum  a  me  peteret  et  fumme  con- 
tenderei,  ut  propinquum  fuum  dc- 
fcnderem."—"  id  fibi  ut  doitaret, 
rogare  et  vehementer  petgre  coepit.** 
In  the  laft  example,  the  verbs  rogare 
and  petefe  are  evidently  contraued. 
The  latter  denotes  a  degree  of  zeal

upon  the  part  of  the  perfon  who 
afics,  wliich  the  former  does  not. 

**  The  definition  now  given  of 
petere  does  not  correfpond  with  that 

fiven  by  Sefvius.  **  Petere^  fays 
e,  "  eft  cum  aliquid  humilitcr,  et 
cum  precibus,  poiiulamus."  With 
all  the  refpe6t  due  to  fo  great  a. 
critic,  it  may  be  urged,  that  this 
power  of  petere  is  not  to  be,  dif- 
cerned  in  the  verb  when  takep  by 
itfelf,  though  it  may  be  exprefled  by 
words  with  which  it  b  occafionally 
accompanied.  Thus  Caefar,  De 
Bello  GallicQy  fays,  **  Suppiiciterque 
locuti,flentespacem/^/^j?rti/."  "Pu- 
eri  mulierefque,  paffis  manibus,  pa- 
cem  ab  Romanis  petiefunt"  No- 
thing in  either  of  thofe  inftances 
Serves  to  prove,  that  the  keennefs 
of  the  petitioner,  which  marks  the 
verb,  may  not  exift,  independently 
of  the  manner  in  which  the  requeft 
is  prefented.  The  manner  is  in 
hA  exprelTed  by  thoff^  terms  that 
happen  to  be  adjun6^s  to  the  verb. 

**  Petere,  from  the  Greek  v^b 
«rrrnr,  ferrij  velare,  Ihews  its  native 
force  in  fuch  derivatives  as  impetui 
^nd  prtepis,-  It  feems  to  have  ori* 
ginally  expreifed  an  effort  to  come 
at  obje^s  not  within  reach,  and  to 
have  been  transferred  from  mate* 
rial  objefts  to  inte]le6^ual  concep- 
tions. Its  primitive  power  appears 
in  fuch  inftances  as  the  two  fol« 
lowing :  ^  Sciebam  Catllinam  npn 
latus  aut  ventrem,  fed  caput  et 
collum  petere  folere." — "  Malo  me 
Galatea /tf///,  lafciva  puella."i 

"  The  power  of  petere,  thus  li- 
mited, appears  to  have  been  after- 
wards extended,  fo  as  to  exprefs  a 
defire,  accompanied  with  an  effort 
to  obtain  any  object  whatever ;  and 
thus  the  original  idea  of  bodily  ex- 
ertion was  loft  in  that  of  the  eager- 
nefs  of  any  purfuit.  Candidates 
for  offices  at  Rome  were  faid  petere 
G  magif* 
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magijiraius\  and  from  a  ffjofe  of 
the  value,  a$  well  at  of  tbp  difficulty 
of  at>raining  the  objcft,  they  wore 
Iceen  in  the  purfuit  of  it. 

«<  From  a  paiTage  in  Horace,  it 
fiiould  feem,  that  any  meaos  for

It 
were>abfurd  to  fuppofe,  that  the 
emperor,  who  podefCsd  the  power 
ci  compuifion,  would  ever  ftoop  to 
beg  the  favour,  according  to  oer- 
viusi,  «*  humiliter  et  cum  precibus.'*- 

«  fujtnl^e  differs  from  p€ter9y  in 
as  far  as  it  fuggefts  neither  kecn- 
nefs  nor  difficulty  in  the  acquifition 
of  the  objed.  Befides  the  fenti* 
roent  of  d«fire  which  is  common 
to  all  the  five  verbs  compared,  the 
idea  of  claim,  which  is  manifeftly 
not  inherent  in  either  of  the  two 
former,  is  eflcntial  to ^Wtfr^,  Upon 
a  proper  limitation  of  this  claims 
however,  a  due  apprehenfion  of  the 
power  of  the  verb  depends. 

«  The  diftinftive  cbaraftcr  of 
poftulare  feems  to  reft- on  the  ac- 
knowledged reafonablcnefs  of  that 
•which  is  demanded.  "  Geometrae 
folent  non  omnia  docere,  fed  po/iw 
lave  ut  quaedam  (ibi  conccdantur, 
quo  faciiius  qua?  velint  explicenC.*' 
When  geometers  require  any  con- 
ceit on  of  thofe  they  are  about  to 
inftruA,  they  appeal  to  their  reafon, 
and  tacitly  bind  thcmfclves  to  allow 
thc.-validity  of  that  which  they  re- 
quire. The  axiom  again,  which 
is  an  undeniable  principle,  carrying 
with  itfelf  its  own  proof,  is  not  to 


be  confounded  with  the  pofialate 
or  ontreatKd  nuudn».  Other  P^ikn 
ippjierS)  as  well  as  mathcBEHtkiaas, 
^bliib  poftulMes,  though  oiten 
in  terms  .kif  definite^  and  of  coc/le 
ifunr  readily  miftakdu  ^<U.I>iir.e 
igituf  hoc»  Pomponit  dcovvm  iia- 
mortalium  vi,-«atura,  ratioAC.  na* 
tiuam  earn  regi?

^  It  appears  from  Quintiis  Cor- 
tius>  chat  the  infoknce  of  Danaa, 
after  a  fevere  defeat,  proroked  Akx« 
ander.  He  not  onhr  took  to  Jam. 
fclf  the  appellation  of  ldng«-wiilx- 
out  giving  it  to  his  conqnemrf  bat 
preiented  his  reqiicAs  in  terms  tint 
became  not  his  fituadoil*  The  fail- 
torian  of  Alexander  accordiagiy 
fays,  <^  PofiuMai  aatem  magis  qoaa

in  fuppoiing,  that  the  petkioaer 
has  a  claim  to  liave  hn  irqneft 
granted;  but  it  befides  deootts, 
that  he  himfelf  is  entitled  to  judge 
as  to  the  validity  of  that  claxm, 
without  regard  to  tbe  opinion  of 
the  perfon  requeued,  or  to  the  ac* 
knowledged  equity  of  the  demand. 
7hus  Ciceto,  fiiys,  •^  ^femo  tim 
audax  qui  prfecrtt^  neano  tam  impn- 
dens  qui  poftuhtret,^*  The  pointed 
oppoution  made  here  by  the  txator 
between  the  two  verbs,  (liews  dear* 
ly  the  meaning  alfixed  by  him  to 
each*  Impudence,  he  telb  as  ia 
the  laft  claufe,  or  a-  coatempt  for 
the  opinioii  of  the  world,  vfho 
9'  vould 
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vould  jwdge  a«  to^he  propriety  of 
he  demand,  is  all  that  wotlid  be 
leedful  for  enabling  the  petitioner 
:o  prcfent  it  in  the  for*  denoted  by 
t^jiulare*  With  regard  t©  fcfcerej 
liowcver,  the  cafe  13  different.  A 
fentiment  of  courage  is  fuppofed 
needfiil,  when  a  petition,  implying 
the  violation  of  iome  private  right, 
was  to  be  prefented.  A  matter  of 
favour  would,  with  an  unbecoming 
botdnef^  have  beei\  held  forth  as  a 
matter  of  ri<;^ht,  fo  that  the  perfon 
requeftcd  might  rejedfc  the  petition, 
as  being  an  infult  to  himfelf. 

♦*  The  definition  given  by  Varro 
oif^fcere  ftems  perfe£^Iy  jull',  ex- 
cept only  in  as  nuras  a  compound 
is  prepofteroufly  taken  to  (late  the 
power  of  the  verb  itfcif*  "  Pof- 
tere,"  fays  he,  *•  eft  quoties  aliquid 
pro  mofito  noftro  depofcimu^/' 
Ihd  the^^critic  taken  the  t^'ouble 
previoufljKto  define  *♦  depoifcere,'- 
we  ih&M  have  been  at  np  lofs  to 
underftand  his  account  of  the  iim- 
pie  verb.  His  definition  appears 
to  be,  in  other  refpeAs,  complete, 
as  he  fVippofes  the  petitioner  pof« 
fcfled  of  the  power  of  meafdring 
the  extent'Of  what  he  ftyks  *^  me- 
ritum." 

"  The  different  ufes  of  the  verb 
^fiere  tmy  he  all. reconciled  with 
the  defimtion  now  given,  when  it 
is  applied  to  tke  intercourfe  that 
takes  place  between  man  and  mail. 
In  its  application,  however,  to  thofe 
petitions  that  were  prefented  by 
the  ancients  to  their  gods,  its  power 
becomes  -more  myilerious*  The 
idea  of  right  is  not  eafily  reconciled 
with  that  jof  fupplication  ;^  fo  that, 
according  to  the  definition  given 
of  the  verb,  thofe  whp  were  faid 
p9/cere  deos  veniam^  might  well  be 
accufed  of  profanenefs. 

**  In  order  to  obviate  this.feem- 
ing  objedion,  it  mufl  be  remem- 
bered|  that  a  dlffereAce  of  opinion 


fefpefting  the  fame  aft  in  any  two 
countries,  may  very  naturally  pro- 
duce a  difference  in  the  intcrpre* 
tation  of  thofe  words  that  are  ex- 
preflive  of  this  aft  in  each.  Un- 
defined terms  have  in  this  way  be- 
come a  fruitful  fource  of  contro- 
verfy  in  matters  both  civil  and  re- 
ligious; and  even  the  fcience  of 
grammar  has  fuffered  by  thofe  in- 
accuracies of  expreflion,  which  it 
profefTes  to  remedy  in  all  other  fub- 
jefts.  The  religious  fentiments  of 
the  Romans  were  by  no  means  re- 
fined. Vows  were  prefented  as 
bribes  to  their  deities^  into  whofe 
car  they  whifpered  petitions,  which 
they  were  alhamed  to  acknowledge 
in  the  face  of  the  world.  ♦*  Tur- 
piifima  vota  diis  infufutrant;  & 
quis  admoverit  aurem,  conticef. 
cent,  et  quod  fcire  hominem  nolunt 
deo  narrant*'*  The  prayer  of  fuch 
worfliippers,  then,  was  a  matter  of 
traffic,  not  an  aft  of  devotioiu 
That  difinterefted  bcr«2volence,  in 
reliance  upon  which  more  pious 
fupplicants  prefent  their  requeils^ 
was  none  or  the  attributes  of  the 
Roman  deity.  The  humiliation  of 
the  devotee  was  in  his'  own  eyes 
an  article  of  merit ;  and  he  left  the 
altar  on  which  he  had  laid  his  of* 
ferinr,  feeling  the  obligation  im- 
pofed  on  that  being  to  whom  it 
was  prefented.

As  means, 
leading  to  an  end,  it  neceflarily  pre* 
ceded  the  claim,  and  was  the  foun- 
dation on  which  it  was  built. 
.  "  The  fame  notions  refpefting 
vows  prevailed  among  the  Greeks, 
as  well  as  the  Romans.  In  the 
prayer  of  the  prieil  who  had  been 
affronted  by  Agameknnon,  the  Gre^ 
ciao  bard  makes  him  ilate  his  claim 
^  to  be  heard  in  the  moft  exprefs 
terms.

•*  Flagttare  differs  from  pojhlare^ 
and  agrees  with  pofcere^  in  luppof- 
ing  the  juftnefs  of  the  privilege  af- 
fvmed  by  the  petitioner,  of  judging 
as  to  his  own  claim.  Its  power, 
however,  is  more  extenfive  than 
that  of  fofctrty  becaufe  to  the  idea 
of  being  the  judgfe*  of  the  validity 
of  bis  right,  it  fuperadds  that  of  ci- 
feSing  his  ]()urpofe  by  fuch  means 
as  he  reckons  fit  for  doing  fo.  In 
thofc  means,  at  the  fame  time,  there 
may  be  a  confiderable  variety.  The 
petitioner  may  either  diifarefs  the 
perfon  rcquefted  with  incefTant  im- 
portunity, or  he  may  threaten  ven- 
geance, if  the  claim  which  he  feels 
fiimfelf  entitled  to  enforce  is  not 
fai$lled.  That  fiagiiare  has  more 
power  than  rogarc  and  p^Jtidme^  ap« 
pears  from  the  two  folbwing  fen«

*♦  In  the  oration  of  Cicero  for 
Plan'cius,  he  calls  upon  Latcreniis 
to  fpecify  his  charge,  and  to  men- 
tion any  one  tribe  that  his  friend 
had  corrupted  in  his  competition 
for  the  aedileiliip.  .  *f  Etiaro  atque 
etiam  infto  atque  urgeo,  inf<^or, 

?fcJ  atque  adeo  flagito  crimen." 
here  is  evidently  a  climax  in  the 
fivt  verbs  that  corapofc  this  fen- 
tence,  and  the  gradation  is  very 
happily  fupported.  By  means  of 
^^^r^,  the  orator  nukes  a  requiCtion 
in  behalf  of  his  client^  of  the  juilice 
of  which  he  had  a  right  to  judge  : 
and  by  the  public  manner  in  which 
this  requiiition  was  made,  he  vir- 
tually threatens  him  with  the  pe. 
nalties  of  law,  if  it  was  not  com- 
plied with ;  which  laft  conception 
is  involved  in  the  wtrh  flagitare* 

**  Aufonius  Popma  defines  this 
verb  very  properly,  **  Vehementcr 
et  plerumque  cum  ftrepitu  ct  con- 
vicio  pofcfTcJ*^

'by  the  hiftorian  in  this  defcriptioil, 
will  pleafe  the  more,  the  longer  it  is 
contemjAtted.  He  not  only  de- 
lights bis  reader  by  an  el^nt  and 
maftcrly  difcriihination  of  the  ra^ 
nous  fentiments  then  prevalent  in 
the  nninds  of  Otho  and  his  follow^ 
ersy  but  fiirnifhes  him  alfo  with 
fonoe  curious  grammatical  fafts, 
which  few  other  writers  had  Inge- 
nuity  to  perceive. 

"  Docere,  erudire^  in/tifuere^  im^ 
huercy  agree  in  denoting  a  change 
producira  upon  the  niind  by  com- 
munication from  others,  but  diiFer' 
in  refpeft,  either  to  the  ftate  of 
that  mind  to  which  the  communi- 
cation is  made,  or  to  the  means  em- 
ployed in  making  it.  Docere^  which, 
according  to  Varro,  comes  from  do^ 
iignifies  to  give  information  to  thofe 
who  need  it,  without  reference  to 
their  previous  knowledge,  and  is  a, 
correlative  term  in  refpeft  to  iif-^ 
c€re.  Thus,  Seneca  fays,  «  Homines . 
dum  docent^  difcufU^^^^^  Itaquenbli 
facile  eft  invenire  qui,  quod  fciat 
ipfe,  ^iteri  non  tradat.  Ita  non 
folum  ad  difccndum^vQp^n£\  fumus, 
verum  eti^in  ad  dacendum.^:^  That- 
docereM  applicable  to  all  who  re- 
ceive inftru ftion,  whether  ignoran^' 
or  in  a  jcertain  degree  previoufly 
inllrucf^ed,  appears  from  tne  follow* 
ing  paflages:  «  Quid  nunc  te  Afi-* 
ne  literas  doceamf  non  opus  eft- 
verbis  ^li  fuliibijs,?' 


^tioae*  h&kftagharentur\  cujus  ill! 
diem  n9Adam,  veniiTe  dicerent,  .Cac-

The  requeft  made  by  the  foldiers, 
in  order  to  obtain  their  pay  before 
it  was  due,  was  very  different  from 
that  made  to  Csejlar  in  order  to  have 
the  matter' fettled, 

"  There  is  a  pafTage  in  Tacitus, 
in  whi^h  the  three  laft  of  the  five 
verbs  confidered  are  fo  place4»  th*t 
the  meaning  of  each  is  very  ele- 
gantly and  decifi veW  brought  forth. 
The  niftbrjan  is  dewribiiig  the  fen- 
timents both  of  Otho  and  of  the 
arnriy  at  Bedri^cum,  which  he  had 
left  juft  before  the  engagement  that 
\i^as  to  decide  the  conteft  between 
iiim  and  Vitellius.  "  Ibi  de  pra^lio 
dulntatum;  Othone  per  litcras^a- 
gitante  ut  maturarent ;  militibus  ut 
imperator  pugnae  adeflet  pofcentibus ; 
plerique  copias  trans  Padum  agen- 
tes  acci^i  poftulahant**  By  forming 
this  anticlimax,  Tacitus  gives  in- 
formation to  the  grammarian  which 
is  worthy  of  his  attention.  The 
terms  of  the  emperor's  mcflage,  in 
VfYiichJlagiiare  is  ufed,  are  fxprcf- 
fiveof  his  amhorijty,  and  intimate 
the  danger  of  not  complying  with 
his  requeft.  Thofe  which  announce 
the  fentiments  of  the  foldiers,  by 
means  Qi  pofcere,  are  expreflive  of 
no  unbecoming  menace  towards 
their  commander,  but  make  the  ful- 
filment of  their  right  to  be  led  on 
to  battle  by  bira,  the  condition  of 
their  obedience.  Many,  ^gain, 
whofe  requeft  is  announced  by  pojfi 
tulare,  fuggeft  a  reafonaBIe  claim, 
in  which  there  is  not  even  the  flia- 
dow  of  contumacy.  They  are  vlrill- 
ing  to  obey  the  orders  of  thdr 
commander  with  all  prudent  difl 
patch,  and  even  in  his  abfence, 
and  they  require  a  reinforcement, 
not  as  a  right,  but  v  the  means  of 
doing  jiLi  ft  ice  to  their  owh  courage, 
and  to  the  caufe  which  they  had

When  the  Romans  ufed  il\^  phrafe 
Jui  Mlncrvam^  the  cooftrut^hon  was 
to  bfj  completed  .by  doc^ir^  not  6y 
trudircf  They  only  ftdraitted  in  idea 
the.  poUibiiity^of  adding  one  or  a 
few  fa6ts  tb  the  (lock  of  know-^ 
ledge,  pofTelTed  by  the  goddefs  of 
learning.

SaHirft  fays  of  Sylla,  that  he  was

pounded expreilioit  will  bear  to  be 
analyfad.  The  participle,  it  ihould 
ieem,  denotes,  that  he  had  been  le* 
gulariy  inih-u6ted  in  Greek  and  Ro- 
man lite^ture,  and  the  adverb,  that 
t;he  floc^c  of  his  knowledge  was 
Aich,  that  few,  if  any,  were  able  to 
add  to  it.  ^

in  which  erudfr4  (igniiies  to  ii|fonn 
as  to  an  event,  which  dvcer^  does 
often.  "  Obviae  rgdhi  velira  fint 
literse  tuxj  qusr  me  irmdiam  de  6m- 
ni  republica,  ne  hofpes  plane  ve< 
niam,."

Ailment  of  pi^eparatory  fentimenta 
before  any'leflbn  w^s  given^  as  ia«. 
volved  in  the  verb  iuftituere*  . 

^^^fmbuere  does  not  always. fmply, 
the  complete  abfence  of  informatioa 
on  any  fubjeft,  but  it  uniformly 
implies  an  effect  produced  as  the 
means  tchdifig  to  future  improve* 
ment.  •'  Sin  fit  is  qui  et  do<^i;;in4 
mihi  liberalJter  injiltutusy  et  aliquo 
jam  imhufus  ufu/'  Inflitutus  here 
denotes,  that  a  good  foundation  had 
been  laid  upon  which,  the  fcholar's 


compound  denotes  the  comFnence- 
xnent  of  the  a^Uon  that  haH  been 
refolved  upon.

but  in  thefe  days  we  do  not  fay  a 

nan  drolls  upon    \i\s   neighbour's 

foible,  but  how  dr^ll  he  is  when 

he  fo  entertains  the  company.    I 

would  obfcrvc,  that  people  met  to- 

gether  on  purpofe  to  laugh,  and  to 

be  wantonly  or  idly  men y,  fhould 

at  lead  be  attentive  in  the  choice  of 

fubjeds  to  pxert  their  fency  upon; 

as  nothing  is  more  eafy  than  to  be 

comical^  if  the  imagination  U  per- 
mitted  to  excite  grotefque  images 

vpon  topics  particularly  grave,  and 

ntionally  ferious  :-^aod  I  trull  it 

is  for  that  very  reafon  thefe  Hroll 
frentlemen  commonly  choofe  thofe 
lubjelbs  for  ridicule— becaufe  the 
very  oppoficion  fufficcs  to  create 
the  merriment,  at  flight  ej^pence  of 
hiunour,  wit,  or  learning,  in  fuch 
talkers;  who  by  mere  knowjedo^e 
of  the  clear  obfcure  In  converfa- 
tion,.  force  out  ftropg  and  immedi- 
ate effea,  with  little  or  np  merit. — 
JLefs  innocent  and  hot  more  va- 
luable fo  thofe  that  exfel  in  letters, 
lifb  and  languages,  are  fuch  pre- 
tenders, than  is  the  Panorama 
viewed  by  painters— a  mere  decep- 
tion, ad  captandum  vulgus.  We 
muft  confeft,  however,  that  neither 
viiigftr  nor  elegant  nainds  are  di- 

"  verted  wirit  tbt  fame  kiiid  of  drgl- 


lety  in  different  countries, 
whatever    is    merely  .  cmucai  .  de- 
pends much   upon  the  .liabita  of 
life ;  and  the  famona  ftory  «£  la- 
lian  huinour  will  fcarce'nmke  an 
Englifli  reader  laugh  perhaps,  al- 
though it  is  a  fort  of  funding  joke 
with  them.    I  will  infert  it,  be- 
caufe  to  many  of  my  country  peo- 
|>le  it  may  poflibly  be  nem^^,  and  is 
cer^inly  the  falreu  fpecimen  of^0- 
tefque  nilanners  in  a  nation  that  ad- 
mits of    infinite  familiarity    from 
fervants  and  low  dependants^  fuch 
as  obtained  in  England  a  century 
a^o,   when  the    confequenccs  of 
fuch  kind  of  behaviour  were  not, 
as  they  would  now  be,  deftrudivc 
to  decorum,  and  ev'en  dangerous  to 
focicty,  *♦  A  nobie  Florentine,  then, 
.had  ordered  a  crane  for  dinner; 
but  his  cook's  fweetheart  coming 
in  hungry^  he  cut  off  a  leg  for  her, 
and  fent  the  bird  to  ubie  with  but 
one !  his  maftor  in  a  paflion  called 
him  up,  and  afked  If  cranes  had 
but  one  leg?  No,  iir,  replied  the 
fellow  with  great  prefence  of  mind, 
and   your    excellency    nevei    faw 
thofe  animals  with  too.     Did  I  ne< 
ver  indeed  }  faid  my  lord,  ftill  more 
provoked— order  the  carriage   to 
the     di»or    direAly.-^The-  open 
chaifc;  was  brought,  and  the  cook 
put  into  it  by  bis  mailer's  dlre&ion; 
who  feizing  tlie  reins,  drove  him 
to  the    neighbouring    lake    three 
miles  from  the  palace,  where  fiood 
numbers  of  cranes  by  the  water-

**  Ji  critically  applied  to  eilays, 
draraas,  &c«  are  nearly  but  not  ex- 
actly {yiionymous ;  for  a  thing  eo- 
micai  io  its  own  nature,  and  ieem* 
ingly  well  adapted  to  the  ilage,  will 
not  always  be  laughabU^  and  vice 
vcrla.      There  are  humorous  ftories 
told  every  day  in  company,  that, 
as  Shakfpeare  fays,  fet  the  ts^ble  in 
a  roar,    which  would    excite  no 
fytnpathy  of  mirth  in  an  audience 
flict  on  iet  purpofe  to  be  entertain- 
ed: nor  would  any  thing  appear 
half  fo  ludicrotfs  as  the   infeniibi- 
lity  of  pit,^  box,  and-  gallery  to  a 
tale  which,  told  to  any  ten  people 
there  at  fupper,  would  divert  theip. 
Laughing  depends  upon  a  thou- 
fand    minute   circumllances ;    and 
the    man  of   /tumorous  faculties  is 
never  half  as  fijre  of  making  thofe 
who  furround  him  laugh,  as  the  man 
of  wit  is  fure  to  make  them  all  ad- 
mire*    Wit  is  a  brilliant  quality, 
and  of  a  pofitive  nature ;  it  may  be 
traafiated  in  twenty  languages,  and 
lofe  but  little.;  but  foreigners  can 
with  difficulty  learn  to  laugh  with 
ts,  or  we  with  them. 
"  DoSor  Beattie  feems  to  have 
■  confound(?d  thefe  qualities  ftrange- 
ly,  and    feleds  paflages    as  /tumo- 
rous^, which  1.  think    purely  and 
per&^Iy  witty;  and  felei^s  from 
liudibras  tooi,  pf/U  books  perhaps 


the  mod  dazzling  wfth  fcintillant 
brightnefe.  I  ihould  as  foon  be 
tempted  to  laugh  over  Young^s 
poems  as  Butler's ;  -for  though  ri* 
dicule  and  far  ire 'provoke  admira^ 
tion,  and  we  all  agree  to  expi^fs  that 
admiration  by  laughidg,  it  Is  but  a 
company  laugh  at  laft,  called:  up  to 
ihew  that  we  underfiand  the  joke, 
but  IS  exprelTtve  of  no  mirths 
while  in  Goldfmith's  five  aiGt  farces 
you  are  .  momentarily  prefented 
with  fome  iiroil  mi  (lake,  fome  bur« 
lefque  image,  or  fome  luJicrous  fi« 
tuation,  which  affifled  by  the  ador 
forces  out  fudden  and  involuntary 
laughter  from  thejmofl  ferioufly  dn- 
po^d.  Whatever  appears  Ihidied 
cannot  be  /tumorous^  though  co^ 
mical  it  may  be  made  by  fiudy  cer- 
tainly ;  as  Swift  I  and  Congreve 
knew.  They  were  facetious  writ- 
ers in  the  trueft  fenfe  of  that  ciaf- 
fical  word ;  but  I  fee  more  humour 
in^  Johnny  Gilpin  than  in  all  Gal* 
liver's  Travels,  replete  as  they  are 
with  wit,  and  fatire,  and  raillery, 
aiid  malice.  Shakfpeare  meantime 
pofTelTes  the  true  power  over  his 
countrymen's  hearts,  who  never  at ' 
the  thoufandth  reprefentation  for- 
bear to  give  their  unequivocal 
ttilimony  to  his  various  powers, 
while  Lancelot  Gobbo  and  his 
whimtical  father  inilru^l  Baflanio 
on  his  way  to  mailer  Jew's;  or 
when  Elbow's  examination  before 
the  magiflrates  is  likely  (as  on«  of 
.  them  obfervcs)  to  outlaft  a  night 
in  Ruffia,  when  nights  are  longeft 
there.  The  difference  between  wit 
and  humour  is  bell  exemplified 
however  in  the  hiftorjcal  plays : 
where  we  find  FalftafF  always  witty, 
,  nor  can  diflrefs  at  laft  in  any  de- 
gree blunt  his  powers  of  calling  up 
comic  images,  and  combining  ^em 
with  facetious  pleafantry ;  but  mine 
hofiefs  difplays  pure,  naive  aii3  na* 
tive  hummr^  nor  can  any  thing  ex- 
ceed 
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cecd  htr  Jfd/l  UmpMcit^  in  the  ac- 
count fhe  giv«&  of  the  poor  knight's 
deaths  when  he  h  jgone,  urtiofe  fup* 
port  in  emery  fcene  often  took  our 
attention  awaj  frt>m  her  character 
i^admirably,  inconiparabiy,  a^  it  ia 
dravn.    Ben*  Johnfoii  has  not,  I 
fonichow  think,  received  his  due 
jmh  ior  htmcMT,      Learning  is  aii 
enemy  to  ineniment,  we  fancy ;  yet 
forely  the  laft  fcene  of  the  Alchy- 
tnifi/ which  to  every  other  perfec* 
fion  that  a  comic  drama  can  poiTefsi, 
adds    the  ludkroui  appearance  o^ 
the  gaping  neighboyrs,  apparently 
aU  wonderftruck  at  fight  of  what 
they  knew  peifefbly  well  before, , 
but  had  been  perfuaded  to  dilbe* 
lieve  againft  the  evidence  of  their 
4>wn  fen fes»  chained  down  by  the 
iiiipteior  genius  of  Jeremy  Butler 
— *is  an    afionifbing    performance 
«^iDgenioii9  and  fubtle  in  the  con- 
trirance^nd  gronping— yet  fo  truly 
natural,    pleafiint,    and    honeftly 
laiighable,  n6  powers  of  face  can 
SktM  tt:  and  when    I  fit    alone 
and  refrefh  my  memory  with  the 
efFe<^  that  play  had  upon  the  ftage 
is  Garrick's  time,  I  can  laugh  from 
jrecoile&ton  of  its  force.     Garrick 
indeed   knew  all  the  avenues  to 
Jaughter ;  and  had  fuch  extraordi- 
nary capacity  for  playful  images, 
and  light  gaiety,  that  the  words 
hdicrwf,    drollj    and    comical    can 
never    furely    be  pronounced    or 
written  without  exciting  tender  re- 
membrance of   him,  wbofc  plea- 
.gantry   made    our    lives    cheerful 
*— perhaps  even  at  the  cxpence  of 
bis  o^m."

"  Among  thefc  words  though 
analogy  may  be  found,  fynonymy

obfcrvc,  how  through  the  number, 
lefs   nnciffitudes^  in   nature   and   in 
life,  there  is  yet  le£s    real  ckangt 
than  fiuRuatkn  of  events,  lefs  tme 
divirfity  ^rhaps  than  unremarked 
revolution*     Even   in  the  rofiings 
of  that  fea  whence  the  third  fubftan- 
tive  upon  our  lift  is  derivefl,  I  have 
thought   there  was  not   A>    much 
mutability  as  a  light  obferver  would 
imagine.     The  fame  waves    pro- 
bably  for  many   years    wafh  the 
fame     coafts.— The     ihells     they 
leave    behind'  them    exhilMt    no 
varietfM    Fifli   of   the   fame    kiiid 
haunt  the  lame  fhores,  and  no  flight 
of  time  brings  turtle  to  the  bay  of 
Dublin,  o^  faimon  to  Genoa  ?— I 
mean,  not  in  fufiicient  quantity  to 
difprove  this  obfervation ;  for  now 
and   then   an   extraordinary  thing 
will  happen,  and  liying-fi{hes  from 
the  Pacific  Ocean  are  at  this  hour 
digginz  oat  of  a  mountain  near  Ve- 
rona, rennant  will  tell  U5,  that  the 
fame  fwallow  occupies   the  lame 
neft  every  year ;  and  Dr.  Johnfoo 
faid,  that  no  poet  could  invent  a 
feries  or  combinatiofi  of  incidents 
the  pra^cognita  of  which  might  not 
be  found  in  Homer ;  and  Aiouii 
we  claim  an  exception  or  two  in 
favour  of  Shakfpeare  and  Arioilo, 
thofe  exceptions  would  only  pro^;, 
the  rule. 

*«  Herfchel  informs  ui  that  all  na- 
txire's  works  are  rotatory  :  if  then 
each  ftar,  however  firmly  fiaed,  has 
in  itfelf  a  motion  round  its  own 
axis,  the  folid  contents  of  every 
fuch  globe  may  be  fuppofed  to  pair- 
ticipate  this  fpirit  of  rotation*  in 
our  own  we  fee  truth  and  error, 
land  and  fea,  fhifting  their  ftalrons

On  the  Difficulty  and  Dignity  of  Translation. 
[From  tlie  Second  Volume  of  the  Looker-on,  a  Periodical  Paper,]

Nor  will  he  leave  his  flcln,  until  he  drainR, 
Through  every  pore,  the  iiquur  of  his 
veins. 

*'  npHERE  is  no  better  proof 
X     of  the   difficulty  that  at- 
tends any  fpecies  of  compoCtion, 
than  theS<;arcity  of  fuccefsful  fpe- 
cimens  it  affords,  among  a  more 
than  common  multitude  of  trials. 
It  is  hard  to  point  out  an  indifputa- 
bly  good  tranilation  in  the  language ; 
whence  it  follows  that  no  mind  of 
ordinary:  mould  is  equal  to  the  per- 
formance, and  that,  to  accomplish 
the    talk,    fome    certain    quahties 
muft  confpire,    which    do  rarely 
operate  in  conjun^ion.    Why  men 
ihould  think  humbly  of  an  objef^, 
which  great  geniufes  have  thought 
not  unworthy  to  employ  them,  and 
on  which  original  talents  have  been 
tried  in  vain>  which,  in  the  literary 
•warfare  has  proved  too  Itronz  for 
the-Tnighty,    and  which,  circum- 
fcribed  as  its  limits  may  feem,  has 
held  otit  againftthofe  conquerors 
by  whom  greater  provinces  have 
been  fubdued,    it   is   not  eafy   to 
conceive,  unlefs  it  arife  from'  the 
envy  infpired  by  thofe  failures  in 
wigtnal    attempts,    which    derive 
fome  coiifolation  from  under-rat- 
ing the  glory  acquired  in  lefs  ar- 
duous wndertaWngs.'  They  are  bcft 


anfwered,  however,  by  a  feft  which 
contains  in  i;  *  fdmethiiig  a  little 
problematical:  there  nev'^r  was  A 
capital  tranfhtor  that '  was  defti- 
tute  of  original  powers,  while 
many  an  original  genius  is  with- 
out the  qualifications  of  a  tranflat-  . 
or. 

"  If  tranflation  were  nothing 
more  than  i  verbsil  exercife  of  the 
memory,  and  a  mechanical  accom- 
modation of  one  part  to  another; 
if  the  letter  alone,  and  not  the  fpi- 
rit,  were  concerned  ;  if  the  force  of 
a  'man*s  mind  exilled  leparately  in 
the  uordg,  and  not  in  their  combi- 
nation; and  if  the  fum  of  his 
meaning  were  always  to  be  pro- 
duced from  the  fame  denomina- 
tions ;  the  tranllator  might  fland  in 
the  middle,  between  the  maker  of 
an  index  and  the  compiler  of  a 
vocabulary :  but,  if  there  be  any 
intelleftual  c hem i dry  employed  in 
the  transhi/ion  of  thoughts  and 
images  from  one  language  into  an- 
other ;  if,  to  reprefent,  in  all  their 
vivacity,  the  pictures  wrought  in 
another's  imagination,  we  muft 
pofl'efs  all  the  correfponding  co^ 
lours  in  our  own ;  if^  it  be  Rcccf^ 
farary  to*  feel  nicely,  to  defcribe 
juftly;  if  we  muft  conceive  fully, 
to  copy  faithfully;— then  there  is 
a  -dignity  in  tranflation  above 
the  reach  of  common  men;  a  me- 
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fit  that  belohgs  to  it  bejoDd  what 
the  original  reDeds ;  a  merit  p^ii- 
tiarly  and  eminently  its  own ;  and 
a  mode  of  excellence  not  always 
within  the  grafp  of  original  ability. 

^  But  what  is  that  circumfUnce 
la  which'  coftHfts  the  fuperior 
diitcoky  of  tranflation ;  a  difficul- 
ty which  great  wits  and  accom- 
pMied  writers  hare  rarciy,  if  ever, 
lunnounted ;  and  before  which 
gcmos  itfelf  falls  often  proflrate, 
and  avows  its  imbecillity  ?  A  great- 
er felicity  of  invention,  or  power  of 
imaginatioh ;  a  greater  (kill  in  com- 
bining, or  JForce  in  colouring;  a 
greater  expanfion  of  thought,  or 
affluence  ot  materials,  it  cannot  re- 
quire  than  works  of  original  ge- 
nius:  to  thefe  belong  whatever 
holds  the  highefl  place  and  charac- 
ter in  .  the  order  of  intelledual 
endowments;  whatever  is  para- 
mount  and  princely  in  the  mind. 
In  whjjt  then  confifts  this  peculiar 
difficulty  of  tranflation  ?  Not  in  its 
concerns  with  the  gpnius  or  the 
judgment  Separately;  not  in  its 
claims  upon  the  imagination,  or  ?ts 
exercife  of  the  memory;  but  in 
tJiat  equal  tribute  it  exacts  from  all 
the  powers  of  the  intelleft,  in  that 
poilc  and  equilibrium  of  the  far 
culties  it  reqi^ires,  whjch  holds 
them  all  in  reciprocal  dependence; 
in  its  calls  for  genius,  but  genius 
yoked  to  difcretion;  .in  its  calls 
for  prudence,  but  prudence  in* 
formed  with  vivacity;  in  that  ri- 
gour of  its  demands,  which  requires 
an  alTemblage  of  qualities  that 
rarely  confpire,  which  requires  am- 
bition with  moderate  pretenfions, 
emulation  without  the  wi(h  to  fur- 
pafs,  freedom  tempered  with  re- 
ferve,  and  fpirit  excrcifed  to  for- 
bearance. 

**  This  fpeculative  difficulty  of 
tranflation  has  produced  thofe  de- 
fedls  in  pra6lice,  which  might  have 
rcafonably  been  expected.     In  its 


earlier  eflPorts,  we  behold  a  tamew 
nefs  and  fiprvility  which  difSlppoint 
ys  of  all  the  genius  of  the  original; 
by  its  idolatrous  adherence  tofomSs 
and  iVmbols,  it  loft  fight  of  the  true 
ohjcCTS  of  adoration — the  fpirit  and 
divinity  itfelf.  Of  this  chamber 
are  the  atten^>ts  of  Ben  Johnfon^ 
Hobbs,  Holiday  and  others.  Then 
followed  a  crowd  of  flovcnty  tranf- 
lators,  whofe  pride  feeme^  to  con- 
lift  in  familiariiing  their  originals, 
by  coarfe  and  ordinary  expreifions, 
content  with  a  ioofe  difplay  of  their 
nieaning,  without  caring  about  the 
quality  of  the  medium  tlurough 
which  their  fenfe  was  conveyed. 
Such  are  the  verfions  of  Echard 
and  L'Eflrange,  whofe  productions 
may  be  ftudied  with  advantage  hj^ 
thofe  whofe  bufinefs  is  with  the  vul- 
gar combinations  of  the  languagCy 
with  fordid  witticifmsand  proverbial 
buffoonery.  In  the  cohort  of  li- 
centious tranilators  who  followed, 
and  who  may  juflly  be  faid  to  be 
above  their  p'rofelhon,  Drj-den  ap- 
pears at  their  head.

To  tiut  bad  emiivencc 

**  f  ranchifed  by  npiture,  i^nd  en- 
dued with  that  grace  of  manner 
by  which  fome  men  are  privi- 
leged above  rules,  he  felt  that  he 
could  adventure  in  poetry  bej^ond 
any  other  writer  of  his  age.  Un- 
happily he  carried  this  habitual 
carclelTnefs  into  the  province  of 
tranflapon,  where  it  could  not  but 
work  confidcrable  mifchief,  and 
overthrow  the  very  principle  and 
purpofc  of  his  labours ;  where  it  was 
a  breach  of  literary  tnift,  and  a 
violation  of  that  faith  to  which  he 
pledged  himfelf  by  the  undcrtak- 
mg.  He  complains,  indeed,  of  the 
inlufficiencyotour  language,  which 
was  unable  to  fupply  what  the  ori- 
ginal ex^died  in  the  grace  and  iplea- 
dor  of  diftion ;  and  repines  at  the 
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difKcnlty  which  grew  upon  hifh^  of 
making  jiew  words  and  phrafcs,  to 
corrcfpond  with  the  unwearied  va- 
riety of  his  author's  language  :  but 
this  plea,  which  is  doubtful  as  far 
as  it  goe^y  can  never  excufe  his 
violations  of  that  iirft  and  funda- 
mental law  of  his  original,  which 
enjoined  an  unrelenting  leverily, 
and  an  uniform  elevation  of  ftyle. 

**  I  do  not  know  how  a  man  can 
reafonably  complain,  with  the  Pa- 
radife  hoh  in  his  hands,  of  the  want 
of  flrength,  or  variety,  or  majefty, 
in  our  language.  We  have  words 
in  abundance  for  high  and  low  oc- 
callbns,  for  grave  and  mirthful  to- 
pics ;  a  wardrobe  fiirnifhcd  for 
every  character,  whether  we  aft 
the  prince  or  the  mountebank,  the 
hero  or  the  harlecjuin ;  yet,  true  as 
this  obfervation  may  be  of  the  lan- 
guage in  general,  it  is  a  misfortune 
inherent, in  tranflation,  that  no  lan- 
guage can  hnnifli,  for  every  parti- 
cular pbrafe^  a  phrafe  of  corre- 
fponding  dignity;  for  every  par- 
ticular ^vord,  a  word  of  fimilar  en- 
ergy. Some  (entences  muft  una- 
voidably lofe  a  proportion  of  their 
value,  for  the  want  of  adequate  ex- 
preffions ;  and  the  force  of  a  paf- 
fage  muft  frequently  be  retiuccd  by 
MTords  of  inferior  found.  But  where 
there  is  a  prevailing  charafter  in 
the  original,  whatever  that  cha- 
ra£icr  may  be,  fuch  is  the  verfatile 
capability  of  our  languxige,  that  the 
Engliih  tranilator  is  inexcu fable 
if  he  fail  in  the  ultimate  refem- 
blance,  and  lofe  light  of  tiie  leading 
excellence  of  his  model. 
•  •*  Languages  are  not  always  in 
unifon,  and  their  chords  will  not 
always  afford  correfponding  eti^^cc^s 
of  found ;  «an  irremediable  dcfe^ 
attached  to  tranflation,  in  refpeft 
to  .(ingle  words,  which  no  arts  of 
combination  can  fupply,.  and  no 
fubfequent  compenfatious  redeem, 
t 


When  the  harafled  army  of  the 
Greeks,under  theconduft  of  Xeoo- 
phon,  after  innunrierabie  fufiering^ 
and  fatigues,  had  gained'the  heighta 
of  the  Carduchan  mountains,  Ihefea^ 
fuddenly  burfting  upon  their  view^ 

gave  them  a  profpcft  of  theif 
omes,  and,  in  a  moment,  filled 
their  hearts  with  a  thoufand  tender 
hopes  and  retolieftions ;  they  fair 
berore  them  the  fweet  reward  of  ail 
their  toils ;  and  already  theit  fan« 
qies  regaled  them  with  the  joyfal 
congratulations  of  their  wives^»  and  ' 
the  lifping  welcomes  of  their 
children :  **  0«x«t1«  !  BaXsrltt  !»>  broke 
involuntarily  from  the  lips  of  thofe 
who  were  foremoft,  And  the  found 
ran  increafing  from  the  van  of  the 
army  ;  prefeatly  thofe  who  were  be- 
hind took  it  up,  till  at  length  itfpread 
from  battalion  to  battalion,  till  it 
reached  the  ears  of  Xenophon,  who 
was  bringing  up  the  rear  of  bis 
troops.  Now  what  fort  of  %ure 
will  the  words,  <*  the  fea !  the  fca!'» 
make  in  place  of  '^  BmXctrlml  Baxtnlti  |>* 
Not  all  the  echoes  of  a  thoufiind 
hills,  or  the  union  of  a  million  of 
voices,  could  give  it  an  equal  ef« 
feft;  and  here  we  mult  confefs, 
that  there  is  no  force  of  mind  in 
the  tranflator,  which  can  com  pen- 
fate  for  the  defeft  in  his  language. 

"  But,  as  certain  words,  in  cer- 
tain languages,  have  founds  which 
cannot  be  imitsited,  fo  have  they 
meanings  which  cannot  be  trant- 
planted.  If  any  man  of  knowledge 
and  refearch,  equal  to  the  under- ^ 
taking,  were  to  let  himfelf  the  talk' 
of  coTlefting  thofe  words  in  differ- 
ent  languages^  which  are  moft  un- 
tranflatable  into  others  ;  the  adop- 
tioq  of  fuch  words,  infte^d  of  the 
multiplication  of  our  fyn'onymous 
terms,  might  be  a  real  accellion  of 
literary  wealth,  and,  by  faving  the 
nec-cliityof  circumlocutions,  would 
bring  with  it  very  material  advafn- 
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tages  in  rcfpeft  to  brevity  of  phrafe, 
and  fimplictty  of  cxpreflion.  In 
the  courfe  of  fuch  an  enquiry,  he 
would  often  hli  upon  very  pleafing 
difcoverie^  of  the  ftrong  connexion 
between  language  and  manners, 
and  might  difcern  through  this 
medium,'  many  of  the  diilingiii(h- 
ing  features  6f  ancient  and  modern 
tioMs,'  Thus  "  fentiment,"  is  a 
word  of  modern  origin,  and  ex- 
plains in  a  manner,  by  Its  date,  an 
effe6l  of  the  Gothic  inftitutions  of 
chivalry.  In  the  Latin  word  "  or- 
bitas^"  for  which  we  can  find  no 
correfponding  term,  we  perceive 
fome  intimation  of  the  conlequence 
and  immOnities  which  were  gained 
among  the  Romans  by  a  numerous 
progeny.  The  complexional  pe- 
culiarities of  the  Englifli  have  pro- 
duced a  variety  of  appropriate 
words,  fuch  as  "  comtortablc," 
•*  humour,*'  and  a  hundred  others ; 
of  which  quality  are,  **  appetif- 
£int,"  **  piquant,"  **  naivete,*' 
**  ennui,"  in  the  French. 

•*  But  it  is  not  in  fingle  words 
.  only,  that  one  language  bids  defi- 
ance to  another ;  they  are  as  often 
irrcconcileable  in  their  combina- 
tions. That  accidental  force  which 
is  communicated  to  words  by  thofe 
circum fiances  aAd  incidents,  thofe 
trivial  localities  which  leave  their 
impreffions  on  a  language  long  af- 
ter they  expire  thcmfelves,  imjjart 
alfo  to  certain  pivrafes  an  untranf- 
latable  quality,  an  effential  inhe- 
rent virtue  which  batlles  imitation. 
Thus,  in  fome  writers  who  arc 
moft  intimately  acquainted  with 
the  fecret  relburces  of  iheir  lan- 
guage, we  obferve  a  delicacy  which 
WiU  not  bear  removal,  a  vivacity 
which  dies  in  the  handling,  a  charm 
which  fades  with  expoUire.  This 
is  that  curio/a  fdicitas  by  which 
Horaceris  dillmguifhed  above  other 
writers,  &Bd  which  adheres  to  the 


language  as  a  painting  to  its  canvai* 
Who  can  exprefs,  in  other  words, 
the  **  ftrenua  inertia,"  the  "  focili 
fsevitia,**  the  *'  fimplex  munditiis,*^ 
and  a  hundred  other  pbrafes  of 
that  exquifite  poet?  they  are  among 
the  «<r«^  M^q^iM^  oUce  faid,  and  tie- 
ver  to  be  faid  again.   . 

<*  It  is  flatteiing  to  oar  natures 
to  £nd  excnfes  for  hnn^an  failures, 
and  to  lodge  the  blame  jacber  with 
the  ihftruments  with  which  wc 
work,  than  with  ourfelves.  In  the 
bufinefs  of  tranflation,  we  are  fun: 
that  no  perfection  of  intelleA  can 
remedy  or  fupply  the  deficiencies 
of  language ;  yet,  in  the  fpecimcns 
which  our  country's  literature  ex- 
hibits, we  perceive  a  fuflScient 
number  of  errors,  for  which  no 
reafon  can  be  given,  but  the  fsife 
tafle,  ignorance,  or  pride  of  tnuiHa- 
tor^f  It  may  be  fairly  attributed 
to  one  o(  thefe  caufcs,  wben  we  fee 
an  author's  meaning  grofsly  miftak- 
en,  a  new  drefs  given  to  his  fenti- 
nfents,  or  new  fentiments  fubfli- 
tu ted  i  n  their  place.  Thus  I  lofc  my 
patience,  when  I  fee  what  Mras  meant 
metaphorically  by  the  author,  inter* 
preted  literally  by  his  tranflator;or 
a  thought  cafl  into  a  metaphor, 
which  was  fimply  intended.  This 
is  only  warrantable  in  cafes  where 
one  language  cannot  be  accommo- 
dated to  the  fpirit  or  idiom  of  an- 
other ;  but  it  is  plain  to  be  perceiv- 
ed, how  often  it  fprings  horn  a 
pragmatical  interference  in  the 
tranilator,  who  is  fo  continually 
led  away  by  the  conceit  of  im- 
proving upon  his  original. 

"  A  vanity  of  this  fort  feemsto have 

ftrongly  pofTelfed  the  mind  of  ihcce- 
lebrated  tranflator  of  Cicero's  and 
Pliny's  Epiflles,  who  not  feidomiA- 
crifices  his  original  to  an  overfpua 
delicacy  of  phrafe,  and  is,  in  fome 
refpeds,  too  fine  a  gentleman  for  a 
faithful  tranflator.  wfipiftoUcDiro 
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noa  criibefcit"— thus  TuUy,  in  his 
ikmotis  letter  to  Luccchis ;  \yhich 
his  translator  has  englifhed,  ^'  For 
a  !etter  fpares  the  eonfufion  of  a 
hlufh."  Had  he  rendered  it  lite- 
rally, its  flrengtli  and  its  brevity 
might  have  been  prcferved  in  the 
tranflation.  He  has  too  much  of 
what  the  Greeks  exprefs  by  the 
term  «*^tt«,  a  word  whofe  force 
cannot  be  reprcfentcd  by  any  fin^ 
gle  word  of  any  language  with 
which  I  am  acquainted. 

**  There  is  no  fault  into  which 
the  pride  of  improving  more  fre- 
quently betrays  modern  tranflators, 
than  this  aberration  from  the  iim- 
pie  meaning  and  fpirit  of  their  au- 
thors. The  circumflance,  indeed, 
which  dill  fecures  to  the  ancients 
their  poetical  pre-eminence,  is  that 
fuperior  vein  of  fimplicity  by 
which,  in  gjeneral,  they  are  diftin- 
gui&ed.  As  the  drefs  of  fliepherd- 
eflcs  become  fome  women  be  ft,  fo 
feme  thoughts  are  beft  adorned  in 
the  plaineft  attire.  The  modern 
tranuator  is  for  tricking  out  every 
thing  in  a  meretricious  fplendor; 
IS  for  covering  witK  a  corrofive 
cofmetic,  the  vivid  bloom  of  na- 
ture, and  for  hiding  her  original 
wlutenefs  with  a  cold  and  lirelefs 
enamel* 

•*  This  difference  of  charafter 
between  ancient  and  modern  com- 
poiitions,  is  marked  in  nothing  fo 
llrongly  as  in  the  tafte  for  allego- 
rical rcprcfcniations.  The  em- 
blems of  the  moderns  are  4iftiA- 
guiihed  by  their  complication  and 
confufion;  thofe  of  the  ancients, 
by  their  fimplicity  and  propriety. 
The  fame  oppolition  of  charafter 
runs  through  the  whole  range  of 
metaphor  and  allufion.  The  an- 
cient defigns  with  two  or  three 
firokes ;  the  mpdern  is  always  fill- 
ing up  ^nd  retouching:  the  one 
imagines    you    can    never   have 


enough;  die  other  is  afraid'  of 
giving-  you  too  much.  It  was  a 
rifk  more  perilous  than  he  thought^ 
for  an  ancient  to  have  indulged  his 
genius:  his  boldnefs  is  fure  to  btt 
outraged  by  his  tranflator;  if  he 
be  witty,  he  is  converted  into  a  * 
conjuror;  ail  his  conceits  am 
wrought  up  into  conundrums;  hh, 
native  elegance  is  refined  into 
coxcombry;  and,  if  his  naturrf 
walk  be  graceful,  he  is  made  to 
dance  in  the  tranflation. 

'^  In  the  bufinefs  of  tranflation^ 
there  is  no  attempt  more  delicate 
and  dangerous,  than  that  of  cam** 
pering  with  a  thought,  under  a  no- 
tion of  iniproving  its  effed.  It  t«' 
not  in  the  compafs  of  any  general 
rules  to  define  (o  dubious  a  rights 
or  limit  fo  precarious  a  liberty*  Let 
it  be  exercifed  by  thofe  only,  who, 
by  long  acquaintance  with  their  au- 
thor's manner,  have  learned  with 
accuracy  to  diftinguifh  the  colour  of 
his  thoughts,  to  embrace  the  true 
fcope  of  his  meaning,  and  to  de-^ 
tc6l  in  his  lan'guage  the  tacit  oper- 
ations of  liis  mind.  To  force. upon 
him  a  thought,  of  which  he  has 
given  no  fort  of  intimation^  is  an 
offence  without  exCufe  or  pallia- 
tion ;  and  fo  much  like  treachery 
and  falfehood,  as  to  take  a  fliade  of 
immorality. — If  this  be  a  crime  in 
franflation.  Dry  den  muit  be  con- 
iidered  as  criminal  in  no  common 
degree,  unlefs  ic  will  be  admitted 
in  excufe  that,  as  often  as  he  over-- 
charges the  fcnfe  of  his  originai  in 
one  place,  he  curtails  it  in  an* 
other. 

"  The  iaft  ftumbling-block  to 
tranflators,  which  I  have  room  left, 
me  to  remark  upon,  is  the  wit  and 
humour  of  their  authors.  There 
is  nothing  which  will  bear  fo  littler 
to  be  loaded  as  genuine  humour^ 
the  texture  of  which  is  generally  (o 
fine,  that  a  breath  will  alqsoft  idiS^ 
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iblvc  it :  yet  here  the  wantonnefs 
of  the  traaflator  confptcuoufly 
breaks  out;  and  nothing  is  more 
rare,  tHan  a  flower  of  thi^  kind  that 
furvives  the  tranfplanting.  One 
might  wonder  how  any  man,  in 
tvhom  there  was  nothing  congenial, 
ihould  venture  upon  (he  tranfls^tion 
of  a  comic  writer,  if  every  hour 
did  not  ferve  to  convince  us  that 
the  point'  of  humour  is  that,  in 
whicn  our  felf-fiattery  leads  us  into 
grofler  miilakes,  than  any  faculty 
which  belongs  to  our  natures.  The 
purees  of  homour  lie  fo  buried  in 
the  wofds,  and  its  eife^  is  fo  com- 
plexional,  and  adheres  fo  clofely  to 
the  manner,  that  it  cannot  be  fepa- 
rated  by  rude  hands,  or  developed 
by  common  acutenefs. 

*^  Befides  which,  the  jeft  of  the 
humourift  lies  often  in  his  earned, 
and  has  earnefl  reciprocally  in  his 
jefl;  a  circumilance  which  induces 
perpetual  miilakes  in  the  tranda^r, 
wfio  is  forever  interpreting  feriouf- 
ly,  what  is  jeftingly  meant  in  the 
originali  and  is  Ihaking  his  iides, 


when  his  author  only  fmiles  ferere* 
ly.     We  may  boaft,  however,  of 
tranihtions,  tH)th  of  Lucisn  acnd 
of  Piantus,  two  of  the  mof^  hm-^ 
morous  writers  of  antiquity,  -which 
are  highly  creditable  to  the  iitera- 
ture  of  this  country  ;  and  a  living 
jMith<^  of  fome  fenfible  eflkys  has 
fhewn  us,  by  a  very  fpirited  fpeci- 
men,  how  well  qualified  he  is  to 
preferve,  in  a  tranflaUon,  the  ine- 
fiftible  humour  of  Ariftophanes.   I 
do  notrecoUe^an  inftancein  which 
the  idea  of  an  original  has  been  im- 
proved by  a  chwer  and  happier 
turn,  than  in  a  paiTage  of  Plautus's 
Treafure,  tranflated  by  Thornton. 
The  pafTage  to  which  I  allude,  is  ta 
the  fourth  fcene  of  the  fecond  aA, 
the  force  of  which,  however,  can 
only  be  underllood  by  a  perufal  of 
the  context—*^  Hem !  fie  opcyrtet 
obferi  mores  malos !"  The  turn  giv- 
en to  "  mores  malos,"  bv  tranf- 
lating  it  **  wild  oats,"  adds  infi- 
nitely to  the  humour,  without  de- 
parting from  the  fcope  of  the  idea."

V  T?^^^*^  aii'albgy  that  can  be 

Fj  traced  in  the  appearance  of 
tbe  planets,  feems  to  throw  fome 
,addnioiial  light  on  what  vre  know 
of  them  already.  In  fome  of  my 
former  papers  I  havi  cfhibliflied  the 
fpheroldical  form  of  the  planet  Sa- 
tnfrti  and  pointed  out  the  motion 
of  a  fpdt  oft  its  diflr.  Fr6ii4  the 
firft  oJTthcfe  may  be  inferred  a  ccm- 
iiderable  rotation  on  its  axis;  while 
the  latter  goes  a  ftep  iiairther,  and 
fltews  that  it  has  fuch  a  motion. 
My  late  obfcrvadons  fe^m  to  hint 
to  us,  that  the  period  in  which  it 
revolves  is,  proliabiy,  not  of  a  long 
duration.

**  Nov.  i;,  1793.  3k  35',  7*fcet 
refie6tor,  power  287. 

"  Clofe  to  the  ring  of  Saturn, 
where  it  pafles  acrofs  the  body  of 
the  planfct,  is  the  ihadow  of  the 
ring  ;  very  narrow,  and  black. 

**  Immediately  fouth  of  the  flia- 
dow  is  a  bright,  uniform,  and 
broad  beltr 

•*  Clofc  to  this  bright  belt  is  a 
broad,  darker  belt;  which  is  di- 
vided by  two  narro^,  white  ftreaks ; 
fo  that  by  this  means,  it  becomes 
to  be  /ive  belts ;  namely^  three 
daFk,  and  two  bright  ones  ;  the  co- 
lour of  the  dark  beltis  yeiiow^itt;

•«  irT  is  a  matter  of  great  curiofity 
X  ***  obfenre,  after  any  faft  has 
bea^  well  afcertained,  how  many 
thin^  might  have  led  to  a  mucn 
cariicrJnyefttgationf  particularly  fo, 
had  the  writings  of  many  great  men 
bieen  equally  examined,  with  thofe 
obfervations  which,  though  tppa- 
tcntly  Very  trifling,  have  often  ex- 
cited  general  attention  i  The  con- 
irerficn  of  animal  mufcle  into  a  fatty 
matter  gives  us  a  very  ftriking  ex- 
ample. ^ 

•♦  The   celebrated  fir  Thomas 
Bfown,  in  his  vciy  learned  and  cu- 
rious trcarife  intituled    Hydriota- 
phta,  affbres  us,  that  he  has  found 
a  foap-iike  fubftance  in  an  hydro<^ 
pical  body.    His  words  are  as  fol- 
low, viz.  *<  In  an  hydropical  body, 
t^ii  years  buried  in  a  church-yard, 
.  we'met   with   a   fat  concretion, 
where  the  nitre  of  the  earth,  and 
the  Mt  and  lirivious  liquor  of  the 
^  bbdv,  had  coagulated  large  lumps 
.   0f  x4t  into  the  confidence  of  tlie 


harden  CarfKle  ioap  ;  whereof  part 
remaineth  with  us." 

*'  Lord  Bacon,  in  his  work  in- 
titled  Sj^iva  Sjhartan^  alfo  men< 
tioiA  this  curious  circumilance : 
«•  You  may  turn  (ahnod)  all  fleih 
into  a  fttty  fubftance ;  if  you  take 
flefh  and  cot  it  into  pieces,  and 
put  the  pieces  in  a  glafs  covered 
with  parchment ;  and  fo  let  the 
glafs  fhind  fix  or  fevcn  hours  in 
boiling  water.  It  may  be  an  ex- 
periment of  profit  for  making 
greafe  or  fat  for  many  ufes;  but 
then  it  mufl  be  of  fuch  fleih  as  is 
not  edible,  as  horfes,  ^dogs,  bears, 
foxes,  badgers,  &c.'* 

<*  Animal  mufcle,  having  loll  its 
living  principle,  has  been  generally 
fuppof<^d  to  undergo,  when  expofed 
either  to  the  aftion  of  air  or  water, 
that  kind  of  decompofxtion  only, 
which  is  known  by  the  name  cf 
the  putrefii6^ive  fermentation.  Since 
thedifcovcry  of  the  bodies  in  the 
Cimetiki  des  inn^cem  at  Paris,  this 
Hz  fiibjc6b^ 
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fubjed  has  been  more  attended  to  ; 
and  a  fubftance,  much  rdcmbling 
fpermaceti,  is  now  knqwn  to  be 
formed  by  combinations  which  take 
the  animal  flefh  and  water. 

**  If  you  put  fleih  under  water, 
and  let  it  ftay  fomc  time,  It  will 
get  very  offenfive,  and  the  ptitre- 
.  ia^ive  fermentation  will  in  ibme 
meafure  moft  aflbrcdly  uke  place. 
This  fccms  to  have  been  the  reafon 
why  the  fubftance  remaining  in  the 
water  had  not  been  more  accurate* 
ly  fxamined,  it  beinjg;  imagined, 
that  as  this  decompofition  had  com^ 
niencedythe  whole  would  be  chan^- 
'  cd  in  the  fame  manner.  It  would 
appear  firange,  if  the  fame  fub- 
iunce,  cxpofed  to  the  a6Hon  of 
two  fuch  different  bodies  as  air  and 
water,  ihould  tmdergo  precifely 
the  fame  change.  That"  they  do 
not,  has  been  fitely  proved  by  ma- 
ny eaperimtnts :  and  tluit  the  ptf* 
trefa<ftive  fermentation  is  not  at  all 
neceflary  in  the  formation  of  tlis 
fatty  matter,  1  think  fome  of  the 
following  experiments  will  (hew. 

**  After  having  feen  fome  of  the 
matter  foui:d  in  the  CimtttiSre  des 
Innocens  at  Paris,  I  concluded  that 
in  fome  fituations  the  fame  kind  of 
fifbdance  might  be  eafily  found ; 
accordingly  1  examined  fome  of 
the  macerating  tubs  belonging  to 
anatomical  fchools  in  town,  and  I 
found  that  in  moft  of  them  the  fleih 
was  nearly  changed  into  thls-^ind 
of  fat.  By  the  indulcence  of  Dr. 
Pegge,  the  anatomical  profcflbr  in 
Oxford,  I  was  permitted  to  exa- 
mine the  receptacle  in  which  the 
bodies  are  depofited,  after  he  has 
£nifhed  lefturing  on  them.  This 
place  is  a  hole  dug  in  the  ground 
to  the  depth  of  about  1 3  or  14  feet ; 
and,  to  remove  all  offenfive  fmell, 
a  little  ftrcam  is  turned  through  it. 
I  found,  on  iirft  looking  into  it, 
fhat  the  fieih  was  quite  white;  and 


on  drawing  up  the  firfi  jnQce,  I 
found  it  changed  10  the  manner  be- 
fore defcTibcd.  From  this  place  I 
have  procured  at  Icaft  12  pound 
weight  of  a  fubfence  e^talincv^)- 
refpe^  to  fpermaceti. 

**  Having  (ecn  many  (pecimcn^  of 
different  animals,  which  i  ad  been 
changed  under  fomc*'ha^  diffcrtii: 
circumftances,  that  is,  where  foxc 
had  been  buried  in  dampifi( ground, 
fome  in    wet  ^round^    and  Ibirc 
even  in  water  itfelf,  I  began  to  Lf- 
pe^  that  I  might  bring  about  the 
fame  change  in   alerter  tkne,  at 
Itaft  \  might  dctrrinine  the  time 
neceflarj-  for  it :  with  this  vieir  a 
piece  of  the  leanefl  part  of  a  run-jp 
of  beef  was  C(»fin«d  in  a  box  M 
of  hole6,  wt^ch  being  ti^  M)  t  tree 
near  a  river,  was  futtered  to  ficai 
in  It.    On  taking  this  up  from  tfine 
to  time,  I  peiceived'thit  it  gradn- 
ally  got  whiter  and  whiccry  vA  ar 
the  end  of  a  month  k~  wa»  porfed- 
ly  to  appearance  cha,n«d  X»  a  saf) 
of  fatty smatter.  From  lome  arcu<n- 
flances,  I  am  induced  to  bciicre 
that  it  is  fooner  cooxvertcd  in  jna- 
ning  water  than  whe^  it  is  pfjr/e^ 
at  reft ;  for  when  t)iis  beet  wa«  ei- 
pofed  to  the  water  io  the  nV^,  * 
piece  of  mutton  was  placed  in  lie- 
fervoir  of  water,  and  I  pecctird, 
that  though  the  mutton  wa^expoM 
for  a  longer  time  tlian  the  bee^  yci 
it  was  not  (b  much  cfaangej. 

''  Finding  that  t^  fubfiancc-vit 
fo  formed,  and  th^r  I  couM  p^ 
cure  large^ (quantities  of  it,  I  trkd 
fome  experiments  to  pundit i  fw 
this  purpofe  I  took  ievcRi)  Mca 
of  it  and  melted  them ;  and  I  loin^ 
though  they  were  broi^hi  itfo* 
clofer  union,  yet  the  fstid  fincfi 
was  as  bad  as  before.  After  ttyiag 
fome  unfuccef&ful  cxperiflittiti^  ^ 
^curred  to  me  that  if  2  could  add

A   piece  of  this  cow, 
that  ti^as  perfectly  lean,  was  ftuck 
through  with  a  ftick,  and  faflened 
to    the  bottom    of  t:e  river;  this 
piece  was  pj;rfe6tly  changed  into  a 


fat  matter^  and  had  loftksofFenfive 
fmeU: 

<^  I  have  brought  about  thit 
change  in  a  much  (horter  time,  in 
the  following  manner :  I  took  three 
lean  pieces  ^f  mutton,  and  poured 
on  them  the  three  mineral  acid% 
and  I  perceived  that  at  the  end  of 
thre.e  days  each  was  much  altered  4 
that  in  the  nitrous  acid  was  mii(ph 
foftenedf  and  on  feparating  the  acid 
from  it,  I  found  it  to  be  exadUy 
the  fame  wi^lithat  which  I  had  be- 
fore got  from  the  water ;  that  in  th^ 
muriatic  acid  was  not  in  that 
time  {o  much  altered  ;  the  vitrioUc 
acid  had  turned  the  other  black.

Galvani.,  profeflbr  of  anatomy  at 
BolognS)  and  of  which  an  account 
had  been  communicated  by  Mr.

"  We  accordingly,  with  the  help 


of  my  afliftant  Mr.  Fyfe,  repeate4 
them  in  the  following  manner : 

"  We  cut  fi  living  frog  into  two 
parts,  a  little  above  the  lower  end 
of  the  fpipal  marrow.  We  then 
put  the  middle  part  of  a  bit  of  tii). 
foil,  about  one-tenth  of  an  inch  in 
breadth,  and  two  inches  long,  un- 
der the  beginning  o(  one  of  the 
fciatic  nerves,  and  then  doubled 
the  tinfoil  over  the  nerve,  that  is, 
we  included  the  nerve  in  the  dou- 
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blinjr  of  tlie  tinfoil.  We  next  placed 
one  hilf-crowii  (river piece  btTu'cen 
the  tabic  and  loins  of  the  frog,  and 
another  between  the  tabic  and  its 
leg.  We  then  bended  a  piece  of 
brafs-wire,  about  the  (ize  of  a  com- 
inon  ftocking-wire,  and  after  lay- 
in<^  one  end  .of  it  tipon  the  half- 
crown  piece  which  fupported  the 
Ir^,  we  with  the  other  end  of  tht 
IV. re  preflfed  the  double  tinfoil  a- 
g?  ill  ft  the  half-crown  piece  which 
iupported  the  loins,  and  foiind, 
that  inftantly  convulfions  were  pro- 
diicjcl  in  the  mufcles  of  the  tnigh 
kml  leg. 

»«  When  the  tinfoil  was  pafled

hour  after  the  fpinal  mairow  had 
been  cut  acrofs,  with  the  fam^fuc- 
cefs. 

*«  In  another  frog,  in  which  the 
fpinal  marrow  was  not  divided,  we 
found  the  fame  means  produce  the 
fame  effe^s  upon  the  legs,  but  did 
not  obfcrve,  that  the  mufcles  above 
the  tinfoil  in  the  trunk  or  fore-legs 
wereaffeScd. 

*«  When  the  touches  were  qnick- 
ly  repeated,  the  motions  feemed  to

•to.  wit,  the  condenfed  or  pofitivc, 
is  feated  in  the  nerves,  and  the 
Other  in  the  mufcles." 

*'  Hence  both  of  them  have  con- 
ceived it  neceflary,  to  eftabliOi  a 
Communication  between  the  nerve 
and  the  mufcle,  by  means  of  me- 
talline coatiiig  of  the  nerve,  and 
pieces  of  metal  and  metalline  con- 
cudlors;  or  by  coating  the  nervie 
with  lead  or  tin,  then  laying  one 
t>iece  of  filver  in  contact  with  the 
iln,  and  another  in  contadl  with  the 
mufcle  ;  and,  in  the  laft  place,  ella- 
"blifhing  a  communication  between 
the  two  pieces  of  metal,  or  between 
the  nerve  and  the  mufcle,  by  means 
^of  a  brafs-wire,  which  they  .term 
a  conductor. 

.**  But,  inilead  of  tl-.is  complex 
apparatus,  I  have  found,  fromW^-he 
above  experiments,  that  the  mufcle 
is  thrown  into  adlion,  although  no 
metal  is  dire<5tly  in  contacf^  with  it, 
or  when  the  communication  be- 
tween the  metals  and  the  mufcle  is 
made  by  the  nerve  alone, 

**  It  appears,  therefore,  that  pro- 
feflbr  Galvani  and  Dr.  Valli  have 
allowed  preconceived  theory  to 
conduft  their  experiments,  inftcad 
of  allowing  their  experiments  to 
Cohdu6^  their  theoiy  ;  in  confe- 
quence  of  which,  feveral  of  their 
experiments  have  been  performed 
H'ith  lefs  accuracy  than  mi^ht  have 
been  expefted.  Thus,  they  tell 
us,  that  if  the  condudor  is  tirll  ap*- 
plied  to  the  mufcle,  the  convulliojis 
are  flrongei  than  wiien  it  is  firil  ap- 
plied to  the  nerve ;  that  the  fhocks 
are  ftronger  when  the  feet  commu- 
nicated with  the  earth.  Sec,  where- 
as the  application  of  the  condu<5lor 
to  the  mufcles,  or  of  the  feet  to  the 
earth,  arc  quite  out  of  the  queftjon. 


**  2.  Wc  have  found,  that  when  x 
piece  of  filver  is  brought  in  con tzA 
with  the  tinfoil  coating  of  ancne^ 
the  mufclts>  in  which  tnat  nerve  la- 
minates, are  thrown  into  a^ion,  al- 
though the  nerve  has  beenfunrouad- 
cd  wirtia  tight  ligature  between  tr^e 
coating  and  the  mufcle,  or  even  al. 
though  it  has  been  divided  by  a 
tranfverfe  intifion,  provided  the  di. 
vided  parts  are  again  brought  11*10 
contact,  or  ti^d  together  by  i 
thread. 

f*  3,  When  wc  tie  tbd  corrsf 
nerv-e,  after  it  k  cut  tranfFerlety, 
to  another  nerve  which  has  b«a 
cut  traufverfely,  wc  have  fouiiJ, 
that  the  mufcles  fupplied  by  tiis 
latter  are  thrown  into  3<flioa, 

"  4,  After  the  fpinai  marrow  and 
whole  body  of  the  frog  were  divid- 
ed tranfverfely  about  the  widdk  d 
the  back,  and  the  tin  coating  and 
filver  were  applied  to  tjie  tiatiX 
nerve,   I  did  no%  obfervc,  that  ttie 
mufcles  at  the  loins  and  pelvis  wsre 
thrown   into  ?.6kion,  or  the  e/Trtr 
produced  by  tbe  mefab  did  not  in- 
fluence mufcles  fupplied  bs  branch- 
es of  nerves  fent  otf  from  t/ie  uh- 
nal  marrow  or  fciatic  nerves  above 
the  coating. 

**  It  appears,  that  the  navt  of  a 
living  animal,  whether  entire,  or 
cut  and  rejoined,  condii(f^s  that 
matter  by  which  the  mufcle  is  in- 
fluenced, more  readily  than  thclL"i^ 
the  iiefli  or  the  blood-velfels  do. 

**  5.  Although,  on  repeating  Dr. 
Galvani's  experiments,  it  IhouWoc 
proved,  that  electrical  matter,  <ira«u 
from  a  cloud  or  excited  by  tliccorD- 
mon  machinery,  and  condui^^i  t« 
a  Jiei*ve,  and  that  matter,  which  P 
put  in  motion  by  the  appiicatijfl  of 
cerraiU  nittals  to  each  other  and  to 
a  nerve,  produce  fimilar  motions  io 
the  mufcles  in  which  the  nerve  ter- 
minates, we  are  not  at  liberty  to 
take'  for  grantcdj  as   Galvani  ^^^ 
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VidU  feem  to  have  done,  tbat  tbe 
ele£hricai  matter  and  this  master  ajre 
the  £ime,  8S  the  nerves  may  tie  ^fr 
fe61^ed  by  fHmuli  of  different  kinds. 

^*  6.  As  an  animal  does  not  fee) 
tior  a£t  by  the  medium  of  a  nerr< 
which-  has  been  divided  tranfverfcr 
ly,  idtfaough  its  divided  parts  are 
placed  contiguous^  or  tied  together; 
as  the  mufcles  fopplied  by  nervesy 
sbove  Jthe  place  coated,  are  not 
thrown  into  a6tion ;  the  above  ex- 
periments, or  thofe  of  Gaivani  and 
VaHi,  inftead  of  proving,  as  they 
have  itippofed,  that  the  matter 
which  15  excited  is  eledrical,  and 
the  fluid  of  the  nerves  the  fame  with 
it,  appear  to  ihow,  that  the  elec- 
trical fluid,  or  matter  put  in^motion 
by  the  different  mecais,  is  quite  dif- 
ferent in  its  nature  from  the  nervous 
fluid,  as  the  coUrfe  of  the  nervous 
fluid,  but  not  that  of  the  eledlricai, 
can  be  intercepted  by  ligature  or 
inciiion  of  the  nerve. 

"  7.  As  the  a<^ion  of  the  muf- 
cles, in  the  above  experiments,  is 
not  produced,  nor  even  increafed, 
by  coniit£Hng  the  coating  of  the 
nerve  with  the  mufcle  by  means  of 
a  wire,  there  is  no  foundation  for 
the  opinion  of  Gaivani  and  V>alli, 
that  the  nerve  is  eleftrified*  plus, 
and  the  mufcle  minus,  or  that  the 


eledricity  of  the  4>n«  is  pofithre, 
and  that  of  the  other  negativcf. 

•«  8.  We  feem  therefore  to  be  led 
\o  the  concluflon,  that  the  matter  or 
^uiji  which  is  excited  or  put  in  mo- 
tion  by  the  application  of  the  dif- 
ferent metals  to  each  other,  and  to 
the  nerve,  ferv^  merely  as  a  pow- 
erful ftimulus  to  that  energy  or  fluid 
which  is  lodged  xiy  the  nerves. 

"  To  fupport  this  #ay  of  rea- 
foning,  we  may  obfcrve,  that  in  a 
warm-blooded  animal,  t^e  rabbit, 
although  convulfionft  ^ere  repeated 
for  a  confiderable  length  of  time 
when  tbe  nerve  was  entire,  yet,  af^ 
ter  dividing  the  nerve  and  inter- 
cepting the  further  fupply  of  ner- 
vous energy  from  the  brain,  the 
a^ion  of  the  mufcles  ceafedin  a  few 
fecoads,  by  keeping  the  two  me- 
tals contiguous,  which  is  readily 
exphuned  on  the  fuppoiition,  that 
tbe  nervous  energy  or  fluid,  lodged 
in  the  nerve  beyond  the  place  of 
the  inciiion,  was  exhaufted  ;  and 
Dr.  Valli  himfelf,  by  obferving, 
that,  after  the  ele^ricity,  as  he 
calls  it,  of  a  limb  is  exhaufted,  if 
the  coating  of  a  nerve  be  moved 
higher  up,  the  a6tion  of  the  muf- 
cles may  be  renewed,  furniflies  a 
fed  which,  I  apprehend,  may  be 
explained  on  the  fame  principle." 


jVIemoik  on  the  purification  of  corrupted  Water,  read  at  the 
CEcoNOMiCAL  Society  of  Petersburgh,  by  M.  Lowitz.

"  Tll/ATER  is  one  of  thofe 
V\*  fubftancefi  without  which 
rtlankind  cannot  cxift  :  yet  every 
one  knows  that  it  is  very  apt  to  be- 
come putrid,  and  to  contra<5l,  in 
confequetice  of  its  being  fo,  Qua- 
lities Which  render  its  ufe  unfafe. 
This  circumllance  is  particularly 


embarrafiing  in  fea  voyages ;  an^  it 
deferves  no  lefs  confideration  in 
thofe  di(W<^s'\rhere  the  inhabitants^ 
are  often  obliged  to  make  ufe  of 
ftagnant  Water,  or  of  fuch  as,  from 
its  hepatic  tafte  ^nd  fmcll,  is  verv 
diragreeabfe.  It  would  be  ufelcis 
iiere  to  enumerate  the  various  dif- 
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orders  o<*caiioned  by  the  xife  of 
Tuch-wAta^;  hut  it  is  undoobtedly 
^rt-  objed  o#  great  importance  to 
make  inoi^'a  tlie  meati^  ^  vhich 
tfhe  prtrtrefiiftion  of  wattr  may  be 
prevented,  .and  by*  vhicb  that  wa- 
ter wherein  putrefaction  has  alrea- 
dy taken  ,pjace,  may  be  rendered 
'    f)<rfe£Wy  fwcct. 

"  Hftv«ng<emplcy«d  myfelf,  dur- 
ing the  cofirfe  of  laft  year,  in  mak- 
ing a  great  number  of  es^criments 
on  the  ptirifying  poyrerj  of  char- 

'coal,  I  law  with  great'  fati^fa£t3oc, 
that  it  pi>0c(red,  among  other  pro* 
perties,  that  of  almoft  inftantly  de- 
priying  the  moft  putrid  ws^ei-of  j^s 
had  fmell.  From  that  circumftanor, 
I  immedutely  coriceiYe<t  an  Idea 
that  it  might  have  a  very  powei;fial 
efFcd  in  preventing  water  ffom  be- 
<:onrii>g  putrid,  and  the  uumerots 
trials  I  have  fince  made  bare  con- 
vinced me  that  1  was  not  dcccivipd 
in  my  opinion. 

**  P«  re  water,  properly  Co  called* 
when  deprived  of  aH  heterogeneous 
parts,  is  not  fubjei^  to  become  pu- 
trid; btTt  it  i^  very  diflicalt  to  keep 
it  long  in  a  pure  ilate,  on  account 
of  its  diflToiving  powers.  Tp  pre- 
ferve  water  for  a  Jertgth  of  time  in 
tliat  ftate,  k  would  be  neccllary  to 
keep  it  in  veflels  of  gUfe,  or  of 
earthen  \varo :  bwt  the  britttenefs 
of  thefevefTels  renders  itimpoffible 
to  make  ufe  of  very  hrge  ones,  a«d 
we  are  therelbreoblij^ed  tohave'ce- 
cowrie  to  -woodier J  vefTeh,  which, 
though  they  arc  not  fubje^fc  tabe 
broken  like  tlic  others,    have  the 

-  greaft  <fifadv'antagc  of  imparting  to 
the  water  a  ^reat  qnanthy  ^f  mu- 

••cilaginons  and  cxtra6live  particles, 
which  hafleii  ki  |tHtrefa^an. '  It 
is  well  known -that  thefe.  particles, 
in  a  ft4te-hfidivirion,  fitrniih  an  in- 
numerable -quantify  of  living  crea- 
tures, the  almoil  perpetual  and  un- 
interrupted deftru^ioaaad  regene-. 


ration  of  which  coimniimcate  tt 
trater  that  degreeof  corruftiim  apd 
putrefaiflioir  which  reodcraiirafe 
io  daitgerous :  it  is  not,  tlMitforei 
from  ttie  water  itiblf*  butfsMthc 
ooatiniial  dfecompofition  of  -the 
fubihnces  .diilblTed  to  it^  that  its 
jdifpojfition  to  potrefai^ioii  aHfe, 

^  From  what  has  jbeen  &id  it 
.evidently  appears,  fhct  the  M 
mcao^  of  prefitvring  fipom  fwtitc 
fa6kion  water  n^hich  w«^;a^oUiffod 
^o  keep  in  wooden  reCMsorc&s, 
conOfts  in  hsvipg  thc^  rcsfervoirs 
perfectly  clean.  Thcfixnlleftijuao- 
tity  of  matter  already  corrupted 
bang  left  in  tfattm  2t€ts  «$  a  red 
f ermetic,  aad  very  quickly  ililjpoiib 
the  fJKih  watefi,:witk  which  thde 
veflels  are  filled,  to- become: putiid 
in  the  fame  maiint^.  For  th»  ret- 
f on  I  advife,  that  the  4:aik$,  Or  odifr 
yisfTeis,  be  wdl  wsihed  with  hot

:  "When  water  i$  prcferved  by 
haviqg  certain  fubftances  mixt  with

fied  particles.  Vitriolic  acid  jwf- 
fefles  the  firfi  of  thefc  properties, 
«nd  powdor  of  charcoal  iiiinisthc 
fecond  intention,  lA-a  very  ftrikisg 
manner. 

"  To  fatisfy  rpyfelf  that  char- 
coal, M'  hen  ufed  ^ouci  poflclTe^  the 
property  pf  preferving  yrater  from

of  experiments'  which  com{Jefcljr 
fulfilled  u>y  hopes;  but»  at  tlie 
fame  time,  I  was  tonvinced  that 
the  cffoSt  of  tho<:har9oal  is-rcndet- 
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*«i  omeh  mord  fpeody  by  tiiinf, 
*tf  ong  withity  'fOAitf  ▼i^io)rc.acid« 

ii^Tfte  .foiiowitig,  Recording  to 
t!*»ffoirof  niy  experinicnts,  is  the 
^{t  t>roponidQ  or  charcoal  pow- 
dei^,  Imd"  vkrioiic  icid :  .vizi  one 
ounce  and  'a.  half  of  diarcoal  in 
T^dMxIcr,:  anid  twentv4bur  drops  of 
colicentraied  vitriolic  acid,  (oil  of 
rlttioJ)  afefufficicnt  tq  purify  tlupe 
pintti  and  a  half  of  corrupted  water, 
>ild  do  not^communkate  to  it  any 
fenfiblo'aadity.  This  fmall^quan- 
tlty  of  vitrxoiic  acid  rentiers  it  nn- 
*n*cetfiny  to  ufc  more  than  one 
-tWrd  part,  at  raoftv  ■  of  the  charcoal 
powder  tvhkh  would  be  wanted  if 
the  acid  wci«  not  made  ufc  of;  and 
the  lefsof  that  pawdcr  ia  employ < 
My  the  lefs  is  the  quantity  of  wa- 
ter 1<i(l  by  the  operation,  which,  in 
fea  Tdyage«,  is  an  obje(ft  worthy  of 
confideration.  In  proportion  to 
the  quandty  of  acid  made  ufe  of. 
The  quantity  of  charcoal  may  be  di- 
'  mi  nifhed  or  augmented;  and  it  muft 
.  be  obferved,  that  all  acids  produce 
ifteirly  the  fame  efFeAs.  Neutral 
'  Jalts'atfo,  particularly  nin*e  and  fea- 
TaFt,  mav  be  ufed  for  the  purpofc 
in  Vnieftion,  but  vitriolic  j(cid  cer- 
faihly  is  preferable  to  any  of  thefc ; 
wallfr "which  id  purified  by  means 
of  this  acid  and  charcoal  will  keep 
a  longer  time  than  that  which  is 
purified  by  charcoal  aione. 

"  Th^'  cicannefs  of  the  caflcs  in 
which  water  is  kept,  in  fea  voyages, 
-IS  tin  objeft  which  (hould  never  be 
neglcfted  :  I  have  already  dcfcribed 
the  beft  n^ethod  of  -cleaning  them, 
and  of' depriving  them  of  any  bad 
fnycITj  and  it  would  not  be  amifs 
'  if  that  operation  were  repeated  eve- 
ry "time  they  are  about  to- be  filled 
with  frefh  waeei-,'  1  would  advife 
that  fix- or  wght  pounds  of  pow- 
dered charcoti  be  uied  to  each  calk, 
(it  is  better  to  put  too  mtich  than 
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OOQ  little  ^f.this  powder)  and  as 
much  vitriolic  acid  as  is:iuffcieut 
to  ccHnsnunicate'^tb  the  water  ^  dc^. 
gree  of  acidity  hardly  to  be  per* 
ceived.  To.  hinder  the  charcoal 
^m  fettling  at  the  bottonoi  qf  the 
caik,  in  the  form  of  a  paft^,  it  will 
be  proper  to  ftir  the  whole  together 
with  a  ilick,  at  lead  twice  every 
week ;  by  this  means  the  charcoal 
will  be  betrer  difperfed  through  the 
whole  mafs  of  water,  and  coufe- 
qucntly  will  perform  its  office  more 
completely. 

**  Powder  of  charcoal  and  vitri- 
olic acid  are  two .  antiputrefcent 
fubfknces;  the  firft  prevents  the 
water  from  acquiring  .that  yellow 
colour  which  it  ufually  c6atra6ls  by 
Ume»  and  the  acid  particularly  con*^^ 
tributes  to  clarify  the- water,  which 
the  powder  of  charcoal,  when  cm- 
ployed  alone,  generally  renders  tnr- 
bid.  If  >we  wi(h  to  make  ufe  of  the 
water  fo  preferved,  we  flxould  try 
it  firft,  by  pafling  a  fmall  quantityi 
of  it  through  a  ftrainer,  in  the  form 
of  a  jelly-bag,  filled  with  powder 
of  charcoal ;  fuch  a  flrainer  or  bag 
fliould  always  be  inreadinefst  to  be 
made  ufe  oi  for  fuch  trials. 

*'  When  we  mean  to  purify  any 
given  quantity  of  corrupted  water, 
we  fiiould  begin  by  adding  to  it  as 
much  powder  of  charcoal  as  is  ne- 
ceflary  to  deprive  it  entirely  of  its 
bad  (niell.  To«afcertain  whether 
that^oiiantity  of  powdered  charcoal 
was  iuiixcientto%effc£b  the  clarifica- 
tion of  the  faid  water,  a  fmall  quan- 
tity of  it  va9:y  be  pafied  through  a 
linen  bag,  two  or  three  inches  long; 
if  the  water>  thus  filtered,  ftill  has 
a  turbid  appearance,  a  frelh  quan« 
tity  of  powdered  charcoal  mud  be 
added,  till  it  is  become  perleftly 
.  cbrar  c  the  whole  of  the  water  may. 
then  be  pa^ed  th/rough  a  filtering 
bag,  thci&se  of  which  iUould  be 
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prapQcttwiffd   to   the  quantity  of 
watcK. 

**  If  ritriolic  ajcid,  or  any  other, 
can  be  procured,  a  fmall  quaadty 
of  h  ibould  be  added  to  the  water, 
beiiore  tl^  (:barcoaI  potrd^r  is  ufed; 
the  quantity  of  acid  mull  bie  regUt 
la  ted  according  to  the  ftate  ^of  pu« 
tridSty  in  which  the  water  is;  i^ 
ftould  be  fuflicientto  communicate 
to  the  water  a  degree  of  acidity  juf^ 
perceptible  to  the  taile.  It  the 
vater  b  intended  merely  for  dref- 
Cng  meat  add  vegetables  for  the 
ibip's  crew,  inftead  of  the  acid, 
fach  a  quantity  of  Tea /alt  a$  would 
liare  been  proper  for  feafoning  the 
aboTC  articles,  may  be  employed. 
Saline  fubfflances,  like  acids,  hailen 
the  effeds  of  the  charcoal  pow*. 
der;  by  making  ufe  of  acids,  (asL 
was  before  obierved)  a  much  lefs 
quantity  of  powdered  charcoal  is 
tiecc(ikcy ;  and,  fo  eafy  is  the  pro- 
cefs^o  any  one  a  little  accuftomed 
to  operations  of  this  kind,  that  four 
or  dye  minlites  only  are  required  to 
render  feveral  gallons  of  very  pii- 
*  frid  water  fit  tf>  drink. 

**  To  improve  the  tafte  of  ihofe 
fpring  waters  which  have  naturally 
an  hepatic  flavour,  and  are  there- 
fore unpleafant  to  make  ufe  of,  no- 
Ifaing  more  is  ncceffary  than  to  fiN 
ter  them  through  a  bag  half  filled 
with  powder  ot  charcoal ;  if  fuch 
watprs  are  not  very  much  loaded 
with  mucilaginous  J)articks,thead-' 
dition  of  an  acid  is  not  neceflary. 
With  refpeft  to  the  beft  method  of 
preparing  the  powder  of  charcoal, 
what  I  have  faid  on  that  fubie<^  in 
*  Crell's  Annals  for  the  ycar'^1788, 
;  paees  36  and  131,  of  the  fecond 
volume^  and  in  the  firft  volume  for 
the  year  1 791,  pages  308,  398,  and 
4.94.,  may  be^onfultcd. 

«  Powder  of  charcoal,  when 
prepared  according  to  the  method 
defcribed  as  above,  is  a  very  light 


fubilance,  a  circun»fi#ncc  whkk 
may  perhaps  appear  entlwniA£& 
on  account  of  the  room  it  will  taa£ 
up  in  a  (hip,  fuppofing  thr  quaan^ 
ty  of  it  to  be  in  prcffiortion  lo  the 
quantitv  of  watei*  talUn.oii  bovd* 
The  foUowing  1^  the  refult  af  niy 
e?cp6riment5  refpediog  thc*fpa<e  re*^ 
quired  for  Qowmg  ther harroaV. 

^'  Firft,  four  ounces  and-  a  half 
of  powiiered  charcoal,  a  qmotUy 
ivhich  is  fufficiefi^  to  popiy  three 
pints  and  a  half  of  wa^r,  Fhcn  no 
acid  is  nudj^  ^&  of,  take  up  afrcnuck 
{pace  ^s  liitecn  ounces  o£  water  $ 
but,  if  thU  powder  is  iUongly  cosa- 
preiled,  it  will  talce  up  only  the 
fpace  of  nine  ounces  of  wa^er ; 
confequently  two  caik&of  pou'd^r^ 
ed  charcoal  wpujd  be  rehired  t% 
purify  eleven  caflys  of  water* ,^ 

<'  Secondly^  one  ounce  a|u{  a  half 
of  powdered  charcoal  is  fyfficien^ 
tA  purify  three  pints  and  a  half  oC 
water,  pro  video  a  fmall  qoaJitiLy  of 
vitriolic  acid,  or  fear  fait,  is  at  the 
fame  time  made  ufe  of;  one  ca/k 
of  powdered  charcoal,  therefore,  if 
tightly  packed,  is  fufficieut  for  fc* 
venteen  caflcs  of  water. 

*'  In  the  laft  experiments  I  made 
on  this  fubjeft,  1  found  that  Bx 
drachms  of  powdered  charcoal  were 
fufficient  to  deprive  three  pints  of 
water  of  its  ba<l  fmell,  and  to  ren- 
der it  perfe-(flly  clear,  provided,  at 
the  fame  time,  twc-nty-four  drops 
of  vitriolic  acid  were  added  ;  in  this 
way,  therefore,  one  cafk  of  pow- 
dered charcoal  would  be  fufficient 
to  purify  thirty -four  calks  of  cor- 
rupted water.  Thefe  experiments, 
however,  muft  he  confidered  as  li- 
able to  fomri  variation  ;  for,  in  or- 
der to  obtain  efFcfts  equal  to  thofc 
I  have  related,  the  charcoal  powder 
muft  be  prepared  with  the  great  eft 
care ;  it  muft  alfo  be  obferved,  that 
though  the  above  fmall  quantity 
was  tound  fufiicient  to  deprive  the 
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water  entirely  of  its  bad  fmell,  and 
to  rendef 'It' very  clear,  a  larger 
quantity  will  be  required  to  deprive 
itof  iiffbadtalle. 

*>  In  order  to  fave  the  charcoal 
powder  on  board  a  fhip,  as  that  is 
an  article  not  eafily  procured  at  Tea, 
I  Mdvfft,  that  the  powder  ihould 
not  be  thrown  awny  after  it  has  been 
once  \jfed ;  for,  if  it  is  afterwards 
weli  ciri«d,  and  again  beat  to  pow- 
der, it  will  ^y^thatNineans  acquire 
new  iiirfftdeB,  >nd  will  ferve  a  fe* 
cond  time,  to  purify  a  quantity  of 
water  almoft  'as  great  as  that  for 
which  it  was  uM  the  firft  time. 
Nay,  charcoal  powder  which  has 
been'  feireral  times  made  ufe  of,  and 
has  in  confiia^ence  thereof  entirely 
loft  its  purifying  power,  will  im- 
mediai^  recover  it  by  being  made 
red-hot  ip  a  clofe  vcflel ;  this  oper- 
ation is  certainly  a  trbublefome  one 
on  board  a  (hip,  but  it  may,  per- 
haps. In  fome  circumftances,  be 
rend^ed  more  eafy.  As  on  board 
all  fhip9  ttwre  is  a  fire  every  day, 
«cenomy  requires  diat  we  ihould 


fave  the  charcoal  of  the  wood  whicii 
has  been  ufed;  and,  inftead  of  let- 
ting it  bum  te  aAies^  it  bould  b^ 
extinguifhed  by  water,  or  by  any 
other  means,  and  kept  to  be  made 
life  of  when  wanted, 

^*  The  cinders  of  pitcoal,  pro« 
.vid^d  they  are  perfectly  burnt,  andl 
reduccfd  to  powder,  may  ferve,  ia 
cafe  of  oeceflity,  for  the  purifica* 
tion  of  water ;  but,  when  this  kind 
of  coal  is  made  ufe  of,  no  acid  of 
any  kind  muil  be  added  (o  Che  wa« 
ter,  as  the  metallic  particles  which 
pitcoal  contains,  even  after  it  b  tho« 
rou^ly  burnt,  might,  if  acids  wei«^ 
employed,  communicate  dangetoas 
qualities  to  the  water. 

**  It  is  i^roper  lo  oblerve  here,  • 
that  charc(Md  takes  from  the  water 
a  part  of  the  acid  which  has  been 
made  ufe  of ;  if  two  drops  of  oil 
of  vitriol  are  put  into  four  ounces 
of  water,  the  water  will  become 
fenfibly  acid,  but  this  acidity  will 
immediately  dt&ppear,  if  a  fmiU 
quantity  of  powdmd  darcosd  iif 
added  to  tiit  water.i' 
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**•  A  MONG  the  many  inftances 
J\  of  kindnefs  I  have  expcri- 
cnccd  during  my  late  ab*ode .  m 
Iiondan>  of  which  the  recoHedion 
can.  never  be  obliterated  front  my 
memory.  I  reckon  and  acknow-^ 
lodge  With  gratitude,  the  uncom-' 
mooy  and  to  mc  very  intet^fting, 
opportunities  that  were  afforded 
mty  to  open  and  .examine  feveral 
Egyptian  mummies. 

♦*  A  few  days  after  my  arrival,  I 
found  in  the  library  of  my  honotfr  * 
cd  friend  Dr.  GarthOiorc,  F.  R.  S. 
among  oiher  Egyptian  antiquities, 
a  fmsdl  mummy,  not  above  one 
foot  in  length,  of  the  ufual  form 
of  afwathed  poppet,  wrapped  np 
in  cotton  bandages,  painted  and 
gilt  in  its  front  part,  and  inferted 
m  a  fmall  farco{)hagus  of  fycamorc 
wood,  in  which  ic  ntted  exafVly, 

"  Having  cxpreffed  a  wifli  to 
know  the  contents  of  this  figure,; 
the  do&or  was  kindly  plealbd  to 
permit  the  opening  of  it;  which 
accordingly  took  p&ce  on  the  ^i(l . 
of  January,  i  7q»,  at  his  houTe^  in . 
thl(  prelence  ot  the  preiident  and 
fevcril  members  of  the  royal  fo- 
Vand  other  men  of  letters* 
he  xbummy  itfelf  meafured  9^ 


inches  in  length,  aiid  9*  irixies  ia 
circumference  at  the  bfea2ft,'^hcrc 
it  was  q{  the  greateft  thickn^^.

"  The  lower, Jjart  'of  ttk^  front 
coyedng  wa^  as  is  frequently  ob- 
ferved  on  large. mum miei,  in  a 
manner  diileiSted  in  regalar  com- 
partments; and  on  it  were  painted 
the  two  {landing  figures  that  fo 
often  appear  on  the  integtf mencs  of 
mummies,  viz.  on  the  right  ddi^

.  '*  The  mummy  itfelf  w^  of^ened 
at  the  fide.

"  Wii:hin 'tkefei  w$as  ibaiid^  as  a

**  Soon  after  I  found  in  the  col-. 
le^ioi^  of  Dr.  l.cttfom,  F.R.  S. 
another  iimilar  mummy,  which, 
outiv^trdly^.  perfc6lly  reremblcd  the 
above,  wa$  likewife.  contained  in 
a  farcophagus,  and  differed  only 
in  the  din^enfions,  this  being  14^. 
inches  long,  and  1.1}  in  circumfer* 
.  cncc  at  the  breaft. 

**  ,Thc  proprietor  .was  likewife 
kind  enough  to  fiifFer  me,  to  open' 
it^i  wjuch  I.did  at  his  hou£t  on  the 
a9th  of  JanjLiary, 

•*  But  much  as  it  rcfembled  Dr. 
Garthihore*s  mummy  externally,  it 
was  found  very  different'  as  to  its 
contents,  there  being  in  it  a  great 
number  of  detachedf  bones  of  the 
fkekton  of  an  Ibis,  which  were 
only  here  and  there  indued  with 
rofin. 

"  iThis  ftrlking  difference,  no 
dgubt,.rajthcr  excited  than  fatisfied 
my  curiofity;  and  having  here- 
Mpon  found  in  the  Britiih  Mufeum 
no  left  than  three  fuch  diniinutive 
,  mummies,  which  w<ere  now  to  me, 
becopie ,  enigmatical  (viz.  two  in 
the.

to'  apply  tdf  the  prefident  of  the 
royal  fociety,  as  one' of  the  cuia- 
tibri  of  Jthe  ^ufeum,'  for  Ws  inter- 
ference^ town'ds  obtmnin^  |>^rmir* 
(iot>  to  open  one  oi  thefe  thnerf  in 
order  to  have  an  opportunity  for 
fbmt  further  comparifon. 
-••  Thr  rcfolt  of  this  application 
was,  that  at  the  very  next  meeting 
of  the  curators  leave  was  granted 
m<e,  in  the.  mod  liberal  manner,  not 
on^  toojpcn  one  of  thefe little  mum- 
mies, but  alia  t»  chnofe  among 
tlie  fovtv  large  ones  that  dire  ih  that 
nobie  repofitory,  the  one  that 
fhoiild  appear  to  me  the  inaft  like- 
ly to  afrord  fome  materiad  isiform^ 
ation  on  the  fubjed. 

"  I  chqfe  among  the  fniAl  oiws 
the  Sloaiiiaa»  as  it  Teemed  to  ine  to 
differ  more  than  the  two  in  the  Ha- 
miltonian  colteftion,from  either  that 
of  Dr.  Garthlhore  or.Dr:  Lettfom, 
The  four  large  mummies  rdfem- 
bled  in  the  main  the  one  deposited 
in  the  academical  mufeum  of  Got* 
tinge'n,  which  i  examined  hr  the 
fummer  of  the  year  17&J.  I  fc- 
leAed,  however,  the  one  that  ap- 
peared to  differ  moft  from  the 
others,  and  from  aiirs,  by  the  clofe 
adhefion  of  the  bandages,*  from 
which  I  had  realbn  to  expert  fome 
difference  in  the  interior  prepara^ 
tion  of  it, 

*«  The  iSth  February  was  ap- 
pointed  for  the  opening  of  thefe 
two  mummies  at  the  Mufeum,  in 
the  prefence  of  a  numerous  and  re* 
fpcaable  meeting. 

««  The  fmall  r^ummy  utis  exter- 
naUy  very  fimilar  to  thofe  I  had 
opened  iJefore,  except  that  it  tvas 
only  ii^l  inches  in.  length,  and 
8^  inches  round  the  breaft;  fotne- 
what  more  compact  in  the  hand- 
ling, and,  proportionabljr  to  its 
fize,  rather  heavier.  "  ' 

.    «'  On  fa  wing  rt  onen,-»refinotiJi 
fmeliixoi  fmmedtatdy  ennttecl,  and  . 
gluiinoua 
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glutinous  particles  of  rofin  adhered 
to  the  heaied  faw;  This  was  ow» 
ing  to  the  cotton  bandages  having 
been  from  without  impregnated 
with  rofin,  which  was  not  the  cafe 
uith  the  two  former  ones. 

**  On  opening  it  completely,  we 
found  in  the  inUde  a  human  os 
humeri,  being  part  of  the  mummy 
of  a  young  perfon,  perhaps  eight 
years  old,  who  had  been  embahned 
with  rofin  ;  and  with  it  were  alfo 
found  fome  flireds  of  the  original 
integuments  likewife  impregnated 
with  rofin.  The  upper  end  (ca/^u/) 
of  the  bone  was  inferted  in  the 
head,  and  the  lower  extremity  was 
at  th^  feet  of  the  little  figure. 

"  Aiihough  when  viewed  ex- 
ternaHy  nothing  appeared  fufpi- 
cious  in  this  little  mummy,  I 
found,  however,  on  examining 
carefully  the  fuccefiive  integu- 
ments, that  the  outward  one$  hafi 
fome  traces  of  our  common  lint 
paper,  with  which  it  feemed  to 
have  been  reftored,  and  afterwards 
painted  over. 

"  The  large  mummy  I  was  per- 
mitted to  examine,  appeared  by  its 
ftature  to  be  that  of  a  young  per- 
fon, not  above  14  years  old,  but 
who  had  not,  it  feemed,  as  yet  (bed 
all  hib  teeth.  Its  outward  painted 
integuments  were  very  fimiiar  to 
thole  of  the  Gottin^en  mummy,  as 
it  is  figured  in  the  IVth  Vol.  of 
the  Commcntationes  Societatis 
Scientiarum.  The  bandages  about 
the  head  were  in  a  manner  caked 
together  by  means  of  rofin, .  The 
fkuil  was  incloled  in  a  kind  of  cafl 
of  the  fame  fubftance,  which  could 
with  difficulty  be  removed  from  it. 
It  feemed  alfo,  to  judge  by  its 
weight,  to  be  filled  with  rofin,  which 
particularly  appeared  in  the  cavity 
between  the  palate  and  the  lower 
jaw.  Tne  rofin  here  having  been 
gradually  punched  out,  not  Uie  Icaft 


appearance  of  a  tongue  was  d*!*- 

cernible  ;  though  fome  have  afier- 
ed  to  have  found  traces  of  it  in 
mummies;  nor  was  any  thing  Qi 
*  the  little  golden  plate  (the  fuppoi'cJ 
nauhis)  to  be  here  met  with.' There 
were  no  remains  whatever  of  the 
foh  flefliy  parts,  of  ikin,  tendon^ 
&c.  in  fliort,  nothing  was  four4 
but  mere  naked  bones. 

"  The  maxillae  were  fenfibly  pro- 
minent, but  by  no  means  fo  muc.i 
as  in  a  true  Guinea  face  ;  ^nd  n9t 
more  fo  than  is  often  feen  on  hand- 
fomc  negroes,  and  not  feidom  on 
European  countenances. 

*♦  What  appeared  to  me  very  re- 
markable, and  has,  as  far  as  I  cin 
learn,  never  yet  been  noticed,  :? 
two  exterior  artificial  ears,  made  r,i 
cotton  cloth  and  rofin,  and  applied 
one  on  each  fide  of  the  head-  That 
on  the  right  fide  was  prorrincar ; 
but  the  other  feemed  to  have  bee^ 
jlhoved  from  its  proper  place;  i: 
was  comprelfed,  and  much  di::C- 
gured. 

"  The  cotton  bai>dages  on  trc 
remainder  of  the  body  were  JooiV, 
not  glued  together,  and  rc^<k.^ 
)ielded  to  the  preflure  of  ;he  hand. 

"  The  great  cavity  of  the  trunk 
was  filled  with  bundled  rags,  ai:d 
dark  brown  vegetable  nK>uld,  in 
which,  however,  fome  pieces  of  roi"a 
were  here  and  there  diicovcred.  Bjc 
the  infide  of  the  thoracic  cavity 
on  both  fides  of  the  fpine,  and  the 
inner  furlace  of  the  ofla  iiiur'^ 
were  covered  with  a  thick  coat  qI 
rofin. 

"  No  idol,  or  any  artificial  fym- 
bol  whatever,  was  found  in  the  in- 
fide of  this  mummy.  Nor  did  it 
contain  any  thing  like  an  onion, 
fuch  as  have  been  now  and  then 
found  about  the  parts  of  gcnera- 
ti'>.i,  or  under  one  oi  the  foot  -iblcs 
of- mummies. 

"  The  bones  of  the.anns  Jay 
along

the  fame  manBer  as  tl^>fei«f  the 
Gottingen  mummy,  aad  Ike  .one 
91  Leipaig,  defcribed  by  Kettner. 
Whereas  io  the  mutomy  at  Ootha, 
defcribed  by  Heriaog,  the  two  at 
BreOaUy  tint  were  eiiamined  by 
Gryphiiis,  another  at  Copenhagen, 
that  was  difleded  by  Brunnich,  and 
a  fifth  which  belonged  to  the  royal 
focitf^^y  and 'has  been  defcribed*  by 
Dr.  Had4ey  an  the  Philofopbical 
Tratifa^ions,  the  arms  were  fovad 
lying  aerofs  over  the  breaih 

**  On  fome  of  the  bones  >of  the 
arm%  for  infiance  on  the  Itftfiiku- 
meri^  was  found  fome  glntihous 
rofin^  which  on  being  touched 
ihdned  the  fingers  of  a  duiky  red 
greafy  colour,  and  had  a  ftrong 
etnpyreumatic  alkaline  taiie.  In  the 
remainder  of  the  body,  the  dry  ro- 
fin  was  idmoft  entirely  corered  or 
imfHpegnated  «dth  a  faline  cmft, 
by  which  the  thoracic  verti^grm 
particalar  were  much  corroded, 
and  which '  had  entirely  Gripped 
the  intermediate  c^rftravetttirarum 
of  their /^ii^nK«v. 

'<  Circnmftances  did  not  allow 
me  to  make  any  experiment^^pn  this 
ialt ;  but  I'  have  fince  obtained 
from  my  worthy  friend  John  Haw- 
kins, efq.  P.  R.  S.  fome  collfider- 
ble  pieces  of  mummies  which  he 
had  bought  Of  a  drug|ift  at  Con- 
ftantioo{:^e,  one  of  which  was  co- 
vered and  impregnated  with  a  faline 
incroftation,  which  in  tafle and  ap- 
pearanc&wds  very  fimilar  tbtbat  I 
have  juil  now  mentioned.  Of  this 
I  di£blved  a  part  in  water,  filtered 
And  evaporated  the  folution,  and 
thus  obtained  a  true  fida^  or 
mineral  alkali  (mr^rir/v),  which  fhot 
inta  very  neat  and  regular  cryihls.

«  This  peculiar  (kmaure  of  the 
teeth  was  not  obfewed  in  thr  two 
mummi^  I  examined  in  the  Bri- 
tifh  mufeum,  neither  does  it  exiil 
in  ottr  Qottingen  mummy.  A  de. 
tached  fkuli  of  a  mummy  in  the 
mufeum,  prcpiuwl  with  rofin, 
and  which  bore  great  refem*. 
blance  to  the  abovententioned  in 
itsgfneral  form,  and  efpecially  in 
the  narrowneis  of  the  poll,  had  un- 
fortunately the  crowns  of  the  teeth 


and  in  order  to  oonvert  its  alto- 
relievo  into  the  boOa-reiievo 
oi  the  ufual  cotton  m^fk  of  a 
mummy,  piailer  had  been  applied 
on  each  iide  of  the  noie;  dfter 
which  paper  had  been  in^emovfly 
palled  over  the  whole  face,  and 
laiHy,  this  paper  hal  been  fhin- 
ed with  the  colours  generally  ob* 
{ef)fed  on  mununles. 

^  The  fmall  Sloanian  mummyin 
tlie  mufeum  had  probably  been  pre* 
parcA  nearly  in  the  fame  manner. 

That 
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Tbat  Ac\  d^cep6oD  has  ia'  both 
cafes  been  ^very  ioduftrioufly  exe- 
cuted, appears  from  this,  that,  as 
far  as  I  caii  learns  «o  one  has  ob- 
ferved  it  before,  although  both 
thcfe  pieces  have  no  doubt  been^  of- 
ten feen,  and  examined  by  perlons 
conrerfiuit  vith  thefe  matters* , 

**  Sonq[e:other&fpiciou8circurn- 
Rances'iii  the  mtiaimies  I  examin- 
ed in  London  wcni  more  evident. 
For  inlbince,  -the  coffins  of .  fyca- 
mora  D70od,fa{lened  together  with 
iron  nails,  in  which  the  fmail 
mummies  of  Br.  Garthflsore,  Dr. 
Lettfom,  and  fir  W.  Hamilton, 
'  were  contained,  had  moft  probably 
been  recently  conftruSed  of  pieces 
of  decayed  farcophagi  of  ancient 
mummiesw  The  Iktle  Sloaniah 
mummy  even  hy  in  a  box  in  the 
form  of  a  faroophagus,  which  was 
made  of  a  dark-brown  hard  wood, 
totally  different  from  the  fycamore, 
and  manifeflly  of  modern  conlbruc- 

tiOB'. 

**  How  many  other  artificial  re- 
ftoralions  and  deceptions  may  have 
been  pradtifed  in  the  feveFalmmtx}- 
mies  which  have  been  brought  into 
Europe^  which  have  never  been 
fufpeded,  and  may  perhaps  never 
be  deteded,  may  well  be  admitted, 
wheri  we  b5hfider  how  imperfedt 
we  ave  as  yet  ia  ofur  knowledge  of 
this  branch  of  Egyptian  archseolo- 
gy,  which,  ■  as  a  Specific  problem, 
few  have  hitherto  treated  with  the 
critical  acumen  it  feems  to  defer ve. 

"  Ai\  the  knowledge  we  have 
concerning  the  manner  of  prepar- 
ing mummies  is  derived  from  two 
fources^  yix,  the  exai^ination  of 
the  mummies  Jhemfclves ;  and  two 
claffical  paTfages  in  JEierodotv^ 
and  Diodofiis  Sictihis  ;  Strabo  and 
other  ancient  authors  having  men- 
tioned mummies  only  incidentally, 
and  in  very  few  words. 


"  But  unfortunately  thcfe  two 
claifical  paflages  do  not  in  the  leajOb 
agree  with  the  ftate  of  the  mumr 
mics  brought  into  Burope,  which, 
are  in  general  of  two  loi^,  viz. 
the  hard  compact  ones,  wholly  in- 
dued with  i^ofin,  which  hence  can 
be  knoclked  '  into  pieces  ;  the 
foft  ones,  which  yield  to  the  prcf- 
'  iure  of  the  hand,  and  are  prepared 
:  with  very  little-  rofin,  and  often 
none  at  all^  whofe  loofe  bandages 
may  .be  woppdoff,  and  which  cop- 
tain  in  their  <:avities  fcarce  ^y 
thin^  but  a  Vegetable  mould,  aud 
particularly  no  idol  whatever  as  &ir 
as  X  have  been  able  to  learn« 

**  The.  front  part  of  the  latter  is 
ufually  CO  veered  with,  a  painted, 
'and,  attimesi  jguilt.maik  of  cotton 
cloth;  and  as  they  appear  more 
variegated  thun  the  former,  and 
have  no  cofin  in  them .  yielding 
drugs  for  traffic,. ihey  are  brought 
in  much,  greater  numbers*  and,  may 
be  feen  in  many  collections  in  Eu- 
rope in  a  more  perfeft  ftate  than 
the  former^  though  often  rendered 
fo  by  reftofation.  The  former  on 
the  contrAT^,  have  for  this  very 
rcaik>Xk  remained. ^ofi  of  them  in 
the  hands  of  druggifts. 

**  Of  this,  viz.  the  former  fort^ 

were  the  two  in  the  difpenfary  of 

Crufius  at  Breflau,  which  Gryphi-

of  di/fefcnt  nations  above  quot-

^  As  \^  the  dttferent  national 
pjiyfiognoniies  ofth'cancient  Egyp- 
tians, I  fl)all  here  advert  only  to 
what,  in  my  pjiyfiological  ftudy  of 
the  varieties^  in  the  human  fpecies, 
I  have  deduced  from  my  compari- 
Ibns  of  thefe  fkuih  with  the  artificial 
monuments-found  in  Egypt.  For  I 
am  whoHy  at  a  lofs  to  conceive  how 
lesimed  writers,  not  only  of  the 
ftamp  of  the^author  of  the  Reehtrchu 
fur  lef  Eifpt'uHS^  but  even  pro- 
feffional  antiquaries,  fuch  as  Win- 
kelmann>  and  the  authdr  of  the 
MUcherchis  fur  VOrigine  des  Arts  de 
Id  Giree  could  afcribe  to  the  arti- 
ffcial  monuments  found  in  Egypt 
one  c6mmon  character,  of  national 
phyfiogWomy,  and  define  the  fame 
in  afewl'm'esiri  the  moft  decided 
and  peremptory  manner.    . 

**  It  appears  tb*me  that  we  muft 
^dopt  at  leaft  three  principal  va- 
rieties, ill  the  nationaji  phyfiognomy 
of  the  ancient  Egyptians ;  which, 
Ukc  d&  the  ymtiw  in  tb?  human 


fpecics,  are.  no  dpubt  often  blend* 
ed  together,  fo  ^s  to  produce  vari- 
011  s  Ihades,  but  from  which  the 
true,  if  I  may  fo  call  it,  ideal  ai:^ 
cbet>'pe  may  however  be  diftm- 
guifhcd,  by  unequivocal  proper*, 
ties,  to  which  the'  endiefsf  fmallct.

** The  iirftii  chiefly dJftinguifh- 
cd  by  the  prominent  maxilla,  tur- 
{pdlfps,  broad  i)at  nofe,  and  pro* 
truding  ejre-balls,  fach  as  Volney. 
finds  the  Copjs  at  prefent-^  fiJchJ,, 
according  to   his  defcriptipn,  andl 
the  beft  figures  given  by  Norden^. 
is  the  covntenance.of  the  Sphinx;, 
fuch  .were,  according. to  the  vi^elU 
known  paflage  in  Herodotus  on  the 
origin  of  the   Cotchians,  even  the 
Egyptians  of  his  time;  and  thus, 
hath  Lucian  likewife  reprefcnted  a. 
young  Egyptian  af  Rome. 

*'  The  lecond,  or  the.  Hindoo 
caft,  differs  Mo  cotlo  from  the  above, 
as  we  may  convince  ourfclvcs  by 
the  infpetllon  of  other  Egyptian, 
monuments.  It  is  charaacrized 
by  a  long  flender  nofe,"  long  and 
thin  eyelids,  which  run  upwards, 
from.,  the  top  of  the  nofe  toward* 
the  temples,  ears  placed  i J orh  on. 
the  head,  a  fliort  and  very  thin  bo* 
dily  fthifture,and  very  long  flianks. 
As  an  ideal  of  this  foriti,  I  (hall 
only  adduce  the  painted  female  fii- 
gure.  upon  the  back  of  the  far^ 
cbphagus  of'  capt.  Lethieuilicr's- 
mvjmmy  in  the  Britifh  miife- 
um,  which  has  been  engnved  by 
Vertue,  and  which  mod  (Iri kingly 
agrees  with  the  unequivocal  na- 
tional form  of  tl>e  Hindoos,  which, 
/  3  efpccially 
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erpecially  in  England,  is  fo«pften 
to  be  feen  upon  Indian  paintings. 
"  The  thir^  fort  of  Egyptian 
.  configuration  is  not  (imilaLr  to  ei- 
ther of  the  'preceding  ones,  but 
Icems  fopartaltefornethingofboth,. 
vbich  muft  hare  been  owing  to  the 
modifications  produced  by  local 
circumftances  in  a  foreign  cjimate. 
This  is  charaf^erized  by  a  peculiar 
turgid  habit,  flabby  cheefes^  a  (bort. 
chin,  large  promiifenf;  eyes,  ind  ra- 
ther a  plump  make  in  the  perfon. 
This,as  liiay  naturally  be  expe6led, 
is  tlie  ftru6ture  moil  frequently  fd 
be  met  with. 

*  *'  I  thought  this  little  digreffion 
the  lefs  intrufivc,  as  it  appears  to 
me  that  'it  may  on  the  one  hand 
provie  ufeful,  not  only  t6\Vards  iU 
liiftrating  the  hi'ftory  of  the  origin 
afnd  defcent  of  the  nations  that  were 
tranfplanted  into  Egypt,  and  have 
acquired  the  general  denomination 
of  Egyptians,  but  alfo  for  the  de- 
termination of  the  different  periods 
of  the  ftyle  of  the  aits  of/ the  an- 
cient Egyptians,  concerning  which 
wfe  have  as  yet  very  imperfect  ideas ; 
whilft,  on  the  other  hand,  it  migh| 
lead  to  much,  accurate  information 
as^  to  matter  of  fa^l :  many  very 
eminent  ^authors  having  given  the 
moft  incongruous*  reprefentatidns 
of  the  Egyptian  hatjo'nal  character, 
fuch  as  winkelmanh  for  inlhnce, 
who  producefl  a  wretched  figure  of 
a  painted  fnafk,  whhout  ai^  cha- 
ra6ler  whatever,  engraved  in  Be- 
ger*s  Jliefaur.  Bran4^nS.T.lIl,  p.  402. 
as  one  ofthe  moflchara6^eriftic  re- 
prefentations  of  the  form  of  the  an- 
cient Egyptians ;  and  who,  as  well  as 
fiverarothers,  will  have  this  form  to 
be  iimilar-to  that  of  the  Chincfe  ; 
an  aflTertibii  which,  dfter  having  had 
oppoi^tunities  tb  compare  tw^nty- 
ohe  living  Chinefe  at  Amfterdam,' 
ahd  having  fince  feen  in  London 
abundance  of  ancient  Egyptian  mo- 


numents,  efpecially  in  the  Britifl) 
mufeum,  and  the  colle^ticns  of 
Mr.  Townley^'  Mr.  Knight,  and 
the  marquis  or  LanfHown,  has  ever 
appeared  to  me*  incomprehetifible. 
"  Adopting,  as  I  thmk  it  con- 
formable to  nature,  .five  races  of 
the  human  fpecies,  viz.  i.  the 
Caucafian  ;  2.  the  IVfongoIite  ;  5. 
the  Malay;  4.  the  ^Ethiopian;  5. 
the  American ;  I  thinic  the  Egyp* 
tians  will  find  their  place  betwcca 
the'Caucafistn  and  the  jEthibpcan, 
bpt  that  they  differ  from  none  more 
than  from  the  Mongolian,  to  which 
the  Chincfe  belong. 

'  "  Thus  far  concerning  the  bo- 
dies of  the  Egyptians  prepared  intt> 
niummies;  I  (hall  conclude  with 
fome  obTervatioriS  on  die  proba- 
ble meaning  knd  deflination  of  the 
diminutive  mummies,  vhich  kirt 
given  rife  to  the  preftnt  inguin'. 

«  They  certainly  arc  ^t*  what 
they  have  long,  I  believe,  tmiver- 
fsilly  b^en  taken  for,'  namelr,  mum- 
mies of  fmall  children'  and  em* 
brVos.  Some  of  them  atr  the  real 
mummles'oF  Ibifes,  fuch  as  one  of 
Dr.  Lettfom,  and  one  of  the  two 
in  the  Hami'tonian  colleftion,  in 
the  Britifli  niufeum,'Hi*hich  had  by 
decay  been  fo  far  laid' open  as  to 
allow  me  "plainly  to  diftinguiih  in  ti 
the  bill  ofan  Ibis,  and  bth^r  bones 
of  a  bird. 

• "  Thefc  facred  birds,  it  is  well 
known,  were  ufualiy,  after  having 
betn  fwathed  round  with  cotton 
bandages,  placed  in  earthen  urns, 
aild  depdfited  in  the  catacombs  &p* 
propriated  tb  the  Ibifes,  Some- 
times, without  being  fluck  into  an 
um,  they  were  prepared  in. the 
fortn  of  a  puppet,  "Vet  fo  that  the 
head  aiid  bi^l  projerfcd  a!  the  top  ; 
one  of  this  fort  has  been  figured  by 
cOimt  Caylus.  And  thirdly,  the 
\vhole  bird  tras  frequently  wrap- 
ped up  in  this  puppet  form,  and 
,         '  .         •     drcflc4 
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ArctSed  la  a  xnaflcy  }ike  one  of  the 
l^inaa  ipecies. 

^*  But-  a$  the  two  ©ithers^  viz. 
Dr.  G^thihore's  and  the  Sloanlan, 
were  cxtcriiaUy  perfeftjy  iiinilar  to 
the  aboveoientioaedy  I  am  led  to 
conje^hire  (for  in  the  total  wani  pf 
iuforn>ation  from  the  ancients  con- 
cerning thefe  fmall  mummies,  we 
muft  how^vet  fix  upon  fome  con- 
jecture,)' that  the  manufacturers  of 
mummies,  who  made  them  for  fale, 
in  order  to  fave  themfelves  the  trou- 
ble of  preparing  a  bird,  took  a  bone, 
or  other  folid  part  of  a  decayed 
mummy,  or  incieed  any  thing  that 
W|L»  neareft  at  hand,  dreifed  it  up 
as  the  mummy  of  an  Ibis,  and 
tendered  it  for  fale. 

**  Whoever  recollefts  what  a 
defpicable  fet  the  E^ptian  priefls 
were^  even,  in  the  time  of  Strabo, 
ar«d  how  the  whole  religious  wor- 
ihip  of  the  Egyptians  was  then  al- 
ready fallen  into  decay,  will  not 
think  this  conjecture  too  gratuitous, 
or  void  of  probability. 

♦*  Or  ihall  we  rather  confider 
thefe  puppets  as  the  memento  mori 
which  it  i9  well  known  the  Egyp- 
tians were  wont  to  introduce  at 
table  in  their  meal$  and  feftivals  ? 
Hi?rodotu§  fays,  that  little  wooden 
images  were  ufually  carried  about 
for  this  purpofe,  and  Idoaftually 
fecoUeCt  having  feen  fijch  fmall 


wooden  reprefentations  of  mum- 
mies in  the  Britifh  mufeum»  Lu- 
cian  alfo  relates,  as  an  eye  witnefs, 
that  in  his  time  the  dead  bodies 
themfelves  were  introduced  at  ta- 
ble. It  is  eafy  to  conceive  how, 
during  the  long  interval  of  near 
700  years,  before  the  tranfition 
took  place  from  the  firft  fimple 
i^eijtothisdifguftingpraftice,  fuch 
little  mummies  may  at  fome  period 
or  other  have  formed  the  interme- 
diate iif:p. 

«  The  aufhpr  of  the  Recherches 
fur  les  Egyptiens  feems  unwilling  to 
to  admit  that  real  mummies  h^d 
ever  been  introduced  at  table :  but 
his  fcepticifn;  sippears  to  mt  to  be 
no  better  foundea  ^han  the  contrary 
aflertion  of  one  of  the  moft  eminent 
phyficians  of  the  laft  century,  Cafp. 
Hoffman,  who,  in  his  once  claffical 
work  de  MeiHcamentis  OjicmalituSj 
in  the  fcftion  of  the  Egyptian  mum- 
mies,  gravely  relates,  that  in  Jow^r 
Saxony  no  feaft  was  ever  giycn 
without  the  introduction  of  a  muiii^ 
my.  And  ftrang^as  this  qui  pro  auti 
between  an  Egyptian  corpfe  ana  a 
particular  kind  of  Brunfwick  flrong 
beer  muft  appear,  it  is  however  a 
faCt,  that  fcveral  more  modern  writ- 
ers upon  mummies  have  actually 
copied  it  out  into  iheir  worlft  with 
implicit  confidence."

♦f  Gallo-Belgicus  feems  to  have 
been  the  firft  cnntemporai^  author, 
who,  in  modern  times,  detailed 
events  as  they  arofe.  Hp  appears 
to  have  befen  weir  received;  the 
irft  volume,  which  was  prfhted  for 
the  widoM^  of  Godfred  Karpenfis, 
having  run  tlirovgh  a  ftcon<^  edi- 

5 ion,  before  the  year  1603,  with  ad- 
litionsi  ^nd  an^endments.  The 
*  fetirth  vplume,  whichwjis  pby ifSed 
in  1603,  was  "compiled  by  Gafpar 
LorcBari,  for  "William  Luttehkifcb.

tiling."  At  a  period,  more  ^^riy, 
perhaps,  than  thethneof  Paul,  the 
government  of  China  diftributed, 
Oirough  that  moil  extenfive  enapir<r, 
a  written  paper,  containing  a  lift  of 
the  Mandarins,  who  were  appoint* 
cd  to  rule  in  every  province.  Yet 
this  CMnefe  Red  Book,  which  was 
afterwards  printed,  and  b  ftlil  dif. 
tributed,  can  fcarcely  be  deemed  a 
new5«{>aper« 

"  «  Venice  is  entitled  to  the  ho- 
nour of  havine  produced  the  6x^ 
Gazetta,  affeady'as  the  year  1556. 
It  was  compiled  upon  the  pian, 
which  was  afterwi»iTd*  adopted  by 
GalIo-Be]gicus,and  contatacdituicb 
intelHigence,  liorh  of  Italy,  and  even 
of  the  reft  of  Europe.  Yet,  a  jea- 
lous goveriimfcni  did  no^  allow  a 
printed  news-paper.  And  the  Ve- 
netian Gaa^tta  continued  lon^  after 
^hc  ^nvent^Qii  of  printlog,  to  the 
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obfettf  the ^Ktectrtbcentmry,  aad 
cvcuL  t»  our  owA  days»  to  be  diftri- 
bitted  in  manufGnpt. 

^  After  enqukingt  ^  ia  various 
Countrko^  for  theorigin  'O^ n^ws* 
pipers^  I. had  the  fatis&^tiOft  to  find 
wliat  £  fought  for  in  England.  It 
fsuj  gratify  our  nation^  ^  pride  to 
be  tok^'that  mankind  are  indebted 
to  tb&wiidom  of  Elizabeth,  and  the 
fmidcace  of  Burieigh,  for  the  firft 
oews  paper.  TheepochoftheSpa- 
fuQai  Armada  is  alfp  'the  epoch  of  a 
l^enuine  news-paper.  In  the  Bri- 
tifli  mufeum,  there  are  feveral  news- 
papers, winph  had  been  printed 
while  the  Spaniih  fleet  was  in  the 
EngUih  channel,  during  the  year 
1 588.  It  was  a  wife  policy,  to  pre* 
vent,  during  the  moment  of  gene- 
ral anidety,  the  danger  of  ialie  re- 
ports, by  publiihing  real  informa- 
tion. .  And,  the  earlieft  news-paper 
ia  entided,  The  Engiiih  Mercurie, 
.  jnrhich^  by  authonty,  **>  was  im- 
printed at  London,  by  Chriilopher 
oarker,    her    highnefles    printer, 

^^  Burleigh's  news-papers  were  all 
Extraordinary  Gazettes,  which  were 
publiihed  from  time  to  time,  as 
that  profound  ilatefman  wifhed, 
either  to  inform,  or  terrify  the 
people.  The  Merceries  were  pro. 
bably  firfi  printed  in  April  1588, 
when  the  armada  approached  the 
fliores  of  England.  After  the  Spa- 
niih (hips  had  been  difperfed  by  a 
wonderful  exertion  of  prudence,  and 
fpirit,  thefe  Extraordinary  Gazettes 
very  feldom  appeared.  The  Mer- 
cune,  .No.  54,  which  is  dated  on 
Monday  November  the  a4th  1588, 
informed  the  public,  that  the  fo- 
lemn  thankfglviug  for  the  fucceiTes 
w.hich  had  been  obtained  againft 
tlie  Spanidi  armada,  was  this  day 
flridbly  obfrrvcd.  -  This  number 
i;ontaiut  ^lo  an.  artUU  of  news 


from  Madrid,  wUch  fytAs  of  jputn- 
tiftf  the  queen  to  death,  and'ot  the* 
ioi&umentsr  of  torture  that  were 
on  board  the  Spani(h  fleet.  We 
may  fuppofe,  that  fuch  para^rapba- 
wei«  digued  bv  the  policy  of  Bur«» 
le»gi)»  wha  tinderftood  all  the  ar«> 
tifices^  of  printing,  to  excite   the- 
terrors  of  the  Engiiih  people,  ta* 
point  their reientmentagainii  ^pain, , 
and  to  iaflune  their  love  for  £11* 
zabeth. 

«^Yet  are  we  told,  that  poib; 
gave  rife  to  weekly  newa-papcrs^. 
which  are  likewife  a  French  mvea- 
tion.  The  inventor  was  ^Th^o-- 
phraft  Renaudot,  a  pi^fician,  who^ 
laying  his  fcheme  oefore  cardinal. 
Richelieu,  obtained  from  him  a  pa* 
tent  for  the  Piaris  Gazette,  which 
was  firll  publiihed  ia  April  z6si« 
Thus  would  confident  igporance 
transfer  this  invcntioQf  which  is  fo 
ufefuUy  advantageous  to  the  gor 
vernors  and  the  p>verned|  from  the 
Engiiih  Burleigh  to  the  French 
Richelieu.  The  dates  demonitrate, 
that  the  pleafures  and  the  benefits 
of  a  news-paper  were  enjoyed  in 
England,  n^pre  than  forty  Y^xn 
before  the  eilabliihment  or  the 
Paris  Gazette,  by  Renaudot,  in 
France.  And  the  Engiiih  Mercurie 
will  remain  an  inconteiUble  proof 
of  the  exigence  of  a  printed  ikews* 
paper  in  England,  at  an  q>och 
when  no  other  nation  can  boaft  4 
vehicle  of  news  of  a  fimilar.kind. 

**  The  EngUih  Mercurie  no  lon^« 
er  proclaimed  .his  news,  when  Eli- 
zabeth, fpeakiqg  of  the  armada, 
had  faid,  fiavU  Dau  et  dijjipantvr. 
A  news-paper  had  now  gratified 
the  curiofity  of  the  people;  and 
the  curioiity  of  the  people  would 
be  no  longer  (atisfied  without  4 
news-paper.  Burton  complains,  ix\ 
his  Anatomy  of  Melancholy,  which 
was  firil  publiihed  in  16x4,  ^Uhat 
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if  any  rp^d  iioti^-a->days  it  is  a  pfej-- 
book,  or  a  pamphlet  of  mcwes." 
The  ne#s-papcrs  were  at  firfk  oc- 
nafional,  aiid  afterwards  weekly. 
Nathahfe!  Butter,  at  the  Pyde-Bull, 
St.  Auftin's  gate,  eftablf (hed  a  week- 
ly paper,  iti  Augiift  1622,  entitled, 
The  certaiti  Npwes  of  this  prefent 
Week.  How  long  Butter,  who 
was  a  gt'eat  publiSier  of  newes, 
contirraw  his  hebdomadal- intelli-- 
gences,  I  am  unable  to  tell.  He 
l^^ld  Kttle  before  his  readers,  which 
could  enlarge  knowledge,  or  excite 
rifibility;  though  his  battles  may 
have  ftirprifed  and  elevated,  and  his 
freges  may  have  alternately  agitated 
the  hopes  find  fears  pf  his  cpyntty- 
men. 

♦*  Whatever  mav  have  been  his 
fnccefs,  he  certainly  had  competi- 
tors, and  imitators.     In  February 
1625-6,  was  firft  pifbliihed  a  frefh 
paper  of  Weekly  Newes.    The  fo- 
reign intelligence  of  May  the  a^d, 
was  convej'ed  in  number  13.    This 
too  was  a  fmall  quarto  of  fourteen 
pages.     And  it  was  printed  at  Lon- 
don for  Mercurins  Britannicus,  in 
1626.     This    proves    fufficicntly, 
that  the  wcH -known  title  of  Mer- 
curies Britannicus  had  a  more  early 
ori2;in  than  has  generally  been  fnp- 
poied.     Similar  papers  were  con- 
tinued, though  they  afliimed  differ- 
ent names.     In  the  preface  to  the 
Swedifii  Intelligencer,  which   was 
publiihed  in  1632,  "  now  the  third 
time  revifed,  corre^ed,   and  aug- 
mented,*'   we    are    alfured,    that, 
it  vpry  good    ufe  have  alfo   been 
made  01  tht  Weekly  Currantoes, 
which,  if  a  man  otpdgment  read, 
he  (hail  find  very   true  and  very 
|>un<Fbjal :  whofoeVer  will  be  cun- 
ning in  the  places  and  perfons  of 
Germany,   and  would   underftand 
her  wars,  let  him  not  defpife  Cur- 
rantoes." 

•*  Butter,  the  a6lire  news-monger 


of  the  times,  ^'is  influcnoed  by  fai^ 
intereft  to  tell— 

**  News,  old  news,  and  fuch  newi  as  j«« 
ncYcr  heard  of.** 

He  was"  thus  induced  to  convert 
his  Weekly  News  into  half-yearly 
news.     And  he' publiihed  the  Ger- 
man  Intelligencer,   in    16^0,*  and' 
the  Swedilk  Intelligencer,  in  1631. 
He  had  for  his  compiler,  William 
Watts,  of  Caius  college,  of  whon\ 
it  mav  be  faid,  that  he  was  edu- 
cated for  other  labours  j    and   of 
wl]om  Vofcius  fpeaks  as  Jc^tJ^mui 
ft  clarij/imuj    H'a(fiuSy  qut  optime  Je 
hlftoria  meruit.     He  was  born  near 
Lvnn  in  Norfolk  of  I  know  not 
wliat  parentage.  After  being  tranf- 
planted  from  the  banks  of  the  Cann 
to  the  groves  of  Oxford,  he  travelled 
into  feveral  countries,  fays  Anthonv 
Wood,  'and  became  mafler  of  di- 
vers languages.      He  was,   on  his 
return,  after  the  acceflion  of  Charles 
I.  made  one  pf  the  king's  chaplains^ 
and  was  preferred  fucceflively,  tq 
livings,  and  dignities  in  the  church; 
and  adhering  manfully  to  the  king's 
caufe,   he  ^*•as   fequcflered,   plun- 
dered, and  left  without  a  flielter  for 
his   wife  and  children.      He  was 
carried  by  his  courage,  and  refcnt- 
ment,  into  the  field   with   prince 
Rupert,  during  the  hardieft  of  his 
exploits;    and  died,   in.  1649,  on 
board  his  fleet,  in  the  liarbour  of 
Kinfale.     He  had  an  efpcL  ial  hand^ 
fays  Wood,  in  fir  Henry  Spelman's 
gloflary  j  he  edited  Matthew  Paris  ; 
and  exclufive  of  other  treatifes,  he 
publiflied,    before   the   civil    wars 
of  EnglanH  began,  fevenil  number^ 
of  new  books,  in  the  Engllfli  tongue 
(more  than  forty),  containing  the 
occurrences  done  in  the  wars  be- 
tween the  king  of  Sweden  and  the 
Germans.      William   Watts   may, 
therefore,    be  deemed   the  Gallo- 
Belgicus  of  England.

Each  party,  whether  political  or  rc- 
ligiousy  uow  hgped  to  gain  tjieif 
objc6l,  by  fpreading  their  preten- 
^on«.  From  this  fpurcc,  the  nation 
was  foon  over*run  with  trafts  of 
cycry  li?c,  and  of  various  denomi- 
nations; hence  tJie  diurnal,  whith 
continued  its  hebdomadal  round, 
notwithilanding  the  ridicule  of 
Cleveland,  from  1640  ^to  i66q  ; 
and  hence  too  the  different  Mer- 
curies, which  were  fent  abroad,  to 
inflame  by  their  vehemence,  or  to 
icpnciliate  by  their  wit;  to  convince 
by  their  argument,  or  to  delude  by 
their  fophiftry.  Many  of  them 
W«re  written  with  extraordinary  ta- 
lents, and  publiilied  with  uncom- 
mon courage.  The  great  writer 
pf  Mercuries  was  Marchmont  Need- 
ham,  who  was  born  in  1620,  anci 
i^as  educated  at  Oxford  ;  who  af- 
fumed  all  the  colours  of  the  cha- 
melion,  during  thofe  contentious 
times  :  and  "being  diRharged  from 
writing  public  intelligence  by  the 
council  of  ftate,  in  March  1660, 
He  was  allowed  to  live  at  the  Re fto- 
ration,  till  at  length,  fays  Anthony 
Wood,  this  moftieditious,  nuitable, 
and  railing  author,  died  fuddenly 
in  Devereux  Court,  in  November 

'  When  lioftilities  commenced, 
every  event,  during  a  moft  eventful 
'periqd,  had  its  own  hiftorian,  who 
tommunicated  news  from  Hull, 
truths  from  York,  v^arranted  tidings 
from  Ireland,  aod  f^^ecial  jpaiTagcs 
jfrom  feveral  places.-  *  Theie  were 
all  occafional  papers.  Impatient, 
however,  as  a  di(lr^£led  people 
were  for  information,  -^the  news 
.  were  never  diftributed  daily.    The 


various  Qrws-|)aperswf&repubUibe4  ! 
weekly  at  firft;  but,  intheprogrefs. 
of  events,  aiKi  in  the  ardour  of  cu*  i 
riofity,  they  were  diftributed  twice 
or  thrice  m  every  week.  §wch 
were  the  *'  French  Intelligencer,'? 
the  **  Dutch  Spyc,"  the  i^  Irifh 
Mercury,'*  and  the  **  Scots  Dqvc;'? 
the  "  Parjiament  Kite,^'*  and  the 
"  Secret  Owl."  Morcuiius  Ache- 
rqnticus  brought  them  hebdomadal 
N^vs  from  Hell,  Mercurius  Dcmo- 
cricus  communicated  wonderful 
news  from  the  World  ia  the  Moon, 
the  Laughing  Mercury  gave  pcrfeft 
news  horn  the  Antipodes,  and  Mer- 
curius Mailix  faithfully  lafhed  all 
Scouts,  Mercuries,  Pods,  Spies,  and 
other  intelligencers. 

"  Amid  this  clamour  of  contra- 
dii^ioo,  .thb  a£^iyity  of  ridicule, 
this  tumult  of  laughter,  Scotland 
was  not  negledted*  As  early  as 
1642,  there  were  publiibed  at  Lon- 
don, The  Scots  Scout'&Difcoveries.  . 
On  the  30th  of  September  1643, 
appeared  The  Scots  Intelligencer, 
or  tlie  Weekly  News  from  (Scot- 
land and  the  Court.  Oji  the  fame  - 
day,  flew  at»-oad  The  Scots  Dove; 

"  Our  Dove  tells  ncvrffs  from  tke  king't, 
"  And  of  hormoaioub  Ifitxcrs  fings." 

In  1644,  arrived  weekly.  Intelli- 
gence from  the  South  Borders  of 
Scotland.  Mercurius  Scoticus  ap- 
peared in  1651.  And,  in  the  fub- 
iequent  year,  was  given  out  the 
Theme,  or  Scoto-Preib^ter,  which, 
with  admirable  ridicule,  inquires, . 
«<  Whether  it  be  not  as  lltAdifho- 
nourable  for  the  Scots,  to  ^  con- 
quered by  the  Englifti,  in  1652,  as 
to  have  been  thefe  twelve  years 
paft  flavcs  to  the  covenant.'*  All 
thefe  papers  were  afTuredly  pub- 
liflied  at  London,  either  to  gratify 
private  intereft,  or  to  promote  pub- 
lic 
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ticjneafurea^  thotigb  fomevof  them 
suie  miftaklngly  fuppofed  jto-hare 
btcD  primed  at  Ediobur^h. 

♦'  It.is  a  remarkable  fad,  whicE* 
hiilory  was  either  too  idle  to  aCoer- 
taio,  or  too  much  afliamed  to  re- 
late, that  the  arras  of  Crpmwell 
communicated  to  Scotland,  with 
olfatf  benefits,  the  firil  news^paper, 
wiuch  had  ever  illuxninated  the 
glooiD,  or  difpelled  the  fanaticifm^ 
of  the  North.  Each  army  carried 
iti  own  printer  with  it ;  expe&Ing 
eilber  to  convince  br  its  reafon>* 
ing,  or  to  delude  by  its  falfehood. 
Ejng  Charles  carried  Robert  Bar- 
ker with  him  to  Newcaflle^  in-1639. 
And  general  Cromwell  conveyed 
Chriftopher  Higgins,  to  Leith,  in^ 
1 652.  When  Cromwell  hadhereefta- 
bliflied  a  citadel,  Higgins  reprinted 
in  November  1 652,  what  had  been  al- 
ready pu bliflied  at  London,  a  IHur- 
nal  of  fome  Pailages  and  Affairs,  for 
the  information  of  the  Englifli  fol 
diers.  Mercurius  Politicuii  was  firff 
reprinted  at  Leith,  on  the  a>6th  of 
O^ober,  1653.  The  reprinting  ofit 
vas  transferred  to  Edinbnr^,  in 
November  1654;  where  it  conti- 
nued to  be  publifhed,  till  the  ele- 
venth of  April  1660;  and  was  then 
reprinted,  tindet  the  name  of  Mer- 
curius  Publicus. 

**  The  time  was,  however,  at 
hand,  when  Scotland  was  to  enjov 
the  luxury  of  a  newspaper,  which 
was  of  Scottifh  manufacture.  On 
tfic  3ifl  of  December,  1660,  ap- 
peared at  Edinburgh,  Mekurius 
Caledonhis  :  comprifing  the  affairs 
in  agitation  in  Scotland,  with  afw- 
vey  of  foreign  intelligence.  It  was 
a  fon  of  the  bifhop  of  Orkney, 
Thomas  Sydferfe,  who  now  thought 
he  had  the  wit  to  amufe,  the  know- 
ledge to  inlh-uft,  and  the  addrefs  to 
captivate,  the  lovers  of  news,  in 
Scotland.  But  he  was  only  ^ble, 
fidtfa  all  his  powers,  (o  extend  hi^ 


publication  to  ten  numbta,  vhicl^ 
weft  very  loyal,  veiy  illiticrale^  and 
vtry  affcftjed.; 

!«  Even  after  the  Reiidr&tion.  tfie^ 
news-papers  which  were  pub&med, 
by  authority,  at  London,  continued 
to  be  reprinted  at  Edinburgl^ 
though  not  bv  the  hand  of  Higgin&t 
The  Mercunus  Publicus  was  bere 
publiihcd,  till  it  was"  fuperfeded 
by  The  Kingdom's  InteUij^ncef^ 
which  AiH  retailed  the  news  of  Lon^ 
don  to  the  people  of  Scotland.    . 

**  In  the  ahnals  of  our-liten^ture, 
and  our  freedom,  it  is  a  memorable 
fa6l,  that  there  was  nptVa  news-* 
paper  printed  in  Scotland,  at  fhe 
aera  of  the  Revolution.  The  few 
had  douUle/s  inflruded  themrelvcs, 
during  fcvcfal  years,  from  the  Lon* 
don  Gazette.  .And  the  piany  had 
been  too  bufy,"  during  the  laie 
timeSy  with  thi:  affairs  of  the  other 
worlds  to  be  very,  aiixions  about 
the  events  of  this.  Vet,  were  the 
eftates  of  Scotland,  who  alTembled 
at  Edinburgh  on  the  r4th  of  March, 
1689,  and  the  mobs  which  onti 
raged  on  that  occafton,  both  law 
and  religion,  fuffidently.  infiamed, 
without  the  agency  of  ^  news- 
paper. 

**  Whatever  freedom,  either  of 
thought,  or  of  printing,  may  have 
been  eilabliilied  in  Scooand,  by  the 
Revolution,  ten  years  elapfed  be- 
fore it  was  deemed  fafe'  by  the  pub«* 
lie,  or  i^vantageous  by  an  indivU 
dualj  to  print  a  news-paper«  The 
Edinburgh  Gazette  was  at  length 
piabliffaed  by  authority,  in  February

to  print  the   ^inburgh  Gazetiet 
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tjtJtn  ai^cr.  the  Union.  Watfon 
Was  for  Several  .years,  the  great 
ndWtf-motigtr  6f  Scotland^  as'.%tter 
ha4  been  of  England,  during  the 
pAot^gc,  In  February  170S>  he 
eftabliflicd  the  Edinburgh  Courant, 
which,  after  he  had  printed  Bfty- 
Itve  numbers,  he  reliaouiilied  to  tAe 
heirs  arid  fucceflbrs  orAndrew  An- 
^eribh,  the  printer  to  the  queen,  to 
th^  city,  and  to  the  college.  Yet 
Watfoft  ftill  hoped  fof  profit,  or 
iion^r^ironQ  printinga  news-paper. 
Anj,  in  September  170$,  hepvb- 
Kihed  the  Scots  Coiirant,  which  he 
Continued  to  prini,  beyond  the  year 
X) x6.  At  thrcooch  of  the  Union, 
'Scotkn4  had ;  wis  fuocei&raly  ac- 
quired  three  news-papers,  which 
were,  all  publiihed  at  Edinburgh ; 
but  neither  prorpoted  that  meaiure 
^y  their  fa^s,  nor  retarded  it  by 
the\r  decUxnationSf

Courant,  aci  the  Scots  Courant,

The  Gfafgow  Cou- 
rant alone  was  then  equal  to  her 
wants.  Her  traffic,  her  opulence,

«  Y  HA\'E  been  twice  this  fiim- 

•  J[  nter  to  view  the  orchards  at 

Sittingbome,  and  dcfire  the  favour 

of  yon  to  acquaint  the  Society  for 

tfce  Encouragement  of  Arts^  Ma- 

'  nufa^res,  and  Commerce,  that  to 

.fclfiithepromife  conveyed  in  the 

memorial,  I  did  myfelf  the  honour 

'  of  prefenting  to  them,  I  now  (end 

-.further  obfervations  to  throw  the 

hufbandry  of 'orchards,  under,  (acfi 

culture  as  to  prcferve  the  tree,  and 

improve  the  fruit. 

**  The  appearances  were  much 
to  my  fatisfa^ion,  and  I  faw  great 
reafon  to  be  pleafed  vnth  the  opera- 
tion of  pruning ;  yet  feveral  of  the 
cherries  were  much  gummed.  I 
.  examined  to  fee  whether  the  gum 
was  from  frefh  fiflures,  or  tnofe 
formerly  medicated ;  and  to  a  cer- 
tainty the  former  medications  were 
perfeftly  healed ;  and  t  did  not  ob- 
fenre,  but  that  the  cherry  bears  the 
knife  very  well,  with  the  aid  of  the 
medication.  I  pointed  out  thcfe 
circumibinces  to  the  tenants ;  and 


defired  ther  would  look  to  them, 
'^nd  open  the  blotches  which  had 
affe(f^ed  the  trees  fince  pruning. 

"  Mr.  R.  and  I.  Boulding  in- 
formed me  that  the  medication  bad

Now,  any  fudden  check  ilriking 
the  freei  uops  tbie  Mres  \  and  ob'> 
l^u^ing  the  per/piration,  throws 
ali  the  fap  into  diforder;  which 
foon  becoming  vitiated,  and  nature 
having  no  other  way  of  relieving 
it£df^  forces  a  fiffiirV  through  the 
bark,  out  of  which  oozes  the  al- 
moft  itigiuited  fap,  which,  there 
condenfing,  becomes  gum  very 
foon ;  after  which  the  bark,  want- 
ing its  dofi  port^n  of  nouriihAnent, 
begins  to  crack  and  fpltt:  from

♦'Therefore  any  fmearing,or  other 

,  racfe  Vhlch  mal^  impede  a  juft  cir- 
culation jindperfpiratlon,  mult  in- 
jure  the  tree ;  buc  the  medication 
canoot  produce  any  of  thefe  evili; 
ftfT  it  is  applied  merely  as  a  plainer, 
and  is  never  extended  further  than 
on  the  bare  iscood,  or  torn  bark, 
and  where  the  gum  is  oozing 
thrmigh  the  bark.  I  defire  to  a^ 
fure  tne  fociety,  that  in  each  of 
thefe  cafes,  the  medication,  from 
3ts  drying  qualities,  becomes  fu- 
premely  ialutary,  and  the  wounds 

.  ncal  in*  half  the  tirrie  they  cart  do 
when  expofed  to  heat,  cold,  moif- 
ture,  and  vermin :  for  the  misfor- 
tune is,  being  left  expofed,  the 
wounds  do  not  heal ;  there  the 
evil  lays. 

"  Mr.  Boulding,  in  his  certrfi- 
catc,  fays,  *Wheri  we  took  off' a 

*  large  branch  or  two,  the  wounds 

*  generally  cankered ;  which  made 
«  us  leave  them  in  the  encumbered

years.    Do  siot  attempt  to  force  a 
•tree  kijcfaer  than  it  is  difpofed  to 
:«rov7wr  that  vill  not  inipDove  the 
trait;   the  nile  ihould  be-^kieep

:cattk,  then  jiet  them  follow  their

^ral  pruninc;,. 4o.it  asibon  as  the

comes  on ;  but  do  not  fuffer  a  bn>- 
*hcn  or  ideeayed  branch  to  continue 
.atanyfeafon. 

«*  If  I  jnay  asake  vfeof  an  expbd- 
•.€d  idea»  the  fubOandal  form  of 
.the  tree  is  the  fame  before  and  after 
<]pnining;  that  is^  the  tree  continues 
iof  the  iftme  fize,  and  all  extreme 
«flioots  keep  the  fime  diftancci 
.which  is  an  improvement  no  one 
Juu  brought  into  prafhce ;  for  each 

Erfon    employs   his    ftrcngth  to 
ode  the  heads  of  the  trees  to

^  The  preventing  of  a  difeafe  is 
preferable  to  the  cure ;  therefore,  if 
poffibk)  choofe  the  utes  the  year

&e  that  they  are  properly  pruned 

Jn  the  nur&ryf  by  taking  off,  pcr- 
fcdly  clofc,  all  rjambltng  and  un- 

'fighiSybraAches, leaving the^  hwls 
to  thi^«r  four  good  leading  ihools; 
from  this  forecaft  the  trees  will 
not  require  pruning  for  fome  tinac, 

.  andy  having  no  wounds  to  heal  the 
year  tbey^  are  .txanfplanted^  will 

/greatly  accelerate  their  growdi. 
Be  fure  the  trees  are  young;  and 
do  not  pbint  ajiy  galled,  fretted,,  or 
cankered  plants;  for  it  is  certain 

c  that  there  is:  a  vapour  frifes  fosm 
cankered  trees  which  affeAs  the 

-found  ones. 

^  When  the- trees  are  taken  up^ 

.  keep  the  roota  as  long.as  Jb  conve- 
nient, which  will  give  them  a  jitf- 
pofition  to  ma  horizontally^  from 

.  which,  the  roots  beine  more  under 

;  the  influence  of  the  ran,  the  &p..ts 

.richer  and  produces  the  fwecacft, 
Mrefi  fruit ;  prepare  fiakes  b^ore 
the  -day  of  nlaating»  for  the  trees 
>muft  be  wdl:Aakedand  defended 

.  from.cattle;.and  other  precautioDs 
with  which  the  planters  are  well 
acquainted. 

**  Choofe  your  ground  carcAsUy, 
that  your  plantation  may  be  fcceen- 
ed  on  the  eaft,  north,  and  weft 
BA.t%^  and  opea  to  the  footh :  and 
tell  the;  nuneryman  that  he  mwft 
attend  to  the  natural  growth  of  the 
different  fruits,  and  mark  them^ 
that  they  -may  be  planted  thus*— 
one  row  of  the   talleft   ftrangefl 

J  growers  on  the  three  cold  fidoi  and 
that  row  fhould  be  planted  twice 
as  thick  as  .any  otlicr;  ^hen  one 
row  more  of  the  next  fite-growers 
parallel  to  thelafi  rows ;  and  iiy  go 
.oa.  gradually,  declining  in  fize  till 
you  come  to  the  centre. 

**  What  I  mean  by  twice  nt 
thick,  place  a.  low  ramblibg  grow* 
iog'fruit-tree  between  each  of  the 
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othef)  fbrth^  intention  here  tsioraife 
Hielter ;  and  it  would  be  advifeable 
on  the  outfidt  of  the  plantation  to 
run  a  row  of  underwood,  more 
than,  a  pole  wide  <^  the  freefi-grow^ 
ing  trees  which  the  country  produ-  • 
era ;  be  afluted  the  wood  wiU  more 
than  pay  for  the  expence.  Be>  not 
tenaaotts  of  the  fize  or  (bape  of  tl^ 
orchard;  for^  in  feme  iituatioaSy 
hy  taking  a  little  more  or  lefs 
ground)  much  gM>d  may  refult« 
Before  the  ^ound  is  laid  out,  let . 
the  mind  t^  a6tive  to  fecure  the 
little  ntii\gs  or  inflections,  to  catch 
the  fun,  and  exclude  the.  cold. 
*Thc  Scotch  fir,  or  other  val*  able 
trc^,  may  be  happily  ii^troduced 
at  a  diftance  for  flirlter,  which 
would  alfo  greatly  embellifh  the 
appearance  of  the  country* 

**•  Such  a  plantation  may  be  ex- 
pected often  to  bear  a  crop  when 
the  whole  neighbourhood  fails ;  and 
every  one  knows  the  value  of  a 
|;ood  efopin  a  failing  vear.  Thefe 
ideas  are  on  a  large  icale,  for  the 
fupply  of  the  Loudon  *  markets  : 
and,  though  I  can  bring  no  proof 
that  fuch  an  orchard  exiib,  the 
hints  here  given  are  to  point  out 
that  pofition  is  an  efTential  circum- 
fhince  both  for  the  whole  plantation 
and  every  individual  tree.  AU 
ways  remembering  local  circum- 
ftances  rauft  govern  the  bufinefs*: 
follow  nature. 

«♦  If  I  have  exprefled  thi«  clearly, 
the  orchard  will  appear  as  it  were 
enclofed  on  three  fides ;  the  larger 
trees  are  to  keep  off  the  blighting 
winds ;  and  leaving  tin/  plantation 
I  open  in  the  middle  and  to  the 
fouth,  is  to  diflipate  the  fla^nant 
vapours  which  ftunt  the  fruits  in 
I  the  fpring ;  bcfides,  the  ground  be- 
ing open  in  the  middle,  the  verdure 
or  crop  under  the  trees  will  be 
tnorc'valuabic  :  this  mode  of  plant- 
ing will  alfo  appear  handfome,  and 
each  tree  enjoy  the'happielt  influ* 


ence  of  the  fim  and  air.  The  cuf- 
tom  of  intermixing  fhlits  by  chance 
is  always  uniightly  and  detriment* 
all  for  the  ftrong  growers  oon* 
ftantly  (lunt'and  fpoil  the  more  de* 
licate  firuits  by  overtopping  them ; 
wtiereas  by  this  mode  the  delicate 
fruits  fall  to  the  centre  and  fouth. 

^*  In  nt\y  plantations  be  careful 
not  to  place  the  trees  too  deepi 
more  mifchief  anfea  from  that  one 
fource  than  all  the  other  combined 
caufes :  bat  when  the  trees  are  tdo 
deep,  a  methbd  may  be  Introduced 
for  raifing  them,  or  for  fetting 
them  U[)right  when  they  lean^  alfo 
for  making  the  barren  trees  fruitful, 
provided  they  are  in  high  health ; 
if  not,  the  fooner  they  are  grubbed 
up  the  better.  Alfo  avoid  planting 
too  thick,  for  funfliine  and  fhade 
are  unalterably  the  caufe  of  fweet* 
and  four  fruits. 

**  I  have  been  careful  in  exprefT- 
ing  the  manual  operations  in  a  plain 
and  fhort  manner,  that  the  pra£^ice 
might  appear  eafy.  As  for  the  na- 
tural ana  philofophical  accounts 
of  the  bark,  the  formation  of  gum^ 
the  pbwer  of  vapour,  &c.  with  the 
relative  caufeis  of  dfccay  in  vegeta- 
tion, I  have  entered  more  tuUf 
into  them,  in  hopes  of  inducing 
gentlemen  to  take  up  the  pradtice, 
and  eflabUih  the  profeffioh  of  aa 
orchardift. 

•*  Laftly,  I  beg  the  Society  not 
to  deem  any  of  thefe  cirCumfVances 
vifionary ; '  for  I  have  fo  long 
dwelt  upon  the  fubje<£t  as  to  be 
fully  perfuaded  of  the  efficacy  of 
the  whole  pra6lice,  and  that  it  mar 
be  radonaliy  expe^ed  from  judici- 
ous pruning)  that  the  crooked  trees 
may  be  made  flrait^  the  flerile  fruit-' 
ful,  and  the  old  handfome  ;  as  the 
power  of  nature  may  thereby  be 
regenerated,  the  diftiifc  removed^ 
aji  the  branches  fa pplied  with 
young  and  bearing  wood,  fo  th^t 
we  may  almoft  fay  the  caufes  of 
A  decay 
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decay  are  banifccJi  butlo/upport 
thefc  aiTertions,,  the  toes  .ought 
from  theu*  <carBeft  in&ncy  to  fce  xp, 
^ood' hands,  anil  xegular  ginning 
latroduced. i  ',,  .

«  The   dry-rot    baring    taken 
place  in  one  of  my  parlors  in  fuch 
manner  as  to  require  the  pulling 
down  part  of  the  wainfcot  every 
fhjud  year,  and  perceiving  that  it 
arofe  from  a  damp  ftaenated  air> 
and  from  tiie  moifture  of  the  earth, 
I    determined,  in   the   month    of 
June,  1783,  to  build  a  narrow  clo- 
fct  next  the  wail  through  which  ihe 
damp  came  to  the  parlour  ;  which 
bad  the  defircd  effe<5t :  but,  though 
it  put  a  total  Hop  to  the  rot  in  th. 
parlour,  the  evil  foon  appeared  in 
the  clofet ;  fungi  of  a  yellow  co- 
lour arofe  to  a  great  decree,  in  va- 
rious parts  of  it.     In  the  autumn 
of  the  year  1786,  the  clofet  was 
locked  up  about  ten   weeks :  on 
opening  it,  numerous  fungi  were 
obfervcd    about    the   lower    part 
of   it,  and   a   white    mould    was 
Spread  by  a  plant  refen-.bling  a  vine 
or  fea-wced,  and  the  whole  of  the 
infide,  china,  &c.  was  coveted  with 
a   fine  powder  of  the  colour  of 
bi:jk-duft.     It  being  then  cleaned 
out,   I  foon   perceived,   what,  in- 
deed, I  did  not  exf*e(5l,  that  the 
evil  had  impregnated  the  wood  fo 
far  ay  to  run  liirough  every  (helf 
llicr^in,  aad  the  bracketsUhat  fup- 


ported  4heai ;  it  had  alfo  ieized 
upon  and<i  ^efroyed  a  nvBrrabit 
board  for  btfeskiiig  fuf^ar  «b.  I 
therofore,  in  the  i^ginnlng  o^  tne 
year  i;^;^  detcnniaffi  to  iiripthe 
whole  clofet  of  isftlng  and  Aooi^  and 
not  leave  a  panicle  oi  the  vood

isrand  partly  in  the  wordy 
5e  authorities  which  he  had  bc-» 
&>«e  introduced.  In  the  fourtlt 
clmpter,  the  bifliop  brings  forward

To  the  whole  is  add- 
ed a  lift  of  various  editions  of  the 
hibky  and  parts  of  the  bible,  in 
Euglifli,  from  1526*01776.  The 
high  eftimation  in  which  oar  au« 
thor's  learning  and  candour  are  de^ 
fcrvedly  held,  and  the  repeated  ap- 
phufe  we  hkve  beftowed  on  h»' 
i  exertioof 
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exertions  in  the  caufe  of  facred 
fcicnce»  render  it  unneceflary  for 
m  to  make  any  farther  remarks  on 
the  importance  and  vahie  of  this 
publication. 

In  our  Regifter  for  the  year 
tjSq^  we  congratulated  the  lovers 
/  of  facred  literature  on  the  publica- 
tion of  **  Obfervations'upon  the 
the  Expediency  of  revifing  the  prc- 
fent  Engli(h  Vcrfion  of  the  Four 
Gofpeis,  andthe  A6ls  of  the  Apof- 
•fes,  by  John  Symonds,  LL.  D. 
Frofeflbr  of  Modern  Hiftory,  in 
the  Univerfity  of  Cambridge."'  We 
Kkewife  informed  them  of  his  con- 
^tional  promife,  tp  lay  before  them 
the  rcfult  of  his  future  enquiries  in 
the  fame  coiirfe  of  ftudy.  During- 
the  prefent  year,  tliat  learned  au- 
thor has  acquitted  himfclf  of  his 
engage^nent,  and  fulfilled  the  ex- 
peaation  of  thofe  who  were  highly 
gratified  by  his  former  work,  by 
publifhing  his  "  Obfervations  on 
the  Expediency  of  revifing  the  pre- 
fent Verfion  oiF  the  Epiftlcs  in  the 
Kew  Teftament."  In  this  work, 
Dr.  Symonds  has  introduced  the 
feme  fenfibleand  perfpicuous  mode 
of  arrangement,  as  in  his  former 
treatife;  and  has  difcovered  the 
fame  ma/ks  of  attention,  liberality, 
and  critical  acumen.  In  the  pre- 
face, after  announcing  the  con- 
nexion between  the  two  publica- 
tions, our  author  has  introduced  a 
reply  to  fome  paflages  in  a  pam- 
phlet, entitled  "  An  Apology  for  the 
JLiturgy  and  Church  of  England,*' 
which  was  noticed  by  us  m  our 
volume  for  the  year  1790.  'The

To  the  lifl  of  learned  men  who 
have  contributed  to  the  elucidalioa 
of  the  facred  writing;s,  we  have 
now  alio  td  add  the  name  of  the 
late  W.  H.  Roberts,  D.  D.  provoft 
of  Eton  college,  whofe  **  Correc- 
tions of  various  Paflages  io  the 
Englilh  Verfion  of  the  Old  Tefia- 
ment,  upon  the  Authority  of  An- 
cient Manufcripts,and  AttcientVcr- 
fions,"  have  been  puhliflied  dur- 
ing the  prefent  year  by  his  fon,  W. 
Roberts,  M.  A.  fellow  of  Eton  col- 
lege. Thflt  merits  of  this  work, 
like  thofe  of  every  critical  publica- 
tion of  fo  multifarious  a  nature, 
will  be  differently  appreciated  bf 
different  readers  :  but  that  the  au- 
thor had  jufl  pretenfions  to  learn- 
ing and  ingenuity,  no  one  will  dil- 
pute,  who  difpaflionatsely  perufes 
itt — and  it  is  but  juflice  to  add, 
that  the  application  of  thefe  talents, 
in  the  treatife  before  ua,  will  be 
found  ferviceable  to  thofe  who 
may  hereafter  comment  oa  the 
fcriptures. 

The  fame  obfei  w#lons  are  in  « 
confiderable  degree  applicable  to 
**  a  Commentary  oft  the  Rerela- 
tion  of  St.  John,  by  Bryce  fohn- 
fon,  D.  D.  Miniller  of  the  Gofpel 
at  Holy  wood,  in  a  Vols.'*  This 
Commentary  on  the  Revelation 
was  originally  delivered  in  the  form 
of  le^hires,  to  the  inhabitants  of 
the  parifh  in  which  the  author  re- 
fides.  His  objeA  in  delivering  it 
to  the  public  is,  to  call  their  sLtten- 
tion  to  an  interpretation  of  a  diffi- 
cult part  of  fcripture,  which  he 
conceives  to  be  more  confonant 
with  the  fymbolical  lan^age  of  the 
Old  and  New  Tefbirocnt  prophets, 
and  to  convey  a  more  jull  and 
complete  explanation  of  thM  book, 
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^  fixed  and  rational  pnndples, 
than  the  illuflrations  ot  any  pre- 
ceding writers  which  he  had  met 
wlth«  How  f^r  he  has  heen  more 
fvccefsful  than  his  predecelTors  in 
the  explication  of  this  myilical 
boo)c,<and  given  to.  the  prophetic 
idiom  that  iimple  and  rational  ii- 
luilration  which  he  coniiders  to  be 
the  *♦  innate  evidence  of  truth,*'  is 
what  we  muft  leave  to  be  decided 
by  thofe  candid  and  enlightened 
readers  to  whom  he  appeals.  Dr. 
Johnfon  is  not  a  flranger  to  the 
works  of  the  ablcfi  expofitors  of  the 
prophetic  writings ;  and  he  appears 
to  have  exercif^  great  attention 
and  induftry^  in  performing  the 
ta(k  which  ne  had  prefcribed  to 
him&lf. 

The  next  work  which  attra&s 
otir  notice  is  the  production  of  a 
veteran  in  literature  and  critic ifm  : 
it' is  entitled"  Obfervatibns  upon 
the  Plagues  infli<5ted  upon  the 
Egyptians,  in  which  is  fhewn  the 
Peculiarity  of  thofe  Judgments,  and 
their  Correfpondence  with  the 
Rites  and  Idolatry  of  that  People, 
ftc.  by  Jacob  Bryant,'*  This  ela- 
borate performance  was  drawn  up 
by  the  authof,  with  a  view  to  do 
honour  to  the  religion  which  he 
profefTes,  an^,  to  authenticate  the 
ibriptures  upon  which  it  is  found- 
ed. The  contents  may  be  divided 
into  (ix  parts.  The  firil  part  is  an 
introdu^ory  difquiiitipn  on  the 
Egyptian  rites  and  cudoms,  and  the 
migrations  from  Egypt  into  Greece, 
by  which  they  were,  at  a  very  early 
period,  introduced  into  the  latter 
country*  In  the  fecond,  third,  and 
fourth  parts,  Mr.  Bryant  is  em- 
ployed in  explaining  diflin^ly  the 
nature  of  each  of  the  ten  plai^ues, 
and  in  ihejving  their  particular 
adaptation  to  the  circumllances  and 
fentiments  of  the  Egyptians,  from 
their  having,  in  every  infUnce)  a 


ftrid  reference  to  the  peculiar  na- 
ture of  their  idolatry.  The  fifth 
part  of  this  work  contains  a  copi- 
ous and  ingenious  diiTertatlon  on 
the  divine  mifDon  of  Mofcs,  in 
which  the  author  takes  very  dif- 
ferent ground  from  that  occupied 
by  biHiop  Warburton^  as  ix  is  his 
objed  to  Hiew  "  that  the  great  law^ 
giver  and  leader  of  the  Ifraelitcs, 
in  numberlefs  in  (lances,  a£led 
contrary  tQ  common  prudence  i 
and  that  the  means  u(ed  feemed 
inadequate,  and  oftentimes  oppo- 
fite,  to  the  end  propofed.  Heoc« 
the  great  events,  which  cnfued, 
were  brought  about,  not  only  with- 
out any  apparent  probability,  but 
even  poffibility,  of  their  fncceed- 
ing  by  human  means.*'  The  fixth 
part  confifts  of  geographical  dif- 
quilitions  relative  to  the  place  ol 
refidence  given  to  the  children  0/ 
Ifrael  in  Egypt,  and  the  route  which 
they  took  on  their  jowrney  towards 
^the  promifed  land.  From  the  pe- 
rufal  of  this  truly  valuable  and 
ingenious  work,  which  interelig 
and  gratifies  curofity  at  the  fame 
time  that  it  prefenrs  us  with  rich 
ftorcs  of  folid  and  ufeful  erudition, 
every  biblical  fcholar,  and  friend 
to  revelation,  wiil  receive  much 
pleafure  and  improvement. 

The  caufe  of  Divine  RevclatloM 
is  alfo  greatly,  indebted  to  Mr. 
Archdeacon  Pa  ley,  for  his  **  View 
of  the  Evidences  6f  Chriftianitv, 
in  3  Parts.  Part  I.  Of  the  Dired 
Hifiorical  Evidences  of  Chrifliaa- 
ity,  and  wherein  it  Is  diftinguilh- 
ed  from  the  Evidence  alleged  h  r 
other  Miracles.  Part  II.  Of  tlic 
Auxiliary  Evidences  of  Chriftianitv. 
Part  III,  A  brief  ConGdcration  of 
fome  popular  Objections,  in  "  3 
Vols."  Thefe  volumes  contain  a 
moft  judicious  popular  view  of  the 
arguments  in  favour  of  the  chriftian 
religion,  drawn  up  with  the  fante 
Candour^ 
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can(iour,  perfpicuity,  and  feKcity 
t)f  rcafonifig,  as  diftinguifhed  his 
admirable  treatifc,  entitle^"  Horae 
PaulinsE,"  of  which  we  gave  an 
account  in  our  Regifter  for  the 
year  1790.  To  fuch  evidence  as 
has  been  repeatedly  adduced  by  the 
ableft  advocates  for  our  holy  re- 
ligion, and  efpecially  by  the  admir- 
able Lardner,  Mr.  Paley  has  given 
an  interefting  and  pleafing  air  of 
originality  ;' while  his  pienetration 
aud  ingenuity  have  enabled  him  to 
bring  forward  new  auxiliaries  in 
fupport  of  the  caufe  for  which  he 
contends.  It  would  give  us  plea- 
fure  to  lay  before  our  readers  art 
ttnalyfis  of  the  contents  of  this  va- 
luable performance :  but  the  nar- 
rowed fpace  into  which  we  could 
tomprefsthem  would  occupy  mcu'c 
than  we  can  devote  to  any  (ingle 
publication.  There  is  one  circum- 
llince,  however,  highly  recommen- 
datory of  our  j(i:thor*s  work,  which 
wc  murt  not  overlook,  anci  that  is, 
the  unexccptionnble  plan  on  which 
It  is  drawn  up,  fo  as  not  to  inter- 
fere with  ti.e  opinions  or  prejudices 
t)f  any  fe<5t  of  chrifli;ins.  "  It  has 
been  my  care,"  fays  he,  "  in  the 
preceding  work,  to  prefcrve  the  re- 
paration between  evidences  and 
doctrines  as  inviolable  as  I  could,  to 
femovc  from  the  primary  queftion. 
all  conf)ficration3  which  have  been 
unnccclCirily  joined  with  it  ;  and 
to  offer  a  dclcacc  of  Chriftmnity, 
which  every  Chrlflian  mijht  read, 
without  feeing  the  tenets  in  which 
he  has  been  brought  up  attatked 
or  decried  :  and  it  always  afforded 
a  fatiofaflion  to  m/  mind  to  ob- 
ferve  that  this  was  pra£licable ;' 
that  few,  or  none,  or  onr  manjr 
controveriiL's  with  one  another,  af- 
fii£i  or  relate  to  the  proofs  of  our 
rc!I^,ion  J  and  that  the  rent  never 
d.fcends  tO  the  foundation." 
The  andnymout  author  of  "  An 


Ertay  on  the  l^cceffitv  of  llev^akJ 
Religion,"  inilead  ot  entering  inti 
a  particular  view  of  the  poAtiv^ 
evidence  in  favour  of  the  truth  of 
f  Chriiflianityy  in  Oils  princip^y  <m 
the  arguments  for  the  necefl&ty  rf 
fuch  a  fcheme,  drawn  frorrt  the  re- 
ligious and  moral  flate  of  the  an- 
cient world.  And  notynthftaodinf 
that  his  little  treatife  has  no  greal 
pretenfions  to  novelty,  cither  in  rh* 
defign,  or  in  the  fads  which  art 
adduced,  it  defcrves  to  be  recom- 
mended as  an  elegant  introdu^ion 
to  the  evidence  ror  Divine  Reve- 
lation, When  the  author  incident- 
ally adverts  to  theological  topics, 
he  appears  to  be  of  th^  creed  or  our 
eftabiifbed  church:  whien  he  ob- 
trudes in  a  note  his  political  faith^ 
which  has  no  connexion  with  the 
fabjecflof  his  pamphlet,  and  whict^ 
without  arty  injury  to  it,  might 
have  been  wholly  omitted,  he  doei 
not  appear  to  be  of  the  number  of 
Engiifh  whigs. 

**  The  Age  of  Reafon,  being  an 
Inveiligation  of  True  and  Fabuloui 
Theology,  by  Thomas  Paine,"  is 
a  bold  and  undifguiied  attaclt 
upon  Revelation,  and  efpecially 
upon  Chriftianity,  drarwn  np  in  that 
blunt  and  popular  manner,  which 
has  given  lucn  celebrity  to  the  au- 
thor's political  writings.  It  abounds 
in  forcible  but  unfapporteU  aiTcr- 
tions,  which,  by  the  ignorant  and 
half  thinking,  may  be  miflaken  for 
arguments:  but  they  muft  be  pcr- 
fons  of  fuch  defcript ions  only,  who; 
after  attantively  perufing  his  w<»'k; 
Can  give  Mr.  Paine  any  credit  foir 
a  tolerable  acquaintance  with  hif^ 
tory,  or  for  that  (hare  of  eniditioii 
and  critical  fkill  which  were  necef- 
fary  to  qualify  him  for  fuch  a  dif- 
cuflfion.  To  the  greater  part  of 
what  he  {ay%  in  defence  of  natural 
religion,  there  are  few  if  any  chrif* 
tiaps  who  will  objed*  And  «re 
(  think 
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tbiok  k  Cftlcukted  to  hart  good 
'  eft&t  on  theft  un(inftnifi:ed  men, 
who  have  been  feduced  into  infide- 
iity«  and  who  are  in  danger  of  be- 
coming indifferent  to  m  religion 
and  moral  obligation.  His  uric- 
tures  on  tht  evidence  of  revelation 
are  pert  and  flimfy,  and  fuch  as, 
in  a  variety  of  fliapes,  have  been 
frequently  detailed,  and  as  fre- 
(juently  anfwered.  In  the  objec« 
tiona  which  Mf.  Paine  urges  to  the 
o|Hnion3  difleminated  throughout 
the  Old  and  New  Teibunents,  ive 
cannot  vindicate  him  irom  jtlie 
charge  of  mfs  difingeauoufnefsi. 
For,  iiiftead  of  thoTe  tenets  which 
by  the  common  confent  of  all  fefts 
and  parties  are  to  be  found  in  the 
facred  writings,  he  c^ufes  to  re<- 
ceive,  as  thdr  genuine  and  unquef- 
tionable  contents,  the  glofles  and 
comments  of  individuals,  which 
other  firm  believers  difavow,  and 
which-  they  maintain  to  be  errors 
and  oomiptions. .  His  work,  how- 
ever, has  been  ferviceablc  to  the 
canfe  of  Revelation,  in  provoking 
difciiffion:  and  from  the  moil  li- 
beral and  unrefirained  difcuffion, 
nothing^  can  arife  that  will  excite 
alarms  m  the  mind  of  the  confiftent 
friend  to  truth. 

Among  the  different  treatifes  to 
which  the  laft  mentioned  publica- 
tion gave  rife,  our  firft  attention  is 
due  to  **  An  Examination  of  the 
Age  of  &eafon,  &c.  by  Gilbert 
Wakefidld,  B.  A."  This  ingeni- 
ous author,  after  expreffing  in  hand- 
fome  terms  his  refped  tor  the  in- 
tellednal  abilides  of  Mr.  Paine, 
agrees  with  Inm  in  the  firft  articles 
of  his  creed;  and  condemns,  in 
animated  and  ^inted  language, 
national  inftitutions  of  religion. 
jke  afterwards,  in  the  moil  frank 
and  liberal  manner,  makes  nume/- 
rous  conceifiona  with  refpe<6l  to 
the  difficulties  conned^edwith  fcrip- 
»794- 


ture  hiftory,  and  the  peculiar 
fyftem  of  do^rines  attacked  by 
his  antagonifl ;  conceffions,  for 
which  he  will  be  condemned  by  the 
more  orthodox  believer,  but  which 
he  may  make  in  perfe<ft  coniiAency 
with  the  nhoft  ardent  attachment  to 
the  interefts  of  ChrilHanity,  and 
which  the  Unitcu-ian  Clui(iians  wilt 
contend  are  necedary  to  vindicRte 
the  reafonabienefs  of  tlieir  faith. 
After  difri)iffing  the  points  on 
which  he  is  ready  to  johi  ifliie  with 
Mr.  Paine,  our  author  enters  into 
a  particular  examination  of  his  ob- 
jcdlions  to  the  Jewifh  and  Chriftian 
fyftems,  and  the  authenticity  of  the 
fcriptures.  In  this  part  of  his 
work,  Mr.  Wakefield  employs  the 
moft  clear  and  forcible  reasoning 
in  defence  of  Revelation,  and  ex- 
pofes,  with  no  little  fpirit,  and  with 
occational  pleafantry,  the  weaknefs 
and  isnnorance  of  Mr/  Paine  on  the ' 
fubje&s  in  difpute.  This  treatifc, 
together  with  our  author's  publica- 
tion on  the  Evidenced  of  Chrifti- 
anity,  of  which  an  enlarged  edition 
was  publiflted  during  the  laft  year^ 
we  recommend  to  uiofe  who  wifli 
for  a  concife  view  of  the  moft  im- 
portant arguments  which  are  ad- 
duced, by  men  of  literature  and 
liberal  enquiry,  in  favour  of  divine 
revelation. 

"  The  Age  of  Infidelity,  in  An- 
fwef  to  Thomas  Paine 's  Age  of 
Reafc^n,  by  a  Layman,"  is  a  de- 
fence of  revelation  condu£led  on 
very  different  ground  from  that  oc- 
cupied by  the  laft  mentioned 
writer ;  at  leaft  as  far  as  theological 
opinions  are  introduced  Into  the 
controverfy.  For  the  doctrines  and 
myfteries  which  are  maintained  in 
the  creeds  and  confeffions  pf  oiir 
eilabl-flied  churches,  he  confidersto 
be  thebeft  parts  of  religion,  and  will 
not  confent  to  felinqu»{li  them  to 
fecure  the  reft.  This  anfwer  is 
fil  divided 
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diTided  into  two  parts.  In  the 
forrocTy  the  author  exhibits  a  (ketch 
of  the  evidences  of  Chriftianity, 
drawn  vp  in  a  pleafing  and  popular 
manner.  In  the  hitter,  he  offers  a 
review  of  Mr.  Pjdne's  objections 
to  Chriflianity,  which  he  includes 
under  different  heads,  and  anfwers 
with  i^ucb  ingenuit)',  and  often 
with  complete  fuccefs.  That, 
however,  the  whole  ground  which 
lie  has  chofen  is  tenable,  is  a  point 
which  will  be  denied  by  thoic  who 
differ  from  our  layman  on  do^rin* 
al  topics;  who  will  contend,  that, 
by  endeavouring  to  prove  too 
much,  he  lus  not  followed  the  moft 
'udicious  raethod  of  defending  the 
cor*imon  caufc  again ll  the  hofliie 
atterrpts  of  unbelievers. 

The  iame  obfervatjons  will  ap- 
ply, in  general,  to  the  treatife  cn- 
t-tlt'c',  "CiiriftJHniry  the  only  true 
Tl.tfclop-.  ficc.  by  a  Churchman."

**  Paine's  Age  of  Rcafon  mea- 
fiired  bv  the  Standard  of  Truth, 
&c.  by  Miclwcl  Nafli,"  is  the  off- 
fpring  of  one  of  thofe  illuminated 
minds,  whofe  ideas,  and  languaglr, 
common  fenfe  and  profane  criti- 
cifm  may  not  underhand  or  ap- 
prove, but  which  will,  nevcrthe- 
Icfs,  meet  with  acceptance  among 
certain  fefis  of  religionilh.  With 
Mr.  Wakefield's  and  the  Layman's 
Anf*ers  to  the  Age  of  Reafon,  Mr. 
Naili  is  highly  difplcafed,  as  the 
authors  have  pre  fumed  to  make 
their  appeal  to  human  tcftinjony, 
and  wickedly  to  avail  then^.felves  of 
the  aiBnance  of  logical  deduction. 
The  witnefs  to  which  he  appeals  is 
the  inward  witnefs  of  the  fpirit ; 
under  whofe  infpiration  he  is  con- 
fidc  nt  of  efFcdually  "  flopping  the 
way  agaJnfl  Deifts,  Arianv,  Soci- 
nlans,  Arminians,  and  hypocrites, 
whofe  words,  In  carnal  minds,  do 
ear  as  doth  a  canker." 

**  Reafon  and  Revelation,  &c. 
by  Thomas  Bentlcy,"  is  another 
anfwer  to  the  Agfe  of  Reafon,  in 
which  the  reader  will  look  in  vain 
for  acute  inveftigation,  and  a  feries 
of  regular  conne^ed  arguments. 
In  aflertion,  indeed,  the  author  is 
liberal :  and  of  credulity,  he  will, 
by  many,  be  thought  to  poflefs  no 
fntiall  portion,  when  he  is  found 
declaring  bis  belief,  that  the  wif- 
dom  of  a  Socrates,  an  Alfred j  a 
Wickliff,  a  Luthbr,  and  a  Locke, 
was  obtained  by  means  of  im- 
mediate     communicauons  *   with 


heaven;  and  that  he  himfelf  hai 
had  experience  of  fuch  communi- 
cations, in  dreams  and  in  vifions, 
as  have,  likewifc,  fevcral  of  his  ac- 
quaintance. 

«  The    Spirit    of   Chriftianity, 
compared  with,  the   Spirit  of  the 
Times,  in  Great  Britain,  by  Gil- 
bert Wakefield,  B.  A.'*  is  a  bold 
and  manly  proteft  againft  the  in- 
congruity or  thf^r  condu^V,  in  pub- 
lic or  in  private  ftations,  who  pro- 
fefs    themfelves  the  followers  of 
the  Prince  of  Peace>  and  yet  are 
advocates  for  war  and  opprelfion  ; 
and  who,  in  their  political   tranf- 
a<ftions,  are  totally  regardlefs  o^  the 
obligatibns  of  Chrillian  morality. 
His  language  is  frequently  fevere 
and    indignant;     but    not    more 
fo    than     the     circumflances    on 
which   he  animadverts  will  fully 
jullify.     On   churchmen  and  dif- 
fenters,  on  mini  dry  and  oppofitioni 
he  pafTes  his  cenlures  with  equal 
freedom  and  impartiality  ;  and  of- 
fers feafonable  advice,   by  which 
all  parties,  if  they  will  but  liften  to 
it,  may  profit. 

The  *'  Letter  to  Gilbert  Wake- 
field,  B.  A.  on  his  Spirit  of  Chrifti- 
anity, compared  with  the  S})irit  of 
the  Times,  in  Great  Britain,  by 
David  Andrews,**  is  a  contemptible 
and  fcurrilous  attack 'Upon  reve- 
lation,  which  the  moft  puny  chani- 
pion  may  eafily  repel,  and  with 
which  the  fober.  deift  muft  be  dif- 
gufted.  A  Hume,  or  a  RoulTeaUy 
would  have  been  afliamed  of  hail- 
ing that  man  as  their  aifociatd  io 
the  contcfl  ap,ainft  revealed  re- . 
ligion,  who  ftiould  have  attempted, 
like  David  Andrew,  if  fuch  a  man 
there  be,  to  fix  on  the  charafler  of 
the  benevolent  Jefus,  the  reproach 
of  injuflice  and  malignity. 

"  The  True  Churchman ;  being 
a    general,   free,  an<i  difpaffionate 
Enquify    into    the    ProjTrictv    •f 
Af  A  Written 
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Writtm  Worihip,  peculiarly  re* 
{pt€t\ng  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  AdminlAration  of  the  Sa- 
craments, and  other  Rites  and  Ce- 
remonies of  the  Church  of  Etig* 
land,"  does  not  appear^  from  the 
language  and  temper  in  whkh  it  is 
written,  to  be  the  prodn^^ioh  of 
cine  who  wifhes  to  introduce  a  re- 
form into  the  liturgy  and  fervice  crf 
our  cftabliflied  chtirch.  If  fuch 
had  been  hb  ^iew,  the  body  of  his 
work  would  have'  correiponded 
with  the  title,  and  been  diipar* 
ionate,  ferioiYs, '  and  decent,  while 
it  manifefted  freedom  in  pointing 
out  imperfe&ions:  For  the  form 
which  IT  now  wears,  it  is  neither 
indebted  to  learning,  HberaBty,  n<M- 
candour. 

In  our  laft  year's  Regifter,  we 
aoAounced  the  publication  of  Dr. 
ftieittcy'i  **  Letters  to  a  young 
Man,  Part  II."  in  which  the  doc- 
tor undertook  to  eftablifii  the  au- 
thenticity of  fome  of  the  books  of 
fcripture,  which  Mr.  Evanfon,  in 
kis  ^^Difibnance  of  the  Erange- 
lifts,"  publifhed  in  the  year  1 792, 
was  defirous  of  excluding  from  the 
i^cred  can(fh,  and  to  anfwer  the 
objedions  of  that  gentleman.  We 
tiierc,  likewife,  intimated  our  ex* 
pe^tion,  that  Mr.  Evanfon  would 
not  fuffer  the  controveWy  to  drop 
with  that  anfwer,  but  would 
fpeedilv  prefent  the  public  with  a 
reioincfer  to  tlie  dolor's  reply. 
This  expectation  he  has  fulfilled  in 
*«  A  Letter  to  Dr.  Prieftiey's  young 
Man;"  in  whicluhe  purfues  his 
former  argumentsVith  additional 
'force  and  dexterity,  and  enters  into 
greater  minutene^  of  difcuffion  00 
the  topics  in  debate.  His  objec* 
tions  to  an  hK^orical  reUtien  of 
miracles  .7^  a  fatisfiadory  ground 
of  belief^  untef^  when  introduced 
cr  accompanied  by  predidionS)  he 
fii}l  tsai^itaius   with   much  inige* 


nuity,  1^ Kelfe  ht^fkUli m 42hr» 
thmkj  foMy  oti  the  tmh^of  ^mo* 
phecy.  Sut'tka  levky*  wfalcb*oc» 
cafionklly  appears  lii  ftti  pift  of 
his  work,  wheh  ht  crtacs  of  iteoc« 
counts  of  ike  nrntacuiims  &fts  re* 
corded  m'tko  Icripmief^  k-fivc^ 
unfu&ial^  to  the  hib^€L  Hb 
reafons fAr  re^^Miig  dlegoTpefe ol 
Matthew,  Mark,  and  johl^  -aad 
fereral  of  the  epUUo^  fae  peo* 
Bounces  to  be  uoAakfin  by  the 
authorities  which  the  doAor  ad- 
duces, or  the-meritoriom  iaboars  of 
Mr.  Faley,  of  t^bofe  Hsrao  Bu- 
linse  he  fpeaks  in  tenns  of  gitit 
refpe^.  We  cannot  tfaiftk,  how* 
ever,  that  he  carries  on  the  oooCio- 
verfy  with  Dr.  Prieftiy  wkk  that 
urbanity  which  is  due  to  his  cha- 
ra^er  and  reputation,  or  that  he  is 
jufiified  in  the  hi^  toae  of  triumpb 
which  he  univerialiy  oflimieB, 
Some  trlffing  inaocwacies  in  his 
opponent's  argumenca  waA  crid- 
cilms,'  he  nay  hsvo  difcoTacd  ;  hut 
theie  do  not  maieiially  affe6b  the 
main  points  which  aie  coMtefipJ, 
We  hope  that  the  qucffions  which 
our  author  has  inttodnocd  into  die 
x«heologica{  ar€Ma^  wiiJ;  fiitt.  cm- 
ploy  the  pens  of  learned  and  caadki 
polemics,  at' we  are  perfbaded  that 
fuch  diicuffiona  win  tend  to  cfta- 
blifh  the  evidimee  Of  divine  rereia- 
tion,  and  to  resmorethe^doobtBani 
diflruft  which  fceptica  ans  (b  de- 
firous of  propagatiogv 

With  the  value  of  Dr.  Dod- 
dridge's ^  Courfe  of  Ledmct  on 
the  prindpat  StibjeAs  in  ^Bgsmat^ 
tology,  Emics,  and  Divinity^  ^ith 
References  to  the  mod  confidenbie 
Authbrs  on  each  Subjod^**  there 
are  fiew  modern  divines  who  are 
entirely  Unacquainted.  And*  not- 
withftttiding  Chat  fome  objedUons 
may  be  urgoi  ag^oft  the  author's 
plan,  partKuhtlf  againft  die.  ma- 
tfaemati^tfofioa  of  reafoaiog  which 
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topu:4  It  ontil  dievwtbetds  iK  aU 
lowed -to  'be  ibe  napft  ufeful  work 
which,  has  been  pubjyiibcdf  for  the 
ibtdeot  who  wjms  to  have  a  /coq«> 
ciie  attd  methodiciJ.  view  of  the  sir* 
giuD^nls  JOB  aay  (iibj^A  withia  it$ 
prticribed  :U0iitS|  and  t^  be  di*- 
¥eded  tp  Che  writer!  ^ha  have 
tfoited  oh  the  fevf»nd  matters  m 
^o^ffioD.  Since  the  timei  however, 
lirhefi.  tJu£e  It&nritB  formerly  ap- 
Ipeandy  die..inoft  iioporcant  fuo- 
jeds  ia  tivology  and  ethica  have 
imdecgoiM  ncm^  (Houfliony  by  men 
of  imooBMnon  karning  aad  abili- 
ties,  both  in  the  efiabUihmeiit  and 
amoag  the  dii&nters.  This  cir- 
cummnce  has  rendered  an  im- 
proved edition  of  thefe  le&ures 
niglfy  defiraUe.  During  the  pre- 
{but  year,  Dc«  KLippi^,  who  was  a 
pupil  of  Dr.  Doddridge,  and  whofe 
iludiea  have  kd  him  to  attend  to 
the  progrefii  of  literature  ia  general, 

'  and  particularly  to  the  hiiiory  pf 
religious  controyerfies  for  the  laft 
Bky  years,  has  perfora^d  a  me- 
litoriotts  farvice  to  the  public,  by 
prefimtixig  them  with  fuch  %n  edi- 
tion»  in  2  vols.  8vo ;  ia  which  his 
ova  imhiftry^  le^rningi  and  can- 
dour are  O9n^pk^ou0y  difplayed. 
Re  itts  inferted  referenoes  to  above 
a  tho«£nui  different  publications 
which  have  apijeared  fince  Dr. 
•Doddridge's*  deceafe,  or  which 
were  omitted  io  former  editions ; 

'  introduced  feveral  judicious  a- 
jnendment^  of -•former  references; 
and  enriched  the  whole  by  feveral 
notes  of  reference,  which  are  partly 
his  owa^  and  .partly  fele^^d  from 
the  maaufcripts  of  different  gentle- 
men who  have  gone  through  this 
eourfe  as  iutors.  One  thing  Dr» 
Kippk  vjfbes  particularly  to  be 
renembered,  that  it  is  no  part  of 
his  dciign.io.  give  general  illuftra- 
tiooi .  al  jiic  iuhi^  WUi^ed  upon, 


or  either  to.  confirm  or  to  gainfiiy 
the  opinions  of  Dr.  Do$^r)dge> 
*'  This,'*  he  obferves,  "  would  have 
beeathe  creation  6f  a  new  work; 
It  is  the  buiUiefs  of  individual  tu- 
tors to  enlarge  upon  the  ledures 
in  that  way  which  aQcor^s  with  ' 
their  own  fentiraents.  My  fol^ 
aim  is  to  mention,  with  freedom 
and  impartiality,  the  writers  on  a{l 
fides  of  the  different  queftioois 
which  arc  the  objcifts  of  difcufSon, 
that  hereby  the  mind  of  the  iludent 
may  be  duly  enlarged,  and  that  he 
may  be  able,  with  the  greater  ad- 
vantage, to  profecute  bis  fearch/es 
after  truth.*'  After  the  ample  ac- 
count  which  we  have  introduced, 
it  would  be  fuperfliious  to  dwell 
on  the  importance  of  this  publica- 
tion. 

During  the  prefent  year,  li(ce- 
wife,  Mr.  Archdeacon  Travis  has 
I>ubli{hed  a  new  and  enlarged  edi- 
tion of  his  "Letters  to  Edmund 
Gibbon,  efq.*'  in  which  he  has 
given  the  refult  of  his  additional 
euouiiies  into  the  authenticity  of 
I,  John,  V.  7.  That  Mr.  Travis 
has  exerted  much  induflry  in  re- 
viling hjs  authorities,  and  in  re- 
pelling objections;  that  he  ^has 
brought  forward  much  new  matter 
in  fupport  of  his  former  opinions ; 
and  that  he  has  improved  his  work 
by  foftening  the  acrimonious  and 
illiberal  language  in  which  he  for* 
merly  fpake  of  the  aflTailants  of  the 
controverted  paflage,  is  what  every 
difpaiiionate  reader  rauil  allow,  and 
redounds  much  to  his  credit.  But,* 
"  that  the  verfe  in  quefcion  feems, 
beyond  all  degree  of  ferious  doubt, 
to  have  (lood  in  the  epiflle  when  it 
originally  proceeded  from  the  pen 
of^t.  John,"  is  a  conclufion  wluch 
the  critics  who  attacked  his  former 
arguments  will  pronounce,  even 
now,  after  the  archdeacon's  niulti- 
plied  labours,  .to  be  illegitimate. 
Afj  ''Of 
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Of  Mr.  Porfon's  Letters,  which 
were  notic<?d  by  us  In  our  Rcf^Ifter 
for  the  year  1790,  and  which  we 
flill  conceive  to  be  deafive  of  the 
qucftioti,  even  if  it  had  been  left 
undetermined  by  Emlyn  and  Wet- 
frein,  not  the  leaft  notice  is  taken 
in  this  edition. 

The    "  Letter   from    the    Rev. 
Alexander  Geddes,  LL.  D.  to  the 
Right  Rev.  John  Douglafs,  Bifhop 
of  CenturiT,  and  Vicar  Apoftolic 
in 'the  London  Diflri<fl,'*  contains 
an  able  and  fatisfa<ftory  defenc  e  of 
the  author,  for  the  freedom  with 
which  he  has  dared  to  p«rfue  his 
f  religious  enqniries,   without   mea- 
furing   his   opinions  by  the    con- 
tracted dogmas  of  his  ecclcfiaftical 
fuperiors,  and  for  his  boldnefs  in 
publifliing  a  new  verfion   of  the 
Bible,    witliout    meanly  fuing   for 
their  approbation  and  Lnprimatur. 
Thcfe  proofs  of  his  independency 
of  fpirit,  it   appears,  have   drawn 
downi  on  hi«^  lead  the  vcnoeance  of 
Dr.  Donglafs,  and  two  ot!  cr  of  the 
four  vicars  a portolic  in  this  coun- 
try ;  who  have  pronounced  his  opi- 
nions to  be  falfe,  heretical,  and  er- 
roneous; iiTued  to  their  flocks  a  fo- 
lemn  prohibition  of  his  tranflation  ; 
and  declared  him  fiifj^eiyied  from 
the  exercife   of  bis  clerical  func- 
tions.    Ao;ainft  thefc  arbitrary  and 
tyrannical  procecdin^;s,  Dr.  Geddes 
protclls,  with  the  fpirit  of  a  Briton, 
and    the   freedom   of   a   primitive 
Chriirian ;    and,    by    folid    argu- 
ments, not  unmixed  with  a  happy 
vein  of  irony,  expofes  the  impro- 
priety   of  their    conduA    on    the 
ground  of  rcafon,  as   well   as  on 
rcce  ved  principles  of  ecclefiaOical 
difcijKiie.      Sc  rcely  emancipated 
from  t".e  fevercft  of  the  penal  laws 
whicli  l?t^':y  oppiefled  the  Catho- 
lics'n     '^^  countiT,  it  might  h.Tve 
bet- n  1  o      i  that  the  bifliops  of  that 
communion    would    have    fhewu 
6 


themfelves  worthy  of  the  H^jeraH'^y 
exercifed  towards  thrm  by  the  ie- 
gifTatur^,  by  difcarding  that  bigotry 
and  intolerance,  ^hich  in  the 
darker  ages  expofed  them  to  me- 
rited opprobrium  and  drteftatron. 
And  we  do  not  doubt,  bur  t^t  the 
exertions  of  our  author,  and  of 
others  of  equaHy  enfigbrrrfd 
minds  in  the  fame  churrh,  wiil  in 
time  produce  fo  dcfirablea  change. 
But  it  fliould  feem  that  the  pre- 
fent  race  of  vicars  apof!olic  mud 
be  numbered  with  their  fathers, 
before  ignorance,  ftiperfKtion,  pre- 
judice, and  the  unjufi  Xmr^  of 
power,  (hall  no  longer  dif^ce  the 
Catholic  fuperiors  in  England. 
The   Treatifc,  entitled   **  eH»f- 

6^4,  ?ro?  7»)c  Kairtj;  Aiatdrxrct  O^  an  Ap- 
peal to  the  New  Tcfiannent,  in 
Proof  of  the  Divinity  of  the  Son  ot 
God,  by  Charles  Hawtrey,  M.  A." 
contains  a  fele<flion  of  the  texts 
which  are  ufually  adduced  on  the 
Trinitarian  fide  of  the  con»roverfr, 
with  the  explanations  commor.ly 
given  by  orthodox  divines.  We 
do  not  perceive,  however,  that  the 
author  has  pointed  out  any  more 
certain  or  compendious  method 
of  terminating  the  conteft  refpetft- 
ing  the  perfon  of  Chrift,  than  the 
numerous  clafs  of  writers  who 
have  of  1  ite  years  preceded  him  in 
fupport  of  the  common h*  received 
opinion.  On  his  zeal  and  good 
intentions  to  cftablifh  beyond  con- 

•  traeli(^ion,  what  appears  to  \  im  to 
be  the  true  Chridian  faith,  we 
heartily  beftovv  our  applaufe,  efpe- 
cially  as  his  folc  appeal  is  to  the 
hnguaae  of  the  facred  fcripturts : 

•  of  his  fuccef?  we  augur  more  than 
dnuotfully. 

The  next  publication  which  cnlls 
for  our  notHv.  is  "The  univerfal 
Reftoration  01  Mnnkmd,  examined 
and  proved  to  be  a  Doctrine  incon- 
fiftent  with  itfelf,  contrary  to  the 
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Scrbttires^  atid  fubvcrfive  of  the 
Golpel  of  Jefus  Chrift ;  in  Aafwct 
tg  Dr.  Chauncy,  of  New  England, 
and  Mr,  Wincheffer's  Dialogues ; 
by  Joha  Marfom,  in  a  voU."  In 
this  publication^  Mr.  Marfom  exa« 
mines,  very  fullv,  the  palTages  of 
fcriptureto  whlcnDr.  Cnauocy  and 
Mr*  Winchefier  appeal  in  fuppprt 
of  their  opinion,  and  maintains, 
with  great  acutenef^  and  ingenuity, 
that  the.  interpretations  for  which 
they  contend  are  difiorted  and  nnr 
natural  Thc.dodrine  which  he 
iniiih  on,  a^thetruefcripture  doc- 
trine, is  that  of  the  complete  dc-  , 
Amnion  of  the  impenitcmly  wick- 
ed 5  in  defence  of  which  he-  ar-- 
gues  with  coniiderable  ability,  in 
perfpicuous  and  unaffecfled  Ian- 
linage.  In  his  preface,  Mr.  Mar- 
ibm,  with  becoming  indignation, 
expofes  the  diflioiieft  .arts  which 
appear  to  have  been  pradifed  by 
fome  eiithufiaftic  advocates  for  tiic 
do£^rine  of  niiivcrfai  rcftoration, 
in  order  to- gain  converts  to  it  from 
among  the  credulous  aud.fupciltir 
tious. 

The  Treatife,  entitled,  «f  Advo* 
£ates  for  Devils  rcfut^d^  and  xhcir 
Hopes  of  the  Damned  demoliihed, 
&c.  by  William  Huntingdon," 
contains  the  attack  of  a  pulpit  buf- 
foon on  the  doctrine  of  univeri^l 
reftoration ;  in  vihich  they  who  fub- 
mit  to  the  drudgery  of  reading  it 
will  meet  with  little  argument,  but 
with  an  abundant  quantity  of  vul- 
gar abufe,  and  fpiritual ribaldry.  , 

"  The  Signs  of  the  Times  5  or, 
the  Overthrow  of  Papal  Tyranny 
in  France  the  Prelude  of  Deitruc- 
Xion  to  Popery  and  Defpotiim,  by 
J.  Bicfaeno,  Parts  I.  and  It." 
chiefly  conftll  of  a  comment  ofi 
ilifi'erent  parts  of  the  book  of  Re- 
velation, -which,  the  author  con- 
,ceives,  clearly  predict  the  events 
^hich  iiave  taken  pUce  among  our 


neighbours,  the  preparatory  cir- 
cumftances  which  preceded  them 
in  regular  order  of  time,  and  the 
approaching  final  deftruftion  of 
Antichriftianifm  and  civil  opprcf- 
fion.  Whatever  may  be  thought 
of  the  author's  fuccefs  in  the  ap- 
plication of  the  prophecies  of  this 
ebfcure  t^ook,  he  certainly  dif- 
eovers  great  ingenuity,  and  a  comr. 
mendable  attention  in  ftudying  the ' 
fymbolical  language  of  his  original. 
The  refledions,  like  wife,  with 
which  he  concli^df  s  his.  work,  on 
the  predominant  motives  to  thc» 
pre  fen  t  crufade  againft  a  people 
ftruggling  for  liberty,  and  the.  un- 
affcdied  fervour  which  'breathes  ia 
his  exhortations  to  a  fpeedy  politi- 
cal and  moral  reformatio 0,  are. 
honourable  tcftimonies  to  his  feri- 
oufnefi  and  liberality. 

The  "  Outline  of  a  Comment 
tary  on  Revelations,  xi.  i — 14,"  ij 
the  produftion  of  a  writer,  who 
adopts  Mr.  Evanfon's  mode  of -cal- 
culating the  forty-two  months  for 
the  duration  of  the  fatal  apoftacy 
from  the  pure  religion  of  Jefus, 
which  is  advanced  in  that  author'? 
letter  to  bifhop  Hurd,  and  his  opi** 
nion,  that  the  wild  beafl,  defcribed 
in  the  Apocalypfe  as  having  feven 
heads  and  tcii  horns,  means  the 
civil  power,  as  far  a^  it  is  conne<Eied  . 
with  the  ecclefiaftical,  of  fhe  We  it- 
em divlfion  of  tile  Roman  empire 
in  Europe.  On  thefe  grounds  lip 
undertakes 'to  explain  that  part  of 
tl\e  book  of  Revelation  mentioned 
in  the  titie-pa^e;  and  endeavours 
to  (hew,  that  the  prophecy  which 
it  contains  has  been  clearly  accorri^ 
pliflied  in  the  French  revolution^ 
Whether  his  readers  concur  with' 
him  in  opinion,  or  not,  they  muft 
ajlow  him  to  be  a  fenfible  and  in- 
genious writer,  and  to  deferve  com- 
mendation for  the  anxiety  which 
he  profefles, . "  to  add  even  one 
M  4  grain 
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graki  of  eridcticc  in  fav^mr  of  cnir 
noft  holf  rdigion.''  He  is  like- 
wHie  to  be  praifbd,  for  the  2Dgenu« 
oiis  diffidence  and  tnodeih"  with 
whfarfa  he  otPeri  the  refuh  of  his  re» 
ie^ons,  ♦•  raeftly  as  a  foul  copy, 
to  be  blotted  and  Interlined  by  the 
corre^dDs  of  any  learned  and  judi* 
CMOS  friend  to  revelation,"  and  In* 
treats  the  aoimadverfionfi  and  hints 
of  any  liberal-minded  crhic. 

The  treatife  called  **  A  Revealed 
Knowledge  of  feme  Thingnhat  will 
fpeedtly  be  fiilfiUed  in  the  World, 
coiDmtinicated  to  a  Number  of 
ChriiHans,  brought  together  at 
Avignon,  by  the  Power  of  the  Spi- 
rit of  God,  from  all  Nations ;  now 
publiihed  by  his  Divine  Command, 
for  the  Good  of  alh  Men,  by  John 
Wright,  his  Servant,  and  cne  of  the 
Brethren,"  our  readers  will  perceive 
by  the  title,  to  be  of  that  fpecies  of 
compofitions,  in  which  are  detailed 
the  dreams  \and  ravings  of  enthu- 
iiafvn.  John  Wright  announces 
the  clofe  of  the  fpiritual  difpenla- 
tion  of  Swedenbbrg,  and  the  ap- 
,  pcrrmncc  of  a  new  prophet,  in  the 
peribli  of  Richard  Brothers,  of 
whom  the  baron  was  the  foreruhner, 
as  John  the  Baptifl  was  of  Chrifl. 

Sin  ce  the  appearance  of  the  abovie- 
Tpentioned  publication,  the  prophet 
himfelf  has  opened  his  comminion 
in  **  A  Revealed  Knowledge  of  the 
Prophecies  and  Times,  Book  the 
Firll,  wrote  under  the  Dire6lion  of 
the  Lord  God,  and  publiihed  by 
his  facrcd  Command,  it  being  the 
Firft  Sign  of  Warning  for  the  Benefit 
of  ail  Nations,  containing,  with 
other  great  and  remarkable  Things, 
not  rev?  alcd  to  any  other  Perfon  on 
Earth,  tlie  Reftoration  of  the  He- 
brews to  JenifHlem,  by  the  Ytar 
f  798,  imder  their  revealed  Prince 
and  Prophet.'*  He  has  likewife 
p\ibH(hed  "  a  Revealed  Knowledge 
of  the  Prophecies  and  Times,  pam-

all  Nations,  by  the  Mao  tfaot  will 
be  revealed  to  the  Hebrews  as  their 
Prince  and  Pkopbet.'L  Thofe  of  oar 
readers  who  wifii  to  know  Biave  of 
the  contents  of  thefe  poblicatioas 
than  is  expreffcd  in  their  dfefe-pages^ 
we  roufl  refer  to  the  works  ihao* 
fdves;  remarking  only,  that  m 
they  difcover  more  fbrikin^  prooft 
of  the  wanderings  of  a  di&rdciod 
imagination,  than  we  remcmher  to 
have  met  with  in  any  of  the  wnt* 
ings  of  the  Swedifh  prophet,  thof 
will  probably  fecnre  to  Mr..  Bro- 
thers that  preeminence  to  which 
John  Wricht  contends  he  ia  en^ 
titled.

^  The  LibertiBe  led  to  Reflec- 
tion bf  etkm  Expolhilfitron,  a  Me- 
thod FDcommended  in  a  Farewel 
AddVfifs.  to  his  younger  Brethren, 
by  im  old  Parochial  Clergyman/' 
is  a  pobKcatton  which  does  credit 
both  to  the  abilitiea  and  the  heart 
of  the  author.  The  advice  which 
he  gives  is  evidently  the  reftilt  of 
experieace,   and  an  intimate  ac- 

Juaintance  with  hunuin  nature, 
t  appeain  to  have  been  dictated  by 
9in  anieiU  zeal  for  the  interefh  o{ 
feligion  ;  and  it  breathes,  through- 
out, thtA  catholic  liberal  fpirit, 
which  entitles  the  author  not  only 
to  the  attention  of  thofe  to  whom 
it  is  addrefled,  but  of  the  perfont , 
iFor  whofe  benefit  it  was  written. 

The  ''Devotional  Oflices  for 
Public  Worihip^  cdleded  from  va- 
rious Services  in  ufe  among  fro*- 
teifauit  piflenters;  to  ^rhich  are 
added  two  Services,  chiefly  fele6ted 
from  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer," 
confiAs  of  ten  difierent  ieryices, 
befide  otcafional  prayers,  and  fer^ 
Ticea  for  baptirm,  the  communion, 
and  the  burial  of  the  dead.  ^They 
are  drawn  up  with  judgment,  and 
in  that  fimple  and  pcrfpicuous 
ilyle  which  b  beft  adapted  to  ads 
ef  vrorfiiip,  or  to  bnprefs  devotional 
fenttaients.  Attd,wnatmuftfirong- 
ly  recommend  them  to  the  liberal 
and  •  impre|udtced,  they  are  formed 
on  thofe  principles  of  religion 
whidh  are  conunon  to  aU  fe^ts  of 
Chrifiians,  and  contain  no  expref- 
iionr  -that  can  be  offmfive  to  per- 
font of  any  theological  fyftem.  Of 
the  different  liturgic  compilations 
which  have  been  pabli(hed  bv  Dif. 
(coxmij  we  have  no  recoUefhon  of 
7 


any  one  which  poflefles  fuptnar 
merits  to  that  before  Uf . 

Amon^  the  coHedions  of  finv 
mons  which  were  pubiiihed  duiisg 
the  year  2  794,  the  firfl  which  wo 
have  to  announce  are,  the  poftbu- 
znous  **  Difcourfes  00  feveral  Sob* 
jeds  .and  Occaiioos,  by  Geoty 
Home  D.  D.  late  Bifliop  of  Nor* 
wich,  and  Prefident  of  Magdaka 
College,  Oxford,  voluoMt  III.  and 
IV :'  Thefedifcourfcsaretweaty* 
three  in  number ;  and  appear,  ftr 
the  moft  part,  to  have  been  deliver* 
ed  oefore  the  univorfity  of  Oxfotd^ 
or  in  the  metropo^n  church  of 
Canterbury,  of  which  the  audior 
was  dean,  previous  10  his  exa 
to  the  mitre.  Tiie  public  is 
well  acquainted  with  the  (lyle 
manner  of  Dr.  Home,  and  the  caft 
of  fentiment,  theological  and  poli^ 
tical,  which  pervaM  his  paipk 
compoiirions,  to  be  Informed  af 
them  in  this  place.  On  fonaBr 
occafions,  we  have  exprefibd  ow 
opinion  of  hb  talents  as  a  pulpit 
orator ;  and  have  been  liberal  ia 
our  applaufe  of  hia  exceUencfr.  ia 
that  line^  which  defervedly  procure 
ed  him  numerous  admirers,  while 
we  have,  with  freedom,.i)ointed  oat 
what  we  conceived  to  oe  hb  bio* 
miflies. '  To  thofe  who  conoor 
with  our  author  in  apiniod,  thefe 
volumes  will  be  highly  acceptable; 
while  it  would  be  faiiidious  not  to 
to  fay,  that,  making  allowances  liar 
his  peculiarities,  readers  of  very  op« 
pofite  fentiments  to  thofe  of  tne 
worthy  {M%late,  may  receive  mvch 
pleafure  and  improvement  from  tfao 
perufal  of  them. 

The  next  vork,  w¥ich  calls  for 
iafertion  in  our  caulogue,  is  tbc 
fourth  voliyne  of  "  Sermons,  by 
Hugh  Blair,  D.  D.  F.  R.  S,  Edia. 
Pro^eflbr  of  Rhetoric  and  Belks 
LeiUres  in  the  Uaiverfity  of  £din. 
burgh.'* 
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kuFgh.*?  Of  ibde  fcrmonfi,  which 
are  twenty  m  number,  it  is  fufKci- 
cixt  tlwt  ^e  /imply  annpu nee  the 
pttblicatioii,  and  (late  that  they  treat 
Ml  important  a^d  ufeful  fiibje^s« 
To  enter  into  their  chara^eff  would 
be  to  repdtt  the  comnoendations  be- 
itowtd  by  us  on  the  author's  for- 
mtr  rolucnes^  as  they  fucce/iirely 
made  their  appearance,  and  m 
which  wc  only  concurred  with  ge- 
neral opinion.  We  congratulate 
the  public,  on  the  vahiable  addi- 
tiof)  which  this  volume  makes  to 
their  fources  of  Chriftian  edification 
and  rirtuous  improvement. 

It  is  with  pleaiure  that,  inovr  next 
oitick,  we  are  able  to  annoufice 
aaother  excellent  work,  in  which 
there  is  diiplayed  a  happy  union  of 
thofe  talents  which  peculiarly  qua* 
ffy  the  author  for  the  office  of  a 
preacher  of 'religion.  The  work  t« 
which  we  refer  i«  the  fecood  volume 
«l  ^  Sermons  on  fevenl  Subje6t$; 
by  the  Right  Rev,  Beilby  Porteus 
D.  D.  Bifliop  of  London*"  Of 
.  the  merits  of  our  right  reverend  aiK 
thor,  as  an  eloquent,  impreffive, 
and  ufeful  preacher,  we  delivered 
<»iir  opinion  fo  hilly  in  the  account 
which  we  gave  of  his  firft  volume 
cf  fermons,  in  our  Regifter  for  the 
jear  1 7B3,  that  we  mull  refer  our 
readers  to  the  literary  hillory  of 
that  year,  for  the  general  charader 
of  the  work  before  us.  We  muft 
be  frank  enough,  at  the  fame  time, 
to  exprefs  our  wifli  that  his  lord- 
Ihip  had  fubftituted,  in  the  room  of 
the  polemical  difcourfes,  and  thofe 
fnibiifiied  on  particular  occafions, 
which  are  admitted  into  this  vo- 
lume, others  from  among  the  num- 
ber of  his  admirable  compofitions 
on  practical  topics.  This  wifh  is 
prompted  by  the  con  virion  that 
iiich  an  alteration  would  have  ren- 
dered .them  more  extenilvelv  ufe- 


ful, and,  therefore,  better  accorded 
with  the  principal  objcft  of  the  ex- 
cellent author.  For  we  are  per- 
ftia4ed,<hat  his  view  inpubiHliir.g 
them  was  the  inlbru^ion  and  im- 
provement of  his  readers,  rather 
than  to  exhibit  ^  difplay  of  his 
ikill  in  controvwfial  theology,  or 
his  attachment  to  any  particular 
opinions  about  which  gfeod  men 
mty  differ. 

The  **  Difcourfes  on  the  Evi- 
dences of  Revealed  ReligioH,  by  Jo- 
feph  Pricftley  LL.  D.  F.  R.  S.  &c.'' 
are  a  vahiable  legacy,  which  the 
author,  hath  left  to  his  coantryraen, 
on  being  obliged,  from  motives  of 
prudence  and  a  regard  to  bit  per- 
foaal  &fety,  to  fubmit  to  s  volun- 
tary exifc  from  his  nitive  land.  He 
had  formerly  written  feveral  treatiff* 
on  the  fubjc^  of  this  volume^  which 
might  feem  to  render  this  pub- 
lication unneceffary.    The  prefent 
times,  however,  he  conceives,  will 
juftify  him  in  taking  ground  con- 
fiderably  different  from  any  that  he 
has  been  upon  before;  efpecially, 
as  the  number  of  thofe  pw-fons  is 
continually  increafing,  who  affed 
to  make  their  appeal  to-fwfoii,  but 
haflily,  and  witliout  examination, 
rrejc^'  all  evidence  of  fuperoatural 
revelation;  and,    as  the  complete 
overthrow  of  the  civil  eftabliftimenc 
of  Chriftianity  in  a  neighbouring 
country  makes  it  neceffary  for  the 
friends  of  religion  to  fliew, "  that 
they  are  not  chargeable  with  a  blind 
implicit  faidv;  that  their  faith  is 
Uhe  offspring  of  reafon  ;  and  that 
the  evidence  of  the  fe6ls  on  which 
it  is  built,  is  the  fame  with  that  of 
any  other  fads  of  ancient  date :  fo 
that  we  muft  abandon  all  faith  in 
hiflory,  and-  all  human  teftimony, 
before  we  can  dilbelieve   them." 
What  he  endeavours  particularly 
to  illuiirale  in  this  volume  is,  the 
cvidenie 
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cvideflcc  arifing  from  the  Tniracles 
that  have  been  wrought  In  favour 
of  the  divine  miflion  of  Mofes  and 
of  Chrift.     This  defign  he  purfues 
through  ten  dHFerent  dlfcourfes  : 
to  which  he  has  added  a  fermon 
on  the  Tefurrc6tion   of    Jcfus;    ^ 
view  of  repealed  religion  ;  and  an 
appendix,  containing  the  prefaces 
to  thcfe  two  difcoxirfes,  and  a  cor- 
refpondence  which  took  place  be- 
tween    him    and     Mr.     Gibbon. 
Whatever  ideas  his- Chriftiao  readr 
crs  may  entertafn  of  the  particular 
opinions  for  which  Dr.   Prieftley 
hath  been'd  2ealoiis  advocate,  if 
they  can  for  a  moment  banifh  all 
prejudices,  and  make  allowance  for 
the  differences  which  ever  will  pre- 
vail refpe^ling  fpeculative  topics, 
they  jnuft    acknowledge,  that  he 
appears,  in  this  publication,  in  the 
charafter  of  an  able  and  dextrous 
champion  in  the   common  caufe. 
And  the  candid  imbeliever  will  al- 
low, that  "his  openi  manly  reafon- 
ings,  in  which  he  difdains  having 
recourfe  to  the  little  arts  of  fubter- 
fuge  and  difguife,  and  makes  his 
appeal  to  the  llandard  by  which 
he  himfelf  profefles  to  be  guided, 
are  deferving  of  ferious  attention. 
The  language  nf  thefe  difcourfes  is 
familiar  and  perfpicuous. 

The  «  Short  Enquiry  into  Re- 
vealed Religion,  in  its  Origin,  its 
Progrefs,  and  its  final  Eftabtifliment 
in  Chriftianity,  digefted  into  five 
Sermons,  preached  at  Bath,  in  the 
Years  1792 — 3,  by  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Leigh,  LL.  B."  is  a  practical 
and  ufeful  little  treatife,  drawn  up 
with  neatnefs  and  concifenefs,  and 
well  calculated  to  c  onciliate  their 
atte  tion  to  the  great  d^je6h  of 
religion  and  virtue,  ♦'  who  neither 
read  much  nor  long.*'  The  fcnti- 
ment^  which. the  author  maintains, 
but  ithout  entering  irito  polemical 
difcuiiionS)  are  thole  of  our  eila- 


blidied  church;  for  the  ufeof  whofe' 
members  he  has  particularly  adapt  • 
ed  them  to  the  Aibie^s  ufually  en- 
larged upon  on  fafts  and  feflivals. 

"  1  he    Expediency,  PredifHonj 
and Accompliflimentof the  Chrif- 
tian     Redemption    illnftrated,    in 
eight  Sermons,  preached  before  the 
lAiverfity  of  Oxford,  In  the  Yea^ 
1794,  at  the  Lecture,  founded  by 
the  late  Rev.  John  Bampton,  M .  A. 
by  Thomas   Wintle,  B.  D.''  is  i 
work  diftinguiihed  by  much  learn* 
ed   inveftigation,  profound    argufi- 
ment,  and  critical  fki  11.     The  doc- 
trine which  Mr.  Wintle  fupports, 
as  the  grand  doctrine  of  Chriftiani- 
ty,  is  that  of  the  recovery  of  hu- 
man  nature   from  fin  and  death, 
by   the  merits  and  atonement  of 
Chrift.     In  the  firft  fermon,  he 
treats  of  the  inability  of  human  na- 
ture to  difcover  a  mode  of  deliver«- 
ance  from  the  fatal  confequ^uces 
of  fin,  the  death  of  the  body,  and 
the  final  dcflru^tion  both  of  foul 
and  body,  in  the  feeond  death.    In 
the  feeond,  third,  and  fourth  fer- 
mons,  he  examines  the  intimations 
of  a  dc  liverer,  in  the  early  ages  of 
the  world,  which  were  given  to  the 
Hebrew  patriarchs,  and  to  others 
not  belonging    to    the  family   of 
Ifrael,  and  the  exprefs  predictions 
of  the  Mefliah,  by  the  Old  Tefta- 
ment  prophet?.     The  fifth  fermon 
is  employed  in  repelling  the  oB- 
jeAions  which  have   b^en  drawn 
from  the  long  delay  of  the  Chrif- 
tian  revelation.     In  the  fixth  fer- 
mon,   Mr.  Wintle   undertakes  to 
pro^e  that  the  death  of  Chrift  was 
an  <^xpiatory  facrifice.     In  the  fe- 
venth,  he.  makes  a  praftical  appli- 
cation of  the  do6trine  for  which 
he  had  been  contending ;  and,  in 
tl  e  eighth,  expatiates  on  the  bene- 
ficial effe^'^s  of  the  interceifion  of 
Chrift.     Tiie  able  and  ingenious 
defence  of  the  orthodox  doftrine, 
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^rhich  Ms  rolumc  oontaios,  does 
great  Cfcdit  to  the  author's  ta- 
lents as  a  fcholar  aail  logician, 
wfatk  the  liberality  and  caadour 
wlMch  it  difcovers,  reUcSt  equal 
hmauar  on  iiim  as  a  i^tlemao,  and 
as  a  Chriiban* 

The  yoluuaeaf '^  Sermons  prcach- 
rd  hciore  the  UiMrerHty  of  Cam- 
tac^ge.  bjr  James  Fawcett,  B*  D. 
JUdy  Margarct*s  Preacher^'*  con- 
iSfia  of  Iltc  arfum^itati ve  dlfi^our* 
fes  €m  the  evioencei  of  Chrifiianity^ 
aad  of  nine  ethers,  chiefly  ou  prac- 
fjcat  fubjetfts.  in  his  argumeiita- 
five  diicoiiifes,  Mr.  Fawcett  ha& 
exhibited^  with  great  judgment  and 
perfpicuity^  a  general  view  of  the 
argumeats  in  fnvour  of  Chriilianity, 
under  the  fbUowing  titles:  the 
Connexion  between  the  Internal 
Evidence  of  Religion,  and  its  Ex- 
ternal Proofs ;  the  Jewifh  Difpeo- 
iation  preparatory  to  the  Chridian ; 
tbe  Evidence  in  Favour  of  Chrif- 
tiaaity  dtrirtd  from  the  prophecies 
itViTtwtd  by  Jefus  CiinA ;  'the  Evi- 
dences of  Chriillanity  luiHcicnt ; 
;uid  the  EiTcas  of  Chriflianity  be- 
AeficiaL  This  coaipendium  of  the 
evidences  of  oor  religion  might, 
we  think,  be  publiilied  witbadraji. 
tage  in  a  £(parate  form,  and  be 
properly  recommended  to  young 
men  beginning  their  acaxlemic  ftu* 
dies,  as  an  iutrodudion  to  the  large 
;iad  cu}n^rehenfive  mafs  which 
will  demand  attention  in  ^he  pro- 
ptfs  of  thc^r  enquiries.  The  re- 
apainkig  iermonsm  the  volume,  in- 
culcate a  variety  of  ju(l  and  weighty 
iziilimcnts,  on  religious  and  moral 
topics,  in  corre^,  elegant,  and 
energetic  language. 

The  "  Sermons  on  fomc  of  the 
principal  Do£brines  of  the  Chriftian 
Keligi/an,  with  Pra<Stical  Inferences 
and  Improvements,  by  Edward 
SdlUngflce»  IVL  A."  arechieflv  cm- 
ployed  in  familiar  and  pRopuIar  il- 


luiZrations  of  the  cenefs  eoxmnoBly 
held  by  orthodox  believers  to  be 
the  peculiar  dodrines  of  ChriiUani- 
ty.  We  rouft  not,  however,  in 
juflice  to  the  autbec^  omit  remark- 
ing, thaty  while  he  zealoufiy  incul- 
cates what  appear  to  him  to  be  tbe 
eiTential  do^inal  parts  of  rdigion, 
he  does  not  neglea  ibrongly  to  en- 
force the  obligaticms  to  Chriftian 
obedience.  The  language  of  thefe 
fermonsis  (imple  ana  unaffeded. 

Tlu^two  volumes  of  ^  Sennons^ 
by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Harwood, 
Mafter  of  Litchfield  School,'*  as 
the  author  informs  us,  **-  were  dcK- 
vered  to'  a  country  congregation, 
to  aHift  the  underftanding  by  iihif- 
tratiug  the  fublime  truths  of  divi- 
nity, and  to  mend  the  heart  by  en- 
forcing the  pra&icai  duties  o/  piety 
and  morality.**  In  his  tiieoiog)-, 
Mr.  Harwood  appears  to  be  true  to 
the  articles  which  he  has  fubfbrib- 
ed,  although  he  does  not  cnoage  in 
any  particular  defence  of  thdr 
dodrines.  In  ius  endeavours  to 
enforce  a  regard  to  religious  and 
moral  duties,  he  has  given  evidence 
tliat  he  poffefles  learning  and  abiti* 
ties,  ana  t^t  he  is  not  a  ftranger 
to  thofe  arts  of  perfuaiion  which 
become  the  dignitj^of  the  Chrii^i^a 
pulpit.  Yet  we  cannot  fay  that 
his  difcourfes  are  judictouily  adapt- 
ed to  the  comprehenfion  and  edi- 
fication of  a  country  audience. 
The  claffical  aUuiions,  which  occur 
in  them,  rouft  be  unintelligible  to 
bearers  of  that  defcription,  as  well 
as  the  turgid  and  obfcure  modes  of 
expreilion  which  the  author  too 
frequently  ufes,  ^nd  which  ibne- 
times  render  it  no  eafv  taflc  for  an 
attentive  reader  to  decipher  his 
meaning.  By  a  careful  conedHon 
€»f  their  fauks,  Mr.  Harwood's  vo- 
lumes may  be  rendered  valuable 
clofet  companions  to  the  ierkius 
and  well  diipofedl  and  they  are  cer- 
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fauttly  worth  th^  Uhowr  of  correc- 
tion, , 

The  two  vohimes  of  *«  Senhons 
cm  Ufefol  and  Important  Subjefts, 
by  theUtc  Rev,  John  Cofens,  D.  D. 
Minifter  of  Teddington/'  do  not 
wpoir  to  have  been  defigned'  by 
tne  author  for  publication.  The 
fubjefts  of  them  are  chiefly  prac- 
tical; and  the  language  la  which 
they  arc  written  is  |^in,  animated, 
ana  iropreffive.  It  tliey  do  not 
abound  in  nmich  origiaality,  or 
nice  critical  difcuffions,  they  con- 
tain,  nererthelefs,  important  and 
ffood  advice  on  fubjeds  that  come 
Home  to  men's  bufinefs  and  bofoms, 
delivered,  at  the  fame  time,  with 
that  honeft  zeal  for  the  interefts  of 
religion^  and  the  true  happinefs  of 
mankind,  which  muil  have  render- 
ed the  author  a  popular^  as  well  as 
vfeful  preacher* 

The  «*  Difcourfcs  preached  be- 
fore theHonourable  Society  of  Lin- 
coln's Inn,  by  Robert  Nares,  A.M." 
which  are  twenty  in  number,  are 
written  in  correft  and  eafy  lan^age, 
fuch  as  was  proper  to  b«  adorei^d 
to  the  intelligent  audience  before 
whom  they  ^y^''^  delivered.  The 
fubje^ls  on  which  they  treat  are 
jniicellaneous ;  partly  praflical,  and 
partly  polemical.  Mr.  Nares' 
practical  dilcourfes  deferve  to  be 
ranked  above  the  common  clafs  of 
pulpit  compofitions.  In  addition 
to  the  calm  and  difpaffionate  rea- 
fenings  of  an  able  logician,  on  fome 
pf  the  moil  important  topics  in  re- 
ligion and  morak,  they  difcover, 
throughout,  that  spirit  of  genuine 
feriouinefs,  and  Chriflian  piety, 
which  could  not  fail  to  engage  the 
attention  of  his  hearers,  and  to  ex- 
cite good  emotions  in  their  minds. 
.  {n  his  polemical'  difcourfes  we  do 
not  think  that  our  author  appears 
to  equal  advantage ;  or  that  he  has 
j^vfn  any  new  cTucidatious  of  the 


texts  which  it  has  been  ufuat  ta 
quote  ini\jpport  of  the  'commonljr 
received  opmions. 

The  **  Six  Sermons  pjfcacRcA 
before  the  Right  Hon.  Paul  le  Me- 
furier,  Lord  mayor  of  the  City  of 
London,  by  Geo/StepaeyTownfcy^ 
M.  A.  Chaplain  to  his  Lbrdibip,*' 
wfth  the  exception  of  one  jiifeful 
pradical  difcourfe,  are  on  political. 
lubje^Vs.  The  author's  de%n  is 
to  paint  the  bleffings  of  the  Bntifli 
conftitution,  in  church  and  ftate; 
to  exhibit  a  iliocking  piftare  of 
French  principles  and  manners; 
and  to  combat  thofe  principles  of 
liberty  and  equality,  wnich  the  (up- 
porters  of  the  meafures  of  vcixsSSaj 
attribute  to  the  men  who  are  ftre* 
nuous  advocates  for  reformation; 
but  which  the  latter  aflert  to  be  ab- 
furd  phantomS;  exifting  only  in  the 
^:  judices  or  difordered  imagixuu 
tions  of  their  opponents^  aad  to 
have  no  conjMxion  with  their  fy£- 
tem.  The  rAnner  in  which  Mn 
Townley  treats  on  thcfe  fubjcft^ 
will  not  do  him  any  difi:redit  as  a 
rhetorician. 

Mr.  Bryfon*$  *<  CiimfMfebeiiGTe 
View  of  the  real  Chriftian's  Cha- 
ra^ber,  Privileges,  and  Obfi^tfods^ 
being  the  Si^bllance  of  a  Caudb  cif 
Sermons  on  the  Eighth  Chapter  of 
St.  Paul's  Epifiie  to  the  Romans," 
is  a  publication  whici^  in  matter 
and  manner,  bears  a  near  refisn- 
blance  tQ  the  puritanical  writii^  of 
the  laft  century.  It  poflef^  now-, 
ever,  one  diftinftive  feature.  WItb- 
in  the  compafs  of  about  three  hun- 
dred octavo  pages,  the  attthor  en- 
deavours to  comprefs,  what  the  in- 
duilry  of  thofe  orthodox  diviaet 
would  have  dilated  into  fubllan&d 
folios.  Wi-thduereverenceforthcftt- 
perior  learning  and  abilities  ofthoie 
v.en^rable  men,  we  conccrve  that 
Mr.  Bryfon's  rhethod  wUl  be  moft 
acceptable  to  modern  readers. 
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When  vre  turn  our  attention  to 
fuch  of  the  fiogle  fcrmons  of  the 
year  as  our  plan  will  allow  us  to 
iaitxt  in  our  hiftorical  lift,  we  meet, 
in  the  ^rft  place,  with  ^  a  Sermon 
preached  before  the  Lords  Spiritual 
and    Temporal,    in    the    Abbey 
Church  of  St.  Peter,  Weftminfter, 
on   Thurfday,  January   30th,  by 
£dward  Lord  Bifliop  of  Carlifle." 
This  difconrfe  is  temperate  and  ju- 
dicfouss    and  enforces    fentiments 
and  reflexions  which  are  honour- 
able to  the  author  as  a  peer  of  par- 
fiament,  and  as  a  Chriftian  miniuer. 
Adverting  to  the  circumftances  of 
the  times  which  led  to  the  decolla- 
tion c^  Charles  I.  he  candidly  ac- 
knowledges, ««that,  in  that  unhappy 
period,  the  caufes  of  alarm  to  the 
nation  were  many  and  well  ground- 
ed; that  the  encroa'chments  of  the 
prerogative  had  been,  in  many  pai'- 
ticulars,  fuch  as  it  was  nght  and 
neceflary  to  oppofe  and  to  rcprcfs ; 
that  many  who  firfVvppofed  thefe 
encroachments^  were  real  lovers  of 
their  country,  and  grave,  confcien- 
tioiis,  and  thinking  men,  feeking 
for  that  redrefs  only,  and  thofe  re- 
medies which  might  be  attained  bv 
means  already  known  and  authorii- 
ed,  and   by  the  power  of  law." 
And,  though  he  laments  that  there 
were  others  who  ae^ed  on  very  dif- 
ferent ideas,  and,  by  reprefenting 
the  feeblenefs  and  infufficiency  of 
thofe  means,  induced  the  people  to 
adopt  new  expedients,  whish  ulti- 
mately  led  to  the  overthrow  of  the 
conftitution  ;   he  does  not  under- 
take the  abfiird  taflc  of  exonerating 
the  perfons  poflefled  of  the  po\vers 
of  government,  from  that  heavylliare 
of  gnilr  which  is  juflly  to  be  imput- 
ed to  tlieir  irjrcondu»£l.     It  U  true 
his  lordfhip.  does  not  enter  into  a 
fpecific   criipination   of  the   court 
party ;  and,  in  his  inferences,  wiflies 
principally  to  imprefs  on  his  audi- 


ence an  idea  of  the  dreuifui  evMs  ttf 
be  apprehended  from  the  **  \t^otm 
and  unbridled  will  of  the  moltitiide 
at  large;'*  rather  than  from  the  abnfir 
of  the  prerogative.     Yet  the  reflet* 
ing  and  unbiafied  fnind,  6nom  hk 
lordship's  premiies,  will  naturally 
conclude,  tnat  tlie  leading  cauies  <|t 
the  cataftrophe  which  he  faunents^ 
were  the  nnconftitntional  meainret 
of  thofe  who  perverted  and  abufed 
the  powers  entrufted  to  them,  and 
who  were  the  advifers  of  the  repeat- 
ed illegal  cxtenfions  of  the  royal 
authority.     When  attending  to  his 
lordfhip's  obftrvations  on  a  neigh- 
bouring people,  and  their  fuppofed 
attempts  to  kindle  the  flames  of 
difcord  in  our  native  land,  we  may 
be  difpofed  to  obje^  to  fome  of  his 
ftatements;  but  we  muft  app!aud 
the;  pious  and  humane  reflections 
which  accompany  them. 

The  **  Sermon  preached  before 
the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
in  the  Abbey  Church  of  St.  Fcier, 
Weftminfter,  on  Friday,  FebruAry 
28th,  1794,  being  the  Day  appoint- 
ed for  a  General  Faft,  by  Charles, 
Lord   Bi(hop   of  Norwich,"  fag- 
gefts  a  variety  of  fentiments  well 
adapted  to   a   day  of  public   hu- 
miliation,  and  exprefled    in    that 
temperate  and  moderate  tone  which 
are  becoming  the  clericTal  charaifter. 
Among  others,^  the  fv-^llowing   re- 
marks were  peculiaily  fcafonable, 
and  merited  the  attention   of  his 
brethren  of  the  bench,  as  well  as 
the  lay  peers :  *'  to  depend  totaify 
on   the   counOe's,  the   valour,  the 
wifdom,the  refourccs  of  the  natioo, 
were  an  idle  and  a  fond  depenoancej 
nor  is  it  a  /afer  policy  to  reft  our 
hope  of  fuccefs  on  the  iniquities  oi 
thofe   to  whom   we  are  oppofed. 
National  depravity,  is  undoubtedly 
national  u^eaknefs  ;  but  It  is  furely 
a  much  tvifer  principle  to  correft 
our  own  vices,  tl^au  to  prefnme  on 
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tliofe  of  the  adverfary.    Tfte  com- 
parative merits  and  detnerirs  of  na*- 
tions  are  not  eafily  calculated ;  and, 
indeed,  if  they  were  capable  of  efti-* 
ma^te,  it  k  i^lil  a  quefti<hi  of  doubt, 
trhtenher  k'lnay  not  coii(ift  with  the 
unfearchable  wifdbm  of  God  to  pu- 
niih,  as  in  old  tinr>es  he  hath  puni(h<^ 
cd,  a.  vicious  people  by  a  ftill  more 
vicious."  His  obfervation,  likewife, 
that  "  it  d^es  not  become  the  mi- 
ni tier  of  peace  to  be  an  advocate 
for    war,"    was    equally    worthy 
of   their    lordfhips'    caiiiideration. 
"W^ hen,  however,  he  urges,  in  exte- 
nu$ition  of  the  prefcnt  war,  that  it 
is   not  merely  political,  but  under- 
taken for  the  defence  of  our  reii* 
^ion,  we  cannot  fubfcribc  to  the 
right  reverend  preacher's  do^ftrine. 
For  A-e  deem  too  highly  of  the  di- 
vine origin  of  our  religion  to  ad- 
mit, for  a  moment,  that  its  prefer- 
vation  in  the  world  depends  on  the 
prowefs  of  armies,  or  the  vigilance 
and    policy    of   cabinets.     Thofe 
who  vindicate  its  dtfence  or  pro- 
pagation l)y  fuch  means,  forget  the 
fpirit  of  the  gofpeJ,  and  imbibe 
that  of  the  koran. 

The  **  Sermon  preached  at  the 
Chapel  in  Prince's  llreet,  Weft- 
minfter,  on  Friday,  Feb.  28lh  1794, 
by  Andrew  Kippis  D.  D.  F.  R.  8. 
and  S.  A/*  inculcates  fentiments 
well  calculated  to  infpire  the  de- 
vout mind  with  fupport  and  conffT- 
lation  in  timts  of  public  calamity  ; 
and  readi,  likewile,  inftru^ive  Icf- 
fons  both  to  the  abettors  of  defpo- 
cifm  and  anarchy ;  to  thofe  gover- 
nors of  ftates,  r^nd  warriors  of  the 
earth,  who  eaj^erly  flrive  to  cru(h 
or  confound  the  interefts  of  man- 
Jkind,  or  to  triumph  over  the  caufe 
either  of  honour,  redtitude,  or  reli- 
gion. 

Of  the  **  Two  Sermons  preached 
oa  the  Public  Fafts  of  April,  1 793, 
and  February,  1794,  by  the  Rev. 


j:  H.  Wiffiama,  Vicar  of  WeU»- 
bourn)  Warwickihire,"  we  cannoC 
eafily  fpeak  io  too  high  terms  ^  xm 
account  of  the  liberal  and  j^ft  frji^ 
timents  which  they,  breathe^  inji 
their  tendency^  on  the  prlncipki 
of  humanity  and  true  policy,  as 
well  as  of  the  gqfpel,  to  expo^  thp- 
mifchievous  eflfe^is  of  war. 

On  the  fame  grounds^  we  (hould. 
be  juftiHed  in  warmly  recomnoeiid* 
ing  "the  Rife,  and  the  Fatal  Effcds 
of  War,  a  Dtfcourfb  delivered  oa 
March  aSth,  1 794,  by  Robert  Miiiv 
M.  A."  at  Carlifle.  We  might 
Ukewife  feled,  from  a  very  long  lift 
of  iafl  fermons,  feveral,  which  ia 
point  of  matter  and  compofition,aiid 
from  the  known  charadters  of  .their 
authors,  would  be  entitled  ^o  dn 
ftin^  notice,  could  we  confiltentlf 
devote  more  room  in  our  hillorical  1 
catalogue  to  publications  of  this 
clafs.  In  fuch  an  enumeration^ 
would  be  foinid  the  names  of  Prieft- 
ley,  Hurdis,  WoUafton,  Urquhart, 
Parker,  Brand,  Jardtne,  Bathurii, 
Newton  and  Grofe.  This  lift  we 
might  cbfe  with  pointing  out  the 
merits  of  two  excellent  tra>fts,  ea* 
titled  "  Reafons  for  National  Fc- 
nitence,  recommended  for  the  Fa  ft 
appointed  February  28,  1 794,"  and 
*'  Thoughts  on  the  Nature  of  true 
Devotion,  with  Refle£Hons  on  the 
late  Fai^  addrcflTed  to  the  Britifli 
Nation;"  which  are  tlie  produc* 
tions  of  humane,  pious,  aiid  enlight- 
ened minds ;  but  our  prefcribed 
limits  oblige  us  to  proceed  to  the 
other  departments  of  our  work: 

We  have  no  recolledion  of  any 
important  publication  during  the 
year  1 794,  which  is  to  be  reteired 
exclufively  to  the  head  of  Philofo- 
phy  and  Ethics,  excepting  an  ela-. 
borate  and  voluminous  **  InveflU 
gation  ot  the  Principles  of  Know- 
i«dge,  and,  of  the  Progrcfs  of  Rea- 
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Tmi^  from  Senfe  to  Sdence  and 
Philofophy,in  Three  Parts, by  James 
Hutton,  M.  D.  and  F.  R.  S.  £.  in 
3  Volumes.**  Of  a  {mall  part  onlj 
of  this  work  have  we  had  a  verv 
airfory  inrpci^ion^  and  are  obligea^ 
therefore,  in  jufticc  to  the  author^ 
as  well  as  the  fubje<St,  neceflariJy 
to  defer  our  account  of  it  to  our 
next  volume. 

Dr.  Mortll's  **  Notes  and  Anno* 
tations  on  Locke  on  the  Human  Un- 
derftanding,  written  by  order  of  the 
Queen,  correfponding  in  Sedion 
and  Page  with  the  Edition  of  1JF93,** 
are  the  produftions  of  a  learned, 
judicioii?,  and  f>enetrating  mind, 
and  u'iil  be  found  of  confiderabie 
ttfe  to  the  ftudent  in  explaining 
many  intricacies  in  the  queftions 
which  that  great  author  has  agi<. 
tateci.  In  fome  points,  concerning 
which  the  commentator  differs  ma- 
terially in  opinion  from  his  ori- 
cnal,  it  will  be  acknowledged,  even 
by  thofc  who  may  think  his  poii- 
tious  obje6tionable,  and  his  reafon- 
ing  incoiiclufive,  that  he  maintains 
the  contett  with  great  ability  and 
precifion. 

The  next  work  which  calls  for 
our  notice  belongs,  partly  to  the 
£thicalclafs,and  partly  to  that  of  Go- 
vernment and  Political  Giconomy. 
It  is  entitled  "  an  Enquiry  into 
the  Duties  of  Men  in  the  Higher 
and  Middle  ClalTcs  of  Society  in 
Great  Britain,  refulting  from  their 
rcfpeclive  Stations,  Profcflions,  and 
Employments,  by  Thomas  Gif- 
borne,  M.  A.'*  This  work  may  be 
conlidered  in  the  light  of  a  conti- 
nuation of  thofe  moral  fpeculations 
of  our  author,  which  were  noticed 
by  us  in  our  Regifler  for  the  year 
1 789.  In  the  prefent  work  he  pur- 
fnes  his  theory  into  its  practical 
confequences ;  and  endeavours  to 
engage  the  defcriptions  of  perfons 
mentioned  la  the  title-page,  to  a 


find  adherence  to  thofe  laws  of 
moral  condu€tf  which  cnlightezked 
reafon  and  divine  revektion  unite 
to  prefcribe.     After  fonie  introduc- 
tory remarks, employed  in  invciugai- 
ing  the  conformity  betwcea  the  ac- 
knowledged principles  of  the  Bririih 
conftitution,  and  thofe  fundamental 
rulea   of  political  wifdom   which 
ought  to  be  carefully  regarded  in 
every  civil  focicty,  Mr.    Giioorne 
treats  of  the  duties  of  the  fovereign  ; 
of  the  general  duties  of  Engiilh- 
men  as  lubjeds  and  fellow  citizens ; 
of  the  duties,  both  official  and  per- 
ional,  of  peers  and  members  ot  the 
houfe  of  commons ;  of  the  duties  of 
the  executive  officers  of  gorcm- 
ment,  in  the  civil,  naval,  and  mi- 
iitary  departments ;  of  the  duties  01 
lawyers')  of  juflices  of  the  peace 
and  municipal  magiiirates  ;  of  the 
clergy ;    of  phyficians ;  of  perfons 
engaged  in  trade  and  bufinefs,  and 
of  private  gentlemen.     Under  thclc 
feveral  heads  he  has  entered  into  a 
great  variety  of  minute  particulars, 
which  (licw  him  to  have   been  a 
careful  and  attentive  obfervcr,  and 
from  which  the  reader  will  receive 
much  entertainment,  as  well  asufe- 
ful  inflruc^Hon.     The  political  opi- 
nions which  occur  throughout  this 
work,  are  liberal  and  manly ;  acd 
the  author's  moral  advices  arc  de- 
livered with  a  fervour  and  eameft- 
%efs,  which  befpeak  a  difintereftd 
and  laudable  zeal  for  the  beft  in- 
terefls  of  fociety,  and  render  them 
peculiarly  impreffive.     Of  fuch  a 
work  we  (hould  be  glad  to  fee  a  ju- 
dicious abridgment,  which  might 
be  recommended  with  advantage  to 
numbers  of  perfons  of  the  liations 
and  profefiions  for  whofe  beoe£t 
it  is  intended,  by  whom  theperufd 
of  a  pretty  large  quarto  volume 
would  be  deemed  a  burdenfome  talk. 
Among  the  publications  which 
more  firidly  bdo^ig  to  our  preiicat 
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tiepRitment  i»  <<  an  Attempt  to  cfta- 
bliih  the  bails  of  Freedom  on  fimple 
andAmening  Principles,  in  a  Series 
-T>f  Letters^  by  Chai-les  Patton." 
^hh  is  the  prodndibn  of  an  inge- 
nious and  able  advocate  for  ths 
xni-xed  form  of  govemmcnt^  iiniiiar 
ivith  that  which  is  eilabliflied  in 
GreatBritain.  The  principles,  how- 
ever, on  which  he  maintains  the 
fupcriorky  of  fuch  a.form,  difFerj 
in  their  nature  or  application,  from 
thofe  of  moft  preceding  writers. 
In  opi^ofition  to  fuch  as  contend 
chat  property  or  population  iliould, 
either  6f  .them,  exclufivcly,  be 
made  the  ground-work  for  poUdcai 


power,  he  fets  out  with  the  pofi- 
cioa  t«.at  it  fliould  be  eflabliihed 
on  a  juft  combination  of  both ;  ard 
adduces  many  arguments  to  li  ew, 
that  real  freedom,  to  which  the  re- 
prtfentati»<  form  of  government 
is  bell  fuited,  can  only  prevail 
where  the  legiflative  authority  is 
placed  one  half  in  property,  and 
the  other  half  in  perfons,  and  where 
fuch  a  balance  is  preserved  between 
tboie  parties  as  completely  prc^ 
eludes  either  of  them  from  prepon- 
derating. Tiie  inftrument  fdr  pre- 
ferving  this  balance  is  the  execu- 
tive power,  permanently  j>laced  in 
the  hands  of  a  fingle  perfoii ;  whofe 
influence  in  the  iegiilative  aflembly 
the  author  makes  an  eflcntial  part 
of  his  plan.  This  influence  he  pro- 
}>ofes  to  arife  from  the  miniilers 
and  other  officers  of  government, 
equal  in  number  to  one  third  of 
the  whole  body  of  deputies,  who 
fliall  be  entitled  to  fit  and  vote  in- 
the  aiTembty.  And  in  order  to 
psevent  eithef  the  legiflative  or  ex- 
ecutive power  from  being  over- 
awed by  the  mOb,  he  contends  for 
the  inftitution  of  a  body  of  nobi- 
lity to  be  created  by  the  executive 
power,  and  not  pofle  fling  too  great 
a  ihare.ofthe  national  property^ 
1794. 


who  (ball  reconfidcr  and  fanftion 
the  tranfadions  of  the  legiflative 
body.     Such  *m  inftitution,  he  con*  ' 
ceivcs  fufficient  to  give  general  re- 
fpe<5^'to  the  legiflative  power,. with* 
out  recurring  to  ti.e  dangerous  ex- 
pedient ot  an  armed  force,  which 
might  be  debauched  by  t.e  chief 
magiitrate,  or  by  ambitious  dema- 
gogues, and  made  ufe  of  to  deftroy 
wLat  it  had  been  raifed  to  maintain. 
Thtfe  principles  Mr*  Patton  ihuf- 
tra-es  a*l  fupports  by  a  fliort  com- 
pari'tive  view  of  the  various  forms 
and  revolutions  of  government  in 
ancient  and  modern  times.     VV  hat 
is  faid  by  him  on  the  fubjed  of  in-- 
fluence,  will  prove  obje-^rionable  to 
many  of  his  readers  who  are  equally  . 
attached  with  himfelf  to  a  mixed 
form,  in  preference  to  the  monar- 
^  chical  or  republican.     The  author, 
however,  does  not  appear  to  have 
adopted  this  part  of  his  plan  on  the 
hafty  fuggelUon   of  the  njoment* 
The  arguments  by  which  he  fup- 
ports it  feem  to  be  the  refult  of 
mature  reflexion ;  and  will  be  al* 
lowed  to  carry  no    inconfiderable 
weight  with  them,  even  by  thofe  to 
whom  they  may  not  he  convincing. 
The  whole  of  his  treatife  is  drawn 
up  in  ih^t  candid  difpaflionate  man- 
ner, which  j'lfrly  Cxidtles  it  to  re- ' 
fpe^ful  attention.  •     ' 

■  The  «  Letter  \o  Francis  Plow- 
men, Efq.  On  his  Jura  Angloi-um,  by 
a  Roman  Catholic  Clergyman,**  i^ 
the  produ6tion  ofa  flircv/d  and  able 
difputant,  ^who  is  diflatisfied  wich 
fome  of  the  pofitions  laid-down  by 
that  gentleman,  in  which  he  re* 
linquiflies  all  pre-eminence  of  the 
fpiritual  over  temporal  authority, 
and  maintains  the  natural  right  that 
every  man  htis  to  chufe  his  religion. 
In  condu<fting  his  argument  he 
profefles  to  dilclaim  all  religious 
controverfy ;  but  he  frequently  for- 
gets the  line  of  diltindtion  which 
H  he 
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he  had  prefcribed  to  himfelf,  and 
ufes  arguments  founded  on  data, 
which  the  enlightened  Catholics  of 
the  prefent  day  will  not  concede 
to  him,  much  lefs  Proteftants,  and 
thofe  of  them  more  efpecially  who 
proteft  againft  the  interference  of 
any  numan  authority  in  religious 
concerns.  Without  allowing  hira 
thefe  data,  his  opinions  refpefting 
the  proper  boundaries  between  ec- 
clefiaftical  and  civil  power,  and  the 
reafonings  by  which  he  e  •'.avours 
to  eftablifh  and  precifely  i.  define 
their  limits,  muft  fall  to  the  ground. 
So,  likewife,  muft  his  fpirited  and 
indignant  Oppofition  to  the  doc- 
trine, that  the  cftates  of  the  church 
may  be  difpofed  of  by  the  legifla- 
ture,  as  the  property  of  the  nation. 

The  "  Preliminary  Lefturc  to  a 
Courfe  of  LefVures  on  the  Infti- 
tutes  of  Juftinian,  together  with  an 
Introdu^ory  Difcourfe,  by  John 
Wilde,  Efq.  Advocate,  Profeflbr  of 
Civil  Law  in  the  Univerfity  of 
Edinburgh,'*  is  a  declamatory  eu- 
logium  on  the  fyftem  of  Roman 
jurifprudence,  which  the  author 
would  wifli  to  fee  introduced  into 
all  our  courts  of  law.  We  truft, 
however,  that  the  fpirit  of  freedom, 
which  is  not  yet  entirely  extind  in 
the  breads  of  Britons,  will  lead, 
them  better  to  appreciate  the  value 
of  their  prefent  fyftem,  imperfe<5^ 
as  it  may  be,  than  to  admit  in  its 
room  a  code  which  would  infal- 
libly lead  to  the  eftablifliment  of 
cornpletedefpotifm.  And  we  hope 
that  the  period  is  not  far  diftant, 
when  the  efforts  of  enlighrened 
ftatefmen  will  prove  fucceisful  in 
correcting  its  operation,  if  not  in 
entirely  baniftiiiig  it  from  thofe 
courts  into  whicn  it  hath  already 
ob::iiiicd  adnjiflion.  Mr,  Wiljc's 
introciuftory  difcoiirfe  contains  an 
ajnple  conlcftion  of  his  own  poli- 
tical urintiuks,  which  are  thole  of 


genuine  toryiljni;  and  refiedioM 
on  the  prefent  war,  the  ilate  of 
things  in  France,  and  tbecharaden 
of  Lewis  XVI.  and  his  unfbrtunat? 
queen,  in  which  he  fhcws  himfelf  a 
proficient  in  the  didion  of  intem- 
perance and  rhapfo^. 

**  The  Citizen,  being  the  great 
Outline  of  Political  Science,  and  a 
Defence  of  the  Britiih  Coailitutioa 
from  the  Writings  of  Montefqaien, 
Blackftone,  Hume,  Palcy,  Gibbon, 
&c/'  is  a.  treatife  of  uncoaimon 
merit  in  point  of  compofition.  It 
is  highly  to  be  commended  for  lu- 
minoufncfs  of  arrangemeilt,  and  a 
happy  choice  of  words  Vmd  exprcf- 
fions  adapted  to  the  author's  fub- 
jed.  His  defigh  is,  to  enquire  into 
the  advantages  and  difadvantages  of 
the  ditlerent  forms  of  government 
which  liave  prevailed  in  the  world, 
and  to  allege  his  reafons  for  giving 
a  preference  to  the  mixed  form,  as 
moft  favourable  to  the  freedom  and 
permanent  happinefs  of  the  go- 
verned. In  purfuing  his  plan,  he 
ihews  himfelf  to  be  well  verfcd  in 
the  hiftory  of  ancient  and  modern 
fyftem s,  and  to  have  weighed  with 
a  cool  and  difcriminating  mind, 
their  pcfpedive  excellences  and  de- 
feats ;  and  his  conclufions  appear 
to  be  the  fair  and  hoaeft  refults  of 
a  comprehend ve  and  liberal  enqui- 
ry :  but  we  cannot  fay  that  theyn 
have  our  entire  allent.  We  mutl 
particularly  except  to  the  found- 
nefs  of  his  opinions  refpe£Hng  the 
prefent  ftafe  of  the  national  rcpre- 
fentation,  and  the  plaufible  objec- 
tions which  he  urges  againft  a  par- 
liamentary reform.  The  propriety 
of  his  fuggeftion  that  the  greateft 
caution  and  deliberation  fhould  be 
ufed  in  adventuring  upon  what 
may  be  deemed  neceflkry  changes, 
is  what  every  friend  to  liberty  and 
order  will  readily  admit.  But  to 
magnif}'  the  dangers  of  iaaovation, 
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Vhen  the  moft  obvious  and  glaring 
abufcs  call  for  correction,  we  con^ 
ceive  to  be  the  part  of  a  timid  ri- 
th'er  th^n  a  wife  ftatefman  ;  and  to 
be  productive  of  incalculable  mif- 
chiefs  to  a  conftitution  which,  ac- 
cording to  the  opinion  of  its  ableft 
defenders  and  panegyrifls,  owes  its 
chief  excellence  to  the  circum- 
fiance  of  its  being  the  refuU  of  re- 
peated expcrimeirt,  and  progrellive 
improvement. 

The  '*  Eflays  on  the  following 
interefting  fubjeCts ;  i .  Government. 
— r2.  Revolutions.— ^3.  The  Britilli 
Gonftitution. — ^4.  Kingly  Govern- 
iiient. — 5.  Parliamentary  Reprefent- 
ation  and  Reform^  &c.  by  John 
\oang,"  appear  to  have  been  chief- 
ly written  with  the  defign  of  vin- 
dicating the  feceders  in  Scotland 
from  the  charge  of  being  difaffeCted 
to  the  conftitution  of  the  country : 
a  charge  not  unufually  brought  by 
the  Aipporters  of  thofe  in  pofieffion 
of  political  power,  a  gain  ft  the  men 
who  wifh  to  fucceed  to  their  emo- 
luments, or  who  on  the  moft  difin- 
terefted  and  patriotic  grounds  ex- 
prefs  a  difapprobation  of  their  pro- 
.  ceedings.  As  far  as  Mr.  Young's 
treatife  is  to  be  considered  as  a  de- 
fence of  himfelf  and  his  brethren, 
it  is  completely  fiiccefsfuL  It  like- 
wife  contains  a  variety  of  obferva- 
tlons  on  the  principles  of  goi^ern- 
ment,  and  thofe  efpecially  of  our 
otvn  mixed  form,  which  afford 
proofs  of  the  author's  extenfive 
reading  and  liberal  reflexion,  as 
well  as  of  his  zealous  attachment  to 
our  civil  conftitution. 

Our  next  article,  which  is  a  very 
important  one,  is  entitled  "  Poli- 
tical Papers,  chiefly  rcfpedting  the 
Attempt  of  the  County  of  York,  and 
other  confiderable  Diftridls,  com- 
menced in  1779,  and  continued  dur- 
ing fevcral  fubfecjuent  Years,  to  cf- 
iiCX2  Reformation  of  tlie  ParUamcnt 


of  Great  .Britain  ;  collected  by  the 
Rev.  Chriftopher  Wy vill,  Chairman 
of  the  late  Committee  of  Affociation 
of  the  County  of  York,  in  3  Vols." 
Of  the  contents  of  thefe  volumes 
we  flxall  endeavour  to  give  our  read- 
ers fome '  idea  from  the  editor's 
preface.  They  contain  a  tranfcript 
from  the  books  of  the  York fn ire 
committee,  of  every  miterial  refo- 
lution  palfed  by  that  body  of  men, 
and  by  their  committee,  from  the 
year  1 779  to  the  year  1 784. ;  alfo  a 
fimilar  tranfcript  from  the  minutps 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  firft  and 
fecond  meeting  of  deputies  in  the 
years  1780 and  I78'i ;  alfo  accounts 
of  the  refolutious  and  debates  at 
feveral  meetings  of  the  county  of 
York,  and  other  counties,  the  me- 
tropolis, and  other  cities,  &c.  in 
the  year  1779,  and  the  fix  fubfe- 
quent  years ;  alfo  letters  and  other 
pieces  felefted  from  the  correfpond- 
enoe  of  the  Yorkfltire  committee. 
With  thefe  papers  are  connected 
feveral  addrefres,  &c.  publiflied  by 
the  conftitutional  fociety  in  Lon- 
don, accounts  of  feveral  debates  in 
parliament  on  the  propofed  reform 
in  the  reprefentation  of  the  people^ 
and  fome  other  papers  relative  to 
that  fubje£t.  To  thefe  pieces  are 
prefixed  fomp  preliminary  paper* 
refpe£ting  the  aftbciatlon  propofed 
at  a  ni^eting  of  the  county  of  York, 
in  the  year  1745,  by  archbiftiop 
Herring ;  and  papers  refpeding  the 
proceedings  of  two  meetings  of  the 
fame  county,  in  the  years  1760  and 
1769,  on  the  fubjcft  of  the  powers 
aflumed  by  the  houfe  of  commons 
in  the  cafe  of  trse  Middkfex  eiec 
tion.  The  above-mentioned  pa- 
pers are  contained  in  the  firft  and 
fecond  volumes.  The  third  vo- 
lume contains  the  editor's  corre- 
fi)ondence  with  the  committees  of 
lidinburghand  Stirling,  in  the  year^  . 
1783  and  1784;  the  refolutions  of 
N  a  fevcrj4 
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feveral  meetings  held  in  London, 
Edinburgh  and  Glafgow,  in  the 
years  1788  and  1792,  for  the  pur- 
pbfe  of  promoting  iitiprovements 
in  the  eleftions  of  the  counties  and 
royal  burghs  of  Scotland,  and  a  ge- 
neral reformation  in  the  parliament 
of  Great  Britain ;  alfo  the  editor's 
correfpo«dence  with  the  volunteers 
of  Ireland,  in  the  year  1783  ;  with 
many  private  gentlemen  of  York- 
ihtre,  and  feveral  member  of  par- 
liament in  the  year  1 779 ;  and  with 

^  fir  George  Savile,  the  earl  of  SheU 
burne,  ]3r.  Franklin,  and  other  re- 
fpe£table  perfons,  on  fuhjeds  con- 
ne6led  with  the  propofed  reforma- 
tion of  parliament :  to  which  are 
added  an  appendix  ;  the  editor's  de- 
fence of  Dr.  Price,  and  the  reform- 
ers of  England ;  his  letter  to  the 
right  hon.  Will'am  Pitt,  in  the  year 
1793 ;  and  an  account  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, iind  other  papers  of  the 
fociety  of  the  friends  of  the  people, 
in  the  year  1 792,  Sc6,  From  this 
ample  enujneration  our  readers  will 
perceive,  th:it  thefe  voUimes  will 
fuppiy  the  hiflorian,  as  v/ell  as  the 
politiiiiavi,  with  numerous  valuable 
documents  relative  to  an  important 
period  in  rlic  hiflory  of  his  cr.un- 
try.  They  will  find,  likewife,  that 
tJ^e  doctrines  of  an  equal  reprefcnt- 
^tion  of  the  people  in  the  great 
council  of  the  nation,  of  annual 
elections,  and  the  univerfal  right 
of  fuffrage,  have  not  been  do6Vrines 
peculiar  to  republicans  and  levellers, 
s^  their  oppofers  have  falfely  ftated, 
but  that  they  have  been  maintained 
by  fome  of  the  moft  refpe6table 
characters  in  the  kingdom,  for  ta- 
lents and  property,  and  who  have 

'  given  abundant  and  unequivocal 
proofs  of  their  attachment  to  the 
IBritffli  conftitiitlon.  The  friends 
to  reform  will  value  this  collection, 
as  the  faithful  hiilory  ot  important 
exertions  in  the  public  c^ufe,  which^ 


though  they  have  not  yet  produced 
the  wi(hed-fbr  efFefts,  will  not  be 
loft,  but  ultimately  be  followed  by 
effential  benefits  to  the  cormmu- 
nity. 

**  The  Alteration  of  the  Condi- 
tution  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
and  the  inequality  of  the  Land 
TaXy  conjointly  confidercd,  by  J. 
Brand,  M.  A."  is  an  elaborate  and 
well  written  trcatife,  in  which  the 
author  oppofes,  on  grounds  differ- 
ent from  thofe  of  an\'  other  author 
whom  we  have  met  with,  the  mea- 
furc  of  a  parliamentary  reform. 
The  method  which  he  purfues  is 
that  of  alarming  the  fears  of  t..e 
landholders,  in  various  parts  of  the 
kingdom,  by  predicting  the  injuri- 
ous local  confequences  of  Aich  a 
meafure-  He  divides  England  into 
two  difhrids :  one  of  w^hich  he  calls 
the  Home  Diftrift,  including  the 
counties  of  Middlefex,  Surry,  Hert- 
ford, Bedford,  Cambridge,  Kent, 
Effex,  Norfolk,  Suffolk,  Berks, 
Buckingham,  and  Oxford  ;  and  the 
other  the  Remote  Di(ln<^,  includ- 
ing the  remjuhder  of  the  kingdom, 
and  the  principality  of  Walts. 
The  landholders  of  the  latter  dl- 
flri£l  he  alarms  on  the  ground,  that, 
in  the  prefent  political  circum- 
fiances  of  the  country,  an  cqur.ii- 
zation  of  the  land  tax  muft  necef- 
farily  take  place,  before  fuch  a  re- 
form can  with  juflice  be  effe^flcd; 
and*  by  this  ilroiig  appeal  to  their 
intereft,  binffes  them  to  the  hjppurt 
of  the  old  fyftem.  On  the  land- 
holders of  the  home  djftri^  wfto 
are  at  prefent  difproportionately 
taxed,  be  urges,  that  without  ob- 
taining fuch  an  equalization  in  the 
frrft  inftance,  a  reform  in  tbc  repre- 
fcntation  will  be  productive  of  very 
great  injuries  to  them,  by  fo  in- 
creafing  the  power  of  the  lanued 
intereft  in  thf  remote'  diflri<fb,  in 
the  houfe  of  commons,  as  to  pre- 
clude 
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ulude  their  ever  obtaining  fubftan-* 
iai  juftice,  and  greatly  to  augment 
he  difproportionate  burthen  whiph 
hey  abready  bear.  In  the  courfe 
>f  his  reaibning  he  undertakes  to 
fhewj.that  the  time  cannot  be  far 
Jiflant,  when  it  will  be  found  ne- 
-eilary  to  increafe  the  pre  fen  t  a- 
mount  of  the  land  tax  ;  and  quotes 
i>he  opinion  of  baron  Maferes,  who 
fays,  that  there  is  tcafon  to  appre- 
hend that  it  muft  be  increalcd  to 
double  its  prefent  quantity,  or  to 
four  million*  a  year.  And  he 
forms  his  calculations  on  the  bafis 
of  the  plans  for  an  alteration  in  the 
reprefcntation,  which  were  offered 
by  Mr.  Pitt  and  Mr.  Flood,  in  the 
years  1785  and  1796.  This  work 
does  great  credit  to  Mr.  Brand's 
abilities,  as  a  calculator  and  rea- 
foner:  but  we  think  that  it  is  bet- 
ter adapted  to  damp  the  ardour  for 
reformation,  by  exciting  the  inter- 
efted  jealouues  of  the  landholders 
in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom 
againft  each  other,  than  to  point 
out  any  mifchiefs  that  would  at- 
tend it,  on  the  grounds  of  liberal 
and  juft  policy.  On  thcfe  grounds 
the  able  ftatefman  can  fdrely  adopt 
meafures,  by  which  the  appare.itly 
jarring  interefts  of  both  parties 
may  be  reconciled,  and  the  benefit 
of  alter  4  Ions,  of  which  every  hour 
fliews  the  increafing  neceflity,  be 
equally  extended  tcv  each  of  them. 

The  **  Con fiderat ions  on  the 
StruAure  of  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons, and  on  the  Plans  of  Parlia- 
mentary Reform  agitated  at  the 
prefent  Day.  by  R.  D.  Peacock, 
M,  A."  are  employed  in  fliewmg 
that  the  houfe  of  commons,  in  its* 
prefent  form,  is  adequate  to  all  the* 
purpofes  of  good  and  equal  govern- 
ment ;  and  that  the  influence  which 
the  other  branches  of  the  legiilature 
have  over  its  members,  is  not  only 
bcncfigial  iu  its  effe6ts>  and  conGfl* 


ent  with  the  genuine  principles  of 
the  jiritifli  conftitstio'i,  but  e(K;n- 
tial  to  its  veryexiftence.  On  t^,ef? 
topics  he  argues  ingjnloufly  and 
plaufibly,  but  with  le:s  force  thaa 
others  wiio,  like  himfelf,  deprecate 
the  evils  which  they  conceive 
would  be  atteniant  on  'any  change 
in  thefyflem  ofreprefentation.  Hd 
lofes  fight,  howeve-',  of  the  princi- 
ples of  aconftitutional  B?iton  when 
he  laments,  that  the  great  body  of 
the  peo|)le  are  inftrufted  that  they 
are  tliej^only  fources  of  all  lenti- 
m:te  power;  and  that  all  public 
tranf»cl:ons  fhould  be  canvafTed 
and  fr rut ini zed  with  the  molt  jea- 
lous fe verity.  The  code  that  was 
iigned  at  Runnemede,  and  the  re- 
eognilion  of  it  in  the  convention 
parliament  of  1689,  ^'iU  condemn 
any  perfon  who  would  infinuate 
that  fuch  inftrudtions  favour  of  po*» 
litical  herefy. 

The  "  Sketches  of  a  Plan  for  an 
effectual  and  general  Rctormation 
of  Life  and  Manners,  by  John  Do«» 
naldfon,  Efq."  contain  the  fenti- 
meiits  of  a  perfon  who  ap-iears  to 
have  devoted  much  of  hii  attention 
to  the  means  by  w'lich  t  ie  'ate  of 
fociety  may  be  meliorated  and  the 
vices  of  governtnents,  as  well  as  in- 
dividuals, be  corrected.  Wliat  he 
principally  holds  oiu  to  publ  c  no-^ 
ticc  in  this  trcatife  are,  the  eviU  oc-, 
cafioned  by  the  bad  management 
ef  our  charity  fchoo Is,  workhoufes, 
prifons,  and  the  fi*^ ious  aJoptcd  in  ^ 
our  law  procee«lings  ;  for  vvhich  i  e  • 
prtfc.ibes  remedies.  Uis  obferva-* 
tions  on  thefe  fubjccls,  and  his  in- 
cidental remarks  on  oiher  cojf;i*h 
of  political  economy,  are  not  un- 
d^ferving  the  attention  of  thofe  who  . 
arc  fellow  labourers  with  him  in  the 
honourable  laflc  of  promoting  the 
fervice  of  the  public. 

The    "  Ertay   on  Colonization, 
particularly  applied  to  the  Weftern 
iV-J  Coaft\ 
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Coafl  of  Africa,  with  fome  free 
Thoughts  on  Cultivation  and  Com- 
merce, Bcc.  by  C.  B.  Wadftrom, 
I^frt  I.'*  is' part  of  a  plan  which  wc 
fliall  pfobably  have  aa  opportunity 
of  noticing  more  partjcuUrly  pn 
fonie  future  occ^fion.  It  is  in- 
tended to  aflift  in -the  grand  defign 
of  abolifliing  the  (lave  trade,  by 
proving  that  the  colonization  of 
Africa  is  not  only  pradicablc,  but 
highly  defirable  in  a  commercial 
point  of  view ;  and  by  pointing  out 
the  means  of  accomplifliing  that 
objed  of  humanity  and  juftice.  In 
the  courfe  of  his  obfervations  he  is 
led  to  difcufs  a  variety  of  commer- 
cial and  political  queftions,'  by 
which  be  evinces  the  iiiduftry  and 
pains  he  has  taken  to  procure  in- 
formation ;  and  to  obviate  the  ob- . 
jcdtions  which  interplt  or  a  narrow- 
minded  policy  may  Aiggeft.  With 
thefe  difcufiions  he  has  intermixed 
in tere fling  and  pleafmg  pi<^^ures  of 
the  charaaer  of  the  Africans ;  ac- 
counts of  the  climate,  foil,  water, 
and  produce  of  the  country ;  eco- 
nomical obfervations  6n  the  beft 
means  oi  preferving  health  in  thofe 
tropical  regions;  and  (ketches  of 
the  hiftory  of  the  commercial  colo- 
nies formed  in  Africa,  by  the  Por- 
tuguefc,  Spaniards,  French,  Dutch, 
Auftrians,  and  Swedes. 

The  '*  general  View  of  the  Filh- 
cries  of  Great  Britain,  drawn  up 
for  the  Conlideration  of  the  Under- 
takers of  the  North  Britiih  Fifliing, 
lately  begun,  for  promotlftg  the  ge- 
neral Utility  of  the  Inhabitants,  and 
the  Empire  at'  large,  by  the  Kev. 
John  Lanne  Buchanan,"  confiftS 
of  an  hiftorical  account  of  former 
frfhing  companies,  and  the  caufes 
of  their  declenfion;  rpmUrks  on 
the  advantages  derived  to  Holland 
from   her  filheiics;  zn  abftra^t  of 

fhe  a&  for  incorporating  the  Britilli 
ocicty  ;  obfervations  on  the  errors 


Committed  by  th^  prefrnt  adven* 
turers ;  an  enquiry  into  the  expen- 
diture of  U^e  public  money ;  and  a 
poftfcript,  containing  a  reply  to 
the  diredors  of  th«  royal  bounty. 
Whatever  unfavourable  ideas  many 
of  his  readers  may  be  led  to  enter- 
tain of  JVJr.  Buchanan,  from  his 
bold  and  unfupportcd  aHtriions  rc- 
fpe^ing  the  high  antiquity  of  Scot- 
tilh  commerce,  and  from  the  ktren 
language  of  refentment,  if  not  of 
difappointment,  which  per  vac  es 
his  work,  it  contains,  ncverthclefs, 
important  matters  of  (iici^  with 
which  the  author's  fituation  for 
fome  years  in  the  Hebrides,  as  a 
miflionary,  afforded  him  the  oppor- 
tunity of  being  perfonally  acquaint- 
ed, and  which  merit  tlic  ferious  at- 
tention of  the  public.  The  errors 
which  he  points  out  in  the  manage- 
ment of  thp  company,  arc  palpable 
and  grofs;  and  if  perfifled  in,  niufl 
defeat  the  benevolent  intentions  of 
the  legiflature. 

The  *«  Eflay  pn  the  bed  Means 
of  provWing  Employment  for  the 
People,  to  which  >vas  adjudged  tlic 
Prize,  propofed  by  the  Royal  Irilh 
Academy,  for  the  bell  Di^rtatlon 
on  that  Subje6^,  bv  Samuel  Cnimpe, 
M.D.  M.U.I.  A."  is  a  publica- 
tion abounding  in  much  valuable 
political  information,  whiclv  the  au- 
thor has  judicioufly  adapted  to  the 
local  circufn fiances  of  the  Irifii 
nation.  The  fubjeA  which  he  has 
chofen,  is  fuch  as  muft  be  intcrefr- 
ing  to  every  well  wiilier  to  his  fpc- 
cics;  and  in  difcu(&ng  it  he  has 
difcovered,  that  he  poiTeiTes  the 
nobleft  philanthropy,  a  found  judg- 
nient,  liberal  and  comprehenfive 
views,  and  an  intfnbate  acquaint- 
ance with  the  befl  writers  on  po- 
litical economy,  of  the  French  and 
of  the  Englifli  fchools-  ]t  is  not 
pofiible  for  us,  within  oUr  contraft- 
cd  limits,  to  give  our  readers  any 
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adequate  idea  of  the  numerous  mr 
portant  topics  which  prefent  them- 
fent  themfeives- to  Dr.  Crumpe  in 
the  Courfc  of  his  inveftigation,  and 
of  the  principles  on  which  he  builds 
His  fyftem  for  the  future  happincfs 
of  his  country.     We  mud  content 
ourfclves  with  inferlin^  a  general 
x^iew  only  of   the  outlines  of   his 
plan.     After  fliewing  what  are  the 
movements    of    the    mind    which 
principally  roufe   man    to   labour 
and  exertion,  he  endeavours  firft, 
to  point  out  the  beft  means  of  in- 
troducing, and  generally  diffufing 
among  a  people,  a  fpirit  of  induftry 
and  labour;  fecondly,  to  difcover 
the   principal  impediments  to  in- 
duftry and  labour,  which  different 
forms  of  government,  and  various 
reftrietions    and    regulations    have 
occafioned;  and  thfrdly,   to  point 
out  the  general  fyftem  of  Induftry, 
the  moft  beni'ficial.to  be  purfued, 
and  the  moft  productive  of  employ- 
jnciit  to  the  people  at  larjre.    Thefe 
cHvifions  conftiriite  the  firft  part  of 
his  plan.     In  his  fecond  part  our 
author  applies  his  general  princi- 
ples to  the  cafe  of   Ireland,   and 
treats  firft,  of  the  fituation,  general 
produAions,   and   climate  of    Ire- 
land ;  fecondly,  of  the  general  cha- 
racter, habits,  and  proj^enlities  of 
the  people  of  Ireland  ;  and  thirdly, 
of  the  beil  means  of  obtaining  em- 
ployment for  the  people. of  Ireland. 
We  fhall  only  add,  that  Dr.  Crumpe, 
in  the  whole  of  his  Enquiry,  rifes 
fuperior  to  the  fpirit  and  prejudices 
of  party,  and  has  combined  toge- 
ther  a  great  variety  of  fatfta   and 
jeafonings  that  are  of  the  greateft 
political  importance,   not    only  to 
Ireland,  but  to  the  whole  Britifti 
empire. 

The  "  PJan  for  the  Commuta- 
tion of  Tythcs,  the  Extenfion  of 
iHgriculture,  Relief  of  the  Farmers, 
|he  I'eafantry  and  the  Poor,  with- 


out difturbing  the  exifting  Govern- 
ment,"  is  the  production  of  a  fen- 
fi ble  and  judicious  writer,  who  has 
entered  into  a  variety  of  minute 
calculations,  which  appear  to  juftify 
his  general  conclufions,  and  cer- 
tainly merit  the  fc^ious  attention 
of  the  political  cconomift.  The 
adoption  of  what  he  propofes 
would,  he  conceives,  efFeAually  re- 
move the  evils  of  which  there  are 
fuch  general  complaints  undt-r  the 
prefent  fyftem,  without  being  li- 
able to  the  objections  of  thofe  who 
contend  that  any  change  would  in- 
terfere with  ecclefiaftical  privileges 
and  laws,  ^and  prove  injurious  to 
incumbents  or  impropriators.  We 
cannot  follow  him  into  particulars: 
but  we  may  convey  to^  our  readers 
a  general  outline  of  his  plan  bv 
ftating,  that  his  obje<ft  is  to  repre/s 
monopoly,  to  regulate  the  parochial 
taxes,  to  declare  all  the  wafte  lands 
in  the  kingdom  national  propeny, 
and  to  allow  to  all  tithe-holders  a 
fair  and  juft  compofition. 

The treatife entitled,  "Tythespo- 
litically,  judicially,  and  juftly  confir 
dered,  and  in  which  the  Neceility  of 
a  general  Commutation  otTyches  is 
dcmonfttated,  Modes  of  Commuta-* 
tion  are  propofed,  and  the  proper 
Meafures  pointed  out  for  obtain- 
ing fuel  as  may  meet  the  Public 
Will,  by  a  Piuralift,"  is  written  by 
a  zealous  advocate  for  the  -claims 
of  the  church,  who  appears  from 
the  acrimony  of  his  ftyle,  and  the 
fore  experience  which  he  acknow- 
ledges to  have  gained  in  the  cruel 
contefts  of  law,  to  have  been  a  fuf- 
fering  chai^pion  in  their  defence. 
His  advice,  however,  to  his  bre- 
thren of  the  clergy,  to  join  with  the 
laity  in  endeavouring  to  obtain  an. 
equitable'  commutation  of  tythes, 
is  found  and  politic,  and  recom- 
mended  to  them  by  arguments  of 
weight ;  and  it  is  interfperfed  with 
N  4  incidental 
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incidental  remarks,  which  will  be 
found  inte^efting  to  thbfe  who  feel 
the  oppreiiiDn  of  ihe  tax  as  it  is 
no  V  laid.  How  far  any  one  of  the 
different  plans  which  he  propofes 
may  meet  the  ideas  of  thofe  who, 
upon  t..e  whole,  are  favourers  of 
the  princ'ple  of  co  nmutalion,  we 
mud  leave  them  to  determine  by 
reftrrin.j  them  to  the  work  itfelf. 

Ti;e  author  of  •'  A  D  fence  of 
the  Rii^ht  to  Tyibes,  on  Principles 
of  Hqulry,  with  Ojfervations  on  a 
Coiiimutat'on,"  wit  •  great  ingenu- 
ity fiipLorts  the  claims  of  the  clergy 
to  futh  an  cftabiiftiment.  He  is 
not  averfe,  however,  to  a  fpecies  of 
commutati  n,  which  may  prove 
le's  o.iious  than  the  prefent  niode 
bf  Icvyina  the  tax.  From  the  in* 
creafir  g  artcnion  which  appears  to 
be  pud  ro  tji^  fubj  (ft  by  men  of 
conHderuble  landed  property  in 
diri'etfnt  pares  of  the  kingiom,  it 
is  not  i '11  probable  that  it  u  id,  ere 
loi'g,  be  particularly  and  fully  dif- 
culicd  by  the  1  girni '!re.  'The 
agricjiiujirt  and  tf.e  [  i7i!s  clergy- 
man wiil  boiii  have  rep.fon  to  f.nil

In  our  lift  of  Mathematical  pro- 
dudions,  we  have  to  infert  a  valua- 
ble work  in  2  Vols.  4to.  for  whicH 
the  fcientific  world  is  indebted  to 
the  induftry,  care,  and  liberality  of 
baron  Maferes.  It  is  entitled^ 
<*  Scriptores  Logarithmici;  or  a 
Colledion  of  feveral  curious  Tra^s, 
on  the  Nature  and  Conllrurtion  of 
Logarithms,  mentioned  in  Dr. 
Hutton's  Hiftorical  Introduftion  to 
his  n^w  Edition  of  Sherwin's  Matiie- 
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roatical  Tables:  together  with  fome 
Tracts  on  the  Binomial  Theorem, 
'  and  other  Subjects  conneded  with 
the  Doftrinc  of  Logarithois.'*  The 
mathepiatical  reader  will  be  fuffici- 
cntly  apprized,  from  the  title  of 
this  work^  of  the  great  obligations 
that  he  is  under  to  baron  Maferes 
as  an  editor.  But  he  has,  Ukewife, 
enriched  thefe  volumes  with  ^lany 
tra^s  of  his  own  compoutiony 
which  will  be  found  of  the  grcatcft 
importance  and  ufe  in  the  difcuf- 
fion  of  many  abfirufe  and  difficult 
mathematical  queftions.  From  the 
preface  we  are  led  to  expe6k  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  third  volume,  which 
will  complete  the  Editor's  plan. 
Thi^  work  which  we  have  but  late- 
ly met  with,  is  marked  jo  the  title- 
page  as  a  publication  of  the  year 
1791. 

The  "  Tables  of  Logarithms  of 
all  Numbers,  from  i  to  lo  1,000, 
and  of  the  Sines  and  Tangents  to 
every  fccond  of  the  Quadrant,  by 
Michael  Taylor :  with  a  Preface 
and  Precepts  for  the  Explanation 
and  Ufe  of  the  fame,  by  Nevil 
Ma(ke]yne,  F.  R.  S.  Aflronomer 
Royal,"  4s  a  work  which  the  well 
known  fcience,  and  indefatigable 
indufby  of  the  late  author,  and  the 
extent  to  which  his  computations 
are  carried,  render  of  the  greateft 
impoitance ;  efpecially  in  deter- 
niining  queftions  when  equations 
for  fecond  and  third  diflPerences  are 
wanted,  when  thofe  ditferences  are 
very  >rreg\ilar;  and  the  utmoft  ac- 
curacy is  required.  To  fupply 
what. before  this  publication  was  a 
dtiideratum  in  logarithmic  fcience, 
"  Mr.  Taylor  undertook  the  la- 
borious work  of  computing  the 
logarithmic  fines  and  tangents  to 
every  fecond  of  the  quadrant,  by 
interpolating  Vlacq's  logarithmic 
fines  and  tangents,  whereby  he 
obtained  a  table  to  every  fc;co(id, 


coniifHng  of  ten  decimal  places  of 
figures,  as  Vlacq's  did,  which  he 
•then  abridged  to  only  feven  deci- 
mal places  befides  rllie  index,  tak- 
ing particular  care  to  make  the 
lail  figure  true  to  the  nearet^  fi- 
gure over  or  under,  a  circumibmce 
that  will  be  found  very  conducive 
to  exa<ftnefs  in  fuch  cafes,  where 
an  unit  in  the  laft  place  is  of  confe- 
quence,  andwhere  feveral  logarithms 
are  added  together.  Nor  did  the 
author  ufe  lefs  care  and  diligence 
in  fupervifing  the  prefs,  and  cor- 
reding  its  errprs.''  Dr.  MaAie- 
lyne  has  defcribed  very  particularly 
the  extraordinary  care  and  attention 
which  Mr.  Taylor  beftowed,  in  or- 
der to  render  his  work  faultleJ's. 
.Under  thefe  labours,  however,  he 
funk,  and  died,  when  five  pages 
only  of  the  Tables  remained  un- 
iiniilied.  '  For  the  completion  of 
thefe  the  public  are  indebted  to  the 
learned  editor,  who,  in  a  mafteny 
preface,  has  given  an  explanation 
of  the  general  nature  and  proper- 
ties of  logarithms,  and  full  inftruc- 
tions  for  the  ufe  of  the  logarith- 
mic tables,  which  he  has  illuflrated 
by  the  folution  of  fifteen  ufcful 
problems.  TJicfe  parts  of  the  work 
rcfleift  the  greateft  honour  on  the 
abilities,  induftry,  and  zeal  in  the 
caufe  of  ufeful  fcience,  by  which 
the  aftronomer  royal  is  diftinguiih- 
cd. 

•*  The  New  Royal  Road  to  Geo- 
metry, and  familiar  Introduebion  to 
the  Mathematics,  by  Thomas  Mai- 
ton,  fen.  in  two  Parts,"  is  the  re- 
publication of  a  work  which  firft 
appeared  fome  years  before  the 
•commencement  of  our  periodical 
labours.  The  firft  part  is  divided 
into  eight  books,  containing  tlie 
elements  of  geometry,  with  an 
Appendix  on  the  theory  of  mtn- 
fu ration.  The  fecond  part  confifts 
of  tlie  problems  of  Euclid,  together 
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^ith  many  other  ufcful  ones  felefted 
from  different  writers ;  and  an  Ap- 
pendix, in  which  is  given  tlie  con- 
ftru£^ion  of  ellipfes,  proportion*! 
fcales,  and  the  line  of  chords,  with 
problems  iliuftratiiig  their  ufe. 
How  far  the  fcparating  of  tlie  the- 
orems and  probierasof  Euclid  from 
each  other,  and  the  different  difpo- 
fition  which  tlie  author  adopts  in 
the  or^tr  of  the  propofitions,  can 
be  of  advantage  to  the  learner,  we 
will  not  take  upon  ourfelvQs  to  de- 
termine. He  !S,  however,  entitled 
to  th«  merit  of  clearncfs  and  per- 
fpicuityJn  his  dtmonflrations:  and 
had  he  p.tf^d  a  little  more  attention  to 
brevity  in  his  notes,  his  work  would 
have  been  remiered  Ifill  more  de- 
ferving  than  it  is,  of  fimilar. patron- 
age with  that  by  which  the  former 
edition  was  favoured. 

The  '*  Treatife  on  the  Conic 
Sc6tions,in  five  Books,  by  G^  Walk- 
er, F.  R.  S.  of  Nottingham,  Book 
J."  is  part  of  a  work  which  pro- 
mifcs  to  be  a  very  extcnfive,  and 
we  fliould  do  the  author  great  in- 
jiiftice  if  we  were  not  at  the  fame 
time  to  add,  very  complete  elucida- 
tion of  this  branch  of  the  pure  ma- 
thematics. The  method  of  deducing 
the  properties  of  conic  fections 
\vhich  the  autnor  adopts,  is  founded 
on  the  confideration  of  the  24th 
propoiitioo  of  Newton's  Arithme- 
t^ca  Univerfalis,  and  is  that  of  tak- 
ing a  property  which  is  common  to 
di  the  feftions.  This  property 
which  is  the  bafis  of  his  lyftem,  is 
that  of  the  focal  diftanceof  a  point 
in  a  conic  ftdion,  being  to  its 
perpendicular  diliance  from  the 
dire^rix,  in  a  given  ratio.  Such  a 
purely  geometrical  method  he  con- 
ceives, and  we  thii\k  juftly,  to  pof- 
fefs  much  greater  advantages  in 
point  of  eafe  and  elegance,  than 
the  algebraicjii,  or  geometrico-al- 
gebraical  proccii'es.    Of  the  general 


excellence  of  this  work,  as  a  firft- 
rate  fcientific  production,,  it  would 
not,  perhaps,  be  eafy  to  fpeak  in 
too  high  terms.  The  only  objec- 
tion which  we  think  can  be  made 
to  it  is,  that  from  the  plan  whicii 
IMr,  Walker  has  prefcribed  to  hiin- 
{eUf  it  is  in  danger  of  becoming 
too  large  for  general  ufe.  For  in 
the  prefent  book,  after  fixteen  in- 
trodudory  lemmas,  he  is  chiefly 
emploved  in  demonftrating  the 
principal  properties,  both  of  the 
fedions  in  common,  and  of  each 
in  particular.  To  complete  his 
defign  he  propofes  to  publiih  four 
books  jiiore ;  in  which  he  is  to 
treat  011  the  properties  which  arc 
common  to  two  fections ;  on  tiie 
properties  which  are  peculiar  to 
two  fections ;  on  the  problems  re- 
lating to  the  conic  fe<ftions;  and 
on  the  loci  of  the  conic  feftions, 
or  thofe  problems  of  which  the 
conic  fecftions  are  loci.  The  nu- 
merous plates  which  accompany 
this  work  are  executed,  in  general^ 
with  accuracy  and  neatnefs. 

The  «  Short  Treatife  on  the  Co- 
nic Sections,  in  which  the  throe 
Curves  are  derived  from  a  general 
Defcription  on  a  Plane,  and  the 
moft  ufeful  Properties  of  each  are 
deduced  from  a  common  Principle, 
by  the  Rev.  T.  Newton,  M.  A." 
is  a  plcafing  and  ufeful  elemeijtary 
work,  in  which  the  Itudent  will 
meet  with  a  concife  and  clear  dc- 
monftration,  on  geometrical  princi- 
ples, of  thofe  properties  of  the 
cone,  of  which  a  previous  kn'bw- 
ledgc  is  neceflary  to  their  initiation 
into  the  Newtonian  philofophy. 
As  fuch  we  think  it  well  calculated 
to  prevent  their  having  recourfe  to 
the  algebraical  fyftem,  when  an  at- 
tention  to  larger  find  more  com- 
plete treatifts  might  threaten  to  en- 
gage a  greater  portion  of  theii  time, 
dian  could   be  Ipared  from  other 
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objeVfls  of  academical  porfuit.  Mr. 
Newton  has  burlt  his  iyHem  on  the 
dements  of  Bofcovich,  from  whofe 
method,  however,  he  has  freely  de- 
parted when  it  appeared  to  throw 
needlcfs  embarrafTments  itito  the 
way  of  the  young  mathematician. 

The  "  Arithmetical  and  Mathe- 
matical Repofitory,  being  a  new 
improved  Syftemof  Pradlical  Arith- 
jnetic,  &c.  bv  John  Eadon,  Vol.  I." 
h  part  of  a  ^ork  which  is  intended 
to  be  completed  in  four  volumes. 
That  before  us  is  divided  into  three 
books.  The  firft  treats  of  the 
arithmetic  of  whole  numbers,  with 
its  application  to  mercantile  bufi- 
nefs.  The  fecond  contains  the 
principles  of  vulgar  and  decim:d 
fractions,  the  explanation  and  ufe 
of  logarithms,  the  extraction  of 
roots,  and  their  application  to  a 
variety  of  fubje(fls.  The  third 
book  contains  the  pra^ical  appli- 
cation of  fcientific  rules  to  dilfer- 
ciit  branches  of  mechanic  philoso- 
phy ;  and  a  number  of  queftions  on 
iifeful,  inftnidive,  and  entertaining 
fubjc(5ls.  This  work  defervcs  to 
be  recommended  among  the  ufeful 
elementary  treat ifcs  which  the  dif- 
ferent Candidates  for  public  favour 
are  continually  offering  to  the  world, 
to  many  "of  which,  in  point  of  va- 
riety of  matter,  as  well  as  arrange- 
ment, it  is  certainly  much  fuperior. 

The  «*  Military  Mifcellany:  Ex- 
tracts from  Colonel  TempcihefFe's 
Hiflory  of  the  Seven  Years  War, 
^c.  by  the  Hon,  Colin  Lindfay, 
Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the  46th 
Regiment,  in  z  Vols."  is  a  work 
which  will  prove  peculiarly  accept- 
able to  gentlemen  of  the  army. 
It  was  colonel  Lindfay's  original 
defign  to  pii,blifli  the  whole  of  co- 
lonel Tcmpelhoffe's  hiftory,  with 
accurate  plans  of  the  different  bat- 
ties,  ^c.     But  the  circumilances  of 


the  great  expence  that  voold  hxt^ 
attended  foch  a  publication^  and^ 
we  are  forry  to  add,  the  want  of 
proper  fupport  when  he  propofed  a 
lubicription,  obliged  him  to  rciin- 
quilh  his  grand  plan.  The  progrcis 
which  he  had  made,  however,  de- 
termined him  to  fay  before  the  pub- 
lic fuch  detached  parts  of  his  ori- 
ginal, as  he  thought  were  particu- 
larly interdling  and  inftnictive:*ta 
thefe  he  has  added  fcientific  remarks 
and  obfervations  from  other  au- 
thorities, together  with  original  dif- 
culfions  of  his  own.  Of  the  parti- 
cular fubjedls  that  are  illuftr&ted  in 
thefe  volnmes  our  mili;|^ readers 
will  be  able  to  form  fonie  idea,  from 
the  following  fumroary  of  their 
contents,  i.

The  "  Obfervations  on  the  Duke 
of  Richmond's  extenfive  Plan  of 
Fortifications,  and  the  new  Works 
he  has  been  carrying  On  (ince  thefis 
were  fet  afide  by  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons in  1 786,"  we  notice  in  this 
place,  on  account  of  the  profound 
fcientific  abilities  which  the  author 
difplays  on  the  fubjc^  o[  engineer- 
ing, and  his  perfpicuous  and  fatis- 
fadory  demonilratioi^of  the  modes 
of  deience  which  are  bpft  adapted 
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to  the  fituation  of  this  ifland.  The 
-^yftem  to  which  hk  Grace  haaihewn 
hlmfelf  fo  firmly  attached,  he  has 
completely  demoliflied  ;  and  he  has 
exhibited  a  number  of  e-iormous 
abufes  in  the  application  of  thefums 
granted  for  the  fervice  of  the  ord- 
nance, which  meiit  the  ferioiis  at- 
tention of  the  legislature.  Inde- 
pendently of  his  claims  to  f:ience, 
the  author's  obf:^rva:ions  pr')ve  him 
to  be  a  well-informed  and  elegant 
fcholar,  and  zealoiifly  devoted  to 
the  true  interefts  of  Britifli  liberty. 

In  our  Regifter  for  the  year  1 790, 
we  embraced  the  opportunity  cf 
congratulating  the  lovers  of  the  fine 
arts  on  the  high  gratification  which 
was  afforded  them  by  the  publica- 
tion of  the  fecond  volume  of  "  The 
Antiquities  of  Athens  delineated," 
by  MefTrs.  Stuart  and  Revctt.  In 
that  article  weexprefled  our  hope, 
that  the  widow  of  Mr.  Stuart  would 
meet  with  that  affillance  which 
would  enable  her  to  prefent  the 
public  with  a  third  volume,  the 
materials  for  which  were  left  by 
her  hufband  in  a  confiderable  (late 
of  forwardnefs.  That  aili fiance  has 
been  afforded,  and  the  third  vo- 
lume publiflied,  by  Mr.  Reveley, 
whofe  abilities  and  fine  tafte  are 
well  known  in  the  fcienrific  world, 
aiid  who  has  himfelf  attentively  ex- 
amined the  objedls  which  Mr. 
Stuart  has  delineated.  In  his  Pre- 
face, Mr.  Reveley  accurately  dlftin- 
guiflies,  between  the  original  work 
of  Mr.  Stuart,  both  in  thedefcrip- 
tions  and  the  drawings,  and  what 
has  been  added  from  his  own  ob- 
fervations  to.  render  it  more  com- 
plete. The  remains  of  antiquity 
treated  of  in  this  volume  arc;,  the 
Temple  of  Thefeus ;  the  Temple 
of  Jupiter  Olympius;  the  Arch  of 
T^efeus,  or  of  Adrian ;  the  Iconic 
Front! fpiece  of  the  Aqueduct  erect- 
ed by  Adrian  at  the  Recevoir  dug  at 


the  foot  of  Mount  Anchefmus ;  the 
Monument  of  Philopappus,  king 
of  Commagene,  and  others  of  hit 
Family;  a  Doric  Temple  at  Corinth, 
of  a  prior  date  to  the  time  of  Peri- 
cles ;  three  Arches  of  the  Bridge  over 
the  IlilTus,  and  the  remaiq^  of  the 
Sta.iium  Parthcnlacum ;  the  Odeum, 
built  by  Herod^s  Atticus,  in  ho- 
nour of  ills  wife  Regilla ;  the  Incan* 
tada  at  Salonica;  a  Doric  Temple 
of  Apollo,  and  the  Portico  of  Phi- 
lip'kiHg  of  Macedon,  in  the  Ifland 
of  Delos ;  an  Ionic  Colonnade  near 
the  Lantern  of  Demofthenes ;  and  " 
other  lels  confiderable  antiquities.  , 
Thefe  remains  of  the  ftately  monu- 
ments of  public  magnificence,  or 
private  hixury,  are  illuftrated  by  a 
great  variety  of  accurate  maps,  and 
eiegant  engravings,  that  mufl  ren- 
der them  a  defirable  acquifition  to 
the  dilettante,  as  well  as  to  the  artifl. 

In  giving  our  annual  account  of 
fuch  publications  as  mark  the"  prp- 
grefs  of  fcience,  we  have  been  ac- 
cullomed  td  pay  our  firft  ^refpefts 
to  the  Tranfatflions  of  our  own 
Royal  Society.  And  as  we  had 
only  feen  the  firfl  part  of  their  vo- 
lume for  the  year  179J,*  when  the 
Literary  Hiflory  in  our  lafl'kegif- 
ter  was  prepared  for  the  prefs,  our 
prefent  lift  fliall  commence  with  a 
fliort  notice  of  the  moft  important 
papers  in  mixed  mathematics  and 
natural  philofophy,  which  com- 
pofe  the  fecond  part  of  that  work. 
— In  this  number  Dr.HcrfchePs  ob- 
fervarions  on  the  planet  Venus  are 
peculiarly  intcrefling,  as  they  lead 
to  dedu6l:ions  which  prove  the  ac- 
counts which  former  aftronomers  ' 
have  given  of  that  planet  to  be  er- 
roneous. For  after  the  moil  fedu- 
lous  repeated  attention,  in  which 
he  en'\ployed  the  various  powers  of 
his  wonderful  optical  apparatus,  he 
is  obliged  to  conclude  that  the  pc<* 
riod  of  the  diurnaj..  rotation  of  Ve- 
nus 
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BUS  IS  uncertain ;  that  the  pofition 
of  its  axis  is  ftill  more  fo;  that  there 
are  no  mountains  in  it  which  can 
be  difcovered ,  by  his  bell  inftru- 
ments ;  and  that  this  planet  is  fome- 
what  larger  than  the  earth.  Mr. 
Wollafloirs  defcription  of  a  traniit 
circle,  for  detemiinitig  the.  place  of 
ccleftial  objci^s  as  they  pafs  the 
meridian,  gives  a  particular  and 
minute  account  of  the  conftrudion 
and  properties  of  a  new  indrUment, 
which  promifes  to  prove  highly 
important  and  advantageous  to  the 
ailronomer.  This  part  of  the  Tranf- 
a6tions  alfo  contains  Mr.  Rennell's 
Taluable  obfervations  on  a  current 
that  often  prevails  to  the  weAvvard 
of  Scilly,  which  wasinfertcd  among 
the  philofophical  papers  in  our  la  it 
volume;  curious  obfervations  on 
vifion,  by  Thomas  Young ;  and 
other  papers  in  hydrolbatics  and 
meteorology. 

In  the  Tranfai^lions  of  the  Royal 
Society  for  the  Year  1 794,  the  reader 
wifl  find  (bcfides  the  articles  which 
occur  in*our  prefent  volume,  under 
the  heads  of  Philofophical  Papers 
and  Antiquities,)  an  account  of  Dr. 
HerfchePs  Obfervations  on  the  Pla- 
net Saturn,  during  1 54  revolutions 
of  its  equator,  by  which  he  has  de- 
termined the  precife  period  of  its 
rotation ;  ^nd  of  fome  remarkable 
appearances  obfervcd  by  him  dur- 
ing a  late  eclipfe  of  the  fun,  from 
which  he  has  formed  a  curious  con-^ 
jecfural  eflimate  of  the  height  of 
mountains  in  the  moon.  He  will 
alfo  find  among  the  philofophical 
papers,  an  ingenious  and  plaufible 
theory  of  viiion,  by  Dr.  Hoflkck; 
and  a  very  interefting  account  of 
a  method  of  meafuring  the  compa- 
rative intenfities  oT  'the  li^lit  emitted 
by  luminous  bodies,  by  lieut.  ge- 
neral fir  Benjamiti  Thompfon, 
Count  of  Rumford.  Ofthecommu- 
lii(i,iLiuns  in  pure  mathematics  and 


literature; 


mechanics,  the  riioft  important  ir^, 
obfervations  on  the  hindamental 
properties  of  the  lever,  with  a  con- 
cife  and  perfpicuous  proof  of  the 
principle  aflumed  by  Archimedes 
in  his  demonftration,  by  the  rev. 
S.  Vinrce ;  the  method  of  dctennin- 
ing,  from  the  real  probabilities  of 
life,  the  value  of  contingent  rever- 
(ions,  in  which  three  lives  are  in- 
volved in  tlie  lurvivorfliip,  by  Wil- 
liam Morgan,  tfq  ;  inveftigations 
founded  on  tlie  theory  of  motion, 
for  determining  the  time  of  vibra- 
tion of  watch  baliuces,  by  George 
Atwood,  Efq;  and  very  compre- 
henfive^nd  accurate  tables  for  re- 
ducing: the  quantities  by  weight,  in 
any  mixture  of  pure  fpirit  and  wa- 
ter to  thofe  by  meafure,  and  for  de- 
termining the  proportion  by  mea- 
fure of  each  of  the  two  fubflances 
in  fuch  mixtures,  by  Mr.  George 
Gilpin,  Clerk  to  the  Royal  So- 
ciety. 

During  the  prefent  year,  the 
Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh  have 
publillied  the  third  volume  of  their 
Tranfa6tions.  This  publication 
contains  the^Hiftory  of  the  Society, 
with  biographical  accounts  of  dc- 
ceafed  members,  and  various  pa- 
pers diflributed  into  phyfical  and 
literary  clafles;  fpecimens  of  which 
appear  in  different  departments  of 
our  prefent  volume. .  Among  the 
moll  valuable  of  the  phyfical  clafs, 
we  mull  rank  experiments  and  ob- 
fervations on  the  unequal  refrangi- 
bility  of  light,  by  Dr.  Robert  Blair; 
an  analyfis  of  the  waters  of  fome 
hot  fprings  in  Iceland,  by  Dr.  Black ; 
different  accounts  of  hot  fprings  in 
Iceland,  by  Jolui  Thomasr  Stanley, 
Efq  ;  and  obfervations  on  the  muf- 
cles,  by  Dr.  Alex'ander  Munro. 

During  the  year  i793>  the  Lite- 
rary and  Philofophical  Society  of 
Manchefter  publillied  the  firft  part 
of  the  fourth  volume  of  their  *'  Mj- 
moir^"- 
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tfiolrs."     Of  this  work  wc  enabled 
our  readers  to  form  fomc  judgment^ 
by  the  feleiftions  in  the  literary  and 
philofophical   departments   in  our 
lafl  year's  Regiiler.     As,  however, 
it  had  not  fallen  into  the  hands  of 
the  writer  in  this  department  of  our 
work,   when   his   manufcript  was 
fcnt  to  our  printer,  we  think  it 
proper  formally  to    announce  its 
publication,  to  prefer ve  the  regu- 
larity of  our  literary  hiftory.     Be- 
fides  the  papers  which  we  fele6ted, 
this  volume  contains  fome   ufefiil 
articles  in  chemiftry,  by  Mr.  Tho- 
mas Willis,  and  Mr.  Peter  Henry; 
a  very  valuable  and  curious  collec- 
tion of  meteorological  obferv^tions 
made  on  different  parts  of  the  weft- 
•crii    coails  of  Great  Britain,  ar- 
ranged by  T.  Garnett,  M.  D ;  an  ar- 
gument agalnft  mater ialifm,  drawn 
Ironi  a  number  of  cafes  of  injury 
of  the  brain,  which  ihew  that  the 
whole  of  its  ftru6turc  has  been  ma- 
terially changed,  without  affecting 
the  excrcife  of  the  rational  facul- 
ties, by  John  Ferriar,  M.  D;  com- 
ments oh  Sterne,  which  detedt  his 
numerous  and  grofs  plagiarifms,  by 
the  fame  gentleman  ;  an  ingenious 
and  liberal  difquilition  on  the  ufes 
of  claffical  learning,  by  O.   Gre- 
gory,  D.  D ;  and  fame  antiquarian 
rcfearches. 

To  contribute  to  the  more  ge- 
neral diffusion  of  ufeful  fcience,  a 
new  work  has  been publifhed,  which 
from  the  manner  in  which  it  i«  exe- 
cuted deferves,  and  we  hope  will 
meet  with,  liberal  encouragement. 
It  is  entitled  "  Memoirs  of  Science 
and  the  Arts ;  or  an  Abridgment  of 
the  Tran factions  publifhed  by  the 
principal  learned  and  economical 
Societies  cftabJiQied  in  -Europe, 
Afia,  and  Angelica."  Of  this  work 
vol.  1.  and  the  fjrft  prt  of  vol.  II. 
vith  numerous  plates,  have  already 
made  tueir  appearance.    The  edi- 


tor's plan  is  to  notice  every .  article 
in  all  the  principal  publications  of 
the  kind  throughout  the  learned 
world;  to  give  analyfes  of  them 
proportioned  to  their  confequence ; 
and  to  print  at  large  fuch  as  are  at 
the  fame  time  interefting  and  inca-  » 
pable  of  abridgment.  Another  im- 
portant work  which  we  cannot  bet- 
ter introduce  than  in  this  place,-  is 
*«  The  Repertory  of  Arts  and  Ma- 
nufa6lures,  confifting  of  original 
Communications,  Speciiications  of 
Patent  Inventions,  and  Sele^ions 
of  iifeful  pra<^ical  Papers,  from  the 
Tranfa£lions  of  the  Philofophical 
Societies  of  all  Nations,  vol,  L" 
The  defign  of  this  work  is  to  cfta- 
bli(h  a  vehicle,  by  means  of  which 
new  difcoveries  and  experiments 
in  philofopliy,  chemiftry,  and  efpc- 
cially  the  ufeful  arts  and  manu- 
faftures,  may  be  tranfmitted  to 
the  public;  particularly  to  artilis, 
manufa^urers,  and  others,  w1k> 
might,  otherwife,  have  but  little 
chance  of  ever  being  acquainted 
with  them.  We  need  not  fay  hovlj^ 
commendable  fuch  an  undertaking 
is,  and  how  highly  it  deferves  the. 
patronage  of  die  public.  The  pre- 
fent  volume  conti;ins  a  great  va- 
riety of  interefting  articles,  accom- 
panied by  25  copper  plates. 

With  the  laudable  defign  of  ren- 
dering the  ufeful  and  important 
trutlis  difcovered  by  natural  and 
experimental  philofophy,  familiar 
and  eafy  ;  or  bringing  toeethcr 
that  knowledge  which  is  diipcrfed 
through  many  volumes,  and  of  con- 
centering in  one  work  the  labours 
of  the  wife  men  of  different  coun- 
tries and  ages;  Mr.  George  Adanis 
has  publiflied  ♦*  Lc<^ures  on  Natu- 
ral and  Experimental  Philofophy, 
confidered  in  its  prefcnt  State  of 
Improvement,  ^c.  in  five  vols.*' 
the-Mfch  confining  of  plates  and  an 
index.  This  is  a  judicious  apd, 
pleafi^j 
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picafiog  elementary  woik,  worthy 
of  the  reputation  which  the  author 
hks  acquired  by  his  former  produc- 
Uohsy  and  of  the  numerous  and  re- 
fpcdlable  lift   of  fubfciibcrs   who 
have  patronized  it.     The   *'  Lec- 
ture&  on  Ele<ftricity,  by  G.  C.  Mor- 
gan, in  two  rob."  ai-e  the  produc- 
tion of  an  ingrnious  ar.d  induflri- 
ous  experiment alifl,  who  wifhes  to 
revive    the  attention  of  the  philo- 
fophical  world  to  a  branch  of  fci- 
cnce  which  has  oflate  been  too  much 
nf^glcded,  and  to  throw  new  light 
on  its  phenomena.    Whatever  may 
be  thought  of  fome  parts  of  his 
theory,  m  which  he  differs  from  the 
ableft  preceding  writc;rs,  (the  truth 
»nd  importance  of  which  can  only 
be  afcertained  by  repeated  and  cau- 
tiouf-  experiments),  the  candid  read- 
er will  award  him  the  praife   of 
confiderabie  originality,    and    ac- 
knowledge his  iliuftrations  of  gene- 
rally received  principles  to  be  high- 
ly interefting,   and    his  directions 
well  calculated  to  aflift  the  ftudent 
ia  this  branch  of  philofophy*    X^e 
*' Meteorological  Obfervations  and 
EfTays,  by  John  Dalton,  Profeflbr 
of  Mathematics  and  Philofophy,  at 
the    New  College,    Manchelier," 
contain  the  refuit  of  many  years 
fludy  and  experience  of  a  well-in- 
formed and  accurate  obferver  of 
nature,    and  furnifli   many   ufeful 
hints  for  explaining  the  phenomena 
of  the  atmofpliere.    The  "  View  of 
Nature,  m  Letters  to  a  Traveller 
among  the  Alps,  &c.  by  Richard 
Jofeph  Sullivan,  Efq.  F.  R.  S.  and 
F.  Si  A»  in  fix  vols.*'  confifls  of  a 
rich  variety  of  materials,  partly  me* 
taphyfical  and  theological,  but  prin- 
cipally felecled  during  the  authof*s 
cxteiilive  courfe  of  reading  on  fub- 
jccls  of  natural  knowledge,  which 
are  arranged  by  him  in  a  manner 
that   is  judiciouQy  and  plealingiy 
adapted  to  excite  in  the  mind  the 


love  of  fcicncc.    The  form  whic^ 
he  has  chofen,  is  the  epifto'sry  and 
narrative,  containi  g  Iciendfic  dlf- 
cuflions,  diverfifi#d  by  Strokes  of 
pleafantry  and  flights  of  fancy.  And 
what  greatly  redounds  to  his  pri:fe 
is  the  care  which  he  has  uniform- 
ly  taken   to    intermix    inftruAion 
with  entertainment,   and  to  direct 
the  attention  of  his  reader  from  n*- 
ture's  \\  orks  to  nature's   God,  anJ 
to  fubjefts  the  deareft  and  moft  in- 
terefting to  hun.an  beings. 
.  Dr.  Prieftky's   "  Heads  of  Lec- 
tures on  a  Courfe  of  Expcrimr:^:-! 
Philofophy,  particularly   incJucirg 
Chemiftry,  delivered  at   ti»e   New 
Col'e^e,  Hackney,"  dferve  to  be 
recommended  on    account   of  the 
jiidicious  abft.acl  which  they  con- 
tain of  chemical  knowledge,  in  its 
prefent  advanced  ftate.     The  anti- 
phlogiftians,    however,    will     ob- 
ject both  to  principles   and  terms 
which  occur  in  them.   JDr.   liar- 
rington's      "     Chemical-    ElTays" 
contain    what     modern     chemiftj 
will  pronounce  to  be  a   very  uc- 
fatisLdory  defence  of  fh^   lingu- 
lar hypothefes  which  he  has  at  dif- 
ferent tin.es  laid  before  the  pi/blic; 
together  with  obfervations  and  tinc- 
tures  upon    Drs.   Prieit ley's,    For- 
dyce's,  aiid  Beddoes*  late  p.ipcrs  in 
fhe  Pliiiofophlcal  TraniJ£tions,  and 
an  anfwer  to  the  reviewers.     From 
the  verdid  of  h-s  countrymen,  who 
have  decried  his  theor\',    he  now 
appeals    to    foreign    philofophical 
chemifts.     Mrs.  rulhame's  "  Eflay 
on  Combufrion,  with  a  View  to  a 
new  art  of  Ikying  and  Painting," 
contains   a  lively  rnd  fpiri  ed  at- 
tack on  the  piincipies  of  the  phlo- 
giftians    and    antiplilogiftians,    by 
which  they  explain   the'  theory  of 
combuftion  ;  and  recites  a  number 
of  curious  expeiiments  from  which 
llie  concludes  the  pollibility  of  fix- 
ing gold}  filver,  and  other  metals^ 
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tn  the  fibres  of  filk,  ice.  as  coloi^rs 
a-re  fixed  in  the  common  procefs  of 
dying.  This  lady  is  unqueflionabiy 
entitled  to  the  praife  of  induftry 
and  ingenuity,    and    to   the  .en- 
couragement which  is  due  to  fcien- 
tific  projectors,  whatever  opinion 
the  chemical  reader  may  form  of 
the  truth  and  utility  of  her  fyftem. 
The  "   Synopfis  of    Mineralogy, 
exhibiting  at  one  View,  and  ren- 
dering cafy  and  familiar,  the  whole 
Syllc^  11  of  that  delightful  and  moft 
"ufelul  Science,  by  James  Millar, 
Bfquire,  Profeilbr  of  Chemiftry  to 
the  College,  New  Windfor,  Nova 
Scotia,"  is  from  its  nature  a  com- 
pilation, in  which  the  iavithor  pro- 
feffes  to  haveconfulted  all  the  moft 
approved    modern     writers    from 
whom  he  might  expeCi  to  derive  in- 
formation, and  to  fallow  the  claflifi- 
catioi)  of  H.  Magellan's  lafl  edition 
of  Cronfledt's  A'fteni  of  minera- 
logy.    This  work  confifts  of  thir- 
teen large  folio  fheets,  which  are 
£0  contrived  as  to  be  j>afted  toge- 
ther, and   framed   in  one   whole, 
eight  feet  wide  and  fix.  feet  deep,  or 
to  be  bound  in  the  form  of  an  at- 
las. 

In  Natural  Hiftor\',  the  firft  pub- 
lication which  arrefts  our  notice,  is 
the  fecpnd  volume  of  the  '*  Tranf- 
aiflions  of  the  Linnasan  Society." 
Of  the  contents  of  the  numerous, 
valuable,  and  curious  papers  which 
compofe  this  volume,  our  limits 
will  not  permit  us  to  lay  an  ab- 
ftra£l  before  our  re,aders.  We  can 
only  fay,  that  the  articles  are  thirty- 
fix  in  number,  many  of  them  by 
gentlemen'  of  high  and  acknow- 
ledged merit  in  natural  fcience; 
and  that  the  moft  important  fub- 
jccls  which  are  difcufled  in  them, 
are  illuftrated  by  numerous  accu- 
rate and  beautiful  plates.  For  Qr. 
Falconar's  "  Mifcellaneous  Tra6ts 
and  CpUedions  relating  to  Natural 
1794. 


Hiftt)ry,  fele6ted  from  the  princi- 
pal Writers  of  Antiquity  on  that 
SubjeA,*'  the  lover  of  cjaffical  lite- 
rature  and    philofophical   fcience 
will   conceive  himfelf  much    in- 
debted to  the  learning  and  patient 
diligence  of  that  gentleman.   TRey 
contain  different  ancient  calendars,' 
and  bring  together,  in  a  connected 
feries,  aod  ,wjthin  a  narrow  com^ 
pafs,   many  interefting  particulars 
that  are  fcattered  about  in  Greek 
and  Roman  writers,  accompanied* 
with  iiiuftrative  extra(5ls  from  mo- 
dern authors;   and  will  be  found 
of  confiderable  ufe  to  thofe  who 
are   engaged  in  phyfical   fpecula* 
tions. .  The  vplume  entitled  "  In- 
dic^enous  Botany,   or    Habitations 
of  Englifli  Plants,  containing  the  re-  • 
fult  of  feveral  Botanical  Excurfions, 
&c.  by  Colin  Milne,  LL.  D.  and 
Alexander  Gordon,  Reader  of  Bo- 
tany, in  London,"  though  not  a 
complete,  or  very  judicious  work, 
will  afford  ufeful  inftru<5rion,  as  well 
as  entertainment  to  the  young  her- 
barift,in  his  botanical  walks  through 
fomeof  the  counties  near  the  metro- 
polis.  The  yoimg  ftudent  of  nature 
may  alfo  derive  many  ufeful  hints 
from  Mr.  Donovan's  **  Inftru<frions 
for  coUeAing  and  preferving  va- 
rious fubjeds  of  Natural  Hiftory, 
as  Animals,  Birds,  Reptiles,  Shells, 
Corals,  Plants,  &c.  feledted  from 
the  beft  authorities." 

Among  the  publications  of  the 
year  which  have  for'  their  objeft 
the  Improvement  of  Agriculture, 
and  Rural  Economy,  the  twelfth  vo- 
lume of  "  The  Tranfadions  of  the 
Society  inftituted  at  London,  for 
the  Encouragement  of  Arts,  Manu- 
failures,  and  Commerce,"  clainn 
our  firft  attention.  From  this  Vo- 
lume the  public  are  prefented  with 
additional  proofs  of  the  utility  of 
that  inftitution,  in  the  great  pro- 
portion of  valuable  articles  which

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It  contains  in  economics ;  and  of 
the  incrcafinR  exertions  of  the  fo- 
ciety  to  render  thcfc  ftill  more  dm* 
mcrous,  in  the  greater  number  of 
premiums,  honorary  or  pecuniary, 
which  tlicy  offer  to  thofe  who  ihall 
make  difcov«ries  or  improvements 
that  fhall  be  beneficial  to  the  com- 
munitv.     1  he  articles   under  the 
heads  of  Chcmiftry,  and  Colonies 
and  Trade,  evince  alfo  the  increaf- 
jng  value  of  the  communications 
whkh  arc  called  forth  by  this  pa- 
triotic plan.

His  arrange- 
ment   of    particulars,     however, 
might  be  much  improved;  and  we 
cannot-  omit  obferving,    that  the 
vant  of   an    index,   or   table    of 
contents,  when  information  rela- 
tive to  the  feme  fubjeA  mufl,  from 
the  nature  of  fuch  a  compilation, 
neceffaiilv  be  fcattered  abroad  un- 
der  different  heads,  is  a  blameable 
omifUon.  Mr.  Hodfkinfon's  **  Plain 
and  IMeful  Inftru^ions  to  Farm- 
ers, or  an  Improved   Method  of- 
Management    of    Arjible    Lands, 
with  fome  Hints  upon  Drainage, 
Fences,     &c."    contain    no     new 
or  important  information  for  tbofe 
who  are  acquainted  with  the  im- 
provements of  modern  huibandry. 
On  the  lefs  informed  clafs  of  culti- 
vators who  have  not  yet  ihaken  off 
the  trammels  impofed  on  them  by 
the  praftice  of  their  forefathers,  if 
they  can  be  indliced  to  read  and 
attend   to  what  the  author  A^rites, 
it  may  produce  good  effe^l's.    Dr. 
Anderfon's  "  Practical  Treatife  on 
Peat  Mcfs,  confidered  as  ki  its  Na- 
tural vState  fitted  for  affording  Fuel, 
or  as  fufceptible  of  being  convert- 
ed into  Meld,  capable  of  yielding 


abundant  Crops  of  ufefiil  Produccv 
&c."  ofiers  nnich  fdentific  and  va- 
luable   infbrmatioD,    vfaick   does 
credit  to  the  author  as  an  expe- 
rienced agricultorif^,  and  pffomhcs 
^ery  coniidcrable  advantages  to  the 
CQoununity,  and  to  the  poidlars 
of  l^rge  tia61s  of  hind  which  now 
lie  waffe.    In  Scotland^  to  which 
part  of  our  iiland  bis  infbu^ocs 
are  more  particularly  applicable, 
we  hope  that  the  public  fpirit  of 
fome  individuals  will  give  thfim  a 
fair  trial.    The  ^  Account  of  the 
different  Kinds  of  Sbecp  found  in 
the  Ruffisn  Dominions,  and  among 
the  Tartar  Hordes  of  Afia,  by  Dr. 
Pallas,  illuftrated  with  fix  Plates, 
and  five  Appendixes  tending  to  il- 
'luffrate  the  Natural  and  £c<»f  omical 
Hiftory  of  Sheep,"  by  Dr.  Ander- 
fon,  is  an  interefling  and  valuable 
work.    It  contains  a  fund  of  cu- 
rious information  refpeding   the 
fheep ;  aiKl  maay  fenfible  rmarks 
and  notes  by  the  editor,  which  in 
thb  country,  where  fo  much  de- 
pends upon  the  propagation  and 
proper  management  of  that  profit- 
able animal,  merit  particular  atten- 
tion.  Mr.  M«Phail'|  **  Treatife  on 
the  Culture  of  the  Cucumber,  &c" 
fuppfies  many  ufeful  hints  for  the 
proper  cultivation  of  that  vegeta- 
ble, which  appear  to  be  tiie  refult 
of  long  Experience,  and  patient  at- 
tention.   A  confidemble  port  of 
his  work  is  intended  to  difplay  the 
author^  acquaintance  vnm   agri- 
culture; for  which   he  does  not 
feem  fo  well  qualified  as  lor  the 
diredion  of  the  kitchen  garden. 

The  next  publications  winch 
call  for  our  notice  are  fuch  as  be- 
long to  the  head  of  Anatomy,  Sur- 
gery, and  Medicine.'  To  this  de- 
partment of  our  work  we  muft  re- 
fer "  Zoonomia,  or  The  Laws  of 
Organic  Life,  bv  Erafmus  Darwin, 
M.D.  F.R.S.Vol.L"  The  pur- 
port 
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pott  of  ttni  ekborate  and  ingeiu* 
jDiift  treatife  is,  ^  an  cndeaToar  ta 
vediioe  the  huBts  beloi^ging  to  ani- 
ixial  Me  into  daifes,  orcfefs,   ge* 
neia,  and  fpecies;  and,  by  com- 
paiitig,  them  with  each  other,  to 
unnrvel  the  thooiy  of  difeafes/' 
Without   expreffing  any  opinion 
with    refpe^   to    the    legitinuicy 
of  Dr.  Darwin's  conclufions,  from 
the  innmenfe  number  of  fcattered 
bL&s  of  medical  and  philofophical 
knowledge  which  he  has  brought 
together,  we  mud  beftow  on  his 
work  the  praife  of  uncommon  ori- 
ginality with  refpe6t  both  to  matter 
and  arrangement,  profbundnefs  of 
difqutfition,  exteniive  information^ 
and  alfo  lirellnefs  of  fancy.    For 
the  author,  as  in  his  notes  to  the 
Botanic  Garden,  has  contrived  ju- 
^diclOuflv  to  blend  with  the  refult 
of  his  feverer  ftudies,  a  large  fund 
of  entertaimnent,  in  curious  and 
fprightly  narratives^  and  pleafing 
diflertatioQs  on  the  moft  intcrelUng 
phenoiaena   of  animated   nature. 
The  "<  Brief  Viewofthe  Anatomical 
Arguments  for  the  Dodrine  of  Ma'> 
tenalifm^    l^   William.  Tatterfal, 
M.  D."  was  written  lU  anfwer  to 
Dr.  Femar's  argument  againft  that 
dodrine,  which  we  noticed  in  a 
preceding  article.    It  diiplays  great 
ability  and  ingenuity,    ^ut  of  the 
author's  iiiccefs   in  deciding  the 
coutroverfy,  thofe  readers  who  are 
interefted  in  the  fubjed,  will  form 
very  different  opinions  according 
to  the  {yftem  which  they  have  em- 
braced:.   Mr.  Bell's  "  Anatomy  of 
the  Bones,  Mufcles,  and  Joints^"  is 
a  work  which  defervcs  highly  to  be 
Commended.      It  is  diftinguillied 
by  accuracy  of  information,  per- 
fpicuity  of  defcription,  and  judi- 
cious and  ufeful  phyliological  and 
pathological  remarks.     It  is  ^  free 
and  general  in  the  explanations, 
vot  redundant,  and  yet  npt  too 


brief."    On  thefe  accounts,  a  bet- 
ter elementary  work,  as  far  as  it  "ex- 
tends, cannot  be  recommended  to 
the  anatomical  iludent.     Dr;  Bail- 
lie's  "  Morbid  A*\atomy  of  fome 
of  the  moft  important  Parts  of  th^ 
Human  Body"  is,  likewife,  a  publi- 
cation that  richly  merits  the  atten^ 
tion  of  the  iludent.     It  contains 
a  minute  account  oC  the  morbid 
ehanges   of  ftru6^iire  which  take 
place  in  the  thoracic  and  abdomi- 
nal vifcen»,  in  the  organs  of  gene- 
ration in  both  fexe%  and  in  the 
brain<     Dr.   Baillie's  (ituation,  as 
phyfician  of  St.  George's  Hofpi- 
tal,  gave  him  the  opportunity  of 
exteniive  and  reiterated   Obferva- 
tion ;  and  he  has  been  commend- 
ably  employed  in  communicating' 
the  refult  of  his  experience,  with  a 
flri6t  attention  to  accuracy,   and 
in    unaffected   and    pleafing    lan^^ 
guage.     Mr.  Pugh's  **  Treatife  on 
the  Science  of  Mufcular  A(5lion*^ 
is  worthy  of  the  atfentioil  of  the 
public,  on  account  of  the  rational 
principles  which  it  inculcates,  and 
the  appeals  the  author  is  able  to 
make  to  numerous  fa6ts  in  fupport 
of  them.     His  object  is  to  ihew^ 
that    as     ftrength,     vigour,     and 
adivitr,  are  to  be  given  to  the 
mufcular  fyilem  by  general  exer- 
cife ;    fo  partial  cxercife  will  re- 
lieve and  remove  local  complaints^ 
and,  in  recent  cafes  of  debility  and 
injury*   reflore  the    limbs  to  the 
performance  of  their  proper  func- 
tions.    His  reafonings  on  this  fub- 
]e€t  are  illuftrated  by  a  fee  of  bold 
and  well  executed  plates,  which  ex- 
prefs  either  the  caufe  of  fome  dcfeft 
in  motion^  or  the  proper  method 
of  removing  it  by  countcr&^icm. 

The  «*  Treatife  on  the-  Blood, 
Inflammation,  and  Gun  Shot 
Wounds,  by  the  late  John  Hunt- 
er," was  prepared  for  the  prcfs, 
and  a  great  part  of  it  printed, 
O  A  during 
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during  the  life  of  that  celebrnted 
phvGologifl.     The  leading  princi- 
ple for  which  he  contends  is,  that 
the  blood  is  compofed  of  the  fame 
materials  that  compofc  the  body, 
and  tbar  it  i>  endued  with  the  fame 
living  power's.     This  prliK^iple  he 
fupporrs  by  Jlrriig  arguments,  and 
numerous     firiklng     experiments; 
and  after\\ :  r^^  applies  it  with  «rreat 
ingenuity  to  tht-  theory  of  iniir.in- 
nation.     His  obkn'aiions  on  gun- 
iliot  wounds,  and  the  manai^emeiit 
of  them,  contain   much  informa- 
tion   on    a   flibjecft:  to   which   the 
greater  part  of  furgeon$  have  had 
but   little  oi  portunity   of    paying 
attention.     To  the  work  is  prefix- 
ed a  (liort  account  of  the  author's 
life,  by  his  broiher-in-law,  Everard 
Home,  which  will  gratify  the  cu- 
Tiofity  of  the  reader.     Mr.  iJatta's 
*>  Praclical  Svflem  of  Sur^erv,  il- 
luftrated  with  Cafes  on   many  of 
the    Subjcd^ts,    and    with    Copper 
Plates,  in  three  vols.  Vol.  I."  con-» 
tains  much  valuable   information, 
compiled     from     the    voluminous 
works  of  fome  of  our  btfl  authors 
jn  this  fcience,  together  with  ac- 
counts of  operations,  which  from 
the   neat  and  compreiTed  form  in 
which   they  are   detailed,  will   be 
nfeful   to  the   young  practitioner. 
^r.  Ford's  '•  Obfcrvations  on  the 
Difeafe  of  the  Hip  Joint"  are  the 
produtfiion  of  an  enlightened  and 
experienced  fiT^con,   wliofe  cxa(^ 
dcfcrij/.io'i    ct'  the   difeafe  and  its 
prcgrefs,   enumeration  of  cafes  il- 
.lu  ft  rati  ve  of  itb  feveral  ftages,  and 
fcicndfic  accour.t  of  the  mode  of 
treament  which  he  has  Tound  moll 
fiiccefsful  for  its  removal,  cannot 
fail  of  being  acctprable  to  his  bre- 
thren.    His  treitife  contains  alfo 
.  iifeful  inci'Un^al    obfcrvaMons  on 
the  white  fuVlling  of  the  knee,  the 
caries  of  the  joint  of  the  wrifl,  and 
©ther  fimilr.r  complaints,  the  w.hole 


illuftrated    by    engraTings    taked 
from. the  difeafed  parts.    Mr.  Wcl- 
don's  **  Obfer\'atioi:%  Phyfiok>gi- 
cal  and  Chirurgicai,  on  Compound 
Fradures,"   contain  ranch  yadio!' 
ous   advice,  in  a*  (hiall  conipafsy 
which  will  be  ufeful  to  tbofc  fur- 
georts  who  have  not  bad  the  advan- 
tage of   much   experience.      Mr- 
Bell  s   **  Treatife   on  the  Hydro- 
cele, pn  Sarcoccle  or  Cancer,  and 
other  Difeafes  of  the  Teftcs,"  is  a 
judicious    and    important    work ; 
but  is   chiefly  a  republication  of 
what  hfls  already  appeared  in  bi& 
fyftem  of  furgery.     Mr.  Bell  is  a 
decided    enemy  to   the    mode  of 
curing  the  hydrocele  by  inje^on; 
and  recommends  a  method  of  drcff- 
irgj    when    incifion   is    pra<!5ifed^ 
which  he  has  found  fo  (uccefsfiil, 
that  not  one  patient  out  of  165  on 
whom  he  operated  in  that  mode, 
has  died  or  even  been  in  danger. 
Dr.    Ewart's    "   Hiftory  of  Two 
Cafes  of  Ulcerated  Cancer  of  the 
Mamma,  one  of  which  has  been 
cured,  the  other  much  relieved  by 
a  new  method  of  applying  Carbo- 
nic Acid  Air,"  is  a  very  interciting 
pubh'cation.     For,   if  be  was  not 
mifiakcn  in  the  fymploms  of  the 
difeafe,  and  if  it  fliall  appear  from 
fubfequent    rej^eated    experiments 
that  the   remedy  which  he  made 
ufe  of  can  c{fe<ft  a  permanent  cure, 
or    afford    confirierable    relief   ia 
cafes  that  zre  clearly  and  unquef- 
tionably  cancerous,   the   Dr.  will 
deferve  v.eli  of  his  fpecies  lor  his 
antidote  againft   one   of  the  moR 
horrible    and  loathfome  diforders 
by   which  they   can    be   affcvlcd. 
Dr.  Bland,  in  his  "  Obfervations 
jn  Human  and  Comparative  Par- 
turition,*' controverts  the  doftrincs 
maintained  in  Dr.- Oiboru's  **  £f- 
fays  on  the  PraftiQC  of  Midwifery," 
with  confidecabic  ilirewdncfs  and 
ability.     Which  of  tlie  gentiemea 
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16  in  the  right,  miift  be  decided  by 
tliiofo  who  are  well  verfed  ih  the 
oblletric  art. 

Dr.  Rowley's  "  Ratioaal  Prac- 
tice of  Phylic,  in  four  vols."  is 
chiefly  a  republication  of  trea- 
tifes  which  have  at  diiterent  periods 
been  offered  to  the  world,  and, 
many  of  them,  received  with  much 
approbation^  They  are  the  pro- 
<iu6lions  of  a  man  of  ability,  and 
extcnfive  knowledge,  and  atford 
much  ufeful  inftrudion.  Dr.  Wi- 
thers' *'  Treatife  on  the  Errors  and 
Defc<fl&  of  Medical  Education** 
may  appear  hackneyt^d  and  tri- 
cing to  the  expcri^jnced  phyiician. 
To  the  medical  Itudent,  hpwevcr, 
it  offers  advice  and  alii  fiance  from 
which  bemay<ierive  eilcatial  bene- 
^t.  Dr.  PenroCe's  "  ElFays,  Phyiio- 
logical  and  Practical,  founded  on 
>ehe  Modern  Chemiftry  of  Lavoi- 
-fier,  Fourcwy,  &i:-**  wilji'  a  view 
to  the  improvement  of  tlie  prac- 
tice of  phyfijc,  do. .not  appear  ^o 
podefs  that  priginality,  and  accu- 
rate di fc rim i nation  w^ichxran  con- 
tribute to  the  extenfion  of  ir^iicai 
knowledge.  Dr.  Ruih's  ''  Account 
of  the  Bilious  Remitting  Yellow 
Fever,  as  it  appeared  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  in  1793,"  is  a  very 
interelHng  publication,  and  does 
great  credit  to  the  author  as  an  ac- 
curate obferver,  and  as  a  judicious 
and  fuccefsful  prartitioner  in  an 
•uujcommonly  arduous  a  d  trying 
fituation.  liow  far  his  theory  of 
the  origin  and  nature  of  the  difeafe 
indicates  his^  accurate  acquaintanf:e 
with  pathology,  w^  muft  leave  the 
medical  reader  to  decide  from  the 
chara£^eri(tic  fymptoms  which  he 
has  defcribed.  Tlie  various  modes  . 
which  he  adopted  ia  treating  the 
fever,  and  the  diftrdFes  of  his  mind 
at  the  appearances  which  it  afiuiiicd 
X  of  nearly  all  the  acute  and  chronic 
^iiiafes,  are  related  with  ^reat  can- 


dour. For  the  particulars  we  muil  re- 
fer to  the  work  itfelf.  Dr.  Fordyce's 
**  DifTertation  on  Simple  Fever,  or 
on  Fever  confiding  of  oiieParoxyfai 
only,**  from  the  well  known  abi- 
lities and  experience  of  the  author, 
may  jiiftly  be  expelled  to  hold  out 
ufefjl  information  in  ni)foIogy.  Ia 
a  future  difTertation  he  propjfes  to 
point  out  the  manner  in  which 
(imple  fever  is  repeated  fo  as  to 
produce  all  the  varieties  of  the 
difeafe.  Dr.  Alexander's  ''Trea- 
tife on  the  Nature  ?.nd  Cure  of  the 
Cynanche  Tracliealis,  commonly 
cilled  the  Croup,'*  defcribes  the 
progrefs  and  phenomena  of  tliat 
dif-afc  with  confidcrable  accu- 
racy, and  points  out  means  of  re- 
moving it,  which  a[)pear  to  be 
fandlioned  by  extciifive  and  fuc- 
cefsful pracfiice;  and  Mr.  Clutter- 
buck's  "  Account  of  a  New  and 
Succefs?fiil  Method  of  Treating 
thofe  Aiieftions  which  arife  froni 
the  Poifon  of  Lead,"  contains  ob» 
fervations  which  merit  the  atten- 
tion of  the  f.K'ulty. 

The  few  remaining  articles  which 
we  have  to  notice  m  this  depart- 
ment of  our  work,  belong  to  Me- 
dical Chemi  dry  and  Pharmacy.  The 
firft  of  thefe  is  Dr-  Pearfon's 
*'  Short  Account  of  the  Nature 
of  Airs,  fo  far  as  relates  to  their 
Medicinal  Ufc,  intended  as  an  In- 
troduction to  the  Pneumatic  Me- 
thod of  treat hig  Diicaf^s,  ^c." 
In  this  tre:itile  the  author  defends 
the  analogical  reafonin^s  of  Dr. 
Eeddoes,  in  favour  of  the  ufe  of 
fa(^iiious  airs  in  vjrioiis  difeafes  ; 
and  mentions  fome  lingular  in- 
ftances  of  their  frAiutarv  etleds  in 
confumptive  cafes.  We  a-^e  glid 
to  learn  that  thii  theory  if>  likely 
foon  to  be  brou^Iit  to  the  left  of 
experiment,  on  a  :;rand  feale.  Dr. 
Crumpc's  *•  Ejiqulry  into  the  Na- 
ture and  Proper  lies  of  Op  ium, 
O  3  wlierein 
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virherein  its  Component  Principles, 
Mode  of  Operation,  and  Uie  in 
particular  Difeafes,  are  experiment- 
ally Invelligatcd,  &c."  is  an  ela- 
borate and  well  written  perform- 
ance. And  if  it  does  not  oflfer 
much  that  is  new  to  thofe  who  arc 
wrquainted  with  the  numerous  an- 
chors who  h^ve  treated  upon  the 
fubje£k,  it  contains  much  ufeful  in- 
formation for  thofe  whofe  reading 
fcas  been  more  confined  ;  and  prafti- 
cal  obfervations  on  its  ufe  and  abufe 
in  particular  difeafes,  that  are  often 
judlcioiu  and  important.  Dr.  AI- 
derfor/s  ♦*  Eifay  on  the  Rhus  Toxi- 
codendron, Pubcfccnt  Poifon  Oak, 
nr  Su:mch,  with  Cafes  fliewing  its 
Filicacy  in  the  Cure  of  Paralyfis, 
jind  other  Eiifeafcs  o(  extreme  De- 
bilfty,'*  is  a  commenUable  attempt 
to  increafe  the  number  of  ufeful 
reiredics,  and  dcferves  the  atten- 
|ir#n  of  the  faculty.  If,  on  repeated 
trials,  this  vegetable  ihould  main- 
tain the  charader  here  afc  ribcd  to 
St,  if  will  be  a  valuable  addition  to 
the  Materia  Medica.  Dr.  Relph, 
in  his  fenfible  and  accurate  "  En- 
q;)iry  into  the  Medicinal  Efficacy 
pf  a  New  Species  of  Peruvian 
Bark,  lately  imported  into  this 
Country,  under  the  Name  of  Yel- 
low Bark,*'  and  Dr.  O'Ryan,  in  a 
«*  Letter'*  qn  the  fame  fiibjed,  ad- 
^rcfied^  to  Dr.  Relph,  contend  for 
|hp  fiiperiority  of  the  yellow  bark 
over  every  other  fpecies  of  cin^ 
phpna ;  and  relate  a  number  of  phar- 
niaceiuical  ex  pen  men  ts  on  that 
(irug,  and  fefHmonies  to  it§  efficacy 
^hich  feem  to  juftify  the  ardour 
with  which  thpy  recommend  it. 
What  they  have  written  i$  at  .eaft 
fiifficient  to  induce  the  faculty  to 
givf  thjj'rcnnjdy  a  fair  trial.    '  •

cbinis  Qur  attention  is  f*  Ferifiita's 


HHIory  of  Dekkan,  from  the  fiyft 
Mahummedan  Conqueft:  vith  a 
Continul^.ohy  from  odier  Kative 
Writers,  of  the  Events  in  that  Pirt 
pf  Jndi<i,  to  the  Redu^ion  of  its 
laft  Monarchy,  by  the  Bmperor 
Aulumgcer  Auro  ngzebe.  &c  /•  tranf. 
lated  by  captain  Jonathan  Sc<^tu  Tnis 
is  a  very  important  ^d  interelting 
wof  k,  and  will  be  highly  rajued  by 
thofe  who  with  for  accurate  in- 
formation  Kfpeding  Oriental  hif- 
tory.  Feriflita  is  one  of  the  roo>ft 
efteemed  writers  in  Hindooffain, 
and  was  of  noble  rank,  and  high  in 
office  at  the  court  of  Ibrahim  Adil 
Shah,  of  Beejapore,  one  of  the 
fultans  of  Dekkan.  Befides  the. 
hiftory  of  the  DbeK  emporors,  and 
this  of  Dekk^n,  Ferifliu  comj^ed 
one  of  cyery  province  in  India; 
and  many  complete  .copies  of  his 
works  b^ve  been  brought  h«Hiie  by 
£ngli(h  gentlemen.  The  work  be« 
fore  us  c6n€fl$  of  fix  parts.  The 
firft  and  fecond  part^,-  which  form 
the  firft  volume,  abound  in  iofbrmT 
ation,  whidi,  in  a  confiderable 
de;^e,  is  novel  to  Europeans. 
They  contain  the  eventfol  ana  en- 
tertaining hiftory  of  the  Bhame- 
nee,  or  Bnuniilical  dynafhr  of 
Dekkan  fovereigns,  anid  of  the 
Adil  Shahee  dynaAy  of  Beejapore 
fovereigns :  to  which  the  tranmtor 
has  prefixed,  by  way  of  iotroduc- 
tion,  a  brief  (ketch  of  the  geognir 
phical  divifions  of  that  part  of 
India,  which  by  Engliih  writers  is 
called  the  peninAiia,  and  the  tradi- 
tionary alterations  in  its  govern* 
ment,  prior  to  thp  period  when 
thif  hiftory  cqinmence^.  In  the 
fec{>n4  volunw,  whiph  contains  the 
l^mainder  of  the  work,  we  arc  pre- 
fented  with  a  v}cw  of  the  rife  and 
fall  of  the  feyeral  monarchies  that 
sprung  up  on  t|ie  ruins  of  (he 
Bhainenee  houfe;  an  account  of 
Aulunig^er's  exploits  in  the  Dek- 
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Imn ;  the  origin  of  the  Mahratta 
-empire;  the  hirtory  of  Auning- 
2ebe's  ^cceiTors  in  the  empire  of 
Hindooftan,  to  the  prefent  day ; 
and  the  hiftory  of  Bengal,  from 
the  acc«ffion  of  Aliverdee  Khan, 
to  the  year  1 780,  To  •^he  text  of  the 
Mrh6le,  captain  Scott  has  added  a 
variety  of  notes,  which  contain 
ufefiil  comments  on  his  original. 
The  ftyle  of  this  work  is  uniformly 
perfpicuous,  forcible,  and  elegant ; 
and  the  tranflator  has  (hewn  great 
judgq^ent  in  "  curtailing  fome  of 
the  numerous  hyperbolical  epi- 
thets, and  too  frequent  conjunc- 
tions," which  would  be  hurtful  to 
the  fenfe  in  our  language,  and  in 
introducing  into  it,  in  a  pleaGng 
zpd  unaffeded  manner,  the  beau- 
tics  of  oriental  imagery. 

The  ncjpt  work  which  we  hare 
io  announce  to  our  readers,  is  a 
fccond  edition  of  "  The  Natural 
Hiftory  of  Aleppo :  containing  a 
Dcfcription  f>f  the  City,  and  the 
principal  Natural  Produ6tions  in 
jts  Neighbourhood ;  together  with 
an  Account  of  the  Climate,  Inha- 
bitants^ &c.  by  Alexander  Ruflell, 
M.  D. ;  revifed,  enlarged,  and  il- 
lyftratcd  with  Notes,  by  Pat.  Ruf- 
fell,  M.  D."  in  two  volumes.  This 
edition  is  fo  greatly  changed  from 
the  former^  in  its  form  and  con- 
flru^ioi:,  as  well  as  the  fplendor 
of  its  appearance ;  and  it  contains, 
at  the  fame  time,  fo  much  addi- 
tional information  of  the  hifloric 
kind,  that  it  is  entitled  to  more 
particular  notice  than  we  generally 
pay  to  publications  which  are  not 
^entirely  CMriginal.  We  Ihali  fay 
pothing,  however,  of  the  claims 
of  the  Tate  Dr.  RulTcU,  and  of  the 
prcftnt  editor,  as  be  mpdeftly  ftyleg 
bimfelf,  to  a  very  refpcftable  rank 
in  the  lift  of  modern  inftru^live 
and  entertaining  writers.  On  thefe 
points  the  public  have  already  fuffi- 
^ntiy  decided.  We  ihaU  only  en* 


deavour  to  convey  to  our  readersi 
a  general  idea  of  the  arrangement, 
under  which  they  ..ill  meet. with 
thofe  materials  which  they  here  re- 
ceive in  a  new  form,  and  of  the  addi-. 
tions  which  have  been  fuppUed  from 
papers  begueathed  to  the  editor  by 
his  decealcd'  brother,  or  from  .his 
own  ftock.  And  we  ^cannot  do 
this  better  than  in  his  own  words. 
♦•  The  various  topits  which  were 
difperfed  through  the  firft  book  of 
the  former  edition,  have  been  col- 
leftcd  and  arranged  under  feparate 
chapters:  a  deviation  frpm  the 
mifcellaneouB  mode  formerly  adopt- 
ed, which  rendered  it  neceflary  to 
make  numerous  additions  to  the 
text.  But  care  has  been  taken  in 
the  infertion  of  thefe,  to  aflimilate 
them  as  nearly  as  poffible  with  the 
ideas  of  the  author;  keeping  in 
view  his  primary  intention  of  ren^ 
dering  the  introduction  fubfervient 
to  the  medical  part  of'  his  vi^ork. 
In  a  few  inftances,  where  it  was 
thought  he  had  been  milinformed, 
or  where  fome  material  corrections 
of  the  text  had  been  admitted,  an 
explanatory  note  is  either  fubjoin- 
cd  at  the  bottom  of  the  page,  or  ^ 
placed  in  the  notes  at  the  end  of 
the  volume.  The  prefent  work  is 
divided  into  fix  books.  The  firft 
book  contains  a  defcription  of  the 
city  and  its  environs ;  of  the  fea- 
fons,  agriculture,  and  gardens.  Tne 
fecond  contains  a  general  account 
of  the  inhabitants;  a  more  parti- 
cular defcription  of  the  manners 
and  cuftoms  of  the  Mohammed- 
ans; of  the  interior  of  the  Turkifh 
harem  ;  and  a  (Ipetch  of  the  go* 
vernment  of  the  city.  The  third 
contains  an  account  of  the  Euro- 
pean inhabitants,  of  the,  native 
Chriflians  and  Jews,  and  of  the  pre- 
fent ftate  of  Arab  literature  in  Syria. 
The  fourth  book  is  wholly  employ- 
ed on  the  remaining  branches  of 
natural  hiftory,  and  treats  of  indi- 
O  4  genous 
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genou5  quadrupeds,  birds,  fi flies, 
i..Kcts,  and  [wjiis-  The  tilth  con- 
tiins  meteorological  obfervations  ; 
u-ith  an  account  of  the  epidemi- 
cal ciuaics  at  Alc^ppo,  during  the 
author's  reudencc  there.  The  iixth 
and  In  ft  book  treats  foltly  of  the 
pligue,  and  the  method  purfued  by 
Europeans  for  their  prefervation. 
To  each  volume  are  added  notes  and 
ilhr'rations,  with  an  Appendix." 

Tije  "  Fpitome  of  Ilifiory,  or  a 
cone  lie  View  of  the  moft  iniport- 
2n:  Rcvoluiicns  and  Events,  which 
are  recorded  in  the  K Tiories  of 
t!.e  prmci;  2.1  Empires,  Kingdoms, 
Sr&ici,  a:idRe!>ublics^  now  liibuft- 
irg  in  the  Wo  rid,  &c.  by  John 
r^Vfic,  in  2  voc-/'  is  a  work  which 
is  uLiered  before  tiie  public  with 
moieu  prttenilons,  and  is  dcferv- 
ir.^  cf  a  favourable  reception.

Tliefe  appen- 
dixes are  followed  by  an  index 
which  may  he  coJiiJdered  as  a  com- 
plete abridgment  of  ids  work,  and 
a  ruble;  of  chronology,  as  well  as 
reference.  On  the  whole,  we  think 
that  our  author's  plan,  and  his 
manner  of  executing  it,  will  prove 
ufeful  and  acceptable  to  a  numer- 
PMS  ciafs  ot  reiiders,  who  are  de- 
firous  of  obtaining  information  and 
ientertalnment  at  a  fmall  expeace 
of  time:  and  we  fliall  be  glad  to 
accompany  him  through  the  more 
xnodein  periods  of  domeftic  and 
foreign  hiftory* 

*'  The  HJilory  of  England,  from 
the  Ea^iieft  Dawn  of  Record,  to  the 
fcace  of  1783,  by  Charles  Coote, 
I.h.T>,'*  yohXlL  111,  s  part  of  a 
work  intended -to  confiil  often  vo- 
lumes. In  his  preface  the  author  takes 
a  \  icw  of  his  predeceHbrs  in  thi$  de- 
partment, and  explains  his  reafons 
fpr  eni^ging  in  .fuch  an  undertak-. 
ing.  The  Want  of  candour  and  im- 
parri-Jity  in  Hume,  and  above  all, 
jiis  ir^fidious  and  artful  endeavours 
to  far  tnc  fiibric  of  religion,  and  un- 
dermine the  deaivft  intcrelt?  of  fo^ 
ciety  ;  the  numerous  errors,  want  of 
anima:ion,and  '.iijudicious  ufe  of  his 
matcnals  wljch  Rapin  difcovers; 
the  ("viperflitious  prejudices  and  pre- 
polTcllions  of  Carle  ;  the  evident 
U'-ant  of  a  "enrlon,  and  the  inaccu- 
racies and  mifroi  refcntctions  dif- 
played  by  Guthrie  and  Smollett; 
the  too  narrow  and  confined  pl.ui 
adopted  by  Golrifmith;  a'ld  the 
detached  and  dis'ointed  method  of 
the  accurate  and  judicious  Henry  f 
^heie  cireumllanccs  have  iticfuccil 
pr.  Coote  to  throw  himfcif  on  the 
patronage  of  his  countrymen,  by 


offering  them  a  new  work  on  this 
popular  fubjed,  comprized  within 
moderate  hmits,  and  untin6tured 
by  the  rancour  of  party^  or  the  biafe 
of  prejudice.  And  w.e  muft  ac- 
knowledge that,  from  the  pro^eG 
he  has  made,  he  bids  fair  to  pre- 
fent  the  public  witii  a  work,  in 
which  gre^it  care  fhall  be  t^ken  to 
be  free  from  tlie  ,defe6ls  which  he 
has  freely  pointed  out  in  preceding 
writers,  and  to  entitle  tie  author 
to  the  applaufc  of  a  judicious  ani^ 
impartial  hiftorian,  whofe  pages 
abound  in  ufeful,  liberal,  and  ani- 
mated reflefflions.  .  The  volumes 
before  us  are  divided  into  books 
and  chapters.  The  firft  volume, 
befides  a  preliliiinary  difcourfc  oji 
the  origin  of  the  Britons,  their  per- 
fons,  dicfs,  character,  manners, 
government,  religion,  &c.  coniains 
the.  hi  (lory  of  the  country  from 
Caefar?s  Britilh  expeditions,  to  the 
period  of  the  Norman  Conqneft, 
in  1066.  The  fecond  extends 
to  the  death  of  John,,  in  iai6; 
and  the  third  to  tii©  .death  of 
Richard  JI.  in  1399.  With  rc- 
fpe£V  to  his  ft\le  and  language, 
pr.  Coote  has  evidently  bellowed 
great  attention  in  avoiding  **  that 
affectation  of  profufe  ornament, 
thofc  meretricious  einbelliflunents 
of  fpecch,  which  are  better  a^laptcd 
to  the  florid  pa^^e  of  the  rlietori- 
cian,  than  to  the  graceful  and  manly- 
dignity  of  the  hiftorian ;  and  in 
preferving  that  challe  fimplicity, 
a  lid  nervous  perfj-^icuity  of  diction, 
which  the  moit  eftcen^ed  critics  in 
all  ages  have  lecommendcd  as  the 
moft  proper  for  hiuoric  compofi- 
tion.'*  In  our  next  volume  wc 
fliall  have  an  opportunity  of  re- 
newing our  attention  to  this  work. 
Mr.  Heron's  '*  New  General 
Hiftory  of  Scotland  from  the  Eaili- 
eft  'I  jmes,  to  the  -/E-a  of  the  Abo- 
lition of  the  Hereditary  Jurifdic- 
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tions  of  Subje6Vs  in  Scotland,  in 
/tlic  year  lyi^j  vol.  I."  is  divided 
into  two  books.     The  firft  reaches 
ifom  the  earlieft  times  to  the  accef- 
fion  of  king.r«lakolm  Canmore,  in 
the  year  looi.    The  fecond  con- 
tiimes  the  narrative  from  the  laft- 
noentioned  period,  to  the  death  of 
i^fexander  III.  in  the  year   1281. 
Each  of  thefe  books  is    divided 
into  two  parts ;   in  th<j  former  of 
vhich,  the  author  records  the  piib- 
fic  tranfadions,  and  in  the  latter, 
the  local  circumfiances,   labours, 
knowledge,    and  employments  of 
the  inhabitants  of  Scotland,  in  each 
period.     As  far  as  Mr.  Heron  has 
proceeded,  he  appears  in  the  light 
of  tn  ingenious  and  entenaining 
author,  whofe  induftry  and  perfe- 
rerance  in  a  courfe  of  drv  and  te- 
nons refcarches  is   highly  to  be 
commended,    and    who  is  not   a 
firanger  to  the  graces  of  good  writ- 
ing.    And  his  labours  proroife  to 
slR>rd  defirable  aid  to  the  enquirer, 
who  would  wifti  to  obtain  a  proba- 
ble knowledge  of  the  events  and 
manners  in  the  dark  periods  of  the 
Scottifh  hiflory.     For  he  muft  be 
nery  fanguine  who  expects  to  at- 
tain to  more  than  probability  on 
topics,  rcfpcding  which  any  fmall 
remains  of  evidence  which  fober 
<rriticifm  can  claim  to  be  authentic, 
are  buried  in  an  immenfe  chaos  of 
fiction. 

Sir  John  Sinclair,  duriftg  the 
prefent  year,  has  greatly  added  to 
our  flock  of  local  knowledge,  as 
well  as  general  hiftory,  bv  pub- 
lifhingthe  Vlllth,  IXth,  Xtli,  Xlth, 


ns  to  enlarge  upon  them  in  thb 
place.  We  fliall  only  obfcrre^ 
that  for  iifeftii  information,  anii 
interefling  details,  the  volumes  be* 
fore  us  are  not  inferior  to  thofe 
which  have  preceded  them« 

♦*  The  Hmory  of  the  Reign  of 
Geom  III.  King  of  Great  Britain^ 
Sec.  &om  the  Conclufion  of  the 
fixth  Sefiion  of  the  fourteenth  Par- 
liament, in  1 780,  to  the  En9  of  the 
feventh  Seffion  of   the    fixteeath 
Parliament  of   Great  Britain,    In 
1790,  voU  III,"  is  the  continuation 
of  a  work  which  was  noticed  by  us 
with  approbation,  in  our  Rcgiflcr 
for  the  year  1782.     It  is  the  pro- 
du^ion  of  a  juditious,  intelligenty 
and  elegant  tvriter,  who  details  the 
events  of  the  period  with  dearnefs 
and  perfpicuity ;  deliver-^important 
and  mterefting  obfervations  on  the 
principal  political  quedions  which 
were  agitated;  and  delineates  the 
charafters  of  the  chief  adors  on 
the  fcene,  with  a  bold  and  maflerly 
pencil.     He  is  uniformly  an  advo* 
cate  for  thofe  principles  which  arc 
the  glory  and  pride  of  confiftent 
Englilhmen ;    and    execrates,     in 
terms  of  proper  indignation,  the 
fatal    policy  which   plunged    this 
country  into  the  war  with  America^ 
and  gave  rife  to  the  difgraces  and 
calamities  of  a  later  period,  than  it 
falls  within  his  prefent  province  to 
defcribe. 

The  «  Short  ttiftery  of  the 
Britifli  Empire,  during  the  laft 
twenty  Months,  viz.  from  May 
1 792,  to  the  clofe  of  the  Year  1 793, 
by   Francis  Plowden,    LL.  D.**  is

^value  of  this  voluminous  work  our 
readers  have  been  too  frequently 
apprized,  to  render  it  ncceffary  for 


thor  fhews  himfelf  to  be  warmly 
attached  to  the  principles  of  the 
Britiih  Confiitution,  while  he  alfails, 
in  {cverc  and  pointed  terms,  the 
lan^age  and  condud  of  admimf^ 
tration  and  of  their  principal  abet* 
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»9rv  partkul^  of  Mr.  Burke! 
Andy  if  we  Except  what  he  fays  on 
the  fubje£t  pf  the  jQ^ve-trade,  and  the 
too  indifcriminate  coAdem nation 
which  he  pafies  on  the  ficft  cooili- 
tuent  aflejnbiy  of  France,  he  writes 
on  the  ftibjeift  of  liberty,  in  gene- 
ral, and  of  religious  liberty  in 
particulari  with  great  liberaJttv  and 
candour.  The  narrati  ve  and  nUbo- 
rical  part  of  this  work  is  drawn  up 
in  an  interefting  and  entertaining 
planner,  in  eafy,  perfpicuous,  and 
pervous  language.  What  our  opi- 
nion is  refpeding  (he  authenticity  of 
the  fources  whence  Dr.  Plowden 
bas  derived  his  information,  and 
the  weight  of  the  obfen-ations  and 
reflections  which  he  has  introduced 
into  his  hifioiy,  our  readers  will 
^nd  no  difficulty  in  afcertaining 
from  the  rei>eated  references  which 
we  made  to  it  in  the  hiflorijcal  part 
of  our  laft  volume. 

Mr.  Stcdmiwi's  "  Hiftory  of  the 
Origin,  Progrefs,  and  Termination 
of  the  American  War,  in  2  vols.? 
is  the  production  of  a  gentleman 
who  ferved  in  tiie  Briti£  army  in 
America,  during  our  unfortunate 
f:onteft  with  that  country.  From 
his  fituation,  therefore,  he  poiTeiied 
con6derable  advantages  tor  col- 
ledlng  materials  for  fuch  a  work, 
which  he  appears  to  have  indudri- 
'pufly  improved.  From  his  £tua- 
^10 n,  likewife,  and  the  fentiments 
by  which  he  was  led  into  it,  it  will 
naturally  be  imagined  that  his  par- 
tiality is  towards  the  Engliib  :  and 
^hat  the  American  reader  will  not 
^entirely  acquit  him  of  admitting 
prejudices  againft  his  countrymen, 
which  prevented  his  doing  them 
complete  jtiftice.  We  think,  how- 
(ever,  with  the  exception  of  fome 
Alliances  in  which  we  may  contur 
jbvith  the  American  reader,  that  he 
1^  entitled  to  confiderable  credit  on 


the  ground  of  candour  and  impmr* 
tiality ;  and  that  he  will  be  fband 
to  agree  in  the  reprefentation  of 
moft  fa6^8  of  importance,  with  Dr. 
Ramfay,  the  favourite  hiftorian  of 
the  new  world.  In  the  fir^  volume^ 
Mr.  Stedmian  carries  on  his  Hiftory 
from  the  commencement  of  hoih^ 
lities,  to  Uie  reiignation  and  re* 
turn  of  fir  WDliam  Howe;  to 
which  lie  has  prefixed  an  exteft* 
five  Introdu6Uon,  in  which  he 
traces  the  origin  and  progreis  of 
the  fettlements  in  North  America^ 
the  charader  of  the  inhabitants  in 
the  feveral  ftates,  and  the  circum- 
(iances  which  led  to  the  revolution, 
that  great  event  which  is  <*  a  won- 
der to  the  prefent,  and  an  example 
to  all  future  ages."  The  fecond 
vol.  commences  with  an  aKcouat 
of  the  bills  brought  into  the  par- 
liament of  Great  Britain  for  end« 
ing  a  reconciliation  with  the  Ame* 
ricans^  and  eoncludes  with  the 
termination  of  the  war.  This 
work  is  principally  valuable  ar  a 
particular  and  minute  detail  of  .the 
military  operations  which  took 
pkce  during  the  American  war; 
m  which  light  it  is  greatly  fuperior 
to  any  of  the  publications  which 
have  preceded  it.  In  this  lights 
likewife,  Mr.  Stedman,  b£  the  re- 
lator, has  e{labli(hed  confiderable 
claims  to  impartiality,  by  freely 
pointing  out  and  cenfuring  She 
errors  and  blunders  in  the  conduA 
of  our  commanders,  while  he  ha& 
embraced  frequent  oppoitunities  of 
doing  juftice  to  the  chara&er  and 
military  talents  of  their  ultimately 
fuccefbful  opponents.  In  point  of 
coRipofition,theHiflory  beroreusis 
to  be  commended  for  perfpicuity  in 
the  arrangement,  and  for  corre^lnefs 
and  elegance  in  the  ftyle  and  lan- 
guage. It  is  iiluiirated  by  maps  and 
plai^,  which  are  wtU  executed,  and 
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appear  alfo  to  poffefs  the  merit  of 
^etity. 

Lieutenant  Moor's  "  Narrative 
of  the  Operations  of  Captain  Lit- 
tle's Detachment,  and  of  the  Mah- 
ratta  Army  commanded  by  Purfc- 
ram  Bhow,  during  the  late  Confe- 
deracy in  India,  againlt  the  Nawab 
Tippoo  Sultan  Bahadur^'*  is  a  work 
firom  which  readers  of  different 
defcriptioBs  will  receive  much  in- 
formation as  well  as,  entertain ment« 
To  military  men,  the  author's  ac- 
count of  the  proceedings  of  the 
army  to  which  he  was  attached, 
and' of  the  peculiar  fyllem  of  tac- 
tics followed  by  the  Mahrattas, 
will  be.  curious  and  interefting. 
And  his  incidental  (Injures  on  the 
military  eftablifliment  of  the  India 

^  Company,  are  fuch,  as  merit  the 
ierious  attention  of  thp  dircftors  of 

'  that  body.  But  Mr.  Moor's  Nar- 
rative recommends  itfelf,  likewife, 
to  the  geographer  and  the  hifto- 
rian,  by  the  variety  of  information 
which  it  contains,  in  t-he  body  of 
the  work  and  in  numerous  notes 
«nd  illuilrations,  relative  to  differ- 
ent countries  with  which  Euro- 
peans have  been  ver^-  imperfectly 
acq\iainted.  Among  other  topics 
which  agreeably  rt*lieve  the  mili- 
tary detail,  and  include  much  new 
matter,  will  be  found  anecdotes  of 
the  court  of  Hydrabad ;  fltetches 
of  the  chara(^ter  of  Tippoo  Sultan; 
hjftorical  and  defcriptive  particu- 
lars of  Cauara  and  the  Canarefc  ; 
the  domeftic  government,  charac- 
ter, and  cuftoms  of  the  Mahrattas, 
and  of  dlfftrent  Malabar  Tribes, 
Braminical  and  Mohammedan ; 
an  ample  account  of  the  once 
proud  city  of  Bejapoor,  or  Vifiapour, 
and  of  the  extenlive  and  elegant 
(Iruftures  in  that  place;  intcreltlng 
articles  of  natural  hillory  ;  and  c:.- 
rious   iniormaiioa  rciaiivc  to   xte 


coinage  of  Tippoo,  and  the  zodi<r 
acal  rupees.  The  language  of  this 
Narrative  is  unaffected,  lively,  and 
perfpicuous. 

The  >*  Sketch  of  the  War  with 
Tippoo  Sultaun,  or  a  Detail  of  Mi- 
litary Operations  from  the  Com- 
mencement of  Hoftilities  at  the 
Lines  of  Travancore  in  December 
1789,  until  the  Peace  concluded 
before  Scringapatam  in  February 
1792,  by  Lieutenant  Roderick 
Mackenzie,  in  a  vols.  vol.  I."  is 
chiefly  confined  to  a  profeffional 
defcription  of  the  events  of  the 
war,  which  appear  to  be  recorded 
with  fidelity  and  impartiality,  and 
accompanied  by  every  neceflary 
voucher.  In  this  view  it  is  valua- 
ble as  a  book  of  reference  for  ttie 
future  hiftorian,  notwithftanding 
that  it  may  not  prove  very  in- 
terefting  to  general  readers.  We 
cannot  avoid  noticing,  however, 
that  among  the  incidental  reflec- 
tions which  occur  in  it,  we  meet 
with  the  moft  fevere  and  indif- 
crimioate  inveftives  againfl  the 
charaAer  of  the  Hindoos,  who 
have  been  proverbial  for  their  in- 
nocence and  honefty.  How  far  he 
'  is  to  be  juftified  in  drawing  a  pic- 
ture-fo  odious,  and  fo  totally  dif- 
ferent from  the  greater  part  of 
thofe  which  £uro(>eans  have  tranf- 
mittcd  from  the  eall,  we  will  leave 
his  readers  to  determine  from  the 
evidence  on  which  he  builds  his 
aiiertions,  and  the  counter-evi- 
dence fupplied  by  the  able  writings 
of  fuch  of  his  contemporaries  ss 
have  attentively  (hidied  the  genius 
and  manners  of  that  people. 

**  The  Hiflor>^  of  the  Campaign 
of  1792,  between  the  Armies  of 
France  under  Generals  Dumourier, 
Valence,  &c.  and  the  Allies  under 
the  Duke  of  Brunfwick,  &c<;.  by 
J.  Monev,  iMarcchal  dc  Camp  in 
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tlic  Service  of  Louis  XVl,"  is  the 
produftion  of  a  gentleman  who  is 
3.  lieutenant  colonel  on  the  Englifh 
eftablifhment,  and  who  was  led  to 
offer  his^fervices  to  France,'  at  the 
commencement  of  the  rupture  with 
^uflria,  from  a  defire  of  improv- 
ing himfelf  in  his  profeflion.     His 
abilities  and  experience  as  an  offi- 
cer procured  him  .the  rank  above- 
mentioned,  under  general  Dillon, 
^v-ho     commanded    the    advanced 
guard  of  Dumourier*s  army  in  the 
celebrated    actions    which    termi- 
nated in  the  retreat  and  difgrace  of 
the  duke  of  Brunfwick.     From  his 
lixuation,  therefore,  he  had  the  beft 
opportunities  of  becomingaccufate- 
ly  acquainted  with  the  circumltances 
o/that  memorable  campaign,  which 
he   relates   with    impartiality    and 
franknefs,   in  an  eafy  and  unem- 
barrafled  flyle.     To  military  gen- 
tlemen, and  to  the  hiftorian,  colo- 
nel  Money's   hiftory   will    afford 
inuch   gratification;  while   it  will 
fiipply  readers  in  general  with  im- 
portant information  relative  to  a 
very  interefting  period,  and  with  cu- 
rious anecdotes  of  the  French  fol- 
diery,  and  of  the  mod  confpicuous 
chara<5lers  in  the  fcene  which -he 
delineates. 

Of  the  merit  of  the  "  Impartial 
Hiftory  of  the'  late  Revolution  ia 
France,  from  its  Commencement 
to  the  Death  of  the  Queen,  and  the 
Execution  of  the  Deputies  of  the 
pironde  Pf^rty,  in  two  volumes,"  it 
would  be  highly  improper  in  us  to 
exprefs  any  opinion,  as  a  con  fid  er- 
able  portion  of  it  has  already  ap- 
peared in  our  Britifli  and  Foreign 
Hiftory  for  the  years  1791,  1792, 
and  1793.  We  may,  however, 
without  the  fmalleft  offence  againft 
decorum,  mention  from  the  adver- 
tifement,  that  thofe  pages  were 
originally  written  with  a  view  to  a 
ftparate  publication  i  that  the  hif- 


tory in  the  prcfcnt  Volumes  appears 
in  an  improved  and  corredecfftatci 
that  the  caufes  of  the  revohition 
are  alfo  developed  in*  an  introduc- 
tory chapter ;  that  the  narrative  i© 
continued  to  the  prefent  time,  as 
well  as  the  fcattercd  and  imperfe6k 
materials  which  have  latterly  reach- 
ed this  country  from  France  would 
permit ;  and  that  its  claims  to  im- 
partiality are  founded  on  the  au- 
thors not  being  able  to  chargjt 
themfelves  with  feeling  the  fmalleft 
biafs  to  any  party  but  that  of  truth 
and  liberty,  and  on  the  readinefs 
with  which  they  will  be  found  to 
have  marked  in  its  proper  colours, 
every  cenfurable  adion,  whoever 
were  the  authors  or  a<ftors. 

The  «'  Hiftorical  and  Moral 
View  of  the  Origin  and  Frogrefe 
of  the  French  Revolution,  and  the 
Effeifl  it  has  produced  in  Europe, 
by  Mary  Wollftonecraft,  vol.  I." 
rs  the  produdion  of  a  writer  who 
pofleftts  a  vigorous  and  well  in^ 
formed  mind,  habituated  to  r?- 
^e£tion,  and  to  entertain  liberal 
and  compreheniive  views  of  policy 
and  morals.  It  commences  with  in- 
troductory obfervations  on  the  pro- 
gfefs  of  fociety,  iamd  the  necciBty 
of  political  difcuflion  to  correft 
the  errors  of  former  times ;  and  oi\ 
the  caufes  which  in  France  have 
lately  concurred  to  awaken  an  at- 
tention to  the  philofophy  of  go- 
vernment, and  to  difpofe' the  minds 
of  the  people  to  throw  oIF  the  yoke 
of  defpotiim .  After  thefe  obferva. 
tions,  Mrs.  Wollftonecraft  enters  on 
the  reign  of  Louis  XVI ;  developes 
the  caufes  of  the  misfortunes  of 
that  prince;  and  felefts  fuch  cir- 
cumltances and  events  as  prefent 
a  jult  and  ftriking  pi<5ture  of 
the  grievances  which  fubfifled  in 
France  prior  to  the  revolution. 
The  reader  is  afterwards  pre- 
fented  with  animated  and  intereft- 
ing 
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W  Tcprefentatlons  of  the  various 
efforts  of  rifing  freedom,  and  the 
ftrnggles  of  expiring  tyranny,  fro.n 
the  commencement  or  the  national 
aflembly,  to  the  removal  of  the 
aflembly  and  king  to  Paris ;» with 
obfervations  on  the  occurrences 
ivhidh  took  place  during  that  pe- 
riod, and  ftri6hjres  on  the  afts 
and  decrees  of  the  conftituent 
body.  Thefc  fubjeds  of  hiftory 
and.difcuffionrour  author  examines 
with  a  calm  and  philofophic  eye; 
and  fuggefts,  as  flie  goes  along,  a 
variety  of  important  reflections 
v^hich  merit  the  attention  of  poli- 
ticians of  every  party,  and  ftatef- 
nien  of  every  country.  The  ft^Ie 
of  this  work,  with  the  exception 
of  fome  obfcurities  occafioned  by 
the  too  frequent  recurrence  of  me- 
taphorical and  figurative  language, 
is  peculiarly  energetic  and  impref- 
five. 

**  The  Hiftory  of  the  Clergy 
during  the  French  Revolution,  by 
■  the'Abb^  Barruel,**  is  employed  in 
an  endeavour  to  excite  the  indigna- 
tion of  the  Engiifh,  to  whom  it  is 
addreiled,  againft  the  perfons  in 
power  in  France,  by  drawing  a 
ihocking  pifture  of  the  horrors 
that  have  been  perpetrated  in  that 
country,  and  by  detailing  the  fe- 
ver ities  which  have  befen  exercifed 
againll  the  nonjuring  priefts,  whom 
the  author  holds  out  in  the  light  of 
confeflbrs,  martyrs,  and  faints. 
Many  of  the  ftories  which  he  has 
ColIe(fted  are,  probably,  true, 
though  related  whh  every  circum- 
i^ance  6f  aggravation.  Others  of 
them  are  lo  wonderful  and  extra- 
ordinarv,  and  at  the  fame  time 
So  entirelv  unfupported  by  any 
ihadow  of  rational  proof,  that  we 
can  clafs  them  only  with  the  le- 
gendary  miracles  of  the  church  of 
Kome.  Thofe  unenlightened  ca- 
tholics who  vet  retain  a  fu&ciem 


portion  of  credulity  to  believe  tbtf 
latter,  may  fwallow  the  former; 
but  by  confident  proteftants  tbcy 
will  be  pronounced'  etjually  inad- 
miiiible. 

The  "  Domcftic  Aaecdotes  of 
the    Freilch    Nation,    during   the 
laft  thirty  years,  indicative  of  the 
French   Revolution,"   ate  cnriaus 
and  interefting.      The  objed    of 
them  iSr  to  point  out  tne  fecret 
caufes  which  have  led  to  that  me- 
morable epocha  in  the  annals  of 
the  world,  by  holding  up  to  view 
fome  of  &e  mod  ftnking .  features 
of  the  philofophers,  the  cfergy,  and 
the  court,  and  in  th6  manners  atui 
literatureof  the  country;  in  which 
may  be  traced  the  grad.ual  rife  and 
infenfible  operation  of   a   fyfiem 
which,  to  perfqns  unaccuftomed  to 
clofe  refearch,  and  cxtcniive  fpc- 
culation,  appeared    to  burft  into 
inftantaneous  exille^ce.     To  ac- 
compliib  this  obje£t,  the  compikr» 
profefs  to  have  given  into  an  cx- 
centric  courfe  ot  reading,  not  only 
of  printed  books,  but  of  manu^ 
Coripts,  whence  they  derived  ma- 
terials which,   they  prefume,  are 
very  little  known  to  the  public;  to 
have  examined    the    multiiarious 
memoirs  of  the  day,  with  which 
the  French  nation  abounds ;  and 
to  be  themfelves  fo  well  acquainted 
with  the  greater  part  of  the  anec' 
dotes  which  they  bring  forward,  u 
to  have  fometimes  corre^ed  the 
notices  they  collefted.,  while  they 
have  added  fome  original  informa- 
tion.    Had  they  eflablilhed  the  au- 
thenticity of  their  anecdotes,  by 
fpecifying  their  particular  auihori- 
ties,  they  would  have  done  eHential 
fervice  to  the  caufe  of  truth  and 
liberty,  to  which  they  avow  their 
attachment.     But  In  their  prefent 
anonymous    and     unauthenlieated 
form,  however  ftriking  they  may 
be  in  theaifeIveS|  and  however  ap- 
propriate 
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propriate  to  the  obje6!  of  fhc  work, 
a  confiderable  part  of  their  utility 
is^  loft^  as  they  cannot  be  appealed 
to  by  the  political  fpeculatift,  or 
<juoted  by  the  hiftorian  of  the 
times. 

«*Thc  Hlftory  of  the  Puritans, 
&c..by  Daniel  Neal,  M.  A.  a  New 
Edition,  revifed,  corrected,  and  en- 
larged^  by  Jofliua  Toulmin,  A.  M. 
Vol.  I.**  is  part  of  a  republication 
which  is  peculiarly  acceptable,  on 
account  of  the  intrinfic  merit  and 
fearctty  of  (he  original,  and  the 
well  Icnown  qualifications  of  the 
editor  for  the  tafk  which  he  has 
undertaken.  Mr.  Toulmin  ^<  has 
taken  no  other  liberty  with  the 
original  text,  than  to  call  into 
notes  fome  papers  and  lifts  of 
names,  which  appeared  to  him  too 
much  to  interrupt  the  naxrative. 
This  alteration  in  its  form  promifes 
to  render  it  more  pleaiing  to  the 
eye,  and  more  agreeable  to  the  per- 
nfal.  He  has,  where  he  could  pro- 
cure the  works  quoted,  which  in 
mod  inftances  he  has  been  able  to 
do,  examined  and  corrected  the  re- 
ferences, and  fo  afcertaintd  the 
fairnefs  and  accuracy  of  the  au- 
thorities. He  has  reviewed  the 
animadverfions  of  bifliops  Mad- 
doxand  Warburton,  and  Dr.  Grey, 
and  given  the  refuit  of  his  fcruti- 
ny  in  notes  ;  by  which  the  credit 
of  the  author  is  eventually  efta- 
blifhed.  He  has  not  fuppreffed 
ftridures  of  his  own,  where  he  con- 
ceived there  was  occa/ion  for  them. 
It  has  been  his  aim,  in  condu(fting 
this  work  through  the  prcfs,  to 
fupport  the  charafter  of  the  dili- 
^nt,  accurate,  impartial  editor." 

10  this  character  we  think  he  has 
an  indifputable  claim.  Prefixed  to 
this  volume,  we  find  Memoirs  of 
tht*  Life  of  Mr.  Neal,  drawn  up 

from  his  funeral  fcrmoii,  preached 
by  Dr^  Jcnoings,  and  a  manufcript

his  fon  Nathaniel  Neal  Efq. 

"  The  Hiftory  of  the  Church  of 
Chrift.  vol.  I.  containing  the  Three 
Firft  Centuries,  by  Jofeph  Milner, 
M,  A."  is  written  on  a  new  plan. 
The  author .  means  not  to  enter 
with  any  nicety  inro  an  account  of 
the  rites  and  ceremonies  and  fonxis 
of  government  of  the  ancient  Chrif- 
tian  churches,  much  left  into  their 
fecular  hiftory.  **  No  doubt/* 
fays  he,  "  fome  more  ancient  vo- 
luminous church  hiftorians,  as 
well  as  IVfoiheim  in  his  Compen-  i 
dium,  have  given  us  much  ufeful 
information  ;  and  if  one  can  look 
on  them  as  civil  hiftorians  altoge- 
ther, they  are  not  to  be  blamed. 
Had  they  incorporated  into  their 
fecular  narratives,  an  account  of 
the  progrefs  of  godlinefs  itfelf,  I 
Ihould  not  have  dared  to  reprehend 
Aem  as  ecclefiafticaK  hiftoriaha*'* 
It  is  the  hiftory  of  the  men  who 
have  been  real^  not  merely  tumitud 
Chriftians,  that  the  author  propofe»' 
to  write,  and  to  admit  notliing  inta 
it  but  what  belongs  to  Chrift'sTiii^- 
dom,  and  to  celebrate  genuine  pic* 
ty  alone.  Such  a  work  muft  ne- 
ceflarily  be  partial  and  defedive. 
And  however  ufeful  and  valuable 
it  may  be  thought  by  the  pious 
Chriftian  who  embraces  the^  lenti- 
ments  of  high  orthodoxy,  it  will 
afford  little  information  to  the  ftu- 
dent  in  the  hiftory  of  mankind, 
and  the  enquirer  after  truth,  who* 
wiihes  to  become  acquainted  with 
the  rife  and  progrefs  of  Chriftiani- 
ty,  and  to  trace  the  corruptions 
which  were  gradually  incorporated 
into  it  from  the  dogmas  of  pagan- 
ifm,  and  its  connexion  with  the 
civil  power.  Wlien  the  author 
occafionally  digrefles  from  his  plan, 
he  adopts  the  intemperate  language 
of  fome  of  the  ancient  ecclefiaftical

8toeVer,  Ph.  D.  tranilated  from  the 
Original  German,  by  JofephTrapp, 
A.  M."  The  original  of  this  work, 
wt  are  informed,  has  been  read 
upon  the  continent,  with  an  av]« 
dity  bordering  upon  enthufiafm. 
Aad  It  mud  be  acknowledged  that 
the  author  has  exercifed  the  moft 
indefutigabie  literary  diligence,  to 
reader  it  worthy  of  fuch  a  favour- 
able reception.  Befides  a  careful 
and  minute  *  examination  of  up- 
wards of  thirty  .biographical  trea- 
tiies  reibedling  the  Swedifh  lumi- 
nary, Dr.  Stoever  was  fupplied 
with  much  original  information, 
by  many  perfons  of  coniiderable 
literary  eminience,  to  whom  he 
makes  due  acknowledgments  ;  and 
he  was,  like  wife,  fo.  fortunate  as  to 
collet  from  the  furviving  pupils 
of  Linnaeus,  many  valuable  fads, 
which  would,  in  all  probability, 
otherwife  have  been  loft.  With 
thefe  materials  he  has  compofcd  a 
work  which,  by  tracing  that  extra- 
ordinary character  through  the  fe- 
veral circumftances  of  his  life,  and 
the  regular  advances  which  he 
made  in  fcicnce,  and  Uterarv  repu- 
tation, will  J^ratify  the  curittity  of 
a  great  number  of  readers,  ar.d  be 
particularly  acceptable  to  the  lov- 
ers of  natural  hi  (lory.  To  this 
narrative  are  added  biographical 
particulars  of  the  life  of  profeflbr 


Charles  Linnaeus  jun.  who  fnc- 
ceeded  his  father  in  the  academical 
chair,  but  was  prematurely  fnatch- 
«d  away  when  promifing  to  open 
his  career  with  iplendor.  Dr.  Stoe-* 
rer  has  alfo  annexed  a  curious 
Wftory  of  the  fale  of  the  Linnaean 
colle^ion,  from  a  letter  of  Dr. 
Smith,  the  prefident  of  the  Lin- 
naran  fociety  of  London,  who  was 
the '^fortunate  purchafer;  and  a 
hft  of  the  writings  of  Linnseus, 
which  he  has  fpared  no  pains  or 
labour  to  render  as  complete  and 
fatisfa6lory  as  poffible.  We  can- 
not bcltow  any  great  ihare  of 
praife  upon  the^tranflation,  with 
rcfpedl  either  to  elegance,  or  ac-J 
curacy. 

The  next  work  which  calls  for 
our  attention,  is  •*  the  Life  of  Tho- 
mas Ruddiman,  A.  M.  to  which 
are  fubjoined  New  Anecdotes  of 
Buchanan,  by  George  Chalmers^ 
F.  R.  S.  S.  A."  In  this  pro* 
du6lion,  the  author  has  agreeably 
Intermixed  witli  the  incidents  c^ 
Ruddiman's  life,  a  hiftory  of  thd 
progrefs  of  grammatical  learning 
in  Scotland,  from  the  carlieft  ac^ 
counts ;  a  curious  hiftory  of  newf- 
papers,  from  the  time  of  queen 
Elizabeth  to  the  year  1792;  anti^ 
quarian  refearches  relative  to  the 
hiftory  of  Scotland;  and  biogra- 
phical notices  of  -  Ruddiman  *« 
friends,  and  literary  connexions. 
On  thcfc  different  topics,  he  ha^ 
fupplied  the  curious  reader  with 
much  information  and  entertains 
ment.  The  new  anecdotes  of  Bu- 
chanan, which  Mr.  Chalmers  has 
fubjoined,  are  intended  to  defend 
Ruddiman  again  ft  the  cenfurets 
which  have  been  pafted  by  diffei^ 
cnt  writers,  on  the  pf trace  and 
notes  to  his  edition  of  Buchanan^ 
works ;  and  to  hold  out  the  Scot- 
tifti  hiftorian  in  the  moft  odious 
points  of  view,  as  the  feditious  in- 
ftigator  to  anarchy,  ahd  guilty  of 
F  "        ingratitude, 
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ingratitude,    meanncfs, '  falfehood, 
and  forgery.     In  this  part  of  his 

*  work  ovrr  author  appears  to  be  in- 
fluenced by  the  ftrongert  prejudices 
againft  Buchanan's  poliiical  prmci- 
ples,  and  an   evident  predilection  " 
for  thofe  do(5trines  of  Jacobitifm, 

'which  are  becoming  fafhionaWc 
amonc;  the  profeflcd  friends  to  the 
Brunlw'ick  dynafty.  The  reader, 
therefore,  will  find  it,  as  h?  may 
probably  fufpect,  wanting  in  that 
candour  and  impartiality  of  which 
the  hiftorian  and  biographer  fiiould 
never  lofe  fight ;  he  will  alfo  Hnd 

'  it  written  in  thaC  ft  vie  of  bitternefs 
and  afperity,  which  is  injurious  to 
truth,  and  difgraceful  to  criticifm. 
In  our  lad  volume,  we  gaye  an 
account  of  the  "  Memoirs  of  Gre- 
gorio  Panzani,  tranllated  from  the 
Italian  original, by  the  Rev.  Jofeph 
Berington  ;"  which  we  recom- 
mended as  containing  a  colleftion 
of  hciSj  highly  interefting  to  the 
cccleliailical  hiftorian.  We  like- 
wife  exprelTed  our  \>'arra  approba- , 
tion  of  the  candour  and  liberality 
di fc overcd  by  the  tranflator,  in 
communicating  them  to  the  public, 
and  in  the  remarks  and  fentiments 
which  he  conveyed  in  his  Intro* . 
duclion  and  Supplement.  This 
candour  and  libtrality,  as  we  fur- 
mized  would  be  the  cafe,  have  ex- 
cited the  indignation  of  the  bigot* 
ted  Roman  Catholics  againft  that 

-  gentletnan ;  one  of  whom,  the 
Rev.  Charles  Plowdcn,  has  publifli- 
ed  **  Remarks  on  a  Book,  entitled 
IMemoirs  of  Gregorio  Panzani,  pre- 
ceded by  an  Addrefs  to  the  Rev.

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Works;    The  marfner  in  wiiich  he 
Mis  compiled"  thefe  fketches  is,  in 
general,  fimple  and  pleafing,  and 
accompanied    with  pertinent    re- 
tnarks.      To  the  whole  Mr.  Todd 
has  added  a  catalogue  of  the  manu- 
fcripts  in  the  library,  which  will 
be  principally  of  fervjce  to  the  of- 
ficers in  the  church  of  Canterbury. 
«<  The  Life  of  John  Hunter,  by 
JctTe  Foot,  Surgeon,"  contains  a 
critique  on  the  chara(5tcrand  works 
bf '^at  celebrated  anatomill,  by  one 
of/'the  profeffion.who  boldly  at- 
tacked lome  of  his  leading  opi- 
niofis  during  his  life-time';     and 
now  publi flies  this  work  to  "  en- 
lighten   the    blind  admiration  of 
thofe  who  never  having^  read  a  fin- 
gle  line   he  has  written,  belieyed 
him  to  have  been  the  firft  furg'eon 
of  his  time;    and  to  Inform  the 
implicit^   but  2^lous  piij)ll,  who 
relying  on  the  truth  and  integrity 
0^f  hii  mafter,  without  cpnfulting 
his  own  undcrftrmdlng,  was  per- 
luaded,  that  the  lateft  illfcoveries 
•  and  neweft  opinions  of  John  Hunt- 
er could  not  be  Yound  already  re- ' 
giftered  in  former  al/thob."    This 
work  U  divided  inro  four  parts. 
The  firrt  part  commences  with  his 
ftudying  in  the  fchool  of  anatomy, 
Under  *l)isr  brother^  and  includes  an 
account  of,  the  iontfovtrfies  with 
profeflbr  Monro,  and  Mr.   Pott, 
and.  the  other  tranfaftfons  of  his 
life  to  the  vcar  1^60.'    The  fecond 
part  contams  an  account  of  his  ex- 
tt;ance  into  the  army,  with  confe- 
quent  tranfaftlons  to  the  year  1 770, 
and  a  caialoj^uC  of  all  I!&r.  Hunt- 
er's publications.  '  The  third  part 
confifts  of  explanatory  remarks  on 
all  hU  various  prodil^'ion^  in  natu- 
ral hiftoryi  anatomy,  and  furgery. 
In  the  foiJrth  part  we'are  prefenred 
with  the  feries  of  tranfaftions  from 
the  year  1 770,  to  the  cloCe  of  Mr* 
HUnter'(  Ufe;  an  account  of  thie 


progrefs  and  arrangement  X)F  his 
muieum;  and  anecdotes  of  th« 
author,  with  a  Ihort  fketch  of  his 
charader.  On  the  juftice  and 
merit  of  the  greater  part" of  the' 
ftridtiires  and  ciiticifms  in  this 
work,  we  muft  leave  profeffional 
iften  to  decide.  We  cannot  help 
obfcrving,  howcvef,  that  Mr.  Foot'^ 
narrative  '  appears  throughout  to 
be  tin6tured  by  a  degree  of  preju- 
dice againft  Mr.  Hunter,  which 
fhould  feem  to  have  difqualified 
him  for  the  office  of  an  impartial 
biographer.  Hi^  abilities  and  vir- 
tues mud  indeed  have  be^n  very 
"  thin  and  (hadowy,"  if  he  wafe 
not  entitled  to  higher  encomiums 
than  win  be  found  ip  the  volume 
before  us.  Mr.  Fo6t's  pcrf<^rmance 
is,  upon  the  whole,  well  v/ritten, 
notwithftanding  that  it  is  occafion- 
ally  obfcure  and  i:iaccilr.^!c. 

The  •*  Memoirs  of  Genei  li  Du* 
mourier,  written  by  himfjf,  traaf- 
lated  by  John  Feiiwick,  Paits  I; 
and  11."  conflitutc  a  publication 
which  cannot  but  be  highly  inter- 
efting,  on  account  of  tne' talents 
>«rhich  that  celebrated .  charadef 
has  dif^layed  in  the  cabinet  and  iil 
the  field,  and  hh  fubfequcut  change 
0/  Circum dances';  which  atreiled 
the  attention  of  all  Euro^ie.  To 
thefe  memoirs  is  prefixed  a  brief 
account  of  his  life,  exirac^ed  from 
a  letter  to  a  friend.  The  bodv  of 
the  work  contains,  in  tvvetuv»nine 
chapters,  a  view  of  the  rfate  of 
things  in  France,  particularly  with 
refpe^l  to  the  jirmiei;  an  account 
of  the  different  parties  in  the  con- 
vCntiort,  with  the  ch.lrafters  of 
the  priiidpal  melnbers  j  the,  mca-^ 
furfts  purfued  by  him  tr>  coujiteratft 
the  'plans  of  the  Jacobins,  and  to 
fcrve  the  king;  his  endeavours  to 
preferve  peacd  with  England  and 
•  Holland  ;  his  account  ol  the  dif» 
fer^nt  campaign$  In  which  he  was 
f  A  tngagtdy 
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engaged,  particularly  that  of  1793, 
with  the  arreft  of  the  commiffion- 
cis;  and  much  other  matter  of 
which  the  outlines  arc  too  multi- 
farious to  be  analyzed  by  us.  Du- 
mourier's  object  in  this  work  is 
to  prove,  that  he  had  always  fixed 
principles  and  a  determhied  cha- 
rade r  ;  to  convince  men  of  elevat- 
ed and  upright  minds,  that  he  was 
influenced  in  all  his  tranfaiftions  by 
a  fmcere  regard  to  the  conftitution 
of  1789,  and  a  wifh  to  fcrve  his 
country,  and  infure  general  tran- 
quillity to  Europe ;  and  that  any 
apparent  inconfiflencies  in  his  con- 
:du£t  are  to  be  rcfolved  into  his 
uniform  oppofitlon  to  republicans 
and  roya!^i{ls.  Notwirhftanding  that 
we  cani>^t  avoid  being  fceptical 
with  rerpe(5l  to  the  purity  of  his 
motives,  and  confider  his  hiitory 
as  holding  out  an  inflru<5live  Icfibn 
to  thofe  whofe  predominant  paf- 
lions  are  ambition  and  vanity  ;  we 
are  neverthelefs  ready  to  acknow- 
ledge, that  he  has  employed  great 
ingenuity  in  vindic/tion  of  his 
character  and  G0ndu<^.  As  a  col- 
lection of  linking  fa^ts,  relative 
not  only  to  the  hero  of  the  flory, 
but  to  a  very  important  and  event- 
ful period  in  thchiflory  of  the  pre- 
f^-nt  war,  thefe  Memoirs  merit  the. 
ferious  attention  of  the  politician 
and  hiftorian,  and  will,  doubtlefs, 
be  appealed  to  by  pofterity.  How 
far  they  will  enable  poflerity  to  de- 
cide on  the  comparative  guilt  of  the 
French  and  of  the  allies,  in  being  the 
caufes  of  the  complicated  horrors 
which  have  covered  tlii?  face  of 
Europe,  we  will  leave  the  difpaf- 
fionate  reader  to  judge.  Mr^  Fen- 
wick's  tranflation,  though  upon 
the  whole  faithful  to  the  fenft  of 
the  original,  bears  marks  of  inat- 
tention and  precipitancy. 

«  The  Life  of  J.  P.  Briflot,  De- 
puty from'  Eure  and  J^oire^'to  the' 


National  Convention,  uritten  by 
himfelf,  zrid  tranflated  from  thSr 
French,**  is  an  iiiterefting  pnblica- 
tion,  and  is  recommended  by  evert 
internal  evidence  (jf  autheoticity. 
It  contains  an  ingenious  and  fpi- 
rited  defence  of  one  of  the  ablcil 
and  bell  chara<^ers  wbo^ere  en- 
gaged in  planning  aod  bringing 
about  the  French  rcvolutltmagaioft 
the  attacks  of  his  enemies,  who  ac- 
cufcd  him  of  being  corrupted  by 
foreign  powers;  and  (heurs,  that  in 
the  whole  courfe  of  .  his  life  h» 
bad  been  uniformly  influenced  br 
principles  of  pure  moral itv,  aad 
genuine  patriotifm.  It  throws 
much  light,  likewife,  on  the  views 
of  the  diirerent  parties  who  have 
by  turns  fuccceded  to  the  poflef- 
fion  of  power  in  France,  On  thete 
accounts  it  is  well  worthy  of  at- 
tention ;  and  more  efpecially,  as 
the  confpicuoTis  part  which  BrilTot 
a<5lcd  on  the  fcene,  fubfequently  to 
its  publication,  has  attached  con- 
fiderable  celebrit}^  to  his  name  in 
#he  public  annals  of  his  country. 

The  "New  Biographical  Di<fHon- 
ary^or  Pocjcet  Compendium,  con- 
taining a  brief  Account  of  the 
Lives  and  Writings  of  the  moft 
eminent  Perfons  in  every  Age  and 
Nation,''  is  a  comprchcnfive  Httle 
work,  drawn  up  with  much  can- 
dour, and  in  a  piealing  ftyle.  We 
recommend  it  fo  thofe  readers  who 
have  little  opportunity  for  confuit- 
ing  larger  biographical  treatifcs, 
and  who  wifii  to  obtain  fome  ge- 
neral information  concerning  the 
moft  confpicuous  chai^ftcrs^  who 
from  their  flations  or  talents  hare 
commanded  the  attention  of  the 
world,  and  whofe  names  frequently 
occiur  in  the  page  of  hiftory. 

Among  the  publications  of  the 
year  which  are  to  be  reft^rred  to

planatipa  pf  the  (acred,  edifices  of 
Hmdoi^  and  EgypU  i^  whicfi 
he  "takes  Tavernier,  NQrden,  Pa- 
cocke,.  Greaves,  Volney^  and  Sava- 
Iry^  for  Jbts  guides,  interfperfing 
their  accounts  with  ingeniQus  ob- 
fervations  of  his'  own,  and  int.o- 
.ducing  a  curious  difquifitipn  pn  the 
origin  and  prpgrefs  of  architeflure, 
confidered  with  reference  to  thp 
agronomical  and  mythological  nq- 
tioos  of  the  ancients,  and  on  thie 
.earlieft  ibecies  of  oriental  archlteic- 
ture«  We  cannot  but  remark) 
however,  that  Mr.  Mi^ui^ce  groM^s 
mom  .inattentive  to  arrangement 
and  order,  and  betrays  a  greater 
diipojStion  to  indulge  to  conjec- 
ture and  hypotheiis,  as  he  proceeds 
in  hi)  work.  The  former  fault 
he  will  dpubtlels  corred  in  a  new 
edition,  which  we  hope  the  encou- 
ragement of  the  public  will  foen 
demand*  The  latter  feeros  to  have 
taken  fuch  (irm  pofTef&on  of  his 
Inind,  and  is  fo  conceded  with 
what  now  appears  to  be  an  eJen- 
tial  part  of  his  plan,  viz.  to  iliew 
that  the  fymbols  of  the  Chriflian 
.religion  were  immemorially  ufed 
.fUQoag  tbe  idolatries  of  Afia,  that 
'we  defpair  of  feeing  his  work  fo 
modelled  as  to  meet  with  our  en- 
tire app^bation.  That  we  do  not 
lightly  mi^ke  this  remark,  a|id  that 
it  does  not  proceed  from  any  opi- 
juon  of  our  own  with  refped  to 
.  thje  commonly  received  dodlrine, 
we  .think  thole  difj^ailionate  read* 


ers  will  admit,  who  attend  to  the 
fpecies  of  proofs  which  he  allduc^^ 
for  the  truth  of  the  do6lrine  of  the 
Trinity,  drawn  from  the  fephirotb 
or  three  fuperior  fplendors  of  the 
Jewifli  Cabala  ;  from  the  dogmas 
of  Oriental  theolqgy  which  were 
heM  above  a  thoufand  years  beforp 
Plato  was  born;  and  from  th^ 
monftrous  fuperftitiou  of  the  Hin- 
doos. Thefe  proofs  occupy  '  tkh  ' 
whole  of  the  I  Vth  and  a  confider  - 
able  part  of  the  Vth  volumes,  and 
abound  in  afTertionand  declamation ; 
but  are  very  defeftive  in  point  of 
rational  argument.  We  are  ihdeed 
re^dy  to  acknowledge  Qurfelves|b 
be  of  the  number  of  thofe  "  timid 
Chriftians."  who  (hould  have  been 
furprifed,  if  from  fuchfources  wc 
could  have  traced  any  prii^ciples  pf 
pure  Chriftian  theolog}'.  Ihdepen- 
'  dently,  however,  of  the  tedious  dif- 
cufiion  in  which  his  fondnefs  for  hy-' 
pothefis  involves  our  author,  thefe 
volumes  will  afford  information 
and  entertainment  to  the  reader  ; 
in  the  accounts  which  they  contai|i 
of  the  do£lrines  and  fuperfiitioi|s 
rites  of  the  Brahmins,  and  the  pro-  ^ 
grefs  of  the  candidates  through  tl^ 
different  degrees  of  Hindoo  proba- 
tion ;  the  my lleries  of  M  ithras,  and 
tbe  fcverities  cxercifed  on  thofc 
who  were  initiated  into  them ;  aqd 
the  horrible  penances  voluntarily 
fubmitted  to  oy  the  devotees  of  Jfn- 
dia.  From  the  clofe  of  our  author-s 
preface  we  are  led  to  expeft  foon 
a  fixth  volume  of  this  u^ork,  which 
is  to  contain  diftind  and  cxtenfive 
diflertations  On  t^ie  celebrated  ooda 
of  laws,  the  mod  ancient  iv.rm  of 

fovernment,  and  the  literature  of 
iindodan*  In  thefe  diflertations 
we  expeft  that  we  fliall  accompany 
the  author  with  more  untnixed 
pleafure  than  the  prefent  volumes 
bav^  afforded  us^  and  that  we  fliall 
find  greater  reafon-tp  exprefs  our

ing  the  track  which  the  celebrated 
A^ican  purfued,  in  hit  marchrfrom 
Gaul  to  Italy.  In  a  variety  of 
difcui!ions«and  digreffions,  in  which 
he  has  given  his  known  learning, 
antiquarian  ikill,  and  ima^nation 
full  play,  he  condu{>8  his  hero 
f^om  Lauriol,  in  Dauphin^,  where 
he  pafT^  the  Rhone,  to  L.yons  ;

The  ♦*  Dcfente  of  the  Scott 
Highlanders  in  general,  dec.  with 
>  New  and  fttlsfeftory  Account  of 
the  Pias,  Scots,  Flngal,  Offian, 
&c.  and  feveral  other  particiilan 
refpedling  the  high  Antiquities  of 
Scotland,  by  the  Rev.  John  Lanne 
Buchanan,^  is  defigned  to  contro- 
vert feveral  portions  in  Mr;  Pin- 
kerton's  Enquiry  into  the  Hiilory 
of  Scotland :  particularly,  that  th» 
Pias  fpake  the  Gothic  tongofe,  and 
not  the  Gaelic  ^  th^t  no  Druids 
ever  dwelled  northward  of  Wales; 
and  th<>fe  which*  aflert  the  tardv 
converfion  of  the  Pifts  toChrifn- 
anity .  Whatever  be  the  troth  oi\ 
thefe  points;  we  cannot  fay  that  our 
author  is  a  fbrmidabte  antagoni^ 
to  Mr,  Pinkerton.  To  argument 
he  has  few  pretenfions;  and  fHll 
fewer  to  candour  and  urbanity.

The  *f  Two  Letters  on  the  Ori. 
gin.  Antiquity,  and  Hiftory  of 
Norman  Tiles,  ftained  with  Ar*no* 
rial, Bearings,  &c.  by  John  Hen- 
liiker  Major,  Efq,  M.  A,  F.'  R.  S. 
S.  A/*' win  be  efteemed  curious  by 
the  adepts  in  heraldic  lore ;  but 
we  do  not  perceive  to  what  im- 
portant or  iatereiling  obje6^  the 
autho^oaa  apply  the  lubje^s  of  bis 
inveftigationa.  The  utmoft  that 
we  can  learn  from  thefe  letters  is, 
that  tbe  tilea  which  they  defcribe 
once  ^med  part  of  the  pavement 
of  one  of  the  halb  of  the  convent 
of  St.  Stephen,:  in  the  capital  of 
lower  Normandy,  and  tliat  they 
were  probably  the  armoriai  bear- 
ings of  fome  of  the  fujperftitious 
nQblemen,  whoaflifted  in  founding 
or  endowing  that  religious  houfc.  > 

The  next  publication  which 
calls  for  our  notice  is,  a  eontinua* 
tion  of  the  Bibiiothcca  Typogra- 
phica  Britannica,  entitled  «  Mif- 
cella^eous  Antiq^i^s,"  Nos.  I.

biographical  liocices  of  Obadiah 
Giewy  D,  D.  who  was  ejected  from 
the  church  of  St.  Michael,  in  Co- 
ventry, by  the  a(5^  of  uniforinit)', 
and  of  his  fon  Nehemiah  Grew, 
M,  D.  who  was  well  knowa  iii 
Lpndoni  where  he  refided  many 
years,  as  a  phy/ician  and  an  author.

Among  the  books  of  Travels 
which  were  publiflied  during  the 
year  1 794,  we  meet  with  «*  The 
Rhine,  or  a  Journey  from  Utrecht  to 
Frankforty  Sec.  defcribed  in  a  Series 
of  Letters,  written  from  Holland 
to  a  Friend  in  England  in  the  Years 
1791,  and  1792,  by  Thomas  Co« 
gan,  M.  D.  in  a  'vok/'  Thefe 
volumes  are  the  productions  of  a 
well-informed  and  Judicious  ob<> 
ferver,  who  with  tafie  and  difcri*- 
mination  has  feleded  the  moil- 
ftriktng  obje^s  that  offered  them- 
felves«.to  his  view,  or  excited  his 
reflexions  during  hia  tour,  and 
penned  his  defcriptions  and  fenti* 
ments  with  that  unreftrained  eafe 
and  freedom  which  are  fo  intereft^ 
ing  in  epiftolarj  correfpondence. 
And,  what  renders  hb  work  more 
valuable  and  entertaining  than  the 
greater  part  of  travels  and  voyages

In 
Che  relations  and  defcriptions  which  ' 
accompany  them,  readers  of  dif- 
ferent defcriptions  will  find  enterr 
tainment. 

The  «  Supplementary  Volume 
to  the  Leiceiler(hire  Views,  con- 
taining a  Series  of  Excurflons  in 
the  Year  1 790,  to  the  Villages  and 
Places  of  Note  in  the  County,"  by 
the  fame  author,  is  prefented  to  the 
public  as  an  expreffion  of  grati- 
tude to  thoiie  who  had  been  volun- 
tary patrons  of  his  former  work. 
}t  contains  a  greater  portion  of 
defcriptioa  and  narrative,  and  a 
greater  variety  of  anecdotes  than 
were  to  be  met  with  in  that 
vohime ;  and  will  prove  not  an  un- 
pleafing  companion  to  the  traveller 
who  wiflics  to  frequent  the  rural 
fcenes,  and  learn  ^c  village  hif- 
toiy  of  Leicefter(liire»  This  vo- 
lume is  illuilrated  by  flxteen  en- 
gravings, principally  relating  to  the 
remains  or  antiquity. 

The  '<  Account  of  a  rich  IHu- 
minated  MifTal,  executed  for  John 
Puke  of  Bedford,  Regent  of  France 
under  Henry  VI.  and  afterwards  in 
^  Pofleffion  of  the  late  Duchefs 
of  Porthind,*'  brmgs  th^  reader  ac* 
ouainted  with  a  very  curious  and 
fplendid  monument  of  the  arts  in 
t{»  &fteentl|^en(ury.    t^is  J^iOM 
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pcrfons  whom  he  met  with^  which 
he  has  cotitrtved  to  explain  and 
devclopc  with  a  happy  mixtitre  of 
good  fcnfe  and  vivacity.  Dr.  Co^ 
gan  is  an  uniform  friend  to'triithy 
virtue  and  liberty ;  and  has  iiigeni- 
oufly  introduced  anecdotes  into 
his  work,  to  iUuftrate  the  value  of 
rhofe  bieffings.  The  principal 
places  in  the  firft  volume,  at  which 
the  Dr.,.arrcfts  tiic  progrefs  of  the 
reader  for  any  confiderable  time, 
are  Cievea,  Dufl^eldorff,  and  Co- 
logne ;  at  which  places  he  has  op- 
portunities .of  affording  unaffeded 
difplays  of  his  knowledge  and 
good  tafte,  of  the  warmth  and 
energy  with  which  he  can-  com- 
meno  jioble  and  generous  adions, 
and  of  the  good-humoured  iatire 
he  can  make  ufe  of  in  expofmg  the 
fupcrllition  and  follies  of  mankind. 
In  the  fecond  volume  he  condu6ts 
us  to  Bonn,  Coblentz^;  Mentz,  and 
Frankfort..  -  At  Menu  he  is  enga- 
ged in  a  curious  difqiiifition  on  the 
invention  of  printing,  the  lionour 
©f  which  he  awards  to  Laurence 
Coder  of  Haarlem  ;  and  at  Frank- 
fort, in  a  defcription  of  the  cere- 
monies obferved  at  the  coronation 
of  the  emperor,  and  a  very  enter- 
taining account  of  that  part  of  the 
annual  fair  which  relates  to  the  in- 
terefts  and  hiitory  of  literature  in 
(Jerniany.  The  reft  of  this  vo- 
lume is  employed  in  a.  detail  of  the 
author's  palVage  down  the  Rhine, 
which  abounds  in  animated  defcrip- 
tions,  juil  remarks,  and  genuine 
pleafantry.  This  work  is  orna- 
mented with  twenty-four  acqUu 
tiiua  views  of  the  moft  piclurefque 
fcenery  on  the  banks  of  the  Rhine. 
The  *'  Letters  during  a  Tour 
through  Germany,  Switzerland, 
ai.d  Italy,  in  the  Years  1791  and 
i-^ii'with  Reflexions  on  the 
IVIanners,  Literature,  and  Religion 
of  ti^ofc  Countries,  by  ^ob^ri  Gray, 


.  A.  M,"  arc  th<  produAions  of.< 
tn  auth&r  already  well  known  to 
the  publiQ  as  a  icarced  divine,  zni 
who  is  careful  to  prcfervc  the  dig- 
nity becoming  that  charader  wh  Je 
he  claims  their  acquaintance  as  a 
traveller.  Thofe  who  travel  with 
him,  will  "  find  him  at  leaft  harm- 
kfsj  picking  up  no  fcraps  of  in- 
fidelity,  collecting  na  traiU  of 
foreign  politics.  If  he  advert  to 
the  light  and  empty  notions  wliich 
bubbled  up  in  the  focJcties  which 
he  faw,  it  Is  only  to  point  out  their 
frivolous  and  traniient  nature.  He 
has  wifhed  to  ditt^  curiofity  to  in- 
terefting  objc^s,  and  to  enliven 
the  vacant  hours  of  life  by  in- 
offenfive  if  not  inftruftive  com- 
munications." By  fuch  obferva- 
tions  in  the  preface  the  reader  is 
prepared,  when  he  opens  this  vo- 
lume, to  fit  down  to  a  calm  and 
fober  entertainment,  from  whicb 
he  may  derive  inllruftion  and  im- 
provement, if  he  fKould  not  be 
charmed  by  beauties  of  defcription^ 
or  provoked  to  merriment  and 
laughter,  by  lively  faliies,  fpright- 
ly  anecdotes,  and  convivial  gaiety, 
And  in  fuch  an  expe^arion  be  will 
not  be  difappointed.  Mr.  Gray,  in 
pafling  over  focnts  which  have  of- 
ten been  defcribed  by  intelligent 
travellers,  felwEts  fuch  objecl^  as 
are  more  particularly  interciling  to 
a  literary  and  religious  character, 
on  which  he  makes  uftful  remarks 
and  reflections;  or  he  endeavours 
to  draw  from  the  records  oi  hiito- 
ry, particulars  which  have  efcaped 
their  attention  ;  or  to  give  an  un- 
hacknied  illuilration  of  thofe  cir^ 
cumtlances  in  the  general  man- 
ners of  the  countries  he  viiited, 
which  appeared  molt  interefting  to 
himfelf,  and  which  jnay  furniih 
fubjed  for  the  amufement  oi  a 
few  leifyrc  hours.

The  **  RamWe'thrdugh  Holland; 
France,  and  Italy,  in  2  vols.^'  is  a 
wolMc  that  has  not  mubh  pretention 
to  Inforihatton  arid  "novblty.  It  is 
rendered  entertaining^  however,  by^ 
the  interefting  ^natare  of  many  of 
the  fubje^ls  which  the  author  has 
fele^ed^for  his  reniarks,  and  the 
frc€'fprightly  hiannerin  which  they 
9re  made:  and  as  it  is  written  in 
theligJit  epiftolary'ftyle,  It  will  be 
ac<!eptable  to  a  numerous  clais  of 
readers, ' 

The  **  Two  Voyages  to  Sierra 
Leone,  duH^ng  the  Years  1791, 
1792,  4nd  1793,  in  a  Series  of 
Letters,  by  Anna  Maria  Falcon- 
bridge,"  are  written  in  a  lively  and 
plcafing  manner,  and,  as  fiir  as  we 
can  judge  from  internal  evidence, 
with  •  a  rigid  adherence  to  truth. 
They  defcribe  thp'  incidents  and 
occurrences  which  the  authorefs 
met  with  in  her  voyages,  and 
cxcurfions  in  Africa;  the  man- 
ners, cuftoms^  &c.  of  the  people 
inhabiting  the  places  fhe  vifited ; 
their  fixations'  and  qualities ;'  a 
I5rief  hiftory  of  "the  peninfula  of 
Sierra  Leone,  and  its  environs, 
which  it-was  her  intention  to  have 
ronliderabfy  enlarged,  had  not  her 
defign  beeii  anticipated  by  the  pub- 
]ica[ion  of  Tieu tenant  Matthcws's 
Voyage  to  that  cou^tiy;  and  the 
tranfac^ions  and  ptogreis  of  the  co- 
lony eftabiifhed  in  that  place. 
With  refpeft  to  the  complaints  to 
which  Mrs.  F^Tconbridge  freely 
indulges  againil  the  directors  of  the 
Sierra  Leone  company,  it  does  not 
fall  within  our  province  to  give 
any  opinion. 

Mr.  Montefiore's  ^  Authentic 
AccouX  of  tHe  late  Expedition  to 
Bulanir  on  the  Coaft'of  Africa, 
with  a  Defcription  •f  the  prefent 
S^tlfment  of  Sierra  Leone,  and 


the 'Adjacent  Cdunti^,**  gives  aii  ' 
'afFedmg  deAil  of  the  unrortuha^e 
circuniftances  which  terminated  iti  ' 
the '  difappointfnent  and  ruiti  of 
fome  of  the'firft /ptfflbtis  wh6  en- 
gaged in  a  |>Ian  for  colonizing  ofle  . 
of  the  iflahds  In  the -Rio  Grande, 
Trom  this'  accbtint  it,  appears,  that  ' 
the  plan  Was  haflily  conceived,  and 
attempted  ^o  be  put  in  pra6!ite,'  t0  * 
Tay'  theleaft^*  very  injudidouflf. 
Foi*  withbut'  aiiy  previous  di^ 
'mony'  of  purchafing  ^Bulam  from 
the  neighbouring  natives  who  oc» 
cafiohalTy  occupied  it,  they  en- 
deavoured to  euablifli  their  rigfait 
by  taking  pofleifion,  and  hofihng 
the  Britim  ^ag.  The  confeqiience 
was,  that  fome  of  the  fettiers  were 
foon  ailerwards  cut  off  by  the  in« 
habitants  of  a  neighbouring  ifland, 
and  the  refl!  obliged  t6  -€al;e  refuge 
in  a  fettfement  belonging  to  the 
Portngtiefe.  Our  author's  account 
of  the  fettlement  of  Sierra  Leone, 
agrees  in  mod  circumilanceff  with 
that  in  the  laft  mentioned  article. 

Mr.  Johanfen's  **  Account  of 
Buiam»"  or  Bulama,  according  CO 
his  orthography,  **  with  Obferva* 
tions  on  its  Clinute,  Produ^ions, 
&c.  and  an  Account  of  the  Forma- 
tion and  Frogrcfs  of  the  Biilam 
AiTociation,  and  of  the  Colony  it- 
felf,"  is  of  a  later  date  than  the 
preceding.  From  this  account  k 
appears,  that  feveral  of  the  colonifl^ 
whofe  fears  were  not  fufficiently 
powerful  to  engage  them  to  aban- 
don their  defign,  ^ofiting  frtfm' 
experience,  entered  into  a  hegocia- 
tion  with  the  Canabacs,  who  claihi* 
ed  Buiam  as  their  property,  and 
who  made  a  formd  and  fricfndly 
cefiion  of  it  for  a  fatisfafVory  con- 
fideratiori.  Subfequently  to  that 
event  a  fettlement  has  t>een  efta- 
bliihed  on  the  ifland,  which,  with 
proper  fupport,  gives  flattering 
promifes  of  final  iuccefs  to  the  un*  ' 
dertakiog.

A  Letter  of  Scraps.    One  conclu- 
iion  whif  h  will  be  drawn  from  the 
fads  which  this  able  and  obferv- 
ing  writer  has  colledcd  is  this,  that 
ujilefs   to  thofe  Engliflimen  who 
?re  habltu^cd  tQ  ajgricultural  pur- 
fuits,  and  who  can  perfonally  un-  . 
dergo  the  laboun  Cff  the  field,  or 
who  have  been  inftruded  in  fome 
one  of  the  mechanic  arts,  efnigra- 
tion  to  America  muft  prove  an  ob- 
jed  that  Ihould  very  deliberately  be 
jrefleded  ^pon  before    it  be  em- 
braced.

From  the  region  of  politics  we

the  firft  work   in   point  of  order 
that  calls  for  our  notice  is  "  Hebra- 
icae   Gr^mmatices  Rudimenta,   in 
ufum    Scholae   Weftmonafterienlis 
diligenter  rccognita.  &c."  by  Tho. 
mas    Abraham     Salmon,    M.     A. 
In  this  work  Mr.  Salmon  takes  as 
his  foundation   Bufby's  Grammar, 
^     to  which  he  has  made  confiderable 
additions  from  Buxtorf,    Bythner^ 
Leufden,  and  other  eminent  gram- 
marians,   whofe  rules  he  lias  en- 
deavoured  to  comprcfs,  and  illuf- 
trate  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  to  fiaci- 
litate  the  acquaintance  of  the  young 
ftudent  with  the  rudiments  of  the 
Hebrew  tongue.     *  Neque  omnia, 
neque  nihil'  is   his  motto.     Whe- 
ther  in  keeping  the  former  part  of, 
this    motto    in   view,    he   has   not 
fometiraes  been  too  coricife,  efpe^ 
ciallv  in  afcertaining  the  power  of 
the  different  ktters  in  pronuncia- 
tion, and  in  iliuftmting  the  differ- 
cnt  conjugations  of  the  verbs,  will 
admit  of  i'ome  difpute.     In  other 
inftances,    where    his   grammaticil 
id.as  arc  evidently  founded  on  the 
ftrucbire  of  the  Latin  tongue,   al- 
though we  cannot  fee  the  advan- 
ta-e^of  his  method  when   applied 
to  the   Cn:pleft  and  eafieft  of  all 
lan^i:agts    vet  we  mult  acknow- 
ledge that    he  is    fupported  in    it 
bv^i^h  authorities.     ^Ve  cannot, 
howe>'^er,  pafs   this,  article,    witii- 
out  bt-uowlnc:  our  warm  applaule 
on  the  learned  author,  for  his  de- 
ll rn,  and  the  labour  he  has   be- 
flrwed  upon  it;  and  we  wiih  tiiat 


it  hnay  tend  td  Tcri^c  ifl  otrr  firft 
feminaries  the  ftudy  of  a  bm^age 
which,  on  account  of  its  bc^nf  the 
medium  through  which  the  earjfft 
records  of  the  world  are  conveyed, 
muft  be  allowed  to  be  of  knpor* 
ance  to  every  man  of  letters. 

The  next  work  which  we  have 
to  announce  will  give  empl  •t'^ieTi: 
to  the  learning  and  irgemMty  of 
thofe    grammarians   who    take    a 
pleafure  in  inveftigating  the  or^jT-^ 
of  languages.     It  is  entitled  **  the 
Origination  of  the  Greek  Verb,  an 
Hypothefis,"  and  comes  fronn  thf 
pen  of  Dr.  Vincent.     His  Hyr  - 
thefis  is,  that  all  the  inflex!ons  of 
the  Greek  verbs  are  formed  froip 
one  original  verb  E  n,  in  the  ferfi 
of  to  dd^    or    to  exif.^    bv  addir.g 
that  verb  to  the  primitive  indechz- 
ablc  word,  fignifying  the  action  to 
be    denoted.

nius of  the  Greek  language.   T^cti 
who  wiih  for  a  partioilar  exph-i- 
tion  of  this  h.pothefis,  and  of  th; 
manner  in  which  it  is  fupponri, 
we  muft  refer  to  the  work  itfc: ; 
obferving  only,  that  with  retpci 
to  its  truth  and  importance,  txhe  fu- 
ture   and  ^fedulous    enquiries    r.f 
learned  grammarians  m.uft  decide. 
To  the  editor  of  **  Q.  HartL-ii 
Flacci  Opera,  cum  Variis  Le^tic-i- 
bus,    Xoiis   Variorum,   et   Ir.duc 
locupletilfimo/*     in    2    vols.    ir\t 
clailical  fcholar  owes  his  gnLtrf.l 
acknowled2,ments,  as  fach  a  per- 
formance has  long  been  a  dtfi:  er- 
ratum in  iiieroiurc.     Dr.  Qorr/rr, 
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^hofe  name  it  bear^^  appeal's  to 
have  had  confiderable  a£&uance  in 

.  colleding  and  arranging  the  mate- 
rials  of  this  work>  from  the  late 
Mr.  Henry  Homer :  but   he .  has 

^  not .  fpecified  how  far  his  obliga- 
tions to  that  gentleman  extend. 
In  the  preface  to  this  work  he  in- 
forms us,  that  in  this  edition  care 
has  been  taken  to  aiiid  the  fludies 
of  fcholars,  and  to  adorii  the  libra- 
ries of  collectors  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  fuch  notes  as  are  approved 
for  their  utility  by  learned  judges  ; 
that  Baxter'^  edition,  republiflied  by 
Gefncr,  has  been  preferred  by  him 
in  the  choice  of  his  text,  on  ac- 
coiHit  of  its  accuracy ;  that  the 
notes  which  he  has  fcle^ed,  illuf- 
trative  and  critical,  have  been 
chiefly  taken  from  the  writings  of 

^  Bentley,  Cuninghara^  Baxter,  Gcf- 
ner,  Klotzius,  Janus,  Waddelus, 
Wakefield,  and  others,  of  whom  a 
complete  catalogue  is  fubjoined; 
and  that  in  order  to  render  it  more 
perfed  he  carefully  examined  fcven 
manufcripts,  for  the  ufe  of  which 
he  was  indebted  to  the  politenefs  of 
the  curators. of  the  Britifti  Mufeum. 
After  the  abovementioned  cata- 
logue, we  meet  with  four  different 
lives  of  Horace :  one,  that  general- 
Iy,afcribed~to  Suetonius,  and  ac- 
companied with  copious  notes; 
another,  taken  from*  the  Bafil  edi- 
tion of  1527  ;  and  the  others  from 
editions  which  he  has  not  partico- 
larifed.  To  thefe  lives  fuccecd  a 
fmall  traft  de  Amicis  Horatii ;  two 
odes  publiflied  fometime  ago  from 
a  manufcript  in  the  Vatican,  and 
inferted  in  our  Regifter  for  the 
year  1789,  which  Dr.  Combe  re- 
jeAs  as  unworthy  of  Horace;  Tefti- 
nionla  antiqua  de  Horatio  ;  a  tra^t 
of  Aldus  Manutius  de  undeviginti 
Generibus  Metrorum  Horatii ;  and 
the  Metra  Horatiana,  by  Chrifto- 
phcr  \yafe.     Such  is  the  informa- 


tion which  the  editor's  preface,  and 
acurfory  view,  enable  ugto  lay  be- 
fore our  readers,  with  refpect  to 
the  contents  of  thefe  volumes. 
That  Dr.  Combe  is  entitled  to  a 
very  confiderable  fhare  of  praife 
for  the  induftry  and  learning  which 
he  has  employed  in  preparing  this 
work  for  the  public,  cannot  be 
denied  ;  and  that  it  ei'li;bits  a  vaft 
colleftion  of  valuable  i^i formation- 
and  ufeful  criticifms,  no  perfon 
will  entertain  a  doubt  who  cafts 
hi«  eye  on  the  numerous  notes 
which  it  contains,  and  the  names 
of  the  authors  from  whom  they 
have  been  feled^ed.  How  far  thefe 
fele6tions  have  been  mavie  with,* 
judgment,  and  the  editor  is.  entitled 
to  the  praife  of  accuracy  m  his 
collations  and  quotations,  can  be 
fairly  determined  only  by  thofe 
who  have  the  opportunity  of  com- 
paring the  materials  'jf  which  thefe 
volumes  confift,  with  the  original 
works  from  which  they  have  been 
taken.  The  paper  and  typogra- 
phy of  this  edition  of  Horace,  arc 
in  a  high  degree  elegant  and 
fplendid. 

The  claiScal  fcholar  will  alfo  re- 
ceive with  much  pleafure,  a  very 
beautiful  pocket  edition  of  the 
fame  interefting  poet,  in  two  vo- 
lumes, by  Mr.  Gilbert  Wakefield. 
This  gentleman,  as  well  as^  Dr. 
Combe,  has  taken  Baxter's  edi- 
tion republiflied  by  Gefner  for 
his  text ;  which  he  has  endeavoured 
to  render  as  pure  and  corretfl  as 
poflibje  by  emendations  from  Dr.. 
Bentley,' and  Mr.  Mnrkland,  and 
conj^fturcs' of  his  .own.  Thefe 
emendations  and  co4ije6lures  will, 
in  general,'  highly  approve  them* 
felves  to  the  a/iniirers  of  the  poet, 
as  they  tend  to  throw  confider- 
able light  on  the  fenfe  and  beau- 
ties of  paniculaf  pafTages  woicli,  ^s 
they  Hand  in  the  commonlv  reccrv-

p^hiical  jLtd  theolozical  bigotry, 
which  are  difgracefuT  to  a  literary 
performance.  .  . 

The  "  Literary  and  Critical  Re- 
snarks-  on  fundry  eminent  Divines 
and  Plulo&pherS  of  the  lafl  and 
prefipjot  Aoe,'*  are  the  produ^ioos 
of.  a  perlon  who ,  appears  to  be 
well  acquainted  with  the  works  of 
our  bef^  .writers  on  theological, 
moral,  critical,  and  political  fub- 
.jccls.  Bwt  though  they  are  fome- 
times  judicioys,  and  frequently  en*- 
tertai^ing,  tbe,. author  can  found 
px>  pretenfiojis  on  them  to  lite- 
rary and  P'itic^l  excellence. 

*'  The,  Piays  of  Lear  and  Cym- 
l}eUue,.by.  William  Shakfpear,  in 
two  Volumes,  with  the  Notes,  and 
liluilr^tions  of  various  Commenta- 
tors, to  which  ar$  added^  Remarks 
by  the  Editor,''  are  offered  to  the 
public  as  a  fpeciipen  of  a  more 
complete  edition  ^f  the^avourit^ 
pJays,of  oiir  bard,  than  has  hitherto 
appeared.  Tjie  principal  oh^ft  of 
^he  editor,  ior  the  execution  of 
which  he  miift  remain  folely  re-

••  Telemachus,''  by  the  &ine 
lady,  is  a  charming  love  tale,  in 
rhyme,  taken  Trpiu  toat  Dart  of  the 
poem  of  Fedelon,  which  dcfcribes' 
ttie  paifion  of  Calvpfo  for  the  fofi 
of  Ulyiles,  and.  nis  amour  with 
the  nymph  Evchiiris;'wi{k  add}^ 
tionaf  incidents^,  defcriptive  image- 
ry, and  pleafit^g  lentiments,  fup* 
piled  by  the  imagination  and  pow>> 
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m  of  the  fi^  writer*  ltd  charaKder- 
iftics  are  pathos,  eafe,  and  mC'* 
lody. 

The  two  volumes  of  "  Scottifli 
^<^gs>**  ^y  ^^'  Ritfon,  'coataiu 
fuch  pieces  as  are  already  known 
to.  collectors  of  ancient  ballads, 
neatly  printed,  and  accompanied 
with  the  miiiic.  His  principal  mo^ 
tive  in  this  publication  feems  to 
have  been,  to  pre  fen  t  thefe  fongs 
in  the  precife  itate  in  which  they 
exiiied  in  old  manufcripu  and  co* 
pic^i  before  they  rtceivtd  any  al- 
texations  from  modern  editor 9*  Ju 
performing  this  talk  he  has  fcrupu- 
loully  avoided  any  ihadoiv  of  ap- 
proach to  innovation,  ev«n  in  the 
admiiiion  of  a  prelumptive  fylla- 
ble,  or  letter,  when  the  original 
vas  expreffcd  by  a  contraction. .  lu 
peruiing  Mr.  Ritfon's  preface,  his 
biftorical  efiay  en,  Scotim  fong, 
his  notes,  and  hisgloflary,  the  read- 
er will  fii]d  many  opportunities 
of  being dirfatisfied  with  him:  foiDe- 
on  account  of  his  deficiencies  in 
the  information  and  previous 
knowledge  neceflary  to  the  editor- 
of  fuch  a  publication,  ajid,  others 
on  account  of  his  nnanifed  want  of 
candour  and  modefly. 

**  The  Poetical  Works  of  John- 
l^lilton,  vol.  1."  folio,  is  part  of  n 
magnificent  and  fplend id  edition  of 
the  labours  of  our  immortal  poet,- 
in  wliich  the  excellencies  of  paper, 
typography,  and  engraving,  arei 
worthily  employed  in  honouring 
fome  of  the  iiobleft  producflions  of 
Englilh  genius.  This  volume  can- 
tains  the  fiffl  fix  books  of  Paradife 
LoR,  ornamented  with  eiegaiifi 
frontifpieces  engraven  by  Simon, 
Earlom^  <iod  Schiavouetti^  from 
defigns  by  Weftall;  to  which  is 
prehxed  the  Life  of  Mihon,  by 
Mr-  Hayley,  accompanied  by  three 
fine  portraits.  Mr.  Hayley's  Life 
of  Milton  is  an  exteafive  aiKi  inter-.

and  that  the  author  difcovcrs  in 
them  a  vigorous  concc^tioa^  g^^^ 
animation  and  ftrengthof  iaji2^;.age, 
and  noble  generous  fentiiTjects. 
With  a  little  more  artentioa  to  the 
limae  labor,  Mr.  Whitehoufe  pro- 
mi  fes  to  rife  to  diULnguiihed  excel- 
lence as  a  poet. 

The  "  Walks  in  a  Forcft,  or 
Poems  defcriptivc  of  Scenerv  and 
Incidents  charactcriitic  cf  a  Forerl, 
at  different  Scafons  of  the  Year/' 
arc  written  in  blank  rcrfe,  and 
defcribe  the  appearances  of  nature 
in  the  vegetable  and  aniinal  world, 
with  that  propriety  of  language, 
and  minutenefs  of  accuracy,  whivh 
will  render  them  highly  gratiiviiig 
to  the  Itudent  of  nature,  in  poe- 
tical anims^ion,  and  the  happv 
introduction  of  philofophical  ind 
moral  reflections,  the  aataor  cer- 
tainly cannot  be  compared  wiih 
Thomfon,  whom  be  endeavours 
to  refemblc,  but  without  {ervile 
imitation.  Excepting  that  poet, 
however,  we  know  not  ins  rivai  in 
this  fpecies  of  poetry.

The  foU 
Jies  of  faihion  in  the  metropolis,  in 
drefs,  modes  of  living,  public  a- 
mufements,  gaming,  &c.  are  the 
obje^i  of  hii  fatire,  which  is  al- 
way*  eotertainin^g,  without  tranf- 
greffing  the  bounds  of  decorum,  or 
good  'nature.  Part  of  this  work  is 
fentimental,  and  relates  tender  love 
tales  in  different  kinds  of  verfe. 
But  Mr.  Mofer's  talents  appear  to 
|reateft  advantage,  when  he  em- 
ploys himfelf  in  exciting  innocent 
pleafantry.

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Credit,  the  Eleftive  FraachiCe  in 
in  Ireland,  the  Emancipation  of  the

Many  of  the  paper?  of  uhich  it  is' 
compofed,  are  diftinguifhed  ty  a 
fpirit  of  good  fenfe,  liberality,  and 
patriotiftn,  and  contain  important 
and  u fef ul  obfervations  on  rcligi- 
qus,  political  and  economical  to- 
pics. But  the  noble  writer  is  not 
always  confiftent  in  his  principles, 
or  the  application  of  them.

IN  our  catalogue  of  the  Foreign 
productions  of  the  year  x  794,  the 
number  of  articles  belonging  to  the 
dominioAs  of  Ruf&a,  SwedeBi  an4 
Dcflinarky  bears  a  fmaller  propor- 
tion than  ufual  to  that  of  the  red 
of  Europe  y  notwithflanding  the 
peculiarly  unfavourable  circure- 
(lances  in  which  the  greater  part  of 
the  continent  has  been  placed,  for 
lit^'vy  and  fcientiHc  purfuits.-i^In 
the  Ruffian  dominions,  the  only 
theological  treatife,  of  which  we 
have  received  any  account,  is  a 
^^  DiHertatton  on  theGift  of  Tongues 
at  the  firft  Chriftian  Pentecoft,  by 
I.  G.  Herder,"  publiOied  at  Riga. 
In  this  diflertation  Af .  Herder  en- 
deavours to  expofe  the  commonly 
received  opinion,  that  the  apoftles 
had  fuddenly  and  miraculoufly 
imparted  to  them  a  knowledge  of 
foreign  ktnguages.  To  the  quef- 
tion,  what  power  did  they  receive 
at  the  feaft  of  Pentecoft  ?  he  an- 
fwers,  that  they  were  inipired  to 
fpeak  of  the  great  afts  of  God,  the 
wt>rks  of  Providence  for  the  falva- 
tioa  of  mankind,  in  exclaofiations 
of  rapturej  which  fome  of  the  Jews 


from  all  quarters  of  the  world  then 
dwelling  at  Jemfalem  felt  in  uni- 
fon  with  the  feelings  of  their  6wa 
minds,  others  ridiculed  as  extrava* 
eant,  and  others  attributed  to  the 
nimes  of  wine.  The  wonder  which 
they  expreiTed,  he  contends,  was 
occafiooed  by  their  hearing  untu- 
tored Galileans,  men  from  a  coua^ 
try  famous  for  ills  fiiaplicity,  utter- 
ing the  fentiments  and  expreflions 
of  highly  Guliivated  minds.  In  the 
leflbns  which  hededuces  from  this 
explanation,  be  boldly  and  ably  in- 
culcates freedom  of  thinking  and 
enquiry,  ^s  eiTential  to  the  genius 
of  the  Chriflian  religion.— -At  Pe- 
terfburg,  M.  Wafiily  Sewergin,  has 
publiihed  a  tranflation  into  the 
Ruilian  iangus^e,  of  Mr*  Kirwan'^s 
"  Elements  of  Mineralogy ;"  in 
which  be  has  inferted  the  later  dif- 
coveries  in  that  fcience,  together 
with  the  ufes  to  which  the  ievei:al 
articles  are  applied,  and  the  experi- 
ments which  have  been  performed 
with  them.  The  editor  has  ^ifo 
given  the  appellations  of  moft  mi- 
nerals in  the  Englifh,  French,  and 
German,  as  well  as  Ruffian,  and  I»a- 
X 1  tin 
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tin  languages.  -  At  the  fame  place 
have  been  publiflied  '*  New  Mem- 
inoirs  relative  to  Northerji  Difco- 
veries,  by  M.  Pallas."  Thefe  me-' 
moirs,  b^fides  a  curious  account  of 
a  voyage  undertaken  at  the  com- 
mand of  the  emprefs,  to  afcertain 
whether  there  be  any  paflage  from 
the  Northern  Ocean  ir)to  the  fe^ 
of  Kamfchatka,  contain  a  variety 
of  interefting  particulars  concern- 
ing the  natural  Hi  ft  ory  of  the  Northr 
era  parts  of  Afia,  and  the  cuftoms 
of  their  inhabitants.— At  the  fame 
place  have  appeared  2  volumes  of 
*'  Travels  through  Ruflia  to  Mount 
Caucafus,  by  I.  A.  Quldenftcd,*' 
edited  by  profeflfbr  Pallas;  which 
are  illuflrated  by  a  map,  and  feve- 
ral  plates,  ^nd  are  reported  by  the 
foreign  journalifts  to  contain  a  vaft 
colleftion  of  important  and  valu- 
able materials. — At  the  fame  place, 
M.  Ofcretzkowfky  has  publiflied  a 
volume  of"  Travels  on  the  Coafts 
of  the  Lakes  of  Ladoga,  and  One- 
ja,"  which  throw  coniiderable 
ight  on  the  geographical,  and  eco- 
nomical hiftori'es  of  thofe  portion^ 
of  the  Ruflian  empire. 

In  Swcdifli  literature,  the  firft 
articlc^which  calls  for  our  notice  is 
*<  a  britf  Hiftory  of  Agriculture  in 
Sweden,  by  Magnus  Blix,"  publifh- 
ed  at  Stockholm.  This  is  an  able, 
and  well  written  treatife,  and  deliv- 
ers  a  number  of  economical  hints 
which  are  of  general  importance. 
It  particularly  cxpofes  the  caufes 
which,  in  Sweden,  have  reduced 
the  ilate  of  agiicuUure  to  a  much 
'Worfe  fituatiou  than  it  was  in  when 
the  country  groaned  undei*  the  rig- 
pur  of  the  feudal  fyllem.  Thefe 
caufes  the  author  (hew?  to  be,  the 
repeated  wars  into  which  it  has 
unnecefiarily  been  plunged  ;  the 
impolitic  endeavours  to  promote 
commerce  and  manufa<5^ures  at  the 
cxjence  of  hulbandry ;    and   the 
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thirft  for  titles  and  offices  which 
has  been  created  by  the  unwife  and 
degrading  diftinftions  eftabliihec} 
between  the  moft  refpeftable  ciilti- 
vatoirs  of  their  paternal  inheritance, 
and  the  meaneft  fervants  of  thf: 
crown.  -At  the  fame  place,  and  at 
Norrkceping,  Aff.flbr  Akcn,  and 
M,  Nils  Nyftroem,  have  publilhed 
*'  Accounts  of  Experiments  on 
Subftances  capable  of  extinguilhing 
Fire."  The  refults  of  thefe  expe- 
ments  are  of  very  great  importance 
in  political  economy,  and  defervc 
the  fcrious  attention  of  the  dircft- 
ors  of  our  Englifh  fire-officts.  We 
fliould  gladly  infert  an  abftraft  of 
the  ftatements  which  the  inventors 
laid  \)efore  the  Swediih  academy, 
of  the  fubftances  which  they  ufed, 
as  far  as  they  have  chofen  to  make 
them  public,  were  we  not  prevent- 
ed by  the  liir.ils  within  which  wc 
are  neceflarily  confined.  We  refer 
the  Englifli  reader,  for  fuch  an  ac- 
count as  will  prove  gratifying  to 
his  curiofity,  to  the  Appendix  to 
the  fourteenth  volume  of  ll^e 
Monthlv  Review  enlarged. — At 
Stockholm,  M .  Hallenberg,  Hifto- 
riographer  of  Sweden,  has  publil^- 
ed  the  third  part  of  his  "  Hiftory 
of  the  Kmgdom  of  Sweden,  during 
the  jfteign  of  Guftavus  Adolphus, 
containing  an  Account  of  the  moft 
remarkabfe  Events  which  tooli  place 
between  the  Years  161 3,  and  16 16.*' 
In  this  volume  wc  are  prefenltd 
with  an  account  of  a  very  intereft- 
ing period  in  the  Swedifli  annals, 
the  tranfa^ion?  of  which  it  relates 
in  a  manner  that  will  reward  the 
attention  of  the  reader,  and  lead 
him  to  form  ve-y  high  expeftarions 
of  the  information  and  entertain- 
ment which  he  will  receive  from 
the  author*s  continuation  of  hi^ 
comprehenfivc  and  well  digeft:ed 
Hiftory.— At  Upfal,  M.  Fant,  pro- 
feflbrof  hiftorj,  ha*  publifhedtht 
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^  fcfth  part  of  his  «♦  Sketches  of 
LcfTons  on  univerfal  Hiftory,  from 
the  beginning  of  the  Sixteenth  Ccn* 
hiry/'  which  comprizes  the  fpace 
Jrom  the  death  of  Guftaviis  Adol- 
phus,  in  1.632,  to  the  peace  oF  Ryf- 
wick,  in  16^7 ;  and  at  Stockholm, 
M.  dc  Rolenffcin  has  publijhed 
**  the  Pbfthiimons  Works-  oflidr 
her,'*  the  Svvedifli  poet,  to  yvjjicli 
he  has  written  a  preface. 

When  we  turn  our  attention  to 
the  Literature  of  the  Da^ifli  do- 

,  JTiinions,  we  meet  with  «*  Philofo- 
phicaMdeas  on  Religion,  znd  the 
Spirit  oi  pure  Chriftfanitv,  by 
'C.  H.  G.  Venturinl,'*  publirfied  at 
Altona.  The  objcft  of  this  author 
IS,  to  feparate  the  pure  and  finiple 
jpjrinciples  of  the  religion  of  Jcfys 
Chrift,  from  the  corruptions  which 
have  at  different  periods  been  add- 
ed to  them  bv  eclcfiaflical  corpo- 
rations arid  .  cllabUfliments.  This 
tafk  he  has'perfofpKd  in  a  manner 
that  Ihews  him  to  poflefs  a  well'  in- 
formed and  liberal  mind  ;  and  that 
\YiU  tend  to  refcue  the  Chriftianity 
of  the  Qofpe]  from  the  well  found- 
ed and'  unaufwerable  objedtions 
wliich  the.  phllofopher  will  urge 
"^gainft '  the  Chriftianity  of  the 
fchooU,  aji  :1  of  national  churches. 
T-At  the  fame-  place.  jMr.  A  Hen- 
nlngs,  gentleman  of  the  bed  cham- 
ber to  the  king  of  Denmark,  has 
piiblirtied  **  an  Hiftorical  and  Mo- 
ral J^iifture  of  the  Influence  of 
Coui'ts  on  the  Depravity  of  States, 
'&c.'*  which  Is  a  manly  and  fpiiiteJ 
performance,  and  holds  out  ufefql 
lefTons  both  to  princes  and  nations. 
—At  Copenhagen  hath  appeared 
the  fourth  volume  of  the  very  va- 
luable "  Mohammedan  \Annals  of 
Abulfeda,  in  Arabic  and  Latin.*' 
>vhich  was  prepared  for  the  preis, 
t>y  the  late  profeflbr  Rcifke,  and  is 
publiflied  by  profeflbr  Adier,  under 
the  patronage  of  M.  Suhm.    Dr. 


Adler  intimates  his  dcfign  of  pub^ 
li filing  another  volume,  containing 
fomc  fuppleme^^tary  matter,  and 
proper  indexes. — At  the  fame  place. 
Dr.  ChrijV'an  Ulrich  von  Eggers 
has  publiflied  "  Memoirs  of  the 
French  Revolution,  with  a  particu-. 
larVicw  Jo  general  Politics, Vol.  J.'* 
This  work,  which  the  chara<fler. 
and  abilities  of  the  author  cannot 
fail  to  render  vali^able,  promifes  to 
be  very  extcnfive.  For  the  volum^ 
before  us,  confifting  of  above  five 
fiuhdred  pages,  brings  down  the 
hiftory  .only  to  the  third  meeting 
6f  the  Notables.  Much  of  it,  how- 
ever, is  taken  up  by  introdu(aory 
matter,  and  the  numerous  docu* 
ments  which  the  do6lor  has  given 
at  length,  in  the  original  French, 
and  tranflated  into  German.  His 
plan-  is  to  embrace  every  thing  con-^ 
nefted  with  the  revolution,  wherher 
influencing  ft,  or- influenced  by  it ; 
and  particularly  the  efFefls  it  has 
had  on  men  of  letters  in  France, 
England,  and  Germany,  and  throu[.ti 
them  on  the  public. — At  the  fam« 
place,  M.  Hagcrujj  has  publiflied 
an  interefting  and  enttrtaining  bio- 
graphical account  "  of  Peter  Tor- 
denfkiold,  formerly  Vice  Admiral 
of  the  Danifli  Fleet,"  who  attained 
that  rank,  from  the  loweft  ftarion, 
by  his  courage  and  conduft. — At 
the  fame  place  hath  appeared  a  new 
edition,  with  additionsand  improve- 
ments, of  profeflbr  IJaden's  "  Lec- 
tures on  the  Danifli  Language,  ur 
rational  Danifli  Grammar ;"  which 
is  fpoken  of  as.  the  mOit  complete 
fyftem  of  inftruAtions  that  can  be 
recommended  to  thofe  who  are  de-^ 
flrous  of  iludying  the  Danifli 
tongue. 

The  firft  work  whirh  calls  fbr 
Our  notice  among  the  literary  pro- 
duftions  of  the  United  Provinces, 
is  "  the  Book  of  Job,  tranflated 
from  the  Hebrew, nitli  anxiotationi^ 
^3  V 
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by  Henry  Albert  Schultcns,  com- 
.  pieted  and  publilhed  after  his  death 
by  Herman  Muntingbc,"  at  Arfi- 
itcrdam.     This  is  the  produftion 
of  the  late  profefTor  of  Oriental  lan- 
guages m  the  Univerfity  of  Leyddn, 
iphofe  extenfive  learning,  critical 
ikiJl,  and  liberality  of  fentiment,  pe- 
culiarly qualified  him  for  the  office 
of  conninentntor  on  thefacred  writ- 
ings.    It  will,  therefore,  be  receiv- 
ed with  pleafure  by  the  biblical 
fcholar.    Profcflbr  Schulterts*  an- 
notations are,  in  general,  concife, 
and  chiefty  employed  in  iiluftrating 
the    figures    and    ailufions    which 
occur  in  the  poem.     Ln  an  intro- 
du<^oi')'  difTertation,  he  gives  a  fhort 
view  of  what  had  been  done  by 
former  critics,  towards  elucidating 
this  ancient  book  ;  and  in  an  appen- 
dix he  difcufTes  tlie  various  readnigs, 
the  opinions  of  commentators,  and 
other  fubjefts  which  will  be  inter- 
eiing  to  thofe  who  are  converfant 
y/ith  the  Oriental  languages. — At 
the  fame   place,   and    at   Utrecht, 
Air.  Van  Vloten  has  publifhed  the 
_  .feventh  vohime  of**  the  Bible,  tranf- 
lated,  paraphrafed,  and  illuflrated, 
with  Annotations,'*  which  is  repre* 
fented  by  the  foreign  reviewers  to 
'     be  a  work  of  very  great  merit  in 
this  department  of  literature.     The 
volume  before  us  contains  the  three 
books  of  Solomon,  and  the  prophe- 
cy of  Ifaiah. — At  Haarlem,  M.  I. 
Konynenbin*^,  profeHbr  of  theolo- 
gy and  cccleiiallical  hiftory  in  the 
Vociety  of  rcmonftrants  at  Amfter- 
cam,  has  pnbliflied*'an  Enquiry  into 
the  Nature  of  the  Prophecies  of  the 
Old  Teftament  relative  to  the  Mef- 
fiah ;"    to  which  the   gold   medal 
was  adjudged  by  the  direiftors  of 
,  "Teyler's  Theological  fociety,  not- 
'withllanding  that  it  does  not  come 
into  the  world  under  their  fan<5lion. 
Tills   is  a  learned   and   ingenious 
'rh  richly   merited  the 


dilHnftion    it    has    receive  J,  and 
throws   confiderablc  light  on  the 
fubjcfl  which  the  author  undcrook 
to  difcufs.     But  we  muft  remark, 
thM  his  fcntimcnts  and  rcafonlngs 
will   not  be  entirely  approved  of 
by  thofe  who  maintain  the  plenary 
infpiration  of  every  paflagc  in  the 
Ola  and  New  Tcftamencs.    The 
(Obje6Vions  of  unbelievers,  we  con- 
ceive, will  be  moft  forcibly  repel- 
led by  thofe  who  adopt  the  fa-re 
liberal  line  of  interpretation  with 
bur  author.— At  Amfterda-n,  Dr. 
t)ronyfius  van  de  WynpertTe,  pro- 
fcflbr  of  philofophy,  &c-  at  Leydeo, 
has  publifhed  a  **  Defence  of  the 
true  and   eternal  Divinity  of  our 
Lord  Jefus  Chrifl,  again  ft  modera 
Attacks ;"  to  which  was  awarded 
a  prize  offered  for  the  beft  ditfena- 
tion  on  that  fubjec^,  by  a  fociety 
for  defending  Chriftianity,  at  the 
Hague.  If  this  treatife  was  the  beii 
tvhich  the  occaiion  produced,  either 
the  caufe   of  orthodoxy  has   but 
feeble   fupporters    in   the  United 
Provinces,  or  the  zeal  of  its  advo- 
cates partakes  much  of  the  phleg-n 
of  the   Dutch  charafter. — At  U- 
treeht,  Dr.  Brown,  profeffbr  of  mo- 
ral   philafophy    and    ecclefiaftical 
hillory,   has  publifh^   a   fermon, 
preached  at  Utrecht,   March  a6, 
1 794,  the  day  of  the  general  fzil, 
intitled  "  the  Influence  of  the  Di- 
vine Judgments,  on  the  Refonna- 
tion   of  the  World;"  which  is  a 
,fenfible  and  well  written  difcourfc, 
and  offers  feafonable  advice  to  the 
people,  to  the  clergy,  and  to  the 
government.    We  wifh  that  it  may 
not  be  thrown  away ;  for  fraall  is 
their    number   who   liften   to  the 
voice  of  wifdom  in  thefe  delirious 
times. 

The  "  Letters  to  Emma,  con- 
cerning the  Kantian  Philofophy,  by 
I.  L.   Ewald,   tranflated  from  the 
German,"  publifhed   at    Utrecht, 
cocUia 
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cMUiR  ft  candid  and  impartial  ex«- 
ftinination  of  fome  of  the  ieadiiiu; 
pdnciples  of  profeflbr  Kant's  fy^ 
tern,  direfied  as  mudi  as  poUbie 
of  oictaph^fical  terms ;  and  a  com* 
parati^re  view  of  his  tlwory  of  mo- 
rals and  that  of  the  Gofpd.    The 
author's  intention  is  to  ihew,  that 
the  Kantian  pbilofophy  is  obfcure 
and  unintelligihie  ;  that  inftead  of 
affifting  the  nnnd  in  the  acquifition 
cf  true  fcience^  it  tends  to  fink  it 
in  doubt  and  fcepticifm;'  and  that 
inilead  pf  improving  human  nature 
Into  the  resemblance  of  the  divine, 
k  renders  man  a  fpeculative  and 
comfortlefs  being,  incapable  of  in- 
dulging to  the  moft  delightful  af. 
iedtions,  and  of  being  imprefled  by 
the  moft  powerful  motives  to  vir- 
tue.«^The  »  Eflay  on  the  Manners 
of  the  latter  part  of  the  Aj^teenth 
Century,  by  C.  A.  M.  de  N,"  pub- 
liihed  at  the  Hague,  was  Tent  to 
Lyons  as  an  anfwer  to  the  following 
queftkm  propofbd  by  the  academy 
of  that  city^  in  the  prefent  ftate 
of  morals,  what  are  the  principles 
and  fentiments  which  ought  to  be 
inculcated  by  philofophy  and  lite- 
rature as  moft  beneficial  to  man- 
kind ?  it  points  out  the  true  caufes 
of  the  llcentioufnefs  and  cruelties 
which  have  attended  the  political 
changes  in  France,  and  offers  good 
advice  to  thofe  who  wifti  to  ad- 
vance the  interefts  of  th^  f^Kiial  and 
domeftic  virtues.— At  Amfterdam, 
M.  Jacob  Kantelaar  has  publiftied 
"a  Difcourfe  on  the  Influence  oF 
Intelle^al  and   Moral   improve- 
ment ont  he  Happinefs  of  Women, 
and  on  Domeftic  Felicity,  delivered 
in  Amfterdam,  at  the  gtoeral  Meet- 
ing of  the  Society  for  promoting 
the  public  Welfare/*    This  is  an 
excellent  treatife,  and  well  worthy 
the  attention  of  thofe  parents  who 
wiih  that  their  daughters  flibuid  i|e 
rendered  capable  of  confcrring  and 


enjoying  baf^inefs  in  the  domeftic 
relations,  rather  thanbe  diftinguifh- 
ed  by  frivolous  and  fliewy  ac- 
compUftiments,  which  ma)^  create 
temporary  admiration,  but  cannot' 
excite  rational  efteem  and  affedion, 
or  fecure  lafting  attachment. — At 
the  fame  place  hath  appeared  a 
tranflation  from  the  German,  of 
"  an  Eftay  on  Patriotifm,  by  Henry 
Chriftopher  Albrecht,  Vol.  I." 
This  work  contains  many  juft  and 
valuable  remarks  on  the  principles 
of  fociety,  and  the  proper  lines  of 
difcriniination  between  great  anA 
good  actions.  But  it  alfo  contains 
many  pofitions  and  reafonings 
which  will  not  ftand  the  teft  of  a 
elofe  and  accurate  ir^veftigation.— 
At  Rotterdam,  Mr.  George  Crau- 
furd  has  pubhftied  the  hrft  part  of 
a  work  entitled  *'  the  Dodrine  of 
Equivalenfti,  or  an  Explanation  of 
the  Nature^  theValu^,  and  the  Pow- 
er of  Money,  together  with  their 
Application  in  organising  Public 
Finance."  This  treatife  is  intend^- 
ed  niore  fiilly  to  explain  the  prin* 
clples  for  which  the  author  con- 
tended in  an  ««  EiTay  on  the  a6hial 
Refources  for  eftablifliing  the  Fi- 
nances of  Great  Britain,"  publifli- 
ed  at  London,  in  the  year  1785, 
which  he  complains  were  totally 
mifunderftood ;  and  alfo  to  refute 
the  principles,  refpeQing  money, 
laid  down  by  Mr.  Harris,  Mr. 
Hume,  fir  James  Stuart,  and  Dn 
Adam  Smith.  His  obfervations 
and  remarks  ftiew  him  to  be  a  man 
of  clofe  thought  and  reflection,  whd 
appears  to  be  a^uated  by  a  diftn-  • 
terefted  defire  of  promoting  the 
public  good.  How^far  his  princi- 
ples are  well  founded,  we  (hall  be 
better  able  to  judge  when  they  arc 
more  completely  developed  in  what 
yet  remains  to  be  explained  of  his 
plan. 
The  thirtieth  volume  of  ".  Me- 
R.  4  moirs 
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moirs  by  the  Philofophical  Society 
of  Haarlem,"  confifls  of  two  differ- 
tarlorts  on  the  principles  of  moral 
obligation,  by  profeflfbr  Grafs,  and 
an  anonymous  author;  and  one 
medical  "article,  by  Dr.  Pet.  Ste- 
phen Kok,  of  Lou  vain,  .on  the 
cur«  of  the  palfy  of  the  loins  and 
lower  farts,  by  the  rhiis  radicans, 
foliis  ferminatis,  Linnasi.  To  pro- 
itfTor  Crafs"  Difleftation,  a  gold 
prize  medal  was  awarded,  by  the 
philofophical  fociety  of  Haarlem, 
who  pronounced  it  to  contain  the 
Jbeft  anfvver  to  the  following  quef- 
tion  :  "  as  philofophcrs  have  long 
fought  a  firft  and  univerfal  princi- 
ple of  moral  obligation,  whence  all 
Ihe  more  particular  precepts  of  du«j 
ty  may  be  deduced ;  as  the  hy- 
pothecs which  fuppofes  what  is 
called  the  moral  fenie  to  be.fuch  a 
principle,  feems  liable  to  fome  ob- 
jections ;  .and  as  that  which  pro- 
feKor  Kant  has  propofed  is,  by 
mtmy,  deemed  oblcure,  vague,  and 
ufelefs;  the  fociety  have  beon  in- 
duced to  enquire  whether  the  in- 
velligation  of  fuch  univerfal  prin- 
-ciple  be  judicious,  necetfafy,  or 
lileful ;  and,  if  fo,  what  is  this  prinr 
ciple  ?"  This  is  a  truly  ingenious 
and  valuable  performancej  equally 
diftinguiflied  by  philofophical  prc- 
cifion,  accuracy,  and  perfpicuity. 
In  adverting  to  preceding  hypothec 
fes,  ancient  as  well  as  modern,  pro- 
felTor  Crafs  endeavour*^  to  lliew, 
that  they  h%ye  been  founded  only 
on  a  contemplation  of  a  p^it  of 
our  nature,  inftead  of  the  whol^. 
In  his  method  of  inveftigation  an 
accin'ate  view  is  taken  of  the  whole 
of  our  nature  and  conftitution ; 
and  different  principles  are  eftab- 
liihed,  founded  in  the  afTcdions  of 
human  nature,  tip  to  wliick  the  ob- 
ligations of  every  n^oral  precept 
may  be  regularly  traced.  The 
auonvmous  diifertalion  is  a  coilfu- 


fed  and  unintelligible  jargon,  toCat- 
ly  unworthy  of  the  filver  medal 
which  was  adjudged  to  the  writer. 
—The  Tranfaaioos  of  the  Society 
e/labliHied  in  Leyden  ior  prcxnot- 
ing  Mathematical  Knowlcdg^"Tol. 
I.  confift  of  addrelTes  to  tl^  focie- 
ty, and  the  cahctidates,  at  the  an- 
nual  diftribution  of  the  prizes  be- 
llowed on  fuch  as  diftingtiiftied 
themfclves  by  their  progrefs  in  the 
feveral  branches  of  mathematics, 
by  M.  P.  Van  Campcti,  and  M, 
Johan  Meerman,  the  prcfi dents  ; 
and  difTertations  on  the  beft  method 
of'  removing  that.diflike  to  loathe- 
raatics  which  many  youiig  perfons 
conceive,  and  which  prevents  their 
purfuing  thofe  (ludies  with  that  at-^ 
tent: on  and  perfcverance  which 
are  neceHary  in  order  to  make  a 
con fidcrable.  progrefs  in  them.  Tbe 
prize  diiTcrtation  on  this  fiibje^i,  by 
M.  A,  I.  Dei  man,  fhidem  of  law  in 
the  academical  fchool  of  Amfier- 
dam,  is  a  feolible  and  judicious  de- 
fence of  the  utility  of  mathemati- 
cal fludies,  and  fuggefts  ufefiil  di<* 
regions  relative  to  tbe  mode  of 
teaching.  Another  diflTertation  oo 
the  fame  fubjea,  by  M.  I.  L.  Kef- 
mann,  ait  officer  in  the  fervice  of 
the  ftaies,  is  alfo  defenring  of  con* 
fiderable  praife. — At  Leyden,  the 
fojciety  for  promoting  the  public 
welfare  h^ve  published  a  very  va- 
luable and.  ufeful  work  entitled 
**  gleneents  of  Arithmetic  for  young 
l^crfons,  by  H.  Aencap,  A.  L.  M. 
Phil.  Doaor,  Sec,  in  2  vols."  This 
work  is  written  in  the  form  of  X 
plain  and  familiar  dialogue  between 
the  teacher  and  learner;  in  which 
theingenious.auth<?r  acqonunodates 
hiinlelfin  a  judicious  and  in tere0* 
ing  manner  to  the  capacities  of  the 
latter,  and  removes  the  difficulties' 
which  occur  to  a  youog  perfon  in 
acquiring  the  firfl  principles  of  this 
fcienc<^.r*At  Ain:Rerdamt  ^ofefior 
Nicholas 
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!Nifih(das  B^ndt,  M.D.  has  publiih- 
ed  (^  an  oration  on  the  utility  pf 
-the  mode  of    iludy*  adopted   by 
modern  botaniils^  delivered  in  the 
acaderpical  fchool  at  Amderdam/' 
which  contains  a  judicious  and  ele- 
gant illuilration  of  the  advantages 
.  which  arife  to  botany  in  parcicu- 
.lar,  and  to  fcience  in.general,  from 
the   labours  of  Linnsus  and  his 
.  followers. 

In  our  laft  volume  we- announc- 
ed the  publication  of  the  fird  and 
fecond  volumes  of  aninterefling  and 
.  entertaining;  work,  entitled  "  lorae 
Account  of  the  Pruflian,  Au (Irian, 
and   Sicilian   Monarchies,  and   of 
feme  of  the  adjacent  States,"  piib- 
liibed  at  the  Hague.     During  the 
prefent  year,  the  third  and  fourth 
volumes  have  made  their  appear- 
ance, and  will  highly  gratify  the 
reader  by  the  author's  detail  of  his 
tours  from  Trieitc  through  Udine, 
Venice,  Padua,  Modena,  Bologna, 
Florence,    Rome,    Naples,   Sicily, 
and   Malta;  and  the  defcriptions, 
.obfervations,  and  anecdotes   with 
which  it  is  interfperfed.— At  Amfter- 
dam  the  firft  volume  of  a  work  has 
been  pubHihed,  ^  entitled  Sketch- 
es'of  the  Revolution  in  France." 
This  work  is  intended  to  contain  a 
yfiiU  account  of  the  events  which 
have  accompanied  the  French  revo- 
lution, illuflrated  by  reprefentacions 
of  the  mod  (Iriking  fcenes,  copied 
by  aWe^artids  from  I^euch  engrar- 
.ing$^  The  volume  before  us,  which 
is  recommended  by  eafe  and  ele- 
gance of  compofition,  csu-ries  the 
hidory  of  the  revolution   to   the 
union  of  the  three  orders  in  the 
National   Adembly,   on   the  «a7th 
J  uly  1 789.— The  '*  Account  of  the 
Campai^M  of  the  Year  1 792,  under 
tiie  .  CoiTUnand    of  the   Duke   of 
jBnmfwick,  in  Letters  Written  by 
,one  who  was  an  flye  Witnefs  of  the 
F^£i$  i;<shudf  la  3  \oU.''  is  an  ano- 


nymous work,  dated  to  be  tranflat- 
ed  frogi  the  German  of  afubaltern 
officer  in  the  Prulfi^n  fervice,  and 
publiflied  in  Holland.  What  credit 
is  due  to  it  the  reader  mud  judge 
for  himfelf,  from  internal  evidence, 
and  its  general  correfpondence 
with  well  authenticated  datements. 
The  author,  who  left  Germany 
with  the  ftronged  prejudices  againft 
the  French  Revolution,  altered  his 
opinion  very  much  after  he  had 
been  fome  time  in  France.  Thif 
change  we  are  told  was  occafioned, 
partly  by  the  contempt  which  the 
condud  of  the  emigrants  excited, 
and  partly  by  the  rebutment  of  the 
Pruifians  on  account  of  the  mifre^ 
prefentations  which  had  engaged 
them  in  this  difaftrons  expedition. 
The  manner  in  which  this  work  is 
written,  is  very  defultory  and  di- 

frellive.— At  Amderdam,  a  treatifc 
as  been  publiflied  entitled  *^  the 
Caufes  of  the  III  Succefs  of  the 
Combined  Powers  in.  the  late  Cam- 
paigns, clearly  pointed  out. to  the 
Inhabitants  of  Europe,  with  their 
Refourcesfor  continuing  the  War 
with  Succefs."  The  author's  ob- 
fervations on  the  mifcondu<5l,  ig- 
norance, want  of  faith,  and  of  plan, 
which  have  accompanied  the  whole 
progrefs  of  the  allies,  are  founded 
on  fa(^s  which  cannot  be  denied, 
and  which  hidory  will  record  to 
the  eternal  difgrace  of  the  parties 
concerned.  His  projccfls  for  car- 
rying on  the  war  with  fuccefs,  and 
the  arguments  by  which  he  en- 
deavours to  recommend  them,  are 
the  reveries  of  a  political  quid- 
nunc, who  can  cafily  eiFecft  that  in 
the  cloftt,  which  experience  has 
fliewn  to  be  imprafticable  in  the 
field. 

At  Amderdam  an  anonymous 
work  has  appeared,  entitled  "  a 
ihort  AccouiU  of  the  Life  of  Mu- 
ley  i-eizit,  Emperor  of  Morocco,*' 
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which,  if  true,  dcfcribes  the  hor- 
rors Of  favage  defpotifin  to  which 
the  people  of  Morocco,  through 
whole  favour  he  had  been  raifed  to 
the  throne,  were  fubjet^ed  during* 
the  fliort  rtign  of  one  of  the  more 
unprincipled  and  inhuman  mcnfters 
that  ever  difmced  humanity. — 
At  the  fame  place^  M^  Jacob  itan- 
tdaar  has  publifhed  •*  an  Eulogy 
on  Henry  Albert  Schultens^  late 
Pfofcflbr  of  Oriental  Languages  in 
the  Univerfity  of  Leyden  ;**  which 
b  an  elegant  and  friendly  tribute 
of  refpeft  to  the  memory  of  a  great 
mnd  good  man,  bv  whofe  premature 
death,  the  interefts  of  literature  ahd 
iiberaiity  in  Holland  have  fufiain- 
ed  a  iofs,  the  magnitude  of  which 
it  is  not  pofGble  to  calculate. 

Among  the  literary  prod  unions 
of  Germany,  the  firft  wiiich  in 
point  of  order  calls  for  our  attention 
isprofeffor  ChrtftianThcoph.  Kuin- 
vel's  "  Prophecy  of  Hofca,  in  He- 
brew  and  Latin,  with  a  perpetual 
Commentary,"  publjflicd  at  Lcip- 
fic.  In  this  work  the  learned  and 
ingenious  author,  whofe  talents 
eminently  qualified  iiim  fox  fuch 
an  undertaking,  applies  profeflbr 
•Heyne's  method  in  elucidatinj^,  the 
Old  Teftamenrwritings.— At  Nu- 
remberg, profefTor  G.  L.  Baur  has 
proceeded  as  far  as  vol.  VIL  in  his 
*'  Continuation  of  J.  C.  Fr.  Schulz's 
Scholia  on  the  Old  Teftament." 
This  volume  contains  nine  of  the 
minor  prophets,  and  gives  abund- 
ant proofs  of  the  judgment  and  di- 
ligence ufcd  by  the  editor,  in  fe- 
Icftvng  the  beft  materials  from  the 
different  exegctical  writers  on  thefe 
parts  of  fcripture.— At  Lcipfic, 
iDr.  Rofvrnmuller  has  publiflied  the 
ad  and  3d  fedlions  of  the  third  vo- 
lume of  his  "  Scholia  on  the  Old 
1  eftament,*'  which  conclude  the 
book  of  Ifaiah. — At  Jena,  profcff-^ 
or  Paulus  has  publiflicd  **  a  Fhilo* 


logical  Key  to  the  tHd  Teftamenti 
for  Schools  and  Univerfitiea. 
Ifaiah."  This  work  costaiDS  oiaoy 
valuable  hitfts  fer  correding  the 
present  text^  and  exceUent  illufba* 
txons  of  the  feofe  d  the  propbedc 
language*  What  moft  modern  ex- 
pofitors  render  a  fun  diad,  in  ch. 
38.  verfes  7,  &Cr  our  profeibr  con- 
fiders  to  be  a  Hight  or  ten  or  more 
ileps,  which  was  for  a  tioie  ihaded, 
and  on  which  the  fun  afterwards 
fliOBe ;  and  he  imagines  that  Ifaiah 
ref^red  to  it  meeny  as  a  type  of 
the  king^s  ficknefs  and  recovery, 
without  any  thing  fupernatiiFai  oc« 
curing  refpe^in^  the  fun's  motion. 
—  At  Leipfic,  the  iaine  author  has 
publiihed  the  fourth,  fiikh,  and 
fixth  volumes  of  his  ^  Aiemora- 
i)ilia,  a  ^ilofopbico-theoioeical 
Magazine,'!  in  which  the  fame 
iearnine  and  ingenuity  are  difplay- 
ed  by  the  profeSbr  and  his  ccNuiju* 
tors,  as  in  the  former  volunesi  and 
the  biblical  fchokr  is  fuppiied  with 
many  curious  and  valuable  critical 
difquifitions.^  At  Gieffen,  M.  He* 
zel  has  pubiiflied  the  3d  part  of  the 
lid  volume  of  hi*  "  lavefHgator  of 
Scripture,"  confiding  of  cnticifms, 
paraphraftic  tranflations,  and  pole- 
mical eiTays  and  dUiertations ;  and 
at  Konigfherg,  profeflbr  I.  G .  Hafle, 
has  pubiifli^  a  vohsme  of  ^  Bi* 
blico-oriental  EOays.'*— At  Halle, 
M.  I.  A.  N^ek  has  publiflied  a 
<*  Criticifm  on  Romans,  i  3—5," 
whtph  gives  an  eafy  and  natunl 
meaning  to  the  paiTage.  -  At  £rfurt, 
M.  J.  f.  fieUarmao  has  publiihed 
the  third  volume  of  his  ^  Manual 
of  Biblical  Literature,**  which  ftiil 
continues  to  be  interefting  to  the 
ftudent,  on  account  of  the  variety 
of  information  which  it  contains, 
feleded  from  the  beft  writers,  on 
fubje^s  which  tend  to  elucidate  rbe 
Jewifh  archaeology,  geography, 
hiilory,  phyficsi  mythology,  Ice.*— 
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and  confirmed  and  propagated  bj 
the  Holy  Spirit."— At  Leipfic,  Pr. 
G.  I.  Planck,  confiftoriai  councel- 
lor,  and  pfofeflbr  of  divinity  at 
Gottingen,  has  publilhed  the  firft 
part  of  ^  valuaole  work  entitled 
**  an  Introdu^lion  to  the  Sciencis 
of  Theology,"  which  is  calculated 
to  afford  much  affiftance  to  tb^ 
theological  Audent  in  profecutii^ 
his  enquiries,  as  welt  as  to  excitr 
his  inciuftry,  and  his  attention  tp 
the  principal  objects,  and  impojt- 
ant  defign  of  thisiciencc. — At  Er^ 
langen,  Dr.  Rorenmiiller  ha3  pub- 
lifted  *'  fomeRefnarksonthe^udy 
of  Theology,'*  which  is  a  judicious 
and  inftruSivef  are  well  ledure,  dc* 
livered  by  him  on  quitting  the  uai- 
verfity  of  Erlangca  for  that  of 
Gieflen.  To  thelc  remarks  be  has 
added  an  effay  on  fome  expreffions 
of  profeflbr  Kaat  refpefting  the 
interpretation  of  the  Bible,  in  whicb 
he  accufes  him  of  revivii^  the  914 
exploded  allegorical  method  of  ex- 
pofiiion,  which  extorted  from  the 
words  of  the  facred  writers  myili*. 
cal  mcaninjgs,  wholly  foreign  to 
their  natural  fignification.— At  Tu- 
bingen, profel^r  Storr  has  publifli- 
ed  "  fome  Theological  Kemacks 
on  Kant's  Philofophical  Do£lrin« 
of  Religion,"  which  are  an  attack 
on  that  author's  work  entitled 
"  Religion  within  the  Limits  of 
pure  Keafon,  &c."  by  a  divine  of 
confiderable  eminence,  and  ac* 
knowledged  learning.  In  thefe  re* 
marks,  however,  he  only  make* 
ufe  of  the  old  weapons  by  which 
orthodox  divines  have  been  accuf* 
to'med  to  defend  their  caufe,  — At 
Halle,  Dr.  C.  F.  BabrJt  has  pub- 
liflied  "  a  Caiechifm  of  Natural 
Religion,  defigned  as  the  Balis  of 
general  InftruJftion  in  Religion  ajid 
Morality,"  containing  a  judicious 
and  perfpicuous  view  of  the  prio* 
ciples  ot  natural  religion,  and  a 
pleafing 


At  Leipfic,  Dr.  Rofenmiiller  has 
publilhed  the  ift  volume  of  a  new 
edition  of  "  Bochart's  Hierozoicort, 
or  Treatife  on  the  Animals  men- 
tioned in  Scripture,"  which  he  has 
enriched  with  the  additional  infor- 
mation fupplied  by  writers  on  na- 
tural  hiftory,  who  have  lived  iince 
the  time  of  Bochart. — At  Erlangen, 
Dr.  Chrift.  Fred.  Ammonhaspub- 
Kfhed  the  ift  part  a  *«  Chriftology 
of  the  Old  Teftament,"  in  which 
his  defien  is  to  difcovcr  the  grounds 
it  affords  for  the  expectation  of  a 
Meffiah.  In  conducting  his  plan, 
he  pays  more  regard  to  the  general 
Tcope  of  the  religion  of  the  patri- 
archs, and  of  the  Moiaic  'difpenfa- 
tion,  than  to  a  few  unimportant 
pafTages  which,  by  forced  con ftruc- 
tions,  have  beei)  made  to  predidl 
trifling  circuraftances  in  the  niftory 
of  Jefus  Chrifl.  It  is  his  intention 
to  purfue  his  inveftlgation  through 
ifhe  apocryphal  books. — At  Vienna 
hath  appeared  **  an  Introduftion 
to  a  frindamental  Knowledge  of  the 
Chriftian  Religion,  for  the  Ufe  of 
the  Schools  of  the  Members  of  thr 
Auglburg  Ccnfeflion  in  the  heredi- 
tary Dominions  of  the  Emperor, 
compofed  by  command,  by  I.  G. 
Fock,  of  the  Supreme  Con/iftory, 
fcc."  In  this  work  the  author  has 
endeavoured  to  deliver  the  do<ftrines 
of  Jefus  Chrift  in  their  natural 
purity  and  fimplicity,  without  any 
arbitrary  additions  and  interpreta- 
tions. The  form  which  he  has 
adopted,  is  the  aphoriftic.  His 
explanation  of  the  formula  of  bap- 
ti(rn,  is  the  fnoft  liberal  that  we 
liave  feen  from  a  member  of  the 
Lutheran  church  :  **  baptife,"  fays 
he,  "  into  the  religion  of  the  Fa- 
ther, th?  Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit, 
that  is  into  the  religion  which 
teaches  us  to  know  6od,  as  the 
father  of  all  men,  made  known  to 
tjs  by  Jefus  Chrift,  tlie  fon  of  God, 
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pleaiing  and  imprefiive  recommen- 
dation of  them. — At  Gorlitz,  an 
intcrefling  and  well  written  treatife 
hath  appeared,  admirably  calculated 
to  diferainate  liberality  of  fenti- 
meilty  entitled  "  Socratic  Dialogues, 
"as  an  Introduction  and  liluftraiion 
of  JHahrtit's  Catcchifm  of  Natu- 
ral RLligion;  being  an  Attempt 
to  promote  unprejudiced  Re- 
flexion, among  the  Rational  and 
well  informed,  of  both  Sexes,  and 
of  all  Ages  and  Condftions," — At 
Ratifbon,  a  fenfible  work  lias  been 
"publiflied  **  on  the  Knowledge  of 
ourfelves,  the  Obflacles  to  it,  and 
the  Advantages  of  it,"  which  placcis 
In  a  Uriking  light  the  neceffity  of 
frff-exami nation,  as  an  inftrument 
of  moral  perfeftion. — At  Vienna, 
,  M-  Denis,  who  has  been  engaged 
for  fome  tiir.e  in  com  pi  Ling  a  ca- 
talogue raifonne  of  the  MSS.  pre- 
fcrvcd  in  the  imperial  library,  dif- 
covered  a  collevtioii  of  twenty-five 
incdited  **  Difcourfcs  of  Augufline, 
Bifliop  of  Hippo.'*  Thefc  he  has 
published  in  a  form  to  correrjx)nd 
with  the  Benedidlinc  edition  of  the 
fathers,  and  accompanied  them 
with  Ihort  critical  and  explanatory 
notes.— At  GiefTen,  M.  1.  B.  Mul- 
ler  has  publiilied  a  colledion  of 
**  Sermons  on  Chriftian  Morality," 
in  fix  large  Bvo.  volumes,  which  he 
jtidicioully  felccfted  from  the  works 
of  the  moft  eminent  German  di- 
vines, who  have  treated  on  moral 
and  praftical  topics.  They  are 
accompan'ed  with  a  complete  Wil 
of  the  fermons  which  have  been 
piibliflied  on  thefe  fubjefts  in  the 
German  language.  Such  are  the 
notices  which  the  foreign  Reviews 
fupply,  of  the  theological  and  mo- 
ral publications  of  Germany  dur- 
ing the  lafl  year. 

Under  the  hcr.d  of  Government 
and  Political  Econcm.y,  we  find 
•*  the  Reciprocal  Kelationi,  between 


a  St.ite  and  its  Servants,  cocCdered 
in  a  Moral,  Political,  and  Judicial 
View,  by  h  M.  Seuffert,  Ph.  and 
LL.D/*  publiflied  ai  Wirtzburg. 
T'his  work  may  prope  ly  be  called 
a  fyftematic  commeatafv  on  the 
edi<^$  iffued  by, the  prince  biftiop 
of  Wirtzburg^  and  affords  a  {leaf- 
ing fpecimen  of*  the  liberality  of 
fentiment,  oji  fubjecls  of  goveru- 
ment  and  p^licy^  v^'hich  is  rapidly 
fpreading  in  the  German  empire.— 
At  Hamburg,  a  treatife  has  been 
pubriflied  ''  on. the  late  Ordiiianccs 
refpecling  the  Liberty  of  the  PreC* 
in  Denmark,"  containing  an  hifto- 
rical  view  of  the  ditr'erent  refcripu 
ilFued  by  the  Danifli  govern  men  t, 
on  the  fubje<5t  of  libeUoi^s  and  fe- 
ditious  publications,  from  Sept. 
J  770,  whej;i  unlimited  freedom  of 
the  prefs  was  declared,  till  Dec. 
1 790,  when  its  abufes  were  hnally 
fubjedtcd  to  the  inveftigation  of  the 
public  courts.  To  writers  on  the 
conlritiitions  of  government  in  the 
different  European  nations,  it  will 
a  fford  u  fef  u  1  tnforinat  ion . — A  t 
Leipfic  a  work -hath  appeared  enti- 
tled ''  Enquiries  concerning  the 
Engiifh  Conflitution,  by  Henry 
Chiiftopher  Albrccht.**  This  work 
is  intended  to  convince  thofe  who 
wifli  for  the'  eftabiifhment  of  a 
conflitution  of  govern  men  tin  Ger- 
many, on  the .  principles  of  the 
Dritifn,  that  the  objecl  of  their  ad- 
miration, from  the  abufes  which 
have  been  fu ff ered  to  creep  into 
it,  frands  in  need  of  a  revifal  and 
reconllrufti  >n  ;  and  that  its  ruiin;^ 
inftitutions  (liould  be  fiudicd  by 
them  as  warnings  rather  than  ex- 
amples. Although  tiure  is  too 
much  ground  for  many  of  liis  fe- 
vere  relie£iions,  yet  the  author  does 
not  appear  to  have  poiTclTcd  a  fif- 
ficiency  of  knowledge,  or  in^jarti- 
aiiiv,  to  have  cnaolcd  him  to  do 
juftice  to  the  mCiics  oi  the  Britilli 
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icohffitution . — At  Hamburg  %  woVk 
has  been  puHifbcd,  entitled  **  the 
French  Conftitution  corrected  ac- 
cording to    Juftice,   Rcafon,    and 
Wifdom,   under  the  dire6^ion   of 
MffTs.  Deleflart,  Montmortn,  Bar- 
nave,  and  Dela  Porte,  by  M.  Pel- 
^enc,  late    fecrecary  to  Comte  de 
Mirabeau ;    with   the  approbation 
of  the  queen  Marie  Antoinette  :  to 
which  are  added  Reflexions  on  the 
Re^rcfentati  ve  Syftem,  byComte  de 
jCIermont  Tonnerre/*  T^is  work, 
we  are  informed,  was  found  anriong 
the  papers  of  M.  de  la  Porte,  and 
piiWifljed  by  order  of  the  commif- 
iioiiers  of  the  National  Aflembly 
appointed  to  examine  the   papers 
depofited    in    the   civil    lift  office. 
One  principal  defign  of  the  author 
was  to   ihcw,  by  deduftion,   that 
nothing  was  farther  from  the  late 
king's  thoughts,  than  to  reftore  the 
ancient  defpotiffti,  or  to  enter  into 
the  views  of  the  emigrants;  and 
that  he  was  willing  to  give  up  ma- 
^y  valuable  prerogatives,  in  order 
to  qitiet  the  people,  and  to  fecure  to 
t\}fm  the  enjoyment  of  rational  li- 
berty.     Whether   the   ftatements 
which  it  contains  are  accurate,  or 
jotherwife,  it  is  a  11  objv<^  of  confider- 
ahle  curiofity,  if  we  attend  to  the 
pMn  of  government  which  it  re- 
commends, or  to  its  itriftures  on 
that  adopted  by  the  conftituent  af- 
fembly»— At  the  fame  place  have 
appeared  two  volumes  of  a  work  en- 
titled  "  the   Political   Interefts  of 
the  fe vend  Courts  of  Euro'pe,  dur- 
ing the  Reigns  of  Louis  XV.  and 
i.ouis   XVL   confifting   of   MSS, 
found  in  the  cabinet  of  Louis-X  VI." 
which   contain   fome  curious  me- 
moirs and  ftate  papers,  interefting 
to  the  polirician  and  the  hiftorian, 
and  bearing  llrong  internal  marks 
of  genuinenefs.  They  were  notic;ed 
by  us  in  our  account  of  the  Litera- 
ture of  Fr-ance  for  the  year  1793, — At 


Stutgard,  atreatife  has  been  pnblilh*' 
ed  **  on  Commons,  and  the  Manage-^ 
ment  and  Divifion  of  them/*  wbich 
points  out  in  an  able  manner  tiie 
adrantages  of  the  enclofing  fyilera; 
and  at  Leiplic  a  periodical  work, 
called  "  a  Journal  of  Manufactures, 
Trade,  and  Fafhion/'  containing 
a  number  of  important  articles,  in- 
terefting not  only  to  the  merchant 
and  political  economift,  biit  to  the 
man  of  literature,  atid  lover  of  the 
fine  arts. 

'    Among  the  German  produdions 
bclonging^to  the  department  of  Ma- 
thematics and  Natural  Philofophy^ 
the  **  Memoirs  of  the  Royal  Aca- 
demy of  Sciences  and  Belles  Leitfes 
at  Berlin,  for  the  years  1783  and 
1 789,  with  its  Hiftory  for  the  fame 
period,*'  demand  our  firft  attention. 
This  volume  con tains.fonie  import- 
ant papers  in  mathematics,  by  M* 
Director  Yon  Caftillon,  M.  BoJc, 
M.  VonTcmplehofF,  M.  Beruouilli, 
M.  Burja,  and  M.   Lhuiiier.    Tv» 
the  Philofophical  department,  Mr. 
Achard,  M.  Mayer,  M.  R.  Forftcr, 
and  M.  Robert  have  been'the  con- 
tributors.    Among  the  writers  in 
Speculative  Philofophy,  and  Belle* 
Lcttres,   we  find    the   refpc6iable 
names  of  M.  Formcy,  M.  Schwab, 
Count  Hertzberg,  the  Abb6  Deui- 
na,  and  M.  Erman.     The  Hiftory 
of  the  Academy  gives,  as  ufual,  an 
account  of  the  meetings,  eulogies 
on    deceafed   members,   queftiont 
announced,  and  prizes  awarded.—

This  work,  like  the  other  fcie':rtific 
prod  unions  of  it*s  rcfpe.^ablc  au- 
thor, contains  every  thing  of  im- 
portance to  the  fcience  on  which 
it  treats,  delivered  with  great  clear- 
nefs  and  perfpicuity.— ^uch,  like- 
wife,  is  the  character  of  the  **  Ele- 
ments of  Aftronomyi  VoL  I."  by 
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the  fame  aittfaor,  publifiied  at  the 
£unc  place.  To  this  volume  is 
prefixed  a  brief  Hiftory  of  Adrono- 
myt  or  rather  of  celebrated  aftrono* 
mers  deceafed. — At  the  fahfie  place 
M.  I.  E.  Bode  has  publiihed  «'  a 
Short  Sketch  of  Aiaonomy,  with 
^ven  plates ;"  which  is  a  judicious 
abridgment  of  his  well  known  great 
work^  fufiicieut  for  the  purpofes  of 
llioie  who  with  to  obtain  a  general 
Jknowledge  only  of  aftronomy,  and 
of  the.fciences  conneded  with,  or 
dependent  upon  it.*— At  Leipfic, 
profedbr  Gren  i^ll  continues  the 
publication  of  his  **  Journal  of 
Natural  Philofophy,"  in  numbers, 
containing  a  reciul  of  many  curi- 
ous experiments,  and  important 
invcfK^ions  in  different  branches 
of  phiiofophy.— At  Erfurt,  and  Stut- 
gardy  M.  John  George  Scheyers 
has  publiflied  a  treaufe,  entitled 
*^  Fraftical  Hydraulics  adapted  to 
the  Capacities  of  Millwrigba  aa4 
Farmers,"  which  contains  the  prac- 
tical and  preceptive  part  of  the 
fciencc,  explained  in  an  eafy  and 
popular  maimer,  fo  as  to  be  intel- 
ligible to  thofe  who  have  not  had 
the  advantage  of  a  mathematical 
education.  It  will  be  of  confider- 
able  ufe,  therefore,  in  countries 
liable  to  inundations,  or  where  the 
force  of  running  water  is  applied 
to  mechanical  purpofes.— The 
numbers  of  Crcll's  «  Annals  of 
Chemiftry*'    continue  ftiii  to   be 

1>ubli(hed,  and  to  fuppiy  the  phi- 
ofophical  (Indent  with  much  cu- 
nous  and  ufefiil  knowledge.— At 
Hanover,  profcllbr  I.  A.  Cramer 
has  publiihed  '*  Letters  on  Natural 
Fhilofophy,*'  confiding  of  meteo- 
rological, agricultural,  and  other 
Mmarks,  together  with  the  natural 
hiftory  of  a  fmall  circle  round  HiK 
deflieim,  which  are  not  unworthy 
of  notice.  Among  other  curious 
particulars,  it  preiems  us  with  the 


account  of  a  dog-fofe-tree,  the  rt/k 
tamias  of  LiiuueuS|  twenty  ttet  faighf 
and  of  fomewhat  greater  breach, 
which  was  incloied  by  a  wall,  by  bi* 
Ihop  Heziio,  fo  long  ago  as  the  year 
1078.— AtFreyberE;,and  Annaberg, 
Mefli-s.  Kohler  and  Hoffmann  con- 
tinue the  publication  of  their  **  Mi- 
ner's  Journal."  The  years  IV.  and 
V.  contain  a  great  variety  of  inter- 
eiling  and  important  papers. — ^At 
Frankfort,  M.  C.  H.  Stucke  has 
]>ubliihed  *^  Chemical  Inveftiga- 
tions  of  fome  Foffils  on  the  Lower 
Rhine,  &c.''  which  he  intends  to 
continue.—- At  Hanover,  and  Ofna- 
burg,  Francis  Baron  Berol(tin|eD, 
Canon  of  Hildefheim,  has  publiih- 
ed  an  enlarged  edition  of  his  **  Ob- 
fenrations, '  Doubts,  and  Quefies 
relative  to  Mineralogy  in  fi;eneral, 
and  a  Natural  Syftem  of  Mmeraio- 
gy  in  particular,'*  which  does  much 
credit  to  his  abilities  as  a  dMA 
miaeraioffift ;  and  at  Weimar,  M. 
I.  C.  Voight  has  publiihed  an  en- 
larged and  improved  "edition  of  his 
celebrated  ^  Pra^cal  Eilays  on  the 
Natural  Hiftory  of  Mountains.'*— 
At- Berlin,  M.  Bloch  has  pubUflied 
the  Vllth  volume  of  his  fplendid 
«  Natural  Hiftory  of  Foreign  Fiih," 
illuftrated  with  ^  plates  coloored 
from  nature.  A  coniiderabje  part 
of  this  volume  is  employed  in  de- 
fcriptions  of  fuch  fim  as  are  inha- 
bitants of  the  Indian  feas  ;  the  ma- 
terials for  which  were  fiirniflied 
from  the  collection  made  by  M. 
John,  during  his  refidence  in  In- 
dia.— At  Erlangen,  M.  I.  David 
ScbopfF  has  publiftied  two  fafciculi 
of  a  '«  Hiiiory  of  Shells,  illuftrated 
with  plates,"  which  will  be  re- 
ceived with  pleafure  by  the  lover 
of  this  branch  of  natural  hiftory .-«- 
At  Leipfi(;,  M.  Roth  has  publiftied  a 
fecQnd  volumeof  his  valuable"  Ger- 
man Fbra^"  and  at  Frankfort,  akid 
Hegenfpurg,  M.  Schrank  hai^  pub- 
liflied 
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lUhed  a  new  and  corre£bed  ecUtioa 
of  his  **  Bavarian  Flora,  printed  in  a  ' 
portable  forna^  and  reduced  into 
Tables." 

Among  the  Hiilorical  pMroduc- 
tions  of  Germany  for  the  year  1 794, 
we  meet  with  the  Hril  and  fecond 
volumes  of  a  **  Hiftory  of  Area- 
ilia,  .by  G.  A.  Von  Breitenbauch," 
fMijblifhed  at  Frankfort.  This  learn- 
pd.  and  ingenious  work  prefents  us 
with  tlie  ancient  hiflory  of  Arca- 
dia, firom  materialis  chiefly  fup- 
plied  by  Paufanias ;  the  hiflory  of 
particular  cities,  and  the  ihare  they 
took  in  the  general  commotions 
and  wars  of  Greece ;  an  account 
of  the  employments,  arts,  political 
conilitution,  religion,  and  charac- 
ter of  the  Arcadians ;  a  geographi- 
cal defcription  of  the  country,  and 
chronological  tables. — At  Leipfic, 
the  Rev.  J.  J.  Munnich  has  pub- 
liihed  a  valuable  philofophico-hif 
torical  work  entitled,  *^  An  En- 
quiry into  the  State  of  Morals  and 
Science  among  the  Ancient  Ro- 
mans,'* in  which  he  juftly  appre- 
ciates the  charader  of  that  people, 
as  a  nation,  during  the  reign  of 
Auguftus,  the  period  of  their  high- 
eft  refinement,  and  properly  ex- 
pofes  the  folly  of  Uiat  implicit 
veneration  with  which  we  are 
taught  to  view  them  in  the  com- 
mon courfe  of  clalfical  education. 
—At  Gottingen,  profeflbr  Meiners 
has  publifhed  two  volumes  of  '*  an 
Hiftorical  Comparifon  of  the  Man. 
ners  and  Political  Eftablifliments^ 
.  the  Laws  and  Profeffions,  the  Com- 
merce and  Religion,  the  Sciences 
and  Places  of  Education  of  the 
Middle  Ages,  with  thofe  of  the 
Prefent  Century,"  which  are  re. 
plete  with  information  and  enter- 
tainment, and  reHed  honour  on 
the  induftry  and  difcrimination  of 
the  learned  author.-— At  Leipfic, 
M.  Heinrich  lias  publifbed  the 
ninth  volume  Part  V.  of  his  "  *iiftory 


of  the  German  Empire,  as  an  Im- 
provement of  Gutlirie's  Univerfal 
HiftoDy,  including  the  Reigns  of 
Charles  V.  Fredinand  I.  and  Majii* 
millan  il.''  This  hiftory  is  ftated 
to  be  drawn  from  the  moft  ap^ 
proved  foiirces,  to  be  written  with 
candour  and  impartiality,  in  a  per- 
fpicuous  and  elegant  ftyle,  and  ia 
many  refpeds  to  be  fuperior  to  the 
labours  of  preceding  hiftorians.-** 
At  Gottingen,  M.  Ch.  L.  Wolt- 
mann  has  publiilied  the  firft  volume 
of  an  <*  Hiftory  of  the  Germans  ia 
the  Saxoh  Period,"  which  is  a 
work  of  great  merit  for  genecal 
readers,  if  we  confider  the  proofs 
which  it  affords  of  the  author's 
care  in  felecting  his  la^ls  from  au- 
thentic documents,  the  pleafing 
ftyle  in' which  it  is  written,  the 
refle<5lion8  which  are  introduced, 
and  the  fbiking  delineations  of 
character  which  it  exhibits.  This 
volume  includes  the  lives  of  HenrJ' 
1.  and  the  tliree  Othos. — At  Berlin, 
Dr.  Girtanner  has  publiflied  feven 
volumes  of."  Hiftorical  Informal 
tion,  and  Political  Remarks  con- 
cerning the  French  Revolution/* 
in  which  he  appears  to  have  bad 
rccourfe  to  the  beft  fources  of  in* 
formation,  and  offers  many  valua- 
ble difTertations  and  refiedions  ia 
the  chara^er  of  a  philofophical 
hiftorian.  The  author  is  a  bitter 
enemy  to  democracy ;  and,  not 
much  to  his  praife  as  an  impartial 
writer,  confidcrs  the  party  of  Fay» 
ette,  Malouet,  Lally  TollendaJ, 
Clermont  Tonnerrc,  and  their  af- 
fociate^  as  the  only  perfons  who 
in  that  grand  ftniggle  were  ac- 
tuated by  motives  or  pure  patribt- 
ifm, — At  Lemgo,  Dr.  Gottlieb  Jof. 
Planck  has  pubhftied  the  fecond  and 
third  volumes  of  his  *'  Modern  Ec- 
cleiiaftical  Hiftory,"  which,  among 
other  fubjeds,  embraces  the  late 
difputes  betw(%n  the  courts  of 
Naples  and  Rome,  the  late  religi- 
ous 
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ous  pcrfecutions  of  the  reformed 
evangclilt^  in  the  palatinate,  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  difpuies  between  the 
papal  chair  and  the  German  arch- 
oifhops,  and  the  ccclefiaftical  revo- 
lution in  France.— At  Schweinfiirt, 
and  Nuremberg,, M.J.  Mich.  Sixt, 
one  of  the  deacons  of  the  cathedra! 
of  St.  John,  has  publifhed  •*  A  Hif- 
tory  of  the  Reformation  in  the 
Free  Town  of  Schweinfurt,  with 
Forty-eight  Documents,*'  which  is 
a  valuable  fragment  of  ccclefiafti* 
cal  hiflory.— At  Leipfic,  M.  Plant 
has  publilhed  *•  The  Complete 
Geography  of  Polynefia,  or  of 
the  Fifth  Divifion  of  the  World, 
vol.  I.  Weft  Polynefia  ;'*  in  which 
he  has  carefiilly  inferted,  from 
MSS.  as  well  as  printed  authori- 
ties, every  thing  of  importance  re- 
lative to  the  physical  ftate,  the 
commerce  and  navigation,  the  fla- 
tilHcs,  the  hi  (lory,  the  charafters  of 
the  inhabitants,  &c.  of  the  coun- 
tries bordering  on  Alia,  as  far  as  • 
New  Guinea,  including  Sumatra, 
Java,  the  Molucca  Iilands,  Ce- 
lebes, Borneo,  IVIagiudanao,  and 
the  Manilla  Iilands. — At  Ham- 
burg,  hath  appeared  a  new  edition 
of  "  Bufching's  Geography,  revif- 
cd,  correded,  and  conliderably  aug- 
«  mentcd  by  the  author,  in  eleven 
volumes  octavo."  The'  value  of 
this  work  is  fufficiently  known  to 
every  fcholar,  who  will  receive 
with  gratitude  thofe  improvements 
which  the  author  has  introduced 
at  a  confidcrable  cxpence  of  atten- 
tion and  labour. — At  Cologne,  an. 
anonymous  work  has  been  pub 
lifhed,  entitled  •*  The  Life  and 
Crimes  of  Philip  Quke  of  Or- 
leans," which  draws  a  malignant 
caricature  of  a  perfon  of  whom 
candour  cannot  fpeak  but  with 
difapprobation,  and  offers  a  feeble 
declamatory  defence  of  the  ancient 
defpotifm  of  France,  and  ks  con- 


temptible fupporters.— ^At  Nurem* 
berg,  a  fplendid  work  is  puhlifliiiig 
in  numoers,  entitled  "  DellBc:^- 
tions  of  Egyptian,. Greek,  and  Ro- 
man Deities,  with  Mythdlogical 
and  Technical  fixplanatior*s»'* 
which  are  engravings  from  gems 
which  formerly  belonged  to  baroix 
Stofch,  ana  arc*  now  in  the  cabinet 
of  the  king  of  Pruffia— At  Ro- 
ftoch,  Profeabr  G.  O.  Tychfen  has 
publifhed  '*  An  Introduftion  to 
Mohammedan  Coin%"  whl^h  pre- 
fcnts  us  with  all  the  preliminary 
information  neceffary  for  the  ftu- 
dent  who  wiftes  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  this  branch  x>f  the 
fcience  of  medals,  and  will  greatly 
aflift  him  in  decyphering  and  ex- 
plaining oriental  coins.  — At  I^ip- 
iic  hath  appeared  **  The  reputed" 
Tomb  of  Homer,  en^^raved  from 
a  Sketch  of  M.  de  Chevalier,  by 
J.  Dom.  Fiorillo,  and  illultrated 
by  C.  G.  Heyne,  with  five  plates,*' 
which  is  an  interefting  and  pleafing 
treatife  in  antiquities.  Profeflbr 
Heyne  fuppofes  this  tomb  to  con- 
tain the  afhes  of  fome  perfon  of 
note,  but  not  to  have  been  ere<5led 
at  an  earlier  period  than  the  time 
of  the  Roinans. — At  Hamburg, 
ProfeiTor  Dan.  Gottl.  Moldenhauer 
has  publifhed  the  curious  "  Pro- 
cefs  againft  the  Order  of  Knights 
Templars,  from  the  Original  of  the 
Papal  Commifhoners  in  France," 
v/hich  is  writ-ten  in  old  French,  , 
Limofin,  and  Cstalonian,  and  is  the 
fame  which  Dupuy  ufed  in  his 
hiflory  of  that  order. — At  Leiptlc 
have  appeared  *♦  The  Travels  of  a 
Pole  through  Moldavia  to  Turke)\ 
by  Jof.  Mikofcha,  tranflated  from 
the  Polifli,"  which  are  the  produc- 
tions of  a  man  of  abilities  both  as  a 
ftatefman,  and  as  a  writer,  and 
contain  intcrefring  obfervations  on 
the  Turkiih  empire,  its  form  of 
government,  religion,  forces,  man- 
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tters,  and  on  the  nations  that  live 
under  ir,  &c.  &c.— At  Hamburg, 
•*  A  Philofophxcal,  Political,  and 
Litcrar}'  Journey  in  RufEa^"  has 
been  publiihed  by  a  pcrfon  who  af* 
lumesthename  of  Chantreau,  which 
is  evidently  a  compilation,  though 
not  an  unpleaiing  one,  from  the 
variety  of  publications  which  have 
cf  late  years  been  devoted  to  de- 
fcriptions  and  anecdotes  of  the 
Ru£Ban  empire..— To  the  preced*

The  firfl  of  tiiefc  is  entitled  "  a 
Letter  from   I\L   Necker    to   M. 
Mallet  du  Pan,  Citizen  of  Geneva^ 
and   formerly  Editor  of  the  Me;" 
cure  de  France;"  and  is  an  ironical 
piece,  written  by  a  rov.^liu,  who, 
with  wit  and  talents,  poflcfTes  an  a- 
bundant  fliarc  of  the  arrogance  aiid 
pride  which  has  brought  ruiu  oa 
the   ariflocracy   of  Fraace.     It  is 
intended  to  ridicule  the  two  charac* 
ters  mentioned  in  the  tiile-page.— • 
The  other  .publication   is  entitled 
"  Thoughts  on  Peace,  addrefled  to 
Mr,  Pitt,  and  the  French  Nation^** 
and  was  written  by  the   baronefs 
de  Stael,  daugiiter  of  M.  Necker. 
It  contains  many  wife  and  jufl  ob* 
fervanons,   and  irrefragable  argu- 
ments in  favour  of  an  Immediate 
peace,  which  we  arc  apprehenfive 
will  make   no  impreilion  on  the 
minds  of  thofe   llatefmen,    whofe 
perfonal'    intcreft«»     ambition,    or 
refentmcnts  are   gratified  by  pro** 
longing  the  calamities  of  war.     . 

From    the    fame   circuraflancet 
which  have  contributed  to  reader 
ourlafl  article  fo  fcanty,  our  prc- 
fent  lift  of  Italian  literature  is  un- 
iifu'^lly  barren  and  impcrfe<5t.

,.aad. literary  notices'  to  each  piece 
by  M.  Rubbi.— At  Rome,  a  ferious 

.  epic  poem  has  been  publiihed, 
jpoiTeiEng  much  of  the  fubJimity 
and  vigour  6f  Dante,  **  on  the 
Death  of  Hugo  de  Bafleviilc,  in 
January  1 794,  who  was  murdered 
bythe'moD  for  having  rendered 

.  -hjmfelf  difagreeable  to  the  papal 
,court  in  his  charafter  of  envoy 
from  prance.  But  though  we  can 
admire  the  poetical  merit's  of  this 
performance,  we  have  no  praife  to 
t>ellow  on  the  principles  which  it 
dif<;overs.  Thefe  can  prove  ac- 
ceptable only  to  the  bigotted  and 
intolerant* 

The  firft  work  which  we  have  to 
notice  among  the  few  produ<^ion$ 
'  in  French  literature  ot  which  we 
have  had  any  information,  is  a 
treatife  entitled  "  Philofophical 
Worfliip,  &c."  by  M.  Labaiays. 
This  appears  to  be  the  produ<ftion 
of  a  man  of  virtue  and  piety,  who 
is  almoft  perfuaded  to  be  a  Chrif- 
tiaa.  For  he  is  a  ftrennous  and 
able  advocate  for  the  fexiftence  of  a 
God,  the  immortality  of  the  foul, 
and  a  future  flate.  Plad  he  been 
placed  in  circumftances  in  which 
ChriTlianity  had  come  recommend- 
ed to  him  in  her  unafTuming  nitive 
charms,  inftead  of  appearing  dcbaifed 


by  an  unnatural  union  with  tyran* 
ny  and  fimatidfiii,  it  is  highly 
probable  that  he  would  have  be- 
come an  entire  convert.— The 
**  Parallel  of  Religione,  in  5  vols. 
4to."  is  a  work  in  which  the  au- 
thor has  with  great  induftry  availed 
himfclf  of  the  writings  of  all  the 
abieft  moderns  on  the  fufaje^,  to 
lay  before  his  readers  a  complete, 
and,  as  he  profefles;  an  impartial 
account  of  the  feveral  religions 
which  have  obtained  in  the  world. 
From  the  fyliabus  of  the  contents 
in  the  £//nt  des,  JournauZf  it  apJ 
pears  to  be  divided  into  fevcn 
parts.  The  firft  contains  the  hifto^ 
ry  of  modern  and  ancient  pagan- 
ifm,  in  ^11  tae  dilferent  nations  ia 
which  ic  has  prevailed ;  the  fecond 
a  parallel  of  the  pagan  religions 
with  each  other;  the  third  the 
hiftory  of  Mohammedanifm ;  the 
fourth  a  jwrallel-of  Mohammedan- 
ifm with  pagauifm ;  the  fifth  the 
hiftory  of  Judaifm;  the  fixth  par- 
allels of  Judaifm  with  paganifm 
and  Mofiammedanifm ;  and  the 
feventh  parallels  of  Cbriftianity' 
with  Judaifm,  Mohammedanifn^ 
paganilm,  and  deifn.— .  «*  The 
Glance  on  Society  i  1  general,  by 
J.  J.  H."  is  a  declamatory  piece  on 
Xht  perfe£^ion  and  bajpinefs  to 
which  the  world  is  tending,  not- 
withftanding  the  exifting  evils 
which  are  painful  to  philofophy 
and  humanity  ;  and  prediding  the 
fpeedy  approach  of  the  period 
when  *'  all  mankind,  aftiamed  of 
their  long  infanc>,  will  form  one 
great  individual,  one  fociety,  united 
by  all  the  indidoluble  lies  of 
matter  and  of  mind/'.  ProfcfTor 
Gueroulfs  "  Treaiife  on  the  Con- 
ftitution  of  the  Spartans,  of  the 
At-  enians,  and  of  the  Romans,** 
is  the  production  of  an  author  \\ith 
whofe  extenfive  Icariwng  and  in- 
formation. 
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format! on^  and  abilities  as  a  writer, 
the  world  is  not  unacquainted.  Li 
the  work  before  us  his  knowledge 
and  talents  have  been  employed  in 
a  manner  tliat  will  not  tend  to  di- 
minifh  his  fame-,  and  that  conveys 
much  ufefiil  inftruc^ion  to  the  read- 
er.— M.  Vcirieu's  "  Means  of  in- 
creafiiig  and  confirming  the  Na- 
tional ^  Power,  in  increafing  the 
Private  Wealth  of  each  Individual, 
&c.'*  is  a  report  given  in  to  one  of 
the  French  committees,  the  objetfl 
of  which  is  to  fliew  the  infinite 
advantages  which  would  arife  to 
the  public  from  a  new  mode  of 
managing  mortgages.  Of  his  plan, 
and  tne  details  by  which  he  iiluf- 
tratts  it,  wc  have  not  fcen  any  ana- 
lyfis. — The  treatife  '*  on  the  Siip- 
preJiion  or  Games  of  Chance,  Lot- 
teries, SiC.  by  M.  Dufaiilz,"  is  an 
interefting  work;  in  whicli  their 
hillorvaiid  danrjeroiis  conieqiicnces 
are  ckTcribt:d  with  circiin)itances, 
and  in  term^,  which  ftrongly  paint 
tht  ir  folly  and  in)jjc»licy.  M,  Du- 
fai:lz  was  appointed  by  the  com- 
mirtee  of  public  ii.itructioii,  in 
conjunction  with  M.  Mcrcier,  to 
draw  up  that  report  on  the  fiii^jec'l 
of  this  trcatife,  whicti  was  follow- 
ed bv  the  decree  of  the  con\  cfition 
rtboli  flung  a!I-f/un:fs  of  chance  fron 
the  firll  of  October  1793.  — Tlic 
next  work  which  occurs  in  order, 
is  a  very  important  and  ufeful  Oxie 
in  Economics,  written  by  a  perf(^n 
whofe  long  attention  to  the  fiibjeCl, 
pnd  numerous  rc^'cated  experiments 
lave  enabled  him  to  throw  much 
Ti^ht  upon  it.  Of  the  nature  of 
its  contents  we  ir.all  enable  our 
readers  to  form  fome  judgment*  by 
inferting  its  lon^  title,  it  is  called 
^' Memoirs  on  the  Adminifrration 
of  Forefis,  and  on  the  individual 
Qu^ilities  of  Infiigcnous  Tiniber,  or 
fuch    as     bears     the    Climate    of 


France;  to  which  is  added,  a  Dc^ 
fcription  of  the  Exotic  Woods  fur* 
nifhed    by    Commerce;    a    Work 
ufeful  to  the  Proprietors  wbo  wiih 
to    economize    their    Timber,    to 
judge  with  precifion  of  the  Age  at 
wliich    they   ought    to    fell    their 
Trees,  and  to  know  the  roofl  ad- 
vantageous   Ufe  of    the   different 
Kinds,    according  to  their  Quali- 
ties, determined  by  a  great  Num- 
ber of  new  Obfcrvations  and  Ex- 
periments,   by     P.     C.    Varenne 
Fenille,    in  2 'vols.*'—"  The  Ba- 
tavian  Philofoper,  or  Philanthropic 
Reflections  on  the  prefent  War,'' 
is  an  eloquent  piece  of  declamation 
againft  the  principles  and  objects  of 
the  war  entered  into  againft  France 
by  the  coalefced  powers,  and  point- 
ing out,  in   beautiful  colours,  the 
fcene  of  freedom,  virrnc,  profper- 
ity,    and    happinefs,    which    will 
take  place,  if  that  country  (hould 
be  fo  fuccefsfiil  as  to  maintain  her 
independence.      This   quefion    is 
no  longer  problematical,  if  rt  ever 
was,  in  the  mind  of  tHe  fober  poli- 
tician.     But   fome  of\the  confc- 
quenccs  which  our  auth»«^j)redi(fls, 
are  not  yet  to  be  perceivecrcxcept-* 
ing  by  the  eye  of^  faith. 

With  refpefl  to  the  produAions 
of  France  in  Mathematics  and  J^a- 
tural  Philofophy,  our  information 
is  exceedingly  limited.  We  have 
barely  heard  that  in  "  in  the  Jour- 
nal of  the  Lyceum  at  Paris,"  the 
friend  of  fcience  will  meet  with 
many  valuable  and  important  ar- 
ticles ;  but  we  are  unable  to  lay  be- 
fore our  readers  the  fubje6ls  which 
have  employed  the  attention  of  the 
members  of  that  national  inftitU' 
tion,  which  is  Hated  to  be  con- 
ducted on  a  plan  highly  favourable 
to  the  diiTemi nation  of  '  ufeful 
knowledge. — M.  Charles  Pougeni* 
V  EfTays  on  various  fubjecis' in 
Phyfics^ 
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IfhyGcs,  Botany,  and  Mineralogy," 
are  reported  by  the  foreign  Jour- 
nalifts  to  be  the  proUudions  of  a 
fenfible  and  ingenious  writer,  who 
has  fuccefs fully  applied  himfelf  to 
tbe  (ludy  of  nature,  and  is  well 
verfed  in  the  bed  authors  who  have 
undertaken  to  explain  her  arcana; 
and  who  pofTeflcs  at  the  fame  time 
a  happy  facility  in  communicating 
what  he  knows  to  readers  of  the 
moft  ordinary  capacities.  He  is  a 
boM  advocate  for  the  opinion,  that 
the  principle  of  animaiity  is  com- 
fnon  to  the  three  natural  king- 
doms.— H.  de  ]a  Metherie  has 
publiflied  a  new  edition,  greatly 
enlarged,  of  Bergman's  "  Manual 
for  Mineralogifts,"  in  which  the 
principal  improvements  which 
have  been  made  in  that  fcience^ 
lince  the  firft  appearance  of  the 
work,  about  ten  ten  years  ago, 
have  been  judicioufly  introduced 
by  an  author,  whofe  profound  ac- 
quaintance with  chemiftry  and 
mineralogy  peculiarly  qualified  him 
for  fuch  an  undertaking. 

Among  the  Hiilorical  productions 
of  France  for  the  year  1794,  we 
meet  with  **  the  new  Age  of 
Louis  XIV.  in  four  Volumes." 
This  work  does  not  afpire  to  the 
dignity  of  regular  hiftory,  but  is  a 
Compilation  of  the  fcattered  me- 
moirs, anecdotes,  fugitive  pieces, 
fatires,  lampoons,  fongs,  ballads^ 
and  fatirical  epitaphs  of  the  period, 
the  greater  part  of  which  were 
handed  about  in  manufcript,  and 
would  not  have  been  fuffered  to  be 
publiflied  under  the  reign  of  dc- 
zpotifm.  It  has  been  properly 
termed  by  one  of  our  EngliUi 
Jourualifts,  an  epigrammatic  hijiory. 
The  numerous  notes  have  coniider- 
able  merit  in  an  hiftorical  fipint  of 
view;  and  the  whole  prefents  the 
reader  with  a  vaft  fund  of  amufe- 


raent.— The  «  Hiftorical  and  Poli- 
tical Memoirs  of  the  Revolution 
in  the  Netlicrlands  ^nd  the  Country 
of  Liege  in  1793,   by  Publicola — ^ 
Ciwuilard,  a  ?.Iau  of  Lc'tcrs,   fent 
into  thofe  Countries  by  the  Provi- 
fional   Executive  Council  of   the 
FrAich  Republic,    with  the  Cha- 
ra«Eler  of  a  National  Commilfioncr,'' 
is  a  work  abounding  in  authentic 
and  interefting  information,  which 
will   afford   coniiderable   afiiilancc 
to    the    hiftorian    of  the    prefcnt 
eventful  period.     And  as  the  pro- 
duction oi  a  man.  of  letters,  it  is 
recommended  by  philofophical  re- 
fletflions,  poweiful  rcafoning,  and 
the  attractive  graces  of  fine  writ- 
ing, — The  "  Hiftorical  Relation  of 
the  Siege  of  Valenciennes,    by  a 
Soldier  of  the  Battalion  of  Cha- 
rente,**  is  an  interefting  and  fimple 
narration  of  the  events,  and  flu(flu- 
ations  in    public    opinion    which 
took  place  during  that  celebrated 
ficge,  by  a  perfon  whofe  fttuation 
as  an   aihftant  in   the   council  of 
war,    and  prefident  of  a  popular 
club,  gave  him  the  beft  opportuni- 
ties of  being  well  iuformedf  on  the 
fubjeCls   of  his  publication. — The 
"  Lift  of  the  Names  of  the  hereto- 
fore Nobles,  Nobles  of  Race,  Pet- 
tifoggers, Prelates,  Financiers,  In- 
triguers, &c.  with  Notes  on  their 
Families,"  in  three  parts,  is  a  col- 
lection of  hiftorical  faCts  and  anec. 
dotes,  which  prefents  a  difgufting 
picture  of  the  degeneracy  and  pro- 
fligacy of  the  late  titled  orders  in 
France. — **  The  Private  Life  of  the 
Ecclefiaftics,    Prelates,   and    other 
Public  Functionaries  who  have  not 
taken  the  Oaths  on  the  Civil  Con- 
Ititution  of  the  Clergy,"  in  tlu-fcc 
parts,  is  a  fupplement  to  the  laft 
rhentipned  work.     It  is  intended 
to  expofe  the  pride  and  vices  which 
difgraced  the  clerical  character  in 
Fraiit:ey

perfuaded,   however^  that  the  ac.

quently exaggerated ;  otherwife  the 
aepravity  and  hypocrify  of  many 
of    the    moft    celebrated    French 
clergy  would    almoll   juftify  the 
fevere  and  cruel  treatment  which 
they  have  experienced.      Wc  re- 
commend  this  work  to  be  con« 
fultcd  in  connexion  with  the  Abb6 
BarrucPs    Hiftory  of   the  Clergy 
during    the    French    Revolution, 
which  was  noticed  by  us  among 
the  articles  in  Domeftic  Literature. 
The  reader,  from  the  very  different 
and  oppofite  accounts  which  they 
give,  will  be  prevented  from  plac- 
ing implicit  confidence  in  either  of 
them.— The    «  Diflertation  on  a 
Colleftioii  of  Letters,  to  the  Num- 
ber of  84,  written  by  Henry  IV. 
of  France  with  his  own  hand,  to 
M;  de   Beljyevre,    Chancellor  of 
France,  by  the  Abbe  Rive,"  is  a 
curious  tra6t  relating  to  fome  ma- 
nufcripts' which  may  ferve  to  throw 
light  on  many  political  circum- 
ftances  in  the  reign  of  that  patriotic 
king.     As  far  as  internal  evidence 
can  weigh,  they  carry  with  them 
ftrohg  marks  of  authenticity.  They 
are  reported  to   have    been    pur- 
chafed  by  the  prefcnt  proprietor 
from  one  of  the  national  guards, 
into  whofe  hands  thev  fell  at  the 
deflruaioa    of   the    Bailile.— The 
**  Voyages  to  Guinea,  and  to  the 
Carribbee  Iflands  in  America,  by 
Paul  Edman  Ifert,"  is  a  tranflation 
from   the. German,  of  ar  pleafing 
work,    written    in    the    epiftolary 
form",  which  furniflies  the  reader 
with  much  interefting  information 
relative  to  the  inhabitants  and  na- 
tural prod  unions  of  thofe  parts  of 
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the  globe.— -Of  «*Cbantrcau'*P!ri-.- 
lofophical.  Political,  and  Literary 
Journey  in  Ruffia,'*  we  have  al- 
ready taken  not'ice  in  our  account 
of  the  literature  of  Germany. 

The  lift  articles  which  we  have 
to  mention  in  our  imperfeft  cata- 
logue of  French  literature  for  the 
year  1794,  belong  to  the  clafTcs 
of  Literary  Antiquities,  and  IVllfcel-' 
laneous  Literature.    The  firft  of 
thefe  are  the  <^  Memoirs  of  Utera« 
ture,  taken  from  Regilters  of  the 
Academy  of  Infcriptions  and  Belles 
Lettres  from  the  Vear  1 780  to  1 784^ 
Vols.  XLIV— XLVI,  printed  at 
the  national  prefs,  in  the  Louvre." 
In  thefe  volumes  we  are  prefented 
with  the  hiftory  of  the  academy^ 
now  no  longer  royal,  and  eulogies 
of  many  of  its  refpeftable  mem* 
bcrs.    They  afterwards  oflFer  to  u* 
a  variety  of  important  papers  on 
fubje£ls  of  eaftern  literature,  Greek 
and  Roman  antiouities  and  litera- 
ture,  and  the  hiftory  of  ancient 
and  modern  nations,  which  refledl 
honour  on  the  learning  and  in- 
duftry  of  the  authors.    Among  the 
refpe6table  names  of  the  contri* 
butors  to  theft  volumes  we  find 
thofe  of  Deguignes,  Keralio,  An- 
qi^etil  Duperron,  St.  Croix,  Gar- 
nier,  Bouchart,  Brojtier,  de  Roch- 
fort,  Vauvilliers,  Dupuy,  and  Def- 
ormcaux. — The    *•    Memoirs    on 
different  Antiquities  of  Perfia,  &c. 
by  A.  I.  Silvefter  de  Sacy,"  arc  re- 
plete with  learning  and  curious  in- 
formation, which  will  be  highly  ac# 
ceptable  to  the  oriental  fcholar,  as 
well  asto the  hiftorian  and  antiquary. 
They  contain  diifertations  on  the 
infcriptions    and     monuments    of 
Nakilii  Ruftam  ;  on  the  Cufic  and 
Perfic  infcriptions  in  Gehel-Minari 
as  they  are  found  in  Niebuhr;  an 
account  of  the  coins  of  the  Perfiaa 
kings  of  the  dynafty  of  the  Saflk- 
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nidi' ;'^ an  account  b^  the  Intcrip- 
tiofi$,&C.d!fc6veredatKJrmanfliah, 
or  Bifutun,  in  ^  KurcTiftaii;  apd "  a 
hirtory  of  the  Perfian  kinas  j)f  the 
dynafty^  of  Safla/idje,  from  the 
famous  Hillory  of  Mirkhond.— 
M!  HafFner**s  trtatife  «'  on  Literary 
Education,  or  on  the  Organization 
of  an  EftabKflimcnt  for  the  hig.hcr 
Branches  of  Science,''  jvas  pub- 
liflied  in  cpnfequence  of  the  print- 
ing of  Talleyrand  Pengorcrs  report 
of  a  plan  for  public  iaflrii<flion, 
which  Mt  (hews  to  be  in  many  re- ' 
fpeds  cflentially  defecflive.  Aiid  it 
offers  many  important  remarks  on 
the  fubje^^,  which  dt*ferve  an  at- 
tentive perufal,  as  they  are  fugj;t(l- 
cd  by  a  perfon  of  a  liberal  and  en- 
lightened mind,  who  has  poiTefTed 
the  advantage"  of  experience  for 
many  years  in  the  capacity  of  pro- 
feflbr  of  theology  in  thp  univer- 
fity  of  Strafbiirgh.— The  «  Ele- 
mentary Treatife  on  the  Art  of 
Printi r.g,  by  Antoine  Francois  Mo- 
mero,*'  will  prove  a  valuable  pre- 
fcnt  to  thofe  who  wifli  to  acquire  a 
pra^ical  knowledge  of  the  art,  as 
it  contains  the  fubftance  of  all  the 
ufeful  inflru<flions  delivered  in 
fuch  works  as  have  already  received 
the  ftamp  of  general  approbation, 
together  with  the  improvements 
which  have  been  introduced  fince 
their  appearance.  -  M.  Grecry's 
"  Eflay  on  Mufic,"  is  the  work  of 
an  autuor  who  has  acquired  great 
celebrity  in  the  mufical  line,  and 
who  has  contributed  much  to 
banifli  that  falfe  tafte  from  France, 
which  for  a  long;  time  juftly  ex j)ored 
their  compofitions  and  perform- 
ances to  the  ridicule  of  foreigners. 
It  may  well  be  fuppofed,  tiicrefore, 
to  abound  in  valuable  reinarkg  and 
obfervations  which  will  prove  in- 
tereft?ng  both  to  coinpofers  and 
pra<^titioncri.,— -"     The    various 


.Works  of  Cerutti,  or  a  Colle<5^ioa 
of  Piece*  compofed  before  and 
fince  the  Revolution,"  contain  a 
great  nuniber  of  pieces-  of  elo- 
quence and  poetry  whkclt  are  faid 
to  be  deserving  of  confid^rable 
praife.— rTo.  jhe  articles  already- 
enumerated  we  have  to  add, 
"  Fables,  by  -M.  Floriaa,"  whick 
are  faid  to  be  inferior  only  to  thofe 
of  la  Fontaine;  "  The  Blind  Man 
of  the  Mountain/.*  a  colieAion  of 
literary  andphilofophical  difcourfes 
writteji  in  imitation  of  the  elegant 
and  intereiling  converfations  tranf- 
mittedto  us  by  the  ancients,  and  par- 
ticularly by  Cicoro;  and  **  William 
Tell,"  a  popular  drama,  in  three 
afl«>,  by  Sedaine. 

We  fliall  now  clofe  our  fliort 
view  of  foreign  literature,  by  jult 
announcing  fome  publications 
which  haveiffucd  from  the  prefrr-s  of 
Spain  and  Portugal.  In  the  for- 
mer coujitry  have  appeared  a  work 
on  **  the  Origin  of  Laws;  Arts,  and 
Sciences,  and  their  firfl  -Pro^ re fs 
among  the  Ancients,"  in  2  vols; 
*'Now  Obfervationson  Rural  Eco- 
nomy, the  Manner  of  perfeeling 
and  preferving  the  Breed  of  Horfc  s, 
and  on  other  inter*(ling  Objedls, 
by  M.  MaUtos;"  "  Elements  of 
the  Veterinary  Art/*  by  the  fame; 
^  Uranography,  or  a  Defcription 
.  of  the  Heavens,  by  M.  Garriga, 
with  three  Maps  of  the  Conftella- 
tions ;"  tlie  third  part  of  the  fecond 
volume  of  **  a  Dtfcription  of  the 
Sponianeous  ^Plants  of  Spain,  and 
of  thofe  cultivated  in  the  Gardens 
of  that  Country  by  I.  A.  Cavtt* 
nillas."  illu  Irated  with  30  plates, 
and  acQf>Aipanied  by  the  natural* 
biftory  of  the  mountainous  di-' 
ftrifts  iri  the  kingdom  of  Valencia; 
and  "  Notices  concerpiiig  North 
and  South  America,  a  Ph)  fical  ai\<l 
'Hillorical  Dialogue." — In  Fortu- 
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guefe  literature  we  have  only  heard 
^f  "  a  Topographical  and  Iliflorical 
Pefcription  of  the  City  of  Oporto, 
by  Agoft.  Kchello  da  Coila,  with 
a  Chart  of  tb».  Province  of  Entre 
Douro  e  Minhoi^  and  Views  of  the 
City  of  Oporto."-  This  work  is 
faid.to  be  a  very  valuable  onfe»  and 
%|\j[o  prefent  us. with  a  circumftantia] 
&nd  interfiling  account  of  the  hiflo- 


rv,  ^incipal  buildings,  popubtion^ 
civ4  and  religious  cftapliflimeiits, 
nianufa^ureSy  and  commerce  of 
that  important  city.  The  intimate 
intercourse  which  fubiifts  b^twcea 
Oporto  and  this,  country,  would 
render  a  tranflation  of  the  above 
work  acceptable  to  the  £u,gjifh 
leaden.  '..    * 
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
